PREFACE.         y.'^'^       ^ 


A  QUARTER  of  a  century  has  passed  away,  siuco  the  conduct  of  this 
Journal  was  transfen'ed  to  the  present  Editor  by  an  honoured  &.ther, 
who  had  been  its  original  projector,  and  on  whom  had  principally  de- 
volved the  laboxir  and  responsibility  of  its  compilation,  for  a  period  of 
forty  years.  The  form  of  the  work,  and  the  arrangement  of  its  con- 
tents at  that  time  adopted,^  have  ever  since  been  retained;  nor  is 
Uiere  any  immediate  intention  of  altering  or  modifying  either.  Should 
mioh  a  change  be  hereafter  found  expedient,  owing  to  the  increasing 
iunount  of  intelligence  received  from  a  widening  sphere  of  Missionary 
labour,  or  to  any  other  circumstance,  it  will  be  willingly  resorted  to, 
with  the  sanction  of  the  Brethren's  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the 
Goipel,  and  the  concurrence  of  the  esteemed  fellow-servaut,  who  is 
to  sustain  in  ftiture  the  office  of  joint-editor.  • 

The  period,  to  which  reference  haa  been  already  made,  may  well 
be  regarded  as  one  of  deep  and  abiding  interest  Ecclesiastical 
epochs  of  no  mean  importance  constitute  its  boundaries.  Its  com- 
mencement marks  tlie  close  of  the  first  century  of  the  Brethren's  Mis- 
flionaiy  laboiur;  its  oondusion  goes  far  to  complete  the  fowrth  century 
of  the  ezifltence  of  the  Brethren's  Unity.  And  what  wonderful  events 
have  been  meanwhile  transacted  on  the  theatre  of  the  world,  and 
within  the  sacred  i^losure  of  the  Qiurch  I  What  changes  have  taken 
place  in  every  part  of  the  habitable  globe*-what  revolutions  among 
the  nations — ^what  convulsions  of  the  earth— 'What  marvellous  discove- 
ries in  scienoe  and  in  art-*-what  striking  ezhibiti<ms  of  human  power 
and  human  weakness  I  Even  in  Christian  anddvilised  Europe,  howmany 
govemmentB  have  been  successively  overtim>wn,  permanently  or  for  a 
season,  — ^how  many  constitutions  established  and  set  aside — ^how  many 
efforts  to  obtain  civil  or  political  liberty  absolutely  crushed  or  partially 
frustrated — ^how  many  indications  afibrded,  that  restlessness  and  dis- 
content are  still  prevailing  among  the  nations  I  What  mournful  evi- 
dence, that,  though  ''  the  judgments  of  God  have  been  abroad  in  the 
eart^,  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  have  not  yet  learned  righteoumiess !" 
Popeiy,  although,  in  some  quarters^  her  pretensions,  her  frauds,  and  her 
persecuting  chanioter  have  been  thoroughly  exposed,  to  the  manifest 
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injury  of  her  long-usmped  dominion,  appeani,  in  others,  to  have  been 
progressively  recovering  her  power  and  influence;  while  in  our  own 
&voured  land,  not  a  few  individuals  of  the  more  educated  classes — 
including  professed  ministers  of  the  Reformed  Churches — have  not 
hesitated  to  become  perverts  to  Rome.  Of  the  injury  which  has 
been  done  to  the  cause  of  our  Master  and  of  humanity,  by  infidelity, 
in  its  grosser  or  more  specious  forms, — and  of  the  inroads  which  m- 
tionalism,  more  or  less  disguised,  has  made  upon  the  Churches  of 
Britain,  as  well  as  of  Continental  Europe,  who  can  speak  without  sor- 
row for  the  past,  and  anxiety  far  the  future  ? 

Nor  can  the  subject  of  religious  liberty  be  approached  without 
feelings  of  a  similar  kind.  In  nearly  every  European  land  which  con- 
tinues imder  Popish  influence,  this  great  blessing  is  still  absolutely 
withholden;  while  in  others,  including  some  avowedly  Protestant,  it 
is  but  imperfectly  conceded;  the  full  possession  of  it  being  confined 
to  the  British  realms,  and  to  the  neighbouring  countries  of  Hol- 
land and  Belgium, — ^from  the  former  of  which,  the  true  principles  of 
toleration  may  be  said  to  have  been  brought  to  our  own  shores  a  cen- 
tury and  a  half  ago.  That  Sardinia  now  stands  forth,  as  a  beacon  of 
religious  light  and  constitutional  freedom  to  the  long  benighted  and 
oppressed  nations  of  Italy,  is  not  the  least  interesting  and  cheering 
event,  in  the  ftstory  of  the  past  quarter  of  a  century. 

The  abolition  of  slavery  in  the  colonial  territories  of  Britain,  fol- 
lowed by  a  similar  act  of  justice  and  mercy,  on  the  part  of  the  go- 
vernments of  France,  Denmark,  and  Sweden,  and  by  the  adoption  of 
measures  of  various  kinds,  tending  to  the  improvement  and  elevation 
of  the  children  of  Africa,  constitutes  a  featiuw  of  the  same  period, 
calling  for  heartfelt  tiiankfulness  to  Him,  who  is  the  Common  Father 
of  all  mankind. 

Meanwhile,  in  the  wonderful  providence  of  Qod,  the  vast  Empire 
of  China  has  been  partially  opened  to  the  €k)spel,  and  some  progress 
has  been  made  by  Missionaries  of  various  Societies,  both  European 
and  American,  in  the  dissemination  of  Divine  truth  among  its  count- 
leas  millions,  notwithstanding  the  obstacles  interposed  by  a  jealous 
government,  and  a  debasing  superstition,  and  by  the  demoralising  and 
ofiensive  traffic  in  opium,  which  brings  a  merited  reproach  upon  our 
national  profession  of  Christianity.  In  India,  the  religion  of  Christ 
has  been  advancing  yet  more  steadily  and  satisflictorily.  However 
wide  the  field,  and  however  few  the  labourers,  it  is  cheering  to  know, 
that  there  are  not  many  districts  between  the  mighty  Himalayas  and 
Cape  Comorin,  into  which  some  servants  of  Jesus  have  not  found  their 
way,  and  borne  witness  of  Him  and  His  great  salvation.  Even  Africa, 
— deeply  injured,  long-neglected,  and  at  all  times  difficult  of  access — 
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lias  been  gradnally  uncloeed  to  the  enterprising  zeal  of  the  traveller, 
the  philanthropist,  and  the  devoted  Missionaiy.  Undeterred  by 
the  failure  of  ike  Niger  Expedition  of  1841,  the  pioneers  of  civi- 
lisation and  Christianity,  advancing  from  the  western  coast,  have 
pushed  for  towards  the  centre  of  this  immense  continent;  while  Dr. 
Barth  from  the  north.  Dr.  Krapff  from  the  east,  and  Dr.  Livingstone 
from  the  south,  have  been  enabled,  by  the  blessing  of  God  on  their 
several  researches,  alike  skilfully  and  successfully  conducted,  to  nar- 
row still  further  the  limits  of  its  hitherto  unknown  interior. 

Among  the  occurrences,  which  promise  to  exercise  an  important 
spiritual  influence  upon  the  population  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  whe- 
ther in  Europe,  Asia,  or  Africa,  the  establishment  of  an  Anglican 
Bishoprick  at  Jerusalem  is  by  no  means  the  least  memorable.  From 
that  /*  holy  city"  (Matt  xxvii  53),  where  the  "  true  light  first  shone," 
and  on  which  "  the  ^ory  of  the  Lord  first  arose,"  it  may  be  confi- 
dently hoped,  that  the  saving  beams  of  Divine  truth  will  be  gradually 
shed  upon  the  nations,  by  whom  the  "  land  of  promise"  is  still  pos- 
sessed or  encompassed;  and  that  the  Lord  will  be  pleased  to  bless  the 
inetnimentality  which  He  has  Himself  called  forth,  and  to  make  it 
subserve  the  fulfilment,  at  some  future  day,  of  His  own  gracious  pur- 
poses. '^  In  that  day,  Judah  shall  be  saved,  and  Isitiel  shall  dwell 
safely ;"  even  to  Ishmael  shall  life  be  imparted,  and  "  Ethiopia  shall 
stretch  out  her  hands  unto  God."  By  the  appointment,  in  succession, 
to  this  venerable  see,  of  Bishops  Alexander  and  Gobat — ^the  former,  of 
the  seed  of  Isiuel,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Queen  of  England — the 
latter,  a  repreisentative  of  the  Foreign  as  well  as  of  the  British 
Churches  of  the  Reformation,  on  that  of  the  Prussian  monarch — a 
pledge  has  been  given,  of  the  spirit  in  which  this  remarkable  ecclesi- 
iiiitical  compact  will  be  carried  out ;  while  homage  has  been  done  to 
the  principle  of  Christian  Union,  which,  however  professed  in  theory, 
has  for.  three  centuries  been  too  little  recognised  in  practice,  within 
the  bordei-s  of  Protestant  Christendom. 

A  still  more  important  and  practical  rfecognition  of  this  pnnci- 
ple  took  place,  in  the  yeai*  1846,  by  the  formation  of  the  "  Evangelical 
Alliance,"  an  institution,  to  whose  object,  character,  and  early  progress 
more  than  one  reference  will  be  found  in  the  pages  of  this  Journal*. 
Though  its  constituency  has  at  no  time  been  numerous,  it  has  become 
the  fruitful  parent  of  several  kindred  institiitions,  which  have  exercised 
a  marked  and  salutary  influence  upon  the  religious  condition,  both  of 
oui-  own  land  and  of  foreign  countries.     There  is,  in  fact,  good  reason

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to  believ^i  that  it  never  eujoyed  a  lai'ger  measure  of  public  sympathy 
than  at  the  present  moment*. 

During  the  period  we  are  reviewing,  the  British  and  Forwgn 
Bible  Society,  the  Religious  Tract  Society,  and  the  piincipal  Miasion- 
aiy  Institutions  of  this  country — ^whose  birth  and  cradling  were  amid 
the  storms  and  convulsions  of  the  most  genei-al  and  desolating  wai* 
which  lEhirope  has  ever  known — ^have  been  pomitted  to  celebrate 
their  Fifty  years  Jubilee.  The  rapid  growth  and  abundant  fruitful- 
neas  of  these  plants  of  the  Lord  s  own  plantbg,  cannot  fidl  to  excite 
the  wonder  and  the  gratitude  of  all,  who  desire  the  spread  of  Divine 
truth  and  the  extension  of  the  Bedeemer*s  kingdom* 

Within  the  bordei*s  of  our  own  Chiufch,  and  Mission-field,  the 
events  which  have  meanwhile  taken  place,  have  been  neither  few  nor 
without  intei'est.  Two  general  Synods  have  been  held  at  Herrnhut, 
in  the  years  1836  and  1848,  and  a  number  of  provincial  conferences  in 
the  Britiiih  and  American  portions  of  the  Unity,  amongst  whose  re^ts 
have  been,  various  modifications  of  our  ecclesiastical  system  and  usages, 

*  Among  the  resolts  of  the  Evangelioal  Allianco  may  be  mentioned,  the  two 
important  oonferenoes  of  Christians  of  all  oountriea  and  aU  denominations,  held  in 
London  in  1851,  and  in  Paris  in  1855.  The  Proteetant  Alliance,  and  the  Com* 
mittee  for  the  protection  and  extension  of  religious  liberty  on  the  Continent,  ap' 
pointed  by  the  Conference  held  at  Homburg,  in  1850,  under  the  presidency  of  the 
Earl  of  Shaftesbury,  are  also  among  its  immediate  fhiits. 

The  principle  of  Christian  union,  it  may  here  be  remarked,  had  received  a  yei 
earlier  and  morepractical  illustration,  in  the  meeting  of  Secretaries  to  the  different 
Hisaionary  Societies,  held  in  London  monthly  during  the  past  forty  years,  for  the 
purpose  of  brotherly  consultation  and  encouragement.  Thiji  institution,  of  which 
the  late  respected  secretary  of  the  Church  Missionary  Society,  the  Rev.  Josiah  Pratt, 
was  the  diief  founder,  has  done  much  to  produce  and  maintain  the  spirit  of  cordial 
esteem  and  willing  co-operation,  among  those  Who  are  fellow-labouren  in  the  same 
field,  and  are  ■hajrers  in  the  same  trials  and  diffiooltida,  hopes  and  joys. 

In  the  same  spirit,  and  with  entirely  limilar  viewfl,  was  recently  held,  a  Con- 
ference of  Minionariee,  belonging  to  the  different  Societies  labouriug  in  Bengal 
This  assembly  of  Christ's  servants,  which  opened  its  sessions,  at  Calcutta,  on  the  4th 
of  September  last,  and  Continued  them  for  four  successive  days,  consisted  of  fifty  Mis- 
sionariea,  of  the  Established  and  Free  Churches  of  Scotland,  the  Churdi  of  En^and, 
Baptist,  and  London  Missionary  Societies,  and  the  Cathedral  Mission  in  Calontta; 
and  the  importance  and  value  of  the  oonolusions  to  which  the  deliberationa  led, 
were  only  equalled  by  the  haimony  with  which  they  were 'conducted.  The  pubHc 
Meeting  held  at  the  close  of  the  Conference,  and  over  which  the  venerable  Bishop 
of  Calcutta  presided,  was  addressed  by  six  speakers  of  different  denominations,  of 
whom  four  were  Missionaries.  *'  The  tone  of  the  whole,"  observes  the  **  FViend  of 
India,"  "  was  of  a  high  order,  and  the  attention  of  the  audience 'was  sustamed  to 
a  late  hour/'  An  assembly  of  this  kind  constitutes  an  era  in  the  histoty  of  IVo' 
testant  Missions,— a  cheerfaig  «iemplifi<mtloB  of  th^  princi|4e  of  Christian  union. 
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9^  the  op^nmg  of  spme  additional  dooi^s  for  tihe  pre«u)bmg  of  the 
Gospel  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

Of  our  congregations  in  £uroi>e  and  the  United  States,  not^  few 
hftTe  oelebrated  the  Centenaries  of  their  establishment,  and  similar 
fe^tivab  have  been  solenmised  by  several  of  thoee  in  heathen  lauds. 
The  Centenaiy  of  the  four  egu^liest  Misaious,  oocurnng  in  as  many  suo- 
oesaive  years,  from  1832  to  188C  inclusive,  have  been  followed  by  those 
of  the  %U4sio$is  in  the  Briti^  islands  of  Jamaica  and  Antigua, — the 
former  in  December,  1854,  the  latter  in  April,  1856.  It  ia,  in  fiiot, 
in  the  oolomee  of  Great  Britain  and  Holland,  that  our  Missionary 
work  has  received  its  greatest  extensicm,  in  the  course  of  the  past 
quarter  of  a  century.  In  Soui^  Afiica,  the  British  West  Indies,  and 
Surinam,  the  sphere  of  labour  lias  been  widened  by  the  formation  of 
a  nxunber  of  additional  settlements,  while  the  boundaries  of  the  field 
have  been  carried  yet  further,  by  the  commaicement  of  Missions  to 
the  Indians  of  the  Mosquito  Coast,  to  the  Aborigines  of  Australia,  and 
the  Mongols  of  Central  Asia.  JTor  the  pecuniary  supplies,  which  have 
rendered  practicable  this  great  enlargement,  especially  of  the  costly 
West  Indian  fidid,  oiu*  Church  has  been  mainly  indebted  to  the  liber- 
ality of  British  Chiistians,  conveyed  through  the  medium  of  the 
London  Association* 

The  following  ocnnparafcive  statiaties,  having  reference  to  this  sub- 
ject^ may  not  be  altogether  uninteresting  to  our  readers : — 

In  1831  there  were  6  Mission-fields  (the  We8#  Indies  being  consi- 
dered as  one),  43  stations,  208  Missionary  laboui'ers,  43,600  converts 
or  persons  tinder  instruction,  of  whom  1J,800  were  communicants. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  past  year  (185o),  there  were  9  Mission- 
fields,  68  stations,  297  Missionaries,  71,450  converts,  dbc.,  of  whom 
19y600  were  communicants. 

Hence  it  follows,  that  there  have  been  established  3  new  Mis- 
sionfly  with  one  station  in  each ;  and  23  additional  settlements  in  pre- 
vioualy  existing  field8,-*of  which  1  was  in  North  America,  14  were 
in  the  West  Indie%  6  in  Surinam,  and  2  in  South  Africa. 

The  incx^ease  in  the  number  of  stations  is  consequently  26 ;  of 
Miwionaiy  labourers,  89;  ot*  converts,  27,850;  of  communicants, 
3800«  Of  the  converts,  it  is  to  be  remarked,  that  the  great  majority 
are  descendantB  of  the  once  despised  and  oppressed  African  race  in 
the  West  Indian  Islands  and  Surinam,  a  fyi  third  of  their  number, 
KMuewhat  eatceeding  20,000»  being  still  bondsmen  in  the  last-men-: 
tioned  oolony« 

After  this  general  estimate  of  the  progi'efw  of  our  Missiouari^ 
wosk  daring  the  past  twenty-five  yeaw,  it  Avill  probabJy  be  expcoied. 
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that  some  special  notice  should  be  taken  of  reo^it  occurrences;  in  the 
seveiul  fields  to  which  it  has  reference. 

At  the  time  of  our  last  survey,  in  December,  1853,  the  Mission 
in  Labradou  was  an  object  of  deep  and  natural  anxiety  to  the 
members  and  friends  of  our  Church.  A  great  and  unexpected 
calamiiy  had  just  befsJlen  it,— one  to  which  its  previous  history  of  more 
than  fourscore  years  afforded  no  parallel, — and  the  consequences  of 
which,  whether  more  or  less  injuiious,  no  human  wisdom  could 
foresee,  and  no  human  effort  could  prevent  The  return  of  the 
Harmony  to  our  shores  in  the  autumn  of  1854,  served,  however,  to 
convict  the  members  of  the  Society  of  shortsightedness,  as  Well  as  of 
want  of  fiiith.  The  apprehended  evil  was  mercifully  averted, — ^while 
a  chastisement  was  administered,  which  was  altogether  unlocked  for. 
No  absolute  want  of  the  necessaries,  or  even  of  the  comforts  of  life, 
was  experienced  by  our  Mission-families,  —  on  the  other  hand,  a 
grievous  dearth  of  customary  provision,  followed  and  aggravated  by 
pestilential  disease,  brought  suffering  and  distress  into  many  an  Esqui-* 
maux  household.  The  time  of  trial  was,  however,  to  many,  one 
of  self-examination  and  spiritual  profit, — and  the  reports  of  the  year 
][)a8t,  speak  of  some  increased  manifestation  of  Divine  life  among  the 
members  of  the  several  native  flocks,  as  well  as  of  a  partial  return  of 
temporal  prosperity.  Though  signs  of  progress  and  evidences  of  im- 
provement are  not  altogether  wanting — though  the  benefit  of  Chris* 
tian  education  is  generally  enjoyed  by  the  young — ^though  the  word 
of  God  is  widely  difi^ised,  and  a  large  collection  of  Hymns  affords 
edifying  employment  for  the  hours  of  leisure,  with  which  the  life  of 
an  Esquimaux  aboimds, — there  is  still  much  connected  with  the  state 
of  the  Mission  which  causes  our  Breliuren  disquietude,  and  constrains 
them  to  earnest  prayer,  for  a  renewed  outpouring  of  the  grace  and 
Spirit  of  God,  upon  the  congregations  committed  to  their  charge. 

To  the  venerable  Mission  in  Gbbenland,  the  remarks  just  made 
are  applicable  in  a  yet  higher  degree.  In  some  respects,  it  may  be 
considered  in  advance  of  the  neighbouring  Arctic  Mission, — in  others, 
to  be  in  a  more  backward  state.  The  possession  of  native  assistants 
of  a  superior  class, — without  whose  regular  and  faithful  ministrations 
the  scattered  members  of  the  several  flocks  would  be  almost  desti- 
tute of  the  means  of  grace, — is  perhf^  the  chief  advantage  which 
it  can  claim.  The  continued  grievance  of  the  oonstrained  dispersion 
of  the  congr^pitions— the  consequent  n^ect  in  too  many  instances 
of  the  education  of  the  children  and  youth, — the  lower  standard  of 
school-instruction  generally  prevailing,  and  the  less  extensive  diffiu 
sion  of  the  Word  of  God — are  seriously  detrimental  to  the  (Spirit- 
ual prosperity   of  the  work ;  while  the  mischievous  hankering  after 
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European  articles  of  consumption,  and  even  of  Inxnry,  and  the  sacri- 
fices whicH  the  poor  people  are  willing  to  make  to  obtain  them, — ^tcnd 
alike  to  their  impoverishment^  to  the  blunting  of  their  moral  sense, 
and  to  the  injury  of  their  domestic  habits.  Of  the  attempt  of  the 
authorities  to  infringe  their  ecclesiastical  liberty,  there  appears  to  have 
been  a  partial  remission  within  the  last  two  years. 

The  safe  return  of  Br.  Miertsching,  in  the  autumn  of  1854,  from 
his  perilous  expedition  of  ^ve  yeai-s  to  the  Arctic  regions,  was  hailed 
with  thankfrd  and  sympathising  interest  by  our  congregations  and 
Christian  friends. 

Whether  Captain  Penny,  who  siiled  again  for  Korthumberland 
Inlet  in  Jime,  1855,  has  been  more  fortunate  on  this  than  on  former 
occasions,  in  his  attempt  to  secure  the  services  of  Br.  "Warmow,  of 
Lichtenfels,  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  learn.  May  the  Lord 
accomplish  His  purposes  of  mercy  towards  these  poor  outcasts ! 

The  Mission  among  the  North  American  Indians  continues 
in  a  rather  feeble  state,  owing  to  a  variety  of  causes,  often  mentioned, 
and  as  often  deplored.  Ever  since  the  Delaware  and  Cherokee  con- 
gregations were  expelled  or  withdrew  from  their  original  homes  in 
Pennsylvania  and  in  Georgia,  and  constrained  to  take  refuge  in  Ca- 
nada or  the  far  West,  the  diflSiculties  attending  the  prosecution  of  the 
work  appear  to  have  been  on  the  increase,  and  disheartening  circum- 
' stances  to  have  been  of  frequent  occurrence.  Nevertheless,  it  is 
evident,  that  the  Word  of  (Jod  is  not  bound,  nor  the  fruits  of  the 
Spirit  wtthholden.  In  the  four  several  congregations,  though  small  in 
number,  thei'e  are  Mthful  souls, — such  as  are  wiUing  "  to  endure  hard- 
ness as  good  soldiers  of  Jesus  Christ,"  and  would  be  ready,  if  re- 
quired, to  lay  down  their  lives  for  His  sake.  The  hundredth  anni- 
versary of  the  massacre  of  the  Mission-&mily,  at  Gnadenhiltten  on 
the  Mahony,  in  the  year  1755,  recalled  to  our  memories  the  most 
tragical  event  in  the  annals  of  the  Brethren's  Missions,  but,  at  the 
same  time,  one  of  the  noblest  examples  of  true  devotedness  and 
genuine  resignation*. 

A  passing  allusion  has  already  been  made  to'  the  leading  feature 
in  the  recent  history  of  our  West  Indian  Mission — ^the  celebration  of 
Centenary  Jubilees,  by  our  sable  flocks  in  Jamaica  and  Antigua.  Of 
the  former  of  these  festivals,  a  detailed  report  will  be  found  in  a  recent 
munber  of  this  Journal ;  of  the  latter,  no  particular  have  hitherto

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reached  us,  the  day  of  oelebmtioix  having  beeu  postponed  from  the 
1st  to  the  30th  of  Aprils  to  suit  the  general  convenience. 

To  the  circumstances  attending  the  origin,  progi'ess,  and  re- 
sults of  th^e  two  important  Missions,  it  is  unnecessary  to  refer  in 
detail,  the  subject  having  been  brought  fully  under  the  notice  of 
our  readers,  in  the  pages  of  the  Periodical  Accounts*.  Whoever  has 
perused  the  narratives  in  question  will  have  been  strudc  with  the 
diversity  of  ways  and  means,  which  the  Lord  sees  fit  to  employ,  for 
the  accomplishment  of  the  same  gracious  purpose.  In  one  in- 
stance, it  is  a  poor  negro,  in  another  a  wealthy  proprietor,  who 
is  led  to  invite  the  aid  43f  the  messenger  of  peace  ]  in  a  third,  it  is 
a  Divine  impulse,  imparted  to  the  Missionary  himself^  which  con* 
strains  him  to  carry  the  glad  tidings  from  one  island  to  another, 
from  a  people  already  blessed  with  a  knowledge  of  the  joyful 
sound,  to  sti*angers  to  whosQ  ear  that  sound  had  never  come.  Nor 
does  this  diversity  appear  less  striking,  with  reference  to  the  ex- 
l)erience  made  by  the  Lord's  servants,  in  the  fields  to  which  they 
were  respectively  called,  the  character  of  the  work  they  woi^ 
required  to  perform,  the  measure  of  success  vouchsafed  to  them,  and 
the  time  when  it  was  bestowed  In  Jamaica,  the  Misaionaiy 
husbandman  had  ^'to  wait  long  and  patiently,  for  the  precious 
fruit  of  the  earth j"  but  when  at  length  ''the  former  and  the  latter 
rain  "  Mrere  granted,  the  parched,  ground  yielded  an  abundant  harvest, 
and  the  desert  blossomed  and  rejoiced  In  Antigua,  the  soil  became 
{productive  at  a  much  earlier  period,  and  continued  ao,  to  an  extent 
that  has  been  but  seldom  witnessed  in  any  field  of  Missionary  labour, 
— ^the  beneficial  effects  of  the  preadiing  of  Chnist's  Gospel  being  ac^ 
knowledged  by  numbers,  who  were  themselves  utter  strangers  to  its 
power.  Of  the  thirteen  congregations  in  Jamaioa,  with  12,952  souls  lit' 
tached  to  them,  and  the  seven  in  Antigua,  numbering,  with  their  two 
out-stations,  8,148,  it  may  be  said,  that  they  are  in  general  *^  walking 
in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  and  in  the  comfort  of  the  Holy  Qhosrt; "  and 
that  many  of  their  members  are  "  building  up  themselves  obl  their 
most  holy  fiiith,  looking  for  the  mercy  of  our  Lor3  Jesus  Christ,  unto 
eternal  life;'*  In  beth  Missions,  the  work  of  education  is  diligently 
attended  to ;  and  the  young  people  are  increasing  in  knowledge 
and  intelligence.  The  'fraining-sohool  at  Fairfield,  in  Jamaica,  oon* 
tinues  to  supply  useful  teachers,  for  whose  emi^oyment  the  17  station 
and  80  country  aohook  afford  every  £aoUity.  The  Antigua  Trainings 
school,  intended  for  younger  boy?,  has  made  less  progress,  and  is  in 
course  of  being  I'e-organised,  for  the  reception  and  education  of  older

recently  established,  appears  to  prosper  greatly,  and  to  promise  to 
supply  a  manifest  defect  in  the  social  oondition  of  the  island 

Among  the  interesting  features  of  the  Jamaica  Centenary  JuhQee^ 
celebrated  in  December,  1854,  was  the  estahliAmwrt  of  a  Home- 
Minion,  for  the  religious  instruction  of  the  ignorant  and  the  yicious, 
of  whom  there  are  still  too  many  in  the  neighbourhood  of  our  several 
stations,  living  in  uttar  XMBglect  of  the  means  of  grace.  The  agents 
employed  are  blaok  or  coloured  brethren,  of  good  r^utation,  of  in- 
telligence and  Christian  e3^>erienee ;  and  from  the  manner  in  which 
they  have  hitherto  discharged  theii*  important  duties,  there  is  every 
reason  to  hope,  that  the  blessing  of  Him,  who  "  came  not  to  call  the 
righteous,  but  sinuers  to  repentance,"  will  be  graciously  vouchsafed. 

In  the  remaining  three  British  Tslmds,  Hie  wiirk  of  the  Lord  has 
not  been  stationary,  though  trsab  and  difficulties  have  abounded 
Among  the  Missionaries,  changes  have  been  numiurous,  arising  chiefly 
from  &ilure  of  health.  About  a  year  a^,  ^e  Mission  in  Sl  KUC$ 
was  deprived,  by  death,  of  the  fidthful  services  of  its  Supeiintendent, 
Br.  ffiUiser ;  and  both  in  that  iahmd,  and  in  Barbaches  and  Tobagv, 
much  sickness  has  prevailed  in  our  Mission-families.  Our  congrega- 
tions in  Barbadoes  and  St  Eatt's  had  their  full  share  in  the  suffering 
and  distress,  and  loss  of  life,  to  which  the  fearful  scourge  of  cholera  sub« 
jected  the  native  p<^ulation  of  tiiose  islands,  and  whereby  nearly  one- 
sixth,  of  all  ages,  were  carried  ofL  The  introduction  of  Bagged  Schools, 
and  Houses  of  Kefage  for  tibe  outcast  children  of  Barbadoes,  who, 
ever  sinoe  the  period  of  the  cholera,  have  abounded  in  evety  part  of 
ihe  island,  is  an  important  measure,  in  whidi  our  Missionaries  had 
the  privilege  of  taking  the  lead ;  individuab  of  all  denominations,  and 
of  all  classes  of  society,  with  the  Gk)vemor  at  their  head,  yielding  their 
oheeHul  co-operation.  This  effort  of  Clmstiati  benevolence  was  the 
last  in  which  Br.  Badham  Was  aUe  to  take  a  sWe,  previous  to  his 
tetiiement  frcmi  the  post,  which  he  had  filled  with  acceptance,  fbr  up- 
wards of  fotir  years. 

tn  To^QO,  oui*  sphtt^  of  Missioniiry  and  educational  usefulness 
has  been  extended,  by  the  <q;»^ung  of  a  chapel  and  school  at  Orange- 
Bill^  or  Spring-Garden,  in  thb  south-western  portion  of  the  island. 

The  anoient  Mission  in  the  Daxisb  Islands  has  difficulties  to 
straggle  with,  owing  in  part  to  the  civil  and  ecclesiastical  state  of  those 
oolonies,  from  which  those  in  the  British  West  Indies  are  comparatively 
exempt.  KeverthelesB,  the  Lord's  work  is  making  evident  progress, 
aittoBg  both  old  and  young ;  and  the  congregations  exhibit  a  more 
heakhy  spiritual  state  than  in  fbnaer  years.  The  Government-schools, 
under  tiie  directioii  of  our  Brethren,  continue  to  exert  a  most  benefi- 
cial influence  upon  the  rising  generation.  C^ ooqIp 
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Surinam  retiuns  its  character,  as  the  most  truly  Missionaiy  field, 
which  the  Brethren's  Church  is  permibted  t^  cultivate,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  negro  race.  The  desire  after  religious  instruction  continues 
unabated,  especially  among  the  poor  bondsmen,  attached  to  the  es- 
tates which  adorn  the  banks  of  the  numerous  navigable  rivers,  and  a 
rich  harvest  of  souls  is  the  fruit  of  the  zealous  labours  of  the  Mis- 
sionaries, performed  not  without  serious  peril  to  health  and  life. 
Additional  stations  have  been  occupied  at  Catharina  Sophia,  and  N^ni- 
en-Schaddyky  and  the  removal  of  a  portion  of  the  Free-negro  fiock  from 
New-Bamibeyy  to  the  lees  unhealthy  village  of  Kqffy-Kampy  affords 
hope  of  its  being  still  ministered  to  by  a  servant  of  our  Church. 

At  the  date  of  our  last  survey,  the  Mission  in  South  Africa 
was  slowly  recovering  frt>m  the  injurious  effects  of  ^e  recent  Kaffir 
war — the  severest  and  most  destructive  in  which  the  colony  had  ever 
been  engaged.  During  the  period  which  has  since  elapsed,  the  return 
to  a  more  prosperous  condition  has  been  progi-essive — ^in  the  eastern 
portion  of  the  field,  rapidly  so.  ShUoh  has  risen  from  its  ashes,  and 
has  a  larger  population  attached  to  it  than  ever, — chiefly  Hottentots 
and  FingooB.  Enon  appears  to  be  in  a  more  flourishing  state,  spi* 
ritually  as  well  as  temporally,  than  previous  to  the  war;  and  the  re- 
newal of  Goslien  has  just  taken  place,  under  circumstances  tending  to 
encourage  the  hope,  that  it  may  exercise,  by  the  blessing  of  the  Lord, 
an  important  influence  upon  the  neighbouring  Kaffir  and  Tambookie 
tribes.  In  the  benevolent  plans  for  their  improvement  formed  by  the 
(Governor,  Sir  Qeorge  Grey,  who  has  had  long  and  varied  experieBce 
in  the  treatment  of  aboriginal  races,  our  Brethren  have  signified  their 
hearty  concurrence,  and  their  willingness  to  assist  in  carrying  them 
out,  to  the  utmost  of  their  ability.  Our  older  and  larger  settlements, 
in  the  western  districts  of  the  colony,  have  meanwhile  not  been  with* 
out  their  trials.  These  have  arisen,  in  part,  from  the  opposition,  not 
to  say  hostility,  of  a  somewhat  numerous  and  influential  class  of  colo- 
nists, who  have  been  led  to  form  an  unfiivourable  estimate  of  the 
civil  and  social  benefit  resulting  from  these  institutions.  Meanwhile, 
it  is  satisfewjtory  to  know,  that  they  continue  to  be  the  means  of  com* 
municating  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel  and  of  education  to  many  a 
soul  and  many  a  family,  and  to  approve  themselves  centres  of  Chris- 
tian light  and  true  civilisaiion  to  many  an  otherwise  dark  and  neglect* 
ed  district  Oenachndal,  GroeneJdoof,  and  Elim;  with  their  several 
outposts,  have  not  ceased  to  diflfuse  their  salutary  influences;  while 
the  Training  InstUuHon  at  the  first-mentioned  settlement,  sends 
forth,  year  by  year,  valuable  native  teachers — Hottentots,  Kaffirs,  or 
Fingoos — ^who  are  usefully  employed  by  our  own  and  other  chnrches 
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in  the  instruction  of  their  countrymen.  In  the  temporal  manage- 
ment of  the  hospital  at  Bobben-Island,  a  most  beneficial  change  has 
of  late  taken  place» 

Of  the  more  recent  Missions  to  the  Indians  of  the  Mosquito 
Coast,  the  aborigines  of  Australia,  and  the  Mongols  of  Centitd  Asia, 
the  progress  continues  to  be  slow,  the  obstacles  which  oppose  it  being 
neither  few  nor  of  ordinary  character. 

In  the  first-mentioned  district,  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  has  in- 
deed borne  some  fruit — a  small  congregation  having  been  collected  at 
Muf^dsy  which  numbers,  among  its  members,  a  sister  of  the  king. 
A  station  has  also  been  formed  on  Pea/rl-key'Lagooriy  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Indian  tribe  which  inhabits  or  frequents  its  banks. 

The  retirement,  in  1854,  of  Lieut-Govemgr  C.  J,  LaTrobe  from 
the  charge  of  the  colony  of  Victoria,  was  felt  at  the  time  to  be  a 
serious  loss  to  the  Mission  established  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Boga 
under  his  auspices  and  with  his  active  cooperation.  In  his  succes- 
sor Sir  Charles  Hotham,  our  Missionaries,  however,  found  a  friendly 
promoter  of  the  work,  whose  early  removal  by  the  hand  of  death,' 
tliey  could  not  but  sincerely  deplore.  In  the  prosecution  of  their 
laboui-s,  they  continue  to  meet  with  many  discouragements,  yet  they 
desire  to  exercise  that  faith,  which  is  "  the  substance  of  things  hoped 
for,  and  the  evidence  of  things  not  seen,  and  whereby  the  eldere  ob- 
tained a  good  report." 

Of  the  same  faith,  a  large  measure  is  also  needed  by  our  mes- 
sengers to  the  Mongols,  whose  attempts  to  reach  those  wandering 
tribes  of  Central  Asia  have  hitherto  been  frustrated  by  the  evei> 
wakeful  jealousy  of  the  Chinese  Government.  The  report  of  their 
adventurous  journey  to  Ladak,  and  thence  to  the  frontiers  of  Thibet, 
.across  difficult  and  dangerous  passes  of  the  Himalaya  mountains, — 
of  elevations  varying  fron  15,000  to  19,500  feet, — and  the  particulars 
of  their  visits  to  several  Lamarmonasteries,  and  intercourse  with  the 
inmates,  will  be  perused  with  lively  interest,  and  with  fervent  prayer 
to  the  Lord,  that  He  would  so  counsel  and  direct  His  servants  in  re- 
gard to  their  future  course,  that  the  great  object  of  their  own  and 
the  Church's  desire  may  be  eventually  attained. 

We  have  thus  traversed,  however  hastily,  the  portion  of  the  field 
of  the  heathen  world  which  our  feeble  Church  is  privileged  to  occupy, 
noticing  the  endeavours  ^hich  are  made,  to  gather  Christian  congrega- 
tions, to  educate  the  children  and  youth,  and  to  train  up  useful  teachers 
and  assist^mts.  There  is,  however,  one  important  subject,  to  which 
we  have  not  yet  adverted,  but  which  is  nevertheless  becoming  the  ques- 
tion of  the  age,  in  connexion  with  the  general  diffiision/of  the  Gos-

pel  thraughout  the  world, — ^viz.  the  raising  up  of  a  Native  Ministry,  in 
every  land  successively  rescued  from  the  darkness  of  heathenism. 
Men  who  can  make  known  to  their  countrymen,  in  their  own  tongue, 
the  wonderful  works  of  God,  who  can  speak  to  them  after  their 
own  manner,  and,  being  of  the  same  race,  are  intimately  acquainted 
with  the  thoughts  and  feelings,  the  habite  and  dispositions  of  those 
whom  they  addi'css, — ^are  everywhere  sought  for  and  everywhere 
needed, — in  the  West  Indies,  as  well  as  in  Southern  and  Western 
AMca;  in  China,  as  in  Hindostan ;  in  the  cheerless  Arctic  re^ons,  not 
less  than  in  the  beautiful  isles  of  the  Pacific  As  evangelists,  to  awaken 
the  conscience  and  proclaim  the  Gospel  of  the  grace  of  God,  men  of 
nide  speech,  imperfect  knowledge,  and  slender  abilities,  have  often 
been,  and  still  are  greatly  blessed ;  but  for  the  further  instruction  and 
training  of  those  who  believe,  and  the  building  up  of  a  true  and 
living  Church,  which,  by  the  operation  of  the  Holy.  Spirit,  may  be- 
come self-sustaining  and  self-propagating,  and  even  for  the  spread  of 
the  Gaspel  in  countries,  into  which  the  Messengers  of  the  Churches 
are  unable  to  enter,  a  superior  instrumentality  appears  to  be  required. 
To  practical  experience  must  be  added  doctrinal  intelligence, — to  the 
gift  of  utterance,  firmness  of  principle  and  consistency  of  demeanour, 
— ^if  the  native  apostle  is  indeed  to  be  "  a  workmiin  who  needeth  not 
to  be  ashamed,"  and  whose  work  may  be  expected  to  endure,  amid 
the  searching  fires  of  persecution,  and  the  seductive  and  yet  more 
dangerous  influences  of  an  evil  world.  Of  such  evangelists,  the  need 
is  increasingly  felt  in  every  part  of  our  own  Mission-field,  not  merely 
/or  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  pastor,  the  teacher,  and  the 
evangelist,  in  their  several  localities,  but  also  for  the  purpose  of  set- 
ting at  liberty  a  number  of  the  labourers  whom  the  Church  has  at  her 
disposal,  for  employment  in  other  spheres,  where  their  services  are 
more  urgently  required.  That  our  Brethren  are  alive  to  the  import* 
ance  of  this  object,  and  are  taking  or  devising  measures  for  its  gradual 
accomplishment,  especially  in  the  West  Indies  and  South  Africa,  will 
be  observed  with  satisfaction  by  all  who  wish  well  to  the  cause. 

Nor  are  they  inattentive  to  the  acquisition  and  cultivation  of  the 
languages,  spoken  by  the  aboriginal  tribes  and  races,  to  whom  their 
ministry  extends.  If  their  services  in  this  department  seem  to  be  small, 
in  comparison  with  those  of  their  Brethren  of  other  Societies, — it  will 
be  remembered,  that  they  have  had  far  less  need  to  exercise  the  gift 
of  interpretation.  Of  the  70,000  individuals  under  the  Spiritual 
charge  of  our  Missionaries,  about  40,000  in  the  British  and  Danish 
West  Indies  speak  the  English,  and  6,000  In  South  Africa,  the  Dutch 
language ;  —  of  the  remaining  25,000,  four-fifths,  the  so-called 
Negro-English  of  Surinam ;  S,500  in  Greenland  and  Labrador,  the 
language  of  the  Esquimaux  race ;  560  in  North  Americii,  the  In?- 


dian  of  the  Delaware  and  Cherokee  tribes;  and  about  800  in  South 
Airioa,  the  Tambookie  aAd  Fingoo  dialects  of  the  Kaffir  tongue.  In 
nearly  all  these  various  languages,  there  have  been  Brethren  who 
might  be  considered  proficients — and  such  there  are  still.  In  the 
Esquimaux  of  Labrador,  the  only  grammai*  and  lexicon  existing  are 
their  work,  as  well  as  the  translations  of  Scripture, — embracing  the 
whole  of  the  New  Testament  and  the  greater  portion  of  the  Old* : 
likewise  versions  of  the  New  Testament  in  Greenlandish,  and  in 
Negro-English, — and  a  variety  of  tracts  and  other  publications  in 
several  of  the  languages  already  enumerated.  The  Greenlandish 
grammar,  compiled  by  Br.  S.  Kleinschmidt  of  New-Herrnhut,  is 
considered  the  best  that  has  been  written,  and  promises  to  facilitate 
t^e  acquisition  of  one  of  the  most  difficult  and  complicated  forms  of 
human  speecht.  In  their  Kaffir  studies,  they  have  been  mainly  assist- 
'  ed  by  the  labours  of  fellow-servants;  in  their  use  of  the  Indian  dialects, 
they  are  still  compelled  to  avail  themselves  extensively  of  native 
interpreter, — ^while,  in  the  Australian,  Mongolian,  and  Thibetian 
languages,  they  have  had  to  depend  mainly  on  their  own  persevering 
efforts,  aided  by  such  oral  instruction  as  they  could  obtain  on  the  spot. 
The  completion  of  a  version  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  in  the  Mongolian 
language  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Stallybrass  and  Swann,  of  the  London 
Missionary  Society,  shortly  before  they  were  expelled  from  the  scene 
of  their  zealous  labours  in  Russian  Asia,  and  its  publication  by  the 
British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  cannot  but  be  considered  as  a  cir- 
cumstance manifestly  providential, — affording  oui*  Brethren  a  ready 
supply  of  weapons  out  of  God*s  own  armoury,  for  the  assault  they 
are  purposing  to  make,  on  the  stronghold  of  the  strange  but  en- 
thralling  superstition  of  the  Dalai  Lama. 

The  temporal  support  of  the  work  committed  to  our  Ohurch  in 
heathen  lands,  is  a  sabjeot  which  cannot  be  approached  at  the  present 
time,  -without  some  feelings  of  anxiety.  It  will  be  recollected,  that 
when  the  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel  celebrated  its 
Centenary  in  November,  1841,  there  was  a  deficiency  in  our  Mission* 
fund  amounting  to  7348^.  By  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  upon  a  vigo« 
rous  effinrt,  mBde  throughout  the  Unity  in  the  course  of  the  two  suc- 
ceeding years,  this  debt  was  liquidated;  and  from  that  period  till  very 
recently,  our  Missionary  income  and  expenditure  continued  to  be 
pretty  nearly  balanced.     Within  the  last  two  years,  the  latter  hta

again  been  in  excess,,  and  the  result  is  a  deficiency  of  about  15001. 
at  the  close  of  1854;  and  a  great  probability,  that  it  will  appear  still 
higher  in  the  Statement  of  Accounts  for  1855.  This  defalcation 
is  principally  caused  by  an  increase  of  disbursements,  on  account  of 
the  West  Indian  stations,  notwithstanding  the  strenuous  endeavours 
of  the  Missionaries  to  keep  down  expenses,  and  the  willingness  gene* 
rally  shown  by  their  negro  flocks,  to  contribute  the  needful  means. 
A  combined  and  energetic  effort  is,  therefore,  once  more  needed,  to 
save  the  cause  from  embai*rassment  and  eventual  injury;  fuid  in  mak- 
ing this,  we  may  doubtless  look  for  the  kind  advocacy  and  generous  aid 
of  our  Christian  friends  in  other  Churches.  If  we  ventui*e  to  hope, 
that  they  will  withhold  neither  from  us  at  the  present  time,  it  is  be- 
cause we  have  made  abimdant  experience  of  their  readiness  to  comply 
with  the  Apostolic  injunction,  "  Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens,  and 
so  fulfil  the  law  of  Christ."  That  our  Scottish  friends  are  not  indis- 
posed to  repeat  the  gifts,  which,  fifteen  years  ago,  under  somewhat 
similar  circumstances,  they  so  willingly  placed  in  the  hands  of  their 
honoured  countryman,  James  Montgomery,  since  gone  to  his  hea- 
venly rest*,  the  liberal  response  which  they  made  to  the  powerful 
pleadings  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Guthrie,  of  Edinburgh,  in  the  beginning  of 
the  present  year,  supplies  a  grateful  evidence.  To  the  Committee  of 
the  London  Association,  the  forwardness  of  whose  zeal  to  serve  us 
has  been  as  manifest  as  the  sincerity  of  their  love,  our  debt  beccnnes 
gi'eater  witli  each  succeeding  year,  and  we  can  but  pray  for  grace,  to 
shew  ourselves  not  altogether  imdeserving  of  such  benefactors,  nor  un- 
thankful to  Him  who  has  conferred  them  upon  us.  Meanwhile  we 
are  assured  that  "  God  is  not  imrighteous  to  foi^t  their  work  and 
labour  of  love,  which  they  have  shewed  towards  His  name,*  in  that 
they  have  ministered  to  the  saints  and  do  minister"  (Heb.  vi,  10). 

To  the  help  bountifully  afforded  to  the  Society  for  the  Further- 
ance of  the  Gospel  in  the  discharge  of  its  pleasant  duties,  and  the  pro* 
tecting  care  mercifully  vouchsafed  to  the  Harmony  on  her  suocessive 
annual  voyages  to  and  from  the  Coast  of  Labrador,  not  unfrequently 
attended  with  circumstances  of  imminent  peril,  it  is  impossible  to 
advert,  without  the  expression  of  humble  anji  adoring  gratitude  to  that 
gracious  and  almighty  Lord,  who  alone  doeth  wondrous  things. 

In  the  Elders'  Conference  of  the  Unity,  some  changes  have  taken 
place  within  the  past  two  years.  The  vacancy  in  the  Board  occa- 
sioned by  the  resignation  of  its  venerable  president,  Br.  P.  F.  Curie,

i*rom  ikA  veaerable  Boards  to  whose  direction  the  afEairs  of  our 
Ohurdi  are  ^nodidly  oommitted,  to  the  Ghuroh  itself  the  transition  is 
neither  difficult  nor  tinnaturaL  At  the  present  juncture, '  it  will 
probably  be  considered  i^e  less  so^  from  the  flMt  already  adverted  to^ 
that  the  Unity  of  the  Brethren  is  about  to  cotKdude  the  fourth  Oean- 
tory  of  its  existence.  On  the  Ist  of  March  in  the  ensuing  year,  (1857,) 
400  years  will  hare  elapsed^  «inoe  our  spiritual  foroGstthers,  separating 
themselves  from  the  corrupt  Church  of  Borne,  Uid  ftom  the  great  body 
'  of  the  Oalixtines,  who  declined  to  earry  into  practioe  even  the  prin- 
ciples of  partial  refonta  ^hieh  they  had  long  professed,  formed  them^ 
selveif  into  a  distinct  eoolesiastioal  oommunity.  To  the  circumstances 
whsoh,  in  the  wonderful  providence  of  God,  led  to  this  event,  reference 
was  made  in  the  Preface  to  the  last  volume  of  the  Periodical  Ac^ 
eounts*.  The  oonsequences  which  resulted  from  it,  would  furnish 
a  not  less  interesting  th^M  £oft  meditation  and  remark;    but  ou

only  to  become  one  of  the  eariiest  and  moat  iUostriom  victims  of  the  Thirty 
Tears  War,  present  no  ordinary  theme  for  reflection  and  sympathy.  The  be- 
nefit, which  John  Huss,  the  great  Bohemian  reformer,  derived  fi^)m  the  writings 
of  Wiokliffe,  is  well  known;  but  it  is  by  no  means  equally  so,  that  England  waif 
much  indebted  for  the  encouragement  and  spi^ead  of  GkMpel-iiMth  in  the  days  of 
Wicklifle  hfansel^  and  for  the  pmteetion  eigoyed  by  that  great  man  aad  his  fol- 
loweiB,  to  Anne,  thedaiighter  of  Charles  IV.,  Emperor  of  Oermaay  and  King  of 
Bohemia,  (the  grand-daughter  of  John,  who  fell  at  Crecy,}  wh(^  in  the  year  1381, 
became  the  consort  of  our  King  Hichard  ll.  To  the  piety  of  this  Princess,  (a 
disciple  of  Katt.  Janowsky,  the  fore-runner  of  Huss,)  and  to  her  superior  religious 
ikttainmente,  a  renuirkable  testimony  was  borne  by  Archbishop  Anmdel,  a  bitter 
peisecaftor  of  W iokliffe's  foUowers,  who  observes  eoneeming  her,  that "  Though  she 
was  a  stranger,  she  eonstantly  studied  the  Four  Qospels  in  English,  with  the  ex- 
position of  the  doctors;  and  in  the  study  of  them,  and  the  perusal  of  godly  books, 
she  was  more  diligent  than  the  prelates  themselves,  whose  office  and  calling  re- 
quired it**  And  Huss  ascribes  to  her  the  ability  to  read  the  New  Testament  in 
Bohemian,  German,  and  Latin.  See  note  (a)  to  the  Sermon  of  Rev.  J<^n  SUfteit^ 
••oa,  on  bebaK  of  the  Brethren's  MissionK,  preached  in  1847. 
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a  field  BO  extensive  and  so  varied  in  character^  the  Editor  must  nol 
here  presume  to  enter.  He  would,  therefore,  be  satisfied  with  direct- 
ing attention  to  a  few  of  the  leading  characteristics  of  the  Churchy 
whose  spiritual  offspring  we  profess  to  be,  and  suggesting  the  inquiry, 
in  how  far  they  are  still  discernible  in  us. 

Our  fore-fathers  of  the  ancient  XTnity  of  the  Brethren  were  dis- 
tinguished for  their  love  and  reverence  for  the  word  of  God ;  their 
earnest  desire  to  order  their  walk,  and  conduct  their  worship,  accord- 
ing to  its  precepts ;  their  separation  from  the  world,  and  avoidance  of 
its  vanities  and  hurtfiil  lusts;  their  firm  and  simple  faith  in  God's  pro- 
mises, and  devout  submission  to  His  will ;  their  readiness  both  to  do 
and  suffer  great  things  for  His  name's  sake ;  their  willing  mutual 
subordination  and  godly  discipline;  and  their  spiritual  union  with 
each  other,  and  with  all  who  loved  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity. ' 
While  they  adhered  to  these  principles,  and  observed  this  practice, 
they  fiourished,  even  amid  the  persecutions  which  deprived  them  of 
their  substance  or  their  liberty,  which  drove  them  from  their  homes, 
or  constrained  them  to  lay  down  their  lives  for  their  Master's  sake* 
But  when  their  reverence  for  the  Divine  word  declined,  their  brotherly 
love  grew  feint,  and  their  feith  wavered,— neither  their  comparative 
seclusion  from  the  busy  haunts  of  men,  their  well-ordered  constitution, 
their  scriptural  liturgy,  nor  the  strictness  of  their  life  and  conversation, 
was  sufficient  to  preserve  their  Church  from  decay,  and  their  congre- 
gations from  ruin.  After  nearly  a  century  of  adversity  and  suffer- 
ing, during  which  they  were  sorely  '  miniahed  and  brought  low,' — 
it  pleased  the  Lord,  by  means  not  less  marvellous  than  those  which 
had  been  employed  to  give  birth  to  the  Church,  to  quicken  it 
into  renewed  existence.  He  bestowed  on  the  revived  community 
the  more  valuable  features  of  the  old,  and  such  as  appeared  suited 
to  the  altered  circumstances  of  the  times,  and  conferred  upon  it 
other  precious  gifts.  Among  these  may  be  specially  enumerated,  a 
dear  insight  into  the  doctrine  of  the  Cross,  and  into  that  of  the  merito- 
rious humanity  of  the  Son  of  God ;  institutions  and  discipline  of  a  more 
truly  evangdical  character;  a  principle  of  union  more  simply  grounded 
on  the  love  of  Jesus;  and  a  more  earnest  desire  to  make  known  His 
salvation  to  all  mankind, — to  '*  preach  peace  to  those  that  were  a&r  o£^ 
and  to  them  that  were  nigh."  He  opened  to  her,  doors  of  spiritual 
nsefrdness  in  various  lands,  and  among  various  nations  of  Christendom, 
such  as  the  ancient  Chtu^^h  had  not  known;  He  sent  messengers  from 
the  midst  of  her,  to  proclaim  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ  to  many 
a  heathen  tribe,  and  accompanied  their  testimony  with  demonstration 
of  the  Spirit  and  of  power.  He  pardoned  their  mistakes,  prospered  their 
labours,  and  provided  for  their  necessities.  Among  the  Churches  at 
home,  He  did  not  see  fit  to  assign  to  the  Brethren's  piaitv  a  tco- 
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uunent  station ;  yet,  He  enabled  her  to  turn  her  Bmall  numbers 
and  little  strength  to  some  account,  for  the  advancement  of  His  cause, 
making  her  servants  willing,  after  the  example  of  the  great  Apostle  of 
the  Qentiles,  to  '^become  all  things  to  all  men,  if  by  any  means  they 
might  gain  some."  Acting  upon  the  principle,  that,  to  evimgelize  is 
more  important  than  to  proselytise,  they  have  been  instrumental  in 
^e  awakening  and  edifying  of  .many  a  soul  within  the  borders  of 
the  professing  Churches,  especially  on  the  continent  of  £urope,  and 
have  thus  become  a  good  salt  in  a  mass,  which,  in  many  instances, 
seemed  tending  to  corruption  and  decay.  That,  by  sanctioning  such  a 
course  of  procedure;,  the  Brethren's  Church  has  either  forsworn  or 
fi>rfeited  her  ecclesiastical  character, — ib  an  idea  which  has  never  been 
seriously  entertained,  either  by  herself,  or  by  the  communities  to  whom 
she  has  thu^  become  a  willing  handmaid ;  and  so  long  as  the  necessity 
or  desirableness  of  such  a  service  shall  exist,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  that  it 
will  continue  to  be  rendered,  with  a  yet  greater  measure  of  zeal, 
affection,  and  self-denial,  than  in  bygone  days, 

Tf  it  be  now  asked,  whether  the  General  Synod  of  the  Brethren's 
Unity,  which  is  summoned  for  the  year  1857,  and  the  preparatory  con- 
ferences which  are  to  be  held  in  the  Continental,  the  British,  and  tlie 
American  provinces,  in  the  course  of  the  current  year,  are  likely  to 
find  in  the  review  pf  the  past  and  present  state  of  the  Church,  no 
cause  for  humiliation  and  mourning,  for  anxiety  and  apprehension, 
for  confession  and  supplication  at  the  throne  of  grace, — ^there  is  but  one 
answer  that  can  be  returned  by  its  £uthful  and  intelligent  members. 
Were  the  vine  which  the  right  hand  of  the  Lord  planted,  four  cen* 
turies  ago,  in  the  mountains  of  Bohemia, — ^which  ike  same  gracious 
hand  revived,  after  nearly  a  hundred  years  of  premature  decay, 
causing  its  shadow  to  cover  the  hills,  and  its  boughs  to  be  cast  forth 
unto  many  a  sea  and  many  a  river, — to  be  judged  and  dealt  with, 
according  to  its  actual  state  of  productiveness  and  promise — it 
would  inevitably  be  cut  down,  as  a  cumberer  of  the  ground.  But  there 
is  one,  even  the  Keeper  of  the  vineyard,  who  pleadeth  for  it,  crying,  "Let 
it  alone  this  year  also  >**  and  His  intercession  will  not  be  unavailing. 
The  vine  will  yet  be  spared,  we  may  confidently  hope,  and,  **  haply 
it  may  bring  forth  more  firuit  in  time  to  come."  It  behoves  us,  how- 
ever, seriously  to  inquire,  What  has  hitherto  hindered  or  impaired  its 
fruitfolness, — ^and  to  consent  to  the  removal  of  everything  that  may 
be  found  tending  to  the  ii^ury  or  decay,  whether  of  the  parent  stem  or 
the  smallest  of  its  branches.  For  this  purpose,  it  is  needful 
that  there  should  be  bestowed  upon  the  deliberative  assemblies  of 
the  Church  "  th^  spirit  of  power,  and  of  love,  and  of  a  sound  mind  ;  ** 
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-^'vnsdom  to  diseem,  laithMnesB  to  adopt,  and  vigour  to  execute' 
whatever  our  gracious  Lord,  tbrou^  the  teaching  of  His  blessed 
Word,  and  the  influences  of  His  Holy  Spirit,  may  show  His  Berrants, 
to  be  for  the  adyaneement  and  prosperity  of  the  work  committed 
to  their  instrumentality.  "Without  undervaluing  the  importance 
of  a  variety  of  questions  affecting  ecclesiastical  government  or 
ritual,  which  may  come  under  discussion,  it  may  be  allowed 
to  express  an  earnest  hope,  that  attention  will  be  primarily  drawn 
to  subjects,  more  immediately  beariaig  upon  the  right  and  effectual 
discharge  of  the  commission  received  from  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church.  The  recent  Centenaries  of  some  of  our  principal  British  con- 
gregations,— of  those  at  Bristol ;  at  Pulneck,  Wyke,  (Jomersal,  and 
Mirfield,  in  Yorkshire ;  at  DuMnfleld,  in  Cheshire;  at  Gracehill,  Ballin- 
derry,  and  Kilwarlin  in  the  North  of  Ireland,  have  led  to  many  an  at- 
tentive and  careful  survey  of  the  sphere  of  usefulness  assigned  to  each, 
many  a  thought^l  and  anxious  inquiry,*— in  how  far  the  field  of  labour 
in  the  British  Isles,  on  which  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  was  provi- 
dentially called  to  enter  more  than  a  hundred  years  ago,  has  been 
duly  and  efficiently  occupied.  At  an  epoch  like  the  present,  it  may, 
however,  be  proper  to  address  other  questions  of  the  deepest  importonoe, 
to  every  true  member  of  the  Brethren's  Unity  in  this  province.  The 
doctrine  of  the  Cross  which  we  preach,  is  indeed  none  other  than  that 
which  was  preached  by  our  fore-&thers, — ^but  do  we  proohdm  it  as  they 
did,  from  heart's  experience,  with  fervent  zeal,  and  with  a  due  and 
practical  reference  to  its  saving  and  sanctifying  effects)  Hie  work  of 
the  ministry,  in  which  we  are  engaged,  is  the  same  as  that  which  our 
predecessors  coimted  honourable,  and  to  which  they  gave  i^mselves — 
but  do  «^  approve  ourselves  equally  active  and  diligent  as  evaDgelists — 
equally  ready  to  instruct  those  who  aro  ignorant  and  out  of  the  wayw— 
equally  intent  on  gaining  souls  for  the  Saviour  9  The  essMitial  principles 
and  practice  of  o\ir  Church  have  undergone  no  material  alteration, 
— ^but  do  toe  shew  by  our  daily  life,  that  we  are  not  ashamed 
of  them, — do  we  illustrate  them  both  by  word  and  walk,  so  that  others 
are  led  to  inquire,  who  and  what  we  are,  and  possibly  to  conader 
seriously,  whether  tiiey  should  east  in  their  lot  with  us,  and 
whether  the  Lord  may  not  have  special  blessings  toccmfbr  up<m  them, 
and  special  work  for  them  to  do,  in  communion  with  this  branch  of 
His  feuuly  on  earth!  With  greater  zeal  and  activity  as  evangelists, 
and  a  more  ^thfrd  '^  keeping  of  the  word  of  Christ's  pati^ice,"  we 
might  doubtless  have  been  mere  suooessftd  in  gathering  wanderers 
into  the  fold  of  the  Good  Shepherd  *  while  greater  consisten^T^  on  our 
part,  as  members  of  the  Brethren's  Unity,  might  probably  have  added 
some  to  our  own  ranks,  whose  presence  would  have  cheered  our

heittBf  tiXiAyfhoie  service  -would  hmre  itraigiheiied  our  liancb.  And 
are  we  not  xeminded  of  the  dedrnbleness  of  such  ocoanonal  leinforoe* 
iBtfUt,  by  tike  loud  and  eunest  eaUs  for  help,  that  are  made  upon  na, 
not  only  firom  the  fidd  of  the  heathen  world,  now  opening  in  ererj 
direction  to  the  labooTB  of  the  devoted  Misaionaiyi  but  alao  from  the 
soarcely  less  ezlenaive,  or  leM  neglected  8{^ere  of  evmngelioal  aervioe 
at  home  ?  How  great  and  urgent  the  need  of  such  an  instrumentality, 
let  a  ^nce  at  our  own  respective  neighbourhoods  in  favoured  Eng^d, 
the  repotim  of  our  Scripture-readers  in  Ireland  and  Home-MisBionarieB 
in  Korth  America,  the  accounts  from  the  Diaspora  on  the  continent  of 
Europe,  severally  bear  witness.  Wherever  the  Lord  has  a  work  for  His 
servants  to  do,  be  it  at  home  or  abroad,  it  can  only  be  done  well  and 
satis&ctorily  by  such  as  are  content  to  labour  and  to  suffer,  in  the 
spirit  of  their  Master,  and  after  the  example  of  his  first  Apostles,  as  set 
forth  by  St  Paul,  in  Acts  xx,  and  Philippians  liL  iv.  And  this  is  espe- 
cialiy  true,  in  regard  to  the  messengers  whom  He  sends  forth,  to  plant 
the  standard  of  the  cross  on  strange  and  even  hostile  lands,  to  break  up 
new  ground,  to  sow  or  water  the  seed  of  the  Gospel,  in  fields  prevk>u8ly 
uncultivated.  Such  messengers  our  Church  possessed  in  the  earlier 
pmod  of  her  missionary  career,  and  sudi,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  are  still 
to  be  found  within  her  borders.  Among  the  young  Brethr^  to 
whom,  in  the  year  1735, — three  years  aftei^  Bober  and  Nitechman 
had  set  out  for  St.  Thomas, — Count  Ziozendoif  addressed  one  of  his  most 
starring  missionary  hymns,  there  were,  doubtless,  joot  a  few,  prepared 
to  give  a  practical  response  to  the  inquiry  and  the  appeal  contained 
in  the  following  stanzas*  : 

Where  are  ye,  ye  sons  of  the  spirit  of  Qraoe, 

Who  the  CEOM  of  your  Lord  hnre  to  share  ? 
Your  path  in  the  future  what  yision  can  trace ; 

At  home,  or  in  regions  alkr  t 
Ye  breakers  of  walls,  why  shrink  from  the  -new  f 

The  rocks,  the  wild  forest-brakes  and  the  cave^ 

The  isles  of  the  heathen,  the  sea  with  its  waves — 
^^iMS,  these  are  the  plaoee  appointed  for  yoa  t 

Here  rest, — for  the  hour  of  labour  is  near;  * 

Here  eat»^leet  fating  ye  £iint  by  tiie  way,*~ 
Here  kam— that  Ihe  tidings  of  peace  ye  may  bear; 

Here  wait,— tUl  there  fkU  from  the  founts  of  the  day 
The  haptism  of  ire,  for  which,  God's  own  Son 

So  ardently  longed  in  the  hour  of  His  woe;

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And  we  may  well  ask, — has  not  the  sign  appeared,  and  i&  not  the' 
voice  of  the  Great  Captain  of  the  Host  eyen  now  heard,  bidding  His 
faithful  soldiers  to  adrance,  and  commanding  them  to  press  onward, 
to  conflict  and  to  victory  ?  While  the  distant "  heathen  are  being  given 
to  the  Son  of  Qod  for  an  inheritance,  and  the  uttermost  parts-  of  the 
earth  for  a  possession/* — while  from  China  and  Hindostan  in  the 
East  to  the  cane-planted  isles  of  the  West, — and  from  Gxeenland  in  ih» 
North,  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  in  the  South,  the  Gospel  is  pro- 
claimed, and  converts  are  gathered  unto  the  fold  of  Christ ; — a  door  haa 
been  opened  to  His  messengers  into  regions,  which  must  ever  be  re- 
garded with  the  deepest  interest  by  all  who  bear  His  name, — ih» 
countries  in  which  the  Redeemer  Himself  sojourned  and  ministered, 
and  taught  and  suffered,  and  which  were  the  scene  of  the  first  tes- 
timony and  the  earliest  achievements  of  His  chosen  servants.  Ta 
some  of  those  countries,  the  attention  of  our  cqpiritual  forefathers  was 
directed  above  a  century  ago,  but  without  success, — whether  in  the 
form  of  deputations  to  the  Greek  and  Abyssinian  Churches,  or  of  Alis^ 
sions  to  the  ignorant  and  degraded  inhabitanta  oi  Egypt  or  Persia*. 
The  attempts  made  by  Missionaries  from  England  and  America,  to 
reform  or  to  influence  beneficially  the  corrupt  Churches  of  the  East» 
having  like  our  own  ended  in  failure, — ^they  have,  for  some  time  past, 
directed  their  eflbrts  to  the  instruction  and  conversion  of  indi- 
viduals,— and  by  the  blessing  of  God,  they  have  not  laboured  altogether 
in  vain.  light  has  been  diflused,  scriptural  knowledge  has  been  im- 
parted, and  converts  have  been  gained  for  Christ,  who  have  proved 
their  love  and  fidelity  to  Him,  by  willingly  suflering  for  His  sake. 

But  this  is  not  alL  One  result  of  the  late  severe  struggle  and 
of  the  negotiations,  which,  by  the  kind  providence  of  God  have  issued 
in  the  restoration  of  peace  to  Europe,  has  apparently  been,  to  open  a 
wider  field  for  the  spread  of  the  €U)6pel  in  the  immense  territories 
under  the  rule  of  the  Russian  Czar  and  the  Turkish  Sultan,  and 
to  produce  some  relaxation  of  the  control,  so  long  and  so  oppressively 
exercised  byjthe  clergy  of  the  Greek  Churcl\,  and  the  tyranny  so  ruth- 
lessly practised  by  the  followers  of  the  fitlse  prophet.  If  the  Ha^ 
8eher\fy  or  decree,  recently  promulgated  by  the  Sultan,  promising  to 
all  his  subjects  full  liberty  to  pro^Ms  the  religion  of  Christy  shall  be 
met  by  a  corresponding  policy  on  the  pairt  of  his  Imperial  neighbour, — 
so  lately  his  formidable  assailant, — ^we  may  cherish  the  hope,  that  the 
Word  of  the  Lord  may  yet  have  free  course,  and  be  glorified,  throughout 
the  vast  provinces  of  European  and  Asiatic  Russia ;  and  that,  while 
by  the  blessmg  vouchsafed  to  the  fidthful  and  continually  extending

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labours  of  bar  fellow-servaats,  the  messengers  of  various  Churches  in 
:£hirope  and  America,  the  true  fidth  of  the  Gospel  is  in  progress  of 
restoration  to  the  interesting  regions  of  the  Levant ;  the  feebler 
instrumentalitj  of  our  owa  Churchy  may  be  rendered  effectual  to  the 
'Wider  diffusion  of  Christian  truth,  in  thh  northern  and  southern  pro- 
vinoes  of  Russia.  Thxis,  while  our  Brethren  are  bearing  their  testi- 
mony for  Christ,  to  a  multitude  of  all  classes  in  the  capital  of  that 
vast  empire,  and  holding  forth  the  word  of  life  to  tens  of  thousands  in 
ikei  provinces  of  Livonia  and  Esthonia,  our  settlement  of  Sarepta  may 
become  what  it  was  intended  to  be,  a  centre,  whence  the  light  of  the 
€k)spel  shall  radiate  fiwm  the  banks  of  the  Wolga  to  the  shores  of 
the  Euxine  and  Caepian  seas,  and  shall  gladden  once  more  with  its 
cheering  beams,  the  wandering  Calmucks  of  the  Eastern  stoppesy 
aad  the  wild  mountaineers  of  the  Southern  Caucasus*. 

These  are  pleasant  thoughts  and  bright  anticipations,  and,  even 
though  they  should  be  but  partially  realised,  they  will  not  have  been 
cherished  in  vain,  if  tbey  should  lead  us  to  more  fervent  supplication, 
and  eventually  to  more  earnest  efforts,  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  the 
East,  in  many  respects,  the  most  interesting  portion  of  the  human 
raee.  To  iheir  spiritual  necessitiee,  our  fore-fiitheis,  as  we  have 
seen,  were  manifestly  alive,  especially  to  those  of  the  descendants  of 
Abraham, — ^his  children,  both  '*  by  the  free  woman  and  by  the  bond- 
maid;" (GaL  iv.  23.) — ^the  former,  long  banished  from  their  father's 
house,  and  frt)m  the  land  of  their  inheritance — ^the  latter,  for  a  yet 
longer  period,  disowned,  and  cast  out  into  the  wilderness.  Many 
and  various  were  the  efforts  made  by  our  Church,  in  former  times,  to 
bring  the  Gospel  to  both, — ^to  the  race  of  Israel  and  to  the  followers 
of  the  &]se  prophet, — ^in  Egypt,  Syria,  and  other  Oriental  regions. 
And  after  the  feulure  of  the  attempts  in  question,  they  continued  to 
remember  these  objects  of  their  Christian  sympathy,  in  their  ap< 
proaches  in  fellowship  to  the  Throne  of  grace.  Like  Abraham,  "they 
stood  ^et  before  the  Lord,"  and,  with  fervency  of  spirit,  interceded  with

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Him,  o&  behalf  of  His  peenliar  people;  saying,  ^'Ddiver  the  teii 
tribes  of  I^rad  from  their  blindneeB  and  estrangement*  Bring  in  the 
tribe  of  Jndah  in  its  time,  and  bless  its  first  fruits  among  us,  nntil  ibe 
itdness  of  the  Oentiles  be  come  in,  and  so  aU  Isrsel  be  saTed**  Nor 
did  they  forget  to  add  an  eai^iest  prayer,  that  the  Turks  might  also* 
experience  the  power  of  the  blood  of  CSmst,  or  to  exclnm  with  the 
fiUherof  the  &ithfU,  ^  O  that  Ishmael  might  live  before  thee  t  *' 

Shonld  ve  not,  then,  nundfiil  of  the  fiuth,  and  instmoted  by  the 
example  of  those  who  have  gone  before  ns,  send  np  our  petitions 
with  increasing  fovency,  on  behalf  of  these  '^  children  of  promise,'* 
especially  at  this  time,  when  the  Lord,  by  His  prorid^itisl  dealings 
with  the  nations,  is  teacbiDg  His  servants  to  look  for  the  fulfilment  of 
His  own  gracious  purposes,  and  thai  at  no  distant  period.  And 
while  we  implore  Him  to  remember  in  mercy  those,  to  whom  the 
word  of  His  salvation  was  first  sent,  and  to  cause  the  banner  of  Hia 
OroBs  to  be  set  up  again  triumphantly  in  regions,  which,  fi>r  above  a^ 
thousand  years,  have  been  under  the  withering  influenoe  of  the 
Orescent,  let  us  not  fidget  to  offer  oar  supplications  for  the  diffu- 
aion  of  the  Gospel  of  our  Bedeemer  throughout  the  whole  (Gentile 
world,  and  the  final  establishmoit  of  His  glorious  and  ererlastiiig 
kingdom*  Let  the  cry  of  the  Ohurdi  go  fcnrth,  and  asoend  to  her 
glorified  Head  in  the  united  fervent  prayer : 

«  Before  Thee  every  idol  M, 

Eend  the  false  prophet's  va£l  of  lies; 
The  fulness  of  the  Gentiles  call ; 
Be  Israel  saved,  let  Jacob  rise. 
Thy  kingdom  come  indeed, 
Thy  Church  with  imion  bless; 
All  Scripture  be  her  creed ; 
And  every  ttmgue  canfess 
One  Lord— the  Lord  our  Bighteousness***,

MEMOIR 

Of  St,  Maria  Maqdalen  Hasting,  Missionary  in  Labrador,  who 
defpa/rUd  Ms  Life  at  Nisky,  Februa/r^  5th,  1851. 

I  WAS  bom  March  6th,  1770,  at  Klein welke,  and  brought  up  in  the 
nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord  by  my  parents,  whose  name  was 
Schneider.  My  father,  one  of  the  founders  of  that  settlement,  which 
was  commenced  during  the  Seven  Years  War,  would  fi^equently  relate 
to  us  the  wonderful  deliverance  vouchsafed  by  the  Lord  in  those 
troublous  times,  telling  us  that  he  had  joined  the  congregation,  with 
the  fervent  prayer,  that  the  Lord  would  provide  him  always  with 
bread  and  salt,  that  he  might  remain  with  his  people.  He  ended 
by  admonishing  us  always  to  be  content  with  little,  and  to  depend 
on  the  Lord's  blessing.  Of  my  childhood  I  still  remember  the  gra- 
cious drawings  of  the  Holy  Spirit  which  I  experienced,  and  the  rich 
blessing  which  I  derived  from  the  monthly  prayer-days  and  annual 
festivals  of  the  children.  The  jubilee-festival  of  the  children,  August 
17th,  1777*,  is  a  day  which  I  shall  never  forget.  The  late  Br.  Los- 
kiel,  who  was  then  the  minister  of  the  congregation,  was  much  con- 
cerned for  our  spiritual  welfare,  and  spoke  very  impressively  to  us  on 
the  everlasting  covenant  which  Jehovah  has  made  with  His  people. 
I  was  so  deeply  aflTected,  that  I  shed  many  tears  during  his  prayer, 
and  vowed  to  the  Saviour,  to  be  and  remain  His  property,  entreating 
Him  at  the  same  time,  to  hold  His  hand  over  me,  that  I  might  never 
prove  unfaithful  A  general  awakening  .had  taken  place  at  that 
time,  both  in  and  out  of  the  congregation,  in  consequence  of  the 
searching  discourses  of  £r.  Loskiel;  and  his  sermons  during  the  Pas- 
sion-week were  particidarly  blessed  to  many.  Soon,  however,  indif- 
ference and  lukewarmness  came  over  me;  this  caused  me  much  pain. 
One  day,  having  to  commit  to  memory  the  hymn — 

**  Most  a¥^al  sight !  my  heart  doth  break, 
Oh,  it  can  ne'er  my  mind  forsake. 
How  Thou  for  me  hast  wept  and  prayed." 

the  Lord  so  powerfully  impressed  my  heart  with  the  sense  of  His 
great  love,  that  I  was  enabled  to  renew  my  vow  to  love  Him  supreme- 
ly. '  Thus  I  spent  the  years  of  my  childhood  happily,  made  satisfac- 
tory progress  in  the  school,  and  found  special  pleasure  in  learning" 
texts  by  heart,  and  hymns  from  the  new  edition  of  our  Hymn-book. 
On  March  20th,  1782,  I  was  added  to  the  class  of  elder  girls,  and  on 
the  following  30th  June,  received  into  the  congregation.  On  this  oc- 
casion, I  made  a  surrender  of  myself  to  the  Lord.  On  Maundy- 
Thursday,  1783,  I  partook,  for  the  first  time,  of  the  Lord's  Supper, 
with  the  congregation,  under  a  deep  sense  of  my  poverty,  and  the  un- 
meiited  favour  of  the  Saviour.

I  was  thus  led  to  prize  very  highly  the  privilege  of  ha\iiig  been 
bom  and  brought  up  in  the  congregation,  where  I  was  favoured  to 
enjoy  so  many  blessings  in  the  daily  assemblies  of  the  Brethren  and 
Sisters.  Hence  I  deeply  felt  for  children  of  God  from  the  neighbour- 
hood, when  they  had  to  return  to  their  homes  after  a  short  visit  in 
the  settlement,  though  they  often  expressed  with  tears  their  strong 
desire,  to  be  numbered  among  its  inhabitants.  My  dear  mother  de- 
j)ai'ted  in  tlie  year  178G,  having  delivered  to  me  and  her  other  five 
children  the  solemn  charge:  "Children,  abide  in  Christ;  love  Him 
above  every  tiling,  and  let  it  be  your  chief  concern,  to  obtain  the  as- 
surance of  eternal  life.**  I  wept  much,  and  would  gladly  have  fol- 
lowed lier  into  eternity,  as  I  had  no  more  pleasure  in  the  things  on 
eai*th,  and  felt  in  my  heart  a  fervent  love  to  the  Saviour;  but  I  was 
divinely  comfoi-ted  by  the  Daily  Word  appointed  for  the  day  of  her 
happy  departure :  "As  one  whom  his  mothet'  cam/ortethy  so  will  I  com- 
fort you.^* 

On  May  4th,  1788, 1  was  added  to  the  company  of  Single  Sisters, 
when  I  earnestly  prayed  our  Saviour  to  render  me  a  true  virgin,  caring 
only  for  the  things  which  belong  to  the  Lord.  My  father  marrying  a 
second  time,  in  the  year  1791,  I  removed  into  the  Sisters'  Houbc,  with 
the  heartfelt  prayer,  that  the  Lord  would  grant  to  me  His  daily  help  to 
earn  my  bread.  And  He  made  me  willing  to  engage  in  every  labour  as- 
signed to  ma  At  first,  we  were  obliged  to  learn  wool-spinning,  and  I  ex- 
perienced, that  the  Lord  is  able  to  bless  the  smallest  earnings,  and  is  ready 
to  answer  the  most  trifling  petitions  of  His  children.  To  relate  only  one 
instance.  It  happened  on  a  pay-day,  that  I  had  not  sufficient  money  to 
pay  for  my  board.  I  made  it  a  subject  of  prayer.  Soon  after,  a  Sister 
brought  me  some, work  to  finish  for  her  qiiickly,  and  the  payment 
amounted  just  to  the  sum  ^hich  I  wanted  to  pay  for  my  board.  Our 
Saviour's  poverty  on  earth  often  proved  a  comfort  to  my  heart.  I 
lived  happily  in  prayerful  communion  with  Him,  and  yet  I  felt 
a  strong  desire  in  my  heart  to  be  assured  of  my  salyation.  I  therefore 
entreated  our  Saviour  to  grant  me  this  blessing.  One  night,  when  I 
lay  prostrate  before  the  Lord  in  prayer,  as  one  of  the  appointed  inter- 
cessoi-s  of  the  congi^ei](ation,  I  h;ul  such  a  feeling  of  joy  pervading  my 
heai*t,  as  I  had  never  before  exjierienoed,  and  }>erceived  Him  as  near 
to  my  soul,  as  if  He  wore  standing  before  me.  On  this  occasion,  the 
words  "  My  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee,  for  My  strength  is  made  pei^ 
feet  in  weakness,"  were  deeply  impressed  upon  my  mind  and  heart; 
whenever  I  afterwards  was  made  sensible  of  my  infirmities,  I  clung  in 
&ith  to  the  faithfulness  of  my  Saviour,  who  was  my  all  in  all.  Tho 
discourses  of  Br.  Baumeister,  who  was  then  minister  at  Kleinwelke, 
proved  a  great  blessing  to  me. 

In  the  year  1800,  I  received  a  proposal  to  enter  into  the  state  of 
holy  matrimony  with  the  single  Brother  John  Hastbig,  who  was  then ' 
on  a  visit  in  Europe  from  Labrador,  and  to  serve  with  him  in  that 
Mission.  This  unexpected  call  humbled  me  deeply,  and  a  sense  of  my 
unfitness  for  the  office  made  it  difficult  for  me  to  come  to  a  decision. 
I  therefore  prayed  our  Saviour  to  shew  me  clearly  what  to  do.  The 
texts  for  the  day  on  which  I  received  the  proposal  proved  remark- 
ably instructive  to  me;  they  were  "Then  shall  ye  discern  between 
him  that  serveth  God  and  him  that  serveth  him  not:"  (Mai  m..l8); 
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and  "  If  any  man  will  serve  me,  him  will  my  Father  honour,  and  we 
will  come  unto  him,  and  make  our  abode  with  him :"  (John  xiii.  20, 
and  xiv.  23).  These  wprds  helped  to  induce  me,  in  reliance  upon  the 
help  of  the  Saviour,  to  accept  the  call,  however  painful  the  thought  of* 
leaving  the  congregation  and  my  Mends.  On  February  25th,  we 
were  married  by  Br.  Baumeister,  after  a  very  impressive  address  from 
the  words  of  the  day,  "  God  is  my  salvation,  I  will  trust  and  not  be 
afi-aid:"  (Is.  xii.  2).  Towards  the  end  of  May,  we  set  sail  for 
Labrador,  but  our  voyage  was  so  much  protracted  by  storms  and  ice, 
that  we  did  not  reach  Okak  till  August  25th.  Thankful  to  the 
Ijord  for  His  gracious  protection,  we  stepped  on  shore,  and  were  cor- 
dially welcomed  by  the  Esquimaux.  I  cannot  express  the  feelings 
which  pervaded  my  heart,  at  the  sight  of  these  poor  people.  Sorrow 
filled  my  breast,  and  my  fervent  prayer  was,  "  O  that  many,  yea  all, 
may  become  the  reward  for  the  travail  of  my  Saviour's  soul!"  I  at 
once  conceived  great  love  for  them,  and  when  I  said  to  them  the 
words  "  naglik  pagit"  (I  love  thee)  which  my  husband  had  taught  me, 
they  cried  again  and  again,  "  we  love  thee  also,  and  you  all."  Few  of 
them  were  at  that  time  believers,  most  of  them  were  heathen,  and 
hence  the  desire  was  very  great  among  us  Missionaries,  that  the  Lord 
would  command  His  blessing  upon  the  preaching  of  His  Gospel  Many 
were  the  prayers  which  ascended  to  the  Throne  of  grace,  and  gracious 
was  the  answer  to  our  united  petitions.  My  first  business,  besides  the 
usual  domestic  duties,  was  to  copy  the  Hjnnn-book,  which  existed  only 
in  manuscript,  and  to  teach  the  Esquimaux  women  the  hymns  and 
tones.  This  gave  me  much  pleasure,  and  greatly  promoted  my  feeling 
at  home  among  them,  especially  when  I  saw,  that  they  felt  an  interest, 
akid  that  the  Lord  granted  His  blessing.  In  1802,  my  husband  fell 
dangerously  ill  of  a  bilious  fever,  which  caused  me  much  anxiety,  and 
prompted  the  fervent  prayer,  that  the  Lord  anould  approve  Himtself  ?:: 
the  good  and  almighty  physician.  He  heard  my  prayer,  and  that 
of  our  fellow-labourers,  and  blessed  Hke  means  for  his  recovery.  In 
1804,  we  removed  to  Kain,  where  we  found  a  more  numerous  congre- 
gation. In  the  following  year,  our  son  Henry  was  born,  and  we  dedi- 
cated him  to  the  Lord  as  his  property  for  ever.  In  the  year  1805  the 
great  awakening  among  the  Esquimaux  took  place;  it  was,  in  truth, 
a  refreshing  time,  and  much  blessed  to  my  own  soul.  In  1808,  the 
Lord  presented  us  with  our  second  son.  Christian  Lewis.  In  1810,  we 
accepted  a  call  to  Hopedale,  and  in  the  following  year  we  sent  our 
eldest  son  to  Europe.  In  the  year  1813  we  obtained  permission  to  pay 
a  visit  to  Europe.  On  account  of  the  war,  we  were  obliged  to  stay 
in  England  over  the  winter,  and  to  take  our  younger  son  to  F«dneck, 
where  his  elder  brother  was  already  in  the  school  Here  we  enjoyed 
much  love  fix)m  our  Brethren  and  Sisters,  and  friends.  Towards 
the  end  of  May,  1814,  we  set  sail  for  Labrador,  with  Br.  Lewis 
Morhardt,  and  arrived  safely  at  Okak,  August  1st,  proceeding  thence 
to  Hopedale,  the  place  of  our  destination.  But  the  health  of  my  dear 
husband  now  began  to  fail,  and  we  were  obliged  to  request  our  dis- 
mission. Leave  being  granted,  we  left  Labrador  in  1817,  and  ar- 
rived, in  October,  in  London.  In  December,  we  sailed  for  Ham- 
burgh.    As  we  approached  the  land,  our  vessel  ran  aground  near 
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Neuwerk  in  the  evening  of  December  19tli,  In  tliis  condition, 
we  were  obliged  to  continue,  tiU,  on  the  morning  of  the  2l8t,  the 
storm  abated,  and  boats  came  alongside  to  take  iis  on  shore.  I  can- 
not describe  my  feelings  during  this  time,  when  we  expected  every 
moment  to  perish.  The  Lord  granted  me  resignation  to  His  will,  for 
my  o^m  person ;  but,  on  account  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Meisner  s  daughters, 
who  had  been  entrusted  to  our  care»  I  could  not  help  calling  upon  the 
Lord  to  save  us.  And  when  we  were  at  length  permitted  to  land,  I 
was  ready  to  fall  down,  and  publicly  to  present  the  thank-offering 
of  a  grateful  heart.  [For  an  account  of  this  shipwreck  and  their 
merciful  preservation,  see  Periodical  Accoimts,  VoL  vi.  p.  442.1 
After  staying  three  weeks  at  Altona,  and  being  strengthened  in  soul 
and  body  by  the  kindness  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters,  we  continued 
ourjoumey  in  January,  1818,  and  arrived  at  Klein welke,  February  3rd. 
Here  we  were  cordially  welcomed  by  our  relations  and  our  Brethren 
and  Sisters.  As  soon  as  my  husband's  health  was  sufficiently  restored, 
we  accepted  a  call  to  serve  the  Society  in  Breslau  and  its  vicinity, 
in  reliance  upon  our  Saviour's  help.  The  Lord  graciously  blessed  the 
labours  of  my  dear  husband,  and  secured  for  him  the  goodwill  of  the 
clergy,  and  of  many  persons  of  rank  both  in  town  and  country*.  We 
derived  special  pleasure  from  our  visits  to  Count  Reuss  XXXVIII. 
of  Stonsdorf,  and  Countess  Reden  at  Buchwald,  who  always  approved 
themselves  as  true  followers  of  Christ,  and  sincere  friends  of  the  Bre- 
thren's Church.  The  kindness  of  Count  Reuss,  which  we  enjoyed  till 
his  happy  departure  on  April  10th,  1835,  was  ccmtinued  after  his 
death  by  his  family,  and  has  proved  a  comfort  to  me  in  my  old  age. 
May  the  Lord  reward  them  with  the  choicest  of  His  blessings.  We 
experienced  also  much  kindness,  and  derived  much  spiritual  comfort 
from  our  intercourse  with  the  family  of  Count  Stollberg  at  Peters- 
waldaut,  and  from  our  visits  generally  among  the  dispersed  children 
of  God ;  and  as  often  as  we  visited  the  congregation  at  Gnadenfrey, 
we  felt  refreshed  in  spirit,  and  encouraged  in  our  service.  In  the 
year  1824,  we  removed  to  Nisky,  to  take  charge  of  "the  Diaspora," 
in  the  vicinity  of  that  settlement.  On  October  31st,  1836,  it  pleased 
our  Saviour  to  take  to  Himself  my  dear  husband.  That  was  a  pain- 
ful trial  indeed.  Many,  very  many  tokens  of  His  help  and  faith- 
fulness the  Lord  had  given  us,  during  the  thirty -six  years  of  our 


*  To  the  I'espect  in  which  our  late  Brother  was  heldf'and  the  general  appreciation 
of  the  spiritual  gifts  he  was  enabled  to  impart  to  individuals  of  all  classes,  the  Editor 
is  able  to  bear  personal  testimony.  In  the  course  of  a  short  visit  paid  to  Breslau  in 
the  yeaif  1822,  he  was  informed,  that  the  truly  experimental  discourses  of  the 
simple  but  observant  Missionary  to  the  Esquimaux,  were  not  unfrequently  Ustened 
to  with  interest  and  edification  by  learned  members  of  the  University,  including 
its  distinguished  rector,  Professor  Steffens,  a  man  who,  after  great  and  manifold 
services  rendered  to  his  adopted  country,  as  a  Christian  philosopher  and  a  patriot, 
closed  his  active  and  chequered  life  some  years  ago,  in  the  faith  apd  hope  of  the 
Gk>speL — Ed. 

f  This  truly  Christian  nobleman,  the  reigning  Count  of  Stollberg-Wernigerode, 
was  grandson  to  the  well-known  Countess  StoUherg,  the  only  individual,  as 
Leonard  Dober  testifies,  who  spoke  a  word  of  encouragement  to  himself  and 
David  Nitschman,  as  they  were  on  their  way  from  Hernihut  to  Copenhagen,  in 
1732,  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  poor  Negroes  in  the  Island  of  St.  Thomas. — Ed. 
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union,  both  in  Labrador  and  in  Europe.  These  remain  unforgotten, 
and  I  shall  never  be  able  sufficiently  to  thank  Him  for  all  His 
mercy.  As  often  as  I  ponder  over  these  ffis  benefits,  I  sink  down  at 
His  feet,  and  would  gladly  spend  whole  hours,  pouring  out  before 
Him  all  my  grateful  thoughts  and  feelings.  My  only  wish  is  now, 
that  the  rest  of  my  days  may  be  spent  in  communion  with  Him; 
and  it  is  my  constant  prayer,  that  my  dear  children  and  grand- 
children may  all  flourish  in  the  courts  of  my  Gk)d,  and  ripen  for  His 
glorious,  heavenly  kingdom. 

The  following  testimony  is  borne  to  her  life  and  character  by  the 
congregation,  in  whose  fellowship  she  spent  the  evening  of  her  days : 

Our  dear  Sr.  Hasting  was  a  respected  and  honoured  member  of 
our  widows'-choir  and  of  this  congregation.  Her  simple  and  child-like 
faith,  her  prayerful  communion  with  our  Saviour,  her  lively  interest  in 
the  weal  and  woe  of  the  congregation  and  each  member,  conciliated 
for  her  the  esteem  of  all  who  knew  her,  whether  of  high  or  low  de- 
gree. The  furtherance  and  extension  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  was  a 
special  object  of  her  intercessory  prayers,  and  the  Diaspora,  in 
which  she  had  served  with  distinguished  blessing,  both  with  her  late 
husband  and  when  left  a  widow,  lay  very  near  her  heart.  The  many 
instances  of  help  vouchsafed  by  the  Lord  in  trying  circumstances,  and 
the  gracious  answers  to  her  petitions,  vouchsafed  in  matters  compara- 
tively trifling,  connected  with  the  cares  of  this  life,  rendered  her  con- 
VOTsation  particidarly  edifying.  As  a  special  gift  of  our  Saviour,  may 
be  mentioned  her  excellent  memory.  She  knew  most  of  the  hymns 
of  our  collection  by  heart,  as  they  followed  in  regular  order,  and  she 
was  a  living  record  of  all  important  events,  both  in  the  congregation 
and  in  the  Mission,  which  she  had  served, — so  that  she  could  always 
be  consulted  with  advantage,  on  subjects  relating  to  the  oldest 
times.  Her  chief  delight  was  daily  to  feed  upon  the  Word  of  Grod, 
both  at  home  and  in  ^e  assemblies  of  the  congregation.  When  a 
dear  friend  advised  her,  shortly  before  her  departure,  to  take  more  care 
of  herself,  and  especially  not  to  go  out  in  the  evening,  on  account  of 
the  increasing  difficulty  of  her  breathing,  she  replied,  "  There  is  no 
spot  in  the  whole  world,  where  I  am  so  happy  as  in  the  house  of  Grod." 
In  her  last  short  illness,  she  was  resigned  to  the  Lord's  will,  very 
patient  and  loving,  and  truly  thankful  for  every  care,  assistance,  and 
attention  bestowed  upon  her.  On  February  3rd,  1851,  she  received,  at 
her  own  request,  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  for  her  departure ;  and  on  the 
6th,  towards  evening,  she  departed,  during  the  singing  of  a  hymn, 
having  attained  to  the  age  of  80  years  and  10  months. 


GREENLAND. 

From  Br,  S.  Kleinschmidt. 
"  Dear  Brother,  New-Herrnhut,  June  20th,  1855. 

"  THE  winter  has  been  milder  this  year  than  the  last,  more  speci- 
ally in  Disco-bay  and  at  Hmenak.  Here  and  in  the  district  of 
Godhaab^  in  particular,  its   character  was  moderate;    nevertheles*«. 
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borrowing  and  begging  has  been  the  order  of  the  day  among  the 
Gi'eenlanders ;  and,  since  some  of  them  evinced  a  sjurit  of  opposition 
in  their  behaviour  towards  the  store-keeper,  or  local  magistrate,  I 
have  offered  to  act  as  overseer  of  the  poor,  and  distributor  of  relief 
to  them,  hoping  thereby  to  remedy  the  demoralising  effects  of  that 
system  of  borrowing,  which  is  so  prevalent*. 

"  In  reply  to  your  inquiry  relative  to  translations  of  the  books 
of  the  Old  Testament,  I  would  state,  that  hitherto  I  have  not  devotetl 
myself  to  such  labours,  as  we  already  j)ossess  a  good  translation  of 
the  greater  portion  of  the  Bible.  The  parts  still  wanting  are  Num- 
bers and  Leviticus,  the  books  of  the  Chronicles,  Ecclesiastes,  the  Song 
of  Solomon,  and  the  prophets  Jeremiah  and  Ezekiel.  The  greater 
portion  of  what  is  already  translated  is  the  work  of  Pastor  Kragh, 
who  is  now  a  Lutheran  minister  in  the  northern  part  of  Sleswick. 

"Our  translation  of  the  New  Testament,  revised  by  my  late 
father,  was  published,  as  you  are  aware,  in  1822t,  and  since  then  has 
been  in  the  hands  of  our  people. 

"  The  Danish  Mission  issued  a  second  edition  of  its  New  Testa- 
ment in  1794,  and  a  third  in  1827.  Of  the  Old  Testament,  the  book 
of  Genesis  bears  the  same  date  as  our  New  Testament,  viz.  1822; 
then  followed  the  Psalms,  1824;  Isaiah,  1825;  and  the  other  books 
mentioned  above  up  to  1836." 


From  Br,  Caspar  Kogel  to  the  Mission-Boabd. 
{From  the  Missumt-BlcUt.) 
«  Dear  Brethren,  Lichtenau;  JiUi/  ^Ist,  1855. 

^*  AFTER  a  generally  favourable  voyage  of  eleven  days  duration,  we 
reached  this  place  yesterday  morning,  and  were  most  warmly  wel- 
comed by  my  brother's  family  and  Br.  Schneider.  Blessed  be  the 
Lord  for  the  gracious  protection  which  He  afforded  to  us.  We  leffc 
Idchtenfels,  to  which  we  had  become  so  much  attached,  on  the  19th 
of  July,  accompanied  by  Br.  Warmow,  who  was  going  in  search  of 
drift-wood.  We  felt  much  on  parting  from  Br.  and  Sr.  Tietzen,  whom 
we  have  learnt  to  love  and  esteem,  during  our  residence  with  them  at 
Lichtenfels  for  many  years  past. 

"  Among  the  incidents  of  our  journey  of  350  miles,  I  may  notice, 
that  we  succeeded  in  passing  through  the  'Iceblink,*  whidi  is  al- 
ways much  dreaded,  without  any  difficulty.  The  name  of '  Iceblink ' 
is  given  to  the  channel,  stretching  for  several  miles  along  the 
glaciers  which  sink  down  towards  the  sea,  between  Lichtenfels 
and  Frederickshaab.  Our  hopes  of  soon  reaching  the  latter  place 
were  doomed  to  be  disappointed.     A  thick  fog  set  in,  with  contrary 


*  In  oonnexion  with  this  subject,  it  is  proper  grateftdly  to  mention,  that 
through  the  kind  exertions  of  that  well-known  and  unwearied  benefactrei>s  of  the 
Greenland  Mission,  Miss.  Mary  Aikman,  and  her  valued  friend,  Miss  Bosville,  of 
Balmuto,  N.  B.,  four  boxes  with  useful  articles,  of  the  value  of  50^.,  have  been 
again  forwarded  to  the  four  stations  on  that  coast,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Missiou- 
ariefl  and  the  relief  of  their  converts. — Kn. 

t  In  London,  »t  the  expense  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Sooi^.— Et>. 
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wind,  which  compelled  us  to  run  into  a  small  cove,  where  wo  went 
on  shore,  and  began  to  prepare  our  evening-meaJ.  The  fire  was 
already  lighted,  and  I  was  proceeding  to  the  boat  to  fetch  some  meal 
and  butter,  when  the  thong  with  which  it  was  secured  gave  way,  and 
it  drifted  off,  together  with  the  kayak  of  our  attendant  Greenlander. 
We  were  greatly  alarmed,  lest  it  should  be  carried  out  into  the  open 
sea,  in  which  case  we  should  have  been  in  a  most  distressing  situa- 
tion on  this  desert  and  uninhabited  coast.  Providentially,  however, 
it  was  driven  into  a  small  creek  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  inlet,  and 
in  a  short  time  it  was  recovered  and  brought  back  to  us. 

**  We  had  still  to  contend  with  a  high  sea,  as  well  as  with  f<yg, 
until  we  reached  the  colony  of  Julianenhaab,  which  is  about  forty 
miles  from  Lichtenau.  Shortly  before  our  arrival  there,  we  met 
Dr.  Rink,  the  inspector  of  Southern  Greenland,  with  his  family, 
in  his  yacht.  We  were  invited  on  board,  and  treated  with  much 
courtesy. 

"The  situation  of  Lichtenaii,  when  compared  with  that  of  Lich- 
tenfels,  may  be  termed  pretty.  We  found  my  brother  John  and  his 
wife  cheerful  and  active.  I  do  not  venture  to  say  much  in  reference 
to  the  Greenlanders  residing  here.  They  are  a  stronger  race  than 
those  around  Lichtenfels,  but  do  not  attain  to  a  greater  age.  There 
is  a  striking  difference  in  their  pronunciation,  which  has  more  of  the 
character  of  singing;  while  those  at  Lichtenfels  speak  in  a  sort  of 
falsetto  voice ;  and  those,  again,  living  yet  further  north,  use  more 
gutturals.     The  language  is  everywhere  the  same." 


From  Br,  Gebike  to  the  Missiok-Boabd. 
{From  tht  MistUma-BlaU) 
"Dear  Brethren,  " Fredericksthal,  Av^gmty  1855. 

"  THIS  station,  which  is  situated  500  miles  to  the  South  of  New- 
Herrnhut,  presents  more  objects  of  interest  to  the  eye  than  the  former 
settlement.  You  cannot,  however,  forget  that  you  are  in  Greenland, 
whether  you  look  at  the  country  or  on  the  sea,  which  is  covered  with 
large  masses  of  drift-ice  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  year* 
During  the  past  winter,  I  have  witnessed  quite  as  much  poverty 
and  misery  among  the  Greenlanders  in  this  district  as  I  hsid  done 
during  the  preceding  one,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  New-Hermhut.  I 
have  been,  however,  much  pleased  to  observe,  that  the  attendance  at 
diuroh  and  school  has  not  suffered  in  oonsequence.  Many  of  the 
children,  whose  own  boots  were  worn  out,  borrowed  those  of  other 
children,  and  one  boy  even  came  to  school  barefoot  over  the  ice 
and  snow. 

"  The  Greenlanders  here  are  in  general  better  off  than  those  at 
New-Hermhut  and  Lichtenfels.  They  are  well  provided  with  boats, 
so  that  nearly  all  the  male  inhabitants  can  go  out  in  search  of  pro- 
vifliona  during  the  summer.  This  is  of  great  importwice,  beoAuse 
but  little  can  be  obtained  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Fredericksthal  * 
there  is  not  even  fish  to  be  caught.  I  was  particularly  struck  by 
tUe  good  singing  of  this  congregation.    As  our  old  organ  can  no  longer 
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be  used,  the  congregational  music  is  generally  supported  by  clarinets, 
but  even  without  them  it  is  harmonious  and  pleasing.  1  have  had 
about  forty  boys  in  my  school.  At  first,  I  felt  very  diffident,  as  my 
knowledge  of  the  language  was  very  imperfect.  But  I  was  graciously 
enabled  to  feel  much  drawn  to  the  children,  and  I  believe  this  feeling 
has  been  mutual ;  so  that  the  relation  in  which  we  stand  to  each  oth«r 
is  a  very  pleasing  one,  and  I  have  spent  some  of  my  happiest  hours  in 
the  school.  I  look  forward  with  pleasure  to  its  being  re-opened,  in 
the  approaching  autumn  and  winter.  At  present,  during  the  summer, 
Br.  XJellner  instructs  the  boys  and  girls  together,  in  which  I  assist 
him.  The  diligence  of  my  pupils  last  winter  gave  me  much  satisfac- 
tion, and  I  almost  feel  inclined  to  assent  to  the  assertion  that  has 
frequently  been  made,  that  the  Southlanders  generally  possess  more 
aptness  for  instruction  than  their  countrymen  in  the  north.  Two 
sons  of  a  late  native-assistant  have  particularly  distinguished  them- 
selves. They  are  both  under  nine  years  of  age;  the  one  is  a  well- 
behaved,  pleasant  boy,  the  best  reader  of  the  whole  class,  he  also 
began  to  write  last  winter,  and  has  made  good  progress ; — ^the  other, 
it  is  true,  is  more  inclined  to  levity,  but  he  eidiibits  great  abilities, 
and  his  progress  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  is  surprising." 


SOUTH  AFEICA. 

BR  KOLBING'S  letter  of  the  12th  of  February,  will  be  found  to 
contain  much  interesting  intelligence  in  a  small  compass.  The  com- 
pletion of  a  temporary  church  at  Goshen  which  it  reports,  and  the 
advancing  prosperity  of  the  settlement  at  Shilohy  of  which  it  notices 
several  indications,  will  rejoice  the  friends  of  the  Mission ;  nor  will 
they  be  less  gratified  to  learn,  that  Br.  Gysin,  of  the  latter  station, 
is  quite  prepared  to  take  advantage  of  the  GrOA'emor's  proposals,  rela- 
tive to  the  Christian  instruction  and  training  in  useful  handicraft- 
business,  of  a  number  of  Kaffir  youtlis,  who  may  hereafter  become  in- 
strumental, by  Grod's  blessing,  in  the  introduction  of  Christianity  and 
civilization  among  their  countiymen.  The  additional  details  given  by 
Br.  Hartman  will  be  foimd  very  acceptable ;  and  the  letter  of  the  old 
and  fiaithful  Kaffir  assistant  and  interpreter,  Wilhelmina  Stompje, 
both  affiscting  and  characteristic.  The  prospect  of  the  establishment 
of  a  good  and  well-attended  school  for  Fingoo  children,  at  Snysklip 
near  Clarkson,  is  likewise  very  satisfactory.  Br.  Kolbing  gives 
merited  expression  to  the  gratitude  felt  by  our  Missionaries  in 
South  Africa,  for  the  judicious  and  liberal  aid,  extended  to  them 
in  the  progress  of  their  spiritual  and  educational  labours,  by  the 
Missionary  Society  at  Zeyst, — a  pleasant  and  profitable  memorial 
of  the  close  connection,  formerly  existing  between  the  Cape  Colony 
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and  Holland,  and  of  the  favour  with  which  the  Grovermnent  of 
the  latter  country  and  its  representatives  ever  regarded  the  Missictti. 
In  the  letters  of  the  Bm. .  Roser  6.nd  Marx,  will  be  found  some  in- 
teresting and  edifying  particulars  respecting  the  constitution  of  the 
Training-school  at  GenadendcUf  the  visitation  of  the  sick,  and  the  state 
of  the  congregation  generally.  Of  the  progress  of  the  work  at  Elim 
and  Mamre,  the  £m.  Kauhaus  give  a  gratifying  account. 


From  Br.  C.  R  Kolbing. 

Genadendal,  February  2nd,  1856. 

"  WE  have  lately  received  a  large  supply  of  school-books  for  all  our 
stations,  the  gift  of  our  Missionary  Society  at  Zeyst,  in  Holland. 
You  may  easily  conceive  how  much  we  are  indebted  to  this  zealous  in- 
stitution, when  you  consider  that  the  spelling  and  reading-books  for  all 
our  schools,  attended  by  1300  children,  have  been  furnished  by  them; 
that  they  have  supplied  us  with  the  Harmony  of  the  Four  Grospels, 
have  published  for  us  our  Liturgy  and  Hymn-Book,  and  lately 
Barth's  Bible  Stories,  and  are  now  printing  a  new  edition  of  the  Hymn- 
Book.  They  have  besides  made  many  offerings  to  our  schools,  and  sent 
liberal  donations  for  Shiloh  and  Gk>shen,  and  for  the  chapels  at  Hout- 
kloof,  Twistwyk,  and  Jacob's  Valley.  Br.  and  Sr.  Suhl  are  now  at 
Mamre,  to  escort  Br.  and  Sr.  Bichter  to  Genadendal.  They  have 
paid  a  visit  to  Goedverwacht  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Christensen,  of  which  I 
have  not  yet  had  a  report. 

"  Br.  Gysin  at  Shiloh  is  desirous  to  enter  into  the  views  of  his 
Excellency  the  Gk)vemor,  by  taking  native  youths,  who  may  be  taught 
different  trades,  and  receive  at  the  same  time  Christian  and  seciilar 
instruction,  in  the  hope  that  they  may  assist  in  establishing  Mis- 
sions further  in  Kafiraria.  Our  Brethren  have  already  two  carpen- 
ters, and  two  learning  horticulture  and  agriculture,  and  they  are 
trying  to  get  one  as  waggon-maker,  and  another  as  smith.  For 
each  of  them  the  Governor  will  give  20^,  and  as  much  for  every 
native  schoolmaster  at  Shiloh  and  Goshen.  Br.  Klinghardt  is  at  pre- 
sent on  a  visit  at  Shiloh,  to  repair  and  improve  the  mill.  In  the 
meantime  Br.  Baur  remains  at  Enon  with  Br.  Lemmertz,  his  brother- 
in-law;  and  he  has  begun  to  hold  discourses  and  to  preach.  When 
Br.  Bichter  has  arrived,  there  will  be  more  time  for  studjdng  the 
Kaffir  language.  Br.  Hartman  has  made  good  progress;  he  is  able 
to  make  himself  utiderstood  in  common  things,  and  to  offer  his  prayers 
in  Kaffir ;  in  holding  discourses,  he  has  still  to  make  use  of  an  in- 
terpreter. 

"  November  25th,  the  temporary  chapel  at  Goshen,  a  large  Kaffir 
hut,  was  opened.  The  people  are  zealous  in  hearing,  and  the  meet- 
ings are  well  attended.  The  school  was  to  be  opened  affcer  New 
Year  by  Samuel  Mazivi. 

"  At  Enon  and  Clarkson  all  are  well.  The  new  school  and  dwell- 
ing-house for  the  native  teacher,  Johannes  Zwelibanzi,  in  Snysklip, 
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near  the  latter  station,  will  be  finished  this  week,  and  he  will  go  to 
lire  there.  In  the  former  school  in  the  Zitzikamma,  the  number  of 
pupils  had  decreased  to  ten ;  at  Snysklip,  two  hours  and  a  half  from 
Clarkson,  the  teacher  will  have  fifty,  and  he  will  at  the  same  time  be 
a  native  assistant. 

"  Our  out-station  Twistwyk  continues  to  give  us  much  satisfaction. 
That  the  instruction  in  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  Christianity 
given  to  candidates  for  baptism  by  Peter  Beukmaa  is  attended  with 
blessing,  I  have  just  now  the  opportunity  of  ascertaining,  four  of  them 
being  in  course  of  preparation  by  me  for  baptism.  They  had  enjoyed 
no  opportunity  before  for  hearing  the  Gospel,  and  yet  they  are  well 
acquainted  with  the  principles  of  Christian  doctrine,  and  I  am  thank- 
ful to  trace  in  them  real  spiritual  life. 

"  Last  week,  reports  were  current  of  some  uneasiness  among  the 
Kaffirs,  and  of  desertions  from  the  Cape  Mounted  Rifles  (Hotten- 
tots). But  it  was  generally  believed,  that  the  disease  of  the  lungs 
which  prevailed  among  the  cattle  last  year,  and  which  still  continues 
in  some  parts,  would  prevent  any  outbreak.  Br.  Gysin  does  not 
manifest  any  fear  or  anxiety.  Of  the  various  rumours,  which 
in  September  found  their  way  into  the  German  papers,  we  knew 
nothing  here.

"  Dear  Brothkb,  "  Genadejidal,  Oct,  IZtik^  1855. 

"  IN  the  case  of  many  of  my  patients,  more  especially  those  residing 
in  the  Settlement,  I  have  been  privileged  to  recognise' the  saving  love 
and  patient  forbearance  of  the  Lord,  who  is  ever  intent  upon  leading 
the  sinner  to  repentance,  even  when  the  spirit  is  on  the  eve  of  depart- 
ing from  its  earthly  tabernacle.  The  thorns  and  thistles  of  this 
world  have  often  first  to  be  removed  by  the  infliction  of  bodily  suf- 
fering, before  the  good  seed  can  come  forth,  and  the  dying  sinner,  jren- 
dered  penitent  and  believing,  be  plucked  like  a  bra&d  from  the 
burning.  To  mention  a  single  instance,  Jacob  Lsunvor,  who  is  suf- 
fering from  a  chronio  complaint,  was  not  unacquainted  with  \ku^ 
Word  of  God,  but  remained  indiflerent  to  it,  and  behaved  in  a 
brutal  manner  to  his  wife  and  children.  Even  after  disease  had 
laid  hold  on  him,  he  was  unwilling  to  acknowledge  the  error  of 
his  ways,  and  remained  in  a  self-righteous  frame  of  mind,  until  it 
pleased  God  to  soften  his  heart,  so  that  he  felt  the  Father  drawing 
him  to  the  Son.  It  is  indeed  delightful  to  be  permitted  to  offer  to 
such  needy  souls  the  baim  of  heavenly  comfinrt.  This  aJime  must  be 
esteemed  a  great  privilege  for  the  Missionary. 

''  I  have  just  been  Bummoned  to  his  death-bed,  where  I  prayed 
fi)r  him  and  with  him  at  his  own  request.  Upon  my  puttijig  t^e 
question  to  him,  '  Do  you  experience  peace  in  your  heart;  being  recon- 
ciled unto  God,'  he  replied  in  a  low  but  decided  tone,  *  I  do.*  JIo 
has  now,  I  trust,  i>a88ed  away  to  a  better,  even  an  eternal  in- 
heritanoe. 
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"  It  must  ever  be  the  great  object  of  the  Christian  Missionary,  to 
convey  to  the  heathen  the  hope  of  everlasting  life,  which  is  to  be  ob- 
tained in  Christ,  the  life.  They  are  not  idways  deficient  in  moi-al 
virtues,  but  they  know  not  the  glory  of  God,  being  without  Christ. 
Some  of  the  heathen  are  most  respectable,  you  might  almost  call  them 
pious  persons,  but  the  weakest  Christian  is  richer  than  they  are,  for  he 
possesses  eternal  life. 

"  Herman  Wichan,  who  has  for  these  many  years  been  a  sufferer, 
remarked  to  me,  *  I  know  the  cause  of  my  afiiiction, — my  former  life 
of  sin  has  brought  upon  me  that  which  I  am  now  suffering.  I  will 
gladly  bear  all,  with  the  Lord's  help,  if  my  soul  may  but  live  with 
Christ  in  Grod.  All  the  Lord's  doings  are  just  and  true.  He  is  re- 
vealing His  fedthfulness  to  me.*  Cornelia  Pick,  a  delicate  woman, 
told  me,  after  she  had  so  isa^  recovered  as  to  be  able  again  to  enter  the 
church  :  *  During  my  illness,  the  Spirit  of  Gk)d  has  drawn  my  atten- 
tion to  many  things,  for  which  I  cannot  be  sufficiently  grateful  I 
frequently  prayed  the  Lord,  to  restore  me  to  sueh  a  measure  of  health, 
that  I  might  come  to  church  again,  and  this  day  my  prayer  has  been 
answered.     Oh  !  how  gracious  the  Lord  is !  * 

"  Oct,  I5th. 

"  Having  been  prevented  by  official  engagements  from  finishing 
my  letter,  I  will  now  try  and  bring  it  to  a  close.  I  was  lately  summon- 
ed to  a  sick  child  at  Bosjesveld,  a  d^tance  of  about  thirty  miles.  The 
road  though  the  mountains  is  interesting.  You  meet  with  numbers 
of  baboons  and  antelopes,  and  in  the  valley  on  the  other  side,  ostriches, 
frequently  ten  or  twelve  together.  However  much  I  should  prefer 
personal  attendance  in  every  case,  I  must  in  future  confine  myself 
to  merely  sending  medicine  to  all  who  reside  at  so  great  a  dis* 
tance.  Such  patients  are  by  no  means  uncommon,  and  I  begin  to  feel, 
that  my  strength  is  inadequate  to  keep  up  so  extended  a  practice. 

"  The  circulating  library  for  the  youth  at  this  place  is  now  under 
my  charge,  and  1  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state,  that  it  is  made  good  use 
of  There  is  a  want  of  suitable  Dutch  books,  to  remedy  which,  I  pur- 
pose applying  to  the  Society  at  Zeyst. 

"  Last  Sunday  I  baptized  nine  children,  whose  parents  have  but 
lately  oome  to  G^nadendal.  Li  the  evening,  we  partook  of  the  Lord's 
supper.     There  were  450  communicants  present." 


From  Br.  Bmrso  Marx. 
"  Dear  Brother,  "  Oenadendaii,  S^.  2Qth,  1855. 

ON  the  4th  of  July,  Br-  Kilhn  and  myself  left  Mamre,  whei-e 
I  had  spent  a  most  agreeable  week  in  the  midst  of  tho  Brethren  and 
Sisters  there.  We  were  favoured  with  fine  weather,  which  is  unoom- 
mon  at  this  time  of  the  year. 

"  On  the  day  after  my  arrival  at  tiiis  place,  July  10th,  I  oom- 
menoed  my  duties  in  the  school,  as  well  as  my  ignorance  of  the  Dutch 
language  would  permit.  The  elder  pupilfs  however,  understand 
£ngHah  very  well     We  have  fourteen  in  all,  the  youngest  being 
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eleven,  the  eldest  twenty  years  of  age.  Half  of  them  are  Hottentots, 
the  remainder  Fingoos.  They  are  all  glad  to  be  hero,  and  shew  dili- 
gence and  eagerness  to  learn.  Their  behaviour,  on  the  whole,  is  pretty 
good,  and  it  is  only  some  of  the  younger  ones,  who  have  not  been 
here  long,  that  require  to  be  treated  with  strictness.  I  spend  my 
time  very  happily  among  them,  and  in  general,  they  afford  me  much 
pleasure  by  their  uprightness  and  good  conduct.  Many  of  them  appear 
to  possess  a  good  knowledge  of  the  way  of  salvation,  and  to  love  their 
Saviour.  They  receive  instruction  in  all  the  elementary  branches  of 
education.  My  duties,  as  instructor,  are  at  present  chiefly  confined  to 
music  I  teach  the  organ,  piano,  violin,  and  singing,  and  I  must  say, 
that  all  my  pupils  give  me  great  pleasure.  Four  of  the  eldest  play 
the  oi*gan,  and  you  would  be  surprised  to  hear  them  perform  nearly 
all  our  hymn-tunes  by  heart,  and  the  more  common  of  them,  even  in 
a  number  of  different  keys.  It  is  remarkable,  how  difficult  they 
find  it  to  play  a  voluntary  or  interlude  of  their  own,  but  they  imitate 
such  as  they  hear,  with  surprising  readiness.  On  the  piano,  they  per- 
form very  well,  and  are  not  at  all  behind  white  boys  of  the  same  ago. 
The  same  applies  to  the  violin.  They  find  particular  delight  in  sing- 
ing. Such  is  the  interest  for  music  cdready  excited  among  them,  that 
they  are  always  engaged,  during  their  leisure  hours,  in  playing,  sing- 
ing, and  copying  music.  You  woidd  greatly  oblige  us  by  procuring 
some  English  sacred  songs,  and  also  some  quartette  for  the  violin. 
Soon  after  my  arrival,  I  began  to  teach  four  of  the  boys  the  trom- 
bone, myself  playing  the  comet-a-piston.  We  practise  diligently,  and 
hope  to  be  able  to  perform  in  the  service  at  Christmas.  The  greatest 
difficulty  I  find  is  with  a  powerful  Fingoo,  who  plays  the  bass  trombone. 
He  has,  indeed,  sufficiently  thick  lips  to  fill  the  mouth-piece,  and  pro- 
duces a  very  good  tone,  but  being  somewhat  dull,  it  is  hard  for 
him  to  hit  the  proper  intervals.  With  a  view  to  cultivating  their  mu- 
sical talent  as  far  as  I  am  able,  I  give  the  six  eldest  pupils  an  hour  s 
instruction  every  week  in  thorough-bass,  and  must  confess,  that  they 
understand  it  better  than  I  had  expected. 

''Besides  giving  instruction  in  music,  I  teach  English,  arith- 
metic, composition,  <kc.  In  English,  they  are  getting  on  well,  and 
take  a  great  interest  in  it,  as  they  are  aware  how  use^l  it  is  in  inter- 
course with  English  residents  in  this  colony.  Arithmetic  would  ap- 
pear to  present  the  greatest  difficulties  to  them.  In  the  afternoon, 
the  elder  pupils  go  out  to  work,  being  apprenticed  to  diflerent 
trades  in  the  village.  Some  are  with  a  shoemaker,  others  with  a  tailor, 
and  one  with  the  joiner.  Sometimes  they  work  in  our  garden,  where 
they  cultivate  a  plot  of  ground  for  their  own  benefit  On  a  fine  day, 
some  time  back,  we  made  a  little  excursion  into  the  country.  Br. 
Kolbing  accompanied  us.  The  boys  were  highly  delighted.  Passing 
over  the  river  Sonderend,  we  proceeded  along  its  banks,  until  we 
reached  a  deserted  kraal.  Here  we  lighted  a  fire,  and  took  our  re- 
past I  was  interested  to  observe  the  Fingoo  boys,  according  to  the 
custom  of  their  people,  after  having  first  roasted  their  meat  at  the 
fire,  fasten  it  to  a  stick,  which  they  thhist  into  the  ground  in  front  of 
them,  and  then  in  a  reclining  posture  cut  off  a  little  meat,  holding 
their  bread  in  the  left  hand.     Their  highest  idea  of  comfort  is,  to 
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stretch  themselves  after  such  a  meal  on  the  ground,  resting  their  face 
upon  their  arms. 

''  Last  week  I  was  engaged  in  speaking  with  about  eighty  single 
Brethren  and  youths,  and  about  200  boys.  Among  the  former,  I 
found  but  little  interest  for  spiritual  things,  but  I  was  pleased  with 
their  apparent  candour.  The  boys  exhibit  a  very  fair  amount  of 
Christian  knowledge,  but  there  is  much  carelessness  and  want  of  or- 
der existing  among  them.** 


Extract  of  a  Letter  from  fir,  Hartman. 
(From,  the  Mi»ti(m9-BlcUt.) 

"  Goshen,  October  ZOth,  1855. 
"  THE  Lord  has  granted  me  the  favour  to  take  part  in  the  services  of 
His  house,  and,  not  long  since,  to  baptize  three  Fingoo  women  and  one 
man,  the  first  fruits  of  o\ir  congregation  at  Goshen.  The  demeanour  of 
these  persons  thus  far  testifies,  that  they  endeavour  to  walk  worthy  of 
their  calling.  I  employ  much  of  my  time,  in  the  endeavour  to  make 
myself  familiar  with  the  Elaffir  language.  I  find  it  very  complicated, 
but  its  acquisition  is  by  no  means  so  difficult  as  it  was  twenty  years 
ago,  when  our  Brethren  had  neither  a  grammar  nor  a  translated  Bible. 
I  have  now  more  opportunities  of  learning  it  than  I  had  at  Shiloh,  by 
personal  intercourse  with  the  natives ;  but  I  have  very  little  time  for 
reading  except  at  night,  and  then  the  weary  eyelids  are  apt  to  close. 
Yet  t  continue  my  studies,  in  reliance  upon  the  Lord's  gracious 
help. 

"  On  September  5th,  we  left  Shiloh  for  Goshen,  where  our  dwell- 
ing-house had  been  finished,  and  was  ready  for  our  reception.  We 
had  two  waggons  drawn  by  oxen,  of  which  one  was  laden  with  pro- 
visions ;  and  we  were  accompanied  by  the  Srs.  Bauer  and  Meyer.  In 
the  evening  of  the  same  day  we  arrived  in  safety,  after  having  wea- 
thered a  heavy  snow-storm  on  the  moimtain-ridge.  The  Brethren, 
Gysin,  Bauer,  and  Meyer  followed  on  horseback  the  following  morn- 
ing, and  on  September  6th,  which  is  my  birth-day,  this  place  was  con- 
secrated to  the  Lord.  We  commenced  our  work  in  reliance  upon 
Him,  and  He  has  thus  fiu.-  helped  us,  mercifully  granting  health  and 
strength  for  the  performance  of  our  arduous  duties.  Our  small  con- 
gregation, of  about  sixty  souls,  consists  of  Fingoos  and  Tambookies, 
most  of  them  persons  who  formerly  lived  at  Shiloh,  and  are,  therefore, 
partially  acquainted  with  the  Word  of  G^.  They  manifest  a  great 
desire  after  further  ii^truction,  and  attend  the  meetings  very  diligently. 
These  I  hold  in  our  own  dwelling,  until  a  temporary  chiirch  and  school, 
after  the  fashion  of  the  Kaffir-houses,  can  be  erected.  The  building  is 
already  begun.  The  service  on  the  Lord's  day  has  of  late  been  at- 
tended by  several  Tambookies,  who  are  in  the  employ  of  the  English 
in  the  neighboxirhood,  and  I  have  no  doubt,  that  many  others  will 
soon  come  and  desire  to  live  here.  It  is  therefore  much  to  be  re- 
gretted, that  our  narrow  boundaries  will  permit  us  only  to  receive  a 
very  limited  number  of  people,  we  believe  only  forty  fi^milies  at  the 
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most.  You  will  have  been  informed,  by  our  Brethren  at  G^nadendal, 
that  all  our  endeavours  to  get  back  the  whole  or  part  of  the  land, 
which  had  been  aasigned  to  us  previous  to  the  outbreak  of  the  war, 
have  proved  in  vain.  The  Governor,  who  is  a  friend  and  protector  of 
Missions,  has  expressed  his  fears,  that  he  can  do  nothing  in  the  matter. 
On  his  journey  to  Port  Natal,  he  passed  through  Queenstown,  just  as 
we  were  preparing  for  our  removal  to  Goshen,  but  we  did  not  hear  of 
it,  in  time  to  request  a  '^^Lsit  at  Shiloh.  ■  We  are  now  anxious  to  see, 
whether  the  surveyor  will  keep  his  promise  and  mark  the  kloof,  which 
is  'tiot  included  in  the  land  allotted  to  us  on  the  map,  as  belonging  to 
Goshen.  So  much  is  certain,  that  if  another  should  obtain  the  said 
kloof,  the  very  existence  of  our  congregation  would  be  imperilled,  espe- 
cially in  dry  seasons.  This  year,  our  people  have  not  yet  made  an 
attempt  to  sow  in  the  upper  part  of  the  kloof,  for  it  is  one  of  the 
few  spots  where  the  cattle  can  graze,  without  immediately  straying 
beyond  the  boundaries ;  and  the  monkeys  and  other  animals  still  infest 
these  parts  in  such  numbers,  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  secure  the 
crops  without  continual  watching.  Hitherto  the  Lord  has  granted  us 
plentiful  rain.  The  fields  of  maize  and  com  are  in  consequence  in  ex- 
cellent condition,  and  our  little  river  has  sufficient  water.  If  we  could 
procure  the  means  for  building  a  permanent  dike  at  the  entrance  of 
the  kloof,  we  should  probably  never  be  in  want  of  water.  I  believe 
it  would  require  about  30i.  to  construct  such  a  dam,  with  the  gratuitous 
help  of  our  people.  Of  the  spiritual  growth  of  our  congregation,  I  am 
unable  to  say  more  on  the  present  occasion.  May  the  Lord  endow  us 
with  the  needful  fidelity  and  patience,  in  directing  the  people  under 
our  care  to  the  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  their  souls." 


The  following  letter  is  from  the  old  helper-sister,  Wilhelmina 
Stompje,  of  Shiloh,  who  is  not  unknown  to  our  readers  by  name  and 
character.  We  rejoice  to  find,  that  it  contains  such  a  hopeful  account 
of  the  present  condition  of  Kafiraria,  which  was  hitherto^  and  more 
especially  during  the  late  war,  the  scene  of  all  the  abominations  of 
the  kingdom  of  darkness,  but  from  which  we  now  hear  a  voice  call- 
ing "  Come  over  and  help  us."   The  letter  is  addressed  to  Br.  BreuieL 

"  Rkv.  Sir, — You  will,  I  trust,  allow  me  to  embrace  this  op- 
])ortunity  of  writing  a  few  lines  to  you.  I  am  very  thankfiU  that  we 
have  teachers,  but  we  deeply  regret  that  Mr.  Bonatz,  who  has  so  tho- 
roughly mastered  the  Kaffir  language,  should  be  taken  fi-om  us,  even 
foir  a  short  period.  We  thought  that  he  would  establish  more  sta- 
tions of  our  Church,  like  Shiloh,  in  Kaffir-land,  as  the  Apostle  Paul  did 
in  his  day  in  other  countries,  because  the  Lord  has  so  evidently  helped 
him  to  learn  our  language,  for  I  often  hear  from  Kaffirs  of  my  tribe, 
that  they  would  be  glad  to  see  such  stations  in  theii*  country,  where 
people  might  learn  to  work  aa  they  do  here  in  Shiloh,  and  thus  not 
only  hear  the  word  of  God,  but  also  be  employed  in  useful  labour. 
Elaffirs  who  come  here  on  a  visit  from  a  distance,  have  frequently 
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tisked  me,  ivbenoe  the  teachers  in  Shiloh  had  coi»e,  whether  from 
England  or  from  another  country,  and  how  many  stations  they  had  in 
this  country  1  In  reply  to  the  information  I  was  able  to  give  them, 
they  said,  *  But  why  don't  they  come  to  us  ?  We  should  also  like  to 
have  such  teachers.' 

"  From  the  time  that  I  have  known  the  Lord,  it  has  been  my 
prayer,  that  He,  who  is  the  Saviour  of  all  men,  would  also  lead  my 
people  to  the  knowledge  of  Himself*.  And  this  is  still  my  prayer  and 
shall  remain  my  daily  petition  until  my  departure.  And  it  is  my 
wish  that  you.  Rev.  Sir,  and  the  other  Elders  and  Bishops  who  consti- 
tute the  Unity's  Elders'  Conference,  would  take  into  consideration 
the  contents  of  this  letter,  in  order  that  you  may  do  whatever  lies  in 
your  power,  to  promote  the  work  of  the  Lord  in  Kaffir-land.  In 
conclusion,  I  commend  myself  and  the  whole  cause  to  your  prayers, 
for  it  is  often  my  comfort  and  my  support  to  know,  that  our  teachers 
in  Europe  do  not  forget  us  in  their  intercessions;  and  though  they 
do  not  know  me  personally,  I  salute  them  all. 

"P.  S. — The  same  wish  does  Joshua  Hermanns  express,  who 
is  now  teacher  in  Shiloh,  and  was  formerly  interpreter  at  Goshen,  viz, 
that  the  Lord,  would  help  him,  and  eveiy  where  cause  His  word  to  be 
preached  to  all.  He  also  wishes,  that  we  might  have  printed  Lituigy- 
books  &c.  in  the  Kaffir  language.*' 


From  Br.  C.  Nauhaus, 
"  Dear  Bhother,  <<  Emm,  Feb.  6,  1856. 

"  THE  LORD  evidently  blesses  our  ministry  here.  The  congi-ega- 
tion,  numbering  1301  souls,  proceeds  in  a  quiet  course.  We  could 
wish  that  we  discerned  more  spiritual  life  in  the  rising  youth ;  but 
the  commimicanta,  365  in  number,  with  few  exceptions,  give  us  much 
pleasure. 

"  In  the  beginning  of  1855,  we  were  severely  visited  by  an  almost 
universal  and  very  destructive  distemper  among  the  cattle.  Our  con- 
gregation here  lost  about  300  horses,  and  the  Mission  upwards  of 
40  horses  and  mules.  •  This  was  a  severe  blow  for  us.  Neverthe- 
less, our  Saviour  so  richly  blessed  the  administration  of  our  temporal 
concerns  in  general,  that  we  were  enabled  firom  other  resources  to  de- 
fray the  whole  expense  of  the  station,  a  circumstance  which  excites  us 
to  earnest  thankfulness. 

"  Next  Simday,  the  10th  instant,  I  shall  celebrate  my  sixty-third 
Ixirthday ;  and  although  I  must  confess,  with  a  thankftd  heai-t,  that 
our  Saviour  has  graciously  favoured  me  thus  far  with  unusual  good 
health,  yet  I  perceive  many  indications  of  the  gradual  decay  of  my  out- 
ward tabernacle.  My  memory  fails  me  sensibly.  However,  when  I 
look  forward  'vvith  hope  to  speedy  deliverance  from  all  evil,  (the  worst 
evil  is  sin),  the  thought  of  the  speedy  dissolution  of  the  sinfid  body

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does  not  alann  me,  but  my  hopes  are  rather  strengthened  by  the  re- 
flection, that  the  end  of  my  faith  and  hope  cannot  be  &r  distant. 

"  We  are  all  well,  except  poor  Br.  Kschischang,  who  continues 
in  a  very  distressing  state  of  health.  It  is  a  severe  trial  for  us  all, 
and  especially  for  his  dear  wife.  The  latter  is  very  useful  to  us, 
through  her  knowledge  of  medicine." 


From  Br,  C.  F.  Franke. 
"Dear  Brother,  "Mamre,  J<m,  \5ihy  1856. 

"  I  AM  thankful  to  be  able  to  inform  you,  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Eichter 
arrived  safely  in  Table-Bay,  on  December  22nd,  after  a  long  and 
tedious  passage  from  Hamburgh,  and  first  set  foot  on  African  soil  on 
the  following  day.  On  the  24th,  they  went  in  the  Grovemment-bbat 
to  Robben  Island,  and  spent  Christmas  and  New  Year  with  Br.  and 
Sr.  Wedeman.  They  were  accompanied  thither  by  Sr.  Jannasch,  who 
had  been  spending  some  time,  for  the  benefit  of  her  health,  at  the 
house  of  Mr.  Holding,  a  friend  of  our  Mission,  who  resides  near 
Cape-town. 

"  The  new-comers  are  much  pleased  with  everything ;  they  only 
wonder  at  finding  South  Africa  such  an  arid  tegion,  where  one  may 
travel  for  hours  without  seeing  a  tree.  It  is  a  pity,  that  they  shoulcl 
have  arrived  at  the  season  when  the  sun  is  almost  vertical,  and  when 
the  south  wind,  blowing  violently  almost  every  day,  has  so  dried  up 
the  land,  that  iiie  pastures  look  quite  scorched.  The  drought  is  cer- 
tainly almost  unexampled,  and  the  heat  is  so  great  (on  some  days 
above  90"  Fahr.)  that  the  fruits  of  the  earth  suffer  much,  espe- 
cially the  beans,  which  are  a  favourite  article  of  diet  in  South  Africa. 
Every  one  longs  for  rain,  bu|i  of  that  there  is  no  hope  at  this  season, 
and  we  must  try  to  have  patience  till  ApriL 

"  We  celebrated  the  Christmas-festival  in  blessing.  A  large 
number  of  our  adult  congregation  returned  to  spend  this  solemn 
season  with  us,  so  that  we  once  more  saw  our  church  filled  with  at- 
tentive hearers,  which  was  a  blessing  to  our  own  hearts.  The  children 
sang  "Hosanna,"  to  the  delight  of  the  whole  congregation,  also  "Glory 
to  God,"  from  your  late  father's  Collection,  and  other  well-known 
anthems.  Many  of  the  neighbouring  farmers,  who  are  friendly  towards 
us,  attended  the  public  service. 

"  After  the  long  harvest-time,  the  people  really  had  a  strong 
desire  for  edification  from  God's  word,  as  many  very  plainly  mani- 
fested We  had  a  great  celebration  of  New- Year's  night.  The 
review  of  the  past  year,  compiled  by  Br.  Jannasch,  was  heard  with 
great  attention.  At  midnight,  we  entered  on  the  new-year  with  the 
singing  of  the  hymn,  "  Now  let  us  praise  the  Lord  &c.,"  accompanied 
by  the  organ  only,  and  not  by  the  trombones,  as  at  Grenadendal. 

"  Our  harvest  has  turned  out  very  well ;  and  we  have  to  thank 
the  Giver  of  every  good  gift  most  heartily  for  His  abundant  bounty. 
The  prices  of  grain  remain  the  same  as  last  year;  but  sheep  are  veiy 
dear,  a  circumstance  that  produces  a  very  injurious  effect,  as  far  as 
house-keeping  is  concerned,  by  leading  to  greatly  increased  expense,  in 
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q)ite  of  our  best  e£K>rts  to  be  eoonomicaL  The  yearly  aooount  hms 
caused  me  much  anxiety,  because  oar  income  was,  in  many  respects,  so 
small  However,  the  Lord  has  helped  hitherto,  and  I  derive  comfort 
from  the  belief  that  He  will  continue  to  do  so. 


WEST  INDIES. 
THE  postponed  celebration  of  the  Centenary  of  the  AnnouA  MnsiOK, 
from  the  1st  to  the  30th  of  April,  of  which  Br.  Westerby's  letter  ol 
the  27th  of  February,  contains  the  announcement,  has  deprived  us  of  the 
pleasure  of  giving  any  particulars  of  that  festival  in  the  present  Num- 
ber. These  have  not  yet  reached  our  hands,  but,  as  they  may  be  daily 
expected,  we  may  venture  to  promise  them  in  our  next  From 
Jamaica,  the  intelligence  communicated  will  be  found  interesting  and 
varied;  and  we  doubt  not,  that  the  first  specimen  of  the  reports  fur- 
nished by  the  Home  Missionaries  in  that  island,  will  be  suj£cient  to 
satisfy  the  friends  of  tiie  cause,  that  they  are  labourers  of  the  right 
st^unp,  on  whose  work  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  may  be  eicpeoted  to 
rest  The  reports  frx>m  the  other  islands  contain  much  interesting 
matter,  especially  those  from  Barbaboes,  where  general  regret  was 
manifested  at  the  retirement  of  Br.  Badham  frt>m  the  sphere  of  his 
fidthful  and  acceptable  service.  A  few  days  before  his  departure  for 
England,  he  was  permitted  to  render  valuable  assistance  in  the  esta- 
blishment of  an  institution,  which  promises  to  confer  a  great  and 
abiding  benefit  upon  the  most  destitute  and  degraded  portion  of  the 
population  of  that  island.

"  Dear  Brother,  "  Fairfield,  Jamtary  17rt,  1856. 

'^  OF  my  visit  to  St.  Thomas  and  St  Croix,  I  should  like  to  give 
you  a  detailed  account,  but  a  few  words  must  suffice.  After  a  re- 
sidence of  seventeen  years  in  Jamaica,  it  was  a  source  of  no  small 
pleasure  and  delight  to  me  to  see  anotiier  Mission-field,  and  to  meet 
my  fellow-labourers  in  the  Danish  Islands,  among  whom  are  several 
of  my  relations.  Truly  interesting  was  the  visit  to  my  native  place, 
Friedensberg,  in  St.  Croix,  the  scenes  of  my  early  childhood,  and 
my  parents'  graves.  I  had  retained  such  a  strong  recoUeotion  of  this 
place,  that  I  knew  eveiy  room  of  the  house,  the  roads,  the  very  trees, 
the  old  church,  and  the  place  where  I  used  to  sit,  though  I  left 
Friedensberg  before  I  was  five  years  of  age.  My  parents  having  died 
when  I  was  but  eight  days  old,  I  was  entrusted  to  a  black  nurse. 
She  is  stiU  living,  though  blind.     She  came  \fi  meet  me  as  soon  as  I 
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arrived,  after  a  night  sleepless  with  expectation.  The  Brethren  I 
met  with  f^peared  to  be  truly  earnest  in  their  work,  but  they  have 
difficulties  to  contend  with,  of  which  in  the  FiTigliah  Islands  we  know 
nothing. 

"  I  send  herewith  the  statement  of  the  Country  school-fund,  and 
likewise  a  specified  account  of  the  expenditure  of  the  extra  grant  for 
school-houses,  which  will  of  course  much  diminish  the  balance  in  hand. 

"  In  answer  to  your  inquiry,  I  beg  to  say,  that  an  enlargement 
of  our  Trainii^-school  is  anything  but  undesirable.  The  increasing 
number  of  our  own  schools  in  Jamaica,  the  applications  for  teachers 
from  the  Danish  Islands  and  Mosquitia,  the  inquiries  after  teach- 
ers for  the  schools  under  the  clergy,  and  the  pretty  certain  prospect, 
that  schools  of  erery  kind  will  multiply  thrtmgbout  the  island,  lead 
tUB  to  remark,  that  the  supply  of  teachers  from  our  Normal  School, 
which  on  an  average  will  be  four  annually,  is  quite  insufficient.  Nor 
do  I  doubt  the  practicability  of  such  enlargement,  if  only  sufficient 
means  can  be  obtained. 

"Meanwhile,  our  senior  school-room  requires  ceiling,  which 
will  enlarge  our  dormitory,  at  present  too  confined.  This  was  not 
done  when  building  the  school-heuse,  because  I  had  already  expended 
more  than  the  grant  for  building.     Expense^  20^ 

"Again,  the  dormitory  requires  more  light  and  air,  and  two 
roof-windows  should  be  made.     Expense,  probably  about  201. 

"  We  should  also  have  a  proper  outhouse  for  various  purposes, 
8uch  as  bathing,  Ac.     Expense,  frx>m  SO^.  to  601. 

"  The  first  two  items,  ceiling  and  inBerdng  roof  windows;  aM 
indeed  very  eeaential  improvements^  and  I  would  beg  you  to  endea- 
vour to  procure  the  means  for  effecting  them  to  the  extent  of  40Z. 
The  latter^  an  outhouse,  might  be  postponed  until  we  have  come  to 
a  determination,  whether  to  enlarge  the  school  or  not.  At  our  school- 
conference  with  the  teachers,  I  shall  hear,  whetiier  any  books  or  other 
articles  are  required,  and  report  to  you.  It  is  very  cheering  to  labour 
in  a  cau^,  in  which  so  much  encouragement  is  afforded,  as  we  have 
hitherto  been  favoured  to  receive  in  this  department  of  our  service. 
On  the  other  hand,  I  can  say,  with  a  good  conscience,  that  every- 
thing that  we  can  do,  to  make  the  institution  really  efficient,  has  been 
and  is  do»e>  and  I  trust  will  always  be  done.  We  consider  our  work 
not  merely  as  a  duty,  but  a  pleasure,  for  our  heart  is  in  the  matter. 

"  In  Spanish-Town,  I  waited  on  Sir  Henry  Barkly,  who  again 
expressed  his  interest  in  our  labours,  and  his  willingness  to  assist 
us  j  indeed,  these  are  not  mere  words.  Upon  the  receipt  of  my  letter 
concerning  the  establishment  of  a  Female  Training-school,  he  at  once 
examined  the  Education-Bill,  which  is  to  be  laid  before  the  House  of 
Ajsembly,  and  ordered  the  clause  which  gives  1000^.  a-year  for  the 
education  of  masters  to  be  altered  to  teachers,  so  as  to  enable  him, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Executive  Council,  to  make  over  part  of 
it  towards  our  proposed  Female  Training-school,  in  the  event  of  its 
being  established." 

"Jcmuary  8l«^,  1856. 

"  Another  Institution,  which,  in  course  of  time,  is  likely  to  be 
called  for,  is  a  higher  school  or  college  for  the  education  of  MiniB- 
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teiu  The  Predbyterians  have  such  a  college  at  Montego  Bay.  The 
London  Missionary  Sooiety,  who  have  no  Nonnal-school,  but  depend 
upon  the  Mico  Institution  for  teachers,  are  forming  such  an  establish- 
ment at  Eidgemount,  Mandeville,  into  which  they  will  receive  four 
of  their  most  promising  teachers,  to  be  employed  hereafter  in  the 
ministry.  The  Baptists  have  had  their  college  for  a  number  of  years. 
I  believe  something  of  this  kind  is  now  estabUshiug  in  Antigua." 

'' February  ISth,  1856. 

"  I  indose  the  returns  of  our  Station-schools.  You  will  see 
what  a  great  increase  of  scholars  there  has  been  during  the  past 
year.  This  is  truly  pleasing  and  encouraging.  May  the  Lord  continue 
to  smile  upon  our  labours;  to  Him  alone  be  all  the  glory  !  The  School- 
paper,  No.  7,  I  duly  received.  It  is  very  satisfactory.  To  some  it  might 
have  the  appearanoe,  as  if  our  attention  was  directed  more  to  the 
schools  than  to  the  Mission,  but  this  is  not  the  case.  Of  the  two,  the 
Mission  is  still  the  principal  object  with  all  the  Brethren,  as  fisir  as  I  can 
judge.  Take  for  instance  the  following  letter  from  Br.  Greisler,  of  New 
Bethlehem : — *  We  have  returned  home  from  our  visit  in  the  Manches- 
ter mountains,  very  much  refreshed  in  our  minds,  though  the  body 
feels  the  fatigue  afber  the  traTeUung  is  oVer.  There  has  been  no  good 
thijDg  wanting  for  soiil  and  body,  during  the  pleasant  season  of  our 
Mission- Conference.  I  trust  that  our  congregations  may  have  a 
share  of  the  lively  and  reviving  spirit  which  prevailed  in  our  meet- 
ings. Thwe  are  many  opportunities,  on  coming  home  again,  to 
dispense  the  blessings  received  among  our  people,  for  there  is  a  good 
deal  of  inquiry  after  the  way  of  salvation,  and  the  attendance  at 
church  has  much  increased.  The  Day-schooi  has  now  115  in  daily 
attendance,  and  the  Infant-school  fifty.  Emmanuel  School  has 
sixty-eight.  Now,  this  is  far  more  than  we  ever  expected  to  see 
at  New  Bethlehem.  But  it  is  the  Lord's  doing,  and  to  Him  be 
praises  given  for  His  goodness  and  mercy.  We  also  hope  that  the 
numerous  attendance  at  otir  Sunday-schools  will  tend  to  increase  our 
candidates  for  Church-fellowship.  Now  is  also  the  time  when  more 
faithfulness  is  required  on  our  part,  and  it  must  be  our  concern,  that 
we  JBoay  be  watchful  and  diligent  in  the  discharge  of  our  duties.^  I 
believe  that  the  same  spirit  influences  all  our  Brethren.  I  iiiclose  a 
few  lines  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Ladies'  Negro  Education  School  So- 
ciety. The  report  and  retums^  for  them  do  not  include  the  Normal- 
school,  as  their  generous  annual  grant  only  goes  to  the  support  of  our 
ordinary  schools."  '  ,  ..     ' 

"  March  5th,  1656. 

''I  am  sorry  to  say  that  Br.  Oerter's  health,  is  worse  than  ever. 
He  suffers  nouch  fit)m  fever  and  a  liver  complaint.  Of  course  he  caii 
do  nothing,  and  Irwin-Hill  has  had  to  be  supplied,  ever  since  October 
last  year.  Yet  he  hopes  that  he  may  still  recover,  and  be  able  to 
serve  a  little  longer." 

"March  17  th. 

"  Last  week,  several  of  our  Presbyterian  Brethren,  who  had  had 
their  synod  in  our  neighbourhood,  visited  us,  and  examined  our 
schools.  Among  the  rest.  Professor  Benton,  a  very  learned  man.  He 
has  spenii  three  years  at  Halle  and  Berlin,  and  all  of  them  have  re- 
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ceived  a  classical  education.  They  were  much  pleased  with  all  they 
saw  and  heard.  Their  academy  in  Montego-Bl^  is  a  very  superior 
school,  and  a  theological  hall  is  attached  to  it.  Many  of  their  scholars 
are  older  than  ours;  but  I  believe  we  excel  them  in  the  previous 
elementary  training,  and  in  training  generally.  All  these  schools 
will  soon  lead  to  a  higher  estimation  of  the  capabilities  of  the  negro 
race." 

''April  5th,  lS5e. 

"  It  is  probable,  that  we  shall  receive  200^.  from  Government 
this  year  also,  towards  the  support  of  our  schools;  but  as  the  Educa- 
tion Bill  was  lost  in  the  council,  we  cannot  look  for  more. 

"I  again  forward  a  report  of  our  Home  Mission.  I  have  still 
sevei-al  to  send.  They  will  supply  you  with  so  much  information, 
that  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  write  more.  Br.  and  Sr.  Lind  will 
remove  td  Irwin-Hill,  a  fortnight  hence.  Br.  and  Sr.  Oerter  inteAd 
to  return  to  America  as  soon  as  an  opportunity  offers." 


From  Br.  Johk  Eluot. 

«  LiTiTZ,  Jamaica,  Dec  6<A,  1855. 
"  BR  BXJCHNER  having  informed  you  of  the  opening  of  our  new 
school-house  on  February  27th,  I  will  pass  on  to  t£e  next  day, 
when  we  commenced  our  school  with  Robert  F.  Beckford,  one  of 
the  young  men  from  Fairfield  Training-school  as  teacher,  and  about 
thirty  scholars.  The  next  week  we  had  above  sixty,  the  following 
week  above  seventy,  and  so  on  from  week  to  week,  until  the  number 
rose  to  150.  The  overflowing  meeting  at  the  opening  was  therefore 
no  deceptive  omen  of  what  the  school  would  be.  'WTien  I  saw  our 
number  rising  so  rapidly,  I  began  to  dread  the  effect  it  might  have  on 
our  two  out-station  schools;  but  happily  my  fears  Vere  not  realised. 
Instead  of  falliug  off,  one,  Ballard*s  Valley,  holds  its  ground,  and  the 
other,  Dukinfield,  has  nearly  doubled  its  numbers  since  our  school 
commenced.  We  intend  to  have  an  examination  here  on  the  2l8t 
instant,  but  alas!  we  have  no  rewards.  I  suppose  this  is  my  &ult,  as 
I  am  ashamed  to  beg.  I  should  be  both  able  and  willing  to  dig,  if  I 
thought  it  likely  to  find  any  such  articles  within  a  few  yards  of  the 
Savanna's  surface,  but  of  thu  there  is  no  hope.  The  children  of  the 
three  schools  will,  however,  be  supplied  with  buns  and  beverage. 

**  Our  oongr^tion  goes  on  steadily,  but  our  candidates  and  ex- 
cluded are  veiy  fluctuating  classes.  Last  year,  in  consequence  of  our 
jubilee,  a  great  many  delinquents  came  forward,  and  had  tiieir  names 
re-entered.  This  swelled  our  numbers  about  fifty  over  the  preceding 
year ;  but  I  fear  the  increase  was  only  temporary,  for  many  have 
neglected  attending  speaking  during  the  twelve  months  following. 

"This  year  commenced  with  every  prospect  of  being  a  very 
fruitful  one ;  but  though  there  have  been  more  fruitful  showers  and 
less  breezes  than  usually  falls  to  our  lot  in  this  Savanna,  the  people 
have  been  bordering  on  starvation  ever  since  Midsummer. 

"  We  had  a  lunssionary  love-feast  appointed  to  be  held  here  the 
first  week  in  Septemberi  but  it  was  found  necessary  to  put  it  off  till 
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October  30th.  >  We  had  not  a  full,  but  a  very  interesting  meeting. 
Our  respected  friends — I  may  say  Brethren — ^the  Rev.  Messrs.  Forbes 
and  Hogg,  gave  us  their  kind  assistance.  The  latter  brought  with  him 
a  set  of  diagrams  of  the  excavations  of  Nineveh,  of  which  he  gave 
very  mteresting  and  instructive  explanation*  at  considerable  lei^;th, 
but  all  present,  even  the  children,  thought  the  time  short  The  Bre- 
thren Sonderman  and  Ward  played  ^eir  part  with  about  twenty 
young  musicians  in  the  orchestra,  in  addition  to  which,  Br.  Ward  ad- 
dressed the  meeting  at  its  conclusion,  as  did  Br.  Buchner  at  its  com- ' 
mencement.  Br.  Cook  declined  to  do  so,  that  there  might  be  more 
time  for  the  lecture. 

*'0n  September  14th,  we  had  the  honour  of  a  call  from  his 
Excellency  the  Grovemor  and  Lady  Barkly,  on  their  journey  between 
the  Santa  Cruz  and  Manchester  mountains.  Of  their  visit  to  Fair- 
field, where  they  breakfasted  the  same  day,  Br.  Buchner  will  have  in* 
£)rmed  you." 


Fnrni  Br,  A.  F.  REETKEwrrz. 
**Dear  Brother,  "  New-Fulneck,  August  ^6Ay  1855. 

''  THIS  congregation  consists  of  '  Highlanders '  and  '  Lowlanders ' 
The  former  are  freeholders,  and  dwell  imder  their  own  vine  and  fig- 
tree;  the  latter  live  on  sugar-estates,  having  neither  house  nor  land  of 
their  own.  But  though  they  differ  in  regard  to  earthly  things, 
they  aJl  profess  to  agree  in  this — *  One  thing  is  needftd,  even  to  have 
a  share  in  Christ,'  and  there  are  indeed  members  of  this  congregation, 
of  whom  we  can  say  with  truth,  that  they  walk  with  God. 

"  It  is  pleasing  to  observe,  that  our  predecessors  have  not  laboured 
in  vain,  nor  spent  their  strength  for  nought.  Upwards  of  thirty  per- 
sons were  added  to  the  congregation  last  April,  and  there  are  now  an 
equal  number  of  candidates  under  instruction,  preparatory  to  ap- 
proaching the  Lord's  table. 

"  On  the  2nd  of  Augiwt,  we  had  a  Missionary  love-feast,  at  which 
about  400  were  f>resent.  Several  of  our  Miissioniaries  from  the  neigh- 
bouring stations  addressed  the  congregation.  Admission  was  by 
ticket  to  such  as  had  not  been  subscribers.  One  poor  girl,  who  iias 
a  sick  mother,  came  and  said,  *  I  have  no  money,  but  I  bring  two 
shillings'  worth  of  beans  for  the  Mission.'  A  boy  came  with  tiie  re- 
quest, to  have  his  name  put  down  in  the  list  of  subscribers.  On  be- 
ing asked,  whether  he  thought  he  should  be  able  to  go  on  with  it,  he 
replied,  '  Oh  yes,  I  have  a  Mission-fowl  and  sell  the  eggs.' 

"  On  Sundays,  our  church  is  well  filled  with  hearers.  Those  who 
live  at  a  great  distance  bring  their  breakfewt  in  a  pan,  and  eat  it  in 
the  churdi-yard,  during  the  intervals  of  the  meetings.  The  public 
service  is  followed  by  a  meeting  for  the  oateohization  and  instmotion 
of  adults  as  well  as  of  children.  There  are  two  meetings  dimng  the 
week,,  for  the  Sunday-school  teachers,  .and  for  the  instruction  of  candi- 
dates. In  the  difierent  negro  villages  and  districts,  meetings  are  fre- 
quently held  for  all  who  are  desirous  to  hear  the  word  of  God. 

"  With  regard  to  the  Sunday-school,  we  reap  what  others  have 
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sown.  The  works  of  the  late  Br.  North  follow  him.  There  are 
many  young  men  and  women,  who  have  to  thank  him,  in  a  great 
measure,  for  what  they  are.  The  average  attendance  is  230.  The 
fourteen  Bible  and  Testament  classes  are  instructed  in  the  church,  the 
rest  in  the  school-room.  Long  before  9  o'clock,  the  children  may  be 
seen,  coming  from  different  places,  with  their  Bibles  in  a  bag.  Some 
take  a  particular  delight  in  being  the  first. 

"  Besides  the  day-school  at  the  station,  which  is  now  attended 
by  about  100  children  daily,  there  are  three  country-schools  in  the  vici- 
nity, the  Coleraine,  Osmaston,  and  Southwood  schools,  connected  with 
New-Fulneck,  all  of  which  are  prospering.  In  the  beginning  of 
next  month,  we  intend  to  open  a  school  in  a  district  which  is  sadly  in 
want  of  one.  Should  the  Lord  be  pleased  to  bless  the  effort  and  sup- 
ply the  ftmds,  a  school  in  that  quarter  may  become  the  means  of 
converting  many  adults  as  well  aa  yoimg  people. 

"  From  the  proceeds  of  the  Jubilee  contribution,  we  pay  a  Bro- 
ther, who  is  qualified  to  act  aa  Scripture-reader.  He  devotes  one 
day  in  the  week  to  this  work,  visiting  the  careless,  the  excluded,  and 
others,  living  at  out-of-the-way  places,  inacceauble  to  an  European. 

"  I  subjoin  a  few  extracts  from  his  report : — 

"  *  Entered  a  house,  where  several  persons  were  sitting  idle ; 
I  asked  one  of  them,  *  Do  you  ever  pray?*  *  Yes,'  he  replied,  *  every 
day.*  I.  told  him,  I  did  not  think  he  did,  and  asked  him,  '  Do  you 
know  anything  about  Jesus?*  'Never  got  so  far.* — After  some 
words  I  spoke  to  N.  N.  about  the  word  of  God,  and  read  the  parable 
of  the  sower.  He  said,  *  I  trust  altogether  in  Christ  for  my  souL 
He  has  died  for  my  sins  on  the  cross.  I  have  been  sick  a  long  time. 
I  belong  to  the  Church  of  England.  Nobody  ever  came  to  speak 
with  me  like  you  speak.  I  am  glad  you  come,  and  thank  you  much.* 
— Found  an  old  man  lying  on  the  ground  in  his  hut.  *  Well,  old 
man,  I  bring  something  for  you  to-day.'  '  Head  a  portion  firom  the 
Scriptures.  Found  him  very  ignorant.  *  Do  you  know  Him  whom  they 
call  Gbd?'  He  answered,  'Up  at  top,'  pointing  upwards.  'What 
did  God  do  for  you?'  *He  take  off  the  whip-laSi  from  we,  and  set 
we  free.'  '  What  else  has  God  done  for  you  ?'  He  was  stilL  I  told 
him  '  The  same  Maker  came  down  from  '  top '  and  gave  Himself 
to  be  nailed  on  wood  with  nails,  and  so  died  for  sinners.*  He  said, 
'  Oh,  that  must  be  bad.'  Meanwhile  some  more  people  had  assem- 
bled in  the  house,  who  were  affected  by  the  word.  So  we  all  kneeled 
down,  and  prayed  to  Jesus  for  mercy.     Some  wept."

New  F0LKECK,  1855. 
''  APRIL  7th. — ^Visited  James  Myers :  *  How  are  youT  I  asked  him. 
'  Bad  enough.'  'What  is  the  matter?'  *  I  am  blind;  I  don't  know 
who  is  ta&ing  with  me.*  I  told  him  who  I  was,  and  he  was  gkuL 
He  said,  that  he  had  formerly  attended  at  Fulneck.  Hiil  wife  had 
died,  and  no  person  would  pity  him.  I  asked  him,  '  Who  makad  p60* 
pie  blind,  deaf,  or  dumbf    *God,  Sir.'    1  then  told  him  to  look  to 
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Jesiis,  who  would  pity  him,  and  give  him  eyes  bye  and  bye,  and  a 
crown  of  glory  besides.  '  Do  you  pray?  *  I  a^ed  him.  *  I  have  just 
been  praying.'  *  What  makes  you  pray?*  *  I  have  been  out  seeking 
sticks ;  and  then  I  always  pray  when  I  come  back  to  the  house.' 
Eead  to  him  Psalm  51.  He  thanked  me  for  it,  and,  after  some  con- 
versation, I  left  him. 

"May  5th. — I  entered  the  house  of  Oath.  Myers.  She  is  an  old 
member  of  BHilneck  congregation,  but  is  no  longer  able  to  walk,  as  she 
has  pains  all  over.  I  had  some  conversation  with  her  on  spiritual 
subjects,  and  read  a  chapter.  She  said,  *  Teacher,  I  am  glad  you  have 
come  to  see  me,  and  to  read  the  Word  of  Qod  to  me.'  After  a  feir 
more  words  we  prayed  together,  and  I  departed. 

"  June  8th. — Tisited  an  old  man,  careless  of  his  soul  fbr  a  long 
time.  I  asked  him,  *Do  you  know  what  yoil  are  ripe  fbr  f  'Hell!* 
Having  read  to  him  from  the  Bible,  I  remarked  *  You  once  belonged 
to  Fulneck,  but  you  have  not  come  for  years.'  '  Y^'  '  Who  Iwip- 
tized  youl*'  *  Massa  Davies.'  ^  What  name  did  you  get  when  bap- 
tized V  *  I  have  forgotten.'  *  Forgotten !  I  fear  you  are  a  drunkard, 
and,  if  so,  you  will  be  excluded  from  heaven.'  Bead  the  55  th  of  Isaiah. 
While  I  was  reading,  he  fell  asleep ;  I  awoke  him,  and  Spoke  to  him 
of  Jesus,  remarking  that  He  did  not  wish  any  to  perish.  Another 
man,  who  had  come  into  the  house,  shewed  much  feeling  and  interest ; 
but  when  I  knelt  down  and  prayed,  the  old  man  fell  asleep  again, 
a&d  remained  lying  on  the  ground, 

"  J.  Steward,  Miay  4th,  visited  William  Armstrong,  and  had  the 
lollowing  conversation ; — *  You  never  go  to  church? '  *  For  two  years 
I  have  not  gona'  'Well,  then,  you  are  a  Sabbath-breaker?'  Ho 
answered,  '  I  never  broke  the  SabbatL'  '  How  do  you  mean  this?'  I 
asked  *  I  keep  it  holy/  replied  he,  '  and  never  work  on  the  Sunday.' 
I  told  him  that  God  requires  more  than  thisj  and  asked  him  what  we 
must  do  to  please  God?  He  answered  '  Good  works.'  I  then  spoke 
to  him  of  the  work  God  wants  us  to  do,  viz.  to  bdieve  in  Jesus.  He 
said,  that  no  man  can  tell  whether  he  will  go  to  heaven  or  to  hell  at 
last.  *  Hi!  don't  you  know,'  I  said,  *  when  you  are  on  the  road,  whe- 
ther you  are  going  to  Kingston  or  to  Black  river?'  He  ol^octed, 
' Some  people  thatgo  to  church  are  no  better  than  L^  I  answered. 
*  Mind  yo\ir»»l£  lie  reason  of  your  staying  away  from  the  house  or 
God  is  unbelief:  "  He  that  knoweth  hjs  Maetcr!s  wijl,  and  doeth  it 
not,  shall  be  beaten  with  many  stripes." ' 

"Beaufort,  1855. 

"  March  9th. — I  visited  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Enfield.  The 
helper  Br.,  G.  Campbell,  accompanied  me,  after  kindly  entertaining 
me  at  breakfast.  He  pointed  out  a  low  thatched  house,  almost  con- 
cealed by  tall  coffee  treea^  under  the  shade  of  which  an  old  man  in 
dirty  clothes  was  sitting.  On  our  speaking  to  him,  he  said  *  Me  tink 
ebery  body  forget  me,  atter  nobody  come  to  see  me,  or  to  look  for  me.' 
I  said,  '  No,  old  man,  you  are  not  forgotten ;  such  as  you  are  always 
remembered  by  the  Minister  and  other  good  friends.'  We  entered 
the  house,  which  was  very  dirty,  and  bli^k  with  smoke.  The  poor 
man  has  a  bad  1^,  which  gave  him  much  pain,  and  for  which  he  said 
he  had  tried  all  sorts  of  medicines  and  dressing,  but  it  was  no  better, 
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and  he  now  '  left  all  wi'  Massa/  pointing  to  the  sky.  I  said  *  Don't 
you  wish  to  go  out?'  'Oh,  yesT  said  he,  *I  always  want  to  go  to 
church,  and  hear  about  me  poo*  souL*  '  And  how  does  it  stand  with 
your  soul  1 '  '  Me  no  know,  Massa.'  I  then,  after  some  further  con- 
versation, read  and  prayed  with  him. 

"  New  Bethlehem,  1855. 

"  The  visits  of  the  Home  Missionary,  Francis  Martin,  have  been 
confined  to  the  immediate  vicinity  of  this  Mission-station,  in  a  district 
not  extending  more  than  two  miles  from  this  place.  Having  been 
prevented  by  sickness  firom  regular  attention  to  his  duties,  he  has  only 
made  fifteen  visits  to  1 33  families.  The  following  is  a  classification  of 
the  persons  conversed  with : —

"  In  general,  the  Home  Missionary  has  been  received  with  much 
pleasure,  wherever  he  has  called,  and  has  often  left  the  persons  visited 
apparently  deeply  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  seeking  the  Lord 
with  repentance  and  faiith,  and  of  turning  from  the  ways  of  sin. 

*^  In  no  instance  has  he  been  refused  permission  to  read  the  Holy 
Scriptures ;  nor  was  the  word  of  admonition  and  correction  despised, 
though  there  were  not  a  few  who  made  the  usual  excuses  for  not  at- 
tending the  house  of  God,  such  as  not  having  clothes^  &c, 

"  Very  few  of  the  adults  can  read,  and  such  as  have  acquired  this 
art  generally  make  no  use  of  it,  in  order  to  improve  in  the  knowledge 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

''  In  one  place,  the  Missionary  met  with  several  old  persons,  who 
appeared  altogether  ignorant  of  the  blessed  name  of  Jesus. 

"  May  our  Lord  and  Master  bless  these  labours  in  His  vineyard, 
^nd  aid  the  further  endeavours  of  this  Home  Missionary  to  gain  souls 
for  His  eternal  kingdom ! " 


ANTIGUA. 
From  Br,  G.  W.  Westerby. 
"Dear  Brother,  "St.  John's,  Feb.  27th,  1856. 

"  IT  was  agreed  at  the  last  meeting  of  our  Mission-Conference  to  ce- 
lebrate the  jubilee  of  this  Mission  (D.V.)  on  Wednesday,  April  30th, 
in  St.  John's.  The  following  meetings  will  be  held  on  that  day : — 
Public  prayer-meeting  at  six  o'clock  in  the  moi*ning,  in  the  church ; 
public  service  at  eleven  o'clock;  Jubilee  Missionary-meeting  in  the 
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evening.  On  the  following  Sunday,  May  4th,  the  Jubilee  will  be 
celebrated  at  all  the  stations  at  the  morning  and  evening  services, 
with  a  special  congregation-meeting.  The  half-yearly  Missionary  love- 
feasts  are  to  be  considered  as  Jubilee  Missionary  love-feasts  at  all  the 
stations,  and  a  general  effort  made  to  increase  the  n\imber  of  sub- 
scribers, and  t^e  amount  of  subscriptions.  Collections  will  be  made 
at  all  i^e  public  services  in  aid  of  the  Mission-fund. 

"  March  2ith,\S56. 

"  We  thank  you  for  your  letters  and  inclosures  of  March  2nd. 
The  Betrospect  will  be  very  useful  to  us  in  keeping  the  Jubilee  meet- 
ings. It  contains  much  interesting  information  in  reference  to  ilus 
island  and  Mission.  The  letter  from  the  Society  for  the  Furtherance

" Dear  Brother,  «  Cedar  Hali^  Feb.  llth,  1856. 

"  YOUR  sympathising  letter  of  December  15th  was  handed  to  me 
on  my  arrival  here  on  the  18th  of  January,  and  was  as  healing  balm 
to  my  wounded  heart  Most  fervently  do  I  thank  you  for  your  kind- 
ness. Few,  I  am  persuaded,  can  feel  for  me  as  you  can.  The  partial 
fiulure  of  our  endeavours  to  train  little  boys  for  future  usefulness  in 
our  Lord's  vineyard,  occurring  at  the  same  time  with  my  heavy  be- 
reavement, with  all  its  consequences  to  me  and  my  dear  child,  so  de- 
pressed me  that  there  seems  scarcely  any  spirit  left  in  me;  and  since 
my  return,  I  have  been  so  over-burdened  with  labours,  when  shaken 
and  bowed  down  as  I  am,  l^t  I  feel  I  need  some  relaxation. 


From  Br.  C.  F.  Mader. 

{From  the  Misdoni'Matt,) 

"  Leranon,  J^av,  6th,  1855. 
'<  IT  is,  indeed,  a  very  encouraging  and  elevating  sight  to  see  our 
church,  Sunday  after  Sunday,  crowded  with  attentive  hearers.  On 
tiiese  occasions,  we  observe  not  only  the  members  of  our  congr^ation 
and  of  every  class,  whether  candidates,  received  members,  or  commu- 
nicants, but  also  many  others — a  mixed  multitude.  White,  or  al- 
niost  white  planters  are  seated  by  the  side  of  their  sable  field  n^roes. 
Smartly-dr^sed  mulattos,  who  are  not  a  little  proud  of  their  lighter 
colour  and  longer  hair,  compared  with  those  of  the  negroes,  and  co- 
loured people  of  every  shade,  with  light  and  dark  yellow,  greyish 
black,  and  dark  brown  faces,  and  one  man,  even  with  an  almost  cop- 
per-coloured face,  such  as  the  Aborigines  of  these  islands  probably  had, 
besides  some  Portuguese  families  from  the  island  of  Madeira,  wk^ 
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liave  their  hucksters'  shops  in  the  next  village,  and  are  of  the  Romish 
religion,  amazingly  ignorant,  are  grouped  together  in  the  house  of 
God.  Here  are  the  blind  and  the  lame,  and  in  a  comer  near  the  door 
you  will  always  find  a  poor  leper  crouching  on  the  floor.  They  all 
come  to  hear,  and  I  am  sure  they  would  not  resort  to  the  house  of 
€k)d  if  a  desire  had  not  been  planted  in  their  soub  to  hear  the  Word 
of  the  Lord.  O  that  many  of  them  might  find  the  way  which  leadeth 
to  life  and  glory !  And  O  that  the  Lord  would  endow  us,  the  preachers 
of  His  saving  Gospel,  with  His  gifts  and  graces,  rightly  to  divide  the 
word  of  truth,  and  to  feed  hungry  souls  with  the  bread  of  life !  Yea, 
the  sight  of  these  multitudes  is  the  best  prompter  to  fervent  prayer, 
that  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  would  rest  upon  us. 

"  I  would  still  add  a  few  words  respecting  one  of  our  n^ro  sis- 
ters. Old  Jenny,  of  whom  I  may  safely  aver,  that  she  is  on©  of  His 
peculiar  people,  and  of  the  holy  priesthood,  a  lively  stone  of  His 
spiritual  house.  She  has  tasted  that  the  Lord  is  gracious ;  her  mouth 
speaketh  out  of  the  abundance  of  her  heart,  and  she  is  so  ftill  of 
peace  and  joy,  that  she  does  not  utter  a  word  of  complaint,  but  is  al- 
ways ready  to  give  thanks  and  sing  praises,  though  she  is  poor,  sick, 
and  aged.  She  is  an  intimate  friend  of  my  wife's.  Lately,  when  1 
had  seated  myself  by  her  side  on  the  stone  steps  in  our  yard,  where 
her  favourite  seat  is,  she  said :  *  When  I  was  young,  I  knew  nothing 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  I  saw,  however,  many  go  to  the  Mis- 
sionary, and  heard  him  call  them  his  Brethren  and  Sisters,  and  speak 
kindly  to  them ;  but  I  understood  nothing  of  it.  They  went  and 
talked  together,  and  left  me  alona  This  grieved  me  much.  Then  I 
sat  down  and  hung  down  my  head ;  but  it  w^  not  long  before  I  r&* 
solved  to  go  also  to  the  Mi^onary.  He  spoke  to  me  of  our  Saviour, 
and  said,  'Jenny,  don't  you  know  that  He  has  done  all  this  for  youf 
I  sat  down  and  said  nothing.  He  continued,  and  r^ated  how  Jesot 
had  been  nailed  to  the  cross  because  of  our  sins,  that  His  hands  and 
feet  were  bored  through  with  nails,  that  His  arms  had  been  stretdbed 
out  upon  the  tree,  and  that  His  blood  had  been  shed  for  the  remis- 
sion of  sins.  From  tha^  time  I  went  regulairly  to  idiurdi  to  hear  and 
learn-  more  of  His  truth,  and  now  I  know  it,  and  have  myself  tasted 
how  good  and  how  gracious  Jesus,  my  Saviour,  is."

We  have  at  present  fifteen  day-schools  in  the  island,  attended  by 
627  boys  and  744  girls,  making  a  total  of  1571  children.  Snffaged  Jn 
the  schools  we  have  8  male,  9  female  teachers,  and  5  sewing-mia- 
tresaes,  making  a  total  of  22  teachers.  Monitors  are  employed  in 
ihe  schools,  who  receive  instruction  out  of  school-hours. 

During  the  year,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  146  scholars;  and 
wo  are  happy  in  being  able  to  record  a  more  diligent  attendance,  and 
a  ma^ed  improvement  on  the  part  of  the  scholars  aad  many  of  the 
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The  scbool-ffees  paid  by  the  children  during  the  year  amount  to 
264^.  10«.  Od, ;  and  the  total  expenses  of  the  schools,  not  Including  the 
repair  of  buildings,  &c.,  amount  to  388?.  13s.  5d. 

Ibl.  IQs,  7d.  ha"ve  been  received  by  the  sale  of  school  stationery 
and  needleworic;  551.  have  been  kindljr  contributed  by  friends  in 
England  and  Antigua;  531  6«.  lOd.  are  the  uncovered  expenses  of 
the  year. 

We  have  Suliday-schools  at  our  nine  Missionary  stations  in  this 
idand.  At  some  stations  there  are  two  or  more  distinct  schools, 
amounting  in  all  to  sixteen  Sunday-schools,  attended  by

Teachers'  meetings  are  held  by  tiie  Ministers  every  week,  to  pre- 
pare for  the  duties  of  the  followix^  Lord*s-day ;  and  an  annual  meeting 
for  all  our  Sunday-school  teachers  throughout  the  island  is  held  at  St. 
John's,  at  which  reportB  from  die  vartous  Sunday-schools  are  read, 
and  addreaaes  giTen  on  aabject»  connected  with  the  wodc 

Though  Ae  results  of  these  various  efforts  are  not,  we  regret  to 
say,  all  we  could  wish,  yet  we  have  the  pleasure  from  time  to  time  of 
seeing  Snnday-soholars  join  the  Ohurcl]^  and  live  consistently  with 
their  profession. 

In  the  year  1845,  the  number  attending  the  day-schods  amount- 
ed to  1203;  attending  the  Sunday-schools,  to  1696. 

The  increase  in  the  day-schools  during  the  ten  years  has  been 
368;  in  the  Sondaj^flchooh},  1136. 


ST.  KITTS. 
From  Br.  C.  W.  BairroEir. 
*'  Deab  Bkotheb,  "  EsTRiDQE,  September  27rt»  1855. 

**  WK  bad  our  Missionary-meeting  here  on  the  26th  of  June.  Notr 
withstanding  the  unsettled  state  of  the  weather,  the  Church  was  filled 
to  overflowing.  Br.  Westerby,  who  happened  to  be  on  a  vi^it  in 
this  islaad,  kindly  presided.  Since  I  last  wrote^  our  chapel  has  been 
enlarged  by  the  addition  of  what  was  formerly  the  vestry. 

<<  On  the  1st  of  August,  an  examination  of  the  pupils  attending 
pur  day-school  was  held.     The  attendance  of  spectators  was  quite  re- 
markable.    All  expressed  themselves  highly  satisfied.     In  the  even^ 
.  ii^  I  gave  a  lecture,  the  proceeds  arising  from  which  were  devoted 
to  the  piurahase  of  an  organ. 
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"We  have  latterly  lost  two  of  our  Sundaj-Bchool  teachers  by 
death,  after  a  few  months  sickness. 

"  Sophia  McDowell,  the  wife  of  our  teacher,  was  taken  ill  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  The  diseaae  proved  to  be  a  decline.  Through- 
out her  sickness,  she  eylnced  entire  resignation  to  the  Lord's  dealings 
with  her.  On  one  occasion,  after  her  husband  had  been  speaking  with 
her  upon  the  words  of  the  text,  Eccles.  ix.  10,  she  remarked,  *  My 
only  hope  is  in  Jesus  my  Saviour;  in  Him  death  or  life  is  welcome. 
I  call  upon  Him  sincerely  with  my  whole  heart  He  will  take  me. 
I  know  my  sinfulness,  but  His  precious  blood  has  atoned  for  my 
sins.*  She  then  charged  her  husband  to  cleave  to  the  Saviour,  that 
thus  they  might  be  permitted  to  meet  again  in  glory.  On  the  day  of 
her  death,  July  16Ui,  she  desired  that  her  relatives  might  be  sum- 
moned to  her  dying  bed;  and  on  their  assembling,  she  named  several 
hynms,  begging  they  might  be  sung.  She  th^n  asked  them  all  to 
kneel  down,  when  die  offered  up  a  prayer,  and  concluded  by  exhort- 
ing them  to  be  faithful  in  their  attendance  at  church  and  the  Sun- 
day-school    Soon  after,  she  gently  breathed  her  last. 

"  Two  days  after  her  death,  another  Sunday-school  teadier,  a 
young  man,  departed  in  the  full  assurance  of  fiuth." 


BARBABOES. 
From  Br,  T.  L.  Badham. 
"  Dear  Bbothbb,  "  Sharon,  Februofry  2\tt,  1856. 

"YOUR  kind  letter  of  January  16th,  accompanying  the  letter  from 
our  Elders  at  Berthelsdorf,  certainly  took  me  by  surprise.  Though  con- 
vinced that  the  present  state  of  things  could  not  exist  much  longer, 
and  even  having  a  presentiment  that  a  change  of  some  importance 
was  impending,  I  certainly  did  not  anticipate  anything  of  such  a 
character.  However,  though  the  appointment  was  unexpected,  and 
the  thought  of  separation  from  my  present  sphere  of  duty  aid  Mis- 
sionary laboui-  was  very  painful,  I  could  not  do  othervrise  than  accept 
it.  It  was  my  earnest  prayer  that  I  might  clearly  recognise,  and  then 
unflinchingly  follow,  our  Saviour's  will.  This  feeling,  I  am  glad  to 
say,  remains  with  me.** 

"  February  25th. 

"  Thanks  for  your  kind  lines  just  received.  They  are,  to  a  great 
extent,  answered  above.  I  only  fear  you  expect  too  much  in  me.  I 
am  but  a  bruised  reed,  and,  unless  strengthened  by  the  voyage,  I  shall 
be,  I  fear,  not  much  better  than  an  invalid  on  my  arrival  in  London." 

''April  \(Hh. 

"  I  once  more  write  a  hasty  line,  to  inform  you  that  Br.  and  Sr. 
Clemens  arrived  here  safely  and  well  on  the  6th  inst.  May  our 
Saviour  richly  bless  and  strengthen  them. 

"  Our  passage  is  engaged  in  the  Mary  Hardy.  She  will  sail 
not  later  than  the  19th  instant,  perhaps  sooner.  We  may,  tiierefore, 
hope  to  be  in  London  by  the  end  of  May. 

"  I  am  still  in  a  poor  state  of  health,  and,  even  if  I  had  not  the 
appointment,  I  should  probably  soon  have  been  obliged  to  seek  a  littk 
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rest  and  change.  I  hope  the  voyage  will  benefit  me.  On  the  6th, 
I  performed  my  last  pastoral  duties ;  I  think  no  one,  who  has  not  ex- 
perienced it,  can  form  any  idea  of  the  painful  solemnity  of  such  an 
occaaon.*' 

"  Bridgetown,  AprU  \%ik,  1856. 
''  We  have  long  perceived  that  our  efforts  to  benefit  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  rising  generation  here  have  been  nugatory.  A  large 
porportion  of  all  the  children  in  this  island  are  illegitimate.  In 
the  case  of  such,  we  cannot  expect  that  much  anxiety  for  education,  and 
especially  for  rel^ous  instruction,  will  be  felt  by  the  ungodly  parents. 
Indeed,  such  children  are,  in  a  majority  of  instances,  cared  for, 
only  in  as  far  as  they  can  be  rendered  profitable  to  their  parents.  In 
short,  they  are  little  better  ihan  slaves.  In  addition  to  these,  there 
are,  since  the  cholera,  those  who  were  rendered  orphans  by  that  awful 
visitation.  These  are  very  numerous,  and,  as  regards  ti[ie  majority, 
in  a  state  of  neglect  and  even  destitution.  You  are  aware  that  the 
latter  class,  ei^dally,  has  for  some  time  been  the  object  of  much 
consideration.  Casual  alms  seemed  of  little  use,  and  indeed  calcu- 
lated to  do  more  harm  than  good.  And  yet  there  seemed  no  possi- 
bility of  erecting  an  asylum  or  anything  of  a  permanent  character. 
This  subject  came  under  the  consideration  of  our  Mission-Conference 
at  our  last  meeting;  and  it  was  at  last  decided,  in  consequence  of  a 
suggestion  ot  Br.  Edghill,  grounded  on  experience  gained  by  him 
some  year»  ago,  that  a  sort  of  ragged-school,  combined,  if  possible, 
vi^  industrial  teaching,  and  a  dormitory,  should  be  attempted. 
The  plan  seems  to  meet  with  almost  universal  approbation.  The 
only  objection  seems  to  be,  that  we  are  confining  it  to  town.  How- 
ever, the  extent  of  the  effort  must  be  determined  by  the  amount  of 
assistance  afforded  to  us.  The  public-meeting  was  densely  crowded, 
and  the  proceedings  very  interesting.  The  very  next  day  several 
children  came,  or  were  brought,  to  Br.  EdghilL  One  was  a  bright- 
looking  ooloured  boy.  His  mother  was  dead;  a  father  he  had  never 
had,  as  &r  as  any  care  or  perhaps  even  knowledge  of  him  was  con- 
cerned. Ajaother  was  a  girl,  the  very  counterpart  of  Topsy  in 
Uncle  Tom's  Cabin,  with  the  only  difference  of  being  more  filthy 
in  her  habits  t^ian  that  celebrated  personage,  as  described  by  Mra 
Stowe.  Under  the  Lord's  blessing,  I  think  much  good  is  sure  to  be 
done.  I  am  giad  that  I  have  been  privileged  to  see  the  work  fairiy 
sUirted     May  the  Lord  send  prosperity." 


From  Br,  A.  Clemens. 

"  SHAROir,  AprU  10^,  1856. 
**  WE  left  St.  Kitt's  on  Friday  morning,  April  4fch,  followed  by  the 
best  wishes  of  our  fellow-labourers  and  of  the  congregation,  with 
whom  we  were  very  sorry  to  part.  On  the  morning  of  Sunday,  the 
6ih,  we  cast  anchor  in  Carlisle-Bay,  and  soon  had  the  pleasure  of  see- 
ing Br.  Edghill  come  on  board  to  welcome  us,  and  assist  us  in  land- 
h^  our  luggage.  At  about  10  o'clock  we  were  safely  lodged  under 
his  hoqntable  roof     At  11,  I  went  into  the  church    and,  after  Br. 
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Edghill  had  read  the  Litany,  I  preached  my  first  sermou  in  BarlM^ 
does  to  a  large,  and  apparently  attentive,  auditoiy.  Tovarda  eTen* 
ing  I  had  the  pleasure  to  see  Br.  and  Sr.  Badham,  aa  Br.  B  bad  to 
preach  in  town.  On  Monday  morning  we  came  up  to  this  platm 
(Sharon),  and  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  all  the  Missionary  Breth- 
ren and  Sisters. 

'^  We  were  much  pleased  with  our  new  residence,  espeoiaUy  with 
the  neat  church  and  excellent  school -housa 

"  Yesterday  I  wdnt  with  Br.  Badham  to  see  our  two  couatfj- 
schools,  and  found  both  well  attended,  and  under  the  care  of  effioMiit 
teachers.  Our  day-school'  at  the  station  appears  in  exodknt  order. 
We  have  not  yet  seen  much  of  the  oongr^;ation.  Next  Sunday  I  am 
to  preach  my  first  sermon  at  Sharon." 


From  Br,  J,  Y.  Edghill. 

"Bbidgetown,  Jfckrch  lOtA,  1856. 
''  SINCE  I  last  wrote  to  you  nothing  of  an  importsAt  eharaoter  ha$ 
ooourred  here.  Our  Sabbath  and  week-day  services  bate  beoi  r«gu* 
larly  maintained  and  well  attended.  If  numbers  and  attenticHi  to 
public  ordinances  of  religion  constituted  prosperity,  we  should  have 
here  a  flourishing  congregation.  But  the  want  of  spiritual  Ule  and 
even  of  high-toned  morality  is  what  we  lament  Our  prayer  in, 
that  our  Saviour  would  pour  out  His  spirit  upon  our  congregatiQii 
and  upon  the  whole  land,  and  so  give  efficiency  to  the  labours  ^  His 
weak,  unworthy  servants. 

'^  I  sincely  hope  Br.  Badham  will  arrive  at  home  in  safety,  and 
be  spared  for  a  long  time  to  promote  the  Mi&sion-work,  though  not 
directly  in  the  Mission-field.  His  call  ^m  this  island  is  felt  to  ba  a 
great  loss,  not  only  to  Sharon  but  to  the  whole  Mimaon* 

''  We  all  regretted  that  the  state  of  Br.  SeideFs  health  obliged 
him  to  leave  ua.  He  is  remembered  by  us  as  a  kind  and  fidthful  Mr 
low-labonrer. 

''  We  have  had  a  severe  trial  in  having  to  part  with  our  twt> 
eldest  boys,  who  went  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Seidel  to  London^  in  order  to 
proceed  from  tiience  to  Fulneck.  I  need  not  tell  you  that  it  is 
very  painful  to  part  with  our  beloved  children,  even  for  a  tim^ 
although  we  know  they  go  to  kind  Christian  Brethren,  whiOy  aa  &r  aa 
they  can,  will  supply  the  place  of  parents."

"Br.  and  Sr.  Badham  left  this  island  on  Sunday  morning,  in 
the  ship  Maiy  Hardjr.  Our  younger  daughter  accompanies  Br. 
and  8r«  Badham.  The  trial  has  been  a  severe  one,  but  we  diji  not 
wish  to  lose  so  favourable  an  opportunity  of  sending  her  to  Fuln«ck. 
May  the  Lord  accompany  them  I 

"  We  had  a  del^htful  meetii^,  a  few  days  before  Br.  K'a  lU- 
parture,  to  promote  the  establishment  of  Bagged-Schoola  and  a  Do^ 
mitory  here  in  town.  The  Governor  was  in  the  chair,  and  gave }» 
100  dollars.  €k>od  Colonel  Wright  gave  the  same  amount.  An  e)B- 
cellent  feeling  has  been  manifested  by  all  daases  on  thia  question. 
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From  Br.  Edwabd  Coohxt*

"  IN  our  ikshools  at  this  place,  I  began,  with  the  new  year,  to  insist  on 
payment  being  made  beforehand  for  all  t^e  pnpils.  I  had  observed 
that  they  cs^ed  little  for  that  which  cost  nothing,  and  that  the 
children's  irregularity  of  attendance  corresponded  with  the  irregula- 
rfty  in  the  payments  of  the  parents.  So  I  introduced  this  year  a 
new  plan,  or  rather  the  old  one,  which  had  fallen  into  disuse.  I  had 
but  few  to  begin  with :  now  I  hare  upwards  of  400  children,  for 
whom  pre^yment  is  made.  There  are  aroimd  us,  300  to  400  more 
diildren  uncared  for.  I  have  taken  a  census  of  them,  and  hope 
gradually  to  bring  them  under  our  care. 

"  We  have  adopted  fche  same  plan  at  Orange-Hill,  having  ob- 
tained for  the  latter  school  a  trained  teacher  from  Antigua.  The 
number  on  the  books  is  120,  while  t&e  average  attendance  during  this 
week  has  been  97.  We  have  also  employed  an  experienced  sewing-mis- 
tress fit>m  Scarborough.  Thus  we  are  trying  to  press  on.  But  it  is 
hard  work.  The  amount  of  labour  which  has  fkllen  to  my  lot  for  the 
last  three  months  has  been  almost  overwhelming. 

"  We  have  begun  an  afternoon  Adult  8unday-«chool,  in  addition 
to  that  which  is  held  in  the  morning.  The  latter  is  to  be  for  those 
who  are  more  advanced  in  life,  and  who  are  not  good  readers.  The 
former  is  for  young  men  and  women  who  have  been  brought  up  in 
ofur  schools.  It  has,  thus  far,  met  with  unexpected  success.  We 
have  about  100  present  each  day,  and  shall  probably  obtain  more. 
We  must  exert  ourselves  to  meet  the  wants  of  these  young  people. 
In  dealing  with  them,  labour,  intelligence,  and  affection  are  required. 
Nothing  else  wiH  do,  and  if  these  characteristics  are  wanting  in  our 
treatment  of  them,  they  will  drift  away  from  us  into  the  world.  So 
it  is  here,  and,  I  fear,  rfsewhere  likewise. 

"  For  the  supply  of  tracts  and  children's  books,  which  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  EeKgious  Tract  Society  has  liberally  granted  us,  I  am 
truly  gr^kteM ;  but  our  need  is  so  great,  that  I  am  constrained  to  ask 
yon  to  use  your  best  endeavours  to  procure  for  us  an  additional  one, 
atid  likewise  to  lay  our  liecessities  under  the  notice  of  the  British  and 
Foreign  School  Society,  whose  esteemed  Secretary  has  lately  addressed 
a  friendly  letter  to  us, — with  inquiries  as  to  the  progress  of  the  work 
of  education  in  which  w^  are  en^paged.*'

^  WE  arrived  here  from  Montgomery  October  11th,  and  on  the  14<^ 

I  delivered  my  first  sermon  with  a  warm  heart,  under  a  deep  sense  of 

the  important  duties  devolving  upon  me.  ^  The  situation  of  Moriah  is 

truly  romantic,  standing,  as  it  does,  on  a  narrow  mountain-ridge, 

and  surrounded  by  hills  and  valleys,  some  of  considerable  magnitude.

between  which  the  blue  waters  of  the  ocean  are  discernible.  The 
church  is  almost  every  Sunday  completely  full,  and  the  attention  of 
the  hearers  is  very  encouraging.  The  day-school  is  attended  by  about 
200  children  on  the  average;  and  of  our  school-master^  William 
Thomas,  I  can  speak  with  much  satisfaction.  He  is  a  man  on  whom 
I  can  depend,  who  performs  his  duties  punctually  and  with  zeal,  and  is 
truly  desirous  to  du*ect  the  children  to  the  sinners'  Friend.  The  ex- 
amination of  the  scholars  in  January,  at  which  the  Brethren  from 
Montgomery  were  also  present,  was  truly  to  his  credit. 

*'  The  good  behaviour  of  the  children,  their  correct  answers,  and 
their  lovely  singing  in  three  parts,  would  do  credit  to  any  school  in 
Europe.  Br.  Thomas  is  very  useful  in  a  variety  of  wa^s,  caring  for 
the  Sunday-school  at  an  out-station,  and  holding  a  weekly  evening- 
meeting. 

'*  As  fJEir  as  I  can  judge  at  present,  we  have  here  to  deal  with 
decided  characters.  On  the  one  hand,  there  are  those  who  openly 
and  daringly  defy  the  laws  of  Gk>d ;  and  on  the  other  hand,  such  as 
are  more  decided  to  walk  in  the  way  of  life,  than  is  generally  the  case 
among  the  negroes.  The  patience  of  the  Missionary  is  of  course 
daily  and  abundantly  exercised,  for  quarrels  and  sins  of  the  flesh  are 
of  frequent  occurrence,  and  we  see  here  the  truth  exemplified  :  *many 
are  called,  but  few  are  chosen.'  I  believe,  however,  that  the  small 
number  of  true  Christians  at  our  station  are  more  deeply  grounded  in 
the  truth,  than  at  many  other  stations.  There  is  plenty  of  work  here 
for  the  Missionary.  Every  evening  of  the  week  is  occupied  either  by 
meetings  or  schools.  My  first  duty  on  the  Lord's-day  is  to  teach  a 
class  of  adult  Sunday-scholars, — ^then  follows  the  sermon,  and  a  meet- 
ing for  the  members  of  the  congregation.  In  the  afternoon,  I  hold 
meetings  in  three  schools  at  some  distance  from  our  settlement.  In 
the  evening  we  have  either  a  discourse  or  a  singing-meeting  at  Moriah, 
so  that  I  have  to  deliver,  on  an  average,  six  discourses  every  Lord's- 
day.  I  am,  therefore,  very  glad  that  our  friend  and  Brother,  Mr. 
Purser,  has  kindly  consented  to  assist  me  now  and  then  in  these  labours. 
With  respect  to  temporals,  the  times  are  at  present  very  trying,  and 
work  is  so  scarce  that  it  is  often  difficult  to  get  the  subscriptions  of 
our  people." 


DANISH  ISLANDS. 
From  Br.  J.  J.  Gabdin. 
''Dbab  Bbotheb,      ''Fbiedensfkld,  St.  Croix,  Jan,  2Bth,  1856. 
"  YOXTR  kind  and  interesting  letter  came  duly  to  hand;  it  touches 
many  points  on  which  I  could  enlarge,  but  my  time  is  limited,  and  I 
an  only  write  briefly.     As  to  the  difficulties  connected  with  our 
country-schools^  I  am  rather  ashamed  of  my  former  anxieties;  for  I 
now  feel  assured  that  our  enemy  can  go  no  &rther  than  the  Lord  will 
permit,  and   perhaps  He  sees  that  we  require  that  kind  of  oppo- 
sition as  a  stimulus.     I  had  to  state  my  views  to  the  (Jovemor,  who 
is  favourably  disposed  to  Vis ;  and  to-morrow  the  School-commission 
will  probably  consider  and  decide  on  my  remarks. 
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"  Since  I  -wrote  to  you  last,  we  have  lost  another  teacher.  Br. 
Merian  has  not  kept  school  for  three  months.  He  is  recruiting  his 
health  in  St.  Thomas*s  and  St  John's.  He  was  attacked  by  fever  at 
intervals,  and  was  too  weak  tg  go  on,  though  he  did  not;  appear  to  be 
very  ilL  It  is  difficult  to  supply  our  schools  in  the  West  Indies 
with  competent  coloured  teachers ;  in  this  instance,  however,  being 
bound  by  an  engagement  to  the  Government,  our  embarrassment  is  in- 
creased. 

"  I  have  received  the  diagrams,  but  no  explanation  of  them ;  for 
which  I  would  still  beg :  and  please  to  give  our  best  thanks  to  the 
Society  for  the  Furthei-ance  of  the  Gospel,  which  has  favoured  us 
with  the  grant.  I  have  now  twenty  dollars  collected  from  the  sale  of 
Bibles  and  Testaments,  which  I  will  request  our  Treasurer  to  pay  for 
me,  and  I  would  beg  you  to  obtain  for  me  a  fresh  supply  of  about 
100  Testaments  and  50  Bibles. 

"  My  Bible-class  is,  thank  God,  tolerably  well  attended,  and  I  see 
more  and  more  the  great  importance  of  it. 

"  In  December,  wa  had  a  visit  from  Br.  Buchner,  who  seemed  in 
very  good  spirrts,  and  gives  a  very  fovourable  account  of  the  Train- 
ing-school at  Faii£eld. 


MOSQUITO  COAST. 

'EsTRkcr/rom  the  Report  of  a  Visit  to  the  Mission  on  the  Mosquito 
Coast,  performed  in  May,  1855,  6y  Br,  H.  R  WullschlXgel,  of  the 
Mission-Board. 

(From  the  MUaions-JBlatt.) 
**  OUR  Mission-premises  at  Bluefields  lie  in  the  western  part  of  the 
village.  Immediately  in  the  rear  of  them  is  a  primseval  forest,  and  on 
both  sides,  is  land  belonging  to  other  parties.  It  is  a  pity,  that 
they  coidd  not  have  been  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  place,  the  dis- 
tance from  one  end  of  the  village  to  the  other  being  nearly  two  miles, 
and  the  church  being  about  ten  minutes  walk  from  the  house.  This 
inconvenience  is  much  felt  in  rainy  weather  and  in  dark  evenings. 
About  ten  acres  of  land  belong  to  the  Mission,  six  or  seven  of  which 
are  inclosed  with  a  fence,  and  these  are  again  subdivided  into  smaller 
portions.  In  the  garden,  which  is  next  to  the  dwelling-house,  the 
esculent  productions  of  the  tropics  grow  in  perfection,  as  is  also  the 
case  with  the  cocoa-nut  and  other  fruit-trees  which  have  been  planted 
there.  A  good  deal  of  labour  has  been  bestowed  upon  the  ground. 
There  are  six  cows  and  twenty  pigs  belonging  to  the  Mission. 

"  The  Mission-houses  are  as  follows : — ^the  cottage  inhabited  by 
Br.  and  Sr.  PfeijQTer;  very  small  and  low.  It  contains  a  room  in 
which  the  whole  Mission-family  have  their  meals,  besides  closets  for 
various  household  utensils.  In  the  attic,  is  the  small  room  which 
serves  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfeiffer  as  a  sitting  and  bed-room,  together  with  an 
apartinent  occupied  by  the  king's  sister  Matilda,  and  a  closet  for  the 
servant-girl.  Further  on  there  is  a  cottage  thatched  with  palm-leaves, 
which  is  inhabited  by  the  Bm.  and  Srs.  Lundberg  and  Jiirgensen. 
This  also  is  very  small  and  couliued.  Painted  packing-boxes  serve  as 
VOL.

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seats  and  tables.  There  are  two  boat-houses  on  the  water's  edge,  and 
a  shed  and  stalls  for  the  cattle.  The  church  is  well  situated  on  a 
gentle  eminence  near  the  lagoon,  and  strikes  you  upon  approaching 
the  place  by  water.  It  rests  upon  wooden-posts,  under  which  the 
pigs  and  other  animals  sometimes  find  their  way,  and  disturb  the  con- 
gregation in.  their  devotions.  Indeed,  it  has  even  happened,  that  ill- 
disposed  persons  have  made  use  of  it  for  creating  a  disturbance.  The 
whole  space  around  the  church,  nearly  an  acre  in  extent,  has  in  con- 
sequence been  closed  in  with  a  fence.  The  interior  of  the  building  ife 
sixty  feet  long  by  twenty-seven  broad,  and  the  height  to  the 
temporary  roof,  formed  with  palm-leaves,  is  about  fourteen  feet*  Its 
general  appearance  is  very  pleasing.  The  pulpit  and  reading-desk 
are  made  of  mahogany,  which  is  very  common  in  these  parts. 

"  Our  Missionary  labours  have  been  hitherto  chiefly  confined 
to  the  black  and  coloured  people  at  Bluefields.  The  population  con- 
sists principally  of  professing  Christians,  who  are  rather  glad  to  have 
a  minister  residing  in  the  midst  of  them,  qualified  to  administer  the 
rites  of  baptism  and  marriage.  These  eoclesisAtical  functions  had 
been  previously  performed  by  the  detains  of  such  American  ships  as 
happened  to  call  at  the  place.  The  average  attendance  at  our  church 
consists  of  300  persons,  some  twenty  of  whom  have  associated  them- 
selves more  closely  with  the  Mission.  They  come  regularly  every 
month  to  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfeiffer,  for  the  purpose  of  conversing  with  them 
on  their  spiritual  and  temporal  concerns. 

"  Some  are  worthy  and  faithful  Christians.  The  Sunday-school 
is  held  fix>m  nine  until  half-past  eleven  in  the  morning.  Public  ser- 
vice begins  at  twelve,  and  is  over  at  two  o'clock.  Afterwards  there  is  a 
meeting  for  the  new-people,  and  for  those  who  have  entered  into 
church-fellowship,  and  in  the  evening,  a  homily.  Chi  the  first 
Monday  of  each  month,  there  is  a  prayer-meeting;  every  Tuesday 
evening  a  public  address ;  every  Friday,  a  Bible  exposition ;  and  on 
Saturday  a  singing-meeting.  After  the  evening-meetings,  the  teachers 
explain  to  their  scholars  the  texts  and  verses  which  are  to  be  learnt 
for  the  succeeding  Sunday.  Saturdays  and  Simdays  excepted,  the  school 
is  held  in  the  church  every  day,  from  nine  to  twelve  o'clock  in  the 
^renoon,  and  fh)m  one  to  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  It  is 
opened  with  prayer  and  a  hymn,  and  closed  with,  a  hymn.  First  of 
all  is  Bible-history, — about  ten  pupils  read  the  Bible  well, — then 
follows  arithmetic,  mental  and  on  slates;  in  the  afternoon,  writ- 
ing; and  lastly,  the  boys  are  instructed  in  geography,  orthography, 
and  composition, — ^while  Sr.  Lundberg  teaches  the  girls  to  sew.  Br. 
Lundberg  is  most  assiduous  in  conducting  the  school  It  would  be 
well  if,  in  course  of  time,  a  young  black  or  colotu:ed  teacher,  trained 
in  the  Normal-school  in  Jamaica,  could  be  sent  to  assist  him.  There 
are  eighteen  boys  and  eleven  girls  frequenting  the  school,  all  of  whom 
are  black  or  coloured,  with  the  exception  of  three  white  children. 
The  Sunday-schctol  is  attended  by  about  one  hundred  pei-sona,  chiefly 
children  and  young  people.  Some  of  the  day-scholars  assist  the  Mis- 
sionaries in  imparting  instruction.  It  is  opened  with  singing  and 
prayer ;  then  the  texts  and  verses,  which  have  been  committed  to 
memory  during  the  week,  are  repeated ;  after  which  the  pupils  read  and 
are  instructed  in  the  catechism ;  the  conclusion  is  made  with  a  hymn. 
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"  It  is  to  be  regretted,  that  tlie  Indians,  residing  at  Blnefields, 
about  100  in  niimber,  who  for  the  most  pajrt  understand  sufficient 
English  to  be  able  to  profit  from  the  services  in  the  church,  as  well 
as  the  inhabitants  of  the  Indian  village,  Rama-Key,  situate  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  lagoon,  have  hitherto  kept  at  a  distance  from 
the  house  of  Grod. 

"  Br.  Pfeiffer's  time  is  also  much  occupied  by  various  matters 
which  do  not  immediately  belong  to  the  office  of  a  Missionary.  Thus, 
he  is  the  magistrate  6f  the  place,  and  is  also  always  willing  to  serve 
others  with  his  considerable  practical  acquirements  in  the  art  of 
healing. 

"Gur  Brethren  and  Sisters  have  given  as  much  time  as  thej 
could  conveniently  spare  to  the  acquirement  of  the  dialect  of  the 
Mosqtdto  Indians. 

"In  order  to  make  myself  acquainted  with  the  new  station 
which  is  in  course  of  establishment  at  Pearl-Key-Lagoon,  I  proceeded 
thither  in  the  Mission-boat,  a  large  canoe,  rigged  like  a  schooner. 
The  Bm,  Pfeiffer  and  Jiirgensen  accompanied  me.  Pearl-Key-Lagoon, 
so  called  from  the  Pearl-Keys,  a  number  of  little  islands  on  the  coast, 
is  an  extensive  lake  or  fiorde,  which  opens  into  the  sea.  There  are  a 
number  of  pretty  and  fertile  little  islands  in  this  lagoon,  which  are 
partly  tilled.  Bluefields  is  about  twenty-five  to  thirty  miles  distant 
In  consequence  of  prevailing  contrary  winds,  and  a  strong  current, 
the  voyage  fit)m  thence  is  a  very  slow  one.  There  exists  another 
channel  of  communication  along  the  rivers  and  creeks,  but  it  is  ne- 
cessary, at  certain  spots,  to  lift  the  canoe  and  carry  it  across  the  land 
for  some  distance.  The  soil  appears  to  be  fertile,  and  the  climate 
healthy.  The  village  is  situated  on  the  lagoon,  the  banks  of 
which  are  not  so  high  as  at  Bluefields;  on  the  contrary,  there  is  a 
beach.  The  inhabitants,  numbering  from  2000  to  3000,  are  chiefly 
Negroes  and  Mulattoes;  there  are  also  some  Indian  families,  but  no 
Europeans.  There  is  an  Indian  village  about  a  mile  distant,  and 
another  lies  on  the  other  side  of  the  place,  also  upon  the  banks  of 
the  lagoon,  from  eight  to  ten  miles  off.  At  the  southern  end  of  the 
hamlet  a  piece  of  land  has  been  granted  us  by  the  king  for  Missionary 
purposes,  with  the  assent  of  the  British  Consul  There  is  no  lack 
of  negroes  and  coloured  people^  who  are  desirous  to  have  the  Grospel 
preached  to  them,  and  wish  to  come  into  closer  church-communion 
with  us.  They  are  all,  excepting  the  Indians,  nominal  Christians, 
like  the  inhabitants  of  Bluefields.  I  would  just  allude  to  the  larger 
island,  called  Corn-Island,  which  is  about  forty  miles  from  Bluefields, 
and  is  occupied  by  from  200  to  300  negroes  and  coloured  people,  to- 
gether with  some  whites.  There  are  no  Indians  living  on  it.  These 
persons  are  in  like  manner  anxious  for  Christian  instruction,  being 
convinced  of  the  worthlessness  of  their  nominal  Christianity,  partly 
in  consequence  of  visits  which  Br.  Pfeiffer  has  paid  to  them,  and 
partly  from  their  having  come  to  Bluefields  and  received  instruction 
'  in  the  more  excellent  way.'  I  formed  the  acquaintance  of  several, 
who  had  come  to  Bluefields  to  fetch  Br.  Pfeiffer,  whom  they  look 
upon  as  their  minister,  and  I  found  them  to  be  worthy  people. 
After  a  larger  Mission-boat,  (towards  which  the  Society  at  Zeyst 
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have  kindlj  offered  to  contribute)  has  been  obtained,  we  may 
hope  to  see  a  congregation  gathered  at  Corn-Island,  which  can  be 
served  with  the  word  and  sacraments  by  the  Missionaries  residing  at 
Bluefields.  We  cannot  think  of  forming  a  separate  station  there  at 
present." 


From  Br,  H.  G.  Pfeifper  to  the  Mission-Board. 
{From  the  MUsions-BlcUt.) 

"Bluefields,  Octoh&  28<A,  1855. 
"  WE  have  had  much  rain  and  stormy  weather  this  year;  of  this,  one 
very  unpleasant  consequence  is,  that  all  kinds  of  ants  come  out  and 
take  refuge  in  the  houses.  The  duck-ants  or  wood-lice  were  specially 
troublesome.  Impelled  by  the  water,  they  entered  the  houses  in  mul- 
titudes, and  commenced  their  work  of  destruction,  so  that  I  was 
obliged,  with  the  arsenic  bottle  in  my  band,  to  run  from  one  house  to 
anoQier,  to  destroy  these  dangerous  intruders.  You  cannot  form  an 
idea  of  such  a  continuous  rainy  season ;  for  seven  weeks  in  succession, 
there  was  only  one  Sunday,  on  which  the  pouring  rain  did  not  hinder 
our  people  from  coming  to  church.  In  the  beginning  of  August,  we 
had  our  first  religious  meeting.  Some  of  the  most  approved  of  our 
hearers  were  received  into  the  congregation,  and  among  these  was 
Mary  Waters,  the  first  negro- woman  whom  we  baptized  here,  and 
old  Thomas  Archibald,  a  faithful  soul,  who  has  been  truly  awakened 
by  the  grace  of  God,  both  to  the  knowledge  of  his  own  sinfulness 
and  to  iie  frdness  of  salvation  which  is  in  Christ  The  first  time  I 
entered  his  hut,  one  Sunday  afbemoon  soon  after  we  had  arrived,  I 
asked  him,  whether  he  did  not  need  a  Saviour  and  would  not  like  to 
come  to  church,  but  he  returned  such  a  proud  and  insolent  answer 
that  I  left  with  a  sorrowful  heart.  I  continued,  however,  to  preach 
to  him  Christ  and  Him  crucified,  as  the  only  Saviour  who  could  for- 
give his  sins ;  and  in  spite  of  his  many  and  frequent  objections,  the 
Word  of  the  Cross  approved  itself  as  the  power  of  God  unto  his  salva- 
tion. He  came  to  church,  was  divinely  convinced  of  his  misery, 
sought  the  Saviour  as  a  penitent  sinner,  and  he  is  now  able  to  rejoice 
in  ^e  grace  of  Grod  that  brought  salvation.  Surely,  if  we  had  gained 
but  this  one  soul  for  Christ,  all  our  troubles  and  labour  would  be 
richly  rewarded.  But  thanks  be  to  God,  He  has  favoured  us  to  see 
more  fruits,  not  only  among  the  adults  but  also  among  the  young.  Se- 
veral of  our  Simday-scholars  have  already  learnt  to  love  the  Friend  of 
children,  j^^d  have  quitted  this  world  of  sin,  with  joy  and  with  a  longing 
desire  to  be  with  Christ.  On  September  17th,  we  solemnly  erected 
the  first  post  of  the  new  church  at  Pearl-Key-Lagoon.  It  was  a 
day  of  rich  blessing,  and  the  Lord  was  sensibly  with  us.  I  shall  never 
forget  the  moment,  when  we  knelt  down  and  entreated  the  Lord  to 
grant  us  in  this  place  a  peaceful  habitation  for  the  preaching  of  His 
saving  Gospel, — a  house  of  prayer,  wherein  salvation  and  its  blessings 
might  spread  over  the  whole  coimtry.  With  the  eye  of  faith  we 
seemed  to  discover,  through  the  mists  of  futurity,  well-springs  of  life 
in  the  midst  of  this  desert,  and  verdant  and  flourishing  fields  where 
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parched  ground  now  meets  the  eye.  Oh  that  the  Lord  would  in- 
crease our  faith !  The  assembly  ^kround  us  appeared  deeply  affected 
by  the  solemn  act  which  they  witnessed." 


SURINAM. 

(FtHm  the  Mimona-BlaU.) 
IN  our  last  we  mentioned  the  establishment  of  a  new  station  on  the 
plantation  Nut-en-SchadelyJe,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Comewyne, 
on  whose  left  bank,  a  little  higher  up,  lies  our  station  liliendaL  Our 
labours  in  Surinam  are  of  such  an  extensive  character,  and  require 
the  service  of  so  many  Missionaries,  that  we  ought,  if  we  vrould  be 
guided  by  the  rules  of  prudence,  to  be  very  cautious  with  respect  to  the 
establishment  of  new  stations,  which  always  entail  an  increase  in  the 
staff  of  labourers.  But  the  Brethren's  Church  has  hitherto  obeyed 
the  direction  of  another  compass,  not  only  in  her  proceedings  gene- 
rally, but  also  in  her  Missionary  enterprizes,  even  the  providential 
leadings  of  the  Lord,  and  she  has  no  reason  to  wish  for  another  guide. 
Wherever  He  goes  before  us,  we  must  follow.  Whenever  He  shews 
us  a  district,  in  which  He  has  created  a  desire  after  the  Gospel,  there 
we  must  pitch  our  tents,  as  soon  as  we  see  that  He  has  opened  and 
prepared  the  way. 

On  this  principle,  Br.  Weyberg  removed  with  his  family  last 
autimin  to  the  above-mentioned  plantation,  to  superintend  the  build- 
ing of  a  church  and  dwelling-house. 


From  Br.  Weyberg's  diary  the  following  are  brief  extracts : 

"On  November  21sti  1855,  towards  evening,  we  arrived  here; 
but  were  obliged  to  spend  the  first  night,  with  our  three  children,  on 
the  ground,  exposed  to  all  kinds  of  vermin.  However,  the  Lord  was 
our  shield,  and  the  text  of  the  22nd  filled  our  hearts  with  joy,  inas- 
much as  it  contained  the  promise :  *  I  will  bless  them  that  bless  thee.' 

"  On  the  building-place,  the  negroes  of  a  neighbouring  plantation 
had  begun  to  clear  away  the  underwood,  and  to  cut  down  a  very 
large  Elankantri-tree.  But  as  it  was  one  of  their  idols,  they  evidently 
seemed  to  be  afraid  to  complete  its  downfall.  To-day,  however,  six 
negroes  set  to  work  in  earnest,  and  about  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
the  immense  idol,  measuring  ten  feet  in  diameter,  fell  with  a  great 
crasL  The  n^roes  of  the  plantation  Browerslust,  at  a  distance  of 
nearly  a  mile,  heard  the  noise,  and  hailed  its  destruction  with  shouts 
of  joy. 

"  Negroes  from  the  neighbouring  plantation  soon  came  to  see  us, 
and  expressed  their  delight  at  the  prospect  of  having  a  church  near 
them.  An  aged  negro-man  and  a  woman  could  not  find  words  to 
express  their  gratitude  for  this  token  of  the  Lord's  goodness  to- 
wards them.     As  soon  as  the  old  woman  had  heard  of  our  intention 
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to  build  a  ohnrch,  she  hastened  to  the  spot  and  began  to  aasiBt  in 
clearing  away  the  brushwood. 

**  On  November  29th,  the  preparations  had  so  fer  adyanced,  that 
I  could  solemnly  lay  the  foundation  of  the  church,  which  I  did  at  six 
o'clock  in  the  evening.  Many  of  the  people  who  had  come  to  witness 
the  solemnity,  were  deeply  affected. 

"  On  December  2nd,  being  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  I  preached 
the  first  sermon  in  our  dwelling-house  to  about  200  attentive  n^roes. 
The  huge  idol,  whose  lower  end  was  hollow,  was  some  days  ago  set  on 
fire,  and  being  still  green,  it  continued  to.  bum  till  the  following  day. 
The  thought  flashed  across  my  mind,  while  looking  at  the  burning 
trunk,  that  the  Lord  would  kindle  a  fire  in  this  district  and  melt  the 
stony  hearts  of  the  people. 

^  December  14.  The  the  rainy  season  began  with  this,  week,  and 
the  torrents  of  rain,  which  continued  to  fall  for  hours  in  successioni 
soon  penetrated  through  the  roof  of  our  old  dwelling,  so  that  we  were 
obliged  to  rise  in  the  course  of  the  first  night  and  secure  our  goods 
from  the  wet.  On  the  15th,  we  were  able,  in  spite  of  the  delay  occa- 
sioned by  the  rain,  to  raise  Uie  church,  with  the  help  of  some  carpen- 
ters from  the  next  plantation ;  and  the  joy  of  the  people  was  tangibly 
expressed  by  a  good  collection  after  the  sermon  on  Sunday  the  IGth.** 

From  a  letter  of  Br.  Weyberg,  dated  February  17th,  we  learn 
that  it  has  pleased  the  Lord  to  visit  His  servant  with  a  heavy  trial, 
his  dear  wife  having  been  brought  to  the  very  brink  of  the  grave  by 
an  alarming  attack  of  gastric  fever.  She  had,  however,  been  merci- 
fully spared,  and  was  considered  to  be  at  length  in  a  hopefril  state  of 
convalescence.  The  affectionate  interest  manifested  by  the  negroes 
during  this  season  of  distress  and  anxiety,  was  very  soothing  and  en- 
couraging. 


AUSTRALIA, 
OF  the  progress  of  the  Mission  in  this  distant  and  somewhat  desolate 
field,  no  very  reoent  intelligence  has  come  to  hand.  The  following 
letters  from  the  Bm.  T&ger  and  Spieseke,  though  of  comparatively  old 
date,  contain,  however,  some  particulars  of  an  interesting  and  rather 
encouraging  complexion,  as  tending  to  prove  that  the  work  is  not  alto- 
gether stationary. 

From  Br.  A.  F.  C.  Tager. 

Lake  Booa,  July  28^,  1855. 
«  FIVE  fiunilies,  numbering  in  all  22  persons,  are  now  mostly  staying 
here.  Some  are  employed  by  us,  and  the  rest  woA  on  the  neighbour^ 
ing  fimns,  returning  to  us  every  night.  By  our  constant  intercourse 
with  them,  we  have  at  last  succeeded  in  gaining  their  confidence,  and 
removing  the  suspicion  which  hostile  whites  had  formerly  fostered  in 
their  minds.  Oh,  dear  Brethren,  it  is  no  easy  matter  to  have  int»vx)ur8e 
with  these  degraded  and  savage  people,  and  to  ti^eat  them  as  becometh 
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the  servants  of  Christ  If  we  tell  them  of  a  Saviour's  love,  they  ask 
for  flour,  clothes,  and  the  like,  or  inquire  whether  the  oxen,  which  they 
were  told  we  intended  to  buy,  would  soon  arrive.  If  we  reprove 
them  for  their  laziness  and  vices,  they  say,  '  Wait  a  little,  we  will 
hear  you  another  time;  or,  we  have  always  been  fond  of  it;'  or  they 
boldly  deny  their  evil  deeds.  On  the  other  hand,  they  are  most 
willing  to  observe  the  Sunday  and  the  festivals  of  the  Churdi,  for  the 
simple  reason  that  ihej  have  their  provisions  on  that  day,  without  the 
trouble  of  earning  them  with  the  labour  of  their  hands.  In  the  even- 
ings, if  the  weather  is  fine,  they  are  very  cheerful  On  such  occasions 
they  call  to  mind  the  deeds  and  times  of  yore,  or  sing  a  wild  song, 
beating  the  time  with  sticks.  Oh,  that  it  would  please  the  Lord  soon 
to  open  the  ears  of  these  poor  heathen,  and  to  give  us  ability  more 
fluently  to  preach  to  them  the  Gospel  in  their  own  tongue.  Pray 
for  us,  that  we  may  have  patience  given  always  to  follow  the  direction 
of  the  Lord,  and  to  be  found  faithM  servants  of  our  heavenly  Master. 

"  With  respect  to  our  temporal  concerns,  we  are  now  engaged  in 
securing  our  land  by  a  wooden  fence  against  the  depredations  of  those 
who  pass  by  our  station  on  their  way  to  and  frojn  the  interior,  and 
have  for  tins  purpose  hired  a  yoke  of  oxen  from  Mr.  Campbell's  station, 
and  already  drawn  1400  of  our  posts.  We  regret,  however,  that 
many  of  them  have  been  destroyed  on  occasion  of  an  extensive  bush- 
fire.  We  have  likewise  succeeded  in  engaging  a  sober  labourer  to  con- 
struct the  fence,  for  which  we  have  likewise  provided  the  necessary 
poles.  The  blacks,  who  are  employed  in  cutting  them,  unite  wilii 
their  labours  the  pleasure  of  hunting,  and  seldom  return  ^^ij^ut  some 
game.  The  fence  will  only  inclose  part  of  our  land,  ancflB  hope  it 
will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  September;  but  we  pxirpolp  inclosing 
a  piece  of  ground,  about  50  feet  square,  close  to  otu*  dwelling,  to  secure 
our  horses  during  the  night,  as  we  have  ofben  observed  suspicious 
chaxacters  about  our  premises,  who  evidently  seemed  to  wish  for  the 
night,  that  they  might  steal  our  horse.  The  cost  of  the  whole  will  be 
about  200^. ;  but  we  should  be  unable  to  keep  possession  of  our  land 
without  this  fence.  The  building  of  our  house  has  also  considerably 
advanced.  Br.  Hansen  is  now  employed  in  covering  the  walls  with 
white  clay;  and  we  shall  have  to  coat  them  with  cement,  or  to  plaster 
them  with  lime  outside,  if  we  do  not  wish  to  expose  ourselves  again 
to  the  wet,  of  which  we  have  sufiered  so  much  in  our  present  dwelling, 
whenever  there  was  a  heavy  shower  of  rain." 


From  Br.  J.  H.  Spieseke. 
{Prom  the  Mimcm-BUat.) 

Jvly,  1855. 

BR  SPIESEKE  writes :— "  In  my  last  letter  I  expressed  the  hope, 
that  the  natives  of  difierent  tribes  in  our  neighbourhood,  would  return 
to  us  in  the  beginning  of  winter,  after  their  fishing  season ;  and  our 
Saviour  has  not  sufiered  this  hope  to  be  disappointed.  Hamilton, 
whom  I  have  already  mentioned  as  belonging  to  the  Lake  Boga  tribe, 
haa  been  with  us  ever  since  May,  1854,  together  with  his  wife  and 
son,  and  is  only  just  now  gone  on  a  short  visit  to  his  daughter  and 
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friends.  At  present  there  are  four  other  families  here ;  we  try  to 
learn  their  language;  and  I  have  often  observed,  that  I  could  not 
attract  their  attention  when  I  addressed  them  in  English ;  but  as  soon 
as  I  repeated  what  I  had  said  in  their  own  tongue,  I  made  a  visible 
impression  upon  them.  We  endeavour  to  preach  the  Grospel,  both  by 
word  and  waUe,  and  often  tell  them  of  the  ground  of  our  hope,  and  the 
sacrifice  offered  for  the  propitiation  of  the  sins  of  the  whole  world. 
We  have  not  been  able  as  yet  to  establish  regular  services  for  the 
adults,  or  a  school  for  the  children,  but  we  do  as  much  aa  we  can 
for  the  latter;  and  several  have  asked  us,  whether  their  children  would 
soon  be  able  to  write  on  paper,  believing  that  both  they  and  their 
children  would  then  receive  their  daily  rations,  without  earning  them 
by  their  labours.  Br.  Tager  continues  to  suffer  from  the  rash,  which 
has  so  long  afflicted  him,  and  I  have  again  had  sore  eyes,  a  complaint 
which  seems  to  be  very  common  in  this  country." 


MISSION  TO  THE  MONGOLS. 
THE  following  extracts  of  letters  from  the  Bm.  Pagell  and  Heide, 
referred  to  in  our  last  Number  (Vol.  xxi.  p.  554)  contain  the  inter- 
esting particulars  of  their  first  serious  attempt  to  carry  out  the  import- 
ant object  of  their  Mission, — an  attempt  which,  as  already  known,  has 
terminated  in  Mlure.  For  the  present,  it  would  appear,  that  all  ac- 
cess to  t^^^»gions  of  Central  Asia,  beyond  the  limits  of  our  Indian 
empire,  ^^Bf  the  native  states  enjoying  its  protection,  is  effectually 
barred  by  the  fears  or  the  jealousy  of  the  Chinese  Government.  The 
time  appointed  by  the  Lord  for  opening  doors  hitherto  closed  against 
the  messengers  of  the  Gospel,  must  therefore  be  awaited,  in  the  obe- 
dience of  faith  and  the  patience  of  hope.  Meanwhile  it  will  interest 
our  readers  to  know,  that,  on  the  return  of  our  Brethren  to  Kotghur, 
after  seven  months  spent  on  their  adventurous  expedition,  they 
were  advised  by  their  kind  and  experienced  friend,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Prochnow,  to  remain  at  that  station  during  the  winter,  and  then  seek 
for  some  suitable  place  in  the  province  of  Lahaul,  where  they  might 
have  an  opportunity  of  holding  occasional  intercourse  with  natives  of 
Thibet,  and  even  with  Mongols,  and  whence  they  might  circulate 
copies  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  religious  tracts,  in  the  language  of ' 
those  tribes.  To  this  recommendation,  the  Mission-Board  have  al- 
ready given  their  assent.  According  to  the  testimony  of  Colonel 
Martin,  reeentiy  arrived  from  India,  and  who  had  seen  Mr.  Prochnow 
at  XJmballa,  in  the  beginning  of  February,  our  Brethren  at  Kotghur 
were  well,  and  diligently  employed  in  improving  their  knowledge 
of  the  Thibetian  and  other  languages,  and  in  preparations  for  a  second 
Missionary  campaign.

"LiPA,  m  KuNAWUR,  Sept,  2Sth,  1855. 
"  WE  remained  a  shorter  period  at  Leh  tlian  we  had  originally 
intended,  inasmuch  as  it  soon  became  evident  that  Mongols  do  not  even 
come  to  the  periodical  fair, — and  a  longer  stay  could  not  therefore 
have  promoted  the  object  of  our  Mission.  But  a  few  particulars  re- 
garding our  sojourn  of  twenty  days  at  Leh  may  not  be  unacceptable. 
Zehf  for  this  is  the  real  name  of  the  capital,  while  Ladak  is  that  of  the 
country, — ^though  both  names  are  often  used  indiscriminately  even  by 
the  people  themselves — is  situated  on  the  side  of  a  mountain.  It  has 
about  4000  inhabitants,  but  is  by  no  means  a  handsome  place.  The 
houses  having  all  flat  roofe  and  rising  in  terraces,  one  above  the  other, 
present  a  picturesque  appearance  from  the  banks  of  the  Indus,  which 
flows  between  low  yellow  sand  hills  at  the  distance  of  about  four 
miles.  The  environs  are  treeless.  Only  in  the  gardens,  here  and  there, 
groups  of  trees  meet  the  eye — and  these  consist  partly  of  poplars  and 
elms,  which  are  by  no  means  easily  reared  in  a  soil  generally  very  dry, 
especially  in  summer,  and  only  fruitful  where  artificial  ii*rigation  is 
practicable.  For  this  reason,  the  towns  and  villages  of  the  district 
are  generally  situated  on  the  banks  of  rivers  and  rivulets,  generally 
flowing  from  the  snow-mountains,  and  whose  waters  are  with  much 
labour  conducted  to  the  fields  and  meadows.  In  the  valley  of  the 
Indus,  where  the  flatness  of  the  country  allows  of  frequent  irriga* 
tion,  beautifully  green  meadows  line  the  banks, — and  fruit-trees,  such  as 
apricots,  apples,  pears,  <kc.,  flourish  in  abundance;  but  where  the 
banks  are  high  and  rocky,  not  a  blade  of  grass  can  be  discerned. 
The  inhabitants  of  the  city  consist  of  Hindoos  and  Mussulmen,  of 
whom  the  latter  come  partly  from  Kashmir  and  partly  ftx)m  Yarkand. 
The  burial-ground  of  the  Mahomedans  reminded  us  of  the  quiet  rest- 
ing places  of  our  Brethren  at  home.  When  in  town,  our  tent  was 
always  surrounded  by  people,  who  came  either  to  see  us  or  to  bring 
articles  for  sale.  Among  the  latter,  the  people  from  Kashmir  are 
particularly  importunate  and  deceitful. 

"  We  called  upon  Bastikam,  the  principal  functionary  of  Goolab 
Singh,  but  met  with  no  vtry  kind  reception,  probably  because  our 
knowledge  of  the  Thibetian  language,  which  Englishmen  generally  do 
not  care  to  acquire,  had  excited  his  suspicion ;  and  it  was  not  until  he 
had  satisfied  himself  regarding  the  real  object  of  our  journey,  that  he 
changed  his  demeanour.  He  then  invited  us  to  see  him  in  his  castle ; 
but  we  hesitated  to  -comply  with  his  invitation  \intil  we  had  received 
proofs  of  his  friendly  disposition  and  sincerity.  To  show  these,  he 
sent  us  a  sheep, — and  two  more  shortly  before  we  left  the  city.  We 
also  visited  the  son  of  the  King  of  Ladak,  whom  Goolab  Singh  had  de- 
throned, a  young  man  about  twenty  years  of  age,  narrowly  watched  and 
poorly  maint^ed  in  his  large  dilapidated  castle.  Among  those  who 
came  to  see  us,  was  a  servant  of  the  Dalai  Lama  of  Lassa  (or  H'Lassa), 
a  merchant,  who  traded  for  his  spiritual  master  in  Tartar  tea.  He 
conversed  a  long  time  with  us,  and  his  report  respecting  the  road  to 
HLassa  agreed  with  the  testimony  of  others.  It  often  happens  that 
travellers  are  attacked  and  plundered  by  robbers,  who  infest  this  road 
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in  bands  of  thirty  or  forty  men.  We  again  engaged  a  Lama  to  in- 
struct lis  in  the  language.  He  came  daily,  for  one  or  two  hours,  and 
taught  us  a  second  way  of  writing,  which  is  generally  employed  by 
the  Thibetians  in  writing  letters  and  transacting  business — and  fi:^ 
quently  written  with  a  rapidity  equal  to  that  of  our  shorthand  writers. 
A  third  way  of  writing  is  that  used  in  books,  but  otherwise  little 
practised.  Our  Lama  taught  us  this  also,  and  we  found  little  diflSculty 
in  learning  the  letters,  as  we  were  already  well  acquainted  with  the 
principal  Thibetian  characters.  We  provided  ourselves  likewise  with 
Thibetian^  books,  purchasing  three  large  volumes  and  a  number  of 
smaller  books,  which,  for  fear  of  the  Lamas,  were  brought  to  us  by 
night  We  likewise  continued  our  inquiries  respecting  the  Mongols, 
and  learned  that  it  would  take  three  weeks  to  reach  the  first  Mongols, 
who  live  in  a  north-easterly  direction  fix)m  Leh,  and  the  same  time 
from  Yarkand.  We,  however,  found  none  in  Ladak,  who  could  speak 
or  write  the  Mongolian  language.  Before  we  left  Leh,  we  made  various 
purchases,  and  in  case  we  shoidd  be  allowed  to  cross  the  Chinese 
j&rontier,  we  each  of  us  procured  a  red  Lama  dress. 

"  We  left  Leh  on  July  19th,  travelling  along  the  banks  of  the 
Indus  till  we  reached  the  large  monastery  of  Hemis.  The  country  is 
beautiful ;  but  in  consequence  of  oppressive  taxes,  imposed  by  Goolab 
Singh  upon  the  Lamas  and  the  people  generally,  many  of  the  former 
have  emigrated  to  Thibet,  while  whole  villages  of  20  to  30  houses 
have  been  deserted  by  the  latter,  to  escape  the  iron  rule  of  the  new 
king,  and  to  find  refuge  in  the  English  territories.  From  the  Hemis 
monastery  we  proceeded  due  north,  passed  the  large  Chinese  monastery, 
several  villages,  and  crossed  the  Kallas  mountains  by  a  pass  at  a  height 
of  1 8,000  feet.  Thence  we  proceeded  through  a  barren  tract  of  land  till 
we  reached  the  great  salt-lake  Pangkong.  Having  travelled  along  the 
shore  of  this  lake,  we  arrived  on  July  28th  at  the  village  of  Chushul, 
which  lies  close  to  the  Chinese  frontier.  Thence  the  road  leads 
through  Rudok  to  the  nearest  Mongols,  and  we  were  now  about  to 
make  the  attempt  of  crossing  the  frontier.  After  a  short  rest,  we 
were  preparing  to  set  out,  when  three  Chinese  fimctionaries  entered 
the  village  on  horseback,  and  most  courteously,  although  at  the  same 
time  urgently,  requested  us  to  relinquish  every  thought  of  crossing  the 
fix)ntier,  as  they  had  strict  orders  not  to  permit  it.  They  wore  a 
peculiar  dress,  long  gay-coloured  coats  and  broad  fur  caps.  We  had 
a  long  conversation  with  them,  and  offered  them  some  Thibetian  tracts; 
but  they  refused  them,  apparently  fix)m  fear  of  their  superiors.  They 
professed  to  know  much  of  the  Mongols  about  Hudok,  whom  they 
represented  as  a  people  dwelling  in  tents  and  living  by  robbery  and 
plunder,  who  never  came  to  Budok  but  to  steal  and  commit  depre- 
dations. Of  the  Mongolian  language,  they  knew  nothing.  With 
respect  to  the  distance,  they  said  that  their  country  might  be  reached 
in  about  three  weeks,  but  that  the  way  lay  through  a  wild  and  barren 
tract  of  land.  They  did  not  call  the  Mongols  Soppo,  as  the  Thibetians 
do,  but  Rundor,  a  name  we  had  never  heard  before.  We  wondered 
how  these  Chinese  functionaries  could  so  soon  have  heard  of  our 
arrival,  but  the  unwillingness  of  the  people  of  Chushul  to  provide 
us  with  anything  we  wanted,  explained  the  matter.     Finding  that  it 
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would  be  oselees  to  proceed,  especially  as  we  might,  by  a  successful 
attempt,  have  imperilled  the  lives  of  the  poor  fibictionaries,  who 
would  certainly  have  had  to  pay  with  their  heads  for  not  preventing 
our  crossing,  we  lefb  Chushid  on  August  1st,  re-crossed  the  Kailas 
mountains,  and  travelled  along  the  bai^  of  the  Indus  till  we  reached 
the  village  Nyoma.  Here  we  deemed  it  advisable  to  separate  for  a 
time,  in  order  to  become  acquainted  with  two  different  districts.  Br. 
Pagell  went  up  the  Indus,  till  he  came  to  the  road  to  Hanle,  by 
which  he  might  have  reached  Spitti  before  me,  had  he  been  allowed 
to  travel  through  the  Chinese  territory.  I  went  down  the  Indus,  crossed 
it,  and  travelled  in  a  southerly  direction  towards  the  province  Rupshu 
or  Bakehn.  On  August  7th,  I  came  to  the  White  Lake,  and  on  the 
8th  to  the  Tschomonri  Laka  Both  are  salt-lakes,  between  barren, 
sandy,  and  rocky  shores.  Near  the  latter,  we  met  a  company  of 
Tartars  with  their  flocks,  and  about  seventy  tents.  It  was  very  in- 
teresting to  me  to  meet  them,  but  I  was  astonished  to  And  in  the  midst 
of  them  the  tent  of  an  English  officer,  who,  to  my  great  surprise, 
accosted  me -in  C^erman,  which  he  spoke  very  fluently.  He  also 
invited  me  to  dinner.  On  August  10th,  I  reached  the  foot  of  the 
principal  chain  of  the  Western  Himalayas,  and  on  the  following  day 
crossed  the  Parang-pass  at  the  height  of  19,500  feet.  I  scf^cely 
experienced  any  difficulty  of  breathing — in  spite  of  the  rarity  of  the 
air — probably  because  I  was  kept  in  constant  motion  by  walking. 
Had  I  been  obliged  to  pass  the  night  on  this  height,  I  might  not  have 
&red  better  than  on  the  Kailas-mountains,  where  we  bpent  a  night 
and  could  not  sleep  from  headache  and  oppression  on  the  chest.  On 
the  north  of  the  Parang-pass  we  beheld^an  immense  glacier,  which  with 
its  deep  Assures,  whence  issues  a  mountain-stream,  presents  a  magnifi- 
cent view.  On  the  south  side,  the  road  is  very  steep,  stony,  and 
difficult  As  we  were  descending,  I  proceeded  in  advance  of  my  horse 
and  the  yaks  (or  Thibet-oxen),  in  the  hope  of  reaching  a  village 
where  I  could  pass  the  night.  *  But  it  grew  dark,  and  I  felt  fiitigued 
before  I  reached  a  vilh^  Wliile  I  was  considering  what  I  should 
do,  my  tent  and  servants  being  far  behind,  I  spied  an  encamp- 
ment of  Tartar-merchants.  I  approached  and  sat  down  among  them. 
They  were  very  kind,  and  gave  me  woollen  shawls,  in  which  I  wrapped 
myself;  and  having  selected  a  resting-place  behind  their  sacks  of  borax, 
I  fell  asleep  without  fear  or  anxiety.  It  was  not  till  midnight  that 
my  men  came  up,  and  made  a  Are  of  green  wood  and  dry  grass,  so  that 
I  could  prepare  a  meaL  On  August  12th,  having  previously  crossed 
the  boundary  of  Spitti,  I  reached  the  village  of  Kyibur,  and  met,  to 
our  mutual  great  joy  and  astonishment,  our  former  companion  the 
Lama^  who  haA  left  us  in  Ladak,  and  who  was  engaged  here  in  writing 
books.  We  also  found  here  the  Arch-Lama,  with  whom  we  had 
become  acquainted  in  Sultanpur,  who  immediately  invited  me  to 
visit  him  in  his  dwelling.  We  met  in  his  house  a  younger  sister 
of  the  Mongol-woman,  whom  we  had  seen  in  Sultanpur,  and  who 
appeared  to  have  died  soon  ^afber  her  arrival  in  SpittL  We  had 
already  in  Sultanpur  suspected  the  character  of  this  Arch-Lama  and 
his  relation  to  the  young  Mongol-women, — but  every  doubt  now 
vanished;  luid  I  plainly  told  his  servant,  who  desired  medicine  for  his 
master,   that  his  disease  was  a  striking  evidence  of  the  hypocrisy 
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and  lying  nature  of  their  religion^  which  could  neither  possess  nor  im- 
part life  and  truth. 

"  I  stayed  fifteen  days  in  Spitti,  anxiously  waiting  for  Br.  Pagell, 
of  whom  I  had  heard  nothing  since  we  parted  at  Nyoma.  To  my 
great  comfort,  I  received  intelligence  of  his  approach,  and  having 
bought  a  horse  at  Spitti,  I  hastened  on  to  Kunawur. 

"  On  the  1st  of  September,  I  reached  the  river  Paras ;  but  as  the 
bridge  across  this  river  proved  impassable  for  my  horse  and  yaks,  I 
continued  my  journey  through  the  Chinese  Thibetian  territory,  till  I 
reached  Simam,  in  Kunawur,  on  September  6th.  I  crossed  the 
frontier  without  difficulty ;  but  the  inhabitants  peremptorily  reftised  to 
supply  me  with  food ;  so  that  we  suffered  much  from  hunger,  and  were 
confirmed  in  our  opinion,  that  it  would  be  impossible  under  these  cir- 
cumstances to  proceed  any  further  on  forbidden  ground.  At  Su- 
nam,  where  the  prayer-mills  are  especially  large,  and  put  in  motion 
by  water,  I  again  waited  six  days  for  Br.  Pagell ;  and  having  heard  of 
his  arrival  in  Spitti,  I  proceeded  to  Kanam,  a  large  village  with  two 
monasteries,  and  a  nunnery,  and  here  I  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming 
hiTn  on  September  19tL" 


From  Br.  Pagell. 

"LiPA,  Sept  2St?i,  1855. 
"  AFTER  parting  from  Br.  Heide  at  Nyoma,  I  proceeded,  on  the  4th  of 
August,  on  the  road  toHanle,  accompanied  by  my  servant,  who  belonged 
to  the  Brahmin  cast.  Five  yaks  carried  my  luggage.  We  soon  reached 
the  Indus,  which  we  crossed  on  a  raft,  consisting  of  a  frame  made  of 
willow-poles,  and  supported  by  inflated  sheep-^dn  bags.  As  the 
river  is  shallow  at  this  place,  the  raft  was  drawn  across  by  two  men. 
For  the  first  three  days  of  our  journey  through  the  Indus  and  Haule 
valley,  the  roads  were  good,  but  everywhere  there  were  evident  traces 
of  the  ground  having  been  but  recently  flooded.  The  country  was 
very  thinly  peopled,  so  much  so  that  I  did  not  meet  with  a  single 
house  until  the  third  day,  when  we  reached  the  large  Hanle  Monas- 
tery, perched  on  a  rock  15,117  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea.  It  is 
very  strongly  built,  and  resembles  a  fortress.  From  forty  to  fifty 
Lamas  usually  reside  here,  but,  during  the  present  summer-season, 
not  more  than  half  that  nxmiber  were  to  be  met  with,  the  rest  being 
engaged  in  instructing  the  people  and  collecting  alms  throughout  the 
country.  As  soon  as  I  had  pitched  my  tent  in  the  open  air,  close  to 
the  monastery,  several  Lamas  called  to  inqtiire  after  my  wants,  and 
supplied  me  with  what  I  required,  for  which  I  paid.  A  large  hrm  is  at- 
tached to  the  establishment,  in  which  there  are  about  twenty  horses, 
ae  many  yaks,  and  nearly  300  goats.  As  I  had  put  on  my  red  Lama 
cap,  they  were  very  anxious  to  know  who  and  what  I  was ;  and  upon 
my  informing  them  that  I  was  a  European  gellong,  they  expressed 
their  pleasure,  saying,  '  Aschois  ma  gyallo,  i  e.,  religion  is  a  noble 
thing  !  Is  your  religion  the  same  as  ours  V  My  reply  was,  '  No ; 
there  is  a  great  difierence.  Yours  makes  the  way  of  salvation  a  very 
arduous  one,  and  after  long  seeking  and  many  prayers,  which  are  but 
Tain  repetitions,  you  do  not  really  find  it.     Our  religion,  on  the  other

hand,  teaclies,  thai  all  of  us,  the  Arch-Lamcus  themselves  not  ex- 
cepted, are  great  sinners,  in  whom  dwelleth  no  good  thing,  but  that 
God  has  offered  us  pardon  and  grace  in  His  Word,  and  by  these  we 
are  saved,  and  not  by  good  works.* 

"  I  then  took  up  one  of  the  sacred  books  in  the  Thibetian  lan- 
guage, and  read  aloud  a  passage  containing  a  dialogue  between  a  King 
and  a  Brahmin,  in  which  the  former  requests  the  Brahmin  to  explain 
to  him  the  holy  religion.  The  latter  repli&,  *  O  Eling,  that  is  not 
so  easily  done.  I  have  had  to  endure  great  sufferings  in  my  body,  in 
order  to  acquire  it.  Listen,  then.  If  you  will  offer  up  your  body, 
tear  off  the  skin  to  serve  as  paper,  use  your  blood  as  ink,  and  your 
bones  as  pens,  you  will  thereupon  become  regenerate,  and  I  will 
shew  you  upon  this  paper  and  with  such  pen  and  ink  in  what  re- 
ligion consists.' 

^*  I  drew  their  attention  to  this  passage  and  othei's  of  a  similar 
character,  and  asked  them  whether  they  really  believed  that  this  was 
the  way  to  obtain  salvation.  They  replied  that  it  was  indeed  all 
true,  but  certainly  very  difficult.  I  then  went  on  to  assure  them, 
that  GUkI  alone  is  holy,  and  all  men  sinners,  and  declared  to  them 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  whom  God  hath  given  to  be  a  propitiation 
for  our  sins,  and  who,  taking  upon  Himself  our  iniquities,  hath  ob- 
tained for  us  justification  before  God.  Hereupon  they  pressed  upon 
me  the  doctrine  of  the  transmigration  of  souls,  declaring,  that  if  a 
person  had  not  performed  a  number  of  good  deeds  during  his  lifetime, 
he  was  changed  into  an  animal  after  death,  or  in  case  he  had  been 
rich  and  of  noble  birth,  he  would  be  bom  again  a  poor  man,  <fea  I 
replied,  that  all  these  doctrines  of  their  religion  were  nothing  but 
lies,  for  every  man  was  bom  only  once  injbo  this  world,  and  therefore 
died  but  once. 

"  On  their  becoming  silent,  I  proceeded  anew  to  make  known  to 
them  the  Gospel  message,  and  to  urge  them  to  repent  and  believe  in 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  But  finding,  to  my  great  sorrow,  that  it  was 
extremely  difficult  to  express  myself  properly  in  their  language,  I  told 
them  in  conclusion,  that  I  did  not  feel  able  to  make  myself  fully  un- 
derstood then,  but  hoped  after  some  years  to  return  and  converse 
with  them  more  satis^Eictorily,  adding  some  notices  of  our  journey 
through  India,  and  adducing  several  proofs  that  the  Hindoos  were  be- 
ginning to  recognise  the  vanity  of  their  idols,  and  to  turn  unto  the  true 
God,  who  was  declared  unto  them.     They  all  listened  in  silence. 

"  As  a  good  many  celled  to  see  me,  I  remained  another  day  there. 
They  showed  me  over  the  monastery,  and  I  found  the  temple  quite 
resembling  the  sketches  given- of  the  Mongol  temples  in  the  works  of 
Pallas.  After  returning  to  my  tent  and  wishing  to  have  some  dinner, 
my  servant  took  his  fowHng-piece  to  shoot  some  wild  pigeons,  of  which 
there  were  a  great  many  quite  near  us.  An  aged  Lama  observing  it^ 
asked  me  whether  I,  as  a  Lama,  could  commit  such  a  sin  as  that  of 
permitting  an  animal  to  be  put  to  death.  I  told  him  that  all  of  them 
liked  meat  well  enough,  and  that  when  I  was  at  Sultampur,  I  had 
seen  a  whole  sheep  hanging  up  in  the  room  of  an  Arch-Lama.  A  ge- 
neral laugh  was  the  only  reply  made  to  this.  God  the  Creator,  I 
continued,  had  given  us  permission  to  partake  of  animal  food.  One 
of  the  a)mpany  happening  to  observe  a  Thibetian  book  lying  upon 
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the  ground,  or  rather  on  the  coTering  of  the  tent,  he  drew  my  atten- 
tion to  it,  saying,  that  it  -was  a  sin  to  allow  this.  I  told  him  that 
my  tent  was  very  small,  and  that  if  I  had  a  house  I  would  put  the 
book,  in  a  better  place,  but  that  the  main  thing  was  to  carry  the 
Word  of  God  about  with  one,  even  in  our  hearts,  and  that  this  waa 
the  right  sort  of  veneration  to  be  shewed.  To  this  all  nodded  their 
heads,  and  said,  *  Yes — you  are  right.'  In  the  afternoon  all  the  eccle- 
siastics went  out  into  the  open  fields,  and  amused  themselves  by  prac- 
tising with  the  bow  and  arrows.**

I.  Society  fob  the  Furtherance  op  the  (Gospel. — ^Though  the 
attendance  at  the  Half-yearly  General  Meeting  of  the  Society,  held  on 
the  4th  of  June,  was  less  numerous  than  usual,  it  included  not  a 
few  warm  and  attached  Mends,  aa  well  as  several  Missionary  Brethren 
and  Sisters  of  our  own  or  other  societies.  Among  the  latter  were 
Bm.  and  Srs.  Bubser  and  Weitz,  returning  to  their  sphere  of  ser- 
vice in  Labrador — (Br.  and  Sr.  Barsoe  being  still  on  tiieir  journey 
from  the  continent,) — Br.  Hanna  called  to  school-service  in  the 
Danish  Islands, — and  four  youthM  Missionaries  of  the  Basel  Society, 
appointed  to  labour  in  the  East  Indies.  Br.  J.  Eogers,  of  Fairfield, 
a  Bishop  of  the  Brethren's  Church,  Br.  Bennet  Harvey,  of  Bedford, 
for  many  years  superintendent  of  the  Antigua  Mission,  and  Br. 
T.  L.  Badham,  who,  after  being  actively  engag^  in  the  service  of  the 
Missions  in  Tobago  and  Barbadoes,  has  been  called  to  share  the  duties 
of  the  Secretaryship  to  our  Missions  in  this  country, — were  likewise 
present,  and  took  part  in  the  proceeding  of  the  meeting.  Prayer 
having  been  offered  up  by  Br.  Rogers,  the  Secretary  delivered  messages 
of  apology  and  salutation  from  various  absent  Brethren  and  friends, 
including  Br.  J.  Miller,  the  re£^)ected  Chairmfui  of  the  Society  and 
Minister  of  the  Brethren's  congregation  in  London,  who  is  suffering  from 
bodily  indisposition, — and  read  an  affectionate  letter  from  our  revered 
friend,  Dr.  Steinkopff,  expressive  of  his  continued  lively  interest  in 
the  Brethren's  Missions,  and  his  fervent  prayers  for  their  prosperity. 
The  communication  of  the  circular,  addressed  to  the  Mission-Con- 
ferences in  Labrador  by  the  Society,  led  to  some  conversational 
remarks,  in  which  Br.  Bubser  participated,  on  the  present  state  of  the 
Mission  on  that  coast,  and  the  progress  of  the  Esquimaux  in  scrip- 
tural knowledge  and  spiritual  experience.  Some  recent  intelligence 
was  then  given  from  South  Africa,  and  other  portions  of  our  Mimon- 
field;  and  a  brief  reference  was  made  to  the  Centenary  Jubilees  of  the 
Missions  in  Jamaica  and  Antigua, — ^the  latter  of  which  was  to  be 
celebrated  on  the  30th  of  April  Br.  Harvey  followed  in  an  animated 
address,  in  which  he  chiefly  sought  to  impress  upon  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  his  hearers,  the  importance  of  a  right  preparation  for  Mm- 
siouary  service,  which  he  found  briefly  *but  emphatically  set  forth 
in  the  words  of  the  Apostle,  respecting  the  members  of  the  Mace- 
donian Churches :  "  they  first  gave  their  own  selves  to  the  Lord, 
and  unto  us  by  the  will  of  God"  (2  Cor.  viii.  5),  Br.  Badham  gave 
some  interesting  notices  of  the  present  state  of  the  crowded  population 
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of  Barbadoes,  and  of  the  measures  taken  a  few  days  before  his  de- 
parture from  that  island,  to  provide  Ra^ed  Schools  and  Dormitories 
for  the  many  neglected  children,  including  not  a  few,  who  have 
been  left  orphans  by  the  ravages  of  cholera : — an  effort  in  which  the 
Missionaries  of  our  Church  have  been  favoured  to  take  the  lead.  (See 
Letters  from  Barbadoes). 

The  meeting  was  concluded  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  J.  CoUison, 
of  Highbury, — and  with  the  singing  of  the  Doxology. 

The  day  appointed  for  the  sailing  of  the  /formowy,  is  Wednesday, 
the  11th  of  June. 

11.  Provincial  Synods. — A  general  Synod  of  the  Brethren's 
Church  having  been  appointed  to  be  held,  if  the  Lord  will,  in  the  year 
1857,  it  became  necessary  to  make  arrangements  for  convening  pre- 
paratory Conferences  in  the  several  provinces  of  the  Unity,  in  the  course 
of  the  present  year.  The  Conference  or  Synod  of  the  southern  divi- 
sion of  the  American  province  was  accordingly  opened  at  Salem  in 
North  Carolina,  on  the  28th  of  April.  That  representing  our  con- 
gregations on  the  Continent  of  Europe  commenced  its  sessions  at 
Hermhut,  on  the  19th  of  May;  the  British  Provincial  Synod  is  to  be 
c^ned  at  Fulneck,  on  the  25th  of  June ;  and  the  Synod  of  the  north- 
em  division  of  the  American  province,  at  Bethlehem,  in  Pennsylvania^ 
in  the  ensuing  Autumn.  The  deliberations  and  proceedings  of  these 
important  assemblies  have  doubtless  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a 
subject  of  deep  interest  and  fervent  intercession  with  all  the  faithful 
members  of  our  Church  in  every  part  of  the  world.  Special  inter- 
cessory services,  in  reference  to  them,  were  held,  throughout  the 
British  province,  on  the  19th  of  May. 

IIL  Centenary  op  the  Mission  in  Antigua. — By  the  West 
India  mail,  just  arrived  (June  5)  a  brief  report  of  the  celebration  of 
this  festival  at  St.  John's,  on  the  30th  of  April,  and  on  the  following 
Lord's-day,  has  come  to  hand.  It  will  appear  in  our  next  Number. 
The  services,  one  of  whidi  was  honoured  hy  the  presence  of  the  Go- 
vernor of  the  Island,  appear  to  have  been  numerously  and  respectably 
attended,  and  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  to  have  been  graciously  vouch- 
safed. 

rV.  Missionary  Appointments  and  Eemovals. — 1.  Br.  andSr. 
Bicht^ 'arrived  safely  at  the  Cape,  on  the  23rd  of  December,  after  a 
passage  of  eighty-eight  days. 

2.  Br.  and  Sr.  Seidel,  of  Sharon,  Barbadoes,  being  obliged  to  re- 
turn to  Europe,  on  account  of  Br.  SeideFs  impair^  health,  s^ed  from 
Barbadoes,  February  19  th,  and  arrived  safely  in  London,  April  6th, 
after  a  somewhat  stormy  voyage. 

3.  Br.  Samuel  Weitz  was  married  on  the  30th  of  March,  at 
Hermhut,  to  Sr.  M.  A.  Rosenberg ;  and  Br.  C.  A.  Reichstein,  on  the 
3 1st,  at  Gnadenirey,  to  Sr.  Ann  E.  SchnabeU.  After  the  IJ.  E.  C.  had 
conversed  with  these  BrethAn  and  Sisters  concerning  their  respective 
calls,  the  two  Srs.  were  accepted  acoluths.  Br.  and  Sr.  Eeichstcin 
sailed  from  London,  for  Barbadoes,  in  the  barque  "  Osbert," 
May  17th. 

4.  On  the  5th  of  April,  Br.  and  Sr.  Chapman  Cooke,  sailed  for 
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North  America  firom  Antigua^  which  island  they  were  obliged  to 
leave  on  account  of  Br.  Cooke's  weak  state  of  health. 

5.  Br.  and  Sr.  Fricke  arrived  safely  at  Paramaribo,  on  the  31st 
of  March.

A.  Hamilton  has  taken  charge  of  the  congregation  at 
Newfield,  Antigua ;  Br.  and  Sr.  Moderau,  that  of  the  congregation 
at  Cedar-hall;  and  Br.  Hasting  the  direction  of  the  Training-school  at 
the  same  place.  Br.  and  Sr.  Thraen,  of  Gracefield,  Antigua,  have 
obtained  permission  to  retire,  after  a  flaithful  service  of  many 
years. 

10.  Br.  and  Sr.  Homig,  of  Emmaus,  in  St.  Jan*s,  have  been  called 
>  to  the  service  of  the  Antigua  Mission. 

11.  February  the  24th,  Br.  G.  N.  Feurig  was  ordained  a  pres- 
byter, and  the  Bm.  S.  Weiz,  and  Charles  A.  Beichstein,  deacons,  of 
the  Brethren's  Church,  by  Br.  J.  C.  Breutel,  at  Klein welke. 

12.  On  the  3rd  of  January  the  Bm.  James  Turner,  John  F. 
Moderau,  John  L.  Hasting,  and  John  Buckley  were  ordained  deacons 
by  Br.  G.  W.  Westerby,  Bishop  (rf  the  Brethren's  Church.  Sr.  Buck- 
ley had  been  accepted  acoluth  in  the  evening  of  the  previous  day,  in  a 
meeting  of  the  Mission-family  at  the  same  place. 

13.  January  22nd,  Br.  Theodore  Sonderman  was  married  at 
Fairfield,  Jamaica,  to  Sr.  Emily  F.  Thust,  who  had  arrived  there  on 
the  10th.

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MEMOIR 

Of  Sr.  Mary  Elizabeth  Hoffmann,  Missionary  in  South  Africa, 
Moko  departed  tfm  Life  (U  Kleinwelke,  Jime  29th,  1852. 

I  WAS  bom  July  24th,  1790,  at  Lower  Kunewalde,  near  Bautzen, 
where  my  parents  were  poor  linen-weavers.  My  fiither  had  the 
eternal  welfare  of  his  seven  children  much  at  heart,  and  lost  no 
opportunity  of  directing  us  to  the  children's  best  Friend.  Our  Saviour 
was  pleased,  at  an  early  period,  to  make  His  gracious  influences  felt 
in  my  heart.  And  my  father's  statements  regarding  Him  and  His 
coming  into  the  world,  and  dying  on  the  cross  for  our  sins,  made  a 
deep  impression  on  me.  In  this  way,  I  obtained  a  child-like  love  and 
confidence  towards  our  Saviour,  which  was  a  blessing  to  me  in  those 
early  days  of  childhood,  when  from  bitter  poverty  we  had  often  to  go 
hungry  to  bed,  as  well  as  in  maturer  years. 

My  parents  belonged  to  the  Diaspora,  and  often  took  me  with 
them  to  Kleinwelke.  I  wished  I  could  live  in  such  a  quiet  place, 
and,  eventually,  my  wish  was  gratified.  I  soon  obtained  employment; 
yet,  as  my  father  could  not  assist  me  at  all,  even  in  the  beginning,  I 
was  much  pinched  At  length,  my  health  became  delicate,  and,  as 
this  rendered  labour  more  trying  to  me,  I  resolved  to  return  to  my 
fiEtther's  house.  On  my  arrival  there,  my  father  expressed  his  pleasure 
at  this  msit.  But,  on  my  declaring  that  I  wished  to  remmn  at  home, 
he  replied,  "  My  child,  remember,  *  No  man  having  put  his  hand  to 
the  plough,  and  looking  back,  is  fit  for  the  kingdom  of  Grod* "  I  was 
not  prepared  for  such  an  answer,  having  expected  that  he  would  be 
glad  to  receive  me.  I  therefore  only  remained  one  night  at  home, 
and  then  returned  to  Elleinwelke.  Here,  I  afterwards  felt  much 
happier,  though  I  was,  still,  sometimes  unnecessarily  anxious  about 
externals. 

In  the  year  1812,  I  removed  to  Niesky,  where  I  afterwards 
entered  the  service  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Kolbing.  In  1818,  I  accompanied 
tkem  to  Berthelsdorf  and  Hermhut.  While  at  the  latter  place,  in 
1819,  I  received  a  call  to  serve  our  Saviour  in  the  Mission  in  South 
Africa.  Although  I  deeply  felt  my  weakness  and  insufficiency  for 
such  a  weighty  commission,  yet  the  Lord  granted  me  the  joyftJ 
willingness  to  serve  in  His  vineyard,  trusting  in  His  strength 
and  help. 

After  a  short  visit  to  my  parents,  I  took  an  affecting  leave  of 
them,  with  the  joyful  hope  of  meeting  again  in  a  happy  eternity. 

The  voyage  from  Hamburgh  to  London  occupied  fourteen  days, 
and  that  to  the  Cape  three  months,  the  latter  being,  in  many  respects, 
very  unpleasant.  After  a  sojourn  of  four  months  at  Genadendal,  I 
reached  my  destination,  at  Enon,  on  the  27th  of  April,  1822,  accom- 
panied by  Br.  and  Sr.  Lemmertz.  Here,  I  was  united  in  holy  matri- 
mony with  Br.  Frederick  Hoflfman,  with  whom  I  covenanted  that 
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we  would  serve  the  Lord,  to  whose  work  we  were  called,  with  soul 
and  body. 

In  the  year  1823,  we  received  an  appointment  to  the  service  of 
the  congregation  at  Groenekloof  (now  called  Mamre).  The  journey 
thither  was  attended  with  much  anxiety  and  danger,  yet  we  arrived 
there  safe  and  welL  After  a  five  years  service  at  this  station,  we 
were  appointed  to  accompany  Br.  and  8r.  Lemmerts  gb  a  journey  to  the 
country  of  the  Tambookies,  with  a  view  to  eommenoe  a  Mission  there. 
My  husband  found  it  di£|cult  to  accept  this  appointment.  However, 
our  Saviour  bestowed  courage  and  cheerfulness  on  me,  so  that  I  could 
encourage  my  husband,  though  I  was  well  aware  that  we  should  meet 
with  many  dbQ^culties,  and  perhaps  risk  our  lives.  It  was  impressed 
on  my  fhind  that  the  Lord,  when  calling  upon  us  to  do  something  fi>r 
His  name's  praise  and  glory,  will,  at  the  sam9  time,  afford  the  needful 
courage  and  strength.  The  truth  of  this  we  eventually  richly  ex- 
perienced. After  a  visit  to  Cape  Town,  to  procure  what  was  needful 
for  the  Journey,  we  took  a  cordial  leave  of  the  dear  congregation  at 
Groenekloof,  and  proceeded  to  GenadendaL  Here,  we  were  com- 
mended to  the  Lord  in  prayer  at  a  public  meeting,  took  a  solemn 
leave  of  the  Missionaries,  and  then  proceeded  on  our  way.  As  long 
as  we  had  an  even  road,  and  good  draught  oxen,  we  went  rapidly  for- 
ward. But,  when  we  had  to  get  a  fresh  span  of  oxen,  which  were  not 
so  good,  together  with  a  badly-constructed  waggon,  we  proceeded 
much  more  slowly,  especially  as  the  new  oxen  refused  the  hills. 
However,  after  many  hardships,  we  reached  Enon  by  Easter.  Having 
rested  at  this  place  during  the  festival^  we  continued  our  journey  in 
the  liord's  name,  accompanied  by  Br.  Fritsch  and  some  Hottentots 
who  volunteered  to  go  with  us.  On  our  way,  we  visited  several 
friends,  who,  on  hearing  of  our  destination,  expressed  their  fears  for 
our  safety,  and  be^ed  that,  at  aU  events,  the  women  might  remain 
with  them,  until  the  Brethren  bad  ascertained  the  state  of  affairs.  I, 
however,  declared  that,  as  my  husband  would  stand  in  peculiar  need 
of  my  help  at  the  new  station,  I  would,  on  no  account,  remain  behind. 
"We  therefore  continued  our  journey,  trusting  in  the  Lord's  gra- 
cious help. 

On  our  arrival  at  the  frontier  of  the  Tambooki  country,  we 
ascertained  that  we  could  not  proceed,  without  having  first  spoken 
with  the  principal  chiefl  As  he  was  absent,  we  were  required  to  wait 
till  his  return.  Our  provisions,  in  consequence  of  this  delay,  became 
nearly  exhausted,  and  had  we  not  converted  an  ant-hill,  hollowed  out 
for  the  purpose,  into  an  oven,  we  should  have  been  also  without 
bread.  At  length,  as  the  Tambooki  chief  did  not  make  his  appearance, 
we  were  obliged  to  enter  the  countnr  without  leave,  and  arrived  at 
the  appointed  place  on  the  20th  of  May,  1829.  On  our  arrival,  we 
united  in  earnest  prayer  to  our  Saviour,  that  He  would  graciously 
own  us  and  our  labours,  and  be  our  eonstant  shield  and  safeguard. 

Our  first  work  was  to  construct  an  ox-kraal,  and  to  spread  our 
tent.  The  next  step  was  the  erection  of  a  house.  There  was,  how- 
ever, no  wood  in  the  neighbourhood  suitable  for  building ;  so  we  had 
to  be  satisfied  with  a  hut  of  willow-sticks,  and  even  this  gave  the 
Brethren  much  trouble  before  it  was  completed.      When  it  was 
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famhed,  we  were  as  glad  of  it  as  if  it  had  been  a  splendid  palace.  Om* 
dwellingu  were  in  the  gables,  the  centre  being  set  apart  as  a  place  of 
meeting.  Curiosity  soon  attracted  the  Tambw)kies.  But,  when  they 
heard  the  ii^tent  of  our  coming,  it  appeared  very  absurd  to  them,  and 
they  said  that  we  should  soon  die  of  hunger  in  this  desert.  We, 
however,  assured  them  th^t  in  a  yeaf  they  would  see  th^  contrary. 
The  principal  chief  nevpr  came  without  his  seven  wives,  and  a  whole 
train  of  servants,  for  whose  accommodation  he  required  an  entire 
house,  besides  entertainment.  His  sons,  Mapasa  and  another,  also 
required  to  be  treated  as  chie&.  But  none  of  them  showed  a  desire 
to  live  with  us,  until  the  Lord  sent  enemies,  who  robbed  them  of  their 
cafetle.  Then  they  wished  to  come  and  learn  how  to  cultivate  the 
ground.  About  half  a  year  after  our  arrival,  the  same  enemies  came 
with  the  intention  of  burning  our  dwellings  over  our  heads.  Happily 
we  had  not  retired  to  rest,  and  oui*  watchful  dog  warned  us  of  their 
approi^h.  The  six  Hottentots,  who  were  still  our  only  companioQS, 
discharged  their  muskets  rapidly,  one  after  the  other,  but,  at  our 
request,  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  injure  any  of  the  savages.  The 
Utter  now  took  to  flight,  carrying  with  them  the  firebrands  which 
they  had  brought  When  the  alarm  was  given,  I  had  thought  of  the 
text^  ''Call  upon  me  in  the  day  of  trouble;  I  will  deliver  thee,  and 
thou  shalt  glorify  me"  (Ps.  L  15);  and  exclaimed,  "Dear  Saviour, 
Thou  art  stronger  than  all  our  enemies.  Iiet  us  now  experience  that 
Thy  word  is  truth  I "  The  same  party  had  shortly  before  robbed  us  of 
some  of  our  cattle.  The  next  time  the  Tambooki  chief  came,  he  said^ 
"  I  see  now  that  you  do  not  care  if  all  you  have  is  stolen.  I  thought 
you  would  have  brought  a  whole  commando  of  soldiers  who  would 
have  guarded  my  cattle  as  well  as  yours,  so  that  I  might  sleep  in  peace. 
But  now,  I  do  not  wish  to  come  to  you."  He  then  went  to  live  a 
day^s  journey  nearer  to  the  frontier  pf  the  colony,  in  hopes  to  be  more 
secure ;  he  was,  however,  murdered  by  some  of  his  own  people  a  few 
wee]c8  afterwards. 

Mapasa  now  became  principal  chief  in  his  father's  stead,  and 
revenged  the  death  of  the  latter.  Having  destroyed  the  murderenf, 
he  came  to  us  in  fuU  war-costume,  and  asked  if  we  would  not  gQ 
fartlier  into  his  country  with  him.  He  was  reminded  that  he  had 
never  jet  manifested  any  desire  to  live  and  act  according  to  God's 
word,  and  was  informed  that,  whenever  he  felt  such  a  desire,  he  ooul4 
come  and  live  at  Shil<^,  as  we  did  not  intend  to  leave  that  place.  His 
intention  in  making  this  i»x>posal  was,  to  destroy  those  Tambookies^ 
who  were  living  with  us,  because  they  belonged  to  the  tribe  by  whom 
his  &ther  had  been  murdered, — ^their  heathenish  customs  requiring 
that,  in  sx^  oases,  the  whole  tribe  should  be  extirpated. 

It  is  difficult  to  form  a  correct  idea  of  such  heathea  races, 
ampngst  whom  there  is  a  continual  oonJ&ict  between  light  and  dark* 
nessy  and  over  whom  Satan  reigns.  No  sooaer  did  we  entertain  the 
hope  tb^t  a  BQul  was  gained  for  our  Saviour,  than  the  enemy  was  im- 
mediately bwiy.  On  one  occasion,  two  men,  who  were  appointed 
eandidi^es  lor  baptism,  drew  back,  because  hostile  colonists  had  made 
Uiem  believe  that  they  would  die,  as  soon  as  they  were  baptized.  The 
eolaiiiaA9  verei,  at  that  time,  so  opposed  to  our  objects,  that  the  re- 
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mark  was  made,  on  the  occasion  of  our  church-building,  that  it  would 
be  preferable  to  erect  a  gallows  at  Shiloh,  and  hang  all  the  blacks. 
Yet,  we  were  often  led  to  experience  that  God's  hand  is  stronger  than 
all  the  craft  and  malice  of  Satan.  On  occasion  of  the  visits  of  wild 
heathen,  we  were  often  not  a  little  anxious,  not  knowing  what  their 
intentions  might  be.  At  such  times,  I  prayed  simply  to  our  Saviour, 
and  was  then  enabled  to  meet  them  boldly,  and  to  give  them  my  hand 
in  friendly  salutation. 

In  the  first  six  perilous  years  of  our  abode  at  Shiloh,  we  were 
three  times  robbed  of  our  cattle.  Yet  the  Lord  watched  over  our 
lives,  and  I  was  able  to  pass  my  time  very  pleasantly.  Indeed,  I  at 
times  really  enjoyed  the  thought  that  we  were  so  dependent  on  the 
Lord  and  His  help  alone,  and  was  astonished  at  His  goodness  in 
rendering  me  so  happy  in  that  savage  country.  Afterwards,  when 
there  were  more  inhabitants  in  our  place,  I  met  with  difficulties, 
especially  at  the  individual  speakings,  which  could  only  be  con- 
ducted by  means  of  an  interpreter.  A  family  of  Bassootoos,  who 
had  been  kidnapped  by  a  Tambooki  chief,  were  the  first  permanent 
settlers.  They  were  baptized,  one  after  the  other,  and  eventually 
cultivated  land,  and  showed  themselves  diligent  people.  Other  hea- 
thens, who  lived  with  us,  and  showed  no  earnest  desire  for  change 
of  heart,  were  given  to  understand  that  they  had  better  go  away 
if  they  would  not  listen  to  Gbd's  word.  They,  however,  declared, 
"Here  we  are  in  God's  place,  and  we  are  likewise  His  children. 
We  will  not  go  away,  for  here  we  can  sleep  in  peace,  without  being 
continually  persecuted  by  our  enemies."  At  length  the  Spirit  of 
God  was  successful  in  convincing  some  of  them,  and  especicdly  two 
fisimous  sorcerers,  that  they  were  sinners.  Hard  and  stubborn  as 
their  hearts  had  been,  they  were  softened  and  impressed  by  grace,  so 
that  they  could  scarcely  find  words  to  express  their  inwiurd  expe- 
riences. When  conversed  with,  previous  to  the  enjoyment  of  the 
Holy  Communion,  they  sometimes  burst  into  a  flood  of  tears,  and  said, 
"  Dear  children  of  God,  you  were  never  weary  of  taking  pains  with 
us,  though  we  gave  you  so  much  trouble.  We  could  not  believe, 
because  we  loved  our  heathenish  customs.  O  how  good  and  how 
great  is  Jesus,  who  has  had  mercy  upon  us  1 "  An  old,  believing 
Tambooki  female  was  accustomed  to  calculate  beforehand  the  time  for 
the  Holy  Communion.  Once,  when  it  was  postponed,  she  exclaimed  in 
great  anxiety,  "  0,  I  hope  the  children  of  God  are  not  going  to  grow 
weary  of  taJdng  pains  with  us  bad  people ! "  Such  proofs  of  the 
power  of  God's  grace  impart  to  the  labourers  in  God's  vineyard  fresh 
courage  and  perseverance  in  difficult  circumstances. 

As  the  congregation  increased,  our  duties  increased  with  it;  and, 
from  4iie  want  of  intelligent  assistants,  all  the  economical  responsi- 
bilities devolved  on  us.  The  result  in  my  case  was,  that  I  was 
attacked  by  an  inflammatory  fever,  during  the  course  of  which  we 
were  left  to  our  own  resources,  being  entirely  without  medical  aid 
There  is  much  danger  of  disease  to  Europeans,  who  are  exposed  to 
the  burning  sun  of  an  African  summer.  However,  I  found  it  not 
difficult  to  hold  out,  for  my  heart's  language  was,  "  I  owe  Thee  spirit, 
soul  and  body."  Nor  did  it  ever  occur  to  me  that  these  exertions 
might  be  prejudicial  to  my  health,  aa  I  now,  in  advanced  life,  feel  to 
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be  the  case.  However,  I  do  not  regret  this, — my  dear  Saviour  daily 
sweetens  my  sufferings,  and  blesses  me  so  abundantly  with  His  gi-acious 
nearness,  that  1  feel  it  the  greatest  privilege  to  have  been  permitted 
to  serve  Him. 

In  the  year  1836,  we  were  alarmed  by  rumours  of  a  Caffre  war, 
which  indeed,  as  we  afterwards  found,  had  been  raging  for  two 
months  before  we  heard  of  it.  It  was  x-ecommended  that  we  should 
take  to  flight,  or^  at  all  events,  that  the  Sisters  should  be  sent  to  a 
place  of  safety.  But  I  could  not  make  up  my  mind  to  this  step,  fear- 
ing we  might  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  and  believing  that 
we  ought  to  remain  at  the  station  to  the  last.  We  had  observed 
that  Mapasa  had  several  times  inquired  when  we  meant  to  go ;  and 
now,  when  the  rumours  became  daily  more  alarming,  the  native 
women,  who  lived  at  Shiloh,  came  to  ask  where  they  must  remain 
while  we  were  away.  I  told  the  latter  that  we  would  take  refuge  in 
prayer  to  our  dear  Lord,  and  that,  if  they  were  of  one  mind  with  us 
thus  to  appeal  to  Him,  they  would  see  that  He  is  stronger  than  all 
foes.  We  did  thus  unite  in  looking  to  Him  for  help,  and  had  a  gra- 
cious experience  of  it.  A  commando  of  armed  farmers  made  their 
appearance,  the  captain  of  which  was  a  pious  man.  He  begged  an 
interest  in  our  prayers,  and  declared  that  he  and  his  party  were  come 
to  protect  Shiloh.  Thus  the  Lord  cared  for  us.  These  and  other 
sinular  experiences  not  only  gave  me  occasion  for  frequent  conversa- 
tions, especially  with  the  females,  on  confidence  in  God,  but  likewise 
had  the  effect  of  rendering  me  very  attached  to  Shiloh.  Hence  I 
found  it  difficult  to  obey  a  call  to  Enon,  which  I  received  in  1838. 

Here,  however,  I  must  mention  some  circumstances  which,  while 
giving  me  cause  for  humiliation,  at  the  same  time  lead  me  to  deep 
gratitude  to  my  faithful  Saviour.  They  form  a  proof  that,  after  mani- 
fold experience,  we  may  still  be  unfaithful,  and  grieve  our  gracious 
Saviour.  I  imagined  that  my  fellow-labourers  gave  me  a  share  of 
duty  more  than  my  due  and  beyond  my  strength.  This  discouraged 
me,  and  instead  of  making  known  my  troubles  to  our  Saviour,  I 
sought  help  of  man.  At  length  I  was  almost  in  despair,  and  even 
my  bodily  health  suffered.  The  enemy  of  my  soul  took  the  opportu- 
nity to  insinuate  that  God  would  not  hear  my  cry,  and  that  I  should 
be  lost.  I  cannot  describe  what  I  endured.  Often  my  duty  required 
that  I  should  seek  to  administer  comfort  to  others  while  I  was  with- 
out comfort  myself.  *  Eventually,  severe  sickness  attacked  me,  and  I 
was  ill  the  whole  winter.  What  thanks  do  I  owe  to  my  Saviour  for 
His  faithfulness  at  this  time.  He  held  His  hand  over  me  and  sup- 
ported me  in  those  hours  of  darkness.  After  many  severe  spiiitual 
and  bodily  trials,  I  at  length  recovered.  From  this  time  my  voca- 
tion became  anew  important  and  precious  to  me,  and  I  could  heartily 
say, 

**  O  may  my  life  and  laboiur, 

Express  what  Thou  bast  done, 
By  love  towards  my  neighbour, 

B?  serving  every  one, 
Without  self-interest  or  disguise ; 

And  may  Thy  pure  example 

Be  my  best  exorcsise  ! " 
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On  our  journey  to  Enon,  in  January,  1839,  we  suffbred  much 
from  want  of  water.  At  Enon  we  found  the  greatest  distress  pre- 
vailing on  account  of  the  drought.  After  some  time,  however,  the 
Lord  answered  our  prayers  and  sent  refreshing  rain.  But  we 
soon  had  other  trials.  The  small-pox  broke  out  among  the  Hotten- 
tots and  carried  off  twenty  persons.  Not  long  after  this  I  expe- 
rienced a  return  of  the  complaint  from  which  I  suffered  at  Shiloh, 
Accompanied  by  similar  mental  conflicts.  A  series  of  eruptions  over 
the  whole  body,  though  very  painful,  had  the  effect  of  improving  my 
general  health  considerably.  My  deat  husband  was  never  quite  well 
after  we  arrived  at  Enon.  He  suffered  much  from  severe  pains  in 
the  chest,  and  though  temporary  relief  followed  the  use  of  means,  it 
soon  became  evident  that  his  disease  was  consumption  and  would  be 
the  means  of  his  dissolution.  This  was  a  painful  prospect  for  me ; 
however,  I  implored  our  Saviour  to  deliver  me  from  mv  own  will, 
and  to  make  me  resigned  to  His,  On  the  3rd  of  July,  1841,  the  soul 
of  the  dear  sufferer  obtained  permission  to  enter  its  rest.  In  my 
lonely  state  I  poured  out  my  heart  before  our  Saviour,  and  expe- 
rienced a  happy  enjoyment  of  His  peace.  Even  during  the  funeral 
my  thoughts  were  more  in  heaven  than  on  earth. 

Shortly  afterwards  I  was  directed  to  accompany  the  Widow  Sis- 
ter Halter  to  Genadendal,  tliat  we  might  take  charge  of  six  children 
during  the  voyage  to  Europe.  The  journey  to  Genadendal  Was,  I 
think,  the  most  difficult  and  unpleasant  I  ever  performed  In  Africa. 
Before  embarking,  I  visited  several  of  our  stations,  aiid  among  the 
rest,  Groenekloof,  where  1  had  previously  labourea  fourteen  years. 
At  this  place  1  was  much  pleased  with  the  declarations  of  some  upon 
whom  all  our  efforts  had  been  exerted  apparently  in  vain.  They 
now  declared  that  they  had  never  forgotten  our  solemn  adlnonitions, 
and  even  some,  who  had  been  negligent  for  years,  had  been  since  led 
to  reflect  on  these  things,  amid  their  heathenism,  aud  had  eventually 
returned  to  the  congregatioh  of  the  faithfrd. 

We  sailed  from  Cape  Town  on  the  30th  of  April,  1842,  and  ar- 
rived safely  in  London  on  the  24th  of  July.  As  the  congregation 
partook  of  the  Holy  Communion  on  this  day,  'We  had  an  opportunity 
of  participating  and  of  expressing  our  feelings  of  thankftdness  to  our 
Saviour.  After  a  pleasant  sojourn  of  fiVe  days  in  London  we  pro- 
ceeded on  our  journey,  and,  on  the  20th  of  August,  arrived  at  Klein^ 
welke.  When  I  found  myself  once  more  in  my  native  country  and 
took  a  retrospect  of  the  past,  I  exclaimed  with  deep  emotion, 

"  He  leads  us  with  a  mother^s  oare, 
Protects  from  danger,  guards  from  fear, 
Give  to  our  Qoa  the  glory." 

Kleinwelke  was  the  place  of  rest  appointed  for  me.  My  attach* 
ment  to  the  scenes  of  my  fbrmer  labours  rendered  it  difficult  for  me 
to  feel  at  home,  and  I  had  to  suffer  much  from  ill  health,  especially 
fix)m  rheumatism.  However,  my  Saviour  graciously  heard  my 
prayers  and  strengthened  me.  Whom  the  Lord  loves,  He  rebukes 
and  chastens.  Often  should  I  hate  forgotten  Him,  had  I  not  been 
driven  to  Hun  by  suffering,    to  His  praise  I  must  testify  that  He  is 
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often  sensibly  near  me  !n  my  solitude,  when  I  enjoy  hearts  commu- 
nion with  Him.  In  the  retrospect  of  my  course  through  life,  I  must 
exclaim : 

"l^allat^Thyfeet, 
Thy  tneMy'B  bo  gteait 
I'm  lost  in  anuuse ; 
Thy  love  and  forbearance  all  thou^t  fax  Burpasd.^ 

And,  in  refer^ice  to  the  future^  my  con£dence  is  expressed  in  this 
verse: 

'*  ^j  Saviour^s  blood  and  rigliteoufih^, 

My  beauty  is>  my  gl^ous  di^M ) 

Thus  well  arrayed,  I  shall  not  fear, 

When  in  fiis  presence  I  appear.** 

Here  our  late  Sister's  own  account  eloees.  On  the  part  of  the 
congregation  at  Kkinwelke  it  is  added : 

After  a  missionary-Service  of  more  than  twenty  years,  connected 
With  many  trials,  a  period  of  rest  was  most  desirable  for  otir  late  Sis- 
ter, espedaily  as  she  repeatedly  suflfered  from  the  eomplidflt  referred 
to  her  by  herself.  At  such  times  she  was  «n  objeot  of  totopMaien  to 
all  who  were  acquainted  with  her  circumstances.  The  more  thank- 
ful were  we  to  our  Saviour  that  He  permitted  His  light  to  shine  in 
her  darkness.  She  took  a  deep  interest  in  the  spread  of  the  kingdom 
of  God  throughout  the  world.  Althtmgh^  towards  the  close  of  her 
life,  she  had  mueh  to  suffer  from  continual  rheumatism,  our  Saviour 
graciously  supported  her,  and  she  was  enabled  to  be  active  Until  a 
few  days  before  her  death.  A  violetit  fever,  abcompahled  by  great 
weakness,  ^Ai  the  means  of  her  dissohttion,  and  on  the  29th  of  June^ 
1852,  her  ransomed  sotd  passed  gently  from  ftdth  to  right,  hd*  age 
being  61  years  alid  11  months.

ALTHOtJQH  there  is  nothing  of  a  ne^  or  tery  striking  charadter 
to  report  from  this  extensive  and  important  portion  of  the  Missioti'- 
field,  we  doubt  not  that  the  extract  from  a  letter  of  Br.  C.  R.  K^ol- 
l»ng  will  be  perused  with  interest,  oontamin^  sb  it  does^  references 
to  sevetfd  matters,  bearing  not  only  on  the  «tate  of  tike  work  inixust- 
ed  to  the  Bfethreti's  Ohiirch  in  Sotlth  Africa,  but  $Aa6  o&  Mimi^ary 
operations  in  general 

Br.  Suhl  gives  an  interesting  view  of  the  Mission-'^ork  and  its  re- 
Bidts;  and  although  a  ftiithfhl  pourtrayal  aeeessaiily  includes  some 
shades  of  dat^er  cekmriiig,  y^t,  on  ^e  whole,  ike  leprseefitatHm 
given  is  of  such  a  chamfctfet  as  may  well  eieite  foeliags  irf  praise  and 
thantfulness.  Not  the  least  pleasing  feature  is,  the  cordial  co-opera- 
tion and  kind  and  brotherly  feeling  evidently  existing  between  our 
BrathreB  and  servants  q£  Ood  of  other  seeiioBe  of  the  Church  of  Christ 
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The  report  given  by  Br.  Franke,  in  a  letter  from  Mamre  (for- 
merly Groenekloof ),  embodying  extracts  from  the  diary  of  that 
congregation,  will  be  found  to  afford  some  pleasing  proofe  that  the 
work  of  God  still  goes  on  in  an  encouraging  manner  under  His  gra- 
cious blessing.  The  departure  of  one  or  two  aged  pilgrims,  while 
exciting  feelings  of  regret  for  the  loss  of  those  who  were  a  good  salt 
among  their  fellow  countrymen,  yet,  from  the  evidence  given  that 
they  had  a  good  hope  of  everlasting  life  though  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord,  affords  cause  to  glorify  God  for  the  blessed  effects  following  the 
faithful  preaching  of  His  gospel  by  His  servants. 

The  testimony  borne  by  the  Missionary  to  the  fidthfulness  of  the 
aged  Jeremias  Abel  affords  an  opportunity  of  calling  to  mind  with 
thankfulness  the  kindness  of  our  Saviour  in  providentially  raising  up 
suitable  and  &ithful  assistants  to  our  Missionaiy  Brethren  and  Sis- 
ters, aa  well  in  their  domestic  concerns  as  in  the  management  and 
oversight  of  their  numerous  congregations. 


From  Br.  0.  P.  Franke. 
"  Dear  Brother,  "  Mamre,  May  26«^,  1856. 

"  ON  the  9th  of  this  month  I  had  the  pleasure  to  receive  your  kind 
letter,  dated  February  5th,  and  I  beg  you  to  accept  my  cordial  thanks 
for  it.  I  hope  you  safely  received  my  last  letter  dated  January  15th. 
It  was  forwajrded  by  a  gentleman  who  was  proceeding  to  London,  and 
who  undertook  to  hand  it  to  you.  Lidosed  in  it  was  the  account  of  the 
journey  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Bichter.  We  had  the  pleasure  of  their  company 
here  till  the  4th  of  March,  on  which  day  they  left  us  accompanied  by 
Br.  and  Sr.  Suhl,  who  had  also  spent  a  short  time  here  to  our  mutual 
gratification.  While  Br.  Suhl  was  here,  he  made  a  pretty  sketch  of  this 
station,  which  Br.  Roser  intends  to  have  lithographed  at  Stuttgart. 
In  the  foreground  of  the  picture  he  has  represented  me,  and  the  good 
old  day-labourer,  Jeremias  Abel,  who  happened  to  be  just  engaged  on 
the  spot,  pulling  up  bushes.  I  am  so  much  the  more  glad  that  this 
old  man  found  a  place  in  the  picture,  as  it  pleased  the  Lord,  on  the 
18th  of  this  month,  by  means  of  an  attack  of  influenza,  to  call  home 
to  Himself  this  aged  faithM  servant  of  our  Missionaries  here.  He 
was  the  second  son  of  the  centenarian  Benigna  Johanna,  and  was 
himself  seventy-nine  years  old.  He  had  for  many  years  performed 
the  duties  of  a  church-servant,  with  more  than  ordinary  faithfulness, 
and  was  actively  engaged  untH  last  Whit-Sunday.  On  that  day,  he 
was  taken  seriously  ilL  He  waa  at  once  convinced  that  his  departure 
was  at  hand,  and  stated  that  our  Saviour  would  soon  take  him  to 
Himself.  The  evening  before  his  death,  I  visited  him  for  the  last 
time,  and  was  much  edified  by  his  expressions  in  reference  to  his 
approaching  end,  as  he  placed  all  his  hopes  in  the  merits  and  death  of 
Jesus.     On  this  occasion,  he  requested  me  to  send  a  special  hearty 
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salatation  to  you,  as  he  had  known  and  loved  your  late  father  when 
he  was  here,  and  hoped  soon  to  meet  him  again  in  heaven. 

"  After  despatching  my  last  letter  to  you,  I  passed  through  a 
very  busy  time.  I  had,  in  the  first  place,  a  good  deal  of  desk-work, 
which  had  a  veiy  &ktiguing  effect  on  mind  and  body.  Scarcely  was 
this  finished,  when  my  wife  and  myself  had  to  undertake  the  in- 
dividual speaking  with  the  various  classes  of  our  congregation.  Such 
speakings,  though  fatiguing,  are  at  once  pleasant  and  useful,  as  they 
afford  us  a  good  opportimity  to  speak  a  word  in  season  to  those  who 
require  it.  After  die  speaking  on  Sunday,  February  24th,  ten  young 
persons  were  received  into  the  congregation ;  on  Palm-Sunday,  seven 
were  confirmed;  and  on  Easter-Monday,  three  adults  and  six  children 
were  baptized.  We  had  the  pleasure  to  see  the  meetings  in  the 
Passion-week  remarkably  well-attended.  The  services  were  enlivened 
by  the  performance  of  several  musical  pieces.  On  Easter-morning, 
though  we  were  not  favoured  with  fine  weather,  we  prayed  the  Litany 
in  the  buiying-ground,  as  usual  Many  of  our  people  from  the  out- 
stations,  as  well  as  strangers,  came  to  celebrate  the  festival  with  us. 
Among  the  latter  was  an  English  gentleman,  who  is  settled  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Cape-Town.  He  is  the  son  of  the  incimibent  of  a  parish  about 
forty  miles  from  London.  This  gentleman  b  always  glad  to  be  visited 
by  oar  Missionary  Brethren  and  Sisters.  He  r^^arly  attends  here  at 
Easter.  Br.  and  Sr.  Bonatz,  when  on  their  journey  £ix)m  this  place  to 
Simon's  Bay,  with  several  children,  spent  two  days  at  his  house,  and 
experienced  much  kindness  from  his  estimable  family. 

"  We  kept  the  festival  of  the  unmarried  women  of  our  congre- 
gation on  the  4th  of  May,  and  enjoyed  the  Lord's  blessing.  The 
Whitsuntide  services  were  not  numerously  attended,  many  of  our 
men  having  gone  to  labour  at  ploughing  and  sowing  with  the  neigh- 
bouring £BLnner& 

"  I  lately  received  a  letter  from  my  brother-in-law,  Br.  R.  Baur, 
firom  Shiloh.  Br.  and  Sr.  Bauer  had  come  as  fsir  as  Enon,  to  meet 
him,  and  they  arrived  safely  at  Shiloh  on  May  6th.  Their  journey 
had  been  somewhat  dangerous,  as  the  passing  of  the  numerous  rivers, 
which  were  swollen  by  the  heavy  rains,  was  attended  with  risk  as 
well  as  difficulty.  Though  sometimes  thoroughly  wetted,  they  were 
never  overturn^  The  same  was  the  case  at  the  deep  holes,  which 
had  been  excavated  by  the  torrents  among  the  Kat  Mountains ;  many 
fragments  of  shattered  waggons  bore  testimony  to  the  dangerous  char- 
acter of  spots  which  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  were  privileged  to  pass 
in  safety.  Br.  Baur  is  much  pleased  with  the  place,  which  is  to  be 
the  scene  of  his  future  labours. 

"  In  the  beginning  of  February,  Br.  and  Sr.  Christensen  paid  a 
visit  to  our  out-station  at  Goedverwacht,  and  conversed  with  the 
little  congregation  there.  Br.  0.  also  baptized  eleven  adults  and  se- 
veral infants,  and  married  two  couples.  At  all  the  services,  the 
school-house  was  crammed  with  attentive  auditors.  Br.  and  Sr. 
Richter  were  able  to  accompany  Br.  and  Sr.  Christensen  on  this  oc- 
casion, and  were  much  pleased  with  their  visit. 

"  All  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  here  are  well,  except  that  some 
still  feel  the  efiects  of  the  influenza,  by  which  all  were  attacked,  and 
that  Br.  Jannasch  is  again  suffering  fix)m  sore  eyes." 
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A  few  incidents  from  the  histoly  of  thia  congl^gation,  during 
the  last  few  months,  follow. 

"  On  Jxdy  17th,  a  pei*son  cftme  to  tia,  irho  had  the  tJommissioii 
td  enrol  the  tiamds  of  all  men  capable  of  bearing  arms,  froni  the  age 
of  twenty  to  fifty.  It  appears  that  the  Gorernor  ha3  the  intention  of 
organizing  a  militia,  Which  is  to  devote  some  weeks  every  year  to 
military  exercises.  It  was  fonnd  that  Mamre  fiirnished  215  suitable 
men.  At  the  same  time,  those  who  posses^d  horses  and  iirearms  had 
to  give  in  their  names. 

"  On  the  20th,  was  the  funeral  of  a  very  old  bian,  hamed  David 
Vertuin*  He  became  a  candidate  for  holy  baptism  in  181 S,  and  was 
baptized  towards  the  close  of  th0  same  year.  In  the  year  1820,  he 
became  partakei*  of  the  Holy  OdmmUttion.  For  niatly  years,  he  served 
the  congregation  as  overseer,  with  much  fidthftllrtoss  and  earnestness; 
and  in  his  walk  and  conversation  was  a  pattern  to  all.  iPot  several 
years  his  great  iVeakness  prevented  him  fh)m  attetidihg  at  the  meet- 
ings in  the  church — A  privation  which  ofben  affecited  him  to  tears. 
But  he  often  boil5  witness  that  dUr  gracious  Saviour  did  not  leave 
him  alone,  and  it  was  at  all  times  ed^ng  to  visit  him  and  Krittiess 
his  fkith,  patience,  and  child-like  love  to  and  dependence  on  our 
Saviotir.  Though  he  lived  With  a  married  daughter,  in  a  state  of 
great  poverty,  nfe\^r  did  a  complaint  escape  his  lips.  Full  of  praise 
and  thankfulness,  he  lay  dn  his  miserable  couch,  and,  without  ever 
begging,  was  trUly  grateful  for  even  the  smallest  assistance  from  the 
poor's  Sind.  When  Br.  Jannasch  visited  him  the  day  before  his  dis- 
solution, he  stated  that  he  had  prayed  oui*  BaViour,  as  He  had  gra- 
ciously preserved  to  him  the  use  of  his  mental  fkcultleS,  eveh  to  an 
advanced  age,  to  be  pleased  to  dontinue  this  favour  to  the  etid.  His 
desire  wiBis  granted;  fdt  as  he  was  engaged  in  prayer,  actJording  to  his 
daily  custom,  surrounded  by  his  grandchildren,  just  as  '  Ameh'  was 
pronounced,  he  suddenly  ceased  to  breathe,  and  his  ransomed  soul 
passed  over  to  the  mansions  of  eternal  pe^Uje. 

"On  the  26th  6t  August,  depaHed  tlmestiua  Meiring.  She 
once  belonged  to  the  congregation,  having  been  baptized  here.  She, 
however,  loved  this  present  evil  worid,  and  let  her  husband  have  no 
peace,  until  he  gave  up  his  house  in  Mamre,  and  went  to  live,  with 
his  whole  family,  at  a  farmer's  settlement.  At  that  time,  she  had 
become  spiritually  dead.  But  the  Good  Shepherd,  whose  voice  she 
had  refused  to  hear,  and  from  Whose  fold  she  had  wande*«d,  rescued 
her,  by  throwing  het  upon  a  bed  of  sickness.  She  at  length  came  to 
herself,  saw  her  feal  condition,  and  Wept  and  prayed  for  mercy  and 
pardon.  She  now  also  saw  and  acknowledged  her  sin  in  forsaking 
the  Lord's  people,  and  sent  her  husband  to  seek  permission  to  be 
brought  hither,  that  she  might  profit  by  our  instructions  in  the  last 
hours  of  her  life.  This  fequest  Was  granted,  and  the  last  weeks  o^ 
her  earthly  pilgrimage  Were  st)ent  here.  She  was  veiy  gratefid  fbr 
the  visits  of  the  Missidnaries;  and  she  often  expressed  her  thanfeftil- 
ness  for  the  benefits  shown  her  by  the  Lord  and  His  servants,  as  like- 
wise that  her  children  could  once  more  enjoy  the  benefits  of  the 
schools  and  the  church,  of  which  she  had  been  the  mesas  of  depriving 
them.  At  length,  she  departed  this  life,  as  We  believe,  as  a  pardotied 
sinner. 
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"  On  the  4th  of  Decelnbei*,  an  old  tnan,  while  at  work  in  the 
harvest-field,  was  bitten  by  a  poisonous  spider,  -very  frequently  met 
with  at  this  time  of  the  year.  As  speedy  assistance  was  itflfctded,  and 
the  remedies  nsed  were  efficacious,  he  recovered,  by  the  Lord*s  help,  in  a 
few  weeks.  When  this  result  does  not  folldw,  in  such  instances  a 
long  and  setere  sickness,  or  even  death  itself,  usually  ensues.**

"  Dear  Brother,  "  Gbnadekdai^  May  &Ut,  1850* 

"  ACCEPT  my  best  thaiiks  for  your  long  ahd  lutferesting  letter  of  the 
2nd  of  February,  which  was  received  on  the  9th  of  May.  I  am  not 
able  to  reply  at  the  same  length,  being  mUch  ctgaged  at  tbis  time  iU 
writing  lettfers  to  Europe,  or  with  the  same  HmoUtit  of  interest,  as 
liothing  particular  has  happened  sinc6  my  last. 

**  Accept  oUr  best  thanks  for  the  readihess  with  which  you  hate 
advocated  the  petition  of  oUr  Enon  Brethren  for  a  steatn-engine.  We 
are  glad  to  hear  it  ha«  been  favdiirably  received,  so  that  we  may  hope 
cmi*  appeal  has  been  succesSfliL  l^ls  good  news  was  communicated 
by  me  to  the  Btnethren  at  EndU  without  delay. 

"  I  hope  1  did  not  forget  to  thank  you  for  '  Evangelical  Christen- 
dom,' which  I  receive  punctually.  I  have  been  much  pleased  With 
several  of  the  articles  in  it. 

"  The  hope  expressfed  in  your  letter,  that  tbe  bloody  war  might 
doon  be  brought  to  a  termination,  has  been  realized  sooner  than  We 
ventured  to  expect.  The  steamer  *  BpltheAd*  yesterday  brought  the 
glad  tidings,  that  the  treaty  of  peace  had  been  signed — an  event  for 
which  we  ought  to  praise  the  Lord. 

"  What  you  mentioned  about  the  questiOh  to  to  the  mode  of  pro- 
ceeding in  establishing  Missions  is  very  interesting  to  me.  My  opinion 
is,  that  Missionary  villages  are  to  be  preferred,  where  they  are  prac- 
ticable; but  that  Missionary  stations  in  places  inhabited  by  mixed 
populations  may  also  be  very  usefhl.  This  opinion  is,  I  believe, 
borne  out  by  the  experience  of  ourselves  and  other  Missionary  So- 
cieties. Our  Brethrett  of  the  Rhenish  Society  resided  in  Namaqua 
villages,  under  the  rule  of  native  captains.  lu  some  instances,  the 
Missionaries  Were  driven  away,  and,  in  others,  they  found  it  impos- 
sible to  prevent  cattle-stealing  expeditions,  because  they  had  no  con- 
trol over  the  people. 

"Br.  and  Sr.  Richter  have  iceAched  Enon,  after  a  long  and 
stormy  passage  of  18  days,  ttom  Cape  Town  to  Port  Elizabeth. 

"  At  Enon,  there  was  plenty  of  rain ;  the  people .  had  sO^«m  a 
great  deal,  and  a  good  and  fertile  season  was  expectect 

"  Our  veteran  Br.  Fritsch,  after  forty-five  years  of  service,  feels 
his  health  declining.  He  is  so  far  recovered  from  an  attack  of  the 
influenza^  as  to  be  able  to  walk  about,  but  his  strength  is  much 
broken." 
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From  the  Same, 
(From  the  Misnons-MoH,) 
"  TOWARDS  the  close  of  last  year,  I  spent  some  weeks  witii  my 
family  at  Robben  Island,  in  order  to  give  Br.  and  Sr.  Wedemann  an 
opportunity  of  spending  a  few  weeks  at  Genadendal,  after  an  abode  of 
several  years  at  their  lonely  post.  Although  descriptions  of  this 
place  and  the  establishments  at  it  have  already  been  given,  yet  some 
information  as  to  their  present  condition  may  not  be  unacceptable. 

"  Tlie  entire  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  at  present  is  not 
less  than  300,  of  whom  seventy  are  lepers,  seventy-six  insane  persons, 
and  the  rest  suflferers  from  a  variety  of  diseases, — ^blind,  lame,  and 
otherwise  infirm  persons.  Among  the  lepers,  only  two  are  of  Euro- 
pean extraction;  but,  of  the  rest,  at  least  one-fourth  consists  of  repi^ 
sentatives  of  a  variety  of  nations.  There  are  English,  French,  Italians, 
Germans,  Danes,  Swedes,  Himgarians,  and  even  one  Turk. 

"  The  Sunday-services,  which  are  held  partly  in  English,  are 
attended  by  all  the  patients  who  are  able  to  do  so.  The  weekly 
meetings  are  more  for  those  who  desire  further  instruction.  These 
are  mostly  coloured  people.  Their  number  is  about  eighty,  while  the 
average  attendance  is  about  seventy.  It  is  really  affecting  to  see 
them  coming  to  church,  some  crippled  and  dragging  themselves  along 
by  the  aid  of  crutches,  others  bUnd  and  groping  their  way,  the  most 
pitiable  being  the  lepers  or  Lazarus-patients,  just  such  miserable 
beings  as  once  crowded  to  our  Saviour  to  be  h«Jed  by  Him. 

"  Here  the  Gospel  is,  in  a  special  manner,  preached  to  the  poor, 
and  I  felt  impelled  to  pray  that  the  Lord  would  give  me  the  right 
words  and  add  His  blessing,  that  so  these  poor  sufferers  might  obtain 
refreshment  and  help  from  Him,  the  good  Physician.  I  was  glad  to 
perceive  in  those  who  belong  to  us,  and  even  in  those  who,  before 
their  residence  here,  had  no  opportimity  of  hearing  God's  Word, 
much  acquaintance  with  divine  things,  and  in  many  evident  traces 
of  the  divine  life  within  them.  It  is  evident  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Wede- 
mann are  much  blessed  in  their  labours  here.  During  our  visit,  a 
woman  departed  this  life,  who  was  formerly  in  the  hospital  when  it 
was  at  Hemel-en-Aarde.  She  had  undergone  the  amputation  of  one 
leg,  which  was  in  a  dreadful  state  from  the  effects  of  elephantiasis. 
She  manifested  the  greatest  firmness  during  the  operation,  and  after- 
wards declared  that  she  had  been  enabled  to  endure  it  only  through 
looking  to  our  Saviour.  The  limb  healed  well,  but  another  disease 
appeared,  and  led  to  her  dissolution.  She  said,  with  much  cheerful- 
ness, *  I  have  a  Saviour,  and  though  I  am  a  great  sinner.  He  has  for- 
given all  my  sins.'  This  truth  ^e  had  already  manifested  in  her 
conversation.  On  the  day  of  her  death  she  was  about  to  send  for  the 
minister,  when  she  complained  of  sudden  paios  in  her  head,  laid  her- 
self quietly  down,  and  expired."

"  Dear  Brother,  "  Genadendal,  Nov.  2l8t,  1855. 

"  OUR  normal-school  counts  now  fourteen  pupils,  five  new  lads  having 

been  received  in  the  course  of  this  year,  two  of  whom  are  Kaffirs,  one 

a  Ckdka,  the  other  an  Islambie  from  the  Berlin  Missionary-stations  of 
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Bethel  and  Hemba  in  British  Caflfturia,  brought  here  by  their  super- 
intendent, Mr.  Schultheiss,  who  paid  us  an  agreeable  visit  in  May. 
The  pupils,  in  general,  give  us  satisfaction;  in  some,  however,  we  find 
but  few  traces  of  a  work  of  ^he  Spirit  of  God.  But  for  the  elder, 
who  will  be  ready  to  be  employed  a  year  hence,  it  will,  I  fear,  be 
difficult  to  find  employment,  as  at  present  nearly  all  our  settlements 
and  out-stations  are  supplied  with  native  teachers  or  school-masters. 
Genadendal  and  Elim  are  the  only  places  in  which  two  are  employed. 
The  second  school-master  at  Elim  had  been  stationed  at  Kopjes- 
Casteel,  but  the  parents  of  the  children  at  the  latter  place,  fix)m  whom 
the  school-master  had  received  board  and  lodging,  having  refused  to 
continue  to  supply  them,  the  school  had  to  be  given  up. 

"  We  hope  our  day-schools  will  be  benefited  by  the  generous 
grant  of  201.  from  the  Zeist  Missionary  Society  towards  the  improve- 
ments of  our  school-houses. 

"  The  examination  of  the  Twistwyk-school  under  the  teaching  of 
Peter  Beukman,  which  the  Bm.  Kolbing,  Ktlhn,  and  myself  attended 
on  the  26th  of  September,  gave  us  great  satisfaction.  It  was  the  first 
since  the  establislunent  of  the  school  in  March  last  year.  Half  of  the 
pupils  could  not  only  read  Dutch,  and  answer  the  questions  on  their 
scripture  lessons,  but  they  knew  also  the  elements  of  Geography,  and 
could  translate  into  English.  Two  of  them  are  English  boys.  The 
proprietor  of  the  estate,  Field  Commandant  Jan  Linde,  a  magistrate, 
who  was  present,  gave,  after  the  examination,  a  considerable  present 
of  clothes  to  the  four  most  advanced  scholars.  At  Twistwyk,  neai'ly 
all  the  parents  pay  their  school-fees  regularly. 

"  T  am  sorry  to  have  to  remark,  that  the  willingness  to  contribute 
to  school  or  congregation  expenses,  or  even  to  the  Missionary  cause, 
does  not  seem  to  increase.  Our  last  Missionary-collection  was  only 
61,  Os,  9d.,  after  all  our  exertions  and  endeavours  to  teach  our  people 
their  privilege  and  duty  of  assisting  to  send  the  Gospel  to  heathens, 
out  of  gratitude  for  what  the  Lord  had  done  for  themselves.  We 
resolved,  however,  not  to  grow  weary  in  exhorting  our  congregation, 
but  to  celebrate  the  Missionary-festival  this  year  also  with  as  much 
solemnity  as  ever,  faithfully  administering  exhortation,  reproof,  and 
encouragement.  It  was  held  on  August  26th.  Among  the  speakers 
in  the  afternoon-meeting  was  Ezekiel  Pfeiffer,  who,  after  referring  to 
the  words  of  St.  John,  *  God  is  love,'  &c.,  reminded  his  countrymen 
of  the  love  of  Jesus  to  mankind  and  to  the  Genadendal  congregation 
especially,  of  their  duty  to  love  Him  in  return,  and  to  shew  their  grati- 
tude by  active  love  to  their  heathen  brethren  and  sisters.  Then  he  made 
a  confession  of  the  increasing  indifference  in  our  congregations,  includ- 
ing himself.  *  A  sad  proof  of  it,'  he  said,  *  was  the  indifference  about 
our  Missionary  cause,  a  holy  cause  to  which  particularly  the  young 
people  ought  to  contribute,  instead  of  spending  their  good  earnings  in 
the  purchase  of  fine  clothing  and  other  sinful  or  worthless  objects.  Do 
not  think  you  give  your  contributions  for  the  benefit  of  your  teachers; 
no,  they  are  destined  for  new  Missions,  to  convert  those  who  are  still 
heathen.  And  what  you  give  out  of  love  to  Him,  our  Lord  Jesus 
will,  through  grace,  consider  as  given  to  Himself.  None  of  those  who 
give  from  the  heart,  ever  repent  of  having  done  so.     Bear  in  mind, 
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the  heavy  account  you  will  have  to  give  if  you  hjive  done  nothing  for 
Je«us,  to  shew  that  you  have  really  loved  Bun.  And  what  you  do- 
do it  soon,  for  many  a  one  wijl  not  see  the  next  Misaionary-festivaL* 
At  tjie  conclusion,  he  knelir,  and  uttered  a  fervent  prayer.  The  coUeo- 
tion  n^ade  after  that  meeting  amounted  to  2L  Sg.  Besides  this,  and 
Qur  own  addresses,  exhorting  our  people  to  shew  their  ^th  bj 
their  wprfes,  we  ^d  our  pongregation  have  been  favoured  with  powerfiil 
exhortations  from  qcc^^iqnal  visitors,  who  spoke  from  their  own  ex- 
perienoe  of  the  Missionary  zeal  of  those  tribes  apiong  whom  they 
laboured.  Thus,  in  May,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Scbultheiss,  pf  the  Berliii 
Mission  ^mong  the  Korannas  and  ]&affii^;  in  June,  Qur  dear  Br. 
Bonatz,  whose  account  of  the  various  experiences  he  has  made  in  the 
twenty-three  years  of  his  faitliful  service  among  the  Ta;nboo]des  and 
Fingoos,  were  particularly  interesting  and  edifying ;  in  September,  the 
Rev.  James  Read,  jun.,  of  Kat-river,  and  some  weeks  ago  the  Rev.  Mr, 
Prietsch,  of  Zoar,  severally  addressed  our  congregation.  I  niust  still 
add,  that  9&  no  one  is  compelled  to  join  the  Missionary  Society,  all  the 
contributors  give  spontaneously  and  willingly,  and  many,  I  dare  say, 
principally  poor  widows,  out  of  their  penury,  so  that  I  often  wonder 
how  ihoy  get  their  shilling  a  year.  Eight  days  ago,  a  oomiQunicEmt 
sister  edified  me  much  by  bringing,  besides  her  contribution  money, 
threepence  as  a  thank-offering,  and  adding  with  tears,  'that  J  give  to 
our  dear  Savipur  for  all  His  mercies  shewn  to  me.'  To-day,  »he 
brought  another  penny  as  a  gift ;  thus  you  see,  a  blessing  continues 
evidently  to  rest  upon  our  Missionary  Society,  and  also,  generally 
speaking,  on  the  work  of  the  Lord  carried  on  here.  We  may  not  be 
ahle  to  compare  our  collections  with  other  societies,  nor  even  with  our 
own  Clarkson,  where  the  Fingoos  contribute  as  much  as  the  Gena- 
dendal  society;  still,  we  are  content  with  small  amounts  as  9^  un- 
merited  fruit  of  our  impei*fect  labours.  You  are  quite  right  in  your 
romai*k,  that  our  individual  speakings  are  invaluable  means  of  grs/ce, 
particuWly  in  such  an  overgrown  congregation  as  this.  They  f^e 
also  much  blessed  to  ourselves  when  we  see  that  the  good  Shepherd 
has  also  many  who  seek  to  follow  Him  also  in  this  large  ^d 
defective  flock.  X^ately,  the  blind,  unmarried  Sistei*  Agnes,  oould 
scarcely  find  words  to  express  her  joy  ajt  being  a^^ain  invited  to  partake 
of  the  Lord's  Supper.  Another  time,  when  ill  in  bed,  she  remarked, 
'  I  often  suffer  much  pain,  but  the  presence  of  my  Saviour  inakes  me 
feel  happy.'  And  the  other  day,  when  visited  again,  she  remarked, 
'  I  am  now  suffering  less  pain ;  for  this  I  thank  the  Lord,  but  I  am 
more  thankful  for  the  assuran^oe  that  my  name  is  written  in  the  book 
of  life.'  Her  mother,  a  female  assistant,  proves  also  by  word  and 
deed,  that  she  is  ^  child  of  GkKl.  l^oth.  are  reguhg^  eontribi;i^torB  t^  the 
Missionary  Society. 

"  SoQi^e  tim^  ^0, 1  was  much  pleased  to  hear  from  two  eonuAum- 
«^ts,  that  for  ^me  time  p^t  they  had  wholly  abstained  fnmk  mm  9^4 
spirituous  liquors,  one  from  sorrow  and  shame,  ];)ecattse  he  yi9M  siiU 
ashamed  that  three  years  ago  he  had  been  guilty  of  intpxie^iim ;  th^ 
other,  in  consequence  of  the  severity  of  his  father,  who  once  in  hii 
younger  days,  before  he  came  to  Grenadendal,  threai^ned  to  shoot  hiw 
if  he  ever  drank  ynM»  or  brandy  again.    Knowing  his  father  to  be  a 
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passioimte  man,  be  obeyed  irom  fear.  Afterwarija,  when  grown  an 
adult,  be  prayed  the  Lord  for  strengtb  to  adhere  to  his  purpose,  and 
has  been  delivered  from  the  inclination  to  drint. 

*f  Augustus  Pit,  who,  after  a  foithful  service  of  twenty-one  years  in 
the  Cape  Corps,  last  year  returned  to  Genadendal,  wd  to  me,  *  I  cau- 
not  be  thaiikful  enough  to  the  Lprd  for  I{is  mercy  shewn  to  pie,  in 
the  preservation  of  my  U^e  and  health  amidst  so  many  dangers.  Wl^p 
many  of  my  oopiradea  fell  at  my  side,  J.  always  remained  ui^urt. 
Then  people  used  to  say,  ^  This  is  luoky  i '  but  I  answeiiad,  *  It  is  the 
lord's  mercy.' 

^^  While  engaged  in  September  last  in  speaking  with  the  whole 
congregation,  in  classes  or  choirs,  we  were  particularly  ediJ&ed  and 
cheered  by  hearing  that  most  of  those  with  whom  Sr.  Suhl  ai^d  myself 
conversed,  always  had  family-worship,  and  lived  happily  together,  and 
enjoyed  the  love  of  their  Saviour.  A  married  sister  sau})  *  When 
I  come  home  again,  after  a  long  absence,  and  am  able  to  attend  the 
church,  J  am  eveiy  time  so  joyful  and  happy,  that,  during  the  first 
days,  I  seefm  to  need  neither  ^od  nor  drink." 

"  The  daily  instruction  given  previous  to  baptism  and  con- 
firmation, proved  also  an  occasion  of  blessing  to  me,  particularly  when 
X  waa  iavoured  to  see  how  the  Holy  Spiirit  brought  souls,  loug  stupid 
and  wholly  indifi^rent,  to  some  understanding  of  their  need  of  a 
Saviour.  Among  those  who  were  bapti^d  iu  August,  was  an  aged 
Doan.  He  declared,  *  My  desire  is  to  become  a  child  of  God.  I  long 
for  the  grace  of  holy  baptism,  for  I  beljeve  that  Jesus  Christ  is  also 
xny  Saviour,  and  has  shed  His  blood  for  my  salvation.'  Great  was  his 
joy  when  he  was  admitted  to  the  favour  he  desired  so  earnestly.  We 
were  privileged  this  year  to  baptize  thirty-five  adults  into  the  death 
of  Jesus. 

"  Last  month,  I  was  much  {leased  with  the  conversation  of  three 
communicant  sisters,  who  shew  their  love  to  the  Lord  also  by  faith- 
fully serving  their  sick  brethren  and  sisters.  One  widow  was  co^- 
cemed,  because  every  day  she  discovered  new  faults  in  herself,  yet 
even  in  regard  to  these  die  coidd  praise  the  boundless  mercy  of  the 
Lord.  Another  said,  *  I  also  experience  that  our  Lord  is  the  father 
of  the  widows  and  orphans.  From  my  childhood,  I  was  kept  at 
Genadenda]  by  my  parents ;  and  having  learned  no  farmer's  work,  I 
was  dependant  on  my  late  husband  and  luy  mother.  When  the  Lord 
took  looth  away,  one  immediately  after  the  other,  I  was  lef))  without 
comfort,  and  yfent  with  my  babes  iuto  a  farmer's  family.  The  Lord 
looked  graciously  on  me,  and  so  ordered  it,  that,  for  some  little  work 
I  did,  I  got  plenty  of  food.  Thankful  to  Him,  I  went  home,  trusting 
in  His  faith^lness ;  and  this  was  the  beginning  of  my  awakening  aaid 
conversion,  and  He  has  kept  His  promise  to  me  also.  But  I  find 
much  cause  to  be  afdiamed  of  my  weakness  and  un&^thfulness.  Often 
I  am  reminded  of  a  sayiiig  of  my  father,-^It  is  with  the  human  hei^rt 
as  with  the  com :  the  young  grain  on  a  newly-sowu  field  looks 
commonly  very  nice,  and  there  are  no  weeds  to  be  seen;  but  an 
older  field,  when  the  com  is  ripening,  is  full  <^  weeds.' 

"  More  than  eighty  of  our  congregation  have  departed  this  life 
since  Jaxmary.    Among  th^n  aeT^nd  wsm  unexpectedly  to  the  dose 
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of  life,  some  of  them,  we  fear,  in  a  very  unprepared  state.  Two  died 
in  the  perilous  occupation  of  fetching  buchu  leaves  firom  the  remotest 
mountain  glens,  which  the  Hottentots  are  fond  of  doing,  the  sale  being 
very  profitable.  The  one,  an  old  excluded  communicant,  was  on  his 
way  home  with  a  load  of  branches  on  his  back,  on  a  cold,  boisterous  day, 
towards  nightfdl,  and  was  found  frozen  to  death  on  the  last  hill  be- 
fore CbnadendaL  The  other,  a  widower  of  sixty  years  of  age,  seeing 
fine  buchu  bushes  upon  a  high  precipice,  though  warned  by  his  com- 
rades, ventured  to  ascend  it,  but  in  descending  his  foot  slipped,  and  he 
fell  down  fi'om  a  terrible  height,  and  was  killed  on  the  spot.  Hia 
body  could  not  be  brought  here  till  the  next  day.  At  his  funeral, 
general  sympathy  was  manifested.  Particularly  affecting  was  the 
grief  of  his  aged  father,  David  Linnert,  the  oldest  of  our  overseers, 
who,  at  Christmas,  1792,  drove  the  Brethren,  Marsveld,  Schwinn,  and 
Kiihnel  from  Zoetemelk*s  Yalley  to  the  Bavianskloo^  and  who,  in  losing 
his  son,  lost  his  chief  support. 

"  Of  most  of  those  who  departed  after  a  longer  or  shorter  illness, 
we  can  cherish  the  joyful  hope  that  they  are  with  the  Lord.  I  heard 
a  yoimg  communicant  sister  exclaim,  some  hours  previous  to  her 
happy  end,  '  The  Saviour  is  with  me.  I  am  ready.  I  wait  for  Him. 
Come,  Lord  Jesus,  come  quickly  ! '  So,  likewise,  a  very  old  and  infirm 
widow,  who  was  lately  confirmed,  and  had  partaken  only  once  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  lived  in  constant  communion  with  the  Saviour. 
Through  the  charity  of  her  countrymen,  she  and  her  sick  husband 
had  never  been  left  without  a  home,  and  after  his  departure,  she  was 
cared  for  and  lodged  by  good  friends.  In  my  last  letter,  I  mentioned 
the  happy  departure  of  old  Abraham  Phyllis.  In  September,  this 
year,  his  married  daughter  Clara,  who  of  all  his  children  most  closely 
followed  his  example,  was  also  called  to  her  rest.  Some  days  previous 
to  her  death,  she  said  to  me,  '  My  sickness  is  for  my  good ;  I  had  for- 
saken the  Lord,  and  am  now  again  driven  to  Him.'  Such  proofe  of  the 
Lord's  mercy  and  faithfulness  are  a  great  encouragement  to  us  in 
our  labours." 


WEST  INDIES. 
THE  work  of  the  Lord  appears  to  be  proceeding  in  a  steady  course 
in  this  extensive  portion  of  the  Mission-field.  While  there  are  great 
discouragements  to  try  the  faith  and  patience  of  the  labourers,  arising 
in  part  from  circumstances  connected  with  the  social  and  commercial 
state  of  the  islands,  it  is  evident  that  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  is  not 
wanting,  and  that  the  Gospel  is  not  preached  in  vain. 

Some  further  extracts  of  the  reports  of  the  Scripture-readers  and 
Home  Missionaries  in  Jamaica  will  be  perused  with  interest,  as  tend- 
ing to  afford  an  insight  into  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  population 
of  that  island,  the  nature  of  the  instrumentality  employed,  and  the 
results  which  are  likely  to  follow  these  efforts.  Nor  is  the  account 
of  the  Centenary  Jubilee  celebration  in  Antigua  less  cheering  and  in< 
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terestiug.  May  this  festive  season  prove  a  blessing  to  the  Mission, 
encouttiging  the  labourers,  and  exciting  renewed  spiritual  life  among 
their  flocks.  The  kind  interest  manifested  by  the  Grovemor-General 
proves  that  no  diminution  of  Ilis  Excellency's  favourable  appreciation 
of  the  humble  labours  of  the  Brethren  has  taken  place  since  the 
period  when  he  temporarily  administered  the  government  of  the 
Windt^ard  Islands  in  Barbadoes.  The  information  that  Br.  James 
Hartey  has  been  ordained  and  appointed  to  regular  Missibnary  ^i*- 
vice  in  Si.  Kitt's,  will  have  a  peculiar  interest  for  all,  to  whoni  Ihe 
name  of  his  father,  so  long  and  blessedly  engaged  in  the  service  ot 
the  Antigua  Mission,  is  familiar.  In  Barbadoes  the  Mission-work 
apjjears  to  be  proceeding  satisfactorily.  The  new  effort  in  the  way  of 
Ragged-schools  and  an  Orphan  Asyltitn  still  meets  ^ith  encourage- 
ment. The  enlightened  and  active  interest  in  this  undertaking 
manifested  by  the  Governor  is  very  cheering,  and  cannot  fail  to  pro- 
duce good  results  to  the  community,  over  which  His  Excellency  is 
called  to  preside.  That  in  I'obago  the  experience  Of  the  Missionaries 
should  be  a  chequered  one,  will  not  surprise  any  one  "^ho  is  not  igno- 
rant of  Satan's  devices,  and  who  bears  in  mind  the  low  moral  and 
social  condition  of  a  large  portion  of  the  emancipated  population  of 
the  We^  Indies. 


JAMAICA.

*'  FROM  the  Misdon  here  I  have  not  to  report  any  particular  event. 
The  Brethren  and  Sisters  are,  as  far  as  I  know,  all  in  the  enjoym^ent 
of  health,  thank  God !  Br.  and  Sr.  Oerter  are  still  at  Jrwin  Hill, 
but  will  leave  for  America  by  the  first  opportunity.  Br.  and  Sr. 
Lind  are  with  them.  Br.  and  Sr.  Hennig  are  .well  and  active.  Br. 
Hennig  has  made  so  much  progress  in  the  Ei^lish  language,  that,  in 
a  few  months,  he  will  be  able  to  take  his  full  share  in  the  duties  of 
his  station. 

"  The  attendance  at  church  and  school  is  everywhere  very  satis- 
faeto(ry,  and  I  believe  I  am  coirect  when  I  say,  that  an  increasing 
desire  to  benefit,  by  the  means  of  grace,  is  everywhere  manifested. 

"  Br.  Hennig  wad  myself  have,  during  the  last  fortnight,  visited 
our  four  out-station  schools  here,  and  found  them  in  good  order  and 
doing  well. 

"  From  the  letters  of  other  Brethren,  1  ntake  the  following  ex- 
tracts : — Br.  Heath  writes,  April  28th — We  have  been  a  little  encour- 
aged, at  the  Candidates'  Speaking,  to  find  several  of  our  young  peo- 
pley  as  well  as  old  oftes,  desirous  of  union  with  the  congregation,  at 
the  same  time  manifesting  some  knowledge  of  their  own  hearts.  We 
have  also  been  able  to  elect  four  Brethren  as  helpers,  with  some  hope 
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that  they  have  grace  of  heaH,  as  well  as  bodily  strength,  to  visit  in  their 
districts  and  edify  their  Brethren  and  Sisters  more  than  has  been  the 
case  lately.  They  can  also  read,  which  is  an  advantage  that  some  of  the 
old  helpei-s  do  not  possess.  This  little  congregation  is  so  situated  that 
it  gives  plenty  of  travelling  work  to  its  servant^,  and  tliat  over  shock- 
ing mountains  and  thick  wood  paths.  Last  week  I  rode  to  Cairn 
Currau,  over  one  of  the  worst  mountain  roads,  in  fsuct,  no  road  in 
some  places,  the  bush  being  merely  cleared  a  little  amidst  the  high 
trees.  The  two  or  three  fiimilies  there  were  glad  to  see  me.  One  of 
the  new  helpers  is  for  that  place,  and  will  keep  a  meeting  there  every 
two  or  three  weeks.  The  former  helper  was  incapacitated  by 
breaking  his  leg  from  climbing  the  steep  hills.  Our  schools  and  con- 
gregation go  on  much  as  usual,  excepting  that  the  station-school  has 
fallen  off  a  little,  in  consequence  of  the  opening  of '  Birkenhead/  and 
of  one  that  a  neighbouring  clergyman  has  opened  near  St.  John's 
chnrch.  This  is,  however,  a  real  advantage,  for  our  school-room  was 
much  over-crowded,  and  it  was  impossible  to  teach  the  children  pro- 
perly. We  shall  still,  I  believe,  average  more  than  100  when  the 
planting  is  over.  At  present  we  have  generally  from  80  to  90.  The 
teacher,  Br.  Russell,  is  much  pleased  with  the  free  gift  of  the  Tract 
Society's  Commentary  on  the  Scriptures.  Before  presenting  it  to 
him,  I  ascertained  more  exactly  his  mind  about  the  service  of  the 
Lord,  and  was  glad  to  find  that,  from  the  time  of  his  being  in  the 
Normal-school,  he  had  felt  a  desire,  and  prayed  to  the  Lord,  that  he 
might  be  so  engaged :  to  use  his  own  words,  '  I  see  that'  the  Lord 
hears  and  answers  prayer,  for  when  I  was  in  the  Kormal-school  I 
prayed  that  I  might  be,  if  it  was  only  as  his  most  imworthy  servant.' 
I  have  encouraged  him  to  study  r^ularly  out  of  school-time  and  to 
write  essays  once  a  month;  and  every  Sunday  he  keeps  one  meeting, 
either  for  the  children  or  the  candidates. 

"  Br.  Kiergaard  writes  :  '  The  school  at  Fonthill  is  increasing.  I 
am  spending  some  money  in  making  the  room  adjoining  the  school- 
room habitable,  as  the  sister  of  the  teacher  is  going  to  keep  the 
sewing-school.  All  the  other  schools  are  going  on  in  their  usual 
course.  There  have  been  some  cases  of  Obeah  in  this  congregation, 
which  have  been  investigated,  and  the  guilty  parties  have  confessed 
their  errors,  and  expressed  sorrow.     I  wwh  it  may  be  so  in  reality.* " 

'' June  I7th,  1866. 

"  Br.  and  Sr.  Oerter  have  not  yet  met  with  a  vessel  to  take  them 
to  America.  Br.  O.  has  the  fever,  at  times,  very  severely,  and  his 
sight  is  declining.  It  is  a  melancholy  case,  and  we  feel  much  for 
him. 

"  Br.  Lind  has  likewise  already  suffered  from  intermittent  fever 
at  Irwin-Hill,  and  has  gone  to  Beaufort  for  change  of  air.  The  other 
Brethren  and  Sisters  are,  as  far  as  I  know,  well. 

"  The  teacher  of  the  day-school  here,  Peter  Blair,  will  very  likely 
leave  us  by  the  end  of  July,  to  join  our  Brejtihren  in  Moequitia.  I 
have  very  good  hopes  for  his  future  usefulness.  He  is  a  worUiy  young 
man,  of  good  education,  good  talents,  and,  I  believe,  firm  religious 
principles.  We  regret  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Feurig  are  prevented  by  cir- 
cumstances from  paying  us  a  visit,  on  their  way  to  Bluefields.*' 
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Extract  o/*  Reports  q/*  Scripture  Readers  arul  Hoke  Missionaries. 

^'Bethany,  1855. 
"  WHILE  on  mj  way  to  Waterloo,  I  met  a  young  man,  the  son  of 
one  of  our  old  members,  and  himself  formerly  a  member.  The  fol- 
lowing conversation  took  place  between  us  :  I  asked  him  if  he  now 
came  to  church.  He  replied,  that  he  no  longer  attended  at  Bethany, 
but  at  another  place  of  worship.  *  What  for  ?'  I  asked.  He  said, 
that  the  minister  put  him  out  of  the  church  (L  e.,  suspended  or  ex- 
cluded him).  I  inquired  why.  *  On  account  of  the  prophet  meet- 
ings,' was  the  reply.  I  asked,  farther,  '  Do  you  think  the  keeping  of 
those  meetings  is  right?'  He  ans«rered  in  the  affirmative.  I  in- 
quired if  his  aged  parents  attended  these  meetings.  '  No,'  he  said, 
*  not  now,  but  in  old  time.'  '  Yes,'  I  said,  '  when  there  were  not  any 
ministers  of  the  Gospel  to  teach  them  better,  they  did  so ;  but  now, 
you  see,  they  have  left  it  off.'  He  made  this  reply.  *  My  father  and 
mother  have  left  it  off.  But  they  and  the  helpers  too  know  that  it 
is  right  to  attend  these  meetings.'  *  How,'  I  asked,  '  do  you  prove 
that  T  ^  Because  it  was  such  meetings  that  brought  the  ministers  to 
this  place.'  I  then  asked  if  he  could  read,  and,  on  his  replying  in 
the  negative,  I  said  :  *  Well,  no  sensible  man  will  talk  as  you  do.'  He 

then  a^ed  me,  *  How  is  it  that  Mr. (a  minister  at  whose  place 

of  worship  he  attends)  does  not  seek  into  these  things  as  your  Church 
does  V  I  asked  him,  in  reply,  whether  it  would  be  right  in  him  to 
neglect  the  care  of  his  pigs,  because  his  neighbour  suffered  his  to 
starve  and  be  eaten  up  by  vermin.  He  said,  *  No,'  and  added,  that  it 
was  not  so  much  the  ministers  who  'troubled'  the  people,  as  the 
helpers  of  the  Church,  who  carried  every  little  thing  to  the  ministers. 
I  then  concluded  the  conversation  with  this  remark  :  '  My  friend, 
you  left  our  Church  for  want  of  liberty  to  do  what  you  please — ^take 
care  that  liberty  does  not  become  a  snare  to  you  at  last.' 

"  I  visited  Br.  J.  W.  at  his  house,  being  anxious  to  see  and  con- 
verse with  him,  as  he  has  been  long  under  affliction.  He  was  very 
glad  to  see  me,  and,  to  my  inquiry  how  he  felt,  made  this  reply  :  *  It 
is  indeed  by  the  mercy  of  €^od  that  you  find  me  alive  this  morning, 
for  I  never  expected  to  live  until  now.'  In  a  short  time,  a  number 
of  persons  assembled  in  his  yard,  and  expressed  their  happiness  to  see 
me.  After  we  had  simg  a  hymn  together,  I  read  to  them  the  116th 
Psalm.  We  then  knelt  down,  and  thanked  the  Lord  for  His  great 
mercy  to  our  Brother,  and  for  sparing  his  life  so  long.  We  also  be- 
■ought  the  Lord  to  restore  him  to  his  wonted  health  and  strength,  if 
it  should  be  His  holy  will. 

"I  went,  accompanied  by  a  helper  Brother,  to  see  a  young 
woman  who  is  ill,  and  who,  until  lately,  lived  in  open  sin.  She  com- 
plained of  severe  pain  in  her  head,  and  I  felt  great  sympathy  for  her. 
I  said  to  her,  *  Remember,  the  last  time  I  was  over  here,  I  found  you 
in  a  great  dispute  with  some  of  your  neighbours ;  and  this  time  I 
find  you  on  a  bed  of  sickness.  You  talked  about  coming  to  church, 
but  I  told  you  I  feared  the  Lord  would  punish  you  for  your  great 
wickedness.'  I  read  the  fifth  chapter  of  the  Epistle  of  James,  and 
offered  prayer  on  her  behalf  She  said  that  it  was  her  desire  to  turn 
to  the  Lord,  in  future,  with  her  whole  heart.     I  then  spoke  to  her 
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father,  showing  him  that,  as  he  never  gave  himself  to  the  Lord,  h^ 
had  no  friend  to  turn  to,  now  that  trouble  had  come  upon  him.  I 
then  related  to  him  the  history  of  Jairus  and  his  daughter,  and  tried 
to  convince  him  of  his  own  miserable  state.  Our  time  being  fully 
occupied  till  dark,  we  were  obliged  to  lodge  for  the  night  in  the  house 
of  an  old  Sister.** 

Beaufort,  1855. 

"  I  went  to  the  house  of  one  of  our  members,  who  told  me  that 
he  had  a  brother  loading  a  most  disgraceful  life,  and  requested  me  to 
go  and  see  him,  which  I  did.  On  my  way  to  his  house,  T  met  a 
woman  in  a  very  ragged  and  dirty  condition,  who,  I  was  told,  has  not 
less  than  five  illegitimate  children  by  this  man.  When  I  reached  his 
house,  he  was  at  work  in  his  ground.  His  brother  called  him,  and 
he  came,  accompanied  by  another  woman.  Ho  expressed  some  sur- 
prise at  seeing  me,  but  offered  me  a  seat,  which  1  accepted.  I  in* 
quired  how  many  children  he  had,  to  which  he  replied,  thii-teen,  by 
three  different  women.  From  himself  and  his  brother  T  learned 
somewhat  of  his  history.  He  was  once  a  married  man,  and,  at  that 
time,  attended  church  at  Fairfield.  His  wife,  having  died  some  years 
ago,  he  has  since  been  leading  a  careless  and  profiigate  life.  I  rea- 
soned with  him  on  the  sin^ness  of  such  a  course,  showing  him  the 
danger  of  having  put  his  hand  to  the  plough,  and  then  looking  back. 
He  admitted  that  he  did  not  feel  so  nappy  as  he  was,  when  he  at- 
tended the  means  of  grace.  I  advised  hun  to  get  married  to  the 
woman  hjr  whom  he  has  the  most  children.  He  objected  to  this, 
and  I  had  to  leave  him,  as  I  found  him." 

New  Caemel,  1856. 

"  Visited  R  S.,  whose  wife  had  been  a  member  of  the  congrega^ 
tion,  but,  for  reasons  unknown  to  me,  had  been  excluded  He  made 
no  objection  to  my  reading  a  portion  of  Scripture  in  his  house,  during 
which  his  wife  was  also  present.  He  said,  among  other  things,  that 
he  was  a  member  of  another  denomination  of  Chnstians,  aiid  yet  had 
attended  public  worship  only  four  times  during  thirty  years.  His 
son,  who  was  sitting  by,  said,  '  I  should  be  adorned  to  talk  about 
suon  a  thing.*  <  What,'  said  the  father,  '  ashiuned  to  speak  the  truth  f 
'  No,*  replied  the  son,  ^  not  of  speaking  the  truth,  but  of  not  attending 
the  house  of  God  !*  The  father  then  turned  itie  conversation,  and 
began  to  talk  about  Cornwall  and  the  Land*s  End,  priding  himself 
not  a  little  on  having  once  been  in  England. 

"  As  I  came  to  the  door  of  E.  R,  and  asked  permission  to  read 
a  chapter,  she  replied,  *  C^me  in,  my  friend — God  bless  you.  He 
has  sent  you  here  to-day.*  She  then  directed  me  to  look  towards  the 
chamber-door,  where  I  saw  a  woman  in  rags,  sitting  on  the  floor, 
evidently  in  great  pain.  This,  her  only  remaining  child  of  half  a 
dozen,  was  an  invalid,  having  neither  fingen  nor  toes,  or  being  uxi* 
able  to  use  them.  The  mother  said,  she  kd  nad  another  in  the  sasM 
state,  but  she  was  now  dead.  '  Sir,'  she  exclaimed,  *  I  have  no  friend 
whatever  to  give  me  anything.  Hy  husband  is  dead,  and  I  have  no 
one  to  help  me.*  I  told  Jder  that  God  has  promised  to  be  a  fttthar 
to  the  fatherless,  and  a  huslband  to  the  widow;  and  that,  if  she  would 
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tnut  the  Lord,  she  would  find  him  suoh  to  her.  She  thanked  me, 
and  begged  that  I  would  oome  in  whenever  I  came  that  way,  and  read 
to  her  and  her  poor  daughter;  which  I  promised  to  da"

At  a  eoiigvega- 
tion-meetmg  on  the  Sunday  before  the  JubUee,  the  letter  ackhresaed  to 
our  coQgre^tions  by  ^e  London  Society  for  the  FuFthevance  of  the 
OospeY  was  read.  Our  members  and  Mends  of  the  St.  John's  coh- 
nregation  have  manifested  the  great  int^est  they  have  takes  in  this 
^bilee  by  donations  and  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  50i.  over  and 
above  the  usual  half-yearly  subscriptions  to  the  iftfissionary  Soeiety. 

"  We  desire  to  viewthi»,  not  oialy  as  a  token  of  their  interest  in  the 
occasion,  but  likewise  as  a  proof  of  their  value  for  the  privileges  which 
they  enjoy,  and  of  their  thankftilness  to  the  Giver  of  evei^  good  gift. 
I  am  ^ad  to  say  that  all  the  Missionary  Brethren  and  Asters  are 
enjoying  tolerably  good  health.    All  are  earnestly  and  heartily  engaged 
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in  their  appointed  work,  and  I  think  we  may  all  derive  encouragemeiit 
from  the  circumstances  attending  the  Jubilee  celebrations,  and  the 
spirit  pervading  them.

Keport  of  the  Celebration  of  the  Centenary  Jubilee  of  the  Missiok 

of  the  United  Brethren  in  Antigua,  April  30th,  1856. 
IN  the  evening  of  the  29th,  a  meeting  of  the  Sunday-school  teach- 
ers was  held  in  the  school-room  at  St.  John's.  On  this  occasion,  a 
letter  from  Br.  Miller,  Minister  of  the  congregation  in  London,  was 
read,  relating  to  the  duties  of  teachers,  and  encouraging  them  to  be- 
gin the  new  centuiy  with  zeal  and  £adthfulness  in  their  important 
work.  All  present  were  much  edified  by  the  kind  and  brotherly 
spirit  in  which  the  letter  was  dictated. 

The  morning  of  the  30th  dawned  propitiously.  Some  of  the 
Missionary  Brethren  and  Sisters  from  the  country  had  come  to  town 
the  night  before,  and  others  arrived  early  in  the  morning.  At  six 
o'clock,  a  prayer-meeting  was  held,  to  supplicate  the  Lord's  blessing 
for  that  day,  and  for  the  ensuing  century.  Br.  M&der  opened  the 
meeting  by  singing  No.  856.  1,  riding  the  96th  Psalm,  and  deliver- 
ing a  short  address.  The  Bm.  Buckley  and  EUesel  successively  en- 
gs^ged  in  prayer;  and  Br.  Turner  concluded  with  a  few  remarks,  and 
the  singing  of  No.  1114.  4,  The  attendance  was  good.  At  eleven 
o'clock,  was  held  a  public  preaching,  at  which  were  present  His 
Excellency  Governor  Hamilton,  accompanied  by  the  members  of  his 
&mily,  and  numerous  Mends  belonging  to  various  Christian  bodies, 
in  ad(Ution  to  the  usual  church-attendants.  The  audience  was,  there- 
fore, considerable.  All  the  Missionaiy  Brethren  and  Sisters  were 
present,  except  Br.  and  Sr.  Moderau,  who  were  unfortunately  de- 
tained at  home. 

The  service  was  opened  by  Br.  ThrlUi,  who  first  read  the  words 
of  an  anthem,  which  was  sung  by  the  choir,  and  then  engaged  in 
prayer.  The  choir  then  sang  *  Jubilate  Deo,'  and  Br.  Hamilton  read 
FsaJms  2,  46,  and  87.  Br.  Westerby  then  gave  out  a  hymn,  to  be 
sung  by  the  congregation;  and  Br.  Klesel  read  the  Scripture  lessons. 
Br.  Ellis  then  preached  an  edifying  sermon  on  Isaiah  xlix.  6.  After 
dwelling  on  the  subject  contained  in  the  text,  he  referred,  with  much 
warmth  and  animation,  to  the  circumstances  of  the  commencement  of 
this  Mission.  At  the  close  of  the  sermon,  an  anthem  was  sung, 
during  which  a  collection  was  made.  The  whole  concluded  wim 
the  singing  of  a  hymn  and  the  blessing.  The  Governor  afterwards 
expressed  himself  much  pleased  with  the  entire  service. 

In  the  evening,  at  seven  o'clock,  a  public  Missionary-meeting 
was  held.  Not  less  than  2000  persons  are  supposed  to  have  been 
assembled    in    and  around  the   church,  nfeny  of  whom  could  not 
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obtain  seats.  The  Governor  had  been  requested  to  preside.  He 
was,  however,  unable  to  be  present,  but  kindly  sent  a  liberal  dona- 
tion. After  the  meeting  had  been  opened  with  singing  and  prayer, 
followed  by  an  address  from  the  chairman,  a  report  was  read,  toge- 
ther with  a  statement  of  the  receipts  from  the  various  Missionary 
Associations,  duiing  the  year  ending  April. 30th,  1856.  The  latter 
amounted  to  55SI,  17«.  2d,  After  this,  several  of  our  Brethren  and 
Christian  friends  addressed  the  meeting.  Br.  Westerby,  after  re- 
ferring, at  some  length,  to  the  zeal  and  devotedness  of  the  first  Mission- 
aries, read  an  interesting  letter  from  some  of  the  children  attending 
the  day-school  at  Spring-Gardens,  stating  that  they  had  felt  a  desire 
to  do  something  for  the  Lord  at  this  festive  season,  and  had  there- 
fore laid' by  a  portion  of  their  pocket-money  for  the  piuTpose.  The 
sum  thus  collected  and  sent  in,  as  a  freewUl-offering,  amounted  to 
seven  shillings.  Our  kind  friends,  C.  M.  Eldridge,  Esq.,  of  the 
Established  (Siurch,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gregory,  Wesleyan  Missionary 
in  this  island,  expressed  their  hearty  congratulations,  and  mentioned 
the  good  which  had  been  effected  in  the  island  generally,  through 
the  instrumentality  of  our  Mission.  Although  the  meeting  lasted 
from  seven  till  ten  o'clock,  yet  the  interest  was  kept  up  to  the  close, 
and  all  went  home,  jojfiil  and  glad  of  heart 

On  the  Sunday  following  the  solemnities  were  continued.  In 
the  afternoon  of  that  day  a  love-feast  was  held  with  the  members  of 
the  Missionary  Association  connected  with  the  congregation  at  Spring- 
Gardens.  A  great  number  of  other  friends  also  attended,  so  that  not 
less  than  1000  persons  partook  of  the  love-feast.  It  was  a  most  lively 
meeting,  and,  idthough  so  many  were  present,  not  the  least  confusion 
took  place,  nor  did  it  occupy  too  much  time.  Besides  the  delivery  of 
addresses,  some  pictures,  iUnstrative  of  heathenism,  were  exhibited 
and  explained  by  Br.  Westerby.  The  proceedings  were  enlivened  by 
nxunerous  anthems  sung  by  tie  choir,  as  well  as  by  a  piece  sung  by 
the  school-children  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  In  the  evening-ser- 
vice Br.  Westerby  read  the  letter  addressed  to  the  congregations  in 
Antigua  by  the  Unity's  Elders'  Conference,  in  reference  to  the  Cen- 
tenary Jubilee. 

Similar  services  took  place  on  this  day  at  all  the  country  stations. 

Thus  ended  this  joyfrd  and  solemn  celebration,  whicii  will  b6 
long  remembered  by  all  who  were  present  at  it.  The  total  amount  of 
the  special  collections  at  Spring  Gardens  on  this  occasion,  was 
251  158.  5d,  The  amounts  collected  for  the  Missionary  Associations 
at  the  various  stations,  are  as  follows : —

"  Dear  Brotheh,  "  Newfield,  June  lAthy  1856. 

"  1?HE  last  few  weeks  have  been  full  of  interest  and  activity  in  all  tlie 
cotigr^ations  of  the  Brethren  throughout  this  island  It  was  felt  in 
all  our  assemblies  thbt  the  Lord  was  with  us  of  a  truth.  In  addition 
to  other  setvicee,  jubilee  love-feasts  have  been  held  with  the  contribu- 
tors to  thd  Missionary  Society,  at  our  Various  stations.  The  littie 
congr^ation  of  Newfield,  where  I  am'fkvotired  to  labour,  has  contri- 
buted over  32/.  since  the  beginning  of  M&y.  There  were  discouraging 
circumstances  of  various  kinds;  ther§  has  long  been  a  severe  drought, 
which  still  continues;  the  fields  are  parched;  the  cattle  are  perisliing; 
food  is  high-t)riced ;  and  wages  are  low.  Yet,  for  all  this,  Ire  have 
abundant  cause  for  jOy  and  thankfulness. 

"At  the  jubilee-aervices,  our  churches  in  the  country  were 
dressed  with  festoons,  tastefully  interspersed  with  inscriptions. 

"  A  cheering  and  enlivetdng  effect  has  been  produced  at  all  our 
places  by  the  Divine  blessing  on  ^le  solemnities  of  the  season ;  and  I 
am  happy  to  know,  that,  in  many  instances,  poor  wanderers  from  the 
fold  have  responded  to  the  warm  and  eam^  invitations  addressed  V> 
them,  to  return  to  the  Lord.

"  We  have  just  completed  our  annual  series  of  Missionary-meet- 
ings at  the  various  stations.  I  was  much  disappointed  in  not  being 
able  to  attend  those  at  Bethel  and  Estridge,  being  laid  up  with  a 
bUions  attadE,  from  which,  I  am  thankful  to  say,  I  am  now  quite 
reoovered."

"  Dear  Brotheb,  "  Sharon,  July  Wth,  1856. 

**  THE  repairs  and  enlargements  at  Montgomery-school  are  com- 
pletedy  and  we  have  now  a  very  nice-looking  school-room,  capable  of 
accommodating  a  good  many  more  scholars  than  before.  New 
scholars  enter  every  week.  The  average  attendance  at  Montgomery- 
school  for  the  past  quarter,  was  74,  and  at  Buxton-school,  Q5. 

"  The  ra^ed-schools  are  doing  well  indeed.  Yesterday  was  a 
great  holiday  for  the  children  attending  them,  the  Governor  having 
given  them  a  treat  His  Excellency's  great  object  was  to  interest 
the  influential  portion  of  the  community  yet  more  for  this  noble 
cause,  and  he  therefore  invited  all  the  gentlemen  that  were  on  the 
platform  at  the  great  meeting,  and  seveml  besides,  to  take  lunch  at 
Oovemment-House,  and  to  witness  some  of  the  results  of  the  late  ex- 
ertions in  behalf  of  ragged-schools.  At  about  ten  o'clock,  the  children 
from  the  four  schools  met  at  an  appointed  place,  and  proceeded  in 
good  order  to  Government-House,  where  they  assembl^  in  a  hall 
adjoining  the  private  secretaiy's  office.  When  all  were  duly  accom- 
modated, '  Br.  EdghiU  made  them  go  through  their  various  exercises, 
and  examined  them.  They  gave  very  satis&ctory  answers,  and 
behaved  remarkably  well,  so  that  all  the  gentlemen  present  seemed 
highly  pleased.  Lunch  had  been  provided  for  the  children  in  another 
room,  of  which  they  partook  in  several  divisions,  as  all  the  two  hun- 
dred children  present  could  not  be  accommodated  at  once.  You  may 
fancy  that  they  all  did  honour  to  the  viands  on  the  tables,  and  dis- 
posed of  them  quickly.  After  they  had  finished,  they  were  allowed 
to  play  about  in  the  grounds,  while  the  gentlemen  invited  partook  of 
lunch.  Soon  after  four  o'clock,  the  children  returned  thanks  to  their 
honoured  hosts,  and  bid  them  good-bye,  when  many  little  girls,  in  all 
simplicity,  went  to  shake  hands  with  Mrs.  and  Miss  Hinks,  who  had 
been  very  kind  and  attentive  to  them  throughout  the  day.  At  part- 
ing, we  expressed  our  heart-felt  thanks  to  his  Excellency  for  the 
£Etvour  manifested  to  these  schools.  I  doubt  not  that  the  schools 
gained  some  valuable  friends  among  those  who  were  present  on  this  day.

"Dear  Bbothrb,  *♦  BRmoETOWN,  July  Wth^  1856. 

"  THE  Governor,  having  vinted  the  schools  last  week,  stated  his  in- 
tention of  having  the  dbfldren  at  Government-House,  for  a  treat.  We 
went  accordingly,  and  found  a  number  of  the  leading  men  of  the  island, 
assembled  to  witness  the  progress  made  by  the  children.  Nearly  200 
of  the  laMer  were  present.  The  result  of  this  meeting  will  not  fail  to 
be  good.  On  the  whole,  we  have  cause  to  praise  the  Lord  for  His 
goodness  and  mercy.  T^q  schools  have  between  50  and  60  in  each. 
At  the  dormitory  there  are  13  boarders,  and  the  same  number  of  day- 
scholars.  Mrs.  Hincks  has  kindly  undertaken  to  clothe  and  feed  two 
of  the  girls.  Do  try  and  get  some  children's  clothing  for  us;  I  mean 
cast-off  clothing,  and  even  adults*  clothes,  as  we  could  alter  them;  also 
any  donations  of  school-books,  cards,  maps,  slates,  <feo.  If  I  could  get 
means  for  another  infant-school,  I  should  be  glad.  The  expense  would 
be  about  21,  per  montL  But  I  could  not  venture  to  open  another 
school  with  the  present  funds.  May  I  ask  you  to  try  to  get  some  re- 
wards for  us.  I  hope  that  the  kind  friends  who  have  so  generously 
supplied  our  wants  before,  will  not  forget  us,  now  that  our  schools  are 
increasing  so  much. 

Jtdy  25th,  1856. 

**  The  work  in  towli  goes  forward.  There  is  no  rapid  progress, 
no  excitement,  no  striking  results;  yet  work  is  being  done.  There 
are  156  children  in  daily  attendance  in  the  station  juvenile-school,  50 
in  the  in£mt-school,  nearly  200  in  the  ragged-schools,  and  from  240 
to  250  in  the  Sunday-schooL  The  attendsmce  at  the  public  services 
18  large.  All  these  are  signs  for  good,  and  afford  some  encouragement; 
but  the  want  of  spiritual  life  remains;  and  from  time  to  time  we  are 
shocked  by  the  discovery  of  some  fearfid  transgression  of  the  Divine 
law.  We  are  tempted  to  ask,  '  Shall  these  d^  bones  live?'  With 
man  this  is  not  possible;  but  who  dares  limit  the  Holy  One  of  Israel t 

"  The  ragged-schools  are  progressing  very  satisfactorily.  We  are 
now  not  only  using  but  selling  salad  and  radishes,  cultivated  by  the 
children  in  the  garden  attached -to  the  dormitory."

"  Dear  Bbother,  "  Clifton-Hill,  July  2Srd,  1856. 

«  ST.  JOHN'S  WOOD  school  is  on  the  increase.  In  the  last  weeks 
we  have  had  upwards  of  40.  This  week  I  have  commenced  a  night- 
school  for  married  people  who  wish  to  learn  to  read,  having  previously 
announced  and  explained  it.  The  first  evening,  15  persons  came  for- 
ward, of  whom  only  two  knew  the  ABC.  Bemg  acquinted  with  the 
disposition  of  the  people,  I  charge  them  nothing;  the  only  terms  of 
admission  being  good  behaviour.  I  do  not,  however,  know  how  the 
Expenses  of  lighting  are  to  be  defrayed. 

"  I  should  be  truly  thankful,  if,  among  the  numerous  friends,  who 
kindly  and  liberally  do  so  much  for  schools,  and  for  the  cause  of  our 
Saviour  generally  in  the  West  Indies,  and  who  do  not  forget  the 
children  at  Christmas,  some  would  kindly  bear  poor  Clifton-Hi  U  n 
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mind.  It  is  tnie,  I  have  not  much  to  relate  of  a  character  to  gladden 
the  heart,  and  I  might  sometimes  despair  of  seeing  fruit  Still,  it  is 
my  duty  and  jprivilege  to  have  patience  and  do  our  Saviour's  work. 

"  I  should  bo  glad  if  the  kind  friends  and  supporters  of  St.  Jobn*s 
Wood-school,  would  pardon  me  for  asking  an  additional  fkvour,  and 
that  is,  to  send  some  little  ptesents  for  their  children.  However  tri- 
fling, they  would,  I  am  sut-e,  be  accepted  with  grateful  hearts.  The 
children  of  that  school  are  not  only  poor,  but  many  of  them  almost 
destitute  of  every  home-conlfortj  -^^hile  Several  are  orphans. 

Retui^  of  Congregdtions  aiid  Schools  in  BARBADOEs/or  18d6. 
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From  Br.  Edwabd  Oooney.

"  IN  yout  last  letter  J^ou  ask  me  to  let  yod  know  something  about 

Orahge-Hill,  or,  morfc  fcorrectly,  Spring-Garden-schooL 

"  Y6u  are  aware  that,  since  the  6th  of  Jaliuary,  the  sctiool  has 
befen  opened  under  fairei"  auspices.  Ai  the  close  of  1855,  ^e  obtained 
the  setvices  of  a  trained  teacher;  we  lodge  him  herfe  in  our  Mission- 
premises,  and  as  the  distance  between  the  two  place*  is  considerable, 
he  has  to  leave  in  good  time  in  the  morning.  He  occasionally  takes 
his  Saturdays  for  visitation  of  the  parents  and  children  living  in  the  scat- 
tered villages  around  the  dchobl.  Br.  George  has  visited  the  school  fre- 
quently, and,  from  time  to  time,  examined  the  children  in  their  classes. 

"  Education  is  not  valued,  unless  the  light  of  the  Gpspel  has 
penetrated ;  and  parents  will  not  deny  themselves  for  the  sake  of  the 
children,  unless  they  have  some  Christian  light  and  principle  within 
them,— or  6ven,  as  in  India,  some  earthly  advantage  set  before  them- 
When  emancipation  Was  granted,  many  crowded  to  the  schools.  But, 
I  think,  the  belief  of  numbers  was,  that  their  earthly  position  would 
be  improved  thereby.  But  now,  many  are  seen  to  get  on  without  it, 
and  those  that  have  it  are  no  better  in  many  cases  than  others;  so  the* 
feeling  is  entertained  by  many  that  education  is  of  little  use,  aiid  this, 
feeling  can  alone  be  overcome  by  Christian  duty. 

"  While  speaking  of  Spring-Garden,  I  should  have  stated  thufr 
the  number  on  the  books,  belonging  to  the  Sunday-schools,  including 
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children  and  adults,  is  230.  After  the  Sunday-school,  which  is 
opened  at  half  past  nine,  we  hold  a  public  service,  the  attendance  at 
which  is,  on  the  whole,  encouraging.  More  coidd  be  done  for  the 
place,  if  we  had  more  time  ourselves  for  visitation  of  the  adults.  This 
is  a  difficult  work  on  many  accounts. 


DANISH  ISLANDS. 
From  Br,  F.  Kleiner  to  ths  Mission  Board. 
(From  the  Miisi(m9-JBl<Ut.) 
"  STANDING,  as  I  do,  quite  alone,  I  often  wonder  how  I  shall  get 
on,  from  one  day  to  another.  I  can  now  hardly  speak  of  real  Mis- 
sionary activity,  of  following  the  wanderers,  and  of  seeking  the  lost. 
The  Lord  knows  how  willingly  I  should  do  this,  but  I  am  not  able, 
however  willing.  In  these  circumstances,  the  Lord  Himself  is  pleased 
to  act  for  me.  For  I  am  sure  it  is  not  my  doing,  if,  as  the  helpers 
tell  me,  they  have  never  seen  the  meetings  so  well  attended  before. 
It  is  a  &ct,  that,  since*  New-year,  we  have  been  obliged,  almost  every 
Sunday,  to  carry  the  benches  out  of  the  school-room,  and  even  the 
chairs  out  of  the  dwelling-house  into  the  church,  and  yet  some  have 
had  to  sit  on  the  steps,  outside.  Our  Sunday-school,  which  in  Sep- 
tember last  amounted  to  thirty-seven,  now  numbers  eighty-seven 
pupils.  In  addition  to  my  other  duties,  I  now  have  to  preach  every 
foxir  weeks,  and  ought  to  do  so,  if  possible,  every  fortnight.  Our 
Saviour  has  His  work  in  many  souls  here ;  indeed,  the  extremes  of 
real  piety  and  imgodliness  seem  to  be  more  decidedly  marked  here 
than  I  have  noticed  anywhere  else." 

For  the  correct  understanding  of  the  above,  it  should  be  borne 
in  mind,  that  Br.  Kleiner  was  caUed,  as  lately  as  last  September,  to 
take  the  place  of  Br.  Klose,  as  warden  of  the  Mission,  besides  having 
the  care  of  the  congregation  in  the  town  of  St.  Thomas, — a  position  of 
evidently  increasing  importance,  and  which,  alone,  would  seem  to  re- 
quire all  the  energies  of  the  Missionary.

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SURINAM. 


THE  very  extensive  work  entrusted  to  our  BretliroU  in  this  colon/ 
appears  to  be  proceeding  without  interruption,  and  under  the  blessing 
of  the  Lord.  The  reflection,  that  the  many  thousands  of  slaves,  who 
form  by  far  the  largest  portion  of  the  population,  are  entirely  depend- 
ant on  the  services  of  our  Missionaries  for  a  supply  of  Gospel-tmth, 
might  well  tend  to  excite  feelings  of  discouragement  at  the  vastness 
of  the  work,  the  greatness  of  the  responsibility,  and  the  insufficiency 
of  our  power  and  means.  '  But  the  work  is  the  Lord's,  and  hitherto 
He  has  msuiifested  His  mighty  Jwwer  in  a  wonderful  manner.  One 
remarkable  feature  in  the  later  history  of  the  Mission  in  Surinam 
has  been  the  sudden  removal  by  death  of  so  many  of  those  engaged  in 
its  service.  Once  more,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  extract,  it 
has  pleased  the  Lord  to  remove  an  active  labourer  in  the*midst  of  use- 
Mness.  Under  such  oirouniBtanoes,  all  we  oan  say  is,  "  It  is  the 
Lord,  let  Him  do  what  seemeth  Him  good." 

Prom  the  Mmions-BlatU 

**  SAD  intelligence  has  reached  us  from  Paramariba  Agaih  has  a 
fhithfal  soldier  of  Christ  fidlen  in  the  midst  of  conflict,  to  riBe,  however, 
once  more,  and  to  receive  from  his  Captain  the  rewatd  of  graee  for 
fttithfiilness  till  death.  Under  date  of  the  5th  June,  Br.  Van  Calker 
announces  to  us  the  departure  of  Br.  F.  A.  Weyberg,  which  took 
place  on  the  4th,  after  only  a  few  days  illness.  He  was  at  the  newly- 
establidied  station  Heerendyk  (formerly  called  Kut-en-Schadelyk), 
on  the  Comewyne,  the  building  of  which  he  superintended.  Br.  v  an 
Calker  heard,  on  the  3rd  of  June,  of  his  being  ill  of  fever;  and,  two 
days  afterwards,  just  as  he  was  about  to  post  his  letter  for  £urope,  re- 
<?eived  intelligence  of  his  departure  at  10  o'clock  the  evening  before. 
He  was  unable  to  ascertain  any  details,  or  to  inform  us  how  the 
tddow  with  her  three  orphan  children  bore  the  loss.  He,  however, 
begs  that  we  would  remember  them  in  our  prayers — a  request  which 
We  trust  our  readers  will  take  to  heart.  Br.  Weyberg  was  bom  in 
the  year  1822,  and  was,  therefore,  only  34  years  old.  He  entered 
the  Mission-service  in  1852.  He  was  already  settled  in  an  indepen- 
dent situation  in  Europe.  But  love  to  the  heathen  constrained  him 
^nd  his  wife  (a  daughter  of  the  late  Br.  Bonhof,  and  bom  in  the 
Danish  West  Indian  Mission),  to  leave  all  and  to  go  among  the  heath^i, 
as  heralds  of  the  grace  of  God.  His  labour  was  short,  but  blessed. 
Being  practically  acquainte'd  with  building,  it  was  his  duty,  in  the  first 
instance,  to  superintend  the  building  operations  of  this  widely  extend- 
ed Mission.  This  he  performed  with  great  readiness,  untiring  energy, 
and  much  skill.  But  he  l^  no  means  forgot  his  chief  vocation,  to 
win  souls  for  Christ,  and  to  ground  and  build  them  up  in  our  most 
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holy  Mth.  This  was  the  deeire  of  bis  hearty  aud  the  Lord  owned  his 
endeavours.  But  lately  we  perused  with  interest  the  account  of  his 
labours  at  Nut-en-Schadelyk,  at  a  period  when  he  was  anxious  respect- 
ing his  wife,  who  was  seriously  ill  Now,  we  see.  that  the  Lord  had 
other  thoughts  oonoeming  him.  In  our  deep  sorrow,  however,  let  us 
not  venture  to  ask  why  our  Baviour  has  so  early  called  away  this  ac- 
tive and  blesBed  witness.  The  Lord  hath  done  it!  Let  this  convic- 
tion satisfy  us. 

From  the  Same. 

"  In  the  year  1735,  the  first  Brethren  were  sent  to  this  ooast^  to  see 
if  anything  could  be  done  for  our  Saviour's  eaooe.  For  a  number  of 
years,  their  principal  sphere  of  labour  was  among  the  Indians  in  the 
western  portion  of  the  colony  of  Surinam  and  in  Berbice.  One  or  two 
Brethren,  however,  uaually  resided  in  the  town  of  Paramaribo  or  at 
a  neighbouring  plantation,  to  provide  for  the  wants  of  the  Miiwio— tiiu 
who  were  labouring  in  the  wild  forests,  as  well  as  to  maintain  a  oonl- 
mnnioation  with  Europe.  Thfe&e  Brethren  eatned  their  bread  by  their 
oift^  eicertione.  The  Lord,  by  degrees)  crowned  with  succeBS  their 
efforts  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  uimierous  slaves  in  the  town  to 
the  Saviour  of  sinners,  and  to  make  them  anxious  for  instruction. 
Hence,  the  necessity  of  the  esiablishme&t  of  a  Missionary  station  in 
the  town  became  evident.  It  was,  however,  not  until  the  year  1767, 
that  the^  tncoMbd  in  obtaknikg  4  pUt  of  ias^  to  whiek,  Mne^  ikat 
date,  Donsiderable  additicMw  have  been  »ade.  The  Ural  (diureh  was 
erected  in  1778,  and  was  succeeded  in  1828  by  a  mnch  lar^fer  one, 
which  is  still  standing.  It  has,  however,  been  much  enlarged  since 
Its  first  erection,  having  been  raised  an  entire  story,  by  which  means 
Hhe  chuTch  was  made  ihore  airy,  and  space  gained  on  iiie  sides 
far  dwelKikg-Tooms  for  some  of  the  Mifl«ioin«riet.  Besides  the  Mte- 
wionaaj  Brethren  and  Sisters,  several  negroes  roside  oa  the  {Hremiees, 
who  are  engaged  as  servants  and  work-people. 

"  t'rom  the  commencement  of  the  Mission  to  the  present  time, 
SIO  Brethren  and  Sistert  have  been  called  to  its  service.  Out  of  this 
number,  there  have  been

During  last  year,  711  adults  and  489  children  were  ba|NitBed  by  tmr 
Missionaries.  J^ccem  is  afforded  to  the  Missionaries  to  176  estates  ; 
while  a  considerable  number  are  still  closed  to  the  preaching  of  the 
gospel. 

"Several  times,  extensive  conflagrations  have  threatened 
d^ftrciction  to  the  town-station.  But  the  Lord,  to  whom  it  is  eonse- 
eratedy  has  hitherto  held  His  mighty  hknd  over  it.''

AMONG  all  the  Missions  which  have  been  undertaken  by  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren,  as  an  humble  instrument  in  her  Lord's  hand, 
there  is  none  in  which  our  Saviour  has  been  more  abundantly  glori- 
fied by  the  success  attending  the  preaching  of  His  blessed  gospel,  in 
the  turning  of  sinners  from  heathen  darkness  to  Christian  light,  and 
from  the  power  of  Satan  unto  God;  and  in  which,  at  the  same  time,  the 
faith  and  patience  of  His  saints  have  been  put  to  more  severe  proofs, 
than  the  venerable  Mission  to  the  Indians  of  North  America.  And, 
although  those  striking  features  of  success  are  now  wanting,  which 
characterized  the  early  history  of  this  Mission,  and  which  are  still  to  be 
met  with  in  other  portions  of  the  field  of  laboxir  assigned  to  our  Church, 
yet  the  veiy  continuance  of  Missionary  effort,  and  the  existence  of 
Missionary  congregations,  are  matter  of  wonder,  and  should  be  subjects 
of  adoring  thankfulness.  Nor  can  we  avoid  giving  room  to  the  hope 
that  days  of  greater  prosperity  may  still  be  in  store  to  prove  that  the 
long-continued  self-denying  labours  of  the  Lord's  servants  have  not 
been  in  vain.  The  following  extracts  from  Reports  lately  received 
serve  to  shew  that,  amid  a  variety  of  exceedingly  discouraging  cir- 
cumstances, the  work  of  the  Lord  is  still  maintained,  and  that  our 
Saviour  gives  His  servants  courage  and  perseverance,  and  enables 
them  to  realise  the  truth  of  His  gracious  assurance,  '  Lo  !  I  am  with 
you  alway.'

Extract  from  the  Report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Society  for  Propa- 
gating THE  Gospel  among  the  Heathen,  for  their  78tli  Anniver- 
sarT/,  held  at  Bethlehem,  the  20th  of  September,  1855,     . 

"  I.  From  New  Fairfield,  in  Upper  Canada,  the  information 
received  is  not  veiy  encouraging.  Besides  the  injurions  influence  of 
persons,  drawn  in  great  numbers  into  the  neighbourhood  by  the  Great 
Western  Eailroad,  lately  constructed  in  proximity  to  the  settlement, 
a  cause  of  trouble  has  sprung  up  from  within  the  congregation ;  a 
contract,  intended  for  the  benefit  of  the  Indians,  having  been  entered 
into  on  the  part  of  the  Missionaries  with  an  agent  of  the  Colonial 
Government,  by  which  an  opportunity  was  given  the  Indians,  for  a 
certain  reasonable  price,  to  manufecture  staves  and  other  lumber  fix)m 
timber  on  the  Indian  reserve,  preference  was  given  to  contracting 
with  that  individual  with  a  view  to  making  pa3rment  more  secure, 
and  to  keeping  the  manufacturers  more  out  of  the  way  of  temptation 
than  would  probably  be  the  case,  if  they  had  to  deal  with  other 
individuals.  This  soon  attracted  attention,  and  insinuations  were 
not  wanting  that  they  might  have  obtained  better  bargains.  Some 
leading  men,  who,  moreover,  had  objects  of  their  own  in  view,  opened 
their  ears  to  the  tempter ;  among  them,  one,  who  having  been  a 
chief  helper  in  the  congregation,  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  both  the 
Missionary  and  the  Indians.  This  man  not  only  became  exceedingly 
annoying  to  the  Missionary's  family,  but  also  exerted  his  influence  to 
create  a  faction  in  the  congregation  in  opposition  to  him  and  his  mea- 
sures. In  this  he  succeeded  to  that  degree,  that  a  petition  for  the 
removal  of  their  teacher,  based  on  various  charges,  was  duly  prepared 
and  transmitted  to  the  presiding  conference  at  Bethlehem.  Two  other 
chiefs  and  helpers,  Timothy  Sna^e  and  John  Peter,  did  not  enter  into 
their  counsel,  nor  consent  to  their  actions ;  the  former,  especially  in 
this  hour  of  trial,  approved  himself  a  steadfast  follower  of  Christ  and 
a  faithful  member  of  the  congregation,  not  only  with  firmness  re- 
sisting all  their  importunities  and  threats,  but  rebuking  th^m  in 
plain  terms  for  the  impix)priety  of  their  proceedings.  These  two 
Brethren  at  the  same  time  presented  their  views  and  sentiments  to 
the  Provincial  Elders'  Conference  in  writing.  Not  succeeding  in  their 
designs  in  this  manner,  there  was  much  counselling  among  the  dis- 
aflected,  with  the  view  of  getting  up  a  petition  to  Government,  to 
have  the  Missionary  removed,  without,  however  producing  any  result. 
Though  such  occurrences  are  anything  but  encouraging,  it  is  a  matter 
of  gratitude  to  perceive  that  the  Lord  continues  to  uphold  the  faith 
and  courage  of  His  servants ;  we  are  troubled,  but  not  cast  down,  is 
their  language.  Latterly,  the  deficiency  and  high  prices  of  provisions, 
the  scarcity  of  money,  and  consequent  decrease  in  the  demand  for 
staves,  (fee,  seem  to  have  damped  the  ardour  of  the  adverse  party ; 
and  the  influence  of  the  leaders  appears  to  be  waning.  It  is  evident 
that  there  are  not  a  few  who  do  not  approve  of  these  proceedings,  but 
fear  prevents  them  firom  openly  avowing  their  sentiments :  for,  amidst 
all  this  disturbance,  the  Church  is  well  attended  on  the  Lord's  day, 
and  the  festival-days  and  seasons  seem  not  to  have  lacked  any  of  their 
usual  solemnity  and  interest,  though  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  on 
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several  occasions  might  have  offered  a  plausible  excuse  for  non-attend- 
ance. Nor  v^re  e\ndencea  wanting  of  the  continued  striving  of  the 
Divine  Spirit  with  man.  On  a  certain  occasion,  an  Indian  brother 
presented  himself  before  the  Missionary,  in  order  to  manifest  his 
r^pei^taivoe  for  h^^^ing  had  any  connexion  with  the  above-meptioned 
pc^rty,  r^uesting  ivt  the  sanie  time  that  an  opportunity  might  be  giyei^ 
him  to  make  a  public  coufession  before  the  congregation ;  this^  bow- 
ever,  wai  not  c|e«i|ie4  ^visable  m  the  present  state  of  escitementb 
As  tQ  tempprab,  this  year  hm  been  very  propitious ;  though  iu  the 
neighbourhood  the  grain  had  suffered  from  the  Hessian  ffy,  our 
Brethren  were  abundantly  blessed  in  their  basket  and  in  their  store, 
and  they  had  generally  enjqyed  good  health.  Thus,  the  servants  of 
the  Xiovd,  who  labour  in  this  thorny  iield,  are  from  time  to  tin>e  en- 
couraged to  peFseyere  auiidst  mauy  discouragement^^  approving  them- 
selves  us  ministers  of  God  in  mueh  patience,  and  awaitiug  the 
developement  of  the  Iior^'s  purposes  with  this  Mission.  Circuiuscribed 
aud  unproductive  as  thi^  field  may  (appear,  they  feel  themselves  bound 
to  eontiuue  their  labour^  \mtil  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard  shall  dearly 
say  :  It  is  enough.  !Se,  who  for  the  sake  of  ten  would  not  destroy 
the  city  of  old,  ha,a  still  too  many  at  New  Fairiieldj  who  seek  HifUj  to 
admit  of  our  withdrawing  our  bi^4  Irom  it. 

^^  I  J.  The  Mission  among  the  Indians  in  Kansas  Tenitory, 
**  The  Tork  of  the  I^ord  seems  still  to  be  goiug  on  in  this  congre- 
g^tioUy  though  here  also  disturbing  paufies  ^re  uot  ^tf^ether  wauting. 
It  will  be  remeuiberedi  thivt  a  %r^o\  of  laud,  iucluding  their  present 
looalij^  of  lour  sections  qr  $^60  acres^  hm  by  Confr^«9  been  granted  tq 
our  Uhristiau  IndliMM  iu  those  p^^rts  j  but,  as  uo  m^r^J  lias,  as  yet, 
taken  place,  the  limits  thereof  $ure  uot  ^et^nuiued.  Of  this,  advaut^e 
is  taken  by  emigrants,  who  uot  only  cut  dowu  aud  sell  the  best  timber 
within  the  probable  borderp  of  the  tract,  but  eveu,  frcaai  time  to  time, 
ivy  to  estf^blish  clainas  withiu  its  nrefk  This  causes  unplei^Mnt 
cpUisieus ;  and  resistance  to  such  unwarrw^ed  nets  has  provoked  the 
animosity  of  intruders,  even  to  the  threateniug  of  destruction  to  the 
settleiuaut.  Thuugh  the  well-knowu  faithful  helper,  Frederick,  said 
that  he  '  luiew  one  thing,  thi^t  witl^out  the  will  of  Gk>d  no  man  eould 
take  bit  life,*  still  such  occurreuces  haye  a  tendeucy  to  eiubifter  the 
feeliugs  md  disturb  the  mincls  of  the  ^Indians,  and  eveu  to  affect,  in 
some  degree,  their  confideuce  in  their  teachers.  It  is  e:^peoted,  tb^t 
the  survey  will  take  place  shortly.  The  Missiouary-fEuuily  siuce  their 
euteiing  ou  that  station  iu  the  summer  of  18^54,  had,  at  one  tu^e, 
suffered  cousiderable  incouyeuieuce  from  the  scarcity  <Lnd  high  prices 
of  provisions,  and  from  the  dil^dated  conditiou  of  the  old  buildinp 
and  of  the  premises  generally,  eqpeci^lly  during  a  season  of  unusual^? 
heaTJ  raiu»,  which  s^ept  away*  a  great  portion  of  their  fir^t  crop,  au4 
materially  interfered  with  their  domestic  comfort;  at  another  seasou, 
they  again  suffered  frcou  great  drought,  which  caused  tlieir  well  to 
become  dry,  aud  obliged  tfeem  for  a  lor^  time  to  procure  their  water 
from  a  vejy  inoonyenieut  distauce.  In  the  midst  of  the  t^smporal 
avocatious,  which  t)us  stute  of  thix^  demauded,  the  spiritual  work 
has  not  been  neglected.    Se^^de^  viutiug  i|i  the  iamilie^  the  ^truo-

tion  of  the  children  has  been  an  object  of  faithful  attention;  this 
branch  of  the  work  is  chiefly  in  tlie  hands  of  Br.  Peter  Ricksecker 
and  Sr.  Smith.  The  chilcU'en  seem  to  appreciate  the  opportunity 
afforded  them  of  improving  in  various  bi'anches  of  instruction ;  they 
attend  school  with  punctuality  and  make  encouraging  progress;  the 
Sunday-school  Ls  likewise  well  attended,  not  by  children  only,  but  also 
by  persons  of  a  more  advanced  age ;  and  the  opportunity  now  offered 
of  exercising  their  musical  qualities,  especially  in  singing  tunes  and 
other  sacred  oompositiona,  is  highly  valued;  the  services  in  the  church 
are  thereby  much  enlivened.  On  Sundays  the  church  is  generally 
well  filled,  not  by  Indians  only,  but  also  by  white  neighbours ;  the 
festival-seasons  at  Chiistmas  and  New- Year,  the  religious  exercises  of 
the  Passion-week  and  of  Easter,  &c.,  which  were  celebrated  in  the 
manner  customary  in  our  congregations,  but  without  any  of  the  dish 
turbanoe  from  troublesome  Indian  neighbours,  customary  in  former 
years  at  the  old  station,  attracted  a  numerous  copipany  of  attentive  hear- 
ers, among  whom  a  truly  devotional  spirit  seemed  to  prevail.  May  the 
Lord  soon  put  an  end  to  those  disturbing  causes  which  arise  from  the 
unsettled  state  of  their  land  affairs,  and  bless  the  work  of  His  servants 
with  a  renewed  out-pouring  of  His  Spirit  in  the  aoula  of  thoae  en- 
trusted to  their  care,  so  that  the  congregation  m^  not  only  have  rest, 
hut  be  edified,  and,  walking  in  the  fear  of  the  Lor4  aQd  i»  the  comfor^ 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  multiplied.**

"  ON  May  Ist  was  the  happy  departure  of  Levi,  who  had  of  late 
years  been  excluded  from  the  congregation.  Having  been  taken  ill, 
he  was  brought  to  the  house  of  his  uncle  Frederick,  and,  at  first,  we 
had  hopes  cf  hia  recovery,  but,  after  a  relapse,  he  because  conat^Mitlj 
weaker,  and  our  expectation  pf  his  restoration  vanished.  It  was  a 
consolation  for  us,  that  he  had  sougl^t  and  found  his  SaViour,  and(  |)ut 
his  whole  trust  in  the  atonement  of  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord ;  he  also 
felt  a  great  desire  to  be  re-admitted  into  our  church  fellow^ip.  This 
his  wish  was  granted.  In  his  latter  days,  he  expressed  a  desire  to 
depart  and  be  with  Christ. 

"  August  the  9th,  death  visited  us  again,  in  the  depfwiiure  of 
our  widow  Sr.  Polly  Israel,  after  a  lon^  and  afflictive  disease,  during 
which  she  often  expressed  her  full  confidence  in  Christ's  righteousness. 
After  she  had  resigned  her  only  son,  foi'  whose  welfare  she  was  much 
ooDcemed,  into  the  care  of  Br,  and  Sr.  Smith,  to  educate  hi]n  as 
their  own  child,  she  felt  emy,  ancl  waited  patiently  fox  the  Lord*s 
coming ;  and  when  He  appeared,  she  left  this  world  without  a  sigh. 

"  The  Lord,  in  His  infinite  wisdom,  also  took  a  lamb  from  us 
into  His  fold  above  in  the  decease  of  Thomas  Hendrick,  who,  after  a 
short  ^ckness,  departed  on  the  17th  of  December.  During  his  sick- 
ness, his  mind  was  fixed  on  the  Saviour,  to  whom  he  frequently 
prayed,  and  asng  those  hymns  he  had  learnt  at  school  It  is  a  matter 
of  tt^iiiksgiving  to  believe  fully  that  the  three  individuals  who  departed 
this  year  from  among  us,  are  now  among  the  saints  above,  around  the 
throne  of  Gk)d,  praising  the  Lamb  that  was  slain  for  them,  in  ever- 
lasting joy  and  felicity.'*

MISSION  TO  THE  MONGOLS. 

IN  presentmg  our  readers  with  the  oontinuation  and  conclusion  of  the 
very  interesting  account  of  the  joumejrs  undertaken  by  the  Bm. 
Pagell  and  Heyde,  in  their  attempt  to  penetrate  into  Tibet,  a  natural 
feeling  of  regret  can  hardly  be  suppressed,  that  all  these  labours  and 
well-directed  efforts  should  be  apparently  in  vain,  Tet,  in  reality, 
nothing  done  in  the  Lord*s  service  and  for  B[is  sake,  is  in  vain.  He, 
doubtless,  has  great  designs  and  wise  purposes,  the  fulfilment  of  which 
even  the  wrath  and  opposition  of  man  shall  subserva  Meanwhile, 
the  efforts  of  the  two  Brethren  are  by  no  means  likely  to  be  altogether 
without  some  effects.  They  have  had  good  opportunity  for  gaining 
acquaintance  with  the  people,  their  language  and  habits,  as  well  as  for 
observing  the  nature  of  the  country  and  the  various  characteristics  of 
different  localities.  And  we  may  even  hope  that  the  gospel-truths 
spoken  by  them,  as  occasion  served,  even  though  imperfectly  expressed, 
and  but  partially  understood  by  their  auditors,  may  produce  some  im- 
pression, though  the  results  may  not  immediately  appear.  From  the 
accompanying  extracts  from  recent  letters,  it  will  be  seen  that  our 
Brethren  had  by  no  means  lost  courage,  or  abated  one  jot  of  heart  or 
hope.  After  a  winter,  diligently  occupied  in  prosecuting  their  studies 
in  the  Tibetian  language,  translating  portions  of  Scripture,  and  other- 
wise making  such  preparations  as  their  own  observations,  and  the 
matured  experience  of  our  kind  Christian  friend  and  brother,  Mr. 
Prochnow,  suggested  as  necessary,  the  Missionaries  had  set  out  for  the 
locality  where  a  fixed  station  seemed  desirable,  had  reached  it  in 
safety,  had  been  successful  in  obtaining  a  suitable  site,  and  were 
already  diligently  labouring  at  the  erection  of  the  necessary  buildings. 
In  this  important  undertaking,  they  were  encouraged  by  some  very 
precious  promises  frx>m  God*s  word.  May  these  be  abundantly  fulfilled 
in  the  future  history  of  the  Mission.  Nor  should  we  omit  to  men- 
tion with  thankfulness  the  assistance  afforded  by  the  Government 
of  the  Punjaub,  as  well  as  by  the  local  authorities.  Not  only  has 
every  facility  been  offered,  but  the  kindest  wishes  expressed,  and 
encouragement  given.  This  is  the  more  a  matter  of  thankfulness, 
because  those,  for  whose  benefit  this  Mission  is  particularly  intended, 
do  not  reside  in  any  oonsiderable  numbers  in  the  British  territories. 
In  British  India,  Braminism  and  Mahommedanism  are,  as  is  well 
known,  the  prevaiLing  systems  of  religion,  while,  although  it  was  the 
cradle  of  Buddhism,  and  is  still  considered  a  sacred  land  by  the  fol- 
lowers of  that  system,  but  few  of  its  inhabitants  are  votaries  of 
Buddha.  The  latter  divinity  has  his  followers  difiused  over  the  vast 
and  populous  regions  of  Ceylon,  Burmah,  Siam^  China,  Tibet^  and  a 
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large  portion  of  Tartary.  It  is  calculated  that  a  greater  proportion 
of  the  human  race  is  enslaved  by  this  false  and  pernicious  system, 
than  is  attached  to  any  other  religious  system  whatsoever.  The 
worship  of  the  Dalai-Lama,  and  the  veneration  of  Somona-Codom,  of 
.Fohi  and  of  Shachdjamuni  are  alike  forms  of  the  system  of  Buddhism. 
Hence,  although  efforts  on  behalf  of  our  Hindoo  and  Mahommedan 
fellow-subjects  may  seem  to  have  a  stronger  claim  on  our  notice  and 
assistance,  and  although  the  results  of  such  efforts  may  be  more 
striking,  than  any  which  may  follow  Missionary  labour  ia  a  remote 
district,  and  among  tribes  little  known,  yet  those  who  are  acfcuated 
by  a  desire  to  see  the  knowledge  of  salvation  through  the  death  of 
Jesus  widely  dif^ised,  and  who  truly  pity  the  state  of  those  who  are 
without  Gk)d  and  without  Christ,  and  have  no  hope  in  the  world,  will 
rejoice  to  see  efforts  made  to  convey  the  light  of  the  gospel  to  such 
multitudes  who  sit  in  darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death.  Nor  will 
this  attempt  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  to  preach  Christ  crucified 
in  such  remote  regions,  to  tribes  so  difficult  of  access,  and  amid  such  a 
variety  of  peculiar  difficulties,  surprise  those  who  are  acquainted  with 
the  Missionary  history  of  the  last  hundred  and  twenty  years.  It  has 
been  peculiarly  under  such  circumstances  that  the  Lord  of  the  harvest 
has  been  pleased  to  favour  our  efforts  with  success.  Hence  we  cherish 
the  hope  that  the  Mission  to  the  Mongols  will  be  the  object  of  earnest 
and  prayerful  interest  to  all  who  desire  the  spread  of  our  Bedeemer*s 
kingdom.

"  During  the  two  following  days,  I  ascended  several  high  moun- 
tain-passes, one  of  which,  the  Lanak,  rises  to  the  height  of  18,746 
feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea.  On  the  third  day  we  reached  the 
last  village  in  the  territory  of  Ladak,  and  the  next  day  crossed  the 
frontier  and  entered  Tsotso,  a  province  of  Chinese  Tibet.  After 
travelling  for  three  days  across  considerable  heights,  on  one  of  which 
there  was  still  some  snow,  all  the  while  enjoying  a  very  extensive 
and  delightful  prospect,  particularly  of  the  Spitti  mountains  in  the 
south-east,  we  arrived  at  Akse  on  the  1 3th  of  August,  which  is  situated 
like  an  oasis  in  the  midst  of  the  wild,  uncultivated  country  around. 
We  were  permitted  to  enter  the  place  without  the  least  resistance; 
but  on  my  applying  for  some  articles  of  food  for  my  own  use,  and  for 
some  fodder  for  the  yaks,  the  application  proved  to  be  in  vain,  for  no 
one  would  sell  or  give  me  the  least.  They  assured  me,  however,  that  I 
should  obtain  all  I  wanted  at  the  next  village.  We  reached  this  place, 
after  a  march  of  two  days.  It  was  larger  than  the  former,  and  is  pro- 
perly a  fortified  fix)ntier  poet,  but  without  any  military  living  in  it. 
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"  Our  reception  here  was  of  a  diflerent  character  from  that  9t  the 
above-mentioned  village.  I  had  gone  on  in  advance  of  the  yaks, 
feeling  very  hungry,  and  applied  to  the  gopa,  or  cliief  mfigisti-ate  of  tlie 
place,  for  some  water  and  parched  barley-meal,  the  common  article  of 
food  among  the  Tartars.  But  he  returned  me  a  very  unfriendly  an- 
swer ;  and  after  mnch  begging,  I  covdd  haixlly  obtain  even  a  little  water,  , 
which  was  accompanied  with  the  strictest  ii\j  unction  not  to  attempt  to 
j>roceed  further  into  the  country,  nor  even  to  pitch  my  tent  at  that 
place,  but  to  turn  back  immediately.  I  told  him  that  was  quite  out 
of  the  question,  that  I  could  not  and  would  not  comply  witi  his  de- 
mand, becawse  my  beasts  were  weary  and  required  rest,  and  that  I 
should,  therefore,  remain  there  for  a  day.  As  no  spot  was  pointed  oat 
to  me  for  erecting  my  tent,  I  chose  one  at  a  short  distance  from  the 
village,  and  soon  afterwards  from  sixteen  to  twenty  persons  came  out 
to  keep  a  watch  upon  our  proceedinga  I  requested  them  to  sell  me 
some  provisions,  but  they  replied  that  they  durst  not  supply  a  Euro- 
pean with  any.  Upon  this,  I  begged  them  at  any  rate  to  gire  some 
food  for  the  cattle,  adding,  that  I  would  content  myself  with  the  rice 
which  I  had  brought  with  me.  The  only  answer  I  received  was : 
*  There  is  plenty  of  water  here  both  for  you  and  your  beasts  to  drink.' 
I  did  not  make  any  remark  in  return.  But  upon  the  gopa*s  sar- 
castic observation,  that  I  could  give  the  yaks  some  of  the  tea  which  I 
vras  drinking,  I  thought  it  was  time  to  idiew  some  detennination,  and 
therefore,  seizing  a  stone,  1  held  it  up  to  his  mouth,  and  said,  '  If  you 
think  that  my  yaks  can  have  their  hunger  appeased  by  drinkiug  tea, 
then  you  yourself  may  eat  stones.'  The  gopa  seemed  frightened  by 
the  tone  of  my  voice,  and  walked  off  with  his  whole  company.  Very- 
early  the  next  morning  they  all  assembled  again  near  my  tent.  Ailw 
l)reparing  their  tea,  according  to  the  Tartar  fashion,  with  salt  acui 
butter,  they  squatted  on  the  ground  and  occupied  themselves  in 
spinning  yci-hair,  from  which  a  description  of  female  apparel  is  made, 
while  one  of  their  number  performed  for  their  amusement  upon  a 
flute.  At  a  later  hour  they  played  chess,  and  mended  their  shoes  and 
saddles. 

"  It  was  my  original  intention,  with  which  my  yak-chirers  were 
rcatly  to  comply,  quietly  to  break  up  during  the  night,  and  to  con- 
tinue our  journey.  But  after  having  had  a  second  conversation 
with  them,  in  which  they  again  assured  me  that  their  government 
had  issued  a  decree  to  the  purport,  that,  if  any  of  the  inhabitants  should 
allow  a  European  to  proceed  fiirther,  or  sell  any  provisions  to  him, 
their  gopa  would  forfeits  his  head,  for  which  reason  they  could  not 
consent  to  my  travelling  further  in  the  country — I  promised  them  that  • 
I  would  turn  back.  They  then  left  me,  three  men  remaining  behind 
to  watch  us.  Even  my  Hanle  people  could  only  obtain  one  day's 
allowance  of  meal  from  them.  I  determined,  therelcre,  to  retrace 
my  steps  on  the  same  road  which  I  had  travelled  over  in  four  days  ; 
although,  if  I  had  been  able  to  go  forwards,  I  should  probably  have 
reached  the  Spitti  frontier  in  two  days, 

"The  first  evening  of  our  journey  back,  we  encamped  on  the 
banks  of  a  river,  and  my  people  went  to  a  vill^e  not  fxt  off,  i& 
obtain  provisions,  but  were  sent  back  empty-handed.     Thi»  'so  dis- 
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pirite4  them,  that  they  cav^e  to  mo  and  demanded  their  pay,  de- 
clarmg  their  intention  of  vetuming  home.  Some  strangers,  who  hap- 
pened to  come  up  just  at  the  time,  assisted  them  in  making  these  de- 
mands, and  in  theu*  endeavours  to  intimidate  me ;  I  gave  them,  how- 
ever, a  very  sharp  rebuke,  and  assured  them  that  they  should  not 
receive  anything  until  after  our  arrival  in  the  Ladak  territory; 
adding,  that  if  they  thought  proper  to  forsake  me,  I  should  con- 
tinue piy  journey  with  my  servant ;  but  that  as  soon  as  1  arrived  at 
Leh,  I  would  lodge  a  complaint  against  thom  with  Groolab  Singh,  and  they 
well  knew  what  would  be  the  consequence.  If,  however,  1  continue^ 
they  were  willing  to  remain  with  me,  1  would  divide  my  rice,  gf  which  I 
had  a  sufficient  store,  with  them,  so  that  they  would  not  suffer  want. 
After  some  deliberation,  they  consented  tx>  my  proposition.  But  on 
the  second  morning  following,  I  found  that  they  had  decamped,  leav- 
ing a  message  that  they  would  return  in  two  days  with  fresh  yaks.  I 
waited  not  merely  two  but  five  days,  when,  giving  up  all  hopes  of 
seeing  them  again,  I  determined  to  proceed  as  well  as  we  were  able. 
We  found  it,  however,  n^ost  difficult  to  manage  the  yaks,  when  two 
men  happened  to  meet  us  just  in  the  midst  of  our  perplexity.  I  was 
thankful  to  be  able  to  secure  their  services,  although  at  a  very  high 
price.  Towards  evening,  we  were  providentially  led  to  take  a  roa4 
by  which  we  had  not  travelled  before,  and  there  we  met  oiur  former 
drivers,  who  were  really  coming  with  fresh  yaks.  Our  wants  were 
likewise  supplied  by  a  troop  of  friendly  Tartars,  who  were  cominff  from 
Kunawur  with  flocks  of  loaded  sheep  and  goats.  These  were  not  only 
willing  to  sell  us  flour,  but  also  gave  us  one  of  their  sheep,  which  had 
strayed,  in  case  we  shonld  be  «o  fortunate  aa  to  find  it.  This  sheep 
we  discovered  soon  afterwards  running  about  with  it?  load  of  borax, 
and  we  too^  posse9si(m  of  it.  Th^^  I  had  mnch  cauae  to  thftnk  the 
Lord  for  havi^ig  helped  me  out  of  aU  my  troubles,  hayiiia  again  ex- 
perienced 'm  ^  most  striking  paanner  that  our  gracious  ^p'athor  remenx- 
ber»  jtis  ppor  children,  and  th^t  it  is  a  small  thing  T^th  E[i;a  to 
save  by  ma^y  or  by  few.  Having  tnvvelled  for  five  d^ya  from  Afcic 
throni^  a^;^  uninhabited  district,  I  came  to  the  high  road  leading  from 
Spitti  to  Jicl^,  w^ere  I  again  met  friendly  people,  both  Hindoos  and 
Mobftmmedana.  Four  days  more  travelling  brought  us  to  the  foot  of 
the  !parang-pa68,  where  we  passed  the  nigl^t-  The  cold  was  so  great, 
that  I  suffered  not  a  little,  though  I  was  wrapped  in  woollen  shawls. 
The  next  morning  we  let  off  very  early,  and  soon  had  nothing  but 
ice  beneath  and  around  ns.  Twice  my  hoirae  fell  with  me  tWngh  a 
thin  coat  of  snow  into  deep  fissnres;  but  hoth^  times  I  was  mercifully 
preseni'ed.  The  road  down  the  mountains  to  Spitti  ia  yery  steep  and 
daBgero^«.  I,  therefore,  frequently  met  with  heaps  of  stones  by  the 
ro^^daide,  with  poles  fastened  in  them,  to  which  are  tied  rags  of  white 
linen,  with  prayers  written  on  them.  There  are  also  yak-horns, 
horse-hair,  sheep's  wool,  &c.,  on  these  hef|,pe,  and  every  Tartar  that 
passes  by  cries  with  a  loud  voice,  perhaps  ten  times,  '  Sola  !*  throwing 
at  the  same  time  a  stone  on  the  heap,  or  pulling  some  hairs  off  his 
beast,  to  place  them  there.  I  several  times  took  an  opportunity  to 
ask  ^em  what  this  *  Sola'  meant,  and  receiving  the  answer  that  it 
was  a  religious  invocation,  to  preserve  them  from  accidents  on  this  dan- 
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gerous  road,  I  told  them  each  time  that  it  was  a  foolish  superstition; 
that  God  was  the  only,  but  all-powerful  protector,  and  that  I  put  my 
trust  in  God  and  in  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour.  Eight  days 
after  leaving  Akse,  I  airived  at  Kyibur,  the  first  village  in  Spitti. 
During  all  this  time  I  had  not  passed  through  any  village,  nor  even 
seen  a  cottage,  and  for  the  last  three  days  our  poor  yaks  had  been  left 
almost  without  any  food.  Shortly  after,  I  joined  Br.  Heyde  at 
Kanam.  In  this  place  there  is  a  monastery,  whose  library  contains  al- 
most the  whole  treasure  of  the  Tibetian  literature.  There  are  here 
300  volumes,  each  containing  500  large  leaves,  printed  at  Hlassa.  A 
Lama  lives  in  this  library,  and  has  set  himself  the  task  to  read  all 
these  books  through,  in  order  by  this  good  work  to  merit  heaven  and 
salvation.  He  had  already  been  reading  these  four  years,  and  seventy 
or  eighty  thick  volumes  were  yet  unread.  The  first  question  which 
he  put  to  us  was,  how  many  good  works  we  had  already  done,  and 
how  far  we  had  advanced  in  the  practice  of  virtue  1 

''  In  spite  of  all  the  hardships  and  difficulties  of  our  journey, 
we  have  both  enjoyed  excellent  health ;  and  amidst  the  many  dan* 
gers  of  our  wanderings,  the  Lord  has  graciously  protected  us  from 
all  harm.  I  shall  never  forget  a  circumstance  which  happened  in 
7fl.nftlrfir  *.  I  was  riding  on  a  lured  horse  close  to  the  edge  of  a  fright- 
ful precipice,  when  I  was  thrown  ofl^  and  yet  graciously  presei-ved 
firom  falling  into  the  abyss.  Tea,  the  Lord  has  mercifhUy  ordered 
our  steps,  and  the  evidences  of  His  presence,  help,  and  preservation 
are  so  numerous  and  striking,  that  we  can  only  say  : 

'  Oh,  did  Moh  pulse  thanksgiriDg  beat, 
And  every  breath  His  praise  repeat  1 ' 

''  On  October  the  1st  we  left  Kanam.  The  roads  of  Kunawur 
are  the  worst  we  have  seen.  We  had  to  travel  over  extensive  tracts, 
where  the  path  was  winding  along  steep  rocks,  and  rising  with  steps; 
but  where  steps  could  not  be  formed,  galleries  of  wood  were  substi- 
tuted for  them.  Here  and  there  we  were,  however,  able  to  avail 
ourselves  of  the  new  road  which  is  in  progress  from  Kalka  through 
Kunawur  to  the  frontier  of  Thibet,  and  is  not  unlike  our  European 
turnpike  roads.  At  last  we  reached  JElampur,  and  entered  the  warm 
Sutlej  valley,  with  its  lemon  and  orange  groves.  The  Kajah  received 
us  very  kindly;  and,  having  been  lately  at  Kotghur,  he  could  furnish 
us  with  the  latest  news  respecting  our  friends  there.  He  expressed 
a  wish  to  have  a  volume  of  Engli^  sermons,  and  his  teacher  asked  ua 
with  evident  interest  whether  we  had  had  an  opportunity  to  preach  the 
Gospel  to  the  Tartars.  On  October  17th,  we  safely  arrived  at  Kotghur, 
and  were  most  kindly  received  by  our  kind  friends,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Prochnow  and  his  wife.  The  first  night  we  spent  in  our  tent,  but  the 
next  day  we  took  possession  of  our  former  dilapidated  dwelling,  Ban- 
galore Fanadhar,  which  by  no  means  appeared  to  us  so  strange  and 
uncomfortable  as  it  is  in  reality.'*

«  Dear  Brother,  "  Kotghur,  April  22nd,  1856. 

"  ON  the  3rd  of  March,  we  received  the  long-wished-for  letter  of  Br. 
E.  Reichel,  with  permission  fix)m  the  Unity's  Elders'  Conference  for 
the  establieJiment  of  a  permanent  station  in  LahauL  Tip  to  this  date, 
we  had  felt  very  uncertain  as  to  the  future  prosecution  of  our 
Mission,  and,  at  last,  even  began  to  think  we  should  be  recalled, — a 
thought  which  was  very  distressing  to  us.  In  this  case,  we  must  have 
left  the  dear  Tibetans,  with  whom  we  haire  become  tolerably  well 
acquainted,  and  should  have  lost,  what  we  have  acquired  of  their  lan- 
guage. We  are  truly  thankful  that  this  foreboding  has  not  been 
realised. 

"  I  inclose,  with  this  letter,  a  copy  of  the  correspondence  with 
the  Crovemment  respecting  the  permission  to  establish  a  settlement. 
From  it  you  will  see  how  well  and  how  graciously  our  fidthful  Lord 
has  directed  everything.  I  think  we  may  certainly  look  upon  the 
friendly  behaviour  of  those  to  whom  God,  in  His  providence,  has 
entrusted  the  charge  of  the  temporal  wel&ure  of  Lahaul,  as  a  proof  of 
the  all-provident  &ithfulness  of  the  Lord,  and  as  an  indication  that, 
as  regards  the  future  prospects  of  our  Mission,  we  may  boldly  go 
forwsurd,  and  perform  our  office  of  preaching  the  atonement. 

"  We  are  very  glad  to  learn  that  we  are  to  have  another  fellow- 
labourer. 

"  On  the  7th  of  April,  we  experienced  a  smart  shock  of  an  earth- 
quake here.  We  were  at  Mr.  Prochnow's,  engaged  at  a  Missionary 
prayer-meeting,  when,  about  7  p.  m.,  as  we  were  singing  a  hymn,  a 
violent  shock  took  place.  It  was  so  smart,  that  articles,  which  were 
hanging  on  the  walls,  fell  down.  The  motion  resembleSl  that  felt  in 
a  nulway  carriage  on  a  spot  where  the  rails  are  not  evenly  laid.  The 
shock  appeared  to  come  from  the  northward.  We  were  ^nkfiil  that 
no  serious  damage  was  done.  Such  events,  however,  emphatically 
remind  us,  that  we  have  here  no  continuing  city. 

"  On  the  whole,  this  is  an  extraordinary  year  in  this  region.  The 
winter  was  quite  contrary  to  the  usual  course,  there  being  very  little 
snow ;  and  now,  in  the  spring,  we  have  no  rain,  so  that  the  fruits  of 
the  earth  suffer  frrom  the  intense  heat,  and  provisions  will  soon  reach 
an  enormous  price.  The  Hindoos  dwelling  here  have  offered  special 
sacrifices  to  their  gods,  almost  daily,  during  the  drought,  imploring 
them  for  rain.  On  such  occasions,  the  idol  is  supposed  to  promise  at 
one  time  that  there  shall  be  rain  in  five  days,  at  another,  in  three,  and 
so  on, — ^but  none  comes.  O  that  the  eyes  of  these  poor  people  might 
soon  be  opened,  that  they  might  behold  the  light  of  the  Gospel  ?  The 
dftrlnriftgR  of  the  heathen  is  indeed  very  great.  Let  us,  therefore,  give 
diligence,  and  preach  the  word  of  the  cross,  until,  '  the  day-star  arise 
in  their  hearts,'  and  there  be  *  one  fold  and  one  Shepherd.' " 

{From  the  Same  to  tJte  Treasurer.) 

*'  Kardano,  Lahoul,  Jime  2ith,  1856. 
"  WHEN  it  is  considered  that  all  building  materials  have  to  be 
brought  to  the  spot  on  men's  heads,  it  will  be  easily  understood  that 
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the  expenses  of  building  are  great,  and  that  1000  rupees  do  not  go  veiy 
far.     We  had  laid  several  plans  before  the  Mission  Board,  and  much 
wished  to  await  their  determination ;  but,  as  we  Were  in  danger  of 
losing  the  short  summer  of  these  lofty  regions,  we  thought  it  advisaUe 
to  make  a  beginning.     As  we  fully  believe  tliat  our  number  will,  ere 
long,  be  increased,  we  thoiight  it  best  to  begin  a  two-storied  bouae. 
The  building  site  is  close  to  the  village  Ketin^  just  opposite    to 
Kardang,  but  on  the  other  side  of  the  river -Bhagar.      The  new  Mis- 
sion-station in  the  Himalaya  will,  therefore,  I  Bup|)oee,  for  the  preaoBt, 
be  called  Keting.     It  is  10,000  feet  above  the  levd  of  the  sea.     Al- 
though we  saw,  at  Sultanpur,  the  Deputy  Oommiasioner,  Mr.  Jenkins, 
and  the  Assistant  Commissioner,  who  had  been  commissioned  by  the 
Grov^nmeut  ill  Lahore,  to  arrange  for  ua  respecting  a  building-site, 
timber,  ice.,  yet,  as  these  gentlemen  did  not  readi  KanUng  until 
later,  we  could  obtain  no  land,  all  that  was  suitable  for  cultivatimi 
being  already  ploughed  and  occupied.     In  shoi*t,  w«  saw  only  lofty 
rocks  and  fields  already  well  cultivated.      We  should  therefore  have 
obtained  no  site  for  building,  had  not  the  above-named  getttlemmi  oom- 
municated  to  the  head  men  of  the  district  their  wish  tiwt  we  diould  be 
accommodated.     In  consequence  of  their  kind  intervention,  we  have 
obtained  a  fine  plot  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  frOm  Elardaiig,  whic^ 
the  people  of  that  village  had  for  some  time  lei  on  hire  to  o^ers,  as  be- 
ing rather  too  far  away  from  them.    This  plot  cost  us  300  rupees,  besides 
some  expenses  for  this  year's  crops,  &c.     This  is  certainly  dear,  but, 
aft^r  all,  we  were  truly  rejoiced  and  thankful  to  the  Lord  lor  kAviag 
led  us  to  a  suitable  place  in  the  most  populous  district  of  Lahauli  and 
appointed  us  a  fixed  habitaticm  and  sphere  of  labour.  The  Daily  Word 
for  the  day  8U  which  the  chief  Gopa  granted  the  land,  is  very  en- 
couraging to  us  in  OUT  undertaking.      It  is,  'I  give  waters  in  the 
wilderness  and  rivers  in  the  desert,  to  give  drink  to  my  people,  my 
chosen :'  Jsa.  xliii  20.      The  texts  for  the  day  when  we  cut  down 
the  first  timber  were  equally  striking,  namely,  *  In  the  place  where  it 
was  said  uuto  them.  Ye  are  not  my  people,  there  it  shall  be  said  unto 
them.  Ye  are  the  sons  of  the  living  God:'  Hos.  L  10;  and  'God  sent 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by  Jesus  Christ,  (he  is 
Lord  of  all):'  Acts  x.  36.      As  we  have   already  mentioned,   the 
Government  engaged  to  supply  timber  for  building.    Above  the  village 
of  Elardang,  there  is  a  fine,  but  not  very  extensive  pine  forest,  i^d  the 
Peputy-Commissioner  fUmished  us  with  an  order  for  fifty  trees  from 
it.     The  Kardang  people  were,  however,  much  opposed  to  the  fell- 
ing of  any  trees.     They  believe  that  an  angry  god  dwells  at  the 
top  of  the  mountain,  and  that,  if  trees  are  out  down,  he  is  ihcensod, 
and  will  hurl  an  avalanche  upon  the  village  in  the  next  winter.     All 
our  r^jresentations  and  eflforts  to  convince  them  of  the  contrary  were 
utterly  fruitless.      We  were,  therefore,  obliged  to  send  a  messenger 
with  a  complaint  to  the  Deputy-Commissioner,  at  a  distance  of  several 
days  journey;  and  in  the  meantime,  as  they  reftised  to  point  out  the 
trees  to  us,  we  went  ourselves  with  the  cai'penters  into  the  wood,  and, 
relying  on  the  order  A^e  had  obtained,  cut  down  the  first   trees. 
Although  the  people  were  against  our  cutting  wood,  we  cannot  say 
that  they  behaved  In  a  hostile  manner  towards  us,  feut  quite  the  con- 
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trary.  We  told  them  the  intention  of  our  coming,  and  that,  as  soon 
as  we  could  express  ourselves  clearly  in  their  language,  we  should  de- 
clare to  them  the  way  of  salvation,  teach  them  what  would  be  of 
benefit  to  them,  and  instruct  their  children.  They  were  quite  satisfied 
with  all  this.  Even  some  lamas  assisted  us  by  carrying  stones  for  tho 
building.  They  little  know  or  think  that  the  time  may  be  at  hand 
when  their  dumb  idols  will  fall,  and  that  the  simple  word  of  the  cross 
has  the  power  to  make  them  forsake  their  false  doctrines  and  turn  to 
the  only  true  God  and  Sa\'iour.  As  soon  as  the  house  is  finished  wo 
shall  make  a  beginning  with  the  instruction  of  the  children,  and  as 
soon  as  we  have  completed  the  out-buildings,  we  shall  erect  a  school- 
room. We  hope  to  hear,  in  five  or  six  weeks,  intelligence  of  the 
Brother  who  is  to  come  hither  as  our  feUow-labourer.  We  are, 
thank  God,  at  present  enjoying  good  health." 


fHfecrilattecujJ  Intelligence. 

1.  Greenland. — Towards  the  end  of  July,  the  first  intelligence 
this  year  was  received  from  our  Missionary  Brethren  and  Sisters  in 
Greenland.  Last  winter  was  mild,  and  the  Greenlanders  did  not  suffer 
from  scarcity,  as,  although  the  seal  fishery  proved  unproductive,  the 
calnmess  of  the  season  admitted  of  the  taking  of  abimdance  of  fish. 
The  attendance  at  church  and  school  had  been  better  than  the  previous 
winter ;  yet  no  trace  of  a  renewed  baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost  or  of 
increased  spiritual  life  was  perceptible.  In  the  two  northern  settle- 
ments, the  health  of  both  Greenlanders  and  Europeans  had  been  good ; 
but  at  Lichtenfels,  not  le«s  than  forty-two  deaths  had  taken  place  in 
the  coarse  of  the  year.  The  ship  Baldur,  which  sailed  from  Copen- 
hagen on  the  26th  of  March,  having  on  boai-d  a  number  of  letters  for 
the  Missionaries,  had  not  arrived ;  and  there  was  reason  to  fear  that 
Bbe  was  lost.  This  i^rehension  was  rendered  the  more  probable,  as 
well  as  that  of  the  loss  of  some  other  vessels,  by  the  fact  that  large 
quantities  of  fragments  had  been  washed  on  i^ore,  on  various  parts  of 
the  ooatt  of  Greenland. 

II.  Mission  amono  the  Chebokees  in  North  America. — At 
Mount  Zion,  on  the  9th  of  March,  four  adult  Cherokee  Indians  were 
baptized,  and  three  confirmed.  The  little  church  was  so  crowded, 
that  many  had  to  stand  outside.  This  was  one  of  the  most  blessed 
services  ever  held  among  the  Cherokees ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  deep 
impression  has  been  made  on  many  of  them. 

III.  Missionary  Appointments  and  Removals. — 1.  Br.  and 
Sr.  Homig  have  been  called  frx)m  the  Danish  Islands  to  Antigua, 
where  they  arrived  on  the  18th  of  May. 

2.  Br.  and  Sr.  Hennig  reached  Kingston,  Jamaica,  in  safety, 
April  the  15th,  after  a  passage  of  forty-one  days.  On  the  21st,  they 
arrived  at  Faiiield,  whence  Br.  and  Sr.  Lind  had  removed  to  Irwin- 
Hill  on  the  16th. 

3.  Br.  and  Sr.  Suter  reached  St.  Thomas,  April  2nd,  after  a  very 
tedious  voyage  of  sixty-one  days. 
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4.  Br.  and  Sr.  C.  Cooke,  from  Antigua,  have  arrived  safely  at 
Salem,  in  North  Carolina. 

5.  Br.  and  Sr.  Bauch,  in  Surinam,  have  removed  fix>m  Rust-en- 
Werk  to  Heerendyk. 

6.  On  the  15th  of  July,  Br.  Charles  Andrew  HelLstrOm  waa 
married  to  Sr.  Mary  C.  Stein ;  they  were  afterwards  accepted  acolutha, 
and  received  instructions  from  the  Unity's  Elders'  Conference  respect- 
ing their  call  to  the  service  of  the  Mission  in  Surinam. 

7.  Br.  and  Sr.  Reichstein  arrived  safely  in  Barbadoes  on  the  27tli 
of  June,  and  proceeded  to  their  destination  at  Sharon. 

8.  Br.  and  Sr.  Feurig,  destined  for  Central  America,  Br.  G.  H. 
Hanna,  for  the  Danish  West  Indies,  Sr.  Ann  Gibson,  for  Jamaica, 
and  Sr.  R  Marlor,  for.  St.  Kitt*s,  sailed  from  Southampton  in  the 
steamer  "Parana,"  June  17th,  and  arrived  safely  at  St  Thomas,  July 
3rd,  whence  they  proceeded  to  their  respective  ultimate  destinaticms. 

9.  The  Srs.  "Kleiner  and  Bentien,  who  had  spent  some  time  in 
their  native  country,  for  the  benefit  of  their  health,  sailed  from  Al- 
tona  on  the  28th  of  June,  for  the  scene  of  their  former  activity  in\he 
Danish  West  Indies. 

10.  On  the  7th  of  July,  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfenninger,  Br.  and  Sr. 
Schwennesen,  the  widow  Srs.  Crantz  and  HOppner,  and  nine  children, 
arrived  safely  at  Nieuwediep,  having  sailed  from  Surinam  on  the  11th 
of  May. 

11.  Br.  George  Thomas  Gaissert,  called  to  the  service  of  the 
Barbadoes  Mission,  sailed  from  London,  Jime  18th,  and  arrived  safely 
in  Barbadoes,  July  24th. 

12.  Br.  James  L.  Harvey,  called  to  the  service  of  the  Mission  in 
St.  Kitt's,  having  arrived  in  that  island  from  Antigua,  May  5th,  was, 
on  May  14  th,  ordained  a  deacon  of  the  Brethren's  Church,  by  Br, 
G.  W.  Westerby. 

13.  Br.  Henry  Aug.  JSschke,  labourer  in  the  Unity's  Schools  at 
Niesky,  has  received  a  call  to  the  service  of  the  Mission  among  the 
Mongols. 

14.  Br.  and  Sr.  Thriin,  after  many  years  service,  left  Antigua 
on  the  10th  of  June,  and  arrived  safely  in  London,  August  7th,  ac- 
companied by  two  children  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Mader. 

15.  July  9th,  at  Basseterre,  in  St.  Kitt's,  Br.  J.  Harvey  was 
united  in  holy  matrimony  to  Sr.  R  Marlor ;  and  on  July  25th,  at 
Fairfield,  Jamaica,  Br.  Ward  to  Sr.  A.  Gibson. 

16.  Br.  Chailes  B.  Weiss,  of  Gnadenberg,  Br.  TL  C.  Bfihmer, 
of  Niesky,  and  Sr.  CL  Weiler,  of  Gnadenberg,  have  been  called  to  the 
service  of  the  Mission  in  Surinam. 

rV.  Obituabt.  1.  On  the  4th  of  June,  Br.  F.  A.  Weyberc  de- 
parted this  life  at  Heerendyk  (formerly  called  Nut-en-Schadelyly,  in 
Surinam,  after  a  few  days  illness,  of  fever.

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MEMOIR 

Of  Br.  Charles  Seldenschlo,  Missionary  in  Labrador,  toho 
depaa-ted  this  I/j/e  at  Stuttgart,  Avgust  \5ihy  1852. 
(Compiled  by  his  Widow.) 
AS  the  oral  statements  of  mj  late  binband,  respecting  the  wonderful 
proyidential  leadings  he  had  experienced  through  life,  were  very 
interesting  and  edifying,  not  only  to  myself,  but  likewise  to  many  of 
his  friends^  I  shall  endeavour  to  set  down  what  I  remember  of  them, 
with  the  aid  of  some  memoranda  in  his  own  handwriting. 

The  texts  appointed  for  the  day  of  his  birth.  May  1st,  1806, 
were,  through  his  whole  life,  like  a  message  from  the  Lord  to  his 
sold ;  the  re«Jity  and  blessing  of  which  he  proved,  when  he  had  to 
pass  through  severe  trials  The  passs^es  were  :  "  The  Lord  killeth, 
and  maketh  alive  :  He  bringeth  down  to  the  grave,  and  bringeth  up,** 
1  Sam.  vu  6  :  and, ''  If  ye  endure  (diast^iing,  Crod  dealeUi  with  you  as 
with  sons  ;  for  what  son  is  he,  whom  his  feither  chastenetii  not  ?  ** 
Heb.  xlL  7. 

He  was  bom  in  the  little  town  of  Wessenberg,  in  the  Russian 
province  of  Esthcmia,  where  his  father  followed  the  business  of 
a  glover.  His  mother  was  a  a  native  of  Esthonia ;  but  his  father 
was  originally  from  Chaadenfrey,  and  often  longed  to  be  again  at  his 
birth-place,  and  in  the  congregation  there,  whose  fellowship  he 
regretted  having  left. 

At  an  early  period,  the  snlject  of  this  memoir  had  to  taste 
of  the  bitterness  of  life  in  this  vale  of  tears.  His  father,  who  loved 
his  children  dearly,  and  daily  commended  them  to  their  Saviour,  but 
whose  delicate  health  rendered  it  difficult  for  him  to  earn  sufficient  to 
support  them,  departed  this  life  in  1809.  His  widow  soon  married 
again.  .This  step  was  followed  by  distressing  results  for  the  children. 
Instead  of  prayer  and  praise,  4^y  now  became  accustomed  to  the 
Bound  of  cursing  and  abuse. 

An  accident  which  befel  our  late  Brother,  and  which  entailed 
upon  him  a  degree  of  suffiering  during  his  whole  life,  served  to 
increase  his  wretchedness.  For  four  years,  he  was  only  able  to  creep 
on  his  hands  and  feet.  As  soon  as  he  was  a  little  stronger  he  was 
sent  by  his  step-frither  to  tend  cattle.  In  the  winter,  he  was  put  to 
learn  the  tailor's  trade.  His  weak  limbs,  however,  rendered  him 
unfit  for  this.  He  was  set  to  one  employment  afler  another,  but, 
in  every  case,  foilnd  his  lame  leg  an  insurmountable  obstacle.  At 
length,  he  was  engaged  by  a  confectioner,  to  carry  lozenges  and 
other  articles  in  a  basket  for  sale  in  the  market.  But,  here  also, 
his  lameness  caused  him  much  annoyance.  Some  mischievous  boys, 
observing  that  he  could  not  run  after  them,  often  stole  the  goods 
from  his  badcet,  and  ran  away.  The  result  was,  that  he  was  some- 
times scolded  or  beaten  on  his  return  to  his  master*s  house.  One  day 
he  attempted  to  seize  one  of  these  little  thieves,  but,  missing  his 
grasp,  fell  down,  and  threw  the  cojitents  of  his  basket  in  the  mud. 
Upon  this  his  master  at  once  sent  him  away  ;  and  he  was  obliged 
to  return  to  his  par^Qt&  His  ci-uel  step-father,  however,  had  no 
wish  to  be  burdened  with  a  poor,  weakly  child  ;   and  thought  of 
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some  plan  to  get  rid  of  him.  He  pretended,  therefore,  that  he  had  a 
sister,  very  rich  and  without  children,  living  in  Courland,  whom  he 
intended  to  viut,  taking  Charles  with  him,  and  who,  he  had  good 
hopes,  would  take  the  boy,  and  attend  to  his  eduoati<m.  With 
these  £Ekir  prospects,  he  prevailed  on  him  to  consent  to  leave  home. 
For  some  days  the  journey  was  veiy  pleasant,  as  the  old  man  made 
himself  agreeable,  and  attended  to  the  boy*s  wantSL  But  aa  the 
distance  &om  home  increased,  the  step-£ftther  becaane  more  ill-twEi- 
pered,  refused  to  give  the  child  anything  to  eat,  and,  when  his  own 
resources  began  to  be  exhauafced,  forced  the  boy  to  beg,  takii^ 
away  all  the  money  he  obtained  in  this  manner.  While  in  these  dis- 
tressing circumstances,  the  poor  lad  often  fell  on  his  knaee  behind 
a  fence,  and  cried  to  God  to  have  mercy  on  him*  Nor  were  his 
prayers  in  vain.  One  day,  when,  on  entering  a  village,  his  feet 
were  dreadfully  sore  with  walking,  a  kind-hearted  peasant  woman 
took  him  into  her  house,  bound  up  his  feet,  gave  him  some  refresh- 
ment, and  presented  him,  at  parting,  with  a  little  money,  reqneetti^ 
him  not  to  hand  it  to  his  father,  but  to  keep  it  tUl  the  morrow,  and 
buy  some  bread  for  himself.  When  he  awoke  next  morning,  how- 
ever, his  st^p-father  was  gone,  and  had  taken  the  mouey  out  of  ius 
pocket.  No  one  could  tell  him  anything  about  Ius  &ther.  He 
knew  not  what  to  do.  H<mie  was  1^  £ur  behind,  and  Grubin,  the 
place  of  his  destination,  was  nearly  two  hundred  miles  distant.  At 
last,  he  determined  to  risk  the  journey  forwards.  After  wandering 
alone  for  two  days,  he  fell  in  with  a  carrier,  w1k>  was  tzavelling 
towards  Grubin.  This  man  gave  him  a  place  in  his  waggon,  sad  let 
him  ride  about  one  hundred  miles.  At  last  he  readied  ^e  place 
where  his  aunt  lived,  and  soon  found  her  lumae.  But  how  alarmed 
was  he  on  entering,  to  see  his  father  sitting  at  the  table.  The  hAb&t 
seemed  startled,  but  received  the  boy  with  an  oath,  and  the  words, 
*^  What,  you  good-for-nothing  fellow,  are  you  come  f  I  thought  I  had 
got  rid  of  you  ! "  After  some  days,  ihe  st^father  returned  to 
Esthonia,  and  Charles  remained  with  his  relatives.  His  uncle,  who 
was  a  shoemaker,  employed  him  in  his  business.  But  this  did  not 
last  long,  his  undo  dying,  and  leaving  his  aunt  in  suoh  ciroum- 
stances,  that  she  could  hardly  support  herself.  He  was,  therefore, 
obliged  to  seek  a  home  elsewhere.  This  was  a  period  of  renewed 
suffering  for  the  boy.  He  first  entered  the  house  of  a  &nner, 
from  whose  ill-tempered  wife  he  had  much  to  endure.  At  last,  when 
playing  cards  one  evening,  she  actually  sold  him  for  a  dollar  to  a 
tailor,  with  whom  he  had  to  go,  next  morning.  From  this  master  he 
came  to  a  but<;her,  who  employed  him  for  some  time.  At  length,  a 
cousin  of  his  aunVs,  who  was  a  landowner,  took  him,  and  promised  to 
let  him  learn  some  business.  But,  noticing  the  diligence  and  &itb- 
fiilness  of  the  youth,  he  sent  away  his  ooachman,  and  employed  him 
instead.  He  was  now  in  better  circumstances ;  but  it  was  painful  to 
him  to  perceive,  that  his  relative  had  selfishly  resolved  to  bestow  as 
little  on  him  as  possible,  and  not  to  let  him  learn  any  trade.  He  alao 
longed  to  hear  something  from  his  mother,  and  brothers  and  sistersy 
not  having  done  so  since  his  arrival  in  Courland.  It  caused  him, 
therefore,  great  joy,  when  he,  quite  unexpectedly,  received  a  mp-- 
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ttge  hotii  luB  lm>t2ier,  to  leare  his  present  abode,  amd  oome  to  Iiim. 
Tbk  brother^  who  was  several  years  older  than  himself,  and  who  had 
been  so  prosperons  at  his  saddler's  business,  as  to  think  of  establishing 
himself  at  £Ni.  Petersburg,  had  often  been  much  distressed  on  aocount 
of  his  younger  brother,  to  whom  he  was  mu<^  attached.  Without 
knowing  where  to  look  for  the  wanderer,  he  had  come  to  Courland ; 
and  the  L<^  hald  so  directed  his  steps,  that,  after  several  days*  joiur- 
neying  in  vain,  he  met  with  the  veiy  man  who  had  bought  the  poor 
boy  ior  a  dollar,  who  told  him  that  the  lost  Charles  was  yet  alive, 
and  informed  him  where  he  might  be  found.  His  brother  imme- 
diately sent  for  him,  and  received  him  with  open  arm&  Often  after- 
wards did  our  late  ]&?other  rem^nber,  with  thankfulness  to  the  Lord, 
the  time  when  he  was  thus  rescued  from  his  severe  bondage.  He  was, 
at  this  time,  in  his  nineteenth  year.  His  brother,  who  lareated  him 
witii  a  pither's  kindness,  to<^  him  to  Eeval,  and  apprenticed  him  to 
a  wheelwright,  intending  that  they  should  commence  business  coi:b- 
jointly  at  St.  Petersburg.  But  the  Lord  had  appointed  a  different 
oourse  for  him.  Dunng  his  apprenticeship,  in  the  winter  of  1826,  he 
want,  on  a  Sunday,  with  several  companions,  to  a  raised  open 
plaee  in  the  town,  where  the  boys  had  made  a  kind  of  fortress  of 
snow.  Here  they  amused  themselves  with  pelting  the  passers  by 
with  snowballs,  from  their  castle*  While  they  were  ^us  engaged, 
they  saw  a  number  of  persons  pass  by  in  a  quiet  and  orderly 
manner.  His  oompanions  immediately  said;  ''See,  here  are  the 
pietists !  Now,  oome^  and  let  us  all  pelt  them  well !  **  He  inquired 
who  these  people  were,  and  was  tdd,  "  O,  these  are  the  saints,  who 
meet  evary  Sunday,  and  sometimes  in  the  week,  to  pray  and  sing." 
He  immediately  resolved  to  follow  them  at  a  distance ;  and  did  so, 
until  1^  came  to  the  room  where  they  held  their  meetings.  Stepping 
in,  he  sat  down  on  a  bench  behind  the  door,  helping  not  to  be  noticed 
But  Uie  dbapel-s^vant  had  seen  him,  and,  in  a  frioadly  manner,  asked 
him  to  come  in,  and  take  a  seat.  The  service,  to  which  he  had  oome 
out  of  mere  euriosily,  was  employed  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  to  make  a 
ksting  impressicm  on  him,  even  to  turn  him  from  darkness  to 
light,  wad  from  Uie  power  of  Satan  tmto  God.  The  words  of  the 
fi^lowing  verse  especially  sank  deeply  into  his  heart : — 

^  Poor  sinners,  on  this  gracious  day, 
Comeanickly,  yea,  without  delay, 
^  Weary  of  sin's  oppression  1 

The  Sayiour's  heart  roceiveth  all. 
Who  deeply  feel  their  graoious  thrall. 
And  mourn  for  their  transgression." 

O.  Hy.  Bk.  No.  817. 1. 

Perceiving  that  our  Saviour  rejects  none  who  come  to  Him,  he  went 
kome,  with  tearful  eyes,  fell  on  his  knees,  and  besought  his  hitherto 
Hnknown  Saviour  to  forgive  his  sins  and  have  mercy  on  him.  But 
BOW  came  hours  and  days  of  trouble^  The  Holy  Spirit  disclosed  to 
him  how  completely  his  whole  life  had  been  estranged  from  God. 
He  felt  himself  a  lost  sinner,  who  had  no  refuge.  At  length,  our 
Saviour  was  revealed  to  him,  as  the  Lamb  of  God  who  taketh  away 
the  sins  of  the  world,  and  who  had  taken  away  his  sins  likewise. 
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TbeD  peace  and  joy  filled  his  heairt.  He  had  also  the  comfort  ihat 
one  of  his  companions,  about  the  same  time,  came  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  In  1828,  his  apprenticeship  being  at 
an  end,  he  became  a  joumejman,  and,  as  he  was  thenceforward  able 
to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Brethren's  Society  at  Reval,  without 
hindrance,  he  was  admitted  to  membership.  About  this  time,  he  was 
informed  that  his  deceased  father  had  often  expressed  the  desire,  tliat, 
at  least,  one  of  his  children  might  return  to  the  bosom  of  the  Bre- 
thren's Congregation,  which  he  himself  had  left.  This  induced,  in 
our  late  Brother,  the  desire  to  obey  his  fistther's  wish,  when  the  Lord 
should  point  out  the  way. 

In  1829,  he  went  to  St.  Petersburg,  where,  however,  he  could 
obtain  no  employment,  and  had  a  severe  illness  to  undergo.    Through 
the  kind  assistance  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  at  St.  Petersburg,  he 
was  enabled,  in  1830,  to  go  to  Ghristiansfeld,  where  he  soon  f^lt  quite 
at  home,  and  obtained  employment.     Ever  since  his  c(mversion  in 
1826,  he  had  felt  an  earnest  desire  to  make  known  to  others  the  hap- 
piness which  our  Saviour  bestows,  and,  even  before  he  left  Eeval,  had 
entertained  the  idea  of  jButering  the  missionary  seminary  at  BaseL 
However,  he  was  eventually  thankful  to  our  Saviour  that  this  plan 
was  not  carried  out,  as,  he  believed,  he  was  then  much  too  young  and 
inexperienced  in  the  ways  of  the  Lord.    But,  at  Christiansfeld,  when 
one  of  his  acquaintance  was  appointed  to  the  Loi-d's  service,  the  desire 
to  serve  our  Saviour  in  a  similar  manner,  made  itself  felt  anew.     He 
was,  however,  so  impressed  with  the  importance  of  this  holy  service, 
and  convinced  how  much  is  required  to  be  a  true  apostle  of  the  Lord, 
that  he  did  not,  for  some  time,  venture  to  express  his  wish.     At 
length,  he  felt  he  could  delay  do  longer,  and,  in  1834,  he  communi- 
cated to  his  choir^labourer,  Br.  Miihne,  the  earnest  desire  of  his  heart, 
from  than  kfiiln ess  for  what  his  Saviour  had  done  for  him,  to  serve 
Him,  either  in  Christian  or  heathen  lands.    "  But,"  he  added,  "  not  as 
I  will,  but  as  the  Lord  wills."  Br.  Mohne  replied,  "  My  dear  Brother, 
I  am  glad  to  learn  that  for  which  I  have  long  been  waiting,  for  I  have 
noticed  that  you  had  something  on  your  mind.    Now,  we  will  entreat 
our  Saviour  for  child-like  obedience  and  submission  to  His  will,  and 
await  His  designs  with  regard  to  you."     He  now  felt  as  if  he  had 
thrown  off  a  heavy  load,  and  went  on  his  way  in  cheerfulness  and 
comfort    Four  years  passed  away,  after  this  conversation,  and  he  had 
made  up  his  mind  to  give  up  his  long-cherished  hope^  and  to  end  his 
days  at  Christiansfeld,  when,  on  the  29th  of  January,  1838,  he  was   • 
informed  that  it  had  pleased  our  Saviour  to  call  him  to  the  service  of 
the  Mission  in  Labrador.     Confiding  in  the  Lord's  assistance,  after 
earnest  prayer,  he  accepted  the  appointment,  and  left  Christiansfeld, 
to  which  he  had  become  much  attached,  for  London.    Thence  he  sailed 
for  Labrador,  and  arrived  at  Hopedale,  July  28th.     Here,  he  was 
kindly  received  by  the  Mission-family,  said  was  informed  that  Naan 
was  to  be  the  scene  of  his  labours.     He  arrived  at  the  latter  place  on 
the  10th  of  August,  and  entered  on  his  duties.   He  soon  felt  at  home, 
and  began  diligently  to  learn  the  language  of  the  Esquimaux,  in  whom 
he  speedily  became  deeply  interested.    But,  although  he  was  a  native 
of  Northern  Russia,  the  climate  of  Jjabrador  was  too  severe  f^  him. 
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He  snfPered  from  Tiolent  pains  in  the  teeth  and  head,  accompanied  hj 
a  distressing  affection  of  the  eyes,  from  which  he  never  quite  recovered. 
In  1841,  he  was  obliged  to  ask  for  dismission  from  Missionary-service. 
In  1842,  he  left  Kain  with  a  heavy  heart,  and  went,  by  way  of 
London,  to  Hermhut. 

During  the  succeeding  winter  his  health  was  so  much  improved 
that  he  was  able  to  accept  an  appointment  to  serve  in  the  boy's  school 
at  Kdnigsfeld.  But  .the  pains  in  the  head  returned  with  so  much 
violence,  that  he  was  recommended  to  try  the  waters  of  Wildbad. 
The  six  weeks  spent  by  him  at  that  place  were  blessed  to  him  in  soul 
and  body;  and  the  acquaintance  he  was  enabled  to  make  with  many 
children  of  God  from  Wirtemberg  tended  to  refresh  and  strengthen 
him.  In  the  Lord's  gracious  providence,  this  union  of  Spirit  with 
many  dear  souls  was  to  be  more  firmly  cemented,  for,  in  1843,  he  was 
iippointed  to  assist  Br.  Weitz  in  the  care  of  the  Diaspora  in  the 
Oberiand  of  Wirtemberg.  This  appointment  he  accepted  with  a 
deep  conviction  of  the  difficulties  likely  to  attend  the  discharge  of  his 
new  duties,  as  well  as  of  his  own  insufficiency,  but  with  firm  con- 
fidence in  his  Saviour's  gracioiis  help. 

For  nine  years,  he  pursued  his  course  in  Wirtemberg,  often  prais- 
ing his  Saviour  for  the  grace  experienced  in  his  own  heart,  while 
preaching  the  word  of  the  cross,  and  for  the  blessing  he  was  privileged 
to  see  conveyed  to  the  souls  of  others.  In  the  first  years  of  his  new 
employment  his  health  was  good,  but  did  not  Ipng  remain  so,  and,  in 
1848,  he  was  so  ill,  that  his  dissolution  was  expected.  It  was  mat- 
ter of  special  thankfulness  to  him,  that  at  this  period,  and  indeed 
during  the  whole  time  of  his  residence  in  Wirtemberg,  he  experienced 
much  Christian  love  and  friendship  from  the  excellent  Dr.  Biurth  of 
Calw. 

It  was  his  custom  to  pay  a  yearly  visit  at  Kbnigsfeld,  where  he 
generally  spent  a  few  days,  to  the  strengthening  of  his  heart.  In 
June,  1850,  on  occasion  of  one  of  these  visits,  our  marriage  took 
place.  It  was  our  earnest  desire,  that  we  might  live  to  the  Lord,  and 
serve  EEim  unitedly,  and  this  we  covenanted  to  do.  An  infant  daughter 
was  given  to  us  for  a  brief  period,  but  was  soon  taken  frx)m  us,  to  the 
abode  of  everlasting  peace.  This  bereavement  cost  us  many  tears,  but 
still  we  were  enabled  to  say,  "  Thy  will  be  done." 

Early  in  1852,  my  late  husband's  state  of  health  became  materi- 
ally worse,  and/  in  August  of  that  year,  we  went  to  Stuttgart,  agree- 
ably to  the  wiah  of  our  friends  in  that  city,  to  obtain  the  advice  of 
a  celebrated  physician.  But  the  Lord  had  determined  to  call  His 
servant  home.  His  sufferings  increased  to  a  distressing  degree.  C)n 
the  15th  of  August  he  endui*ed  much  agony,  and  yet  was  filled  with 
heavenly  joy. 

During  an  interval  of  comparative  ease,  I  said  to  the  sufferer, 
"  Have  patience  a  little  longer.  The  Lord  will  soon  come."  Upon 
this,  he  raised  his  hands  and  eyes  heavenwards,  and  said  so  distinctly, 
and  with  such  a  smile,  "  He  is  here,  my  dear  Saviour  la  here,"  that  I 
asked,  "  Do  you  see  our  Saviour,  and  the  holy  angels,  and  our  child  V* 
To  this  he  answered,  "  O  yes,  they  now  take  me  by  the  hand."  At 
length,  amid  the  prayers  and  blessings  of  the  Brethren  assembled 
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round  his  bed,  his  redeemed  floul  obtained  permiflBion  to  leave  liis  suf- 
fering bodj.  When  he  had  breathed  his  last,  we  knelt  down  and 
thanked  our  Saviour  for  the  grace  He  had  bestowed  on  His  servant 
during  his  pilgrimage  of  forty-six  years. 


LABRADOR. 
OUR  Brethren  and  Christian  friends  will  learn  with  regret^  tbat  the 
reports  of  the  Mission  in  Labrador,  which  have  just  reached  us,  are 
in  painful  contrast  to  those  of  the  preceding  year.  A  seascm  of  great 
temporal  prosperity  has  been  followed  by  one  of  sore  adversity— of 
want  so  extreme,  and  suffering  so  varied  and  so  grievous— that,  ac- 
cording to  the  testimony  of  our  Missionaries  at  Hebron^  where  the 
twofold  scourge  of  &mine  and  disease  was  most  severely  felt,  the  like 
had  not  been  known  within  the  memory  of  the  oldest  inbaMtant. 
For  this  distressing  intelligence,  the  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the 
Gospel  had  been  in  some  measure  prepared,  by  a  letter  itoax  Br.  Freitag; 
received  viA  Newfoundland,  in  the  early  part  of  September;  but  with 
the  extent  of  the  calamity  which  has  befiilkn  our  Esquimaux  flocks^ 
they  were  first  made  fully  acquainted  by  direct  communications  frovk 
the  two  northern  settlements.  That  these  are  more  or  less  discourag- 
ing, as  well  as  distressing,  will  not  be  denied ;  they  are  not,  however, 
such  as  to  produce  deepohd^ncy,  or  warrant  mistrust  Heavy  as  the 
chastisement  has  been,  the  sune  Lord  who  has  seen  fit  to  inflict  rt» 
may  also  vouchsafe  to  sanctify  it;  and  if,  in  answer  to  the  earnest 
and  persevering  prayers  of  His  servants  and  His  people,  He  is  pleased 
to  cause  it  hereafter  ^  to  yield  the  peaceable  fruit  of  righteousness  unto 
them  which  are  exemsed  thereby,"  even  the  sufierers  themselves  will 
have  reason  to  confess,  that  ^  it  was  good  for  them  that  they  have 
been  afflicted."  Meanwhile,  there  have  been  many  circumstances  in 
the  history  of  t^e  Mission  during  the  past  year,  calling  for  devout 
tiiankfulness  to  Ood,  and  fervent  ascription  of  praise  to  His  Holy 
name.  The  health  generally  enjoyed  by  the  Mission-families  at  all 
the  stations,  notwithstanding  the  measure  of  privation  to  which  they 
were  subjected, — ^the  comparative  exemption  from  severe  suffering 
granted  to  the  members  of  the  two  southern  congregations, — and  the 
evident  proofs,  that  the  Lord  had  not  forsaken  His  people  because  of 
their  unworthiness,  nor  withdrawn  from  them  the  influences  of  His 
H<dy  Spirit  on  account  of  their  rebelliousness,  call  especially  for 
grateful  acknowledgment  Nor  less  so,  the  protection  again  vouch- 
safed to  the  Harmony f  during  her  long  and  diflicult,  and  occasionally 
perilous,  voyage  out  and  home,  and  the  preservation  from  bodily  harm 
of  all  on  board,  including  the  three  Missionary  couples,  wh<Hn  she 
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oonTe7ed  to  th^  destinfid  sphcnres  of  UBefulnees,  and  the  venentble 
servant  <^  the  Miaeion,  and  his  wiiSsy  whom  she  has  brought  home  to 
enjoy  a  well-earned  rest. 

Of  the  voyage  of  the  Hoflrmonyy  the  following  particularB  may 
suffice  :^ 

She  sailed  firom  Horsdydown  on  die  11th  of  June,  and  from  the 
Downs  on  the  17th.  On  the  27Ui,  she  got  clear  of  the  Channel,  and, 
after  a  pretty  good  passage  across  the  Atlantic,  fell  in  with  the  ice  on 
the  22nd  of  July,  about  240  miles  from  the  coast  of  Labrador.  The 
pack  was  of  considerable  width,  and  of  immense  length,  extending,  to 
all  appearance,  akmg  the  whole  coast.  Keeping  off  and  on  along  its 
outer  edge,  chiefly  in  a  northerly  direction,  the  captain  at  last  suc- 
ceeded in  finding  a  narrow  opening,  through  which  he  pushed  on  tiie 
2nd  of  August,  and,  having  thus  got  betwe^i  the  ice  and  the  land, 
he  reached  Hopedale  harbour  on  ^e  6th.  On  the  7th,  the  wind 
veered  to  the  N.  £.,  and  continued  for  three  weeks  to  blow  from  that 
quarter,  often  violently,  and  occasionally  wil^  heavy  rain  and  thick 
io^  The  drift-ice  setting  in  again  towai:ds  the  land,  filled  all  the 
inlets^  and  Hopedale  bay  was  completdy  blocked  up  fi>r  dghteen 
days, — much  difficulty  being  experienced  in  keeping  it  off  the 
mooring  chains.  Had  the  vessel  fidled  to  get  in,  on  the  dth  or  6th  of 
August,  she  might,  therefore,  have  been  prevented  from  readilng 
Hopedale  at  alL  On  the  29th  of  the  same  month,  the  Hwnkumy  left 
that  place,  and  after  a  very  hazardous  run,  owing  to  strong  winds  and 
thick  fogs,  arrived  at  Nairn  on  the  SOth.  On  the  5th  of  September, 
she  proceeded  to  Ohak^  which  she  reached  on  the  8th ;  leaving  that 
settlement  f<Mr  Hfbrcn  on  the  2lBt.  After  remaining  there  from  the 
23rd  to  the  28th  of  September,  she  took  her  departure  for  LondoHi 
got  into  soundings  on  the  17th  of  October,  and  had  a  tedious  passage 
up  Channel,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  easterly  winds.  On  the  31st 
of  October,  she  came  to  her  customary  andiorage  at  Horselydown. 
The  skill  and  carefulness,  with  which  the  vessel  has  been  carried  out 
and  home  by  Captain  White,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Clouston, — at 
whose  appointment  as  permanent  mate,  the  Missionaries  express  their 
great  satis&ction, — the  Committee  feel  bound  to  acknowledge,  while 
they  render  their  thanks  chiefly  to  that  Almighty  Lord,  whom  winds 
and  seas  obey,  ^  who  casteth  forth  His  ice  like  morsels,'*  gathers  it  in 
heaps,  directs  its  coarse,  and  restrains  its  violence. 

Br.  Jona.  Mentzel  and  his  wife  have  returned  home,  to  rest 
from  their  long  and  &ithful  service  in  the  Labrador  Mission,  exteud- 
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ing  to  periods  respeotiyely  of  37*  and  25  years.  It  is  a  rather  re- 
markable drcuxDstanoe,  that,  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  who  went 
out  to  Labrador,  between  the  years  1819  and  1830,  none  oontinne  to 
labour  on  that  coast,— sereral  having  departed  this  life,  and  others 
being  in  retirement 

To  the  state  of  the  Mission,  both  spiritual  and  temporal,  ageneral 
reference  ha»  already  been  made,  sufficient,  perhaps,  to  obviate  the  ne- 
cessity oi  any  extended  remarks  in  this  place.  While  circumstanees 
of  encouragement,  and  tokens  for  gipod^  have  been  altogether  wiih- 
holden  at  none  of  the  stations,  the  great  need  of  a  spiritual  revival 
is  everywhere  felt  and  acknowledged;  and  the  more  so^  because  the 
severe  temporal  chastisements  with  which  our  Esquimaux  flocks  have 
been  visited,  have  fiskiled,  in  the  majority  of  instances,  to  increase  the 
hunger  and  thirst  after  righteousness,  which  should  characterise  all 
the  children  of  God,  and  the  heirs  oi  His  kingdom.  The  remarks  cm 
this  subject  made  by  our  Brethren  at  Okaky  it  is  impossible  to  read 
without  pain,  willing  as  the  reader  may  ba  to  ocMifess,  that  the  result  is 
no  strange  one,  where  the  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit  do  not  accom- 
pany the  correction.  Though  complaints  are  made  at  Hopedale  and 
NaAn  of  the  sinful  conduct  of  some  of  the  members,  rendering  it  ne- 
cessary to  exclude  them  from  fellowship,  cheering  instances  are  not 
wanting  of  the  power  of  Divine  Grace  in  restraining  from  evil,  and 
impelling  to  acts  of  faith  and  love.  The  attendance  on  the  means  of 
grace  i4^Mars  to  have  been  in  general  satis&ctory ;  and  the  confidence 
in  the  Lord,  and  dependence  upon  His  Almighty  help,  in  time  <^  ut- 
most need,  manifested  by  not  a  few,  tended  to  sustain  the  spirits  of  the 
Missionaries.  At  Hopedale^  several  accessions  to  the  Church  had 
taken  place.  The  outrage  committed  by  an  unworthy  inhabitant  of 
that  settlement  against  Br.  Eisner,  whether  the  act  of  a  sane  or  an  in- 
sane person,  is  happily  a  new  thing  in  the  lust<»7  of  the  Mission.  It 
affi>rds  a  lively  idea  of  the  unprotected  state  of  our  dear  fellow-ser- 
vants, as  dwellers  among  a  people  who  are  strangers  to  the  blessings 
and  restraints  of  civil  government 

The  particulars  of  the  dearth  of  food,  which  prevailed  more  or 
less  at  all  l^e  stations,  and  which  amounted  to  a  &mine  at  Ohak  and 
Htbron,  of  the  fearful  straits  to  which  the  Esquimaux  were  reduced,' 
and  of  the  mortality  which  was  the  result  at  the  latter  settlement,  will 
be  read  with  painful  interest  That  the  visitation,  however  dearly 
providential,  would  have  been  attended  with  less  distressing  con- 
sequences, had  the  Esquimaux  shewn  the  requisite  diligence  in  fishing, 

*  Of  ibis  term  of  years,  the  last  twenty-five  were  spent  et  Hebron. 
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and  proper  wiDingness  to  economise  the  storee  they  alreadj  poeBessed^ 
is  not  to  be  denied ;  and  it  is  much  to  be  regretted,  that  onr  Mission- 
aries have  not  yet  succeeded  in  inducing  habits  6f  greater  industry 
and  carefulness.  That,  iu  the  time  of  utmost  pressure,  they  opened 
their  own  stores,  and  dispensed  freely,  yet  considerately,  to  those  who 
were  ready  to  perish,  to  the  utmost  ci  their  ability,  will  not  be  im- 
puted to  them  as  a  fault, — least  of  all  by  the  Society,  whose  duty  and 
privilege  it  will  be,  to  provide  them  with  a  fresh  supply,  small  and 
utterly  inadequate  as  is  the  return  of  produce  received  this  year  by 
the  ffcMrmonf/, 

The  visits  of  the  Northlanders  to  Hebron,  which  took  place 
during  the  season  of  greatest  scarcity,  appear  to  have  had  no  other 
object  than  the  supply  of  their  temporal  wants ;  nor  did  any  remain 
at  the  settlement,  though  invited  and  entreated  to  do  so.  They 
know  not  as  yet  "  the  day  of  their  visitation.** 

For  the  copies  of  the  new  edition  of  the  Esquimaux  Hymn-book, 
forwarded  this  year,  sincere  thanks  are  expressed  by  the  Missionaries 
at  all  the  stations ;  also  for  the  supply  of  English  Bibles  and  Testa- 
ments, and  other  books  of  an  interesting  and  edifying  character, 
received  through  the  bounty  of  the  Bible  and  Beligious  Tract 
Societies,  and  of  private  friends,  for  the  use  of  the  settlers  in  the 
vicinity  of  Nain  and  Hopedale.  May  the  Lord  lay  an  abundant 
blessing  on  the  perusal  of  them. 


Letters  received  hy  the  Brethren's  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of 
the  Gospel,  in  the  Tear  1856,  from  the  Missionaries  on  the  Coast 
of  Labrador. 

''  Dear  Brethren,  Hopedalb,  Aug.  lOth,  1856.* 

*'  AS  much  drift-ice  has  beset  our  coast,  several  of  the  bays  being  quite 
covered  with  it ;  and  as  no  ship  had  i^peared  on  the  horizon,  as  late 
as  July  31  st,  we  b^;an  to  be  somewhat  uneasy.  However,  on  the  5th 
of  August,  a  little  after  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  the  Harmony 
arrived  safely  at  her  usual  anchorage,  to  our  great  joy;  and  we  were 
permitted  to  welcome  among  us,  Captain  White,  and  the  Bm.  and  Srs. 
Barsoe,  Bubser,  and  Weitz. 

**  For  your  esteemed  letter  we  beg  to  express  our  hearty  thanks. 
We  felt  especially  called  on  to  praise  our  Lord  and  Saviour  for 
the  information  (which  we  had  already  received,  in  a  less  reliable 
manner,  from  the  south),  that  the  bloody  war  had  come  to  an  end, 
and  that  peace  again  reigned  in  Europe.  Our  Esquimaux  also  re^ 
joioed  at  the  intdligence,  as  they  had  had  to  suffer  from  the  higher 
prices  of  various  articles  of  consumption.  May  the  Lord  be  pleased 
to  grant  that  peace  may  long  continue,  for  the  blessing  and  prosperity 
of  the  nations;  that  we  may  not  have,  in  future,  to  hear  that  Chris- 
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tiam  dandier  each  otlier,  Imt  that  tbej  ]a9e  ono  anotlMry  aad  an 
ready  to  tarn  their  swords  into  ploughaharee^  and  their  epean 
into  pnming-hooks. 

"  In  r^erence  to  the  approaching  Synod  of  the  Brethren's 
Unity,  we  desire  and  pray,  with  all  oar  hearto,  that  the  Lord  and  Head 
of  His  Ohorchy  waoid  direot  its  ddiberations  according  to  His  mind, 
and  for  the  welfare  of  all  the  oongregatiuDS  and  tiieir  members. 

**  During  the  past  year,  we  and  the  EflqaimaaT  committed  to 
oar  charge,  have  been  osdled  to  endare  a  variety  of  distresses  and 
anxieties ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  have  experienced  the  loving-kiDd- 
ness  and  gradous  help^  of  the  Lord.  In  consequence  of  the  cold  and 
stormy  weather,  in  August  and  September,  which  was  very  anfitvonr* 
able  for  the  drying  of  ^,  the  Fiiqnimaiix  were  prevented  from  laying 
up  a  sufficient  stock  for  winter  consumption.  It  is  true,  that  the 
autumn  seal-hunt  was  more  productive  than  in  the  previous  year, 
and  that  they  were  tolerably  successftd  in  snaring  foxes  in  the  winter, 
so  that  they  did  not  suffer  want  until  tiie  end  of  March  :  but^  horn 
that  time,  there  was  a  dedded  soaroity,  tiie  stock  of  seals  and  of 
dried  fish  bdng,  in  most  instaniws,  exhausted.  In  the  banning 
of  April,  most  of  the  Esquimaux  repaired  to  their  out-posts  on  the 
sea-coast  As,  however,  there  were  no  seals  to  be  obtained,  many 
suffered  severely  from  hunger,  having  nothing  better  to  subsist  on 
than  sea-weed  and  shell-fii&  At  a  later  period,  some  of  them  were 
Mocessful  in  killing  white-fish;  but,  on  the  whole,  their  suooess  in 
spring  was  so  limited,  that  not  one  of  them  was  able  'to  pay  his 
debts.  The  winter  was  a  time  of  trial  for  us  also,  as  there  were 
no  hares,  rippers,  &c ;  and  the  constant  use  of  salt  meat  affected  our 
health. 

**  On  the  3rd  of  September,  last  year,  a  large  American  whaling- 
shipi  the  Congress,  Captain  Bartlett^  being  in  a  leaky  state,  anchored 
near  our  place.  On  receiving  a  note  £ix>m  ua^  the  captain  was  at  onoe 
surprised  and  re^joiced  to  meet  with  civilized  beings  in  this  remote 
region;  and  this  was  still  more  the  case,  when  he  came  hither  in  his 
boat,  and  saw  our  station.  We  assisted  him  in  bringing  his  leaky 
v^tael  into  our  secure  harboor,  for  the  purpose  of  repanring  it^ — a 
w<ork  which  was  e£fM)ed  in  a  fieiw  days.  We  embraced  the  <^)por- 
tanity  to  eonveme  with  him  respeotiDg  the  one  thing  needfbl,  and 
ascertained,  in  the  course  of  conveniation,  that  he  had  never  been 
b^tised,  although  his  father  was  a  Presbyterian.  Being  deeply 
a&oted  by  the  result  of  his  unfortunate  voyage,  (for  he  was  obliged 
to  return  to  New  London,  with  his  empty  vessel,  as  soon  as  the 
repairs  were  completed,)  he  appeared  to  receive  our  testimony  re- 
garding the  Saviour  of  sinners  with  willingness,  and  expreoBed  his  • 
desire  to  become  a  true  Christian.  On  the  7th,  he  set  sail,  having 
presented  us,  as  a  token  of  his  gratitude,  with  two  doaen  canisters  of 
preserved  meats,  of  various  sorts.  These  were  of  great  use  to  ns  in 
the  scarcity  of  the  ensuing  winter. 

<<  The  internal  course  of  our  congregati<Hi  has,  on  the  whole,  been 
such  as  to  give  us  cause  for  satisfaction ;  althou^  several  gross  out- 
breaks of  sin  have  taken  place. 

*^0n  Palm-Sunday,  six  persons  were  confirmed,  among  whc»n 
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were  the  oft-meniioiied  John  Beed  and  hiB  wife.  Theywere  admitted 
to  participation  in  the  Holy  Comninnion,  on  Maandy-Thnraday.  On 
Easter-Sunday,  we  had  the  pleasure  to  baptise  a  young  woman,  e^^teen 
yean  old,  named  Mary  Lean,  from  David's  Inlet,  with  her  two  step- 
sisters, Margaret  Ann  and  Susanna  Lean,  who  are  children  under  five 
years  of  age. 

<^  The  schools  were  well  attended  during  ihe  winter,  and  the 
children  learned  with  pleaeura 

<'  The  Mission-&mily  hai^  thank  God,  enjoyed  good  health.  Br. 
and  Sr.  Eisner  were  rejoiced  by  the  birth  of  a  son,  on  the  16ih  of 
November,  who  was  baptised  into  the  death  of  Jesus  on  the  18th,  and 
received  the  name  Herman  Alfred 

^  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Esquimaux  wan  also,  on  the  whole, 
good.  With  the  Exception  of  some  children,  no  person  has  departed 
this  life,  although  several  suffered  from  afctacks  o£  illness  during  the 
autumn. 

*^  In  the  beginning  of  July,  two  heathen  families,  consisting  of 
ten  persons,  who  have  hitherto  lived  between  this  place  and  Nain, 
oame  hither,  in  order,  as  they  said,  to  be  converted  and  join  the 
b^eversL  They  stated,  that  tikis  had  long  been  their  wish,  but  that 
their  aged  &ther,  a  murderer  and  a  hardened  sinner,  had  prevented 
them  from  so  doings  as  long  as  he  lived.  We  sincerely  hope,  that 
Ihey  may  not  change  their  mind,  and  that  the  result  of  their  living 
here  may  be,  their  becoming  living  members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ 

'^  Wearesorrytostate,  ihat^onthe  17th  of  July,  an  evil-disposed 
Esquimaux,  named  Jacob,  jfired  twice  at  Br.  Eisner,  eaeh  time  with 
two  balls,  because  the  latter  had  called  him  to  account  for  stealing. 
Through  the  Iiord's  gracious  care,  no  injury  was  done.  We  could  not 
possibly  allow  this  dangerous  character  to  remain  on  our  land;  and, 
as  he  behaved  almost  like  a  madman,  we  had  him  tied,  and  carried 
southwards  in  a  boat^  with  all  that  belonged  to  him.  As  we  have 
here  neithar  magistrate  nor  police  regulations,  we  scarcely  know  how 
to  act  in  such  a  distressing  case  as  the  above,  fisaring  to  be  either  too 
forbearing  on  the  one  hand,  or  too  severe  on  the  other. 

''  We  have  sdU  to  express  our  thanks  for  the  violoncello  and 
darionet,  which  pleased  the  Esquimaux  very  much;  likewise  for  the 
horn,  by  whioh  a  long'-lelt  want  has  been  supplied. 

^'Oommendiug  ourselves  and  our  congr^;ation  to  your  sympa- 
thizing intercession,  and  with  kind  salutations,  we  remain,  your  affeo* 
tionate  Brethren  and  Sisters  at  Hopedale,

"*  Djcab  BjuTTBRBf,  Nain,  Sept.  2nd,  1866. 

**  BY  the  protecting  care  of  our  almighty  and  all- merciful  Qod,  the 
Harmonf/  has  again  arrived  safely  at  Hopedale.  This  w«s  on  the  5th 
of  August,  and  the  good  news  reached  us  on  the  9th.  Suspeuse  had 
already  become  painful,  and  doubts  and  apprehensions  began  to  occupy 
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our  hearts,  lest,  perhape,'iFar  or  other  obstacles  might  have  prevented 
the  saUing  of  the  ship.  The  abundance  of  drift-ice,  which  entered 
our  bay,  also  caused  us  to  fear  that  the  vessel  would  have  many 
difficulties  to  struggle  against  But  our  faithful  Saviour  has  turned 
all  our  fears  into  joy  and  thankfulness,  putting  to  shame  our  want  of 
fiedth,  as  He  has  often  done  before. 

*^  As  regards  the  command  of  the  ship,  we  are  glad  you  have 
succeeded  in  obtaining  for  Capt.  White  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Clouston, 
as  regidar  mate.  We  believe  we  may  put  full  confidence  in  him,  as 
we  know  him  welL 

"  We  are  thankful  that  the  want  of  hymn-books  will  be  supplied, 
to  some  extent,  by  the  copies  of  the  new  edition  which  you  have  sent 
xis,  the  former  being  quite  exhausted. 

<<  Concerning  the  Mission-family  at  this  place,  we  can  thankfully 
report,  that,  with  the  exception  of  occasional  slight  indispositions,  we 
have  all  enjoyed  good  health.  The  only  occurrence  to  be  mentioned 
is  the  birth  of  a  son  to  Br.  and  Sr.  YoUprecht,  who  was  baptized  on 
August  13th,  and  received  the  name  William  Traugott 

''  To  the  Esquimaux,  the  year  past  has  been  a  season  of  much 
suffering.  Their  well-known  thoughtlessness  and  indolence  in  fishing 
were  partly  to  blame  for  this.  Yet-  the  fact,  that  most  of  their  sources 
of  supply  were  very  unproductive,  led  us  to  excuse  and  pity  theoL 

"  A  sort  of  influenza,  which  prevailed  among  them  in  the  autumn, 
although  it  carried  off  some  victims,  was,  through  the  Ix»rd's  mercy, 
not  so  extensively  fatal  as  might  have  been  expected. 

<<  Though  the  past  year  has  been  marked  by  no  peculiar  mani- 
festation of  spiritual  life,  we  may  say,  to  the  glory  of  the  grace  of 
God,  that  there  are  yet  individuals  among  the  Esquimaux,  who  know  in 
whom  they  have  believed,  and  have  a  good  hope  through  Jesus  Christ. 
A  married  sister,  on  her  return  with  her  husband  ft^m  their  autumn 
fishing  station,  expressed  herself  as  follows :  '  I  have  been  happy, 
because  I  have  peace  in  my  heart ;  and  when  that  is  the  case,  one 
may  be  happy  anywhere.'  Another  female  observed,  that  her  circum- 
stances in  life  were  often  very  trying,  as  she  had  veiy  heavy  burdens 
to  carry  over  the  mountains,  when  engaged  in  the  chase  with  her 
husband.  On  one  occasion,  her  distress  impelled  her  to  pour  out  her 
heart's  sorrow  before  our  Saviour,  on  which  occasion,  she  felt  much 
strengthened  by  the  thou^t,  that  her  Saviour  had,  for  her  sake, 
endured  sorrow  in  this  world,  and  had  borne  His  cross,  till  He  sank 
under  the  load.  *  Tes,  yes,'  she  exclaimed, '  He  was,  indeed,  very 
near  me  then  ! '  Thank  the  Lord,  we  often  hear  such  encouraging 
expressions.  And  we  are  g^ad  to  say,  that  the  services  of  the  church 
are  well  attended.  We  have  also,  alas !  had  to  experience  much  of  a 
distressing  character,  from  outbreaks  of  gross  sin.  Shocking  instances 
have  occurred  of  Ijring,  slander,  and  hypocrisy ;  and  even  of  those 
who  were  admitted  only  last  year  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  Holy 
Communion,  we  have  had  to  exclude  three,  on  account  of  indulgenoe 
in  the  lusts  of  the  flesh. 

''  Six  persons  have,  during  the  year,  renewed  their  baptismal 
covenant,  and  have  been  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper.  They  were 
deeply  impressed,  so  that  some  of  them  could  scarcely  answer  the

them  under  His  care  to  the  end  1 

"  The  schools  were  well  attended,  though  but  for  a  short  period, 
as  the  people  were  obliged  to  disperse  soon  afiber  Easter,  on  account  of 
the  scarcity  of  provisions.  Most  of  the  children  had  been  diligent ; 
Bo  that,  at  the  examination  before  Easter,  we  could  feel  satisfied  with 
their  improvement.  In  the  learning  of  hymns  and  passages  of  Scrip- 
ture by  heart,  the  Esquimaux  children  manifest  greater  readiness 
than  Eiux>pean  children  of  the  same  age.  Even  little  children,  who 
do  not  know  their  letters,  learn  from  their  mothers  to  repeat  Terses 
of  hymns  very  nicely.  It  is  to  be  wished,  however,  that  they  would 
reflect  a  little  more  on  what  they  learn,  as  their  answers  to  questions, 
however  simple,  too  often  manifest  how  little  their  thoughts  are 
engaged.  Many  of  them  write  very  well ;  but  ihey  have  little  talent 
for  arithmetic,  especially  the  boy& 

''While  we  regretted,  that  our  <x>ngregation  was  obliged  to 
disperse  so  early  in  ^e  year,  and  in  very  cold  weather,  we  were  glad^ 
that  nearly  all  our  people  were  able  to  attend  the  Passion-week  and 
Easter-services,  before  they  left.  We  think  that  this  was  a  blessing 
to  many — ^we  ^sannot  say  to  all — for  there  are  some,  whose  spiritual 
slumber  is  so  sound,  that  they  experience  but  litUe  of  the  blessed 
effects  of  the  Holy  Spirits  teaching. 

''  Their  distressed  circumstances,  at  ihe  time  of  their  depart\ire 
from  this  place,  excited  deep  compassion,  some  having  only  one  or  two 
dogs  left,  and  some,  none  at  all — many,  of  these  useful  creatures 
having  perished  of  hunger.  The  people  were,  therefore,  themselves, 
obliged  to  draw  the  sledges,  loaded  with  their  children,  tents,  and 
simple  article  of  furniture.  Some  went  to  the  trout-pools,  others 
along  the  BeaKX>ast,  or  to  hunt  reindeer;  but  most  of  them  obtained 
very  little  provision.  The  result  was,  that,  nearly  every  day,  some 
returned  and  begged  for  dried  flsh  from  our  store.  With  this  article 
of  food,  we  were  glad  to  be  able  to  supply  them,  until  the  most  trying, 
period  was  over.  We  are  thankful  to  say,  that  no  one  belonging  to 
our  congregation  has  died  of  hunger,  though  many  have  suffered 
much. 

''  That  the  manner  of  life  of  ihe  Esquimaux  is  one  of  great  hardn 
ship  and  danger,  we  have  had  several  str^ing  proofs,  during  the  year. 
One  man,  while  engaged  in  the  seal-hunt,  in  his  kayak,  near  the 
edge  of  an  ice-field,  suddenly  saw  a  walrus  close  to  him,  displaying 
its  enormous  tusks.  He  was  too  near  the  animal  to  fire,  and  it  seems 
almost  a  miracle  that  he  was  able  to  beat  it  off  with  the  feeble 
weapons  at  his  disposal,  as  these  animals  are  exceedingly  fearless,  as 
well  as  savage. 

''  On  another  occasion,  several  men,  who  had  drawn  their  kayaks, 
on  sledges,  upon  an  ic^eld,  in  quest  of  seals,  suddenly  perceived  that 
the  field  of  iee,  on  which  they  were,  had  broken  loose,  and  was  driving 
out  to  sea.  The  waves,  which  already  rose  to  an  alarming,  height, 
would  soon  have  swallowed  them  up,  had  not  the  ice-field,  guided  by  the 
wondrous  hand  of  God,  reached  an  ice-berg,  upon  which,  with  great 
difficulty,  and  still  drawing  their  sledges  i^r  them,  they  succeeded 
in  escaping.   When  the  heavy  sea  had  somewhat  subsided,  they  reached 
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the  ahote  in  their  ki^aktif,  in  mietf,  tiMwifcing  ear  Saviour  toft  the 
gracious  protection  ihej  had  ezperieneed  m  so  striking  a  manner. 

^*  Last  winter,  we  had  nei  qoite  so  modi  snow  as  in  the  previous 
one,  nor  was  the  odd  so  sefere,  the  lowest  range  of  the  tiiermometer 
bei^  only  28^^  below  aero  of  Fahrenh^t  During  the  snmni^,  we 
have  not  had  many  warm  days,  but,  at  the  same  time,  have  escaped 
severe  nighi-frosts.  As  we  have  also  had  geniid  showers,  our  gardens 
lo<^  very  well  for  Labrador  We  expect  a  good  crop  of  potatoeaL 
They  are  now  just  in  blossom.     Last  year  we  had  a  poor  crop. 

^  On  the  evening  of  Augost  30th,  we  had  the  {Measure  of  wel^ 
coming  the  Harmony ^  though,  on  account  of  the  ^  and  contrary 
wind,  she  did  not  reach  her  U£«al  anchorage  nnlil  the  next  day. 

^  We  likewise  thank  our  dear  Christian  friends,  in  EngUuid  and 
elsewhere,  for  the  kind  gifts  of  various  descriptions,  with  which  they 
have  favoured  our  Mission ;  among  which,  we  would  especially  notice 
i^e  Englirii  books  presented  fay  ^e  Religious  Tract  Society.  We  doubt 
not  that  they  will  be  mndi  valued  by  l^e  Southlanders,  who  are  now 
on  a  visit  here.  May  the  Lord,  the  Giver  of  all  good  gifts,  bless  thoset, 
who  thus  serve  His  cause,  with  heavenly  blessings  in  Ohnst  Jesus  ! 

**  We  commend  ourselves,  dear  brethren,  to  your  kind  remem- 
branoe  and  interoeasion,  amd  oavenaiit  with  you  in  q^irit  to  remain 
fidthfiil  to  Jesus  our  Lord.

"^  WE  may  si^,  with  UtiB  Lord's  servant  of  old,  'Hitherto  hath  the 
Lord  hdped  us  I'  And  yon,  we  are  assured,  will  join  ns  in  aaeripticma 
of  praise  to  Him  fbr  His  undeserved  fidtiiftdness.  The  experience 
we  have  made  is  a  proof  that  He  never  leaves  nor  forsakes  His  people. 
^'  That  l^e  Hofrmony  is  an  object  of  intercession,  not  only  to 
you,  but  likewise  to  many  Christian  friends,  both  in  Great  Britain 
and  on  the  Continent,  we  are  well  assured  :  the  Lord,  ^o  heareth 
prayer,  having  so  graciously  preserved  her  fr^m  dangers,  whidi  often 
threatened  her  destruction.  May  He  grant  her  always  to  be  a  M»- 
sionaiy  ship,  and  fill  those  who  have  charge  of  her  with  a  spirit  of 
&ith  and  supplication.  We  are  tiumkftd  to  find,  that  our  wish  finr 
the  appointment  of  a  regular  mate  is  ftdfilled.  Mr.  Cloustxm  is  much 
esteemed  by  ns,  as  well  as  Ci^ptain  White,  and  we  wish  th^n  the 
blessing  of  the  Lord  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  that  they 
may  ever  remember,  that,  having  charge  of  a  vessel  devoted  to  so 
blessed  an  object,  they  are  doing  service  unto  the  Lord.  We  beg  to 
salute  our  valued  friend,  Capt.  Sutherland,  most  kindly,  and  to  assure 
him  that  we  remember  him  afiectionately. 

"It  is  a  special  matter  of  thankfulness  tons,  that  our  dear  Brethren 
and  Sirters,  who  left  us  last  year  on  account  of  sickness,  to  seek  the 
needftil  medical  aid  at  home,  have  been  restored  to  us  in  renewed 
health  and  strength. 
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^*  From  your  fturt^er  oonmranicstioiiB  we  notiee)  tiiat  you,  like 
onTselyeBy  are  still  anxiottBly  swaLting  a  *time  of  refreshing'  for  our 
Esquimaux  flocks.  But,  as  our  diaries  will  fail  to  give  you  any  pro<^ 
that  such  a  blesaiiig  has  been  vouchsi^ed,  we  call  upon  you  and  all 
our  dear  Christian  Mends,  to  join  us  in  our  petitions  to  the  Lord,  that 
He  would  cause  His  kingdom  to  come  wi^  power  in  the  hearts  of 
our  poor  Esquimaux.  ^Hiey  experience  no  want  of  tibe  means  of 
grace.  Indeed,  it  may  be  said  with  truth,  that  the  Word<^  Qod  dwrils 
among  them  liohly. 

"  To  Br.  Badham,  we  heartily  wish  the  blessing  of  our  Saviour 
in  his  new  sphere  of  labour,  as  Joint-Secretary  to  our  Missions. 

"  The  news  ai  peace  exdted  us  to  thank  and  praise  Him  who 
directs  ihe  hearts  of  kings  as  the  riven  of  water.  Mi^  the  results 
of  peace  be  £Kvourable  to  the  eaEtension  of  God's  kingdom,  and  thus 
tend  to  the  g^ory  of  Hia  name. 

'^  Towards  ihe  close  of  our  last  yeai's  report^  we  stated  that  our 
garden-products,  and  especially  the  potatoes,  had  suffered  so  much 
from  tiie  frost,  as  to  afford  us  little  hope  of  a  good  crop.  Our  fore- 
bodings were  realisod,  and  we  fdt  the  want  of  vegetables  during  the 
winter,  very  keenly. 

^ Tim  year,  howeiwr,all  looks  promkDng, and,  as  nootumal  frtMtts 
are  neither  so  frequent  nor  severe  as  they  were  last  year^  we  hep*  lor 
a  good  return. 

^  After  the  sailing  of  the  Hmfjwn/t^  lest  jBtsr,  we  had  some  very 
fine  weather,  so  that  the  drying  of  fis^  could  be  sucooesfuHy  prose- 
euted.  Those  of  our  pec^e  who  were  diligent  laid  in  a  supply,  which 
lasted  till  Easter.  Many,  however,  had  consumed  their  stock  by 
Christmas,  having  lost  the  £ftvoaiable  time  for  fishing,  in  the  hope  of 
obtaining  abundimce  of  seals  in  autumn*  Hiese  hopes  were,  however^ 
disi^pointed.     The  number  of  seals  caught  was  very  smalL 

'^  Such  masses  of  drift-ice  as  the  o^est  person  living  can  never 
vemember  to  have  seen  before,  were  driven  into  the  bays,  and  the 
nets  had  in  consequence  to  be  qui^dy  removed  Some  of  them  were 
saved  witii  difficulty,  and  a  few,  belonging  to  the  Mission,  were  lost 
An  this  filled  us  with  apprehension,  as  regarded  the  long  winter. 
Our  fears  proved  only  too  well  founded.  Ckmeral  scarcity  prevailed, 
ci  whidi  we  also  experienced  our  share;  hares  and  ptarmigans  (rippers) 
being  almost  eaiar^  wanting.  Of  the  latter  we  obtained,  some- 
times) only  three  in  a  weeli^  and  of  the  former,  only  three  tiiie  whole 
winter,  llie  result  is^  that  our  stores  are  neariy  exhausted.  We  have 
not  seen,  much  less  eaten,  any  reindeer  flesh  these  ten  months.  At 
last,  wlran  in  March  the  cod  made  their  appearance,  they  formed  our 
only  animal  food,  of  which  we  made  use  with  our  preserved  v^e- 
tables.  The  want  of  frei^  meat  had  a  serious  eSkct  on  the  health 
of  the  Esquimaux.  Several  were  attacked  with  scurvy,  one  cd  whom, 
a  married  woman,  died. 

'^  Up  to  Easter,  the  distress  was  not  extreme ;  but,  after  that 
period,  ahnoet  all  our  pe<^le  were  supported  by  us.  Deaths  also  in- 
ereased,  eq)ecially  among  sickly  and  weakly  perscms,  and  children. 
Sometimes  three  or  four  burials  took  place  at  one  time.  Several 
fiauiHes  went  to  the  trout-pools,  but  few  dt>tained  a  sufficiency  of  food. 
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Some  had  no  more  than  a  single  trout  for  a  day*s  subsistenoe.  One 
family,  which  had  never  known  want  before,  being  prevented  from 
going  to  hunt  reindeer  by  bad  weather,  went  to  a  pool,  but  not  being 
accustomed  to  fishing,  suffered  great  hardship,  and  eventnally  re- 
turned to  us  in  a  wretched  state  of  sickness  and  exhaustion.  Another 
family,  the  father  of  which  had  come  to  us  for  provisions,  and  had 
been  prevented  from  reaching  their  abode  for  a  whole  week,  in  conae- 
quenoe  of  snow-blindness,  were  reduced  to  such  extremities,  that 
they  devoured  the  skins  they  made  use  of  for  bedding.  On  their 
afterwards  attempting  to  come  to  Okak,  one  of  them,  a  boy,  died  on 
the  ice. 

**  From  March  to  June  was  a  trying  season,  during  which  all 
lived  on  what  they  obtained  from  the  store,  and  on  gruel,  which  was 
provided  in  our  kitchen  for  the  sick.  In  this  way  many  lives  were 
saved.  Those  who  were  at  the  provision-places  were  no  better  of^ 
and  trequently  came  in  companies,  dragging  their  empiy  sledges,  to 
obtain  provisions. 

**  We  have  also  the  pain  to  remark,  that,  at  such  trying  seasons, 
the  poor  people  seem  to  become  more  obtuse,  inattentive,  and  careless 
about  Good's  word,  so  that  twofold  evil  results. 

''  The  different  meetings  and  services  of  the  Church  were  held  in 
their  usual  order,  and  were  much  better  attended  at  the  b^;inning 
than  towards  the  end  of  the  winter.  We  cannot  report  many  pleasing 
results  of  the  hearing  of  Qod'a  word.  Though  some  appeared  to 
profit  thereby,  so  that  we  could  receive  five  persons  into  the  congre- 
gation, and  admit  one  to  the  Holy  Communion,  it  was  painful  to  see 
how  many  served  Satan,  according  to  the  desires  of  the  fiesh  and  of 
the  mind,  in  spite  of  all  the  warnings  and  exhortations  of  God*s  word, 
pmnifesting  no  true  repentance. 

**  The  schools  have  been,  on  the  whole,  well  attended ;  as,  also, 
the  children's  meetings  on  Wednesdays. 

"  On  the  1 1th  of  August,  B^amin  and  his  company,  twenty-six 
in  number,  returned  from  the  south.  According  to  their  account,  they 
are  glad  to  be  here  again,  and  intend  to  build  two  winter^housea 

"  On  Sunday,  August  24,  we  were  shocked  by  the  arrival  of  a 
boat,  with  the  bodies  of  the  two  married  men,  Theodore  and  SamueL 
In  the  previous  week  they  had  left  us,  well  and  in  good  spirits.  On 
Friday,  the  22nd,  they  went  out  in  their  kayaks,  but  soon  returned, 
very  unwelL  Of  the  medicines  sent  from  this  place,  by  an  express 
messenger,  they  had  made  little  or  no  use,  having  all  the  symptoms 
of  malignant  dysentery.  Their  relatives  wished  to  bring  them  hither 
living,  but  they  died  before  they  could  set  out.  It  was  a  severe  blow 
thus  to  lose  two  strong  and  active  fathers  of  &anilies.  The  wife  oi 
Samuel  was  also  ill,  but,  by  the  Lord's  blessing  on  the  means  used, 
9he  appears  likely  to  recover. 

"  To  the  praise  of  our  faithful  Lord,  we  can  state,  that  the  Mis- 
sion-family has  been  preserved  from  severe  illness. 

*^  Br.  and  Sr.  Aibrecht's  little  boy  was  so  ill,  as  to  render  the 
parents  very  uneasy,  but  he  was,  through  mercy,  restored.  Our  Br.  and 
Sr.  Horlacher  have  had  a  severe  trial  to  undergo,  it  having  pleased 
the  Lord  to  take  to  Himself^  very  suddenly,  on  the  1 7th  of  June,  the 
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son  who  had  been  bom  to  them  on  the  4th  of  Februaiy.  We  sin- 
cerely sympathize  with  our  dear  fellownservants,  and  beseech  the  Lord 
to  comfort  them.

"  Dear  Brethren,  Hebron,  Aug.  31«e,  1856. 

"  THE  past  year  has  been  one  of  severe  trial  to  ourselves  and  our 
people,  truly  a  season  of  chastisement  from  the  hand  of  the  Lord. 
The  scarcity  of  food  experienced  during  the  winter,  and  the  misery 
which  was  the  consequence  of  it,  are  without  example  in  the  history 
of  the  Mission  in  Labrador.  The  first  cause  of  this  scarcity  was  the 
&ilure  of  the  supply  of  fish,  occasioned  by  their  late  appearance 
on  the  coast,  and  the  un&vourable  weather  for  drying  the  few  which 
were  secured.  The  second  was  the  small  number  of  seals  taken,  either 
by  the  kayak  or  in  nets,  owing  to  a  quantity  of  drift-ice  quite  unu- 
sual at  this  time  of  the  year.  The  consequence  of  this  was,  that  even 
the  most  diligent  of  our  people,  who  had  never  been  accustomed  to 
the  want  of  provisions,  still  less  to  suffer  hunger,  had  hardly  anything 
left  in  store  for  the  long  winter.  We  looked  forward  to  the  future 
with  deep  anxiety.  Up  to  New-year,  the  distress  was  not  so  very 
severe.  It  increased,  however,  daily.  Not  only  was  the  considerable 
stock  of  provisions  in  our  store  consumed,  but  it  proved  even  insuf- 
ficient to  preserve  our  people  from  the  pangs  of  hunger,  few  of  them 
being  accustomed  to  live  on  bread  and  flour.  As  natives  of  a  northern 
region,  they  cannot  exist,  at  least  for  a  long  period,  without  animal 
food. 

'^  Li  the  Mission-family,  we  experienced  a  similar  want.  There 
were  no  wild  fowl,  no  hares,  no  reindeer:  a  circumstance  never  known 
before.  We  sometimes  thought,  that  all  creatures  given  for  the  nour- 
ishment and  comfort  of  man  in  these  regions  must  have  perished.  ^ 
The  question,  what  to  provide  for  our  daily  sustenance,  was  one  that 
often  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Sisters.  The  only  food  at  our 
disposal  was  of  a  kind,  not  suitable  for  this  cold  and  severe  climate; 
nevertheless,  thanks  to  the  Lord,  we  never  suffered  absolute  hunger. 
As  early  as  January,  several  families  1q^  us  to  seek  a  living  at  the 
troat-pools.  In  February,  the  results  of  this  scarcity  began  to  shew 
themselves.  Several  persons  of  a  delicate  constitution  died.  Others, 
strange  to  say,  found  that  their  appetites  could  not  be  satisfied,  how- 
ever much  they  might  eat.  Food  was  distributed  every  day.  For 
several  months,  fifom  tweniy  to  thirty  persons  received  food  from  our 
kitchen  two  or  three  times  a  w6ek.  But  all  seemed  to  be  of  little 
avail  While  we  can  say,  that  no  one  at  our  place  died  of  actual  star- 
vation, many  aged,  sicMy,  and  feeble  persons  finished  their  course, 
owing  to  want  of  suitable  nourishment. 

^  Many  Northlanders  visited  us  this  year,  but,  as  usual^  only  to 
VOL.  xxu.  I 
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trad^,  not  to  hear  the  Gospel.  All  complained  of  hunger,  and  pur- 
chaaed  proyisiona.  Fourteen  persons  from  TJngava-Bay  remained 
here,  fearing  to  return,  lest  they  should  perish  of  hunger  by  the  way. 
They  pofe^ed  a  desire  to  hear  the  Gospel,  but  frankly  added,  that,  if 
they  were  not  so  hxuigry,  they  would  not  remain,  and  that  the  bread 
from  the  store  was  very  good.  One  family  of  these  people,  consisting 
of  seven  persons^  died  at  Saeglek,  whither  they  had  proceeded  in 
ApriL 

"  It  would  occupy  too  much  time  and  space,  to  recount  all  the 
occurrences  worthy  of  notice;  and.  we,  therefore,  refer  our  dear 
Brethren  to  our  dituy,  which,  we  believe,  gives  a  correct  representation 
of  our  smfferinga.  The  total  nmnbcr  of  departures  here  was  very 
large,  namely : — Baptized  adults  and  children  41,  unbaptized  18. 
Several  who  bad  led  a  careless  life,  died  at  various  places,  at  a  distanoe 
frxun  Hebron,  Of  their  last  moments  we  know  nothing,  and  cannot 
say  whether  they  sought  for  mercy  at  last  or  not.  A  widow,  named 
Hielena,  may  be  mentioned,  who,  with  five  of  her  children,  died  at  one 
of  the  trout-pools.  There  do  not  seem  to  have  been  trout  in  any 
quantity,  aa  the  Esquimaux  report;  yet  those  who  took  proper  pains, 
were  able  to  provide  a  good  meal  each  evening.  The  widow  referred 
to  had  been  for  some  years  excluded,  and  lived  a  careless  life,  without 
any  sign  of  true  repentance,  or  desire  for  re-admission  to  the  congre- 
gation* 

"  As  re^puxls  the  spiritual  course  of  the  congregation  and  the 
school-attendance^  much  remains  to  be  desired  There  is  indeed  some 
ground  for  excuse  on  these  points,  in  the  total  want  of  suitable  dothiog 
for  adults  and  children.  It  is,  however,  also  a  fact,  that  the  Esquimaux, 
when  suffering  from  want  of  food,  too  often  lose  all  relish  for  spiritual 
thinga.  This  is  much  to  be  regretted,  as  the  I^ord's  purpose  in  thus 
afflicting  these  poor  people,  to  draw  them  by  tribulation  nearer  to  Him- 
self seems  to  be  but  partially  attained. 

"  The  27th  of  January  and  Easter-Monday  were  days  of  special 
blessing  to  us ;  on  the  former,  four,  and  on  the  latter,  two  adults 
being  bi^tized.  Several  other  persons  were  advanced  in  church- 
privileges  during  the  year.  On  tike  whole,  we  can  say,  to  the  Lord's 
praise,  that  there  ii  still  among  our  pe<^e  a  seed  to  serve  Him,  and 
that  we  have  repeatedly  observed,  that  He  will  not  forsake  those  who 
confide  in  Him  in  distress  and  tribulation*  We  have  had  the  pleasure 
to  hew  many  pleasing  testimonies  to  this  efiect  The  Lord  merciful^ 
helped  those  of  our  people,  who  went  to  hunt  reindeer,  and  who  were 
reduced  to  very  great  straits.  They  were  worn  out  with  the  length 
of  their  journey,  and  dragging  their  sledges,  having  eaten  nearly  all 
their  dogs.  Several  days  passed  without  apy  auooess,  and  several 
beoamesoexhatisted,  that  death  seemed  at  hand.  '  Then,' as  a  brother 
afterwards  related, '  one  eveniog  after  a  day  of  unsuccessful  toil,  we 
united  in  prayer  to  our  Saviour  to  have  compassion  on  ua ;  and  He 
heard  our  prayer,  for  next  day,  we  met  with  reindeer,  and  hare  not 
suffered  from  hunger  Binoe,'  They  returned  from  their  expedition, 
with  hearts  frdl  of  thaukfrdness  to  the  Lord^  for  ail  the  benefits  He 
had  bestowed  on  them. 

"  On  a  retrospect  of  the  past  year>  we  find  abundant  reason  for 
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praise  and  thankfulness,  for  our  Saviour's  gradous  assistance,  long- 
suffering,  and  pardoning  grace. 

'*We  have  been  favoured  with  the  enjoyment  of  good  health, 
with  the  exception  of  the  complaints  and  infirmities  incidental  to  ad- 
vancing age,  which  have  been  especially  experienced  by  our  dear  Br.  and 
Sr.  MentzeL  We  are  heartily  sorry  to  have  to  part  with  them,  and  shall 
miss  them  much,  after  their  many  years'  service,  and  the  experience 
they  have  accumulated  since  the  commencement  of  this  station.  They 
have  our  best  wishes,  that  the  Lord  may  be  with  them,  and  bring  them 
safe  and  well  to  the  place,  where  they  may  enjoy  a  peaceful  antepast 
of  eternal  rest

GREENLAND. 


IN  our  introductory  remarks  of  last  year,  we  drew  the  attention  of 
our  readers  to  the  diversity  not  unfrequently  found  to  exist,  in  the 
experience  of  our  Brethren  and  their  native  flocks,  in  the  northern 
and  in  the  southern  distriotB  of  Greenland.  This  year  we  have  to 
notice  a  similar  and  yet  more  striking  diversity — we  might  rather  term 
it  a  contraBt-*-between  the  circumstances  of  the  Greenlanders,  and 
those  of  the  Esquimaux  on  the  nearly  opposite  coast  of  Labrador — a 
people  of  the  same,  race,  and  of  similar  habits,  and  dependent  for 
sustenance  on  the  same  providential  supplies.  While  among  the 
latter,  want  prevailed,  to  a  fearful  extent,  during  the  year  ending  with 
the  summer  of  1856 — among  the  former,  the  necessaries  of  life 
abounded;  and  health,  and  such  a  measure  of  domestic  comfort 
as  a  Greenknder  is  satisfied  to  possess,  were  largely  vouchsafed. 
On  this  head,  the  reports  of  our  Missionaries  at  all  the  four 
settlements  are  of  a  cheering  complexion.  Nor  are  other  fea- 
tures of  the  past  year^  bearing  upon  the  temporal  condition  of 
the  native  population  generally,  devoid  of  encouragement.  We 
would  particularly  advert  to  the  measures  adopted  by  Dr.  Rink,  the 
newly  appointed  Inspector  of  the  Danish  factories,  for  the  repression 
of  pauperism,  and  the  promotionof  habits  of  industry,  thrifliness,  and 
social  order.  The  dispersion  of  the  Greeidanders  along  the  coast, 
however  unfavourable  to  tiieir  religious  imitractioii  and  the  education 
of  their  children,  appears  to  be  no  longer  avoidable,  and  must  there- 
fore be  submitted  to.  The  most  effectual  mode  of  remedying  its  in- 
conveniences, will  evidently  be,  the  training  up  of  a  body  of  qualified 
native  evangelists.     As  a  means  to  this  end,  Br.  EHeinschmidt's  small 
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but  rising  Institution  at  New-IIermhut,  is  an  object  of  much  interest. 
The  letters  from  FredericJc^thcU  contain  some  pleasing  intelligence,  re- 
lative to  the  work  of  education,  among  the  Southern  Greenlanders, 
and  the  value  which  they  set  upon  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  collection 
of  Hymns,  and  other  edifying  works.  The  erection  of  a  School-house 
at  Famiadluk,  for  the  benefit  of  a  portion  of  the  out-lying  members 
of  that  flock,  is  a  project,  which,  it  may  be  hoped,  will  ere  long  be 
earned  out.  At  all  the  stations  there  is  the  same  complaint  of  a 
deficiency  of  spiritual  life  among  the  members  of  the  Church,  though 
the  means  of  grace  are  in  many  instances  well  attended,  and  indivi- 
duals are  not  wanting,  who  adorn  the  doctrine  of  Christ  by  a  godly 
walk  and  conversation.  Both  at  Fredervcksthal  and  LichtenaUy  a 
number  of  fatal  accidents  had  occurred,  bringing  sorrow  and  desolation 
to  many  a  home  and  household. 

The  non-arrival  of  the  ship  BaldwTy  with  Inspector  Hollboll  on 
board,  boimd  to  one  of  the  Danish  factories,  had  created  general 
anxiety, — ^there  being  too  much  reason  to  fear  that  she  had  been  lost  on 
the  passage.  She  was  the  bearer  of  a  number  of  letters  and  publica- 
tions for  our  Missionaries,  which  they  will  be  sony  to  have  to  forego. 
Br.  Warmow,  of  Lichten/els,  has  come  home  on  a  visit 


From  Br,  C.  A.  Ulbricht. 
"  Dear  Brother,  New-Herrnhut,  June  13^i,  1856. 

"WE  have  had  a  prosperous  year,  thank  God  !  Both  Greenlanders 
and  Europeans  have  enjoyed  good  health.  With  the  former,  es^je- 
cially,  the  Lord  has  dealt  very  mercifully,  having  provided  them  with 
what  was  absolutely  needful,  and  not  permitted  them  to  suffer  want, 
although  the  seal-hunt  was  by  no  means  successful  Our  labours 
among  them  were  less  interfered  with,  than  is  the  case  in  winters 
marked  by  scarcity,  and  we  hope  that  our  efforts  have  not  been  fruit- 
less. I  have  not  undertaken  any  visitation-journeys  during  the 
winter,  my  colleagues  having  discharged  that  duty.  ()nly  a  few  days 
ago,  Br.  and  Sr.  Kichter  returned  from  a  journey  of  this  description. 
They  had  been  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Fiorde,  had  visited  the 
Greenlanders  at  ^ve  different  places,  and  Br.  Bichter  had  held  a  con- 
siderable number  of  meetings.  Everywhere  they  foimd  the  people 
glad  and  thankful  to  be  visited. 

"  It  is  a  year  since  we  have  heard  from  our  children  in  Germany, 
and,  owing  to  the  non-arrival  of  the  ship,  some  time  will  probably 
elapse  before  we  can  receive  any  intelligence.  We  are  now  about  to 
send  the  two  youngest  home.  They  will  accompany  Br.  Warmow 
from  Lichtenfels  to  Copenhagen,  by  one  of  the  later  ships,  which  will 
call  at  the  former  place.  You  can  imagine  our  feelings,  at  having  to 
part  with  the  last  of  our  children.  We  pray  the  Lord,  to  help  us 
and  the  little  ones  over  this  painful  separation.     As  soon  as  we  hear 
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of  tlic  arrival  of  the  ship  at  Lichteiifels,  my  wife  and  myself  intend 
to  accompany  the  children  thither  in  a  woman's  boat.  The  pleasure 
of  seeing  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  there,  will  do  much  to  alleyiate  the 
pain  of  the  expected  separation  fi'om  tliose  still  dearer  to  us. 

'^  For  some  weeks  past,  our  attention  has  been  attracted  by  the 
drifting  ashore  of  ship's  timbers  and  fragments  of  wood,  on  a  line  of 
coast  extending  nearly  300  milea  The  Gi*eenlanders  have,  almost 
daily,  brought  home  spars  and  bulkheads,  and,  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  the  colony  of  Qodhaab,  a  large  quantity  has  accumulated.  We 
have  also  obtained  some;  among  the  rest,  a  slab  of  mahogany,  about 
oighteen  feet  long  by  fourteen  broad.  From  the  appearance  of  some 
of  the  fragments,  it  is  supposed  that  a  large  American  ship  must  have 
been  driven  northward  by  storms,  and  been  crushed  to  pieces  by  the 
ice. 

"  While  I  write,  it  is  snowing,  with  the  wind  from  the  south-west. 
Nevertheless,  we  have  had  an  early  spring,  and  were  able  to  plant  our 
gardens  in  the  middle  of  May.  We  have  again  received  a  line  supply 
of  coal,  provided  for  us  by  our  English  friends.  Please  to  express  our 
hearty  gratitude  to  our  kind  benefactors  for  this  benefit*. 

"  We  are  thankftd  to  the  Lord,  that  peace  is  concluded.  May  it 
be  a  lasting  one  1  It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  the  great  deamess  of  all  the 
necessaries  of  life  will  now  cease,  so  that  the  poor  at  home  may  have 
better  times,  and  we,  in  Greenland,  may  obtain  cheaper  food,  and  not 
be  so  burdensome  to  the  Mission-Fund."

"  New-Herrnhut,  Jwm  21«^,  1856. 
"  OUR  Training-Institution  for  native  teachers  has  received  from 
Zeyst  a  valuable  present,  consisting  of  a  neat  little  organ,  and  a  small 
printing-press,  if  some  other  kind  friends  would  now  supply  us  with 
paper,  <fec.,  I  think  I  might  do  something  to  satisfy  the  craving  of 
the  Greenlanders  for  information.  At  present,  they  relate  to  each 
other  the  most  absurd  fictions,  the  place  of  which  I  would  gladly 
supply  with  somei^ng  of  a  sounder  character.  But  my  hopes  ex- 
tend ferther  even  than  this.  Last  winter,  I  made  a  beginning,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Danish  Missionaries  at  Godhaab,  of  revising 
those  portions  of  Scripture,  which  have  been  translated  into  Green- 
landish,  and  of  tran^ting  what  yet  renudns  to  be  done,  so  as  to 
l>resent  the  Greenlanders  with  a  complete  and  correck  version  of  the 
Bible.  With  these  views,  the  receipt  of  a  complete  printing-apparatus, 
has  excited  the  desire  in  my  mind  to  execute  the  printing  of  the 
Scriptures  on  the  spot.  I  believe  this  would  not  only  be  practicable, 
but  very  desirable,  as  insuring,  as  nearly  as  possible,  freedom  from 
printing  faults." 


•  One  of  those  friends  and  benefectora,— the  oldest,  steadiest,  and  most 
honoured  of  their  nmnbor,— Miss  Mary  Aikman  of  Edinbuigh,~ha8  been  recently 
permitted  to  enter  into  the  joy  of  her  Lord.

"Dkar  Brother.  Liohtekfels,  July  11  th^  1856. 

"  ALTHOUGH  I  have  not  aa'yet  heard  from  yon,  yet  as  I  have  some 
hopes  of  doing  so  by  a  ship  which  will  call  at  the  neighbouring  colony, 
I  hasten  to  get  a  few  lines  ready  before  her  arrival,  as  her  stay  in  tlas 
neighbourhood  will  be  but  short.  The  past  year  may  be  considered 
a  favourable  one  for  our  Greenlandera,  and  we  hope  that  their  tem- 
poral prosperity  has  not  been  without  a  good  influence  on  their  spi- 
ritual welfare. 

^'  Some  of  our  outward  relations  will  probably  assume  a  different 
form,  as  the  present  Inspector  of  the  colony,  Dr.  Kink,  is  endea- 
vouring to  improve  the  condition  of  the  Greenlanders,  by  obtaining 
the  introduction  of  civil  laws,  arrangements  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  poor,  and  other  institutions,  which  may  prove  beneficial.  May 
the  Lord  also  write  His  laws  in  the  hearts  of  all  I  These  r^ula- 
tions  will,  at  all  events,  tend  to  call  forth  greater  activity,  and  may 
also  arouse  some  degree  of  liveliness  in  the  church.  As  regards  the 
latter,  there  appear  to  be  obstacles  which  are  insuperable.  For  in- 
stance, the  dispersion  of  the  Greenlanders,  their  distance  from  the 
Missionaries,  the  ngorous  climate,  and  the  mode  of  obtaining  a  subsist- 
ence. In  a  winter  so  mild  as  the  last  was,  our  dispersed  congregations 
are  able  to  visit  us  frequently.  This  was  the  case  at  Christmas  and 
Easter,  when  the  church  was  filled  with  attentive  hearers.  We 
really  can  say  but  little  against  the  dispersion,  much  as  we  regret  it. 
The  present  appears  to  be  a  remarkable  time  for  Greenland.  The 
principal  means  of  subsistence,  namely,  the  taking  of  seals,  is  becoming 
more  difficult,  and  less  productive  every  year.  The  seals  make  their 
appearance  on  the  coast  less  frequently  and  numerously  than  for- 
merly. This  is  the  Lord's  d(Hng,  and  we  can  only  keep  silence,  and 
believe  that  He  has  wise  purposes  in  view. 

*'  The  attendance  of  the  children  and  yoimg  people  in  the  schools 
has,  on  the  whole,  been  good;  and  we  trust  they  have  enjoyed  a 
blessing,  by  having  learned  a  considerable  number  of  texts  and  ver^ 
ses  of  hymns.  It  may  truly  be  said  of  the  young  people  in  Green- 
land, that  they  are  quick  of  comprehension,  and  leam  with  ease.  It 
is  to  be  wished,  that  more  could  be  done  for  those  at  the  out-stations, 
as  the  native  helpers  cannot  attend  to  the  schools  very  regularly. 

"We  have  now  only  about  150  persons  residing  here,  while  our 
people  at  the  out-places  amount  to  206. 

"  September  IsL 
"  I  am  glad  to  say,  that  I  have  this  day  received  your  kind  letter, 
for  which  accept  my  be«t  thanks. 

"  Captain  Penny  has  not  yet  made  his  appearance  here.  Should 
he  still  desire  to  take  a  Brother  from  this  Mission,  he  would  probably 
be  obliged  to  proceed  to  New-Hen-nhut  for  Br.  S.  Kleinschmidt,  as 
Br.  Warmow  has  left  us  to  proceed  to  Europe*. 

^  •  It  will  be  seen  from  the  contents  of  Capt.  Penny's  letter  to  the  Secretaiy, 
given  under  the  head  of  Miscellaneous  Intelligence,  that  he  has  failed,  for  tho 
fourth  time,  in  his  attempt  to  reach  Lichtenfels.— -Eds.

"  Dbar  Bbotheb,  LiohtenaU)  Aug»  \iih^  1856« 

"  THE  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  ships  from  Europe,  which  is  usually 
a  season  of  rejoicing,  is,  this  year,  quite  the  contrary.  We  are  de- 
prived of  nearly  all  our  letters,  and  particularly  those  we  are  most 
desirous  to  receive.  The  ship  by  which  they  were  forwarded,  and 
which  was  the  first  which  sailed  for  Greenland  this  season,  has  not 
been  heard  of  since,  and  is  supposed  to  be  lost.  Several  passengers 
were  on  board,— among  the  rest.  Captain  HoUbOll,  for  many  years 
Inspector  of  the  factories  on  this  coast,  with  his  son,  an  officer  in  the 
Danish  navy,  and  a  Danish  Missionary  with  his  fiunily.  Another 
large  ship  must  have  been  destroyed  in  the  ice,  as  fragments  have 
been  washed  up  all  along  the  coast. 

"  During  the  summer,  several  fatal  accidents  occurred  among  the 
Oreenlanders.  Near  Predericksthal,  several  are  said  to  have  been 
lost  while  at  sea,  in  their  kayaks ;  and  a  boy  was  killed  by  a  stone 
which  rolled  from  a  mountain. 

"  At  this  place,  two  men  who  had  gone  out  in  their  kayaks,  were 
surprised  by  a  violent  storm.  Finding  it  impossible  to  make  the  land, 
they  kept  out  to  sea.  There,  it  would  appear,  that  the  younger  man 
capsized  with  his  kayak,  but  was  assisted  by  his  companion  to  regain 
his  proper  position,  and  his  kayak  taken  in  tow  by  him.  Probably, 
both  capsized  after  this,  as  the  two  corpses  were  found  floating  in 
their  kayaks,  at  a  great  distance  to  the  northward.  This  was  a 
very  trying  event,  as  they  were  both  experienced  hunters,  and  skilful 
in  the  management  of  the  kayak.  Their  families,  who  had  always 
lived  in  abimdance  according  to  the  Greenland  fashion,  are  now  sud- 
denly plunged  into  deep  poverty. 

"  You  are  already,  in  some  degree,  aware  of  the  spiritual  con- 
dition of  our  people.  Most  of  them  live  carelessly,  and  are  negligent 
concerning  their  spiritual  welfere,  and,  although  it  cannot  be  said  of 
the  majority,  that  they  are  habitually  given  to  works  of  the  flesh,  yet 
they  are  not  anxious  respecting  the  '  one  thing  needful.'  They  are 
satisfied,  if  they  lead  an  outwardly  decent  life,  and  this  is  the  extent 
of  their  Christianity.  It  would  be  weU,  if  even  this  was  universally 
the  case,  although  we  know,  that  such  holiness  is  of  no  avail  in  the 
sight  of  God ;  but,  unfortimately,  many  live  according  to  the  lusts  of 
the  flesh,  and  are  utterly  disobedient  to  the  voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
This  is  distressing  enough.  I  am  sometimes  anxious,  lest  we  ourselves 
should,  to  some  extent,  be  to  blame  for  the  declensioii  among  these 
poor  people.  May  it  please  the  Lord  to  create  all  things  new,  and  to 
pour  out  His  Spirit  upon  us. 

"  The  past  year  has  been  unusually  favourable  for  our  people 
in  temporals.  I  think  I  cannot  remember  any  previous  one  equidly 
so.  One  cause  of  this  is  mainly  to  be  sought  for  in  the  feet,  that 
we  hare  had  scarcely  any  real  winter.  Before  Christmas,  the  ther- 
mometer fell  only  once  to  10°.  Fahrenheit,  and  did  not  remain  long 
even  so  low.  •  After  New-year,  we  had  fine  spring  weather, 
and  with  the  exception  of  some  sharp  night-frosts,  this  mild 
weather  continued.    Our  gardens  look  more  promising  than  oould 
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well  be  expected  in  Greenland.  There  is  also  abundanoe  of  grass, 
so  that  our  cattle  and  goats  are  thriving,  and  give  plenty  of 
milk.  So  little  snow  was  diere  during  the  winter,  that  the  Green- 
land women  could  go  out  and  gather  berries  at  all  times.  There  was 
also  abundance  of  fish  and  wild-fowl,  and  the  calm  weather  permitted 
the  Greenlanders  to  go  out  hunting  or  fishing  every  day,  so  that  they 
obtained  quite  as  much  as  was  required  to  supply  their  wants.  The 
summer  has  also  been  so  propitious,  that  they  have  been  enabled  to 
lay  up  a  good  stock  of  dried  provision  for  the  winter.  They  have  not 
been  altogether  free  from  attacks  of  sickness ;  indeed,  in  the  autumn 
and  at  the  beginning  of  the  winter,  pleurisies,  and  complaints  of  the 
head  and  chest,  were  very  prevalent.  The  opportunity  thus  aiSforded 
to  and  embraced  by  us,  of  speaking  a  wozd  of  exhortation,  when 
visiting  the  sick,  appears  to  have  been  not  altogether  fruitless.  In 
several  cases,  the  sick  and  dying  manifested  a  degree  of  fidtb  in 
their  Saviour,  which  we  should  hardly  have  attributed  to  them  in  days 
of  health.  This  encourages  us  not  to  become  weary  in  our  efforts  on 
behalf  of  these  poor  people,  but  to  continue  to  make  known  to 
them  the  Saviour  of  sinners,  and  salvation  through  His  blood. 

''  There  were  fourteen  deaths  in  our  congregation  last  year.  It 
is  a  remarkable  &ct,  that  the  Greenlanders  rather  diminish  than 
increase  in  number.  That  this  is  not  from  any  want  of  fruitfulneas, 
is  proved  by  the  circumstance  of  there  being  as  many  children  bom 
here,  in  proportion,  as  in  any  country  of  Europe,  perhaps  even  more. 
For  instance,  in  this  congregation,  we  have  about  one  hundred  married 
couples,  to  whom  were  bom  in  one  year  forty-one,  and  in  the  next, 
thirty-nine  children.  The  decrease  arises  probably  frx>m  the  larger 
number  of  deaths  among  young  children,  in  consequence  of  want  of 
proper  care,  and  the  number  of  persons  who  oome  to  an  untimely  end, 
often  in  the  prime  of  life." 


From  Br.  Uellneb. 
"Deab  Brother,  Fredericksthal,  Au^,  29thy  1856. 

"  I  AM  thankful  to  say,  that  our  family  at  this  place  have  enjoyed  good 
health,  during  the  past  year.  This  has  likewise  been  generally  the  case 
with  the  Greenlanders,  the  complaint  of  the  chest,  which  prevailed 
among  them  for  nearly  two  years,  having  now  entirely  disappeared. 
The  winter  was  also  favourable,  as  regards  their  means  of  sub^tenoe  ; 
for,  although  they  did  not  obtain  much  from  the  sea,  yet,  as  there 
was  but  little  snow,  they  were  able  to  collect  berries  and  roots  in 
abundance,  which,  with  the  seals  and  wild  fowl  occasionally  caught, 
were  sufficient  for  their  wants.  We  were  only  called  upon^  occa- 
sionally, to  assist  the  widows  and  orphans. 

''  Although  our  people  were  often  absent  from  the  station,  they 
took  care  that  the  young  people  did  not  neglect  ihe  schools.  Nor 
have  we  any  reason  to  comphun  of  the  attendance  at  churcL  We 
trust  to  our  Lord's  gracious  promise,  that  His  word,  which  is  so  freely 
made  known,  will  not  remain  without  fruit.  Indeed,  I  may  say,  that 
we  are  not  without  proo&  of  this,  in  the  walk  and  conversation  of 
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our  people,  although  these  are  not  so  numerous  as  we  could  wish,  and 
might,  with  justice,  expect.  You  will  be  gratified  to  hear,  that  all 
who  can  read  are  well  provided  with  portions  of  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
as  well  as  good  and  edtfjdng  books.  I  may  mention,  besides  the  entire 
New  Testament,  the  Psalms,  an  extract  from  the  Old  Testament,  the 
Harmony  of  the  Four  Gospels,  an  excellent  catechism,  which  was 
translated  into  Greenlandish  about  fourteen  years  ago,  and  a  very 
suitable  devotional  book,  containing  meditations  for  every  day  in  the 
year,  which  we  have  had  about  three  years,  and  for  which  we  are 
indebted  to  Br.  Paulsen  Lund.  All  these  books  are  diligently  made 
use  of  by  our  people  in  their  dwellings,  and,  except  the  last-mentioned, 
in  the  schools.  The  Hymn-book,  containing  about  600  hymns,  is  also 
fiaithfuUy  turned  to  account.  A  great  number  of  the  hymns  are 
learned  by  heart  by  the  younger  portion  of  our  congregation,  and  these 
are  frequently  sung  by  them  in  their  houses.  They  have  much  taste 
for  music,  and  their  singing  is  very  good. 

"  We  should  be  truly  thankful  if  our  people  lived  at  our  station, 
even  during  the  winter  months,  that  is,  from  September  to  May. 
But  they  are  scattered  at  no  less  than  twelve  different  places,  some  of 
which  are  from  fifty  to  sixty  miles  ofil  The  stormy  character  of  the 
sea  on  this  coast,  and  the  frequent  occurrence  of  dri^ioe,  render 
regular  visitation  impossible. 

**  It  is  true,  that  we  have  appointed  a  helper  and  a  teacher  at 
each  of  the  out-stations.  But  this  arrangement,  though  the  best  we 
can  make,  is  a  very  imperfect  one.  I  do  not  see  how,  under  present 
circumstances,  this  very  injurious  dispersion  can  be  done  away  with. 
The  Greenlanders  have  a  natural  indination  to  a  wandering  life ;  and 
it  is  ordered  by  the  Danish  Commercial  Board  that  they  shall  disperse. 
If  we  acted  at  all  in  opposition  to  these  orders,  we  should  have  to 
quit  the  country.  All  we  can  say  is,  that  the  Lord,  who  has  been 
pleased  to  permit  this  state  of  things,  can  alter  it,  as  soon  as  He 
pleases,  and  He  has  a  thousand  means  of  effecting  His  purposes,  where 
we  can  see  none. 

"  I  observe  that  you  rate  our  school-attendance  at  about  sixty, 
I  am  glad  to  inform  you,  that,  during  the  school-months,  it  has  this 
year  amoimted  to  eighty-six,  that  is,  fifty  girls  and  thirty-six  boys. 
Besides  this  regular  school,  I  had  the  bell  rung  daily  during  summer, 
and  kept  school  with  all  who  came.  I  have  had  as  many  as  forty, 
and  never  less  than  thirteen.  I  think  it  would  be  well,  if  this  extra 
effort  could  be  made  at  all  our  places  here.  I  attach  great  importance 
to  the  schools,  and  am  thankful  that  our  Saviour  has  given  me  a  love 
for  teaching."

From  Br.  G.  M.  Ihrer. 
"  Dear  Brother.  Fredericksthal,  Atig.  lith,  1856. 

"THE  Lord  has  been  pleased  to  own  the  preaching  of  His  word 
during  the  past  year.  And,  during  the  preparatory  instruction  of 
the  ten  persons  who  were  confirmed  on  Palm-Sunday,  we  were  privi- 
l^ed  to  perceive  tokens  of  the  impression  made  on  their  youthftil 
hearts  by  the  saving  word.      We  were  also  enabled  to  adiminister 
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the  rite  of  baptism  to  a  a  youth,  who  has  been  for  some  time 
residing  here. 

"  In  the  beginning  of  October,  I  undertook  a  journey  of  -visita- 
tion among  our  dispersed  congregation-members,  whic^  occupied 
me  ten  days.  On  this  occasion,  though  I  discovered  in  some  not 
a  little  hankering  after  fleshly  lusts,  and  indifference  to  God  and 
His  word ;  yet  I  also  witnessed  cheering  tokens  of  the  fiuthful 
operations  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  hearts  of  many. 

"  In  case  we  can  obtain  permission  from  the  Danish  Govern- 
ment, we  intend  to  supply  a  long-felt  want,  by  erecting  a  suitable 
school-house  at  the  out-station  Pamiadluk.  For  this  object^  the  Mis- 
sionary Association  at  Zeyst  has  kindly  promised  a  donation. 

<*  A  short  time  ago,  we  were  informed,  that  a  few  fiunilies  of 
heathen  from  the  East  coast,  had  come  somewhat  nearer  to  us. 
They  had  reported,  that  some  of  the  inhabitants  of  their  country  had 
perished  of  hunger. 

"  We  shall  take  an  early  opportunity  to  visit  these  poor  people. 


SOUTH    AFRICA. 

THE  intelligence  from  this  portion  of  the  Mission-field,  though  not 
embodying  any  very  new,  or  particularly  striking  points  of  informa- 
tion, will,  we  believe,  be  perused  without  interest.  Br.  Kolbing's 
letters,  while  imparting  intelligence  respecting  the  Missionary  work, 
and  the  agents  employed  on  it,  at  the  various  stations,  contain, 
likewise,  some  details  respecting  the  rumoured  impending  war,  which 
throw  great  light  on  the  state  of  feeling  among  the  Kaffir  tribes, 
and  vividly  bring  before  us  the  dangers  to  which  our  fellow-servants 
in  that  part  of  the  world  are  exposed.  "We  feel  assured,  that  the 
readers  of  the  Periodical  Accounts  will  heartily  join  in  our  Brethren's 
prayerful  anticipations,  that  the  threatening  storm  may  be  averted. 

That  GosJien  should  again  be  deserted,  even  temporarily,  will 
excite  feelings  of  regret,  which  will  be  deepened  by  the  perusal  of 
the  statements  of  the  Bm.  Hartman  and  Meyer,  respecting  their 
efforts  for  the  benefit  of  the  Kaffir  population,  and  the  detailed 
accoimt  of  the  opening  of  their  temporary  church.  We  certainly 
hope,  that  the  cessation  of  the  warlike  aspect  of  affairs,  may  permit 
our  Brethren  speedily  to  resume  their  labours  for  the  external  com- 
pletion of  the  settlement,  as  well  as  for  the  spiritual  welfiire  of  the 
inhabitants  and  neighbours.  The  account  of  a  dangerous  encounter 
with  a  Cape  tiger  (or,  more  properly,  leopard,)  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  station,  tends  to  show,  that  increasing  civilisation  has, 
by  no  means,  entirely  put  an  end  to  the  dangers  incident  to  travelling 
or  settling  in  the  wilderness. 
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The  details  of  information  respecting  the  schools^  at  seyeral  of 
the  stations,  are  not  without  interest. 

The  inconvenience  arising  from  the  unsettled  tenure  of  the  land 
at  some  of  the  stations,  is  only  one  of  several  difficulties  now  threat- 
ening to  impede  the  progress,  and  diminish  the  usefulness,  of  this 
flourishing  Mission.  Still  the  work  is  the  Lord*s.  May  He  protect 
it,  and  those  engaged  in  it !  May  His  great  atonement  not  cease  to 
be  preached,  with  power,  to  the  benighted  tribes  of  Southern  Africa  ! 
And  may  He  bestow  on  our  dear  fellow-labourers  the  needful  wisdom 
and  courage,  and  cause  these  trials  to  be  beneficial  to  their  flocks,  by 
stirring  them  up  to  a  stronger  sense  of  their  responsibility,  and  a 
more  correct  appreciation  of  the  great  privileges  they  enjoy  ! 


From  Br.  C.  R  Kolbing. 
{I'o  the  Secretary  cmd  Miseion-Board.) 
"Deak  Bbothkr,  "Genadbndal,  JtUy  30th,  1856. 

'•'  WHEN  I  received  your  last  letter,  I  was  engaged  with  the  super- 
intendence of  ilfty  men,  who  were  employed  to  repair  the  bridge 
over  the  Sondei-end.  The  floods  had  carried  off*  the  wood-work  from 
the  foot-ways,  and  damaged  the  piers.  There  is,  every  year,  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  repair  required.  This  needful  work  is  a  portion 
of  the  voluntary  and  gratuitous  assistance  given  by  our  people;  and 
it  fells  to  the  lot  of  the  Brother,  under  whose  specicd  care  and  instruc- 
tion the  adult  male  members  of  our  congregation  are  placed,  to  as- 
semble and  encourage  them  for  the  purpose. 

"  Before  proceeding  to  answer  your  inquiries,  I  have  to  men- 
tion, that  our  venerable  Br.  Fritsch  was  caUed  home  to  our  Saviour 
on  the  12th  of  July.  He  was  in  the  79th  year  of  his  age,  and  the 
45th  of  his  Missionary-service.  He  has  left  interesting,  and,  often, 
very  original  diaries,  relating  to  his  early  life,  his  call  to  the  Mission- 
ary-service, and  the  first  years  of  his  residence  here ;  so  that  there  will 
be  no  want  of  materials  for  a  memoir. 

"  Towards  the  end  of  May,  our  Governor  made  a  journey  into 
Kafi&aria,  to  ^x  on  locations  for  the  soldiers  of  the  Anglo-German 
legion,  amounting  to  between  8,000  and  9,000  men.  It  my  be,  that 
they  will  defend  the  Colony  against  the  Kaffirs,  but,  beyond  this,  the 
probable  character  of  the  majority  is  likely  to  render  them  no  vory 
desirable  acquisition;  and  it  is  not  a  very  pleasant  prospect,  that  a 
number  of  them  are  to  be  located  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Shiloh. 

"  The  last  reports  from  Enon  are  good.  Br.  and  Sr.  Richter, 
who  had  arrived  there  on  the  3rd  of  May,  were  rejoiced,  on  the  8th 
of  June,  by  the  birth  of  a  son.  Br.  and  Sr.  Lemmertz  also  had  a  son 
bom  to  them,  about  the  same  time.  The  two  infants  were  baptized 
together,  an  occurrence  which  has  probably  not  taken  place  at  any  of 
our  Mission-stations  before. 

"  At  Shiloh  things  appear  to  be  prosperous.  Br.  R.  Bauer  seems 
very  happy  there.     He  is  engaged  in  attending  to  the  plantations,  as 
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well  SB  taking  a  share  in  spiritual  duties.  He  and  Br.  Meyer*  ai'o 
learning  the  Kaflfir  language  very  diligently,  and  have  made  such 
progress  as  to  be  able  to  offer  prayer  in  it,  in  public,  without  the  aid 
of  an  interpreter.  The  matter  is  written  out ;  but  oven  this  is  a 
great  step  in  advance. 

"  The  Brethren  and  Sisters  at  Olarkson  were  well,  by  the  last 
accounts.  In  consequence  of  the  &ct  that  the  land,  at  present  occu- 
pied by  the  Fingoos,  at  the  outnstations,  is  not  secured  to  them,  the 
teacher,  ZwelibMizi,  at  Snysklip  (one  of  the  outposts),  has  still  to  live 
in  a  Kaffir  house,  and  we  cannot  proceed  to  erect  a  building  for  a 
school.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  Zwelibansd  is  active  and  zealous.  He  • 
writes  that  the  children  are  desirous  tg  leam,  but  that  the  parents  are 
careless  about  the  school,  and  keep  them  from  it. 

<*  Sr.  Kschischang,  at  Elim,  has  lately  been  very  iU  of  rheumatic 
fever,  which  was  followed  by  jaimdice.  Br.  Kschischang  continues 
very  unwelL 

"  Br.  and  Sr.  Wedemann  are  still  labouring  in  blessing  among 
the  lepers,  at  Bobbcn  Island. 

"  From  Mamre  we  are  sorry  to  hear  that  Sr.  Franke  has  been 
seriously  ill  of  rheumatic  fever,  which  has  left  severe  pains  in  the 
joints.  Sr.  Christensen  has  also  been  much  indisposed.  During  these 
attacks  of  sickness,  Mr.  W.  Duckett  gratuitously  &voured  the  Mission- 
aries with  his  faithful  and  valuable  services  as  medical  adviser. 

^'Here,  at  Genadendal,  the  Mission-^mily  is  weU.  Br.  Suhl  still 
suffers  from  a  cough,  but  not  so  severely  as  to  be  imable  to  perform 
liis  duties.  Ab  regards  the  congregation,  I  could  relate  much  respect- 
ing some  very  edifying  sick-beds  and  departures,  were  not  my  space 
and  time  drawing  to  an  end.  Such  occurrences  are  an  encouraging 
proof,  that  our  labour,  through  the  Lord's  help  and  blessing,  is  not  in 
vain. 

''August  2Sth,  1856. 

"  I  think  it  will  be  well  to  inform  you  respecting  the  reports, 
which  are  prevalent  here,  of  the  probability  of  another  Kaffir  war,  as 
they  will,  doubtless,  find  their  way  to  Europe,  and  cause  you  much 
uneasiness.  It  is  well  known,  that  the  Kaffirs  have  oflen  been  stimu- 
lated to  war  by  their  prophets.  For  instance,  they  were  impelled  to 
the  last  war  by  TJmlangeni,  and  to  a  former  one,  by  a  man  who  was 
known  by  the  name  of  Ljmx.  It  is  not  to  be  supposed,  that  these 
prophets  were,  in  the  slightest  degree,  actuated  by  revelations  from 
either  a  good  or  a  bad  spirit ;  but  the  chiefe,  or,  at  all  events,  the 
party  desirous  of  war,  and  who  considered  the  time  suitable  for  it, 
made  use  of  these  pretenders  to  excite  the  minds  of  the  peopla  For 
some  time  past,  there  have  been  predictions  afloat,  to  the  effect  that 
the  Russians  would  conquer  the  English,  and  come  to  the  assistance 
of  the  Kaffirs.  This,  however,  had  not  much  effect,  as  the  arrival  of 
the  Russians  was  looked  for  in  vain.  But,  since  the  Elaffirs  have 
heard  that  8000  men  of  the  German  legion  are  to  be  settled  on  the 
frontiers,  and,  mostly,  in  the  Amatola  moimtains,  a  district  of  which 
the  Kafl5rs  have  always  hoped  to  regain  possession,  a  new  prophet 
has  arisen,  whose  predictions  seem  to  meet  with  much  attention.  The 
name  of  this  man  is  Umhlakaza.     He  addresses  the  people,  as  fol- 
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lows : — *  Kill  your  cattle.  You  shall  receive  them  all  again.  On  a 
certain  day,  I  shall  blow  a  trumpet,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Kei  river, 
then  the  kraals  of  all  who  have  been  obedient  to  me,  shall  be  filled 
with  cattle,  and  your  deceased  ancestors  will  come  to  life.  A  whirl- 
wind will  carry  away  all  strangers  and  enemies.  But  all  who  believe 
in  me  shall  have  abundance.  Already  do  I  hear  the  bellowing  of 
the  cattle  that  shall  fill  your  kraals.'  This  sound  is  reported  to  have 
been  heard  by  others  also,  which  renders  it  likely  that  he  is  a  ventri- 
loquist. Some  say  that  he  also  foretells  a  war,  in  which  the  Kaffirs 
are  to  make  use  of  the  assagai  alone,  and  not  of  fire-arms,  as  those 
who  are  killed  by  bullets  will  rise  again,  but  those  who  are  dain  with 
the  assagai  will  remain  dead.  The  real  meaning  of  this  probably  is, 
that  the  Kaffirs  are  not  well  provided  with  ammimition.  This  pro- 
phet finds  much  credit  with  Kreli,  beyond  the  frontier.  His  own 
people,  the  Galekas,  are  said  to  be  slaughtering  a  great  deal  of  cattle. 
They  drive  their  herds  to  King  William's  Town,  and  offer  them  for 
sale  at  an  extremely  low  rate,  such  as  an  ox  for  four  or  five  shillings. 
If  they  are  unable  to  dispose  of  them,  they  slaughter  them,  and  bring 
back  the  hides.  They  are  also  said  to  scatter  and  destroy  their  stores 
of  Kaffir  com.  The  chief,  Pato,  who  lives  south  of  King  William's 
Town,  and  who,  in  the  last  war,  took  part  with  the  English,  is  at  pre- 
sent with  the  prophet  Kama^  who  was  removed  from  Kamastone  to 
the  Keiskamma,  is,  together  with  his  sons,  unable  to  prevent  his 
people  from  slaughtering  their  cattle.  The  Gaikas  and  Tambookics, 
it  is  said,  will  have  noting  to  do  with  Umhlakaza;  the  former  are 
even  said  to  be  purchasing  cattle  from  the  other  tribea  This  will  be 
of  great  iiaportance  to  Shiloh;  and,  indeed,  the  general  danger  will  be 
much  less,  if  the  Gkiikas  remain  quiet,  as  they  are  the  most  powerful 
tribe.  Government  has  taken  every  precaution.  The  forts  are  all  in 
good  condition  and  well  provided.  There  are  also  far  more  troops 
than  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  war.  Many  of  the  colonists  are  con- 
veying their  goods  into  places  of  safety,  or  are  assembling  in  fortified 
camps.  It  is  clear,  that  the  waste  of  provisions  among  the  Kaffirs 
must  be  followed  by  scarcity,  when  they  will  probably  endeavour  to 
help  themselves  by  plundering  the  colonists.  Our  Brethren  and  Sisters 
at  Shiloh  often  mention  the  current  rumours  in  their  correspondence 
with  us.  They,  however,  place  their  hope  and  confidence  in  God,  who 
is  a  shield  to  all  them  that  timst  in  Him. 

"  On  the  13th  of  August,  the  magistrate  of  the  district  in  which 
Shiloh  is  situated,  went  thither  to  make  some  arrangements  for  the 
defence  of  the  place,  in  case  a  war  should  really  break  out.  Having 
assembled  the  inhabitants,  he  exhorted  them  to  be  united  and  loyal, 
in  which  case  they  would  have  nothing  to  fear.  The  Hottentots 
expressed  themselves  quite  to  his  satisfiEuHion.  With  regard  to  Goshen, 
his  advice  was,  that  the  women  and  children,  together  with  the  cattle, 
should  be  brOu^t  to  Shiloh,  and  that  the  men  should  repair  to  the 
camp  of  the  armed  police  on  the  south  side  of  the  Windvogelberg. 
From  this,  I  presume,  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Hartman  are  now  forwarding 
their  goods  to  Shiloh,  intending  soon  to  proceed  thither  themselves. 
Still,  I  hope  tke  Lord  will  prevent  this  state  of  things,— one  result  of 
which  is  sure  to  be^  a  sad  interruption  of  the  usual  course  of  the 
Missionary  work. 
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"  August  SOth. 

"  By  the  last  advices,  I  hear,  that  though  all  the  neighbouring 
colonists,  except  one,  have  lefb  their  abodes,  Br.  Hartman  had  re- 
solved to  remain  at  Goshen  with  sixteen  Hottentot  men.  He  was 
about  to  send  the  women  and  children  and  cattle  to  Shiloh,  but  their 
riding-horses  were  stolen  from  the  pastura  As  this  rendered  com- 
munication with  Shiloh  difficult,  and,  in  case  of  pressing  danger,  would 
make  flight  impossible,  it  was  probable  that  he  would  follow  Br. 
Gysin's  advice,  and  accompany  his  wife  to  Shiloh  without  delay ;  and 
I  have  heard  that  they  have  done  so. 

"aS^.  24^*,  1856. 

"  In  reference  to  the  rumours  of  war  mentioned  in  my  last,  I 
have  now  to  give  you  the  cheering  intelligenoe,  that  it  is  generally 
believed  that  peace  will  not  be  disturbed.  Opinions  differ  as  to  the 
cause  of  this,  whether  it  be  the  prompt  measures  of  €k)vemment,  or 
the  unity  of  feeling  among  the  colonists.  However  this  may  be,  we 
know  whom  toe  have  to  thank,— «ven  our  faithfrd  Lord.  It  seems 
almost  a  pity,  that  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  should  have  left  Goshen. 
Nevertheless,  imder  the  circumstances,  they  could  not  have  done 
otherwise. 

"  Br.  Gysin  gives  the  following  account  of  a  combat  with  a 
tiger  (or,  more  properly,  leopard),  *  While  at  Goshen  (whither  Br.  G. 
had  gone  to  hold  tiie  Simday-services),  I  heard  a  great  deal  about  a 
conflict  with  a  tiger.  It  appears,  that,  on  Saturday  last,  three  men  irom 
Goshen  went  out  hunting.  When  among  the  rocks,  at  the  entrance 
of  the  kloof,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  brook,  they  suddenly  came 
upon  a  tiger.  One  of  them,  named  Guongazi,  a  GaDca  Kaffir,  hurled 
an  assagai  at  the  animal,  which  was  endeavouring  to  escape  among 
the  rodks,  and  wounded  it  in  the  hind  leg.  Upon  this  the  beast 
turned,  and,  in  spite  of  the  man's  efforts  to  keep  it  off  with  his  knopf- 
karrie,  or  round-headed  dub,  sprang  upon  him,  and  seized  his  arm 
with  its  teeth,  just  above  the  wrist.  Seeing  this,  the  other  two  men 
ran  away,  but  the  Ave  dogs  they  had  brought  with  them  sprang 
furiously  on  the  tiger.  With  this  aid,  the  man  succeeded  in  liberating 
his  arm,  but  at  the  same  moment  fell,  with  the  tiger,  over  a  precipi- 
tous rod^  injuring  his  head  and  lefb  leg.  He  was,  however,  still  able 
to  use  his  second  assagai,  and  with  tiiie  aid  of  the  dogs  to  despatch 
the  tiger.  I  afterwards  visited  him  in  his  hut.  The  wound  in  tiie 
arm  did  not  appear  dangerous,  but  that  in  the  leg  was  evidently  more 
so;  yet,  as  such  injuries  generally  heal  well  with  these  people,  I  hope 
he  will  soon  recover.  I  reminded  him  that  it  was  the  Lord  who  had 
delivered  him  out  of  such  imminent  danger,  and  that  he  ought  to  be 
very  thankful  for  this  mercy.    This  he  appeared  to  feel  himself 

"  '  The  skin  of  the  tiger  is  said  to  be  worth  ten  dollars.  I  was 
informed,  that  the  teeth  were  to  be  used  as  ornaments  ;  and  that  the 
flesh,  which  I  saw  boiling  in  a  large  pot,  was  to  be  made  use  of  as  food.' 

"S^.  22nd,  1856. 

<^  In  the  beginning  of  this  month  I  paid  a  short  visit  at  Elim.  The 
examination  of  the  schools  at  that  place  gave  me  great  pleasure.  This 
was  eiqpecially  the  case  with  the  girls'  schooL  The  number  on  the 
books  in  eadi  of  the  two  schools  is  about  100.  The  girls  attend 
school  very  regularly,  but  the  boys  do  not.     The  reason  of  this  state 
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of  things  is  to  be  foiind  in  the  fact,  that  many  of  the  people  at  Elim 
possess  small  flocks  of  Merino  sheep.  No  doubt,  it  may  be  looked 
on  as  a  great  advance  in  civilisation,  that  our  people  should  own 
flocks  of  a  superior  breed,  which,  twenty  years  ago,  was  known,  even 
to  the  white  colonists,  only  by  name.  But  there  is  this  objectionable 
consequence,  that  the  boys  are  kept  from  school  to  tend  the  sheep. 

"  Yesterday,  we  held  the  examination  of  our  boys'  school  at  this 
place,  which  has  been  remodelled  by  Br.  Benno  Marx  according  to 
the  system  of  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society.  It  is  at  present 
kept  by  Br.  Kiihn,  who  is  assisted,  in  a  very  creditable  manner,  by 
Charles  XJys  and  four  of  the  elder  pupils  of  the  Training-SchooL  It 
was  evident,  that  the  children  were  lively  and  in  good  order,  and  that 
they  liked  the  school.  There  are  about  200  names  on  the  books ; 
but  the  highest  attendance  is  140.  Though  there  are  not  so  many 
small  sheep'&rmers  here  as  at  Elim,  there  are  many  oxerk-hoer<m 
(persons  who  keep  oxen  for  grazing  or  draught),  and  the  consequences 
to  the  children  are  nearly  the  same.  Provisions  are  very  dear  this 
year,  so  that  many  of  the  colonists  either  cannot  aflbrd  to  hire 
labourers,  or  are  unable  to  pay  them  their  wages  when  hired.  We 
are  not  remiss  in  exhorting  Uie  parents,  and  reminding  them  of  their 
duty,  both  publicly  and  privately. 


From  Br,  Benno  Marx. 
-   *'  Dear  Brother,  Genadendal,  Aug.  let,  1856. 

"  AS  there  is  an  opportunity  of  writing  to  you,  I  gladly  embrace 
it,  though  I  must  conflne  myself  to  a  limited  space.  I  have  to  thank 
you  for  the  trouble  you  have  taken  about  the  books.  I  shall  be  very 
glad  to  receive  some  English  reading-books,  as  I  increasingly  feel  the 
want  of  them.  As  regards  the  desks,  we  have  supplied  our  want  by 
re-constructing  those  which  were  already  here,  after  the  pattern  of  the 
desks  at  the  Borough-road  School 

**  You  will  be  glad  to  hear,  that,  by  our  Lord's  gracious  assistance, 
I  have  introduced  flie  monitorial  system,  or  rather,  the  system  which 
is  followed  at  the  Borough-road  School,  into  our  boys'  day-school.  I 
was  engaged  at  this  work,  from  Easter  till  Whitsuntide,  making  use, 
in  the  fliid*  instance,  of  the  boys  from  the  TraLoing-Sohool,  until  some 
of  the  elder  boys  of  the  day-aohool  could  be  prepared.  Br.  Kuhn 
erected  a  galleiy  at  one  end  of  the  school-rooni,  and  made  the  other 
needful  arrangements. 

'^  Hitherto,  the  only  subjects  taught  have  been  reading,  writings 
arithmetie,  geography,  and  the  Holy  Scriptures.  To  these  I  have  now 
added  some  instruction  in  linear  drawing.  All  the  children  are  much 
pleased.  My  musio  scliolars  give  me  much  encouragement.  Once  a 
week,  we  practise  some  quartettes,  Br.  Kuhn  playing  the  first  vioHn, 
two  of  the  boys  the  second,  one  the  tenor,  and  I  myself  performing 
the  yiolonoelk»  part  on  the  tenor^trombonow  As  they  had  never 
heard  such  music  before,  their  enjoyment  is  almost  beyond  expression. 
I  still  hope  to  obtain  a  violoncello  from  Germany.  At  Easter,  we 
had  a  great  deal  of  music,  and  we  performed  several  pieces  out  of 
your  late  Other's  collection  of  Authemo. 
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"  On  the  10th  of  June,  we  recommenced  the  English  seryicee  in 
the  school-room,  which  had  been  discontinued  since  about  the  time 
I  came  here.  They  are  held  weekly,  by  Br.  Kolbing,  Br.  Ktihn  and 
myself,  alternately.  The  attendance  amounts  generally  to  about  forty 
or  fifty. 

"  I  was  much  pleased  to  read  of  the  appointment  of  Br.  Badham 
as  your  assistant,  and  hope  you  will  find  in  him  what  you  require,  and 
what  wo  all  wish  for  you,  namely,  a  Brother  who  will  help  you  to 
bear  the  heavy  burdens  connected  with  your  office." 


From  Br,  J.  H.  Haktman. 
"  Dear  Brother,  "Goshen,  June  lOth,  1856. 

"  I  SHALL  endeavour  to  give  you  a  short  account  of  the  recom- 
mencement of  this  station  (which,  as  you  know,  was  ruined  in  conse- 
quence of  the  last  Kaffir  war),  and  of  the  first  months  of  our  residence 
here.  One  of  my  earliest  duties  was  the  erection  of  a  temporary  build- 
ing for  the  purposes  of  church  and  school,  as  the  limited  space  in  our 
small  dwelling  could  not  possibly  be  made  to  serve  for  any  length  of 
time.  Although  the  people  were  very  ready  to  give  us  free  labour,  and 
men  and  women  took  part,  yet  their  zeal  stood  in  need  of  frequent  re- 
newed impulse.  In  this  respect,  and,  indeed,  generally,  for  the  first 
few  months,  Joshua  Hermanns,  the  former  interpreter,  was  of  great 
service.  On  the  25th  of  November,  we  were  able  to  open  our  little 
church.  It  was  very  pleasant,  that,  just  at  this  juncture,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Kropf,  of  the  Berlm  Missionary  Society,  was  with  us.  He  kindly 
preached  in  the  Kaffir  language.  The  church  is  about  thirty  feet 
long  and  fifteen  broad,  bmlt  in  the  style  of  the  Kaffir  hut&  Long, 
pliable  thorn-branches,  stuck  in  the  earth,  with  the  extremities  bent 
over  and  fastened,  and  the  whole  covered  with  long  grass,  form  a  sort 
of  arched  passage,  the  roof  being  further  supported  by  three  thom- 
biish  posts,  as  pillars.  Four  small  windows  admit  the  entrance  of 
some  Hght.  Boards,  supported  by  stones,  serve  for  seats.  The  floor, 
according  to  the  custom  of  the  country,  was  made  by  the  women,  of 
white  ants'  nests,  stcmiped  almost  to  powder,  and  beaten  tiU  quite 
even.  A  table  and  desk,  with  a  suitable  covering,  were  made  at 
Shiloh  and  sent  hither.  Such  is  the  place,  in  which  the  children 
cheerftdly  assemble  for  school,  and  in  which  I  have  the  privilege  to 
preach  the  word  of  life.  The  expense  of  the  building  amounted  to  5/.', 
Joshua  Hermanns,  who  has  a  numerous  family,  receiving  moderate 
daily  wages,  during  the  period  of  his  assistance  and  superintendence. 
Of  course,  this  building  is  only  temporary,  and,  if  peace  is  maintained 
in  the  country,  and  the  Lord  is  pleased  to  be^w  prosperity  and 
increase  on  the  congregation,  we  shall,  ere  long,  have  need  of  a  more 
substantial  church.  Yet  He  who  is  high  and  lifted  up,  and  who 
filleth  heaven  and  earth,  does  not  disdain  to  make  His  presence  felt^ 
even  in  this  lowly  place.  We  have  already  once  approached  the 
table  of  the  Lord,  together  with  a  company  of  four  communicants. 
A  baptismal  transaction  has  also  taken  place,  and  one  which  was  of 
peculiar  interest  to  my  own  heart  On  the  2nd  of  March,  the 
daughter,  whom  the  Lord  bestowed  on  us  on  the  22nd  of  February, 
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was  baptufied  into  His  death.  I  am  glad  to  say  tikai  the  mother  and 
in&nt  are  both  quite  welL  I 

''  At  all  the  services  of  the  church,  onr  schoolteacher  acts  as  in- 
terpreter. I  am  very  anxious  to  become  soon  acquainted  with  the 
Ki^Bir  language. 

''  I  am  g^ad  to  say,  that  ilie  cldldren  like  to  come  to  school,  and 
that  the  teacher  discharges  his  duties  to  our  satiafiM^on.  We 
have  been  able  to  obtain  alphabet^oards  and  reading-books  from  the 
Wesleyan  printing  establislunent,  at  King  William's  Town  ;  but  we 
are  much  in  want  of  maps,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  instruction 
in  geography.  Should  any  of  our  kind  friends  be  induct  to  pi'esent 
to  us,  for  Shiloh  and  Ghsehen,  two  small  globes,  and  two  maps  of  the 
Eastern  and  Western  heijoiapheres,  a  long  and  deeply-felt  want  would 
be  supplied"

**  I>SAR  Brother,  Shiloh,  May  21jie,  1856. 

^  IT  will  be  a  matter  of  mournful  interest  to  you  to  hear,  that 
Bishop  Armstrong  died  a  few  days  ago.  He  had  done  much,  in  a 
short  time,  to  promote  Missions  to  the  Kaffirs,  and  his  aieal  for  the 
Lord's  cause  was  very  laudable.  His  proposed  plan,  to  operate  on  the 
various  tribes  through  the  chiefs,  and,  therefore,  to  establish  Mission- 
stations  in  the  neighbourhood  of  their  kraals,  was  a  grand  one,  but 
would  require  much  strength  of  principle,  and  more  wisdom  than  is 
commonly  met  with.  We  are  glad  that  our  Mission-Board  has  acceded 
to  our  often-eiq)re8sed  wish,  that  we  may  be  permitted,  without  loss  of 
time,  to  look  for  a  new  place  among  the  Kaffirs,  which  we  may  cond- 
der,  and  make  use  of,  as  a  preaching  place,  until  something  further  can 
be  definitively  settled. 

^  There  are  agns  of  life  among  the  dry  bones  here.  Old  and 
hardened  Kaffirs  and  Fingoos  are  apprehended  by  the  grace  of 
Qody  and  seek  salration  in  Jesus.  In  this  work,  '  the  mouths  of  babes 
and  sdcklings'  are,  doubtless,  an  important  instrument.  Our  day- 
school  teacher,  John  Nakin,  is  equally  talented  and  fidthful  in  the 
disohaige  of  his  duties." 


WEST  INDIES. 

OUR  intelligence  from  this  portion  of  the  Mission-field  will  be  found 
of  a  varying  charai:}ter,  alternately  cheering  and  depressing.  While 
there  is  much  to  raise  our  hopes  and  to  enlarge  our  expectations,  there 
is  not  a  little  which  is  calculated  to  try  our  faith,  and  to  raise  feeHngs 
of  discouragement  From  Jamaica,  we  have  tidings  of  the  departure 
of  a  faithful  handmaid  of  the  Lord,  whose  time  of  service,  though  short, 
was  richly  blessed.  We  allude  to  Sr.  Kiergaard,  whose  loss  is  keenly 
felt  and  deeply  regretted  by  her  fellow-missionaries  and  the  congrega- 
tion in  which  she  laboured,  and  especially  by  her  dear  husband,  who 
VOL.  xxn.   •  K 
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is  now,  for  the  third  time,  a  widower.     May  the  Lord  strengthen  and 
support  him ! 

Br.  Buchner's  account  of  his  series  of  visits, — cut  short,  as  it 
was,  by  the  serious  illness  of  himself  and  some  other  members  of  his 
£unily,  and  the  unexpected  departure  of  a  dear  child, — affords  some 
pleasing  and  valuable  details*  Among  the  rest,  the  efforts  of  Br.  J* 
Renkewitz  at  Springfield^  to  provide  a  refuge  for  friendless  and  home** 
less  children,  will  doubtless  be  interesting  to  every  feeling  mind.  The 
explicit  and  satisfactory  report  given  by  Br.  Westerby,  of  the  work  in 
AiniGUA,  proves  that  the  Jubilee  blessing  has  not  been  evanetoe&i* 
^is  statements  respecting  the  increasing  need  of  offrats  foft  popnlttr  re- 
ligious instruction,  as  well  as  his  notice  of  what  has  actually  been 
effected,  are  of  great  importance.  That  the  Training-schools,  the  ob- 
jects of  so  much  labour  and  prayer,  are  beginning  to  bear  fruit,  in 
a  pleasing  circumstance.  The  intelligence  contained  in  the  post- 
script to  Br.  Westerby*s  letter  is  very  encouraging,  as  proving,  that  the 
interest  taken  by  our  benefactors  of  the  '  Society  of  Friends,'  in  the 
great  work  of  Negro  Education,  carried  on  by  our  Brethren  in  the 
West  Indies,  has  not  decayed. 

From  St.  Kitt*s,  we  learn,  on  the  one  hand,  that  but  littlo 
spirituid  benefit  had  resulted  from  the  awfiil  chastisement  of  cholera, 
a  circumstance  by  no  means  peculiar  to  St.  Kitt's,— on  the  other,  that 
the  Lord  had  inclined  the  hearts  of  those  in  authority  to  bestow  gene- 
rous  aid  on  the  efforts  of  our  Missionaries. 

In  Babbadoes,  the  Lord's  blessing  appears  to  rest  on  the 
imdeavourB  of  the  Missionaries  to  impart  religious  instruction  to  Uie 
numerous  destitute  children  among  the  dense  population  of  that 
Island. 

The  appeal  of  Br.  Volkel  on  behalf  of  increased  church-accommo- 
dation at  Nisky,  in  St.  Thomas,  accompanied,  as  it  is  by  some  toueh^ 
ing  instances  of  liberality  on  the  part  of  those  for  whose  benefit  the 
improvement  is  contemplated,  will,  we  trust,  meet  with  a  response 
fix>m  our  Brethren  and  Sisters,  and  friends.  Nor  will  their  Christian 
sympathies  fail  to  be  strengthened  by  the  information,  contained  in  th^ 
Obituary  Notices,  that  Br.  Vdlkel  has  been  called  to  give  up  his  faithful 
partner,  and  is  now  alone  on  his  scene  of  labour.  May  our  gracious 
Saviour  own  and  bless  the  endeavours  of  our  dear  Brethren,  and  permit 
them  to  see  great  results  from  their  faithful  testimony  of  His  blood- 
bought  salvation ! 

In  conclusion,  will  our  dear  young  friends  permit  us  to  remind 
them  once  more,  that  the  close  of  the  year  is  approaching,  about  which 
time,  they  are  wont  to  collect  their  annual  subscriptions  towards  the 
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support  of  our  Country-schools  in  the  West  Indies.  Of  the  satisfactory 
progress  of  these  schools,  they  will  find  a  brief  statement  in  the  fol- 
lowing pages,  and  more  ample  details,  in  the  Eighth  Occasional  Negro 
School  Paper  of  the  Loitdon  Association. 


JAMAICA. 
From  Br,  J.  H.  Buchnbb. 
"  Dbab  Brother,  New-Fulneck,  SepU  $rd,  1856. 

**  IT  has  pleased  our  Saviour  to  take  our  dear  Sr.  Eliergaard  to 
Himself.  She  breathed  her  last  at  New-Carmel,  August  31st,  after  a 
fortnight's  suffering.  Her  disease  was  a  complaint  of  the  bowels, 
resulting,  I  believe,  in  gangrene.  On  Monday,  September  1st,  her 
remains  were  committed  to  the  grave,  where  they  will  rest  until  the 
glorious  day  of  resurrection.  If,  at  any  time,  we  delight  to  call  to 
mind  the  worth  and  the  service  of  a  departed  Brother  or  Sister,  it  is 
especially  th^  case  in  this  instance;  for  our  dear  Sister  was  not  only 
faithful,  but,  I  may  say,  without  fear  of  giving  offence  to  any,  that 
she  was  a  pattern  and  an  example  to  be  followed,  even  as  she  followed 
Christ.  From  the  moment  of,  her  arrival  here,  ^ve  years  ago,  her 
call  as  a  labourer  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord  engrossed  her  whole 
soul,  engaged  all  her  strength  of  body  and  of  mind,  and  drew  forth 
all  the  feelings  of  her  loving  heart.  She  forgot  self,  and  lived  only 
for  the  Lord  and  for  others.  Being  stationed  at  New-Hope,  where 
the  heat  is  at  times  excessive,  she  was  often  faint,  yet  always  pursuing; 
Her  anxiety  to  lead  souls  to  the  Saviour  caused  her  to  disregard  her 
own  ease  and  comfort ;  and  yet,  no  sooner  was  she  laid  upon  the  bed 
of  sickness,  than  she  spoke  of  being  more  devoted  to  her  labours  when 
she  should  recover.  When  death  approached,  there  was  no  fear,  for 
perfect  love  had  cast  out  all  fear.  The  peace  of  God  was  in  her  heart 
and  around  her  bed.  She  requested,  that  her  fiineral  discourse  might 
be  held  on  the  text,  John  xi  25.  When  consciousness  was  nearly 
gone,  when  earthly  ties  were  forgotten,  and  when  the  voice  and  name 
of  her  husband  were  no  longer  recognised  by  her,  her  last  energies 
were  aroused  by  the  name  of  Jesus.  When  she  was  asked,  *  Do  you 
know  Jesus  V  she  made  signs,  to  assure  those  around  her  that  she  was 
in  Christ  Jesus.  She  is  gone  where  Jesus  is,  and  where  His  servants 
shall  likewise  be.  This  Mission  has  lost  much  in  her;  and  her  dear 
husband,  now  for  the  third  time  bereaved  and  widowed,  is  bowed 
down  with  affliction,  and  yet  graciously  supported.  May  the  Lord 
comfort  him  with  heavenly  consolation  ! 

"  Fairfield,  Oct,  20tli,  1855. 
"  By  last  post,  I  forwarded  the  Countrynschool  returns^  and 
hope  they  have  ccone  safely  to  hand  and  given  satisfaction. 

'*  After  an  absence  of  six  weeks,  I  have  returned  to  Fairfield 
with  my  whole  fiunily,  except  our  little  Theodore,  who  has  fallen 
asleep  in  Jesus.  It  was  my  intention,  when  entering  on  this  journey^ 
to  visit  most  of  the  Coimtry-schools.  I  have,  however,  been  prevented 
from  doing  so,  by  attacks  of  fever  and  subsequent  weakness.  Yet  I 
was  enabled  to  visit  all  the  congregations  to  the  westward. 
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*^  At  N^mo-Hopey  I  met  Br.  Kiergaard;  who  had  just  letamed 
from  the  funeral  of  his  dear  wife  at  New-GarmeL  Though  this  stroke 
has  been  particularly  painful,  Br.  Kiergaard  does  not  sorrow  as  having 
no  hope,  but  submits,  with  Christian  resignation,  to  the  Lord's  wilL 
The  congregation  feel  their  loss  keenly,  as  our  late  Sister  had  much 
endeared  herself  to  every  one  by  her  sincere  love  of  souls.  The  con- 
gregation appears  prosperous;  there  are  many  who  give  evidenoe  of  a 
change  of  heart ;  and  the  attendance  on  the  means  of  grace  is  very 
large.  It  is  a  pity  that  they  have  no  proper  place  of  worship  to  assemble 
in,  but  only  a  school-house,  which,  ^ough  spacious,  is  low  and  close. 

"  At  Neiv-Gcvrmd,  there  is  a  more  decent  church;  yet  the  com- 
plaint is  made,  that  there  is  not  room  for  the  crowds  who  attend,  and 
that  tiie  children  can  never  be  present  at  the  public  service  in  the 
church,  but  are  collected  in  the  school-room,  to  be  addressed  by  one 
of  the  teachers  or  helpers.  I  was  much  pleased  with  all  I  saw  at 
Kew-Carmel.  In  a  Missionary-meeting,  which  was  held  while  I  was 
there,  one  of  the  helpers  offered  up  a  prayer,  marked  by  great 
simplicity  and  earnestness. 

''  At  Beaufort,  Br.  and  Sr.  Heath  labour  with  much  zeal  and 
love.  This  congregation  is,  however,  so  situated,  that  many  difficulties 
are  met  with,  and  much  patience  and  forbearance  must  be  exercised. 

"  At  Irunn-HiU,  I  spent  a  pleasant  Sunday,  and  was  happy  to 
renew  my  acquaintance  with  many  good  and  fkithful  Brethren  and 
Sisters.  I  found  Br.  Lind  suffering  from  fever.  I  believe  he  is  since 
recovering.  As  a  cottage  has  been  pi*ocured  for  the  use  of  the 
Missionaries  at  this  station,  at  a  place  in  the  mountains,  about  an 
hour*s  ride  distant,  we  may  hope  that  the  Brethren  and  Sisters, 
stationed  at  Irwin-Hill,  wiU,  in  future,  enjoy  better  health. 

''  We  spent  a  pleasant  week  at  Springfield,  with  Br.  and  Sr. 
J.  Renkewitz,  and  felt  greatly  benefited  in  health  by  the  cool  and 
pleasant  air.  Since  Br.  Eenkewitz  visited  the  'Bauhe  Haus*  at 
Hamburg,  it  has  been  in  his  mind  to  attempt  something  of  the  kind 
here.  When  he  was  stationed  at  Nazareth,  he  heard  of  a  boy  who 
was  dwelling  in  the  woods  like  a  wild  beast,  and  who  had  learned  to 
live  upon  raw  potatoes.  He  had  been  frequently  caught,  but  had 
always  escaped  into  the  wood&  Br.  Benkewitz  requested,  that  the 
boy  might  be  brought  to  him,  the  next  time  he  was  caught.  This 
was  done ;  and,  as  Br.  Renkewitz  spoke  to  the  poor  child  in  a  kind 
and  soothing  manner,  he  felt  attached,  and  would  not  leave  him. 
This  lad  now  lives  with  him  at  Springfield,  as  a  servant.  The  Con- 
ference here  voted  Br.  Renkewitz  50^.  froxa  the  Jubilee  Fund,  for 
the  purpose  of  attempting  the  establishmetit  of  a  home  for  vagrant 
and  neglected  children.  With  this  money,  a  simple  building  has 
been  erected  at  Springfield,  but  Br.  Renkewitz  does  not  see  his  way 
clearly  as  to  further  proceedings.  While  I  was  there,  a  boy  made  his 
appearance,  filthy,  ragged,  and  wild -looking,  saying  he  had  heard  a 
house  was  being  built  for  him,  and  he  was  now  come  to  remain  there. 
Upon  inquiry,  it  was  found,  that  this  lad,  like  the  one  mentioned  above, 
had  been  living  wild  in  the  woods.  I  should  be  thankful  for  a  little 
assistance  to  help  forward  this  undertaking,  as  we  cannot,  of  course, 
burden  the  Mission-fund  with  it.  When  once  fully  establidied,  it  will, 
we  hope,  be  nearly  self-supporting.

'^  Dear  Beotheb,  Bethababa,  Sept  9t&,  1856. 

*•  NOT  long  ago,  I  was  much  pleased  with  one  of  our  Sunday  school 
teachers,  the  &ther  of  a  fiunily.  He  came  and  told  me  that  he  had 
been  thinking  much  about  the  children  at  Newfield,  near  this  place, 
who  are  quite  neglected  and  go  to  neither  school  nor  church,  and  whe- 
ther he  could  not  do  something  for  them.  I  encouraged  him  to  try  what 
he  could  do,  appointed  another  teacher  for  his  class  in  the  Sunday-school, 
and  set  him  at  liberty,  to  look  after  the  ragged  children  at  Newfield. 
Since  then,  he  goes  every  evening  to  Newfield,  and  collects  as  many 
children  as  he  can,  instructs  them  a  little  in  reading,  teaches  them  Scrip- 
ture-passages and  verses  from  the  Hymn-book,  and  sings  and  prays  with 
them.  On  Sundays,  he  brings  a  number  of  his  ragged  scholars  to  the 
Sunday-school,  where  he  teaches  them  in  a  separate  class,  and  looks 
very  happy  in  his  work.  May  he  show  perseverance,  and  may  the 
Lord's  blessing  rest  upon  his  labours. 


COUNTRY  SCHOOLS  IN  JAMAICA, 

(Prom  the  Ocoagional  Paper  of  "  The  London  Auoeiatumy"  No.  8.) 

'*  THE  time  has  arrived  for  placing  before  the  friends  of  Missions  the 
reports  of  the  progress  of  these  schools,  for  the  year  ending  in  Septem- 
ber last  The  field  of  labour  is  again  found  to  be  more  extensive  than 
in  previous  years.  The  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  rising  generation  have 
reached  some  new  districts,  and,  throughout,  the  results  have  been 
for  the  most  part  satis£EU^ry.  The  total  number  of  schools  during 
the  three  previous  years  was  the  same,  namely  thirty,  but  there  were 
some  variations  in  them,  owing  to  the  temporary  or  permanent  closing 
of  some,  and  (he  opening  of  others.  During  the  year  which  terminated 
in  September  last,  the  total  number  has  increased  to  thirty-four,  and 
the  number  of  children  is  considerably  larger.  For  these  happy  results, 
there  is  much  cause  for  thanksgiving  to  the  Friend  of  children,  and 
for  fervent  prayer,  that  corresponding  blessing  and  benefit  may  be  ex- 
perienced. 

In  the  year  1863,  there  were  30  Sohools,  haying  1875  children  on  the  books.

The  last  year  exhibits  an  increase  of  265  children,  of  whom  156 
were  boys  and  109  girls.  The  particulars  will  be  found  in  the  sub- 
joined Table.  It  will  there  appear,  that  there  are  no  less  than  twenty- 
nine  schools  specially  supported  by  Mends  in  England,  at  a  cost  of  from 
10/L  to  20^.  per  annum,  and  one  by  a  liberal  proprietor  in  Jamaica.

17«.  6d  To  the  erection  of  School-houses,  460^  has  been  appropria- 
ted, and  in  part  expended.

Br.  Buchner,  in  transmitting  the  report  on  the  Countiy-adiook 
for  1856,  makes  the  following  remarks  : — 

"  The  returns  shew,  that  there  has  again  been  a  very  considerable 
increase  of  scholars  during  the  past  year.  This  is  pleasing,  and  proves 
that  the  efficiency  of  these  schools,  as  well  as  the  confidence  they  ei]\joy, 
has  in  nowise  suffered.  Our  constant  endeavour  is  to  improve.  We 
have  the  satisfaction  to  see  a  slow  but  steady  progress.  As  every 
year  a  number  of  educated  young  men  leave  our  Training-school,  as 
education  is  generally  advancing,  and  as  our  teachera,  by  praddoe  awl 
study,  endeavour  to  im^Nrove,  our  agency  employed  in  theae  sdioola 
becomes  more  efficient.  It  is  a  source  of  muck  satisfiusition  to  us  to 
know,  that  the  rising  generation  in  all  our  congregations  are  early 
taught  to  know  the  Lord,  and  instructed  in  useful  knowledge.     We 
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delight  to  see  them  assembled  regularly  Ia  the  hoate  of  God.  May 
the  Lord  bless  aU  those,  whose  libenditj  has  enabled  us  to  attain  these 
results;  and  seeing  the  L(»:d  has  smiled  upon  our  labours  hitherto, 
may  they  be  encouraged  to  continue  in  the  sama" 

In  the  report  from  New-Oarmel  it  is  observed  :— 
"  In  looking  back  on  the  pa«t  school-year,  we  may  speak  confi- 
dently of  progress  made,  and  of  blessings  that  have  flowed  on  pupils, 
parents,  and  the  community  at  large,  through  the  instrumentidity  of 
the  Country-schools.  The  tendency  has  been  to  raise  the  tone  of 
morals  and  the  state  of  the  peasantry  generally.  And  we  are  de^ 
liberately  of  the  opinion,  that  the  benefit  thus  conferred  upon  Jamaica 
by  distant  benefactors  has  been  incalculably  great  But  for  the  in^ 
fluence  of  the  schools^  many  of  the  little  ones,  whose  parents  are 
leading  ungodly  lives,  would,  in  all  probability,  have  been  debarred 
from  ah.  religious  instruction.  Apart  frcmi  the  influence  exerted  on 
the  community  at  large,  we  trust  that  the  divine  seed  has  been  laid 
up  in  some  hearts,  hereafter  to  bear  fruit  in  the  conversion  of  the 
children's  souls  to  Gk>d.  Our  annual  examinations  are  yearly  im* 
proving  in  quality,  so  that  we  may  soon  hope  to  see  them  compare 
&vourably  with  the  mme  class  of  schools  in  £ur<^)e.  The  existence 
of  OountryHschools,  simultaneously  with  the  Station-schools,  tends  to 
keep  up  a  healthy  emulation,  and  a  sfoiving  for  increased  proficiency 
on  all  aide&" 


ANTIGUA 

From  Br,  G.  W.  Westebby. 
"Deab  BROTHm^  "  St.  Johk's,  Oct,  25th,  1856. 

"  I  AM  thankful  to  say,  that  we  are  not  without  evidence,  that  our 
Jubilee-services  have  b^n,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  a  means  of 
good  to  Missionaries,  teachers,  and  many  among  the  people.  This,  I 
think,  is  manifested  by  an  increase  of  zeal  and  earnestness,  a  more 
regular  attendance,  in  many  places,  on  the  means  of  grace,  and 
increased  contributions  (even  in  hard  times)  for  the  maintenance  and 
spread  of  the  GospeL 

**  At  I^ebcman,  the  church  has,  for  son&e  time,  been  so  crowded 
on  Sundays,  that  it  is  fi)und  necessary  to  erect  two  galleries  for  die 
accommodation  of  hear^is.  Br.  M^er  has  appealed  to  the  congrega- 
tion, and  they  have  cheerfully  responded,  by  undertaking  to  raise  the 
neoessary  amount,  which  will  be  about  90/.  sterling.  The  Week-day 
and  Sundaynaohools  at  this  station  are  prospering. 

^^  NewfiMy  long  in  a  languishing  condition,  has  begun  to  revive. 
This  congregation  took  a  livdy  interest  in  the  Jubilee  celebration, 
and,  in  a  short  period,  raised  the  sum  of  32/.  for  the  Missionary 
Sodety,  notwithstanding  that  that  part  of  the  island  was  (as  it  still 
is)  suffering  from  a  hmg-oontinaed  drought.  The  church  is  now 
thronged  with  hearers,  so  that  the  building  requires  enlargement. 
The  members  of  the  oongr^ation  have  set  to  work  in  good  earnest^ 
and,  assisted  by  many  kix^d  friends,  among  whom  may  be  mentioned 
his  Excellency  the  Cbvemor,  D.  B.  Garling,  Esq.,  and  other  gentle- 
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men,  bavB  already  nosed  n  large  portiaii  of  tke  amoimt  reqnitfidd,  96 
that  Br.  Hamilton  is  enabled  to  proceed  witk  the  work. 

^  Tou  will  also  be  pleased  to  learn,  i^t  Graeebay  is  improving. 
The  number  of  teachers  and  pupils  in  the  Sunday^eebool  has  great^ 
increased,  the  people  are  more  attentive  to  the  means  of  grace,  and 
show  their  value  for  the  €k)q[>el  by  their  libend  oontribwtions  to  the 
Missionary  Society.  During  the  last  half-year,  they  raised  the  sum 
of  37^  16a  9d,  for  that  object.  The  sum  for  the  corresponding 
portion  of  last  year  was  only  3L  5«.  6d.  Such  an  improvement  is 
certainly  striking. 

*'  We  have  also  the  pleasure  to  make  a  similar  report  respecting 
Orac^idd  congregation  amd  Sunday-school,  though  the  improvement 
is  not  so  strikmg  as  in  the  two  instances  last  mentioned. 

^  It  is  very  pleasant,  to  see  the  li»ge  and  attentive  audience 
that  frequents  the  church  at  Orotcehilly  and  the  numbers  of  children 
and  young  people  that  attend  the  Day  and  Sxmday-schools  at  that 
station.  Last  year,  the  congregation  built  a  laige  vestry,  opening 
into  the  church,  thus  affording  additional  accommodation  ft>r  hearers. 

^  The  congregation  at  Qrwnbay,  though  situated  less  than  a 
mile  from  town,  continues  to  increase  and  prosper,  under  the  care  of 
Br.  Buckley.  The  enlarged  church  is  afready  filled,  and  we  begin  to 
hear  whispers  about  adding  another  wing  to  the  building. 

^'  All  these  are  gratifying  indications,  and  good,  as  fiur  as  they 
go.  Tet,  we  long  and  pray  for  something  more.  We  have  prophesied 
in  the  valley  of  dry  bones,  and,  oftentimes,  we  have  perceived  a 
shaking,  and  the  bones  have  come  together,  and  sinews  and  flesh 
have  come  upon  them,  and,  here  and  there,  little  companies  have  stood 
up,  living  witnesses  of  the  power  of  Divine  grace.  But,  of  i^e  many, 
we  have  to  say,  with  the  prophet,  '  There  is  no  breath  in  them  f  and 
we  would  join  with  him  also  in  the  fervent  prayer,  '  Oom^  O  Breath, 
and  A>reathe  on  these  slain,  that  they  may  live  1'  We  have,  also,  to 
lament  over  the  &ct,  that  great  numbers  of  the  people  in  this  isLuul 
scarcely  ever  go  near  a  ]£ice  of  worship,  but  are  content  to  live  in 
Ignorance  and  sin  of  every  kind.  We  see,  with  pleasure,  an  increase 
(^  consistent  and  intelligent  religious  profession  within  the  Church ; 
but  we  also  see,  with  deep  pain,  an  increase  of  sin  and  vice  among 
those  who  receive  not  (thckigh  many  of  tiiem  hear)  the  Qospol  of  the 
blessed  God.  In  them  are  frilfilled  the  words  of  the  Apostle,  '  Evil 
men  and  seducers  shall  wax  worse  and  worse,  deceiving  and  being 
deceived.'  The  sad  moral  and  spiritual  condition  of  many  of  the 
lower  classes  in  the  towns  and  villages  of  this  island  calls  for  the 
employment  of  a  new  agency.  The  Minister,  with  his  regular  charge 
of  several  hundred  souls,  Uie  oversight  of  schools,  &C.,  has  no  time 
left^  to  go  after  these  lost  sheep,  and  th^  will  not  come  to  him.  11^ 
therefore,  these  poor  people  are  not  to  perish  in  their  ignorance,  some 
such  agency  as  tiiat  of  the  Town-missionary  and  the  Scripture-reader 
mast  be  set  to  work.  This  agency  has  been  greatly  blessed  in  England^ 
and,  I  doubt  not,  would  be  even  more  so  here ;  for  in  this  island  there 
is  hx  less  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  hearing  and  entrance  into  houses, 
than  in  England.  Here,  there  is  neither  infidelity  nor  popery  to  con- 
tend against     Vice,  ignorance,  and  indifleience  are  the  great  evil& 
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It  IB  painfol  to  think,  tliat  nombers  are  periBhing  for  the  lack  of  a 
miniatry  that  we  have  no  means  of  supplying.  It  is  with  great  difficulty 
that  we  carry  on  our  day-schools  without  seriously  burdening  the  Mis- 
fdon-fund.  In  this  colony,  there  is,  at  present^  no  legislative  grant  for 
the  support  of  education.  We,  therefore,  dare  not  venture  to  employ 
a  new  agency,  without  having  tiie  means  to  meet  the  expense,  and  for 
that  we  do  not  know  where  to  look.  A  beginning  might  be  made  in 
the  city  of  St.  John's,  among  the  hundreds  w;ho  never  set  foot  in  any 
place  of  worship,  and  who  live,  scarcely  any  one  knows  how.  I  think 
I  have  the  man  for  such  a  work,  but,  alas  I  I  have  not  the  means. 
Could  I  meet  with  twenty  annual  subscribers  of  2L  each,  we  would 
enter  heartily  on  the  work,  and  most  willingly  would  I  head  such  a 
subscription. 

"  In  August  last,  we  held  our  annual  Sunday-school  teachers'  meet- 
ing at  St.  John's.  It  was  cheering  to  see  nearly  260  persons,  male  and 
female,  gathered  together  from  our  sixteen  Sunday-schools,  for  the 
purpose  of  encouraging  one  another,  and  strengthening  each  other's 
hands,  in  the  work  in  which  they  are  engaged.  The  reports  were,  on 
the  whole,  very  encouraging.  From  the  1st  of  January  to  the  Ist  of 
August,  there  had  been  an  increase  of  more  than  400  scholars.  The 
increase  was  principally  at  Qracebay,  Newfield,  Graeehill,  and  St. 
John'a  Some  pleasing  testimonies  were  given,  that  the  good  seed 
sown  in  our  Sabbath-schools  is  not  lost^  but,  under  the  Lord's 
blessing,  springs  up  here  and  there,  bearing  fruit  for  the  heavenly 
gamer. 

^'  We  still  continue  the  In&nt-school  at  Piggott's,  and,  occa- 
sionally, hold  religious  services  there.  The  school  is  attended  by 
about  thirty-five  scholars,  and  is  the  only  one  for  this  village, 
which  contains  about  500  inhabitants.  We  are  anxious  to  continue 
it,  and  therefore  hope  that  our  kind  friends  in  London,  who  aided  us 
last  year,  will  continue  to  take  an  interest  in  this  school  and  preaching 
.  station.  There  is  another  large  village,  where  we  should  like  to 
commence  a  similar  effort. 

^  We  have  to  thank  kind  friends  in  London  and  other  places  in 
England,  as  well  as  those  at  Glasgow,  and  in  America^  for  their  liberal 
aid  towards  our  Female  Traimng-school.  We  are  happy  to  be 
able  to  report  £Eivourably  of  this  institution.  It  is  true,  we  have 
some  disappointments  and  trials,  but  certainly  much  more  of  en- 
couragement. Since  its  commencement^  one  young  perspn  has  been 
sent,  as  teacher,  to  Lebanon ;  one  not  qualified  for  teaching  has  gone 
to  service  in  a  Mission-feunily,  one  has  become  assistant-teacher  in 
the  institution  itself  and  we  hope  to  have  another  pupil  ready  to  take 
tiie  Infant-school  at  Newfield,  early  next  year.  There  are  at  present 
eleven  pupils  in  the  Female  Training-school. 

^^  Many  of  our  friends  will,  I  am  sure,  be  gratified  to  learn,  that| 
after  years  of  labour,  trial,  and  hope,  the  Boys'  Training-school,  near 
Oedar^hall,  is  at  length  yielding  fruit.  One  of  the  pupils  is,  at  present, 
a  teacher  at  Newfield,  one  is  gone  to  St.  Kiti^s,  as  teacher  for  the 
school  at  Basseterre,  and  a  third  will  (D.V.)  be  sent,  next  month,  to 
the  Danish  Islands. 

**  For  some  time,  a  few  of  the  female  members  oi  the  oongrega- 
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iion  in  St.  Johu's,  have  been  engaged  in  visiting  the  side  and  aged 
in  the  hospital  aud  poor-house  of  the  city,  reading  the  Scriptures  and 
eonversing  with  them,  and  supplying  those  who  oan  read  with 
religious  tracts.  We  have  been  encouraged  to  hope,  that  these  visits 
have  not  been  in  vain,  but,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  have  been 
the  means  of  bringing  some  to  a  knowledge  of  their  Saviour,  who 
were  thus  prepared  to  die  in  peace.  Among  these  may  be  reckoned 
a  poor  Portuguese  woman,  brought  up  a  Boman  Catholic,  but 
ignorant  of  all  religion.  She  received  liie  word  with  joy,  and,  to 
her,  the  Gospel  was  indeed  glad  tidings.  She  died  in  hiihy  leaving 
a  sweet  little  girl,  rather  more  than  two  years  old,  who,  at  the  time, 
was  sent  to  the  poor-house.  As  the  dear  child  has  not  a  single 
friend  or  relative  in  this  part  of  the  world,  we  have  taken  her  into 
our  house,  hoping  to  train  her  up  for  future  usefulness. 

"  We  commend  ourselves  and  our  fellow-labourers,  with  the 
work  in  which  we  are  engaged,  to  the  kind  remembranqp  and  prayers 
of  our  Brethren  and  Christian  friends.

''  I  am  thankful  to  state,  that  I  have  once  more  been  authonsed 
to  draw  on  the  Negro-Education-Fund  of  the  *  Society  of  Friends^' 
for  40/.,  to  be  implied  to  educational  purposes,  a  proof  of  sympathizing 
liberality  for  which  we  feel  truly  gratefrd.*' 


ST.  KITTS. 
From  Br,  John  Hull. 
<<  Deab  Bbother,  Basseterre,  Afig.  27th,  1856. 

^  SINCE  I  wrote  to  you  on  the  14th  ult,  the  school-house,  granted 
by  the  local  government  to  Br.  ROntgen,  has  been  removed  from 
Brimstone-hill  and  erected  on  the  north  side  of  the  church  at 
EBtridge.  By  the  removal  of  the  school-gallery  into  the  new  building,  , 
additional  seat-room  has  been  obtained  in  the  church,  and,  on  the 
whole,  it  is  a  great  improvement  to  the  place.  It  was  opened  on 
Sunday,  the  IQth  inst,  when  I  preached  in  the  morning,  and  Br. 
Mumford  in  the  evening.  Both  services  were  well  attended,  and  a 
collection  was  made  -after  each,  towards  defraying  the  e3q>enaes 
connected  with  the  transport  and  erection  of  the  building.  It  is 
a  matter  of  thankfrdness,  that  this  work  has  been  accomplished,  at 
an  unlavourable  season  of  the  year,  without  any  hindrance  or 
accident,  and  we  trust  it  will  be  attended  with  the  Lord*s  Uessing. 
On  the  same  day,  I  had  an  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Sunday- 
school,  with  which  I  was  much  j^eased.  In  the  evening,  we  rode 
on  to  Bethel,  where  I  kept  the  service  for  Br.  Mttntzer,  who»  I 
regret  to  say,  is  suffering  much  irom  weakness,  and  finds  it  difficult 
to  go  tiirough  his  duties. 

"  I  received,  the  other  day,  a  letter  from  Br.  Bi^er,  of  BeUile- 
hem,  containing  an  order  for  ten  dollars,  as  a  donation  from  the 
Female  Missionary  Society  there,  to  the  MissionHBchools  at  Bethel 
and  Estridge.  We  have  had  another  instance  of  th*  uncertainty  <x£ 
human  life,  in  the  sudden  departui^  of  a  respected  Wesleyan  Mis- 
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ak>Dary  here>  the  Bey  T.  W.  Waymoutb,  a£b&r  a  very  short  iUness. 
He  wm  a  stroDg,  vigorous  man;  but  the  strong  man  has  been  bowed 
down,  and  the  head  of  a  family  of  eig^t  children  removed  from  his 
place.  We  were  invited  to  attend  the  funeral  and  to  serve  as  pall- 
bearers. He  called  at  our  house  only  a  few  days  ago,  and  was  one  of 
the  speakers  at  our  Missionary-meetings  in  town  and  at  Bethesda. 

"  We  have  heard  rumours  of  the  cholera  being  in  the  island  of 
St.  Thomas^  and  that  several  deaths  have  taken  place  there.  We 
have  been,  so  fiir,  mercifully  preserved,  and  I  trust  the  Lord  will  still 
hold  His  protecting  hand  over  us.  The  effects  of  the  last  visitation 
are  not  yet  effaced;  yet  it  must  be  acknowledged,  that  iniquity 
abounds,  and  that  the  inhabitemts  of  the  land  have  not  yet  learned 
righteousness."

BARBADOES. 
From  Br.  Aug.  Clemeks. 
"  Dear  Brother,  Sharon,  July  25th,  1856. 

**  I  HAYE  great  pleasure  in  T^onmnndcating  to  you  the  intelligence 
of  the  safe  arrival  of  Br.  Oaissert,  after  a  prosperous  voyage  of  thirty- 
one  days  from  Deal.  Br.  Gaissert  looks  the  picture  of  b^th.  May 
our  dear  Lord  preserve  him  in  health  and  strength,  and  grant  him 
a  long  service  in  His  vineyard.  I  am  hi^py  to  £nd,  that  he  under- 
stands English  very  weU,  and,  I  doubt  not,  he  will  soon  be  of  some 
assistance  to  Br.  ZippeL  The  cool  air  of  Mount-Tabor  will  tend  to 
render  his  first  service  in  this  hot  dimate  rather  more  agreeable. 
Br.  and  Sr.  Beichstein  do  not  complain  of  the  heat,  and  are  both 
quite  weU.  We  are  likewise  well,  thanks  be  to  our  dear  Saviour, 
who  does  for  us  beyond  what  we  can  ask  or  think.  Last  Sunday, 
Br.  Beichstein  opened  the  Sunday-school  for  me,  and  thus  commenced 
Ids  Missionary  duties.  On  Sunday  next,  he  will  read  the  Litcmy, 
which  will  prove  a  great  help  to  me.  On  Tuesday  evening  last,  I 
reoomm^iced  the  services  at  Buxton-school,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
inhabitants  o{  the  neighbouring  villages.  If  I  can  meet  with  a 
suitable  person,  I  purpose  opening  an  Infant-school  at  Sharon,  or 
somewhere  in  the  neighbourhood. 

«  Sharok,  S^.  llth,  1856. 
'<  I  have  great  pleasure  in  sending  you  the  usual  annual  report  of 
cmr  oountry-echools  in  this  island,  for  those  kind  Mends  at  heme  who 
support  them.  If  you  compare  it  with  ihe  report  of  last  year,  you 
will  find  an  increase  of  scholars  in  all  three  schools.  The  average 
attendance  would  have  been  higher  stUl,  if  several  parents  had  not 
kept  their  children  from  school  during  the  last  three  months,  owing 
to  t^  deamess  of  provisions  and  the  consequent  scarcity  of  money. 
The  first  thing  ki  which  our  people  retr^aoh  is  school-money;  the 
second,  their  oontributions  to  the  church;  the  last,  their  own  finely 
and  comfort.  As  these  country-schools  are  supported  from  home,  I 
am  not  very  severe  in  exacting  the  school-llBes.  Still  there  is  a  limits 
and  unless  our  people  have  to  pay  for  a  thing,  they  do  not  value  it, 
I  have  great  hopes  of  Montgomery-school.  It  is  quite  astonishing 
how  rapidly  it  has  increased.     It  seams,   the   parents  have  much

confidence  in  the  teadier,  who  is,  indeed,  a  fiuthfnl  man,  and  quite 
like  a  father  among  his  children.  The  Buxton-school  teacher,  though 
very  young,  does  his  best  The  teacher  at  St.  John's  Wood  echoed 
has  behaved  veiy  badly,  and  Br.  Daiber  was  obliged  to  dismiss  him. 
The  school  is,  however,  cared  for  temporarily  by  his  wife,  who  was 
a  teacher  formerly.  Br.  Daiber  hopes  soon  to  be  able  to  meet  with 
another  teacher. 

"  The  month  of  August  was  a  very  busy  one  indeed,  owing  to  seve- 
ral extraordinary  meetinga  On  the  1 1th  we  held  the  Sharon  Annual 
Missionary  Meeting,  whidi  was  attended  by  many  white  people.  The 
collection  amounted  to  102.  1 6«.  Sd,  Our  Missionary  Association  among 
the  people  has  been  doing  very  little.  We  only  collected,  during  the 
whole  year,  9^  13«.  4d,  including  a  few  sums  from  white  people.  In 
the  past  month,  was  also  held  tibe  annual  meeting  of  the  Barbadoes 
Scripture  Headers'  Association,  in  which  Br.  EdghUl  and  mjrself  took 
part  On  the  13th,  we  attended  the  opening  of  the  new  Wesleyan 
chapel  in  Bridgetown,  which  is  a  fine  lai^e  bmlding. 


DANISH  ISLANDS. 
Fratih  Br.  J.  Gardin. 
''Deab  Bbotheb,  Fbisdensfeld,  St.  Cboix,  Atig.  I2th,  1856. 
*'  IN  the  month  of  May,  I  paid  my  annual  visit  to  the  schools  in  St 
Thomas  and  St  Jan.  In  the  former  island,  most  of  the  children  are 
sent  to  town,  and,  consequently,  the  country-schools  are  not  well 
attended;  but  the  schools  at  Nislqr,  and  at  our  station  in  the  town,  are 
crowded.  In  both  places  we  might,  and  ought  to  have  very  large 
schools ;  but,  at  present,  there  is  an  utter  want  of  proper  accom- 
modation. I  am  truly  glad  to  hear,  that  this  evil  will  soon  be 
remedied.  In  St.  Jan  we  have,  this  year,  opened  a  school  at  Anni^ 
berg,  on  the  north  side  of  the  Island.  The  school-house,  which  is  a 
very  fine  one,  and  in  a  charming  situation,  near  the  sea,  was  built 
many  years  ago,  but  never  used.  There  are  now  seventy-five 
children  in  attendance.  We  have  also  opened  a  school  in  the  south; 
but  it  is  very  small,  numbering  only  eight  children.  In  general,  the 
attendance  in  the  schools  in  St  Jan  is  good,  and  the  diildren  are 
mostly  connected  with  our  congregations. 

**  Br.  Hanna  has  quite  gained  our  esteem.  I  hope  the  Lord  will 
preserve  him,  and  make  him  useful  in  His  vineyard.  Having  iq>eiit 
a  month  here,  he  is,  this  week,  to  go  to  Friedensberg,  in  order  to  be 
some  weeks  with  'Br,  Merian,  and  then  to  take  charge  of  Two 
Williams-schooL  I  am  now  in  great  want  of  Testaments,  and  must 
b^  you  to  use  your  efforts  to  procure  me  some,  if  possible  100  or 
200.*  In  answer  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the  attendance  at  our  church, 
I  would  say,  that,  though  we  sometimes  have  reason  to  wish  it  was 
better,  the  body  of  the  church  is  generaUy  filled,  and,  on  particular 
occasions,  the  gallery  likewise.     The  attendance  is  now,  twice,  if  not 

*  The  Committee  of  the  BriUsh  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  have  kindly  made  a 
grant,  in  oompliaaoe  with  the  above  reqneet.— Eds. 
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ihree  times  as  laige  as  it  was  before  we  had  the  new  churchy  and  we 
have  far  less  heat  and  discomfort.  As  regards  the  spiritual  condition 
of  our  congregation,  I  mnst  wy,  that  we  have  mnch  reason  to  pray 
for  a  gracious  visitation  from  the  Lord,  and  for  a  revival  of  His 
work.  In  particular,  we  cannot  but  feel  distressed  at  the  conduct  of 
our  young  people.  You  may  form  some  idea  of  this,  when  I  tell  you,  • 
that,  in  i£e  couise  of  eighteen  months,  I  lost  about  one-third  of  the 
pupils  of  my  Bible-dass,  chiefly  in  consequence  of  sins  of  the  flesh. 
However,  I  think  we  have  some  reason  to  believe,  that  even  those 
who  thus  go  astray,  are  followed  by  the  Good  Shepherd  ;  and  that, 
on  the  whole,  the  word  which  we  preach,  is  not  without  effect. 


From  Br.  F.  V5lkel. 
"  Deab  Brother,  Nisky,  St.  Thomas,  JuTie  lith,  1856. 

*'  I  AM,  as  you  are  aware,  now  residing  at  Nisky  for  the  second 
time.  I  well  remember  how  painful  it  was  to  me,  during  my  first 
abode  here,  to  see  the  children  whom  I  had  to  teach,  obliged,  for 
want  of  room  in  the  church,  to  sit  outside  the  building,  until  the 
meetings  were  over,  all  which  time  some  person  had  to  remain  with 
them,  to  prevent  them  from  disturbing  the  congr^;ation.  Practically, 
the  only  means  of  grace  for  the  children  was  the  Sundaynschool,  which 
was  held  afler  the  adult  congregation  had  retired.  This  state  of 
things  still  continues.  The  church,  which  was  built  in  1771,  is  about 
eighty  feet  long  by  thirty  broad,  and  its  walls  are  only  ten  feet  high. 
During  the  service,  which  is  held  near  the  middle  of  the  day,  the  heat 
is  most  oppressive,  especially  to  the  Brother  who  officiates,  and  who, 
when  he  has  concluded,  passes,  in  a  state  of  profuse  perspiration, 
through  chilling  draughts,  to  the  house.  Some  years  ago,  it  was 
determined  to  remedy  these  evils,  by  the  erection  of  a  new  church. 
But  untoward  circumstances  prevented  the  fulfilment  of  this  intention. 
Several  Missionaries  were  cut  off  by  fever,  and  then  the  congregation 
was  fearfully  thinned  by  the  ravages  of  cholera.  At  present,  the 
church  is  well  attended,  and  though  we  cannot  speak  of  a  general 
work  of  the  Spirit,  or  even,  in  all  cases,  of  such  a  walk  as  becometh 
the  €k)spel,  yet  I  am  assured  that  the  Lord  has  here  *  a  seed  to  serve 
Him.*  A  short  time  ago,  I  discovered  that  the  roof  of  the  church 
was  eiitvely  rotten,  a  fiict  that  was  the  more  deeply  impressed  on  us 
shortly  afterwards,  when  a  heavy  rain  fell  during  the  service,  and  the 
water  poured  in,  in  all  directions.  The  plan  proposed  is,  that  the  pre- 
sent church  should  be  converted  into  a  school-room  and  a  new  struc- 
ture erected,  partly  over  the  old  one,  and  partly  on  the  adjacent  hill  to 
tiie  south.  This  would  give  a  church  eighty  feet  by  £fty,  which  would 
afford  sufficient  room  for  the  whole  congregation.  I  rejoice  at  this  pro- 
spect. O  that  the  Lord  may  send  prosperity  and  incline  the  hearts  of 
many  to  help  us.  Our  strength  is  but  smalL  All  that  the  congrega- 
tion can  raise  will  not  exceed  500  dollars,  which  iB  partly  subscribed 
already.  We  have  commenced  preparing  for  the  work,  by  levelling  a 
portion  of  the  MIL  This  is  done  by  our  people,  who  come  cheerfully  and 
without  payment,  every  Saturday,  for  the  purpose.     Nor  is  this  the 
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only  token  of  their  interest  in  the  matter.  An  aged  African  wxnnaii 
came,  or  rather  crept  to  me,  bending  under  the  weight  of  seventj-five 
years,  and  bringing  a  dollar  as  her  free-will  offering.  'Massa/  she  said 
^  me  no  can  work,  but  me  bring  some  stivers  for  de  church.  Me  poor 
widow,  can  gie  no  more.  De  Lord  bless  dis.'  Another  sister,  ^o, 
out  of  her  wages  of  four  dollars  monthly,  has  to  pay  two  dollars  rent 
and  maintain  a  child,  has  undertaken  to  subscribe  half  a  dollar  a 
month,  for  a  year. 


MOSQUITO  COAST. 
THE  intelligence  from  this  comparatively  new  Mission-field  is,  as 
yet,  of  a  distressing  character,  calculated  to  try  our  £dth,  and  calliDg 
for  earnest  and  faithful  intercession.  It  would,  indeed,  seem  as  if  the 
present  was  the  season  for  "sowing  in  tears," — ^we  would  hope  and  be- 
lieve, that  the  "reaping  in  joy**  will  also  take  place  in  due  time.  The 
bereavement  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Feurig,  who  were  called  upon  to  give  up 
their  dear  child,  at  the  very  CQmmencem^it  of  their  labours  at  Blue- 
fields,  their  own  severe  illnesses,  and  the  unexpected  departure  of  Sr. 
Lundberg,  leaving  two  children,  of  whom  the  younger  is  quite  an 
infant,  to  add  to  the  cares  of  her  berea^^ed  partner, — all  these  trying 
dispensations,  together  with  the  prevalence  of  much  sickness  among 
the  people  around  them,  were  well  calculated  to  prove  the  faith  and 
courage  of  the  Missicmaries.  Yet,  they  were  able  to  report  some 
pleasing  details  respecting  the  progress  of  the  work.  The  account  of 
the  visit  paid  by  the  Brethren  at  a  settlement  of  Rama  Indians,  will 
be  perused  with  interest.  The  attention  of  these  poor  people  to  the 
Gospel-message  encourages  the  hope,  that,  ere  long,  something  more 
may  be  effected  among  the  raoe,  for  whose  b^iefit  the  Mission  was 
especially  undertaken. 


From  Br,  G.  Feurig. 
"  Dear  Bbothbb,  Bluefiblds,  Aug.  2%thy  1856. 

"  YOIT  have  probably  already  heard  of  our  safe  arrival  here.  We 
had,  indeed,  much  reason  for  thankfulness  to  the  Lord,  for  all  fiJbf 
mercies  vouchsafed  to  us.  Yet,  I  must  acknowledge,  we  felt  much 
depressed  on  entering  a  place,  where,  we  f^t  assured,  many  trials 
awaited  us,  especially  when  we  remembered  our  dear  Springfi^d,  and 
the  flourishing  work  in  Jamaica.  Yet,  we  were  enabled  to  put  our 
trust  in  the  Lord,  who  can  perform  wtmders,  even  in  this  desert  We 
felt  cheered  and  comforted  by  having  our  dear  little  Bertha  with  us. 
But  our  Saviour,  whose  ways  with  His  people  are  wondwful,  saw  fit 
to  take  her  to  Himself,  after  an  illness  of  about  forty  hours.  I  cannot 
describe  to  you  how  we  felt  and  still  feel.  The  result  to  my  dear 
wife's  health  has  been  very  unfavourable.  I  think  ^e  is  almost 
worse  than  when  we  loft  Jamaica.     Nor  do  I  feel  by  any  means  well 
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myself.     We  are  in  our  Saviour's  luMids.     May  He  do  with  us  as 
aeemeth  good  in  His  sight  I 

"  You  wUl  be  much  coneemed  to  hear  of  the  decease  of  Sr. 
Lundberg.  It  is  indeed  a  heavy  and  an  unexpected  stroke,  that  the 
strongest  member  of  our  Mission-family  should  thus  be  cut  down.  It 
is  the  Lord's  doii^,  and  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes.  Br.  Lundberg  is 
wonderfully  supp(»iied, — ^indeed,  more  so  tiian  we  could  have  hoped.'* 


From  Br,  J.  E.  Lundberg. 
'<  Dear  Brother,  Bluefieldb,  Oct.  29^  1856. 

"  I  WHITE  a  few  lines  to  give  you  a  sketch  of  events  in  this 
Mission,  for  the  last  three  months,  as  well  as  of  our  prospects  for  the 
future.  Almost  immediately  after  the  arrival  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Feurig, 
their  beloved  child  was  taken  from  them.  This  afiected  Sr.  Feurig 
so  severely,  that  we  were  very  anxious  as  to  the  probable  results. 
But  the  Lord  has  helped  thus  far,  and  Sr.  Feurig  is  much  better, 
though  I  cannot  say  she  is  quite  well.  The  day  after  the  funeral  of 
the  child,  my  dear  wife  took  to  her  bed,  to  rise  no  more.  At  firsts 
the  fever  was  not  severe,  and  it  was  not  till  the  third  day,  that  the 
symptoms  became  alarming.  Beix^  quite  without  medical  aid,  we 
were  left  entirely  to  our  own  resources.  We  made  use  of  every 
means  we  could  think  of,  as  likely  to  be  beneficial.  But  all  was  in 
vain.  The  Lord  had  not  willed  her  longer  abode  in  this  vale  of  tears, 
and  hastened  to  take  her  to  everlasting  habitations.  She  saw  her 
children  only  once,  and  did  not  wish  to  see  them  again,  having  qifite 
done  with  earthly  things.  On  Monday,  August  2^th,  at  about  10 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  after  takii^  a  solemn  farewell  of  us  all,  she 
bi'eathed  her  last.  Her  last  words  were  the  1st  and  6th  verses  of  the 
hymn,  **  The  Saviour's  blood  and  righteousness,"  <fea 

'*  I  deeply  feel  the  loss  I  have  sustained,  especially  on  account  of 
my  two  children,  the  younger  of  whom  is  a  delicate  infant.  I  shall 
be  obliged  to  ask  permission  to  accompany  them  to  Europe,  and,  mean- 
while, must  do  the  best  I  can.  That  the  Lord  has  some  peculiar 
purposes  with  regard  to  this  Mission,  is  the  conviction  of  us  alL 
Perhaps,  the  sowing  must  take  place  in  tears,  to  be  followed  by  a 
joyful  harvest  This  is  an  extraordinary  year.  Never  before  have 
we  had  such  hot,  saltry  weather,  so  much  rain  and  thunder,  and  so 
little  of  the  sea-breeze.  The  result  is,  an  unprecedented  amount  of 
sickness.  A  new  period  of  anxiety  opened  upon  us  at  the  beginning 
of  this  month,  when  Br.  Feiurig  was  taken  ill.  The  Lord  was  pleased 
to  bless  the  means  used,  so  that  our  dear  Brother  is  much  better, 
though  still  very  weak.  We  trust  the  Lord  will  strengthen  him  and 
enable  him  to  be  useful  in  His  vineyard  again. 

"  On  the  1st  inst.,  before  Br.  Feurig  was  taken  ill,  we  paid  a 
visit  to  the  Bama  Key,  an  island  at  about  fifteen  miles  from  this 
place.  It  is  inhabited  by  about  ninety  Rama  Indians.  We  first 
vidted  them  in  their  houses,  and  then  held  a  meeting  in  the  largest 
room  the  village  afforded.  We  expected  a  small  attendance;  but  how 
pleased  were  we,  to  see  not  less  than  100  persons  assembled,  all 
decently  clothed,  except  one  man,  who  wore  the  native  dress.     All 
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were  very  atitenidye  and  well-behayed.  We  felt  that  the  Lord 
near,  and  enjoyed  a  blessing  for  our  own  souls,  which  we  shall  long 
remember.  These  Indians  understand  sufficient  English,  to  maintain 
some  intercourse  with  the  negroes  and  others  at  Bluefieldsy  but  are 
quite  strangers  to  Scriptural  language. 

"  Our  new  teacher,  Peter  Blaur,  from  Jamaica,  has  entered  <m 
his  duties.  He  has,  at  present,  thirfy-seven  scholars.  Among  these 
there  are,  as  yet,  no  Indian  children.  On  the  Sunday-school  list,  we 
have  about  130  names,  and  the  average  attendance  is  about  100. 
We  have  at  present  many  marriages  to  perform,  as,  it  appears,  the 
people  are  now  ashamed  of  the  illicit  connections  formerly  usual  among 
them.  On  Sundays,  the  church  is  generally  crowded;  and  at  meetings, 
during  the  week,  I  have  seen,  probably,  250  persons  assembled.  Nor 
does  it  seem,  that  the  Gospel-seed  is  sown  quite  in  vain.  Though 
Satan  has  many  agents  here,  yet  we  find  also  not  a  few,  who  seek  the 
Lord.  In  regud  to  our  Station  itself  I  would  just  mention,  that 
the  timbers  for  the  new  dwelling-house  are  nearly  prepared,  and  we 
hope,  if  we  are  &voured  with  health,  to  have  it  under  cover  by 
Christmas,  by  the  aid  of  some  native  carpenters." 


SURINAM. 
From  Br.  Fb.  van  Calkeb. 
{From  the  Misriont-BlaU.) 
«<  Dear  Bbotheb,  Paramartbo,  July  4<A,  1856. 

*'  THE  last  time  I  wrote,  I  had  to  give  you  the  painful  intelligence 
of  the  departure  of  our  dear  Br.  Weyberg.  While  we  were  yet,  as  it 
were,  stunned  at  the  mysterious  Providence,  which,  while  presenting 
us  with  more  labour,  deprived  us  of  an  apparently  indispensable 
labourer,  our  Lord  was  pleased  to  try  us  again,  by  laying  our  warden, 
Br.  Herm.  Clemens,  on  a  sick-bed.  I  cannot  describe  our  feelings. 
We  betook  ourselves  to  prayer,  unitedly  and  in  secret.  For  my  own 
part,  I  may  say,  that  I  wrestled  with  the  Lord,  and  would  not  let 
Him  go,  till  I  felt  assured  of  a  gracious  answer.  And  the  faithful 
Saviour,  who  will  not  permit  us  to  be  tried  above  what  we  are  able 
to  bear,  looked  upon  us  in  mercy,  and  spared  our  dear  Brother  to  us. 
To  our  great  joy,  Br.  Clemens  is  decidedly  improving,  though  still 
very  wes^.     He  was  able,  yesterday,  to  sit  up  for  a  little  while. 

"  On  the  24th  of  June,  Br.  E.  Bau  returned  from  Batavia,  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Copename,  whither  Br.  Dobler  from  Catharine 
Sophia  had  accompanied  him.  This  is  an  establishment  maintained 
by  Government,  for  the  reception  of  leprous  patients  from  all  parts 
of  the  country.  Here  they  spend  their  days  in  complete  seclusion, 
the  leprosy  (elsewhere  known  as  the  Lazarus-sickness)  being  con- 
sidered to  be  at  once  incurable  and  contagious*.  Those  patients  who 
have  been  slaves  are,  from  the  period  of  their  entrance  into  the 
Institution,  looked  upon  as  belonging  to  the  (Government,  and  have 


*  In  South  Afnc&f  the  leprosy  ia  not  considered  to  bo  conta^^ous,  though 
^dently  heritable.— Em. 
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to  perform  snch  work  as  they  are  able,  tinder  the  direction  of  an 
overseer.  From  the  very  commencement  of  the  Institution,  Roman- 
Catholic  priesl^  at  their  own  request,  have  had  the  spiritual  charge 
of  the  patients,  although  nearly  all  the  inmates  were  professedly 
Protestants,  and  the  majority  belonged  to  our  Church.  One  priest 
rended  there  constantly.  The  patients,  being  deprived  of  their 
former  religions  privil^es,  and  hard  pressed  by  the  priest,  almost 
without  exception  became  members  of  the  Romish  church.  This 
caused  complaints ;  in  consequence  of  which,  we  were  invited  by  the 
Government,  in  the  first  instance,  to  pay  a  visit  there,  and  eventually, 
to  preach  and  administer  the  sacraments  to  the  Protestant  patients 
regularly.  The  first  visit  was  paid  by  the  two  Brethren  named  above. 
The  supenntendent  of  the  hospital,  whose  wife  is  a  commtmicant  mem- 
ber of  our  congregation,  did  all  in  his  power  to  forther  the  object  of  the 
visit.  Our  Brethren  remained  at  the  Institution  three  days,  during 
which  time,  they  conversed  individually  with  those  who  had  not 
joined  the  Romish  Church,  and  held  Divine  service  each  morning  and 
evening.  It  was  found,  that  these  persons  had  made  ai^angements 
to  meet  frequently,  and  obtain  edification  from  the  reading  of  the 
Scripturc&  It  is  proposed,  that  Br.  Dobler  shall  undertake  the 
r^i]dar  visitation  of  this  establishment,  and  that  a  capable  native 
assistant  shall  be  appointed,  to  have  the  oversight  of  the  school  at 
Catharine  Sophia,  during  Br.  Dobler's  absence,  the  youths  who  assist 
in  teaching  being  young  and  inexperienced.  We  are  thankful,  that, 
at  last,  regular  spiritual  care  can  be  bestowed  on  the  poor  forsaken 
beings  at  this  lonely  Institution.  There  was  great  rejoicing  among 
the  inmates  when  the  Brethren  arrived,  some  old  women  weeping  for 
joy.  Br.  Ban  felt  that  such  a  reception  was  aufiicient  to  atone  for 
all  the  fintignes  of  the  journey.'* 


iSHfeceIIane0tt«  JEntellfgtncc* 

I.  Society  for  the  Furtherance  op  the  Gospel. — Friday, 
the  7th  of  November,  having  been  appointed  for  the  Half-yearly 
Creneral  Meeting  of  the  Society,  a  numerous  company  of  its  members 
and  supporters  assembled  in  the  Brethren's  Chapel  in  Fetter-lane. 
Among  the  honoured  Christian  friends  who  were  present  on  this 
occasion,  were  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Rupert^s  Land ;  the  Rev. 
E.  Auriol,  Rector  of  St  Dunstan's  in  the  West;  the  Rev.  W.  Shaw, 
Superintendent  of  the  Wesleyan  Mission  in  Kafi*raria ;  Captain 
Richards,  RN.,  late  of  the  Arctic  Expedition  under  Sir  Edward 
Belcher;  besides  the  Treasurer  and  other  members  of  the  London 
Association.  The  meeting  having  been  opened  with  prayt'i  by  Br.  J. 
Miller,  the  minister  of  tiie  Brethren's  congr^ation,  the  Secretary 
delivered  salutations  from  various  absent  friends  of  the  Society, 
including  the  oldest,  the  venerable  Dr.  Steinkopff ;  and,  after  a  brief 
reference  to  the  origin  and  object  of  the  Institution,  called  upon  all 
I»re8ent  to  unite  in  an  ascription  of  praise  to  the  Lord,  for  His  good- 
ness and  proteoting  care  once  more  extended  to  the  Ha/rmony,  and 
all  on  board,  during  her  recent  voyage  to  and  from  Labrador,  and  her 
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often  perilous  navigation  along  its  ice-beset  and  ironrbound  coast.* 
Extracts  from  the  annual  letters  of  the  Mission-Conferences  at  the 
four  settlements  were  then  communicated ;  containing  interesting 
particulars  of  the  progress  of  the  work  during  the  past  year,  and 
describing  the  severe  trials  to  which  both  Missionaries  and  converts 
had  been  subjected,  owing  to  the  almost  total  fjEtilure  of  the  ordinary 
supplies  of  food.  The  accounts  of  the  grievous  and  protracted 
sufferings  of  the  poor  Esquimaux,  from  this  cause,  especially  at  the 
two  northern  settlements,  were  received  with  deep  sympa^y,  and 
led  to  a  conversation  on  the  habits  and  circumstances  of  this  singular 
race,  in  which  Captain  White,  of  the  Eaamony,  Captain  Eichards, 
B.N.,  and  Br.  Jona.  Mentzel,  who,  with  his  wife,  has  just  retired  from 
his  lengthened  service  of  thirty-seven  years  on  the  coast  of  Labrador, 
took  share.  The  Bishop  of  Kupert*s  Lcmd  followed,  and  in  an  address, 
which  was  listened  to  with  great  attention,  and  was  marked  by 
genuine  Christian  feeling,  furnished  some  striking  details  of  the 
work  which  he  has  been  called  to  superintend  for  the  last  seven  years, 
in  the  immQ^se  district  of  North  America,  under  the  control  of  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company.  His  Tx>rdship  expressed,  at  the  same  time, 
his  obligations  to  the  Society,  for  the  assistance  afforded  to  himself 
and  the  clergy  in  his  diocese,  in  their  endeavours  to  acqiure  a  know* 
ledge  of  the  Esquimaux  languages. 

The  Bev.  Mr.  Shaw,  having  been  introduced  to  the  meeting, 
bore  gratifying  testimony  to  the  value  of  the  settlement  at  Shiloh, 
and  the  usefulness  of  the  Brethren  stationed  there,  with  whom  he  was 
well  acquainted.  He  also  gave  a  variety  of  interesting  particulars 
relative  to  the  character,  the  language,  and  the  customs  of  the  Kaffir 
tribes,  and  the  results  of  the  labours  of  the  Wesleyan  Society  for  their 
conversion  to  the  &ith  of  Christ, — labours  in  which  he  has  been  him-^ 
self  engaged,  for  a  period  of  more  than  thirty  years. 

After  the  communication  of  some  further  Missionary  intelli- 
gence from  South  Africa,  the  West  Indies,  Greenland,  and  the  fields 
more  recently  entered,  the  meeting  was  concluded  with  prayer  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Auriol,  and  the  singing  of  the  Doxology.  The  assembly 
was  dismissed  with  the  Old  Testament  benediction  by  the  Bishop  of 
Rupert's  Land. 

II.  Australia. — It  is  with  feelings  of  the  deepest  regret  that  we 
announce  the  withdrawal  of  our  Brethren  from  the  station  on  Lake  Boga, 
and  the  consequent  suspension  of  the  Mission  of  our  Church  to  Uie 
Aborigines  of  Australia.  With  the  circumstances  which  have  induced 
the  Missionaries  to  take  so  decisive  a  step,  on  their  own  responsibility, 
the  Mission-Board  are  but  imperfectly  acquainted  ;  but  while,  in  the 
absence  of  detailed  and  positive  information,  they  refrain  from  pro- 
nouncing judgment  on  the  necessity  of  the  procedure,  they  cannot  but 
sincerely  deplore  an  event,  which  tends  to  the  disappointment  of  many 
long-cherished  hopes.  It  would,  however,  appear,  that  the  annoyances 
to  which  our  Brethren  had  for  some  time  been  subjected,  owing  to  the 
hostility  of  certain  of  the  seittlers  in  their  vicinity,  had  issued  in  an  at- 
tempt to  establish  a  right  of  way  through  the  land,  granted  to  them  in 
18^1,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Mission.    This  attempt,  the  Missionaries 
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felt  it  their  duty  to  resist,  considering  that  the  continual  passage  of  tra- 
vellers— ^many  of  them  on  their  way  to  the  Gold-fields — and  their  camp- 
ing out  close  to  the  Mission-premises,  were  altogether  incompatible  with 
the  successM  progress  of  their  efiPorts  for  the  spiritual  and  temporal  bene- 
fit of  the  natiyes.  ■  The  Colonial  Authorities,  however,  thinking  pro- 
per to  recognise  the  right  of  way,  and  practically  to  reject  the  appeal 
of  our  Bremen,  notwithstanding  the  support  which  it  received  from 
various  persons  of  influence  in  the  Colony,  the  latter  felt  themselves 
constrained,  to  surrender  the  land  they  occupied  into  the  hands  of  the 
Government,  and  to  withdraw  to  Melbourne.  The  growing  confidence 
manifested  towards  them  by  the  poor  natives,  renders  their  retire- 
ment at  this  juncture  not  a  little  painfuL  It  is  altogether  a  myste- 
rious dispensation  of  Providence,  and  one  which  calls  for  a  large  mea- 
sure of  humiliation,  faith,  and  prayerful  submission  to  the  Divine  wilL 

III.  NoBTHUMBERLAHD  Inlet. — OuT  readers  will  learn  with 
regret,  that  Captain  Penny  has  again  &dled  to  reach  Lichtenfels, 
and  to  secure  ^e  services  of  a  Missionary  of  our  Church,  for  the 
visitation  of  the  Esquimaux  inhabiting  the  shores  of  this  inlet.  From 
the  subjoined  letter,  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  it  wotdd  appear,  that 
he  has  but  little  hope  of  succeeding  better  in  any  future  attempt,  and 
that,  if  these  poor  outcasts  are  to  be  reached  at  all  by  a  Christian 
Missionary,  it  must  be  by  one  sent  to  them  directly  from  Eiuope ; 
and  in  that  opinion^  after  the  occurrence  of  a  fourth  failure,  the 
minority  of  our  readers  will  probably  concur. 

"  Aberdeen,  Sept  25th,  1856. 

'*  If  my  state  of  health  had  permitted,  I  should  have  written 
to  you  immediately  on  my  arrival  here.  I  have  again  deeply  to 
regret  my  not  living  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  services  of  your 
Missionary.  I  was  unable  to  approach  the  coa^t  of  Greenland  on  my 
voyage  out,  in  the  summer  of  last  year,  thick  weather,  accompanied 
with  south-westerly  wind  and  drizzling  rain,  having  come  on,  on  the 
22nd  of  July,  and  kept  me  out  at  sea.  Had  I  fallen  in  with  my 
consort,  when  I  reached  the  edge  of  the  pack,  in  North  latitude 
640  35'^  West  longitude  5S^  30',  I  would  have  re-crossed  Davis's  Straits; 
but  it  was  the  1st  of  August  before  I  did  so,  and  I  was  then  deeply 
embayed  with  the  pack,  so  that  I  only  readied  the  inlet  on  the  1st 
of  September.  There  has  never  been  ^own  such  a  body  of  ice,  within 
the  memory  of  the  oldest  whaling-master. 

"  This  fiulure  was  a  source  of  deep  regret  to  me  all  my  voyage, 
but  especially  during  my' severe  illness.  The  natives  are  a  most  in- 
telligent race,  and  showed  themselves  •  very  anxious  to  receive  the 
teacher  I  told  them  o£  Many  have  died  since  the  date  of  my  last 
visit.  If  God  sp€u*es  my  life,  and  enables  me  to  take  another  voytige 
to  their  coasts,  would  it  not  be  possible  for  you,  with  timely  notice, 
to  procure  me  a  Missionary  of  your  Church  to  accompany  me  from 
Aberdeen ;  for  I  have  but  little  expectation  of  being  able  to  reach  one 
of  your  settlements  in  Greenland,  during  the  short  time  that  can  be 
allowed  for  i^e  voyage  out.  The  natives  are  already  brought  to  a 
state  of  partial  civilization,  but  need  Christian  instruction  greatly. 
As  soon  as  I  am  able,  I  expect  to  remove  southwards  for  the  benefit 
of  my  health.  W.  Penny,'' 
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lY.  Phoyikoial  Stnod& — A  serieB  of  these  assembliee,  prepa- 
ratory to  the  Q^neral  Synod  of  1857,  took  place,  as  announced  on 
page  47  of  this  volume,  in  the  course  of  the  past  summer  and 
autumn.  The  Synod  of  our  continental  congregations  was  held  at 
Hermhut,  between  the  19th  of  May  and  the  26th  of  Juna  That 
of  the  British  province,  at  Fulneck,  was  held  from  the  25th  of  June 
to  the  12th  of  July.  The  Synod  of  the  Southern  Division  of  the 
American  province,  at  Salem,  North  Carolina,  from  the  2dth  of 
April  to  the  13th  of  May ;  and  that  of  the  Northern  Division, 
at  Bethlehem,  from  the  1st  to  the  11th  of  October.  The  pro- 
ceedings of  these  various  assemblies  were  marked  by  an  earnest, 
prayeifiil,  and  brotherly  spirit;  and  the  "presence  of  the  Lord  was 
graciously  revealed  to  His  waiting  servant&  Among  the  resolutions 
adopted,  were  several  having  reference  to  proposed  modifications  of 
the  constitution  and  practice  of  the  church  as  at  present  existing,  and 
therefore  requiring  confirmation  by  the  General  Synod, — a  circum- 
stance which  will  no  doubt  render  that. assembly  an  object  of  pecu- 
liarly fervent  intercession,  with  all  the  fidthfrd  in  our  Israel. 

Y.  Mjssionart  Appointmsmts  and  ItEMOVAL& — 1.  Br.  and  Sr. 
Feurig  arrived  safely  at  Greytown,  on  the  Mosquito  Coast,  on  the 
11th  of  Jtdy,  and  reached  Bluefields  on  the  27th. 

2.  Br.  and  Sr.  Oerter  sailed  from  Montego-Bay,  Jamaica,  for  the 
United  States,  on  the  15th  of  July,  the  failure  of  Br.  Oerter's  health 
having  necessitated  a  change  of  dunate. 

3.  Br.  J.  A.  Miertschmg,  who  accompanied  the  Polar  Expediticm 
in  search  of  Sir  John  Franklin,  has  received  a  call  to  the  service  of 
^e  Mission  in  South  Africa.  On  the  5th  of  October,  Br.  Miertsching 
was  ordained  a  deacon  of  the  Brethren's  Church,  at  Hermhut,  by 
Bishop  J.  C.  Breutel;  and,  on  the  7th,  was  united  in  holy  matrimony 
to  Sr.  C.  A  Endeben.  On  the  same  day,  they  received  instructions 
from  the  Unity  s  Elders*  Conference  in  reference  to  their  appointment 
to  Missionary-service,  and  Sr.  Miertsching  was  accepted  an  aooluth. 
On  the  20th,  they  sailed  from  Ahona,  fbr  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  in 
the  ship  San  Fnmcisco. 

4.  On  the  26th  of  August,  the  Unity's  Elders'  Conference  con- 
versed with  Br.  Jftschke,  respecting  the  affiurs  of  the  Mongol  Mission, 
to  the  service  of  which  he  is  called.  Br.  Jiischke  sailed  from  Ports- 
mouth for  Calcutta,  on  the  15th  of  September. 

5.  Br.  G.  Homig  was  ordained  a  deacon  of  the  Brethren's  Church 
on  ihe  29th  of  May,  by  Br.  G.  W.  Westerby,  at  St.  John's,  Antigua. 

6.  Br.  and  Sr.  Hellstrom  sailed  on  the  9th  of  September  from 
Nieuwediep,  for  Surinam. 

7.  On  the  11th  of  September,  Br.  Charles  B.  Weiss  was  unitML 
in  holy  matrimony  to  Sr.  C.  Weiler,  at  Gnadenberg ;  and,  on  the  25th, 
Br.  T.  C.  B<>hmer  to  Sr.  L.  D.  Quilitz,  at  Nisky.  These  Brethim  and 
Sisters,  having  been  accepted  acoluths,  received  instructions  from  the 
Unit/s  Elders'  Conference,  respecting  their  appointment  to  Mission- 
ary service  in  Surinam. 

C.  A.  Brauokman  has  been  called  to  the  service  of  the 
Mission  in  Surinam. 

9.  Br.  Warmow  arrived  safely  at  Copenhagsn,  from  (Greenland, 
Oct  25th. 
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10.  The  Sisters  Kleiner  and  Bentien  arrived  safely  at  St.  Thomaa, 
after  a  voyage  of  sixty-five  days,  from  Altona. 

11.  Br.  Gottlieb  Oehler  has  been  appointed  to  the  service  of  the 
Mission  among  the  Cherokee  Indians  in  the  Kansas  territory. 

VI.  Obituary. — The  following  have  departed  this  life : —

Board.  An  attack  of  typhus-fever  removed  her,  in  the  course  of  a  very 
few  days,  fix)m  her  dear  husband,  whose  Missionary  labours  of  twelve 
years  she  had  £uthfully  shared,  and  from  her  young  familj. 

2.  On  the  19th  of  August,  Sr.  Henrietta  S.  Volkel,  in  conse- 
quence of  typhus  fever,  in  the  34th  year  of  her  aga 

3.  On  the  25th  of  August,  at  Bluefields,  on  the  Mosquito  Coast, 
in  the  Slst  year  of  her  age,  Sr.  A.  Lundberg. 

On  the  20th  of  July,  departed  at  Edinburgh,  in  the  eighty- 
fourth  year  of  her  age.  Miss  Mary  Aikman;  at  the  time  of  her 
decease,  probably  the  oldest  friend  of  the  Brethren's  Missions  in 
Scotland.  Her  lively  interest  in  the  cause  dates  from  as  early  a 
period  as  the  year  1813,  when  she  made  the  personal  acquaintance  of 
3m.  and  Srs.  Conrad  Kleinschmidt  and  Gorke,  and  Br.  Yal.  Mttller, 
on  their  return  to  Greenland  by  way  of  Leith.  Her  intercourse  with 
these  servants  of  Christ  having  drawn  her  favourable  attention  to  the 
subject  of  our  Arctic  Missions,  she  was  induced  to  compile,  with  the 
assistance  of  her  still  surviving  brother,  Mr.  James  Aikman,  two 
little  works  illustrative  of  their  origin  and  progress,  intitled  "  The 
Moravians  in  Greenland,"  and  "  The  Moravians  in  Labrador;**  by 
the  publication  and  extensive  circulation  of  which,  a  real  service 
was  rendered  to  the  cause  of  the  Brethren's  Missions  in  England  as 
well  as  in  her  native  land.  A  work  of  similar  character,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  Missions  in  South  Africa,  was  also  the  fruit  of  their  joint 
authorship.  Of  the  extent  to  which  the  Missions  of  the  Brethren  in 
Greenland  and  Labrador  have  benefited  by  these  generous  efibrts, 
and  especially  by  the  personal  activity  of  our  departed  Sister  in  Christ, 
the  pages  of  the  Periodical  Accounts  contain  abundant  evidence*.  In 
outward  fellowship  with  a  Congregational  Church,  she  felt  herself 
spiritually  united  with  all  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  desire 
the  extension  of  His  kingdom  on  earth  :  to  serve  His  cause,  and 
assist  His  servants,  she  accounted  an  honour  and  a  privilege.

VEST  for  the  Tea/r  1855. 
"  Dear  Brethren,  and  Sisters,  and  Friends, 
"  YEARS  come  and  go;  one  generation  after  another  arises  and 
departs ;  nations  change  their  localities  in  the  course  of  ages,  become 
powerful,  and  decay ;  in  the  meantime,  the  tree  which  spning  from 
the  mustard-seed,  planted  eighteen  hundred  years  ago  in  Judsea,  stiH 
grows,  and  spreads  abroad  its  branches  over  land  and  sea,  so  that 
the  nations  come  and  dwell  imder  its  shadow.  Countries,  once 
deeply  sunk  in  idolatry  and  superstition,  whose  condition  was  one  of 
horror,  rendering  them  the  objects  of  Christian  benevolence  and 
<?Jiarity,  may  now  be  considered  Christian  lands.  On  the  other  hand, 
there  are  regions,  where  the  light  once  shone  brightly,  but  is  now 
obscured,  and  where  the  first^love  has  waxed  cold.  Our  earliest 
messengers  to  the  heathen,  and  many  of  those  who  followed  them, 
have,  long  since,  laid  their  pilgrim-staves  at  their  Saviour's  feet,  and 
have  entered  into  the  joy  of  their  Lord,  there  to  receive  their  reward 
of  grace,  as  faithful  servants  of  Christ  Others,  who  took  their  places^ 
having  become  old  and  grey-headed  in  the  conflict,  have  returned  from 
the  field,  and  are  now  only  able  to  strive  for  the  victory  of  their 
Sovereign's  arms,  and  the  spread  of  His  dominion,  by  lifting  up  their 
hands  in  prayer.  Others  yet  stand  in  the  fields,  which  are  white  unto 
harvest,  ftiU  of  courage,  and,  with  strength  divinely  given,  and  pre- 
served to  them  unbroken,  are  thrusting  in  the  sickle,  or  binding  the 
sheaves.  Others  again,  with  silent  longing,  await  their  Lord's  plea- 
sure, till  He  shall  call  them,  and  send  them  into  His  vineyard,  and  give 
them  their  allotted  station.  Many  of  those  who  were  once  warm 
friends  and  patrons  of  the  work  committed  to  us  by  the  Lord,  are  now 
at  home  with  Him,  rejoicing  in  blessed  union,  both  with  His  servants, 
whom,  while  here,  they  assisted  with  their  prayers  and  their  gifts,  and 
with  those,  who,  through  their  united  ministry,  have  learned  beKeving- 
ly  to  know  their  lot  of  grace.  But  their  places,  too,  are  occupied  by 
other  members  of  various  C*hristian  Churches,  on  whom  the  Lord 
has  bestowed  large  and  loving  Jieai-ts,  so  that,  passing  by  differ- 
ences in  forms  and  creeds,  they  earnestly  desire>  and  to  the  utmost  of 
their  ability,  seek  to  accomplish  the  one  greatobject,  of  winning  souls  for 
Christ,  lyven  those,  whom  the  Lord  has  commissioned  to  conduct  this 
work  under  Him,  do  not  remain  the  same.  They  change  according 
to  His  pleasure,  and  at  His  command.  But  He  abides  the  same,  yes- 
terday, and  to-day,  and  for  ever.  -Amidst  all  changes  of  time  and  of 
instrumentality.  He  is  stedfast.  And,  '  though  the  mountains  may 
depart,  and  the  hills  be  removed,  His  kindness  does  not  depart^  nei- 
ther  is  the  covenant  of  His  peace  removed.'  (Isaiah  liv.  10).  His 
commission,  ^  Oo  ye,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name 
of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost :  teaching  them 
to  observe  all  things,  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you,'  (Matt. 
xxviiL  19,  20) — continues  the  same,  as  much  in  force  as  when  He 
delivered  it  to  His  disciples,  shortly  before  His  ascension, — ^though 
the  instruments  of  its  fulfilment  have  often  changed  during  the 
eighteen  centuries  which  have  passed  since  its  delivery.  And  the 
promise  which  He  graciously  gave  at  the  same  time,  ^  Lo,  I  am  with 
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you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world/  also  remains  unchanged, 
and  is  diuly  fulfilled  in  B!is  people's  experience. 

'^  Such  thoughts  arise  in  our  minds,  in  a  special  manner,  when, 
according  to  custom,  we  take  a  retrospect  of  a  year's  Missionary  his- 
tory, reriewing  its  joyous  and  its  mournful  events,  and  contemplating 
the  Lord's  dealings,  and  man's  doings.  When,  on  the  one  hand,  we 
cast  a  glance  at  the  Lord's  faithfulness,  and,  on  the  other,  at  our 
human  weakness,  imperfections,  and  sins,  joy  and  thankfulness  are 
intermingled  with  shame  and  humiliation.  The  Lord's  work  is  good 
and  perfect;  but  He  has  committed  its  execution  to  poor,  weak,  and 
sinful  men,  who  haye  indeed  the  mark  in  view ;  but  who,  deeply  con- 
scious of  their  weakness,  must  say  with  the  Apostle,  *  Not  as  though 
I  had  already  attained,  either  were  already  perfect;  but  I  follow  after, 
if  that  I  may  apprehend  that  for  which  also  I  am  apprehended  of 
Christ  Jesus.'  (PhiL  iiL  12). 

'*  Of  one  of  our  oldest  Missions,  that  in  Greenland,  we  are  un- 
able to  state,  as  we  should  wish  to  do,  that,  the  older  it  grows,  the 
fairer  and  more  abundant  are  the  fruits  it  produces.  It  rather  appears  to 
resemble  the  Church  at  £phesus,  to  which  our  Saviour  had  to  say, 
*•  I  have  somewhat  against  thee,  because  thou  hast  left  thy  first  love. 
Remember,  therefore,  from  whence  thou  art  fallen,  and  repent,  and  do 
the  first  works.'  (Rev.  ii  4,  5).  Spiritual  life  and  energy  appear  to 
be  much  wanting  in  our  Greenland  congregations,  while  they  adhere 
to  accustomed  forms.  The  thoughtlessness  manifested  by  the  Green- 
landers  in  temporal  matters,  has,  by  degrees,  exerted  a  yet  more  per- 
nicious influence  on  their  spiritual  state.  Their  inclination  for  foreign 
articles  of  luxury  has  induced  wants,  which  can  only  be  supplied  by 
the  sacrifice  of  what  ia  really  necessary  to  supply  them  with  clothing, 
fuel,  and  materials  for  the  construction  of  boats  and  dwellings.  Un- 
happily, they  are  encouraged  in  this  perverse  and  ruinous  line  of 
conduct,  by  the  willingness  of  the  European  factors  to  supply  them 
with  various  articles  on  credit.  The  result  is,  that  they  become  con- 
stantly poorer,  and  decrease  in  number,  as  their  mode  of  life  becomes 
more  luxurious  and  less  suited  to  their  rude  climate,  and  the  hardships 
incident  to  their  necessary  occupation.  It  would  be  well  if  their  out- 
ward trials  did  not  make  them  more  indifferent  regarding  the  salva- 
tion of  their  souls,  but  tended  rather  to  arouse  them  to  repentance 
and  newness  of  life.  Among  the  cheering  features  of  the  year  under 
review  may  be  mentioned,  the  return  to  a  sober  mind  of  the  members 
of  the  congregation  at  Fredericksthal,  who  had  been  involved  in  the 
/anaHcal  outbreak  of  the  preceding  year,  and  their  restoration  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Church ;  both  themselves  and  their  leader,  Matthew, 
having  given  satisflEtctory  evidence  of  their  sorrow  and  penitence,  on 
account  of  the  delusion  into  which  they  had  fallen. 

"  The  winter  was  rather  protracted  than  severe,  and  the  Green- 
landers  had  but  little  to  suffer,  either  from  hunger  or  disease.  In 
Fredericksthal  alone,  there  prevailed  for  a  time,  a  distressing  want  of 
food,  owing  t«  the  failure  of  the  supply  of  fish  (at  no  time  plentiful  in 
that  neighbourhood)  as  well  as  of  seals.  The  distress  was  sensibly 
alleviated  by  the  benevolence  of  the  Inspector  of  the  Danish  factories, 
who  furnished  our  Brethren  with  the  means  of  giving  a  daily  meal  to 
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about  sixty  of  the  most  needy, — till  the  first  week  in  May.  A  fine 
and  productive  spring  followed  the  trying  winter. 

**  At  New-Hemih/uiy  the  Missionaries  had  to  deplore  the  loss  of 
the  aged  and  experienced  national  assistant  Christian  Frederic, — and 
of  the  gifted  son  of  the  assistant  Henry,  Amos  by  name.  The  latter 
was  stationed  with  his  father  at  the  out-post  of  Rangek,  and  was  very 
useful  and  diligent  in  instructing  the  young  people  and  children,  and 
in  holding  occasional  meetings. 

''  The  circumstances  of  the  Mission  in  Labradob  were  meanwhile 
of  a  more  cheering  complexion.  The  blessing  of  the  Lord  appears  to 
have  been  vouchsafed  to  them,  both  in  spirituid  and  in  temporal  things* 
At  Hebron^  the  seal-hunt  was  especially  productive.  As  in  Greenland, 
the  winter  was  of  long  continuance,  though  the  cold  was  net  particu- 
larly intense.  An  ungenial  spring  followed,  attended  with  much  sick- 
ness. The  schools  were,  on  the  whole,  well  frequented;  and  the 
children  made  pretty  good  progress.  The  reports  from  the  Brethren 
at  Nain  and  HopedaUf  contain  interesting  details  of  the  new  field  of 
spiritual  usefulness,  which  has  been  gradually  opened  to  them  among 
the  European  settlers  or  traffickers  in  the  south,  several  of  whom  have 
joined  the  congregation  at  HopedaU.  The  poor  ignorant  heathen  from 
the  north  and  from  the  Ungava  district  in  the  west,  who  visited  Hebron 
during  the  winter,  shewed  no  inclination  to  hear  the  €k>spel,  or  to  re- 
main at  the  settlement.     They  feel  not  yet  their  need  of  a  Saviour.* 

"  There  is  but  little  to  communicate  re^)ecting  the  Mission 
among  the  iNDiAiis  in  North  Amkeiga.  Once  flourishing  like  a  tree 
planted  by  the  watercourset^,  which  spread  its  branches  far  around,  it 
now  rather  resembles  a  feeble  plant,  growing  in-  a  vast  and  barren 
wilderness,  without  much  prospect  of  blossom  or  fruit.  Some  slight 
ugns  of  life  appeared  recently,  at  the  baptism  of  four  adult  Indians  at 
Mount  Zion,  when  the  little  church  was  so  crowded,  that  many  per- 
sons could  not  obtain  a  seat.  May  we  not  accept  this  as  a  token,  thai 
the  Lord  has  still  thoughts  of  peace  towards  the  perishing  race  of '  Red 
men,'  so  interesting,  and,  what  is  more,  so  dearly  bought  with  blood? 
May  the  Lord  grant  it,  and  permit  some  souls  to  be  won  from 
these  tribes,  before  they  entirely  disappear  from  among  the  nations  I 
Though  we  do  not  often  receive  information  from  this  part  of  the 
Mission-field,  we  do  not  doubt,  that  the  Lord  has  even  there  some,  who 
worship  Him  in  spirit  and  in  truth,  and  that  He  still  continues  to 
gather  wheat  into  His  garner. 

<<  The  West  Indies,  with  their  large  population,  once  enslaved^ 
but  now  free,  continue,  as  before,  one  of  the  principal  scenes  of  our 
Missionary  activity.  If  we,  at  the  same  time,  cast  a  glance  at  the 
neighbouring  colony  of  Stvrmam,  it  would  almost  seem  as  if  our 
Saviour  had,  in  a  special  manner,  directed  our  feeble  efibrts  to  the 
hearts  of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  4/Hoa,  as  ground  prepared  by  Him,, 
in  which  to  sow  seed  for  eternity.  Here  we  meet  with  no  philosophi- 
cal systems,  or  metaphysical  subtleties,  to  strive  against  which,  we  have 
iieed  of  much  learning  or  logical  acumen.     The  negro,  even  as  a  hea- 


*  The  intelligence  from  our  two  Aroiio  Miasioiu  of  Greenland  and  Labrador 
it  will  be  reoMmbered,— has  reference  to  the  years  1854-1855,  and  not  to  the 
M  ucceediug  ono,  of  which  the  present  Number  contains  the  Annual  Report.— Ens. 
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then,  implicitly  acknowledges  the  Bible  as  Ckxl's-word,  which  makes 
known  His  will ;  even  though,  as  some  suppose,  this  reyelation  should 
have  immediate  reference  to  the  white  man.  On  the  other  hand, 
these  poor  souls  are  sunk  in  sensuality,  in  lusts  of  the  flesh,  sin,  and 
vice  of  every  kind.  And  to  oppose  these  sins,  to  testify  that  all  men 
are  lost  sinners,  and  need  a  Saviour,  and  to  make  known  thcU  great 
truth,  which,  to  the  wise  of  this  world,  appears  foolishness,  but  which 
to  those  who  believe  is  the  power  of  God,  unto  salvation — ^this  requires 
no  special  culture  or  learning,  but  a  thorough  personal  experience  of 
sin  aiid  of  grace,  a  correct  knowledge  of  Scripture-truth,  and  a  truly 
converted  heart  May  these  never  be  wanting  to  those  who  send,  or 
those  who  are  s^it  1 

*^  In  the  most  ancient  of  our  Missions,  that  in  the  Danish  West 
Indibb^  the  work  of  the  Lord  proceeds  in  its  regular  course.  Though 
we  cannot  report  any  extraordinary  revival,  we  have  reason  to  believe 
that  the  work  of  grace  is  going  forward  in  many  hearts.  Here  also^ 
as  elsewhere,  wheat  and  tares  grow  together,  and  will  continue  to  do 
80  until  the  day  of  harvest.  The  solemn  warning  given,  not  less  to 
the  Lord's  careless  and  negligent  people,  than  to  ungodly  and  har- 
dened sinners,  by  the  cholera,  appears  to  have  made  an  impression, 
especially  in  St  Thomas  and  St  Jan.  It  is  pleasing  to  observe  an 
increased  attendance  on  the  means  of  grace,  which  has  led  to  the 
necessity  of  increased  church-accommodation  in  the  town  of  St  Tho- 
mas, and  at  Nisky.  The  Lord  has  been  pleased  to  call  to  His  rest  a 
faithful  servant,  who,  for  twenty-nine  years,  had  borne  the  burden  and 
heat  of  the  day  in  the  West  Indian  Mission-field,  namely,  Br.  J.  G. 
Klose,  who  departed  this  life,  when  about  to  retire  from  actiye  service. 
Br.  Kleiner,  of  St  Thomas,  has  tak^i  his  place,  as  warden  of  the 
Danish  West  Indian  Mission. 

"  In  Jamaica,  the  work  of  the  Lord  has  progressed  fisivourably 
during  the  past  year.  The  contributions  made  at  the  Jubilee  in 
1854,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Eame-Misaiofiy  have  been 
blessed  by  the  Lord.  Helpers,  and  other  awakened  and  gifted  breth- 
ren, are  {^pointed  to  visit  their  countrymen  in  their  houses,  especially 
in  diiitricts  remote  from  the  Mission- stations,  receiving  only  sufficient 
to  indemnify  them  for  their  loss  of  time  for  labour. 

^*  Our  Brethren  in  this  island  continue  to  devote  special  attention 
to  the  schools.  Within  the- last  year,  ten  new  school-houses  have  been 
erected.  In  all  the  schools,  not  less  than  3,903  children  were  imder 
instruction.     The  Normal-school  at  Fairfield  had  thirty  pupils. 

"  In  Antigua,  a  truly  blessed  jubilee-festival  was  recently  cele- 
brated, it  being  a  centuiy  since  the  commencement  of  the  Mission  by 
Br.  S.  Isles.  Since  that  period,  thousands  of  our  black  and  coloured 
brethi'en,  who  had  been  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  their  Saviour 
by  the  instrumentality  of  the  first  Missionaries — ^many  of  them  by 
that  of  Br.  Braun — (Massa  Broivn,  as  the  negroes  still  caJl  him) — ^have 
entered  into  the  joy  of  their  Lord;  and  thousands  more  are  still 
under  the  caro  of  our  Brethren.  Since  the  emancipation,  the 
number  of  those  who  are  connected  with  our  oongi'egations  ha» 
diminished,  as  some,  especially  of  the  youoger  people,  wish  for  a 
less  degree  of  oversight  and  strictness  of  discipline,  or  are  unwilling 
to  coutribute  towards  the  suppoi't  of  the  Mission— a  duty  upon  which 
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we,  in  oommon  with  other  Missionary  bodies,  most  insist.  Yet 
many  who  belong  to  us  are  in  earnest,  and  the  labours  of  our 
Brethren  are  richly  blessed,  especially  in  the  numerous  educational 
institutions.  During  the  year,  several  changes  have  taken  place 
among  the  labourers  employed  in  this  Mission.  Among  the  rest, 
Br.  Thraen,  the  oldest  Missionary  in  the  island,  having  laboured  there 
uninterruptedly  for  a  period  of  twenty-six  years,  has  retired  from 
active  service  and  returned  to  Europe. 

"  In  St.  Kitt's,  the  place  of  that  faithful  servant  of  the  Lord, 
Br.  Hauser,  has  been  taken  by  Br.  Hull,  president  of  the  Mission- 
Conference  in  Tobago.  The  expression  of  a  negro  brother  in 
St  Kitt's  respecting  himself,  is  true,  not  only  of  all  Christians 
who  do  not  resist  tiie  Holy  Spirit,  but  also  of  our  Mission-work  : 
*■  Massa,  I  am  like  a  clock,  which  will  not  go,  unless  it  is  frequently 
wound  up.  So  it  is  with  me:  sometimes  I  feel  I  am  run  down ;  then 
I  come  and  get  wound  up,  and  then  go  forward  by  the  Lord's  help.' 

*'  Baebadoes,  like  several  other  of  our  Missions,  has  also  experienced 
a  change  in  its  superintendence :  Br.  Badham  having  been  re-called 
to  his  native  land,  there  to  labour  on  behalf  of  our  Mission-cause 
generally,  in  conjunction  with  Br.  P.  LaTrobe.  His  place  in  Bar- 
badoes  is  occupied  by  Br.  A.  Clemens  from  St.  Kitt's. 

"  In  Tobago,  Br.  Cooney  followed  Br.  Hull  in  the  superintendence 
of  the  Mission,  after  the  removal  of  the  latter  to  St.  Kitt's.  Although 
the  failing  health  of  Br.  Cooney,  and  the  serious  indisposition  of 
Br.  Gi3orge,  tended,  for  a  time,  to  interrupt  the  work,  it  has  been 
making  progress,  under  the  blessing  of  the  Lord,  and  a  large  increase 
has  taken  place  in  the  number  of  children  attending  the  schools. 

"  At  Bluefields,  on  the  Mosquito  Coast,  there  exists  a  small  con- 
gregation. But  we  regret  to  think,  that  this  Mission  has  not  attained 
its  proper  object,  as  a  Mission  to  the  Indians,  to  the  degree  that 
might  have  been  wished.  Up  to  this  time,  the  individuals  who  have 
joined  our  fellowship,  and  who  attend  the  services,  are  almost  ex- 
clusively black  and  coloured  people.  They  bore  the  name  of  Christians, 
though,  until  the  arrival  of  our  Brethren,  they  had  no  Christian  in- 
struction whatever.  The  most  hopeful  sphere,  as  regards  the  Indians, 
is  to  be  found  in  several  of  their  villages,  situated  on  Pearl-Key 
Lagoon,  an  extensive  basin  connected  with  the  sea.  Br.  JUrgensen, 
who  has  been  engaged  in  the  erection  of  a  church  and  dwelling-house 
at  English  Bank  (one  of  the  Indian  villages  referred  to),  has  taken 
the  opportunity  of  preaching  the  Qospel  to  them,  as  it  would  appear, 
not  without  effect  The  political  circumstances  of  the  country  are 
such  as  to  excite  well-grounded  apprehension  on  account  of  the  Mis- 
sion. May  the  Lord  protect  the  rising  work  with  Hif^  mighty  arm ! 
It  should  still  be  mentioned,  that  the  founder  of  this  Mission,  Br. 
Pfeiffer,  after  nearly  thirty  years'  service  in  the  Tropics,  has  been 
obliged  to  obtain  permission  to  retire,  on  accoimt  of  filing  strength  ; 
while  Br.  Feurig,  formerly  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Jamaica 
Mission,  has  gone  to  supply  his  place. 

"  The  extensive  and  divinely  favoured  work  among  the  negroes 
in  Surinam,  has  this  year  widened  its  boundaries, — not  lees  than 
1200  persons  having  been  added  to  the  visible  Church  by  baptisuL 
The  number  of  persons  under  Missionary  instruction  amounts  to 
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more  than  half  the  black  and  coloured  population  of  the  colony. 
While  we  cannot  ajssert  that  even  the  majority  of  the  baptized 
members  of  the  Church  have  attained  to  a  true  knowledge  of  salva- 
tion through  Christ,  or  perhaps  even  a  proper  conviction  of  their  sinful- 
ness, and  consequent  need  of  a  Saviour,  *  for  man  looketh  at  the  out- 
ward appearance,  but  the  Lord  looketh  at  the  heart ;'  we  cannot  doubt, 
that  there  are  many  who  possess  a  living  faith,  and  have  experienced 
its  renewing  power.  The  social  circumstances  of  the  population  often 
prove  a  hindrance  to  the  spread  of  the  Gospel ;  though,  on  Hie  other 
hand,  outward  distress  and  oppression  may  be  beneficial  to  indi- 
viduals, by  impelling  them  to  seek  Him,  who  is  a  friend  of  the  op- 
pressed, and  a  helper  in  time  of  need.  A  proof  of  the  favourable  dis- 
position of  the  Colonial  Government  is  afforded  by  the  request,  that 
uur  Brethren  would  viait  the  L^ier-establishment,  at  BcUavia,  on  the 
Copename,  and  attend  to  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  inmates.  Though 
by  hr  the  greater  number  of  these  are  Protestants,  yet  they  have  been 
ioT  some  years  exclusively  placed  under  the  charge  of  Roman  Catholic 
priests.  A  new  station  has  been  established  on  the  forsaken  plantation, 
Nut-en-Schaddyky  which  will  bear  the  name  of  Heefrendyk.  We 
have  heard,  with  deep  regret,  of  the  sudden  decease  of  its  £uthful 
and  active  founder,  Br.  Weyberg.  In  the  course  of  the  year,  three 
Brethren  have  been  called  away  in  the  flower  of  their  age,  leaving 
altogether  nine  orphan  children.  It  is  our  consolation  to  know,  that 
these  trials  are  of  the  Lord,  whose  ways  are  not  our  ways,  but  who 
has  thoughts  of  love  and  peace  towards  us. 

^'  We  regret  that  the  intention,  referred  to  in  our  last  Report,  of 
anew  occupying  the  Station  at  Coffy-camp,  among  the  free  n^roes,  has 
not  been  accomplished.  The  little  congregation  is  still  totally  unsup* 
plied.  The  converts  at  NeuhBcmbey^  however,  still  remain  united,  build- 
ing themselves  up  in  their  most  holy  faith,  teaching  and  admonishing 
one  another  in  psalms,  and  hymns,  and  spiritual  songs,  and,  though 
in  much  weakness,  manifesting  their  fidth  by  their  Christian  walk 
and  conversation  among  the  heathen.  The  work  of  the  Lord  on  the 
wood-plantations  near  the  Para„  where  formerly  idolatry  and  super- 
stition reigned,  is  proceeding  favourably,  especially  since  a  Missionary 
couple  have  taken  up  their  residence  in  the  district. 

^  The  Mission-work  in  South  Africa  continues  in  a  quiet  and 
pleasing  course.  Several  teachers,  who  have  been  educated  at  the 
Training-Institution  eXQenadendal,  give  proofe,  that  they  have  brought 
thence  something  more  than  mere  head-knowledge,  and  have  become 
the  means  of  edification  to  others,  at  the  places  where  they  are  resi- 
dent.. A  severe  temporal  trial  had  be&llen  our  South  African  congre- 
gations, in  the  loss  of  a  large  portion  of  their  cattle,  by  a  distemper 
which  prevailed  nearly  through  the  whole  colony. 

**  While  the  western  congregations  generally  are  prosperous,  at 
Genadendal  some  painful  disturbances  of  the  usual  course  of  the  con- 
gregation have  been  experienced.  Several  strangers,  encouraged  by 
excluded  members  of  the  congregation,  have  intruded  themselves  into 
the  settlement,  and,  in  various  ways,  exercise  a  pernicious  influence. 
Hitherto,  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  get  rid  of  these  intruders. 
The  local  relations  of  our  older  stations  and  their  inhabitants  are, 
unfortunately,  not  so  well  defined  as  we  could  wish,  and  may  possibly, 
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especially  under  the  present  political  r^^lations>  give  rise  to  difficulties. 
This  is  the  more  probable,  as  the  assembling  of  the  natives  in  our 
Missionaiy  villages,  is  not  favourably  viewed  by  the  farmers  generally, 
from  the  idea  that  it  tends  to  diminish  the  facilities  for  their  ob- 
taining native  labour. 

"  From  the  eastern  congregations,  especially  ShUoh  and  Goshen^ 
we  have  received  pleasing  accounts,  both  by  the  correspondence  of  our 
Brethren  and  Sisters  now  on  the  spot,  and  by  the  oral  statements  of 
Br.  Bonatz,who  is,  at  present,  on  a  visit  in  Europe.  Shiloh  was  again 
flourishing;  while  at  Goshen,  a  temporary  church  has  been  erected. 
At  the  latter  place,  Br.  Hartman  has  had  the  favour  to  baptize  four 
adult  Fingoos  into  the  death  of  Jesus,  as  the  flrst-fruits  of  this  conk- 
gregation.  The  entire  number  of  persons  at  Goshen  is  about  sixty, 
mostly  Fingoos  and  Tambookies,  who  formeriy  resided  at  Shiloh. 

"  Regarding  the  Mission  in  Aust&axia,.  little  of  an  encouraging 
character  can  be  reported.  Though  some  heathen  families,  and, 
among  them,  several  belonging  to  distant  tribes,  have  been  in  the 
habit  of  visiting  our  Brethren,  and  appeared  to  feel  some  degree  of 
confidence  in  them;  the  latter  seem,  to  some  extent,  to  have  lost 
courage,  and  to  fear  that  the  Mission  will  have  to  be  abandoned. 
Disagreements  with  some  of  their  European  neighbours,  who  have 
settled  there,  on  very  different  principles  from  those  which  actuate 
our  Brethren,  and  annoyance  from  the  travellers  frequently  passing 
to  the  gold  districts,  together  with  the  attempts  which  have  been  made 
to  occupy  the  land  reserved  for  the  natives,  appear  to  have  disheartened 
them  greatly.  In  their  lonely  position,  they  stand  much  in  need  of 
our  intercessions.  Have  we  been  as  £Eiithful  in  this  respect  as  it  wa» 
our  duty  and  privilege  to  be  1 

"  Our  various  Missionary  accounts  have  furnished  interesting  par- 
ticulars  respecting  the  efforts  made  by  the  Brethren  destined  for 
Mongolia,  to  penetrate  into  that  country  through  the  Chinese  terri- 
tories, efforts  lutherto  made  in  vain.  The  Lord  knows  His  own  time. 
When  His  hour  arrives.  He  will  send  the  needful  counsel  ^d 
help.  Then,  the  closed  portals  of  China  will  be  opened,  and  His 
messengers  of  peace  will  enter  on  their  destined  field  of  labour. 
Meanwhile,  our  Brethren  have  fixed  on  a  locality  in  the  British  pro- 
vince of  Lahaul,  where  they  will  erect  a  dwelling,  and  make  known 
the  Gbspel-message  to  the  neighbouring  Tibetian  inhabitants.  A  third 
Missionary  is  on  the  way  to  assist  them,  namely,  Br.  Jlischke,.  for- 
merly co-inspector  of  the  institution  for  education  at  Nisky.  We 
pray  our  Saviour  to  take  these  dear  Brethren  into  His  especial  care,  on 
their  frequent  difficult  and  dangerous  journeys,  amid  lofty,  snow-capped 
mountains,  and  through  wild  and  craggy  Alpine  passes.  May  He  sup- 
port their  courage,  that  they  may  patiently  wait  for  the  fruit  of  their 
labour,  until  His  hour  shall  come  !  And  may  He  be  graciously  near 
them,  when  they  feel  lonely  in  that  distant,  heathen  land. 

'*  The  number  •of  Mission-stations  has  increased  by  two,  and  that 
of  the  labourers  employed  by  three,  since  our  last  Annual  Report. 
Many  changes  have  taken  place  among  the  Missionaries,  especially 
in  the  West  Indies  and  Surinam  : — twenty-three  have  retired  from 
active  service,  and  six  have  departed  this  life ; — thirty*  two  have  been 
called  to  the  service  of  the  Missions. 
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"  We  have  mucli  cause  for  thankfulness  to  our  Saviour,  that  He 
has  always  graciously  considered  our  need,  and,  although  our  number 
is  so  smaU,  has  never  permitted  us  to  want  suitable  Brethren  and 
Sisters,  willing,  for  His  name's  sake,  to  enter  upon  His  work  among 
the  heathen.  As  oflen  as  a  warrior,  grown  old  in  the  conflict,  has 
been  constrained  to  retire  from  the  battle-field,  others  have  always 
been  ready  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Thus,  when  we  have  often  been 
inclined,  with  failing  &ith,  to  ask,  '  What  are  these  among  so  many  V 
and  to  inquire,  where  we  shall  obtain  the  needful  labourers  for  so 
extensive  a  field,  especially  if  the  Lord  continues  to  call  away  some 
of  the  most  useful  instruments,  prematurely,  as  it  appears  to  us,  we 
have  been  reminded  of  our  Saviour's  inquiry,  addressed  to  His  dis- 
ciples, *  Lacked  ye  anything  1 '  and  are  constrained,  with  them,  to 
answer,  *  Nothing.^  And  even  now,  when,  in  the  course  of  a  year, 
more  than  thirty  Brethren  and  Sisters  have  entered  on  the  Lord's 
service,  others  stand  ready,  awaiting  the  declaration  of  the  Lord's 
will  to  go  forth  with  joy. 

^  The  accompanying  Financial  Statement  for  1865,  presents  a 
result  which  compares  favourably  with  that  of  last  year,  there  being  a 
surplus  of  2112.  198.  6dL ;  but  when  this  is  deducted  from  the  preced- 
ing year's  deficiency,  there  still  remains  a  debt  of  13042.  ISs,  Sd, 

*'  Thankful  as  we  are  for  this  £B,vourable  result,  and  .gladly  as  we 
embrace  this  opportunity  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  Lord,  who 
has  helped  us  through  another  year,  and,  in  His  name,  to  all  those 
who,  firom  love  to  Him  and  His  cause,  have  cast  their  gifts  into  His 
treasury,  we  yet  feel  called  upon  to  make  the  following  remari^s : — 

<<  1.  The  increase  observable  in  the  inc(»ne  is  to  be  ascribed, 
partly  to  the  zealous  exertions  of  our  Brethren  and  Sisters,  and 
Christian  friends,  but,  chiefly,  to  extraordinary  donations  exceeding 
the  supplies  of  a  umilar  kind  in  the  preceding  year. 

"  2.  The  disbursements  in  1855  are  less  than  those  of  1854,  by 
about  955/.  Had  they  reached  the  amoimt  of  the  latter  year,  we  must 
have  closed  with  a  considerable  deficiency. 

*'  3.  The  continued  scarcity  of  the  necessaries  of  life  has  led  to 
considerably  increased  expense,  since  the  dose  of  the  accounts  for  1 865, 
in  extrarallowances  to  retired  Missionaries,  which,  t<^ether  with  the 
heavy  journey-expenses,  consequent  upon  the  ntmierous  changes, 
which  have  taken  place,  leads  us  to  anticipate  a  considerable  increase 
of  disbursements. 

'*  4.  We  would,  lastly,  direct  attention  to  the  &ct,  that  the 
present  general  statement  diews  a  large  deficiency. 

"  But  we  will  not  lose  confidence.  There  is  no  groimd  for  discour- 
agement. Already  kind  assistance  has  been  given  towards  defraying 
the  existing  deficiency,  and  our  past  experience  permits  us  to  mis- 
trust, neither  the  libmlity  of  the  Lord's  people,  nor  His  own  further 
help.  In  short,  we  know  tha^  although,  as  men,  we  have  to  deal 
witJi  accounts  after  the  manner  of  men,  yet,  as  children  of  Gkni,  and 
fdlowers  of  our  Saviour,  we  are  to  walk  by  faith,  not  by  m^t  From 
its  vwry  comm^u$ement,  our  Missionary  work  has  been  a  work  of 
feith,  and,  if  the  Lord  will,  (and  we  believe  this  to  be  His  will)  such 
it  shall  abide.     Not  to  see,  and  yet  to  believe,  is  the  strength  of  the 
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Lord*s  people.  This  then  be  ours,  to  entrust  all  we  have  and  are  to 
His  grace,  and  be  guided  by  Him,  according  to  His  wilL  The  grace 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  be  with  all,  who,  together  with 
us,  wait  and  pray  for  the  coming  of  His  kingdom.     Amen.

IT  can  hardly  be  necessary  for  the  Comkittee  of  the  Society  for 
the  Furtherance  op  the  Gospel,  to  add  anything  to  the  remarks 
with  which  the  foregoing  Circular  closes,  by  way  of  explaining 
their  import,  or  enforcing  their  recommendationa  Nevertheless, 
having  shared  the  anxieties  and  apprehensions  of  the  Mission- Board 
as  to  the  result  of  the  Financial  transactions  of  the  year  1855,  it  is 
only  meet  and  right,  that  they  should  join  in  the  sacrifice  of  thanks- 
giving offered  to  the  Lord  by  His  servant^,  for  having  so  graciously 
prospered  their  endeavours,  and  so  mercifully  put  to  shame  the 
weakness  of  their  £edth.  That  neither  they  nor  Uieir  kind  and  un^ 
wearied  friends  of  the  London  Association  have  found  it  necessary, 
to  issue  the  appeal  for  extraordinary  contributions,  which  six  months 
ago  appeared  to  be  unavoidable,  is  a  subject  for  unfeigned  gratitude 
to  God,  and  will  be  felt  to  be  such  by  all  their  generous  supporters*. 
At  the  same  time,  it  will  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  Deficiency 
which  the  Mission-Fund  continues  to  exhibit,  is  by  no  means  in- 
considerable, and  that  some  heavy  expenses  have  been  incurred  in 
the  course  of  the  current  year.  Two  works,  alike  necessary  and 
important,  which  have  been  already  taken  in  hand  in  the  Danish 
Islands,  will  involve  a  lai^e  additional  outlay ;  the  one,  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Mission-premises  in  the  town  of  St.  Thomas — the  other, 
the  enlargement  of  the  small  and  almost  ruinous  church,  at  the 
neighbouring  settlement  of  Nisky.  The  necessity  for  continued 
exertion  will,  therefore,  be  sufiiciently  apparent ;  nor  can  the  Com- 
mittee entertain  a  doubt,  that  thia  will  be  cheerfully  made,  both  by 
our  Brethren  and  our  Christian  friends,  during  the  progress  of  the  year 
1857, — a  year  which  completes  the  fov/rdk  century  of  the  existence 
of  the  Unity  of  the  Brethren. 

Of  the  Special  Funds  for  West  India  purposes — the  one,  for 
the  support  of  the  Training- Institutions  in  Jamaica- and  Antigua, 
proves  very  inadequate  to  meet  the  expense  which  is  annually  re- 
quired, as  is  manifest  from  the  unfavourable  Balance  of  the  Account 
for  1855.  It  therefore  claims  the  benevolent  aid  of  all,  who  appre- 
ciate the  importance  of  the  objects  for  which  it  is  established. 

The  We9t  Indian  Ccwniry  SchooUFund, — ^whose  operation  is  no 
longer  confined  to  the  Island  of  Jamaica, — ^however  generously  sup- 
ported, must  be  expected  to  exhibit  a  very  diminished  surplus  at  the 
close  of  the  present  year,  owing  to  the  considerable  amoimt  still  to 
be  expended  on  school-houses.  It  is,  therefore,  earnestly  commended 
to  the  continued  liberality  of  our  Brethren  and  friends,  and  especially 
of  the  young,  whose  sympathies  it  is  so  well  calculated  to  call  forth.

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MEMOIR 

Of  Br.  John  Lemmertz,  Missionary  in  South  Africa,  who  depa/rted 
this  Life  at  Kleinwelke,  May  6i/i,  1855. 

I  WAS  bom  at  Alzey,  in  the  Lower  Palatinate,  on  the  6th  of 
August,  1784.  My  parents  earnestly  desired  to  bring  me  up  well, 
and  therefore  kept  me  at  school,  and  accustomed  me  to  work.  My 
Tolatile  disposition,  which  induced  forwardness  and  impertinent 
conduct  towards  others,  sometimes  led  to  chastisement  on  the  part  of 
my  father,  which,  as  I  loved  him  dearly,  was  not  without  effect.  In 
the  year  1794,  the  war,  which  followed  the  revolution  in  France,  ap- 
proached our  neighbourhood,  and,  from  that  time,  I  grew  up  surrounded 
by  martial  tumult.  The  French  troops  brought  a  malignant  fever  into 
our  town,  which  proved  fatal  to  many  of  the  inhabitants,  and,  among 
the  rest,  to  my  father  and  grand-parents.  I  was  also  attacked  and 
brought  to  the  brink  of  the  grave  by  it ;  and,  scarcely  had  I  recovered, 
when  my  mother  and  brothers  and  sisters  were  taken  ill.  These 
severe  illnesses,  and  the  expenses  caused  by  the  French  soldiers,  who 
were  constantly  quartered  upon  us,  reduced  our  means  so  much,  that 
it  was  with  difficulty  that  we  could  obtain  a  maintenance.  Hence, 
I,  as  the  eldest  son,  had  to  work  hard  at  my  late  father  s  trade  of  a 
stocking- weaver. 

About  this  time,  our  country  was  annexed  to  the  French 
Republic,  in  which  the  goddess  of  Reason  was  considered  the 
supreme  divinity.  The  result  was,  that,  in  my  native  town,  absolute 
heathenism  prevailed.  Religion  and  Christianity  were  only  men- 
tioned to  be  scoffed  at,  and  Liberty  and  Equality  were  to  take  their 
place.  Trees  of  liberty  were  set  up  in  various  localities,  with 
pompous  ceremonies,  being  previously  drawn  through  the  town 
amid  the  discharge  of  cannon,  and  the  ringing  of  the  bells.  On 
these  occasions,  the  school-children  dressed  in  their  best  clothes  and 
accompanied  by  music,  opened  the  procession,  and  when  the  tree  had 
been  set  up,  were  expected  to  dance  round  it.  Similar  ceremonies 
took  place  at  the  harvest-festival  in  October,  on  one  of  which 
occasions,  I  remember  I  had  to  carry  a  flail.  These  festivities  were 
celebrated  outside  the  town  before  an  altar,  surmounted  by  a  statue 
representing  the  goddess  of  Reason.  At  this  time  of  desolation,  I 
was  just  at  an  age  when  I  might  have  learned  something  useful,  but 
attendance  at  school  was  almost  entirely  neglected ;  and,  still  more, 
that  at  church.  The  republicans  required  no  places  of  worship,  and 
those  who  would  have  been  glad  to  listen  to  God's  word,  hearing 
only  the  praises  of  virtue  from  the  revolutionary  preachers  in  the 
churches,  decb'ned  to  attend  them.  It  was  at  this  period,  that  I 
first  perceived  the  operations  of  the  Spirit  of  God  in  my  heart,  and 
could  not  comprehend  these  emotions.  I  once  complained  to  my 
mother  about  the  disquietude  of  my  soul ;  but,  as  she  did  not  know 
the  Lord,  she  could  give  me  no  comfort.  In  my  fourteenth  year, 
I  was  confirmed  by  one  of  the  ministers  referred  to  above,  and 
partook  of  the  Lord's  Supper  at  Whitsuntide.  In  1799,  I  was 
apprenticed  to  a  master  stocking-weaver.     Durin    the  three  years  of

my  apprenticeship,  the  Holy  Spirit  operated  powerfully  on  my  heart, 
and  caused  me  to  4>ecome  anxious  concerning  my  salvation.  I  often 
prayed  to  God,  and  sought  comfort  in  books ;  but  as  I  was  surrounded 
by  worldly  people,  and  was  already  much  entangled  with  vain  amuse- 
ments, I  at  length  endeavoured  to  obtain  peace  from  the  reflection, 
that  the  same  lot  which  befel  others  would  probably  be  mine  also. 
As  we  belonged  to  the  French  Republic,  we  were  obliged  to  keep  the 
Decade  every  ten  days,  and  no  labour  was  permitted  on  that  day, 
under  penalty  of  imprisonment.  This  operated  very  perniciously  on 
me,  as  we  would  not  work  on  Sundays,  and  I  therefore  had  double 
opportunity  for  indulging  my  taste  for  amusement.  In  this  my  master 
encouraged  me,  expressing  his  approbation  of  my  work  by  presents 
of  money,  made  on  condition  that  I  would  take  a  day  of  pleasure.  In 
1802,  when  my  apprenticeship  was  at  an  end,  I  resolved  to  travel, 
but  wished  previously  to  partake  of  the  Lord's  Suj)per  once  more. 
On  this  occasion,  the  Spirit  of  God  was  pleased  to  alarm  me  exceed- 
ingly, by  representing  to  me  my  lost  condition;  so  that  I  approached 
the  Lord's  table  with  fear  and  trembling,  and  was  for  some  time  after- 
wards much  distressed  by  the  fear,  that  I  had  partaken  of  this  privilege 
unworthily.  At  this  period,  I  was  passionately  fond  of  dancing  and 
card-playing,  and  had  contracted  the  habit  of  profane  swearing.  But 
I  was  ill  at  ease,  and  sought  to  dispel  my  anxiety  by  plunging  deeper 
into  sin.  Thus,  with  an  uneasy  ;nind  and  a  guilty  conscience,  I  left 
the  place  of  my  birth.  I  obtained  employment  before  I  had  travelled 
far.  But  I  now  lived  a  more  ungodly  life  than  ever,  becoming  at 
the  same  time  increasingly  imeasy,  from  the  conviction  that  I  was  a 
lost  sinner.  This  uneasine^  caused  me  to  leave  the  master  with 
whom  I  worked,  although  he  treated  me  well,  as  I  hoped  I  might 
get  rid  of  my  anxieties  by  change  of  place.  My  next  employer  also 
treated  me  well,  and  paid  me  high  wages.  This,  however,  was  no 
real  advantage  to  me,  as  it  only  enabled  me  to  give  way  to  sin  to  a 
greater  extent.  Still  the  distress  of  my  mind  was  such,  that^I 
considered  myself  the  most  miserable  being  in  the  world,  feeling 
certain  that  I  should  be  eternally  lost.  When  I  returned  home  at 
night  from  my  sinful  enjoyments,  the  anguish  of  my  soul  often  drove 
me  to  my  knees.  Yet,  during  my  prayers,  my  wretchedness  increased, 
and  I  sometimes  felt,  as  if  Satan  was  on  the  point  of  dragging  me 
away  to  helL  Though  I  prayed  with  increasing  frequency,  I  had  no 
power,  and,  indeed,  no  desire  to  leave  off  sinning.  At  length  I 
resolved  to  make  myself  better,  and  promised  God  that  I  would  give 
up  certain  sinful  pursuits,  especially  swearing,  dancing,  and  gambling. 
I  also  prayed  most  diligently  in  my  own  way,  and  attended  church 
regularly,  where,  however,  I  heard  nothing  but  a  dry  morality.  I  fur- 
ther resolved  to  partake  again  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and,  in  my  blind- 
ness, thought  that  I  had  prepared  myself  well  for  this  enjoyment,  though 
during  this  preparation  I  almost  fell  into  despair.  Still  I  went  on 
the  Sacrament-Sunday  to  church.  But,  after  the  service,  as  I  was 
about  to  approach  the  altar,  such  a  fearful  anxiety  came  over  me, 
that  I  seemed  to  be  already  among  the  eternally  lost  in  hell,  and, 
instead  of  proceeding  to  the  communion-table,  I  rushed  out  of  the 
church.     My  state  was  now  adtogether  comfortless  ;  and  yet  how  did 
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I  act  I  When,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  my  companions 
came  to  take  me  with  them  to  some  merry-making,  I  was  glad 
of  it,  and  accompanied  them  in  the  hope  of  getting  rid  of  my 
distress  of  mind  by  dancing.  O  what  an  unhappy  period  of  my 
life  was  this !  All  my  vows  and  resolutions  that  I  would  reform 
were  useless,  and  I  sank  deeper  and  deeper  into  sin  and  vice. 
Besides  this,  the  Spirit  of  God  gave  me  no  rest.  Often  in  the  midst 
of  dancing,  the  question  arose  in  my  mind,  Whither  would  my  soul  go, 
if  I  were  to  die  that  moment  1  and  then  my  conscience  woidd  answer, 
that  I  must  go  for  ever  to  helL  Still  I  went  on  with  my  dancing.  I 
was,  in  fact,  the  slave  of  sin  and  Satan  ;  and  a  slave  is  obliged  to  do 
his  master's  wilL     And  yet  I  called  this  a  merry  life  1 

While  in  this  pitiable  state  I  obtained  work  at  Heidelberg, 
where  I  had  to  endure  a  severe  illness  brought  on  by  my  dissipat^ 
life.  After  this  I  had  to  return  to  my  native  place,  on  account  of  the 
military  conscription,  to  which  I  was  liable.  However,  I  was  not 
taken.  I  then  left  home  once  more,  and  was  successful  in  entering 
the  German  territory,  an  enterprise  which  was  attended  with  danger, 
as  my  name  was  still  on  the  conscription-list.  While  in  employment 
at  Heidelberg  I  obtained  a  recommendation  to  Mr.  Van  der  Smissen, 
of  Altona,  whose  son-in-law  had  established  a  stocking-factory  on  his 
estate  at  Hanerau,  in  Holstein.  The  result  was,  that  I  went  to  the 
latter  place  in  1805.  Here  I  found  a  quiet  home,  removed  from  the 
bustle  of  the  world.  My  master  had  been  a  student  of  divinity,  and 
was  awakened,  Beb'gious  meetings  were  held  at  his  house  ;  and  we 
all  attended  the  parish  church,  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the 
village,  every  Sunday.  The  minister  was  a  child  of  God  j  and  it  was 
from  him  that,  for  the  first  time  in  my  life,  1  heard  of  our  Saviour 
and  His  love  to  sinners.  In  the  village  of  Hanerau,  there  lived 
several  Diaspora  brethren  and  sisters,  who  maintained  a  connection 
with  the  Brethren's  Church.  By  the  Lord's  gracious  providence,  it 
was  arranged,  that  I  should  regularly  dine  with  one  of  these  families. 
The  walk  and  conversation  of  these  dear  people  being  such  as  to 
manifest  that  they  were  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  made  a  deep 
impression  on  me.  During  dinner,  our  Saviour  and  His  love  often 
formed  the  subjects  of  conversation,  on  which  occasions,  I  listened 
devoutly,  never  having  heard  such  language  before.  But  I  remained 
fearfrd  and  desponding,  thinking  that  there  could  be  no  salvation  for 
such  a  sinner  as  I,  and  that  I  must  be  eternally  lost.  On  one  occasion, 
the  members  of  the  family  were  conversing  on  spiritual  subjects,  and 
the  mother  happened  to  quote  the  passage :  "  The  kingdom  of 
Heaven  suffereth  violence,  and  the  violent  take  it  by  force."  As  I 
heard  these  words,  the  Lord's  time  came  for  my  heart  to  be  opened. 
I  was  enabled  to  believe,  that,  if  the  kingdom  of  Heaven  is  taken  by 
force,  perhaps  even  I  might  be  saved.  At  the  same  time,  I  received 
the  first  impression  of  our  Saviour's  love,  which  was  shed  abroad  in 
my  heart,  so  that  IJcould  surrender  myself  to  Him,  with  soul  and  body. 
This  gave  me  comfort,  and  I  was  for  some  time  very  happy.  In 
the  village  there  were  some  other  serious  people,  not  connected  with 
the  Diaspora  Brethren  and  Sisters.  Their  strict,  legal  behaviour 
pleased  me,  and  I  attended  their  meetings ;  but  I  did  not  find  what 
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I  wanted.  I  was  anxious  for  the  pardon  of  my  sins ;  but  they  were 
strong  Christians,  and  as  I  wished  to  be,  at  once,  what  they  were,  I 
lost  heart.  On  the  other  hand,  when  I  attended  the  Diaspora 
meetings,  I  found  that  the  brethren  and  sisters  were  poor  sinners 
like  myself,  and  this  always  comforted  and  encouraged  me.  Even- 
tually, however,  I  ceased  to  be  watchful :  the  love  of  the  world  and 
its  pleasures  revived,  and  my  heart  was  divided.  When  I  prayed,  I 
desired  to  bargain  with  our  Saviour,  that  I  might  be  permitted  to 
love  the  world  and  its  enjoyments  with  one  portion  of  my  heart,  and 
Him  with  the  rest.  The  result  was,  that  I  lost  all  the  peace  and 
comfort  T  had  enjoyed,  and  began  to  experience  a  renewal  of  my 
former  distress ;  but  my  faithful  Saviour  never  ceased  to  warn  me 
to  return  to  Him.  My  uneasiness,  however,  continued,  and  was 
increased  by  bodily  suffering.  I  again  saw  the  greatness  of  my  sins 
BO  vividly,  tJiat  I  dreaded,  if  I  should  die,  being  sent  into  eternal 
woe.  One  night  I  lay  in  my  chamber,  oppressed  by  the  burden  of 
my  sins,  weeping  and  sighing  before  my  Saviour,  and  imploring 
pardon.  Just  at  this  moment,  when  I  least  expected  it,  my  bleeding 
Bedeemer  was  pleased  to  manifest  Himself  to  my  heart  in  His 
suffering  beauty.  It  was  as  if  He  spoke  these  words  :  "  Behold,  all 
my  sufferings  were  for  thee ;  my  blood  was  shed  for  thee  j  these 
wounds  were  inflicted  on  me  to  heal  thee  !  Therefore  live  !"  Then 
did  He,  in  truth,  forgive  my  sins,  and  bestow  on  me  a  reconciled 
heart.  My  pain  and  misery  were  changed  to  love  and  gratitude. 
This  was  an  unspeakably  happy  moment.  O  that  this  impression 
may  abide  with  me  till  I  shall  go  to  Him,  to  give  thanks  at  His  feet 
for  all  He  hath  done  for  me  1 

Being  now  desirous  to  become  a  member  of  the  Unity  of  the 
Brethren,  I  called  on  Br.  Anders,  labourer  of  the  Society 
at  Altona,  who  was  at  that  time  on  a  visit  to  the  Diaspora,  in 
Holstein.  When  I  had.  mentioned  my  wish,  he  strongly  rccom- 
'  mended  me  to  consider  the  matter  thoroughly,  as  not  all  who  were 
heirs  of  salvation  were  required  to  join  the  Brethren's  Church.  He, 
added  however,  that,  if  I  remained  of  the  same  mind,  I  had  better 
call  on  him  at  some  future  time,  when  he  would  give  me  a  letter  of 
recommendation^  I  felt  daily  more  assured  of  my  destination  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Brethren's  Church.  At  first  my  master  made  many 
difficulties  about  letting  me  go,  and  I  did  not  wish  to  giieve  him,  as 
he  had  always  been  veiy  kmd  to  me.  Eventually,  in  answer  to 
my  prayers,  the  Lord  touched  his  heart,  and  prepared  the  way 
for  my  leaving  his  service  in  peace.  Br.  Anders  received  me 
very  kindly  on  my  arrival  at  Altona,  and  gave  me  a  recommendation 
to  Gnadau,  at  which  place  I  arrived  on  the  9th  of  October,  1806.  I 
cannot  describe  my  feelings,  when  I  saw  the  settlement  from  a  dis- 
tance. Though  I  knew  but  little  of  the  Brethren,  yet  I  knew  I  was 
about  to  join  those  who  were  God's  people.  I,  therefore,  fell  prostrate 
and  implored  our  Saviour  in  grace  to  provide  a  place  for  me  among 
them,  and  to  bestow  on  me  the  happiness,  always  to  remain  in  com- 
munion with  the  children  of  God.  At  the  same  time,  I  anew  sur- 
rendered soul  and  body  to  the  Lord.  My  abode  at  Gnadau  was  short, 
as  in  the  following  year,  I  removed  to  Hermhut.     Here   I  was 
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admitted  into  Cliiircli-fellowship,  and  in  the  following  year  partook 
of  the  Holy  Communion  for  the  first  time  with  the  congregation. 
Unhappily  I  had  previously  fallen  into  self-righteousness,  and  henco 
did  not  enjoy  the  blessing  I  had  anticipated ;  but,  thanks  be  to  th« 
love  and  mercy  of  my  Saviour,  He  led  me,  by  His  Holy  Spirit,  to 
approach  His  table,  with  the  increasing  conviction  that  I  was  a  poor 
creature,  totally  unworthy  of  such  a  high  privilege,  and  yet  with  th'i 
desire  to  enjoy  a  share  in  His  blessings. 

In  1809, 1  was  apppinted  overseer  of  the  youths  in  the  BrethrenV 
House.  In  the  following  year,  a  change  in  my  business  necessitated 
the  resignation  of  this  duty,  to  my  great  regret.  I  have  a  peculiarly 
pleasing  remembrance  of  the  love  and  harmony  prevailing  between 
me  and  my  colleagues  (eight  in  number),  in  the  charge  of  the  boys. 
The  years  which  I  spent  at  Hermhut  were  a  very  happy  period, 
being  marked  by  frequent  confidential  intercourse  with  my  unseen 
Friend-  The  Lord  was  pleased  particularly  to  render  the  delightful 
Church  and  Congregation-Festivids,  days  of  rich  grace  and  blessing 
tome. 

On  the  6th  of  April,  1815, 1  received  a  call  to  serve  the  Lord  in 
the  Mission  among  the  Hottentots  in  South  AMca.  The  desire  to  go 
among  the  heathen,  in  order  to  tell  them  what  our  Saviour  has  done 
for  us  poor  sinners,  and  of  His  mercy  to  me  in  particular,  had  made 
itself  felt  before  my  admission  to  the  congregation,  and  had,  after- 
wards, from  time  to  time,  been  anew  enkindled  in  my  heart.  I  there- 
fore accepted  this  proposal,  as  out  of  the  Lord's  hand,  in  the  child- 
like confidence,  that  He  who  had  called  me,  could  and  would  help  me, 
and  manifest  his  grace  to  me. 

My  departure  was,  however,  delayed  for  three  months,  in  the 
course  of  which  time,  I  had  to  undergo  some  painful  experiences. 
Through  the  conviction  of  my  utter  weakness,  my  first  cheerful 
readiness  to  obey  the  Lord's  will  passed  away.  There  came  unbelief, 
so  that  I  seriously  thought  of  revoking  my  acceptance  of  the  call. 
However,  I  am  thankful  to  say,  our  Saviour,  in  answer  to  my  prayers, 
granted  me  anew  faith  and  confidence,  so  that  I  once  more  had  light 
in  my  soul,  and  looked  forward  to  my  journey  with  comfort.  At  the 
same  time,  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  Clemens  and  Thomsen,  and 
Brother  Stein,  were  called  to  South  Africa.  With  the  latter,  I  had 
been  closely  intimate  for  some  years,  and  we  had  often  expressed  to 
each  other  the  wish,  that  we  might  serve  our  Saviour  among  the 
heathen:  now.  He  was  graciously  pleased  to  order  it,  so  that  we  should 
set  out  together. 

On  the  12th  of  August,  we  arrived  in  London,  where  we  had  to 
wait  six  weeks  for  a  vessel, — the  one  by  which  we  were  to  have 
sailed  being  already  gone.  Br.  C.  I.  La  Trobe,  who  was  commis- 
sioned to  hold  a  visitation  of  the  South  Afirican  congregations,  travelled 
with  us,  so  that  our  party  consisted  of  five  Brethren  and  two  Sisters. 

We  left  London  on  the  30th  of  September.  Duiing  our  paasage 
down  the  Channel,  we  experienced  some  violent  storms,  but  after- 
wards had  favourable  weather  and  a  pleasant  voyage.  Through  our 
Saviour's  grace,  the  love  and  peace  of  Gk>d  prevailed  among  us,  and 
"we  were  especially  blessed  at  our  morning  and  evening  devotions  and 
when  we  assembled  for  worship  on  Simdays  and  ChurcU^festiv^. 
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To  me,  the  period  of  the  vojrage  was  a  season  of  rich  blessing,  daring 
which  I  was  enabled  to  derive  enjoyment  from  the  meditation  on 
the  Lord's  passion  and  death. 

We  arrived  safe  and  well  at  Oape-Town,  on  the  24th  of 
December,  full  of  thanks  and  praise  to  the  Lord,  who  had  brought  us 
thus  far.  Three  days  afterwards,  Br.  and  Sr.  Schmidt  came  from  Groe- 
nekloof  to  conduct  us  thither.  On  the  afternoon  of  December  30th, 
when  we  had  approached  within  about  an  hour's  journey  of  Groene- 
kloof^  the  Hottentot  congr^ation  met  us,  and  expressed  their  thank- 
fulness to  the  Lord  for  our  safe  arrival,  by  singing  some  verses. 
Their  expressive  and  harmonious  voices,  and  the  reflection  on  the 
Divine  power,  manifested  by  the  simple  preaching  of  the  word  of  the 
cross,  in  the  experience  of  these  people,  who  had,  so  shortly  before, 
been  poor  blind  heathen,  affected  me  so  deeply,  that  I  was  con- 
strained to  give  free  course  to  my  tears,  and  tbuiked  the  Lord,  with 
much  emotion,  for  appointing  me  to  so  delightful  a  field  of  labour. 
After  a  few  days'  sojourn  at  Groenekloof,  we  proceeded  to  Gknadendal, 
where  I  soon  felt  quite  at  home. 

Shortly  afterwards,  it  was  proposed  to  me  to  enter  the  state  of 
holy  matrimony  with  Sr.  Agnes  Jenke.  Our  Saviour  bestowed  on 
me  the  cheerful  willingness,  to  take  this,  my  future  partner  in  life,  as 
from  Him,  and  we  were  married  on  the  26th  of  March.  "We 
covenanted  together  before  the  Lord,  to  live  alone  to  Him  who  had 
counted  us  worthy  to  enter  on  His  service.  In  the  following  year, 
we  were  rejoiced  by  the  birth  of  a  son,*  and  subsequently,  the  Lord 
bestowed  on  us  two  daughters.  All  of  these  children  we  dedicated 
to  the  Lord  from  their  birth. 

Li  1819,  I  experienced  a  gracious  preservation  of  my  life,  while 
crossing  a  river  swollen  by  heavy  rain. 

After  a  pleasant  service  of  five  years  at  Genadendal,  we  were 
called  to  Enon.  It  was  painful  to  leave  the  congregation  and  our 
fellow-labourers,  with  whom  we  had  lived  lovingly;  however,  the 
Lord  bestowed  on  us  willingness  to  obey  Hia  direction.  The  journey, 
which  occupied  four  weeks,  was  accompanied  with  many  trials,  as  wo 
had  our  three  little  children  with  us.  However,  we  arrived  safe  at 
Enon.  This  station  had  only  been  established  three  years  before,  and 
the  congregation  was  still  in  its  first  love.  We  were  consequently 
very  pleasingly  impressed  on  our  first  arrival,  and  felt  it  a  privilege  to 
serve  our  Saviour  in  this  congregation. 

In  the  year  1824,  I  suffer^  much  from  rheumatism,  and  could 
not  therefore  at  first  accede  to  the  proposal  which  was  made  to  me, 
to  visit  Europe  and  take  charge  of  a  number  of  children  who  were  to 
proceed  thither  for  education.  Eventually,  however,  as  my  health 
somewhat  improved,  I  was  able  to  undertake  this  commission,  though 
still  weak  and  lame.  We  sailed  from  Cape-Town  in  February,  1825. 
It  pleased  the  Lord  to  render  the  voyage  so  beneficial  to  me,  that  I 
quite  recovered  my  strength.  We  arrived  at  Kleinwelke  on  the  20th 
of  May,  and  committed  our  little  cliarge,  including  our  own  two 
daughters,  to  the  respective  educational  institutions  at  that  place. 
We  afterwards  visited  Hermliut,  where  I  was  favoured  to  be  present

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at  the  opening  and  some  of  the  sessions  of  the  Synod,  held  in  that 
year. 

Before  setting  out  again  for  Africa,  I  visited  my  mother,  and 
brothers  and  sisters,  at  my  native  place.  It  was  with  feelings  of 
sadness,  and  yet  with  deep  thankftilness  for  the  Lord's  gracious 
leadings,  that  I  again  entered  my  parent's  house.  Our  mutual  joy  at 
meeting  once  more,  after  so  long  an  absence,  was  very  great.  After 
remaining  there  a  fortnight,  we  proceeded,  by  way  of  Neuwied  and 
Zeist,  to  London.  Hence  we  went  to  Bedford,  where  we  made  a 
pleasant  and  profitable  stay  of  nine  weeks,  in  order  to  improve  our 
acquaintance  with  the  English  language. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Sonderman  were  our  companions  on  our  return  to 
South  Africa,  having  been  called  to  serve  the  Mission  there.  The 
voyage  was  marked  by  much  rough  weather,  but  the  Lord  preserved 
us,  and  brought  us  safely  to  our  destination,  after  being  fifteen  weeks 
at  sea.  We  proceeded  at  once  to  Genadendal,  which  was  to  be  my 
abode.     I  was  also  appointed  a  member  of  the  Helpers'  Conference. 

The  voyages  to  Europe  and  back  had  so  much  benefited  my 
health,  that  I  could  now  enter  on  my  duties  with  renewed  vigour. 

In  1827,  it  having  been  decided,  agreeably  to  a  desire  expressed 
by  the  Governor  of  the  Colony,  that  steps  shotdd  be  taken  for  the 
establishment  of  a  Missionary  Station  among  the  Tambookies  in 
Kaffiraria,  the  direction  of  this  undertaking  waa  committed  to  me. 
Our  Saviour  had  been,  for  some  time,  preparing  me  for  this,  by 
exciting  in  me  an  earnest  desire  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  these 
savages.  I  therefore  cheerfully  acceded  to  the  proposition,  feeling 
convinced  of  my  want  of  capacity  for  so  important  an  undertaking, 
and  yet  assured  that  our  Saviour  would  go  with  us  and  be  our  Guide 
and  Protector.  Having  forwarded  the  needful  materials  from  Cape- 
Town,  and  been  joined  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Hofiman,  of  Groenekloof,  we 
proceeded  to  Enon,  and  thence  to  the  frontier.  An  enforced  delay 
enabled  us  to  become  acquainted  with  the  Tambookies,  who,  having 
been  driven  from  their  abodes  by  the  Fetkannas,  now  resided  near 
the  limits  of  the  Colony,  to  be  protected  from  their  enemies.  Their 
frequent  visits  to  us  revealed  to  us  the  awfully  dark  state  of  ignorance 
and  unbelief,  in  which  these  poor  people  Hved.  With  no  belief  in  a 
Supreme  Being,  they  stood  in  continual  dread  of  their  sorcerers, 
looking  to  them  for  rain  in  dry  weather,  for  recovery  in  sickness,  etc. 
Having  a  converted  Tambookie  with  us,  who  did  us  good  service  as 
interpreter,  we  were  glad  to  be  able  at  once  to  preach  the  Gospel  to 
these  poor  heathen;  telling  them  how  our  Creator  and  Redeemer, 
out  of  love  to  us,  left  the  throne  of  Hia  glory,  became  a  man,  and 
offered  up  BQs  life  on  the  cross's  tree,  thereby  obtaining  for  us  for- 
giveness of  sins  and  everlasting  salvation. 

After  much  delay  and  several  removals  from  one  place  to 
another,*  we  reached  the  spot  where  Shiloh  now  stands,  on  the  20th 
of  May.  It  had  been  for  years  a  desolate  wilderness,  the  abode 
of  wild  beasts.      We  saw  herds  of  antelopes,  gnoos,  and  quaggas;

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nor  was  there  any  lack  of  hyenas  and  lions.  It  was  especially  on 
account  of  the  latter,  that  we  set  about  constructing  a  kraal  for  the 
draught  oxen.  We  occupied  tents,  and  the  Hottentots  who  were 
with  us,  huts  made  of  reeds.  At  this  time,  the  lions  sometimes  came 
very  near  us  in  the  night.  On  one  occasion,  the  Hottentots,  judging 
from  the  traces  near  the  tents,  declared  that  there  could  not  have 
been  less  than  twelve  of  these  animals.  But  our  dear  Lord  protected 
us,  as  He  once  did  Daniel,  so  that  they  did  us  no  harm.  Before  we 
had  been  long  at  this  place,  the  barbarous  inhabitants  of  the  neigh- 
bouring mountains  stole  our  cattle,  and  even  endeavoured  to  bum  us 
in  our  dwellings.  We  therefore  deemed  it  prudent,  to  accept  the  offer 
of  an  officer  at  the  military  i)Ost  at  Klaas  Smiths  River,  to  seek  a  tem- 
porary asylum  at  that  place.  Here  we  found  several  persons  who 
were  concerned  about  their  souls,  and  who  begged  us  to  hold  religious 
services.  For  this  purpose,  a  place  in  the  barracks  was  set  apart. 
Numbers  of  the  neighbouring  colonists,  and  even  the  owner  of  the 
land  on  which  the  station  is  located,  who  had  been  very  much  opposed 
to  Missions,  attended  these  services.  There  being  also  no  fJEU^ilities 
for  educating  children,  we  were  asked  to  give  them  some  instruction, 
which  we  willingly  consented  to  do.  The  result  was,  that  we  had  a 
School  which  was  attended  by  the  children  of  the  English  stationed 
there,  of  the  colonists,  and  of  the  Hottentots.  Thus  our  Saviour 
graciously  turned  our  flight  into  a  blessing,  acknowledging  our  testi- 
mony of  Him,  and  causing  the  word  of  the  cross  to  be  edifying  to  the 
hearts  of  many. 

In  the  beginning  of  August,  we  heard  that  the  savages  had  lefb 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  place  where  we  had  settled,  and  that  all  was 
now  quiet.  Upon  this  we  asked  our  people,  if  they  were  willing  to 
return  with  us  to  the  forsaken  station.  One  of  them,  in  the  name  of 
the  rest,  answered,  "  We  are  ready,  not  only  to  go  thither,  but  to 
accompany  you,  if  possible,  to  the  very  people  who  stole  your  cattle, 
and  to  make  known  the  Gospel  to  them.**  This  declaration  filled  us 
with  joy,  and  we  resolved  to  return,  trusting  in  the  Lord  for  help. 
This  resolution  caused  much  emotion  in  the  minds  of  those  to  whom 
our  sojourn  at  the  military  post  had  been  blessed.  The  wish  was 
repeatedly  expressed,  that  we  would  remain  there,  together  with  the 
people  under  our  charge.  The  latter  had  worked  for  some  of  the 
farmers,  and  had  manifested  the  reality  of  their  Christian  profession, 
by  diligence  and  a  walk  worthy  of  the  GospeL  We  left  this,  our 
temporary  abode,  thankful  for  all  the  mercies  we  had  enjoyed.  The 
following  day,  we  again  arrived  at  our  former  home  on  the  Klipplaat. 
We  found  everything  in  a  sad  condition,  both  in  our  huts  and  in  the 
gardens,  which  we  had  already  laid  out  and  partly  planted.  The 
dragoons  who  had  been  given  us  as  a  guard  soon  left  us,  for  which  we 
were  not  sorry.  We  then  set  about  our  work  with  good  courage, 
heartily  beseeching  our  Saviour  to  bring  some  souls  to  whom  we 
might  make  known  the  way  of  salvation.  These  supplications  He 
graciously  heard.  The  old  chief,  Bowana,  approached  us  with  his 
people.  Every  day  many  of  them  visited  us,  and  those  who  were  the 
nearest  attended  the  evening  meetings.  We  had  to  endure  a  great 
deal  from  their  begging,  of  the  excessive  importunity  and  impudence 
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of  which,  none  can  form  any  idea  who  has  not  witnessed  it  What- 
ever was  given  them,  they  wanted  more,  and  we  often  had  much 
trouble  to  get  rid  of  them.  Still,  we  bore  all  this  patiently,  and  were 
thankful  that  they  did  come,  so  that  we  had  an  opportunity  to  tell 
them  of  the  love  of  Jesus  to  sinners,  praying  that  He  would  bless  our 
feeble  testimony,  though  even  but  to  one  souL  At  this  time,  how- 
ever, they  were  deaf  to  the  joyful  sound.  Still  we  persevered.  Some 
of  their  children  came  every  day  to  be  taught,  in  which  part  of  our 
efforts  we  received  the  most  important  assistance  from  the  Kafiir 
Sister  Wilhelmina^  a  true  disciple  of  Jesus,  who,  from  love  to  Him 
and  to  her  country-men,  had  accompanied  us  to  the  Klipplaat.

(Shctuds  of  ^ri&ate  Corregpontjence, 

From  Nain. 

"  BR  RIBBACH  and  I  paid  an  agreeable  and  edifying  visit  to  an 
English  settler,  who  resides  about  fifty  miles  from  this  place.  He  had 
been  with  us  during  a  part  of  Passion-week  and  at  Easter,  and  then 
begged,  that  we  would  baptize  his  three  small  children.  We  conse- 
quently set  out,  on  the  above-mentioned  day,  in  a  sledge  drawn  by 
nineteen  dogs.  We  performed  the  distance  of  ^ftj  miles  in  rather 
more  than  eight  hours.  We  were  received  with  much  heartiness  and 
affection,  and  were  enabled  to  edify  ourselves  with  the  dear  people  at 
this  place.  The  baptism  took  place  on  the  2nd,  and  was  accompanied 
by  a  blessed  enjoyment  of  our  Lord's  presence.  On  the  following  day 
we  visited  another  settler,  who,  however,  appeared  quite  indifferent  re- 
garding our  Saviour  and  the  welfare  of  his  soul.  His  wife  is  an  un- 
baptized  Esquimaux  woman.  She  was  thankful  for  our  visit,  and  ex- 
pressed her  desire  to  turn  to  the  Lord,  and  be  baptized.  With  but 
little  assistance,  she  has  learned  to  read.  Some  of  our  Esquimaux, 
when  in  the  neighbourhood,  have  given  her  a  little  instruction.  She 
earnestly  begged  for  another  visit.

^'  IT  is  true,  the  Esquimaux  cannot  provide  against  a  time  of  need,  in 
the  same  way  as  agricultural  and  civilized  nations,  for  there  is  a  great 
difference  between  com  and  animal  food.  But  I  thiok  we  might  do 
something  to  induce  them  to  lay  up  more  blubber  in  store.  This  is 
even  more  needftd  for  the  dwellers  in  the  north,  than  for  our  south- 
landers.  I  have  therefore  made  some  proposals  to  this  effect,  which, 
however,  will  require  time  to  put  into  execution.  As  is  also  too  often 
the  case  imder  general  and  widely  spread  judgments,  instead  of  the 
fruits  meet  for  repentance,  the  evil  thoughts  of  the  human  heart  are 
manifested.  This  has  been  the  case  with  not  a  few  of  the  Esquimaux 
here,  at  Nain.  Murmuring  against  Cknl,  for  not  having  done  any  good 
for  them,  their  dissatisfaction  extends  itself  to  us,  and  such  of  Uieir 
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cotuxtrymen  as  had  laid  by  a  little,  through  their  own  diligenoe.  Still, 
I  hope  that  the  visitation,  which  has  been  here  very  bearable,  has  not 
passed  away  entirely  without  profit.  Something  of  this  is  indeed  to 
be  seen.  Many  express  gratitude  for  the  help  they  had  received, 
from  whom  we  heard  nothing  of  the  sort  in  winter.  The  majority 
also  appear  desirous  to  be  diligent  in  fishing,  <feo.  We  exhorted 
them  to  this  in  a  special  meeting,  to  the  satis^Eiction  of  the  more 
diligent,  while  some  lazy  ones  only  looked  sulky.  We  have  to 
report  the  admission  of  an  EngUsh  Methodist  to  our  congregation. 
The  Bm.  Yollprecht  and  Kibbach  visited  him  and  baptized  three  of 
his  children.  They  will,  doubtless,  give  you  a  detailed  account  of 
their  visit.  I  was  much  pleased  with  one  expression  of  this  good 
man's :  *  I  know  of  no  difference  in  religion,  if  only  we  believe  in  a 
crucified  Saviour,  and  desire  to  be  justified  and  saved  through  Him.' 
Considering  our  imperfect  knowledge  of  English,  it  appears  important 
that  we  should  have  a  supply  of  edifying  tracts  and  books  in  that  lan- 
guage, for  distribution  to  persons  like  the  above-mentioned  man.  In 
spite  of  my  comparative  ignorance  of  English,  I  was  able  to  enjoy  some 
veiy  edifying  conversation  with  him,  during  which,  the  Bible  was  our 
chief  interpreter.  The  only  two  heathen  Esquimaux  families,  between 
this  place  and  Hopedale,  have  now  entered  into  connection  with  tho 
latter  congregation.  And  of  four  European  families,  there  is  but  one 
which  is  not  considered  as  belonging  to  the  out-lying  portion  of  this 
congregation.  So  much  the  more  distressing  is  the  condition  of  Samuel, 
who,  with  his  family,  left  us  some  time  ago.  At  peace  neither  with  Grod 
nor  man,  he  continues  to  walk  in  the  ways  of  sin.  He  is  full  of  bitter- 
ness against  us,  and  endeavours  to  form  a  sort  of  community  of  per- 
sons like  himself  whose  ruler  he  hopes  to  be.  Instead  of  this,  how- 
ever, those  who  were  formerly  hostile,  now  return  to  us.  May  our 
Saviour  continue  to  have  patience  with  our  infirmities  and  failings,  and 
to  count  us  worthy  to  direct  souls  to  Him  1  "  A.  Freitag." 

"  MY  progress  in  learning  the  Esquimaux  language  is  very  slow. 
But,  as  the  other  Brethren  comfort  me,  by  the  assurance  that  it  was 
the  same  at  first  with  them,  I  hope  that,  with  the  Lord- s  help,  I  shall  by 
degrees  improve.  In  Br.  Freitag,  I  have  a  good  instructor,  for  which 
I  am  very  thankful.  I  still  keep  the  infant-school,  which  is  a  very 
simple  affair.  I  have  written  out  and  learned  a  number  of  phrases, 
in  common  use,  and  when  I  have  something  particular  to  say  to  the 
children,  one  of  the  other  Brethren  assists,  as  interpreter.  The  duty 
of  a  new-comer  in  the  first  winter,  is  to  write  out  a  large  vocabulary 
and  grammar,  so  that  there  is  plenty  of  writing  to  do.  Besides  these 
engagements,  there  are  several,  connected  with  the  economy  which  fidl 
to  the  share  of  the  unmarried  Missionaries.  Hence,  time  never  hangs 
heavy  on  my  hands.  "  Peter  Mortensjen." 

From  HoPEDALK. 
"'  ONE  circumstance  during  the  past  winter  rendered  the  household 
duties  particularly  difficult  for  the  Sisters.     I  allude  to  the  almost 
total  want  of  fresh  meat.     There  were  but  few  ptarmigans,  and  no 
hares.     But   we  were  thankful    that  we  obtained  a  considerable 
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quantity  of  potatoes.  During  the  winter,  I  had  a  great  deal  to  do; 
as  I  had  to  keep  school,  and  at  the  same  time,  to  superintend  the 
people  in  the  preparation  of  the  timber  for  a  new  ohurch.  All  the 
larger  timbers  for  this  building,  which  is  to  be  sixty-feet  long  by 
thirty-four  broad,  are  now  ready.  The  smaller  wood,  and  materials 
for  pillars,  are  all  that  is  still  wanting  before  we  proceed  to  firame  the 
building.  We  think  of  placing  this  new  church  before  the  old 
one,  in  a  line  with  the  new  dwelling-house,  and  at  the  east  end  of 
the  latter.  It  would  be  a  great  help,  if  we  had  some  sort  of  a  yehide 
for  carrying  stones  to  the  site,  as  the  teams  of  dogs,  at  best,  only 
draw  small  loads.  These  animals  are  by  nature  remarkably  wild  and 
unmanageable,  and  their  behaviour,  when  employed  to  draw  stones, 
is  agreeable  to  this  character.  In  the  month  of  January,  I  visited 
our  people  at  the  out-places,  both  northwards  and  southwards  from 
hence,  and  found  opportunity  to  converse  with  them  in  their  dwellings. 
We  have  not  been  able  to  visit  Indian  Harbour,  in  the  south,  being 
too  weakly  manned.  Indeed,  we  have  no  great  desire  to  do  so,  as  we 
perceive  that  the  traders  wish  to  interfere  with  us.  They  say  that 
they  are  Brethren,  and  wish  to  make  common  cause  with  us.  Our 
Saviour  has,  hitherto,  kept  them  at  a  distance, — a  ship  of  theirs, 
bound  to  Kippokak,  with  a  framed  house  on  board,  for  David*s  Inlet, 
having  been  lost  in  the  autumn.  This  year  they  are  unable  to  come 
on  acooimt  of  the  drift-ice.  "  Febd.  BIruth." 

"THOUGH  we  have  sometimes  felt  cast  down  by  the  trials  and 
difficulties  of  the  past  year,  we  are  constrained  to  render  thanks  to 
our  fedthful  Lord,  after  hearing  the  distressing  accounts  fix>m  Okak 
and  Hebron.  We  also  feel  it  to  be  matter  of  thankfulness,  that  the 
Esquimaux  here,  at  least  the  majority,  manifest  a  degree  of  diligence 
in  providing  for  the  winter.  It  is  abundantly  evident,  that  a  diligent 
man  will  seldom  have  to  suffer  hunger,  although  he  may  sometimes, 
be  straitened,  in  spite  of  his  best  efforts.  Last  winter,  there  were 
here  six  or  seven  families,  who  were  ready  to  dispense  provisions  from 
their  stores,  and  did  so,  in  many  instances,  gratuitously.  The  care- 
lessness of  many  of  the  Esquimaux  regarding  the  future  is  much  to 
be  deplored.  Yet,  in  seasons  of  manifestly  providential  visitation, 
even  this  characteristic  may  not  be  without  its  advantages.  When 
the  father  of  a  family  goes  to  sea  at  four  o'clock  in  the  morning 
with  an  empty  stomach,  leaving  his  children  ciying  with  hunger,  and 
returns  late  in  the  evening  to  tell  his  little  ones,  who  have  run  to 
meet  him  on  the  shore,  that  he  has  experienced  a  repetition  of  the 
same  ill-success  which  has  attended  his  efforts,  perhaps  for  weeks 
together  :  under  such  circumstances,  perfect  resignation  can  alone 
maintain  courage  and  confidence.  I  am  well  aware  that  not  a  few 
seek  to  excuse  their  own  idleness  by  saying  that  God  has  not  given 
them  anything.  But  it  remains  true,  that  a  state  of  things  like  that 
described  above,  may,  and  often  does,  befal  the  most  diligent.  That 
our  people  have  built  themselves  up  on  their  most  holy  faith,  and  that 
the  influences  of  the  Spirit  have  not  been  unfelt,  we  have  been  led  to 
hope  from  one  or  two  circumstances  which  we  have  noticed.  In  the 
spring,  our  Esquimaux,  more  generally  than  ever  before,  after  fulfilling 
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the  Lord's  command  :  *  Six  days  shalt  thou  labour,'  came  hither  to 
keep  holy  the  Lord's-day.  It  was  something  delightM  to  see,  on  a 
Saturday  evening,  the  crowd  of  boats  approaching  the  station,  whose 
occupants  were  coming  in  quest  of  Sabbath  blessings.  And  when 
they  left  us  again  on  Sunday  evenings,  we  often  stood  looking  after 
them,  with  the  prayer  that  the  Lord  would  prosper  them,  and 
preserve  to  them  the  enjoyment  of  the  blessings  of  His  house. 
Another  token  of  awakening  spiritual  life  is  the  fad^  that  a  tolerable 
number  of  our  people  have  been  led,  by  a  feeling  of  gratitude  for 
the  blessings  they  enjoy,  and  a  conviction  of  the  duty  and  importance 
of  intercession  on  behalf  of  others,  to  form  a  Missionary  Association. 
They  have  resolved  to  devote  their  collections,  which  are,  indeed, 
small,  but  which  the  Lord  will  surely  not  despise,  to  the  Mission  in 
Australia.  "A.  F.  Elsneb." 

"  OUR  voyage  out  lasted  longer  this  time  than  was  the  case  thirteen 
years  ago,  having  occupied  eight  weeks  instead  of  a  little  more  than 
three.  We  had  to  struggle  with  ice,  fog,  and  rough  weather ;  and 
the  waves  occasionally  rolled  over  the  deck,  with  a  tremendous  noise, 
for  days  and  nights  at  a  time.  On  the  1st  of  August,  when  the 
thick  fog  opened  somewhat,  we  saw  the  land.  But  our  patience  was 
long  tried  by  the  quantities  of  ice.  We  counted  153  icebergs  near 
the  ship,  one  of  which  was  calculated  to  be  from  200  to  300  feet  high. 
The  appearance  of  the  whole  was  grand,  and  yet  awfuL  However, 
the  Lord,  in  mercy,  preserved  us,  and  brought  our  ship  to  the  desired 
haven.  On  the  5th,  we  at  length  reached  the  usual  anchorage,  being 
welcomed  with  shouts  of  joy,  and  the  discharge  of  fire-arms.  As 
soon  as  we  had  dropped  anchor,  the  band,  standing  before  the  Mission 
House,  played  several  hymn-tunes.  I  cannot  express  our  feelings  in 
words.  Yesterday  evening,  before  the  preparatory  meeting  for  the 
Holy  Communion,  they  also  played,  and  awoke  us  this  morning  in  the 
same  pleasing  manner.  The  choir  in  this  congregation  is  admirable, 
and,  I  think,  not  surpassed  in  Germany.  I  wish  you  could  hear 
them  sing  and  play.  "  C.  Barsok." 

*'0N  the  10th  of  July,  in  the  morning,  about  daybreak,  during  a 
heavy  gale,  a  young  sailor  fell  from  aloft,  a  height  of  about  fifty  feet, 
to  the  deck,  just  by  the  companion-door.  I  heard  the  fall,  but  never 
imagined  what  it  really  was,  until  the  lad  was  bi-ought  into  the  cabin 
by  the  captain  and  some  sailors.  He  was  carefully  examined,  when 
it  was  found,  to  the  astonishment  of  all,  that  he  had  sustained  no 
injury,  and  only  experienced  a  little  pain  in  his  knees,  and  in  one 
hand.  In  two  days,  we  again  saw  him  engaged  as  before,  furling  the 
very  highest  sails.  This  occurrence  impressed  the  whole  crew,  as  the 
wondrous  work  of  God,  and  we  hope  that  the  effect  on  them  may  be 
beneficial  and  lasting.  The  effect  on  us  was  to  induce  us  to  have 
more  patience,  as  we  were  all  somewhat  inclined  to  be  impatient 
and  discouraged,  at  meeting  with  such  violent  contrary  winds, 
which  not  only  rendered  our  voyage  very  tedious,  but  were  pecu- 
liarly distressing  to  those  among  us  who  were  subject  to  sear  sickness. 

"  Ph.  Bubser." 
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Ftom,  Okail 
"  THE  period  from  the  27th  of  April  till  near  the  end  of  May  formed, 
I  think,  the  most  trying  time  in  my  life.  Uj)  to  the  first-mentioned 
date,  we  had  fish  in  the  store,  but  then  the  stock  was  exhausted,  and 
to  feed  an  Esquimaux  with  bread,  flour,  and  the  like,  is  to  kill  him. 
Besides  the  people  remaining  here,  about  one  hundred  in  number, 
whom  I  had  to  assist  daily  with  food,  many  came  fi:t)m  time  to  time 
firom  the  out-stations.  Some  of  these  had  not  eaten  for  four  or  five 
days  j  others  had  roasted  and  devoured  their  bedskins  or  boots. 
Under  these  circumstances,  it  was  often  difficult  to  know  what  to  do. 
And  my  position  was  rendered  even  more  trying,  by  the  folly  and 
misconduct  of  some  of  those  whom  I  desired  to  assist.  When  T 
exhorted  them,  as  was  often  the  case,  to  make  an  efibrt  to  help  them- 
selves, and  implore  the  Lord's  blessing  upon  it,  many  shewed  too 
plainly,  that  they  had  cast  away  their  confidence.  A  donation  I  had 
received  from  a  Brother  at  Locle,  in  Switzerland,  enabled  me  to  assist 
the  poor  widows,  for  which  I  was  thankful.  The  attendance  at  the 
catechetical  meeting  on  Sunday  afternoon  has  been  satisfactory. 
"We  are  to  proceed  by  the  Rwrmony  to  Hebron,  which  is  to  be  tlie 
scene  of  our  labours.  We  are,  consequently,  much  engaged  at  present. 
We  were  glad  to  see  Br,  and  Sr.  Barsoe  arrive  by  the  Hoflrmony,  as 
well  as  my  brother-in-law,  Br.  S.  Weifcz.  We  were  particularly  glad 
to  become  acquainted  with  the  latter.  "  F.  Erdman." 

"  MY  health,  I  am  thankful  to  say,  is  much  improved.  Had  I 
lemained  as  I  was  a  year  ago,  I  must  have  availed  myself  of  the 
permission  given  me  to  seek  medical  aid  in  Em-ope.  I  think,  how- 
ever, I  may  now  venture  to  remain  another  year ;  before  visiting  my 
native  country.  I  have  been  very  happy  at  Okak,  and  should  have 
been  glad  to  remain  here.  However,  as  circumstances  appear  to 
require  that  I  should  go  to  Hebron,  I  shall  do  so  cheerfully,  with  the 
earnest  desire,  that  the  Lord  would  accompany  me  with  His  grace 
and  blessing.  I  am  thankftd  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Erdman  are  also  to 
proceed  thither,  as  I  am  still  in  need  of  instruction  in  the  Esquimaux 
language,  and  Br.  Erdman  is  a  good  teacher.  "  Fr.  Tappe." 

"  WE  have  again  been  called  to  endure  what  is  so  painful  a  trial  to 
parents'  hearts,  namely,  the  loss  of  our  child,  who  was  bom  on  the 
4th  of  February,  and  whom  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  take  from  us,  very 
unexpectedly,  on  the  17th  of  June.  Our  hearts  were  deeply  wounded 
by  this  blow,  yet  the  Lord  has  been  pleased  to  comfort  us  with  His 
powerful  consolation.  You  have,  doubtless,  heard,  that  we  have  had 
a  very  trying  winter,  and  that  several  deaths  have  occurred.  May 
these  trials  exercise  a  beneficial  influence  on  the  survivors.  I  have  not 
been  so  overwhelmed  with  a  variety  of  duties,  as  was  formerly  the 
case,  having  been  assisted  by  Br.  Tappe.  At  present  we  are  engaged 
in  hay-making.  We  are  about  to  send  a  number  of  goats  to  Hebron, 
which  I  have  reared  here.  "  W.  Horlacher." 

From  Hebron. 
"  AN  unusual  noiass  of  driffc-ice  accimiulated  on  the  coast,  such  as 
none  of  the  Esquimaux  remembered  to  have  seen  before.     Some  old 
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people,  however,  stated,  that  they  had  heard  fix)m  their  forefathers 
of  such  an  event  once  before,  which  caused  a  frightful  famine,  and 
resulted  in  the  death  of  many  by  hunger.  Our  prospects  for  the 
winter  were  very  gloomy.  Many  of  the  Esquimaux  at  once  said,  that 
it  was  certain  there  would  be  famine,  that  many  would  die  of  hunger, 
and  that  those  who  made  a  living  by  stealing,  and  led  otherwise 
disorderly  lives,  would  be  the  greatest  suflferers.  These  predictions 
were  literally  fulfilled.  I  never  in  my  life  before  experienced  such  a 
season  of  trouble  and  anxiety.  Doubtless  our  Saviour  intended  us 
to  derive  instruction  fix)m  these  trials.  O  that  we  may  do  so,  as  well 
as  the  poor  Esquimaux  I  Thus  far,  afiOdction  does  not  seem  to  have 
produced  the  effects  we  could  desire.  There  are  too  many,  who  have 
not  taken  it  properly  to  heart,  and  who  are  now  as  careless  and 
indifferent  as  before.  The  better  portion  of  the  congr(^tion,  how- 
ever, manifested  real  confidence  in  the  Lord,  which  has  not  been 
put  to  shame.  "C.  SchOtt." 


SOUTH    AFRICA. 


OUR  readers  will  be  truly  thankful  to  leam,  that  the  danger  of  aKaffir 
war  has,  for  the  present,  passed  away.  The  energetic  measures  of 
precaution  adopted  by  the  Governor,  combined  with  other  providential 
circumstances,  appear  to  have  led  to  this  result,  whereby  confidence 
has  been,  in  some  measure,  restored  to  the  inmates  of  the  Missionary- 
stations,  and  to  the  settlers  near  the  eastern  frontier,  generally.  Br. 
and  Sr.  Hartman  were  about  to  return  to  Goshen  from  Shiloh,  their 
temporary  place  of  refuge,  and,  we  trust,  have  already  resumed 
the  charge  of  their  bmall  but  promising  flock.  Among  other 
intelligence  contained  in  the  letters  of  the  Bm.  Kolbing  and  Franke, 
is  that  of  the  unexpected,  solution  of  the  legal  difficulty,  which  had 
hitherto  prevented  the  transfer  of  the  property  at  GoedverwacJU  to 
our  Church.  There  is  now  every  probability,  that,  in  a  very  short 
time,  the  purchase  of  the  land  will  be  effected,  and  this  little  Hot- 
tentot colony,  comprising  about  300  persons,  of  all  ages,  placed  under 
the  chaise  of  a  resident  Missionary.  The  spiritual  soil  has  been 
well  prepared  for  regular  cultivation,  by  the  useful  labours  of  the  native 
teacher  and  assistant,  Joseph  Hardenberg,  and  by  the  periodical  services 
of  the  Brethren  from  Mamre,  The  particulars  of  ihe  fiiendly 
visit  paid  to  Genddendal  *  by  the  Bbhop  of  Cape-town,  will  be  read 
with  interest :  nor  will  the  practical  testimony  borne  by  his  Lordship 

*  It  may  be  well  to  remind  our  readers,  that,  in  the  pronunciation  of  this  well- 
known  name,  the  initial  letter  is  sounded  like  o  in  good,  and  that  the  acoent  is  laid 
on  the  M«and ,  not  on  the  (hird  syllable.

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to  tho  efficiency  of  the  Training-School  escape  observation.  Br. 
Wedeman's  letter  reports  a  happy  change  in  the  state  of  the  hospital 
on  Robben  Island.  The  co-operation  of  a  superintendent  of  truly 
Christian  and  benevolent  character,  and  of  a  femily  like-minded  with 
liimself^  has  already  been  productive  of  the  best  eflfeots,  as  the  condi- 
tion and  thp  declarations  of  the  poor  patients  sufficiently  testify.  In 
the  Diaries  of  ShUoh  and  Clarkson,  the  reader  will  meet  some 
interesting  evidences  of  the  power  of  Divine  grace ;  in  the  former,  the 
struggle  between  Gospel-truth  and  heathen  superstition  is  strikingly 
pourtrayed,  while  the  latter  gives  some  pleasing  details  of  the  school 
at  Snysklip,  conducted  by  the  valuable  native  assistant,  John  Zweli- 
banzL

"Dear  Brother,  •       "Gbna'dendal,  Oc«.  10«A,  1856. 

"  I  HAVE  received  a  letter  from  Br.-  Gysin,  of  Shiloh,  dated  the  1st 
inst.,  containing  some  important  intelligence,  which  I  hasten  to  com- 
municate. It  seems  that  the  Missionaries  of  the  perlin  Society  con- 
sider a  war  with  the  Kaffirs  unavoidable,  and  near  at  hand.  The 
Kaffirs  in  that  neighbourhood  are  slaughtering  the  cattle,  and  destroy- 
ing the  com,  and  will  not  plant.  Consequently  they  will  be  driven 
by  hunger  to  engage  in  war  and  plunder.  The  Brethren  at  Shiloh 
write,  that  tho  rumours  have  again  become  very  disquieting,  although 
some  persons  still  hoped,  that  the  recent  arrival  of  four  regiments 
may  tend  to  maintain  peace.  It  is  tolerably  certain,  that  the  issue 
is  still  doubtful,  and  that  the  danger,  though  perhaps  not  immediate, 
is  by  no  means  past.  Br.  and  Sr.  Hartman  were  about  to  return  to 
€k>shen,  taking  with  them  only  their  most  neceessary  articles,  and,  in 
case  an  outbreak  should  take  place  (as  some  anticipate),  about  New 
Year,  they  will  retire  to  Shiloh.  There  are  at  present  <at  Goshen,  ten 
families  of  Fingoos,  five  of  Tarabookies,  and  two  of  Geika  Kaffirs, 
comprising,  with  some  widows  and  children,  sixty-two  persons,  besides 
about  twenty  lately  arrived  on  trial,  and  not  yet  entered  in  the  lists. 
Though  the  congregation  has  been  frequently  visited,  since  the  tem- 
porary retirement  of  the  Missionaries,  all  the  people  are  very  desirous 
to  have  resident  Missionaries."

"  HOW  astonishing  it  is,  that  all  the  obstacles  preventing  the 
sale  of  Goedverwacht  to  this  Mission  have  fallen  at  once,  like  the 
walls  of  Jericho  I  The  number  of  persons  residing  there,  when  I 
visited  the  spot,  was  about  300  ;  and,  as  there  are  £9Lcilities  for  an  in- 
crease, it  is  by  no  means  too  small  to  have  a  Missionary  regularly 
stationed  there. 

"  The  Bishop  of  Cape-town  and  Mrs.  Gray  paid  us  a  short  but 
interesting  visit  last  week.  They  seemed  much  pleased  with  the 
schools.  One  of  the  pupils  of  the  Training-School,  for  whom  we 
have  no  situation  open,  will  be  employed  by  the  Bi^op  at  a  station 
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which  he  has  lately  established,  about  fifteen  miles  from  Mamre.  The 
youth  is  a  mulatto,  and  has  considerable  talent  for  music,  but  also 
attends  to  other  branches  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  The  Bishop  was 
also  much  pleased  with  two  of  the  Fingoo  youths,  and  expressed  a  wish 
to  employ  them  among  their  countrymen  on  the  frontier,  in  case  we 
should  have  no  situation  for  them.** 


From  Br,  Suhl  of  Genadendal. 
(From  the  Mim(yM-Bl<itt.) 
"  WE  have  no  reason  to  complain  of  the  conduct  of  the  pupils  of  the 
Training  School  (at  Gen^dendal),  and,  of  most  of  them,  we  have 
reason  to  believe,  that  they  love  our  Saviour,  or,  at  all  events,  are 
sincerely  seeking  Him.  A  little  Islambi  Kaffir,  named  Paul  Xamxa, 
has  all  along  caused  us  some  anxiety  by  the  delicacy  of  his  health. 
To-day,  it  pleased  the  Lord,  that  he  suddenly  departed  this  life,  by 
occasion  of  violent  hemorrhage.  Latterly,  since  his  condition  has 
became  evidently  more  dangerous,  we  often  conversed  with  him,  but  he 
did  not  seem  to  feel  thoroughly  assured  of  our  Savioufs  graca  But 
whenever  I  repeated  that  verse  to  him,  *  My  Saviour  sinners  doth 
receive,'  <fec.,  he  smiled  and  appeared  pleased.  May  his  sudden  death 
make  a  serious  and  lasting  impression  on  his  companions!  New 
applications  are  just  made  to  us  for  pupils  to  serve  as  teachers  in 
Kaffraria;  on  the  other  hand,  two  Kaffirs  and  two  Tambookies  are 
offered  as  pupils.  In  many  of  the  members  of  this  congregation  we 
can  perceive  the  results  of  the  Holy  Spirit's  influence.  In  some  cases, 
it  is  true,  these  evidences  are  not  very  apparent,  until  the  time  of 
sickness  or  death  j  but  in  others,  they  are  manifested  during  the  time 
of  health  and  strength.  At  the  speaking  with  the  married  people, 
four  weeks  ago,  a  sister  who  had  recently  been  confirmed,  and  who 
had,  on  that  occasion,  been  deeply  affected, — declared,  with  tears  and 
deep  emotion  at  the  thought  of  our  Saviour's  love,  that  she  would 
always  be  faithful  to  Him.  I,  however,  reminded  her,  that,  after  this 
happy  season  of  fii'st  love,  she  would  probably  have  to  learn  by 
experience  more  of  her  weakness  and  infirmity,  but  at  the  same  time 
encouraged  her  to  cleave  in  confidence  to  her  Saviour.  A  young 
woman  related  that  a  dream  had  been  made  the  means  of  her  awaken- 
ing. She  had  dreamed  that  she  came  too  late  to  church  and  had  to 
remain  outside.  The  Spirit  led  her  to  make  an  application  of  this 
to  her  exclusion  from  the  kingdom  of  God.  This  produced  salutary 
alarm,  and  from  that  time  she  sought  the  Lord  diligently.  We  were 
glad  to  find  that  most  of  our  families  hold  daily  worship  in  their 
houses,  and  that,  even  in  some  cases,  where  we  should  hardly  have 
expected  it,  extemporary  prayer  is  offered.  Dear  old  Betje  Robintje, 
one  of  the  earliest  inhabitaiits  of  Genddendal^  is  failing  so  rapidly, 
that  to-day,  at  her  request,  I  offered  solemn  prayer  with  her  in 
reference  to  her  impending  departure.  The  cripple,  Andrew  Adam, 
still  lives  in  his  littie  hut,  four  paces  long  and  two  broad,  and  has 
peace  and  happiness  in  our  Saviour^

**  I  CAN  truly  saj,  that  it  is  a  matter  of  joj  and  thankfulness  to  my 
dear  wife  and  myself,  that  the  Lord  permits  us  yet  to  labour  among 
these  poor  and  afflicted  people.  Our  sincere  and  daily  prayer  is,  that 
He  would  graciously  bestow  upon  us  the  needful  gifts  and  grace,  and 
direct  us  by  His  Holy  Spirit,  so  that  our  feeble  endeavours  may  result 
in  the  salvation  of  some  souls.  I  have  already  informed  you,  that 
discontent  arose  among  the  lepers,  because  there  appeared  to  be  no 
prospect  of  the  remo^  of  the  Institution  to  the  mainland.  The 
result  of  this  was,  that  several  of  them,  with  the  permission  of  our 
worthy  doctor,  left  the  island,  although  I  used  my  utmost  endeavours 
to  dissuade  them  from  acting  so  foolishly  Some  months  after,  three 
of  them  returned  in  a  very  miserable  state.  They  acknowledged,  that 
during  the  whole  time  of  their  absence,  they  had  had  no  shelter  but 
the  canopy  of  heaven,  and  no  means  of  subsistence  but  the  scanty 
alms  of  passers  by.  They  now  greatly  regret  not  having  followed  my 
advice.  It  would  seem,  that  their  sufferings  had  had  a  good  effect  on 
the  others,  as  none  of  them  now  talk  of  going  away.  They  also  show 
a  greater  hunger  and  thirst  for  the  means  of  grace.  I  suppose  you 
know,  that  we  use,  in  the  English  services,  the  English  hymn-bool^  of 
the  former  edition.  I  am  sorry  to  say,  that  we  have  not  nearly  copies 
enough  for  our  use.  Hence  many  cannot  get  a  book,  and  these 
sufferers  are  usually  the  lame  patients, — the  others  out-running  them, 
in  order  to  secure  books.  As  this  edition  is  now  out  of  use  in  Eagland, 
we  should  feel  very  thankfxQ,  if  some  old  copies  could  be  sent  to  us; 
they  would  be  mudi  valued  here.  We  live  in  Christian  union  with 
Dr.  Minto,  and  his  family, — frequently  spending  the  evening  with 
them,  and  taking  part  in  their  &mily  devotiona  Dr.  Minto  has  already 
done  much  good  to  the  patients,  and  is  a  kind  fellow-laboiirer,  with 
us,  in  spiritual  things.  His  eldest  daughter  makes  herself  very 
useful  in  the  Female -hospital,  reading  tracts  to  the  patients,  and 
speaking  to  them  respecting  the  salvation  of  their  souls.  I  am  thankful 
to  say,  that  her  labours  are  not  without  fruit*'

"  Dkab  Bbotheb,  Mambe,  Nov.  eth,  1856. 

**  AT  this  time,  everything  is  quiet  here,  as  the  harvest  has  commenced 
and  nearly  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  village  are  engaged  in  it,  leaving 
scarcely  any  one  here.  Hence  there  is  a  possibility  of  attending 
to  dedc-work,  without  the  continual  interruptions  which  often 
cause  the  pen  to  be  laid  aside  as  soon  as  it  is  taken  up.  In  the  course 
of  this  year,  the  Lord  has  seen  fit  to  try  our  Mission-family  with  sick* 
ness  j  my  wife  suffered  from  influenza,  followed  by  rheumatic  fever ; 
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and  Sr.  Christensen  has  likewise  been  very  ilL  By  the  blessing  of  the 
Lord  on  the  kind  exertions  of  our  neighbour,  Mr.  Duckett,  both  are 
much  recovered,  although  they  have  by  no  means  regained  their  usual 
strength.  The  time  of  sickness  was  a  season  of  great  triaL  But  He 
who  bore  TTis  cross  for  us,  graciously  helped  us  to  bear  that  which  fell 
to  our  lot,  for  which  our  warmest  thanks  are  due  to  Him.  I  presume 
Br.  Kolbing  has  informed  you,  that  the  difficulties  regarding  the  pur- 
chase of  QiSedverwacht  are  removed.  The  people  residing  there  are 
overjoyed  to  see  the  way  open  to  such  arrangements  as  they  and  we 
have  long  desired.  It  is  not  possible  to  attend  to  the  spiritual  re- 
quirements of  nearly  300  persons,  by  visits  from  this  station.  The 
distanoe  is  such,  that  a  visit  generally  requires  about  ten  days.  Kot 
only  so,  but  the  journey  is  not  always  practicable,  in  winter,  because 
of  the  Berg  River,  wldch  often  becomes  much  swollen,  and  in  sum- 
mer, because  on  the  whole  way  through  the  Zwartland,  not  a  drop  of 
water  is  to  be  got  for  the  cattle. 

"  Joseph  Hardenberg,  the  teacher,  continues  to  labour  with 
blessing  among  adults  and  children;  but  the  people  are  still  desirous 
to  be  under  the  charge  of  a  resident  Missionary.  Br.  and  Sr.  Jan- 
nasoh  were  there,  in  the  beginning  of  October,  to  attend  to  the  public 
servioesi  the  individual  speaking,  and  the  examination  of  the  school 
During  this  visit,  six  adults  and  one  infant  were  baptized,  and  six 
couples  were  married.  The  meetings  were  numerously  attended,  not 
only  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  Kloof,  but  also  by  persons  from  the 
neighbouring  farms.  The  ^desire  for  the  Word  of  life  is  really  very 
great  in  that  neighbourhood.  No  one  has  cared  for  these  poor  people. 
The  nearest  Missionary  Station  is  two  days*  journey  distant.  I  feel 
assured,  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  do  much  good,  during  the  ten 
years  of  our  imperfect  ministrations  at  Goedverwacht,  and  there  is 
every  prospect  of  still  more,  imder  more  favourable  circumstances. 

"  As  regards  our  congregation  at  Mamre,  we  could  wish  to 
see  more  spiritual  life  manifested.  There  is  not  much  hunger  and 
thirst  for  the  precious  Word  of  God ;  otherwise,  the  means  of  grace 
would  be  better  attended,  and  we  should  oftener  hear  the  inquiry, 
*  What  must  I  do  to  be  saved?'  Many  are  indiflferent  to  the  welfare 
of  their  souls,  and  things  often  occur  which  are  a  disgrace  to  a  con- 
gregation of  Jesu&  The  children  are  not  kept  at  school  as  they 
ought  to  be.  This  is  not  so  much  the  fault  of  the  children  as  of  the 
parents,  many  of  whom  do  not  recognise  the  advantages  of  education, 
but,  for  the  sake  of  gain,  put  the  children  to  work.  The  Schools 
were  publicly  examined  towards  the  end  of  October,  when  we  had  an 
opportunity  of  observing,  what  encouraging  progress  had  been  made 
'  by  those  who  had  attended  regularly  throughout  the  year.  At  pre- 
sent, only  the  Infant-School  is  open;  the  elder  children  being  engaged 
in  harvest  work. 

"  We  trust  there  may  be  an  abundant  harvest,  as  prices  are 
exceedingly  high,  wheat  costing  21.  Ss,  the  muid.  Graip  has  not  been 
BO  dear  since  I  have  be«;n  in  Africa  as  at  present.  May  the  Lord,  in 
mercy,  preserve  us  from  an  outbreak  of  war,  as  that  would  add  much 
to  all  our  troubles." 
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Extracts  Jrom  Me  Diary  of  Shiloh. 
From  Janvxji/ry  to  June,  1856. 

Jan,  \8t, — The  two  public  services,  held  respectively  in  Dutch 
and  Kaffir,  were  well  attended.  On  such  festival  occasions  as  Christ- 
mas and  New  Tear,  we  are  able  to  trace  the  advance  of  civilisation 
among  the  inhabitants  of  this  place,  by  the  fact,  that,  at  these  periods, 
there  are  always  some  who  appear,  for  the  first  time,  decently  clothed, 
having  previously  worn  the  sheep-skin  kaross,  or,  at  best,  a  blanket 
In  the  afternoon,  the  greater  part  of  the  congregation  came,  in  com- 
•  panics  or  individually,  to  express  their  good  wishes  for  us,  for  the 
new  year. 

March  \2th — \5th. — Br.  and  Sr.  Gysin  attended  to  the  general 
speaking  (conversation  with  individuals,  according  to  their  classes). 
As  is  usually  the  case,  the  impressions  produced  in  the  minds  of  the 
Missionaries  were  of  a  mingled  character.  Still,  it  may  be  stated, 
that  the  number  of  those  diminishes  who  coldly  answer,  "I  feel 
nothing,  I  am  too  stupid;  I  hear  what  is  said  in  the  church,  but  when 
I  come  out,  I  forget  it  all,"  <fec.  In  the  case  of  three  females,  it  was 
striking  to  observe,  what  a  work  the  Lord  had  perfoimed  in  their 
hearts.  Not  only  has  He,  especially  in  the  case  of  one,  overcome  their 
obduracy,  but,  while  convincing  them  of  sin,  has  likewise  given  them 
to  taste  His  pardoning  grace.  It  is  remarkable,  and  yet  quite  agree- 
able to  the  national  character,  that  conversions  among  individuals  of 
the  Kaffir  nation  are  more  perceptible,  rapid,  and  decided,  than  is  the 
case  with  the  Hottentots,  who  sometimes  too  easily  adopt  and  use 
scriptural  phrases.  After  this  ''speaking,"  54  persons  were  appointed 
for  advancement  in  church-privileges. 

March  \6ih, — ^We  entered  on  the  Passion- Week  with  the  prayer, 
that  the  power  of  our  Saviour's  love  might  be  manifested  in  many 
souls  among  us.  The  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  this  solemn 
season  was  much  better  than  usual.  During  the  period  when  the 
Kaffir  com  is  approaching  maturity,  old  and  young  are  employed  in 
the-  fields,  to  protect  it  from  the  birds,  so  that  our  village,  usually  so 
lively,  wears,  at  this  season,  quite  a  deserted  appearance.  On  this 
occasion,  however,  the  people,  partly  on  account  of  the  unusual 
number  of  birds,  and  partly  in  consequence  of  our  frequent  exhbrta- 
tions,  reaped  their  grain  before  it  was  fiilly  ripe,  and  were  thus  able 
to  attend  the  church  without  hindrance.  The  performance  of  some 
Tocal  mu$ic  by  the  choir,  includiifg,  for  the  first  time,  some  in  the 
Kaffir  language,  tended  materially  to  enliven  the  services.  Portions 
of  the  history  of  each  day,  as  given  in  the  Harmony  of  the  Pour 
€k)spels,  were  read  in  the  same  language,  from  a  compilation  recently 
made  by  the  teacher,  John  Nakin.  We  were  thankful,  that,  this 
year,  no  heathenish  abominations  occurred  to  disturb  l^e  solemn 
season. 

April  6rt. — A  Fingoo,  from  Oxkraal  river,  came  with  a  horse- 
load  of  com,  which  he  was  desirous  to  exchange  for  a  Kaffir  New 
Testament.  He  was  deeply  grieved,  at  finding  that  our  stock  was 
exhausted.

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M<vy  19^ — ^We  regretted  to  find  some  traces  of  attachment  to 
heathenish  customs  which  we  had  hoped  were  quite  abandoned.  The 
discovery  of  a  red  stone  in  a  house,  on  a  casual  visit,  led  to  further 
inquiries,  which  resulted  in  the  finding  of  others  which  had  evidently 
just  been  used.  When  remonstrated  with,  in  regard  to  this  painting 
of  their  skins,  which  is  contrary  to  our  rules  for  residents  here,  the 
parties  concerned  promised  to  leave  off  the  practice. 

Much  more  distressing  was  the  following  instance  of  relapse 
into  heatheniBm  which  occurred  about  this  time:  A  Oaika  Kafiir, 
who  had  remained  fiedthful  to  the  Government  in  the  last  war,  had 
been  appointed  to  service  at  a  frontier  police-station,  some  distance 
firom  Shiloh.  Here  he  had  no  opportunity  for  hearing  €U)d*s  word, 
and  became  alienated  from  hi9  family,  the  church,  and  his  Saviour. 
Having  obtained  leave  of  absence,  he,  with  the  connivance  and  assist- 
ance of  his  mother,  formerly  a  sorceress,  made  arrangements  to  take 
another  wife,  quite  accordii]^  to  the  Kaffir  custom,  with  sending  of 
messages,  promises  of  good  payment,  &c.  He  also  expressed  his 
intention  to  divorce  his  present  wife,  who  is  oue  that  seeks  the  Lord. 
The  afiair,  however,  came  to  our  ears,  having  been  made  known  by  the 
mother  of  the  girl  he  wished  to  take,  who  is  still  a  mere  child.  At 
first,  he  denied  the  whole;  but  the  testimony  of  his  conscience  was  so 
powerful,  that  the  pride  characterizing  his  nation,  and  existing  in  an 
uncommon  degree  in  him,  gave  way,  and,  with  it,  the  equally  charac- 
teristic tissue  of  fiJsehood,  which  he  had  prepared  with  much  skill  and 
cunning  for  his  defence.  Not  only  did  he  recall  his  denial,  but  came 
again  &e  next  day  confessing  himself  a  sinner,  with  many  teara 
But  his  old  mother,  who  had  been  more  guilty  than  he,  was  more 
obdurate.  We  trust,  however,  that  the  Holy  Spirit  will  continue 
to  exercise  His  rebuking  and  chastening  influences  on  her  heart,  until 
she  too  seeks  and  obtains  pardon  at  the  feet  of  her  Saviour. 

JwM  2nd, — ^The  Bev.  Mr.  Kropf  writes  to  us  respecting  the 
rumours  of  war  among  the  Gkdkas,  th^  five  false  prophets  have  arisen, 
who  say,  that  all  Christians  will  become  heathen  again,  and  that  God 
is  angiy  at  the  English,  because  they  are  the  people  who  crucified 
His  Son.  And  lastly,  that  if  the  Kaffirs  will  erect  large  kraals,  they 
will  on  a  certain  morning  be  full  of  cattle. 

Jtme  6th, — ^We  held  the  examination  of  the  Kaffir  schools,  the 
average  attendance  at  which  is  about  seventy.  It  was  pleasant  to  see 
the  children  crowding  in,  with  beaming  countenances,  as  to  some  joy- 
ful festival  Not  less  so,  was  their  evident  anxiety  to  appear  neatly 
dressed,  or,  at  all  events,  clean.  The  girls,  almost  without  exception, 
wore  clothes  which  were  either  new,  or  at  least  well  washed;  and 
most  of  those  boys  who  had  not  trowsers  wore  a  clean  shirt  or  firock. 
There  were  but  few  who  were  covered  with  blankets,  and  still  fewer 
withsheep  skins.  We  were  glad  to  perceive,  that  the  diligence  and  faith- 
fulness of  the  teacher,  John  Nakin,  during  the  past  year,  were  not 
without  success,  the  results  of  the  examination  being  very  cheering. 
By  recent  translations  of  useful  books  into  the  Kaffir  language,  a  new  . 
incitement  has  been  given  to  the  desire  to  learn  to  read.  Not  a  few 
children  obtain  work,  that  they  may  purchase  books  with  their  wages. 
These  they  carry  in  their  pockets,  as  ^eir  chief  treasures,  taking  them 
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out  to  read,  whenever  opportimitj  offers.  The  superiority  of  the 
Kaffirs  to  the  Hottentots,  in  arithmetical  calculations,  arises  from  the 
fact,  that  the  language  of  the  former  contains  ideas  and  denominations 
of  numbers,  which  were  originally  quite  wanting  to  the  latter  people. 
The  ordinal  numeral  adjectives  are  so  simple  as  to  require  no  analysis, 
though  rather  difficult  to  remember,  on  account  of  their  length.  For 
example,  eighty-one  is  with  them,  ^'amMhumiaaiboocoanesinyef*  that  is, 
Tens  which  are  eight,  which  have  one.  727  would  be,  ^*ama  hulu  cuixenxe 
anamashumi  cuimbim  om^sixenae^  that  is.  Hundreds  which  are  seven, 
which  have  tens  which  are  two,  which  have  seven.  In  singing,  the 
Kaffir  children  have  not  the  benefit  of  the  same  good  example  at  home, 
as  those  of  the  Hottentots.  But  as  the  children  improve  in  singing, 
their  liking  for  it  increases,  and,  not  unfrequently,  a  group  of  little  ones 
may  be  heard  singing  a  verse  they  have  learned  at  school.  They  take 
much  interest  in  geography,  and  are  tolerably  weU-acquainted  with  the 
elements  of  it,  although  we  are  in  sad  want  of  maps.  Many  write  very 
legibly,  and  there  would  be  more  improvement  in  this  respect,  if  we 
did  not  labour  under  the  serious  disadvantage,  of  having  to  keep  school 
in  the  church,  and  to  use  the  benches,  not  as  seats,  but  as  writing- 
desks.  The  most  interesting  and  encouraging  subject  of  examination 
was  Scripture-history  and  doctrine.  In  answering  questions  pro- 
pounded by  their  teacher,  or  by  themselves  to  each  other,  the  children 
showed  extraordinary  liveliness  and  quickness.  We  r^ret  to  say,  that 
there  are  stiU  some  parents  who  neglect  the  advantages  afforded  by 
the  school,  and  whose  children  consequently,  being  employed  in  cattle- 
tending  and  the  like,  grow  up  in  ignorance.  But  we  have  reason  to 
thank  the  Lord,  that  the  children  love  the  school  It  is  no  longer 
needful,  as  it  once  was,  to  drive  them  together;  but  as  soon  as  the  bell 
rings,  they  come  willingly. 

Jwne  IZth. — ^To  day  took  place  the  examination  of  the  Hottentot 
school,  in  which  we  have  had  a  daily  attendance  of  about  eighty.  It 
cannot  be  denied,  that  the  Hottentot  parents  show  a  more  correct  ap- 
preciation of  the  value  of  the  school  than  the  Kaffirs.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  interest  of  the  children  is  less.  As,  with  the  Kaffirs,  the 
tending  of  the  large  herds  of  cattle  is  a  hindrance  to  regular  attend- 
ance  at  school,  so,  in  the  case  of  the  Hottentots,  is  the  woiking  at  a 
distance.  In  this  examination,  we  again  perceived  that  Scripture- 
history  has  not  been  learned  in  a  heartless  and  mechanical  manner,  but 
that  the  teacher  has  been  successful  in  pointing  out  references  from 
the  Old  Testament  to  the  New,  which,  in  the  former,  are  prophetical 
or  typical,  and,  in  the  latter,  are  shown  to  be  fulfilled  in  Christ  The 
examination  of  the  children  by  each  other  was  very  interesting.  The 
singing  of  the  Hottentot  children  is  really  good.  They  are  by  no 
means  wanting  in  correctness  of  ear.  The  most  advanced  readers  in 
both  schools  are  taught  to  read  English  twice  a  week.  Arithmetic 
is  certainly  the  weak  point  in  this  school,  a  circumstance  which  doubt- 
less arises  from  the  natural  indolence  of  the  Hottentot  race.  It  is  no 
wonder,  that  they  are  so  liable  to  be  cheated.  We  would  take  this 
(^portunity  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  kind  donors  of  tracts  and 
Scripture  pictures,  which  we  presented  to  the  children  after  these  ex- 
aminations. 
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JwM  \kik, — ^In  addition  to  two  boys,  who  have  for  some  time 
been  instructed  in  the  carpenter*s  and  wheelwright's  trades,  a  third, 
one  of  our  best  scholars,  and  a  brother  of  our  teacher,  was  to-day  taken 
under  instruction  as  a  smith.  One  of  these  lads  is  a  Fingoo,  another 
a  Tambookie,  and  the  third  a  Sootoo.  It  may  be  said  of  all  three,  that 
they  show  much  diligence  and  docility.  As  their  bodily  powers  are 
more  developed  than  i9  the  case  with  apprentices  of  the  same  age  in 
Europe,  they  are  able  to  do  work  which  would  not  be  expected  of  the 
latter. 

JwM  28^. — ^This  year  we  are  again  reminded  how  little  eoo- 
nomy  the  great  majority  of  our  Hottentots  have  learned  to  exercise. 
By  the  blessing  of  God,  they  had  a  most  abundant  harvest  of  wheats 
Indian  com,  &c.,  yet  they  now  have  none  for  seed.  They  took  all 
they  had  to  Whittlesea,  where  they  exchanged  it  for  sugar,  tea,  and 
coffee,  or  for  fine  clothes,  according  as  they  were  influenced  by  love  of 
good  living  or  by  vanity,  and  now  they  come  to  us  to  borrow  seed- 
corn.  So  it  is  always  with  them.  When  they  have  plenty,  they  know 
no  boimds,  but  eat  and  drink  all  day  long.  When  all  is  consumed, 
they  go  and  work  for  more.  It  is  hard  to  say,  whether  this  oharao- 
teristic  of  the  Hottentots,  or  the  frugality  of  the  Fingoos,  border- 
ing, as  it  often  does,  on  avarice,  coupled  with  an  engrossing  attach- 
ment to  their  cattle,  places  the  greater  obstacle  in  the  way  of  true 
Christianity. 

Commending  ourselves  and  those  committed  to  our  charge  to 
your  kind  and  faithful  intercessions,  we  remain,  your  affectionate 
Brethren  and  Sisters,  S.  Gysin,  W.  Th.

Extracts  from  the  Diovry  of  Clareson, 

From  Janvary  to  JwnSy  1856. 

Jan,  21th, — ^We  were  thankful  to  perceive,  that  the  Spirit  of 
Qod  has  been  pleased  powerfully  to  exert  His  gracious  influences  on 
the  heart  of  a  child,  rendering  her  anxious  regarding  the  wel&re  of 
her  immortal  souL  This  child,  a  girl  about  tMrteen  years  old,  came 
to  us  one  morning,  accompanied  by  her  mother,  and  told  us,  with  many 
tears,  that  she  knew  she  had  grieved  the  Lord  by  her  many  sins,  and 
could  find  no  rest  for  her  souL  She  also  stated,  that  Satan  assaulted 
her  violently,  and  that  she  was  no  longer  able  to  pray.  Perceiving; 
as  we  believed,  somewhat  of  the  blessed  operations  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
we  directed  her  to  the  children's  best  Friend,  who  shed  His  blood  for. 
their  sins,  to  redeem  their  souls  and  make  them  happy  for  ever,  and 
who  now  desired  to  take  her  heart  as  His  property.  After  a 
lengthened  conversation,  she  left  us,  much  comforted,  and  appears, 
since,  to  be  walking  in  a  pleasing  course.  We  thank  our  Saviour  for 
His  unwearied  fsdthfulness  and  the  nurture  of  His  Spirit,  manifested 
in  this  case.  O  that  He  would  thus  affect  the  hearts  of  all  the 
children,  that  they  might' be  truly  His  lambs,  and  abide  His  property 
for  ever  1 
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In  the  concluding  days  of  this  month,  took  place  the  ii^vidaal 
*'  speaking*'  with  the  communicant  members  of  our  congregation.  On 
the  whole,  we  had  reason  to  be  gratified  with  the  spiritual  condition 
of  this  portion  of  the  flock,  the  declarations  of  many  being  expressive 
of  the  desire  to  live  for  Him  who  died  for  them.  One  brother  spoke 
as  follows  :  "  As,  in  dry  weather,  the  grass  must  have  water,  or  else  it 
entirely  withers,  so  our  hearts  must  be  refreshed  by  the  Holy  Spirit, 
for  they,  too,  are  prone  to  become  dry  and  lifeless.  Hence  our 
£uthfiil  Husbandman  gives  us  heavenly  nourishment,  to  maintain  life 
in  our  sotds." 

Feb,  27th. — The  teacher,  John  Zwelibanzi,  went  to  Snysklip,  to 
commence  a  school  for  the  children  of  the  Fingoo  inhabitants  of  that 
place.  The  lat^r  had  expressed  a  strong  desire  to  have  a  school- 
master residing  among  them,  and  had  even  hoped  to  erect  a  large 
school-house.  Finding  this  beyond  their  means,  they  have  constructed 
a  large,  round  Fingoo  hut,  in  which  the  teacher  may  both  live  and 
keep  school ;  beside  it  is  a  smaller  hut,  which  serves  as  a  kitchen. 
We  would  gladly  have  assisted  them  to  erect  a  suitable  school-house, 
but  cannot  do  so,  until  the  possession  of  the  land  at  Snysklip  is  in 
some  way  secured  to  the  Fingoos.  Ajs  soon  as  John  had  arrived  at 
his  new  post  and  become  somewhat  settled,  we  rode  over  to  Snysklip, 
in  order  to  open  the  schooL  We  found  a  nimiber  of  adults  and 
children  assembled,  whom,  after  the  singing  of  some  verses,  we 
addressed.  We  sought  to  impress  upon  the  parents,  how  thankful 
they  ought  to  be,  for  the  privilege  of  Christian  instruction  for  their 
children,  and  that  they  should  be  careful  not  to  detain  them  &om 
attendance  at  school,  for  the  sake  of  other  employments.  It  was  also 
stated,  that  the  teacher  would  keep  a  religious  service  every  Wednesday 
evening,  and  would  be  willing  to  teach  the  older  children  and  adults 
to  read.  We  then  commended  this  school,  in  earnest  prayer,  to  our 
Saviour,  imploring  Him  to  give  His  blessing  to  the  instruction  im- 
parted there.  The  number  of  children  of  an  age  to  attend  school  is 
about  forty,  but,  from  various  causes,  only  twenty-nine  were  present 
on  this  occasion. 

March  23rd, — Easter  Sunday.  We  joyfully  saluted  our  risen 
Saviour,  and  thanked  Him  for  His  whole  atoning  work.  Being  pre- 
vented by  the  inclement  weather  from  proceeding  to  the  burying- 
ground,  we  prayed  the  Easter-morning  Litany  in  the  church.  The 
service  was  so  crowded  that  many  had  to  stand  outside.  Towards 
evening,  we  heard  that  a  child  had  been  bitten  by  a  serpent.  The 
child  had  been,  veiy  improperly,  sent  by  its  parents  on  an  errand,  on 
which  another  child  accompanied  it.  After  some  time,  the  first 
returned,  with  the  information  that  the  other  had  been  bitten  by  a 
serpent,  and  was  not  able  to  walk  any  longer.  The  f&their  and  brother 
of  the  missing  child  went  immediately  in  search,  and  foimd  him  sitting 
in  the  road,  at  some  distance  from  our  place.  Some  persons  near  had 
dressed  the  wound  and  given  the  child  some  medicinal  herbs,  which 
had  had  a  beneficial  effect  The  boy,  therefore,  refused  to  be  carried, 
and  walked  briskly  home.  We  then  made  use  of  all  means  in  our 
power,  but  the  little  sufferer  grew  rapidly  worse,  and  died  about  two 
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hours  after  his  arrival.  This  event  made  a  deep  impressioii  on  onr 
oongregatioD .     We  hope  it  will  serve  as  a  warning  to  parents. 

April  1st, — We  gathered  in  our  pumpkins,  ot  which,  by  the 
Lord's  bleflsing,  we  hf^  a  good  crop,  Uiere  being  more  than  1700, 
mostly  very  large. 

About  this  time,  another  child  was  bitten  by  a  serpent,  but, 
through  the  Lord's  mercy,  recovered.  On  the  *whole,  the  present 
season  is  distinguished  by  the  abundance  of  serpent^  not  less  than  six 
of  these  animals  having  been  killed  close  to  our  haase.

WB8T  INDIES. 

A  PERUSAL  of  the  following  intelligence,  from  this  interesting  and 
important  portion  of  the  Mission-field,  will,  doubtless,  convey  to  our 
readers  the  impression,  which,  we  feel  assured,  is  a  correct  one,  that 
the  congregations,  which  have  been  formed,  as  the  result  of  labours 
extending  through  a  period  of  a  century  and  a  quarter,  are  in  a  state 
of  evident  transition.  Though  heathenism,  strictly  speaking,  no 
longer  rears  its  head  so  boldly  as  is  the  case  in  other  regions,  where 
the  heralds  of  the  cross  are  engaged  in  their  Master^s  work,  and 
though  the  congregations,  and,  especially,  the  younger  portion  of  them, 
are  evidently  rapidly  advancing  in  intelligence;  yet,  on  the  other  hand, 
it  is  clear,  that  the  moral  and  social  condition  of  the  great  bulk  of  the 
population,  debased  by  the  long  prevalence  and  still  remaining  in- 
fluences of  slavery,  is  such,  as  to  require  the  use  of  much  really  fiM#- 
sianary  exerticm,  and  that  the  increasing  intelligence  and  information 
of  those  connected  with  the  congregations,  are  not  always  accompanied 
by  an  increase  of  spiritual  life.  In  many  cases,  the  simple  faith,  the 
fervent  zeal,  and  the  self-forgetting  liberality,  which  in  former  yean 
manifested  the  power  of  the  grace  of  €k>d,  and  cheered  the  hearts  of 
His  servants  amid  their  toils,  are  bo  longer  to  be  met  with,  in  the 
same  degree.  And  it  would  seem,  as  if,  in  some  instances  at  leasts  the 
influences  of  the  Spirit  were  no  longer  vouchsafed  in  such  overflowing 
measure  as  m  years  gone  by.  All  these  circumstances  would  appear 
to  demand,  that  we  should  maintain  an  interest  in  the  work,  that  we 
should  assist  those  engaged  in  it,  in  those  eflbrts  which  the  case  re- 
quires, and  that  we  should  be  fitithful  in  intercession  with  Him,  who 
giveth  the  increase,  for  a  new  and  abundant  outpouring  of  His  Holy 
Spirit  The  accounts  from  Jamaica,  St.  Errrs,  Barbadobs,  and  the 
Danish  Islands  are  deeply  interesting,  as  manifesting  the  importance 
attached  by  our  Brethren  to  the  work  of  education,  the  energy  with 
which  they  engage  in  it,  the  need  of  such  eflbrts,  and,  to  some  extent,  the 
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saooess  attending  their  exertions.  Not  less  interesting  and  instructiye 
are  the  representations  of  the  varions  phases  of  missionary  labour  and 
experienoe  contained  in  the  letters  of  the  Bm.  Buchner  and  Hennig, 
in  Jamaica,  and  Br.  Ellis,  in  AimouA,  as  well  as  in  the  extracts  from 
the  Diary  of  Montgomery  in  Tobaqo,  and  in  the  affecting  details  com- 
municated by  Br.  Bentien  in  St.  Jan.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to 
state,  that  the  ravages  of  cholera  have,  through  the  Lord's  mercy, 
ceased  in  the  latter  island. 


JAMAICA. 
From  Br.  J.  H.  Buobnbb. 

**I>BAB  Bbotheb,  Fairfield,  Aug.  5,  1856. 

"  THE  annual  public  examination  of  our  Training-school  took  place  on 
the  23rd  of  July.  The  large  attendance  of  persons,  of  all  complexions 
and  classes,  showed  that  the  interest  in  the  work  of  education  is  not  de- 
creasing. The  progress  which  had  been  made  by  the  pupils,  during 
the  previous  twelve  months,  was  such  as  to  surprise  every  one,  and 
bore  testimony  to  the  unremitting  zeal  of  the  teachers.  Although 
the  examination  occupied  nearly  seven  hours,  yet  the  interest  was 
maintained  to  the  last.  Many  pencil  drawings  and  maps,  which  had 
been  executed  by  the  scholars,  were  shown.  I  hope  to  be  able  to 
transmit  some  of  them  to  you ;  and  I  am  confident,  that,  though  I 
have  repeatedly  spoken  highly  of  the  abilities  of  these  young  people, 
these  specimens  will  fully  answer  yoor  expectations.  The  questions 
put  to  the  different  claases  in  the  course  of  the  examination  were,  in 
all  cases,  answered  with  astonishing  promptitude.  In  some  instances, 
the  scholars  were  left  to  examine  one  another,  a  mode  of  proceeding 
which  forms  a  very  good  test  of  their  acquirements,  as  each  endeavours 
to  siupass,  as  well  as  to  put  difficult  questions  to  the  others.  This 
was  particularly  the  case  with  mathematical  and  aritlimetioal  calcula- 
tions. These  were  performed,  mentally,  with  such  quickness  and  cer- 
tainty, that  intelligent  persons  present  were  heard  to  say,  that  they 
could  not  have  obtained  the  correct  results  so  rapidly,  pendl  in  hand. 
Their  acquaintance  with  the  dates,  localities,  &o,,  of  historical  events 
is  very  considerable.  Very  retentive  memories,  lively  intellects,  and 
unremitting,  diligent  study  enabled  them  to  acquit  themselves  as 
they  did.  The  studies  pursued  in  the  School,  during  the  last  year, 
are,  Grammar,  Geography,  Universal  and  Ecclesiastical  History,  C^eo- 
metry.  Arithmetic,  Zoology,  Natural  Philosophy,  and,  above  all,  Bible 
knowledge,  historical  and  doctrinal.  In  all  these  branches,  the  pupils 
acquitted  themselves  weU.  When  I  say  this,  I  refer,  of  course,  to  the 
senior  class;  the  others  are  but  beginners,  and  not  so  much  can  be  ex- 
pected of  them.  Their  performances  in  music  and  singing  were  good. 
Beveral  have  learned  to  play  our  church  tunes^  so  that  they  may  be 
qualified  to  act  as  organists.  While  reporting  progress  in  knowledge, 
we  can,  with  equal  truth,  give  our  scholars  a  good  testimony  as  to 
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tkeir  oondaet  They  are  willing  and  obedient,  conforming  to  the 
mlfii  of  the  school  with  inoreanng  intelligence.  Good  loinoiples 
have  been  established  in  their  hea^  and,  in  moet  cases,  deep  re- 
ligious feelings  are  the  motives  to  good  conduct,  and  not  merely 
form  or  habit.  These  pleasing  results  must,  under  the  blessing  <^ 
the  Lord,  be  ascribed  to  the  earnestness  and  diligence  with  which 
the  work  kaa  been  proaaouted.  Our  teachers  have  indeed  piven  them- 
selves  to  the  woirk^  I  should  have  mentioned,  that,  during  the  past 
jear,  the  same  routine  of  study  has  been  followed  as  before,  and  thai 
the  scholars  have  been  employed  in  manual  labour  as  usual  All  seem 
much  attached  to  the  school,  and  a  good  and  cheerful  spirit  prevails 
among  them.  I  think  I  have  alr^suly  mentioned  to  you,  that  the 
school  had  been  honoured  with  a  visit  from  His  Excellency  iJie  Qever- 
nor,  and  Lady  Barkly,  on  which  oocasion,  the  scholars  presented  an 
address.     Both  expressed  theoMelves  much  gratified." 

''December  19th,  1856. 

''  If  you  could  succeed  in  getting  some  assistance  towards  Br.  Ken- 
kewita^s  efforts  for  the  rescue  of  destitute  and  vagabond  children,  I  am 
certain  the  boon  would  be  well  bestowed.  Since  I  last  wrote  to  you, 
we  have  continued  aa  usuaL  I  am  glad  to  say,  that  all  the  Missionary 
Brethren  and  Sisters  are  enjoying  good  health.  Br.  Heath  was 
reoently  indisposed,  but  writes  that  he  is  recovering.  At  New- 
Oarmel,  Br.  EL  Beinke  is  making  an  eSbrt,  to.  raise  means  for  the 
enlargement  cf  the  churcL  He  has,  thus  &r,  succeeded  sur- 
prisingly welL  Br.  Kiergaard  is  still  at  New-Hope,  where  I  trust 
he  wiU  remain,  until  arrangements  may  be  made'  for  the  permanent 
BoipTpij  of  the  station.  The  vacaUon  of  the  Training-School  began  yes- 
terday, and  all  the  soholars  have  left  for  a  fortnight.  Dunng  this 
week,  we  have  had  the  usual  individual  'speaking/ previous  to  the  com- 
munion. Surely  the  Lord  has  a  seed  to  serve  Him  in  this  congrega- 
tion. Of  this,  I  always  become  anew  convinced,  when  1  hear  the 
simple  and  sincere  confessions,  and  the  earnest  inquiries,  of  many. 
Though  I  may  say  that  all  the  inhabitants  of  Faii^eld  are  well,  I 
ought  to  add,  with  the  exertion  of  colds.  We  feel  it  very  cold  in 
the  night  and  early  in  the  morning,  at  this  season.  The  thermometer 
is  now  62*  in  the  mornings,  but  it  sometimes  is  as  low  as  50^."

<'Dbab  Bbothbb,  Fairfield,  Janury  8<A,  1857. 

''YOU  will  participate  in  our  feelings  of  gratitude,  when  I  tell  you, 
that  my  dear  wife  and  myself  have,  through  our  Saviour*s  grace, 
hitherto  enjoyed  good  health  and  strength,  and  have  become  daily 
more  acquainted  with  and  interested  in  the  work  which  the  Lord  has 
entrusted  to  the  Brethren's  Ohurch  in  this  L^and,  and  upon  which 
He  bestows  so  many  blessings.    I  have  good  practice  in  extempore 
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speakings  hy  keeping  the  meetings  at  the  oot^ilatioiiB.  Theiemeetingi 
are  held  during  the  fiye  weeks,  from  one  commnnion  Bondaj  to  the 
heginning  of  the  'q>eaking'  for  the  next  communion.  We  have  seveA 
different  jdaoes  for  holdi^  suoh  meetings.  The  place  of  assembly  is 
either  the  house  of  the  Helper  of  the  district,  or  a  school-hoose.  We 
go  onty  for  this  purpose,  about  twice  a  week,  during  the  fLve  wedcs 
above  mentioned.  On  the  previous  Sunday,  we  always  give  notice  when 
and  where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held.  The  people  therefore  geaendlj 
assemUe  b^ore  the  Missionary  arrives.  The  meeting  be^^  with 
the  singing  of  a  hymn,  during  which,  some  of  the  peof^  continue 
dropping  in.  After  the  singing,  we  usaally  ask,  if  any  one  has  a  pas* 
sage  or  chapter  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  which  he  wishes  to  have  ex^ 
plained.  They  like  it,  when  the  minister  allows  them  to  choose  a 
chapter,  which  they  do  in  most  cases.  In  conclusion,  a  hymn  is  sung, 
and  a  prayer  offerod  up.  If  the  meeting  is  in  a  school4iouse,  the 
children  are  afterwards  examined.  In  some  places,  the  Missionary  ia 
invited  to  take  abreakfast  after  the  meeting.  This  consists  of  a  roast 
fowl  with  yam,  to  which  a  cup  of  oo&e  is  sometimes  added.  The 
cookery,  as  well  as  the  cleanliness  of  knife,  fork,  and  table-cloth,  would 
do  credit  to  the  housekeeping  of  a  respectable  European  villager. 
Some  of  our  people  have  whitewashed  houses,  really  very  neat  and 
dean ;  and,  in  most  cases,  neatness  and  cleanliness  are  a  sign,  that 
there  is  a  taste  and  desire  for  moral  and  spiritual  improvement.  At 
the  present  time,  we  are  experienoing  winter,  that  is,  the  days  of  our 
continual  West  Indian  spring  are  a  little  shorter  than  in  the  middle 
of  the  year.  The  day  before  Christmas  was  the  oddest  we  have  had 
since  our  arrival,  being  dull  and  doudy.  But  we  oelebrated  Ohrist- 
mas-day  under  a  burning  sun.  At  tiiis  season,  the  people  are  tempted 
to  join  in  worldly  amusements.  Among  these  the  play  of  the  ^  John* 
canoe'  is  one  of  the  chief.  A  man  is  gtoly  dressed  in  red  flannel,  cart* 
lying  on  his  head  a  little  wooden  house,  and  holds  a  conch^ehell,  whieh 
he  <^n  blows.  Thus  arrayed,  he  peilbrms  a  duice,  in  the  centre  of 
a  oirde  of  people  also  dancing.  At  the  same  time,  a  drum  is  beaten. 
Tlus  wild  hea^emsh  amusement  is  evidently  derived  from  the  custom 
of  the  heathen,  to  carry  about  their  idols  at  certain  seasons.  I^Kun 
eariy  morning  till  a  late  hour  in  the  evening,  we  have  heard  the  noise 
of  the  '  John-canoe  people,'  who  had  met  before  a  neighbouring  shop, 
to  perform  their  wild  dances.  Of  course,  drinking,  and  otiier  sins  of 
the  carnal  mind,  are  connected  with  these  amusements. 


Bepobt  of  Hoke  Missiokaby  Laboubs  <U  Bethababa,  Jakaioa. 

"  THE  Home  Mission  in  conneotion  with  Bethabara  was  established 
in  January,  1855,  and  is  one  of  the  happy  rssidts  of  the  celebration 
oi  our  Centenaiy  Jubilee  in  1854. 

.^  I  am  one  of  the  two  Brethren  appointed  as  Home-Missionaries 
for  this  congregation.  I  know  I  am,  indeed,  a  poor  weak  instrument. 
When  I  first  heard  of  my  aj^intment  to  such  an  important  office,  I 
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was  ready  to  say,  like  the  prophet  of  old  :  ^I  am  a  cliild,  and  oannot 
speak/  But,  thanks  be  to  Jesus,  His  strength  is  made  perfect  in  His 
servants'  weakness.  As  Home  Missionaries  we  have  chiefly  to  do 
with  the  vilest  people  of  our  country,  the  outcasts  of  society,  yea,  the 
most  wretched  and  abandoned.  On  the  26th  of  January,  1855,  I 
went  on  my  first  Missionary  journey.  The  place  visited  is  contiguous 
to  our  station.  The  people  dwelling  there  are  notorious  for  thdr 
wickedness.  In  them  the  proverb  is  fulfilled :  ^  The  nearer  the 
church,  the  farther  from  God.*  These  people  are,  indeed,  a  pest  to 
our  neighbourhood,  at  certain  times  of  the  year.  As  to  their  spiritual 
state,  I  think  we  can  call  them  heathen.  The  first  person  I  visited 
was  a  coloured  woman  named  C.  This  person  once  joined  our  Church, 
but  was  excluded  for  fleshly  lusts.  Her  case  is,  indeed,  a  grievous  ime, 
when  we  consider  the  privileges  she  has  enjoyed,  especially  during  her 
residence  of  several  years  as  domestic  servant  in  the  fiunily  of  pne  of 
the  Missionaries.  The  word  of  the  inspired  Apostle  is  irue  in  her 
case,  as  well  as  in  a  thousand  others  :  *  The  dc^  is  turned  to  his  own 
vomit  again,  and  the  sow  that  was  washed,  to  her  wallowing  in 
the  mire:*  2  Pet.  ii.  22.  This  woman  is  mother  of  two  ill^timate 
children.  I  entered  her  yard  at  about  9  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and 
found  her  washing  clothes.  After  bidding  her  '  €U>od  morning,'  which 
she  kindly  returned,  I  told  her  the  object  of  my  visit.  She  then 
began  to  tell  me,  that  she  had,  in  the  past  night,  dreamed  that  she 
saw  the  departed  Br.  Spence,  who  reproved  her  for  her  sins,  and 
exhorted  her  to  return  to  the  Lord,  From  this,  I  took  occasion  to 
speak  to  her  in  the  name  of  Jesus  about  her  sinful  ways.  I  told  her, 
tiiat  her  dream  and  my  coming  on  such  an  errand  as  I  had  stated, 
were  evident  tokens  that  our  Saviour  had  not  yet  given  her  up  to  her 
own  ways,  and  that  she  should  heed  the  warning  voice  of  Gk)d.  I 
then  rcttd  to  her  from  the  Bible,  Is.  Iv.  6,  7;  Ez.  xxxiiL  11 — 16, 
Luke  xix.  10;  Eph.  v.  5,  I  am  glad  to  say,  that,  on  that  day,  she 
listened  to  what  I  read  and  spoke  to  her,  and  before  1  left  the  house, 
she  made  many  good  promises  of  coming  to  church,  hoping  to  forsake 
her  bad  ways,  &c.  But,  alas  !  I  fear  that  these  promises  were  made 
in  her  own  strength,  and  that  she  is  a  liar  against  the  Holy  Spirit  of 
Gk>d,  who  then  strove  with  her.  She  neglected  her  day  of  grace,  and 
continues  to  be  what  she  was.  I  have  visited  her  two  or  three  times 
since,  but  she  did  not  even  show  willingness  that  I  should  enter  her 
house. 

"  The  same  day,  I  visited  several  fiimilies  and  individuals. 
Among  the  rest  was  a  man  of  bad  character,  who  leads  a  very 
sinful  life.  He  joins  no  Church,  and  seldom  attends  public  worship 
on  the  Lord's  Day.  I  conversed  and  read  with  him,  and  he  listened 
with  attention.  I  have  since  visited  him  several  times.  He  always 
listens  to  what  I  say,  but  I  see  no  further  efiects  from  my  visit.  I 
am  afraid  he  is  still  walking  on  the  broad  road  to  destruction.  Some 
of  the  neighbourhoods  I  have  visited  are  very  populous.  On  the 
whole,  the  people  receive  me  willingly,  and  appear  glad  to  hear  the 
Bible  read.  It  is  only  a  pity,  that,  in  almost  all  cases,  they  listen  and 
say  '  yes,*  and  make  good  promises,  but  never  afterwards  think  of 
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performing  what  they  promisecL  O  that  God  may  breathe  upon  the 
dry  bones  in  our  land,  that  they  may  live !  May  they  see  themselves 
undone,  and  turn  to  Jesus  the  only  Saviour  of  lost  man !  It  is 
astonishing,  to  know  the  number  of  persons  in  our  Christian  land, 
who  are  destitute  of  the  word  of  God  and  ignorant  of  the  simple 
doctrines  of  salvation.  I  know  not  how  to  account  for  this.  What 
must  be  said  of  the  man,  who  knows  not  what  will  become  of  soul  and 
body  after  death  f  Or  of  the  aged  woman,  whose  lamp  of  life  is  fast 
going  out,  who  knows  not  who  the  Son  of  €k>d  is,  nor  what  He  has 
done  to  save  sinners  f  I  have  also  met  with  many  persons,  who  are 
diseased  and  iniirm,  and  who  are  consequently  confined  to  the  house^ 
and  not  able  to  attend  any  place  of  worship. 

« I  am  glad  to  be  &ble  already  to  speak  of  some  success,  for  which 
thanks  be  to  Jesus,  to  whom  all  praise  and  glory  are  due.  Many 
careless  persons  who  never  attended  church  before,  now  come  to  the 
house  c^  God.  This  is  one  good  result  of  the  Home-Mission.  There 
is  an  old  man  named  J.,  who  had  not  been  at  church  for  many 
years  previously  to  my  visiting  him.  He  was  formerly  a  membinr 
of  our  congregation,  but  had  been  excluded,  and,  from  that  time, 
never  went  to  church  anywhere.  Afber  finding  him  out,  I  troubled 
him  again  and  again,  till  at  last  he  yielded,  and  has  been  to  church 
several  times.  It  is  my  earnest  wish  and  prayer,  that  the  Lord  woidd 
condescend  to  bless  even  my  service  in  His  vineyard,  that  I,  too,  may 
be  instrumental  in  gathering  in  His  spoil.  I  therefore  humbly  com*- 
mend  myself  to  the  prayers  of  God*s  children." 


ANTIGUA.

'<  Dear  Bbotheb,  Graobhill^  Nov.  6^,  1856. 

^  I  FEEL  truly  thankful  to  the  Lord,  that  He  has  been  gradoQsly 
pleased  to  grant  us  manifest  tokens  of  His  presence  and  blessing. 
£ver  since  this  month  last  year,  and  up  to  the  middle  of  last  month, 
we  suffered  much  from  drought ;  no  rain  fell,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  slight  showers,  for  the  space  of  ten  m'ontiis,  so  that  the*grass  was 
scorched  up, — ^many  of  the  trees  lost  their  bright  green  appearance 
and  bore  the  aspect  of  winter, — ^the  provision-grounds  of  the  people 
brought  forth  nothing,  and  imported  provisions  became  very  dear. 
The  ponds  dried  up, — ^the  poor  people  drinking  of  the  stagnant  liquid, 
half  mud,  half  water,  as  long  as  it  lasted,  no  doubt  thereby  generating 
various  diseases  of  the  bowels,  kc  The  water  in  our  cistern  was 
nearly  dried  up,  only  one  inch  in  depth  being  left  At  the  General 
Mission-Conference  on  Sept.  6th,  we  came  to  the  determination,  to 
observe  Oct  12th  as  a  day  of  humiliation  and  prayer,  that  our  dear 
Lord  would  graciously  regard  our  distress  and  pity  our  calamity. 
The  day  was  well  observed;  we  had  here,  and,  I  believe,  at  all  our 
stations,  large  and  attentive  auditories, — and  prayer  arose,  not  only 
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from  the  lipB  of  the  minkten,  but  from  the  heariB  and  inmost  souk 
of  many.  May  the  desire  for  spiritual  blessings  be  as  sinoere  and 
earnest,  as  was  the  desire  for  rain  !  The  Lord  graeionsly  heard  our 
prayers.  He  has  visited  us  with  abundant  rains,  and  yet,  so  gently 
have  they  £ftUen,  that  no  damage  has  been  done  by  the  wai^liing  away 
of  paths,  roads,  or  cultiyated  ground,  as  is  sometimes  the  case* 

"  About  two  years  ago,  we  were  visited  by  what  is  here  called 
*  a  spell  of  dry  weather,'  and  I  appointed  a  prayer-meeting  for  one 
evening,  having,  on  the  previous  Sunday,  invited  the  members,  and 
any  others  who  liked  to  attend,  to  be  present  There  was  a  cix>wded 
church,  700  or  800  persons  being  assembled.  I  called  on  several  of  the 
Helpers  to  pray,  and  it  was  refreshing  to  hear  them.  On  the 
Saturday  morning  following,  the  weather  being  still  very  dry,  one 
of  the  Helpers  was  going  up  to  his  provision^ground,  in  the  mountain* 
Being  asked  by  some  one  who  met  him,  whither  he  was  goings 
he  replied,  '  To  my  ground,  to  plant  potatoes.'  *  Are  you  mad  V 
ezclaimed  the  other^  'to  plant  potatoes  now,  when  the  ground 
is  as  hard  as  a  stone  1'  '  Never  mind !'  said  the  Helper,  *  we  shall 
get  rain,«-^-and  soon,  toa'  '  Have  you  a  weather-glass  ? '  inquired  the 
friend  'No,'  said  the  Helper,  '  and  if  I  had,  I  could  not  tmderstand 
it;  but,  we  prayed  io/t  rain  on  Thursday  evening,  and  I  am  certain, 
from  the  way  we  prayed,  and  from  what  I  know  ^  the  Lord,  that  we 
shall  have  rain  soon!'  Nor  was  his  faith  put  tct  shame.  On  the  next 
day,  Sunday,  by  the  time  the  people  had  tdl  got  to  their  homes,  alter 
service,  the  rain  poured  down  in  torrents,  and  we  were  well  supplied 
for  some  time.  I  hope  the  rains  at  this  present  season  may  prove  the 
means  of  saving  the  sugaiHsrop  for  next  year,  as  great  fears  were  enter- 
tained that  we  should  lose  it,  and,  of  course,  if  the  crop  fails,  our  poor 
people  suffer.  The  drought  of  this  year,  and  the  withdrawal  of  the 
troops  from  'The  Ridge,'  near  English  Harbour,  have  seriously 
affected  the  pecuniary  resources  of  this  congregation.  I  am  thankful 
to  say,  that  there  is  still  a  willing  spirit  amongst  the  majority,  as  the 
subsOTiption  of  76L  to  the  Msssionary  cause,  in  the  year  ending  this 
month,  will  testify. 

"  On  the  16&  of  last  month,  we  held  our  half-yearly  examination 
of  the  day-school,  and  were,  on  the  whole,  much  pleased  with  the 
improvement  of  the  children.  You  would,  I  am  sure,  have  been  not 
a  little  ainused,  as  well  aspleaaed,  could  you  have  heard  them  ques- 
tioning one  another  on  BiUe-lustory,  and  in  mental  arithmetic,  geo- 
graphy, &0, 

"  On  Sunday  last^  I  was  summoned  to  visit  an  old  man,  who  has 
been  long  ailing  with  sore  legs.  Thinking  that  he  might  be  near  Jiis 
end,  I  snatched  an  hour,  between  the  dose  of  the  Sunday-school  and 
the  evening-meeting,  to  visit  hiuL  When  I  arrived  at  his  hut^  he 
expressed  his  entire  and  sole  dependence  upon  Jesus  Christ  as  his 
salvation,  to  obtain  which,  '  He  had  stretched, upon  the  cross  and  kid 
down  His  life  for  a-we.'  The  house  was  dark  and  comfortlesB,-— the 
bed,  a  few  loose  boards, — ^the  bedding,  some  dirty  rags, — and  yet,  the 
old  man  said,  that  the  Lord  had  b^  too  good  to  him,  that  he  did 
not  expect  or  deserve  to  see  that  Uessed  Sabbath,  Aa"

From  Br.  W.  Mxtmfokd. 

**  Dear  Brother,  Bethbsda,  Dtc.  29fA,  1856. 

'^  I  AM  thankful  to  saj,  that  we  are  all  in  tolerable  health.  Our 
dear  children  are  much  stronger  than  they  were  some  time  ago,  which 
is  a  cause  of  heartfelt  gratitude  to  the  Lord.  Yet  we  have  not  been 
without  our  trials  of  late.  The  teacher  at  this  station^  in  whom  we 
had  placed  so  much  confidence,  we  have  been  obliged  to  dismiss;  and 
there  is  too  much  reason  to  fear,  that  he  has  worked  much  mischief, 
though  secretly,  in  the  congregation.  We  have,  in  his  place,  a 
young  man  fix>m  the  Mico  Institution,  who,  so  f)Eu%  goes  on  well,  and 
seems  likely  to  make  a  good  teacher.  May  the  Lord  give  him  grace 
to  keep  him  humble,  for  without  this,  his  services  will  be  of  little  use. 
I  am  sorry  to  say, 'that  Obeahism  seems  to  be  again  lifting  up  its  head 
in  these  parts,  or,  rather,  has  of  late  shown  itself  where  it  has  long 
been  concealed.  Several  have  had  to  be  put  under  discipline,  for 
their  avowed  belief  in  this  abominable  superstition.  Notwithstanding 
these  drawbacks,  we  are  not  left  without  encouragement.  The  Lord 
stiU  has  a  people  here,  and  I  trust  that  in  this  congregation  many 
souls  will  be  found,  whom  He  will  number  among  His  jewels. 

"  On  the  7th  of  December,  we  held  our  annual  Missionary  Love- 
feast.  Br.  Bontgen  preached  a  Missionary  Sermon  in  the  morning, 
and  presided  at  the-love-feast.  At  the  latter,  several  addresses  were 
delivered,  illustrative  of  the  Missionary  diagrams  kindly  sent  us  from 
London.  Br.  Harvey  preached  in  the  evening.  Br.  and  Sr.  Muder 
will  probably  be  with  us  about  the  beginning  of  February.*' 


From  Br.  C.  W.  BdivroEK. 

^  Dear  Brother,  Estridoe,  Nov.  11^  1856. 

'^  SINCE  I  last  wrote  to  you,  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of  opening  the 
Infant  School-room  at  CornphippVviUage.  This  took  plaoe  on  October 
15th,  which  was  a  day  of^  reioicing  to  all  present.  Several  of  our 
friends  favoured  ua  with  their  attendance.  Among  the  rest  w^« 
H  Diggens,  esq.,  with  his  £unily  (although  they  had  to  come  a  dis- 
tance of  twelve  miles).  Dr.  Davoren  and  ft^ily,  Mr&  Dr.  Scudamore, 
the  manager  of  the  estate,  ko.  At  noon,  a  large  number  of  persons 
being  assembled,  Br.  Mumford  opened  the  meeting  with  singing  and 
prayer.  This  was  followed-  by  the  singing  of  some  pieces  by  the 
children;  after  which  I  gave  a  short  account  of  the  oircumstancee 
which  had  led  to  the  establishment  of  the  school,  ^  Then  the 
children  sang  and  went  through  some  exercises,  to  the  great  satis&o- 
tion  of  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  present.  Br.  Mumford  having 
addressed  the  parents  and  children,  we  concluded  with  a  hymn. 
At  the  request  of  some  of  the  guests,  a  collection  was  mad^  which

amounted  to  31.  15f.  We  pay  a  nominal  rent  for  the  site  of  the 
school-house.  But  the  attorney  of  the  estate  pays  us  one  dollar 
monthly,  as  a  subscription  towards  the  school,  and  has  written  to  the 
owner  for  pennission  to  do  more.  I  am  thankful  to  say,  the  school  is 
prospering.  When  we  opened  a  school  at  this  place  six  months  ago, 
in  a  little  hired  room,  we  could  only  muster  1 1  scholars.  The  number 
now  is  56.  I  wish  you  ooidd  see  the  nice  neat  school*house.  It 
stands  near  the  high  road,  and  every  one  who  passep  by  admires  it.  It 
resembles  a  garden  in  the  midst  of  a  wildeme8&  I  do  not  like  to  beg, 
but  if  some  kind  Mend  would  favour  me  with  some  tracts  and  smiJl 
rewards  for  the  children,  I  should  feel  much  obliged.  Please  to  see 
what  you  can  do  for  us.  I  should  mention  that  the  week  before  last 
I  held  the  first  week-day  evening-service  in  the  school-house.  The 
attendance  was  so  numerous,  that,  if  the  place  had  been  three  times 
as  large,  it  would  have  been  filled.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  raise  the 
needfid  funds  on  the  spot"

'<  Dear  Bbotheb,  Shabok,  I^ov.  lOth,  1856. 

"  0T7K  congregations  continue  in  a  quiet  courts  Yesterday  was  a 
day  of  rejoicing  and  blessing  to  us  here,  as  we  were  favoured  to  see  a 
company  of  seventy  persons  assembled,  for  the  purpose  of  being  ad- 
vanced in  church-privileges.  Of  these,  thirty-four  were  received  into 
the  congregation, — at  a  solemn  meeting,  at  which  the  Lord  was  pleased 
to  own  with  Hia  blessing.  This  company  of  Brethren  and  Sisters  clad  in 
white  presented  a  most  pleasing  and  encouraging  appearance,  for  which 
we  were  thankful  to  our  Saviour.  We  believe  there  is  still  hope  for  this 
congregation,  in  spite  of  the  deadness  and  apathy,  in  which  so  many 
of  the  black  population  of  this  island  are  sunk  by  reason  of  sin.  At 
the  last  'speiJdng,'  more  new  people  came  forward,  most  of  whom  were 
children  of  our  congregation-members.  The  young  people  give  us 
more  pleasure  than  the  old.  It  seems  as  if  not  much  could  be  done 
with  the  latter,  as  they  are  and  remain  obtuse  and  unimpressible  as 
regards  the  Qoepel,  only  caring  about  temporal  things.  The  former, 
on-  the  contrary,  answer  religious  questions  very  correctly,  and  are 
lively  and  frank,  and  not  a  few  of  them  very  confidential  towards 
us.  The  school-instruction,  which  most  of  them  have  enjoyed,  bean 
abundant  fruit.  The  schools  are,  at  present,  well  attended.  Three 
weeks  ago,  we  opened  an  Infant-school  at  this  place.  It  is  already  at- 
tended by  thirty  children,  and  I  hope  for  a  considerable  increase,  as 
there  are  numbers  of  little  children  in  our  immediate  neighbourhood. 
The  school  is  kept  by  a  worthy  Sister,  who  has  already  acted  as  teacher, 
and  has  a  very  motherly  way  with  the  children.  A  neighbouring  gen- 
tleman, who  is  a  planter,  does  very  much  for  the  advancement  d^  our 
•ehoola'* 
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Dee.  llth,  1856. 
"  I  wish  I  could  have  sent  you  a  yet  more  favourable  report  of  the 
country  schools.  I  believe  the  scarcity  of  provisions,  and  consequent 
high  prices  of  all  articles  of  food,  and  my  inability,  from  press  of  en- 
gagements, to  bestow  on  the  schools  the  amount  of  attention  which 
they  require,  in  looking  after  scholars,  &a,  have  conduced  to  prevent 
the  numbers  from  being  so  large  as  they  otherwise  would  have  been. 
I  am  sorry  to  say,  that  the  arrangements  at  St.  John's  Wood  school 
are  not  yet  altogether  to  our  satis&ction.  The  only  teacher  we  could 
meet  with  is  very  young.  Br.  Daiber  gives  him  daily  lessons,  and 
hopes  that,  in  course  of  time,  he  may  become  usefrd.  This  remains  to 
be  seen.  The  Bagged-schools  are  in  a  very  prosperous  condition.  I 
only  hope  that  the  public  will  continue  their  support.  There  are  at 
present  fifteen  children  in  the  asylum,  besides  a  few  girls,  who  are 
placed  under  the  care  of  pious  persons  in  private  &milies.  Br.  Beich- 
stein  has  preached  three  times.  At  the  commencement  of  the  new 
year,  he  hopes  to  be  able  to  take  his  share  of  the  congregation  duties, 
at  least  as  regards  speaking,  and  the  visiting  of  the  sid^  We  read 
with  pleasure,  in  the  Christicm  Times,  an  account  of  the  half-yearly 
meeting  of  the  Society  for  the  fNirtherance  of  the  GospeL  It  must 
have  b^  a  very  interesting  one." 


From  Br.  J.  Y.  Edghill. 

*'  Dear  Brother,  "  Bridgetown,  i\r<w.  27th,  1856. 

''  WE  held  our  annual  Missionary-meeting  here,  .in  Bridgetown,  on 
the  13th  yist.  The  Attorney-General  presided,  and  delivered  a  most 
interesting  and  encouraging  address,  on  taking  the  chair.  The 
President*  of  the  Goimcil,  Dr.  Thomas,  Dr.  Goding,  and  several  other 
friends  spoke  on  the  occasion.  Several  clerg3rmen  of  the  Establish- 
ment were  also  present.  One  of  the  speakers  gave  a  very  interesting 
account  of  a  visit  he  had  paid  to  our  abandoned  station  in  Demerara. 
He  found  some  of  the  buildings  standing,  and  some  of  the  people,  now 
connected  with  the  Established  Church,  doing  welL  One  man,  how- 
ever, had  fallen  into  evil  practices,  and  was,  at  that  time,  in  prison 
for  a  serious  offence.  A  most  delightful  feeling  pervaded  the  whole 
meeting,  which,  I  tnist,  will  not  be  evanescent,  but  produce  abiding 
results.  The  collection  after  the  meeting  was  good,  and  the  amount 
of  the'  annual  subscriptions  exceeded  that  of  the  preceding  year. 
The  Lord  has  indeed  wonderfully  helped  us;  for  the  year  now  closing 
has  been  a  very  trying  one,  owing  to  drought,  decline  of  trade,  and 
other  causes.  Our  Bii^ed-schools  are  going  on  welL  We  have  not 
increased  the  number,  but,  I  rejoice  to  say,  the  efficiency  is  progressive. 
The  change  that  has  taken  place  in  most  of  the  children,  and 
especially  in  the  boys  belonging  to  the  Dormitory,  is  evident.  We 
have  had  some  of  the  worst  subjects  to  work  upon,  and  it  is  most 
gratifying  to  be  able  to  say  our  hopes  are  being  realised.  I  trust  the 
interest  in  the  movement  will  continue,  and  that  our  friends  at  home 
will  help  us  with  their  prayers  and  their  contributions.  The  death 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Leacock,  the  West  India  Church  Society's  Missionary 
to  Western  Africa,  is,  I  suppose,  known  to  you.     He  was  a  pious  and 
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zealooB  clergyman,  "well  known  and  much  respected  here.  His  death 
is  felt  and  mourned  as  a  general  loss.  He  was  a  man  of  truly  catholic 
principles,  and  very  friendly  to  our  Mission,  to  which  he  was,  for 
some  time,  a  regular  contributor.  A  most  agreeable  change  has  taken 
place  in  the  weather.  After  fine  showers,  which  were  much  needed, 
the  severe  heat  has  given  place  to  a  pleasant  coolness.  We  have 
passed  through  the  sickly  period  unhurt,  and,  once  more,  have  to  sing 
c^  goodness  and  mercy.** 

"  Decmnber  lOthy  1856. 
"  We  intend  to  have  an  examination  of  the  Station-school  on  the 
19th  inst.,  which  the  Gk»vemor  and  his  £unily  will  attend;  and  on 
the  22nd,  all  the  Infimt-schools  will  meet  here  for  a  treat,  when  His 
Excellenoy  has  promised  again  to  favour  us  with  his  presence.  I 
regret  to  have  to  tell  you,  that  our  funds  are  well  nigh  exhausted.  I 
am  doing  aU  I  can  on  the  spot,  but  local  aid  is,  from  a  variety  of 
causes,  only  limited.  Can  our  Mends  in  England  help  us  1  Would 
not  some  generous  well-wishers  to  the  cause  of  Ckni  in  this  part  of  the 
Mission-fi^d  name  one  or  two  of  these  schools,  and  then  act  the  part 
of  sponsors  by  them  t  I  would,  in  that  case,  gladly  furnish  detailed 
information  and  reports.  Br.  Badham  will  doubtless  remember  a 
wretched-looking  boy,  who  was  once  caught  hovering,  like  a  spectre, 
alout  the  mission-premises  at  Sharon.  If  he  could  see  this  boy  now, 
mark  the  altered  expression  of  his  countenance,  and  hear  him  read 
and  answer  questions,  he  would  be  surprised  and  delighted.  Let  me 
b^  you,  then,  to  plead  for  us.  I  feel  assured  you  will  do  so,  and  not 
in  vain.  By  your  means,  the  voices  of  the  orphans  and  perishing 
outcasts,  who  seem  doomed  to  grow  up  in  savage  heathei^ism,  will 
be  heard  beyond  the  Atlantia  My  &dth  is  strong.  The  work  is  the 
Lord's,  and  He  will  not  forsake  us." 


TOBAGO. 
From  Br,  P.  W.  George. 
"  Dbab  Brotheb,  Montgomery,  Jan.  6th,  1857.  . 

«  SPRING-GARDEN  has  hardly  had  a  fear  trial,  taking  last  year 
throughout,  though  we  have  done  what  we  could  for  it.  The  day- 
school  continued  without  much  interruption  until  the  end  of  Septem- 
ber, when  it  was  closed,  because  the  teacher  of  Montgomerynschool 
had  resigned,  and  we  had  to  take  the  teacher  from  Spring-Garden  to 
supply  his  place.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  re-open  Spring-Gar- 
den school  on  the  1st  of  February.  During  the  year  ending  in  Septem- 
ber, the  number  on  the  roll  was  136,  l£e  highest  attendance  110, 
and  the  average  92.  The  Sunday-services  at  Spring-Gkrden  were  fre- 
quently interrupted  in  consequence  of  my  repeated  sickness.  We 
usually  commenced  with  the  Sunday-school  at  half-past  nine,  which  was 
followed,  at  eleven,  by  the  preaching.  Three  Brethren  have  been  accus- 
tomed to  go  frx>m  Montgomery  to  assist  in  the  Sunday-schooL  On 
Sunday,  September  14th,  after  public  worship,  I  requested  those 
persons,  who  wished  to  put  themselves  more  immediately  under  our 
care,  to  come  forward  and  give  their  names,  which  seven  did.  Others 
did  the  same  on  succeeding  Sundays,  until  there  were  seventeen. 
On  Saturday,  October  18th,  I  gave  *  speaking*  for  the  first  time.    I  felt 
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hopeiiil  in  the  work,  trusting  that  the  Lord  was  adding  to  us  such  as 
should  be  sayed.  I  felt  so  tiiie  more,  because  they  were  isolated  indi- 
viduals, scattered  over  a  large  district  around;  whereas,  I  believe, 
many  who  join  us  at  Montgomery  do  so,  because  their  parents  belong 
to  the  congregation,  or  for  some  similar  reason.  We  have  sowed  the 
seed,  but,  I  fear,  that  what  the  devil  did  not  suddenly  catch  away 
will  be  so  choked  by  the  cares  of  this  world,  that  very  little  of  it  will 
bring  fruit  to  perfection.  We  see  worldliness  doing  its  accursed 
work  on  every  hand,  avarice  eating  the  vitals  out  of  the  old,  and  vanity 
destroying  the  young.  We  have  had  to  exclude  one  of  tJie  helpers, 
an  old  woman,  in  whom  we  had  the  greatest  confidence,  and  her  son, 
who  was  a  chapel-servant,  for  concealing  or  destroying  a  will  which 
I  had  written  for  an  old  man,  and  forging  another  which  they  de- 
clared to  be  the  one  that  I  wrote.  We  are  beset  with  a  legion  of 
powerfiil  enemies.  Pray  for  us,  that  we  inay  wield  the  sword  of  the 
Spirit  skilfully,  and  that  His  presence  may  go  with  us,  to  make  our 
way  prosperous.

Extract  of  the  Diaby  o/*Montoomeby,  ybr  1856. 

t/an.  let, — Br.  Oooney  preached  on  Ex.  xxxiiL  14,  15,  to  an 
attentive  congregation.  Afterwards  there  was  a  meeting  for  a]l  who 
are  under  our  instruction,  in  which  was  read  the  memorabilia  of  this 
congregation  for  1855,  and  afterwards,  Br.  and  Sr.  Oeorge  (who  arrived 
on  the  previous  day)  were  introduced.  The  congregation  expressed 
tiieir  pleasure,  and  Br.  George  declared  to  them  has  anxiety  to  labour 
amon^  ihem  for  the  salvation  of  their  souls. 

13<A. — On  this  day,  Br.  George  opened  the  Sunday-school  and 
held  divine  service  at  Spring-Garden.  In  the  evening,  a  Missionary 
love-feast  was  held  here,  at  which  Br.  Voullaire  and  Mr.  Purser 
from  Moriah  were  present.  Some  diagrams  were  exhibited,  illustrative 
of  Eastern  manners  and  customs. 

15^ — Br.  Cooney  gave  a  lecture  in  the  Wesleyan  Chapel,  at 
Scarborough,  on  ancient  Nineveh,  illustrated  by  numerous  diagrams. 
This  meeting  was  also  enlivened  by  the  singing  of  a  choir  of  children 
from  Moriah,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Purser. 

Feb,  15th, — On  this  and  the  preceding  day,  we  held  the  indivi- 
dual "  speaking'*  with  the  eonmiunicants.  It  was  a  calm  and  happy 
season. 

2lat. — 3*  J*  died.  When  last  visited  she  appeared  to  be  trust- 
ing to  her  own  goodnera.  Alas,  how  few  have  the  due  sense  <^ 
their  utter  unworthiness  in  the  sight  of  God  !  It  was  grievous  to  see 
the  unkindness  of  her  neighbours.  At  the  time  of  her  funeral,  there 
were  not  sufficient  men.  to  carry  the  coffin,  so  that  the  services  of  some 
who  were  working  at  the  place  had  to  be  secured. 

29th, — S.  B.,  a  communicant,  died.  His  testimony  was  8ati»- 
&ctory,  and  his  life  gave  evidence  of  the  reality  of  his  profiossion. 

March  3rd. — Mr.  Purser  began  his  weekly  singing-lessons  with 
the  children  and  young  people.  Hia  persevering  kindj^ess  has  been  of 
considerable  benefit,  as  r^;ards  the  improvement  of  the  congregational 
singing,  and  the  producing  of  liveliness  in  our  schools.

March  \^iL — On  this  day,  thirty-three  persons  were  reoeiyed 
into  the  congi'egation ;  and  one,  who  had  formerly  been  a  member, 
was  restored  to  that  priyilege.  Many  of  them,  we  regret  to  say,  had 
to  be  excluded,  ioic  one  cause  or  another,  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  the  Passion-Week,  our  meetings  were  disturbed  by 
many  coming  in  late.  Otherwise,  the  attendance  at  the  meetings 
was  good,  and  as  those  who  were  present  were  very  attentive,  we 
trust  some  went  away  with  a  blessing.  On  Easter-Sunday,  the  usual 
litany  was  read^  a  large  congr^ation  being  assonbled.  The  congre- 
gation love-feast  in  the  afternoon  was  cheered  by  the  presence  and  ad- 
drees  of  Br.  Mttntzer,  from  St.  Kitts,  who  was  on  a  visit  in  this  island 
for  the  benefit  of  his  healtL 

25^ — Yisited  0.  G.,  who  is  far  gone  in  consumption.  Hw 
soul  was  in  darkness.  Upon  being  asked,  '  Do  you  love  Jesus  1'  she 
answered,  '  Me  cannot  but  love  Him.'  Tet,  further  assurance  of  her 
knowing  the  ground  of  our  salvation,  we  received  none. 

April  5tlk — ^Visited  Belinda,  at  Buccoo,  and  found  her  gradually 
declining.  She  spontaneously  exclaimed,  '  I  believe  in  Father,  Son^ 
and  Holy  Ghost,  not  three,  but  one  great  God,  and  my  comfort  is> 
that  our  Father  has  given  His  Son  to  die  for  my  sins.* 

*  25ih, — Heard  of  the  death  of  one  who  had  formerly  belonged 
to  us,  but  who  was  seduced  by  a  young  man.  When  in  the  agonies 
of  death,  she  cried  out,  ^  I  am  dying;  Satan  has  thieved  me  away. 
Oh,  pray  for  me.' 

Mcty  27th. — ^A  communicant-sister  was  buried.  We  trust  she 
had  found  pardon  through  the  blood  of  Jesus.  She  was  a  person  of 
remarkable  inteUigenqe  of  mind,  and,  for  many  yearsi  found  her  de- 
light in  the  word  of  God.  * 

28^— Belinda  was  visited.    When  the  verse  was  repeated, 

'  Just  88  I  am,  without  one  plea. 
But  that  Thy  blood  was  iSied  for  me. 
And  that  Thou  bid'st  me  come  to  Thee^ 
0  Lamb  of  Qod,  /  oome  1' 

she  over  and  over  responded,  '  O  Lamb  of  God,  /  come  1 ' 

Slat — Belinda  died.  She  had  been  one  of  the  brightest  orna- 
ments of  this  congr^;ation.  Surely,  if  this  soul  alone  was  gained  for 
Jesus,  the  labours  of  our  fellow-servants  are  gloriously  rewarded. 
Her  £uth  was  eminent.  She  believed  unhesitatingly  what  God  had 
revealed  in  His  word.  Her  love  for  the  gospel  was  distinguished. 
Her  eyes  beamed  with  delight,  when  hearing  or  speaking  of  the  love 
of  Christ  While  health  permitted,  we  knew  not  of  a  helper  who 
took  such  a  tender,  deep,  and  earnest  interest  in  the  spiritual  welfBu:^ 
of  those  committed  to  her  care.  Having  been  formerly  sick-nurse  on 
the  estate,  she  still  kept  up  her  care  for  the  sick.  Three  years  ago, 
when  she  was  herself  laid  up  with  fever,  she  was  not  absorbed  in  cares 
about  herself,  but  her  greatest  anxiety  appeared  to  be  on  account  of 
some  poor,  diseased  and  leprous  creatures,  whose  victuals  she  provided. 
But  she  had  a  higher  mission  than  this.  She  was  to  the  sick  and 
othersy  at  Bu^^,  as  a  weekly  sermon,  for  what  she  heard  at  Mont- 
gomery she  treasured  up,  and  opened  out  for  the  benefit  of  those  at 
Buccoo.  She  was  a  cheerful  Christian,  though  she  had  her  trials.  For 
many  years  she  had  not  strong  health :  she  had  witnessed  the  sickness 
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and  death  of  those  she  loTed  best,  and  she  was  poor;  yet  there  was  a 
oakaness  on  her  brow,  and  a  sparkle  in  her  eye,  that  told  of  sins  for* 
given,  and  joys  to  come. 

June  26^ — General  backwardness  and  unwillingness  on  the 
part  of  the  people  to  contribute  toward  the  support  of  the  Mission 
caused  us,  about  this  time,  not  a  little  grief. 

JvJlAf  27id. — ^A  communicant-sister  called  to  express  her  heart's 
burden  of  anxiety  about  her  large  family,  earnestly  longing  for  their 
souTs  salvation.  O  that  we  could  see  traces  of  such  a  feeling  in  the 
hearts  of  more  of  the  parents  1  This  the  majority  have  yet  to  be 
taught  from  above. 

12th. — ^Nancy  Bon-Acoord  died.  She  was  an  intelligent,  and 
must  have  been  formerly  a  fine-looking  woman.  When  the  goepel 
was  first  preached  here,  she  was  living  in  sin  with  a  man.  He  would 
not  come  with  her  to  Jesus,  so  she  parted  from  him.  She  knew  and 
loved  the  Saviour  well  Many  happy  moments  have  been  passed  by 
various  Missionaries  in  her  house.  It  was  with  a  sure  and  certain 
hope,  that  we  laid  the  remains  of  sister  Kancy  in  their  resting-place. 
.  Aug,  3rd — To-day,  took  place  the  funeral  of  the  aged  Sr.  Hannah 
Hansom,  an  African  by  birth,  and  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  ihia 
congregation.     We  trust  she  knew  and  Iqved  the  Saviour. 

Nov,  5th, — One  of  our  school-children  died,  having  been  stimg 
the  day  before  by  a  scorpion.  It  appeared  that  she  had  profited  by 
the  instructions  received  at  school.  She  said  that  she  loved  our  Savi- 
our, and  that  He  loved  her,  and  that  she  believed  that  she  should  go 
to  Him. 

\7th, — R  T.  departed  this  life,  after  many  months'  sickness. 
He  had  been  faithful  as  a  helper  and  chapel-servant,  and  had  been 
many  years  a  member  of  the  coiigregation,  upwards  of  1000  persons 
having  become  members  since  he  had  been  received. 

Dec  20lh, — ^A  communicant-sister  departed  this  life.  She  was 
a  person  of  natiirally  clear  understanding,  which  had  been,  through 
grace,  adorned  by  the  reception  of  the  saving  and  exalting  gospel  She 
had  married  a  man,  who  soon  proved  himself  a  very  unsuitable  part- 
ner, and  left  her,  to  live  with  another  woman.  Hence,  she  was,  for 
the  most  part,  dependent  on  her  own  labour  for  a  maintenance,  and 
latterly,  during  her  long  sickness,  suffered  much  from  poverty.  The 
Scripture-reader,  Br.  Duke,  who  had  often  visited  her,  was  led  by 
God's  guidance  to  call  at  her  house  on  the  veiy  day  she  died.  He 
said,  '  Well,  sister,  what  is  your  hope,  as  you  seem  now  near  going)' 
She  answered,  <<  Jesus  died  for  me;  He  shed  His  blood  to  wash  away 
my  sins,  and  I  believe  He  will  receive  me."  When  prayer  had  been 
offered,  she  said,  ''Thank  you,  good  bye,  remember  me  to  master  and 
mistresa"  A  short  time  afterwards  r^e  breathed  her  last  It  was  a 
grief  to  us,  that  no  brethren  belonging  to  our  congregation  could  be 
found  willing  to  dig  the  grave  for  the  remains  of  this  child  of  God. 

On  Christmas-day,  we  were  favoured  with  fine  weather.  Tho 
church  was  dressed  with  wreaths  and  a  variety  of  inscriptions.  We 
were  pleased  to  see  our  people  coming  to  hear  the  joyfril  news  of  a 
Saviour's  birth,  earlier  and  in  greater  numb^n  than  last  year.  The 
meetings  were  enlivened  by  the  singing  of  some  anthems.  We  trust 
this  was  a  day  of  spiritual  enjoyment  for  the  Lord's  hungering  people. 
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Dec  26^ — The  ohuroh  was  further  ornamented  with  upwards 
of  100  diagrams  and  many  bouquets  of  flowers,  for  the  childr^'s  an* 
nual  love-feast.  About  400  school-children  were  in  attendance.  Their 
behaviour  was  highly  satisfactory,  the  singing  was  lively,  and  the  an- 
swering fair.  We  have  great  reason  to  be  thankful  for  the  present 
spirit  and  state  of  our  day-schools.  There  was  about  this  meeting 
something  simple,  happy,  and  solemn.  O  may  the  Lord  strengthen 
us  to  go  forward  in  our  labours  for  the  rising  generation,  and  give  us 
tokens  of  His  presence  and  blessing,  to  encourage  us,  that  we  &int 
not  I 

29^ — We  met  with  many  distressing  revelations  of  sin  among 
the  people.  How  often  does  the  thought  arise,  "  We  labour  in  vain, 
and  spend  our  strength  for  nought." 


DANISH  ISLANDS. 
From  Br,  J.  Gardin. 
'^  Deab  Brotheb,      Fribdensfeld,  St.  Cboiz,  Nov.  lOt^  1856. 
"THE  school  examinations  in  September  went  off  very  well,  and 
were,  in  some  respects,  of  greater  interest  than  in  preceding  years. 
The  number  of  the  Saturday  scholars  had  so  much  increased,  that  a 
separate  examination  was  absolutely  necessary.     Both,  howev^  took 
place  OB  the  same  day  in  each  school,  with  an  interval  of  half  an  hourv 
In  two  schools,  great  progress  had  been  made  in  reading,  and  the 
whole  number,  in  the  eight  schools  in  this  island,  who  can  read  the 
Testament  is  365.     The  Governor  and  his  lady  were  present  at  all  the 
examinations,  and  not  only  paid  the  greatest  attention   to   every 
exercise,  but,  in  conolufflon,  handed  valuable  presents  to  the  most 
deserving  children,  amounting  in  the  eight  schools  to  240.'* 


(Prom  ike  Misnom-Blatt,) 
BR  BENTIEN  writes  from  Enimata  in  St.  Jak,  Ootob^  Idth:  **  I 
can  bear  witness,  to  tiie  praise  of  the  Lord,  that  I  have  expmenced 
His  gracious  aid  in  many  distresses  of  lata  He  duly  forgives  all  my 
sins,  and  graciously  causes  me  to  feel,  that  I  am  His  dourly-bought 
property. 

''  Our  church  has  usually  been  filled  almost  to  suffocation,  at  the 
public  services,  but  I  know  of  no  real  and  evident  oonveraions.  The 
people  have  a  sort  of  affection  for  their  church,  as  they  call  it ;  and  I 
have  hoped,  that  some  of  the  good  seed  might  oocasionaUy  &11  on  m 
hearty  in  which,  l^ough  it  might  long  remain  hidden,  the  Lord  would 
please  to  bless  it^  diat  it  might  grow  and  bear  fruit.  This  appears, 
to  some  extent,  to  be  the  case  at  the  present  season  of  truJ,  the 
cholera  having  raged  he]>3  for  the  last  month.  Passages  of  scripture^ 
and  expressions  in  sermons  which  were  preached  long  ago,  now  occur 
to  many,  and  afford  them  light  and  comfort;  while  there  are,  alas, 
others  who  remain  indifferent,  or  who  build  their  hopes  on  a  £aise 
foundation.  Up  to  this  period  the  cholera  has  only  appeared  at  those 
places,  to  the  inhabitants  of  which  the  Lord  gave  only  a  distant 
warning  two  years  ago,  but  at  that  time  spared  them.     I  am  now 
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constantly  employed  in  ministering  to  the  bodily  and  spiritual  wants 
of  the  side.  On  one  estate,  the  pestilence  carried  off  a  fourth  of  the 
population  in  a  week ;  at  another  place,  thirty-four  persons,  mostly 
strong  woridng  people,  died  in  the  same  space  of  time.  In  many 
cases,  I  have  observed  only  a  sort  of  stupidity,  while  others  manifested 
a  more  satis£aetory  state  of  mind.  A  brother  named  Martin,  an 
African,  was  attacked  while  I  was  with  him,  with  the  most  frightful 
cramp&  He  said,  *  I  have  done  with  this  world,  but  I  hope  for  a 
better.  Good  bye,  dear  teacher;  we  shall  meet  again  in  heaven,  where 
we  shall  be  with  Jesus.'  A  sister  who,  after  having  ministered  to 
others,  was  taken  ill  herself  said,  '  I  am  not  afraid  to  &&  I  shall  go 
to  Jesus,  He  bore  the  punishment  of  my  sins.  He  has  forgiven  my 
iniquities.  He  has  gained  a  place  in  heaven  for  ma  If  it  is  His  will 
that  I  recover,  I  am  satisfied,  for  I  am  His  property,  whether  I  live 
or  die.'  It  more  than  once  occurred,  that,  on  account  dT  want  of 
hands  to  bury  the  dead,  corpses  were  burnt  with  the  houses  in  which 
they  lay.  The  disease  is  still  raging,  and  we  must  seek  to  possess  our 
souls  in  patience,  until  the  Lord  shall  say  to  the  destroying  angel,  '  It 
is  enough  r     O  may  this  chastisement  be  profitaUe  to  us  all  1" 

In  a  later  communication,  Br.  Bentien  writes:  ^  This  visitation 
of  cholera  has  been  a  loud  warning  for  the  people  of  this  island,  but 
I  am  sorry  to  say,  that^  as  yet,  I  am  able  to  see  but  little  of  the  fruits 
of  repentance.  Individuals  appear,  in  some  cases,  to  have  been  deeply 
impressed,  but  this  is  alL  Pew  come  to  church,  from  the  places  where 
the  cholera  has  been  raging.  When  I  remember,  how  angry  the 
people  were  at  the  magistrates  in  1854:,  for  ordering  the  churches  to 
be  shut  up,  and  observe  how  timid,  or  rather  careless,  they  are  now 
that  they  are  open,  it  grieves  me  to  the  heart  Oh,  how  little  frdth 
and  love  do  we  seel  The  people  no  longer  come  to  welcome  us,  when 
we  go  to  visit  them  on  the  estates.  They  sit  at  their  doors,  or  in 
their  houses,  already  more  than  half-sick  with  fear,  and  are  hardened 
and  unimpressible  by  anything  that  is  said  to  tibem.  It  has  occinred  not 
unfrequently,  that,  on  hearing  of  a  fresh  f^tal  case,  some  healthy  per- 
son lell  down  in  an  agony  of  fear,  was  seized  wi^  cholera,  and  in  a 
few  hours  was  a  corpse.  There  was  no*idea  of  regular  funerals.  The 
corpses  were  thrown  into  an  ox-waggon  by  men  who  were  half- 
intoxieated,  and  carried  away  to  the  place  of  buriaL  The  congregation 
at  Bethany  has,  this  time,  been  graciously  spared." 


SURINAM. 

{From  the  Missiom-BlaU.) 

IT  always  gives  us  pleasure,  to  announce  the  dedication  of  a  new 
building  for  the  worship  of  the  living  God.  Amid  the  trying  and 
humiliating  circumstances  which  are  not  wanting  in  the  Mi^on- 
field,  it  may  serve  to  encourage  us,  and  to  strengthen  our  faith,  when 
we  hear  of  idol-temples  being  destroyed,  and  churches  erected  on  their 
sites,  which  are  soon  filled  with  those  whose  souk  hunger  after  the 
gospel  of  salvation.  This  has  been  the  case  at  ffeerendyk,  at  whioh 
place  a  church  has  been  opened,  standing  on  the  spot,  but  lately, 
occupied  by  a  tree,  which  was  the  object  of  idolatrous  veneration. 
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Br.  van  Calker,  of  Paramaribo,  writes  :  "  On  the  Slst  oi  August^ 
the  anniyersary  of  the  commencement  of  the  Brethren's  Missions  to 
the  heathen,  124  yeai's  ago,  we  were  enabled  to  dedicate  the  new 
church  at  Ucerendyk ;  on  which  occasion,  a  number  of  our  Missionary- 
Brethren  and  Sisters  were  present.  Early  in  the  morning,  the 
negroes  from  the  nine  estates  in  this  district  came  in  crowds,  dressed 
in  white,  the  managers  having,  at  our  request,  given  them  a  free  day. 
Somewhat  later,  the  guests,  who  were  invited,  began  to  arrive.  We 
were  sorry,  that  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  as  well  as  many 
gentlemen  frx)m  town,  were  xmable  to  be  present,  on  account  of  the 
mail-packet's  sailing  on  this  day.  A  great  number  of  managers  were 
however  present.  At  8  o'clock,  the  bell  was  rung  for  the  first  time, 
and,  soon  afterwards,  the  doors  were  opened  and  the  church  was  speedily 
crowded.  At  9  o'clock,  we  commenced  the  service,  by  singing  some 
verses  of  praise,  after  which  I  addressed  a  few  words  of  salutation  to 
the  congregation  and  guests.  Br.  Gl6ckler  then  offered  prayer,  in 
which  he  solemnly  dedicated  this  house  of  prayer  to  the  Triune  God. 
Then  followed  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  after  which,  Br.  Jansa  preached 
a  lively  and  earnest  discourse  on  Heb.  xiiL  8.  At  11  o'clock,  the 
service  closed,  having  been  attended  by,  probably,  more  than  1000 
persons.  At  3  o'clock,  p.  m.,  we  held  another  meeting,  at  which  49 
adults  were  added  to  the  congregation  of  the  fiEkithful,  by  the  rite  of 
Holy  Baptism.  Br.  Eichenauer,  the  visitor  of  this  district,  now 
appointed  resident  Missionary,  and  who  had  given  special  instruction 
to  the  candidates  for  baptism,  officiated  on  this  occasion.  It  was  a 
pleasant  day,  and,  we  would  hope,  a  blessed  one  to  many  hearts.  Our 
minds  often  reverted,  with  feelings  of  sadness,  to  our  dear  happily- 
departed,  Br.  Weyberg.  His  hand  was  engaged  in  building  the 
material  temple,  while,  with  heart  and  voice,  he  shewed  fortibi  the 
virtues  of  Him  who  hath  called  us  out  of  darkness  to  His  marvellous 
light.     Now,  he  rests  from  his  labours. 

^'  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  plantation  Monsouoiy 
long  closed  to  the  gospel-message,  is  now  providentially  opened  to  us. 
It  will  interest  you  to  hear,  how  this  came  about.  One  of  the 
principal  men  on  the  estate  was  taken  ilL  During  this  time  of 
affliction,  he  heard,  from  his  wife,  a  helper-sister  belonging  to  another 
estate,  frequent  mention  of  our  Saviour,  and  especiaUy  of  His 
meritorious  death  on  the  cross.  This  deeply  impressed  him.  He 
now  wished  to  be  cleansed  fr^m  his  sins,  and  desired  to  be  baptized. 
But  there  was  no  chance  of  instruction  or  baptism,  without  the 
permission  of  his  mistress,  a  Jewish  lady  in  the  town.  He  therefore 
sent  for  the  manager  to  come  and  see  him,  and,  when  he  came, 
addressed  him  as  follows :  '  Massa,  if  you  had  a  futhful  servant  that 
had  worked  well  for  you,  and  had  grown  old  in  your  service,  would 
you,  when  removing  to  another  estate,  set  him  to  hard  field-work, 
and  not  to  some  lighter  labour  V  The  manager  asked  what  he  meant 
by  that.  The  other  replied,  *  Massa,  fr^m  my  youth,  I  have  worked 
well  for  the  white  peojf^le.  Is  it  not  their  duty  to  allow  me,  in  my 
old  age,  and  perhaps  drawing  near  my  end,  to  seek  to  obtain  a  good 
place,  not  on  earth,  but  in  heaven?'  Tlds  address  induced  the 
manager  to  write  to  the  proprietress,  who  then  gave  permission  that 
a  minister  should  be  sent  for.     Br.  Bauch  was  thus  led  to  visit  the 
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estate,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  instmcting  and  baptizing  the  man 
alladed  to.  Since  the  opening  of  Heerendyk,  the  people  of  this  estate 
have  been  permitted,  to  their  great  joy,  to  go  thither  to  church.  We 
are  thankful  to  the  Lord,  for  this  proof  of  His  ^wer  to  turn  the 
hearts,  and  to  make  a  way  for  TTiV  goepeL*' 

Br.  Jaasa,  of  Annaszorg,  writes:  ^^I  have  held  service  three 
times  at  New  Meerzorg.  The  people  there  are  morally  in  a  wretched 
state,  and  sunk  in  idolatry,  to  a  degree  that  I  do  not  remember  to  have 
witnessed,  even  on  the  Para.  During  my  last  visit  at  this  estate,  the 
principal  idol-priest,  a  robust  young  man,  came  to  me  and  said,  '  The 
story  you  tell  is  very  fine.  It  has  touched  my  heart;  but  I  cannot 
give  you  my  name  to  put  down  in  the  list  yet,  because  the  trouble- 
some magic-wind  will  not  let  me  alone.  But  I  am  taking  a  good  deal 
of  pains  to  get  rid  of  it.'  I  recommended  him  to  turn  to  the  Lord  Jesus, 
who  was  manifested  that  He  might  destroy  the  works  of  the  devil,  and 
begged  him  earnestly  not  to  deceive  himself  and  others  any  more,  with 
these  works  of  darkness.  He  sometimes  comes  to  Annaszorg  to 
church,  and  I  have  the  feeling  that  he  is  sincere.  He  is  the  husband 
of  the  chief  priestess  at  Bruinendal,  where  I  also  preach  occasional]  j. 
I  once  asked  him,  if  he  made  use  of  anything  in  order  to  obtain  the 
magio-wind.  His  answer  was,  '  No,  it  comes  upon  me  suddenly,  and 
wherever  I  may  be;  and  then  I  do  not  know  what  I  am  doing.  It 
has  been  so  with  me  since  early  youth.  Perhaps  my  grandmother,  a 
priestess,  endowed  me  with  it ;  I  do  not  know.*  From  this  it  would 
appear,  that  this  state  really  borders  on  a  sort  of  demoniacal  possession. 
When  this  spirit  comes  over  the  people,  they  dance  until  they  fiJl 
down  in  convulsions,  and  often  involuntarily  utter  expressions,  which 
are  looked  upon  as  oracular.  The.  persons  affected  by  the  magic- wind 
are  usually  women,  and  but  seldom  men." 

The  congregation  at  Berg-enrdcU  has  passed  through  a  sort  of 
crisis  of  late  years,  partly  in  consequence  of  a  powerful  obstructive  in- 
fluence from  without.  XJp  to  the  present  time,  it  has  been  found  im- 
practicable to  establish  a  regular  Mission-station  there.  But  the  con- 
gr^ation  in  which  the  late  Sr.  HartmaAn  laboured  so  fidthfully  and 
perseveringly  is  diligently  visited  by  the  Missionaries,  and,  of  late, 
particularly  by  Br.  Menze.  Some  extracts  from  his  communications 
are  here  given :  ^'  The  last  few  days  have  been  a  season  of  blessing  for 
us.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  to  be  convinced,  that  our  Lord's  grace 
has  not  been  yet  taken  fr^m  this  congregation,  but  that  it  still  mani- 
fests its  enlivening  power  in  many  hearts.  Persons  who  have  long 
proceeded  in  a  hardened  and  careless  course  have  come  weeping  and 
confessing  their  sins,  and  begging  for  re-admission.  AU  the  meetings 
were  well  attended.  I  had  particular  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the 
state  of  heart  of  the  communicants.  After  the  confirmation  of  nine 
persons,  we  partook  of  the  Holy  Communion,  with  blessing,  and,  the 
same  evening,  I  administered  this  ordinance  to  the  poor,  lame  Br. 
Zaccheus  Brutus,  the  son  of  the  helper,  Thomas  Martin.  I  really 
felt  refreshed  and  strengthened  by  the  child-like,  earnest  £Edth  of  this 
poor  sufferer.  I  also  found  his  mother,  the  old  helper-sister,  Helena, 
in  a  lively  state.  She,  indeed,  complained  of  dryness  and  doEidness  of 
heart;  yet  it  was  not  the  less  manifest,  that  her  life  was  hid  with 
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Christ  in  Qod.  Her  hnsboiid,  the  aged  helper,  ThomaB,  has  become 
very  weak  in  body  and  mind,  and,  on  that  account,  is  no  longer  able 
to  execute  the  duties  of  the  helper's  office,  but  the  inward  man  is  re- 
newed and  strengthened  day  by  day.  The  second  helper,  Jacob  Hope^ 
is  strong  and  lively  in  spirit,  performs  his  duties  evidently  xmder  the 
Divine  blessing,  and  enjoys  universal  reiq)ect.  He  has  good  talents, 
and  is  poseessed  of  judgment  and  discrimination,  qualities  not  gene- 
rally found  among  his  countrymen.  I  wish  we  had  such  helpers  on 
every  estate.  Among  the  young  people,  I  am  very  sony  to  say,  there 
is  much  of  a  worldly,  carnal  disposition.  Yet  it  must  be  Cbdcnow- 
ledged,  that  dancing  and  wild  diversions  have  rather  decreased  than 
otherwise.  And,  after  all,  the  blessed  effects  of  the  gospel  are,  probi^ 
bly,  on  no  estate  so  extensively  maniftsted  among  the  young,  as  at 
Berg-en-KiaL" 

*'  After  perusing  Br.  Mense's  remarks  respecting  the  lame  Zao- 
cheus  Brutus,  the  following  account  of  the  extraordinary  circumi^iances 
attoiding  his  daparture  w^  not  be  uninteresting.  While  we  do  not 
hesitate  to  communicate  it»  we  do  not  attach  any  greater  importance 
to  the  visions  spoken  of  than  what  belongs  to  dreams.  The  latter  do^ 
however,  according  to  Scripture,  sometimes  operate  under  Divine  di- 
rection. The  value  of  the  narrative,  therefore,  appears  to  consist  in 
the  factr  of  its  affording  a  proo^  what  various  means  the  Lord  employs 
to  bring  men  to  wholesome  reflection.  Br.  Menze  writes  in  Septem- 
ber, 1856,  ^'The  death  of  Zaccheus  Brutus  has  made  a  deep  impression 
at  Berg-en-daL  The  following  was  relabed  to  me  by  the  helpers, 
Jacob,  Thomas,  and  Helena,  l£e  two  latter  being  the  parents  of  the 
deceased  man,  and  all  of  them  beiug  credible  persons,  and,  as  I  believe, 
true  children  of  God.  One  Sunday,  it  was  evident  that  Zaccheus  was 
becoming  weaker,  and  approaching,  his  dissolution.  Towards  evening 
therefore,  several  memb^  of  his  family,  together  with  some  other 
brethren  and  sisters,  assembled  round  his  bed,  and  engaged  in  singing 
verses  rdating  to  departure  to  the  Lord.  About  eleven  o'clock,  he 
appeared  to  cease  to  breathe,  and  lay  as  dead.  As,  however,  the 
body  did  not  become  cold,  some  persons  watched  beside  it  during  the 
night.  Li  the  morning,  ther^  was  no  sign  of  life,  and,  as  the  people  had 
to  go  to  woric,  they  resolved  to  assemble  previously  once  more  and  sing. 
They  therefore  sent  for  the  hdper  Jacob,  who  came,  offered  up  prayer, 
and  left  them,  requesting  them  to  have  the  corpse  ready  for  burial 
in  the  evening.  But  sowcely  had  Jacob  left  the  house,  when  the  sup- 
posed corpse  heaved  a  sigh.  The  bystanders  hastened  to  pour  a  little 
water  on  his  tongue,  when  he  breathed  again,  and  attempted  to  lift 
one  hand.  In  half  an  hour*s  time,  he  had  quite  recovered.  He  then 
began  to  weep  bitterly,  and  said  to  those  around  him,  '  I  have  seen 
and  heard  things  that  I  can  hardly  exjnress,  and  only  wish,  that  all  my 
fellow-slaves  might  know  them  for  their  instructiim  and  warning.  I 
have  been  in  spirit  in  the  other  world,  at  the  abode  of  the  damned, 
even  of  those  who  have  failed  of  Hke  right  way.  I  was  carried,  as  on 
the  wings  of  the  wind,  td  the  verge  of  helL  I  saw,  at  once,  that  this 
could  not  be  that  blessed  heavenly  kingdom,  of  which  the  Bible  and 
the  ministers  tell  as,  where  all  that  believe  will  be  united,  and  be 
with  our  Saviour.  Or  perhaps,  I  thought,  the  minister  has  deceived 
me.     But,  while  I  was  thinking  about  this^  some  one  stood  by  my 
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side  and  said,  .^Come  with  me,  and  I  will  show  yoa  what  sort 
of  a  country  this  is.'  How  tenified  I  was,  when  I  went  further  I 
It  is  a  dreadful  country.  All  sorts  of  misery,  sickness,  and  pain  are 
there.  The  first  people  I  went  to  see  were  sufiTering  from  sicknes&  I 
have  seen  many  sick  persons  on  earth,  and  have  long  been  ill  myself; 
but  this  world's  sufferings  appear  as  nothing  when  I  think  of  the 
wretchedness  and  sufferiiig  that  are  there.  Her^^  there  is,  at  least, 
always  some  person  who  will  pity  the  sufferer.  But  there,  is  no 
mercy,  no  pity,  no  help,  no  love, — nothing  but  pain.  O,  my  dear  bre- 
thren and  sisters,  obey  your  teachers,  who  make  known  to  you  the 
word  of  God,  receive  it  joyfully,  and  believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ; 
for  all  those  whom  I  saw  there  are  such  as  would  not  leam  the  truth  in 
this  world.  When  I  came  further,  I  saw  people  who  were  working 
hard  day  and  night,  and  never  finished  their  work.  They  had  no  rei^ 
There  I  hoard  wailing  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  Tet  they  were  only 
derided  and  mocked  by  the  devil  and  the  evil  spirits.*  Thus  he  conti- 
nued his  narration  the  whole  day,  imploring  all  to  seek  forgiveness  of 
sins  through  Jesus  Christ.  The  most  distressing  circumstance  was,  that 
he  had  seen  several  persons  belonging  to  Berg-en-daL  His  guide  fiir^ 
ther  conducted  him  to  the  fornicators  and  adulterers.  Upon  this,  his 
heart  smote  him  regarding  adultery  committed  by  himself,  after  his 
baptism,  which  had  never  become  known.  He  summoned  all  whom  he 
knew  to  be  guilty  of  such  sins  to  his  bedside,  confessed  his  own  trans- 
gressions, implored  pardon  of  the  Lord,  and  begged  those  around  him 
to  do  the  like  for  themselvea  This  made  a  deep  impression  upon  alL 
He  declared  that  he  was  conscious,  that  if  God  should  reward  nim  a^ 
cording  to  his  works,  he  must  also  have  his  abode  in  this  place  of  tor- 
ment; but  that  he  remembered  our  Saviour,  and  what  He  had  done 
and  suffered  to  redeem  him  from  this  punishment  He  was  after- 
wards conducted  to  another  place,  where  he  saw  his  father  and  sister, 
and  a  Missionaiy  standing  near  them.  The  latter  came  in  a  friendly 
manner  to  him,  told  him  he  had  nothing  to  fear,  as  his  Saviour  had 
shed  His  blood  for  Him,  and  redeemed  him,  and  then  invited  him,  to 
come  and  enjoy  the  body  and  blood  of  the  Lord,  and  be  free  for  ever. 
Upon  this  he  came  to  himself,  and  heard  the  people  singing,  and  the 
helper  praying.  His  joy  and  thankfulness  to  the  Lord  were  great.  All 
day  he  exhorted  those  around  him,  or  was  engaged  in  prayer.  For  one 
thing  he  was  especially  sorry,  namely,  that  he  had  thought  the  minis- 
ter had  deceived  him.  Towards  evening,  he  sank  into  a  doze,  on 
waking  from  which,  he  exclaimed,  '  Now  I  have  seen  my  Saviour,  and 
heaven  opened — I  have  the  forgiveness  of  my  sins !  He  then  re- 
quested to  be  taken  to  his  father's  house,  which  was  done.  In  the 
night,  during  the  singing  of  some  veres,  he  expired  peacefully,  having 
shortly  before  exclaimed  aloud,  '  I  see,  my  Lord  comes — ^He  comes  1' 
This  occurrence  has  been  the  means  of  arousing  the  attention  of  many, 
not  only  at  Berg-en-dal,  but  at  other  estates,  and  in  the  town." 


CENTRAL  ASIA. 
OUR  readers  are  afready  aware,  that  our  Brethren,  who  are  engaged 
in  the  arduous  task,  of  seeking  to  convey  the  light  of  Gospel-truth  to 
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the  benighted  inhabitants  of  the  vast  region  of  Central  Asia,— finding 
ingress  into  Thibet  impracticable,  on  account  of  the  jealous  watchful- 
ness of  the  Chinese  Government,  to  which  that  country  is  subject,  had 
resolved  to  effect  a  settlement  as  near  the  frontier  as  possible.  This 
they  were  providentially  enabled  to  do,  at  a  place  called  Kjelang, 
near  Kardang,  in  the  British  province  of  Lahfil  (or  Lahool),  among 
a  population  consisting  mainly  of  Thibetan  Buddhists.  By  the 
following  communications  it  will  be  seen,  that,  under  the  Lord's 
blessing,  they  had  conducted  their  building  operations  successfully, 
till  the  approach  of  winter  rendered  it  necessary  to  retire  to  their 
former  place  of  sojourn  at  Kotghur.  Nor  will  this  time  be  lost,  as  it 
will  afford  them  facilities  for  advancing  in  acquaintance  with  the 
language  of  Thibet,  which  would,  to  a  great  degree,  be  wanting 
during  the  busy  period  of  their  abode  at  Kjelang.  We  hope  they 
will  be  accompanied  on  their  return  to  the  latter  place  by  Br.  Jllschke, 
of  whose  safe  arrival  on  the  shores  of  India,  after  a  voyage  during 
which  he  had  enjoyed  good  health,  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  inform 
our  readers.  .^___

"  Deab  Brother,  Kotghur,  Nov,  Qth,  1856. 

«*  WE  arrived  in  safety  at  this  place  on  the  23rd  of  October.  When 
we  reflect,  that  we  left  Kotghur  in  spring,  without  knowing  even 
where  we  should  obtain  a  plot  of  land  to  settle  on,  we  cannot  but  say 
that  much  has  been  effected  in  this  short  time.  One  of  the  two 
small  houses  commenced  by  us  at  Kjelang  is  finished,  all  but  the 
internal  arrangements.  We  shall,  therefore,  after  spending  but  a 
little  time  upon  it,  be  enabled  to  inhabit  it  next  summer,  during  the 
building  of  our  proper  dwelling-house.  During  the  last  few  weeks, 
we  were  obliged  to  hurry  very  much,  to  get  the  building  under  cover 
before  the  winter  set  in.  The  carriage  of  the  timber,  from  the  wood 
near  Elardang  across  the  river  to  the  building  site,  is  attended  with 
great  dijficulty.  Although  the  timber  was  presented  to  us,  yet  every 
principal  piece,  of  which  there  are  about  thirty,  costs,  by  the  time  it 
is  ready  for  use  in  the  building,  about  eight  rupees.  The  tops  and 
branches  of  the  trees  cut  down  by  us  have  also  been  brought  to  our 
place,  so  that  we  have  a  store  of  fire- wood  for  several  years  use. 
This,  however,  has  cost  us  above  200  rupees  in  wages  to  the  Coolies. 
We  have  been  obliged  to  engage  two  men  from  the  village,  to  keep 
the  flat  roof  of  the  nearly  finished  house  and  the  foundation  of  the 
bungalow  free  from  snow, — as  also  to  watch  over  our  stock  of  wood 
during  the  winter.  They  will  expect  good  wages  on  our  return  in 
spring.  A  heavy  £sJl  of  snow  took  place  as  early  as  September  23rd, 
and  lasted  so  long,  that  it  seemed  it  would  never  cease.  However, 
we  afterwards  had  some  clear  weather,  so  that,  with  the  Lord*s  help, 
^e  could  get  our  building  operations  concluded.  The  thermometer 
stood,  in  the  hottest  days  of  summer,  as  high  as  eighty-four  degrees. 
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The  climate  among  these  lofty  mouDtains  agrees  with  us  very  well,  as 
it  braces  and  strengthens  the  body.  During  the  whole  time  we  were 
on  our  journey,  as  well  as  duidng  our  abode  in  Lahtil,  we  have  been 
cheerful  and  well,  with  the  exception  of  very  slight  indispositions 
We  are  joyfully  looking  forward  to  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  Br. 
Jfischke,  as  our  superior  and  fellow-labourer.  We  shall  have  letters 
waiting  for  him  at  Calcutta,  to  inform  him  of  the  best  mode  of  tra- 
velling hither.  We  have  brought  a  horse  for  him  from  Lahdl, 
to  save  him  such  fatigues  as  we  underwent  before  we  had  horses. 

"  We  will  now  endeavour  to  answer  some  queries  addressed 
by  you  to  us.  The  inhabitants  of  the  province  of  Lahtil  are  almost 
exclusively  engaged  in  agriculture,  and  the  rearing  of  sheep  and 
catUe.  Tliey  are  more  laborious  than  the  Hindoos,— working  in 
their  fields,  frt)m  before  sunrise  till  after  sunset.  The  productions  of 
the  land  are  confined  to  barley,  and  a  little  wheat,  and  buck-wheat. 
Even  these  products  are  not  sufficient  for  the  consumption  of  the 
country,  the  extent  of  arable  land  being  small,  and  the  abundance 
of  rocks  rendering  it  impossible  to  cultivate  any  more.  They  are, 
therefore,  obliged  to  fetch  a  large  proportion  of  the  necessaries  of  life 
from  Kullu,  packed  on  the  backs  of  dieep  and  goats.  In  connection 
with  this  necessary  import,  they  carry  on  an  export  barter-trade, 
exchanging  wood,  borax,  <&a,  for  grain,  tobacco,  iron,  &c.  Indeed,  a 
large  portion  of  the  inhabitants  spend  the  winter,  with  their  flocks, 
in  the  wanner  province  of  Kullu,  returning  home  in  the  spring. 
There  are  but  few  artificers,  and  these  only  masons,  carpenters,  and 
smiths.  None  of  them  are  skilful  workmen,  so  that  we  had  to  act  as 
masters  during  the  building,  and  were,  therefore,  obliged  to  be  all  day 
on  the  spot.  In  behaviour,  they  are  much  like  the  Hindoos,  with  the 
exception,  that  the  latter  always  seek  to  gain  some  end  by  their  dis- 
play of  fHendliness.  This  is  not  the  case  with  the  people  of  Lahlil, 
who  are  honest  and  open.  The  children  are  also  more  confiding  in 
their  behaviour  than  those  of  the  Hindoos.  Several  parents  have 
promised  to  send  their  children  to  us  to  school ;  and  even  some  adults 
are  desirous  to  be  instructed,  as  soon  as  we  are  able  to  keep  school. 
Major  Lake,  who  made  us  a  donation  of  200  rupees  towards  the 
expenses  of  building,  hajs  further  promised  us  ten  rupees  a  month^ 
from  the  day  that  the  school  is  opened,  and  engages  to  assist  us  in 
any  way  and  to  any  extent  in  his  power.  As  regards  religion,  the 
people  of  Lahtil  are  votaries  of  Buddha.  They  seek  salvation  through 
their  own  righteousness  and  meritorious  conduct;  for  instance,  by 
frequent  prayers,  by  the  reading  of  religious  books,  by  the  exercise  of 
charity,  especially  towards  priests,  by  avoiding  the  taking  away  of  life 
(though  they  do  not  object  to  eat  fiesh),  and  other  things  of  a  similar 
character.  The  gentleness  and  meekness  of  demeanour,  which  are 
especially  to  be  noticed  among  the  Lamas,  are  really  the  effect  of  fear, — 
as  they  are  apprehensive  that,  if  they  do  not  accumulate  an  abundant 
amount  of  merit  during  life,  Jihey  will,  after  death,  be  bom  again  in 
the  form  of  beasts,  or  other  inferior  beings.  When  told  that  Jesus  took 
our  sins  upon  Him,  and  atoned  for  them,  that,  through  His  death,  we 
might  have  peace  with  God,  they  cannot  receive  this  truth.  Not 
only  do  they  not  believe  it,  but  it  seems  absurd  and  vexatious  that 
they  should  not  contribute,  in  some  degree,  to  the  obtaining  of  their 
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own  eternal  happiness.  O  maj  our  faithful  Saviour  g^nt  us  much 
patience  and  love  for  these  our  brethren  by  nature,  who  have  spent 
their  lives  surrounded  by  darkness  and  unbelief,  that  we  may  not 
cease  to  preach  and  make  known  to  them  that  precious  name  of  Jesus, 
by  which  alone  they  can  be  saved  1  We  should  add,  that  we  shall 
leave  this  place  for  Kjelaog  (if  the  Lord  will),  about  the  middle  of  next 
ApriL" 

AUSTRALIA, 

OUB  last  Number  announced  the  suspension  of  our  Australian  Mis- 
sions, owing  to  the  retirement  of  our  Missionaries  from  the  station  on 
Lake  Boga ;  and  it  is  with  the  deepest  pain  and  regret,  that  we  now  in- 
form our  readers  of  its  temi)orary  abandonment,  through  their  return 
to  Europe,  in  the  early  part  of  December  last.  We  say  the  '^  tem- 
porary** abandonment;  for  we  are  unwilling  to  think  of  its  renewal 
as  hopeless,  or  to  conclude,  that,  because  the  great  enemy  of  souls  has 
succeeded  in  his  attempt,  to  interrupt  the  work  of  the  Lord  in  that 
distant  land,  he  will  be  permitted  effectually  to  frustrate  an  effort, 
begun  in  faith,  prosecuted  for  a  time  under  auspices  so  favourable, 
and  sustained  throughout  by  so  large  a  measure  of  Christian  sympathy 
and  benevolence,  and  by  so  many  and  fervent  supplications  at  the 
Throne  of  Grace. 

A  statement,  however  brief,  of  the  circumstances  which  have  led 
to  this  unhappy  result,  will  naturally  and  reasonably  be  looked  for  by 
our  Brethren  and  Christian  friends;  and  we  are  prepared  to  give  it. 
Before  doing  this,  it  would,  however,  seem  proper,  to  lay  before  them 
a  few  extracts  from  the  Journals  of  our  Missionaries^  embracing  a 
period  of  rather  more  than  twelve  months,  previous  to  their  with- 
drawal fr^m  the  station  on  Lake  Boga.  However  fragmentary  and 
imperfect,  they  will  assist  our  readers  to  form  something  like  a  correct 
idea,  of  the  nature  of  the  work  in  which  they  were  engaged,  and  the 
trials  and  diffictdties  to  which  they  were  latterly  subjected. 

Extracts  frcm  the  Diabt  o/the  Missionaries  at  Lake  Boga. 

April  25th,  1855.  The  native,  Wallace,  left  us  with  his  family. 
Though  he  visits  us  frequently,  he  never  remains  long  at  one  time. 

June  Qth,  According  to  agreement,  the  heads  of  the  native  fiunilies 
now  here,  namely,  Hamilton  (who  had  returned  on  the  2nd  inst). 
Tommy,  and  Boney,  went  into  the  forest^  to  cut  poles  for  our  intended 
fence. 

21st.  The  above-mentioned  three  men  asked  permission  to 
leave  their  work,  and  go  to  see  Billy,  Hamilton's  brother,  who  lives 
about  twelve  miles  off,  and  who  is  now  ilL  We  willingly  acceded  to 
their  request  As  they  expressed  great  apprehension,  lest  Billy  should 
die,  we  took  the  opportunity  to  tell  them,  that  those  who  believe  in 
our  Saviour  have  no  cause  to  fear  death.     Their  reply  was^  that  they 
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were  afraid  of  death.  When  we  speak  to  them  about  our  Saviour, 
they  generally  listen  quietly,  admonish  those  who  are  inclined  to  be 
noisy,  and  not  unfrequently  put  out  their  tongues  (in  token  of  appro- 
bation), saying,  "  Good  story  1 "  yet,  hitherto,  no  permanent  impres- 
sion is  perceptible. 

25th.  A  large  herd  of  cattle  arrived  here  ;  and,  as  our  fence 
was  not  yet  completed,  the  drivers  encamped,  with  the  herd,  not  very 
far  from  our  dwelling.  The  proprietor  of  the  cattle  conducted  him- 
self improperly  towards  the  natives. 

July  31^  Two  gentlemen  came  to  our  place,  and  angrily  ques- 
tioned our  right  to  erect  a  fence,  which  would  stop  a  road.  Our  ex- 
planations, and  our  statement,  that  the  latter  was  under  water  for  six 
months  in  the  year,  did  not  satisfy  them.  Finding,  afterwards,  that 
they  had  pulled  down  several  palings  from  the  fence,  we  thought  it 
best  to  seek  legal  protection.  The  neighbouring  magistrate,  however, 
declined  to  interfera 

August  ith.  We  took  steps,  to  have  the  matter  laid  before  the 
Gknremment  at  Melbourne. 

SlH.  A  company  of  fifteen  natives,  fr^m  the  other  side  of  the 
river  Murray,  paid  us  a  visit. 

September  5th,  Our  comparatively  successful  attempts  at  gar- 
dening, and,  still  more,  the  abundant  crop  of  pumpkins  obtained  by 
Hamilton  last  summer,  encouraged  some  of  the  natives  to  make  a  be- 
ginning, with  planting  some  pumpkin-seeds.  Two  fiunilies,  besides 
that  of  Hamilton,  have  lately  cultivated  a  plot  of  land,  under  our  direc- 
tion, and  with  some  assistance  from  us. 

27th.  We  were  disturbed  by  a  white  man,  who  entered  our 
place  armed  with  a  gun.*  He,  however,  retired,  after  some  conv^rsa- 
tion« 

February  2Qih,  1856.  We  found  that  one  of  our  neighbours  had 
taken  possession  of  a  piece  of  land  in  the  Aboriginal  Eeserve.  For  this 
reason,  and  because  we  had,  as  yet,  no  information  respecting  the  d^ 
cision  of  the  Government^  as  to  our  right  to  inclose  our  land,  Br.  Tager 
proceeded  to  Melbourne  to  make  inquiries,  and  follow  up  his  appeal 

March  20th.  The  Inspector  of  Police  came,  pursuant  to  orders 
from  the  magistrates,  to  br^ik  open  our  fence. 

24th.  Many  traveUers  passed  over  our  land.  This  continued 
to  be  the  case  for  successive  weeks. 

May  I  St.     Our  horses  strayed  through  the  open  fence. 

Mi.  Several  ox-waggons  passed.  One  party  encamped  here  for 
the  night,  and  annoyed  the  natives,  who  came  to  us  for  protection. 
We  shut  them  up,  thirty  in  number,  in  one  of  our  buildings. 

16^  Br.  Tftger  returned,  and  stated,  to  our  great  surprise  and 
sorrow,  that,  having  been  unsuccessful  in  his  appeal,  he  had  seen  no 
other  course,  than  to  announce  to  the  Government,  that  the  Mission 
would  be  broken  up. 

27th.  We  secured  two  ox-waggons,  for  the  carriage  of  our 
luggage  to  Melbourne.  When  the  natives  saw,  that  we  reaUy  were 
about  to  leave  them,  some  of  them  came  and  asked,  what  was  to 
become  of  them.  But  we  had  too  much  reason  to  conclude,  that  they 
felt  anxious  merely  for  temporal  benefits,  and  therefore  reminded  them, 
that  they  had  always  turned  a  deaf  ear  to  the  message  of  salvation, 
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caring  onlj  for  their  bodily  wants,  and  being  quite  regardless  of  theii* 
eternal  welfare.  It  is  mournful,  that  we  have  to  leave  these  poor 
people,  without  having  seen  any  fruit  of  our  labours. 


The  foregoing  extract  contains,  within  a  small  compass,  the  lead- 
ing features  of  the  case,  presented  by  our  Brethren  to  the  view  of 
the  Mission-Board,  in  their  letters  and  diaries.  That  they  were 
deemed  insufficient  to  justify  the  hasty  and  unauthorised  abandonment 
of  the  work,  will  excite  no  surprise.  Any  absolute  necessity  for  a 
procedure  of  so  extreme  and  apparently  so  irremediable  a  character, 
they  certainly  fiedl  to  make  out.  The  Mission-Board  forbore,  however, 
to  form  any  decisive  opinion  as  to  its  merits,  till  they  should  have  an 
opportunity  for  personal  intercourse  with  the  Missionaries  themselves, 
and  for  a  careful  examination  of  the  official  documents  of  various 
kinds,  of  which  they  were  the  bearers.  Such  an  opportunity  has  now 
been  afforded  them,  and  they  are  in  consequence  compelled  to  express 
their  sorrowful  but  deliberate  conviction, — ^in  which  their  representa- 
tives in  London  fully  coincide, — ^that,  in  the  transactions  to  which 
reference  is  made,  and  which  were  attended  with  so  distressing  a  re- 
sult, our  Missionary  Brethren  not  only  took  on  themselves  a  respon- 
sibility greatly  exceeding  the  powers  entrusted  to  them,  but  that 
they  also  seriously  fedled,  in  the  exhibition  of  the  meekness,  the  pati- 
ence, and  the  hopefulness  which  their  service  required, — the  grateful 
deference  which  was  due  to  the  wishes  of  their  ^ends  and  benefactors, 
and  the  respect  to  which  rulers  were  entitled,  whose  previous  acts  had 
manifested  a  desire,  rather  to  further  than  to  obstruct  their  labours. 
By  the  Church  whose  servants  they  were,  but  whose  principles  they 
appear,  in  this  instance,  unhappily  to  have  forgotten,  their  conduct 
must  therefore  be  disapproved  and  disavowed ; — ^first,  in  quitting  their 
post  on  Lake  Boga,  wiUiout  permission,  and  without  neoessity;  and, 
secondly,  in  abandoning  the  whole  of  the  field  to  which  their  commis- 
sion  extended,  without  having  first  made  an  attempt  to  fulfil  the 
known  wishes  of  their  superiors,  in  reference  to  ^  change  in  the  im- 
mediate sphere  of  labour  providentially  assigned  to  them. 

That  their  position  had  its  peculiar  difficulties  and  trials,  and 
that  they  were  placed  in  circumstances  of  considerable  embarrassment^ 
at  the  period  when  their  unhappy  resolution  was  taken,  must  be 
freely  admitted.  Among  the  settlers  around  them  were  not  a  few, 
who  cherished  an  unfriendly  feeling  towards  them  and  their  work, 
and  who  did  not  forbear  the  occasional  manifestation  of  it,  by  the 
circulation  of  evil  reports  or  the  commission  of  hostile  acts.  The 
public  use  of  a  track,  which  passed  through  the  Mission-paddock  and 
close  to  their  dwelling,  was  productive  of  serious  and  not  unfrequent 
annojrance,  both  to  themselves  and  to  the  natives,  who  visited  the 
station,  and  occasionally  encamped  on  the  Mission-land;  and  the 
disfavour  with  which  they  were  regarded  by  certain  of  their  neigh- 
bours, appeared  to  be  increased  by  their  construction  of  a  fence 
around  their  little  domain,  to  keep  off  intruders,  and  secure  their 
property  from  injury  or  depredation.  That  the  breaking  open  of 
this  fence,  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  right  of  way  with 
which  it  interfered,  should  have  been  regarded  by  them  as  an  outrage 
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€3i  a  serious  kind,  and  calling  for  prompt  l^al  redress,  will  probably  not 
excite  surprise, — ^particularly  when  it  is  remembered,  that  they  were 
foreigners,  now  stationed  for  the  first  time  in  an  English  colony,  un- 
acquainted with  English  laws  and  customs,  and  ignorant  of  the  extreme 
jealousy  with  which  every  infringement  of  popukur  rights,  even  in  the 
matter  of  a  foot-path,  is  wont  to  be  resisted  among  us.  Still  less  surpris- 
ing will  be  their  dissatisi&ction,  Uint  the  redress  to  which  they  considered 
themselves  fully  entitled,  and  which  they  sought,  first  from  Ulie  neigh- 
bouring police-magistracy,  and  afterwards  from  the  authorities  at 
Melbourne,  was  eitiier  altogether  refused,  or  materially  delayed.  Nor 
can  it  be  denied,  that,  when  they  subsequentiiy  asc^tained,  that  a  sec- 
tion of  the  AlxNriginal  Beserve  was  on  the  i>oint  of  being  made  over 
to  a  powerful  neighbour,  on  the  ground  of  his  possessing  a  pre-emptive 
right,  and  that  there  was  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  certain  Govern* 
ment  officials,  from  whatever  cause,  to  ignore  the  very  existence  of  suck 
a  Reserve,  there  was  sufficient  reason  for  the  anxiety  and  apfHcehension 
which  they  manifested. 

Had  the  circumstances  above  adverted  to  conldnued  to  operate^ 
and  the  existence  of  the  policy,  of  which  they  induced  a  suspicion, 
been  proved  by  the  actual  result,  l^e  removal  of  the  Mission-settle- 
ment from  Lake  Boga  to  some  other  locality,  might  have  been  ren* 
dered  expedient  or  ev^i  necessary.  It  is  plain,  however,  on  an 
attentive  and  impartial  review  of  the  leading  £Etcts  of  the  ciise,  that 
matters  had  not  gone  far  enough  to  call  for  such  a  measure, — still  less 
for  the  absolute  and  unconditional  abandonment  of  the  station. 

From  the  foregoing  remarks  it  may  be  inferred,  that  the  fear 
of  losing  the  benefit  of  the  Aboriginal  Reserve,  and  the  annoyance 
occasioned  by  the  public  road  passing  through  their  land,  were  the 
principal  reasons  which  induced  our  Missionaries  to  retire  from  their 
post  On  both  these  subjects,  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  ofS&r  a  few 
words  of  explanation. 

In  regard  to  the  Reserve,  our  Brethren  appew  to  have  been  under 
some  misapprehension.  They  se^n  to  have  considered  it  as  a  tract  of 
land  attached  to  their  station,  rather  than  as  one,  on  which  that  sta- 
tion had  been  formed.  According  to  the  testimony  of  C.  J.  La  Trobe, 
Esq.,  the  first  Lieut. -Governor  of  the  colony,  the  Lake  Boga  district 
was  selected,  with  /our  others,  by  himself,  as  early  as  the  year  1847, 
for  the  purposes  of  an  aboriginal  Reserve,  in  compliance  with  direc- 
tions from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies.  The  official  sur- 
vey of  this  tract,  comprehending  25  square  miles,  or  16,000  acres, 
and  the  legal  notification  to  the  parties  who  had  the  liberty  of  depas- 
turing it,  did  not  however  take  place  till  the  year  1851, — about 
which  time,  the  Missionaries,  having  assented  to  theGovemor*s  choice  of 
this  locality  as  their  proposed  sphere  of  labour,  obtained  a  graut  of 
363  acres,  for  a  Mission-settlement.  Indispensable  as  such  a  Reserve 
was  thought  to  be,  to  the  success  of  any  effort  for  the  spiritual  or  tempo- 
ral benefit  of  the  aborigines,  and  anxious  as  the  Governor  was 
to  promote  the  object  of  the  Mission, — he  had  no  power  to  pledge 
his  successors  in  office  to  the  maintaining  of  it  intact,  under  any 
circimist^nces,  however  altered, — nor,  in  fojct,  had  he  any  idea  of 
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doing  so.  This  is  sufficiently  eyident  from  the  terms  of  the  official 
grant,  made  in  Januaiy,  1854,  a  few  months  before  Mr.  La  Trobe's 
retirement  from  office, — in  which  there  is  a  clause,  providing  for  the 
restoration  of  the  363  acres,  on  certain  specified  conditions,  ''in  case 
that,  at  anj  period,  the  course  of  events  should  render  the  continu- 
ance of  such  Missionary -iftation  in  this  particular  quarter  inexpe- 
dient." Of  which  inexpediency,  it  could  not  of  course  have  been  in- 
tended, that  the  Missionaries  idiould  be  the  sole  judges.  That  the 
time  might  arrive,  when,  owing  to  the  changes  induced  by  the  disco- 
very of  the  gold-fields, — such  as  the  increase  of  settlers,  the  influx  of 
travelHng  adventurers,  or  the  gradual  withdrawal  or  di»4)pearance  of 
the  natives  from  the  vicinity,  the  Lake  Boga  district  would  cease  to 
be  a  suitable  sphere  of  Missionary  activity,— -did  not  escape  the  notice 
of  Lieut-Governor  LaTrobe;  as  more  thiEui  one  letter,  written  by  him 
during  the  last  year  of  his  administration,  is  sufficient  to  prove.  And  it 
was  in  consequence  of  these  intimations,  that  theSecretaiy  of  the  Unity, 
in  his  last  interview  with  Sir  Charles  Hotham,  previous  to  the  departure 
of  the  latter  for  Melbourne,  solicited  and  rooeived  the  assurance  of  his 
[Excellency's  readiness,  to  promote  any  measure,  by  which  a  change  of 
locality  might  be  fiEudlitated,  whenever  judged  to  be  necessary  or  desir- 
able. A  similar  assurance  was  ^ven  in  October  last  by  his  successor. 
Sir  Henry  Barkly,  whose  previous  government  of  the  colony  of  Jamaica 
had  made  him  favourably  acquainted  with  the  character  and  results  of 
the  Brethren's  Missionary  labours.  The  necessity  contemplated  as  of 
possible  occurrence,  does  not  however  appear  to  have  actually  arisen ; 
for,  though  the  claim  of  the  licensee  to  exercise  a  pre-emptive  right 
to  the  extent  of  640  acres,  under  the  Orders  in  Council  of  1847,  was 
allowed  by  the  Surveyor-general,  (probably  through  some  misapprehen- 
sion on  his  part,  of  the  arrangement  excepting  the  aboriginal  Keserve 
from  the  operation  of  this  Order,)— there  is  no  evidence  of  any  intention 
to  interfere  with  the  remainder  of  the  16,000  acres.  On  the  contrary, 
it  would  appear  from  the  statement  of  the  Bishop  of  Melbourne,  who, 
with  other  friends,  interested  himself  warmly  on  behalf  of  the  Mission, 
that  the  members  of  the  acting  GU)vemment,  shewed  a  willingness  to 
maintain  the  existing  Keserve^  and  that  from  a  conviction  of  its  being 
essential  to  the  success  of  the  work. 

With  respect  to  the  summer-track  of  which  our  Brethren  com- 
plained, and  which  they  intercepted  by  the  erection  of  their  fence, 
there  can  be  no  doubt,  that  it  was  productive  of  great  incon- 
venience and  annoyance  to  them,  by  its  passing  through  their  land, 
and  close  to  their  premises.  Their  power  to  stop  it  having  been 
questioned, — and,  not  altogether  without  reason,  for  it  was  clear- 
ly of  older  date  than  their  occupation  of  the  363  acres, — they  would 
have  acted  far  more  wisely,  and  more  consistently  with  their  charac- 
ter and  calling,  had  they  overlooked  the  offensive  act  of  certain 
jealous  neighbours,  and  been  content  to  ask  as  a  fa'Tour,  what  they 
could  not  demand  as  a  right.  Not  only  out  of  regard  for  the 
benevolent  object  of  their  Mission,  but  also  in  consideration  of  the 
evidence  they  could  adduce,  to  prove  the  slight  inconvenience  that 
would  be  occasioned  by  the  closing  of  the  summer-track, — ^the  winter- 
road  outside  their  fence  being  comparatively  good  and  passable  at  all 
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Beasons, — tiiere  is  sufficient  reason  to  believe,  that  the  point  in  dispute 
would  have  been  eventuallj  conceded.  It  is,  therefore,  deeply  to  be  re- 
gretted, that,  preferring  as  they  did  a  legal  assertion  of  their  claims, 
tiiey  should  not  have  been  content  to  await  the  definite  result  of 
their  appeal  to  the  Colonial  Government,  but  that  Br.  Tftger,  as  Super- 
intendent of  the  Mission,  should  have  taken  upon  himself,  to  make 
a  hasty  surrender  of  the  land  granted  for  its  use,  and  should  have 
announced  to  the  Colonial  Secretaiy,  and  to  the  Mission-Board 
at  home,  the  intention  of  himself  and  his  colleagues,  to  abandon 
the  station  on  Lake  Boga  by  a  certain  day.  This  intention  they 
unhappily  carried  into  effect  on  the  1st  of  July,  notwithstanding  the 
remonstrances  of  many  of  their  best  friends; — the  earnest  represen- 
tations and  fatherly  counsels  of  the  Bishop  of  Melbourne,  addressed 
to  them  on  their  arrival  at  Melbourne,  being  equally  unavailing  to 
detain  them  longer  in  the  colony. 

That,  in  acting  as  they  did,  our  Brethren  committed  a  grave 
fiiult,  and  something  more  than  a  fault, — they  are  now  prepared 
sorrowfully  to  confess.  In  the  hour  of  trial,  they  evidently  failed  to 
exhibit  **  the  patience  and  the  faith  of  the  saints,**  and  to  manifest 
that  devotedness  to  their  work,  that  simple  trust  in  the  Lord,  and 
that  reluctance  to  have  recourse  to  an  arm  of  flesh,  by  which  the 
name  of  Christ  is  glorified,  and  His  strength  is  made  perfect  in  the 
weakness  of  His  servants.  In  the  earlier  period  of  their  service, 
they  had  endured  hardness, — labouring  cheerfully,  and  encountering 
willingly  the  opposition  of  adversaries,  and  the  iudiflference  of  the 
poor  natives;  and  it  is,  therefore,  much  to  be  deplored,  that,  at  the 
very  time  when  they  appear  to  have  conciliated  the  good- will  and 
confidence  of  the  latter,  and  to  have  brought  the  temporal  concerns 
of  their  little  settlement  into  a  state  of  comparative  order  and  com- 
fort, they  should  have  been  induced  to  abandon  it,  either  by  present 
annoyances  or  by  apprehended  evils.  In  contemplating  a  result  so 
pain^  and  so  Httle  expected,  we  have  surely  cause  to  humble  our- 
selves under  the  chastening  hand  of  God,  and,  while  we  mourn  over 
the  failure  of  our  Brethren,  to  confess  with  ^ame  that  we,  too,  are 
justly  chargeable  with  want  of  faithfulness  in  the  performance  of  our 
duty,  as  their  fellow- servants  and  soldiers.  Had  we,  ''  who  tarried 
by  the  stuff,**  been  more  earnest  and  persevering,  in  lifling  up  holy 
hands  on  behalf  of  those  "  who  went  down  to  the  battle,**  and  in  sus- 
taining them  by  our  sympathy  and  our  counsels,  as  well  as  by  our 
intercessions,  some  souls  might  have  been  already  gained  for  Christ 
in  that  portion  of  the  Australian  wilderness. 

To  the  kind  Christian  friends  in  the  province  of  Yictona,  whose 
benevolent  interest  in  the  work  committed  to  our  Brethren  has  been 
manifested  in  so  many  ways,  ever  since  their  arrival  in  the  colony  in 
February,  1850,  our  warmest  thanks  are  due,  and  are  herewith  tendered. 
Among  them  the  esteemed  Bishop  of  Melbourne,  the  Rev.  S.  L.  Chase, 
with  other  clergymen  and  ministers  of  various  denominations,  deserve 
especial  mention  ;  nor  must  the  zealous  and  disinterested  services  of 
J.  M.  Smith,  Esq.,  w}io  undertook  the  agency  for  the  Mission  on  the 
return  to  England  of  our  valued  friend  Octavius  Bix)wne,  Esq.,  remain 
without  cordial  acknowledgment.    If  our  view  of  some  of  the  questions

whioh  have  come  under  consideration,  should  be  found  to  differ  from 
that  which  certain  of  their  number  have  been  led  to  form,  thej  will 
not,  therefore,  conclude,  that  their  willing  and  zealous  efforts  to 
serve  the  cause,  are  the  less  gratefully  appreciated. 

In  answer  to  the  inquiry  which  many  of  our  readers  will  doubt- 
less be  disposed  to  make,  as  to  the  prospect  that  may' exist  of  tho 
eventual  renewal  of  the  MissicNi, — ^we  can  only  state,  that  the  idea  of 
such  renewal  is  by  no  means  abandoned  by  the  Mission-Board.  In 
a  memorial  recently  addressed  in  its  nune  to  the  newly-a^^)djited 
Governor  of  the  colony,  Sir  Henry  Barkly,  in  whidi  the  views  of 
the  Board  in  regard  to  past  occurrences  are  freely  and  fiilly  ex,- 
plained,  and  thankfulness  is  expressed,  for  the  favour  which  the 
Mission  has  generally  enjoyed  on  the  part  of  the  Colonial  €k>vern- 
ment,  an  assurance  is  g^en  to  his  Excellency,  of  the  readiness  of 
the  Brethren's  Church  to  re-occupy  the  field  so  unhappily  and  unin- 
tentionally relinquished,  in  the  event  of  the  needful  facilities  being 
afforded  fc^r  this  purpose.  The  time,  the  means,  the  instruments, 
and,  it  must  be  aidded,  the  specific  sphere  of  operation,  the  Lord 
will,  in  this  case,  graciously  appoint,  in  His  own  wise  and  unerring 
providence.  Meanwhile  it  will  be  a  satisfaction  to  our  ]^:«thren  and 
Christian  friends,  and  an  encouragement  to  them  in  the  offering  up 
of  fervent  supplications  for  the  attainment  of  this  impoiiiant  object, 
to  know,  that  there  are  not  wanting  among  us  volunteers,  prepared  to 
renew  the  honourable  though  arduous  attempt,  to  gain  some  souls  for 
Christ,  also  from  among  the  scattered  and  rapidly  decreasing  tribes  of 
the  Australian  aborigines.  Should  the  Lord  be  pleased  to  accept  this 
desire,  to  send  forth  ELis  servants,  and  to  give  His  blessing  to  their 
work,  the  experience  of  the  great  Apoetle  of  the  Cbntiles  may  once 
more  be  renewed  in  the  history  of  the  Brethren's  Church  and  Missions, 
that  "  the  things  which  happened  unto  us,  have  fallen  out  rather  unto 
the  furtherance  of  the  GospeL"  (Phil.  L  12). 


iWltdctnanetms  InttlUgente. 

I.  Fourth  Cehtbnart  of  the  Origin  op  the  "  Unitas 
Fratbum,"  or  "Unity  of  the  Brethren." — This  important  festival 
was  celebrated  on  the  1st  of  March,  in  the  congregations  of  the 
Brethren  throughout  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  with  the  voice  of 
joy  and  praise,  and  with  feelings  of  devout  thankfiilness  to  the  Lord, 
for  the  wonders  of  His  grace,  His  power,  and  His  faithfulness,  displayed 
towards  one  of  the  snudlest  and  feeblest  divisions  of  His  Church  on 
earth,  during  the  long  period  oi  fowr  hrmdred  jean.  And  there  is 
reason  to  believe,  that  festive  celebrations  of  a  similar  character  will 
have  taken  place  in  every  porticm  of  the  Brethren's  Unity, — as  well  in 
its  congregations  on  the  Continent  of  Europe  and  in  North  America, 
as  in  its  still  more  numerous  Missionary  stations  throughout  the 
world. 

In  London,  the  services  of  the  day  commenced  at  an  early  hour, 
all  having  reference  more  or  less  to  the  event  commemorated.  Be- 
sides an  introductoi-y  meeting  at  10  a.m.,  and  the  public  worship 
usual  on   the  morning  and  evening  of  the  Lord's  day,  there  waa  a 
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•pecial  festal  service  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  at  the  chapel 
in  Fetter  Lane,  which  was  numerously  attended,  not  only  by  the- 
members  of  the  Brethren's  congregation,  but  also  by  Chnstian 
friends  of  various  communions,  acknowledging  one  Lord,  one  faith, 
one  baptism  of  the  Spirit  (Eph.  iv.  5),  and,  therefore,  one  in  Christ 
Jesus.  Among  these  welcome  visitors,  whose  number  would  have 
been  much  greater,  but  for  the  sacramental  services  usual  in  many 
congregations  on  the  first  Lord's  day  of  the  month,  were  the  Bev. 
Dr.  Mortimer,  Head-Master  of  the  City  of  London  School,  and 
William  Leach,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  '  The  London  Association  in  aid  of 
the  Moravian  Missions.'  The  Key.  Edward  Auriol,  the  esteemed 
Rector  of  the  parish  of  St.  Dunstan's  in  the  West, — ^in  which  the  first 
Society  of  the  Brethren  in  England  was  formed,  nearly  120  years 
ago, — ^being  prevented  from  attending  by  official  duties,  expressed  his 
sympatiby  and  good-wishes,  in  a  letter,  replete  with  Christian  feeling ; 
as  did  tiie  Bev.  Dr.  Steane,  of  Camberwell,  the  able  advocate  of 
those  principles  of  Evangelical  Union,  which  the  Ancient  Church  of 
the  Brethren  was  among  the  first  to  maintain  and  to  illustrate  ;  also 
our  valued  friend,  H.  Y.  Tebbs,  Esq.,  of  Doctors^Commons.  A  similar 
message  of  cordial  brotherly  afiection  was  sent  by  our  venerable 
friend,  the  Bev.  Dr.  Steinkopfi^  whose  age  and  infirmities  did  not 
allow  him  to  be  present.  At  this  service,  an  Ode,  prepared  for  the 
occasion,  was  sung ;  it  consisted  of  hymns  of  the  Ancient  and  the 
Benewed  Brethren's  Church,  and  of  three  original  compositions 
by  members  of  the  London  Congregation,  interspersed  with  several 
appropriate  anthems  from  Isa.  xxx.  29,  xxviii.  20;  Psa.  xzxix. 
16,  16;  Heb.  xii  22 — 24.  In  the  interyal  between  the  two  parts 
of  this  offering  of  praise  and  prayer, — Br.  Miller,  the  Minister  of  the 
congregation,  who  presided,  communicated  a  brief  record  of  the  lead- 
ing &d«s  connected  with  the  rise  of  the  Brethren's  Unity,  and  the 
establishment  of  its  early  constitution,  together  with  some  notice  of 
its  doctrines  and  principles,  proving  their  essential  coincidence  with 
those  of  the  Beformation, — an  event  occurring  sixty  years  later*.  Dr. 
Mortimer  followed,  with  a  short  and  impressive  address,  in  which  he 
drew  attention  to  some  of  the  instractive  lessons  to  be  derived  from 
the  history  of  the  Brethren's  Church,  both  in  ancient  and  modem* 
times, — ^referring  especially  to  the  commission  which  she  has  received, 
to  make  known  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation  through  the  death  of 
Christ,  to  some  of  the  most  benighted  and  barbarous  tribes  of  the 
heathen  world.  After  a  short  discourse  by  Br.  T.  L.  Badham,  from  ^ 
the  texts  of  the  day,  Psa.  Ixviii.  3,  and  1  Cor.  iii.  11,  the  festive  ser- ' 
vice  was  concluded  with  prayer,  and  with  the  Doxology.     , 

IL  l^OBTHUMBBBLAin)  LfLET. — Capt.  Penny,  of  Aberdeen,  having, 
for  several  years  in  successicm,  been  prevented  by  unfavorable  weather, 
from  touching  at  Lichtenfels,  requested,  some  months  ago,  that  a 
Missionary  might  accompany  him  from  Europe  on  his  next  voyage.

OUR  joy  at  having  the  TambookLes  in  our  neiglibomrhood  was  of 
abort  duration,  as  thoy  left  us  shortly  before  Christmas  the  same  year. 
Miqpasa^  who  had  entered  on  the  chi^tainship,  oame  to  the  deter- 
mination, in  ooi^unotion  wit^  his  counsellors,  and  in  the  presence  of 
sereral  Christian  Tambookies  and  Kaffirs,  to  make  war  on  his  uncle, 
named  SheliUa,  in  order  to  rob  htm  of  his  cattle.  Our  people,  and 
especially  Wilhelmina,  endeavoured  to  dksoaiie  them  from  this  pro- 
ject, and  represented  to  them  how  wrong  such  conduct  would  be,  par* 
tioulMiy  as  Shelilla  was  so  nearly  related  to  Mapasa.  Nevertheless, 
^e  Tambookies  quietly,  took  th^r  departure  the  same  night ;  and  a 
lew  days  after,  we  h^rd  that  they  luul  plundered  ^eliUa  of  all  his 
cattle,  and  had  slain  several  of  his  people  in  combat.  The  latter  chief 
did  not  possess  so  latrge  a  foroe  as  Mapasa.  He  was,  therefore,  unable 
to  take  revenge  on  his  enemies — whidi,  however,  was  absolutely 
necessary,  according  to  their  heathenish  notions.  He  therefore  im- 
plored the  assistance  of  GovemrocDt,  who  sent  a  commando  of 
dragoons,  hy  whom  the  stolen  cattle  were  re-captured  and  restored  to 
the  rightful  owners.  At  this  Mapasa  was  much  enraged,  €md  alijiough 
our  interpreter  Daniel  and  some  of  Mapasa's  own  people,  who  had 
been  at  Klaas  Smit's  River,  had  been  informed  by  liie  lieutenant 
himself  that  the  Qovemmrait  had  ordered  the  cattle  to  be  reclaimed, 
yet  the  chief  imagined  that  toe  had  sent  the  dragoons,  and  therefore 
resolved  to  revenge  himsdf  by  our  destruction.  With  this  view,  he 
came  into  our  neighbourhood  with  his  warriors,  in  March,  1829. 
Some  individuals  found  their  way  into  the  settlement^  anddedared  to 
the  Hottentots  that  they  were  come  to  destroy  us,  and  tiiat,  as  we 
were  so  few  in  number,  we  could  not  possibly  escape  them.  In  order 
to  carry  out  their  murderous  intentions,  Mi^Misa  and  a  party  of  armed 
men,  came  one  evening  into  the  settl^nent.  I  went  to  meet  him,  and, 
as  usual,  offered  him  my  hand,  in  token  of  welcome.  But  he  could 
not  look  me  in  the  face;  and  I  perceived,  from  t^e  countenances 
of  his  people,  that  they  had  not  come  wiUi  any  good  intentions. 
Mapasa  signified  that  he  wished  to  speak  wiUi  me.  I  therefore  went 
to  fetch  ^e  interpreter,  at  the  same  time  informing  o\u:  Hottentots 
who  were  at  work  in  an  adjoining  field,  that  Mapasa  was  there  with 
his  warriors,  and  advising  them  to  be  prepared  for  something  unplea- 
sant On  my  return,  aooompMiied  by  Daniel,  I  asked  Mapasa  what 
he  wished  to  say  to  me  ?  To  which  he  replied,  in  an  imperious  tone, 
that  he  wanted  to  speak  to  me  in  the  house.  He  had  never  spoken 
to  me  in  such  a  manner  before.  Howev^,  though  I  perceived  his  bad 
intentions,  I  yielded  to  his  wish,  reeomm^tiding  myself  to  our  Saviour, 
with  the  firm  conviction  that  these  men  could  do  me  no  harm,  in 
opposition  to  His  wilL  Mapasa  seated  himself  beside  me ;  some  of 
the  warriors  took  their  places  on  the  ground,  while  others  guarded  the 
doOr,  all  holding  their  assagays  before  them,  and  looking  upon  me  as 
completely  in  their  power.  But,  thanks  to  my  kind  heavenly  Father, 
VOL.  xxn.  9 
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"who  watched  over  His  poor  child  with  tender  care  and  compessiony 
none  was  permitted  even  to  touch  me.  After  an  interval  of  silence, 
Mapasa  said  he  liad  come  to  ask  me,  why  the  dragoons  had  taken  away 
his  cattle  and  ^ven  them  to  Shelilla  ?  I  replied  that  we  knew  nothing 
about  the  matter,  and  had  had  nothing  to  do  with  it ;  and  further,  that 
he  must  have  heard  from  some  of  his  people  who  had  been  at  the  fort, 
why  it  had  been  done,  and  who  had  oidered  it.  This,  however,  he 
would  not  admit,  but  endeavoured  to  make  a  variety  of  objections  to 
the  statement.  My  wife,  who  was  in  an  adjoining  room,  and  heai'd 
all  this,  was,  all  the  time,  earnestly  imploring  the  Lord  to  preserve 
my  life.  I  also  secretly  turned  to  Him,  who  ^one  is  able  to  deliver^ 
and  implored  Him  to  save  me  out  of  the  hands  of  the  enemies  who 
surroiinded  me.  All  at  once,  the  rude  heathen  changed  his  mind,  and 
commanded  his  people  to  leave  the  house.  At  this  moment,  our 
Sister  Wilhelmina  entered.  Seeing  Mapasa  luid  the  armed  warriors, 
she  placed  herself  before  me,  and  b^ged  me  to  leave  the  room. 
Having  formerly  known  the  chief,  and  not  being  afraid  of  him,  she 
addressed  him  in  strong  terms,  asking  how  he  could  dare  to  come  to 
us  in  such  a  manner.  Upon  this,  Mapasa  silently  followed  his  people, 
and  eventually  withdrew  to  the  other  side  of  the  Klipplaat.  We 
afterwards  held  a  meeting  with  our  little  congregation,  in  which  we 
returned  thanks  to  our  Saviour  for  His  preserving  mercy,  and  com- 
mended ourselves  to  His  further  care.  Some  heathen,  who  were  pre- 
sent, sooffingly  asked  us,  why  we  still  looked  to  our  God  for  protection, 
seeing  we  were  really  entirely  in  their  power. 

Some  time  after  this,  a  Tambooki  tribe,  residing  at  some  distance 
from  us,  were  robbed  of  their  cattle.  Being  hereby  i^uced  to  poverty^ 
some  of  them  sought  refuge  with  us.  Although  they  came  merely  for 
the  sake  of  temporal  advantages, — seeing  that  our  fields  and  ganlens 
afforded  us  supplies,  which  tJ^e  Kaffirs  could  not  so  well  steal, — yet 
we  rejoiced  at  their  coming,  viewing  it  as  an  answer  to  our  prayer, 
that  our  Saviour  would  bring  some  to  us,  to  whom  we  might  make 
known  His  love  to  sinners.  At  first,  they  were  only  allowed  to  come 
on  trial  We  explained  to  them,  that,  if  they  desired  to  reside  with 
us,  they  would  have  to  attend  the  meetings  diligently,  as  being  occa- 
sions when  the  word  of  God  was  proclaimed;  that  they  must  strive  to 
live  in  accordance  with  that  word,  and  must  put  away  heathenish 
abominations  and  superstitions.  They  promised  this,  and  then  became 
inhabitants  of  the  settlement.  We  assigned  them  sites  for  cottages, 
and  ground  for  gardens,  and  provided  them  with  agricultural  imple- 
ments and  seeds.  After  a  while,  others  came,  under  somewhat  similar 
circumstances.  They  were  in  a  state  of  poverty  as  regards  this  world, 
but  by  the  Lord's  goodness,  this  was  made  tlie  means  of  bringing 
them  near  to  the  kingdom  of  God.  Through  His  grace,  the  simple 
word  of  the  ci'oss,  which  is  foolishness  to  the  wise  and  prudent  of  tiuH 
world,  soon  manifested  itself  to  some  souls  as  the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation. 

The  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit  were  peculiarly  manifested  in 
two  women,  a  Bassootoo  and  a  Kaffir,  both  of  whom  He  convinced  of 
their  lost  condition,  revealing  Jesus  to  them  as  their  Redeemer.  Oh, 
how  did  we  rejoice,  when  they  told  us  this  the  first  time  ]     They

'aooDL  became  candidates  for  baptism,  wheu  special  iiistniction  in  the 
doctrines  of  Christianitj  was  imparted  to  tbem.  They  became  more 
and  more  penetrated  with  the  conviction  of  their  utter  depravity; 
but  our  Saviour,  at  the  same  time,  gave  them  the  grace  to  believe 
childlikelj  and  firmly,  that  He,  out  of  love  to  them,  had  died  and  shed. 
His  precious  blood,  that  they  might  receive  forgiveness  of  sins.  They 
longed  to  be  embodied  in  the  congregation  of  the  faithful  by  holy 
baptism.  The  6th  of  January,  1830,  was  the  joyful  day,  on  which  I 
had  the  privilege  to  baptize  the  Bassootoo  woman  into  the  death  of 
Jesus,  on  which  occasion  she  received  the  name  of  Salome.  This 
Sister  still  proves,  at  the  time  I  write  this  (1847),  what  the  blood  of 
Jesus  can  effect  in  poor  sinners.  She  is  an  esteemed  helper  at  Shiloh, 
and  makes  known  the  grace  of  God  to  her  countrymen  with  warmth 
of  heart.  Not  long  afterwards,  we  were  permitted  to  perform  another 
baptism.  Thus  our  Saviour  graciously  gave  us  to  see,  that  oiir  time 
had  not  been  spent  in  vain  in  His  service. 

We  were  now  enabled  to  proceed  in  a  peaceful  course  and  to 
edify  one  another.  Yet  trials  were  not  wanting.  Among  the  rest, 
we  were  much  annoyed  by  the  Bushmen  who  dwelt  in  the  mountain- 
kloofs  and  caves.  They  often  robbed  our  gardens  by  night,  and  by 
day  drove  away  a  considerable  portion  of  our  cattle.  Once,  when 
they  perceived,  that  our  people,  were  likely  to  overtake  them  and 
recover  the  stolen  property  tiiey  killed  eighteen  head  of  cattle  with 
their  poisoned  arrows,  that  no  one  might  be  able  to  make  use  of  the 
flesL 

On  various  journeys  into  the  interior,  which  I  was  obliged  to 
undertake  on  Mission-business,  accompanied  only  by  the  interpreter 
or  an  Hottentot,— our  Saviour  wonderfully  preserved  me,  both  from 
the  murderous  designs  of  the  Ka^Srs,  some  of  whom  were  continually 
lurking  about  in  search  of  plunder, — and  from  the  lions,  four  of  which 
animals  once  came  near  us,  looked  at  us,  and  then  went  quietly  away. 
The  exposure  I  imderwent  on  these  journeys  had  a  pernicious  effect 
on  my  health.  For  months  together,  I  suffered  severely  from  rlieu- 
matism,  and  was  totally  unfit  for  duty.  This  was  the  more  distressing 
to  me,  as  it  had  become  necessary  to  commence  extensive  building  opera- 
tions. Instead  of  the  temporary  reed-huts,  which  we  had  inhabited 
for  two  years,  we  had  to  erect  more  substantial  dwellings.  And 
the  place  of  meeting,  which  was  of  similar  construction,  had  become 
too  confined  for  our  increasing  population.  Under  these  circumstances, 
Br.  and  Sr.  Halter  were  called  from  Enon  to  Shiloh,  and  we  were 
directed  to  succeed  them  at  the  former  place.  There  the  Lord  was 
pleased  to  restore  me  to  health,  so  that  I  could  again  actively  engage 
in  His  service. 

After  remaining  a  year  and  a  half  at  Enon,  we  were  called  to 
Groenokloof  We  would  far  rather  have  returned  to  our  Tambooki 
flock;  still,  we  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  decline  the  calL  My  prayer 
to  the  Lord  on  this  occasion  was,  that  He  would  establish  me  mote 
and  more  on  the  ground  of  His  death  and  merits,  that  I  might  be 
able  joyfully  to  commend  His  love  to  my  fellow-sinners,  and  that  He 
would  keep  me  humble. 

When  it  plelused  the  Lord,  in  January  1 836,  to  call  to  His  rest, 
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Br.  Clemens,  the  senior  Mi8»ionary  at  Groenekloof,  I  waB  appointed 
to  undertake  his  duties.  In  1839^  we  were  called  to  CknkdendaL 
Our  abode  at  this  station  did  not,  however,  last  long,  aA  we  soon 
removed  to  Enon,  in  consequence  of  the  departure  of* Br.  Halter.  On 
our  arrival  at  Enon,  we  found  a  sad  state  of  things.  For  nearly  two 
years,  there  had  been  no  rain,  so  that  the  people  could  not  sow  or 
plant.  The  deepest  poverty  prevailed.  Not  a  few  houses  were  in 
ruins,  the  owners  having  betaken  themselves  to  the  neighbouring 
colonists.  Even  the  Mission-buildings  were  in  a  dilapidated  state,  as 
there  were  no  reeds  for  thatching,  and  no  water  to  use  for  maeon- 
work.  The  most  distressing  feature,  however,  was,  that  the  spiritual 
state  of  the  congregation  had  suffered  much  during  this  period  of 
scarcity.  It  required  great  labour  to  bring  everything  into  the  right 
course  again.  But  our  Baviour  bestowed  on  us  the  needful  courage 
and  cheerfulness  for  these  duties.  He  also  gave  us  fruitful  seasons, 
so  that  the  scarcity  of  food  ceased,  and  we  were  able  to  repair  the 
half-ruined  buildings.  In  order  anew  to  arouse  the  souls  of  the 
people,  and  draw  them  to  Himself,  He  made  use  of  a  heavy  chastise- 
ment. In  the  first  months  of  the  year  1841,  malignant  small-pox 
broke  out  in  the  settlement  Few  adults  escaped  it,  and  twenty- 
seven  persons  were  carried  off  in  a  short  time.  The  Holy  Spirit 
made  use  of  this  affliction,  to  arouse  many  to  anxiety  for  their  eternal 
welfare;  and  it  was  edifying  to  us,  often  to  hear  from  sick  persons 
that  they  were  concerned  for  more  grace,  and  to  bo  able  to  direct 
them  to  the  Saviour  of  sinners.  It  was  special  matter  of  thankfulness, 
that  our  heavenly  Father  helped  us  so  graciously  in  temporal  matters, 
at  this  time.  In  consequence  of  the  previous  year  of  scarcity,  the 
inhabitants  of  the  settlement  suffered  from  want,  so  that  they  had  to 
receive  assistance  from  the  Mission.  So  abundantly  did  the  Lord 
bless  the  means  at  our  disposal,  that  we  could  say  "The  barrel  of 
meal  wasted  not,  neither  did  the  cruse  of  oil  faiL**  All  these  experi- 
ences served  to  unite  us  in  heart-felt  brotherly  love  with  those  who 
were  committed  to  our  charge. 

In  June,  1842,  we  left  Enon,  to  which  we  had  become  much 
attached,  to  go  to  Shiloh,  in  obedience  to  a  call  we  had  received. 
Our  journey  took  place  in  the  South  African  winter,  during  which, 
not  only  the  roads  in  general  were  bad,  but  the  steep  and  lofty  moun- 
tains were  very  difficult  to  cross.  We  had  to  pass  some  nights  in  the 
open  air  in  this  cold  weather.  We  were  therefore  heartily  thankful 
to  reach  our  destination  in  safety.  It  gave  me  peculiar  pleasure  to 
meet  with  many  old  acquaintances  at  Shiloh,  including  the  majority 
of  those  who  had  accompanied  us  at  the  first  establishment  of  the 
settlement.  As  the  population  was  composed  of  different  nations, 
and  the  Hottentots  considered  themselves  superior  to  the  Tambookies, 
Elafflrs,  and  Fingoos,  it  was  the  earnest  desire  of  my  heaii;  to  inculcate 
mutual  brotherly  love  among  the  members  of  the  oongr^pation.  To 
assist  in  the  attainment  of  this  desirable  end,  we  made  several  arrange 
ments,  such  as  already  existed  in  the  other  South  African  congrega- 
tions, and  the  Lord  graciously  bestowed  His  blessing  upon  them.  At 
this  period,  a  conviction  of  the  greatness  and  importance  of  that  work, 
in  which  our  Saviour  permitted  ine  to  take  jiart,  was  particularly 
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impreased  on  my  mind.  It  is  true,  I  wto  often  painiidly  reminded  of 
my  innate  depravity ;  yet  my  Saviour  preserved  to  ine  the  privilege, 
of  viewing  His  wounds  by  faith,  and  of  experiencing*  in  my  sin-sick 
heart,  the  power  of  His  blood  shed  for  me,  so  that  I  was  enabled 
humbly  to  thank  Him  for  my  election  of  grace. 

At  this  time,  my  dear  wife,  whose  strength  had  materially  failed 
in  the  course  of  some  years  previously,  began  to  be  continually  ailing. 
At  her  advanced  age,  there  was  little  prospect  of  complete  recovery, 
and  she  therefore  wished  to  spend  her  remaining  days  in  one  of 
the  European  congregations.  It  had  never  been  my  wish  to  return 
to  Gurope  to  rest.  I  had  rather  hoped  to  end  my  days  among  my 
brown  and  black  brethren  and  sisters  in  Africa,  and  to  lay  my  lK>nes 
in  the  same  resting-place  with  them.  As  this,  however,  appeared  not 
to  be  the  Lord's  will, — the  state  of  my  dear  wife's  h^th  becoming 
daily  more  feeble, — I  felt  at  liberty  to  apply  to  the  Unity's  Elders' 
Conference,  for  permission  to  return  to  Europe ;  which,  afler  the  lapse 
of  some  time,  was  granted.  At  the  end  of  1845,  we  took  a  sorrowful 
leave  of  our  beloved  little  school-children ;  and  visited  all  the  brethren 
and  sisters  in  their  housea  On  the  4th  of  January,  1846, 1  preached 
my  &rewell  sermon,  with  a  thankful,  yet  humble  heart.  The  Mission- 
aries and  great  part  of  the  congregation  accompanied  us  as  far  as  the 
first  out-span  place,  about  ten  miles  from  Shiloh.  There,  after  par* 
taking  of  a  littie  refreshment,  we  formed  a  circle,  and  united  in  singing 
a  verse,  covenanting  together  to  bear  the  sufferings  of  our  Loi^i  in 
mind,  till  we  shall  see  Him  face  to  face.  At  the  conclusion,  I  pro- 
nounced the  blessing  on  all  present,  and  bade  them  a  last  ffirewell, 
with  feelings  which  I  cannot  describe. 

After  pleasant  visits  at  all  the  stations,  we  arrived,  in  April,  at 
Groenekloof,  where  we  were  to  await  an  opportunity  for  proceeding 
to  Europe.  While  at  Groenekloof,  I  had  the  privilege  of  baptizing  two  * 
adults,  and  of  assisting,  for  the  last  time  in  Africa,  at  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. I  was  also  commissioned  to  officiate  at  the  dedication  of  a 
little  church  at  Qoedverwacht,  a  preaching-place,  which  the  Hotten- 
tots residing  there  had  built.  On  the  1st  of  May  I  set  out  on  horse- 
back, accompanied  by  a  Hottentot  brother,  and  arrived  at  Qoedver- 
wacht next  day.  It  gave  me  peculiar  pleasure  to  converse  with 
the  dear  people,  some  of  whom  were  already  acquainted  with  the 
Lord  as  their  Saviour,  while  others  were  concerned  about  the  salvia 
tion  of  their  souls,  and  others  again  were  very  ignorant,  but  full  of 
earnest  desire  to  hear  the  word  of  God.  On  the  evening  of  my 
arrival,  we  held  a  meetings  for  the  last  time,  in  the  old  school-house; 
and  on  the  next  day,  took  place  the  solemn  dedicatory  service  in  the 
new  building.  On  the  following  day,  I  spent  some  time  in  the  school^ 
and  was  rejoiced  to  perceive  the  evident  improvement  of  the  children. 
The  teacher  had  once  been  a  beloved  scholar  of  my  own,  had  received 
further  training  in  the  institution  at  Genddenddi,  and  was  now  dis- 
charging his  duties  with  faithfulness  and  blessed  results. 

Soon  after  my  return  to  Groenekloof,  we  received  information 
that  an  East  Indiaman  was  about  to  sail  for  England.  We  therefore 
went  to  Cape-Town  and  embarked  at  once.  It  was  with  regret,  and 
yet  with  humble  thfmkfulness  to  the  Lord,  that  I  left  this  part  of  the 
world,  in  which  I  had  had  the  privilege  to  serve  Him  for  a^riod  of 
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thirty-one  years.  Our  captain  was  a  kind  man,  and  behaved  to  ns 
in  a  Terj  friendly  manner  daring  the  voyage,  letting  us  want  for 
nothing. 

We  arrived  safely  in  London  on  the  14th  of  July,  after  being 
fifty-eight  days  at  sea.  Thence  we  proceeded  to  Germany,  where  we 
had  the  pleasure  of  once  more  seeing  our  children,  after  many  years* 
separation.  It  was  very  agreeable  that  Kleinwelkey  where  we  were 
near  our  children,  was  to  be  our  abode. 

When  I  now  call  to  mind  with  what  mercy  my  dear  Saviour  has 
led  me  from  my  youth  up,  I  must  sink  abased  in  the  dust  before 
Him.  With  what  infinite  patienoe  He  followed  me  when  I  knew 
Him  not,  plucked  me  as  a  brand  from  the  burning,  brought  me  to  His 
church,  and  permitted  me  to  enjoy  all  the  blessings  so  dearly  pur- 
chased by  His  death.  When  He  called  me  to  the  IdjssionaTy-service, 
bow  kindly  He  cared  for  my  soul,  and  granted  to  me,  pocn:  creature, 
the  grace  to  open  my  mouth  boldly,  and  make  known  the  word  of  the 
cross  to  the  heathen  sitting  in  the  shadow  of  death.  Then,  too,  what 
an  inexpressibly  great  &vour  was  it^  that  we  could  carry  on  the 
Lord's  work  in  love  and  harmony  with  our  fellow-labourers,  and  could 
feel  assured,  when  we  took  leave  of  them,  that  they  would  remember 
us  with  affection.  O  that  I  may,  in  word  and  deed,  praise  my  fiuth- 
ful  Lord,  and  glorify  His  name  for  His  innumerable  benefits ;  that  I 
may  become  more  tenderly  attached  to  Him,  may  foithftdly  follow 
after  holiness,  and  to  my  last  hour  trace  my  election  of  grace  in  His 
sacred  wounda 

The  close  of  the  year  1846  was  an  interesting  period  to  me.  I 
had  much  to  seek  pardon  for,  but  the  Lord  heard  and  forgave  me,  and 
bestowed  His  precious  peace  on  my  troubled  heart  I  had  previously 
been  rather  depressed  by  the  idea  that  I  should  not  be  able  to  be 
actively  engaged  any  more.  Yet  I  desired,  from  love  and  gratitude 
to  ihe  Lord,  still  to  do  something  for  Him,  and  often  made  this  a 
subject  of  prayer.  On  this  occasion,  however,  I  obtained  the  com- 
forting conviction,  that  the  Lord  still  destined  me  for  some  further 
service.  In  Jime,  1847, 1  undertook  a  journey  to  my  native  town, 
with  the  prayer  that  the  Lord  would  bless  my  design,  to  visit  my 
only  surviving  sister,  and  to  beseech  her,  as  she  was  still  a  stranger  to 
our  Saviour,  to  seek  salvation  in  Him  and  be  reconciled  to  God. 
After  a  stay  of  several  weeks,  I  returned,  with  the  hope  that  the 
Lord  would  bless  my  feeble  testimony  to  my  sister  and  her  household, 
so  that  we  might  be  re-imited  befoi*e  the  throne. 

During  my  absence,  our  Saviour  had  provided  a  heartfelt  pleasure 
for  me,  in  the  calling  of  my  son  *  to  the  service  of  the  Mission  in 
South  Africa,  the  land  of  his  birth.  Before  proceeding  to  the  scene 
of  their  future  labours,  we  had  the  pleasure  of  the  company  of  him- 
self and  his  wife  for  a  short  time. 

In  October  of  the  same  year,  my  above-mentioned  presentiment, 
that  our  Saviour  had  destined  me  for  some  frirther  employment,  was 
fulfilled,  as  I  was  commissioned  to  open  an  Infimt-school  at  Klein- 
welke.     Although  I  felt  myself  in  many  respects  unqualified  for  this 
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tfrnploymeDt,  I  aoo^ted  the  proposal,  as  fix>m  the  Lord,  humbly  trust- 
ing that  He  would  graciously  give  me  what  I  required,  to  enable  me 
to  lead  to  their  Redeemer  the  little  ones  so  dear  to  Him. 

After  a  severe  illness,  in  1848,  which  brought  me  apparently* 
near  the  grave,  it  tended  not  a  little  to  my  encouragement,  when  I 
was  informed  by  the  parents  of  my  scholan^  how  earnestly  the  dear 
little  ones  had  prayed  to  our  Saviour  to  restore  me  to  health.  I  can 
with  truth  testify,  that  the  hours,  during  which  these  little  heirs  of 
heaven  are  about  me,  are  the  most  agreeable  and  full  of  enjoyment  in 
the  whole  day. 

On  the  1 1th  of  February,  it  pleased  our  Saviour  to  take  my  be- 
loved wife  from  my  side,  by  occasion  of  a  short  illness,  after  she  had 
affectionately  shared  grief  and  joy  with  me,  during  an  union  of  thirty- 
five  years.  My  dear  Redeemer  alone  could  afford  me  comfort  under 
this  painful  bereavement  And  that  He  has  graciously  done,  fiivour- 
ing  me  with  intimate  fellowship  with  the  Church  above,  and  with 
the  joyful  hope  of  being  re-united  wiUi  my  dear  partner  before 
the  throne,  and  of  joining  in  the  song  that  ever  resounds  there : 
«  Thou  hast  brought  us  nigh  to  God,  by  Thy  blood." 

As  regards  this  narration  of  my  course  through  time,  I  have 
taken  pains  to  set  down  nothing  but  the  simple  truth.  But  if  any 
pharasaic  self-love  should  have  intruded  itself,  without  my  know- 
ledge, it  is  my  earnest  supplication  that  it  may  be  blotted  out  by 
the  blood  of  sprinkling.  May  that  precious  blood,  O  Saviour,  plead 
on  my  behalf,  in  regard  to  all  the  misdeeds  that  have  testified  against 
me  since  the  6th  of  August,  1784.  May  none  of  them  remain  ou 
my  conscience,  since  Thou  atonedst  for  tliem  on  the  cross.  May  I  lay 
hold  of  this  truth  by  faith,  and'iirmly  depend  on  it,  living  and  dying. 
At  the  conclusion  of  my  mortal  life,  receive  Thou  my  spirit  as  that  of 
a  sinner  who  desires  to  be  saved  through  Thy  ransom.  I  am  the 
chief  of  sinners ;  therefore,  at  my  departure  hence,  let  Thy  grace  be 
abundantly  glorified  in  me.     Amen. 

Thus  far  our  late  Brother  wrote  himself.  His  children  add 
the  following : — Though  our  dear  father  was  seldom  ill,  a  decay  of 
strength  became  very  perceptible  of  late  years,  and  was  remarked  by 
himself.  He  was  taJcen  seriously  ill  on  the  29  th  of  April,  1855,  and 
was  soon  convinced  that  his  dissolution  was  drawing  near.  In  con- 
stant prayer,  he  waited  with  longing  for  the  moment,  when  his  Lord 
should  caJl  him  to  Himself.  On  the  5th  of  May,  he  expressed  a  wish 
that  he  might  be  blessed  for  his  departure,  which  accordingly  took 
place  in  the  presence  of  several  friends,  he  himself  joining  in  the 
singing  with  a  loud  voice.  As  he  grew  weaker,  his  looks  directed 
towards  heaven  and  his  hands  lifted  up  in  prayer,  testified  that  his 
heart  was  with  his  Saviour.  He  expired  peaceably  on  the  morning 
of  May  6th,  after  a  pilgrimage  of  70  years  and  9  months. 

On  the  part  of  the  congregation  at  Klein  welke,  the  following  is 
added  : — Our  late  Brother  was  a  member  of  this  congregation  from 
his  return  to  this  country  from  South  Africa  in  1846.  His  whole 
behaviour  testified  of  a  heart  full  of  living  faith  in  our  Saviour,  and 
imbued  with  love  to  Him.  But  he  is  especially  remembered  with 
gratitude  here,  on  account  of  the  fjEiithfulncss  with  which,  for  several 
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jear^,  he  c^red  for  the  In&nt-schooL  Oar  Sariour  had  bestowed 
on  him  qualifications  for  this  work  such  as  are  not  often  found  united  in 
the  same  person.  In  interoourse  with  his  dearly-k>Ted  Httle  scholars, 
he  became  a  child  in  a  noble  sense,  and  as  our  Saviour  indicated. 
The  school-hours  were  a  tune  of  pleasure  to  the  children,  though  the 
fieedftil  strictness  of  discipline  was  by  no  means  wanting.  The 
children  acquired  an  amoxmt  of  information  that  was  often  surprising. 
But  our  late  Brother's  most  earnest  efforts  were  used  to  direct 
the  little  ones  to  their  Saviour;  and  so  heartily  and  yet  in  so  simple 
a  manner  had  he  the  faculty  of  doing  this,  that  we  feel  assured  the 
results  will  be  blessed.  Indeed,  ^ere  are  already  unmistakeable 
indications  that  such  is  the  case.  The  affection  of  liie  children — 
which,  in  many  cases,  oontinued  td  be  manifested  even  after  they 
had  out-grown  his  care, — ^the  gratitude  of  the  parents,  and  the  esteem 
of  the  whole  congregation, — dl  tended  to  shew  that  our  Saviour  was 
with  him,  and  that  his  labour  was  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 


GREENLAND. 

From  Br,  Herbrich,  to  the  Mission-Board. 
(From  the  Miuiotu-BkUt) 
**  Dear  Brethren,  New  Herrnhut,  June  l^thy  1856. 

**  DURING  the  last  twelve  months,  nothing  out  of  the  ordinary 
course  has  taken  place.  But  we  still  have  to  lament  the  in- 
creasing indifference  of  the  congregation-members  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Church,  and,  what  is  more  distressing,  to 
edifigation  from  the  word  of  God,  manifested  occasionally  by  very 
Small  attendance  at  church.  There  was  much  to  regret  in  this 
respect,  although  there  was  an  improvement,  in  comparison  with 
some  former  periods,  probably  in  consequence  of  the  exceedingly 
mild  winter.  The  cause  of  this  state  of  things  is  undeniably  to  be 
sought,  partly  in  the  dispersion  Of  the  Greenlanders,  but,  probably 
still  more  in  their  impoverishment  through  their  growing  tendency 
to  indulge  in  European  articles  of  luxury.  This  produces  in  them 
dejection  and  a  consciousness  of  deserving  to  suffer,  as  the  result  of 
which  they  become  indolent  and  remiss  in  striving  against  sin.  Still 
we  have  often  opportunity  to  convince  ourselves,  at  the  individual 
speakings,  that  the  Spirit  of  God  ceases  not  to  operate  on  their  hearts. 
At  such  times  we  are  ready  to  ask  ourselves,  whether  our  complaints 
of  the  inward  decay  of  our  congregations  do  not  arise,  at  least  in  party 
from  misapprehension,  and  whether  we  do  not,  under  present  circum* 
iitances,  require  too  much  from  those  under  our  charge,  remaining  as 
they  do,  even  to  old  age,  children  in  disposition  and  ^havionr." 


From  Br.  Caspar  K5oel,  to  the  Mission-Board. 

(From  the  Mimont-BlaU.) 

*'  ACCORDING  to  the  general  opinion,  we  have,  strictly  speaking, 

had  no  winter  this  year,  not  only  as  regards  the  cold,  but  the  quantity 
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of  snow.  We  may  eBtimate  the  mediiim  height  of  the  thenmometez^ 
during  the  last  five  months  at  33^  or  at  the  lowest  31".  Yet,  during 
the  last  twelve  months,  not  less  than  forty-two  deaths  have  taken 
place,  while  during  the  same  period,  there  were  only  twenty-six  births. 
In  the  summer  of  last  year,  pleurisy  preyailed,  and,  at  a  Latter  period, 
a  sort  of  influenza,  which  principally  affected  the  young,  and  has,  I 
regret  to  say,  not  yet  ceased  to  be  felt. 

/  <<  The  autiynn  seal-hunt  was  almost  totally  unproductiva  Therci 
was,  however,  abundance  of  fisb,  so  that  the  only  want  experienced  by 
the  Greenlanders  was  that  of  clothing.  This  would  have  been  more 
keenly  felt  in  a  colder  winter,  especisJly  by  the  widows  and  orphans, 
who  form  a  large  portion  of  the  inhabitants  of  our  place. 

"  With  regard  to  the  q>iritual  course  of  our  pongregation, — ^if 
indeed  such  an  expression  can  be  correctly  used  concerning  a  set  of 
people,  who,  for  the  greater  part,  are  utterly  dead  in  heart, — ^we  have 
nothing  particular  to  complain  o^  except  the  great  defect  just  men* 
tioned.  Things  proceeded  in  an  orderly  course,  and  the  school- 
attendance  was  tolerably  good.  Many  of  ^e  meetings  were  also  well 
attended,  especially  the  religious  instruction  for  the  young.  The 
worst-attended  service  is  the  public  preaching.  This  is  compre- 
hensible to  those  who  know  the  circumstances  of  the  peopla  As  long 
as  they  will  not  understand,  in  the  light  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  what  sin 
is,  and  w&at  grace  is,  the  principal  thing  is  wanting.  I  view  it  as  my 
chief  duty  to  endeavour  to  assist  them  to  seek  this.  We  commend 
them  all,  old  and  young,  to-  the  loving,  high-priestly  heart  of  Him 
who  shed  His  blood  for  them  !'* 


SOUTH  AFRICA. 

BY  the  accounts  received  from  the  Missionaries,  it  would  appear^ 
that  the  apprehension  of  hostilities  on  the  part  of  the  Kaffirs  had  not 
entirely  subsided,  though  it  is  matter  of  thankfulness,  that,  hitherto, 
all  is  quiet.  The  wanton  destruction  of  their  cattle  and  com  by  the 
Kaffirs,  in  obedience  to  the  directions  of  their  lying  prophet,  Umhla- 
kaza,  is  already  causing  much  inconvenience  and  distress  to  these 
misguided  people,  and,  it  is  to  be  feared,  will  eventually  lead  to  yet 
more  serious  consequences.  It  would  indeed  be  well,  if  sad  experience 
led  them  to  see  their  folly  and  sin,  and  induced  the  resolve  no  longer 
to  "  observe  lying  vanities,"  and  thus  "  forsake  their  own  mercy." 
That  suffering  does  not  always  produce  salutary  effects,  is  exemplified 
by  the  conduct  of  some  of  the  rebel  Hottentots,  as  mentioned  by  Bn 
Meyer.  The  letter  of  Br.  Hartman  and  the  extracts  from  the  Diaiy, 
afford  some  very  interesting  particulars  of  information  respecting 
the  new,  yet  already  much  tried  work  at  Goaheny  and  lead  to  the 
earnest  hope,  that  no  fresh  hindrance  to  its  progress  may  arise.  Br. 
Kdlbing's  letters  give  some  pleasing  instances  of  simple  faith  as  well 
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as  of  the  blessed  results  of  the  fiuthfullj-preaclied  word  of  Qod;  whiles 
the  testimony  borne  by  the  active  and  earnest  Bishop  of  Cape- 
town, to  the  efficiency  of  the  Training  Institiition  at  Genhdendal  is 
encouraging^  as  proving  that  the  faithfiil  labours  of  our  Brethren 
have  not  been  in  vain,  and  giving  ground  for  the  hope,  that,  ere  long, 
efficient  native  labourers  will  be  provided  to  take  part  in  the  work. 
To  the  Lord  alone  be  all  the  glory !

'<  Dear  Brother,  GenambmbiAL,  Dec,  6tft,  1856. 

« I  MENTIONED  Bishop  Gray's  vkit  to  Genadendal,  in  my  last 
letter.  At  a  Missionary  meeting,  lately  held  in  Cape-town,  his  Lord- 
ship gave  a  very  interesdng  report  of  Missions  in  Kaffiraria,  from 
whidi  it  appears,  that  the  Church  of  England  has,  during  the  last 
two  years,  establidied  Missions  for  the  thousands  of  Fingoos  and  Kaffirs 
in  British  Elaffiraria,  and  even  beyond  the  frontier.  The  Bishop 
spoke  of  his  visit  to  Genkdendal,  as  follows  :  *  From  Caledon  I  went 
to  Geniuiendal,  wishing  to  see  the  Mission-work,  and  to  engage  some 
of  the  young  men  who  are  trained  there  for  Missionary-teachersi  I 
may  say,  that  very  few  things  have  pleased  me  more  in  Soiith 
Afnca,  than  my  examination  of  the  young  men  trained  in  the  educa- 
tional establishment  at  G^n^endaL  These  young  men  receive  an 
education  almost  equal  to  that  of  our  Training-schools  at  home.  I 
was  certainly  surpxised  at  their  amoimt  of  intelligence,  their  know- 
ledge of  the  English  language  and  of  geography,  and  the  sound 
religious  teaching  ^ven  in  that  Institution.  I  engaged  one  young 
man,  and  I  hope  to  have  three  for  the  schools  in  British  Kaffi:wa.' 
These  expressions  are  indicative  of  friendly  feelings  towards  us,  and 
we  are  glad  that  those  whose  education  is  finished  will  thus  meet 
with  useful  spheres  of  labour.

''  Br.  Miertsching  wUl  probably  have  informed  you  himself^ 
that  he  and  Sr.  Miertsching  landed  in  Cape-town  on  the  last  day  of 
I806,  after  a  voyage  of  sixty-seven  days,  from  Hamburg.  This  was 
a  short  voyage.  I  remember  that  we  were  105  days  from  London. 
Our  Arctic  traveller  and  his  partner  are  very  welcome.  They  will 
be  stationed  at  Eiim,  where  fer.  Nauhaus,  aiter  a  futhful  service 
of  thirty-two  years,  is  preparing  for  his  voyage  to  Europe.  He  will 
have  charge  of  ten  children  of  our  Missionaries  and  a  son  of  Mr. 
Kropf,  Missionary  of  the  Berlin  Society  in  Kaffiraria,  whose  name  has 
often  been  mentioned  in  the  reports  from  Shiloh,  as  that  of  a  friend 
of  our  Missionaries  there. 

'^  Christmas  has  passed  without  any  outbreak  in  Kafiraria,  and^ 
so  fiir,  all  is  quiet.  For  this,  we  have  reason  to  thank  God.  There 
is  stiU  a  difference  of  opinion,  as  to  whether  there  is  really  ground 
for  apprehension,  or  the  Kaffirs  are  to  be  trusted.  Mean- 
while, numbers  of  the  Germans  have  arrived,  and  the  rest  will  soon 
follow.     The  fh)ntier  is  also  in  a  state  of  preparation,  and  a  consider- 
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able  military  force  is  at  hand.  Hence,  if  the  Kaffirs  should  venture 
to  make  war,  it  will  not  last  long,  or  cause  any  serious  calamities  except 
to  themselves.  I  agree  with  you,  that  Government  would  have  been 
justified  in  seizing  TJmhlakaza,  to  put  a  stop  to  his  prophecies  and 
mi8chie£  Stilly  I  think  they  acted  wisely  in  not  d(Mng  so,  as  he  would 
probably  have  found  means  to  escape,  and,  I  have  no  doubt,  the 
endeavour  to  secure  him,  would  have  been  like  a  spark  thrown  into  a 
heap  of  combustibles,  and  would  have  set  all  Kaffiraria  in  a  blaze. 

"  On  Tuesday  next^  the  magistrate  from  Caledon  will,  for  the 
first  time,  hold  his  court  in  GenlLdendaL  This  is  to  tdce  place 
monthly,  and  has  reference  to  violations  of  the  '  Masters'  and  Sonets' 
Ordinance,'  as  well  as  to  criminal  cases.  We  have  offered  our  lodging- 
house  for  the  purpose,  and  hope  this  arrangement  will  do  away  with 
every  ground  which  could  be  alleged  for  haviim;  a  magistrate  resident 
in  €(eniuienda]. 

"  The  intelligence  from  Labrador  is  indeed  distressmg.  "Whait 
must  our  Missionary  Brethren  and  Sisters  have  felt^  when,  being  them- 
selves short  of  provisions,  they  were  no  longer  able  to  afford  relief  to 
the  starving  people.  How  thankfrd  toe  ought  to  be,  to  live  in  a 
country  where  such  a  famine  has  not  taken  place  for  many  years,  and 
where  the  fevers  of  tropical  climates  are  not  known. 

'*  We  had  here  quiet,  well-attended,  and,  I  hope,  blessed  celebra- 
tions of  Christmas  and  New-Tear.  To  see  the  church  well-filled^ 
after  most  of  the  benches  have  been  empty  for  nearly  two  months, 
during  the  absence  of  the  greater  part  of  our  people  at  the  harvest,  is 
in  itself  an  encouragement. 

"  The  last  day  in  the  year,  E.  A ^  a  member  of  our  congre- 
gation, who  is  never  missing  frt>m  her  place  in  church,  and  who  mani- 
fests, by  word  and  conduct,  that  it  is  her  sincere  desire  to  be  a  true 
disciple  of  Jesus,  came  to  visit  me.  Seeing  that  she  was  weeping,  I 
asked,  *  What  has  happened  ?  Has  your  husband  (who  sometimes 
yields  to  the  temptation  of  drinking  too  much)  been  behaving  ill ) 
Or  is  there  anything  wrong  with  the  diildren  V  '  O,  no,'  she  answered, 
'  everything  is  right  with  them.  But  I  cannot  forget  the  sermon  that 
Mr.  Kuhn  preached  last  Sunday,  on  the  words,  '  Whence  art  thou 
come  ?  And  whither  wilt  thou  go  1 '— ^Gen.  xvL  8.)  That  I  have 
received  from  my  Saviour  so  many  temporal  benefits,  and  so  much 
grace  for  my  heart,  and  am  still  so  ungrateful, — it  is  thisy  which  has 
struck  my  heart  I  could  not  sleep  last  night,  for  thinking  what 
Jesus  has  done  for  me,  and  how  He  loves  me,  and  yet  that  I  do  not 
love  Him  more.  Sometimes,  I  feel  that  I  love  Him ;  but,  alas  !  my 
heart  is  often  cold.  This  makes  me  sorrowful,  at  the  end  of  this 
year.' 

*'  Some  days  ago,  I  met  an  old  widow,  who  is  a  chapel-servant, 
carrying  a  large  bundle  of  wood.  Knowing  that  she  had,  some  time 
ago,  a  violent  cough,  which  much  weakened  her,  I  said, '  Well,  Amelia, 
I  should  not  have  believed  that  you  could  carry  so  heavy  a  load.' 
'  Myn  Heer,'  she  answered,  '  you  must  know  I- do  not  carry  it  alone. 
As  often  as  I  pull  up  a  bush,  I  say,  Lord,  give  me  strength, — and 
when  I  carry  it  home,  I  say,  Lord,  be  there  with  me.  I  should  not 
be  able  to  carry  it  alone,  but  He,  who  is  above,  supports  me." 
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From  Br.  H,  Meter. 

<*  Deab  Bbothbb,  Shiloh,  December  llth^  1857. 

<'  I  REGRET  that  I  am  not  able  to  impart  to  you  much  information 
respecting  this  station,  that  is  of  a  pleasing  character.  Of  late, 
several  instances  of  carnal  transgressions  have  occurred.  Satan  has 
succeeded  in  causing  one  man  to  &11,  who  had  vowed  obedience  to  the 
Lord,  on  occasion  of  his  baptism,  only  a  fortnight  before,  and  who 
had  apparently  proved  by  his  conversation  that  he  desired  to  be 
a  follower  of  Jesus.  But  a  more  distressing  case  than  even  this,  is 
that  of  an  old  communicant  member,  who  not  only  permitted,  but 
himself  applied  for  and  obtained,  the  services  of  a  conjuror,  for  one 
of  his  Mends  who  was  sick.  He  even  carried  his  own  son,  who  has 
]been  for  some  time  almost  a  cripple,  to  the  sorcerer. 

''  Another^peculiar  and  trying  feature  in  the  history  of  the  con- 
gregation i%  that,  in  this  fertile  spot,  there  are  several  femilies  who 
have  been  for  months  out  of  provisions,  being  confined  to  what  they 
can  borrow,  to  be  repaid  next  harvest.  We  cannot  do  otherwise 
than  blame  the  people  themselves  for  this  state  of  things.  In  spite 
of  our  exhortations,  .many  of  them,  when  there  is  abundance,  ex- 
change their  provisions  with  the  traders  for  fine  clothes,  or  for  some- 
thing to  please  the  palate. 

'^  You  are  probably  awai*e,  that  our  gracious  Queen  has  offered 
an  amnesty  to  those  Hottentots  who  remained  in  Kaffraria  after  the 
conclusion  of  the  war.  But  you  are  perhaps  not  airare  that  only  a 
few  individuals  out  of  about  800  have  accepted  the  pardon  and 
returned.  Though  they  are  in  a  very  poor  condition  among  the 
Kaffirs,  often  being  hardly  able  to  keep  a  blanket  to  cover  them,  yet 
they  are  unwilling  to  give  up  the  savage  mode  of  life.  It  is  even  said,  ijiat 
many,  and  those  mostly  baptized  persons,  have  adopted  the  habits  of 
heathenism. 

'^  You  have  doubtless  heard  of  the  apprehensions  of  warlike 
movements  among  the  Kaffirs.  Their  false  prophet  still  continues 
J»  excite  theuL  After  the  destruction  of  so  much  cattle  and 
com,  they  begin  to  suffer  severely  from  scarcity  of  food;  yet,  in 
general,  they  will  not  sow  anything,  with  the  exception  of  Sandilli, 
who  has  ordered  his  people  to  do  so. 

**  I  think  we  have  already  mentioned,  that,  in  June  and  July, 
with  the  assistance  of  all  the  men  of  this  place,  we  surrounded  that 
part  of  the  village  which  consists  of  walled  buildings  with  waUs  and 
palisades.  The  Lord  grant  that  the  many  loop-holes  may  never  have 
to  be  used.  We  trust  that  you,  dear  friends  in  Europe,  will  lift 
up  hands  and  hearts  in  prayer  for  us.  and  for  the  Kaffir  nation.*'

''  Deak  Bbotheb,  Goshen,  December  17 th,  1856. 

**  SINCE  I  last  wrote  to  you,  the  Lord's  work  in  this  place  has  suf- 
fered an  interruption,  though,  thanks  be  to  Him,  only  a  short  one. 
You  have  doubtless  heard,  that,  owing  to  the  threatening  xeport4S  of 
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a  Dearly  impending  outbreak  of  war  with  the  Kaj£rs,  we  were 
oUiged  to  seek  shelter  at  Shiloh.  We  had  often  heard  rumours  of 
war  since  we  came  hither,  to  which  we  paid  little  attention,  and 
which -proved  to  be  without  foundation.  But,  towards  the  middle  of 
last  year,  these  reports  assumed  a  more  decided  character.  Being  on 
a  visit  to  Shiloh,  with  my  wife  and  child,  in  the  beginning  of  July, 
we  heard  much  talk  of  the  probability  of  war.  In  the  beginning  of 
August  I  rode  over  to  Shiloh  to  officiate  at  the  wedding  of  my  for- 
mer pupil,  Samuel  Maeivi,  who  is  now  employed  here  as  teacher.  I 
found  Ihe  approaching  war  the  principal  topic  of  conversation,  while 
cur  minds  w^:^  daily  disquieted  by  fresh  reports  of  a  threatening 
character.  We  still,  however,  remained  quiet,  and,  although  most  of 
the  farmers  in  the  neighbourhood  had  fled  from  their  abodes,  we 
began  to  plough  and  sow  at  the  usual  time.  Our  people  were  re> 
solved,  in  case  the  war  should  break  out,  to  retain  possession  of  the 
{>lace  as  long  as  possible,  fmd  even  to  defend  it  if  attacked,  in  case 
the  Government  would  furnish  some  reinforcements  and  ammunition. 
'  At  this  time  we  received  letters  from  Shiloh,  with  the  earnest  advice  that 
we  should  pack  up  our  goods  and  retire  to  that  place,  on  the  ground 
that  it  was  not  advisable  to  remain  longer  in  our  lonely  station.  We 
were  further  informed,  that  it  was  probable  that  the  male  portion  of  our 
congregation  would  be  ordered  to  occupy  another  position,  that  the 
womenandchildrenhad  therefore  betterbebroughtinto  a  place  of  safety, 
together  with  the  cattle,  while  the  men  might,  if  they  liked,  await 
the  course  of  events,  or  else  go  to  Shiloh.  You  will  readily  believe, 
that  we  found  it  difficult  to  get  accustomed  to  the  thought  of  being 
obliged  to  leave  this  place,  after  scarcely  a  year's  residence  at  it. 
The  difficulties  connected  with  the  commencement  of  a  station  were 
past,  the  congregation  had  been  regulated  in  an  orderly  manner,  we 
had  erected  a  temponay  building  to  serve  for  church  and  school-pur- 
poses, the  children  attended  the  school  cheerfully  and  regularly,  and 
it  was  just  time  to  cultivate  our  fields  and  gardens.  It  was  with 
heavy  and  unwilling  hearts,  that  we  set  about  packing  up  our  things, 
and  removing  them  from  our  cottage,  which  we  had  only  just  put  in 
comfortable  order.  All  was  arranged,  that  my  wife  and  child  should 
go  with  our  furniture  to  Shiloh,  while  I  would  remain  here  with  the 
men,  retaining  only  what  was  immediately  necessary,  and  hoping 
that,  in  case  of  danger,  I  might,  by  the  help  of  the  Lord,  be  able 
to  escape  to  Shiloh  on  horseback.  '  But  just  at  this  juncture,  my 
horse  was  stolen  by  the  Kaffirs,  so  that  I  had  no  choice  but  to 
proceed  with  the  rest  to  Shiloh.  On  the  morning  of  the  20th  of 
August,  we  took  leave  of  those  who  were  to  remain  behind,  and 
closed  the  doors  and  shutters  of  our  little  dwelling,  with  sad  hearts 
and  many  sighs.  We  reached  Shiloh  at  sunset,  and  were  received  by 
the  Brethren  and  Sisters  with  much  kindness,  apartments  having 
been  already  provided  for  us.  We  now  worked  diligently  at  the 
erection  of  walls  to  defend  the  place,  but  with  the  inward  wish  and 
prayer,  that  they  might  never  be  required.  Thus  for,  this  has  been 
the  case,  through  the  Lord's  mercy;  though  the  danger  is  by  no 
means  past.  From  Shiloh,  we  frequently  visited  those  who  had 
remained  at  Goshen,  and  at  length,  I  ventured  to  return  thither,  in 
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the  first  instance^  alone.  As  all  moveable  articles  had  beeh  taken 
from  our  house,  my  domestic  an*angements  were,  necessarily,  |very 
simple.  I  generally  peiformed  all  the  household  duties  myself^ 
cooking  my  food,  and  even  baking  my  bread.  Our  churcl>fitting8 
were  iJso  of  a  very  primitive  chaiucter.  A  large  hollowed  block  of 
wood,  used  for  pounding  maize,  turned  bottom  upwards,  with  a  board 
on  it,  served  as  a  table,  on  which  was  spread  a  spotted  bed-cover. 
During  this  time,  most  of  the  children  being  at  Shiloh,  they  attended 
the  school  at  that  place.  But  as  some  of  them  remained  at  Croshen,  I 
instructed  the  latter,  as  well  as  my  deficient  knowledge  of  the  Kaffir 
language  would  permit.  Our  teacher,  Samuel  Mazivi,  assisted  in  the 
school  at  Shiloh,  I  therefore  had  no  interpreter,  and  was  obliged  to 
write  out  my  discourses  and  read  them,  as  well  as  I  could,  without 
help.  I  was  glad  to  perceive  that  the  people  undei*stood  me  very 
well,  though  If  of  course,  made  many  mistakes.  The  learning  <^ 
this  language,  so  fuU  of  interesting  peculiarities,  so  different  in  struc- 
ture from  the  ancient  and  modem  languages  of  Europe,  and  yet 
withal  so  regular  in  its  construction, — ^is  now  much  fstcilitated  by  the 
existence  of  good  grammars,  and  of  translations  of  considerable  por- 
tions of  Scripture.  Of  course,  diligence  and  perseverance,  as  well  as 
much  practice  of  the  various  sounds  and  clicks  which  are  so  strange 
to  European  organs, — and,  above  all,  the  Lord's  blessing  and  assist- 
ance, are  required,  in  order  to  attain  to  any  degree  of  readiness  in 
speaking. 

"  At  the  end  of  October,  I  fetched  my  wife  and  child  from 
Shiloh,  together  with  some  of  our  most  needful  articles  of  furniture. 
The  congregation  also  re-assembled,  and  on  the  return  of  the  teacher, 
the  schools  could  at  once  be  held  in  their  usual  course.  Thus,  thank 
the  Lord,  we  are  again  at  our  appointed  place.  Yet  the  danger 
is  really  by  no  means  at  an  end.  The  commencement  of  hostilities 
is  looked  for  some  time  afber  New  Tear,  when  the  fruits  of  the  earth 
are  ripe  in  the  colony.  The  Kaffirs  continue  to  follow  the  absurd 
advice  of  their  prophet.  Although  they  already  experience  great 
scarcity  of  food,  they  continue  to  destroy  their  cattle,  and  only  a  few 
of  them  cultivate  their  land.  Attacks  on  the  property  and  lives  of 
travellers  are  becoming  more  frequent.  It  would  almost  appear,  as  if 
the  Kaffirs  desired  to  challenge  the  Government  to  strike  the  first 
blow.  Strong  reinforcements  of  troops  have  arrived  from  England, 
and  there  is  no  doubt,  that  the  colony  is  far  better  prepared  than 
was  the  case  before.  If  a  war  should  break  out,  it  is  not  unlikely 
that  the  Kaffirs  would  lose  their  national  independence.  Perhaps, 
however,  this  may  be  the  chosen  means  in  the  Lord's  hand,  to  b^d 
the  stubborn  neck  of  these  people,  and  to  prepare  them  for  the  recep- 
tion of  His  easy  yoke.  But  even  if  there  is  no  war,  famine  will  pro- 
bably cause  greater  misery  and  devastation  among  the  Kaffirs  than 
any  war  could  do.  Such  is  the  present  state  of  affairs  here.  Our 
trust  is  in  the  Lord,  that,  in  time  of  danger,  He  will  be  our  protector. 
We  are  also  comforted  by  the  conviction,  tiiat  we  are  favoured  with 
the  faithful  intercessions  of  many  Christian  friends,  who  have  heard 
of  our  situation. 

"  In  temporal  affairs  the  Lord  has  richly  blessed  us,  having  sent 
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US  fertUisdug  rains,  so  tkat  the  various  fields  look  very  well,  and  pro* 
mise  an  abundant  liarvest.  The  com  is  already  yellow,  and  will  be 
soon  fit  to  reap.  Our  congregation,  though  increased  by  the  arrival 
of  two  families  from  the  Zitzikamma,  only  consists  of  about  eighty 
persons,  though  others  have  made  inquiries  as  to  permission  to  enter 
the  settlement.  We  have  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  course  of 
most  of  the  baptized,  though  we  could  wish  some  of  them  mani-  • 
fested  more  of  ihe  blessed  efiects  of  the  grace  of  Qod  before  their 
heathen  countrymea.  Among  the  unbapi^zed,  there  is  much  more 
that  is  distressing,  and  but  too  little  earnest  desire  for  salvation.  You 
are  probably  aware,  that  the  €k>vemor  has  again  promised  to  visit 
Shiloh  and  Goshen,  when  he  next  comes  to  the  fixmtier.** 


JSxtract  from  tlie  Diary  of  Goshen  for  1855. 

THE  Mission-station,  Goshen,  is  situated  on  the  northern  slope  of 
the  Windvogelberg,  about  twenty  miles  in  a  south-eastern  direction 
from  Shiloh*  It  was  first  commenced  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Gysin  and  Br. 
F.  Nauhaus,  in  1850. 

The  neighbourhood  of  the  Windvogelberg  seemed  a  very  suitable 
locality  for  a  Mission-station,  as  it  was,  on  account  of  its  excellent 
pasture,  a  favourite  resort  of  the  various  Kaffir  tribes,  a  proof  of 
which  is  still  to  be  met  with  in  the  numerous  traces  of  cattle-kraals. 
The  district  at  that  time  formed  a  part  of  what  was  called  British 
KafiVaria,  and  was  chiefly  inhabited  by  Tambookies,  one  of  whose 
chiefe,  Kusi,  a  brother  of  the  well-known  Mapasa,  dwelt  very  near 
the  spot  now  occupied  by  the  station. 

In  March,  1850,  a  dwelling-house  for  the  Missionaries  having 
been  erected,  the  Brethren  and  Sister  above  mentioned  took  up  their 
abode  there,  and  were  speedily  joined  by  a  considerable  number  of 
Fingoos  from  the  Zitzikamma^and  of  Kaffirs  from  the  immediate  neigh- 
bourhood. Cottages  were  built,  fields  and  gardens  laid  out,  a  buildmg 
constructed  to  serve  temporarily  as  a  place  of  worship ;  and,  more 
than  all,  the  preached  word  found  entrance  into  the  hearts  of  some, 
so  that  they  began  to  ask,  "  What  must  we  do  to  be  saved  1  **  Thus 
cheering  were  the  prospects,  when  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  war 
with  the  Kaffirs  broke  out.  The  Missionaries  were  obliged  to  repeat 
to  Shiloh,  the  congregation  was  dispersed,  the  temporary  church  and 
the  dwelling-house  were  burned  by  the  hostile  Kaffirs,  while  the 
native  cottages  subsequently  met  with  the  same  fate  from  the  hands 
of  the  troops.  Thus,  this  spot,  which  had  afforded  the  hope  of 
speedily  blooming  as  a  garden  of  the  Lord,  was  reduced  to  desolation. 

After  the  conclusion  of  peace,  the  district  in  which  Goshen  is 
idtuated,  was  annexed  to  the  Colony,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  land 
assigned  to  English  and  Dutch  colonists.  We  also  obtained  permis- 
sion to  re-occupy  our  former  location,  but  with  such  a  greatly  curtailed 
amoimt  of  land,  as  to  render  it  possible  for  only  a  limited  number  of 
inhabitants  to  reside  here. 

As  early  as  the  beginning  of  March,  1854,  some  families  of  Fin- 
goos and  Tambookies  proceeded  to  the  spot  with  their  cattle.     The 
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FingooB  had  resided  ihere  before  the  war,  and  had  fled  with  the  Mis* 
ttiooaries  to  Shiloh.  A  variety  of  circumstances  prevented  the 
latter  from  returning  to  thdr  former  labode.  But  ^ej  frequcntlj 
visited  those  who.  had  settled  there.  At  length,  a  small  dwelling* 
house  having  been  again  erected,  Br.  and  Sr.  Hartman,  who  hiui 
been  commissioned  to  make  the  re-oonmiencement,  left  Shiloh  on  the 
5th  of  September,  1855.  We  set  off  with  two  ox-waggcms,  one  of 
which  was  laden  with  provisions,  furniture,  6cc,  the  other  being  occu- 
pied bj  ourselves  and  our  luggage.  On  ascending  the  heights  between 
Shiloh  and  €k)Bhen,  we  found  it  very  cold,  and  a  heavy  fedl  of  snow 
presented  us  with  an  almost  European  winter  landscape.  However, 
it  soon  became  warmer.  As  we  proceeded,  our  way  led  us  over  a 
grass-grown  lofty  plateau,  on  which  not  a  tree  or  shrub  was  to  be 
seen.  Formerly,  this  table-land  abounded  in  wild  animals  of  various 
kinds,  including  lions.  The  latter  have  now  quite  disappeared,  and 
others  occur  but  rarely.  Sometimes,  however,  ostriches,  spring-bocks, 
and  hartebeests  are  to  be  seen,  as  well  as,  though  much  more  rarely, 

auaggas.  From  this  plateau  to  Qoshen,  the  road  passes  between 
liom-tree&  These  are  a  species  of  mimosa.  With  their  delicate 
leaves  and  long  white  thorns,  they  present  a  pleasing  appearanceb 
Nor  are  they  less  useful  than  omamentaL  The  trunk  affords  good 
fuel ;  the  thorny  branches  are  very  suitable  for  fencing  the  cattie* 
kraals ;  the  long  pliant  shoots  are  of  use  in  tiie  construction  of  the 
Kaffir  huts ;  the  thin  tough  inner  bark  is  used  for  tying  t(^;ether  the 
rods  in  house-building ;  the  external  bark  is  very  useful  to  the  tanner ; 
and  finally,  it  is  from  this  tree  that  the  well-known  gum  arabic  exudes. 
The  road  between  Shiloh  and  Goshen  is  for  the  greater  part  good. 
But  there  are  one  or  two  parts  so  bad,  that  people  in  Europe  can 
hardly  imagine  anything  like  it  No  vehicle  but  a  South  African 
waggon  can  possibly  last  on  such  roads  for  any  length  of  time.  On 
this  occasion,  as  we  were  descending  a  steep  declivity,  a  link  of  the 
drag-chain  snapped.  *  Serious  mischief  must  have  resulted,  had  not  the 
wheels,  through  the  Lord's  protecting  grace,  been  blocked  by  a  large 
stone.     We  reached  our  future  home  in  the  evening,  in  safety. 

On  the  foUowing  day  the  Missionaries  from  Shiloh  arrived,  accom- 
panied by  some  Hottentots  and  Fingoos  of  that  congregation.  W« 
then  called  together  those  who  were  already  residing  here,  to  unite 
with  us  in  consecrating  this  place  anew  to  the  Lord.  Br.  Gysin 
prayed  a  portion  of  the  Church-litany,  after  which  the  Missionaries 
spoke  each  a  few  words  in  reference  to  the  object  of  our  assembly. 
We  then  united  in  returning  thanks  to  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  for 
permitting  us  to  resume  our  labours  on  this  spot.  We  further  im- 
plored Him  to  be  our  Guide  and  Protector,  to  accompany  His  word 
preached  with  demonstration  of  tlte  Spirit  and  of  power,  and  to  collect 
in  this  place,  a  little  company  of  sudi  as  should  know,  by  heart's  ex- 
perience, that,  through  His  precious  blood,  sinners  may  be  cleansed 
from  sin  and  be  saved.  We  then  proceeded  to  select  a  place  for  a  burial- 
ground,  closing  our  proceedings  with  a  cheerful  love-feast,  after  which 
the  visitors  from  Shiloh  took  leave. 

*  On  Sunday,  September  9th,  as  the  interpreter,  Joshua  Hermanns, 
had  arrived  from  Shiloh  on  the  previous  evening,  I  was  enabled  ta 
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bold  divine  service  in  the  usual  manner,  with  preaching  and  the  litany. 
My  subject  was  the  healing  of  the  ten  lepers,  and  great  attention  was 
paid  by  the  people.  Speaking  through  an  interpreter  is,  at  best,  an 
imperfect  and  unsatisfactory  mode  of  address ;  there  is,  however,  do 
other  way,  until  the  Missionary  is  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  native 
language  to  express  himself  in  it  with  some  degree  of  fluency.  The 
above-mentioned  Joshua  Hermanns  is  a  Kaffir,  who  was  baptized  by 
a  Missionary  of  the  Berlin  Society.  Previous  to  the  war  he  resided 
at  Goshen,  but  since  that  time  has  been  an  inhabitant  of  Shiloh.  He 
is  a  very  useful  native  helper,  and  appears  to  have  become  a  true 
follower  of  our  Saviour.,  During  the  first  months  of  our  residence 
here,  he  remained  with  us,  in  order  to  assist  us.  I  had,  during  this 
period,  abundant  occasion  to  appreciate  his  services,  not  only  in  tem- 
poral matters,  but  likewise  in  the  private  care  of  souls.  After  the 
service,  I  addressed  the  people  on  the  subject  of  erecting  a  temporary 
building  for  church  and  school-purposes,  to  assist  in  doing  which,  they 
expressed  great  willingness.  Until  this  object  was  attained,  I  held 
the  Sunday-services  and  weekly-meetings  in  our  house.  All  were 
well  attended,  and  upon  the  whole  a  cheering  desire  to  hear  God*s 
word  was  manifested.  Several  persons  were  candidates  for  baptism  j 
three  had  been  baptized  at  Shiloh,  shortly  before  our  arrival  at  Goshen, 
and  a  married  pair  from  Clarkson  were  already  communicants.  We 
are  glad  to  be  able  to  testify  that  those  who  had  thus  become  members 
of  the  Church,  sought  diligently  to  walk  worthily  of  the  gospel,  and 
to  manifest  their  value  for  the  privileges  they  had  received. 

During  the  first  days  of  our  abode  here,  we  received  a  short  visit 
from  Mr.  Waters,  an  English  clergyman,  who  passed  us  on  his  way 
into  Kaffiraria,  as  Missionary.  Among  the  articles  which  he  had  with 
him,  was  an  iron  house,  destined  for  his  habitation.  He  is  stationed 
among  the  Galekas,  about  forty  miles  from  this  place. 

A  labour  to  which  we  had  soon  to  turn  our  attention,  was  the 
laying  out  of  a  vegetable  garden.  The  breaking  up  of  the  new,  and 
in  part  very  rocky  land,  caused  us  much  trouble  and  labour.  But  we 
were  abundantly  repaid  for  it.  As  all  European  vegetables  thrive 
well  in  this  part  of  Africa,  we  soon  had  as  many  potatoes,  beans, 
pease,  &c.,  as  we  required. 

On  Sunday,  September  1 6th,  a  T&mbooki  family,  who  are  in  the  ser- 
vice of  a  neighbouring  English  colonist,  attended  the  preaching .  Before 
the  last  war,  they  lived  at  a  Wesleyan  Mission-station.  The  woman 
and  children  have  been  baptized.  The  man,  who  belongs  to  the  chief- 
tain's race,  appears  very  anxious  for  instruction  in  God's  word.  When 
I  asked  him,  after  the  service,  if  he  liked  to  hear  the  word  of  God, 
he  replied,  that  he  felt  the  word  of  God  to  be  as  needful  as  the  food 
and  water  of  which  he  daily  partook.  But,  on  my  further  asking, 
whether  he  could  repeat  anything  of  what  he  had  heard,  he  replied, 
that  God's  word  was  as  slippery  as  soap ;  probably  meaning  that  he 
was  unable  to  retain  it  in  his  memory.  On  a  later  occasion  I  had  an 
opportunity  of  hearing  from  this  man  how  he  had  been  led  to  forsake 
his  tribe  and  chieftainship,  and  to  seek  the  things  which  make  for 
the  sotd's  peace.  While  he  was  yet  a  chief,  he  on  one  occasion  visited 
some  of  his  friends  near  King  William's  Town,  attended  by  his  coun- 
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oilloTB.  While  there,  he  went  in  company  of  some  others  to  church. 
The  Missionary  who  officiated,  spoke  on  the  sins  most  common  among 
the  Kaffirs,  and  condemned  them  according  to  the  word  of  Qod,  This 
excited  his  attention,  and  he  said  to  himself  *<  The  teacher  is  quite 
right.*'  His  councillors  were  inclined  to  laugh  in  the  church  at  what 
they  heard,  but  he  rebuked  them.  After  his  return  home,  he  could 
not  forget  what  he  had  heard,  nor  continue  to  live  quietly  in 
heathenish  practices.  He  was  a  sickly  man,  and  now  could  no  longer 
bear  that  human  beings  should  be  snielt  and  (to  use  the  Kaffir  ezpres* 
sion)  eaten  up,  on  his  aocount.  It  is  the  custom  among  this  people, 
that,  when  a  chief  is  ill,  and  especially  when  one  dies,  the  medicine- 
men or  sorcerers  profess  to  smell  and  point  out  the  individual  whose 
charms  have  led  to  the  misfortune.  These  victims  are  usually  rich 
persons,  who  are,  under  the  most  favourable  circumstances,  "  eaten 
up,"  that  is  to  say,  robbed  of  all  their  cattle.  But  in  case  the  chief 
dies,  the  suspected  persons  are  slowly  tortured  to  death,  in  a  frightful 
manner.  All  this,  the  above-mentioned  man  declared  he  had  been 
no  longer  able  to  endure,  and  he  therefore  left  his  tribe,  and  turned 
his  back  on  the  honours  and  privileges  which  had  belonged  to  him  as 
a  chief.  His  countrymen  had  said,  he  must  have  lost  his  senses,  but  he 
did  not  trouble  himself  about  this.  Even  at  the  present  time  they 
endeavour,  when  they  fall  in  with  him,  to  persuade  him  to  return 
and  re-assert  his  dignity,  hm  brothers  being  dead ;  but  he  turns  a  deaf 
ear  to  their  entreaties.  After  the  war,  he  entered  the  service  of  the 
English  colonist,  to  whom  reference  was  made  above,  because  he  had 
heard  that  there  was  a  '^  school-place,**  i.  e.  a  Mission-station,  in  the 
neighbourhood,  where  he  would  be  able  to  attend  a  place  of  worship. 
Ever  since  this  conversation,  this  man  and  his  fJEonily  have  regularly 
attended  divine  service  on  Sundays,  and  expressed  a  wish  to  come  to 
live  at  the  Station. 

Already,  before  our  arrival,  the  Fingoos  and  Kaffirs  had  erected 
cottages  and  ploughed  some  land.  It  was,  however,  stall  neoessaiy  to 
mark  out  the  lines  of  streets,  and  to  determine  the  boundaries  of  the 
various  plots  of  land.  Goshen  stands  on  an  extended  ridge,  from  which 
the  ground  &lls  gently  to  the  right  and  left.  At  the  upper  end  of  the 
ridge  is  the  dwelling-house  of  the  Missionaries,  from  which  the  main 
street  of  the  village  runs  in  a  direct  line.  It  is  already  occupied,  on 
both  sides,  by  the  round,  and  in  part  very  neat,  huts  of  the  Fingoos  and 
E^affirs.  The  plots  of  cultivated  land  lie  behind  the  houses,  on  the 
gentle  declivities  of  the  ridge,  and  can  be  conveniently  irrigated. 
Our  littie  brook,  the  Iwaqu,  descends  from  the  Windvogelberg,  at  the 
foot  of  which  the  station  lies.  This  mountain,  or  more  properly, 
series  of  mountains,  takes  its  name  from  a  former  Bushman  captain, 
who  resided  there,  and  who  was  killed  by  the  boors,  on  account  of 
his  robberies.  The  height  of  the  main  summit  is  considerable,  while 
the  whole  extent  includes  several  wide  valleys  and  deep  ravines. 
From  one  of  these  broad  valleys,  about  six  miles  long,  through  a 
narrow,  romantic,  rocky  opening,  proceeds  the  Iwaqu,  usually  a 
moderate  brook,  but  swelling  in  raiay  weather  to  a  roaring  torrent. 
If  we  could  erect  a  strong  dfam  at  the  point  where  the  stream  passes 
through  the  narrow  opening  referred  to,  it  would  be  easy  to  ooUeot  a 
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body  of  water  quite  sufficient  for  purposes  of  irrigation  in  eyen  the 
driest  seasons.  But  the  means  and  facilities  for  such  an  undertaking 
are  wanting. 

In  October,  we  were  enabled  to  take  decided  measures  for  the 
erection  of  a  large  hut,  to  serve  as  a  temporary  church  and  school- 
house.  A  description  of  this  building,  and  of  the  mode  of  its  con- 
struction, has  already  appeared. 

On  the  23rd  of  October,  we  assembled  the  inhabitants  of  our 
place,  in  order  to  make  a  list  of  them.  We  first  explained  to  them 
clearly,  what  was  the  proper  object  of  their  residence  here,  and  told 
them,  that  if  any  among  them  still  took  pleasure  in  the  yanities  and 
sins  of  heathenism,  such  persons  would  do  better  to  retire  at  once, 
and  not  remain  to  do  injury  to  the  souls  of  others.  All  promised  to 
obey  our  rules,  and  stated  that  they  had  left  their  heathen  firiends, 
that  they  might  hear  the  word  of  God.  We  inscribed  fifty-five  names 
on  our  list,  there  being  seven  families  of  Fingoos,  two  of  Tambookies, 
and  two  of  Galka  Kaffirs.  In  language,  habits,  and  even  appearance, 
there  is  not  much  diflTerence  between  these  tribes.  The  Fingoos  have, 
as  yet,  shewn  themselves  the  most  docile  and  industrious,  and  are, 
consequently,  the  most  advanced  in  civilisation.  We  have  been 
pleased  to  see  how  desirous  our  people  are  to  come  to  church  on 
Sundays  neatly  dressed.  Even  in  the  week,  the  blanket,  which  is 
the  ordinary  dress  of  the  Kaffirs,  is  becoming  more  and  more  generally 
replaced  by  European  clothing. 

About  this  time,  we  opened  an  adult  Bunday -school,  which  was 
well  attended. 

In  November,  at  which  season  the  heat  of  the  sun  is  often 
considerable,  serpents  made  their  appearance  in  large  numbers. 
They  were  mostly  poisonous,  and,  yet,  though  a  great  number  were 
killed  about  our  house  and  in  the  church,  through  the  Lord's  merci- 
ful protection,  no  one  was  injured  by  them.  Before  the  war,  hyenas 
(here  called  wolves)  were  very  common  in  this  neighbourhood,  but 
since  the  country  has  been  more  settled,  they  have  decreased.  Jackals 
and  leopards  are  more  fi^uent. 

Nov,  25th, — We  opened  our  temporary  church,  with  the  earnest 
prayer  that  He,  who,  although  He  is  high,  yet  hath  respect  unto  the 
lowly,  would  make  this  a  place  of  blessing. 

Shortly  befo;:e  Christmas,  our  interpreter,  Joshua  Hermanns, 
returned  to  Shiloh,  and  his  place  was  taken  by  the  teacher  appointed 
for  this  station,  Samuel  Maziwi 

One  Sunday  about  this  time,  a  strange  Galeka  Kaffir  came, 
wrapped  in  his  blanket,  and  sat  down  at  the  door  while  the  adult 
Sunday-school  was  going  forward,  and  appeared  to  watch  the  pro- 
ceedings with  great  attention.  In  reply  to  an  inquiry  of  mine,  he 
stated,  that  he  had  come  to  fetch  his  sister,  who  was  in  service  some- 
where in  this  neighbourhood.  He  then  burst  into  a  flood  of  tears, 
and  was  for  some  time  unable  to  speak.  At  length,  he  said,  that^ 
before  the  war,  he  had  lived  at  Kat  River,  where  he  had  heard  the 
word  of  Grod,  that  now  he  had  lost  his  all,  and  been  driven  away,  and 
that  he  much  desired  to  live  at  a  Mission-station — a  feeling  which  his 
aged  father  shared  with  him.     He  appeared  really  in  earnest,  and 
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heard  with  attention  what  I  told  him  about  the  Saviour  of  sinners. 
O  that  many  of  these  people,  now  groaning  under  the  bondage  of 
sin  and  Satan,  may  have  similar  desires  to  hear  the  blessed  gospel, 
and  take  on  them  the  easy  yoke  of  Jesus  ! 

We  closed  the  year  with  thankfulness  to  the  Lord  for  His  grace, 
mercy,  and  long-suffering  manifested  towards  us,  commending  our- 
selves  and  the  work  in  which  we  are  engaged  to  His  further  blessing.

WEST  INDIES. 
THE  intelligence  from  the  various  islands  in  which  our  Missionary 
work  is  carried  on,  will  be  found,  on  this  occasion,  remarkably  charac- 
teristic of  the  present  aspect  of  that  work.  It  will  be  observed,  that 
the  educational  labours  of  our  Brethren,  the  residts  of  past  exertions, 
and  the  need  of  further  and  yet  more  energetic  efforts,  form  the  prin- 
cipal subjects  of  the  reports.  At  the  same  time,  there  is  abundant 
evidence  that  the  direct  preaching  of  the  €k>spel  is  by  no  means  lost 
sight  of,  and  that,  under  the  Holy  Spirit's  blessing,  it  proves  itself  the 
power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  many  souls. 

From  Jamaica,  Br.  Buchner  gives  a  pleasing  account  of  the  spirit 
prevailing  among  the  numerous  day-school  teachers ;  while  a  letter 
from  the  senior  pupils  in  the  Fairfield  Training-school  evidences  the 
gratefhl  appreciation  of  their  privileges  by  the  inmates  of  that  import- 
ant institution.  Similarly  cheering  are  the  reports  of  increased  at- 
tendance in  the  schools  generally  in  Antigua,  as  well  as  the  particu- 
lars given  of  the  two  Training-Institutions.  In  St.  Kitts  new  open- 
ings present  themselves,  and  are  gladly  made  use  of  by  our  Brethren, 
assisted  by  the  lively  interest  of  the  people.  In  Barbadoes,  Tobaoo, 
and  the  Danish  Islands  the  £uthfu]  exertions  of  the  Missionaries 
are  attended  with  good  results.  From  the  former  island  earnest  ap- 
peals are  made  for  aid  toward  the  special  effort  on  behalf  of  orphan 
and  outcast  children.  That  these  efforts  may  be  abundantly  blessed 
in  imbuing  the  rising  generation  in  the  West  Indies  with  useful  know- 
ledge, and,  above  all,  in  leading  them  to  the  Saviour  of  sinners,  will 
be  the  earnest  prayer  of  all  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  in  sincerity,  and 
desire  the  coming  of  His  kingdom. 


JAMAICA. 

From  Br,  J.  H.  Buchner. 

"Dear  Brother,  Fairfield,  Dec.  8th,  1856. 

"  ON  the  4th  instant,  twenty  of  our  teachers  assembled  here  for  a 

teaoher*s  meeting.     An  equal  number  had  met  the  previous  week  at 
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New  GarmeL  These  meetings  are  conducted  on  the  foUowing  plan : 
Two  of  the  teachers  deliver  Bible  and  Object  Lessons ;  a  third  ad- 
dresses the  meeting,  a  fourth  reads  an  essay  on  a  given  subject,  and 
then  follow  conversation  and  mutual  interchange  of  experiences. 
These  meetings  are  very  useful  to  them.  But  not  satisfied  with  these 
alone,  they,  about  eighteen  months  ago,  organised  independent  meet- 
ings every  eight  weeks  among  themselves.  The  minutes  of  these  they 
communicate  to  us.  They  appear  to  be  conducted  in  a  manner  some- 
what similar  to  the  general  meetings,  with  the  addition  of  discussion 
on  Scripture  subjects.  We  have  likewise  established  among  them 
reading  and  correspondence  societies.  At  their  last  meeting,  they 
drew  up  a  petition  to  the  ministers,  requesting  that  lectures  might  be 
delivered  to  them  on  useful  subjects.  These  are  pleasing  indications 
of  the  progress  of  intellectual  improvement,  and  of  a  desire  for  more. 
In  course  of  time,  we  shall  have  in  this  island  a  body  of  teachers  of 
whom  we  need  not  be  ashamed.  I  will  close^with  an  anecdote  related 
by  one  of  the  teachers  in  the  last  meeting.  Some  weeks  ago,  the  re- 
port was  spread  among  the  people  that  &e  Lord  would  appear,  and 
the  last  judgment  take  place,  on  Christmas-day.  A  man,  whom  I 
know  alid  who  leads  a  careless  life,  returned  home  one  evening,  and 
said  to  his  family,  *  What  news  I  have  heard  to-day !  On  Christmas- 
day  the  Lord  will  appear,  &c.*  Upon  this,  his  son,  who  attends  our 
day-school,  looked  up  at  him  and  said,  *  Father,  what  will  become  of 
you  then,  for  you  are  not  a  Christian !'  The  man  stood  dumb  and 
confounded,  being  condemned  by  his  own  child." 


ExTRAcrr  of  a  Letter  from  the  Pupils  of  the  TRADOHa-scHOOL  at 
Fairfield,  to  the  Trustees  of  the  late  W.  Taylor,  Esq. 

''Dear  Christian  FRi£in>s  and  Benefactors, 

"Fairfield,  Feb.  II th,  1857. 
"  HAVING  had  for  a  long  time  the  wish  to  give  you  an  expression  of 
our  gratitude  and  love  for  the  interest  and  zeal  you  have  hitherto  shewn 
in  our  wel&re,  we  are  happy  to  have  now  an  opportunity  offered  to  us, 
whereby  we  can,  in  some  measure  at  least,  gratify  this  our  wish.  It 
is  true  we  are  not  able  to  express  in  these  Imes  our  sincere  thanks  to 
you  in  such  a  manner  as  we  could  wish,  yet  we  trust  you  will,  never- 
theless, do  us  the  &vour  of  accepting  them  as  a  token  of  our  thank- 
fulness to  you. 

"  We  cannot  enough  value  the  great  and  inestimable  privileges  we 
enjoy  in  this  Institution,  we  receive  wholesome  food  and  good  raiment, 
and,  especially,  a  good,  sound  and  religious  education,  which,  after  all, 
is  worth  more  than  riches  of  gold  and  silver. 

"  But,  to  receive  merely  a  good  and  sound  education,  is  not  the  only 
object  of  our  being  here;  no,  but  the  chief  purpose  is,  that  our  hearts 
may  be  trained  and  educated  in  the  principles  of  religion,  in  the  wis- 
dom that  maketh  wise  unto  salvation,  so  that  after  some  time  we  may 
be  able  to  teach,  others  also  the  "  wav  they  should  go,"  and  that,  by 
our  instrumentality,  the  young  may  learn  to  know  Him  who  is  the 
way,  the  truth,  and  the  life. 

"  We  believe  you  are  aware  that  the  number  of  scholars  in  this  In- 
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gtitation  amounts  at  present  to  thirty,  including  six  boarders.  We  all 
feel  very  happy  in  this  place,  and  must,  with  grateful  hearts,  acknow- 
ledge that  we  are  under  the  greatest  obligations  to  all  who  have  ex- 
erted themselves  on  our  behalf.  Nor  can  we  be  too  thankful  to  the 
Lord  for  having  preserved  us  hitherto  from  all  sickness  and  temporal 
distress  of  a  serious  character. 

"  Sacred  and  Universal  History,  Natural  Philosophy,  (Geography, 
Geometry,  Zoology,  Grammar,  Drawing,  Composition,  Music,  <fec.,  are 
some  of  the  branches  of  knowledge  we  are  taught  here ;  and,  above 
all,  our  teachers  endeavour  to  impart  to  us  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  '  Book  of  all  books,'  exhorting  us  daily  to  apply  its  holy  precepts 
and  lessons. 

**  Cleanliness  being  next  to  godliness,  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  school  are  of  such  a  nature  as  to  train  us  to  habits  of  order,  clean- 
liness, punctuality,  industry,  &c. 

«The  school-house  is  surrounded  by  a  flower-garden,  which  is 
cultivated  and  kept  in  order  by  some  of  us,  appointed  for  that  purpose. 
Besides  this,  we  cultivate  a  large  provision-ground  of  more  than  two 
acres  in  extent.  This  provision-ground  is  shared  out  among  us  in 
equal  portions,  one  scholar  of  the  senior  class  and  one  of  the  junior 
having  together  one  share.  The  produce  of  this  ground,  whidb  con- 
sists of  plantains,  yams,  cocos,  com,  beans,  &c.,  we  bring  to  our 
teacher,  who  remunerates  us  for  it,  according  as  we  have  been  indus- 
trious in  our  agricultural  labours.  This  enables  us  to  become  mem- 
bers of  a  Missionary  Association  here,  as  also  to  be  sometimes  in  pos- 
session of  a  little  pocket  money. 

"  In  conclusion,  we  desire  once  more  to  express  to  you,  dear  Be- 
nefactors, our  sincere  gratitude  for  the  generous  liberality  with  which 
you  have  hitherto  assisted  this  Institution.  By  your  kindness  we  are 
enabled  to  enjoy  many  privileges,  which  more  or  less  tend  to  prepare 
and  fit  us  for  our  ^ture  career  as  teachers.  As  such,  may  we 
prove  instrumental  in  benefiting  others,  and  thus  be  the  means  of 
elevating  our  long  neglected  fellow  countrymen  of  the  African  race. 
In  this  manner,  not  only  we  ourselves,  but  many  others  also,  will  ex- 
perience the  benefits  resulting  from  your  benevolence. 

"  May  we  never  forget  the  great  obligations  and  responsibilities 
we  are  under,  but  ever  (ierish  sentiments  of  gratitude  in  our  hearts, 
and  make  a  faithful  use  of  the  talents  intrusted  to  us  !  And  may  He 
who  is  the  source  of  all  blessing  grant  you  health  and  strength,  that 
you  may  be  able  to  continue  for  a  long  time  in  these  noble  efforts ;  and, 
finally,  may  that  happiness  which  endureth  for  ever  be  your  blessed 
portion  1    We  remain,  yours  truly,

ANTIGUA. 

From  Br,  G.  W.  Westerby. 
"  Dear  Brotheb,  St.  John's,  Feb.  I2th,  1857. 

"  I  INCLOSE  the  returns  of  this  Mission  for  last  year.     They  are, 
on  the  whole,  favourable.     There  is  an  increase  of  seveniy-one  among 
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the  adult  members  of  the  oongr^ations^  122  in  the  daj-schools,  and 
506  in  the  Sunday-schools. 

''On  the  morning  of  January  21st,  I  left  this  island  with  Br. 
MSUier  and  his  £unily  for  St  Kitts,  and  arrived  there  safely  at  four 
o'clodc  the  same  day.  On  the  28th,  Br.  M&der  was  ordained  a  pres- 
byter in  the  church  at  Basseterre,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  congrega- 
tion. On  the  3rd  of  February  I  returned  home,  accompanied  by  Br. 
and  Sr.  J.  Harvey,  who  are  now  stationed  at  Lebanon.  All  the  Bre- 
thren and  Sisters  are  well  at  present.  The  season  is  remarkably  wet 
and  cold." 


Extracts  ^rom  the  Report  of  the  Girls*  Traiking-sohool,  St.  John's, 

ANnouA,/or  1856. 
**  HAVING  arrived  at  the  dose  of  another  year,  we  purpose,  for  the 
satisfaction  of  our  friends  and  supporters,  to  render  a  report  of  the 
progress  made  by  the  young  people  and  children  under  our  care  dur- 
ing the  last  twelve  montiis. 

"  F.  K,  our  senior  pupil,  having  attained  the  age  of  twenty- 
two,  has  discontinued  the  regular  routine  of  instruction,  and  now 
makes  herself  useful  in  various  ways  to  her  yoimg  companions,  but 
especially  as  superintending  their  domestic  work.  She  has  also  of  late 
assisted  Mrs.  Westerby  in  the  housekeeping  department,  and  we  trust 
that  her  conduct  may  still,  as  heretofore,  meet  the  approbation  of  her 
guardians. 

'' A.  £.  G.,  in  her  sixteenth  year,  has  been  &voured  from  an  early 
age  with  the  instruction  sdid  training  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Westerby.  She 
is  likewise  finishing  her  course  of  study.  Her  progress  has  been  such 
in  the  various  branches  upon  which  she  has  entered,  as  to  give  entire 
satis&ction  to  her  teachers ;  and  she  has  now,  through  diligent  appli- 
cation to  the  means  afforded  her,  attained  that  necessary  fund  of  in- 
formation which  will  enable  her,  through  the  blessing  of  Ck>d,  to  be 
useful  to  others.  Even  now  she  assists  Br.  Westerby  as  amanuensis 
and  accountant. 

"  A.  R,  though  only  in  her  fifteenth  year,  firom  the  length  of 
time  she  has  been  under  the  care  and  instruction  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Westerby,  ranks  next  in  attainments  to  those  above  mentioned. 
Her  unwearied  diligence  and  application  to  the  different  branches  of 
study  during  the  past  year  has  not  only  increased  her  fund  of  inform- 
ation, but  given  much  pleasure  to  her  parents  Mid  anxious  instructors. 
We  trust,  therefore,  that  we  may  look  forward  with  confidence  to  the 
time  when  she  will  be  called  upon  to  use  her  talents  and  acquirements 
for  the  benefit  of  others.  She  has  also,  in  a  great  measure,  overcome 
that  irritability  of  temper  mentioned  in  oui*  last. 

"  M.  A.  H.,  now  just  sixteen,  has,  for  some  time  past,  been  pur- 
suing her  studies  with  redoubled  diligence,  being  anxious  to  redeem 
the  time  past,  and  place  herself  upon  equal  footing  with  the  more  ad- 
vuiced  members  of  her  class.  The  result  of  this  emulation  is  a  very 
creditable  progress  in  her  several  studies. 

"R  S.,  aged  seventeen  years,  has  enjoyed  the  privileges  of  the 
Training-school  for  the  last  two  years;  but  we  regret  to  say  that  the 
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fayourable  account  given  in  our  former  report  has  not  kept  pace  with 
our  expectations.  She  is  apt  to  yield  to  a  listlees  and  indolent  tern- 
peramenty  and  allows  herself  to  sink  beneath  the  least  difficulty.  This, 
however,  may  be  attributed  to  ill-health ;  and  we  hope  in  our  next  to 
report  more  favourably,  as  she  has  greatly  improved  in  other  respects. 

«  During  the  past  year,  we  have  had  twcdve  girls  and  young  per- 
sons in  the  institution.  The  oldest  pupil  has  become  an  assistant  in 
teaching,  and  also  in  the  housekeeping  of  the  establishment.  Another 
has  become  assistant  for  St.  John's  school.  One  young  woman  has 
had  to  retire  on  account  of  ill-health,  and  one  has  been  dismissed  as 
unsuitable.  Four  have  been  received  into  the  Institution :  three  from 
Antigua,  and  one  from  St.  Croix. 

'*  The  expenses  of  the  Institution  have  been  about  90/.,  and  have 
exceeded  by  20/.  the  subscriptions  towards  its  support.  We  thank- 
fully acknowledge  the  kind  interest  taken  in  this  establishment,  by  a 
few  Christian  Mends  in  England,  Scotland,  and  America,  and  again 
beg  to  commend  it  and  its  inmates  to  their  kind  remembrance  and 
prayers." 


Bbpobt  of  eAe  Youths'  T&AcnHG  Institution  in  Antigua,  for  1856. 
" '  BLESS  the  Lord,  O  my  soul,  and  forget  not  aU  His  benefits.'  " 
This  exhortation  of  the  Psalmist  has  often  been  the  language  of  our 
hearts,  during  the  past  year,  and  was  so,  in  a  special  manner,  at  its 
close.  This  having  been  the  first  year,  during  which  my  dear  wife 
and  myself  have  been  favoured  to  serve  the  Lord  in  this  part  of  His 
vineysord,  our  hearts  are  filled  with  gratitude  to  Him  who  has  helped 
us  on  all  sides,  and  through  all  difficulties.  We  must  confess  that 
our  little  £uth  has  always  been  put  to  shame.  The  Lord  has  done 
more  for  us  than  we  ever  expected  or  deserved.  Depending  upon 
His  love,  we  may  enter  on  a  new  year  with  firm  confidence,  for  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  same  yesterday,  and  to-day,  and  for  ever. 

''  In  the  month  of  March,  it  was  thought  necessary  to  hold  a 
thorough  examination  of  all  the  pupils  of  the  Institution,  twenty-six 
in  number,  in  the  presence  of  the  Helpers'  Conference.  A  strict 
investigation  of  the  conduct,  abilities,  &a,  of  each  pupil  was  made. 
We  are  sorry  to  say,  that  we  were  obliged  to  part  with  six  boys, — ^two 
of  the  elder  and  four  of  the  younger  ones.  Two  were  sent  away  on 
account  of  bad  conduct,  two  for  unsound  health,  and  the  others  for 
want  of  ability.  Most  of  them  were  very  sorry  to  leave  the  place,  as 
was  manifested  by  their  tears  at  parting. 

<<  In  the  middle  of  the  year,  we  were  obliged  to  dismiss  three  of 
the  elder  bqjrs,  who,  after  frequent  warnings,  continued  to  violate  the 
rules  of  the  Institution.  May  our  dear  Lord  g^raciously  grant  that 
the  good  seed  which  has  been  sown  in  their  hearts,  be  not  choked 
by  the  bad  influences  to  which  they  are  now  more  or  less  exposed, 
but  bear  rich  fruit  in  time  to  come,  to  the  glory  of  God.  We  will 
not  give  up  the  hope,  that  they  may  become  useful.  It  is  our  duty 
not  to  forget  them,  but  to  bear  them  in  mind,  and  to  remember  them 
in  our  prayers.  The  spirit,  at  one  time,  prevailing  among  the  boys, 
and  especially  among  the  elder  ones,  was  by  no  means  a  good  one.

We  are  thankful  to  our  Lord  that  diere  is  now  none  of  this  bad  feel- 
ing among  the  pupils,  but  all  appear  cheerful  and  happy. 

"  Though  we  have  met  witJi  many  discouragements,  during  the 
past  year,  there  haye  also  been  seasons  when  we  could  rejoice.  This 
was  peculiarly  the  case,  when  we  saw  the  first-fruits  of  the  Training- 
school  leaving  us  to  serve  as  teachers,  after  so  much  time  and  labour 
have  been  expended  on  their  instruction. 

**  Three  pupils  have  entered  on  their  duties  as  teachers,  during 
the  past  year.  Of  these,  one  came  to  us  from  St.  Thomas,  and  is 
employed  in  this  island ;  another  is  a  native  of  this  island,  and  is 
now  employed  in  St.  Kitts ;  the  third,  also  a  native  of  Antigua, 
occupies  a  teacher*s  situation  in  St.  Croix. 

"  Three  others  are  ready  for  service,  as  soon  as  situations  are 
open  for  them.  One  of  them  is  destined  for  the  InfEtnt-school  con- 
nected with  this  station. 

"  Two  new  boys  entered  the  Institution  in  the  course  of  the  year, 
one  belonging  to  tlus  island,  and  the  other  from  St  Kitts. 

"  We  commend  these  youths  to  the  prayers  of  our  dear  Christian 
brethren,  and  hope,  that,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  they  will  become 
increasingly  useful,  especially  those  who  have  already  entered  on  their 
important  duties. 

"  The  junior  pupils,  eleven  in  number,  have,  nearly  all,  good  and 
fiivourable  testimonials.  Some  of  them  are  very  promising  indeed. 
Two  of  them  are  very  good  piano-players,  and  a^ord  Sr.  Hasting; 
who  gives  them  lessons  on  that  instrument,  much  pleasure.  Others, 
who  have  only  lately  begun  to  play  on  the  piano,  are  promising. 
The  two  who  are  most  advanced,  play  the  organ  in  the  meetings  at 
Cedar-HalL 

'^  The  daily  routine  is  as  follows  :  The  boys  rise  at  five  o'clock, 
and,  after  they  have  washed  and  dressed,  assemble  for  study  till  half- 
past  six.  During  this  time  as  well  as  that  which  is  devoted  to  manual 
labour,  practising  goes  on,  in  separate  rooms,  on  two  organs  and  the 
piano-,  while  another  pupil  practises  the  trombone  in  the  open  air. 
Each  boy  has  his  appointed  time.  At  half-past  six,  is  the  morning- 
blessing,  which  occupies  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  It  consists  of 
singing,  the  reading  of  the  texts  for  the  day,  and  prayer.  The  hours, 
for  manual  labour  are,  in  the  morning,  from  after  the  morning-blessing 
till  a  quarter  past  eight,  and,  in  the  afternoon,  from  three  till  a  quarter 
to  five.  Between  eight  and  nine,  A.M.,  the  pupils  wash  themselves, 
exchange  their  manual-labour-clothes  for  their  schooUclothes,  and 
break&st  From  nine  till  twelve  are  school-hours ;  from  twelve  till 
one,  dinner  and  relaxation ;  and  from  one  to  three,  school-hours. 
Front  a  quarter  to  five  till  six,  they  are  expected  to  read  and 
employ  themselves  usefully.  From  six  to  eight,  are  study-hours. 
The  day  is  concluded  with  an  evening-blessing,  similar  to  that  of  the 
morning. 

'*  On  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  and  Wednesdays,  the  senior  Ix^s  are 
engaged  in  teaching,  in  Cedar-Hall  Day-school,  under  the  inspection 
of  Br.  ZippeL  One  of  them  gives  lessons  to  a  number  of  boys  of  the 
same  school.  Every  Tuesday,  at  10  A.M.,  three  boys  give  criticism- 
lessons  at  Cedar-Hall,  each  lasting  from  fifteen  to  twenty  minutes. 
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Thej  are  criticised  on  the  same  day,  at  5  p.m.  On  Saturdays, 
there  is  no  school,  bnt  more  manual  labour,  in  the  forenoon ;  in  ^e 
afternoon,  they  go  either  to  the  brook,  or  to  the  bay,  to  hatha  On 
Sunday  mornings,  all  the  pupils  learn  Scripture  passages,  which  they 
repeab  to  the  Brother  who  has  the  charge.  Many  of  the  boys  also 
take  a  part  in  teaching  in  the  Simday-school. 

"  The  manual  labour  consists  in  weeding  the  yard,  and  keeping 
the  walks  about  the  house  and  round  the  hill  in  good  order.  They  also 
sometimes  help  to  cultivate  the  land  belonging  to  the  establishment. 
Besides  this,  they  are  employed  daily,  in  turn,  to  dean  the  school- 
rooms, &C. 

"  In  conclusion,  I  am  happy  to  state,  that  the  two  boys  above 
referred  to,  as  ready  for  school-service,  have  been  since  appointed,  the 
one  to  St.  Croix,  and  the  other  to  Tobago.  The  boy,  whom  I  men- 
tioned as  having  gone  to  Newfield,  is  now  here,  as  r^pilar  teacher  in 
the  Training-schooL  At  the  beginning  of  1857,  we  expect  four  or 
five  new  pupils. 

<<  We  commend  ourselves  and  our  work  to  the  remembrance  and 
prayers  of  our  Brethren  and  Sisters.'' 


ST.  KITTS. 
From  Br.  C.  W  Rontgen. 
"  Dear  Brother,  Estridoe,  April  IM,  1857. 

"  I  TRUST  that  in  a  few  years  we  shall  see  some  fruit  firom  the 
efforts  made  at  Comphipp's.  The  school  there  is  prospering,  being 
regularly  attended  by  fifty  or  sixty  children,  who  make  good  progress. 
The  people  in  the  neighbourhood  are  very  thankful  that  the  Gospel 
is  brought  so  near  to  them.  The  service  held  in  the  school-room 
every  Wednesday  evening  is  well  attended.  The  only  difficulty  is, 
that  the  locality  is  already  too  smalL  K  the  Lord  raises  up  some 
}dnd  friends  to  assist  us  this  year,  we  shall  try  to  enlarge  it:  We  are 
about  to  establish  another  school  and  preaohing-plaoe  at  Mansion'& 
Something  ought  to  be  done  for  the  people  at  that  placed  as  they  are 
very  secluded,  and,  as  it  were,  cut  off  from  all  intercourse  with  others. 
^I  think  we  ought  not  to  wait  till  tiiey  come  to  us,  but  to  go  to  them. 
Many  souls  may  be  gained  for  the  Lord  by  following  them  up,  and 
speaking  a  kind  word  to  them.  A  few  days  ago,  I  held  a  meeting 
there,  and  mentioned  our  intention  to  the  people.  They  seemed  quite 
taken  with  the  project,  and  are  already  cutting  timber  .in  the  moun- 
tains for  the  building,  having  promised  that  no  expense  shall  fall  on 
tiie  Mission.  The  Day-school  at  Estridge  is  also  doing  well.  It  is 
remarkable  that  we  see  no  diminution  in  the  attendanoe  since  the 
establishment  of  Comphipp*s  school.  It  is  pleasing  to  see  the  Sun- 
day-school attended  not  only  by  children  and  young  people,  but  also 
by  many  adults, — some  of  the  helpers,  among  the  rest,  being  engaged 
in  learning  their  alphabet,  and  to  spell  and  read.  The  last  individual 
speaking  with  all  the  classes  was  very  encouraging. 

"  LAst  week  took  place  the  funeral  of  one  of  the  members.  He 
had  long  seemed  to  be  a  strong  man ;  but  a  sudden  change  took 
plaoe  in  his  appearance,  and  it  was  soon  ascertained  that  he  was  ill  of

oonsumptioQ.  After  a  few  months  sickness,  the  Lord  called  him  to 
his  eternal  rest.  It  was  often  very  edifying  to  hear  him  speak  of  the 
goodness  of  the  Lord,  and  declare  his  resignation  to  His  wilL  Shortly 
before  his  departure,  he  exhorted  those  around  him  to  live  unto  the 
Lord,  and  not  to  neglect  to  go  to  the  house  of  Gk>d  and  hear  the 
Gospel     I  believe  he  is  now  with  the  Lord. 

"  I  am  thankful  to  say  that  we  are  all  well    Br.  George's  health 
seems  much  improved  since  he  came  hither  from  Tobago.** 


BARBADOES. 

From  Br,  Aug.  Clemens. 
"Deab  Brother,  Sharon,  Jarmary  26^,  1857. 

<^  I  AM  thankful  to  say  that  all  the  Missionary  Brethren  and  Sisters 
in  this  island  continue  to  enjoy  good  health.  As  regards  this  con- 
gre^tion,  I  may  remark,  that  ^ere  seems  to  be,  among  our  people, 
somewhat  more  of  congregational,  if  not,  strictly  speaking,  of  spiritual 
Hfe.  The  meetings  and  the  speakings  are  better  attended  than  they  have 
hitherto  been.  We  were  obliged  to  strike  about  fifty  names  of  negligent 
persons  off  our  list,  at  the  close  of  last  year.  This  appears  to  have 
had  a  good  effect  on  some,  by  stirring  them  up,  and  making  them 
more  in  earnest.  Perhaps  the  Lord  wUl  yet  revive  His  work  even  in 
this  island.  We  earnestly  pray  for  it,  and  trust  that  we  shall  neither 
pray  nor  labour  in  vain.  The  Lord  has  to  overcome  two  very  pow- 
erful enemies,  before  He  establishes  His  work  of  grace  in  the  heart, 
namely,  covetousness  and  self-righteousnesa  Nothing  is  impossible 
with  Him,  and  we  will  fight,  under  His  banner,  undismayed,  imtil  we 
fall.  All  our  schools  present  very  encouraging  features,  since  their 
re-opening.  Sharon  Juvenile-school  has  a  daily  attendance  of  above 
160  scholars,  and  the  Infant-school  of  50,  Montgomery-school  near 
100,  and  Buxton-school  about  90 ;  so  that  there  are  above  400 
children  receiving  instruction  daily,  in  connection  with  this  one  station. 
The  parents  express  themselves  thankM  for  the  Infant-school  here. 
I  should  be  glad  to  open  a  similar  school,  in  connection  with  Mont- 
gomery-schooL  The  female  teacher  answers  exceedingly  weU.  Indeed, 
all  the  teachers  seem  in  good  earnest,  both  as  regards  getting  new 
scholars,  and  caring  for  those  they  have  already." 


From  Br.  J.  Y.  Edohill. 
«  Dear  Brother,  Bridgetown,  F^,  lOih,  1857. 

'*  YOU  will  be  sorry  to  hear  that  we  have  the  cholera  at  our  doors. 
It  has  been  raging  for  some  time  in  Demerara,  and,  last  week,  two 
vessels  arrived  here,  with  cases  on  board.  Much  excitement  has  pre- 
vailed in  town.  When  we  remember  the  scenes  of  1854,  it  is  no  won- 
der that  there  is  much  anxiety  and  alarm  on  the  subject.  The  wea- 
ther has  been  very  dry  for  many  weeks.  Everything  is  almost  parched, 
and  drinking  water  has  become  very  scarce.    An  outbreak  of  cholera  at 
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this  time,  just  at  the  beginning  of  the  crop,  would  indeed  be  an  awful 
occurrence,  especially  as  no  more  preparations  have  been  made  for  it, 
than  were  made  previous  to  the  visitation  in  1854. 

*' March  IZih. 

"  My  health,  thank  Gkni,  continues  good,  and  I  am  enabled  to  get 
through.  I  only  wish  I  was  equal  to  the  performance  of  a  larger 
amount  of  work,  for  there  is  enough  here  to  be  done. 

"  As  regards  the  approaching  Fourth  Centenary  of  the  Brethren's 
Church  on  the  1st  instant,  our  Mission  Conference  decided  that  public 
services  of  a  special  character  should  be  held  in  all  our  places  of  wor- 
ship on  that  day,  and  be  followed  by  pubUc  meetings  during  the  week. 
The  latter  were  held  as  follows :  on  the  evening  of  the  2nd,  at  Bridge- 
town ;  on  the  3rd,  at  Clifton-hill ;  on  the  4th,  at  Mount  Tabor;  and 
on  the  5th,  at  Sharon.  All  the  Brethren  were  present  at  each  of  these, 
and  much  information  of  an  useful,  edifying,  and  instructive  character 
was  given  to  our  members  and  friends.  The  meetings  were  all  crowded, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  that  good  will  result. 

"  It  is  nearly  twelve  months  since  our  Ragged-schools  and  Dor- 
mitory were  established  here.  The  Lord  has  helped  hitherto.  In  a 
few  days,  we  shall  hold  the  first  anniversary  meeting.  Three  schools 
have  been  kept  open,  with  fifty  children  in  each.  We  have  main- 
tained entirely  twenty  destitute  orphan  children.  But  how  will  it  be 
in  future  ?  Shall  we  be  obliged  to  close  either  of  the  schools  ?  And  if 
so,  which  of  them  1  They  are  all  needed.  O  that  you  could  enlist 
the  sympathy  of  some  of  our  generous  Christian  friends,  who  would 
undertake  to  support  one  or  two  of  these  schools,  in  whole  or  in  part 
The  required  sum  would  not  be  large,  and  I  do  believe  if  our  dear 
friends  could  see  the  schools,  or  could  fairly  understand  the  require- 
ments of  the  case,  they  would  cheerfully  give  us  the  aid  we  seek.  It 
is  at  a  time  like  this,  and  under  circumstances  such  as  the  present, 
that  I  feel  poverty  of  thought  and  language.  If  I  could  give  you 
some  word-pictures,  and  place  on  paper  a  lively  representation  of  our 
condition,  I  know  I  should  move  the  hearts  of  the  compassionate.  We 
are  at  present  renting  a  place  at  a  short  distance  from  us,  for  a  dormi- 
tory. We  wish  to  purchase  a  small  one  adjoining  the  Mission-pre- 
mises. But  how  are  we  to  procure  the  means  ?  I  believe  they  will 
come.  I  cannot  think  that  He  will  fail  us,  for  whom  we  labour,  and 
whose  is  the  silver  and  the  gold.*' 


TOBAGO. 

From  Br,  E.  Cooney. 

''Dear  Brother,  Montoomert,  Afctrch  10th,  1857. 

''  TOU  send  an  affectionate  message  to  Br.  George ;  but  he  left,  by  the 
steamer,  a  month  ago,  and  we  have  heard  of  tibe  safe  arrival  of  Sr. 
George  and  himself  in  St.  Kitts. 

"  Our  schools  here  are  in  a  state  of  vigour.  We  have  upwards  of 
460  on  the  books,  very  few  of  whom  are  taken  for  charity.  The  ma- 
chinery is  now  in  working  trim.  But  our  expenses  are  very  great.  The

new  sewing  soliool-house  is  just  finishing.  Tt  will  cost  more  than  we 
expected.  I  think  the  entire  expense  will  be  80/.  or  90?.  I  have  re- 
cently got  lOOZ.  firom  the  Legislature  for  our  schools.  This  is  the 
more  encouraging,  as  the  Government  is  aware  that  Spring-Garden- 
school  is  at  present  closed.  This  grieves  my  heart,  but  I  positively 
cannot  help  it.  I  am  trying  all  I  can  to  procure  a  teacher.  Our 
posts  here  are  not  like  yours  at  home,  as  it  usually  takes  a  month  to 
obtain  an  answer  from  another  island. 

"  Br.  and  Sr.  Voidlaire  are  well,  as  is  also  my  wife.  As  for  me, 
I  am  rejoicing  in  a  better  state  of  health,  than  has  been  the  case  for 
some  months  past. 

'' April  %fh. 
"  We  are  obtaining  new  pupils.  "We  have  now  494  on  the  books, 
and  about  twenty-five  on  the  sick  list,  not  counted.  We  shall  have 
(D.V.)  a  public  examination  next  Tuesday.  Spring-Garden  is  look- 
ing up.  We  expect  a  teacher  for  it  by  next  steamer.  The  Passion- 
week  meetings  are  more  fiilly  attended  than  ever  I  saw  them ;  and  what 
is  better,  there  is  a  serious  spirit  pervading  the  assembly.  We  shall  re- 
ceive twenty-five  persons  into  church-fellowship  on  Sunday,  and  restore 
about  thirty.  Some  of  the  young  men  of  the  congregation  surprise 
me  by  their  good  behaviour  and  eamestnes&*' 


From  Br,  Richabd  Youllairr 

"  Deab  Brother,  Moriah,  Februa/ry  7th,  1857. 

'^  ON  the  present  occasion,  I  have  to  furnish  you  with  the  returns  for 
1856,  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  give  you  a  sketch  of  the  experiences 
of  the  past  year  at  Moriah.  On  retracing  the  way  by  which  the 
Lord  hath  led  us,  we  have  indeed  much  cause  for  himible  gratitude. 

"  The  year  commenced  with  an  unusually  dry  season,  which, 
though  favourable  for  the  reaping  of  the  sugar-crop,  exposed  the 
people  to  some  temporary  distress,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  vegetables. 
The  drought  was,  however,  succeeded  by  a  season  of  fruitfulness,  which 
soon  supplied  the  people  with  the  necessaries  of  life,  so  that,  now, 
hardly  any  of  them  have  cause  to  complain  of  want.  We  have  also 
been  mercifully  preserved  from  serious  outbreaks  of  disease,  while  some 
of  the  islands  have  been  so  awfully  visited  by  cholera, — a  plague  which 
is  said  at  the  present  time  to  be  raging  in  Demerara. 

['  Among  the  cheering  events  of  the  year,  we  should  not  omit  to 
mention  the  visit  of  our  venerable  BroUier  Miintzer,  of  St.  Kitta, 
who  formerly  laboured  in  this  place.  He  arrived,  quite  unexpectedly, 
on  the  10th  of  March.  Many  of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters,  who  had 
formerly  been  under  his  instruction,  and  who  had  an  opportunity  to 
converse  with  him  during  his  stay  with  us,  have  since  declared,  that 
they  felt  much  encouraged  by  his  fatherly  counsel.  Having  most 
affectionately  addressed  the  congregation  on  the  2l8t,  he  left  us  on 
the  following  day. 

"  On  calling  to  mind  the  spiritual  mercies  we  have  enjoyed,  we 
have  to  thank  the  Lord  for  the  regularity  with  which  our  church-ser- 
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vices  have  been  conducted.  Every  Lord's  day,  during  the  year,  with- 
out exception,  has  the  gospel  l^en  preached  at  Moriah,  and  the 
iBittendance  on  all  the  means  of  grace  has  been  most  numerous  and 
encouraging.  Our  Sunday-schools  have  been  kept  on  regularly  at  the 
station  and  at  several  out-posts.  The  introduction  of  a  question-book 
on  the  life,  sufferings,  death,  resurrection,  and  ascension  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  published  by  the  Keligious  Tract  Society,  has  proved  a 
useful  means  of  enlarging  our  people's  store  of  scriptural  knowledga 
We  have,  however,  to  lament  an  increasing  indifference  manifested 
towards  these  important  subjects  by  many  of  our  people. 

"  Our  Day-school  has  proceeded  satis^torily,  of  which  we  had 
an  opportunity  of  judging,  at  the  examination,  held  on  the  day  after 
Christmas.  The  teacher,  Br.  W.  Thomas,  was  obliged,  by  ill-health, 
to  quit  his  post  for  a  season,  about  the  middle  of  the  year,  and  to  try 
the  effects  of  a  voyage  to  some  of  the  neighbouring  islands.  We 
have  reason  to  hope  that  he  has  returned  to  us  with  much  improved 
healtk  His  place  was  temporarily  supplied  by  a  Brother  from  Mont- 
gomery. 

''  As  a  matter  of  himible  thankfulness,  I  cannot  omit  to  mention 
the  great  encouragement  given  us  by  the  anxious  inquiries  of  some 
after  the  way  of  salvation.  May  the  Lord,  in  His  own  good  time, 
cause  a  general  spirit  of  inquiry  to  spread  among  our  poor  people. 
My  prayer  on  their  behalf  for  this  year  of  grace  is  : 

"  Saviour,  visit  Thy  plantation, 
Qrant  us,  Lord,  a  gracious  rain  !  " 

*'  The  month  pf  April  was  marked  by  two  most  affecting  deaths 
in  our  congr^^tion.  We  saw  one,  a  young  woman,  formerly  employed 
in  our  sewing-school,  whose  early  wandering  from  the  path  of  virtue 
we  had  had  to  lament,  sink  into  an  untimely  grave.  The  poor  girl 
died  in  consequence  of  her  sinful  course  of  life — and  died  in  despair. 
Scarcely  had  we  recovered  from  the  thrill  which  this  mournful  event 
was  calculated  to  occasion,  even  in  the  most  thoughtless  minds,  when 
a  communicant-member  of  this  congregation,  being  struck  by  .the 
arms  of  a  sugar-mill,  was  cut  off  in  a  manner  so  sudden  and  so  appal- 
ling, as  to  strike  even  the  most  careless  and  insensible  with  awe. 
With  these  instances  firesh  in  our  minds,  we  were  prepared,  on  the 
following  Lord's-day,  to  enter  into  the  spirit  of  David's  solemn  declar- 
ation, '  There  is  but  a  step  between  me  and  death*  (1  Sam.  xx.  3). 
O  that  the  affecting  thought  expressed  in  these  words,  and  exempli- 
fied in  the  two  cases  referred  to,  may  have  sunk  into  the  hearts  of 
our  poor  thoughtless  people  ! 

*'  Christmas  and  New  Year  were  blessed  seasons  to  us  all,  many 
being  present  at  the  meetings,  and  manifesting  an  encouraging  degree 
of  attention. 

"  My  dear  wife,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  does  not  enjoy,  by  any  means, 
good  healtL  Our  children  are  well,  as  is  also  the  case  with  myself 
We  much  regret  to  have  to  part  with  Br.  and  Sr.  George,  but  shall 
rejoice  if  the  change  should  prove  really  beneficial  to  Br.  George's 
health." 
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DANISH  ISLANDS. 

From  Br,  J.  Gakdin. 
"Dear  Brother,  Friedensfeuo,  Feb.  Wthy  1857. 

"  I  HAVE  just  returned  from  a  visit  to  the  islands  of  St.  Thomas 
and  St.  Jan,  and  think  it  may  be  acceptable  to  you  to  receive  an 
account  of  it.  I  was  accompanied  to  St.  Thomas  by  the  Bm.  G5tz 
and  Baum,  as  we  had  to  confer  with  the  Brethren  there  on  some 
matters  of  importance.  On  the  following  day,  I  went  on  to  St.  Jan, 
and  arrived  at  Bethany  just  in  time  to  see  the  Saturday-school  at  that 
place.  I  spent  the  following  day  (Sunday)  in  a  happy  manner  with 
the  Missionaries  and  the  congregation.  The  church-services  and  the 
Sunday-school  were  well  attended.  On  the  day  following,  I  inspected 
the  Day-school,  and  on  Tuesday  set  out  for  Annaberg  and  Enunaus. 
The  weather  was  uncommonly  cold,  and  the  wind  sometimes  increased 
to  a  storm.  The  school-house  at  Annaberg  is  remarkably  substantial 
and  handsome.  It  would  accommodate  150  children,  though  only 
seventy  are  in  attendance.  Emmaus  is  a  beautiful  spot,  and  the  sur- 
rounding scenery  is  charming,  having  some  resemblance  to  that  on 
the  banks  of  the  Khine,  between  Bingen  and  Boppard.  On  my  return 
to  Bethany,  I  found  Br.  Koster  in  great  trouble,  and  much  alarmed 
about  the  state  of  Sr.  Koster's  health,  she  having  bad  a  severe  attack 
of  fever.  Br.  K5ster  sent  to  St.  Thomas  for  the  doctor,  but  he  did 
not  come.  However,  a  better  Physician  had,  in  the  meantime,  afforded 
His  help,  for,  contrary  to  all  expectation,  the  fever  left  our  Sister  the 
following  morning.  Being  anxious  to  be  at  home  again,  I  did  not 
stay  long  in  St.  Jan,  but  proceeded  to  St.  Thomas,  to  visit  the  schools 
there.  In  this  island,  the  cultivation  of  sugar  has  almost  entirely 
ceased,  and  most  of  the  negroes  have  left  the  estates  for  town.  Hence 
the  schools  are  generally  very  thinly  and  irregularly  attended.  The' 
school  at  Nisky  is  an  exception,  being  numerously  attended,  and 
likely  to  be  more  so,  on  account  of  its  vicinity  to  town,  and  the  in- 
creasing number  of  settlers  in  the  neighbourhood.  The  more  needful 
is  it  that  the  Brethren  at  Nisky  should  get  a  new  church,  and  be  per- 
mitted to  make  a  school-room  of  the  old  one. 

"  The  alterations  at  our  station  in  the  town  of  St  Thomas  are 
advancing  nicely.  I  shall  be  glad  to  see  the  school-room  and  church, 
but  particularly  the  former,  enlarged  to  three  times  the  present 
extent.  Schools  are  much  wanted  in  this  town,  which  may  well  be 
called  a  modem  Sodom. 

"  On  the  last  Sunday  which  I  spent  in  St.  Thomas  I  had  the 
pleasure  to  hear  Mr.  Serjeant,  a  Wesleyan  Missionary,  preach  in  our 
church,  permission  having  been  obtained  from  Government. 

"  I  landed  in  St.  Croix  during  a  shower  of  rain,  and  although 
somewhat  incommoded  by  it,  thanked  the  Lord  for  it,  as  a  long- 
desired  blessing."

From  Br.  George  BL  Hanna. 

"  Dear  Brother,        Friedensbero,  St.  Croix,  Feb,  \2th,  1857. 

"  ON  my  arrival  here,  Br.  Baum  gave  me  the  charge  of  the  Juvenile 

Sunday-school,  which  is  attended  by  about  120  children  and  fourteen 
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teachers^  on  an  averaga  Several  of  the  latter  belong  to  other  churches, 
but  freely  give  their  time  and  talents  for  the  benefit  of  this  school, 
most  of  the  pupils  in  which  belong  to  our  oongregatiou.  I  have  often 
lamented,  since  I  came  hither,  that  we  have  no  suitable  books  for  the 
use  of  the  teachers.  I  am  now  emboldened  by  my  interest  in  the 
work  in  which  I  am  engaged,  to  ask  you,  if  you  could  kindly  venture 
to  lay  our  case  before  the  Religious  Tract  Society.  I  know  that 
excellent  Society  must  be  burdened  with  appeals,  yet  I  hope  they  will 
be  able  to  assist  us  in  this  matter. 

^'  I  am  happy  to  say,  that  the  children  of  the  Sunday-school  take 
an  active  part  in  the  Missionary  Association,  contributing,  on  an 
average,  about  4*.  6rf.  every  Sunday.  Since  my  arrival  here,  I  have 
enjoyeid  excellent  heall^ ;  for  which  mercy  I  am  thankful  I  am  also 
quite  happy  in  my  present  sphere  of  labour.  There  is  real  missionary 
work  going  on  here.  A  school  has  been  opened  lately  in  the  old 
church.  Br.  Baum  was  enabled  to  commence  it  on  the  2nd  of 
January,  with  a  young  man  from  the  Training-school  in  Antigua. 
On  the  first  day,  thirty  children  were  present,  and  now  there  are 
upwards  of  seventy  on  the  books. 


MOSQUITO  COAST. 
Bxt/raxt  qf  the  Diary  of  BLUEFiELDS,/or  the  Tear  1854. 
Jcmtiary  Ist.  With  the  prayer  that  the  Lord  would  be  pleased  to 
be  our  Guide  and  Protector,  we  entered  upon  this  new  period  of 
time.  We  were  grieved  by  the  vain  and  worldly  spirit  manifested 
by  so  many  of  the  people.  This  shews  that  the  hearts*  of  many  are 
not  yet  affected  by  the  Word  of  life.  The  moming-servioe  on  this 
day  was  attended  by  upwards  of  300  hearers.  Yet  some  of  these 
were  not  sober,  and  caiised  some  disturbance. 

On  the  second  Sunday  in  the  year  we  were  painfully  reminded, 
in  the  Sunday-school,  of  the  sad  state  of  the  children  at  these 
holiday  times.  Many  children  do  not  attend  school  at  all,  but  run 
about  in  a  wild  state,  their  parents  being  from  home,  and  there 
being  no  food  for  them.  Besides  this,  very  few  parents  even  endea- 
vour to  restrain  their  children  firom  taking  part  in  .dancing,  gam- 
bling, &a 

10^  Hearing  that  a  small  vessel  from  Greytown,  with  some 
articles  for  us  on  board,  had  gone  on  shore  about  twenty-five  miles 
from  this  place,  the  Bm.  Pfeiffer  and  JUrgensen  proceeded  thither 
with  two  Doat^  in  order  to  see  if  they  could  save  some  of  the  goods. 
After  they  had  left;,  the  weather  became  very  boisterous,  so  that  we 
were  very  anxious  about  them.  However,  the  Lord  graciously 
protected  them,  and  on  the  1 2th  they  returned  in  safety,  bringing 
the  articles,  of  which  they  had  gone  in  quest,  with  them. 

29^  A  half-breed  Indian,  belonging  to  the  Kama  tribe,  was 
married.  There  are  many  persons  of  this  class,  who  speak  English 
very  well,  and  are  not  disinclined  to  hear  the  Gospel.  O  that  the 
Lord  would  open  their  hearts,  that  they  may  feel  His  love,  and  be 
able  to  commend  it  to  their  fellow-countrymen ! 
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lu  the  earlier  months  of  this  year,  several  Indian  boys  and  girls 
attended  the  day-sohool,  and  improved  considerably  in  learning. 
The  feeling  of  dislike  between  the  two  races,  however,  soon  mani- 
fested itseL^  there  being  constant  strife  between  the  Negroes  and  the 
Indians.  The  cause  of  this  is  the  contempt  entertained  by  the 
Negroes  for  the  Indians,  arising  from  the  pride  of  the  former. 

By  the  end  of  February^  our  Sunday-school  was  once  more 
attended  by  its  full  number,  there  being  107  on  the  list  We  were 
glad  to  see  so  many  scholars,  but  regretted  the  necessarily  imperfedf 
character  of  the  instruction  given,  in  consequence  of  the  scarcity  of 
monitors.  There  are  young  people  who  can  read,  and  who  might 
make  themselves  useful,  but  they  cannot  be  prevailed  upon  to  become 
teachers  in  the  Sunday-school,  viewing  it  as  something  by  which 
they  might  be  coerced.  They  certainly  have  very  strange  ideas  of 
liberty. 

In  Marchy  Br.  Pfeiffer  proceeded,  accompanied  by  the  King,  to 
Pearl  Key  Lagoon,  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  on  a  site  for  the  erection 
of  a  church. 

About  this  time,  the  attendance  at  church  fell  off  very  much,  as 
most  of  the  men  were  preparing  for  turtle-hunting.  They  refuse  to 
abandon  this  practice,  it  being  an  occupation  which  suits  their  love  of 
ease.  One  who  is  successfiil,  can  obtain  in  two  months  shells  which 
can  be  disposed  of  for  sufficient  to  support  him  great  part  of  the  year. 
We  are  hereby  reminded  of  the  circumstances  of  our  Missionaries  in 
Labrador,  where  the  men  and  youths,  engaged  in  the  seal-hunt,  are 
separated  £rom  their  instructors  for  months  together. 

May  26^.— The  Bm.  Pfeiffer  and  Lundberg  went  to  Pearl  Key 
Lagoon  and  Com  Island.  Having  held  service  at  the  former  place, 
they  visited  the  Indian  village  Rieta  Pora  (which  signifies  a  place  of 
bunal).  The  inhabitants,  amounting  to  about  fifteen  flE^ilies,  expressed 
their  joy  that  a  Missionary  was  soon  to  be  stationed  near  them,  and 
promiised  to  send  their  children  to  school.  At  Corn-Island,  meetings 
were  held  daUy,  and  were  well  attended.  Two  weddings  also  took 
place,—- one  being  that  of  the  two  oldest  inhabitants.  The  man,  firom 
some  fisu^ts  he  stated,  must  have  been  not  less  than  100  years  of  age. 
It  was  pleasing  to  hear  this  old  man  thank  Cod  that  He  had  permitted 
him  to  live  so  long ;  and  declare  that  for  his  remaining  days,  he 
would  strive  to  live  to  the  Lord. 

Jiine  \5th. — Some  Woolva  Indians  were  present  at  the  evening- 
meeting.  When  the  congregation  knelt  for  prayer,  they  sprawled  fiiat 
on  the  ground,  this  being  a  favourite  posture  of  theirs.  May  our 
Savioiur  ere  long  prepare  the  way,  that  they  may  learn  to  worship 
God  in  spirit  and  in  truth  I 

July  ^th. — A  boy,  who  was  bathing,  was  seized  and  carried  off 
by  an  alligator.  By  the  united  efforts  of  the  boy's  relatives,  wl^o 
were  near  at  hand,  the  alligator  was  killed.  But  the  boy,  when  taken 
out  of  the  monster^s  jaws,  was  already  dead.  As  the  alligators  do 
not  tear  or  devour  their  prey  while  in  the  water,  but  carry  it  on 
shore,  the  corpse  was  quite  entire,  and  death  had  really  resulted  from 
drowning. 

About  the  middle  of  OcU>ber,  a  man  arrived  here  from  Jamaica^ 
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and  opened  a  school,  heading  also  religious  meetings.  However,  it 
-was  soon  evident  what  manner  of  spirit  he  was  o^  as  he  drank  to 
excess,  and  thereby  speedily  lost  the  confidence  of  the  people. 

This  year,  our  neighbours  begin  drumming  and  dancing  for 
Christmas,  as  early  as  November. 

We  looked  forward  to  Christmas  with  heavy  hearts,  as  a  number 
of  Oarib  Indians,  who  now  reside  at  the  north  extremity  of  the  Mos- 
quito territory,  and  who  are  Very  wild,  had  come  to  this  place  to  fell 
mahogany  for  an  English  gentleman,  they  being  known  to  be  good 
labourers.  Our  apprehensions  proved  only  too  well  founded,  tibere 
being  more  dancing  and  noise  this  Christmas  than  on  any  previous 
occasion  since  we  have  been  here.  Very  few  people  came  to  church. 
We  closed  this  year  in  sadness,  anxious  on  behidf  of  the  little  band, 
who  appear  to  have  been  brought  to  the  Lord,  lest  they  should  be 
again  entangled  in  the  poUutioos  of  the  world,  and  overcome.  All  we 
could  do  was  to  implore  the  Lord  to  bestow  on  them  strength  to  resist 
temptation,  so  that  His  work  in  this  place  may  not  be  put  to  diame.

BY  letters,  recently  received  from  the  Bm.  Feurig  and  Jiirgensen,  we 
are  enabled  to  give  some  information  re^rding  the  MissionHstations  at 
Bluefielcky  and  English-Bank,  on  Pearl  Key  Lagoon. 

To  mention  the  latter  first;  our  readers  will  remember  how 
promising  the  commencement  of  Br.  and  Sr.  JUrgensen's  labours  among 
the  Indian  and  Negro  inhabitants  of  Engli^-Bank,  as  well  as  in  the 
neighbouring  Indiim  villages,  appeared  to  be.  The  Missionaries  ar- 
riveid  at  their  new  post  just  in  time  to  assist  the  people  with  advice 
and  medicines,  on  tiie  breaking  out  of  a  destructive  epidemic.  Their 
habitation  was  soon  besieged  by  persons  seeking  help,  and  Br.  Jtirgen- 
sen  had  abundant  opportunity  for  sowing  the  Gospel-seed.  He  was 
able  to  use  the  English  language  in  doiug  thl^,  as  it  is  generally  \m- 
derstood  by  the  natives  in  this  part  of  the  country.  Distress  had 
rendered  their  hearts  susceptibly.  Many  a  heathen  came  to  inquire 
about  Christ,  and  to  confess  his  sins,  and  there  appeared  to  be  a  pow- 
erful stirring  among  the  dry  bones.  But,  alas,  this  apparent  it  widen- 
ing did  not  continue,  but  disappeared  with  the  sickness  and  bodily 
distress  which  had  contributed  to  call  it  forth.  A  fresh  proof  of  the 
hardness  of  the  human  heart,  which  so  long  resists  Him,  who  desires 
not  to  destroy  us,  but  to  redeem  us  from  desU'Uotion,  that  we  might 
have  life. 

We  may,  however,  rejoice  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Jiirgensen  have 
obtained  a  firm  footing  on  this  coast  They  hold  Divine  service  and 
keep  school,  diligently  visit  the  adjacent  villages,  and,  as  we  shall  see 
from  the  following  letter,  sometimes  have  a  large  auditoiy  gathered 
round  them,  and  in  some  cases  are  rejoiced  by  perceiving  that  their 
labour  is  not  vfk  vain  in  the  Lord.  Such  an  instance  was  that  of  an 
Indian,  who  was  guilty  of  murder,  a  crime  by  no  moans  uncommon 
among  these  revengeful  heathens,  who  are  much  addicted  to  drunken- 
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Bess.  But  let  us  hear  Br.  JUrgensen's  own  brief  account  of  what  he  has 
witnessed  : — "In  September,  1855,  the  first  post  of  our  new  building 
was  put  in,  in  a  solemn  manner ;  after  which,  the  work  progressed  pretty 
rapidly,  so  that  the  church  was  under  cover  by  the  middle  of  October. 
In  December,  we  were  enabled,  to  our  great  joy  and  thankfulness,  to 
leave  our  Indian  hut,  and  occupy  the  new  Mission-house.  We  cele- 
brated the  Christmas-festival  in  as  solemn  and  joyous  a  manner  as 
possible.  On  Christmas-day  morning,  the  first  meeting  was  held  be- 
fore day-break,  on  which  occasion  the  church  was  lighted  up  with  six 
lamps^  an  unusual  adornment  for  us  here  !  At  this  season,  we  were 
rejoiced  by  a  married  couple,  who  came  to  us  with  their  son,  declaring 
that  they  wished  to  join  the  Church,  and  begged  for  reception.  Cheer- 
ing as  this  was,  in  the  sanft  proportion  were  we  distressed  by  what  we 
saw  and  heard  at  this  time  among  the  heathen  aroui^d  us.  A  large 
number  of  Indians  assembled  near  us  ;  brandy  was  procured  in  abun- 
dance, and  a  wild  merry-making  began,  which  soon  resulted  in  such 
savage  afiTrays,  that  we  could  hardly  venture  out  of  the  house.  O 
that  the  Lord  would  oome  with  power,  and  cause  the  light  of  His 
grace  to  arise  on  the  darkness  of  these  poor  creatures. 

"  In  the  beginning  of  January,  I  went  from  house  to  house  visit- 
ing those  who  had  taken  part  in  theise  abominable  diversions,  and 
speaking  earnestly  with  them.  One  afternoon,  about  this  time,  a  tre- 
mendous outcry  was  heard.  An  Indian,  one  of  the  better  sort,  who 
had  often  been  present  at  our  meetings,  and  had  given  hopes  that  he 
would  do  well,  lay  bleeding  on  the  ground,  having  been  so  severely 
beaten  by  another,  who  made  his  escape,  that,  e^r  twelve  days  of 
severe  suffering,  he  expired.  I  visited  him  fi^quently  during  this 
time,  but  can  speak  of  no  further  result  of  my  exhortations,  than 
that  he  and  his  aged  father,  who  soon  afterwards  died  of  grief,  always 
received  me  in  a  friendly  manner,  and  listened  to  me  willingly.  I,  of 
course,  took  occasion  from  this  occurrence  to  speak  earnestly  in  the 
church  respecting  the  misery  of  bondage  to  sin  and  Satan,  and  to 
direct  the  hearers  to  that  Saviour,  who  came  to  destroy  the  works  of 
the  devil,  and  to  bestow  peace  and  salvation  on  those  who  believe  in 
HinL  The  Passion-week  was  a  season  of  blessing  to  us,  and  the  at- 
tendance at  church  was  better  than  ever  before.  On  Good-Friday, 
our  hearers  assembled  so  early  that  I  was  obliged  to  begin  the  sermon 
before  the  usual  time.  On  entering  the  church,  I  found  it  so  filled, 
that  I  had  to  squeeze  my  way  through  the  people.  This  sight  caused 
me  no  small  joy,  and  so  afifected  me,  that  I  was  hardly  able  to  give  out 
the  verses,  which  were  to  be  sung. 

"  On  the  30th  of  March,  our  new  church  was  solemnly  dedicated 
by  Br.  Pfeiffer,  who  had  come  for  the  purpose  from  Bluefields,  accom- 
panied by  a  number  of  other  visitors. 

"At  a  later  period,  I  went  to  Rieta  Pora  (an  Indian  village), 
and  held  a  meeting  in  an  Indian  house.  The  building  was  full,  and 
many  had  to  stand  outside.  All  behaved  decorously,  and  listened 
with  quietness  and  attention.  I  afterwards  conversed  with  sevei*al 
individuals.  Among  them  was  an  dd  man,  named  Brown,  who  was 
not  able  to  walk  without  assistance.  He  said,  '  I  should  like  to  hear 
something  more  about  the  Friend  in  heaven.'   On  putting  some  ques^ 
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tions  to  him,  however,  in  order  to  ascertain  how  far  his  religious 
knowledge  extended,  h^  was  unable  to  answer  any  further,  than  bj 
lifting  lus  withered  arms,  and  exclaiming,  '  My  Fivther  who  art  in 
heaven,  thy  will  be  done !'  These  words  gave  me  an  opportunity  to 
teH  him  more  about  God  and  our  Saviour.  Not  many  days  after,  this 
old  man  died.  A  sick  woman  in  this  place,  whom  I  visited  accompa- 
nied  by  my  wife,  at  first,  ordered  us  away  in  an  impertinent  and  very 
decided  manner,  with  the  words,  '  Formerly  we  had  no  church  and 
no  minister  here,  and  I  want  none  now.'  Upon  this,  we  left  the 
house  in  sadness.  But  when  her  sickness  increased,  her  hard  heart 
was  gradually  softened  by  pain  and  suffering,  so  that  she  at  last  ex- 
pressed much  thankfulness  for  our  visits,  and  often  said,  *  I  feel  com- 
fort when  you  pray  with  me.'     Some  weeks*afterwards,  she  expired. 

«  On  a  visit  at  Brownsbank,  I  found  an  old  man  on  a  sick  bed, 
who  praised  himself  not  a  little.  Among  the  rest  he  said,  *  I  never 
did  anything  bad  in  my  life ;  my  father  was  a  very  wicked  man,  but 
l4vm  good.'  I  replied  that  he  was  greatly  mistaken,  that  he  had  de- 
served €k>d's  wrath  and  punishment,  but  could  obtain  salvation  through 
C^irist     He  then  willingly  permitted  me  to  pray  with  him. 

"  Not  long  afterwfurds,  I  visited  at  HsJover,  where  the  Indians 
are  so  wild,  that  I  had  not  up  to  that  time  been  able  to  do  much.  I 
only  found  people  who  were  willing  to  see  me  in  two  houses,  all  the 
rest  having  run  into  the  bush,  as  soon  as  I  made  my  appearance.  An 
old  negro  woman  answered  me,  when  I  spoke  to  her,  <  Massa,  I  have 
nothing  to  say  against  you,  but  I  do  not  want  to  have  anything  to  do 
with  the  church ;  if  I  go  to  church,  I  shall  die ;  and  if  I  do  not  go  to 
church,  I  shall  <Ue.  It  is  no  use,  I  must  die.'  BLaving  said  this,  she 
ran  away. 

"  On  the  24th  of  October,  we  were  again  startled  by  a  cry  of 
murder.  A  strong,  young  man,  the  father  of  three  children,  had  been 
struck  down  with  a  dub,  and  ihat  with  sueh  violence  that  he  died  on 
the  spot.  On  the  evening  of  the  following  day  he  was  buried.  Afler 
the  funeral  I  held  a  meeting,  in  which  I  spoke  most  earnestly  regard- 
ing sin  and  its  consequences,  bringing  forward  the  occurrenoe  which 
had  just  taken  place,  as  an  example.  The  consciences  of  my  auditors 
were  convinced,  for  several  came  to  me  afterwards  and  expressed 
themselves  to  the  effect,  that  their  circumstances  would  be  very  differ- 
ent, if  they  listened  to  me,  and  acted  according  to  what  I  told  them, 
and  what  the  Bible  says.  Next  morning,  I  began  my  visits  to  the 
murderer,  who  had,  meanwhile,  been  seized  and  locked  up.  But  my 
journey  was  in  vain,  for  he  would  have  nothing  to  say  to  me.  After 
preaching  (it  being  Sunday),  I  went  to  him  again,  but  with  no  better 
result,  in  the  evening,  I  found  him  in  the  same  inaccessible  mood ; 
I  assured  him  that  I  came,  because  I  desired  to  be  of  use  to  him,  and 
was  anxious  for  the  salvation  of  his  soul ;  but  he  did  not  answer  a  sylla- 
ble, and  suffered  me  to  retire  much  distressed.  Nevertheless,  I  again 
went  to  him  the  next  morning,  and  found  him  wonderfully  changed 
He  answered  every  question  I  put  to  him,  when  I  sang  a  verse  he 
attempted  to  join,  and  when  I  prayed  he  distinctly  repeated  my 
words  after  me.  When  I  next  visited  him,  I  was  glad  to  find,  that 
he  remembered  most  of  what  I  had  told  him.     On  returning  at  noon. 
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I  found  him  on  bis  knees,  with  uplifted  hands  and  eyes,  and  witnessed 
his  cries  to  the  Lord  for  pardon  of  his  great  sin.  Shortlj  after^  the 
King  arrived,  together  with  whom  I  spent  nearlj  the  whole  evening 
with  the  prisoner.  I  reminded  him  that  his  hours  were  numbered, 
and  spoke  with  him  of  the  one  thing  needful  for  salvation.  He  now 
listened  willinglj  to  what  I  said  about  dying,  and  asked  me  if  I 
thought  the  Lord  could  forgive  so  great  a  sinner  as  himself.  Upon 
this,  I  assured  him  that  the  blood  of  Christ  is  a  deansing  fountain  for 
all  sin  and  transgression,  and  that  he  too  might  obtain  grace  and  for- 
giveness, through  faith  in  a  omcified  Saviour.  After  we  had  sung  a 
verse,  I  requested  him  to  offer  prayer,  and  I  and  the  others  who  were 
present  knelt  down  with  him.  When  I  took  my  departure,  he  b^;ged 
me  to  encourage  my  wife  and  his  own  to  intercede  on  his  behalf. 
Next  mornings  I  found  him  in  a  very  desirable  state  of  mind.  The 
proud  man  had  become  as  humble  and  tender  as  a  child.  On  this 
day  we  expected  his  sentence  and  execution,  and  wept  together.  After 
some  time,  the  ELing  also  made  his  appearance.  After  my  conversa- 
tion with  the  criminal  was  finished,  I  addreeeed  the  King,  earnestly 
requesting  him  to  be  cautious  in  the  trial,  and  to  examine  everything 
carefully.  I  also  exhorted  the  criminal  to  confess  the  whole  truth. 
Both  gave  me  their  most  solemn  promise.  In  the  afternoon,  the 
King  sent  two  men  to  me,  with  the  message,  that  the  trial  was  over, 
and  that  the  murderer  was  sentenced  to  be  shot,  the  next  mornings  at 
ten  o'clock.  I  canno%glescribe  my  feelings.  I  at  once  hurried  to  the 
prisoner,  and  found  his  wife  weeping  beside  him,  and  his  diild  on  his 
knee.  He  was  continually  in  prayer.  I  remained  with  him  until 
late  in  the  evening,  going  through  several  chapters  of  the  Bible  with 
him. 

'^  I  was  with  him  early  next  morning,  and  prayed  with  him.  I 
then  begged  that  his  chaina  might  be  taken  off,  which  was  done  at 
eight  o'clock.  I  told  him  that  he  bad  but  a  8h<Mrt  time  ta  live,  asking 
if  he  was  ready,  and  if  he  still  was  deaving  firmly  in  fidth  to  his 
Saviour.  He  promised  to  do  so,  and  now  the  af^inted  hour  came. 
With  arms  folded  on  his  bosom  and  walking  between  the  King  and 
myself  he  proceeded  first  to  the  place  where  the  murdered  man  had 
been  buried.  Here  I  addressed  the  bystanders,  setting  before  them 
the  warning  example  afforded  by  the  poor  criminal,  after  which  the 
King  added  some  words  of  exhortation.  The  condemned  Hian  then 
fell  on  his  knees,  and  begged  the  Lord  for  forgiveness,  in  which  pfayer 
I  and  all  the  bystanders  united.  On  taking  leave  <^  his  wife  and  me, 
he  wept  so  loud,  that  I  had  difficulty  to  restrain  my  feelings.  He 
then  proceeded,  as  patiently  as  a  lamb^  to  the  place  of  execution, 
praying  with  a  lovid  voice,  '  Lord,  have  mercy  on  me  T  Soon  after, 
he  was  shot,  and  fell,  pieroed  by  two  balls.** 

The  following  remark  is  added  : — "  In  the  wild  and  uncivilised 
state  of  this  heathen  land,  a  postponement  of  the  execution,  to  admit 
of  instructing  the  criminal  more  perfectly,  and  administering  the  rite 
of  Holy  Baptism,  was  unattainable.  But  we  need  not  doubt,  that 
the  Lord,  whose  compassion  is  great,  and  who  saved  the  thief  on  the 
cross,  has  also  extended  mercy  to  this,  poor  souL** 
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Br.  Feurig  writes  at  the  beginiung  of  Jannsrf :  **  J  liad  deter- 
mined  to  undertake  a  journey  to  English-Bank,  in  company  whii  Br, 
Lundberg,  and  had  intended  to  set  out  on  the  evening  of  ^e  16th  of 
November.  On  the  15  th,  however,  I  felt  very  unwell,  and  shortly 
afterwards,  fever  set  in.  The  Lord  laid  His  blessing  on  the  means 
used,  so  that  a  r^^ular  attack  was  averted.  But  I  could  not  venture 
to  leave  home  that  night  As  a  boat  was  about  to  sail  for  English- 
Bank,  Br.  Lundberg  resolved  to  go  in  it,  with  the  understanding  that 
I  was  to  follow,  if  possible,  next  day.  On  tbe  morning  of  the  17  th,  I 
felt  myself  so  much  better,  that  I  determined  to  delay  no  longer, 
and  accordingly  started  from  home  at  7  o'clock,  acccmipanied  by  two 
Negro  brethren.  For  four  hours  we  had  fine  weather,  but  afterwards 
it  began  to  rain.  At  2  o'clock  we  reached  the  place  where  the 
boat  had  to  be  left.  Hence  we  proceeded  on  foot,  over  a  sandy  flat, 
which  was  almost  entirely  under  water.  Drenched  with  wet,  we 
reached  the  bank  of  Pearl  Key  Lagoon,  and  found  to  our  alarm,  that 
there  was  no  boat  to  ponvey  us  forward  to  English-Bank  !  There 
was  no  oi^r  way  for  us  than  to  wade  through  swamps  and  water, 
more  iJian  knee-deep,  for  a  distance  of  exceeding  nine  miles,  ddrting 
the  lagoon.  My  bundle  of  clothes,  Uanket,  and  umbrella,  which  I  car- 
ried on  my  back,  were  so  heavy,  tiiat  I  was  several  times  near  sink- 
ing with  exhaustion.  After  a  &tiguing  journey  of  two  hours  and  a 
hiJf,  we  arrived,  at  5  o*dock,  at  Br.  Jilrgensen's  house.  I  was  almost 
half-dead,  and  was  obliged  to  retire  immediacy  to  bed.  However, 
our  Saviour's  mercy  towards  me  was  great.  After  resting  a  couple  of 
hours,  I  was  able  to  take  some  refireshment,  and  to  remain  in  con- 
versation with  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  till  9  o'clock.  I  almost  fear 
that  the  fatigues  to  which  we  are  exposed  in  this  ndny  climate, 
demand  more  strength  than  I  now  possess.  And  yet,  if  the  Mission 
to  the  Indians  is  to  continue,  I  shall  have  to  undertake  a  visitation- 
journey  in  a  few  months,  which  will  take  five  or  dx  weeks,  and  must 
be  performed  principally  in  an  open  boat,  as  the  rivers  are  not  navi- 
gable for  larger  vessels.  However,  the  w(»*k  is  the  Lord's,  and  from 
Him  we  hope  for  strength  and  direction. 

"  On  the  18th,  tliough  still  muck  fatigued,  I  was  so  remarkably 
strengthened,  that  we  were  enabled  to  hold  our  first  Conforence  rela- 
tive to  the  affiurs  of  this  station.  *  At  1  o'clock,  I  held  a  public  meet- 
ing, at  which  many  Indiana  were  present.  I  would  hope  that  some 
of  the  good  seed  fell  on  ground  prepared  for  its  reception.  At  all 
events,  those  who  were  present  were  very  attentive.  In  the  after- 
noon, we  held  our  second  session  of  Conference,  and  I  can  say  with 
truth,  that  we  were  sensible  of  our  Saviour's  presence.  We  cove- 
nanted together  to  serve  our  Lord,  and  to  carry  on  His  sacred  work 
with  all  our  hearts.  Towards  evening,  we  visited  several  houses  in 
the  village,  and  were  everywhere  received  in  a  very  friendly  mi^nner. 


SURINAM. 

(Pnm  the  MiatioM-BlaU,) 

BR.  VAN  CALKER,  of  Paramaribo,  gives,  in  a  letter  dated  18th 

December,  1856,  an  interesting  account  of  a  visitation-journey,  under- 
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taken  by  him  to  CcUharine  Sophia  and  Batavia.  The  former  is  an 
extensive  phuitation  ctn  the  Saramacca,  belonging  to  the  Qoyemment^ 
at  which  Br.  and  Sr.  Dobler  have  recently  been  stationed.  Batayia 
is  the  establishment  for  Lazarus -patients,  in  a  remote  district,  near 
the  northern  boundary  of  the  colony.  From  the  following  narration, 
our  readers  will  perceive  with  what  difficulties  the  duty  of  visiting 
the  poor  sufferers  at  Batavia  is  connected, — the  Missionaries  having 
on  each  occasion  to  venture  into  the  tempestuous  sea  in  an  open  boat. 
Let  this  cause  us  to  pray  that  the  Lord  would  preserve  them  fix>m 
harm  on  these  occasions,  and  bless  their  labours. 

Br.  vap  Calker  writes  :  ''About  noon,  on  the  21st  of  November, 
my  wife  and  myself  went  on  board  the  boat  We  had  a  very  tedious 
passage  along  the  canal,  which  connects  the  Surinam  river  with  the 
vanica,  a  tributary  of  the  Saramacca.  It  was  six  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  when  we  arrived  at  Hamburg,  a  plantation  on*  the  Saramacca, 
nearly  opposite  the  confluence  of  the  Vanica  with  that  river.  The 
owner  of  this  plantation  usually  resides  there,  but  was  at  this  time 
absent.  The  overseer,  however,  received  us  very  kindly.  Our  ham- 
mocks were  hung  in  a  small  room  of  the  great  house,  and  we  enjoyed 
a  good  night's  rest,  in  spite  of  the  mosquitoes.  At  five  o'clock  next 
morning,  we  proceeded  on  our  journey,  holding  our  morning  devotions, 
and  afterwards  preparing  some  chocolate  for  our  breakfast,  in  the  boat. 
The  Saramacca  is  a  beautiful  river.  Though  the  banks  are  unculti- 
vated, and  do  not,  therefore,  present  so  much  variety  as  those  of  some 
of  the  other  rivers  of  "the  colony,  yet  the  forests  which  clothe  them  pre- 
sent an  interesting  appearance.  A  pretty  effect  is  especially  produced 
by  a  sort  of  dwarf  palm  growing  under  the  larger  and  more  spreading 
trees.  At  about  eleven  o'clock  we  reached  Catharine  Sophia,  with  its 
neat  little  church  and  Mission-house.  Br.  J>obler  was  well,  but  we 
were  sorry  to  find  his  wife  and  one  of  their  children  suffering  from 
indisposition. 

''  On  the  23rd,  I  set  out  for  Batavia,  accompanied  by  Br.  Dobler. 
We  proceeded  first  to  the  plantation,  0<Hicordia,  where  we  remained 
till  half-past  six  in  the  evening,  awaiting  a  suitable  state  of  the  tide, 
as  we  preferred  undertaking  the  sea  voyage  between  the  mouth  of  the 
Saramacca  and  that  of  the  Copenama,  at  night,  the  wind  being  gene- 
rally less  violent  by  night  than  by  day.  On  the  left  side  of  the 
mouth  of  the  Saramacca,  a  bank  of  mud  extends  fiu:  into  the  sea  and 
ends  in  a  point.  From  near  this  point,  persons  in  a  boat  can  look  up 
the  two  rivers,  Saramacca  and  Copenama,  at  once.  In  proceeding 
from  the  former  to  the  latter  river,  it  is  customary  to  row  out  to  sea, 
about  two  hours  before  the  ebb,  and  to  take  the  edge  of  the  mud-bank 
as  a  guide,  being  careful  that  the  oars  can  always  touch  the  ground. 
As  soon  as  the  point  of  the  bank  is  reached,  the  boat  must  be  steered 
to  the  left,  toward  the  Copenama,  casting  anchor  at  the  mouth  of  the 
river,  so  as  to  ascend  it  with  the  flood.  We  attenipted  to  do  this, 
but,  unfortunately^  our  rowers  were  quite  ignorant  of  the  coast^  only 
one  of  them  having  made  the  voyage  once  before.  The  consequence 
was,  that  we  were  at  one  time  nearly  aground  on  the  bank,  a  circum- 
stance which  would  have  exposed  us  to  imminent  danger,  while,  in 
endeavouring  to  avoid  this,  we  aftei'wards  lost  the  bank  altogether, 
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and  with  it  our  only  safe  guide.  At  length,  we  distinguished  the 
land  through  the  darkness,  and  what  appeared  to  be  the  mouth  of  a 
river.  Towards  this  we  steered,  hoping  it  might  be  the  Copenama, 
and  thinking  that  even  if  it  should  prove  to  be  the  Saramaoca  again, 
we  should  do  better  to  return,  than  to  incur  the  risk  of  being  driven 
out  to  sea,  or  upon  the  dangerous  mud-bank.  It  was  clear  that  we 
were  quite  out  of  our  reckoning,  and  we  knew  not  what  was  before 
us.  I  therefore  commended  our  little  boat  to  the  heavenly  Pilot, 
and  feeling  assured  of  EEis  guidance  and  protection,  awaited  the  con- 
clusion of  the  voyage. ,  At  length,  we  entered  the  river,  and  steered 
along  its  right  bank.  About  midnight,  we  hoped  to  see  Batavia. 
But  no  !  One,  two,  three  o'clock,  and  yet  the  place  of  our  destination 
was  not  to  be  seen.  At  last,  about  /our  o'clock,  we  heard  the  crowing 
of  cocks,  and  soon  afterwards,  saw  buildings  and  a  landing-place,  but 
all  looked  otherwise  than  at  Batavia.  And  where  were  we  f  At 
Herwelykszorg,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Saramacca,  only  about  six 
miles  from  Catharine  Sophia,  which  we  had  left  more  than  twelve 
hours  before.  Oar  unskiifid  steersman  had  turned  the  boat  com- 
pletely round,  when  we  were  off  the  end  of  the  bank.  But  how 
graciously  had  the  Lord  preserved  usi  For  how  easily  we  might 
have  run  upon  the  bank,  or  been  driven  out  to  sea.  But  He  had 
given  EEis  angels  charge  over  us,  for  which  we  thanked  Him  heartily. 
<^  After  proceeding  to  Concordia,  and  resting  there,  we  again  set 
out  for  Batavia,  which  we  reached  safely  and  in  good  time.  This 
establishment  really  forms  a  vUXage.  A  road  runs  £rom  the  landing- 
place  to  the  Eoman  Catholic  church,  while  another,  at  right  angles, 
l^uls  to  the  house  of  the  superintendent.  This  gentleman  is  very 
friendly  to  us,  and  his  wife,  to  whom  he  was  married  in  our  church, 
is  a  member  of  our  congregation.  Between  the  Roman  Catholic 
church  and  the  superintendent's  house,  is  the  village,  erected  on  both 
sides  of  the  road.  On  the  side  next  the  river,  there  \&  a  row  of  very 
neatly-built  houses,  and  on  the  opposite  side,  several  rows  of  wattled 
huts,  under  the  shadow  of  palms,  bananas,  coffee-trees,  &c  The 
popiilation  consists  of  386  persons.  Of  these,  21  are  free;  50  are 
slaves,  able  to  work,  though  already  suffering  from  the  distressing 
Lazarus-disease ;  169  no  longer  able  to  work,  and  146  who  are  free 
from  disease,  but  who  were  bom  in  the  Institution,  and  are  obliged 
to  remain  there,  as  this  disease  is  hereditary,  descending,  however, 
not  usually  to  the  children,  but  the  grandchildren,  or  even  great- 
grandchildren of  those  who  have  suffered  from  it.  When  we  landed, 
we  were  welcomed  by  our  faithful  Helper-Brother,  Jaques,  with  a 
joyful  countenance.  Indeed,  our  visit  caused  general  rejoicing  among 
our  people.  Since  the  last  visit,  two  persons  had  died,  and  two  men 
had  been  induced  to  join  the  Romidi  Church,  to  which  their  wives 
already  belonged.  The  number  of  persons  under  our  care  was,  there- 
fore, reduced  to  seventeen.  We  held  services  for  them  in  the  evening 
and  the  next  morning,  in  the  gallery  of  the  superintendent's  house, 
which  is  the  only  locality  at  present  at  our  disposal.  We  afterwards 
conversed  with  them  individually.  Distressing  as  the  state  of  these 
poor  people  is,  there  is  so  much  the  more  cause  for  rejoicing  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  has  guided  their  hearts  to  the  ^  one  thmg  needful,'  and 
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that  they  accept  with  such  hunger  the  bread  of  life,  which  we,  alas  ! 
are  so  seldom  able  to  impart  to  them.  After  dinner,  we  went  into 
ihe  village  to  visit  some  sick  persons.  What  forms  of  wretchedness 
we  saw  !  The  Helper  had  already  told  us  of  an  old  man  who  earnestly 
desired  to  be  baptized.  We,  therefore,  went  to  his  house,  and  found 
him  stretched  on  a  wretched  pallet.  When  told  that  the  Missionaries 
were  come,  he  stretched  out  his  hands,  the  fingers  of  which  had  already 
been  destroyed  by  the  virulent  disease.  Hia  feet  were  bandaged  up, 
but  it  was  evident  that  the  toes  were  also  gone.  Br.  Dobler  spoke 
with  him.  His  knowledge  was  not  great,  which  was  the  less  wonder- 
ful, as  he  was  old  and  stupid.  Yet,  he  understood  the  principal  part 
of  what  is  required  to  make  men  wise  unto  salvation,  and  he  heartily 
desired  to  be  cleansed  from  all  his  sins.  We  therefore  engaged  to 
baptize  him,  and  made  the  necessary  arrangements.  About  three 
o'clock  we  returned,  and  I  had  the  pleasure  to  perform  this  sacra- 
mental rite,  for  the  first  time  at  Batavia.  The  few  persons  under  our 
charge  assembled,  dressed  in  white,  in  the  chamber,  while  many  audi- 
tors belonging  to  the  Romish  church  stood  outside.  I  once  more  ex- 
plained the  way  of  salvation  to  the  candidate,  speaking  very  loud,  in 
order  that  the  bystanders  might  for  once  hear  a  discourse  regarcUng 
free  grace  through  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ.  As  the  aged  catechumen 
answered  the  questions  addressed  to  him,  distinctly,  and  with  a  hearty 
feeling,  I  felt  at  liberty  to  baptize  him  into  the  death  of  Jesus,  giving 
him  t£e  name  of  James.  After  this,  Br.  Dobler  held  a  catechetical 
meeting,  and  we  then  convei<8ed  with  the  superintendent  on  the  best 
means  of  securing  those  under  our  charge  against  the  many  attempts 
made  by  the  Romanists  to  draw  them  away. 

"  Having  passed  the  night  at  Batavia,  we  set  out  next  morning, 
on  our  return  to  the  Saramacca.  At  the  plantation  Kent,  we  con- 
versed with  those  who  belonged  to  our  congregation,  and  held  meet- 
ings for  the  different  classes,  arriving  late  the  following  evening  at 
Catherine  Sophia.  We  had  intended  to  proceed  in  the  following  week 
to  the  Upper  Saramacca,  but  as  I  was  suffering  from  inflamed  eyes, 
we  were  obliged  to  give  up  this  plan,  and  remain  where  we  were.  On 
the  following  Sunday,  I  preached  in  the  Mission-church  in  much 
weakness.  I  had  had  scarcely  sufficient  time  for  preparation,^  and  am 
not  yet  able  to  speak  Negro-English  by  any  means  readily.  However, 
the  Lord  helped  me.  During  the  next  week,  my  wife  and  myself 
attended  to  the  school,  and  I  practised  the  '  Hosanna,'  with  the  chil- 
dren. We  also  conversed  with  the  manager,  Mr.  Austyn,  who  kindly 
promised  to  make  an  immediate  beginning  with  the  erection  of  a 
kitchen  and  other  out-buildings  on  the  Mission-premises.  He  further 
stated,  that  he  would  thenceforth  send  the  children  to  school,  up  to 
the  age  of  14,  agreeable  to  a  recent  slave-regulation.  The  result  was, 
that  twenty  children,  who  had  hitherto  enjoyed  no  means  of  instruc- 
tion, now  came  to  school,  to  Br.  Dobler*s  great  encouragement. 

*'  But  I  must  now  communicate  some  mournful  intelligence.  On 
our  first  arrival,  we  had  found  Br.  and  Sr.  Dobler*s  second  son  not 
quite  well.  On  the  morning  of  Friday,  he  had  convulsions,  and  in 
spite  of  all  the  means  used,  breathed  his  last  in  the  afternoon.  It 
was  truly  edifying  to  observe  the  dear  parents  so  calm  and  resigned 
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to  the  Lord's  will.  I  now  saw  why  our  Saviour  had  prevented  our 
contemplated  journey  to  the  Upper  *  Saramaoca.  How  distressing 
would  it  have  been  to  the  mother,  who  was  to  have  remained  at  hom« 
with  my  wife,  to  have  seen  the  child  depart  and  to  have  to  bury  it, 
in  the  father's  absence;  and  not  less  so  to  the  father,  on  Ms  return^ 
to  find  the  child  dead,  and  to  see  the  newly-made  grave.  On  the 
whole,  the  presence  of  ourselves  and  Br.  Olemeos  (who  had  come  to 
meet  us),  was  a  source  of  consolation  to  the  bereaved  parents.  May 
the  Lord  be  their  Comforter  on  their  lonely  post ! 

*^  After  holding  the  usual  services  on  Sunday,  we  set  out  i^ 
Paramaribo  on  Monday,  and  arrived  there  in  safety  on  the  following 
day,  I>ec  9th. 

*'  Beference  was  recently  maSe  to  the  helper,  Jacob  Hope,  at 
JBerg-et^Dal,  as  a  useful  and  blessed  instrument  in  the  hands  of  the 
Lord.  We  now  have  to  announce  his  edifying  departure  from  this 
life.  Br.  Mentze  writes  as  follows :  *  Only  think,  my  good  fidthful 
brother  and  fellow-labourer,  Jacob  Hope,  is  no  more  in  the  midst  of  us. 
He  departed  early  this  morning.  Yesterday  evening,  I  met  him  and 
the  other  helpers  in  the  church,  when  we  conversed  on  matters  relating 
to  the  Lord's  work,  Jacob  speaking,  as  usual,  with  great  earnestness. 
We  also  spoke  of  the  approaching  Christmas-festival,  and  were  much 
affected  by  the  consideration  of  this  important  subject,  being  filled 
with  joy  for  the  unspeakable  gift  bestowed  on  us  by  God  in  Christ 
our  Lord.  After  this  we  separated,  I  retiring  to  rest,  and  Jaoob,  as 
his  wife  has  this  morning  told  me,  going  home,  and  repeating  to  her 
what  we  had  been  speaking  of.  This  morning,  just  afber  4  o'clock,  I 
was  awakened  suddenly  by  a  knocking  at  the  door.  I  hastily  arose, 
and  there  stood  Helena,  Thomas's  wife,  and  informed  me  that  Jacob 
was  dead  !  You  may  imagine  how  this  pierced  my  heart  I  hurried 
to  the  housa,  and  found  it  was  too  true.  All  the  means  we  made  use 
of,  in  the  hope  of  restoring  animation,  proved  unsuccessful.  I  have 
just  come  back,  and  am  still  much  shocked.  I  cannot  restrain  my 
tears,  for  the  deceased  was,  I  may  almost  say,  quite  indispensable 
here.  Most  of  the  people  stand  sobbing  and  weeping  round  the 
departed,  for  they  all  loved  him  as  a  father.' 

"  What  shall  we  say  to  this  ?  "  continues  Br.  van  Calker.  "  Our 
dear  Jaoob  Hope  is  happy.  Our  Saviour  has  dealt  kindly  with  him. 
He  was  the  firstling  at  Berg-en-Dal,  having  been  baptized,  July  Idth, 
1832.  Who  knows  what  trials  might  have  awaited  him  here  f  But 
now  the  Lord  has  taken  him  away  from  all  evil,  and  oonducted  him 
to  eternal  rest  The  Mission  sustains  a  great  loss.  jThe  Lord  is 
truly  a  God  whose  ways  are  mysterious.  Still,  it  it  the  Lord  I  That 
is  enough  for  us.     We  have  to  be  silent  and  trust  in  Him  ! " 


CENTRAL  ASIA. 
IK  the  last  Number  of  the  Periodical  Accounts  we  were  able  to  in- 
form our  readers  that  Br.  J&sdike  had  reached  Calcutta  in  safety, 
«fler  having  experienced  the  gracious  protection  of  the  Lord  on  his 
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long  voyage.  Accounts  have  since  been  received,  from  which  we 
learn  that  the  same  kind  care  had  been  extended  to  our  dear  Brother 
on  his  yet  more  trying  journey  from  Calcutta  to  Kotghur,  which 
place  he  reached  in  safety  on  the  12th  of  March.  At  various  places 
on  his  route,  he  was  refreshed  by  pleasant,  and,  as  he  gratefully  owns, 
I— tmii<iiiii  intercourse  with  Christian  friends,  and  experienced  much 
kindnenwid  lioq>ita]ity  at  various  Missionary-stations,  among  the  rest 
at  Benares,  and  at  Agn»  where,  and  at  the  adjacent  Secundra,  he 
had  an  oppcHrtunity  of  becoming  mapmisskod  with  the  interesting  and 
important  educational  institutions.  At  XfwMk^  iht  Mjancniny's 
soul  was  refreshed  by  communion  with  a  zealous  Christini  offioir,  wad 
he  obtained  his  first  glimpse  of  the  future  scene  of  his  laboiazv, 
the  mighty  Himmalayas.  And  at  Simla,  he  had  the  pleasure  to 
meet  his  two  fellow-labourers,  the  Bm.  Pagell  and  Heyde.  Extracts 
from  Br.  Jllschke*s  diaiy,  relating  to  his  arrival  at  Simla,  and  further 
journey,  in  company  of  his  fellow-labourers,  to  Kotghur,  will  we  trust 
prove  interesting,  and  not  less  so,  the  letter  of  the  Bm.  Pagell  and 
Heyde,  giving  some  further  descriptive  details  respecting  their  last 
summer's  residence  at  Kjelang.  By  this  time,  all  thi-ee  Brethren 
have  probably  reached  their  mountain-post.  May  our  Lord  encourage 
them  in  all  their  trials  and  bless  their  efforts,  and  make  their  own 
souls  to  i»x)sper  by  blessed  union  and  communion  with  Him. 


Ex^acts  Jrom  Br.  H.  Jaschke's  Diart. 

March  9th,  I  left  the  Lawrence  Asylum,  where  I  had  been 
kindly  treated  by  the  superintendent  At  leaving,  this  gentleman 
provided  me  with  several  articles  of  great  use  for  travelling  and  re- 
siding in  the  mountains,  among  the  rest,  a  light  cloak  of  cashmir 
wool,  a  strong,  Chinese  straw-hat,  covered  with  fine  white  cotton,  and 
an  Alpenstock,  or  stout  staff  shod  with  iron.  The  same  night,  I 
arrived  at  Harripdr. 

10^.  I  travelled  over  a  mountainous  district  adorned  with  mag- 
nificent rhododendrons,  cactuses,  several  varieties  of  pines,  and  other 
beautiful  and  striking  plants  and  trees.  At  length,  I  met  a  gentle- 
man and  two  ladies,  who  at  first  passed  me,  but  afterwards  turned  and 
addressed  me.  The  gentleman  proved  to  be  one  of  Mr.  Prochnow*8 
teachers  at  Simla.  I  accompani^  him  to  his  dwelling,  and  refreshed 
myself  with  a  cup  of  tea.  He  then  conducted  me  to  the  tents  of  the 
Bm.  Pagell  and  Heyde.  The  tents  were  pitched  on  a  beautiful 
avenue  in  the  forest,  on  the  declivity  of  a  mountain,  in  part  very 
steep,  portions  of  which  were  still  frozen  and  covered  with  snow.  The 
two  Brethren,  who  had  ridden  to  meet  me  several  times  during  the 
day,  but  in  vain,  had  already  lain  down  to  rest  I  awakened  them  by 
singing  the  verse : 
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"  Brethren,  let  us  be  darings  A  oheefiil  aspect  wearing, 

Ourselree  not  sparing,  Not  sadly  caring, 

And  ease  and  rest  forswearing,  But  our  part  gladly  bearings — 

Which  toil  forget;  Our  task  is  set." 

Be  we  for  work  preparing, —  German  Hy,  Bk.,  No.  1828,  8.* 

Nor  linger  yet, — 

Then  I  had  again  to  sit  down  to  tea^  during  which  there  was,  as 
may  be  expected^  abundance  of  mutual  inquiry  and  information. 
After  this  I  got  a  good  night*s  rest  in  a  third  tent,  which  was  arranged 
for  the  purpose.  Thus  happily  ended  another  portion  of  my  long 
journey,  thanks  to  our  gracious  Lord  ! 

14^.  "We  arrived  in  the  afternoon  safely  at  Kotghurf.  Here 
we  have  our  abode  in  a  house  belonging  to  one  of  Mr.  Prochnow's 
catechists,  who  has  kindly  placed  it  at  our  disposal.  We  live  in  truly 
brotherly  harmony  with  the  Missionaries.  Our  employments  are, 
preparations  for  our  joomey,  and  for  a  year's  residence  at  Kjelang, 
and  study.  Thus  engaged,  we  await  the  opening  of  the  passes,  and 
the  arrival  of  my  luggage  by  the  oxen-train,  from  Calcutta. 


From  the  Bbn.  Paoell  and  Hetdx. 
{From,  the  Misiiom-BlaU.) 
"  Dbab  Brethbek,  November y  1856. 

*'  WHEN  taking  leave  of  the  Lahtil  people,  we  were  rejoiced  to  per- 
ceive some  signs  of  attachment  On  the  last  day  of  our  abode  there, 
many,  including  several  lamas,  came  into  our  dwelling  to  bid  us  fere- 
well.  Some  said,  '  It  will  be  very  dead  and  dull  here,  when  you  are 
gone.'  Towards  the  beginning  of  our  residence  here,  they  would  not 
have  said  anything  like  this.  On  the  contrary,  they  were  full  of  mis- 
trust towards  us.  They  even  thought  we  were  agents  of  €U>vemment 
come  to  rule  over  them,  and  to  observe  the  policy  of  the  neighbouring 
states  more  closely.  They  were  strengthened  in  this  belief  by  ol^ 
serving  that  the  officers  of  Government  favoured  our  plans,  and  en- 
deavoured to  assist  us  to  the  utmost  of  their  power.  The  lamas  and 
the  people  now  begin  to  perceive  that  we  have  other  views.  There 
are  many  among  the  former,  who  seek  to  oppose  to  our  declarations 
respecting  salvation  through  Jesus,  and  £uth  in  Him,  their  dead  and 
cold  Buddhist  doctrines.  But  we  expected  no  other.  The  com- 
passionating love  of  our  Saviour,  with  which  He  loved  us  and  them, 
even  unto  death,  will  find  some  amongst  theuL  Help  us  to  pray  that 
the  Lord  would  imbue  our  whole  nature  with  love  to  Him  and  to 
souls.  Then  we  shall  overcome  all  their  reluctance,  and  have  the 
&vour  to  lead  now  one,  and  then  another,  to  our  Saviour,  as  His 
reward  for  BQs  soul's  agony. 

<'  The  inhabitants  of  Lahdl  have  recently  experienced  a  very 
severe  visitation.  Sickness  and  death  entered  almost  every  house, 
and  the  mortality  had  not  ceased  when  we  left.     May  the  blessed

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result  of  this  affliction  be,  that  their  hearts  are,  in  some  measure, 
prepared  for  the  willing  reception  of  the  comforting,  healing  GospeL 
The  epidemic  referred  to  was  malignant  dysentery,  probably  caused 
by  unwholesome  diet,  more  particularly  bad  flour,  as  the  corn  had 
been  spoiled  by  wet,  after  it  was  cut.  Last  winter,  but  little  snow 
fell,  and  during  the  unusually  dry  summer,  great  quantities  of  old 
snow  melted,  the  water  of  which  may  have  contributed  to  the  disease, 
snow-water  being  commonly  used  for  drinking.  We  attended  to  the 
sick,  wherever  we  could  gain  admission  to  them,  and  as  long  as  we 
had  medicine;  and  the  Lord  was  pleased  to  bless  our  eflbrts,  in  not 
a  few  instances.  At  first,  the  sufferers  and  their  friends  would  not 
come  to  us,  and  we  had  great  difficulty  in  ascertaining  where  there 
were  sick  persons.  They  had  recourse  to  the  lamas,  who  professed 
to  drive  away  the  disease,  by  the  reading  of  incantations  and  other 
heathenish  ceremoni^  On  one  occasion,  the  lamas  performed  their 
sort  of  music,  and  read  formulas  the  whole  day,  at  the  bedside  of 
a  sick  person.  In  the  evening,  the  disease,  in  the  shape  of  a  man 
made  of  straw,  was  carried  into  the  fields,  by  torch-light,  and,  amid 
the  shouts  of  the  crowd,  was  burned^  and  the  ashes  buried.  Afler 
the  mortality  had  continued  for  two  months,  the  chief-gopas  ordained 
burned  sacrifices,  to  propitiate  the  angry  gods.  When  this  availed 
nothing,  the  lamas  declared,  that  such  an  obstinate  disease  had  never 
before  appeared  among  them.  Some  even  gave  us  pretty  plainly  to 
understand  that  toe  wei*e  to  blame  for  it,  having  displeased  the  gods 
by  our  remarks  against  their  religion.  We  did  not  fail  to  tell  them, 
emphatically,  that  their  dumb  idols  had  no  power  to  remove  this 
affliction,  but  that  the  living  and  true  God  alone  could  help  them. 
Li  the  course  of  the  epidemic,  we  gained  their  confidence  so  far,  that, 
not  only  parents  brought  their  sick  children  to  us,  but  even  the  most 
respected  lama  of  the  province  came  for  medicine  for  his  son  and 
daughter-in-law.  He  also  wanted  advice  for  himself,  but  from  another 
cause.  He  is  a  notorious  chang-drinker  (chcmg  is  a  spirituous  liquor, 
prepared  from  barley),  and  whUe  in  a  state  of  intoxication,  got  a  fall, 
and  injured  his  head  severely.  When  the  wound  began  to  heal,  he 
and  hiiB  sons  performed  a  musical  service  before  his  domestic  idols, 
accompanied  by  the  discharging  of  fire-arms,  <fec.,  in  order,  as  they 
said,  to  return  thanks  to  God.  It  is  truly  affecting  to  hear  the 
lad^entations  of  these  people  for  the  dead.  After  the  burning  of  a 
corpse,  it  not  unfrequently  hap'pens  that  one  of  the  survivors  will  sit 
down  in  the  open  air,  and  give  utterance  to  loud  lamentations.  The 
hopeless  condition  of  these  poor  people  really  affects  one  so  much, 
that,  on  such  occasions,  one  can  hardly  avoid  weeping  with  them. 
But  the  Lord  will  yet  bring  liberty  for  the  captives,  and  opening  of 
doors  for  them  that  are  bound, — this  is  our  hope,  for  they  all  belong 
to  Him.  During  the  pestilence,  but  few  of  the  dead  were  burned. 
Most  of  the  bodies  were  carried,  shortly  aftex  dissolution,  to  a  bridge, 
about  fifty  feet  above  the  waters  of  the  river  Bhagar,  and,  without 
ceremony,  precipitated  into  the  stream.  We  have  still  one  event  of 
a  painful  character  to  mention.  A  young  woman,  who  was  helping 
to  <iarry  timber  for  our  building,  fell,  with  ^ye  of  her  companions^ 
into  a  raging  torrent^  in  consequence  of  the  dilapidated  state  of  a 
bridge,  which  they  were  passing  over.     All  efforts  to  save  her,  or 
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even  to  recover  her  body,  were  fhiitleas.  We  lost  no  time  in  making 
this  sad  event  known  to  Mr.  Jenkins,  who  kindly  sent  a  present  of 
ten  rupees  for  the  fsither  of  the  young  woman.  We  were,  at  first, 
in  fear  that  this  misadventure  might  lead  the  people  to  view  us  and 
our  undertaking  with  feelings  of  dissatis&ction.  Such,  however,  was 
not  the  case.  Indeed,  such  events  are  only  too  common.  Another 
woman,  who,  however,  was  not  in  our  service,  perished  in  a  similar 
manner  about  the  same  time.

iWt0celIancou0  Intellfsence. 

I.  Society  fob  the  Furtherakcb  of  the  Gospel. — ^Tlie  half 
yearly  General  Meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  in  the  Brethren's 
Chapel,  Fettei>lane,  on  the  19th  of  May.  The  attendance,  though 
not  numerous,  included  several  warm  and  attached  friends  of  our  Mis- 
sionary  cause.  There  were  present  no  Missionary  Brethren  and  Sis- 
ters for  Labrador,  as  none  are  proceeding  thither  this  year  ;  Br. 
Warmow,  from  Greenland,  who  is  shortly  to  sail  with  Captain  Penny 
from  Aberdeen,  for  Northumberland  Inlet^  and  Br.  Lundberg,  who, 
with  his  two  motherless  children,  had  just  arrived  from  Central  Ame- 
rica, were  however  present,  as  were  also  the  Bev.  Messrs.  Mann  and 
Ansorge,  Missionaries  of  the  Church  Missionary  Society,  in  Western 
Africa  and  India, — both  once  the  scenes  of  energetic  but  unsuccess- 
ful efforts  on  the  part  of  the  Brethren's  Church,  and  containing  the 
graves  of  some  of  its  early  Missionaries, — as  also  four  youths  from  the 
station  of  the  Basel  Missionary  Society  at  Akropong  in  Western 
Africa,  who  are  proceeding  to  Switzerland,  for  further  instr action,  to 
qualify  them  for  future  usefulness  among  their  countrymen. 

The  service  was  opened  by  the  singing  of  a  verse  of  a  hymn  of 
the  AnciefLt  Bohemian  Brethren,  (No.  761, 1,)  and  prayer.  Some 
remarks  were  then  made  by  the  Secretary,  and  a  kind  letter  from 
our  venerable  friend,  Dr.  Steinkopf,  was  i*ead.  Then  followed  the 
communication  of  the  circular  of  the  Society  to  the  Mission  Con- 
ferences in  Labrador ;  after  which  Br.  Warmow  gave  some  interesting 
particulars  regarding  the  Mission  in  Greenland,  in  the  service  of  which 
he  has  been  for  ten  years  engaged,  as  did  also  Br.  Lundberg  respecting 
the  Mission  on  the  Mosquito  Coast,  and  the  dangers  and  hardships 
connected  with  the  service  in  that  region.  They  were  followed  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Mann,  with  an  account  of  the  labours  and  success  of  the 
Church  Missionaries  at  Abeokiita  and  Lagos.  Some  questions  ad- 
dressed to  the  young  Africans,  were  answered  by  the  eldest  of  their 
number  in  a  very  intelligent  manner.  The  Secretary  then  mentioned 
with  regret  the  absence,  on  account  of  severe  indisposition,  of  Br.  J. 
Millpr,  the  esteemed  Chairman  of  the  Society,  and  Minister  of  the 
Brethren's  Congregation  in  London,  and  the  proceedings  were  closed 
with  prayer  and  the  singing  of  the  Doxology. 

The  Harmony  will  sail  (D.V.)  on  June  10th. 

II.  GenbbaIi  Synod. — ^It  has  been  already  mentioned,  that  it  had 
been  resolved  to  hold  a  General  Synod  of  the  Brethren's  Church,  in 
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the  present  jear.  This  assembly,  whioh  would,  under  any  circum- 
stances, be  of  interest  and  importance  not  only  to  the  members  of  the 
section  of  the  Church  of  Christ  more  immediately  concerned,  but  like- 
wise to  those  who  take  a  kind  and  Christian  interest  in  the  Brethren's 
Church,  and  in  the  extensive  work  committed  to  it  by  the  Ix>rd,  is 
(D.y.),  to  be  solemnly  opened  on  the  8th  of  June.  We  would  ear^ 
nestly  hope,  and  confidently  believe,  that  many  fenrent  intercessions 
will  ascend  at  the  throne  of  grace,  on  behalf  of  the  Synod  in  general, 
and  its  members  in  particular,  that  the  deliberations  of  the  former 
may  be  conducted  under  the  special  directidft  of  Ood*s  Holy  Spirit, 
and  the  resolutions  adopted  tend  to  the  good  of  the  Lord's  cause  ou 
earth,  the  welfisire  of  His  people,  and  the  glory  of  His  name ;  and  that 
the  Lord  would  hold  His  protecting  hioid  over  the  latter,  in  their 
journeys  to  and  from  the  place  of  meeting,  gi*ant  them  His  peace  and 
blessing,  and  cause  all  their  things  to  be  done  with  charity,  and  with 
the  simple  desire  to  do  His  blessed  will. 

III.  Meeting  of  the  Evangelical  Alliance  at  Berlin. — It  is 
generally  known,  says  the  Hev.  Dr.  Schafif,  in  an  article  in  the  ''  Mer- 
cersburgh  Review,"  for  April,  that  the  King  of  Prussia  has  extended 
a  special  invitation  to  the  British  branch  of  the  Evangelical  Alliance, 
first  by  letter,  and  then  through  one  of  his  chaplains,  the  Hev.  Dr. 
.  Krummacher,  who  visited  Scotland  for  the  purpose  in  the  summer  of 
1856,  to  hold  their  next  general  meeting  at  Berlin.  We  have  now 
just  been  informed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  of  Arrauge- 
ments  in  that  city,  and  have  been  requested  to  make  known  in 
America,  that  the  next  meeting  of  the  Alliance,  the  first  ever  held  on 
German  soil,  will  commence  on  the  10th  of  September  of  the  current 
year,  and  be  continued  for  six  successive  days,  and  that  all  the  friends 
of  the  unity  and  general  interests  of  Evangelical  Protestantism  are 
heartily  invited  to  attend. 

The  programme,  as  far  as  it  has  been  settled,  is  this : — On  the 
evening  preceding  the  first  session,  a  prayer-meeting  will  be  held  in 
the  German,  French,  and  English  languages.  ^ 

The  opening  sermon  will  be  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  P.  W. 
Krummacher,  the  well-known  author  of  "  Elijah,  the  Tishbite,"  and 
other  popular  works. 

The  first  three  days  will  be  devoted  to  the  exchange  of  greetings 
and  the  discussion  of  the  following  appropriate  and  interesting 
topics : 

1.  Unity  and  difference  among  the  children  of  God.  Introduced 
by  Dr.  Liebner,  President  of  the  Superior  Consistory,  and  Court 
preacher  at  Dresden ;  and  Rev.  Mr.  Wunsche,  Moravian  minister  at 
Berlin. 

2.  The  causes  and  remedies  of  the  comparative  want  of  Spiritual 
life  in  the  congregations.  Speakers  :  Dr.  Hundeshagen  of  Heidel- 
berg, and  Professor  Krafft  of  Bonn. 

3.  The  general  priesthood  of  believers.  Speakers  :  Dr.  Nitzsch 
of  Berlin,  Dr.  Mailer  of  Bremen,  and  Rev.  Mr.  KOnig  of  Mayence. 

4.  The  duty  of  evangelical  Christians  in  view  of  the  aggressive 
operations  of  modem  Romanism.  Speakers :  Dr.  Schenkel  of  Heidel- 
berg, and  Professor  Heppe  of  Marburg. 
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The  fourth  day  is  to  be  occupied  by  reading  and  diflcuBBing 
reports  on  the  state  and  wants  of  the  Missionary  work  among  the 
heathens  and  Jews  in  all  parts  of  the  world. 

The  two  remaining  days  are  reserved  for  reports  of  eye-wit- 
nesses selected  by  the  Central  Committee,  on  the  religious  and  eccle- 
siastical condition  of  the  various  Countries  of  Christendom,  especially 
of  Grermany,  France,  Holland,  England,  and  America. 

The  meeting  will  close  with  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, by  all  the  members  and  friends  of  the  Alliance,  in  the  dif- 
ferent languages  there  l^presented.  Dr.  Ctobat,  the  present  incumbent 
of  the  Anglo-Prussian  Missionary  Bishopric  of  Jerusalem  (a  Swiss 
by  birth),  has  already  consented  to  officiate  on  the  occasion,  if 
circumstances  will  at  all  permit  him  to  leave  the  Holy  Land  at  the 
time.  During  the  meeting,  the  principal  pulpits  of  Berlin  will  be 
occupied  by  cUistinguished  foreign  speakers  of  different  languages. 

This  extract  of  the  programme,  as  well  as  many  other  indications, 
justify  the  expectation  that  the  approaching  meeting  of  the  Evan- 
gelical Alliance  at  Berlin  will  be  the  most  important  and  interesting 
which  has  been  held  since  its  organization,  in  1845. — (From  "The 
Moravianj*  of  May  Ut,  published  cU  Philadelphia,)

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MEMOIR 

Of  the  Bohemian  Brother,  Jan  Gilek,  who  departed  this  Life  in 

^  Berlin,  Oct  Srd,  1780.* 
I  WAS  bom  April  30th,  1707,  near  Lubny,  in  the  circle  of  Chrudin, 
in  Bohemia.  My  parents  loved  the  Lord  Jesiis,  and  had  much  to 
suffer  on  that  account.  My  mother  has  often  told  me,  that,  about  the 
time  of  my  birth,  she  was  in  constant  dread  that  my  father  would  be 
thrown  into  prison,  as  he  had  been  accused  to  the  magistracy  of  being 
connected  with  those  who  had  sent  to  Charles  XII,  king  of  Sweden, — 
then  on  his  march  from  Saxony  to  Poland,  with  his  victorious  army, 
entreating  him  to  endeavour  to  procure  liberty  of  conscience  for  them. 

When  I  had  reached  my  second  year,  my  parents  were  not  a  little 
distressed  lest  I  should  prove  dumb,  and  prayed  earnestly  to  God  that 
He  would  bestow  on  me  the  gift  of  speech.  Their  prayers  were  heard, 
and  from  that  time  I  began  to  speak. 

My  father  took  great  pains  to  keep  me,  as  well  as  my  brothers 
and  sisters,  from  evil  influences.  For  this  reason,  he  did  not  send  me 
to  school,  but  gave  me  the  most  needful  instruction  at  home.  He 
particularly  told  me  about  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  the  intent  of  His 
suflerings  and  death.  I  also  observed,  that,  when  reading  in  a  certain 
book,  he  often  wept,  inspmuch  that  the  tears  dropped  plentifully  ou 
the  table.  I  often  wondered  what  book  it  could  be,  the  reading  of 
which  produced  such  effects. 

When  I  was  in  my  twelfth  year,  the  wolves  rendered  the  district 
where  we  resided  so  unsafe,  that  my  parents  removed  to  Lubny.  Not 
long  after  this  removal,  my  father  was  taken  ill.  At  the  approach  of 
death,  he  asked  for  the  above-mentioned  book,  which  he  opened  at  a 
print  of  our  Saviour's  crucifixion.  Upon  this  he  fixed  his  eyes  sted- 
fastly  till  he  expired.  This  circumstance  made  a  deep  impression  on 
me. 

I  was  now  put  to  service  with  a  cousin  of  mine,  who  was  a  strict 
Boman  Catholic.  In  this  situation  I  saw  and  heard  nothing  that  was 
good,  and  soon  forgot  the  exhortations  of  my  father. 

At  length,  when  I  was  near  nineteen  years  old,  I  grew  tired  of 
this  way  of  living,  and  wished  to  learn  a  trade.  My  grandfather,  who 
was  a  tailor,  therefore,  took  me  as  an  apprentice ;  but  he  died  half  a 
year  after.  During  the  time  I  was  with  him,  I  heard  a  great  deal 
about  the  state  of  Uiings  in  Bohemia  in  former  times,  and  my  grand- 
mother often  sang  the  most  beautiful  hymns,  which,  however,  at  that 
time,  I  could  not  understand. 

My  next  master  was  a  worldly-minded  man,  and  indeed  a  scoffer 
at  religion.  He  induced  me  to  walk  in  the  same  way,  because,  he  said, 
this  was  the  way  to  make  myself  liked,  and  to  get  plenty  of  work, — a 
result  which  certainly  followed,  but  to  the  injury  of  my  souL  I  fell 
into  wiiiked  company,  and  became  entangled  in  sin.    Yet  I  never  left

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the  ale-house  without  remorso  of  coQdc4enoQ^  my  light-minded  jests 
being  always  followed  by  deep  sorrow  and  anguish  of  heart  Thus  I 
went  on,  until,  one  evening  in  the  year  1729,  I  felt  unusual  anxiety 
respecting  my  condition,  and  it  occurred  to  me  to  read  some  religious 
book.  The  one  which  fell  into  my  hands  treated  of  the  sufferings  and 
death  of  Christ,  and  was  embellished  with  a  representation  of  his  cru- 
cifixion. While  I  was  reading  this  book,  and  looking  at  the  picture, 
my  heart  became  so  much  affected,  that  I  could  not  refrain  from  tears. 
It  was  as  if  a  voice  within  me  said :  "  See  what  cruel  sufferings,  and 
what  a  bitter  death  the  Lord  Jesus  suffered  for  you.  And  yet  you 
have  done  nothing  but  grieve  Him  by  your  sins.  You  have  not  loved 
Him.  You  have  not  even  thought  of  Himl"  1  had  never  felt  any- 
thing like  this  before;  but  from  this  time^  I  was  uneasy  day  and  night. 
I  was  not  able  to  conceal  my  disquietude  from  others,  and  sought 
counsel  from  those  whom  I  considered  better  than  myself.  A  cousin 
of  mine,  who  was  a  leader  in  pilgrimages,  undertook  to  help  me  in 
these  temptations  of  Satan,  as  he  called  them,  and  persuaded  me  to 
undertake  a  pilgrimage  with  him  into  Moravia,  assuring  me  that  I 
should  then  feel  quite  differently,  and  obtain  forgiveness  of  all  my  sins. 
Accordingly,  we  set  out  in  May,  1730,  My  cousin  walked  at  the  head 
of  the  procession,  carrying  on  a  pole  a  richly  dressed  and  ornamented 
image  of  a  little  boy,  which  they  called  the  in^t  Jesus,  and  the  crowd 
of  pilgrims  followed,  filling  the  air  with  the  sound  of  their  singing. 
But  aU  this  gave  me  no  comfort,  and  my  distress  of  heart  was  as  great 
as  ever.  On  our  way,  we  came  to  a  Carthusian  monastery,  where  we 
purchased  wine,  and  many  became  intoxicated,  and  behaved  scanda- 
lously. This,  in  my  opinion,  did  not  agree  with  their  pretended  holi- 
ness. At  length,  we  arrived  at  the  place  to  which  the  pilgrimage  was 
to  be  made,  where  we  found  a  multitude  of  people  assembled  from  the 
neighbourhood.  The  procession  now  ascended  a  hUl  near  a  monastery, 
and  t^hen  came  down  again,  amid  a  constant  repetition  of  prayers. 
Some  of  the  pilgrims  dragged  large  crosses  of  wood,  while  others 
scourged  themselves  till  the  blood  streame<^down  their  backs.  I  was 
so  excited  at  all  this,  that  I  fiiinted  On  being  aisked  why  they  did 
these  things)  they  replied,  that  the  move  a  man  had  sinned  with  his 
body,  the  more  he  ought  to  suffer  in  his  body;  and  that  in  this  way 
alone  they  could  obtain  the  blessing  of  complete  absolution.  From 
this  place  we  proceeded  to  Brttmu  Here  I  was  conducted  to  a  monas- 
tery, and  was  advised  to  seek  admisaon  into  the  fraternity  of  St.  Igna- 
tius To  this  I  consented,  and  obtained  a  ticket  marked  with  a  skull, 
and  the  notice  that  1 1  o*clock  in  the  forenoon  was  to  be  my  hour  of 
prayer.  After  this,  I  was  taken  into  a  chapel  called  Purgatory.  It 
had  a  frightful  appearancQ.  On  the  walls  there  were  representations 
of  evil  spirits  engaged  in  the  work  of  torment,  at  the  sight  of  which  I 
was  overpowered  with  terror.  Here  we  all  bought  pictures.  How- 
ever, I  returned  home  sorrowful;  and  although  I  erected  altars  in  my 
apartments,  and  ornamented  them  with  the  pictures  I  had  bought, 
nothing  gave  me  comfort  or  peace;  indeed  ilie  distress  of  my  heart 
seemed  to  increase.  My  mother  and  those  of  my  friends  who  had  a 
more  correct  knowledge  of  the  truth,  viewed  my  state  with  pity,  but 
none  ventured  to  spei^  with  me  confidentially*     It  happ^ied,  how- 
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ever,  about  this  time,  that  I  was  engaged  to  work  at  my  trade  for  a 
week,  at  the  house  of  a  peasant.  This  man  observed  that  I  was  no 
longer  so  gay  as  I  had  been  formerly,  but  that  I  sat  at  my  work  in 
sadness  and  silence.  He  therefore  took  an  opportunity  of  speaking 
with  me  privately,  on  which  occasion  my  heart  was  opened,  and  I 
frankly  described  my  state.  On  the  last  day  of  my  stay  with  him,  on 
returning  from  the  fields,  he  seated  himself  by  me,  and  began  to 
relate  how  things  had  been  in  Bohemia  in  old  times,  what  beautiful 
books  they  had  had,  how  they  had  held  meetings,  read  and  sung,  and 
how  inexpressibly  happy  he  had  then  felt.  '  Ah,  my  brother,'  he 
added,  '  we  had  then  the  Bible,  and  a  Hymn-book  edited  by  John  Huss ! 
But  all  was  taken  from  us  by  the  Jesuits.'  While  thus  speaking,  he 
burst  into  tears,  and  then  continued :  *  When  these  books  were  taken 
away,  I  cotdd  not  bear  to  remain  in  my  own  house.  The  anguish  of 
my  mind  afiected  my  body  to  such  a  degree,  that  I  bled  profusely  at 
the  nose  for  three  days.'  While  he  was  thus  speaking  and  weeping, 
my  emotion  was  too  great  to  be  expressed  in  words.  At  last,  I  ask^ 
him,  who  spoke  in  the  Bible,  and  whose  words  were  therein  contained? 
To  this  he  answered,  with  uplifted  hands,  *  Our  Lord  God  and  His 
holy  prophets  and  apostles,  and  no  one  else  !*  This  deeply  impressed 
me,  and  my  heart  replied,  *  Yes,  this  is  eternally  true.'  TJpon  this,  the 
aged  mother  of  this  man  joined  us  in  our  conversation,  and  related,  that, 
after  the  expulsion  of  the  Ancient  Brethren,  the  people  had  assembled 
secretly  in  her  house,  and,  when  prevented  from  doing  this,  in  the 
fields.  I  now  remembered  what  value  my  late  father  had  set  on  his 
books,  and  how  afiected  he  had  often  been  when  reading  them,  and  it 
occurred  to  me  that  my  uncle  had  probably  taken  them.  I  therefore 
made  haste  to  finish  my  work,  went  home,  and  wrote  to  my  uncle, 
requesting  him  to  send  my  father's  books.  I  sent  this  letter  the  very 
same  night.  My  mother,  who  had  taken  the  letter,  and  my  uncle, 
were  much  alarmed  at  this  unexpected  request.  They  said  to  each 
other,  'He  has  lately  been  on  a  pilgrimage.  Who  knows  what 
directions  the  priests  may  have  given  him  about  these  books.  If  we 
keep  them  back,  he  may  inform  against  us.'  They  therefore  thought 
it  best  to  yield  to  my  demand.  As  soon  as  they  andved,  I  took  up 
one,  which  contained  the  acts  of  Christ,  from  His  birth  to  His  ascension. 
This  I  began  to  read,  and  could  hardly  lay  it  down  again.  Then  my 
eyes  were  opened.  I  perceived  how  blind  I  had  been,  and  felt  ashamed 
of  having  undertaken  the  pilgrimage.  I  formally  renounced  my  own 
efforts,  and  pulled  down  my  altars  and  pictures,  which  I  burned,  to- 
gether with  the  ticket  of  the  fraternity,  and  the  pilgrimage-hymns. 
I  only  preserved  those  pictures  which  had  reference  to  the  sufferings 
of  Jesus. 

I  now  knew  not  what  to  do,  and  only  wished  I  could  find  one 
person  whom  I  could  trust,  as  I  began  to  understand  that  it  might  be 
dangerous  to  make  known  my  altered  way  of  thinking.  At  length,  I 
became  acquainted  with  some  persons  of  evangelical  sentiments.  They 
put  confidence  in  me,  and  allowed  me  the  perusial  of  some  of  their 
books.  I  actually  jumped  for  joy,  when  one  of  them,  by  night,  lent 
me  a  Bible  and  hymn-book,  with  permission  to  keep  them  for  a  few 
days.     I  lost  no  time  in  making  use  of  them,  and  copied  out  thirty 
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hymns.  I  received  the  Bible,  "which  I  now  saw  for  the  fi  r«t  time, 
with  great  yeneration.  The  discourses  of  our  Lord,  and  the  Epistles, 
especially  took  my  attention.  Bat  all  that  I  read  condemned  me, 
placing  my  wretched  condition  before  me  in  a  clear  light.  I  thought, 
if  I  could  only  find  whether  there  were  in  the  world  any  such  pious 
people  as  the  Apostles  describe,  I  would  joyfully  forsake  all,  and  be 
willing  to  live  on  bread  and  water,  if  I  could  only  join  them.  I  asked 
some  of  those  in  whom  I  had  confidence,  regarding  this,  and  they 
told  me  that  there  were  in  Saxony  some  people  such  as  1  was  in 
seardi  of;  that,  only  a  short  time  before,  a  family  from  the  village  had 
escaped  to  them,  and  that  a  person  from  that  place  was  shortly  ex- 
pected on  a  visit.  In  the  mean  time,  the  Papists  perceived  that  a 
change  had  taken  place  in  me,  because  they  did  not  see  so  many 
pictures  about  me,  as  before.  They  therefore  said,  I  had  probably 
burned  them,  and  if  so,  I  should  be  burned  mysel£  This  alarmed 
me  not  a  little,  and  made  me  long  so  much  the  more  for  the  time 
when  I  should  be  able  to  emigrate. 

No  sooner  had  I  heard  that  Wenceslaus  Schudorua  had  come  from 
Saxony,  than  I  put  up  all  my  bespoken  work,  marking  each  parcel 
with  the  name  of  the  owner,  and,  according  to  agreement,  set  off  in 
the  dusk  of  the  evening  of  September  8th,  1731,  carrying  a  small 
bundle  of  clothes  under  my  arm.  My  mother,  to  whom  I  had  not 
made  known  my  intention,  watched  and  followed  me,  imploring  me 
to  stay  at  home.  But  I  entreated  her  to  let  me  go  in  peace,  which 
she  at  length  did.  I  then  set  out  for  Upper  Lusatia,  accompanied  by 
the  above-mentioned  Brother.  On  the  road,  my  companion  told  me 
that  he  had  felt  a  peculiar  impulse  to  go  into  Bohemia,  though  he 
knew  of  no  one  who  wished  to  emigrate,  but  that  now  he  saw  why 
he  had  been  induced  to  come.  On  the  fourth  day  of  our  journey  we 
reached  C^rlaohsheim,  the  place  of  our  destination,  where  several  Bo- 
hemian  emigrants  already  resided,  under  the  £Edthful  care  of  their  mi- 
nister, Augustin  Schulz. 

As  the  day  of  our  arrival  was  Sunday,  we  went  at  once  to  church. 
After  the  sermon,  Mr.  Schulz  gave  out,  that  the  next  morning  the 
Holy  Communion  would  be  administered  in  the  German  church.  I 
was  told  that  I  should  not  be  admitted  to  the  communion  this  time, 
but  that  I  might  attend  the  preparatory  discourse.  On  this  occa- 
sion, Mr.  Schulz  spoke  very  earnestly  about  the  Holy  Communion,  as 
a  very  high  privilege  and  gift  of  Ood,  and  recommended  to  all  self- 
examination,  as  to  whether  they  had  obtained  believing  hearts  and 
the  forgiveness  of  their  sins, — whether  they  desired  to  be  the  pro- 
perty of  Jesus,  and  whether  they  harboured  an  unloving  disposition,  or 
displeasure  or  envy  against  any  one.  He  closed  with  a  fervent  prayer, 
accompanied  by  many  tears.  This  occasioned  a  general  emotion,  ma- 
nifested by  loud  sobbing  and  weeping.  Those  present  confessed  their 
&ult8  to  each  other,  and  mutually  sought  forgiveness.  My  heart  was 
much  touched  and  softened.  I  felt  sure  that  these  were  the  people  I 
had  been  seeking,  and  had  no  thought  of  going  any  further. 

O  how  much  that  was  good  did  I  see  and  hear  in  this  happy  place ! 
What  sincere  love,  what  ingenuousness  towards  each  other,  what  sin- 
cerity of  conduct !     There  was  not  the  least  respect  of  persons.     No 
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OBe  kept  anything  against  another  in  his  heart,  but  they  spoke  openly 
to  each  other,  and  were  not  ashamed  to  beg  each  other's  pardon,  with 
the  request  to  be  remembered  by  the  Brethren  in  prayer  to  the  Lord 
Jesus.  Prayer  took  place  in  real  simplicity  of  heart,  so  that  one  often 
met  with  single  persons,  or  little  companies  of  two  or  three,  out  of 
the  house,  as  well  as  within,  praying  to  the  Lord  Jesus  that  He 
would  have  mercy  on  them  and  grant  them  His  grace.  As  soon 
as  one  had  obtained  grace,  he  told  the  other  BreUiren,  who  then 
heartily  rejoiced  and  thanked  our  Saviour  with  him«  From  time 
to  time,  some  visited  in  Bohemia,  and  brought  new  emigrants  back 
with  them,  and  these  new-comers  were  so  heartily  received  by 
the  others,  that  they  soon  surrendered  their  hearts  to  the  power  of 
prevailing  grace.  Mr.  Schulz  himself  was  in  such  a  truly  simple  and 
humble  frame  of  mind,  that  he  would  have  taken  an  admonition 
kindly,  even  from  a  child.  He  sometimes  called  upon  the  people, 
whom  he  treated  as  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  Christ,  to  tell  him  if  he 
gave  offence  in  anything,  as  he  would  be  glad  to  improve.  He  was  a 
powerful  preacher,  but  quite  in  the  spirit  of  the  gospel  It  was  not 
sufficient  that  those  who  were  under  his  charge  gave  an  assent  to  pure 
doctrine ;  he  also  insisted  on  the  renewing  of  their  hearts,  and  often 
declared,  that,  unless  they  were  intimately  united  with  our  Saviour, 
he  would  not  give  a  straw  for  their  Christianity,  and  that  whoever 
had  not  the  assurance  of  the  forgiveness  of  his  sins,  could  not  stand, 
but  must  be  lost 

I  usuaUy  sat  in  a  comer  of  the  church,  that  he  might  not  see  me, 
and  yet  I  always  felt  as  if  he  spoke  expressly  to  me.  I  was  some- 
times not  a  little  distressed  by  the  belief  that  some  one  must  have 
accused  me  to  Mr.  Schulz,  as  I  thought  it  otherwise  impossible  that 
he  could  picture  my  state  so  correctly.  At  length,  the  Holy  Spirit 
brought  me  to  feel  my  poverty,  so  that  I  cried  to  the  Lord  Jesus, 
'*  Have  mercy  upon  me  !*'  I  sought  a  retired  spot  behind  the  house, 
where  I  knelt  before  the  Lord,  and  obtained  mercy.  The  burden 
which  had  oppressed  my  heart  was  removed,  and  I  felt  that  my  sins 
were  forgiven.     Then  my  heart  was  glad.     I  asked,  ''  Is  it  possible, 

0  Lord,  and  not  a  mistake,  that  Thou  hast  forgiven  all  my  sins  1" 
And  the  answer  was,  **  I,  even  I,  am  He  that  blotteth  out  thy  trans- 
gressions for  Mine  own  sake."     My  heart  was  enabled  to  believe  this. 

1  began  to  praise  the  Lord,  and  ctdled  upon  the  angels  and  all  crea- 
tures to  praise  Him  with  me.  At  first,  I  did  not  tell  any  one  what 
had  taken  place.  But  the  others  soon  remarked  the  change,  and  ask- 
ed me  about  it,  and  when  I  told  them,  they  joined  me  in  praising  our 
Saviour  for  it. 

All  this  made  Gerlaohsheim  very  interesting  to  me.  The  very 
dwellings  appeared  to  me  houses  of  €k>d,  from  which  prayer  conti- 
nually ascended  before  the  throne  of  God,  like  smoke  from  the  altar. 
I  believed  I  could  find  no  place  better  or  more  suitable  for  me  in  the 
world,  for  here  my  heart  had  obtained  true  happiness.  I  now  remem- 
bered my  mother  and  brothers  and  sisters,  in  Bohemia,  and  desired 
nothing  so  much  as  that  they  should  participate  in  the  happiness 
which  I  enjoyed.  I  therefore  went  to  Bohemia  to  visit  them,  and,  if 
they  wished  it,  to  bring  them  with  me.  My  mother  was,  at  once,  will- 
ing to  leave  all;  and  not  less  than  twenty  other  persons  were  of  the  same

mind.  I  therefore  returned  to  Bohemia  from  time  to  time,  accompa- 
nied by  some  Brethren  &om  C^erlachsheim,  and  we  alwayB  brought  one 
or  more  back  with  us. 

In  1732,  a  small  Bohemian  Hymn-Book,  intitled,  "  The  Harp," 
was  published  at  Zittau.  We  conveyed  copies  of  this  precious  little 
book  to  the  awakened  people  in  Bohemia,  sang  the  hymns  with  them, 
and  related  to  them  how  things  were  at  CUrlachsheim,  the  manner  of 
Mr.  Schulz*s  preaching,  and  what  love  and  joy  reigned  among  the 
souls  there.  The  result  was,  that  the  awakening  spread  more  and 
more.  This  was  especially  the  case  among  the  young  at  Hermanitz, 
where  I  lodged  at  the  house  of  the  late  Br.  Yandjik.  As  I  was 
going  for  the  third  time  into  Bohemia,  accompanied  by  another  Bro- 
ther, we  were  waylaid.  But  the  angel  of  Gkid  awaked  me,  wh^i  we 
had  both  lain  down  by  the  road  side,  and  were  fast  asleep.  Scarcely 
had  we  plunged  into  the  thick  forest,  in  obedience  to  this  warning, 
when  we  heaxd  persons  come  to  the  very  spot  where  we  had  been 
lying.  Heartily  did  we  thank  the  Lord  for  our  preservation.  In  the 
following  spring,  I  went  into  Bohemia  for  the  sixth  time,  on  which 
occasion,  the  above-mentioned  twenty  persons-  all  emigrated  in  the 
same  night.  I  conducted  ten,  and  Br.  Ostry  the  rest.  I  left  a  note 
for  the  domain-magistrate,  which,  I  have  since  understood,  he  duly 
received.  In  it,  I  assured  him  that  we  emigrated  solely  and  alone  for 
conscience  sake.  As  we  were  so  many,  we  could  only  venture  to 
travel  by  night,  and,  during  the  day,  concealed  ourselves  in  the  woods, 
or  oocasionidly  in  the  houses  of  trusty  friends.  Near  a  place  called 
Bostock,  we  experienced  a  mercifol  preservation.  We  had  to  cross  a 
river,  which  was  greatly  swollen,  and  the  foot-bridge  over  which  was 
much  damaged  by  the  ice.  All  that  remained  of  it  were  two  roughly- 
hewn  beams.  Seeing  no  other  means  of  crossing,  I  went  forward 
first,  in  the  Lord*s  name.  The  beams  swagged  up  and  down  in  a 
dreadful  manner,  and  my  companions  uttered  cries  of  alarm.  How- 
ever, they  followed  me.  I  could  not  behold  the  danger  they  were  in, 
without  apprehension.  I  however  fervently  prayed  to  our  Saviour 
to  bring  them  safely  across,  which  He  did.  We  arrived  safely  at 
Gerlachsheim  on  Easter  Tuesday.  Mr.  Schulz  was  just  at  dinner,  but 
seeing  us  at  a  distance,  he  joyfUUy  ran  to  meet  us,  thanking  God  for 
our  deliverance. 

I  now  remained  quietly  at  (Gerlachsheim,  and  had  much  enjoyment 
of  our  Saviour*s  grace  in  my  heart  I  was  also  admitted  to  the  Holy 
Communion,  and  it  was  wiih  peculiar  feelings  that  1,  for  the  first  time 
in  my  life,  enjoyed  the  sacrament  in  both  kinds,  according  to  our 
Lord*s  institution. 

There  was  now  much  life  in  (Gerlachsheim,  attended  with  Divine 
spirit  and  power.  There  was  no  silence  by  day  or  night.  Sometimes 
we  read  aloud,  by  turns;  sometimes  we  sang,  and  sometimes  prayed 
or  conversed  together.  All  this  was  enjoyed  by  and  blessed  to  us, 
because  our  whole  hearts  were  in  the  matter.  We  visited  Hermhut 
several  times,  but,  as  I  was  imacquainted  with  the  (German  language, 
I  felt  more  at  home  at  Gerlachsheim. 

In  1733, 1  received  a  message  to  go  to.  Bohemia  for  my  step-bro- 
ther, who,  together  with  his  wife,  was  desirous  to  emigrate.     I  there- 
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fore  set  out  aooompanled  by  two  Brethren  from  Gerlachsheim,  and  a 
Bohemian  from  Great  HenneiBdor£  To  please  the  latter,  I  consented 
to  go  to  a  place  somewhat  out  of  our  way.  On  our  arrival  there,  we 
went  to  sleep  in  a  hay-lofL  There  I  dreamed  that  I  saw  a  J^uit 
from  Leutomischel  accompanied  by  the  grave-digger,  riding  on  iron- 
gray  horses,  and  heard  them  say  that  they  were  going  to  arrest  and 
imprison  us.  It  then  seemed  as  if  some  one  had  struck  me  smartly 
on  the  left  side  three  timea»  I  at  once  got  up,  took  my  staff  in  my 
hand,  and  told  my  ccmipanion  my  dream.  He,  however,  was  only 
annoyed  at  my  waking  him,  refused  to  be  directed  by  the  dream,  and 
laughed  at  it.  This  made  me  hesitate,  and  I  lay  down  again,  though 
my  whole  body  trembled  like  an  aspen  leaf.  I  had  hardly  &llen 
asleep  again,  when  the  Jesuit  and  the  grave-digger  actually  came  gal- 
loping up.  They  came  at  once  into  the  hay-lofl,  for  we  had  been  be- 
trayed. My  companion  now  endeavoured  to  escape,  but  it  was  too 
late.  I  felt  inexpressibly  anxious.  On  the  one  hand,  I  reproached 
myself  for  not  having  obeyed  the  warning  given  me  in  the  dream; 
and  on  the  other,  I  represented  to  myself  the  danger,  to  soul  and 
body,  into  which  I  had  fiEdlen.  How  shall  1  act  ?  shall  I  abide  faith- 
ful to  my  Saviour,  and  to  the  truth  which  I  have  professed  ?  Or 
shall  I,  from  fear  of  what  I  shall  have  to  siiffer,  give  way,  and  ac- 
knowledge as  true,  that  which  I  know  to  be  false  T  Such  were  the 
questions  which  passed  through  my  mind.  But,  at  this  moment,  my 
&ithful  Saviour  graciously  so  strengthened  me  in  the  truth  I  had  re- 
ceived,  that  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  deny  what  He  had  permitted 
me  to  enjoy,  or  to  abjure  those  doctrines  which  had  approved  them- 
selves as  truth  to  my  hearb,  and  to  accept  again  the  false  doctrines, 
which  I  had  once  renounced. 

The  Jesuit  took  my  Kew  Testament  out  of  my  pocket,  and,  call- 
ing some  young  people,  ordered  them  and  the  grave-digger  to  take  us  to 
the  jail  at  LeutomischeL  This  took  place  on  the  30th  of  May,  1733. 
We  were  at  once  shut  up  in  separate  dungeons,  mine  being  the  tor- 
ture-room. Here  I  was  put  in  irons,  secured  with  four  locks  and 
staples,  and  my  feet  &stened  in  the  stocks.  A  fine  abode  it  was,  dark, 
filthy,  and  full  of  cobwebs,  with  no  furniture,  but  a  little  straw.  I 
had  now  an  opportunity  to  reflect  on  what  had  occurred;  and  so  much 
affected  was  I^  that  I  forgot  sleep  and  food.  Indeed,  for  two  days, 
nothing  to  eat  or  drink  was  given  me.  The  woman  in  whose  house 
we  had  been  taken,  was  also  imprisoned  by  the  Jesuit's  orders,  and  as 
her  dungeon  was  not  far  from  mine,  we  were  able  to  call  to  each 
other.  The  first  two  days,  she  was  very  stedfast,  praying  and  sing- 
ing, and  wanted  me  to  do  the  same.  But  I  was  inclined  to  be  silent, 
and  told  her  I  could  not  sing  at  present.  In  the  third  night,  I  got 
some  sleep,  and  had  a  remarkable  dream,  the  conclusion  of  which  was, 
that  I  returned  to  Qerlachsheim  to  Mr.  Schnlz,  who  saluted  me  and 
spoke  with  me,  upon  which  I  awoke,  much  comforted.  Two  days 
and  a  half  had  passed  away,  and  I  had  had  no  food.  As  I  had  eaten 
but  little  the  two  days  previous,  I  began  to  suffer  the  most  frightful 
pangs  of  himger,  felt  'severe  pains  in  my  inside,  and  became  quite 
exhausted.  It  now  occurred  to  me  that  ihey  perhaps  intended  to  let 
me  die  of  hungei^*     Inthitf  wjretched  state  I  prayed  to  the  Lord  Jesus, 
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confessing  my  sins,  and  imploring  pardon  for  all,  especially  for  my 
disobedience  to  His  warning.  I  fully  expected  that  I  should  soon 
give  up  the  ghost.  Our  Saviour  was  very  itear  to  me,  and  blessed  me 
so  sensibly  and  powerfully,  that  I  was  abundantly  comforted  and  felt 
perfectly  resigned  to  my  lot  As  I  leaned  back,  with  the  thought 
that  I  should  not  rise  again,  the  jailor  entered,  and  sneeringly  asked 
if  I  was  hungry  yet.  He  then  threw  me  some  bread,  about  as  much 
as  would  have  cost  a  penny,  still  quite  new  and  warm,  but  gave  me 
nothing  to  drink.  I  had  scarcely  eaten  the  bread,  when  I  experienced 
violent  colic-pains,  wnich  caused  me  to- writhe  like  a  worm.  Next 
day  he  brought  me  some  water.  This,  however,  did  not  refresh  me, 
and  I  felt  quite  exhausted  after  drinking  it 

While  in  this  condition  I  wan  summoned  before  the  clergy. 
After  examining  me  regarding  all  that  had  taken  place,  they  went 
through  the  Apostles'  Creed  with  me,  which  I  declared  I  fully  believed. 
When  we  came  to  the  article  regairding  the  Holy  Christian  Church, 
they  endeavoured  circumstantially  to  prove  that  the  Roman  Catholic 
was  the  only  saving  church ;  and  when  I  declined  to  admit  this,  they 
became  very  angry.  At  last,  I  said  I  believed  in  a  holy  invisible 
Church,  and  they  let  the  subject  drop.  They,  however,  put  many 
other  questions  to  me  regarding  the  saints,  the  Virgin  Mary,  purgatory, 
&c.  These  I  answered  according  to  my  conscience,  upon  which  they 
scoffed  at  me  with  indecent  expressions,  calling  me  a  great  heretic, 
and  then  ordered  me  back  to  prison. 

In  the  afternoon  I  was  again  conducted  to  the  castle  to  be  ex- 
amined by  a  gentleman,  before  whom  the  charges  against  me  had  been 
laid.  He  asked  me  the  same  questions  I  had  previously  answered. 
But  the  most  trying  part  was,  that  I  was  pressed  to  denounce  those 
who  had  accompanied  me  into  Bohemia,  who  would  have  been  in- 
stantly arrested.  There  were  two  persons  from  my  native  place  pre- 
sent as  witnesses,  both  zealous  Catholics.  They  bore  witness  as  to 
the  number  of  persons  I  had  induced  to  leave  the  country.  At  the 
same  time  they  brought  many  false  charges  against  me,  which  I  con- 
tradicted. Upon  this  the  judge  broke  into  a  furious  rage,  and  ex-^ 
claimed,  "  You  villain,  will  you  not  confess  the  truth  T  So  exhausted 
had  I  become  from  the  long  standing  without  support,  that  I  fainted. 
They  then  dragged  me  into  the  open  air  and  administered  a  restora- 
tive, which  brought  me  to  my  senses.  After  this,  I  was  again  con- 
ducted into  the  room,  and  the  judge  insisted  with  greater  violence 
than  ever  that  I  should  confess.  As,  however,  what  I  said  did  not 
satisfy  him,  he  ordered  me  fifty  lashes.  A  soldier  at  once  seized  the 
whip,  and  as  I  did  not  strip  as  quickly  as  he  wished,  tore  my  coat  off 
my  back  and  gave  me  the  lashes.  Wheli  the  judge  saw  in  what  a 
state  I  was,  he  appeared  to  pity  me,  and  ordered  me  to  be  removed. 

On  the  following  day  I  was  brought  before  the  council  in  the 
town-halL  Before  them  lay  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day's  ex- 
aminations, together  with  a  letter  I  had  once  written  to  a  friend  of 
mine,  in  which  I  wished  him  the  same  happiness  which  I  enjoyed. 
There  were  twelve  gentlemen  present,  before  whom  I  had  to  sit  so  as 
they  could  all  see  me.  I  perceived  that  three  of  them  had  some 
knowledge  of  the  truth,  as  they  looked  at  me  very  compassionately. 
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I  now  had  to  repeat  all  my  answers  most  minutely.  Among  the  rest, 
they  asked  me  if  I  had  any  cause  of  complaint  against  the  lord  of 
the  manor  to  which  I  belonged,  which  had  induced  me  to  emigrate, 
and  why  I  had  left  the  only-saving  churcL  I  replied,  that  I  h^  no- 
thing to  say  against  my  lord  the  count,  or  against  the  Emperor;  and 
that  I  would  willingly  remain  their  subject  if  I  might  be  permitted  to 
believe  and  act  according  to  my  conscience.  They  then  took  great  pains 
to  convince  me  that  I  was  in  error  in  regard  to  faith,  and  related  so 
many  silly  papistical  legends,  l^at  I  could  not  help  laughing  to  myself, 
and  thought  that  even  a  child  could  hardly  believe  such  things.  I 
was  also  obliged  to  read  my  letter  aloud,  when  they  asked  me  if  I 
still  thought  as  I  had  there  expressed  myself.  On  my  replying  that 
I  did,  and  that  I  had  no  intention  of  changing  my  views,  they 
jeered  at  me,  saying,  that  I  wanted  to  set  up  for  a  preacher,  when  I 
could  not  write  a  decent  letter.  With  this  I  was  dismissed  to  my 
dungeon. 

In  the  meantime  the  two  Bohemians,  who  had  come  with  me 
from  Ckrlachsheim,  and  who  had  endeavoured  to  assist  some  persons 
who  desired  to  emigrate  from  Hermanitz,  had  been  taken  and  were 
brought  to  LeutomischeL  This  caused  much  excitement,  and  I  was 
conducted  again  to  the  castle.  The  judge  was  so  enraged  at  me  for 
not  having  informed  against  the  above-mentioned  persons,  that  he 
trembled  with  passion,  and  threatened  to  out  me  to  pieces.  He  or- 
dered a  soldier  to  give  me  one  hundred  lashes;  but  the  Jesuit  who 
stood  by  suggested  that  I  was  too  weak  and  would  perhaps  die  under 
the  punishment.     I  was  therefore  again  committed  to  prison. 

Soon  after,  I  was  again  summoned  to  the  town-hall  and  examined 
for  half  a  day.  The  magistrates  told  me  that  I  must  not  imagine  I 
had  painted  men  before  me,  or  think  it  a  laughing  matter,  but  had 
better  remember  that  they  had  power  over  me  and  could  do  as  they 
pleased  with  me.  In  short,  they  endeavoured  to  alarm  me  by  all 
means  in  their  power,  representing  what  torments  were  in  store  for 
me  if  I  would  not  recant.  They  then  asked  me  what  I  thought  of 
all  this  ?  To  which  I  boldly  replied,  that  I  had  no  intention  whatever 
to  embrace  their  religion  or  return  to  their  church,  as  I  desired  solely 
and  alone  to  be  saved  through  the  grace  of  my  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  for  the  sake  of  His  bitter  sufferings  and  death.  To  this  they 
replied  with  many  papistical  objections,  such  as  I  had  never  heard  in 
ray  life  before,  and  which  caused  me  to  wonder  how  men  could  come 
upon  such  notions.     I  was  finally  sent  back  to  prison.^ 

By  this  time  the  jail  was  crowded  with  persons  who  had  been 
brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  and  who  had  therefore  been 
arrested.  The  authorities  consequently  had  full  employment,  and  left 
me  in  peace  in  the  torture  chamber.  I  consequently  had  time  to  reflect 
on  the  state  of  my  heart  and  my  course  thus  far,  and  to  implore  my 
Saviour  for  more  of  His  grace.  This  He  richly  bestowed  on  me,  so 
that  I  was  abundantly  comforted,  and  was  enabled  to  rejoice  in  Him. 
I  felt  as  happy  as  if  I  had  been  able  to  converse  bodily  with  our 
Saviour  by  day  and  night.  When  sinful  thoughts  intruded  them- 
selves, I  cried  to  our  Him,  and  immediately  reaUsed  His  help,  which 
put  such  suggestions  to  flight.     This  rendered  Him  more  dear  and 
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preoious  to  me  every  day.  When  I  pronounced  the  name  of  Jesus, 
or  thought  of  Him,  my  heart  was  filled  with  joy,  and  I  felt  as  if  led 
into  a  *'  large  place,**  where  my  heart  could  expand  and  lose  itself  in 
the  contemplation  of  His  love,  as  in  a  sea.  So  f\ill  of  joy  was  I,  that 
my  mouth  overflowed  with  songs  of  praise  which  I  had  learned  out  of 
the  before-mentioned  hymn-book.  Sometimes  an  anxious  thought 
would  arise  as  to  the  future,  and  the  possibility  of  my  holding  out. 
Bat  under  such  circumstances  I  was  soon  comforted,  remembering  my 
first  dream,  and  having  the  confident  h^pe  that  I  should  be  delivered 
and  again  see  my  beloved  pastor  Schulz. 

'  Once  there  was  a  report  that  the  Elector  of  Saxony  had  resolved 
to  send  all  the  Bohemians  who  had  emigrated  into  his  territories  back 
to  their  own  country ;  and  the  Jesuit  came,  full  of  joy,  to  tell  me  thia. 
My  distress  at  the  news  was  so  great,  that  I  wept  for  three  days  inoeeh 
santly  and  could  not  sleep  at  night.  On  the  evening  of  the  third  day, 
however,  I  fell  into  a  sound  sleep.  I  then  dreamed  that  some  one 
came- into  my  prison,  and  kneeling  down  beside  the  stocks,  to  which  I 
was  chained,  ^rst  prayed  with  uplifted  hands,  and  then,  having  reca- 
pitulated all  my  forebodings  and  anxieties,  assured  me  that-  they  would 
not  be  realised,  but  that  matters  would  take  another  turn,  and  that 
the  Lord  would  bring  to  nought  the  devices  of  the  enemies  of  His 
kingdom.  He  concluded  by  saying,  that  this  change  for  the  better 
would  take  place  in  the  year  1740,  when  a  difierent  period  would 
commence.  I  awoke  with  a  peculiarly  comfortable  and  joyful  feel- 
ing. I  had  now  abundant  matter  for  reflectioft.  Many  of  the  words 
I  had  heard  in  my  dream  were  impressed  on  my  mind,  and  espedaUy 
the  number  40.  This  was  something  quite  new  to  me,  as  I  was 
ignorant  of  numbers,  and  did  not  even  know  how  the  years  were 
reckoned.  I  should  much  have  liked  to  know  how  many  years 
it  wanted  to  the  year  1740.  These  pleasing  reflections  were  disturbed 
in  the  morning  by  the  jailor,  who  came  to  let  me  out  into  the  yard. 
While  there  it  was  as  if  my  attention  was  expressly  directed  to  the 
dates  cut  in  stone  on  the  building.  I  looked  attentively  at  these  till 
I  gained  some  idea  of  numbers,  and  found  out  that  there  wanted  seven 
years  to  1740.  I  also  felt  assured,  that,  even  if  I  should  have  to  re- 
main a  prisoner  the  whole  seven  years,  I  should  then  be  set  at  liberty 
and  enjoy  the  privileges  of  that  happy  time. 

Sometimes  I  found  means  to  throw  little  notes  to  Br.  Ostry, 
whom  I  much  loved,  and  who,  I  found,  was  confined  in  the  same  pri- 
son. This  Brother  was  at  that  time  very  hardly  beset.  Two  priests 
plagued  him  altnost  daily,  for  half  a  day  at  a  time,  with  their  disputa- 
tions, as  he  could  answer  them  welL  As  they  at  length  had  some  hope 
that  they  had  convinced  him,  and  that  he  would  adopt  their  fiiith,  they 
held  him  up  to  me  as  an  example,  asking  what  I  thought  of  myseli^ 
a  poor  simple  fellow,  when  a  clever  man  like  Ostry  had  allowed 
himself  to  be  convinced;  adding,  that  when  it  became  a  matter  of 
life  or  death  I  should  be  obliged  to  yield.  This  made  me  feel  very 
anxious,  as  I  had  certainly  considered  him  much  stronger  than  my- 
sel£  I  therefore  sat  and  wept,  and  would  not  even  lie  down  to  sleeps 
so  lull  of  pain  was  my  mind.  About  midnight  it  was  as  if  some  one 
had  said  to  me,  "  Ostry  will  soon  be  set  at  liberty,  but  do  thou  con^ 
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tinue  steadfast  to  the  end."  My  feelings  were  very  peculiar,  but  I 
felt  much  encouraged.  The  circumstances  connected  with  Ostry's 
liberation  were,  as  I  afterwards  learned,  the  following: — The  clergy 
were  not  able  to  overcome  or  convince  him,  but  he  beat  them  so  com- 
pletely that  they  gave  up  all  hopes  of  effecting  anything  with  him, 
and  therefore  sent  him  back  to  his  lord.  At  leaving,  he  passed  before  ' 
my  window,  and  bade  me  farewell  with  the  words,  *  My  Brother,  I 
commend  you  to  the  Lord  Jesus!" 

I  now  remained  quite  alone  in  prison,  but  our  Saviour  filled  my 
heart  with  comfort  >nd  peace,  so  that  my  dungeon  was  not  at  all  un- 
pleasant to  me.  The  Jesuit  also  left  me  in  peace,  except  that  upon 
two  occasions  he  came  and  asked  me  if  I  did  not  think  of  recanting 
soon,  that  I  might  not  be  lost  for  ever.  But  I  answered  him  quite 
plainly,  that  I  thought  of  nothing  of  the  sort,  not  having  the  slight- 
est doubt  of  the  correctness  of  my  faith,  or  any  certainty  regarding  his; 
and  that  I  would  suffer  my  hands,  feet,  and  head  to  be  cut  off  rather 
than  embrace  the  Roman  Catholic  religion.  "  Why,"  he  exclaimed, 
**  we  have  the  apostolic  iaith,  "and  I  can  repeat  the  names  of  all  the 
bishops  of  Rome,  from  Peter  to  the  present  pope."  "  Well,"  I  re- 
plied, "  if  your  faith  is  that  of  the  Apostles  why  do  you  not  act  like 
them  1  We  do  not  read  that  they  forced  people  to  embrace  their  doc- 
trines by  imprisoning  them."  Upon  this  he  went  away,  and  I  thanked 
our  Saviour  that  I  had  been  able  to  answer  him  with  boldness. 

When  I  had  been  seven  months  in  prison  the  -feather  became 
very  cold,  and  rendered  my  situation  more  painful.  My  bread  and  • 
water,  the  only  provisions  allowed  me,  froze,  and  my  shirt  was  so 
rubbed  to  pieces  on  the  straw  that  I  had  to  lie  on  my  back  almost 
constantly,  covered  with  my  coat.  In  course  of  time,  this  state  of 
things  became  very  painful;  but  our  Saviour  strengthened  me,  so  that 
I  did  not  care  for  the  cold.  I  began  however  to  depend  on  my  own 
strength,  so  that  once,  when  it  was  represented  to  me  that  I  should 
hardly  be  able  to  hold  out  much  longer  in  such  distressing  circum- 
stances, I  answered  with  great  boldness,  almost  like  Peter  before  his 
fell,  that  I  would  rather  be  frozen  to  death  than  yield.  The  same 
evening,  three  drunken  servants  of  the  priests,  real  sons  of  Belial, 
came  to  me  and  began  to  dispute.  I  was  obliged  to  answer  them, 
but  my  former  cheerfulness  was  gone.  My  heart  was  sad  and  op- 
pressed. I  felt  quite  changed,  and  was  surprised  afc  myself.  When 
they  were  gone,  I  had  leisure  to  reflect  on  myself,  and  found  my 
heart  void  of  comfort,  and  filled  with  fear  and  dread.  Previously,  I 
had  been  able  to  hold  converse  with  our  Saviour,  but  how  I  felt  like 
a  stone,  and  as  if  our  Saviour  was  far  removed  from  me,  and  would 
have  no  more  to  do  with  me.  I  wept  night  and  day,  and  scarcely 
lay  down  to  sleep  for  three  weeks.  Twice  I  fasted  for  three  days  at  a 
time,  taking  neither  food  nor  drink.  My  eyes  became  inflamed,  my 
strength  left  me,  and  the  cold  affected  me  most  painfully.  At  length 
I  thought  that  the  torments  of  hell  could  not  be  greater  than  what  I 
suffered,  and  that  I  might  as  well  put  an  end  to  my  life.  But  then 
it  was  as  if  some  one  spoke  to  me  in  a  kind  and  compassionate  voice, 
and  said,  "Do  thyself  no  harm  !  If  the  Lord  Jesus  will  have  patience, 
and  bear  with  thee,  put  thyself  in  His  hands,  and  wait  upon  Him." 
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This  pierced  me  to  tlie  heart,  and  I  melted  into  tears  at  my  Saviour's 
feet.  I  was  now  enabled  to  pour  out  my  heart  before  Him,  and  to  seek 
for  pardon,  and  once  more  felt  hope  and  comfort  But  I  always 
retained  a  painful  remembrance  of  my  sin,  which  often  caused  me  to 
shed  bitter  tears.

GREENLAJ^D. 
OWING  to  the  unusually  early  arrival  of  one  of  the  spring  ships 
at  Copenhagen,  we  are  enabled,  on  this  occasion,  to  lay  before  our 
readers  some  intelligence  from  two  out  of  the  four  Missionary-stations 
in  Greenland.  From  the  subjoined  extracts  of  letters  from  I^ew 
Hermhut  and  Liehtenfday  it  would  appear  that  the  winter  had  been 
a  period  of  suffering  to  the  Greenlauders,  somewhat  similar  to  that 
experienced  in  Labrador  a  year  previously, — stormy  weather  having 
rendered  the  seal-hunt  impracticable,  and  disease  having  been  super- 
added to  scarcity.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these  trials  may  have  been 
blessed  to  'Hhem  that  were  exercised  thereby,**  and  that  some,  at 
least,  as  was  the  case  in  Labrador  a  year  before,  may  have  been  led  to 
the  exercise  of  prayerful  confidence  in  Him  who  is  ''  a  very  present 
help  in  time  of  trouble."  That  the  Missionary  Brethren  and  Sistei-s 
have  been  preserved  in  the  enjoyment  of  good  health,  is  a  matter  of 
thankfulness. 

We  are  assured  that  all  who  take  an  interest  in  this  Mission, 
and  in  the  singular  race  amongst  whom  it  is  carried  on,  will  join  in 
the  hope  expressed  by  Br.  Tietzen,  that  the  Lord's  blessing  may  at- 
tend the  efforts  of  the  present  enlightened  Inspector  of  the  Danish 
colonies,  for  the  improvement  of  the  natives,  both  in  a  moral  and 
temporal  point  of  view.  We  would  also  earnestly  hope  and  pray  that 
the  Holy  Spirit  may  anew  be  poured  out  on  the  dwellers  in  this  in- 
hospitable region,  so  that  the  desert  may  rejoice  and  blossom  as  the 
rose.

Frofn  New  Hkrrnhut. 

May  Sth,  1857. 
"  THE  autumn  seal-hunt  was  not  unsuccessfld,  and  the  Greenlauders 
consequently  experienced  no  want  of  provisions  in  the  early  part  of 
the  winter.  The  Christmas-festival  was  celebrated  as  usual,  the 
meetings  being  numerously  attended.  At  a  later  period,  however, 
severe  cold  set  in,  accompanied  by  violent  storms,  and  led  to  scarcity. 
In  addition  to  this;  was  experienced  want  of  water,  as  the  people  had 
no  fuel  to  melt  the  ice  and  snow.     It  was  a  time  of  great  trial,  espe- 
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cially  the  month  of  February;  however,  our  gracious  Lord  mercifully 
assisted  us,  and,  as  we  have  reason  to  believe,  in  answer  to  our  pray- 
ers, rendered  this  season  of  trial  a  time  of  blessing  to  some  hearts. 

"  We  did  all  in  our  power  to  alleviate  the  distress,  and  were  thank- 
ful for  the  assistance  of  the  colonial  authorities.  As  far  as  we  can 
le€mi,  scarcity,  as  the  result  of  the  cold  and  stormy  weather,  was  felt 
through  the  whole  southern  portion  of  Greenland.  In  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Sukker-toppen,  fifty  persons  are  said  to  have  died  of 
starvation.  An  European  factor,  endeavouring  to  proceed  in  com- 
pany of  ten  Greenlanders,  from  his  residence  at  an  outnstation,  to  the 
colony,  to  avoid  death  by  hunger,  perished  in  a  storm  at  sea,  with  all 
his  companions.  Of  the  Holsteinburg  Greenlanders,  not  fewer  than 
100  are  reported  to  have  perished.  These  are  indeed  distressing  ac- 
counts. Oh  that  the  poor  Greenlanders  might  at  length  learn  wisdom 
by  experience,  and  not  squander  the  produce  of  favourable  seasons  in 
the  purchase  of  European  articles  of  luxury,  and  then  have  to  stai-ve  1

From  LiCHTENPELS. 

"ifay  18^,  1857. 

'  *  IN  September  last,  I  visited  our  members  residing  at  the  Gra- 
derfi5rde,  and  at  Tomgait,  the  former  about  twenty-seven  miles,  and 
the  latter  twelve  from  Lichtenfels.  I  held  meetings  and  conversed 
with  the  people  individually,  at  both  places. 

'*  I  am  able  to  report,  with  thankfulness  to  our  Saviour,  that  He 
has  blessed  our  congregation  and  often  permitted  us  to  experience 
that  He  was  in  the  midst  of  us,  especially  on  festival-days,  and  at  the 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion.  On  the  Slst  of  October,  four 
persons  were  confirmed,  whom  we  had  summoned  hither  from  different 
places,  as  they  are  unable  to  come  in  winter.  They  had  previously 
received  special  instruction. 

**  The  autumn  and  winter  were  very  cold  and  stormy,  so  that  the 
meetings  had  several  times  to  be  dropped.  In  February,  during  a 
violent  north-east  wind,  the  thermometer  sank  considerably  below 
zero.  We  regretted  that  the  rough  weather  prevented  many  of  our 
people  from  being  present  with  us  at  the  beginning  of  the  Passion- 
week.  On  Palm-Sunday,  nine  persons  were  confirmed.  We  earnestly 
hope  that  this  solemn  service  was  the  means  of  producing  new  im- 
pressions on  some  of  the  numerous  auditory.  As  many  were  unable 
to  be  present  at  the  Communion  on  Maunday  Thursday,  we  adminis- 
tered it  again  at  a  later  period. 

'^  During  the  stormy  period  in  autumn,  the  seal-hunt  was  almost 
entirely  unsuccessful, — ^but  few  of  these  animals  making  their  appear- 
ance, and  the  hunters  not  being  able  to  venture  out  to  sea  in  their 
kayaks.  It  was,  therefore,  matter  of  thankfulness  that,  up  to  the 
end  of  January,  the  Greenlanders  were  able  to  obtain  cod-fish,  and 
that,  even  to  a  later  period,  the  fishery  was  only  occasionally  inter- 
rupted by  storms.  Still,  this  food  did  not  afford  the  Greenlanders 
sufficient  nourishment  during  the  severely  cold  weather.    An  arrange- 
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ment  was  therefore  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  colony  Fisker- 
naset,  according  to  orders  given  by  the  Director,  by  which  all  owners 
of  honses  and  fathers  of  families  received  a  weekly  allowance  of  seal- 
blubber,  which  they  are  to  return  in  kind,  or  to  pay  for,  next  summer. 
In  the  same  way,  dried  fish  was  distributed  at  times  when  the  fishery 
was  interrupted.  We  were  the  more  thankful  for  this  assistance,  as 
a  violent  epidemic  prevailed  among  the  Greenlanders  from  the  middle 
of  January  to  the  end  of  February.  Aged  and  weakly  persons 
suffered  most  severely,  and  several  adults  and  children,  were  carried 
off.  At  present,  I  am  thankful  to  say,  that  the  general  state  of  health 
here,  as  well  as  at  the  out-stations,  is  good. 

'*  As  regards  the  European  Brethren  and  Sisters,  T  am  glad  to  be 
able  to  report  that  the  Lord  has  graciously  preserved  us  in  good 
health.  Br.  and  Sr.  Asboe's  family  was  increased  by  the  birth  of  a 
son  on  the  27th  of  September.  My  wife's  health  was  better  during 
the  winter,  than  had  been  the  case  for  some  years  previously.  As 
for  myself,  I  have  experienced  that  the  Lord's  strength  is  made  per- 
fect in  weakness,  not  only  in  regard  to  my  duties  in  the  church  and 
school,  but  also  in  other  respects.  We  have,  therefore,  good  reason 
to  trust  to  His  mercy  for  the  future.  The  charge  of  the  boys'  school 
is  rendered  pleasant  to  me  by  the  obedience  and  diligence  of  the 
pupils. 

"  The  new  Inspector  of  the  Danish  colonies,  Dr.  Kink,  is  expected 
to  arrive  this  spring,  and  the  factors  and  colonial  officials,  as  well  as 
ourselves,  are  looking  forward  with  great  interest  to  the  new  arrange- 
ments, which  it  is  expected  will  be  introduced.  We  are  convin^ 
that  this  gentleman  desires  the  welfare  of  the  Greenland  nation,  and 
that  he  wishes  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
coimtry,  as  well  the  natives  as  the  mixed  race.  May  the  Lord  add 
His  blessing  to  what  takes  place  ! 

"  We  are  on  Mendly  terms  with  the  manager  of  the  colony  Fis- 
kemaset. 

"  We  earnestly  hope  that  our  gracious  Lord  will  be  pleased  to 
preserve  in  safety  the  ships  bound  ft*om  Copenhagen  to  Greenland, 
during  this  spring  and  summer.  One  of  the  two  ships  which  left 
Denmark  in  August  last,  was  only  able  to  reach  Frederickshaab, 
through  God's  especial  mercy,  as  its  deck  was  swept  by  a  heavy  sea, 
and  it  had,  in  consequence,  sprung  a  leak.  Had  it  not  been  so  near 
the  land,  it  would  doubtless  have  shared  the  fate  of  the  vessel  which 
was  lost  last  year." 


SOUTH  AFRICA. 
THROUGH  the  Lord's  mercy  the  Missionaries  in  this  portion  of  the 
field,  are  still  able  to  report  that  all  b  quiet,  and  that  there  is  less 
fear  of  war  now,  than,  j^erhaps,  at  any  former  period. 

The  state  of  destitution  to  which  the  Ka£Ej-s  have  reduced  them- 
selves, together  with  the  prudent  and  energetic  measures  of  the  Go- 
vernment, have  led  to  this  result.     Heartily  do  we  oin  in  the  desire 
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expressed ,  by  Br.  Kolbing,  that  the  effect  of  this  affliction  may  be 
to  bend  the  proud  spirit  of  the  Kaffir  tribes,  and  render  them  more 
willing  to  receive  the  Gospel  of  peace.  That  our  Brethren  are  not 
backward  in  ministering  to  the  temporal  and  spiritual  necessities  of 
these  misguided  people,  is  proyed  by  the  letter  from  Br.  Hartmau  of 
Goshen. 

Of  the  Training-School  at  Genadendal  some  interesting  notices 
vrill  be  found  in  Br.  B.  Marx's  letter. 

Br.  P.  W.  Klinghardt,  of  Enon^  expresses  the  joy  of  himself  and 
his  fellow-labourers,  at  the  prospect  of  soon  receiving  a  steam-engine, 
and  their  heartfelt  gratitude  to  those  kind  friends  whose  generous 
benefactions  furnished  the  means  for  obtaining  an  article  so  likely  to 
conduce  to  the  welfare  of  that  settlement.  Since  the  date  of  the 
letter  referred  to,  the  engine  has  arrived  safely  at  Enon. 

From  the  diary  of  the  Leper-hospital  at  Rchhen  Island,  we  pre- 
sent Our  readers  with  extracts,  the  copiousness  of  which  will,  we  trust, 
be  considered  warranted  by  their  interesting  character,  as  proving 
the  power  of  the  grace  of  God,  and  the  blessed  effects  of  the  Gospel, 
on  those  whose  bodily  wretchedness  is  so  deplorable.  Compara- 
tively circumscribed  as  is  the  sphere  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Wedeman's  exer- 
tions, there  is  still  pleasing  proof  that  their  labour  is  not  in  vain  in 
the  Lord. 

A  communication  from  Br.  J.  A.  Miertsching  will,  doubtless,  be 
perused  with  interest  by  those  who  have  some  acquaintance  with 
the  |)ast  labours  of  this  much-tried  Arctic  voyager. 


From  Br,  C.  R.  KuLBING. 
"  Dear  Brother,  "  Gen^adendal,  March  2ith,  1857. 

"  YOU  anticipated  my  wishes,  in  sending  me  some  copies  of  the 
Preface  to  Periodical  Accounts,  Vol.  xxii.  I  have  read  it  with  great 
interest. 

"  We  are,  with  you,  thankful  for  the  permission  to  make  an  ex- 
ploratory visit  in  Kaffraria.  Br.  Gysin  is  not  only  willing,  but  will 
be  very  happy  to  undertake  it,  as  soon  as  the  present  crisis  is  over, 
and  travelling  becomes  less  dangerous.  If  done  now,  it  would  be 
with  the  risk  of  life,  or  at  least  with  the  danger  of  being  deprived  of 
horses  and  means  of  conveyance.  A  German  officer  and  an  English- 
man have  lately  been  killed  by  robbers.  Cattle-stealing  is  very 
common.  However,  we  hope  that  the  measures  adopted  by  the 
(Jovemor,  (who  is  at  present  on  the  fix)ntier,)  and  by  the  Commander 
of  the  troops,  will  put  a  stop  to  these  proceedings.  Mr.  Kn^f,  of 
Bethel,  gives  a  gloomy  description  of  the  state  of  Kafi&aria.  He  says, 
that  one  may  travel  for  sevend  hours,  without  seeing  a  single  head  of 
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cattle, — all  having  been  slaughtered  by  order  of  the  prophet, — and 
that  the  poor  people,  who  have  thus  wilfully  deprived  themselves  of 
their  chief  means  of  subsistence,  are  trying  to  support  life  by  devour- 
ing pieces  of  skin  and  roots.  There  are,  however,  some  districts  where 
the  people  did  not  believe  the  prophet,  or,  at  all  events,  did  not  obey 
his  commands.     No  fears  of  an  outbreak  of  war  are  now  entertained. 

"  Br.  and  Sr.  Nauhaus  left  us  on  the  10th  of  March,  with  a 
company  often  children.  Br.  N.  preached  an  affecting  and  impi^ssive 
farewell  sermon  here.  During  his  service  of  thirty-two  years  in 
South  AMca, — he  has  been  employed  at  Genadendal, — at  Clarkson 
(which  was  commenced  under  his  superintendence), — at  Mamre,  on 
the  Bicha,  and  at  Enon, — and  has,  everywhere,  approved  himself  an 
able  and  faithful  servant  of  the  Lord.  When  he  was  taking  leave  of 
us  here,  a  worthy  old  Hottentot  Brother  said  to  him  :  'I  still 
remember  what  you  told  us  when  you  were  called  from  this  place  to 
begin  the  settlement  at  Clarkson.  You  said  in  your  farewell  sermon  : 
pray  for  me,  and  for  the  work  to  which  I  have  been  called ;  and,  if 
you  forget  me,  do  not  forget  the  poor  heathen,  to  whom  I  am  called 
to  preach  the  word  of  Gk>d.     I  have  never  forgotten  these  words.' 

**  The  steam-engine  is  safe  at  Enon.  Br.  Klinghardt  had  the 
pleasure  of  getting  a  sight  of  it,  on  his  journey.  He  met  the  wa^on 
containing  it,  on  the  road,  or  rather,  stuck  fast  in  the  bed  of  the 
Sunday-river,  out  of  which  his  oxen  assisted  to  drag  it.  On  his 
return,  it  will  be  erected.  It  will  be  a  great  blessing  to  £oon,  espe- 
cially in  times  of  drought 

"Gen'adendal,  April  25th,  1857. 

"  Your  letter,  dated  Jan.  5th,  was  answered  by  mine  of  March 
28th,  with  which  I  enclosed  my  Report  of  the  present  state  of  the 
Mission  and  some  other  papers,  to  be  laid  before  the  Synod. 

"  The  Governor's  speech  at  the  opening  of  our  Parliament  was 
very  interesting,  as  it  contained  a  statement  of  his  policy  in  dealing 
with  the  Kaffirs.  He  thinks  (as  I  mentioned  to  you  as  my  opinion, 
some  time  ago)  that  if  any  such  step  had  been  taken,  as  an  attempt  to 
seize  the  prophet,  it  wotdd  have  set  all  Kafiraria  in  a  blaze,  and  that 
the  chiefis  who  desired  war  to  sustain  their  waninginfluence,  only  waited 
for  a  favourable  pretext.  At  present,  all  danger  is  over;  and  as  the 
Kaffirs  are  humbled  and  brought  into  a  state  of  distress  by  their  own 
folly,  we  may  hope  that  they  may  be  more  generally  inclin^  to  receive 
the  Gospel"

From  Br.  B.  Marx. 
"  Deak  Brother,  Gkn'adendal,  March  I9th,  1857. 

''SINCE  I  last  wrote  to  you,  I  have  had  to  experience  some  amount  of 
suffering  from  an  illness,  which,  although  not  immediately  dangerous, 
has  been  very  troublesome.  Though  I  am  still  slightly  suffering,  I 
feel  much  better  than  I  did  some  time  ago.  WhUe  thus  afflicted, 
I  was.  advised  to  try  the  effects  of  sea-bathing,  and  as  Robben  Ifeland 
seemed  to  afford  the  greatest  facilities,  I  spent  a  month  there.  Br.  and 
Sr.  Wedeman  received  me  with  great  landnese,  and  did  all  in  their 
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power  to  render  my  abode  with  them  agreeable  to  me.  Our  kind 
friend  Dr.  Minto,  the  euperintendent  of  the  hospitals,  assisted  me  with 
his  adrice,  wad  we  were  favoured  to  spend  many  happy  hours  with  him 
and  his  estimable  family. 

*'  Br.  Wedeman  is  very  active  among  his  little  flock  of  sufferers ; 
and  I  feel  assured  that  his  labour  is,  by  the  grace  of  God,  not  in  vain, 
but  proves  a  blessing  to  many  a  jierishing  so^il.  During  the  four 
weeks  *!  spent  there,  I  several  times  had  the  &vour  to  preach  the 
word  of  the  cross  in  Dutch  and  English.  I  likewise  once  partook  of 
the  Lord^'s  Supper  with  the  leper-congregation,  on  which  occasion  we 
enjoyed  a  feeling  of  the  holy  presence  of  Him  who  was  slain  for  ua 

*'  Last  Christmas,  two  of  our  eldest  pupils  left  us  to  enter  on 
ftituations  as  teachera---the  one  at  George,  and  the  other  among  the 
Fingoos.  The  former  has  a  small  school  for  children,  and  is  further 
engaged  in  giving  instruction  to  adults,  who,  as  he  writes  me,  are  very 
eager  to  learn.  He  is  a  sensible  young  man,  and  improved  very  much 
during  the  latter  portion  of  his  abode  here,— especially  in  music,  in 
which  he  is  very  clever.  But  this  is  not  all,  I  believe  that  his  heart 
is  really  imprefi»ed,  and  that,  when  he  was  here,  he  earnestly  sought 
and  desired  to  love  his  Saviour. 

"  About  a  fortnight  ago,  four  new  pupils  came  to  us.  They  are 
Kaffirs  from  Shiloh,  Clarkson,  Goshen,  and  one  of  the  stations  of  the 
Berlin  Society.  They  appear,  at  present,  very  promising.  The  first 
difficulty  we  always  have  with  the  Kaffirs  is  to  teach  them  the  Dutch 
language.  Even  when  they  have  gained  some  acquaintance  with  it, 
they  do  not  find  it  easy  to  express  themselves  in  it  This  is  especially 
the  case  in  arithmetic.  The  Kaffirs'  mode  of  counting  is  quite  different 
from  ours,  and  I  am  often  amused  by  observing,  that,  when  a  question 
is  proposed,  the  solution  of  which  they  know,  but  are  unable  to  express, 
they  shew  the  result  on  their  fingers. 

**  At  Easter,  three  more  of  our  scholars  will  leave  us  to  enter  on 
their  duties.  So  you  see  our  institution  is  becoming  useful  to  the 
whole  colony,  as,  in  less  than  half  a  year,  six  young  men  have  been 
sent  to  serve  as  teachers  under  Missionaries  of  various  denominations. 

"  Our  musical  performances  still  continue,  though  we  have  lost 
some  of  our  best  bass  and  tenor  voices.  Peter  Pfeiffer,  the  son  of  our 
first  native  teacher,  jiroves  a  very  able  organist.  Though  he  has 
only  learned  a  year  and  a  half,  he  can  already  play  most  of  our 
times  without  book,  and  makes  his  interludes  with  great  taste  and 
freedom. 

**  In  our  boys*  day-school,  the  Borough-road-system  works  well, 
and  proves  very  beneficiaL  I  think  it  is  particularl;^Mk8eful  for  the 
Training-sphool,  as  the  pupils  have  an  opportunity  of  Wming  prac- 
tically how  to  conduct  a  school  in  an  orderly  and  efficient  manner.  I 
do  not  for  a  moment  doubt  that  this  will  eventually  have  the  effect 
of  raising  and  improving  our  schools;  and  I  think  we  ought  to  pay 
more  attention  to  this,  than  to  endeavour  to  teach  these  young  people 
all  kinds  of  science,  which  they  never  after  think  of,  and  have  no 
occasion  to  do  so. 

"  The  other  day  we  discovered  a  pjunfully  interesting  fact  The 
natives  of  this  country,  as  you  are  perhaps  aware,  use  a  gi'eat  deal  of 
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Bnoff.  They  do  not,  however,  apply  it  to  the  nose,  as  is  the  case 
in  Europe,  but  put  it  into  the  mouth,  between  the  teeth  and  under 
lip.  We  knew  that  a  large  quantity  is  consumed  in  this  way  at 
Gen^dendal,  and  resolved  to  calculate  the  probable  amount  paid  at 
the  different  shops  for  snuff.  We  found  it  to  amount  to  such  a  yearly 
sum,  as,  when  we  remembered  the  difficulty  we  find  in  inducing  them 
to  pay  the  small  school-fees  required  by  us,  caused  us  some  astonish- 
ment. • 

"  By  the  time  this  letter  reaches  you,  you  will  probably  be  about 
setting  out  for  the  Synod.  We  in  common,  as  I  believe,  with  all  the 
members  of  our  Church,  are  looking  forward  with  much  anxiety  to 
the  results  of  that  important  assembly.  I  feel  convinced,  however, 
that  all  will  eventufi^y  tend  to  the  Lord's  glory,  and  to  the  wel&re  of 
His  people.  In  the  mean  time,  we  shall  not  cease  earnestly  to  pray 
that  the  Lord  may  cause  His  Holy  Spirit  to  shine  in  our  hearts,  and 
to  preside  in  our  assemblies,  so  that  we  may  be  directed  in  a  way 
pleasing  to  Him.** 


From  Br,  J.  A.  MiERTSCHiNGk 

"Deak  Brother,  Genadendal,  Feb,  13<A,  1857. 

«  W£  have  at  length  arrived,  safe  and  well,  at  Genlidendal,  and  hope, 
in  a  few  days,  to  set  out  for  £lim,  where  it  is  decided  we  are  to  reside, 
and  take  the  duties  hitherto  performed  by  Br.  and  Sr.  MuUer.  May 
the  Lord  be  our  guide  and  our  support  in  all  the  difficulties  connected 
with  our  vocation,  bestow  on  us  true  faithfulness,  and  keep  us 
humble. 

"  Our  voyage  was  short  and  pleasant ;  we  had  to  experience  no 
storms  or  rough  sea^  and  my  dear  wife  was  entirely  free  from  sea-sick- 
ness. On  the  6th  of  December  we  entered  the  Atlantic  ocean,  on  the 
3rd  of  the  following  month  we  crossed  the  equator,  and  on  the  31st, 
at  6  a.m.,  we  cast  anchor  in  Table-Bay.  On  the  same  day  (which  was 
also  my  wife's  birthday)  we  landed  in  Cape-town,  and  were  very 
kindly  received  by  our  agent,  Mr.  Juritz.  I  waited  on  his  Excellency, 
the  Governor,  and  delivered  your  letter  to  him.  After  a  pleasant 
stay  of  a  fortnight  in  Cape-town,  we  proceeded  to  Mamre  in  the 
Groenekloof^  where  we  spent  twelve  days  very  pleasantly.  Thence 
we  went  to  Gknkdendal,  accompanied  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Jannasch.  The 
latter  journey  was  performed  in  a  waggon,  drawn  by  sixteen  oxen. 
In  a  few  days  we  are  to  enter  on  our  journey  to  EHm.  It  is  our 
earnest  prayektbat  the  Lord  our  Saviour  would  make  us  fit  for  the 
duty  to  which  He  has  called  us.  I  have  the  firm  confidence  that  He, 
who  preserved  and  comforted  me  in  such  great  disti*ess  and  anxiety, 
will  also  in  future  graciously  hear  my  poor  prayers,  and  render  easy 
for  me  that  which  in  itself  would  be  difficult. 

''  Up  to  the  present  time,  we  have  both  been  quite  welL 
May  the  Good  Physician  preserve  us  in  health  and  strength,  if  it  so 
pleases  Him,  that  we  may  be  able  to  be  active  in  our  vocation  1 

''  On  our  -arrival  at  Cape-town,  we  found  letters  from  lAbrador 
awaiting  ua     Prom  them,  I  was  sorry  to  find  that  the  laat  winter  was 
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sucli  a  trying  period,  both  for  the  Missionaries  and  the  people.    Truly 
the  ways  of  the  Lord  are  wonderful  and  past  finding  out. 

"  We  earnestly  pray  the  Lord  would  be  pleased  to  pour  out  the 
spirit  of  love  and  wisdom  on  the  General  Synod  of  our  Church,  which 
is  shortly  to  assemble,  and  that  the  resolutions  adopted  may  tend  to 
His  praise  and  glory,  and  His  people's  good." 


From  Br,  P.  W.  Klikghardt. 
"  Dear  Brother,  "  Elim,  March  19^,  1857. 

<'  YOUK  last  kind  letter  rejoiced  me  and  the  whole  Mission-family 
at  £non,  in  several  ways.  First  and  foremost,  allow  me  to  give  yoa 
our  warmest  thanks  for  your  strenuous  exertions  to  fulfil  our  request 
for  a  steam-engine.  We  scarcely  know  how  to  express  our  gratitude 
to  jou  and  the  kind  donors,  suitabij.  One  thing  we  can  and  will 
do, — and  that  is,  supplicate  for  you  and  them  abundant  blessings  from 
the  Giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift  This  valuable  jiresent  will, 
I  am  sure,  be  of  great  benefit  to  Enon.  We  trust  wisdom  and  skill 
will  be  bestowed  upon  us  for  its  erection  and  future  mcmagement 
Not  only  we,  but  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  plaoe,  are  rejoiced ;  and  this 
feeling  will  be  greater,  when  we  begin  practically  to  enjoy  the  benefit  of 
the  engine.  You  will  perhaps  be  surprised  that  this  letter  should  be 
date<}  at  Elim  and  not  at  Enon.  The  reason  of  this  is,  that  I  had  to 
accompany  the  children,  who  are  to  proceed  to  Europe  with  Br.  and 
Sr.  Nauhaus,  to  GrenluiendaL  The  journey  was  pleasantly  performed 
in  twenty-five  days.  Besides  the  eight  Missionary  children,  we  had 
with  us  four  ELafiir  and  Fingoo  boys,  who  were  proceeding  to  the 
Training-school  at  GenlidendaL  Our  company  consisted  of  seventeen 
persons.  I  much  enjoyed  the  visit  at  GenddendaL  We  are  now- 
spending  a  fortnight  at  Elim.  It  is  a  pleasant  spot.  Sr.  Mailer  is 
so  &r  recovered  from  her  severe  rheumatic  attack,  as  to  be  able  to  go 
with  difficulty,  and  with  the  help  of  crutches,  from  one  room  to 
another.     Br.  Elschischangk  is,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  still  very  unwelL 

'*  We  shall  remain  here  over  Easter.  Thi*ee  young  men,  destined 
fat  Ike  ithool  gory  ice,  will  accompany  u& 

**  We  can  give,  on  the  whole,  a  good  report  of  our  oongregatifHia. 
We  have  the  pleasure  to  observe  that  the  word  is  not  preached  in 
vain.  This  gives  us  course  to  go  on  with  oar  labour  cheerfully. 
As  regards  our  temporal  circumstanceB,  we  have  to  rejoice  at  fruitfld 
seasons.  During  our  absence,  our  place  at  Enon  is  occupied  by  Br. 
and  Sr<  Bichter.  They  have  been  there  for  tlie  Vp^  ten  m<mths, 
during  which  time  th^  have  experienced  heavy  trials.  An  in&nt^ 
which  was  bom  to  them  there,  died  when  four  months  old.** 


From  Br.  H.  Habtmaiin. 

*'  Dbab  Brother,  ""  Goshen,  April  22nd,  1857. 

"  THE  danger  of  a  Kaffir  war  was  indeed  imminent.     But  my  wife 

and  myself  had  firmly  resolved  not  to  leave  this  place,  until  we  had 

ocular  proof  of  such  a  state  of  things.     We  still  feel  the  evil  conse- 
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quences  reeulting  from  one  former,  as  it  proved,  unnecessary  fiiglit. 
Now,  it  appears,  that,  by  the  Lord's  mercy,  the  danger  is  past,  and 
there  is  perhaps  less  reason  to  apprehend  war  now  than  ever.  The 
poor  Kaffirs,  with  the  exception  of  the  Tambookiee^  and  one  or  two 
other  tribes,  have  inflicted  on  themselves  a  more  severe  injury  than 
even  a  war  would  have  caused  them.  Having  slaughtered  all  their  cattle, 
sparing  only  the  horses  and  dogs,  and  the  day  appointed  for  the  resurrec- 
tion having  passed  without  the  occurrence  of  anything  extraordinary, 
all  they  can  now  do  is  to  go  in  crowds  into  the  colony  and  seek  work. 
I  need  hardly  mention  that  thefbs  are  very  common.  However,  the 
Governor  adopts  energetic  measures,  and  those  robbers  who  are  taken, 
are  tranqx>rted  for  ^ye  or  seven  Tear&  Almost  every  day,  numbers, 
especially  of  women,  come  to  Goshen,  to  beg  or  look  for  work.  Several 
families  have  asked  permission  to  come  to  live  here,  and  have  been 
admitted  on  trial.  We  sincerely  pity  these  poor  starving  people, 
especially  those  who  have  been  driven  from  their  homes  by  their 
oountiymen,  because  they  resisted  the  general  superstition,  cultivating 
their  land  and  declining  to  slaughter  their  cattle.  When  these  wild 
Kaffirs  come  hither,  I  have  much  pleasure  in  addressing  them  in  their 
own  language,  and  observing  whether  they  understand  me,:^whioh 
is  frequently  the  case.  We  have  been  favoured  with  such  an  abundant 
harvest  of  millet,  that  we  are  enabled  to  assist  them  with  a  little  food, 
for  which,  however,  we  require  that  they  should  do  some  work.  I 
may  mention,  in  speaking  of  the  harvest,  that  in  the  spring  I  sgwed 
half  a  muid  of  com,  and,  in  spite  of  droughty  succeeded  by  hailstorms, 
have  obtained  ten  muids  in  return.  We  are  now  using  bread  made 
from  com  of  our  own  growing.  We  can  report  favourably,  with  but 
few  exceptions,  respecting  the  course  of  our  congregation.  The 
atttendance  at  church  and  school  is  good.  The  teacher  is  faithful  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties.** 


From  Br,  J.  F.  Wedemaw. 

"  Deab  Brother,  Robben  Island,  Feb.  ISth,  1857. 

«  HAVING  to  send  a  package  of  letters  and  diaries  to  Europe,  I 
embrace  the  opportunity  of  informing  you  as  to  our  wel&re,  and  the 
present  state  of  matters  here. 

"  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  my  wife  and  myself  were  rather 
sickly,  both  having  to  suffer  from  sore  eyes.  I  also  experienced  an 
attack  of  bilious  fever.  I  am  thankful  to  say  that  we  are  now  better. 
•  "  As  regadk  the  hospital,  we  are  still  in  a  state  of  uncertainty, 
whether  it  will  be  maintained  here,  or  be  removed  to  the  mainland. 
The  island  has  many  advantages  for  the  patients,  it  is  not  so  hot  as  on 
the  mainland,  as  there  is  generally  a  refreshing  breeze ;  the  drunkards 
are  unable  trp  procure  spirituous  liquors ;  and  the  less  violent  insane 
patients  need  not  to  be  so  closely  confined.  The  lepers  are  decreasing 
in  number.  Last  year  there  were  eleven  deaths,  and  only  two  or 
three  new  arrivals.  The  entire  number  is  now  forty-six,  whereas, 
about  five  years  ago  it  was  sixty-six.  There  are  many  lepers  in  town, 
and  in  the  country;  but,  as  there  is  no  legal  compulsion,  they  do  not 
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come  here.  Tbey  acknowledge  that  thej*  are  much  better  off,  under 
the  care  of  the  Government;  but  they  are  averse  to  the  strict  regu- 
lations of  the  hospital,  and  especially  to  the  confinement  of  the  island. 
The  result  is,  that  none  come  here,  but  such  as  have  no  relations  to 
take  care  of  them^  and  these  are  usually  in  such  a  state  that  they  soon 
die. 

**  The  number  of  patients  in  general  has  not  decreased,  but  ra- 
ther the  contrary.  This  is  especiaUy  the  case  with  the  class  of  Euro- 
peans, which  is  now  much  larger  than  formerly.  Hence  our  labours 
have  rather  increased  than  otherwise.  We  have  daily  need  to  appear 
before  the  throne  of  gi'ace,  and  implore  that  we  may  have  the  wisdom 
of  the  serpent,  and  the  harmlessness  of  the  dove.  Among  the  Euro- 
peans here  are  many  who  are  and  remain  careless  regarding  the  sal- 
vation of  their  souls.  Some  of  them  do  not  refuse  to  be  admonished, 
and  are  willing  to  receive  tracts.  But  their  hearts  remain  unaffected ; 
and  as  soon  as  opportxmity  offers,  and  the  state  of  their  health  permits, 
they  return  to  their  old  sins.  It  is  sometimes  the  case  that  one  or 
another  refuses  to  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  to  make  use  of  the 
means  of  grace.'  In  such  instances,  all  that  we  can  do  is  to  pray  that 
the  Lord  would  affect  their  hard  hearts,  that  they  may  feel  their  lost 
condition, 

**  We  sometimes,  however,  have  the  pleasure  to  see  poor  wretched 
sinnera  truly  repent,  through  the  grace  of  God,  and  plucked  as  brands 
out  of  the  fire. 

"We  continue  to  live  in  Christian  fellowship  and  communion 
with  Dr.  Minto  and  his  family.  They  take  a  deep  interest  in  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  the  patienta 

"  Perhaps  you  may  remember  that  I  petitioned  in  a  letter  last 
year  for  some  old  hymn-books.  I  would  now  beg  leave  to  repeat,  that 
I  should  be  very  glad  if  I  could  get  some,  as  they  are  much  wanted." 


Extracts  froni  the  Diary  of  the  Hospital  at  Robbkn  Island, 
for  1856. 

JANUARY  l«^.-^We  entered  upon  the  New  Year  with  the  earnest 
prayer  that  the  Lord  would  bestow  His  blessing  upon  us  and  those 
committed  to  our  charge  in  this  new  period  of  time.  The  English 
and  Dutch  services  held  on  this  day  were  well  attended. 

On  this  day,  died  one  of  the  patients,  an  Englishman,  advanced 
in  years.  There  is  reason  to  fear  that  he  was  in  a  very  hardened 
state,  as  he  had  always  refused  to  come  to  church,  and  obstinately  re- 
sisted every  effort  to  direct  him  to  the  Saviour  of  sinners.  His  last 
moments  were  very  painful.  Oh  that  this  event  might  make  a  salu- 
tary impression  on  those  who  are  careless  regarding  their  souls*  salva- 
tion ! 

\2th. — Another  English  patient  died,  upwards  of  eighty  years 
old.  He  had  often  expressed  himself  thus  :  "  I  am  a  very  great  sin- 
ner, and  have  deserved  nothing  but  God's  just  wrath.  But  I  depend 
entirely  and  alone  on  my  Saviour's  merits."  As  he  was  very  deaf,  it 
was  ditiBcult  to  converse  with  him;  yet,  from  his  declarations^  we  were 
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enabled  to  entertaiu  tho  hqpe  ihat  he  had  sought  aud  found  grace  and 
the  forgivenesB  of  his  sins.  As  long  as  he  was  able,  he  was  r^^olar 
in  attendance  at  chnrch ;  and  when  he  was  confined  to  his  bed,  he  was 
always  thankful  to  have  the  Scriptores  read  to  him.  Bel<N:e  he  died, 
he  expressed  his  thankfolness  that  he  had  not  been  called  away  in  his 
sins,  but  had  had  time  for  repentance. 

22n(L—Oii  this  day,  one  of  our  baptised  members  departed  this 
life.  He  suffered  under  chronic  disease,  but  not  leprosy.  As  long  as 
his  strength  permitted,  he  devoted  himself  voluntarily  to  the  service 
of  tlie  Lazarus-patientS)  especially  of  those  who,  on  aooount  of  the  loss 
of  their  hands,  were  moat  helpless.  Some  time  ago,  a  paralytic  seizure 
deprived  him  of  the  use  of  his  limbs  and  affected  his  q)eedi.  After 
this,  his  sufferings  wera  at  times  very  great>  and  he  occasionally  mani- 
fested a  spirit  of  impatience.  When  he  was  reminded,  however,  of 
the  sufferings  willingly  endured  by  our  gracious  Lord  for  us  SLuners, 
he  always  expressed  his  thankfulness.  It  was  ofben  painful  to  observe 
'his  unsuccessful  efforts  to  speak  so  as  to  be  understood ;  still  the  joy- 
ful expression  of  his  countenance  testified  of  a  haj^iness  he  was  un- 
able to  express  in  words. 

February  Stlk — A  female  leper  belonging  to  our  little  congrega- 
tion departed  this  life.  She  had  been  baptized  in  childhood  at  Bethds- 
dorp^  a  station  of  the  £x>ndon  Missionfuy  Society.  At  the  commence- 
ment of  her  residence  here,  she  lived  in  a  sinful  connection  with  a 
man  who  was  afflicted  wit^  the  same  disease.  Tor  some  time,  our 
warnings  and  exhortations  on  this  sul^ect  were  in  vain.  At  length, 
however,  the  Holy  Spirit  convinced  her  of  her  sinfulness  and  danger, 
and  enabled  her  not  only  to  break  off  her  sinful  connection,  but  also 
to  resolve  to  live  to  the  Lord,  ^e  was  now  desirous  to  learn  to  read, 
and  therefore  attended  a  school  kept  by  Sr.  Wedeman  for  the  female 
patients.  In  a  short  time,  she  was  able  to  read  the  New  Testaments 
In  1854,  she  became  a  member  of  our  congregation.  She  was  of  a 
retiring  disposition,  and  was  not  in  the  habit  of  expressing  hen^lf 
very  freely  regarding  spiritual  matters.  But  her  walk  and  conversa- 
tion manifested  that  she  had  obtained  pardoning  grace. 

About  this  time,  several  of  the  patients,  and  among  them,  as  we 
were  sorry  to  £md,  several  belonging  to  our  congregation,  became  dis- 
satisfied, because  the  institution  had  not  been  removed  to  the  main- 
land, and  requested  to  be  dismissed.  As  the  superintendent  does  not 
wish  to  have  discontented  persons  here,  and  indeed  has  no  ]^;al  power 
to  retain  those  who  wish  to  leave,  he  allowed  these  parties  to  ga  As 
not  one  of  them  was  in  such  a  state  as  to  be  able  to  earn  a  livelihood, 
and  several  were  absolutely  cripples,  we  did  all  in  our  power  to  dis- 
suade them  from  their  project,  but  in  vain.  On  the  19th,  a  female 
patient,  who  left  the  island  some  months  ago,  in  opposition  to  our  ear- 
nest remonstrances,  returned  in  a  most  wretched  state;  she  had  pre- 
viously been  a  slave  to  intemperance,  and  on  her  return  to  Cape-town, 
resumed  her  old  habits  of  debauchery.  At  length,  she  was  found  by 
the  police  lying  on  the  high  road,  almost  in  a  dying  state,  and,  when 
she  had  recovered  a  little,  was  sent  back  to  this  place.  When  I  con- 
versed with  her,  and  pointed  out  the  danger  in  which  she  was,  she 
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exclaimed,  "Yes,  I  am  a  wretched  being.  I  have  lived  in  sin  of 
every  kind,  except  murder,  and  I  should  probably  have  committed 
murder,  if  I  had  had  an  opportunity.**  This  self-condemning  lan- 
guage she  always  made  use  of  when  I  spoke  with  her,  but,  alas,  with 
no  appearance  of  real  penitence.  On  the  27th  of  this  months  I  was 
requested  to  visit  her,  and  found  her  near  her  end.  As  she  wis  still 
sensible,  I  read  and  prayed  with  her,  imploring  her  to  consider  her 
lost  condition,  and  to  look  to  Jesus  for  pardon  through  His  blood. 
But  all  was  in  vain,  and  I  was  obliged  to  leave  her  with  a  heavy 
heart.     She  expired  shortly  afterwards. 

About  this  time^  we  conversed  individually  with  those  persons 
under  our  care,  who  are  not  communicants.  The  greater  number  of 
these  belong  to  the  class  of  chronic  patients.  Many  among  them 
manifest  a  desire  to  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  althou^  it  is  difficult 
to  make  them  understand  those  things  which  are  necessary  for  salva- 
tion, there  are  several  whose  spiritual  condition  is  such  as  to  give  us 
pleasure.  On  the  present  occasion,  a  candidate  for  baptism,  formerly 
a  Mahomedan,  said,  ''  My  Saviour  suffered  very  much  for  me.  He 
died  for  me,  and  shed  His  precious  blood  to  save  me  from  destruction. 
I  rejoice  to  think  I  shall  once  go  to  be  with  Him.  This  is  a  poor 
world,  where  there  is  nothing  but  suffering  and  misery.  In  heaven 
it  will  be  better.*'  Another  said,  "  I  often  feel  much  uneasiness  re- 
garding my  sins.  Then  I  beg  the  Lord  for  grace  and  pardon.  I 
cannot  atone  for  my  sins,  but  I  trust  in  my  Saviour.  He  atoned  for 
all  I  have  done,  by  His  sufferings  and  death."  One  of  the  new 
people  said,  "  I  am  often  sad  at  heart,  on  account  of  my  sins.  I 
am  glad  that  I  am  here,  where  I  can  hear  the  gospel,  for  that  always 
comforts  me.** 

28th, — To-day  departed  0.  T.,  one  of  our  baptized.  When 
he  first  came  hither,  he  was  unusually  ignorant  and  stupid* 
Though  he  was  very  infirm,  being  obliged,  in  consequence  of  an  in- 
jury in  the  loins,  to  creep  on  his  hands  and  knees^  he  came  r^^ulariy 
to  church.  I  often  thought,  when  I  perceived  tiiai  he  oonld  not  un- 
derstand the  simplest  tilings  I  said,  that  it  was  usekss  to  attempt  to 
do  any  thing  with  this  man.  But  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  put  my  un^ 
belief  to  shame.  Thk  poor  iiian*«  nnderstanding  was  gradually  en- 
lightened, and  I  nev^r  peroeiv«d  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  so 
plainly  in  any  heathen  as  in  him.  Before  he  had  experienced  the 
grace  of  €k>d,  he  was  unable  to  speak  a  word  about  Ood  and  divine 
,  things.  But  afterwards,  his  tongue  was  loosed,  and  he  thanked  and 
praised  His  Saviour  for  the  wonders  of  His  grace.  He  frequently 
expressed  his  firm  confidence  in  his  Saviour*s  grace,  with  a  peculiar 
emphasis;  and  on  such  occasions  his  coimtenance  brightened  up  with 
the  expression  of  the  peace  and  joy  which  filled  his  heart.  I  saw 
him  two  days  before  his  end,  on  which  occasion  he  expressed  his  be- 
lieving confidence  in  his  Saviour's  mesits. 

March  17 th, — One  of  our  patients  departed  this  life  in  peace, 
having  learned  to  know  himself  as  a  sinner,  and  the  Lord  Jesus  as  his 
Saviour. 

20^4. — Two    of  tiie   lepers,  who    left   the  island   scone   time 
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a^o,  nitiinied  in  a  starving  oondituou.  Tkej  a]>peared  to  be  oanviiiced 
of  their  folly,  and  expressed  their  soi-row  that  they  had  not  followed 
my  advice — to  be  content,  and  resigned  to  the  Lord's  wilL 

The  Passion-week  and  festival  of  Easter  were  seasons  of  blessinf^ 
all  the  meetings  being  well  attended. 

April  Ath, — On  this  day,  the  Lazarus  patient^  0.  B.,  hap])ily  de- 
parted this  life  after  long  continued  suffering.  Some  years  ago,  she 
was  so  ill  that  her  death  was  expected,  and  she  was  then  baptized  at 
her  special  request.  However,  it  pleased  the  Tjord  to  raise  her  up 
once  more,  and  from  that  time,  it  was  evidently  her  earnest  desire  to 
prepare  for  eternity.  She  could  speak  English,  Dutch,  and  Kaffir, — 
the  latter  with  great  fluency,  and  hence  was  able  to  act  as  interpreter 
for  some  Kaffir  patients,  who  could  speak  no  language  but  their  own. 
During  the  last  four  months  of  her  life,  she  was  entirely  confined  to 
her  bed,  and  suffered  very  severely  from  difficulty  of  breathing.  Dur- 
ing the  last  few  days,  she^  was  hardly  able  to  speak  above  a  whisper. 
Yet  she  manifested  the  utmost  patience,  and  her  expressions  testified 
of  her  Arm  faith  in  her  Redeemer.  She  several  times  said,  *'  I  have 
no  one  to  depend  on,  but  my  Saviour.  He  is  the  rock  on  which  I 
build.  I  heartily  desire  to  go  and  be  with  Him.**  On  the  day  of  her 
death,  she  said,  ^'  I  desire  to  be  with  my  Saviour,  and  trust  that  He 
will  receive  me  in  meixsy." 

15th. — An  aged  Englishwoman,  who  had  long  suffered  from 
epilepsy,  depai-ted  this  life.  She  always  expressed  herself  as  a  i>oor 
sinner,  who  trusted  in  her  Saviour  for  pardon.  A  favourite  quotar 
tlon  of  hers  was  the  two  lines  of  the  hymn.  No.  2i  3.  6. 

"  Noue  but  Jesus 
Can  do  helpless  sinuerB  good." 

Ju^y  lith, — This  day  being  appointed  by  the  Governor  as  a  day 
of  thanksgiving,  on  account  of  the  conclusion  of  peace,  we  held  services 
in  Dutch  and  English,  which  were  well  attended. 

At  the  individual  speaking,  which  took  place  about  this  time, 
we  were  glad  to  perceive  traces  of  a  more  contented  spirit  among  the 
patients. 

August  I8lh, — We  had  a  pleasant  visit  from  two  Missionaries, 
one  belonging  to  the  Wesleyan,  and  the  other  to  the  Londoa  Mission- 
ary Society.  On  the  20th,  the  former  preached  a  very  edifying 
sermon  on  Ps.  5L  IL  In  the  evening  of  the  same  day  we  all  met  at 
Dr.  Minto*s,  and  spent  it  very  pleasantly  together.  Such  visits 
from  children  of  God  are  very  gratifying  and  cheering  to  us  in  our 
solitary  position. 

2Slh, — The  ground  near  our  house  having  been  rendered  slippery 
by  rain,  I  had  the  misfortune  to  fall  and  sprain  my  hand  severely. 

SlsL — I  had  to  preach  and  perform  the  other  Sunday-duties,  with 
my  hand  in  a  sling.  I  suffered  a  great  deal  of  pain,  but  the  Lord 
graciously  assiited  me, 

September  25th, — A  negro-sister  was  confirmed.      She  is  quite 

'  dumb,  having  lost  the  power  of  speech,  as  well  as  the  use  of  one  arm, 

in  consequence  of  a  paralytic  stroke.  Yet  the  Lord  has  graciously  pre- 
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served  to  her  the  ability  to  hear,  so  that  she  baa  the  full  enjoyment  oi 
the  word  of  God  in  the  meetings.  This  ia  a  valuable  source  of  comfort 
to  her.  Her  very  appearance  testifies  that  she  lives  in  child -like  com- 
munion with  •ur  Saviour.  During  the  instruction  previous  to  her 
confirmation,  she  could  only  express  herself  by  signs ;  but  her  frequent 
tears  testified  the  deep  emotion  of  her  heart. 

An  aged  negro  man,  who  is  quite  blind,  expressed  himself  at  the 
speaking  before  the  Holy  Comm\mion,  as  follows  :  '*  It  is  my  constant 
prayer  to  our  Saviour,  that  He  would  daily  more  and  more  cleanse 
my  heart  from  all  which  is  displeasing  to  Him  ;  for  it  is  my  desire  US 
be  quite  united  to  Him."  This  man  is  a  true  child  of  God.  His 
simplicity  and  cheerfulness,  although  he  is  stone-blind,  are  truly  edify- 
ing. He  is  often  to  be  found  conversing  with  some  of  his  fellow- 
sufferers  on  spiritual  subjects,  on  which  occasions  he  is  usually  the 
chief  speaker.  He  also  endeavours  to  make  those  who  are  unable  to 
attend  church,  acquainted  with  their  Saviour.  At  the  same  time  he 
continues  humble  and  thinks  meanly  of  himself. 

October  23rc?. — The  aged  communicant  brother  L.  A  departed 
this  life.  He  suffered  from  chronic  disease  and  came  to  this  place 
with  his  wife  from  Graaf-Keynet  some  years  ago.  He  was  a  Malabar 
by  birth.  From  the  commencement  of  his  residence  here,  he  attended 
the  church  very  faithfully,  and  it  was  evident  that  he  earnestly 
desired  his  soul's  salvation.  He  appeared  to  live  in  close  communion 
with  our  Saviour,  and  was  in  the  habit  of  resorting  to  solitary  places 
to  hold  converse  with  Him  in  prayer.  More  than  once  I  have 
observed  him  on  his  knees  thus  engaged,  when  taking  a  walk  in  the 
evening. 

November  15tk. — Owing  to  the  unusually  violent  south-westerly 
wind,  a  large  American  vessel  was  driven  ashore  on  our  island.  The 
crew  escaped  to  land;  but  one  of  the  sailors  was  so  injured,  by 
the  falling  upon  him  of  a  portion  of  the  rigging,  that  he  died 
shortly  after. 

22nd.— A  Presbyterian  minister  from  Cape-town  paid  us  a  visit, 
and  preached  for  me  in  English. 

30^ — ^A  Lazarus-patient  was  publicly  baptized.  This  man, 
who  has  been  severjil  years  here,  was  formerly  given  to  drinking, 
but  now  manifests  deep  penitence.  Since  he  arrived  here,  he  has 
learned  to  read,  and  is  now  able  nut  only  to  read  the  New  Testament 
for  himself,  but  makes  himself  useful  by  reading  aloud  to  others. 

December  22nd, — A  large  Dutch  East  Indiaman  was  wrecked  on 
the  south-shore  of  the  island.  The  crew  were  saved,  but  the  ship 
went  to  pieces  in  a  few  hours. 

The  meetings  at  Christmas  were  well  attended,  and,  we  trust,  were 
accompanied  by  the  Lord's  blessing. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  we  assembled  to  implore  pardon  of  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  for  our  many  sins  and  short-comings,  and  to  thank 
Him  for  His  unnumbered  mercies.  On  this  occasion  our  little  church 
was  quite  full.

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WEST  INDIES. 


THE  following  reports  from  several  of  the  Islands,  ooostitiiting  our 
field  of  Missionary  labour  in  this  part  of  the  world,  thongh  con- 
taining no  statements  of  unusual  importance,  will,  we  trust, 
prove  interesting  to  our  readers,  as  indicating  the  activity  displayed 
by  our  Brethren  in  the  work  entrusted  to  them,  and  as  proving,  at 
the  same  time,  that  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  is  not  wanting. 

The  letters  of  1^.  Heath  contain  a  variety  of  information 
respecting  the  work  in  the  extensive  Island  of  Jamaica  generally; 
while  the  statements  given  by  Br.  Blessing,  r^;arding  the  condition  of 
the  congr^ation  and  schools  at  New  Eden,  afford  an  interesting  view  of 
the  bright  and  shadowy  portions  of  Missionary  experience.  The 
report  of  the  country-schools  in  connection  with  the  latter  station, 
will  doubtless  tend  to  encourage  the  generous  friends  and  supporters 
of  these  useful  institutions. 

The  instances  of  the  effects  of  Divine  grace,  mentioned  by  Br. 
Muraford,  of  St.  Kittb,  give  cheering  proof  of  the  power  of  the 
blessed  Gkwpel,  and  of  the  fidthfulness  of  the  Holy  Spirit 

The  particulars  given  by  Br.  Edghill,  of  Barbadoes,  respecting 
the  good  effects  resulting  from  the  recently  established  schools  for 
orphans  and  destitute  children,  cannot  fail  to  interest  the  Christian 
philanthropist,  and  are  well  calculated  to  call  forth  increased  assistance 
for  this  self-denying  work  of  £uth  and  labour  of  love.  That  our 
Brethren  in  the  Danish  Islands  have  been  enabled  to  supplement 
the  effortb  of  the  Danish  Colonial  Government,  on  behalf  of  education 
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is  an  encouraging  circumstance.  We  hope  and  pray  this  new  instru- 
mentality for  caring  for  the  lambs  of  the  flock  may  be  abundantly 
blessed  by  the  Chief  Shepherd. 

The  prayerful  interest  on  behalf  of  the  Oeneral  Synod  of  the 
Brethren's  Churchy  so  generally  expressed  by  our  dear  fellow-labourers, 
and,  as  appears  from  the  interesting  statements  of  Br.  Clemens,  of 
Sharon,  in  Barbadoes, — ^in  some  eases  at  least,  intelligently  shared  by 
their  flocks, — Pleads  us  to  cherish  the  hope,  in  which,  we  doubt  not, 
the  readers  of  the  Periodical  Accounts  will  participate,  that  He,  who 
is  Head  over  all  things  to  His  Church,  will  bless  the  decisions  of  this 
assembly  to  the  good  of  His  cause  on  earth,  and  the  glory  of  Hi« 
blessed  name. 


JAMAICA. 
From  £r.  Q.  Heath. 
"  Dear  Brother,  Beaufort,  April  6thy  1857. 

**  IT  is  time  that  I  should  again  furnish  you  with  some  information 
regarding  our  work  here.  BUltherto,  you  have  had  so  able  and  ready 
a  correspondent  in  Br.  Buchner,  that  it  has  seemed  hardly  necessary 
to  add  anything  to  the  information  which  he  continually  afforded  you. 

"  Before  Br.  and  9r.  Buchner  left  Faii-field,  there  was  much 
anxiety  on  account  of  Sr.  Hennig^s  severe  illness.  By  the  latest 
accounts  she  is  a  little  better,  and  we  hope  she  will  recover  strength, 
and  be  restored,  by  our  gracious  Lord,  to  His  blessed  service  here.  It 
is  distressing  that  our  principal  Station  should,  at  this  time,  be  so 
situated.  Still,  the  best  arrangement  has  been  made  which  the 
circumstances  admit  of.  The  Training-school  is  well-attended  to  by 
the  Bm.  and  Srs.  Sondermann  and  Ward ;  and  Br.  Hennig,  who  is 
much  supported  by  the  Lord  under  his  trials,  has  charge  of  the 
coDgregation.  It  is  providential  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfeifler  are  here  at 
this  juncture,  and  that  they  are  able  and  willing  to  take  the 
temporary  charge  of  the  New-Hope  congregation.  They  lately  paid 
us  a  visit,  when  their  old  flock  and  friends  were  highly  pleased  to  see 
them.  A  large  congregation  listened  to  Br.  Pfeiffer's  energetic  appeals 
in  a  sermon  which  he  delivered  in  our  chapel,  and  afterwards  thronged 
round  him  to  shake  hands.  At  our  Missionary-meeting  we  were 
also  much  interested  by  his  report  of  the  work  on  the  Mosquito  Coast. 

"  Br.  Kiergaard  is  now  at  Bethabara,  where  Br.  Seiler,  under  his 
increased  duties,  is  very  glad  of  his  help.  The  course  of  this  congre- 
gation and  its  four  schools,  during  the  past  year,  was,  on  the  whole, 
such  as  to  aflbrd  us  hope  and  encouragement,  while  the  sad  conduct 
•of  some  of  our  members  caused  us  sorrow.  In  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  it  cheered  us  to  find  a  number  of  our  yoimg  people,  of  both  sexes, 
desirous  of  more  complete  church-union.  Some  married  couples  also, 
who  had  recently  joined  us,  wished  for  fuller  fellowship;  while  some 
of  the  old  members,  who  had  fallen  away,  sought  for  re-admission. 
We  had  therefore  large  classes  under  special  instruction.  In  the 
coui-so  of  the  year   1856,   we   received   46  into  the  con^'ogation, 
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admitted  13  to  tlie  Holy  Communion,  and  re-admitted  7.  The 
Sunday  and  week-day  services,  both  in  the  church  and  at  the  out- 
stations,  were  well  attended;  and  the  pecuniary  contributions  of  otir 
people,  for  various  objects,  were  higher  thaii  in  the  previous  year.  In 
addition  to  this,  the  people  have  given  us  proofe  of  their  good- will,  in 
the  shape  of  occasional  presents  of  sugar,  yams,  &c. 

"  Our  schools,  namely,  *  Kilbum-House,* '  Belfast,'  '  Birkenhead,' 
and  '  Beaufort,*  have  gone  on  in  uninterrupted  activity,  and  with 
undiminished  numbers.  I  ought,  however,  to  make  some  exception  in 
reference  to  the  station-school  '  Beaufort,'  the  number  of  children 
attending  which  has  been  reduced  in  consequence  of  a  school  opened 
in  the  neighboured  by  other  parties,  and  of  the  fact  that  our  school  at 
Ashton,  about  five  miles  distant,  has  taken  off  some  of  the  children 
who  formerly  came  here  from  that  district.  At  present,  thei«  are 
about  70  chHdren  attending  '  Beaufort'  school. 

*'  This  is  the  bright  side  of  the  state  of  af&drs.  But  we  have  also 
had  many  and  extraordinary  causes  of  sorrow.  Some  of  our  young 
people  gave  way  to  fleshly  lusts  ;  and  some  of  the  older  members  had 
to  be  subjected  to  discipline  for  quairelling^  fighting,  and  going  to  law, 
in  spite  of  all  our  efforts  at  pacification.  But  our  chief  distress  hns 
arisen  from  the  conduct  of  one  of  our  teachers,  who  has  not  only  been 
guilty  of  a  breach  of  the  seventh  commandment,  but  has  also  behaved 
with  much  systematic  duplicity.  He  was  previously  looked  upon  as 
one  of  our  best  teachers,  and  had  a  very  flourishing  school ;  and  as  we 
believed  in  the  reality  of  his  piety,  and  the  sincerity  of  his  expressed 
wish  to  serve  the  Lord,  we  did  all  in  our  power  to  fiirther  his  im- 
provement^ and  to  fit  him  for  extended  usefulness  in  the  Mission. 
From  this  promising  state  he  has  fallen, — and  that  not  by  the  pres- 
sure of  sudden  temptation,  but,  it  is  to  be  feared,  by  a  long  course  of 
secret  sin,  attended  by  much  deception.  Even  now,  I  cannot  regard 
his  professed  sorrow  as  sincere,  or  perceive  any  traces  of  that  broken- 
hearted contrition,  which  savours  of  true  godly  sorrow.  Our  daily 
prayer  for  these  poor  fallen  souls  is,  that  the  Good  Shepherd,  in  His 
great  mercy,  would  restore  them,  by  granting  to  them  repeutance 
unto  life. 

"  We  have  lately  received  a  parcel  of  rewards  for  the  school- 
children, and  some  garments  for  the  poor,  from  Miss  Dyer,  of  Bristol, 
and  a  parcel  of  rewards  for  *  Belfast '-school)  from  Miss  Lancaster, 
for  all  of  which  we  beg  to  express  our  sincere  thaukfulness.  In  the 
latter  parcel  was  a  volume  of  the  Tract  Society's  Notes  on  the 
Scriptures,  for  the  teacher.  Tliis  is  a  valuable  present,  for  which  he 
is  very  thankful  I  have  reason  to  hope,  that  this  young  mkn  is  a 
sincere  disciple  of  our  Lord,  and  earnestly  pray  that  he  may  be  kept 
from  billing. 

"  There  is  an  interesting  set  of  children,  mostly  brown,  at  *  Kil- 
bum- House '-school.  The  teacher,  our  old  Br.  Smith,  is,  at  present, 
in  rather  delicate  health,  but  still  able  to  go  on  with  his  schooL 
But  the  building,  in  which  he  keeps  it,  is  rapidly  going  to  decay. 
Besides  which,  we  are  exposed  to  inconvenience,  owing  to  the  circum- 
stance that  our  tenure  of  it  is  very  uncertain, — in  fact,  we  are  only 
perniitted  to  be  there  at  all,  in  consequence  of  a  clause  in  the  will 
of  the  late  possessor  of  the  place.      I  have  succeeded  in  obtaining 
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a  plot  of  land,  with  a  small  house  on  it,  snitablo  for  a  teacher's 
dwelling;  and  our  people  who  live  in  the  neighbourhood  have  pro* 
mised  wood  and  labour,  towards  the  erection  of  a  school-house. 
But  I  cannot  begin,  unless  I  obtain  a  small  grant  of  money  for 
the  purpose.  I  should  have  stated  that  the  locality  referred  to  is  well 
adapted  for  a  school  and  preaching-station.  If  it  is  not  too  much 
to  ask,  will  those  kind  friends,  who  support  the  school,  do  something 
to  assist  us  ?  We  should  feel  exceedingly  thankful  for  their  gene- 
rous aid. 

"  May  the  Lord  bless  you  and  all  our  dear  Brethren  at  the 
ooming  Synod.

^'We  desire  daily  to  visit  in  spirit  your  solemn  assembly  at 
Hermhut,  and  implore  blessings  from  the  Lord  on  all  our  dear  Breth- 
ren assembled  in  Synod.  May  our  Chief  Shepherd  and  Bishop  be 
very  sensibly  in  the  midst  of  you,  and  impart  to  you  all  the  spirit  of 
sound  wisdom,  with  faith,  love,  and  peace. 

"  Last  Friday,  we  held  a  meeting  of  our  Bible  Association  at 
Springfield.  Br.  Pfeiffer  came  from  New  Hope  to  attend  it;  but 
while  we  were  at  breakfast,  an  express  messenger  brought  the  news 
of  Sr.  Pfeiffer's  severe  illness,  and  he  hurried  home  before  the  meet- 
ing. I  have  since  heard  that  he  was  taken  ill  also,  but  that  both 
were  better  yesterday. 

"  I  inclose  some  reports  of  Scripture  readers." 


Extracts  from  Reports  of  Home  Missionary  Labours. 

October  17 th,  1856. — In  a  small  hut  I  foimd  an  old  woman  and  a 
little  child.  On  my  bidding  her  good  morning,  and  inquiring  after 
her  health,  she  said,  "  Me  live,  and  trust  to  my  Saviour."  I  con- 
versed with  her  upon  trusting  in  the  Lord,  and  asked  her  if  she  ever 
felt  disappointed,  after  making  known  her  requests  in  prayer  to  the 
Lord  ]     She  replied,  "  No.     Jesus  give  me  all  I  ask  Him  for." 

I  afterwards  called  upon  a  man  who  is  regarded  as  a  doctor  by 
some  people.  He  lives  in  a  very  dark  and  damp  hut.  I  said  to 
him,  "  Good  evening,  I  come  to  see  you."  Upon  this  he  asked  me  if 
I  liad  brought  him  anything.  I  inquired  what  he  meant,  and  he  re- 
plied, "  A  man  like  you  should  bring  something  for  me."  "  Yes," 
I  replied,  "  I  have  brought  something  very  good  for  you,  if  you 
would  like  it."  He  asked  what  it  was,  and  wished  to  see  it.  I  took 
a  New  ^Testament  out  of  my  |K>cket,  and  shewed  it  to  him.  After 
looking  at  it,  he  said,  "  This  is  Jesus  Christ's  book,  and  it  tells  us 
what  we  must  do."  I  replied,  "  Yes,  this  book  is  the  word  of  God, 
and  if  we  believe  what  it  says,  we  shall  do  well"  From  further  con- 
versation, I  gathered  that  he  at  least  knows  what  he  must  do  to  be  saved. 

3\8t, — I  called  on  an  old  woman,  and  inquired  how  she  was. 
She  replied,  "  Me  massa,  you  no  see  how  me  stand?  Me  foot  lame,  me 
can't  move  for  go  nowhere.  Me  look  to  me  Massa  a-top.  Me  Massa 
Jesus,  He  me  friend .  Nobody  come  look  for  me."  I  endeavoured 
to  comfort  her,  by  reading  and  explaining  to  her  sevei-al  portions  of 
God's  word,  for  which  she  expressed  her  thankfulness. 
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I  then  went  to  see  a  young  man  who  is  considered  one  of  the 
worst  characters  in  the  district.  I  met  him  on  the  way  to  his  pro- 
vision-ground, and  began  to  talk  with  him  on  his  neglect  of  the 

house  of  God.     After  a  short  silence  he  said,  "  Ah,  Mr. ,  the 

words  that  you  speak  are  very  true.  Many  a  time  when  I  consider 
how  I  live,  I  am  much  distressed.  Sometimes  I  cannot  sleep  at  night 
owing  to  uneasiness  of  mind."  I  asked  if  he  knew  the  cause  of  his 
trouble.  He  replied,  "Nothing  but  sin.**  At  this  point  we  were 
obliged  to  separate,  owing  to  heavy  rain  suddenly  coming  on. 

Nov,  28^ — I  called  at  a  settlement  where  the  people  were  busy 
grinding  cane  and  boiling  sugar.  I  endeavoured  to  speak  a  few  good 
words  to  tiie  company  generally,  and  to  a  very  old  man  who  was  among 
tiiem,  in  particular. 

Later  in  the  day  I  visited  K.  M.,  and  had  a  long  and  profitable 
conversation  with  hun.  He  was  once  a  member  of  our  congr^ation, 
and  keeps  at  a  distance.  I  endeavoured  to  shew  him  what  a  miser- 
able thing  it  is  to  live  in  this  world  so  as  to  have  no  h<^  for  the 
next.     He  promised  to  attend  church. 

Dec,  ^ik. — I  met  old  J.  M.  and  conversed  with  him  on  things 
pertaining  to  the  kingdom  of  CkxL  Happening  to  speak  about  love, 
I  asked  if  he  knew  what  it  was?  "Yes,"  he  replied,  "me  know. 
If  once  me  love  you  me  do  everything  for  please  you."  I  after- 
wards asked  him  if  he  thought  he  had  sinned.  He  replied,  "  Tee, 
me  have,  plenty,^  I  asked,  "  Do  you  know  who  loved  you  so  much 
as  to  die  for  your  sins?**  To  which  he  replied,  "Jesus  Christ,  me 
Massa,  Him  dead  for  me  sin."  After  some  fturther  conversation 
I  read  a  portion  of  the  3rd  chapter  of  John. 

I  afterwards  called  at  some  plfu^es  where  I  had  previously  left 
tracts.  One  young  man  returned  the  tract  he  had  received,  saying, 
"  I  never  read  any  book  that  shewed  me  so  many  faidts  in  myself." 

Feb,  IQth,  1857.— I  called  on  M.  S.  Bhe  said,  "  Me  more  than 
thankful  when  any  of  my  Christian  Brothers  and  Sisters  come  to  see 
me,  to  talk  with  me  about  my  Saviour.  Me  more  than  want  to  hear 
about  Him.  When  me  could  walk  to  church,  many  times  me  never 
esred  to  go;  now  me  want  to  go  and  ma  can't."  ^le  is  diaeaaed  in 
her  Ihnbfly  and  iraable  to  wa&L  I  reported  eoaie  puiii^i  ii  o£  Sonp- 
ture,  and  conversed  wi^  her  upon  theon. 

I  then  called  at  old  C.  F.'s  settlement.  I  found  his  wife  at 
home,  and  conversed  with  her  about  our  Saviour's  loving-kindness. 
She  diewed  me  her  garden-fence,  and  complained  of  the  neighbour's 
cattle- breaking  in.  I  tried  to  comfort  her,  by  telling  her  Siat  the 
Lords  eyes  are  always  upon  us,  and  that  He  promises  to  hel^  those 
who  are  oppressed  if  they  will  but  look  to  Him  for  help. 

Ma/rch  ^th, — I  called  on  an  old  woman,  who  said  to  me,  "  Me 
tink  you  give  me  up;  me  tink  nobody  come  to  see  me  again.  Me 
long  for  yerry  (hear)  God's  word."  I  read  the  5th  chapter  of  Mat- 
thew to  her  and  her  family.  The  old  woman  was  much  pleased  and 
interested^  especially  with  the  6th  verse. 

X^th, — Hearing  of  the  illness  of  C.  M.  I  hastened  to  her  house. 
She  lives  with  a  man  without  having  been  married.  I  spoke 
with  her  about  her  present  state,  and,  at  her  request,  read  and  ex- 
pounded a  portion  of  Scripture.      Many  persons  were  in  the  house. 
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After  I  had  read,  we  knelt  down  and  besoogfat  our  Saviotir's  com- 
passion on  her  and  the  whole  company,  most  of  whom  belonged  to 
no  church.  On  my  asking  her  how  she  would  meet  God  if  He  called 
her :  she  said  she  did  not  know.  I  tried  to  tell  her,  and,  at  leaving, 
promised  to  come  again  soon;  but  before  I  could  do  so  she  died. 
(The  Missionary  adds : — There  is  hope  that  this  young  woman  was 
truly  penitent.  She  was  often  present,  deeply  attentive,  and  weep- 
ing, at  the  meetings  occasionally  held  at  a  neighbouring  school-house. 
Her  banns  of  marriage  had  been  published,  but  sickness  prevented 
the  performance  of  the  ceremony.) 

In  another  house,  where  there  were  two  women  and  a  man,  I 
read  a  tract  upon  *'  The  worth  of  the  souL"  They  seemed  much 
affected  by  it.  At  the  desire  of  two  of  them,  I  gave  them  each, 
a  tract. 

Called  on  a  very  old  woman,  who  seemed  to  have  no  undei*stand- 
ing  of  spiritual  things.  She  appeared  to  become  speedily  tired  of  my 
oonversation,  and  said,  ^  Bain  will  come  soon,"  to  hasten  my  de- 
parture.    I  was,  at  length,  obliged  to  leave  her  as  I  had  found  her. 

April  17th, — I  called  at  the  house  of  H.,  a  member  of  the 
Church  of  ikigland,  and  told  him  my  errand.  I  also  informed  him 
that  I  had  some  nice  tracts.  He  requested  me  to  let  him  have  some 
for  himself  and  his  Mends;  which  I  did. 

June  I2th, — I  went  to  see  J.  F.,  a  blind  woman.  I  inquired 
how  she  was,  as  regards  bodily  health ;  and  she  told  me  that  she  was  the 
same  as  I  had  left  her  when  I  saw  her  last,  only  that  she  was  very  hungry. 
I  immediately  understood  what  she  meant,  and  that  she  wished  to  hear 
a  little  of  God's  word.  I,  therefore,  at  once  sat  down  and  read  to 
her ;  and  then^  according  to  her  desire,  we  knelt  down,  and  entreated 
the  blessing  of  our  gracious  Lord  and  Saviour  in  prayer.  When  we 
rose  from  our  knees,  she  took  me  by  the  hand  and  said,  ''  I  hope  that 
this  breakfast,  which  you  have  given  me  this  morning,  may  last  me  a 
long  time.*'  She  expressed  a  wish  that  the  neighbours  would  be  more 
concerned  about  the  state  of  their  souls,  and  asked  if  I  could  not  visit 
them  sometimes  on  Sundays,  as  I  should  then  find  many  ab  home, 
who,  though  well  able  to  do  so,  never  go  to  a  place  of  worship.  I 
was  nob  able  to  give  her  a  positive  answer. 

17^ — I  went  to  see  a  man,  who  belongs  to  no  denaaor 
nation  of  Christians,  and  attends  no  church.  I  firand  him  in  the 
garden,  which  surrounds  the  little  hut  in  whidi  he  liivs.  The 
garden  was  in  a  very  prospevow  atnte,  as  regarded  the  plants,  <fec. 
After  saluting  him,  and  entering  into  conversation  on  several  subjects, 
I  said, ''  Yoo  h«?e  a  very  nice-looking  garden ;  **  and  observed,  that  this 
was  an  evidence  that  the  Lord's  blessing  rested  on  his  labours : — to 
which  he  assented.  I  then  continued,  "  Suppose  I  should  come  here 
every  day,  and  you  gave  me  bi*eak&st  from  your  ground,  and  yet  I 
never  showed  any  token  of  thankfulness,  what  would  you  think  of 
me  1 "  He  replied,  "  I  should  think  very  hard."  I  then  endeavoured 
to  point  out  to  him  how  many  proofe  of  God's  goodness  he  enjoyed, 
and  yet  manifested  no  real  thankfulness.  His  answer  was,  '*  I  am 
too  wicked  to  thank  Qod ;  but  I  kneel  down  every  morning  and 
night,  and  say  my  prayers."  After  some  further  conversation,  he 
promised  to  think  of  what  I  had  said,  till  he  should  see  me  again. 
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I  next  visited  a  lame  woman,  who  by  her  words  and  behaviour 
manifested  great  pleasure  at  seeing  me.  After  kindly  offering  me  a 
seat,  she  exclaimed,  "  Thank  God  for  bringing  a  little  life  to  me  this 
morning.  Me  glad  for  see  you,  me  happy  for  see  you.  Me  Massa 
Jesus  pity  me  poor  sinner."  After  reading  to  her,  we  had  some  very 
sweet  conversation  together*

^  Dear  Brother,  "  New  Eden,  Mwy  5th,  1857. 

"  PERMIT  me  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  presents  we  received  for 
two  of  our  schools,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and,  on  the  whole, 
for  the  unabated  interest  taken  by  you  and  other  kind  friends  at 
home,  in  the  Mission- work  in  this  ii^and,  a  not  inconsiderable  share 
of  which,  as  experience  proves,  falls  to  the  lot  of  our  congregation 
and  schools  at  New  Eden. 

"  Allow  me  to  add  a  few  particulars  regarding  the  Lord's 
work  at  this  station.  For  several  years,  we  have  been  permitted, 
through  the  Lord's  sparing  mercy,  to  attend  to  the  various  duties 
of  this  congregation,  with  but  little  interruption  by  sickness.  Indeed, 
my  dear  partner  and  myself  may  say  from  the  heart,  that,  hitherto, 
the  Lord  has  helped  us,  and  has  assisted  His  poor,  weak  servants 
beyond  their  expectation  in  this  hot  and  trying  climate. 

"  Tljough  we  cannot  speak  of  general  awakenings,  or  powerfiil 
visitations  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  we  have  been  allowed  to  experience 
that  the  Word  of  God  is  quick  and  powerfiil,  and  sharper  than  any 
two-edged  sword,  to  the  careless  sinner, — and  that  the  word  of  the 
cross  binds  up  the  broken-hearted,  proclaims  liberty  to  the  captives, 
and  comforts  all  that  mourn.  Various  circumstances  occur,  which  are 
calculated  to  cheer  and  encourage  us.  Among  these,  I  may  specify 
the  church,  well  filled  every  Sunday,  except  in  very  bad  weather, 
and  when  long-continued  rains  have  made  the  roads  in  our  neighbour- 
hood almost  impassable.  It  is  true,  that  the  auditory  ^s  not  always 
as  attentive  aa  might  be  desired ;  yet  due  allowance  should  be  made. 
Notwithstanding  the  spaciousnesn  of  our  handsome  church,  the  heat 
frequently  becomes  very  oppressive,  especially  as  the  hearers  are  very 
closely  packed.  To  this  is  added  the  annoyance  of  swarms  of 
mosquitoes.  All  this  is  naturally  but  little  calculated  to  rouse  the 
powers  of  the  mind,  or  to  encourage  a  high  degree  of  fixed  at- 
tention. "We  are  therefore  carefiil  not  to  try  our  people's  strength 
by  very  long  meetings.  And,  after  all,  many  do  pay  attention  to  the 
word  preached.  They  love  it,  and  will  not  be  kept  away  firom  church 
by  long  distances,  or  bad  roads,  or  the  risk  of  being  drenched  with 
rain  on  their  way  home. 

"  Another  ground  of  etcouragement,  for  which  we  are  thankful, 
is  the  regularity  with  which  o\ir  people  attend  their  speakings,  every 
eight  weeks.  For  a  large  number  of  our  congregation  this  occupies 
the  greater  part  of  a  day,  on  account  of  the  distance  at  which  many 
live.     The  speaking  itself  does  not  occupy  much  time,  as  they  gene- 
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rally  hayei  lAii  lUtle  to  sa^  about  themselves^  and  nsciaily  take  very 
patiently  the  plain  remarks  made  to  them  regarding  those  &\ilt8 
-^which  still  cleave  to  them,  and  with  which  they  may  be  slow  to  part. 
Sometimes,  the  spe^dng  is  held  in  a  distant  distriofc,  for  the  sake  of 
those  who  live  thare. 

"  Another  pkaaing  circumstance,  is  the  fact  that  so  many  are 
ready  to  submit  to  our  Church-discipline,  which  to  those  who  shun 
the  application  o£  the  word  of  Gk)d  to  i^eir  daily  walk  and  conversa- 
tion, and  when  compared  with  the  procedure  of  some  denominations, 
appears  rigorous.  Of  course,  there  are  some  who  will  not  go  any 
other  way  than  i^eir  own  crooked  one.  But  we  may  ask,  what  it  is 
that  keeps  our  flock  together,  in  spifce  of  many  drawbacks.  There  is 
no  temporal  interest  concerned,  nor  is  any  hope  of  gain  held  out  to 
them.  In  my  opinion,  the  better-disposed  are  actuated  by  real  interest 
for  their  souls'  welfare,  while  the  more  careless  still  have  the  idea  that 
it  is  good  for  them  to  be  looked  after  and  occasionally  sharply  reproved. 
I  am  more  than  ever  convinced  of  this,  when  I  consider  the  bad 
influence  exerted  on  our  people  by  many  of  their  own  class  and  cokmr, 
with  whom  they  cannot  avoid  associating,  especially  on  the  estates, 
and  who  are,  alas  1  most  numerous  near  ike  station.  And  even  those 
who,  from  their  standing  and  education,  might  do  a  great  deal  of  good, 
by  merely  &vouring  education  and  religion,  shew  the  greatest  indif-* 
ference  to  the  Gospel,  and  even  enmity  to  the  Lord^s  followers. 
Another  hindrance  to  what  is  good  is  produced  by  the  rum-shops, 
which  exercise  a  most  pernicious  influence  on  our  population, 
encouraging  them  in  one  of  their  besetting  sins,  leading  to  vice  and 
ungodliness,  and  thus  rendering  their  victims  miserable.  At  Christ* 
mad,  and  in  August,  we  see  -whit  sad  havoc  these  places  make  among 
the  people  of  tiiis  country.  Under  these  circumstances,  it  is  matter 
of  thankfulness  to  the  Lord,  that»  through  His  blessing  on  the  regular 
means  of  grace,  so  numerous  a  congregation  is  maintained  here, — of 
whom  many  are  not  only  children  of  God,  but  witnesses  for  Him, 
telling  others,  and  even  their  employers,  that,  by  a  continuance  in  the 
ways  of  sin,  they  will  be  lost  for  ever.  What  would  be  the  state  of 
things  in  this  neighbourhood  if  there  was  no  church,  no  congr^ation, 
and  no  one  to  proclaim  the  name  of  the  Lord  and  to  invite  sinners  to 
the  gospel-feast  1  Our  young  people  and  candidates  give  us,  alas ! 
much  cause  for  grief  and  apprehension.  They  feel  themselves  firee, 
without  having  a  correct  idea  of  liberty.  But  little  gratitude  for  past 
mercies  is  apparent.  They  hardly  listen  to  l^e  accounts,  given  by 
the  older  people,  of  the  difficulties  and  trials  they  had  to  undergo  in 
former  times,  or,  at  best,  smile  at  them  as  idle  tdes.  There  are  cont- 
paratively  few  of  them  who  give  us  real  encouragement ;  and  yet^ 
the  young  people  afibrd  us  an  important  fleld  of  labour.  Much  is 
done  by  means  of  the  schools,  on  which  our  eyes  rest  with  hope ;  but 
much  also  remains  to  be  done. 

"  Through  the  liberality  of  our  friends  at  home,  we  have  been 
able  to  erect  school-houses  at  our  three  out-stations.  In  consequence 
of  enlarged  accommodation,  the  number  of  children  in  attendance  has 
increased.  These  buildings  likewise  serve  for  meeting-houses, — a,^ord- 
ing  thus  a  twofold  advantage. 
VOL.  xxn.  X 
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"  The  two  sets  of  pictares  sent  for  as  many  scliools  have  been 
thankfully  received  by  teachers  and  children.  The  Bible  illostrations 
prove  a  very  great  assistance  in  the  giving  of  Scriptural  lessons. 

**  The  representations  of  animals,  sent  out  for  '  Holborn '  school, 
are  also  very  suitable,  and,  while  opening  to  the  children  another 
branch  of  information,  serve  to  awaken  in  them  an  increased  desire 
for  knowledge.  A  map  or  two  of  the  world  and  some  of  its  greater 
divisions,  would  be  another  desirable  addition  to  our  school-apparatus. 

"  The  presents  for  '  KevillVCourt'  school  were  in  part  recently 
distributed.  The  knives,  combs,  thimbles,  bags,  books,  and  other- 
articles,  sent  by  the  kindness  of  our  friends,  were  highly  valued,  and 
produced  smiling  feuses.  Pockets,  or  other  receptacles  for  storing  these 
articles,  were  soon  found,  even  when  the  entire  wardrobe  only  con- 
sisted of  a  shirt  Knives  were  su8{>ended  by  a  string  round  the  neck, 
combs  were  stuck  in  the  hair,  whence  they  could  not  easily  fall,  and 
thimbles  speedily  found  their  proper  place  on  the  fingers  of  the  little 
girls.  Parents  and  children  were  full  of  joy  that  day.  We  also  felt 
cheered  and  encouraged;  and  we  doubt  not  that  the  kind  donors  would 
have  enjoyed  the  sight,  could  they  have  been  present.  One  good 
practical  result  has  already  been,  a  larger  and  more  regular  attendaiice. 

''' Holborn'  school  is  about  thirteen  miles  distant  from  the 
church,  yet  from  twelve  to  fifteen  of  the  bigger  children  come  to  New 
Eden  every  Simday  morning,  running,  that  they  may  be  in  their 
places  in  the  children's  meeting  at  9  o'dock. 

"  The  school  '  1851 '  is  well  attended,  and  gives  us  satisfaction. 
I  usually  find  from  thirty  to  thirty-five  children  there,  and  there  are 
Inore  on  the  list. 

*^  Let  us,  therefore,  beg  you  and  our  kind  friends  not  to  lose 
sight  of  our  schools.  They  are  most  needful  auxiliaries.  The  Lord 
will  reward  those  who  help  forward  His  work."

**  I  HEARTILY  sympathise  with  your  feelings  in  regard  to  the 
failure  of  the  Mission  in  Australia.  Can  it  be  that  God's  time  for 
that  benighted  race  has  not  yet  come?  But,  I  think,  we  ought  not  to 
reason  thus,  even  though  so  many  Missionaries  have  felt  obliged  to 
turn  away  from  those  poor  people  and  leave  them  to  themselves. 
Do  you  not  think  that  this  Mission  will  soon  be  recommenqed  ? 

"  Tour  kind  expressions  concerning  ourselves  and  the  work  in 
which  we  are  engaged  are  very  encouraging  to  us.  Thanks  be  to  the 
Lord,  He  has  graciously  helped  thus  far.  Our  people  manifest  confi- 
dence and  a  willing  spirit.  There  are  very  good  Sunday-school 
teachers  at  this  place,  who  are  a  great  assistance  to  the  Missionary, 
not  only  in  the  school,  but  likewise  by  exerting  themselves  at  other 
times  and  places  for  the  benefit  of  young  and  old. 

"  Since  our  arrival,  I  have  several  times  visited  our  oountry-con- 
gr^ations.  Wherever  I  have  observed  a  change,  it  is  for  the  better. 
The  Lord  be  praised  for  it."

From  Br.  W.  Mxthfoeb. 

**Dear  Brother,  "  Bethesda,  May  lith,  1857. 

**  WE  are  glad  to  learn,  that,  amid  many  trying  circumstances,  the 

Lord  has  graciously  supported  you,  and  enabled  you  to  remain  active 

in  His  service.     May  He  be  pleased  to  do  so  for  many  years  to  come. 

"  The  dissolution  of  the  Australian  Mission  must  have  caused 
yon  much  anxiety  as  well  as  exertion.  It  may,  however,  yet  be  seen 
that  the  Lord  has  permitted  this  for  good  purposes. 

"  I  am  thankM  to  say  that  we  are  in  our  usual  state  of  health. 
Our  infant,  bom  on  the  19th  of  March,  was  baptized  on  the  29th  of 
April  by  Br.  M^der,  and  called  Anna  Eliza.  Sr.  Mumford  is  quite 
strong  again.  I  am  the  more  thankful  for  this  mercy,  as,  for  some 
time  after  her  confinement,  she  suffered  much  from  pains  in  the  head, 
which  caused  tis  some  uneasiness.  However,  this  affection  yielded  to 
the  means  used. 

"  Respecting  the  Synod  now  at  hand  I  suppose  all  the  members 
of  our  Ch\irch  feel  considerable  interest.  As  to  the  Mission-work,  I 
do  not  see  that  much  is  to  be  done.  Difficulties  we  all  meet  with, 
but  they  are  of  such  a  kind  as  no  new  arrangement  would  be  calcu- 
lated to  remove.  I  believe  all  our  Brethren  in  this  island  do  their 
best  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  work.  We  all  have  services  at 
out-stations,  except  Br.  Mtintzer,  whose  state  of  health  prevents  it. 
We  sow  the  seed  in  hope  that  it  will  eventually  spring  up  and  pro- 
duce firuit.  We  have  two  of  these  out-stations  in  connection  with 
Bethesda,  both  of  which  are  as  encouraging  as  we  can  reasonably 
expect,  the  places  b^ing  well  filled,  and  there  being  as  many  per- 
sons outside  as  in  the  house,  all  listening  with  stillness  and  atten^ 
tion  to  the  word  of  life.  Amidst  much  surrounding  wickedness 
the  Lord  has  a  people  hera  It  is  true,  they  are  often  to  some 
extent  hidden  from  view,  till  a  fit  of  sickness,  or  some  similar  dispen- 
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sation  brings  them  under  our  notice,  when  we  have  the  privilege  of 
hearing  from  them  what  the  Lord  has  done  for  their  souls.  At  pre- 
sent, three  or  four  in  this  congregation  are  awaiting  the  Lord's  sum- 
mons to  quit  this  earthly  state,  in  full  assurance,  that,  in  putting  off 
the  mortal  tabernacle,  thej  shall  '  be  clothed  upon  with  the  house 
which  is  from  heaven.*  One  has  been  confined  to  her  house,  and  for 
the  greater  part  of  the  time  to  her  bed,  for  nearly  a  year.  Yet  she  is 
cheerful  and  confident  in  the  Lord,  blesses  Him  for  having  thus  laid 
His  afiiicting  hand  upon  her,  and  delights  to  speak  of  His  goodness. 
Another  is  a  Sunday-school  teacher,  who  had  gone  astray  like  a  lost 
sheep,  but  has  now  returned,  as  a  repentant  prodigal.  The  work  of 
grace  appears  to  have  kept  pace  with  his  disease  (consumption),  and, 
as  a  poor,  but  pardoned  sinner,  he  is,  in  the  enjoyment  of  that  peace 
which  passeth  all  imderstanding,  waiting  for  the  hour  to  arrive  when 
he  shall  bid  farewell  to  earth  and  sin.  If  we  had  not  such  circum- 
stances as  these  to  cheer  us,  we  diould  often  be  much  cast  down. 
Many  of  our  young  people  cause  us  much  grie^  and  we  have  to  ex- 
clude not  a  few,  on  accoimt  of  their  giving  way  to  sins,  which  are  too 
common  here.  Yet  even  when  discipline  is  thus  exercised,  like  chil- 
dren, they  still  ding  to  us,  and  as  soon  as  we  will  admit  them  to  ex- 
oluded-speaking,  come  back  again.  This  shews  that  such  persons  are 
not  altogether  hardened  in  sin.  The  worst  cases  we  have  to  deal  with, 
are  those  of  old  deeply-rooted  Obeah.  It  is  but  rarely  that  we  see 
one  guilty  of  this  sin  brought  to  repentance.  A  ^)ecial  curse  aeems' 
to  rest  on  it. 

*  '<  I  may  just  add  to  the  above  particidaTS,  that  our  churcb- 
attendance  in  this  place  is  still  encouraging,  especially  on  Sunday  even- 
ings, when  it  is  more  crowded  than  I  ever  saw  it  formerly.  That  a 
deep  impression  is  sometimes  produced  is  evident  from  the  fixed  at^ 
tention,  and  from  the  faot^  that,  wheoi  the  service  is  over,  the  hearers 
go  away,  without  uttering  a  word  to  one  another." 


BARBADOES. 

From  Br.  Auo.  Clemxs8. 
"  Dear  Beother,  "  Sharon,  AprU  9th,  1857. 

"  WE  have  had  very  cheering  Jubilee-meetings,  in  connection  with 
the  1st  of  March.  On  Sunday,  special  sermons,  in  reference  to  the 
day,  were  preached  at  all  the  stations.  Here,  at  Sharon,  in  a  meeting 
of  the  congregation,  twelve  persons  were  admitted  to  church-fellow* 
ship.  During  the  ensuing  week,  public  meetings  were  held  at  all  th« 
stations.  The  first  was  on  Monday  evening,  in  town.  The  oburoh 
was  q^oite  filled  with  people  of  all  classes,  who  listened,  appasentlyy. 
with  great  interest  to  iiie  addresses.  Br.  Edghill  opened  the  meeting 
with  singing  and  prayer.  I  then  addressed  the  meeting  on  'The 
Origin  and  Unity  of  the  Brethren's  Church.*  Br.  Zippel  spoke  next| 
on  *  Her  Persecutions.'  Then  followed  Br.  Daiber,  on  *  The  History 
of  her  first  Missions ;'  and  Br.  Edghill  concluded,  with  '  The  Chacacter 
and  Success  of  her  Missions.'  On  Tuesday  evening,  a  similar  meeting 
was  held  at  Clifton  Hill;  on  Wednesday,  at  Mount  Tabor;  and  ou 
Thursday,  at  Sharon.  Here,  we  had  a  good  many  of  the  neighbouring 
gentry  with  us,  and  our  own  people  came  out  well,  so  that  the  church 
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-was  crowded.  One  of  the  neighbouring  cler^,  who  was  present, 
afberwards  inserted  a  very  friendly  article  about  our  meetings  in  one 
of  the  local  papers.

"Sharon,  June  10/A,  1857. 
"  THERTE  has  probably  never  been  a  Synod  of  the  Brethren's  Church, 
at  all  events  not  in  modem  times,  on  behalf  of  which  so  much 
united  prayer  has  been  made : — and  we  are  told  that  such  prayer  shall 
not  be  in  vain.  We  had  a  special  prayer-meeting  with  our  congrega- 
tion in  this  place,  on  Sunday  last.  It  was  well  attended,  and,  I  trust, 
was  not  without  blessing.  The  members  of  our  congregation  appear 
to  understand  the  importance  of  the  matter,  and  I  feel  assured  that 
not  a  few  faithful  souls  will  remember  the  Brethren  assembled  in 
Synod,  and  commend  them  to  our  Saviour,  in  their  private  approaches 
to  the  throne  of  grace. 

"  It  is  particularly  pleasing  to  our  people,  that  this  Mission  is 
represented  at  the  Synod  by  Br.  Badham,  whom  they  remember  with 
affection.  After  the  prayer-meeting,  a  number  of  them  came  to  us  to 
send  their  salutations  to  him,  and,  through  him,  to  all  our  esteemed 
'  Bishops  and  Elders.*  There  is  something  encouraging  in  all  this. 
We  are  often  inclined  to  think  that  we  labour  in  vain,  and  that  our 
efforts  are  repaid  with  ingratitude.  Yet,  the  precious  seed  we 
have  sown,  though  it  may  long  remain  hidden,  at  length  grows,  and 
prospers,  and  b^rs  &uit  to  the  Lord's  glory,  and  often  to  the  great 
encouragement  of  succeeding  labourers." 


From  Br,  J,  Y.  Edghill. 
"  DEiiR  Brother,  Bridgetowit,  March  26th,  1857. 

**  THE  attendance  at  all  the  meetings  held  by  us  in  the  week  follow- 
ing the  1st  inst.  was  good,  but  at  Sharon  and  Moiint  Tabor  the 
churches  were  crowded.  Much  use^l  and  interesting  information 
was  given  on  these  occasions,  and  a  blessed  sense  of  our  Saviour's 
presence  was  afforded  to  us.  I  have  no  doubt  that  much  good  was 
done.     May  the  results  be  abiding  ! 

"  We  are  approaching  the  anniversary  meeting  of  the  Ragged 
Schools.  We  contemplate  holding  it  on  the  23rd  of  next  month,  and 
I  entertain  the  hope  ihat  the  Governor  will  preside.  The  schools  are 
certainly  doing  well,  and  are  exceedingly  useful.  One  of  them  has  a 
daily  attendance  of  sixty-three,  and  the  two  others  of  between  forty 
and  fifty.  The  dormitory  has  been  a  blessing  to  the  boys  received 
into  it.  Six  of  them  can  now  read  in  the  New  Testament,  and  the 
others  are  making  satisfactory  progress.  Their  moral  improvement 
is  slow,  but,  I  hope  and  believe,  sure. 

^'AprU  25th,  1857. 

"The  anniversary  meeting  in  aid  of  the  Ragged  Schools  has  been 
held.  His  Excellency  the  Governor  presided,  and  was  supported  by 
the  Hon.  Dr.  Thomas,  President  of  the  Council,  the  Attorney-Gene- 
ral, James  Holligan,  Esq.,  M.  0.  P.,  and  other  kind  and  influential 
friends.     I  wish  I  could  give  a  rejiort,  or  even  an  outline,  of  the  ad- 
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dresses  delivered  by  the  Governor,  Dr.  Thomas,  and  the  Attorney- 
General  They  were  admirable  in  every  point  of  view.  In  the  list 
of  subscriptions  and  donations  read  at  the  meeting,  I  acknowledged 
those  received  from  onr  generous  benefeictors  in  England  and  Ireland. 
Let  me  beg  of  you  to  tender  to  all  these  dear  friends  our  warmest  thanks 
for  their  Ubeitdity.  I  shall  endeavour  to  send  each  of  them  a  copy 
of  the  Report.  Agreeably  to  a  recommendation  of  the  Governor,  it 
was  resolved  that  a  copy  should  be  likewise  sent  to  every  proprietor, 
whether  resident  in  the  island  or  not.  We  have  already  obtained 
help  from  the  late  Lord  Harewood,  Lady  Ford,  and  Mr.  Haniss,  the 
proprietor  of  Mount  Wilton. 

**  In  reference  to  the  children  in  the  Dormitory,  I  am  glad  to  say 
that  there  is  still  decided  improvement.  Several  of  them  are  learning 
the  tailor's  trade.  Their  conduct  is,  on  the  whole,  satisfiEu^ory.  Though 
our  troubles  and  anxieties  are  great,  our  hopes  are  strong,  that  tibe 
institutions  will  be  a  great  blessing  to  all  in  them,  and  to  the  commu- 
nity generally.  I  shaJl  mention  one  or  two  facts,  which  may  be  in- 
teresting, as  tending  to  shew  that  our  instiTUctions  are  not  unheeded. 
One  day,  lately,  we  had  occasion  to  keep  back  from  one  of  the  boys 
the  molasses  and  water  usually  distributed  in  the  forenoon.  As  soon 
as  Sr.  Edghill  had  turned  away,  the  little  fellow  stepped  up  to  a  big- 
ger boy,  and,  looking  at  his  cup,  said,  *  Don't  you  think  you  ought  to 
give  me  some  of  yours.  For  we  were  told,  in  the  Bible-lesson  yes- 
terday, that  we  must  be  kindly  affectionate  one  to  another.'  This  ap- 
peal proved  irresistible,  and  he  obtained  half  of  his  companion's  share. 
"  Some  months  ago,  a  little  boy  was  brought  to  me,  with  a  view 
to  his  admission  into  the  asylum.  From  his  emaciated  appearance,  I 
was  not  willing  to  take  him ;'  but  the  person  who  brought  him  satis- 
fied me  that  his  father  and  mother  were  dead,  that  he  was  in  the 
hands,..of  a  crew  of  wretches  who  were  training  him  in  vice,  and  that 
the  poor  little  creature  would  soon  fieJl  a  victim  to  the  ne^B^ect  and  ill- 
treatment  of  those  who  had  him  in  their  custody.  I  was,  therefore, 
induced  to  receive  him.  Indeed,  I  could  not  resist  the  request  of 
the  applicant,  and  the  entreaties  of  the  child  himself  He  has  been 
with  us  ever  since,  and  has  made  good  progress  in  reading.  But,  from 
the  time  of  his  coming  to  us,  he  has  gradually  become  weaker,  and, 
though  he  has  had  the  best  medical  attendance  the  island  afforded, 
and  has  been  tended  by  Sr.  Edghill,  as  if  he  were  her  own  child,  it  is 
clear  he  cannot  live  many  days  longer.  In  a  conversation,  which  I 
recently  had  with  him,  it  was  pleasing  to  observe  how  clearly  he  knew 
that  Christ  was  his  Saviour,  tjiat  Jesus  loves  little  children,  and  that 
he  would  go  to  heaven,  only  because  Christ  died  for  him,  and  such  as 
him.  Surely,  if  we  had  done  nothing  more  than  to  alleviate  the  suf- 
ferings of  this  poor  child,  and  to  direct  him  in  the  way  to  heaven,  we 
have  caxise  to  be  thankful. 

*'  The  Sharon  foundling  is  growing  a  stout  and  strong  lad.  He 
gives  me  a  good  idea  of  a  young  African  chieftain.  He  has  an  eye 
like  an  eagle,  and  is  as  active  as  a  hare.  He  is  not  only  willing,  but 
even  desirous  to  work.  Though  he  has  not  lost  his  impetuosity,  self- 
will,  and  tendency  to  violence,  I  cannot  but  admire  his  tenderness  of 
feeling,  cmd  his  susceptibility  of  good  impressions. 

*<  We  cannot  report  any  rapid  increase  of  our  congregation. 
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Some,  however,  have  been  added  to  the  Church,  who,  I  trust,  will  be 
found  in  the  bundle  of  life,  when  our  Saviour  shall  make  up  His  jewels. 
What  we  most  have  to  lament  is  the  worldliness,  the  vanity,  and  the  im- 
providence of  the  young.  The  aged  and  advancing  in  years,  though 
not  always  intelligent  or  teachable,  are  the  best  of  the  congregation. 
It  is  among  them  that  we  find  our  regular  attendants  at  church,  our 
communicants,  our  cheerful  givers,  our  epistles  known  and  read  of  all 
men.  The  young  people,  for  the  most  pai-t,  seem  to  think  they  must 
pursue  a  course  of  sin,  or  at  least  of  indifference,  before  they  can  set- 
tle down  as  good  members  of  society,  or  join  a  Christian  Church.  The 
parents,  too  often,  justify  such  a  course,  and  society  seems  to  take  it 
for  granted  that  it  must  be  so.  Still,  we  endeavour  to  do  our  duty 
fidthfully  and  fearlessly.  I  feel  sure  you  would  be  pleased,  if  you 
could  witness  our  congregation  meetings,  our  communion-seasons,  and 
our  festival-celebrations.  I  was  much  gratified  to  hear  a  friend  from 
America,  who  preached  for  us  a  few  weeks  ago,  say,  on  leaving  the 
church,  '  It  was  quite  manifest  that  I  was  in  a  Mission-church ;  I  saw 
and  felt  it.'" 

ffetum  of  Congregations  and  Schools  in  Babbadoes,  Dec,  31«(,  1856. 
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DANISH  ISLANDS. 

(/Vom  the  Misswns-Blatt.) 

BR.  GOTZ,  of  Friedensthal,  in  St.  Croix,  writes  as  follows  :— 
"Feb.  21th,  1857.  If  the  enlargement  of  a  church  is  requisite  any- 
where in  these  islands,  I  think  it  is  at  EmTnatos,  in  St  Jan.  Only 
the  older  members  can  obtain  places  on  Sundays,  at  the  preaching 
and  the  catechebical  meeting,  while  the  children  and  young  people, 
from  want  of  room,  are  obliged  to  wait  outside,  until  the  others  have 
retired,  and  the  Sunday-school  begins." 

Br.  Gotz  then  goes  on  to  speak  of  the  recently  commenced 
Station-schools  at  Friedensberg  and  Friedensthal,  in  St.  Croix.  The 
need  of  such  schools,  in  addition  to  those  established  by  Government 
for  the  children  of  the  labourers  on  estates,  had  become  evident.  In 
the  fiurst  place,  the  children  of  those  who  do  not  work  on  estates,  and 
who  form  a  very  numerous  class,  were  excluded  from  the  Govern- 
ment-schools,— besides  which,  the  instruction  in  the  latter  closed  at  so 
early  an  age,  as  to  appear  to  many  parents  quite  insufficient.  The 
result  has  been,  that  our  Brethren  have  resolved  on  opening  schools 
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at  tiie  stations,  m  wfaioh  all  ebildFen,  whose  pareata  wish  it,  will  be 
taught,  as  long  as  is  desirable,  on  oondition  of  a  moderate  payoient. 

Br.  Gotz  continues :  **  The  school  at  Eriedeneberg  was  opened 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  has  had  an  attendance  of  about  sixty 
children.  The  teacher  k  one  of  the  first  of  Uie  pupils  of  the  Antigua 
Training-school  who  entered  the  Sdtool-servioe^ — a  proof  that  that 
Institution  has  really  begun  to  bear  fruit.  The  school  at  this  station 
(Friedensthal)  was  c^>ened  in  February  last  I  had  calculated  on, 
at  most,  fifty  or  sbcty  scholars.  But  on  the  day  of  c^iening,  ninety- 
seven  were  present,  and  there  are  now  120.  We  are  unable  to  take 
more  on  account  of  want  of  room,  and  have  therefore  been  obliged 
to  refuse  a  good  many.  The  most  of  the  children  are  firem  the  town, 
and  only  about  twenty  from  the  countiy.  We  are  £Eiyoured  with  a 
good  teacher  and  sewing-school  mistress^  and  the  children  like  the 
school. 

''  I  am  truly  thankful  to  be  able  to  report  &yourably  of  the 
health  of  the  Missionary  Brethr^i  and  Sisters,  though  there  have 
been  some  cases  of  indisposition  in  consequence  of  the  unusual  cold- 
ness of  the  season.  We  have  had  northerly  winds  almost  uninter- 
ruptedly since  November,  and  the  nights  are  sometimes  bitterly  cold« 
At  Olmstmas,  Fahrenheit^  l^ermometer  indicated  only  66^." 

Eetwm  of  Congregationa  vn  the  Danish  Islands,  Dec,  31, 1856. 
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MOSQUITO  COAST. 
(Fr(m  ike  Mieeume-BlaU,) 
From  Br,  G.  Peumg. 
*'  IN  the  forenoon  of  Nov.  19th,  we  visited  the  Indian  village,  Bieta 
Pora.     Here  we  found  the  men  and  children  in  a  state  of  perfect 
nudity,  while  the  women  wore  oifly  a  small  piece  of  cotton  round 
their  bodies.     About  twenty  persons  assembled  at  a  meeting  held  by 
tis.     Oh,  might  the  blessed  time  soon  arrive,  when  these  poor  heathen, 
who  are  now  sitting  in  gross  darkness,  shall  accept  the  message  of 
peace  I     We  trust  our  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters  and  Mends  at  home 
will  help  us  with  their  prayers,  that  our  faith  may  not  fail. 

"After  ret\irning  to  Englidi-Bank,  we  held  a  meeting,  in  which 
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five  pevsons  (baptized  Oeolee)  were  admitted  into  chtiroh-faUowBliip. 
This  was  the  first  solemoity  of  the  kind  in  this  place.  May  it  mark 
the  oommencemeDt  of  better  times  !  Br.  and  Sr.  JUrgensen,  who  are 
hibouring  here  with  great  faithfulness,  were  much  encouraged.  After 
the  meeting,  we  set  out  on  our  return  home,  and  reached  Bluefields 
in  safety,  at  midni^t. 

''  I  lately  had  a  long  conversation  with  the  King,  in  the  course  of 
which  I  stated  to  him  the  desirableness  of  inducing  the  Indians  to 
settle  in  more  accessible  localities,  where  we  should  be  able  to  preach 
the  gospel  to  them  with  greater  regularity.  He  promised  to  do  his 
utmost  to  this  end.  We  dare  not  attempt  to  induce  the  Indians  to 
come  to  Bluefields,  because  they  are  treated  by  the  Creoles  with  con- 
tempt ;  and  moreover,  because  the  opportunities  for  obtaining  spiri- 
tuous liquors  would  infidlibly  be  attended  with  ruinous  consequences. 
At  the  present  time,  there  are  a  considerable  number  of  Indians  here» 
who  are  staggering  about  in  a  state  of  intoxication  £rom  morning  till 
night.  Hie  sight  is  enough  to  cause  one's  heart  to  bleed.  We  have 
constantly  to  pray  that  tiie  Lord  would  strengthen  our  fietith  and 
oouTBge  in  reference  to  the  conversion  of  this  race.  This  is  the  prin- 
oipid  olject  of  our  Mission  in  this  land.  Tet  how  small  are  the 
advances  which  have  been  made  toward  the  attainment  of  this  object 
during  eight  years  of  toil,  and  how  gloomy  and  discouraging  are  still 
ih»  prospects  for.  the  future  ! 

**  CSuistmas  and  New-Tear  were  seasons  at  which  we  had  to  ex* 
pmenoe  sorrow  of  heart,  and  felt  inclined  to  exclaim  with  the  prophet : 
*  Who  hath  believed  our  report )  and  to  whom  is  the  arm  of  the 
Lord  revealed?'  Though  it  is  sidd  that  the  proceedings  at  such 
timea^  formerly,  were  even  worse,  yet,  on  the  occasions  above 
named,  the  noise  of  heathenish  merry-making  was  so  dreadful,  by 
day  and  night,  as  to  be  almost  unendurable.  No  Indians  were  to  be 
seen  in  church ;  on  the  contrary,  they  lay  scattered  about  the  roads, 
in  a  state  of  intoxication.  The  eyes  of  the  Christian  might  well 
become  fountains  of  tears,  on  beholding  tbe  wretchedness  of  these 
poor  people.  The  condition  of  the  Creoles  is  not  much  better.  Last 
night,  a  dance  was  held  in  a  neighbouring  house,  with  tremendous 
noise  and  uproar,  in  honour  of  ike  dead.  And  these  are  people  to 
whom  the  Gospel  has  now  been  preached  for  eight  years  i 

"  The  past  year  has  been,  in  every  respect,  a  very  trying  one  for 
ua.  However,  we  will  not  murmur.  What  l^e  Lord  does  is  done  in 
merc^,  and  we,  therefore,  feel  assured,  that  it  was  in  love  and  faith- 
fulness that  He  took  our  dear  child  firom  us,  the  good  health  and 
thriving  condition  of  whom  had  been  a  source  of  comfort  to  us  in 
this  wilderness.  We  shall  once  see  in  light,  that  which  was  here 
dark  to  us,  and  then  all  His  dealings  will  appear  to  us  in  their  holi- 
ness^ and  be  the  cause  of  eternal  thankfiilness.** 


SURINAM. 

{Pnm  the  MimoM-BlaU.) 
BROTHER  VAN  CALKER  writes,  April  3rc?,  1857  :  «  Br.  Bauch 
left  us  on  the  17th  of  March,  to  visit  in  the  Bushland,  among  the 
Free  Negroes,  intending  to  spend  Easter  at  Bambey.     He  Had  our 
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best  wishes  and  prayers  for  a  blessing  on  this  expedition.  Bat  on  the 
29th  he  returned,  in  consequence  of  fever,  which  atta<^ed  him  on  the 
second  day  of  his  stay  at  Bambey.  Jt  appears,  that,  after  stopping  a 
short  time  at  Berg-en-dal  and  Victoria,  he  arrived  at  Kofl^ksmip  on 
the  22nd  At  the  last-named  place,  he  baptized  a  child  and  three 
adults,  two  of  whom  had  been  candidates  for  baptism  for  several 
years,  while  the  third  was  an  aged  blind  woman  from  one  of  the 
neighbouring  villages.  On  the  following  day,  some  of  the  people 
from  Bambey  conducted  him  to  that  place  in  a  coriar  (canoe),  which 
they  had  brought  for  the  purpose. 

**  The  joy  of  the  little  congregation  at  the  arrival  of  a  Missionary 
was  very  great  It  would  seem  that  our  Saviour  has  cared- for  this 
forsaken  flock  in  a  special  manner.  The  members,  according  to  Br. 
Bauch's  testimony,  are  not  behindhand  either  in  Christian  intelligence 
or  conduct  Indeed,  they  have  rather  advanced  than  retrograded. 
They  meet  together  regularly  for  worship  and  edification,  and  afford 
proof  that  the  £Euthful  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  souls  does  not  despise 
those  who  seek  Him  in  sincerity. 

*^  The  day  after  his  arrival  Br.  Bauch  devoted  to  the  children, 
who  attended  the  instruction  with  cheerfulness.  The  next  day,  he 
baptized  ten  infants.  During  the  performance  of  the  ceremony,  Br. 
Bauch  experienced  an  attack  of  fever.  The  disease  soon  became  more 
violent,  and  the  paroxysm  lasted  eighteen  hours,  so  that  the  Missionary 
was  obliged,  with  a  heavy  heart,  to  give  up  the  idea  of  spending  the 
Passion-week  and  Easter  at  Bambey,  and  to  make  arrangements  for  a 
speedy  return  to  town.  As  he  lay  exhausted  in  his  hammock  in  the 
evening,  he  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  one  of  the  four  rowers  he  had 
taken  with  him  relating  to  the  children  accounts  which  he  had  read  in 
the  little  magazine,  published  by  us  in  Negro-EnglisL  These  narra- 
tives were  principaUy  such  as  referred  to  Missions  in  distant  lands. 
The  children  evidently  listened  with  great  attention,  and  frequently 
gave  utterance  to  loud  expressions  of  surprise  and  interest 

"  On  the  following  morning,  Br.  Bauch  found  himself  free  fix)m 
fever;  but,  having  good  reason  to  apprehend,  that,  if  he  staid  longer, 
it  would  return  in  a  more  severe  form,  he  resolved  to  put  in  practice 
his  resolution  of  returning.  He  therefore  set  out, — to  the  great  dis- 
tress of  the  congregation,  and  especially  of  the  children, — and  arrived 
here  in  safety.  For  some  days  afterwards,  he  complained  of  fever 
and  headache;  but  he  is  now,  thank  God,  quite  recovered.  This  visit 
was  not  altogether  unprofitable,  as  it  afforded  a  pleasing  opportunity 
of  perceiving  that  the  little  congregation  at  Bambey  has  been,  to  a 
great  extent,  mercifully  protected  from  evil,  and  enabled  to  grow  in 
grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ  On  the  other  hand,  we 
have  fresh  proof  of  the  dangerous  character  of  the  climate  for 
Europeans,  and  of  the  consequent  impracticability  of  stationing  a 
Missionary  there.  • 

''  Br.  Bauch  has  expressed  his  willingness  to  visit  Koffykamp 
again.  Perhaps  the  visit  may  be  somewhat  lengthened,  and  thus  a 
trial  be  made,  on  the  success  of  which  further  arrangements  will 
depend.  We  are  thankful  to  our  Saviour  for  what  He  has  done  for 
the  little  flock  of  believers  in  this  remote  district,  and  anew  com- 
mend this  portion  of  the  work  to  Him,  with  cheerfid  hope.** 
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CENTRAL  ASIA. 
THOUGH  not  oonveying  any  direct  information  as  to  the  progress 
of  the  work  undertaken  by  our  Brethren,  on  the  borders  of  Tibet, — 
it  is  hoped  that  the  following  somewhat  copioiis  extracts  from  Br. 
Jaschke's  account  of  his  journey  through  India^  will  not  be  considered 
out  of  placQ.  or  prove  uninteresting.  The  frequent  instances  of  the 
Lord's  gracious  and  providential  care  of  His  servant,  doubtless,  tended 
to  strengthen  the  faith  and  increase  the  courage  of  the  latter ;  while 
the  frequent,  pleasant,  though  brief  intercourse  with  many  Missionary 
labourers,  and  other  children  of  God,  was  fraught  with  instruction, 
and  thus  calculated  to  exert  an  important  and  beneficial  influence  on 
Br.  Jaschke*s  future  labours.  Besides  this,  many  o^  the  places,  through 
which  the  Missionary  was,  by  the  Lord's  mercy,  conducted  in  safety, 
have  since  acquired  a  painful  interest,  as  the  scenes  of  disorder  and 
bloodshed.  May  the  Lord  hold  His  protecting  hand  over  His 
servants,  and,  .as  the  Great  Disposer  of  events,  cause  all  these 
afflictive  circumstances  to  result  in  the  increased  spiritual  and  tem- 
poral welfiEure  of  Lidia,  to  the  glory  of  His  holy  name  I 

Intelligence  of  the  arrival  of  Br.  Jaschke  and  his  fellow-labourers 
at  Kjelang  is  now  earnestly  looked  for. 


ExTBACT  from  the  Diary  of  Br.  H.  Jasohkb's  JowtMy  from 
Calcutta  to  Kotqhub. 

HAVING  with  much  difficulty  and  labour  succeeded  in  packing  and 
arranging  my  luggage,  and  the  various  articles  I  had  procured  for  our 
\ise  in  Tibet,  I  proceeded  on  the  morning  of  Wednesday,  Feb.  1 1, 
to  the  railway.  As  Calcutta  is  on  the  eastern  bank  of  the  Hooghly, 
.the  railway-station  is  at  Howrah  on  the  opposite  bank.  The  line  is 
complete  as  far  as  Baneegunge,  about  120  miles  from  Calcutta,  and  is 
to  be  continued  to  Benares.  I  did  not  meet  my  travelling  com- 
panion, as  we  had  agreed  should  be  the  case;  but  as  we  had  jointly 
engaged  the  Transit  coach  from  that  place  forward,  I  hoped  to  meet 
him  there.  For  some  time,  the  country  was  quite  flat,  having 
nearly  the  appearance  of  stubble-fields,  interspersed  with  groves  of 
cocoa-nuts,  ^-palms,  and  other  trees,  with  which  I  was  imacquainted. 
On  our  arrival  at  Baiieegunge,  I  had  my  luggage  taken  to  the  Transit 
Company's  office,  in  the  hope  of  seeing  my  destined  companion,  who 
had  our  tickets.  Not  meeting  with  him,  1  made  inquiry  at  the 
neighbouring  hotel,  and  ascertained  that  he  had  announced  by  tele- 
graph, that  he  would  not  leave  Calcutta  till  evening.  I  was  now 
somewhat  perplexed.  But  I^on  perceived  why  this  had  been 
providentially  thus  ordered,  and  that  this  night,  spent  in  a  strange 
place,  where  I  know  no  one,  and  where  there  were  no  Europeans,  but 
the  officials  of  the  Kailway  and  Transit  Companies,  and  hotel-keepers, 
was  to  prove  a  season  of  rich  blessing  to  me.  One  of  the  officials, 
whom  I  first  met  with,  shewed  considerable  interest,  when  I  told  him 
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what  I  was,  and  whither  I  was  going.  This  emboldened  me  at  onoe 
to  accept  his  offer,  that  I  should  spend  the  night  at  his  dwelling, 
especially  as  he  stated  that  the  hotel  was  very  ezpensiYe.  In  the 
course  of  oonvevsation,  I  soon  perceived  that  he  was  a  Christian  man. 
He  had  resided  at  various  places  in  the  Punjaub, — among  the  rest  at 
Peshawur,  where  he  had  lost  his  wife.  What  he  related  to  me  of  his 
past  life,  abounded  in  proo&  of  the  special  leading  of  the  Lord,  even 
in  the  most  insignificant  circomstanoes, — and  was  a  source  of  much 
comfort  -to  me.  It  ako  manifested  a  mind  waiting  on  the  Lord,  and 
desirous  to  be  guided  by  His  will.  AfW  my  kind  entertainer  had 
offered  a  fervent  prayer,  I  retired  to  rest,  thankful  to  him  and  to  the 
Lord,  who  had  led  me  to  him. 

In  the  morning,  my  travelling  companion  arrived  in  safety.  We 
arranged  ourselves  in  our  vehicle,  and  commenced  the  journey.  The 
carriages  made  use  of  are,  property  speaking,  a  kind  of  boxes  about 
six  feet  long.  Instead  of  seats,  cushions  are  laid  on  the  floor,  so  that 
the  traveller  must  assume  a  reclining  position.  It  is  however  possible 
to  sit  with  the  feet  on  the  step,  which  I  usually  did  during  the  day. 
There  are  arrangements  on  all  sides  for  protection  against  the  sim, 
and  fbr  ventilation. 

The  stations  are  stables  construoted  of  straw- mats  or  of  mud, 
and  are  provided  with  a  number  of  horses.  We  travelled  usually  at 
the  rate  of  about  eight  miles  an  hour.  The  coachman,  who  was 
changed  about  eveiy  eighteen  hours,  was  the  only  person  entitled  to  a 
gratuity, — ^but  by  no  means  the  only  one  who  demanded  one,  for  the 
word  "  Backshish,"  or,  as  they  pronounce  it,  **  Boxis,"  sounds  per- 
petually in  one's  ears.  For  some  distance,  the  country  continued  flat^ 
but  towards  evening  we  came  into  a  more  hilly,  and  better  wooded  dis- 
trict At  a  bungalow, 'where  we  arrived  late  in  the  evening,  a  young  man 
came  to  us,  and  stated  that  in  the  previous  night  he  had  been  robbed  of  all 
he  had,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  this  place.  I  remembered  the  text  for 
the  day,  "  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself**  and  we  gave  him 
some  money,  and  shared  our  provisions  with  him.  We  then  read  the 
91st  Psalm  together,  and  commended  ourselves  to  the  Lord's  protect- 
ing cai*e,  remaining  awake  by  turns.  I  was  afterwards  informed  that  it 
is  less  necessary  to  be  on  one's  guard  against  robbers,  properly  speaking, 
than  against  the  depredations  of  the  coachmen  and  others  who  are 
concerned  with  the  carriage  and  horses,  as  they  have  great  skill  in 
causing  trunks,  &c.,  to  disappear  from  beside  their  owners.  If  every- 
thing is  packed  inside  the  carriage,  they  find  it,  of  course,  difficult  to 
do  so;  indeed,  the  space  is  so  confined,  that  one  must  sleep  excessively 
souncUy,  to  allow  anything  to  be  taken.  Our  trunks  were  on  the  top  of 
the  carriage,  but  we  afterwards  took  them  inside,  in  spite  of  the  greater 
inconvenience.  The  following  day,  we  passed,  at  first,  through  a  very 
dry  district,  and  afterwards,  through  lully  jungle.  I  had  formed  quite 
a  wrong  idea  of  the  latter,  supposing  it  to  be  a  kind  of  marshy  brake. 
The  word  has,  however,  a  much  more  extensive  signification,  and,  if  I 
am  rightly  informed,  is  applied  generally  to  the  vegetation  of  unculti- 
vated portions  of  the  Icmd,  whether  this  consist  of  forest,  thicket,  or 
bamboos  and  reeds.  In  the  present  instance,  the  jungle  was  under- 
wood, with  comparatively  few  large  trees.  The  ground  was  here 
without  grass,  or  indeed  any  smaller  green  plants,  except  two  thistle-

like  placntSy  a  thick-lelEifed  Euphorbia,  and  one  or  iwo  others,  oorered 
with  dofit 

The  oonslrtietion  of  the  villages  in  Bengal  is  such,  that  one 
may  best  describe  them  as  consisting  each  of  two  long  sheds.  The 
houses  are  low  and  dose  together,  so  as  to  form  nearly  one  continuous 
roof  on  eadi  side  of  the  street.     The  roof  is  covered  with  tiles. 

On  the  following  morning,  to  our  astonishment,  there  appeared, 
instead  of  the  horse,  four  small  zebus  (oxen  of  diminutive  size,  with 
a  hump  on  the  back).  However,  we  speedily  saw  the  reason  for  this 
diange.  We  had  arrived  at  a  desert  of  white  sand,  to  draw  us 
through  which  these  animals  were  more  suitable.  Towards  midnight, 
the  horse  again  disai^)eared,  and  was  this  time  sucoeeded  by  a  crowd 
of  peojde,  who  drew  the  carriage  forward,  with  continual  noise  and 
shouting.  We  passed  down  a  steep,  dry  sandy  bank  to  a  large  river. 
It  was  the  celebrated  and  sacred  Ganges.  As  we  were  slowly  ferried 
over,  by  the  fine  moonlight,  I  thought  of  my  home,  where  at  that 
moment  the  congregation  was  probably  assembled  for  the  enjoyment 
of  the  Hdy  Communion. 

Scarcely  had  we  &llen  asleep  after  this,  when  we  were  again 
awakened,  as  we  had  reached  Benares.  There  was  no  room  in  the 
proper  Dawk  Bungalow.  The  other  Bungalow,  to  which  the  coach- 
man conducted  us,,  had  a  very  grand  appearance.  However,  at  two 
o'clock  in  ihe  morning,  there  was  notiiing  better  to  be  done  than  to  stop 
there.  My  comfjaTiion  took  a  bed.  But  I  remained  in  the  carriage,  both 
to  prevent  the  necessity  of  having  to  take  all  our  luggage  out,  and 
that  I  might  get  off  as  cheaply  as  possibly.  That  this  was  not  a 
needless  precaution  was  proved  by  the  charge  actually  made  us.  I 
was  very  desirous  to  escape  from  this  costly  elegance,  but  we  did  not 
know  where  to  find  the  Missionaries,  nor  had  we  any  particular  ad- 
dress. At  length  we  resolved  to  proceed  to  the  nearest  Mission-sta- 
tion. There  are  two  stations  in  Benares, — the  one  in  the  district 
called  Sigra,  where  Messrs.  Smith,  Leupold,  and  Fuohs  are  stationed ; 
and  the  other  at  Pellapore,  at  which  Messrs.  Cobb,  Hubbard,  and 
Storrs  reside.  We  got  out  of  the  carriage  near  the  Mission-church 
at  Sigra,  and  I  was  quite  uncertain  in  what  direction  I  should  bend 
my  stepa  My  oompanion  was  about  to  proceed  to  Pellapore,  where 
one  of  the  Missionaries  was  an  old  friend  of  his.  I  was  hesitating 
whether  I  really  should  venture  to  lay  claim  to  the  hospitality  of  the 
Church  Missionaries,  when  a  lady,  who  just  came  out  of  the  church, 
addressed  me  in  a  very  friendly  manner,  begging  I  would  consider 
myself  the  guest  of  her  husband  and  herself  This  was  Mrs.  Fuchs, 
who  with  her  husband  (both  Germans  frx>m  Wirtemberg)  had  been 
nine  years  resident,  here,  and  had  returned  home  only  the  day  before, 
after  an  absence  of  several  weeks.  Mr.  Leupold,  the  only  one  whose 
name  was  known  to  me,  was  from  home,  and  his  wife  ill,  so  that  I 
could  not  have  been  entertained  in  their  house.  Thus  graciously  did 
the  Lord  provide  for  me,  beyond  anything  that  I  had  reason  to  ex- 
pect. Mnt.  Fuchs,  of  course,  was  as  little  acquainted  with  me  as  I  was 
with  her.  She  however  dedared,  that  she  had  felt  convinced,  as  soon 
as  she  saw  the  carriage,  that  it  had  brought  Missionaries,  and  was 
glad  to  have  secured  one  of  them  at  least  Mr.  Fuchs  received  me 
in  the  same  kind  manner.     I  spent  four  days  with  them,  as  we  soon 
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perceived  that  a  day  and  a  half,  which  was  the  time  we  had  first 
thought  of,  would  not  be  sufficient,  and  I  felt  assured  that  I  should 
see  and  hear  much  that  would  be  profitable  and  instructive. 

As  regards  external  appearance,  Benares  produces  a  totally  dif* 
ferent  impression  from  Calcutta.  As  the  latter  is  comparatively  a 
new  city,  which  has  become  flourishing  entirely  since  the  period  of 
British  rule  in  India,  it  is  at  once  evident,  although  there  is  much 
that  meets  the  eye  of  an  oriental  character,  that  the  European  por- 
tion of  the  population  belongs  to  the  governing  race,  while  the  natives 
are  the  subjects.  Most  of  the  large  and  handsome  buildings  are 
either  public  or  belong  to  Europeans.  But  Benares,  the  ancient  and 
sacred  Brahminical  city,  wears  a  very  different  aspect.  We  first  i*^ent 
for  a  short  distance  in  a  boat  on  the  Ganges,  and  then  ascended  a  lofty 
minaret,  from  which  we  had  a  view  of  the  whole  city.  Nothing 
European  is  to  be  seen.  The  English  residents  have  their  mansions, 
surrounded  by  gardens,  in  the  suburbs.  The  palaces  in  the  city  are 
the  dwellings  of  wealthy  Hindoos.  They  are  often  neat,  and  some- 
times splendidly  ornamented.  While  at  Calcutta  only  few  small 
and  insignificant  Hindoo  temples  or  Mahommedan  mosques  are  scat- 
tered among  the  native  dwellings,  but  numerous  towers  of  churches 
of  various  Christian  denominations  stand  prominently  forth, — here,  on 
the  other  hand,  we  saw  a  multitude  of  magnificent  domes  of  temples 
and  mosques,  richly-gilded  turrets  and  pinnacles,  and  lofty  minarets. 
The  walls  of  these  buildings  are  often  ornamented  with  images  and 
other  representations  of  the  attributes  belonging  to  the  Hindoo  efys- 
tem  of  mythology,  which,  however,  cannot  be  considered  as  making 
the  slightest  pretensions  to  good  taste.  The  appearance  of  the  city 
from  the  river  is  very  fine.  In  the  morning  iJie  scene  is  enlivened 
by  the  thousands  of  bathers  who  crowd  the  Imnks  of  the  river.  The 
latter  are  frimished  with  numerous  broad  flights  of  steps. 

Amid  the  impression  of  the  great  preponderance  of  Heathenism, 
I  was  still  surprised  to  observe  with  what  servility  the  European 
meets,  and  that  room  is  made  for  him  by  the  police  with  their  drawn 
sabres.  It  must,  however,  be  remarked,  that  the  troublesome  back- 
shish is  the  chief  aim  of  aU  this  officious  servility.  We  entered  a 
temple  of  Shiva,  and  observed  the  crowd  of  devotees  constantly 
pressing  forward,  with  their  offerings  of  flowers  for  the  divinity.  We 
were  not  admitted  into  the  inmost  sanctuary.  But  it  appeared  as  if 
we  might  have  obtained  admission  if  we  would  have  purchased  a 
wreath  and  thrown  it  upon  the  image;  but  this,  of  course,  we  would 
not  do. 

As  the  mode  of  life  and  the  activity  of  the  Missionaries  here 
and  in  Agra  are  very  much  alike,  I  shall  defer  any  further  remarks 
on  this  subject. 

On  the  19th  we  left  Benares,  and  travelled  for  some  days  almost 
exclusively  through  well-cultivated  land.  A  large  portion  of  the 
surface  was  covered  by  fields  of  peas — not  like  ours,  but  Dal,  grow- 
ing on  a  low  bush.  These  peas,  boiled  into  a  sort  of  pudding,  form 
an  almost  daily  article  of  food.  The  woody  stalks,  when  torn  into 
strips,  afford  materials  for  chair-seats  and  mats. 

Near  Jellalabad  I  for  the  first  time  saw  the  famous  banyan-tree. 
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There  are  two  kinds,  the  banyan-tree,  properly  so  called,  and  the 
peepnl-tree.     Both  of  them  are  considered  holy. 

I  may  here  mention  that  elephants,  of  which  I  saw  none  in  Cal* 
cutta,  were  frequently  met  with  in  the  course  of  my  journey,  as  also 
camels,  which,  either  singly  or  in  files,  proceeding  gravely  and  appa- 
rently slowly,  though  really,  on  account  of  their  long  steps,  getting 
pretty  rapidly  over  the  ground,  presented  an  imgraoeful  appearance, 
but  wore,  at  the  same  time,  the  imdoubted  aspect  of  useful  service- 
ablenes& 

For  a  short  but  pleasant  evening,  at  this  period  of  the  journey,  I 
was  indebted  to  my  diary,  in  which  I  had  found  it  remarked  that 
Mr.  XJllmann,  a  Missionary  from  the  East  Indies,  had,  in  1846,  been  in 
Germany,  and  visited  Niesky.  Although  I  had  not  ^een  him  on 
that  occasion,  I  inquired  after  him  at  Benares,  and  found  that  his 
residence  was  veiy  near  our  road ;  and  Mr.  Fuchs  was  kind  enough  to 
announce  by  letter  my  intention  of  calling.  Mr.  UUmann  received 
us  kindly,  and  wished  us  to  remain  a  day  with  him.  This  we  could 
not  do,  but,  after  an  agreeable  evening,  betook  ourselves  to  our  car- 
riage, about  ten  o'clock,  and  continued  our  journey  towards  Agra. 

The  district  through  which  we  now  passed,  struck  us  by  its 
unevenness,  in  comparison  with  the  flat  country,  through  which  we 
had  hitherto  travelled.  We  had  a  good  deal  of  ti*ouble  to  find  the 
Church  Missionaries  at  Agra.  At  length,  I  met  vnih  a  kind  recep* 
tion  from  Mr.  Schneider,  a  native  of  Leipzig,  who  was  at  one  time 
MiBsionaiy  at  Tebris,  in  Persia.  Mr.  French,  to  whom  I  had  brought 
a  letter  of  recommendation  from  London,  was  from  home.  Our  stay, 
which  was  originally  intended  to  be  only  for  two  days,  was  prolonged 
to  a  week.  I  have  good  reason  to  be  thankful  for  the  instructive  and 
agreeable  intercourse  I  was  privileged  to  enjoy  with  the  Missionaries 
and  other  servants  of  the  Lord.

L  Northumberland  Inlet. — The  following  is  an  extract  from 
a  letter  of  Br.  Warmow,  dated  Aberdeen,  June  29th  :  "  The  expe- 
dition consists  of  two  vessels,  one  of  which  will  return  in  the  autumn. 
Next  year,  she  is  to  go  to  Northumberland  Inlet  again,  and  then,  if 
the  Lord  will,  I  shall  return  to  Europe.  There  mtHI  thus  be  an 
opportunity  for  me  to  write  to  you,  and  one  next  year  for  me  to 
receive  letters.  Such  is  man's  plan  ;  whether  it  is  the  will  of  God, 
must  be  seen  hereafter.  His  will  is  best;  let  us  therefore  seek  for 
grace  to  submit  to  it.  When  I  consider  the  work  for  which  I 
am  destined,  and  my  own  utter  weakness,  my  courage  fails  me. 
Nothing  supports  me,  but  the  conviction  that  the  Lord's  strength  is 
made  perfect  in  His  people's  weakness,  and  that  with  Him  nothing  is 
impossible.  He  accompanies  us;  and  I  feel  assured  that  we  are 
remembered  by  many  in  their  intercessions  at  the  throne  of  grace.  I 
will  therefore  look  unto  the  hills  from  whence  my  help  cometh.  The 
Lord  knows  well  that  I  can  do  nothing ;  but  I  know  and  am  assured, 
that  He  can  and  will  do  all  for  me.     His  holy  name  be  praised  ! 
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'^  We  am  to  set  sail  this  afternoon.  Lady  Franklin,  vko  is  fi^idmg 
ont  another  expedition,  and  who  has  been  a  week  here,  regrets  that  I 
cannot  go  in  her  ship.  I  have,  at  her  request,  givm  her  a  great  deal 
of  information  r^^irding  the  Greenland  language,  and  have  famished 
her  with  a  nnmber  of  phrases  in  writing.** 

II.  Labrador. — From  a  letter  received  by  the  Mission-Board 
from  Br.  A.  F.  Eisner,  by  way  of  Newfoundland,  dated  Esquimaux 
Bay,  April  24th,  we  obtain  the  foUowing  intelligence  :  '  On  the  13th 
of  April,;  Br.  Eisner,  in  consequence  of  repeated  invitations,  under- 
took a  journey  fix>m  Hopedale  to  the  establishments  of  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Company,  lying  south  of  that  station.  The  journey  was  atocom- 
plished  in  safety,  but  the  deep  snow  rendered  travelling  difficult.  Late 
on  the  evening  of  the  17th,  Br.  Eisner  arrived  at  North  West  Biver, 
the  Resident  Superintendent  of  which,  Mr.  Smith,  is  very  desirous 
that  a  Missionary  should  settle  there.  It  would,  however,  appear 
that  the  population  of  the  surrounding  district  is  far  more  scanty 
than  our  Brethren  had  imagined.  Hence  there  would  seem  to  be 
little  prospect  of  gathering  a  congregation.  During  Br.  Eisner's  stay 
of  thiee  days  at  t^e  factoiy,  a  company  of  Indians^  said  to  belong  to 
the  lUno^tribe,  visited  the  place. 

"  The  Missionary  Biethren  and  Sisters  at  Hopedale,  and,  accord- 
ing to  Ihe  latest  information  received,  at  the  other  stations  likewise, 
were  reported  to  be  all  well ;  but  there  had  been  a  great  deal  of 
sickness  among  the  Esquimaux,  particulariy  at  Hebron." 

IIL  MissioNABT  Appointments  and  Bemovals. — 1.  Br.  Eug. 
Lundberg  arrived  safely  in  London,  from  the  Mosquito  Coast,  with 
his  two  motherless  children,  on  the  18th  of  May. 

Br.  and  Sr.  Jansa  and  Sr.  Weyberg,  arrived  in 
Holland,  after  a  short  and  pleasant  voyage,  from  Surinam.

Grunewald  has  received  a  call  to  the  service  of  the 
Mission  on  the  Mosquito  Coast.

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MEMOIR 

Of  tlic  Bohemian  Brother,  Jan  Gilek,  who  departed  this  Life  in 
Berlin,  Oct.  3rd,  1780. 
{Concluded  from  page  270.) 
AFTER  Christmas,  1  was  removed  to  a  large,  vaulted  room,  in  which 
a  fire  was  sometimes  made.  A  friend  presented  me  with  a  shirt,  and 
I  was  employed  in  spinning  for  the  gaoler.  At  first,  this  seemed  to 
be  an  improvement  of  mj  circumBtances;  bat  I  soon  found  reason  to 
wish  myself  back  in  my  torture-chamber.  The  vilest  criminals,  even 
robbers  and  murderers,  were  placed  with  me,  and  sought  to  vex  my 
soul  in  every  possible  manner.  One  of  them  threatened  to  murder 
me.  And,  indeed,  I  might  easily  have  lost  my  life,  if  the  angels  of 
God  had  not  watched  over  me.  Once  some  soup  was  brought  to  me, 
which  I  suspected,  and  would  not  taste;  but  the  very  smell  of  it 
caused  violent  vomiting. 

I  now  began  to  grow  heartily  tii'ed  of  waiting  so  long  for  my 
deliverance,  and  often  considered  what  I  should  do.  At  lost,  it 
occurred  to  me  to  enlist  as  a  soldier.  I  therefore  offered  myself,  and 
stated  that  I  was  willing  to  serve  the  Emperor  loyally,  only  that  I 
would  keep  my  fitith  to  the  end.  But,  on  examination,  I  was  declared 
unsuitable,  and  was  further  informed  that  I  could  not  be  taken,  but 
must  await  my  sentence. 

Towards  autumn^  I  was  placed  in  another  dungeon,  in  which 
there  were  mice,  frogs,  snakes,  and  other  vermin  in  abundance.  It 
was  almost  totally  dark,  and  so  low,  that  I  was  obliged  to  sit  or  lie 
on  the  ground,  with  the  frogs  and  mice  crawling  over  my  lK>dy.  My 
daUy  allowance  of  food  consisted  of  a  halfpenny- worth  of  bread  and 
a  little  water.  From  want  of  exercise  my  feet  became  so  lame  that 
I  could  hardly  use  them.  Then  I  quite  lost  aU  hope  of  escaping,  and 
became  much  distressed.  Literally  lying  in  the  dust,  and  covered 
with  profuse  perspiration  from  anguish  of  soul,  I  prayed  to  our 
Saviour,  concluding  with  these  words :  "  Thou  knowest  that  I  cannot 
help  myself."  After  this,  I  fell  soundly  asleep,  and  on  awaking  some 
time  after,  found  myself  quite  well,  and  was  able  to  move  the  foot 
which,  on  the  previous  evening,  had  been  qidte  shrunk  and  lame. 
I  loudly  thanked  our  Saviour  for  His  wondrous  help.  I  now  took 
my  ''Harp'*  in  hand  again,  which  had  long  been  hung  upon  the 
willows,  and  sang  to  my  Lord,  day  and  night,  one  hymn  of  praise 
after  the  other,  for  what  He  had  done  for  me.  Though  I  had  been 
like  the  prodigal  son,  it  was  now  my  earnest  desire  to  return  to  my 
Father,  and  enjoy  those  good  things  which  He  bestows. 

Afler  some  time,  I  received  a  visit  from  the  Jesuit  He  now 
pretended  to  be  very  sorry  for  me,  that  I  had  lost  flesh  so  much, 
and  was  so  miserable,  and  recommended  me  to  take  some  brandy, 
which  would  be  sure  to  do  me  good,  adding,  that  he  wished  to  help 
me  in  whatever  way  he  could. 

On  another  occasion  he  came  to  me  and  said,  he  supposed  I  must 
have  grown  like  a  stock  or  stone,  and  would  be  no  longer  able  to 
pray;  that  he,  therefore,  would  pray  with  me,  and  that  I  should 
repeat  the  words  after  him,  and  that  I  need  not  be  afraid  he  would 
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say  anything  against  my  &ith,  foj  that  he  would  only  say,  "  O  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  have  mercy  upon  me,  a  lost  sinnpr,  that  Thy  precious 
blood  may  not  have  been  shed  for  me  in  vfiin."  I  replied,  "  That 
is  quite  right  and  good;  still  we  cannot  pray  together,  because  we  are 
not  of  one  mind.  You  will  pray  that  T  may  be  converted  to  your 
belief,  and  I,  that  you  may  be  converted  to  mine.  How  then  could 
our  prayera  be  heard  ?*'  Upon  this  he  became  angry,  left  me  hastily, 
and  did  not  return  for  a  long  while. 

About  this  time,  the  Bishop  of  Ohrast  came  to  Leutomischel,  and 
summoned  me  twice  before  him,  taking  much  trouble  to  induoe  me  to 
embraoe  the  Boman-catholic  religion. 

I  was  afterwards  removed  back  to  the  large  room.  Here  I  found 
a  mao,  who  had  been  imprisoned  during  the  great  persecution  of  1724. 
He  told  me,  that,  at  that  time,  the  people  had  been  more  cruelly 
beaten  and  tortured  than  now,  and  that  this  room  had  been  so  filled 
with  persons  who  had  been  ill-used,  that  they  could  not  lie  down  side 
by  side,  but  only  kneel  and  rest  on  their  elbows.  He  also  stated  that 
these  poor  sufferers  had,  in  some  instances,  been  harnessed  like  oxen, 
and  forced  to  draw  the  plough,  <&c. 

After  a  time,  another  Jesuit  came  to  the  town,  and  I  had  to 
appear  before  him.  He  was  advanced  in  years,  and  of  a  stem,  for- 
bidding aspect  He  did  not  speak  a  mn^  word,  but  only  looked  at 
me  for  a  time.  He  afterwards  sent  me  by  the  chaplain  a  little  book, 
intitled  *^  The  Spiritual  Fence."  As,  however,  I  refused  to  teke  it,  he 
ordered  me  to  be  put  in  the  stocks,  where  I  could  neither  lie  down  nor 
sit  widi  comfort.  I  now  became  wearied  and  &int  under  all  these 
vexations,  and  repeatedly  b^ged  our  Saviour,  with  tears,  to  put  an 
end  to  them,  and  let  my  enemies  kill  me  in  whatever  way  they 
pleased. 

Having  now  passed  the  second  year  of  my  imprisonment,  they 
themselves  thought  how  they  might  bring  the  alQSsiir  to  a  close,  in 
order  that  the  expenses  might  not  increase  still  more.  They  therefore 
endeavoured  anew  in  every  possible  way  to  terrify  me,  and  thus  to 
force  me  to  embraoe  their  religion.  Once,  at  midnight^  the  oldest 
judge,  having  got  drunk,  came  suddenly  into  my  prison.  His  first 
question  was,  "  Gilek,  of  what  religion  are  you  ?"  Upon  my  answer^ 
ing  "  fivangelical  *'  (i  e,  Protestant),  he  struck  me  such  a  blow  on  the 
hcMkd  with  his  fist,  tnat  I  sank  down  insensible.  He  then  brought 
me  to  myself  again,  by  giving  me  three  strokes  with  his  cane  on  my 
side.  I  was  then  obliged  to  sit  up  again,  and  he  asked  me  ftu'ther, 
"  If  I  would  become  a  Catholic  ?"  On  my  declaring  that  I  could  not 
possibly  do  so,  he  ordered  the  servant  to  give  me  tldrty  lashes  imme- 
diately. I  placed  myself  patiently  before  him ;  but  as  the  servant 
was  about  to  lay  on,  he  observed,  that  I  was  nob  able  to  stand  on 
my  feet,  and  told  the  judge  I  should  have  to  lie  down  to  receive  my 
punishment.  I  aocordmgly  knelt  down,  bi  order  to  prostrate  myself 
on  the  earth,  and  commended  myself  to  our  Saviour.  But  the  judge 
ordered  the  infliction  to  be  postponed  till  the  following  day.  I 
remained  in  prayer,  and  was  powerfully  comforted  by  our  Saviour, 
and  received,  as  it  seemed  to  me,  new  strength  in  my  heart  The 
judge  came  to  me  in  this  way  for  seven  nights  together,  making  a 
dreadful  noise  every  time. 
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After  these  vain  endeavours;  I  was  brought  heSov^  the  oouneily 
and  underwent  terrifying  examinations,  sometimes  for  half  a  ddy 
together^  at  whioh  I  was  thi*eatened  with  the  most  cruel  tortures,  aa, 
that  I  should  be  hung  up  in  a  chimney,  over  a  fire  of  pease-straw  | 
that  I  should  have  on  the  Spanish  boots  (instruments  of  torture  so 
called) ;  that  I  should  be  burned  alive;  that  I  should  have  my  ears 
cut  o^  and  be  hanged;  that  I  should  be  branded  in  the  £>rehead;  like 
a  felon,  or,  that  I  should  be  confined  in  the  fortress  of  Bpblberg  fi^ 
life.  Occasionally,  one  or  another  of  them  would  jump  up  from  his 
seat  and  threaten  me,  holding  his  fist  in  my  face.  On  one  sudi  occa* 
sion,  I  had  been  ordered  to  withdraw  for  a  short  time,  when  the 
youngest  of  the  judges,  named  Bezold,  took  me  aside,  behind  a  door, 
and  whispered  to  me,  ''Do  not  be  afraid,  they  only  act  in  this 
manner  to  alarm  you;  you  have  not  done  anything  wrong,  and  they 
cannot  hurt  you."  These  kind  words  strengthened  me  exceedingly. 
I  could,  at  tiie  moment,  have  kissed  the  man's  feet;  and  at  the 
recollection  of  this  scene,  I  have  always  wished  him  a  special 
reward  &(mi  our  Saviour  for  his  kindness  to  me;  for,  on  various 
occasions,  he  shewed  himself  my  bene^oent  friend.  When  I  was 
called  in  again,  I  presented  myself  to  the  judges  without  faar.  They 
did  nothing  further  than  look  at  me,  and  then  dismissed  me. 

On  another  day,  when  I  had  to  appear  befinre  them,  they  asked 
me  if  I  would  recant.  My  answer  was,  ^  That,  I  cannot  con* 
scientiously  do.'*  After  making  me  many  promises,  if  I  would 
embrace  1^  Boman-Gatholic  fiedth,  they  asked  me  why  I  had  left 
Bohemia.  I  replied,  '^For  conscience'  sake;"  why  I  had  seceded 
from  the  Roman-Catholic  Church  ?  to  which  I  replied,  '*  Because  I 
did  not  believe  that  I  could  be  saved  in  it ;"  and  lastly,  whether  I 
would  return  to  the  Catholic  faith,  or  continue  in  my  own,  even  at 
the  risk  of  being  tortured  to  death  )  ''  Yes,"  I  replied,  *^  I  will  con- 
tinue in  my  fistith,  at  all  events."  I  was  then  conducted  back  to 
prison.  Here  I  again  communed  with  my  dear  Saviour,  and  was 
anew  strengthened  and  comforted  by  Him,  receiving  the  inward 
assurance,  that  my  sufieringa  would  soon  come  to  an  end. 

Not  long  after  this,  I  was  summoned  to  the  commandant  of  the 
castle,  who,  I  had  always  heard,  was  a  very  passionate  man.  I  was 
therefore  not  a  little  alarmed,  and  prayed  the  wh<de  way  to  our 
Saviour.  When  I  entered  the  justice-room,  where  the  court  was 
sitting,  the  commandant  asked  me  three  times,  ''  Are  you  Gilek  f^om 
Lubnyl"  On  my  respectfully  replying  in  the  affirmative,  he  looked 
surprised.  He  then  put  several  questions  to  me,  as  to  my  resolution 
to  adhere  to  my  religion,  even  at  the  risk  of  being  burned,  or  hving, 
or  condemned  to  imprisonment  for  life.  As  I  declared  my  deter- 
mination to  do  so  at  all  risks,  he  looked  at  the  Jesuit,  who  was 
standing  near  him,  and  said,  "  I  do  not  know  what  more  to  do  with 
him;  he  does  right  to  speak  as  he  thinks.  There  are  people  enough 
who  are  ready  to  promise  to  become  Catholics,  but  do  not  do  so.  I 
shall  take  no  further  trouble  with  him."  He  then  ordered  me  back 
to  my  cell,  and  sent  me  some  alms.  Oh,  how  thankfrd  I  was  to  the 
Saviour,  who  had  so  graciously  helped  me ! 

Not  long  afterwards,  the  Jesuit  came  to  see  me,  behaved  with 
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seeming  kindness,  and  offered  me  a  New  Testament.  Bnt  I  told  him, 
I  would  rather  he  would  give  me  back  my  own  Testament,  which  he 
had  taken  out  of  my  pocket  at  the  time  of  mj  arrest,  as  I  did  not 
wish  to  have  his.  He  then  asked  if  I  would  like  him  to  visit  me 
more  frequently.  I  replied,  that  I  did  not  wish  it;  that  I  should 
follow  his  exhortations  no  more  than  I  had  ever  done,  and  that  I 
therefore  did  not  wish  to  see  or  hear  him.  Having  said  this,  I 
stopped  my  ears  and  turned  away  from  him.  He  then  lefl  me,  and 
troubled  me  no  more  with  his  visits. 

One  morning  near  Christmas,  the  gaoler  came  to  me  with  the 
information  that  I  must  get  ready  to  go  to  the  deanery,  to  be  excom- 
municated. At  eight  o'clock,  I  was  accordingly  conducted  to  the 
appointed  place  by  the  judge  and  the  gaoler.  On  one  side  of  the 
church  sat  the  magistrates,  and  on  the  other  the  clergy,  and  I  was 
placed  in  the  middle.  The  eyes  of  all  were  directed  towards  me ',  I, 
however,  secretly  cried  to  our  Saviour.  The  Jesuit  then  rose  and 
made  the  declaration,  that,  as  I  had  despised  all  admonitions  and 
sted£uitly  persisted  in  my  delusion  and  heresy,  I  was  here  openly 
excluded  from  the  only  saving  church,  excommunicated,  and  deprived 
of  all  benefits,  prayers,  and  intercessions  of  the  saints,  and  that  in 
such  a  manner,  that  I  should  never  again  be  admitted  to  grace;  and 
finally,  that  I  was  herewith  given  over  to  the  devil  and  hell  for  ever. 
I  meanwhile  committed  my  spirit,  soul  and  body,  anew  to  my  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ,  for  all  eternity,  and  had  not  the  least  fear  that  any  evil 
would  happen  to  me,  as  He,  and  He  only,  has  power  to  judge,  and  to 
destroy  soul  and  body  in  hell.  When  this  sentence  had  been  pro* 
nounced,  they  all  looked  fixedly  at  me,  but  I  remained  unchanged. 
The  priests  then  dismissed  the  council,  and  came  in  a  friendly  man- 
ner to  me,  endeavouring  to  persuade  me  to  confess  to  them,  and 
promising  not  to  betray  my  offences,  however  atrocious  they  might 
have  been,  even  if  I  had  committed  murder.  They  took  incredible 
pains,  expressed  their  sorrow  for  me,  promised  to  have  the  sentence 
of  excommunication  revoked,  if  I  would  only  recant,  and  that  no  evil 
should  befitl  me,  but  I  should  experience  every  fitvour.  I  only  smiled 
at  this,  and  said  that  all  might  remain  as  they  had  settled  and  pro- 
nounced, as  I  did  not  fear  it.  They  then  opened  the  door,  and  the 
judge  and  gaoler  received  orders  to  take  me  back  to  prison,  with  tbe 
solemn  warning,  that  no  one  should  converse  with  me,  as  whoever  did 
so  would  commit  a  mortal  sin. 

On  the  following  day,  I  was  tc^en  to  the  council*house,  as  my 
sentence  had  arrived  from  Prague.  I  was  first  obliged  to  kiss  the 
Imperial  seal,  and  then  the  document  was  opened  and  read  to  me.  It 
was  to  the  effect,  that  I  was  to  labour  in  chains  at  the  public  works 
in  the  sti*eets  of  the  town,  for  two  years,  after  which  period  I  might 
expect  to  hear  the  remainder  of  my  sentence.  Hence  it  appeared  as 
if  I  was  to  be  a  prisoner  for  life.  I  was  then  admonished  to  be  fiedth- 
ful,  and  on  no  account  to  think  of  trying  to  escape.  An  axe  was 
then  placed  in  my  hands,  and  I  was  conducted  to  a  reservoir,  from 
which  I  was  to  bi^aak  the  ica  I  was  scarcely  able  to  lift  the  axe,  for 
weakness,  still  I  fidthfully  did  my  best  All  the  passers-by  stood  to 
look  at  me.     Some  abused  and  derided  me,  but  others  expressed  their 
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sympathy.  Seeing  this,  the  Jesuit  had  me  locked  up  for  half  a  day. 
I  complained  of  this  to  the  turnkey,  as  being  contrary  to  the  Imperial 
commands.  The  gaoler,  however,  endeavoured  to  satisfy  me,  and  told 
me,  that  the  Jesuit  was  not  at  all  pleased  with  my  sentence,  and  had 
even  travelled  to  Prague  to  get  it  altered.  His  effort  was  not  very 
successful,  though  he  succeeded  in  getting  an  additional  chain  put  on 
me,  securing  my  lefb  hand  to  my  right  foot.  In  this  state  I  was  led 
to  my  work,  in  the  Passion-week,  1735.  During  the  summer,  I 
cleaned  the  streets,  as  well  as  the  yards  of  private  persons,  who  hired 
me  for  the  purpose.  While  thus  engaged,  I  became  acquainted  with 
many,  who  had  compassion  on  me,  and  who  would  gladly  have  done 
me  any  kindness  in  their  power.  Eventually,  I  was  set  to  work  as  a 
labourer  with  the  masons,  and  had  to  endure  much  ill-usage,  especially 
from  the  master.  On  the  third  morning  of  this  service,  just  as  I  was 
handing  to  the  above-mentioned  man  the  last  stone  for  the  completion 
of  the  waU  of  a  house,  the  fire-bells  began  to  ring,  and  he,  on  raising 
his  eyes,  saw  a  thick  smoke  ascending  from  that  part  of  the  town 
where  he  lived.  I  felt  at  once  as  if  some  one  had  said  to  me,  "  To- 
day you  will  escape,"  though  I  could  not  see  how  this  was  to  be 
effected.  I  now  ran  to  and  fro,  giving  my  assistance  wherever  it  was 
required.  Meanwhile  the  fire  spread  more  and  more,  no  efforts  at 
quenching  it  seeming  to  do  any  good.  I  saw  it  with  astonishment, 
and  felt  the  deepest  pity  for  the  poor,  who,  in  their  confusion,  did  not 
know  what  to  do.  Every  one  called  loudly  on  his  patron-saint  for 
help.  But  they  called  most  of  all  on  St.  Florian,  and  implored  him 
especially  to  save  a  house  in  which  a  picture  of  him  was.  But  before 
long,  the  house  was  in  flames  like  the  rest,  upon  which  I  laughed  and 
said,  "  How  can  one  help  you,  who  cannot  save  himself  from  being 
burned?"  I  then  came  to  the  house  of  some  kind  benefactors  of 
mine,  where  I  saw  the  two  daughters  tiying  to  drag  their  old  and  in- 
firm mother  out  of  the  flames.  I  offered  my  assistance,  and  we  carried 
her  safely  out  of  the  town.  The  cdd  woman  lifted  up  her  hands  towards 
heaven,  and  said,  '*  Ah,  this  comes  from  Gk>d,  and  is  a  punishment 
which  we  have  justly  deserved ;  we  have  no  right  to  open  our  mouth 
against  it"  On  my  returning  into  the  town,  a  man  who  knew  and 
loved  me,  begged  me  to  take  his  cow  out  of  the  town,  that  she  might 
not  be  burned.  I  consented,  and  led  the  cow  to  the  three  bams,  to 
which  he  had  directed  me.  I  now  turned  with  heartfelt  prayer  to 
the  Lord,  imploring  Him  to  show  me  what  I  ought  to  do.  The  direc- 
tion given  me  in  my  mind  was,  '^  Lie  down  behind  one  of  the  bams, 
and  i£  no  one  comes  to  fetch  you  by  the  evening,  let  this  be  a  sign 
that  the  Lord  will  deliver  you."  I  immediately  made  a  cord  of  the 
rags  I  had  bound  round  my  feet,  witii  which  I  tied  the  cow  to  a  tree, 
and  then  looked  for  a  suitable  place  near  one  of  the  bams,  and  lay 
down  tiiere.  Some  people  came  past,  who  saw  my  chains,  and  one 
man  scolded  me  for  not  assisting  at  the  fire ;  but  when  I  told  him  that 
I  had  already  worked  till  I  was  weary,  he  left  me.  As  soon  as  it  was 
dark,  I  gob  up  and  went  over  the  fields  toward  the  forest.  I  soon  felt 
that  I  could  not  go  &r  with  the  irons  on  my  legs.  I  therefore  knocked 
them  off  with  stones,  and  buried  them  and  the  two  chains,  each  of 
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which  was  six  feefc  long,  at  the  distance  of  several  fields  from  each 
other*     This  happened  on  the  20th  of  August,  1735. 

I  cannot  describe  mj  feelings  at  this  time,  and,  to  this  day,  I  do 
not  know  how  to  thank  my  Sariour  sufficiently  for  my  deliverance.  I 
shed  a  flood  of  tears,  at  the  remembrance  of  my  want  of  confidence  in 
our  Lord,  and  the  hours  of  distress  I  had  thereby  prepared  for  myself, 
and  I  begged  His  forgiveness  for  aU  things  in  me  which  did  not  tend 
to  His  glory.  I  then  went  quickly  on  my  way,  with  joy  and  thanks- 
giving, the  whole  night.  At  day-l^reak,  I  felt  quite  exhausted  with 
hunger,  and  did  not  know  what  to  do.  At  last,  I  came  to  a  little  ale- 
house, which  I  entered,  and  called  for  some  beer  and  bread.  The  land- 
lord ftnd  his  ^fe  stared  at  me.  Indeed  it  was  no  wonder  if  it  seemed 
suspicious,  that  a  man  came,  without  a  coat  or  anything  but  linen  under- 
clothes and  apron,  and  with  long  hair  and  beard,  asking  for  beer  be- 
fore sunrise.  They  stood  at  the  door  to  watch  me,  and  questioned 
me  very  closely,  as  to  whence  I  came,  and  whither  I  was  going.  This 
caused  ttie  great  alarm,  lest  they  should  detain  me.  I  fiierefore  im- 
plored the  Lord  to  make  known  to  me  what  I  should  say  to  these 
people*  When  they  asked  me  for  the  third  time  about  myself,  I  an- 
swered by  demanding  whether  they  had  heard  of  the  remarkable 
occurrence  that  had  taken  place  on  the  previous  day.  Upon  this, 
their  angry  looks  at  once  changed,  and  they  anxiously  inquired  to 
what  I  referted.  I  again  veiy  deliberately  expressed  my  surprise 
that  they  should  not  have  heard  about  it  This  still  more  excited 
their  mitiosity,  and  they  begged  me  to  tell  them.  I  then  related  to 
them  cltclimstatitially  all  about  the  groat  fire  at  Leutomischel.  This 
filled  them  with  astonishment.  As  soon  aa  I  had  finished  eating,  I 
rose,  and  saying  that  I  had  come  from  Leutomischel,  and  was  now  re- 
turning home,  left  them  without  any  attempt  on  their  part  to  detain 
me. 

I  now  betook  myself  flgain  to  the  forest,  and  the  breakfast  I  had 
taken  had  to  support  me  for  two  days.  Several  times  I  lost  my  way 
completely;  but  my  faithful  Saviour  always,  in  answer  to  my  prayers, 
btt)Ught  me  into  the  right  direction  again.  On  the  third  day,  I  again 
i^efreshod  myself  with  a  little  bread,  after  which  I  returned  to  the 
mountains.  At  midnight  1  reached  the  summit,  by  the  help  of  a  couple 
of  Sticks,  and  finding  a  spring  there,  drank  of  it,  and  fell  asleep  with 
exhaustioil.  Soon,  however,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  awaked  me  in  the 
way  I  have  already  mentioned.  I  looked  timidly  around,  and  saw  no- 
thing, but  felt  impelled  to  spring  to  my  feet.  Scarcely  had  I  done  so, 
when  I  heard  something  in  the  thick  forest  coming  towards  me,  and 
the  next  moment  two  wolves  made  their  appearance.  They  stood  close 
before  me,  and  we  looked  at  each  other.  I  must  confess  that,  at  that 
moment,  a  death-like  shudder  passed  over  me,  and  my  tongue  cleaved 
to  my  jaws,  so  that  I  could  not  utter  a  sound.  At  length  I  recovered 
myself  so  fer,  that  I  struck  my  two  sticks  on  the  ground,  at  the  same 
time  shouting  aloud.  But  tins  irritated  the  animals,  and  they  made 
ix}  spring  at  me.  But  it  was  as  if  they  had  been  tied  by  the  hind-legs, 
for  they  did  not  come  A  step  nearer.  Not  knowing  what  to  do,  I 
stood  still,  turned  solely  and  alone  to  our  Saviour,  and  implored  Him 
not  to  let  me  perish  so  miserably.     All  at  once,  the  two  monsters 
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turned  ahd  rftti  away  as  qiiiokljr  as  they  had  come.  In  this  I  saw 
plainly  the  wonderful  help  of  the  Lord,  and  praised  Him  for  it.  At 
the  same  time,  He  strengthened  me  as  powerfully  as  if  I  had  received 
the  best  bodily  nourishment,  so  that  I  was  enabled  to  continue  my 
jotimey  by  ni^t>  and  proceeded  safely  and  without  fear,  though  it 
was  e:s:ceedingly  dark.  At  length,  on  the  24th  of  August,  1735,  t 
reached  Gebhardsdorf,  near  Zittau,  in  Lusatia.  The  next  day  I  artit^ 
at  Gerlachsheim,  where  I  was  kindly  receired  by  Pastor  Bchuhs.  t 
felt  truly  thankful  to  our  Saviour,  for  bringing  me  once  more  to  this 
dear  place.  Still  I  had  not  the  same  enjoyment  as  at  my  first  residence 
here.  I  was  treated  as  a  brother  by  all,  and  was  enabled  to  make 
myself  useful  in  a  school  which  the  pastor  had  established,  but  did 
not  feel  happy.  I  had  to  suffer  many  privations,  and  even  scarcity  of 
wholesome  food;  but  this  did  not  trouble  me  so  much  as  the  oppres« 
sive  feeling  of  my  sinfulness  and  depravity.  We  were  continually 
told,  that  we  ought  to  crucify  the  old  man  with  his  deeds,  but  I  did 
not  know  where  to  obtain  strength  to  do  this.  This  led  me  to  say, 
"  Would  that  I  had  the  Lord  Jesus !"  Eventually  came  persecution, 
and  we  were  obliged  to  go  to  Berlin.  Here  my  difficulties  oontiiiiied. 
At  length,  some  Bohemian  Brethren  from  ZittaU  visited  us,  and  held 
some  meetings.  They  also  told  us  about  the  congregation  at  Herm* 
hut,  through  their  fellowship  with  which,  they  had  been  receiving  a 
new  blessing  for  their  hearts,  and  testified  that  they  had  found  in  the 
sufibrings  and  death  of  Jesus  power  to  walk  in  newness  of  life.  I  paid 
particular  attention  to  this,  and  entertained  hopes  that  ^^Ire  wotdd 
be  some  in^»rovement  in  my  own  oonditioni  Ldl  1740^  the  Brethren 
in  Zittau  sent  us  translations  of  letters  from  the  converted  negroes 
in  St.  Thomas,  and  some  other  accounts  of  the  work  of  the  Lord,  car- 
ried on  in  Christian  and  heathen  lands  by  the  instrumentality  of  the 
Ohureh  of  the  Brethren.  The  reading  of  these  in  our  assemblies  was 
much  blessed  to  many*  Here  I  he^  muoh  about  the  tneHtoriotis 
sufferings  and  death  of  Jesus,  whidi  softened  my  hearty  so  thai  I  -^as 
often  melted  into  tears,  and  felt  assured  that  tins  was  the  root  of  the 
matter,  which  had  hitherto  been  wanting  to  me.  I  now  besought  our 
Saviour  to  have  mercy  on  me,  and  surrendered  myself  to  Him.  And 
He  was  {deased  to  reveal  Himself  to  me  in  such  an  eiiittordinarily 
powerful  manner,  that  I  felt  as  if  I  Saw  Him  bodily,  as  He  hUn^ 
bleeding,  on  the  cross^  expiring  for  my  sins.  I  now  was  first  enabl^ 
to  become  acquainted  with  Him,  as  the  bridegroom  of  my  soul,  my 
Lord  and  my  Ood.  The  realisation  of  this  blessing  similar  to  that 
felt  by  Thomas,  when  he  knelt  before  His  risen  Loro,  filled  my  heart 
with  chastened  joy.  I  felt  neW  strength  and  grace,  and,  although  I 
passed  through  some  variations  of  experience,  and  particularly  had  to 
become  daibr  more  and  more  convinced  of  my  deep  depravity  and 
utter  wdrthlessness,  t  was  enabled  to  cleave  to  my  Saviour  with  firm 
confidence. 

During  my  residence  at  Berlin,  I  twice  entered  the  married  state. 
My  first  wife  was  spared  to  me  only  fbtit  yeats^  and  left  me  an  infimt 
son.  My  second  union  lasted  from  1744  till  1771,  wh^  my  wife 
was  called  awav  to  a  liappy  eternity. 

Amidst  the  trials  and  vicissitudes  which  have  m^ked  my  life, 
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my  gracious  Saviour  has  caused  His  grace,  mercy,  and  peace  to  abound 
towards  me.  Now,  my  hope  and  trust  is,  that  He  ¥dll  ere  long  admit 
me  to  the  assembly  of  just  men  made  perfect. 

Thus  &r  is  our  late  Brother's  own  account. 

During  the  last  year  and  a  half  of  his  life,  he  was  confined  to  his 
bed,  and  experienced  much  suffering  from  internal  injuries,  the  con- 
sequence of  Ids  hardships  and  priyations  in  prison.  At  length  the 
hour  came  which  he  had  long  wished  and  prayed  for  with  tears,  and 
on  the  3rd  of  October,  1780,  he  gently  fell  asleep,  in  the  seventy-fourth 
year  of  his  age. 


LABRADOR. 

IT  is  with  thankful  hearts,  that  the  Committee  of  the  Society  for 
the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  inform  their  Brethren  and  friends,  that 
the  Lord  has  been  pleased,  once  more,  to  open  His  bountiful  hand, 
and  to  satisfy  the  temporal  desires  of  the  poor  Esquimaux  dwelling  on 
the  coast  of  Labrador.  The  year  1856-7,  has  indeed  presented  a 
striking  contrast  in  this  respect,  to  that  preceding  it  With  a  slight 
exception  at  Hopedale,  in  the  early  part  of  the  winter,  a  plentiful 
supply  of  the  necessaries  of  life  appears  to  have  been  vouchsafed  to  all 
our  congregations, — while  health  and  other  providential  mercies  were 
not  withholden.  Nor  were  our  Miasiou-families,  at  the  several  settle- 
ments, deprived  of  their  share  in  these  good  things,  pertaining  to  the 
life  that  now  i&  With  food  and  raiment  they  also  were  well  sup- 
plied; their  gardens  yielded  a  sufficiency  of  vegetable  produce,  so 
essential  to  health  in  a  northern  dime ;  and  no  evil  was  permitted  to 
befal  them,  nor  any  plague  to  come  nigh  their  dwelling.  Even  the 
more  advanced  in  years  were  enabled  to  perform  their  severally 
allotted  duties,  with  but  little  interruption  from  serious  illness — ^none 
of  their  number  being  compelled,  by  the  failure  of  mental  or  bodily 
power,  to  retire  from  the  work,  either  permanently  or  for  a  season. 
The  Harmony  has,  in  consequence,  been  the  bearer  of  no  Missionaries 
this  time,  either  to  or  from  the  coast  of  Labrador, — a  circimistance  of 
comparatively  rare  occurrence.  That,  under  the  blessing  and  pro- 
tecting care  of  God,  the  voyage  of  the  ship,  both  out  and  home^ 
has  been  once  more  safely  and  successfully  performed,  is  an  event 
whereby  the  Lord  has  indeed  crowned  the  year  with  His  goodness, 
and  manifested  anew  His  loving-kindness,  power,  and  faithfulness,  to 
His  unworthy  servanta  For  this,  they  desire  to  bring  Him  their 
tribute  of  thanksgiving  and  praise. 

Of  the  spiritual  progress  of  ihe  Mission,  during  a  year  of  so 
much  temporal  prosperity,  the  Comttkittee  would  gladly  give  an  equally

favourable  account  This,  however,  it  is  not  in  their  power  to  do. 
From  the  letters  of  our  dear  fellow-servants  herewith  subjoined,  it  is 
but  too  evident,  that  the  great  Enemy  has  been  actively  at  work  in  our 
several  congregations,  and  that  not  a  few  souls  have  been  ensnared 
in  his  toils,  or  overpowered  by  his  assaults.  By  too  many,  the  riches 
of  the  Divine  goodness  and  forbearance  and  long-suffering,  appear  to 
have  been  despised,  while  some  have  given  way  to  foolish  and  hurtful 
lusts,  whereby  men  are  drowned  in  destruction  and  perdition.  It  is 
painful  to  learn,  that  such  has  been  the  case  with  some,  who,  for  a 
time,  seemed  to  run  well, — ^at  Hebron,  even  with  persons  who  held 
the  office  of  native-assistants.  The  sincerity  of  the  repentance, 
which  they  generally  expressed,  on  their  exclusion  from  the  fellowship 
of  the  Church,  will  require  to  be  carefully  tested  :  the  evil  effects  of 
their  example,  it  may  be  feared,  will  cause  the  Missionaries  more 
trouble  and  anxiety. 

The  spiritual  indifference  of  which  our  Brethren  at  HopedaU 
complain,  and  the  increasing  want  of  confidence  towards  themselves, 
manifested  by  certain  members  of  their  flocks,  are  distressing  signs  of 
the  times;  attributable,  in  their  opinion,  at  least  in  great  measure,  to 
the  frequent  intercourse  of  their  people  with  the  Southlanders.  Of 
the  settlers  who  lately  joined  the  Church  at  that  station,  it  hful  been 
found  necessary  to  exclude  two  for  gross  trancfgressions.  To  the 
remainder,  a  favourable  testimony  is  bom«  for  religious  consistency. 
At  all  the  settlements,  the  attendance  on  the  means  of  grace,  both 
public  and  private,  had  been  numerous  and  regular.  At  Nain 
and  Okak,  many  persons,  both  adults  and  young  people,  shewed  an 
earnest  desire  for  Scriptural  instruction,  often  asking  for  a  ftirther 
explanation  of  the  ti-uths  they  had  heard  in  the  house  of  God.  With 
the  state  of  the  schools  at  both  these  stations,  and  the  progress  of  the 
pupils  who  frequented  tiiem  diligently,  satisfisiction  is  expressed; 
while  testimony  is  borne  to  the  blessing  which  the  ordinances  of  the 
Lord*8  house  were  the  means  of  conveying  to  truly  faithful  souls, — 
whereof  the  edifying  declarations  of  many,  when  conversing  with  the 
Missionaries,  and  of  not  a  few  on  their  death-beds,  afforded  cheering 
proo£ 

To  the  extraordinary  occurrences  of  the  year,  belonged  the  diffi- 
cult and  trying  sledge-journey,  performed  by  Br.  Eisner  of  Hopedale, 
southward  as  &r  as  Esquimaux-Bay, — a  settlement  of  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Company,  near  the  opening  of  the  great  inlet  of  Ivuktoke, — ^for 
the  purpose  of  visiting  the  settlers  in  that  district,  and  ascertaining 
what  could  be  done  for  their  spiritual  benefit.  Of  this  expedition, 
some  interesting  particulars  will  be  hereafter  communicated.   Another 
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remarkable  ooourrenoe  was  the  unexpected  meetiiig  between  some 
Esquimaux  hunters  from  Nain  and  a  partj  of  Indians,  neariy  150  in 
number,  which  took  {dace  fh>m  eighty  to  one  hundred  miles  inland,  and 
the  Mendly  intercourse  of  persons  of  two  distinct  raoeS)  who  usuall  j 
avoid  each  other,  under  the  influence  of  mutual  fear  or  dislika  Of 
the  heathen  fiMjuimaox  from  Nadiyak  and  UngaTa  Baj,  who,  to  the 
surprise  of  out  Brethren,  visited  Hebron  in  considerable  numbeafe 
during  the  past  winter,  none  were  disposed  to  remain  at  that  settle- 
ment, though  many  of  them  repressed  their  wiUingness  to  receive 
Ghnstittn  instruction  from  Missionaries  residing  among  ^emselvea 
The  winter  had  been  extremely  cold  at  the  two  northern  stations,  and 
had  been  followed  by  a  very  hot  summer, — ^vourable,  on  the  whole, 
to  vegetation,  notwithstanding  the  tendency  to  droughti 

On  ^e  13th  January  last,  an  earthquake  was  iblt  at  Okak  and 
Hebron,  by  the  Esquimaux,  though  not  by  the  Missionaries,  in  ^eir 
more  solidly^buiH  timber-houses. 

The  voyage  of  the  Hmmorvy  was  marked  by  few  circumstiuices 
calling  for  special  notice.  Her  passage  out  was  unusually  quick  and 
favourable*  Though  she  did  not  leave  Horselydown  till  the  9th  d* 
June^  the  ice  Was  reached,  and  the  coast  of  Labrador  sighted,  as  early 
as  the  7th  of  July.  On  the  19th,  the  ship  oast  abchof  off  HapedtBd^, 
to  the  surprise  and  joy  of  botH  Missionaries  aAd  Esquimaux, — ^feelings 
which  were  shared  at  all  the  other  stations,  as  the  good  news  was  con- 
veyed to  them  by  the  post-kayi^s.  Leaving  Hopedale,  on  the  8rd  of 
August,  she  feaehed  Ifain  on  the  5th  j  the  frirther  voyage  to  Oimk 
was  perfbfmed  betlreen  the  17tii  and  19th;  and  one  long  day's  run 
from  that  (Settlement  brought  the  Vessel  to  Hebron  on  thd  8Sth. 
Hete,  however,  the  voyage  lost  its  fiivourable  character.  On  sailing 
from  Hebron^  on  the  6th  of  Bepteniber,  the  Hw^numy  enootultered 
a  suocesidon  of  violent  gales,  often  accompanied  by  heavy  rain,  and  of 
which,  the  last,  shortly  before  she  entered  tiie  Channel,  was  so  furious, 
that  her  safety  seemed  to  be  endangeredi  The  Lord,  howeter,  held 
His  mighty  hand  over  her  and  all  on  board  s  the  ship  weathered  the 
gale,  made  sotindings  on  the  1st  of  October,  and  came  to  her  moorings 
at  Horselydown  on  the  7th  of  that  montL  His  holy  name  be  praised, 
for  the  protection  and  help  thus  again  vouchsafed !

'*  OUR  joy,  when  the  Bamumy  anived  here  quite  unexpectedly,  as 

early  as  the  19th  of  July,  can  more  easily  be  Ima^nc^  than  de- 
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scribed.  Before  we  perceived  her,  she  passed  through  the  numeroijs 
islands  on  our  coast^  and  thus  spared  us  the  frequent  ascent  of  the 
neighbouring  hills  to  look  out.  All  the  more  earnestly  did  we  thank 
the  Lord  for  once  more  graciously  preserring  the  little  vessel,  which 
comes  to  us  as  a  messenger  of  peace,  and,  in  His  undeserved  Fatherly 
care  of  us,  bringing  her  in  safety  to  her  destination. 

"  We  thank  you  heartily  for  your  explicit,  edifying,  and  encour- 
aging letter.  We  regret  that  want  of  time  will  prevent  us  from 
entering  upon  it  more  particularly.  Let  us,  therefore,  at  otico  pro- 
ceed to  communicate  to  you  the  most  important  pai'ticulats  respect- 
ing the  temporal  and  spiritual  course  of  our  congregation  during  the 
past  year* 

"  It  will  be  matter  of  rejoicing  and  thankfhlness  td  hear,  that 
the  Esquimaux  did  not  suffer  actual  want  during  the  winter,  although 
the  returns  of  the  autumn  hunt  and  fishing  were  less  abundant 
than  at  the  other  three  stations.  It  is  true  that  individuals  have 
not  been  wanting  who  experienced  scarcity  of  food.  Bufe  they 
were  mostly  such  as  were  themselves  to  blame,  being  unwilling  to 
labour.  Such  people  it  is  difl&cult  to  help.  Their  poor  children  are 
most  to  be  pitied,  as  they  have  to  suffer  keenly  through  the  laziness 
and  carelessness  of  their  unprincipled  parents. 

"  The  Good  Shepherd  has  called  not  a  few  little  lambs  into  His 
fold  above.  We  rejoice  so  much  the  more  at  the  happy  lot  of  these 
little  ones,  because  we  look  forward  with  anxiety  to  the  future  course 
of  many  of  our  young  people.  A  spirit  of  licence,  of  fHvolity,  and 
of  pride  prevails  increasingly  among  them,  and  it  not  unfrequently 
happens  that  affectionate  remonstrances  on  our  part  are  repaid  with 
insolent  behaviour.  In  short,  they  will  take  no  advice, — an  evil  that 
may  be  said  more  or  less  to  affect  the  whole  nation.  On  the  whole, 
we  are  deeply  grieved,  on  this  occasion,  not  to  be  able  to  give  our 
friends  favourable  intelligence  regarding  the  state  of  our  congrega- 
tion. Great  indifference  in  spiritual  matters,  and  increasing  want  of 
confidence  in  us,  have  made  themselves  evident.  The  cftitse  of  the 
latter  is  unknown  to  tis,  but  may  be  sought,*  perhaps  not  incorrectly, 
in  the  increasing  intercourse  of  our  people  with  the  traders  in  the 
South,  as  the  Esquimaui  obtain  from  them  many  articles  with  which 
we  cannot  supply  them,  and  which  they  imagine  we  are  not  willing 
they  shoidd  have. 

**  The  result  of  this  state  of  things  has  been  many  instances  of 
sin,  such  as  adidtery  among  the  older  members,  and  other  fleshly  lusts 
among  the  yoimg.  This  has,  of  course,  led  to  exclusion  from  the 
congregation,  and  this  so  frequently,  that  we  have  been  almost 
ashamed  to  mention  the  cases  in  the  church,  according  to  custom. 

"  Some  of  the  excluded  appear  truly  penitent  for  their  fall ; 
while  others  show  no  signs  of  repentance  or  sorrow,  but  wallow  in  the 
mire  of  sin.  Advancements  in  the  congregation  occurred  not  unfre- 
qUently  in  the  course  of  the  winter,  but  we  could  only  rejoice  with 
trembling.  On  Palm  Sunday  two  persons  were  confii'med,  and  were 
admitted  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  Holy  Communion  on  Maunday 
Thursday.  On  Easter  Simday  an  adult  was  added  to  the  Church  by 
holy  baptism. 
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''  Regarding  the  attendance  at  church  and  school,  we  have  no 
cause  to  complam ;  and  when  the  school  closed  for  the  sununer,  we 
had  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  improvement  of  many  of  the 
scholars.  They  answered  very  well,  when  examined  in  the  history 
of  the  New  Testament  Oh,  may  the  numerous  passages  of  Scriptui*e 
which  they  then  repeated,  not  only  be  retained  by  them  in  the 
memory,  but  produce  a  blessed  e£fect  in  their  hearts! 

''  Much  of  a  distressing  character  has  taken  place  with  the  set- 
tlers, who  have  joined  our  congregation.  Two  married  men,  brothers, 
bad  to  be  excluded  on  account  of  adultery.  One  of  them,  the 
younger,  appeared  humble  and  penitent,  but  the  other  obstinately 
denied  ike  charge  against  him,  appealing  to  God*8  omniscience,  &c., 
until  he  was  silenced  by  the  testimony  of  uomerouB  witnesses.  How 
little  good  effect  this  exercise  of  discipline  has  had  upon  him  is  shewn 
by  the  fact^  that  he  afterwards  drove  away  the  wife  to  whom  he  had 
been  married  here,  and  is  now  leading  a  sinful  life  with  a  profligate 
woman  from  the  South.  The  other  settlers  belonging  to  the  congre- 
gation proceed  in  a  quiet,  orderly  course,  and  earnestly  seek  to  walk 
worthily  of  the  Gospel  In  the  winter  we  visited  them  all  in  their 
scattei^ed  dwellings,  north,  south,  and  west  This  gratified  them 
much,  and  they  often  expressed  their  thankfulness  for  it 

"  Br.  Eisner  will  give  you  an  account  of  his  visit  at  Esquimaux 
Bay,  and  of  the  circumstances  attending  the  same.  We  were  rejoiced 
to  see  him  return  to  us  on  the  1st  of  May,  safe  and  well — and  the 
more  so,  because  the  Brethren  Yollprecht  and  Ribbach  happened  to 
be  here,  on  a  visit  from  Nain.  It  does  not  belong  to  us,  to  decide  on 
the  probability  of  the  establishment  of  a  Mi^on-station  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Esquimaux  Bay;  but  thus  much  is  certain,  that 
such  visits  cannot  often  be  repeated,  as  will  be  sufficiently  clear  from 
Br.  Eisner's  account 

''  Such  are,  in  general,  the  most  important  subjects  concerning 
our  congregation ;  details  will  be  foimd  in  diaries  and  in  private  letters. 
The  course  of  Uie  congregation  is  changeable,  and  much  fostering 
care  is  still  required.  We  feel  assured  that  we  may  reckon  on  your 
faithful  intercession,  that  the  Lord  would  endow  us  with  strength, 
wisdom,  patience,  and  self-sacrificing  love,  so  that  we  may  be  found 
&ithful  stewards  of  His  mysteries.

**  Dear  Brethren,  Nain,  July  29th,  1857. 

"  WE  would  beg  to  express  our  grateful  acknowledgments  to  you  for 
our  usual  supplies,  as  well  as  to  our  kind  friends  in  many  places,  who 
have  again  manifested  their  unfailing  benevolence  and  sjrmpathy,  by 
sending  a  variety  of  valuable  and  useful  presenta  These  are  doubly 
acceptable  to  us,  because  we  venture  to  view  them  as  a  token,  that 
there  are  many  who  likewise  assist  us  by  their  intercessions  on  our 
behalf  at  a  throne  of  grace. 

"But  how  can  we  sufficiently  praise  the  Lord,  who  has  once

again  conducted  our  little  vessel  hither  in  safety,  and  has  thus  saved 
us  from  all  the  anxiety  and  distress  which  would  result  from  its  non- 
arrival.  The  circumstances,  that  the  wind  for  some  time  had  blown 
from  the  eastward,  and  that,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Esquimaux, 
there  did  not  appear  to  be  much  drift-ice,  had  indeed  led  us  to  cherish 
the  hope,  that  the  ship  might  this  year  arrive  earlier  than  usual. 
But  when,  on  the  23rd  of  July,  we  received  the  joyful  intelligence, 
that  the  Uarmony  had  reached  her  anchorage  at  Hopedaie  on 
the  19th,  it  was  an  agi^eeable  surprise.  We  should  hardly  have 
believed,  that  the  shots  we  heard  fired  were  the  signal  usually  given 
by  the  men  in  the  post-kayaks  from  Hopedaie,  if  the  joyful  shouts 
of  the  Esquimaux,  who  look  out  more  attentively  than  even  we  do, 
had  not  convinced  us.  This  early  arrival  is  peculiarly  important 
this  year,  as  the  Union  is  to  sail  to  Hebron,  to  fetch  Br.  and  Sr. 
Kem  to  this  station,  in  the  place  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Eibbach,  who  are 
to  go  by  the  Ha/mumy  to  Hebron.  May  the  Lord  graciously  pre- 
serve these  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters  and  their  little  ones  from  all 
harm  and  danger,  and  bring  them  in  safety  to  their  respective  desti- 
nations ! 

*'  In  regard  to  the  temporal  condition  of  the  Esquimaux,  we  are 
enabled,  thanks  to  the  Lord,  to  report  the  last  year  as  one  of 
blessing.  We  are  thankful  on  their  own  account,  tliat  they  took 
to  heart  our  earnest  admonitions  to  diligence,  having  made  a  better 
use  of  the  time  for  hunting  and  fishing  last  summer,  than  perhaps 
ever  before.  The  Lord  blessed  their  labours,  and  sent  f^em  more 
seals  than  last  year,  though  but  few  in  comparison  with  the  vast 
shoals  they  afterwards  saw,  without  being  able  to  take  them.  {See 
Diary.) 

"  We  captured  a  considerable  number  of  these  animals  in  nets, 
which  was  also  an  advantage  to  the  Esquimaux,  as  those  who  pos- 
sessed sledges  were  able  to  earn  a  portion  of  the  flesh,  by  bringing 
home  the  seals  for  us.  None  of  the  people,  not  even  the  poorest, 
suffered  want.  This  circumstance,  under  the  undeserved  blessing  of 
God,  doubtless  contributed  to  keep  them  in  good  health  during  the 
year.  The  Esquimaux  often  regain  strength  with  surprising  rapidity, 
when  they  obtain  sufficient  nourishment,  after  a  period  of  scarcity. 
Yet  there  are  often  not  a  few,  who,  though  they  may  escape  with  life, 
under  such  circumstances,  have  to  suffer  from  severe  illness,  from 
the  effects  of  which  they  do  not  so  soon  recover.  Between  the 
commencement  of  18d6  and  that  of  1857,  fourteen  persons  belonging 
to  this  congregation  departed  this  life. 

<'  It  would  give  us  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  announce  as 
decided  an  improvement  in  the  spiritual  course  of  the  congregation, 
in  comparison  with  the  previous  year,  as  we  can  in  its  temporal  cir- 
cumstances. But  of  this  we  have  not  sufficient  proofe.  We  can, 
however,  testify,  to  the  Lord's  pi*ai8e,  that  the  saving  power  of  the 
Gospel  has  been  manifested  in  the  hearts  of  many.  The  meetings 
have  been  well  attended,  by  apparently  eager  auditors.  We  have 
also  been  glad  to  perceive  a  desire  for  the  explanation  of  Divine 
truths,  which  led  to  frequent  visits  to  us  privately.  The  individual 
speakings  have  often  been  edifying  to  us^  as  proving  that  there  are> 
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in  our  congregation,  bouIb  who  £ael  haf^y  in  communion  with  oar 
Saviour,  and  who  manifest  hj  their  walk  and  ocmversatian  that  they 
are  His  children.  It  has  also  been  a  source  of  encouragement  to  us 
to  observe,  that  our  Saviour  waa  pleased  to  lay  hold  of  some  who  had 
previously  lived  carelessly,  and  to  make  them  anxious  respecting  the 
salvation  of  their  souls.  The  happy  departure  of  the  married  Brother, 
David  (see  Diabt),  afforded  a  pleasing  example  of  perseverance  to 
the  end. 

*'  But  th^re  has  likewise,  alas !  been  no  lack  (^  trying  circum- 
stances. Many  continue  indifferent  and  careless  regarding  ^e  salva- 
tion ai  their  immortal  souls,  of  which  the  natural  consequences  during 
the  past  year  have  been  gross  outbreaks  of  sin,  such  as  finmication, 
theft,  witchcraft^  and  other  abominations.  And,  in  most  cases,  those 
who  were  guilty  of  such  things,  were  satisfied  if  only  their  crimes 
could  be  kept  concealed  from  the  Missionaries,  and  they  could  thus 
escape  the  disgrace  of  exclusion  fnmi  fellowship. 

''  It  has,  however,  happened  that  one  or  other  who  has  fiallen  in- 
to sin,  has  come,  under  the  pressure  of  a  guilty  conscience,  and  con- 
fessed his  faults.  Doubtless,  this  may  have  sometimes  been  done  with 
the  erroneous  hope  of  obtaining  peace  of  mind,  through  this  confes- 
sion. Still,  an  opportunity  is  hereby  afforded,  by  God's  blessing,  of 
teaching  them  better. 

*^  The  school,  which  was  opened  for  the  winter  on  the  Slst  of 
October,  with  a  rather  small  number  of  children,  was  on  the  whole 
well  attended.  The  number  of  scholars,  after  all  the  children  had 
arrived,  amounted  to  102,  of  various  ages,  from  four  yeare  to  sixteen. 

'^  We  shall  be  very  thankful  to  receive  the  rest  of  the  Jlsquimaux 
hymn-books.  The  first  consignment  is  disposed  o^  and  many  i^^i- 
cants  have  been  obliged  to  be  satisfied  with  ^e  promise  of  bemg  sup- 
plied, when  the  next  arrives.  The  hymn-booln  gave  great  satis&o- 
tion,  and  have  been  readily  sold  at  the  rate  of  one  shilling  each. 

^'  In  the  spring,  some  of  our  people,  who  were  on  tiie  rein-deer 
hunt^  met  with  a  tribe  of  heathen  Indians,  150  in  number,  including 
women  and  children.  Their  camp,  according  to  the  report  of  the 
Esquimaux,  was  about  the  same  distance  inland,  as  Hop^lale  is  from 
Nain,  that  is,  200  miles.  Some,  however,  came  to  the  feictorB,  who  re- 
side about  seventy  Englidi  miles  frx>m  this  place,  and  some  a£  the  lat- 
ter returned  with  them  to  their  camp,  in  or(kr  to  trada  We  saw  ncme 
of  them,  and  did  not  make  any  attempt  to  visit  them,  as  they  spoke 
neither  English  nor  Esquimaux.  It  may  be  looked  upon  as  a  fruit  of 
the  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  that  our  Esquimaux  and  these  people  could 
meet  in  a  friendly  manner.  Formerly,  they  were  mortal  enemies,  and 
only  sou^t  every  opportunity  to  destroy  each  other.  Although  the 
Indians  are  still  heathen,  they  know  very  well,  that  the  Esquimaux 
are  no  longer  the  same  murderous  race  as  formerly ;  hence  they  run  to 
meet  them,  with  shouts  of  joy,  though  they  still  take  care  to  be  armed. 
On  the  present  occasion,  the  Esquimaux  remained  unarmed,  and  waved 
their  caps,  in  token  of  amity,  on  which  the  Indians  also  laid  aside 
their  weapons,  and  behaved  in  a  friendly  manner.  Still,  the  friend- 
ship of  a  heathen  Indian  is  not  mudi  to  be  trusted.  Our  Esquimaux 
were  cheated  in  the  barter  which  took  plaoe,  for  as  they  were  really 
afraid  of  the  Indians,  they  did  not  venture  to  resist  their  demands. 
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^^  As  r^^ards  ouiselyeB,  we  have  mudi  reason  to  thank  the  Lord 
for  His  graoious  help  afforded  to  ns.  In  winter  we  have  had  again 
to  experience  scarcity  of  fresh  meat^  there  haidng  been  very  few  ptar- 
migan, and,  as  in  the  previous  winter,  no  hares  at  all.  We  were  all 
the  more  thankful,  when  in  the  beginning  of  Apnl,  the  rein-deer 
hunters  succeeded  in  obtaining  some  of  those  animals.  Eventually, 
there  was  such  an  abundance  of  rein-deer  flesh,  as  has  not  been  the 
case  here  fer  many  years. 

"  Last  winter,  we  had  only  a  moderate  degree  of  cold,  but  there 
was  much  snow.  The  spring  was  also  cold,  and,  even  f^s  late  as  June, 
snow  lay  on  the  ground.  We  were  consequently  very  late  with  our 
gardening  (^rations.  July  has  thus  fer  been  very  warm,  and  we 
have  had  two  thunderstorms.  The  mosquitoes  are  exceedingly  trou- 
blesome. Should  the  summer  not  be  too  dry,  we  may  hc^  fbr  a  good 
return  from  the  garden.  The  potatoes  are  in  fbll  blossom,  which  does 
not  take  place  every  year. 

''Now,  dear  Brethren,  we  commend  ourselves  anew  to  your 
fiuthful  intercessions.  We  shall  look  ferward  with  much  intei^st  to 
hear  how  it  has  pleased  our  gracious  Lord  and  Elder  to  direct  the  de- 
liberations and  decisions  of  the  now  assembled  Synod.  We  fidel  as- 
sured that  He  will  do  all  fbr  the  best.  We  shall,  probably,  be  among 
the  last  of  all  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  the  service  of  the  Church 
to  hear  of  ihe  results  of  the  Synod.

''  DsAB  Brbthreh,  Okak,  Jidy  31^  1857. 

"  IT  is  often  the  case,  tibat  the  period  of  waiting  iov  the  post-kayaks 
which  announce  the  arrival  of  the  Harmanp  at  Hopedale,  appears 
long  to  us,  and  many  a  wishful  look  is  cast  towards  the  sea.  But  this 
year  it  has  been  otherwise.  We  never  imagined  that  our  gracious 
Saviour  would  acocod  so  early  a  fulfilment  to  the  petitions  offiored  by 
us  unitedly  every  Sunday  in  the  litany, — and  individually  at  other 
times,  that  He  would  be  pleased  to  bring  the  ffarmawy  safely  to  our 
dioree. 

**  It  is  always  very  encouraging  to  us,  to  observe  the  active  in- 
terest taken  in  the  mission-work  by  many  kind  Christian  firiends,  mani- 
fested as  it  in  part  is  by  their  useful  gifta  For  all  these  we  b^  to 
express  our  sincere  thanks. 

'^  You  will  rejoice  and  thank  the  Lord  with  tis,  dear  Brethren, 
tiiat  we  are  able  to  state  that  His  blessing  has  rested  on  us  during 
the  past  year,  and  that  He  has  graciously  iLssisted  us,  and  those  com- 
mitted to  our  diarge,  botii  in  spiritual  and  temporal  things.  He  has 
blessed  us  with  abundanoe,  a^d  thus  preserved  us  from  the  plague  of 
limine,  and  the  diseases  arising  from  it.  After  the  distresses  of  the 
previous  year,  the  merdes  of  this  were  doubly  valuable. 

"  Seals  were  taken  in  nets  in  great  abundance.  Even  such  of 
the  Esquimaux  as  had  very  imperfect  nets,  secured  so  many  of  these 
animals,  that  the^  had  food  enough  for  die  whde  long  winter. 
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'^It  might  be  thought  almost  imposBible  that  the  Esquimaux 
should  not  have  learned  wisdom  from  the  bitter  experiences  of  the 
winter  before  last,  in  reference  to  provision  for  the  future.  Tet  there 
were  some  even  this  year,  who  paid  but  little  attention  to  fishing,  and 
whoee  stock  of  provisions  was  therefore  exhausted  by  Christmas.  In 
reply  to  our  frequent  remonstrances  they  often  answered  with  the  ex- 
cuse, that  they  had  neither  boat  nor  kayak.  We  deprived  them  of 
this  insufficient  defence  by  appropriating  a  portion  of  the  contribution 
of  our  kind  friends  at  Locle  to  the  construction  of  a  boat,  to  be  made 
use  of  by  the  poor  and  destitute.  On  the  whole,  however,  we  must 
say,  and  do  so  with  much  pleasure,  that  most  flEimilies,  mindful  of  the 
sufferings  endured  by  them  a  year  previously,  were  diligent  in  their 
calling. 

"  As  regards  ourselves,  we  have  great  cause  for  thankfulness  to 
the  Lord  for  His  gracious  assistance.  Though  our  supply  of  fresh 
meat  was  not  a  very  large  one  during  the  winter,  it  was  far  better 
than  in  the  preceding  year.  There  were  more  ptarmigans,  but  as  yet 
no  hares.  The  abundant  crop  of  v^;etables,  especially  potatoes, 
furnished  by  our  garden,  served,  to  some  extent,  to  supply  the  place 
of  fresh  meat,  and  was  enjoyed  by  us  with  all  the  greater  thankful- 
ness, on  account  of  the  scarcity  of  the  latter.  From  the  rein-deer 
hunters,  who  left  us  soon  after  Easter,  we  obtained  a  share  of  their 
booty. 

*'  The  prejudicial  effects  of  a  period  of  sciuroity  on  the  spiritual 
condition  of  the  Esquimaux,  and  the  converse,  have  been  very  evident 
during  this,  which  we  may  almost  call  an  abundant  year.  We  have 
had  cause  to  rejoice  at  tiie  spiritual  life  manifested  by  individuals. 
They  have  displayed  more  vivacity,  and  a  desire  for  something  better 
than  this  life  can  afford.  Our  proof  of  this  was  t^e  good  attendance 
at  church  and  school  The  Lord  has  also  caused  His  blessing  to  rest 
on  the  proclamation  of  His  word,  so  that  we  believingly  hope  that 
the  good  seed  may  in  some  instances  have  fallen  on  good  ground 

''  The  children  attended  the  schools  regularly,  and  showed  much 
diligence  and  desire  to  leam,  so  that  we  have  been  much  gratified  by 
the  progress  some  of  them  have  made. 

**  It  is,  as  already  remarked,  a  matter  of  thankfulness  that  the 
congregation  as  well  as  ourselves  have  been  preserved  from  severe 
and  dangerous  sickness.  With  the  exception  of  slight  indisposition 
at  various  times, — ^for  instance,  at  Easter,  when  almost  all  of  us  had  to 
suffer  from  colds, — we  have  been  able  to  attend  to  our  req)ective  duties 
without  interruption. 

*^  The  present  unusually  warm  summer,  during  which  the  ther- 
mometer has  risen  to  nearly  82^  Fahr.,  has  proved  often  almost  in- 
supportable to  us  as  well  as  the  Esquimaux,  as  we  have  no  clothing 
suitable  fi>r  such  a  season.  Several  of  the  natives  have  to  suffer  from 
severe  colds  in  consequence.  Among  these  is  our  tried  and  fiuthful 
old  chapelHservant  Boaz.  This  has  for  some  time  prevented  him  from 
engaging  in  labour  with  his  accustomed  diligence.  He  is,  however, 
thank  God,  in  a  fair  way  of  recovery. 

"  One  distressing  event  we  have  still  to  mention,  namely,  that^  in 
spring,  the  married  communicant  brother  Jeremiah  perished^  while  at 
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sea  in  his  kayak,  and  has  never  since  been  heard  o£  Last  year  he  was 
several  times  attacked  with  dizziness  and  faintnes9,  on  which  account 
we  strongly  advised  him  never  to  go  to  sea  alone.  He  usually  fol- 
lowed this  advice,  and  yet,  it  so  happened  that  no  one  witnessed  his 
misfortune.  Neither  the  kayak  nor  the  body  of  the  deceased  has  been 
found.  We  regret  this  loss  all  the  more,  because  Jeremiah  was  not 
only  diligent  in  providrog  for  his  fSamily,  but  conducted  himself  in  his 
walk  and  conversation  as  a  child  of  God,  and  we  can  therefore  cherish 
the  hope  that  this  sudden  summons  did  not  find  him  unprepared. 

"  The  winter  did  not  really  begin  till  New  Year,  feut  fix>m  that 
time  till  April,  the  cold  was  constant  and  intense,  and  was  rendered 
more  severe  by  frequent  storms.  The  theimometer  was  sometimes 
30°  below  Fahrenheit's  zero.  On  the  12th  of  January,  an  earthquake 
was  felt.  We,  in  our  house,  did  not  perceive  it ;  but  the  Esquimaux 
felt  it  very  distinctly  in  their  huts.  It  is  said  to  have  been  perceived 
at  Hebron  likewise.  Though  there  was  not  a  very  great  quantity  of 
snow  during  the  winter,  yet  that  which  fell  was  heaped  up  in  large 
masses  about  our  premises  by  the  violent  winds.  At  Midsummer  a 
lieap  of  snow,  six  feet  thick,  was  still  lying  in  our  yard.  In  spite  of 
this,  the  continuous  drought  of  the  summer  has  occasioned  scarcity  of 
water. 

"  In  conclusion,  we  anew  commend  ourselves  and  the  congrega- 
tion under  our  charge  to  your  continued  prayerful  remembrance. 
May  the  Lord,  in  answer  to  your  and  our  prayers,  strengthen  us,  and 
give  us  grace  for  the  performance  of  all  to  which  He  has  called  us. 
May  He  enable  us  daily  more  to  carry  on  His  work  among  these  poor 
people,  according  to  Hifi  will.  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be 
with  you  and  us !

<<  Dear  Brethren,  Hebron,  Aug.  20th,  18d7. 

"  IN  making  some  report  of  our  welfere  and  experience,  we  must  ac- 
knowledge, to  the  praise  of  the  Lord,  that  He  has  dealt  mercifully 
with  us,  especially  in  bestowing  on  the  dear  people  committed  to  our 
charge  the  food  and  clothing  reqxiisite  for  their  subsistence.  And  He 
has  permitted  us  and  them  to  enjoy  good  health,  so  that  we  have  been 
enabled  to  labour  in  our  vocation,  with  lighter  hearts  than  in  the  pre- 
vious year.  We  have  anew  been  permitted  to  peroeive  that  He  has 
not  changed  or  given  up  His  purposes  of  mercy  iod  thoughts  of  peace 
towards  the  Esquimaux  nation,  although  He  is  pleased,  at  times,  to 
try  them  and  us,  in  a  painful  manner.  One  reflection  causes  regret, 
and  that  is,  that  His  gracious  purpose  is  so  litUe  and  so  sddom  at- 
tain^, at  least  to  human  view. 

"  One  would  have  thought,  that  sack  severe  distress  would,  on 
the  one  hand,  have  alarmed  those  who  are  self-secure  and  i^iritually 
dead,  and  caused  them  to  seek  the  salvation  of  their  souls;  and,  on  the 
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other,  that  they  would  hare  been  excited  to  some  degree  of  thankful- 
ness to  the  Lord  for  the  help  experienced.  Such  examples  are,  how- 
ever, but  rare.  On  the  contrary,  many  hare  only  repaid  the  merciful 
help  and  preservation  they  have  experienced,  by  running  into  perdi- 
tion, and  devoting  themselves  to  the  service  of  the  flesh,  and  of  sin. 
This  we  found,  to  our  sorrow,  at  the  general  speaking  before  our  con- 
gregation-festival in  autumn.  The  immediate  result  was,  that  twelve 
persons  had  to  be  excluded  from  the  congregation,  and  this  number 
was  increased  in  the  course  of  the  winter  to  twenty.  The  worst  is, 
that  three  Helpers  are  among  the  excluded.  The  most  painful  fell 
was  that  of  Gottlob,  a  Helper,  who  had  talents  and'  capacity  for  his 
vocation,  and  who,  we  believe,  was  blessed,  as  long  as  his  heart  was 
right  with  Qod.  Another  was  one  named  Joshua,  who  had  only 
recently  been  appointed,  but  who  we  found  to  have  been  living  in 
concealed  adultery  for  some  time  with  the  widow  of  another  Helper. 
There  is  some  comfort  when  they  do  not  become  hardened  in  sin,  as 
such  persons  usually  are  with  difficulty  delivered  from  the  curse  Uiat 
rests  upon  them.  In  the  present  instance,  Joshua  sought  to  deny  his 
guilt,  in  spite  of  the  clearest  evidence  against  him,  and  it  was  only 
when  ho  saw  that  denial  was  vain,  that  he  confessed  his  sin.  He  af- 
terwards came  with  tears,  to  express  his  thankfulness  that  it  was 
found  out,  as  he  had  long  felt  wretched.  Distressing  and  discourag- 
ing as  such  experiences  are,  we  yet  trust  in  the  goodness  of  Cknl,  who 
is  full  of  mercy,  and  who  permits  us  to  meet  also  with  circumstances 
of  encouragement.  At  all  events,  we  have  much'need  of  the  prayer, 
*  Lord,  renew  our  days,  as  of  old.  Have  mercy  on  us  according  to 
thy  loving-kindness.  Pour  out  upon  us  the  Spirit  of  truth  and  of 
holiness.     Turn  Thou  us,  and  we  shall  be  turned !' 

"  It  has  been  encouraging  to  us  to  observe,  that,  in  spite  of  the 
severe  cold,  the  church  and  school  were  well  attended.  And  we  con- 
fidently hope  that  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  was  not  wanting,  particu- 
larly on  special  occasions,  such  as  at  the  celebration  of  the  great  festi- 
vals of  the  Christian  Church,  and  other  solemn  ootasions,  among  which 
we  may  mention  the  1st  of  March,  when  we  called  to  mind  the  four 
hundred  years'  existence  of  the  Unity  of  the  Brethren.  On  the  morn- 
ing of  March  1st,  a  sketch  of  the  history  of  our  Church  was  read  to 
the  congregation :  the  solemnity  of  the  day  was  increased  by  the  bap- 
tism of  an  adult,  and  the  reception  of  another  into  the  congregation, 
and  we  closed  the  day  with  a  liturgy  of  thanksgiving. 

'*  Regarding  the  schools,  there  is  not  much  to  report  The  chil- 
dren have  attended  regularly,  and  with  pleasure.  The  learning  of 
texts  of  Scripture  and  verses  from  the  Hymn-book,  is  performed  by 
them  without  difficulty.  If  what  they  learn  were  put  in  practice, 
there  would  be  reason  to  entertain  the  most  pleasing  Dopes  respecting 
them ;  but  experience  teaches,  that  their  learning  is  more  a  matter 
of  the  head  than  of  the  heart,  and  hence  it  bears  so  little  fruit  To 
<our  deep  regret,  we  found  that  there  was  much  vice  among  them,  and 
several  have  had  to  be  dismissed  from  their  classes,  on  account  of  in- 
dulgence in  sinful  habits.  We  join  you  in  the  hope,  that  the  use  of 
the  new  Hymn-book  may  be  attended  with  benefit 
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"We  have  already  made  a  reference  to  the  blessing  bestowed  by 
the  Lord  on  the  efforts  of  the  Esquimaux,  both  as  regards  the  taking 
of  seals  in  nets  in  the  autumn,  and  the  rein-deer  hunt  in  the  spring. 
The  number  of  seals  taken  was  certainly  smaller  than  has  sometimes 
been  the  case;  but,  as  compared  with  the  returns  of  last  year,  it  was 
something  to  be  very  thankful  for.  We  were  able  to  look  for- 
ward to  the  winter  with  hope  and  confidence,  and  as  the  Lord 
gave  His  blessing  to  the  stores  collected,  we  heard  no  comf^aints  of 
hunger. 

"  The  winter  began  as  usual,  except  that  heavy  swells  prevented 
the  bays  from  being  frozen  up  as  rapidly  as  is  generally  the  case. 
Many  of  the  Esquimaux  were  consequently  unable  to  be  here  at 
Christmas.  On  the  12th  of  January,  a  smart  shock  of  an  earthquake 
took  place,  which  caused  the  Esquimaux  to  run  in  alarm  out  of  their 
huts.  After  this  the  cold  became  more  severe,  and  continued  so  for 
sevei-al  weeks,  being  increased  by  violent  storms.  We  could  scarcely 
warm  our  rooms,  though  we  made  large  fires. 

"  As  the  cold  was  so  severe,  and  long  continued,  we  feared  that 
not  many  Northlanders  would  visit  us,  especially  as  so  many  came  last 
year,  and  not  a  few  of  them  had  perished.  However,  a  great  number 
came  from  various  places  known  to  us  between  Nachvak  and  Ungava, 
but  the  most  from  the  neighbourhood  of  the  latter  place.  Between 
Easter  and  Ascension-day,  we  had  not  less  than  sixty  of  such  visitors. 
Many  of  them  had  set  out  for  Hebron  last  year,  but  had  been  pre- 
vented from  prosecuting  their  journey  by  want  of  food,  and  had,  con- 
sequently, passed  the  summer  at  Kangava.  We  paid  them  all  the  at- 
tention in  our  power,  and  made  known  to  them  the  counsel  of  God 
concerning  our  ludvation.  Some  of  them  listened  attentively  to  what 
was  told  them,  and  appeared  to  take  it  to  heart.  But  none  of  them 
showed  any  desire  to  remain  here  for  further  instruction.  On  the 
contrary,  two  widows,  who,  with  their  three  children,  had  remained 
here  during  the  winter  on  account  of  the  famine,  and  had  given  some 
hope  that  their  hearts  were  touched,  left  the  place  privately,  and  joined 
the  strangers.  The  Northlanders  will  not  hear  of  coming  to  five  at 
this  place,  because  they  will  not  leave  their  homes,  where  they  meet 
with  rein-deer  in  abundance,  and  appear,  on  the  whole,  to  suffer  from 
want  of  provisions  less  frequently  than  the  Esquimaux  in  this  neigh- 
bourhood. On  the  contrary,  they  say  that  if  teachers  came  to  them, 
they  would  soon  be  converted  Oh,  that  the  Spirit  of  God  would  cause 
the  Gospel  seed  sown  in  their  hearts  in  much  weakness,  to  grow  and 
bear  fruit ! 

"  We  are  glad  to  hear  that  the  long-talked-of  plan  of  visiting  the 
Esquimaux  at  Cumberland  Inlet,  has,  at  length,  been  put  in  execution; 
and  we  heartily  wish  and  pray  that  our  dear  Br.  Warmow  may  expe- 
rience the  Lord*s  aid  and  blessing  on  his  journey  and  further  pro- 
ceedings. 

"  In  conclusion,  we  would  still  remark,  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Kern 
have  been  called  from  the  service  of  this  station  to  that  of  Nain; 
they  sailed  for  the  latter  place  on  the  17th  inst,  accompanied  by  our 
best  wishes;  and  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Erdman  were  rejoiced  by  the  birth 
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of  a  son  on  tlie  27tli  of  July,  who  was  baptized  on  the  following  day/ 
and  received  the  name  of  Edward.

GREENLAND. 
IN  the  last  Number  of  the  Periodical  Accounts,  we  were  enabled  to 
lay  before  our  readers,  brief,  but  interesting  accounts  from  two  of 
our  stations  in  Greenland,  New^Herrnhfui  and  Lichtenfds,  In  the 
present  Number,  we  give  the  usual  intelligence  from  all  the  stations. 
Some  portions  of  it,  including  the  account  of  the  sufferings  of  a 
part  of  the  population,  in  consequence  of  &mine,  have  been  anti- 
cipated Other  details  are,  of  course,  new,  and  all  will  be  found 
interesting. 

The  information  giyen  by  Br.  S.  Kleinschmidt  of  New-Hermhui, 
regarding  the  introduction  of  a  system  of  regular  local  goremment,  ap- 
parently well-suited  to  the  present  circumstances  of  the  population,  is 
calculated  to  afibrd  ground  for  hope  of  a  better  state  of  things  than 
has  hitherto  existed  in  Greenland,  especially  supplemented,  as  the 
new  order  of  things  will,  we  trust,  speedily  be,  by  the  preparation 
and  diffusion  of  the  improved  translation  of  the  word  of  God,  referred 
to  by  Br.  Kleinschmidt,  who  himself  is  engaged  in  the  work,  with  his 
usual  zeal  and  faithfrdness. 

It  is  also  matter  of  great  thankfrdness,  that  the  Lord  has  been 
pleased  to  afford  a  prospect  of  a  sufficiency  of  food  for  the  pre- 
sent winter,  as  indicated  by  Br.  J.  KOgel,  of  Lichievuiu,  It  is  to  be 
hoped,  that  the  Greenlanders  have  gained  sufQeient  wisdom  by  expe- 
rience, to  induce  them  to  lay  up  sufficient  provision  in  store. 

As  regards  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  Greenlanders,  i^ypaar- 
ances  seem  to  be  still  generally  discouraging.  Yet,  as  Br.  Kog^s 
letter  testifies,  the  good  seed  is  not  sown  in  vain.  May  there  soon  be 
a  rich  outpouring  of  blessing !  It  is  pleasing  to  leam,  that  there 
appears  to  be  a  prospect  of  the  opening  of  doors,  for  the  extension  of 
Missionary  activity  among  the  heathen  of  East  Greenland,  and  w% 
cordially  join  in  the  hope  expressed  by  "Br,  TJellner,  that  a  day  of 
visitation  for  that  hitherto  inacessible  r^on  is  at  hand. 

To  the  numerous  Christiaii  friends,  who  have  manifested  their 
interest  on  behalf  of  this  Mission,  by  contributions  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Greeolanders,  in  times  of  scarcity,  it  will  prove  gratifying^  as  well 
as  form  an  inducement  to  continue  their  kind  assistance,  to  find,  that 
their  donations  have  again  proved  highly  serviceable.

"  Dear  Brother,  New  HsRRirauT,  Jvly  14<A,  1857. 

'*  I  DO  not  recollect  whether  I  mentioned^  in  writing  to  you  last 
year,  that  something  new  was  impending  for  Greenland.  The  plan 
was  formed  to  constitute  each  of  the  trading  districts  a  sort  of 
corrmvime.  For  eadi  of  these  there  was  to  be  a  superint<ending  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  some  of  the  most  intelligent  Greenlanders  of  the 
district,  say  about  one  of  every  hundred  of  the  population — ^the  factor, 
the  chaplain  of  the  factory,  and  one  or  two  other  Europeana  To  this 
committee  it  was  proposed  to  intrust  the  superintendence  of  all  purely 
local  matters.  This  plan  has  been  approved  of  by  the  Danish  Govern- 
ment, and  is  at  once  to  be  put  in  practice.  For  this  district  (God- 
haab),  the  superintending  board  is  to  consist  of  the  factor  for  the 
time  being,  &e  chaplain,  the  surgeon,  the  senior  catechist  in  the 
colony,  six  Greenlanders  firom  various  paji»  of  the  district,  and  mysel£ 
One  of  the  Europeans  is  to  take  charge  of  the  minutes,  <fea,  which 
office  I  have  been  requested  to  accept.  Meetings  of  this  board  are  to 
take  place  two  or  three  times  a  year.  Similar  arrangements  are  to  be 
made  for  the  other  districts.  The  object  of  all  this  is,  to  put  an 
end  to  the  hitherto  existing  lawless  state  of  things — a  state  which 
was  entirely  opposed  to  the  idea  of  a  country  under  Christian  rule. 
By  God's  blessing,  this  is  not  likely  to  have  any  other  than  beneiicial 
results.  I  should  further  remark,  that  the  above  arrangement  is 
only  temporary.  In  two  years  a  distinct  proposition,  grounded  on 
the  observations  made  during  that  time,  is  to  be  handed  in. 

''  It  was  a  good  idea,  suggested  by  yourself  about  two  years  ago, 
that  I  should  takie  in  hand  a  new  translation  of  the  Scriptures.  This 
work  progresses  better  than  we  had  ever  anticipated,  and  is,  beyond 
doubt,  the  best  that  could  be  undertaken  at  the  present  time,  for  the 
benefit  of  tiie  Greenlanders.  Probably  six  or  eight  years  will  still  be 
required,  before  it  is  completed,  and  this  certainly  seems  to  me  a  long 
time. 

'^  The  past  winter  was,  in  many  parts  of  the  countiy,  a  very 
trying  ona  Such  a  scarcity  prevailed  in  Sukkertoppen  and  Holstein- 
borg,  the  two  districts  next  to  us  on  the  north,  as  has  not  been  known 
in  Uie  memory  of  man.  Out  of  a  population  of  1,600,  more  than  200 
died  of  hunger,  although  every  assistance  was  afforded  them  on  the 
part  of  the  Europeans.  This  is  another  proo^  if  any  further  proof 
were  needed,  that,  in  times  of  real  and  general  (Ustress,  the  assistance 
given  by  the  Europeans  avails  but  little.  When  the  people  will  not 
lay  up  stores  for  the  winter,  and  when,  as  was  the  case  at  this  time^ 
they  are  so  ill  provided  with  clothing,  that,  when  the  weather  is  at 
all  severe,  they  are  obliged  to  remain  in  the  house,  even  in  the  midst 
of  abundance,  they  must  perish.  Some  persons  in  this  congregation 
died  of  hunger  and  hardship.  Among  these  were  two  married  women. 
Their  husbands  were  not  averse  to  labour,  nor  had  they,  like  many, 
a  large  &milv  to  support;  but  they  were  such  as  live  horn  day  to  day 
without  a  thought  for  the  future,  and,  like  little  children,  have  no 
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other  idea  about  the  winter  than  that  it  snows,  and  one  may  easily 
get  cold  hands.     Suoh  circumstances  are  yery  distressing.*' 


From  Br.  C.  A.  XJllbricht. 
"  Dear  Brother,  New-Herrnhut,  July  2nd,  1857. 

<'  I  AM  thankful  to  the  Lord,  who  has  graciously  helped  us  through  a 
year,  which  has  been  in  every  respect  a  tr3dng  one.  I  often  hardly 
expected  I  should  live  to  see  the  time  when  the  ships  arrive.  Even 
now,  I  look  forward  to  the  future  with  some  apprehension,  although  I 
desire  to  cast  all  my  cares  on  the  Lord.  I  was  in  the  first  instance 
much  distressed  by  the  unexpected  departure  of  my  esteemed  fellow- 
labourer,  Br.  V.  Richter,  followed  by  the  agonizing  separation  from 
our  last  two  children.  Then  came  a  severe.cold  in  autumn,  by  which 
my  chest  was  much  affected,  so  that  I  could  with  difficulty  attend  to 
my  duties,  and  was  obliged  to  be  exceedingly  cautious  in  speaking  and 
preaching. 

"  Some  improvement  manifested  itself  at  the  beginning  of  the 
summer ;  but  at  present,  I  am  suffering  fix>m  the  prevalent  cold  and 
cough.  I  know  not  what  the  Lord's  purpose  regarding  me  may  be, 
perhaps  to  call  me  ere  long  to  my  rest.  The  surgeon  at  Godhaab, 
whom  I  was  obliged  to  consult  last  winter,  examined  my  chest,  and 
recommended  a  speedy  return  to  Europe.  To  this  step,  however,  I 
cannot  make  up  my  mind,  chiefly  from  my  attachment  to  that  blessed 
work  to  which  the  Lord  hath  called  me,  and  from  love  to  the  dear 
people  and  the  country.  I  shall  therefore  venture  to  remain,  trusting 
in  the  Lord's  help.  It  will  be  an  easy  thing  for  Him  to  restore  me 
to  health  and  strength,  if  such  be  His  will.  My  dear  wife  has  also 
suffered  much  from  rheumatic  pains,  but  since  the  warm  weather 
came  on  she  has  been  better. 

"  Besides  these  personal  trials  for  ourselves,  there  has  been  much 
suffering  among  the  Greenlanders.  Up  to  Chrislmas  we  had  scarcely 
any  winter,  and  imtil  the  end  of  January  the  weather  was  mild. 
But  in  February  severe  cold  set  in,  and  continued  till  the  end  of 
April.  The  result  of  this  was,  much  scarcity  among  the  Greenlanders, 
increased  by  the  want  of  water,  arising  from  their  inability  to  procure 
fuel  to  melt  the  snow.  We,  however,  dare  hardly  venture  to  com- 
plain of  our  sufferings,  when  we  recollect  the  painful  intelligence  from 
the  districts  to  the  northward  of  us.  We  have  rather  reason  to  be 
thankful  that  we  are  graciously  preserved  from  such  distress. 

"  The  Lispector,  Dr.  Rink,  arrived  yesterday  from  Copenhagen 
at  €k)dhaab,  and  to*  day  we  are  to  wait  upon  him  there.  It  must 
have  shocked  him  very  much  to  be  greeted  with  such  distressing 
tidings  immediately  on  his  arrival.  As  he  is  a  sensible  man,  I  hope 
the  causes  of  such  calamities  will  not  remain  long  concealed,  and  that 
he  will  make  use  of  the  influence  belonging  to  his  station  to  remove 
these  causes.  Still  we  will  not  put  our  trust  in  man,  but  in  the 
Lord  alone.     You  may  imagine  with  what  difficulties  and  obstacles 
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we  haye  to  contend  in  the  diacHarge  of  our  duties  at  snoh  times  of 
distress,  and  how  little  we  meet  with  to  rejoice  and  encourage  us,  and 
this  particularly  in  winter,  which  was  formerly  the  best  and  most 
pleasant  time  for  labour  among  the  poor  people.  However,  I  still 
think  and  firmly  believe  that  the  Lord  will  hear  our  sighs  and  prayers, 
and  send  us  help, — but  whether  I  shall  live  to  see  that  time.  He  only 
knows. 

"  During  this  cold  winter,  we  were  very  glad  for  the  coals,  for 
which  we  are  indebted  to  the  kindness  of  our  British  friends.  The 
'*  Elias-Cad  **  was  also  of  great  use  to  the  suffering  Greenlanders,  and 
the  Lord  blessed  it  so  richly,  that  it  did  not  entirely  fsdl. 

"  We  had  all  reason  to  be  thankful  for  the  quantity  of  drift-wood 
we  were  enabled  to  secure,  and  not  less  for  the  crop  of  turnips  in  our 
garden. 

"  We  earnestly  hope  that  a  mission  may  prove  practicable  among 
the  inhabitants  of  Northumberland  Inlet,  so  that  the  light  of  the 
Gbspel  may  shine  there.  I  think  Br.  Warmow  is  quite  the  proper 
man  for  an  exploratory  journey,  and  to  commence  the  Mission,  should 
the  latter  step  be  deemed  desirable.  The  ships  which  are  proceeding 
thither  are  probably  at  this  time  not  very  far  distant  from  us,  and 
certainly  are  very  often  thought  and  spoken  of  by  us. 

^<  We  deeply  regret  the  loss  of  our  kind  friend,  Miss  M.  Aikman, 
and  remember  her  with  lively  gratitude.  We  have  lately  lost  another 
benefactress,  the  Duchess  Dowager  of  Wirtemberg.  May  the  Lord 
in  mercy  raise  up  other  Mends  to  aid  His  work,  in  the  place  of  those 
who  are  called  to  their  reward !" 


From  Br.  J.  F.  Tietzbn. 
''Dear  Brothsb,  Lightenfei^  Jtme  IH,  1867. 

"  AS  regards  our  congregation  here,  I  am  thankful  to  be  again  able 
to  report,  that  the  Lord  has  been  merciful  to  us  diuing  another 
year.  The  last  autumn,  as  has  been  the  case  for  several  years  back, 
was  not  a  productive  one.  But  few  seals  were  taken,  and  the  Green- 
landers  would  not  have  been  able  to  cover  their  boats,  if  the  super- 
intendent of  the  colony  had  not  supplied  them  with  some  skins  of  the 
seals  which  had  been  captured  in  nets.  This  was  a  great  benefit,  as 
we  had  a  very  severe  winter,  during  which  the  men  were  obliged  to 
go  to  sea  daily,  in  order  to  obtain  the  fish,  which,  at  that  season,  form 
their  only  nourishment.  Besides  the  above-mentioned  supply  of  skins, 
they  received  some  seal-blubber  for  use  during  the  severely  cold 
weather.  Thus,  although  the  people  seldom  had  abundance  of  the 
necessaries  of  life,  they  were  enabled  to  subsist  We  were  rendered  all 
the  more  thankfiil  for  this  mercy,  by  the  sad  accounts  that  reached  us 
from  time  to  time  of  the  sufferings  elsewhere. 

''  We  are  now  looking  for  the  arrival  of  the  Inspector  of  the 
Danish  colonies  here,  and  hope  that  he  will  do  all  in  lus  power  to 
restore  the  former  prosperity  of  Greenland,  and  to  limit  the  use  of 
articles  of  luxury. 
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"  Probably,  about  the  time  I  write  thia,  Br.  Warmow  will  be 
preparing  to  enter  on  his  voyage  of  exploration.  May  our  Saviour 
give  him  the  needful  strength,  and  keep  him  in  health  and  safety 
during  the  period  of  his  absence ! "

''  DBAS  BaOTHEBy  <^  LiCHTENAU,  Jfdy  9^  1857. 

''  I  DO  not  believe  that  a  lively  Ohristianity  was  ever  universal  among 
the  Greenlanders ;  but  at  one  time  there  were  certainly  many  indi- 
viduals who  were  sincere  as  far  as  their  comprehension  of  Divine 
truth  extended,  and  there  was  a  general  horror  of  sin,  and  veneratifMi 
for  that  which  is  holy.  Now,  however,  the  spirit  of  the  age  seems  to 
have  penetrated  even  here,  and  there  is  a  too  general  desire  to  live 
and  act  according  to  the  desires  of  the  flesh  and  of  the  mind.  But 
what  are  we  to  do  ?  Shall  we  quit  the  field  1  That  would  indeed  be 
a  disgrace  to  the  Lord's  cause;  and  the  more  so^  because  we  do  not 
meet  with  hostility  or  opposition  in  the  discharge  of  our  duties^ 
and  because  our  own  shortcomings  have  doubtless  tended  to  increase 
our  difficulties.  No ;  it  is  undoubtedly  our  duty  to  take  courage  anew^ 
and  to  continue  to  sow  the  good  seed,  in  hope  that  the  LOTd  will  in 
His  good  time  send  a  gracious  rain  to  refiresh  His  inheritanoor 
Meanwhile,  we  are  not  left  without  proofs  that  the  €k>q>el  is  not 
preached  in  vain^  even  though  its  effects  are  long  in  appearing.  Thus, 
a  short  time  ago  a  woman  died,  who  in  days  of  health  Mod  strength 
had  thought  but  little  of  the  salvation  of  her  souL  But  when  she 
was  taken  ill,  the  Spirit  of  God  revealed  to  her  her  lost  condition,  and 
awakened  in  her  an  earnest  desire  for  the  forgiveness  of  her  sins. 
She  sought  and  foimd  grace,  received  the  assurance  of  the  forgiveness 
of  her  sins^  and,  trusting  in  the  merits  of  Jesus,  departed  l^is  life 
with  joy. 

'^  During  the  summer,  the  number  of  seals  takrai  has  been 
considerable,  and  the  herring  fishery  is  productive  almost  beyond 
precedent.  In  all  the  fiords,  the  herrings  have  approached  the 
strand  in  masses,  so  that  the  Greenlanders  have  had  only  to  dip  them 
out,  and  dry  them.  Any  one  who  did  not  provide  a  good  store  of 
dried  herrings  will  not  be  to  be  pitied,  if  he  suffers  hunger  next 
winter."

"  Dbab  BaoTHEB,  <'  Fiun>KRTnK8tHAL»  Jvly  28^  18d7. 

'*  THE  first  piece  of  information  1  have  to  give  you  is  of  a  veiy 
distressing  character.  It  is,  that  a  number  of  the  natives  in  the 
northern  districts  have  perished  with  hunger ;  while  it  is  feared  that 
equally  calamitous  circumstances  have  occurred  in  dbrtricts,  fix>m 
which  there  is  as  yet  no  intelligence.  At  tlus  place,  thi^ugh  iiie 
good  providence  of  God,  we  had  a  toleniMy  productive  summer. 
Besides  this,  the  Greenlanders  paid  some  attention  to  exhortali(«B 
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that  they  should  lay  up  some  provisions  in  store,  and  not  squander  sd 
much  in  excessive  coffee-drinking.  The  result  was,  that  they  got 
through  the  winter  very  well,  cold  and  unfisbvourable  as  it  was  for 
their  pursuits.  Several  heads  of  families  not  only  had  suf&cient  for 
their  own  households,  but  were  able  to  assist  widows  and  orphans.  In 
the  case  of  poor  persons,  for  whom  such  help  was  not  sufficient,  we 
added  a  little  meal,  so  that  no  one  suffered  ^^rant,  fbr  which  we  feel 
truly  thankful  to  our  covenant  God. 

"  We  have  also  had  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  conduct  of  our 
people.  The  meetings  have  been  well  attended.  And  that  the  attend- 
ance at  school  has  been  punctual  and  regulAr,  was  proved  at  the 
examination.  There  were  ninety-eight  pupils  present,  whose  progress 
was  encouraging,  as  it  shewed  our  labour  had  not  been  in  vain.  May 
our  Saviour  graciously  continue  to  own  the  proclamation  of  His  blessed 
Gtespel ! 

'*  We  are  again  permitted  to  baptize  heathen.  As  we  believed, 
the  prohibition  was  only  given  by  a  former  Inspector,  while  the 
Danish  Qovemment  had  nothing  to  do  with  it.  Last  year  we  were 
visited  by  two  heathen  iSunilies,  cme  of  which  will  probably  come  to 
reside  here.  Last  autumn,  I  visited  five  families  from  the  East  coast, 
who  have  setUed  about  fifty  miles  south  from  this  place.  Perhaps  the 
day  of  visitation  for  East  Greenland  is  not  &r  distant.  It  is  said  that 
there  is  a  considerable  heathen  population  there.  If  we  could  establish 
a  station  at  some  point  still  farther  eastward,  we  should  probaUy  be 
able  to  do  something  among  them.  We  are  looking  out  this  year  for 
the  materials  for  a  school-house  at  Pamiadluk,  where  there  is  a  popu- 
lation of  about  a  hundred  persons. 

"  Thus  &r  we  have  had  a  T&ry  dry  summer,  which  has  kept  back 
v^tation  very  much." 


SOUTH  AEKICA. 
ALTHOUGH  we  have,  on  this  occasion,  no  information  of  peculiar 
importance  to  present  to  our  readers,  we  have  no  doubt  that  the  vari- 
ous details  given  in  the  following  letters  will  be  read  with  interest. 
They  will  be  found  to  be  very  varied  in  character,  some  being  of  such 
a  nature  as  to  afford  encouragement,  as  proving  that  the  Gk)spel  is 
not  preached  in  vain,  and  that  there  are  not  a  few  who  are  led 
by  the  Spirit  of  God, — and  who  are  therefore  sons  of  God ;  while 
others  tend  to  show  how  the  great  enemy  of  souls  is  permitted  to 
try  the  fidth  and  patience  of  the  Lord's  servants.  The  letters  of 
the  Bm.  Suhl  and  Marx,  of  OefnMmdal,  will  be  found  to  give 
some  pleasing  particulars  respecting  the  interesting  and  import- 
ant Training-school  at  that  station;  while  the  former  Brother  also 
imparts  some  striking  feottores,  illustrative  of  the  spiritual  lifb  and 
Christian  walk  of  many  in  the  congregation.  That  many  of  the 
Fingoo  members  of  the  congi*egation  at  Clarkson  are  dissatisfied  with 
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their  present  abode,  and,  fix>m  a  desire  to  obtidn  greater  earthlj  proa> 
perity,  are  indined  to  occupy  the  lands  at  Goshen  and  Shiloh,  which 
are  properly  destined  for  the  reception  of  oonyerts  from  among  the 
heathen  Kaffirs,  is  mndi  to  be  deplored,  and  we  earnestly  trust  that 
they  will  not  be  permitted  to  execute  their  design.  It  is  matter  of 
great  thankfulness,  that  all  apprehension  of  a  Kaffir  war  seems  to  have 
subsided.

<'  Deab  Bbothsr,  *'  Genadkndal,  July  1 5th,  1857. 

"  I  AM  glad  to  hear  that  the  Memorial-day  of  the  Ist  of  March  was 
duly  celebrated  in  England  and  Qermany,  and  that  the  celebration 
was  attended  with  the  Lord's  blessing.  Here,  it  was  our  Communion- 
Sunday;  and  being,  moreover,  in  the  season  of  Lent,  the  subjects 
spoken  on  in  the  public  services  were  such  as  had  reference  to  our 
Lord's  sufferinga  But  in  the  afternoon,  we  held  a  special  prayer- 
meeting  with  r^^rd  to  the  subject  of  the  day's  memorial  During 
the  previous  we^,  I  had  endeavoured  to  give  a  sketch  of  the  history 
of  the  Ancient  Brethren's  Church,  in  order  to  awaken  an  interest  on 
the  subject  in  the  minds  of  the  congregation.  How  far  I  succeeded, 
I  do  not  know,  as  our  people  know  but  little  about  Church  EUstoty 
in  general.  However,  they  listened  very  attentively  to  what  I  told 
them  respecting  the  persecutions  of  the  Brethren's  Church. 

"  I  regret  to  say  that  many  of  the  Fingoos  in  and  near  Clarkson 
have  made  up  their  minds  to  leave  the  Zitzikamma,  and  remove  to 
Goshen.  The  chief,  and  perhaps  the  only  reason  is,  that  there  is  bet- 
ter pasture  and  garden-land  at  the  latter  place.  I  have  written  to 
those  who  are  desirous  to  remove,  that  they  cannot  and  will  not  be 
received  at  Goshen  or  Shiloh,  as  there  is,  at  both  places,  hardly  suffi- 
cient land  for  the  heathen,  who  have  already  made  application  for 
permission  to  reside  there.  Most  of  these  people  are  well  off,  being 
possessed  of  oxen  and  cows,  or  goats.  It  is  therefore  not  true  that 
they  cannot  make  a  living  where  they  are. 

'^Br.  Suhl  is  not  allowed  by  his  medical  adviser  to  hold  any 
meetings ;  but  he  is,  on  the  whole,  somewhat  better,  for  which  we 
are  very  thankful.  Br.  Marx  is  also  gradually  recovering,  though  he 
remains  delicate.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  Sr.  Scharf  (the  daughter  of 
our  late  Br.  Hallbeck,)  is  very  ailing. 

"  About  the  end  of  May,  or  the  beginning  of  June,  Br.  E[ling- 
hardt  arrived  at  Enon.  He  was  much  pleased  with  the  steam-engine, 
and  a  building  for  its  reception  is  now  in  progress." 


From  Br.  D.  W.  Suhl. 

"  Deab  Brothisr,  Genadendal,  AprU  Zrd,  1857. 

''  FBOM  the  tabular  returns  sent  by  Br.  Kdlbing,  you  will  perceive 

that  the  number  of  souls  committed  to  our  care  in  South  Africa  ex- 
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ceeds  7700, — about  1500  more  than  ten  years  ago.  Though  only  three 
new  congregations  have  been  established  within  that  period^  the  popu- 
lation of  some  of  the  older  stations  has  considerably  increased.  This 
is  particularly  the  case  at  GenMendal,  which  numbers  at  present 
about  3250  inhabitants.  Oh,  that  all  these  feared  the  Lord,  and  walked 
in  the  narrow  way  !  A  great  many  are  still  heathen.  Even  among 
the  inhabitants  of  Qen^dendal,  there  are  still  about  400  unbaptized 
persons,  though  a  goodly  number  are  every  year  added  to  the  Church 
of  Christ  by  Holy  Baptism.  During  last  year  we  had  the  privilege 
to  baptize  39  adults  and  155  children.  Thus  oiu:  work  in  South 
Africa,  and  especially  that  portion  of  it  which  exists  at  Genildendal, 
has  by  no  means  lost  its.  Missionary  character. 

''But  the  question  will  arise  regarding  this  large  number  of 
souls,  Are  they  truly  converted,  and  gathered  into  the  communion  of 
saints  1  In  eudeavouring,  as  far  as  possible,  to  offer  an  answer  to 
this  question,  I  need  not  speak  of  those  who  were  brought  to  Christ 
through  the  instrumentality  of  our  predecessors,  and  who  now  swell 
the  chorus  of  the  redeemed  above.  I  suppose  no  one  doubts  that 
their  number  is  great.  But  we  are  to  give  some  account  to  our 
friends  and  brethren  of  those  who  are  now  living.  And  here  there 
is  indeed  cause  enough  for  humiliation,  and  even  for  discouragement* 
Still,  we  would  ask,  is  there  anywhere  a  congregation  without  some 
dead  members,  or  a  corn-field  without  tares  )  The  aim  of  a  Christian 
Missionary  should  be,  not  merely  to  collect  large  numbers  around 
him,  or  to  gather  money  from  those  thus  collected,  but  to  bring  soids 
to  Christ,  that,  through  the  Holy  Spirit's  powerful  influences,  they 
may  believe  in  Him  tiieir  Saviour.  One  such  soul  is  precious  in  His 
sight ;  and  did  not  our  devoted  spiritual  ancestors  feel  richly  rewarded 
if  they  gained  even  one  soul  for  Him?  Hence  then,  when  we  see 
hundreds  or  thousands  -  the  Lord  alone  knows  their  exact  number — 
proving  by  their  walk  and  conversation  that  they  fear  the  Lord,  and, 
amid  sJl  their  weaknesses  and  imperfections,  keeping  a  conscience 
void  of  oflence  through  the  grace  of  Him  whom  they  daily  implore 
to  cleanse  them  anew  in  His  blood,  we  may  surely  thank  God  and 
take  courage. 

"  Could  you  accompany  us  to  the  beds  of  many  of  the  sick  and 
dying, — ^witness  their  patience  and  meekness  under  suffering,  hear  their 
expressions  of  humble  confidence  in  the  merits  of  the  all-atoning 
blood  of  Jesus, — see  the  faithful  helpers,  who  visit  the  sick  and  con- 
verse with  them  respecting  the  one  thing  needful,  and  join  with  the 
assembled  friends  and  relatives  in  singing  their  favourite  verses  of 
hymns,  you  would  be  much  edified  and  encouraged. 

"  Nor  is  it  less  cheering  to  converse  with  the  older  communi- 
cants, and  hear  them  tell  of  the  Lord's  dealings  with  them,  and 
humbly  complain  of  their  coldness  and  ingratitude  towards  their 
Saviour. 

"  Again,  pleasing  practical  proofs  of  the  existence  and  power  of 
Christian  principle  are  afforded  by  the  facts,  that  orphan  children  are 
so  frequently  adopted  by  strangers,  that  aged  and  destitute  persons 
are  faithfully  nursed  by  others,  who  are  often  not  at  all  related  to 
them,  and  that  by  no  means  sA\  whose  circumstances  would  entitle 
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them  to  be  dXM  needy,  havie  recourse  to  tbe  as^stanoe  of  the  ^p6or*n 
fund.  Lost  airtioles  are  usuallj  voluntarily  brought  to  lis  by  the 
finders,  that  we  may  take  steps  to  disoover  the  owners.  Improper 
books  are  not  to  be  found  in  Gen^endaL  Bibles,  New  Testaments, 
and  Hymn-books,  or  some  yolnmes  from  our  lending  library,  are  not 
Only  to  be  found  in  the  houses,  but  are  also  read,  though  not^always 
-Wi^  sudi  care  and  reflection  as  we  could  wish. 

'^  Onr  church  discipline  is  stall  respected,  and  can  thus  be  pro- 
perly maintained.  The  names  of  persons  to  be  excluded,  and  the 
causes  leading  to  the  exercise  of  discipline  are  publicly  made  known 
in  a  meeting  held  for  i^e  purpose,  generally  about  eight  times  a  year. 
On  this  occasion  a  solemn  warning  is  addressed  to  the  congregation, 
and  they  are  admonished  to  intercede  before  the  throne  of  grace  on 
behalf  of  their  fallen  Brethren  and  Sisters.  At  the  dose  of  last  year 
there  were  120  excluded  persons  in  Oenlidendal. 

*'  Though  the  Missionary  Association  does  not  excite  as  mudi 
interest  as  it  ought  to  do,  those  who  contribute  give  cheerfuUy,  and 
not  a  few  out  of  their  penury.  I  was  not  present  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  at  Oen^endal,  being  engaged  to  preach  a  Missionary  sermon 
at  the  out-station,  Twistwyk.  But  the  amount  of  subscriptions  and 
collections  was  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

"  During  the  last  twelve  months,  122  births  and  79  deaths  took 
place  at  GeniulendaL  I  think  I  have  already  mentioned  that  I  derive 
great  comfort  in  looking  over  the  list  of  deceased  persons,  from  re- 
membering how  many  happy  departures  we  have  been  privileged  to 
witness.  This  year  there  are,  it  is  true,  some^  of  whose  fiuth,  accord- 
ing to  the  out^wd  proo&  of  regeneration,  we  may  well  be  doubtful ; 
but  <^  not  a  few  we  may  entertain  the  joyful  hope,  that  their  souls 
are  now  with  ^eir  Saviour. 

"  One  who,  as  we  believe,  fell  gently  asleep  in  Jesus,  was  0.  A., 
who  waB  called  hence  in  July  last  She  was  bom  in  bondage,  but 
the  Lord  had  set  the  bounds  oi  her  habitation  so  graciously,  that  her 
master,  a  Dutdh  &rmer,  and  his  wife,  were  sincere  and  zealous  Chris- 
tians. The  former  held  in  his  house  not  only  family  worship,  to 
which  the  slaves  were  admitted,  but  also  public  worship;  and  the 
mistress  taught  C.  to  read.  By  the  Lord's  blessing  she  was  awakened, 
and  learned  to  know  Jesus  as  her  Saviour.  She  was  always  in  the 
habit  of  observing  the  anniversary  of  her  emandpaticm  as  a  day  of 
solemn  thanksgiving  to  the  Lord.  I  often  found  her  engaged  in 
reading  her  Bible  with  the  assistance  of  spectacles.  During  her  last 
illness  the  Lord  granted  her  the  enjoyment  of  His  nearness  in  a  spe- 
cial manner,  and  her  mouth  overflowed  with  expressions  of  love  and 
tiianksgiving. 

"  Another  communicant,  a  young  married  man,  suffered  a  pro- 
tracted illness,  during  which,  however,  he  was  mercifully  preserved, 
as  well  from  very  severe  bodily  pain,  as  from  experiencing  doubt 
respecting  his  being  pardoned.  Hje  looked  forward  with  joy  to  his 
dissolution.  The  night  before  he  died,  he  exdaimed,  '  I  shall  soon  get 
in  the  waggon  to  go  to  meet  my  Saviour.'  Shortly  before  he  breathed 
his  last,  he  said,  *  Now  my  dear  Saviour  opens  the  door  to  me.' 

"  I  recollect  visiting  an  aged  Hottentot  brother  in  his  house  at 
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the  be^^iming  of  theyear.  I  took  my  seat,  at  hia  reqtieaty  in  his  rougl^ 
chair,  and  entered  into  conversation  with  him.  He  then,  much  to 
my  edification,  expressed  himself  as  follows : — '  I  have  just  been 
meditating  on  the  course  of  my  life.  When  I  was  a  child  I  very 
often  played  'oxen'  with  Hottentot  figs  placed  before  me  on  the  san4 
(this  is  a  favourite  diversion  with  the  children  at  the  present  dfty, 
and  is  played  with  a  sort  of  wild  fruit  so  called),  on  the  very  spot  where 
our  Church  now  stands.  When  I  grew  older  I  became  a  soldier,  and 
served  two  years  under  the  Dutch,  and  six  imder  the  English. 
Amidst  many  dangers,  I  was  always  preserved  in  safety.  Now  I  am 
grown  old  and  dull.  As  regards  the  state  of  my  heart,  I  am  not  as  I 
ought  to  be.  I  am  fiill  of  sin.  T  have  therefore  just  prayed,  *  Dear 
Saviour,  make  me  as  Thou  wouldst  have  me  to  be.  I  do  not  know 
whether  I  love  Thee,  but  do  Thou  grant  me  the  right  love.  Take 
away  from  me  all  worldly  and  sinfuJ  lusts,  and  make  me  happy  for 
ever.' 

"  We  have  not  experienced  the  least  trouble  from  the  circum- 
stance, that  our  excellent  new  magistrate,  the  civil  commissioner,  Mr. 
Eaton^  holds  a  monthly  court  at  Cren^endaL  As  to  the  annoyance 
we  experienced  from  a  Caledon  shop-keeper  and  his  clerk,  especially 
from  the  latter,  the  Lord  heard  our  prayers,  and  delivered  us  from 
the  trouble  in  a  way  we  did  not  expect.  The  former  discovered 
that  the  latter  had  acted  the  part  of  the  ui\just  steward,  and  there- 
fore took  away  his  stock  of  goods,  and  closed  his  shop  at  GenidendaL 
The  clerk  has  since  been  sued  by  his  employer,  for  a  sum  amounting, 
it  is  said,  to  .£90,  of  which  he  had  defrauded  him,  and  has  consor 
quently  been  in  Caledon  gaol  for  the  last  three  months. 

"  You  have  lately,  I  believe,  received  some  details  of  informa- 
tion about  the  Training-schooL  I  would,  however,  just  mention,  that 
we  are  not  able  to  comply  with  half  the  applications  made  to  us  by 
ministers  and  missionaries  of  various  religious  denominations.  The 
pupils  who  have  left  us  have  manifested  a  good  and  devoted  spirit, 
being  willing,  for  the  Lord's  sake,  to  go  even  to  a  distance  from  their 
homes  and  parents."

From  Br.  B.  Marx. 
«  DxAB  Brother,  "  Gbnadendal,  July  I6th,  1857. 

"  I  AM  glad  to  be  able  to  give  you  a  good  account  of  the  Training- 
school  in  which  I  am  enga^sd.  Li  April  the  three  eldest  boys  left 
the  school, — two  Fingoos — ^for  their  destinations  among  their  own 
tribes,  the  one  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  other  by  tbe  Berlin 
Missionaries, — and  one  Hottentot,  who  is  gone  to  EHm.  Shortly 
afWwards  we  received-  an  accession  of  four  Kaffirs  and  four  Hot- 
tentots, so  that  we  now  number  fourteen.  All  these  new  boys  please 
US  y^Tj  much,  ^a  they  are  fond  of  learning.  A  really  good  spirit 
prevails  among  the  pupils,  and  all,  but  especially  the  elder  l^ys,  behave 
so  well  that  there  is  seldom  any  occasion  for  punishment.  It  please^ 
the  Lord  to  bless  His  holy  word  on  many  occasions.  Of  the  two 
eldest  boys  now  in  the  school,  who  are  shortly  to  be  confirmed,  we 
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have  the  pleasure  to  believe  that  they  are  followers  of  the  Lord 
Jesus.  Among  the  younger  ones  there  is  a  desire  to  increase  in 
knowledge  and  in  grace,  and  they  give  proof  that  the  Spirit  of  God 
is  carrying  on  His  blessed  work  in  their  hearts.  This  me^es  my  resi- 
dence among  them  very  agreeable,  and  I  can  assure  you  it  is  a  plea- 
sure to  have  to  do  with  them. 

"  On  Whit-Sunday  I  had  the  favour  to  officiate  at  Twistwyk. 
On  the  preceding  evening  we  held  a  meeting,  which  was  well  attended. 
Some  of  the  neighbouring  farmers  were  present,  although,  in  order  to 
be  so,  they  had  a  long  walk  in  the  dark,  and  were  obliged  to  cross  a 
river,  and  got  wet  At  the  services  on  Sunday  the  little  church  was 
quite  full 

"  In  our  large  congregation  there  are  many  truly  converted  souls, 
who  follow  our  Lord  in  word  and  deed  I  believe  that  their  example 
would  be  more  extensively  beneficial,  if  they  came  forward  more 
decidedly  on  the  Lord's  side.  I  conceive  this  to  be  the  most  marked 
and  painful  defect  in  those  who  really  know  the  Lord,  thai  they  are 
afraid  to  let  their  light  shine  before  their  neighbours,  and  to  reprove 
iniquity  with  boldness.  However,  I  sometimes  think  that  the  Lord 
is  stirring  them  up  to  come  forward  more  coxirageously.  At  all 
events,  such  an  improvement  must  be  the  first  step  to  anything  like 
a  revival  of  spiritual  life  in  our  congregation. 

"  On  the  other  hand,  the  great  enemy  is  employing  all  possible 
means  to  lead  souls  astray.  The  young  afford  the  most  suitable  field 
for  the  exercise  of  Satan*s  destructive  efforts.  This  often  causes  us 
to  think  of  the  future  with  anxiety,  and  to  feel  how  needful  it  is  that 
we  should  pray  for  grace,  that  we  may  preach  the  word  boldly  and 
decidedly.  I  earnestly  entreat  you  to  help  us  with  your  intercessions, 
that  God  would  be  pleased  to  pour  out  His  Holy  Spirit  abundantly 
on  us  His  servants,  and  on  the  numerous  souls  committed  to  our 
charge.** 


WEST  INDIES. 


IN  laying  before  our  readers  the  accounts  recently  received  from 
the  West  Indies,  we  feel  ib  to  be  a  matter  of  humble  and  fervent 
thankfulness  to  the  Giver  of  every  good  gift,  that  there  are  no 
tidings  of  a  generally  distressing  character  to  communicate.  The 
ranks  of  our  dear  fellow-labourers  have  not  been  thinned,  or  their 
labours  and  anxieties  increased  by  attacks  of  infectious  and  fatal 
disease.  And  they  and  their  flocks  have  thus  &x  been  preserved 
from  those  alarming  and  destructive  hurricanes,  to  which  the  beau- 
tiful West  India  Islands  are  annually,  and  for  several  successive 
months  in  the  year,  liable. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  no  announcement  of  any  great  or 
striking  events  of  a  favourable  character.    A  quiet  and  steady  course 
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seems  to  be  that  of  all  the  Missions.  Bhotdd  there  be  any  exception 
to  the  general  correctness  of  these  remarks,  it  would  naturally  be 
afforded  by  the  interesting  accounts  communicated  by  Br.  Feurig,  of 
the  progress  of  the  work  at  Blu^idds  and  MagdcUa^  (formerly 
English  Bcmky)  in  the  comparatiyely  new  Mission-district  of  the 
Mosquito  Coast.  May  the  Lord  be  pleased  to  continue  and  in- 
crease the  measure  of  blessing  He  has  thus  &r  graciously  youchsafed ! 
The  letters  of  Br.  Sonderman,  with  a  report  of  the  Training- 
school  at  Favrfield,  in  Jauaica  ;  of  Br.  Mader,  of  St.  Kitts  ;  of  Br. 
Clemens,  of  Barbadoes;  of  the  Bm.  YouUaire  and  Zippel,  of 
ToBAoo ;  and  of  Br.  Gotz,  of  St.  Cboix,  in  the  Danish  Islands, 
afiford  proof  of  the  energy  with  which  our  Brethren  carry  on  the 
conflict  with  the  powers  of  darkness  and  ignorance ;  while  the  need 
of  such  efforts  is  exemplified  by  the  instances  of  still  remaining 
heathenish  superstition  related  by  Br.  ZippeL  The  simultaneous 
testimony  of  the  Bm.  Gdtz  and  Sonderman  to  the  need  and  utility 
of  institutions  for  the  training  of /emcUes  for  future  usefulness,  as 
teachers  or  o^erwise,  will,  we  trust,  be  remarked  with  interest,  by 
those  who  are  favourable  to  the  work  of  Christian  education. 


JAMAICA. 
From  Br.  Th.  Sondebman. 
«  Deab  Bbotheb,  "Paibfield,  Aug  12tA,  1857. 

*' HAVING  been  informed  that  you  are  desirous  to  obtain  the 
half-yearly  report  of  our  Training-school,  I  avail  myself  of  the 
leisure  afforded  by  the  holidays,  to  comply  with  your  wiah,  as  far  as 
I  am  able  to  do  so. 

'<In  reviewing  the  history  of  the  past  half-year,  we  must 
acknowledge,  with  feelings  of  deep  gratitude  to  our  gracious  Lord, 
that,  during  this  period,  we  have  been  permitted  to  see  it  daily  and 
abundantly  verified,  that 

"  His  gifts  are  every  morning  new, 
His  bounty  still  the  same." 

And  though,  in  more  than  one  respect,  the  past  season  was  a  trying 
dne,  we  have  yet  reason  to  say, 

"  He  granted  help  in  time  of  need, 
Praise  to  His  name  for  ever." 

'^  A  general  scarcity  of  provisions  during  the  last  two  months,  and 
the  consequent  difficulty  of  procuring  daily  a  sufficient  supply  for 
our  numerous  household,  brought  us  repeatedly  into  considerable 
perplexity,  —  and  more  than  once  we  were  led  to  ask  our- 
selves seriously,  *  Whence  shall  we  buy  bread,  that  these  may  eat ) ' 
On  one  occasion,  we  had  before  us  the  discouraging  prospect  of  seeing 
our  stock  of  provisions  entirely  exhausted  wi&in  a  week,  and  it  ap- 
peared to  us  more  than  doubtfal  whether  our  hopes  of  a  fresh  supply 
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would  be  reijised.  Br.  Cook,  of  Bethany,  who  happened  to  be  here 
on  a  visit,  heard,  in  the  course  of  conversation,  of  this  difficulty,  aud 
promised  to  mention  this  subject  to  the  congregation  at  Bethany,  at 
the  same  time  expressing  the  hope  that  they  would  be  able  and 
willing  to  do  something  to  assist  ua  I  was,  of  course,  thankful  for 
this  kmd  offer ;  but,  as  I  knew  that  the  scarcity  was  not  confined  to 
this  neighbourhood,  but  extended  more  or  less  over  the  whole  island, 
T  rather  doubted  of  the  fulfilment  of  Br.  Cook's  hopes.  However, 
within  a  fortnight,  my  doubts  were  put  to  shame  by  Idie  arrival  of 
two  large  cart-loads  of  provisions  of  various  kinds,  sent  to  us  as  a  gift 
by  the  congregation  at  Bethany.  We  &lt  that  we  had  much  cause 
to  praise  the  Lord  on  the  one  hand,  for  this  bountiful  supply  of 
our  wants  in  due  season ;  and  on  the  other,  for  such  a  pleasing  evi- 
dence of  Christian  liberality  and  disinterestedness  on  the  part  of  one 
of  our  congregations.  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  add  that  seasonable 
rains  have  since  put  an  end  to  our  difficulties  in  obtaining  our  daily 
bread. 

"  Another  matter  of  much  thankfulness  to  us  has  been  the  cir- 
cumstance, that,  during  the  last  half  year,  we  have  been  able  to  pursue 
our  regular  School-course  without  any  interruption  of  consequence 
from  sickness.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  slight  indispositions, 
the  scholars  have  enjoyed  the  blessing  of  good  health. 

"  Tou  have  of  course  heard  of  the  severe  trial,  which  it  pleased 
the  Lord  to  lay  on  Br.  and  Sr.  Hennig  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
Br.  and  Sr.  Hennig  are  at  present  visiting  onr  different  stations, 
which  we  hope  will  prove  beneficial  to  Sr.  Hennig^s  health. 

"  With  respect  to  the  routine  of  duties  pursued  by  the  scholars 
in  the  Training  Listitution,  no  alteration  has  been  made;  and  we  are 
happy  to  state,  that  progress  is  observable  in  most  of  tiie  various 
branches  of  knowledge  we  make  our  pupils  acquainted  with.  Their 
improvement  in  Bible-knowledge  espeinaUy  is  much  to  our  satisfiaetion. 
It  is  our  sincere  desire  and  daily  prayer>  that  this  knowledge  may  not 
merely  be  that  of  the  head,  but  that  it  may  prove  the  means  of  making 
them  tody  wise  of  heart.  Of  late,  I  have  begun  to  make  my  pupils 
better  acquainted  with  the  chronology  and  symbolical  language  ai  the 
Bible,  as  also  with  the  '*  story  of  the  Book"  itself  Li  Church-^ustory, 
our  present  subject  is  the  B.eformation  in  England,  in  which  the 
young  learners  seem  to  be  particularly  interested.  We  continue  to 
give  regular  instruction  in  vocal  and  instrumental  music.  There  are 
comparatively  few  of  ^e  scholars  who  have  a  good  ear  for  music, 
though  many  have  a  natural  liking  for  it.  1Mb  I  endeavour  to  put 
to  the  best  use  I  can,  especially  by  teaching  them  to  play  our  beau- 
tiful tunes  on  the  seraphine. 

"  Br.  Buchner  will,  no  doubt,  have  shown  you,  during  his  stay 
in  London,  some  maps  and  drawings  executed  by  our  sdiolaxs,  whidi 
will  enable  you  to  form  some  idea  of  their  abilities  and  progiieB$. 
Though  the  knowledge  of  mathematics  is  certainly  not  a  siae  quA  non 
in  the  qualification  of  our  scholars  for  future  useftilness  as  teachers, 
yet  there  is  no  science  more  calculated  to  draw  out  and  regulate 
the  reasoning  faculties  than  thi&  Though  the  progress  of  our 
scholars  in  this  branch  is  not  exactly  as  we  could  wish,    there  is 
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still  sufficieut  to  enoourage  us  to  allow  them  to  continue  this  study. 
I  do  not  believe,  that  the  Negroes  are  naturally  deficient  in  powers  of 
reasoning  and  argument.  I  think  the  Helpers'  Meetings  in  our 
different  congregations  would  afford  ample  testimony  to  the  con- 
trary. The  chief  difficulty  is,  to  teach  them  to  draw  inferences  cor- 
rectly and  conclusively,  and  to  give  them  some  idea  of  true  logic  I 
may  here  add,  that  the  most  advanced  of  our  scholars  are  just 
finishing  the  first  book  of  Euclid.  Another  difficulty  is,  to  get  these 
young  people  to  adopt  a  mode  of  speaking,  different  from  that  which 
is  generally  used  by  the  common  people.  The  Bible  and  Object 
lessons,  which  are  given  every  Wednesday,  by  one  of  the  senior 
scholars  to  the  pupils  of  the  junior  class,  and  which  are  regularly 
criticised  by  the  other  senior  scholars,  furnish  sufficient  evidence,  that 
they  are  not  deficient  in  their  knowledge  of  grammar.  But  we  coiild 
wish,  that  this  knowledge  were  put  to  a  practical  use,  in  their  inter- 
course with  each  other.  With  their  progress  in  reading,  writing, 
and  arithmetic,  we  are  on  the  whole  satisfied.  This  is  also  the  case 
with  regard  to  geography,  which  is  a  favourite  study  with  them. 

^'  Pleasing  and  encouraging  as  it  must  be  to  you,  to  us,  and  to 
every  friend  and  promoter  of  the  education  ol  the  sable  race,  to 
observe  these  evidences  of  the  capacity  of  that  race  for  intellectual 
improvement, — to  remember  that  the  results  of  this  growing  intelli- 
gence of  our  scholars  will  not  be  confined  to  the  twenty  or  thirty 
inmates  of  the  Institution,  but  will  one  day  influence  hundreds  and 
thousands; — ^pleasing  as  these  considerations  may  be,  our  work  would 
fiul  of  its  object,  being  without  ^  solid  basis,  were  it  confined  merely 
to  the  training  of  intelligent  teachers.  We  believe,  that,  under  the 
Divine  blessing,  the  knowledge  of  certain  arts  and  sciences  will 
prove  instrumental  in  enlarging  the  minds  of  our  scholars,  and 
in  invigorating  their  intellects,  but  we  know  that  human  wisdom 
cannot  convert  the  heart  to  Grod.  Our  chief  aim  and  object  is  there- 
fore, to  direct  these  yoimg  men  to  the  attainment  of  the  pearl  of 
great  price,— of  that  true  wisdom,  which  will  give  life  to  their  soul  and 
grace  to  their  neck,  and  which  will  make  them  walk  their  way  safely, 
so  that  their  feet  stumble  not. 

"Of  the  general  outward  conduct  of  our  scholars,  we  re- 
joice, with  humble  gratitude  to  the  Lord,  to  be  able  to  give  a 
fiivourable  account ;  while  we  occasionally  have  to  lament,  in  one  or 
another  of  them,  not  only  a  want  of  perseverance  and  earnest  appli- 
cation, but  even  misconduct  and  improprieties ; — ^yet  these  are  excep- 
tional cases :  habits  of  industry,  order,  and  punctuality,  are  gradually, 
to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  adopted  and  cherished  by  all  of  them ; 
in  short,  the  spirit  pervading  the  Institution  is  a  good  one.  It  is 
especially  pleasing  to  us  to  observe,  that  a  stricter  regard  for  truthful- 
ness and  sincerity  begins  to  manif^  itself,  than  is,  aJas !  generally  the 
case  with  the  people  here. 

"  Br.  Isaac  Prince,  who  lately  arrived  here  from  the  United  States, 
to  succeed  Br.  J.  Ward,  as  teacher  of  the  junior  class,  felt  much  encou- 
raged, on  entering  upon  his  duties,  by  the  general  good  conduct  of 
the  pupils,  their  attention  in  school,  and  the  confidence  they  seemed 
at  once  to  place  in  him.

'*  I  cannot  omit  here  expressing  our  regret  at  lodng  the  valuable 
services  of  our  dear  Br.  Ward.  We  thank  the  Lord  for  His  blessing 
laid  upon  the  faithful  labours  of  His  servant,  during  the  three  years 
he  was  engaged  as  teacher  in  this  Institution, — and  we  praj  that 
that  blessing  may  still  accompany  him,  while  taking  the  temporary 
charge  of  the  congregation  at  this  place. 

^*  In  consequence  of  this  chaise  of  teachers,  in  connection  with 
other  circumstances,  we  have  been  obliged  to  postpone  the  public 
yearly  examination  of  the  scholars.  I  hope,  however,  that  it  will 
still  take  place  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

<'  A  short  time  ago,  two  of  the  senior  scholars  left  tiie  Institution 
to  fill  vacancies  in  the  day-schools  here  and  at  New  Fulneck,  and  it  is 
likely,  that  in  the  course  of  the  next  half-year,  two  others  will  enter 
on  similar  spheres  of  usefulness.  Oh,  that  the  good  impressions  which 
we  have  endeavoured  to  make  on  the  minds  of  these  youth  may 
prove  abiding,  and  influence  them  all  their  lives  through  !  Want  <^ 
perseverance,  and  neglect  of  the  cultivation  of  industrious  and  moral 
habits,  seem  to  me  to  be  lamentably  prevalent  amongst  the  natives  of 
this  island.  The  wounds  of  slavery  are  not  easily  healed.  In  no  case 
does  it  appear  to  me  more  painful,  to  witness  these  defers  in  the  na- 
tional character  of  the  black  and  coloured  people  of  Jamaica,  than  in 
the  instances  of  the  young  men,  who,  sooner  or  later,  after  leaving  the 
Institution,  have  grievou^y  dii^ppointed  the  hopes  we  had  been  led 
to  form,  not  only  with  regard  to  their  efficiency  as  teachers,  but  also 
with  reference  to  their  moral  and  religious  character.  Of  eleven 
young  men,  who  during  the  last  four  years  have  left  the  Training- 
school  to  be  employed  as  day-school  teachers,  I  am  truly  sorry  to  say 
three  have  given  us  cause  to  regret  that  they  ever  were  permitted  to 
ei\]oy  the  privileges  of  the  Institution,  or  to  enter  upon  Uieir  import- 
ant duties.  It  is  true  that,  considering  all  the  circumstances,  we  have 
perhaps  reason  to  be  thankful  that  such  disappointments  do  not  occur 
ofbener ;  yet,  in  view  of  the  effects  of  such  examples  on  others,  and  of 
the  disgrace  and  shame  brought,  not  only  on  the  imMthful  steward 
himself  but  also  upon  the  cause  of  the  Divine  Master,  we  must,  indeed, 
deeply  regret  that  such  cases  occur  at  all.  It  is  not  good  natural 
abilities,  or  a  promising  outward  appearance,  or  the  education 
which  our  schol^  receive,  that  can  make  them  efficient  and  success- 
ful teachers.  Were  we  not  convinced  of  this  already,  experience 
would  teach  us,  that  there  is  but  one  thing  which  can  accomplish  the 
desired  end,  and  that  is,  the  being  bom  and  taught  from  above, — true 
piety,  wrought  in  the  heart  by  the  regenerating  and  sanctifying  power 
of  God*s  grace.  Oh,  that  this  were  the  distinguishing  characteristic  of 
all  our  teachers  and  scholars ;  and  that  their  hearts  were  filled  with 
hatred  to  sin,  and  fervent  love  and  zeal  for  Christ  and  His  cause  ! 

"  Much  has  been  done  for  the  education  and  improvement  of  the 
N^ro  race,  and  we  must  thankfrdly  acknowledge,  that  these  efforts 
have  hitherto  been  attended  with  considerable  success.  Yet  there  is 
much  that  remains  to  be  done.  Morals  are,  in  general,  very  corrupt 
I  cannot  but  think,  that  there  is  much  truth  in  a  remark  made  at  a 
public  meeting  by  a  coloured  minister  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  to 
the  effect,  that,  unless  we  train  the  daughters  of  Jamaica  to  become 
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good  wiyes  and  mothers,  our  efforts  to  influenoe  the  native  mind 
beneficially  will  remain  but  partially  sucoessfiiL  The  establishment 
of  Female  Training-schools  throughout  the  island  is  a  want  increas- 
ingly felt.  I  trust  the  time  is  not  &a  distant,  when  in  this  respect 
likewise,  Jamaica  will  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  those  who,  not  being 
*  weary  in  well-doing,'  have  been  instrumental  in  making  efforts  for 
the  spiritual  and  temporal  improvement  of  its  population." 


ST.  KITTS. 

From  Br.  R  Madeb. 

''Deab  Bbotheb,  Bassetebrb,  Sept.  llth,  1857. 

**  YOU  have,  doubtless,  heard  of  the  departure  of  our  dear  Br.  Muntzer, 
on  the  7th  of  July,  after  a  faithful  service  in  various  Missions,  of  more 
than  thirty  years.  Soon  afterwards,  Br.  and  Sr.  George  removed  to 
Bethel,  to  t&ke  charge  of  the  congregation  at  that  place.  We  ai*e, 
therefore,  left  alone  at  the  town  station^  and  are  consequently  much 
occupied. 

"  The  Lord  has  permitted  us  to  perceive  in  our  congregation  some 
eheeiing  and  encouraging  tokens  of  spiritual  life.  He  has  also  opened 
to  us  new  doors  of  usefulness.  On  the  25th  of  May,  we  were  enabled 
to  commence  an  In^t-school  at  Douglas,  a  village  about  two  miles 
distant  from  Basseterre,  on  the  eastern  dope  of  Monkey-hilL  The 
house  made  use  of,  is  one  which  was  formerly  occupied  by  the  Mission 
&mily  at  Basseterre,  and  which  was  re-erected  at  Douglas  by  a  man 
who  had  purchased  it  for  his  own  use.  About  seventy  little  children, 
who  formerly  attended  no  school,  are  here  instructed.  The  teacher, 
Mrs.  Cairns,  acts  towards  them  like  a  really  faithful  mother,  and  is 
beloved  and  respected  both  by  children  and  parents.  At  an  exami- 
nation held  in  August,  it  was  surprising  to  witness  the  progress  this 
little  band  had  made,  during  a  period  of  only  ten  weeks.  Their  an- 
swers were  given  promptly  and  correctly,  and  their  cheerful  songs 
gladdened  the  hearts  of  the  large  number  of  persons  who  were  present. 
I  believe  this  school  is  a  blessing  to  the  villf^  and  neighbourhood. 

"  Our  station  day-school  here  is  divided  into  two  schools, — one 
for  ihe  elder  children,  and  the  other  for  the  inf&nts.  The  Infiint- 
school,  which  is  considerably  increasing,  is  under  the  care  of  Sr.  Marr, 
who  has  spent  her  life  in  the  unwearied  service  of  our  schools  and  con- 
gr^iation.  The  elder  children  are  instructed  by  Daniel  Denbow,  a 
pupil  from  the  Training-school  at  Cedar-Hall,  in  Antigua. 

''Next  Monday,  we  intend  to  open  another  In&nt-school,  at 
Wardenboro'  village,  on  the  other  side  of  Monkey-hilL  A  young 
coloured  man,  who  is  a  Sunday-school  teacher,  and  Who  is  not  without 
capacity,  though  labouring  under  bodily  afiOiction^  will  take  the  office 
of  teacher  in  this  new  schooL 

"  In  consequence  of  the  sad  havoc  the  cholera  was  permitted  to 
make  in  this  isUnd,  a  few  years  ago,  there  are  a  great  many  orphan 
children,  many  of  whom  are  almost  entirely  neglected.     One  cannot 
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help  pitying  these  poor  ragged  Qhildren,  and  as  one  step  towards  their 
reliej^  we  have  taken  about  twenty-five  of  them  into  the  school  gra- 
tuitonslj.  But  the  great  and  general  difficulty  is  the  want  of  oom- 
mon  decent  clothing.  We  recently  made  a  ooUection  in  the  church, 
after  a  sermon  which  Br.  Mumford  kindly  preached  This  produced 
U,  lS8.y  with  which  we  shall  procure  tJie  most  needful  articles  of 
clothing,  as  &r  as  it  will  go.  Six  of  our  sisters  have  formed  a  kind  of 
committee,  and  kindly  undertake  to  inquire  into  urgent  cases  of  ne- 
cessity. May  the  Lord  still  further  raise  up  hearts  willing  to  assist 
in  this  work  of  charity ! 

"  On  the  10th  of  August,  about  100  Sunday-school  teadiers  from 
our  various  stations  assembled  here.  On  this  occasion.  Reports  of  our 
Sunday-schools  were  read,  and  addresses  delivered,  relating  to  the 
same  subject.  Much  interest  was  excited,  and  we  hope  good  was 
done.  The  average  attendance  at  the  Sunday-school  here  during  the 
last  month,  was  about  500.  The  Sunday-schools  in  the  country  are 
also  mostly  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

"  Amidst  many  trials,  the  Lord  graciously  gives  us  tokens  for 
good.  Among  these  we  may  reckon  a  revival  of  an  interest  on  behalf 
of  Missions  in  our  congregation.  There  are  now  about  1000  sub- 
scribers connected  with  the  Missionary  Association  at  this  place.  It 
is  quite  a  pleasure  to  witness  the  unwearied  efforts  of  the  forty-six  ool- 
lectors,  who  gather  the  mites  of  the  people. 

'<  I  am  very  thankful,  especially  at  the  present  time,  that  I  have 
the  assistance  of  two  Brethren  of  this  congregation,  who  visit  the 
sick,  read  the  Scriptures,  keep  meetings  at  the  out-stations,  &c.  They 
appear  to  labour  with  all  their  hearts.  May  ihe  Lord  preserve  thut 
spirit  to  them,  and  fit  them  more  and  more  for  His  service  I " 


BARBADOES. 
From  Br.  Aug.  Olexenb. 
"  Dear  Brotheb,  Sharon,  Oct.  llrt,  1857. 

"  SINCE  I  last  wrote  to  you^  this  congregation  has  pursued  its  usual 
even  course,  and  I  think  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  whole  Barbadoes 
Mission.  We  meet  with  some  things  of  an  encouraging  nature,  while 
there  are  others  which  try  our  £uth  and  patience.  The  schools  con- 
tinue to  be  the  most  hopeful  and  cheering  part  of  our  work.  They 
have  almost  all  been  more  prosperous  this  year  than  last.  Several 
new  ones  have  been  opened.  The  *  GracehiU'  school  (situated  near 
Bridgetown,  and  under  Br.  EdghilFs  superintendence)  has  risen  most 
rapidly,  and  has  a  daily  average  of  more  than  eighty  children,  though 
it  was  only  opened  three  months  ago.  '  Kendal's*  school  (under  Br. 
Zippel's  superintendence)  has  not  yet  reached  that  number,  as  there 
is  not  such  a  dense  population  in  that  neighbourhood ;  but  it  is  gra- 
dually increasing.  Br.  Zippel's  new  In&nt-school  is  doing  very  welL 
Ton  will  see,  that  we  have  opened  an  Infant-school  in  connection  with 
Buxton  school.  As  yet,  it  is  but  a  small  beginning,  but  we  hope  it 
will  flourish,  when  the  teacher  is  more  at  home  in  her  duties.     All 
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the  Bohoob  in  conneotion  witih  this  atatioii  liave  increased  in  nmnbers^ 
and  are  attended  daily  bj  upwards  of  400  children. 

'<  I  am  glad  to  saj,  that  Br.  Zippel,  whose  health,  as  you  have 
probably  heard,  liad  &iled  considerably,  is  now  much  stronger  again. 
Bat  I  regret  to  report^  that  Br.  Keichstein's  health  is  very  delicate." 


TOBAGO. 

From  Br,  R  L.  Voullairb. 
"  Deab  Brother,  Moriah,  Sept.  2Zrd,  1857. 

"  WE  earnestly  hope,  that  Br.  and  Sr.  Oooney's  trip  home  will  re- 
establish Br.  Oooney's  health,  so  that  they  may  be  able  ere  long  to 
retom  to  their  former  post,  or  enter  on  some  other.  This  Mission  has 
lost  in  them  earnest  and  valuable  labourers.  They  have  sown  in 
tears,  and  have  wrought  a  good  work,  and  the  blessing  of  the  Lord 
will  most  assuredly  follow  them. 

"You  may  suppose  that  we,  the  remaining  missionaries,  have 
now  an  increase  of  work.  This  is  especially  the  case  with  Br.  £. 
Zippel,  who  has  alone  to  attend  to  the  large  congregation  and  schools 
at  Montgomery.  We  endeavour  to  assist  him,  as  fiur  as  we  are  able, 
at  the  speakings,  &a,  and  Sr.  Youllaire  occasionally  rides  over  to  Mont- 
gomery, to  cut  out  and  arrange  work  for  the  Sewing-school,  which  con- 
tains about  eighty  girls.  We  trust,  however,  that  our  dear  Brethren 
of  the  Mission-Board  are  aware  of  our  dijQiculties,  and  will  send  help 
as  soon  as  possible.  Meanwhile,  I  am  truly  thankful  to  be  able  to  say, 
that  we  are  all  in  the  enjoyment  of  good  health  and  spirits. 

"  With  regard  to  the  spiritual  state  of  the  people  under  our 
charge,  it  is  difficult  to  speak  in  any  degree  decidedly.  I  should  say, 
however,  that  they  are,  socially,  in  a  critical  state,  and,  as  I  would 
hope,  one  of  transition.  They  have,  by  degrees,  become  conscious  of 
their  fireedom,  but  this  sometimes  takes  the  form  of  disrespect  for  all 
lawful  authoritv.  They  are  not  easily  led  and  persuaded,  but  require 
a  firm  hand.  They  have  also  attained  to  that  low  degree  of  know- 
ledge which  puffeth  up,  instead  of  really  raising  those  who  are  in  pos- 
session of  it.  At  the  same  time,  it  \&  cheering  that  the  attendance  and 
attention  at  all  our  meetings  are  all  that  can  be  wished. 

"  I  think  I  never  mentioned  to  you  anything,  about  the  proficiency 
of  a  considerable  number  of  our  young  people  in  music.  Through  the 
indefatigable  exertions  of  our  Christian  friend  and  brother,  Dr.  Purser, 
a  large  class  has  been  formed,  and  so  far  instructed,  that  we  are  able 
to  master  a  good  many  anthems,  and  several  of  the  choruses  of  ISan- 
deVs  Messiah.  As  regards  accuracy  in  keeping  time  and  pitch,  I 
think  we  could  almost  rival  some  fitmous  musical  societies.  The  Hal- 
lelujah Chorus  and  several  others  are  sung  by  these  young  people  in 
mo^t  exact  time,  though  with  rough  and  uncultivated  voices,  and 
with  little  feeling.  Every  Sunday  after  the  Litany,  a  short  anthem 
is  sung.  Your  father's  piece,  '  Behold,  what  manner  of  love,'  has  been 
introduced  on  Communion-Sundays.     I  sing  the  solo  from  the  pulpit^ 
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and  the  ohoir  aDswefrs,  '  Therefore,  wMl  asgels  and  arehangelBy'  iUsi 
I  think  you  would  enjoy  our  performance  of  this  belkutdful  and  tmlj 
ecclesiastical  anthem.  I  wish  we  could  hare  a  few  ipore  short  pieces 
of  a  similar  character. 

"  We  lately  received  the  Memoir  of  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Weitbredit^ 
as  a  gift  from  some  Christian  friends,  for  which  we  would  beg  you  to 
tender  our  warmest  thanks.  This  is-  a  book  which  every  missionaiy 
should  read,  as  it  contains  the  experience  of  a  distinguished  labourer  in 
the  Lord's  vineyard,  on  a  variety  of  subjects  connected  with  his  work." 


From  Br,  T.  Edwin  Zippel. 
<<  Dear  Bbotheb,  Montgomert,  Oct.  6th,  1857. 

*'  HEBE  things  are  going  on  steadily;  but  it  is  a  very  difficult  and 
heavy  charge  for  me,  alone  as  I  am.  To  superintend  these  large 
schools,  and  to  attend  to  the  numberless  duties  of  ihis  congregation, 
is  no  small  matter, — and  it  requires  all  one's  powers  of  mind  and 
body  to  be  calm  in  the  midst  of  so  much  business.  I  have  been  won- 
derfrdly  supported  by  our  dear  Saviour  in  all  my  undertakinga  I 
could  never  have  believed  that  I  could  go  through  what  I  have  done, 
since  I  have  been  left  alone.  I  take  it  as  a  pledge  of  our  Saviour's 
willingness  to  own  and  bless  my  work  in  His  name ;  and  thanking  Him 
most  fervently  for  His  mercies  past^  I  humbly  hope  for  more.  Br. 
and  Sr.  Youllaire  have  been  very  kind  in  coming  to  my  assistance, 
whenever  I  have  asked  them  to  do  so.  But  it  is  very  inconvenient 
for  them,  on  account  of  the  distance,  and  their  young  family. 

*'  On  the  29th  ult.,  I  held  a  public  examination  of  the  day-schools 
here.  His  Excellency,  the  Lieutenant-Gbvemor,  with  his  Secretary, 
the  Colonial  Secretary,  and  several  other  gentlemen,  were  present.  EUs 
Excellency  took  the  liveliest  interest  in  the  proceedings,  examined  the 
classes  himself  and  expressed  himself  highly  gratified  with  what  he 
saw  and  heard.  The  majority  of  the  cluldren  acquitted  themselves 
very  well,  and  showed  a  marked  improvement  in  reading  and  singing. 
The  latter  has  been  brought  to  great  perfection  in  the  choir,  as  wdl 
as  in  the  school,  by  the  indefftti^ble  labours  of  our  friend,  Dr.  Purser. 
"  I  received  a  note  from  the  Colonial  Secretary  a  few  days  ago, 
ioforming  me  of  a  grant  of  100^.  for  our  schools,  and  10^.  for  school 
materials. 

"  On  the  day  after  the  examination,  the  children  assembled  here, 
and  then,  with  h&is  and  turbans  decked  with  flowers,  marched  to  an 
open  pasture,  about  a  mile  distant.  Oh,  what  a  beautiful  sight  it  was 
to  see  500  children,  in  a  long  line,  marching  in  good  order,  singing 
their  school- pieces,  and  marshalled  by  numerous  monitors.  On  our 
arrival  at  our  destination,  we  found  a  crowd  of  people  awaiting  us.  I 
had  caused  buns  and. beverage  to  be  provided  for  the  children,  after 
partaking  of  which,  they  played  about,  and  enjoyed  themselves  to  their 
hearts'  content.  To  myself,  it  afforded  a  d^ree  of  pleasure  I  had  not 
ventured  to  anticipate. 
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''I  have  been  mnoh  (jUstreesed  of  late  by  the  frequent  broils 
among  some  <^  our  people,  of  whom  one  might  have  expected  bettw 
things.  The  simple  circumstance  of  a  woman  passing  near  the  door  of 
a  man,  and  accidentally  spilling  a  few  drops  of  lamp-oil,  has  involved 
a  number  of  persons  in  a  most  malicious  dispute^  because  the  ignorant 
man  thinks  me  poor  woman  did  it  with  the  intention  of  '  obeahing' 
his  dwelling,  l^e  heathenish  superstition  which  is  still  lingering  in 
this  island  and  Antigua  is  shameful.  Quite  recently,  a  f(^w  was 
called  to  examine  a  sore  foot  of  one  of  our  peopla  By  sleight  of  hand, 
he  made  her  believe,  that  he  had  extracted  some  sea-shells  and  pins, 
which  he  affirmed  had  been  put  into  her  foot  by  the  witchcraft  of 
anoUier  party.  For  this  wonderful  feat,  of  oourse,  the  poor  woman 
paid  him  handsomely. 

"  A  few  weeks  ago,  a  man  met  with  an  untimely  end  at  one  of 
those  in&mous  orgies,  called  <  Jumbie-dances.'  'Jumbie*  signifies, 
with  them,  ghost  or  spirit.  On  the  occasions  alluded  to,  people  assem* 
ble  in  the  house  of  a  deceased  person,  strip  themselves  nearly  naked, 
and  being  fiir  gone  in  liquor,  begin  a  hideous  noise,  and  then  dance 
and  whirl  themselves  into  a  hysterical  excitement.  The  man  above 
referred  to  had,  at  such  a  dance,  mounted  on  a  cross-beam  in  the  roof 
of  the  hoxuse,  and  being  far  firom  sober,  fell,  and  injured  himself  so 
much  that  he  died  soon  after. 

'*In  comparing  the  people  of  this  island  with  those  of  some 
others,  I  should  say,  that  the  former  generally  exhibit  a  greater  sim- 
plicity of  manner  than  is  usually  met  with  elsewhere.  But  I  am 
afraid  they  are  &st  losing  this  distinctive  peculiarity,  partly  owing 
to  the  introduction  of  a  number  of  Barbadians  of  the  lowest  class, 
and  partly  owing  to  an  increasing  covetous  spirit.  The  principle 
among  many  who  ought  to  be  a  pattern  to  the  peasantry,  is  to  get 
money.  For  this,  every  thing  is  sacrificed.  I  think  a  very  precarious 
future  lies  before  our  people.  We  must  persevere,  however,  and 
endeavour,  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  to  recommend  and  to 
keep  a  straight  course  in  the  midst  of  a  crooked  and  perverse  genera- 
tion. 

"  I  think  more  people  of  all  ages  read,  and  read  toeU,  than  in  the 
other  islands  with  whidi  I  am  acquainted.  Our  church-music  and 
singing  is  more  civilized  and  beautiful  than  I  have  found  in  any  Mis- 
sion where  I  have  been. 

"There  is  a  great  deal  of  sickness  in  the  island  at  present. 
Among  the  whites  and  coloured  people,  the  prevailing  disease  seems 
to  be  a  kind  of  yellow  fever.  I  hope  I  may  have  strength  and  grace 
to  bear  up."

DANISH  ISLANDS. 

From  Br.  Ph.  H.  GCtz. 

"Dear  Brother,       Fribdenstthal,  St.  Croix,  July  25ih,  1857. 

"  WE  are  thankful,  that  we  have  succeeded  in  establishing  a  school  oi 

our  own  at  this  station.     The  old  church,  which  was  formerly  made 

iise  of  only  for  the  Sunday-school,  now  serves  for  the  day-school  like- 
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wise.  The  school  is  held  daily,  from  nine  o^clock  in  the  morning  till 
three  in  the  afternoon,  and  is  well  attended.  The  average  number  is 
about  ninety,  though  there  are  considerably  more  on  the  books.  Many 
children  attend  irregularly,  in  consequence  of  the  careleesnefls  or  the 
poverty  of  their  parents,  while  there  are  others  who  have  never  missed 
a  day  from  the  commencement.  The  teachers  of  the  schools  here  and 
at  Friedensberg  are  young  men  from  the  Training-schooL  I  am  glad 
to  say  both  are  doing  well.  I  wish  there  was  a  sufficient  supply  of 
teachers.  I  think  great  attention  ought  to  be  paid  to  the  training  of 
female  teachers.  They  may  be  rendered  quite  as  w^  qualified  as 
male  teachers,  while  their  influence  on  the  behaviour  and  the  moral 
development  of  the  pupils  would  probably  be  more  effectual  Br. 
Westerb/s  establishment  of  a  Female  Training-school  was  therefore 
an  excellent  measure.  I  am  just  about  to  send  two  young  women  to 
Antigua,  one  of  whom  is  white.  The  latter  was  in  circumstances  of 
destitution.  Her  widowed  mother  had  to  work  with  her  needle  for 
the  support  of  the  whole  fiunily.  Their  condition  was  wretched  be- 
yond description.  The  house,  rotten  and  leaky,  actually  stands  on 
some  pillars  over  a  deep  gulley,  in  a  most  unhealthy  situation.  I  am 
thankful  to  have  met  with  a  few  Christian  friends,  who  provide  means 
to  fit  out  the  girl  alluded  to,  and  to  pay  the  expenses  of  her  journey, 
and  of  her  stay  in  Antigua.  I  have  hopes,  that  she  will  one  day  make 
herself  useful  in  o\vr  Mission.** 


MOSQUITO  COAST. 
From  Br,  G.  Feurio. 
Dear  Brother,  «  Feb.  I7th,  1857. 

**  TO  what  extent  my  feeble  testimony  of  the  blood  and  death  of 
Jesus,  approves  itself  as  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  my  hearers, 
I  certainly  am  imable  to  state.  But  so  much  is  certain,  that  many 
come  and  are  attentive  hearers  of  the  word.  Still,  many  are  deterred 
by  prejudice  or  false  shame,  from  seeking  further  connection  with  us, 
and  among  them,  are  not  a  few  of  those  who  have  been  married  in  our 
church.  Besides  these,  many  live  in  open  sin.  All  we  can  do  is,  to 
sow  the  good  seed  in  hope,  and  await  the  former  and  the  latter  rain, 
which,  according  to  Gk>d's  promise,  will  not  be  withheld. 

"  On  the  7th  inst.,  at  10  o'clock,  a.m.,  we  laid  the  foundation- 
stone  of  a  new  Mission-housa  The  site  is,  I  think,  the  best  in  the 
place,  and  at  all  events,  the  best  adapted  for  the  purpose.  A  consider- 
able number  of  persons  had  assembled,  with  whom  we  sang  some  verses, 
and,  after  a  short  address,  implored  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  on  this 
undertaking.  The  pillars  on  which  the  building  rests  were  constructed 
by  Br.  Kandler,  with  the  assistance  of  a  carpenter,  as  masons  are  not 
to  be  obtained.  We  hope  to  have  the  house  finished  in  May.  Br. 
and  Sr.  Jiirgensen  were  present  on  the  above  occasion.  Sr.  J. 
returned  to  Engliuh  Bank  alone,  as  her  husband  remained  here  a  little 
longer,  to  assist  in  getting  the  building-materials  brought  to  the  spot. 
Altogether  there  is  so  much  to  do,  at  present,  that  we  are  at  times

almost  worn  out.  When  all  is  in  order,  everything  will  be  nrach 
easier.  Our  state  of  health  is  but  middling,  yet  we  have  reason  to 
thank  the  Lord  for  His  mercy. 

"  In  reference  to  the  original  design  ot  this  Mission,  namely,  to 
benefit  the  Indians,  we  are  all  convin^,  that  one  of  the  principal 
obstacles  to  the  execution  of  this  plan  is  the  scattered  condition  of  the 
Indians.  We  have  therefore  begged  the  king,  to  explain  to  his  people 
the  importance  of  the  instruction  which  we  impart,  and  to  induce 
them  to  settle  in  larger  villages,  and  in  more  healthy  and  accessible 
localities.  This  he  has  promised  to  do.  We  have  also  conversed  on 
the  subject  of  a  School  for  Indian  children.  Bluefields  does  not 
appear  to  us  a  suitable  locality  for  such  a  school.  In  the  first  place, 
there  are  but  few  Indians  residing  here,  and  they  are  much  despised 
by  the  Negroes  and  coloured  people ;  secondly,  there  are  here  too 
many  opportunities  for  obtaLuing  intoxicating  liquors,  of  which  all 
the  Indians,  old  and  young,  are  exc^sively  fond.  Our  thoughts  are 
therefore  more  directed  to  English  Bank.  It  is  true,  that  if  such  a 
School  be  established,  the  Indian  boys  will  have  to  be  boarded  and 
lodged.  Efforts  will,  however,  be  made  to  enable  them  to  obtain  a 
{>art  of  their  subsistence  by  the  cultivation  of  land.  I  doubt  not  that 
if  this  project  is  put  into  execution,  some  Christian  friends  will  be 
found  willing  to  assist  in  defraying  the  expenses" 

«  Mmck  25th,  1857. 
**  LAST  Sunday,  I  visited  Eama  Key  once  more  before  Br.  Lundberg 
leaves.  I  again  had  the  pleasure  to  see  a  numerous  and  attentive 
assembly,  and  felt  the  conviction,  that  our  Saviour,  would  yet  perform 
miracles  of  grace  among  these  Indians.  Before  and  after  the  service, 
I  visited  them  in  their  huts.  I  feel  assured,  that  if  the  Gospel  could 
be  preached  in  this  place  every  Sunday,  and  a  Missionary  reside  here, 
even  for  a  few  weis  occasionally,  we  should  soon  perceive  that  our 
efforts  were  not  fruitless. 

''  Little  Anna  Lundberg  was,  as  we  thought,  sick  unto  death 
a  little  while  ago.  However,  it  pleased  Him  who  is  Lord  of  life  and 
of  death,  to  send  help  when  the  help  of  man  was  vain, — so  that  the 
dear  patient  has  recovered,  though  but  slowly. 

"  Two  Woolva  Indians  have  just  been  here,  one  of  whom 
understood  a  little  English.  I  told  him  that  I  intended  soon  to  come 
and  see  them  at  their  place  of  residence.  Immediately  his  face 
brightened  up,  and  he  answered,  that  I  should  be  very  welcome,  and 
would  find  many  Indians  there. 

"  The  work  among  the  Creoles  in  Bluefields  is  a  very  important 
one,  and  will  always  remain  so,  because  the  people  here  are  on  a  level 
with  the  most  ignorant  heathen,  and  because,  should  they  once  be 
gained  for  Christ,  their  example  would  make  a  favourable  impression 
on  the  Indians.  In  short,  we  must  extend  to  all  the  invitation, 
*  Come,  for  all  things  are  now  ready  ! ' 

"  Our  teacher,  Peter  Blair,  continues  to  be  diligent  in  his  attention 
to  his  duties,  and  appears  to  be  quite  at  home.  He  is  rapidly 
improving  in  his  acquaintance  with  the  Indian  language.  Oh,  that  he 
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may  grow  in  grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord  and  Savioov 
Jesus  Christ) — ^then  he  will  prove  a  useful  instrument. 

''  The  building  of  our  house  has  advanced  so  flEur,  that  we  maj 
hope  to  enter  it  by  the  end  of  May,  although  some  time  will  still 
elapse  before  it  is  quite  completed.  We  shall  be  very  glad  to  leave 
our  present  confined  abode,  as  the  heat  is  very  oppressive  in  it.  I  am 
s^rry  to  say  that  the  king  remains  in  the  same  unsatisfactory  state  as 
regurds  morality.     May  he  soon  turn  to  the  Lord,  as  a  poor  sinner ! 

"  We  celebrated  the  jubilee  on  the  1st  of  March,  in  a  solemn 
manner.  It  was,  doubtlessly,  very  different  from  what  took  place  in 
the  home  congregations.  Still,  we  believe  our  Saviour  kept  Hia 
gracious  promise,  and  was  in  the  midst  of  the  two  or  three  who 
assembled  in  His  name.  £ight  persons  were  received  into  the  con- 
gregation. One  of  these  was  the  princess  Agnes,  who,  like  the  rest, 
appeared  to  be  deeply  affected  She  is  the  first  female  Lidian  who 
has  become  a  member  of  our  congregation.  Oh,  that  numbers  of  her 
race  may  follow  her  example  1 

"  The  Passion-week  did  not  pass  without  a  blessing.  On  Palm 
Sunday,  six  persons  were  confirmed,  regarding  whom  we  could  believe 
and  be  convinced  that  they  had  obtained  grace,  and  that  it  was  their 
sincere  desire  to  be  followers  of  their  Saviour. 

*'  At  present,  many  of  the  men  are  absent  at  the  turtle-fishery, 
stiU  the  meetings  are  well  attended,  and  the  good  order  and  attention 
give  groimd  to  hope  that  better  times  are  at  hand." 

''March  30th,  IS57. 
"  SOON  after  I  had  written  to  you,  in  August  last,  I  had  a  severe 
illness,  which  prevented  me  for  a  considerable  time  finom  attending  to 
my  duties.  Though  now  better  I  am  still  much  occupied.  Br. 
Feurig  has  been  ailing,  I  may  say,  almost  from  the  day  of  our  arrival 
here,  and  the  many  troubles  and  afflictions  we  have  experienced  have 
not  tended  to  benefit  her  health.  For  the  last  six  weeks  she  has 
been  quite  unable  to  attend  to  her  usual  duties, — a  circumstance 
which  adds  much  to  my  engagements. 

"  Accept  my  best  thanks  for  the  kind  sympathy  you  have  ex- 
pressed  in  reference  to  the  many  trials  and  afflictions  through  which 
the  Lord  has  seen  fit  to  lead  us,  since  we  entered  on  this  field  of 
labour.  His  hand  has,  indeed,  been  heavy  upon  us,,  and  at  times  it 
has  appeared  as  if  he  had  forsaken  us.  But  praise  be  to  his  glorious 
name,  He  has  not  left  us  comfortless.  He  has  promised  his  people, 
that,  as  their  day,  so  their  strength  shall  be,  and  we  feel  assured 
that  He  will  help  us  from  day  to  day. 

**  As  Br.  Lundberg  will  be  able  to  give  you  a  full  account  of 
the  work  here,  from  its  commencement  to  the  present  time,  there 
is  the  less  necessity  for  me  to  write  at  length  on  the  subject  Some 
particulars,  may,  however,  be  interesting.  The  public  preaching  of 
the  word  at  this  place  is  well  attended;  but  only  a  few  appear  as 
yet  to  be  impressed  by  it.  Nevertheless  we  are  thankful  that  there  are 
soma  Several  have  been  received  into  church-fellowship  since  we  ar- 
rived here.     This  was  the  case  on  the  1st  of  March,  on  which  occasion. 
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one  of  the  King's  sisters  was  among  the  ntunber  of  persons  ad« 
mitted  into  the  congregation.  The  meeting  on  the  day  referred  to 
was  peculiarly  blessed,  and  the  gracious  presence  of  our  Saviour  was 
powerfully  experienced.  On  Sunday  next,  seven  persons  are  to  be 
confirmee  May  the  Lord  establi^  an  everlasting  covenant  with 
them  !  After  this  accession,  our  communicant  congregation  will 
number  seventeen  persons.  This  is,  indeed,  but  a  small  beginning ; 
yet  may  we  not  hope  that  it  is  the  earnest  of  still  greater  success  9 

**  Occasionally  some  come  and  request  to  have  their  names  put 
down  in  our  list.  Thus  the  number  of  those  under  our  instruction 
gradually,  though  slowly,  increases.  Our  hope  and  prayer  is,  that 
they  may  also  grow  in  grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

"  But  few  of  the  young  people  come  forward,  as  they  are  afraid 
of  the  scoffs  of  their  companions  ;  and  it  cannot  be  otherwise,  jntil 
they  have  experienced  the  saving  grace  of  Jesus.  It  becomes  us  to 
wait  patiently  for  the  former  and  the  latter  rain. 

"  The  general  attention  and  decent  behaviour  in  church  are  very 
pleasing,  and  afford  encouragement  for  the  hope  of  better  times  at 
Bluefields. 

"  But  few  Indians  live  here  now.  Indeed,  I  may  say,  there  are 
none  constantly  residing  here,  except  the  Kin^s  family,  and  one  or 
two  other  persons.  There  are,  also,  some  half-Indians,  but  they  wish 
to  be  considered  Creoles,  and  not  Indians.  Scarcely  a  week,  how- 
ever, passes,  during  which  there  is  not  a  number  of  Indians  in  the 
town,  for  the  purpose  of  trading.  They  are  usually  induced  to  drink 
to  excess,  and  are  then  thoroughly  cheated.  It  is,  indeed,  lament- 
able to  behold  these  poor,  naked,  degraded  creatures.  And,  unfortu- 
nately, we  can  do  nothing  for  them  here.  We  mxud)  follow  them  to  ' 
their  places  of  abode,  and  endeavour  to  prevail  upon  them  to  live 
more  together,  and  in  more  accessible  localities.  I  had  intended  to 
undertake  an  exploratory  voyage,  to  examine  the  coast  and  the  prin- 
cipal rivers  to  the  northward  of  this  place.  But  this  is  quite  impos- 
sible as  long  as  I  am  alone  here,  and  my  wife  in  such  a  delicate  state 
of  health. 

*^  Our  school  is  very  prosperous,  there  being  sixty-seven  names 
on  the  list.  The  teacher,  Br.  P.  Blair,  takes  much  pains  in  instructing 
the  children,  and  appears  to  delight  in  his  work.  May  our  Saviour 
hold  His  hand  over  him,  and  preserve  him  from  the  deceitfulne^  of  sin ! 
^'  Br.  Jiirgensen  has  opened  a  school  at  English^Bank,  in  which 
there  are  about  twenty  children  in  daily  attendance,  with  whose  con- 
duct and  improvement  he  expresses  himself  much  pleased.  The 
same  Brother  goes  twice  a  week  to  Bieta  Pora^  to  instruct  the  Indian 
children  at  that  place.  There  are  about  eight  in  regular  attendance, 
who  are  already  much  attached  to  their  instructor. 

"As  Br.  Lundberg  has  left  us  to  proceed  on  a  visit  to  Europe, 
Br.  and  Sr.  Jiirgensen  will  come  hither  to  share  the  duties  of  this 
station  with  us,  during  his  absence.  We  shall  visit  English-Bank  as 
often  as  we  can.  But  there  is  no  possibility  of  extending  the  work, 
or  even  of  carrying  it  on  as  we  have  hitherto  done,  imtil  Br.  Lund- 
berg's  return.    The  burden  of  labour  is  already  too  great  for  my  weak 
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Bhonlders.  Still,  He  wbo  has  helped  us  thus  fsiT,  will  net  leave  ns  or 
foxaakeuB." 

^August  7th,  1867. 

^  I  HAD  intended  to  send  you  a  few  Uner  b]r  tkelast  packet^  bat  was 
prevented  hy  sickness.  Even  now,  though  somewhat  better^  I  find, 
it  difficult  to  attend  to  mj  duties.  Tet,  I  have  much  reason  to  praise 
the  Lord  for  His  wonderfiil  help  again  vouchsafed  to  me.  Of  oourse, 
mj  constitution  gets  more  and  more  broken  down  hj  these  continual 
fevera     In  Jamaica  I  never  suffered  in  this  way. 

"  You  have,  doubtless,  heard,  that  our  dxurch  was  struck  by 
lightning,  and  partially  destroyed,  on  the  26th  of  June.  In  the  midst 
of  judgment  the  Lord,  however,  remembered  mercy,  else  the  whole 
place  might  have  become  a  hei^  of  ruins.  With  the  exception  of 
painting,  the  damage  is  now  repaired.  About  il.  was  brought  to 
us  in  contributions  towards  this  object,  while  many  gave  their 
labour  gratuitously.  For  these  repairs,  we  used  the  matenals  of  the 
old  dwelling-house,  as  £ur  as  we  could. 

"  On  tibe  15th  of  May,  we  entered  the  new  dwelling-house,  though 
it  was  only  half  finished.  In  the  evening  of  that  day,  we  held  a  meet- 
ing in  it,  at  which  about  fifty  persons  were  present.  Our  prayer  was, 
that  it  may  at  all  times  be  felt  that  the  Lord  is  there,  and  then  it  will 
be  a  peaceful  habitation  to  those  who  dwell  therein.  The  new  house 
is  near  the  lagoon,  which  causes  it  to  be  much  more  aiiy  and  agree- 
able than  the  old  one,  while  its  proximity  to  the  church  also  tends 
much  to  our  comfort  It  is  certainly  the  pleasantest  situation  in 
Bluefields.  I  shall  be  veiy  glad  when  all  the  building  is  at  an  end,  as 
I  am  heartily  tired  of  it. 

''The  attendance  at  church  remains  as  before;  but  it  seems  as 
if  the  Grospel  began  to  make  impression  on  the  hearts  of  some. 
On  Monday,  the  3rd  instant,  I  was  called  up  in  the  night  to  visit  a 
young,  married  black  man,  who,  as  my  informant  said,  was  in  a  state 
of  great  excitement,  and  saying  wondeHul  things.  As  it  was  midnight^ 
and  I  did  not  feel  strong  enough  to  go  out  at  such  a  time,  I  told  the 
persons  who  had  come  for  me,  that  I  would  visit  the  man  early  in  the 
morning.  At  about  two  o'dock,  they  came  again  and  begged  me  so 
earnestly  to  accompany  them,  that  I  at  last  consented  to  do  so  at  all 
risks.  Before  I  reached  the  house,  the  young  man  referred  to  came 
running  to  meet  me,  threw  his  arms  round  my  neck,  and  exclaimed, 
*  This  night  I  have  found  my  Saviour.  I  know  my  sins  are  pardoned. 
I  have  found  peace  with  God  V  When  I  entered  the  house,  I  found 
about  twenty  persons  assembled,  whom  he  had  called  up,  to  tell  them 
what  Jesus  had  done  for  his  soul,  entreating  them  earnestly  to  seek 
that  Lord  who  is  willing  and  able  to  forgive,  and  to  save  to  Uie  utter- 
most. I  had  some  difficulty  in  calming  his  excitement  a  little,  for  his 
joy  was  almost  too  much  for  him.  I  then  delivered  a  short  address, 
concluding  with  prayer.  I  shall  never  forget  the  powerful  feeling  of 
Jesus*  love  and  peace  which  prevailed;  as  if  He  had  stood  bodily 
among  us.  This  brother  is  now  walking  quietly,  in  the  joy  of  the 
Lord.  He  has  been  with  me  this  afternoon,  telling  of  the  happinesa 
he  felt     He  stated  that  he  had  been  opt  fishing  in  the  morning,  but 
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had  caught  nothing.  He  had  however  had  such  an  enjoyment  of  our 
Saviour's  nearness,  and  of  His  love,  as  he  could  not  express.  While 
relating  this,  tears  streamed  down  his  cheeks,  and  unspeakable  joj 
was  depicted  on  his  sable  countenance.  I  do  not  remember  to 
have  witnessed  such  a  powerM  awakening  among  the  negroes  before. 
May  it  prove  the  commencement  of  a  lasting  and  glorious  work  1  In 
our  Instruction-meeting  on  Tuesday  morning,  a  peculiarly  solemn 
feeling  pervaded  those  present.  I  write  all  this  with  trembling, 
knowing  that  Satan  will  do  his  utmost,  to  destroy  the  work  in  its 
first  beginning.  Yet  what  the  Lord  commences,  He  is  also  able  to 
carry  on  and  to  complete.  O  Lord,  help !  O  Lord,  send  now  pros- 
perity 1  The  work  is  Thine  own.  For  such  souls  as  these  Thy  pre- 
cious blood  was  shed  1 

"The  school  in  this  place  continues  to  prosper.  There  are 
seventy-five  names  on  the  list,  though  the  average  attendance  is  at 
present  not  more  than  fifty,  owing  chiefly  to  the  continued  absence  of 
so  many  of  the  fjBithers  at  the  turtle-hunting.  That  the  Good  Shep- 
herd is  pouring  out  His  blessing  on  these  little  ones,  is  evident.  Li 
due  time,  we  hope  that  the  seed  sown  will  produce  abundance  of  fruit. 

"  I  have  asked  permission  to  build  a  house  at  Bama  Key,  to  serve 
for  the  holding  of  meetings,  and  for  school-purposes.  I  have  not  yet 
heard,  whether  this  proposal  is  agreed  to  or  not,  but  I  hope  it  will  be. 
I  should  be  thank^l,  if  this  school  could  be  supported  by  some  of  the 
Lord's  people  in  England,  as  so  many  are  in  the  West  India  islands. 

"  The  call  of  Br.  Grunewald  to  this  Mission  has  encouraged  me 
greatly.  May  our  Saviour  so  fit  him  for  his  work,  and  endow  him 
with  needful  wisdom  and  grace,  that  he  may  become  a  true  apostle  of 
the  Indians  of  Central  America  1 

"  Br.  and  Sr.  JUrgensen  are  still  at  their  station.  They  rejoice 
greatly  in  their  work,  and  the  Lord  will  certainly  lay  His  blessing 
upon  their  zeaL  Br.  J.  frequently  visits  the  little  Indian  villages,  and 
continues  his  school  at  Bieta  Pora,  with  which  he  is  much  del^hted." 


SURINAM. 

{From  the  MiatioM-BUUt.) 

Br.  Wttnsche  writes  from  Bust-en-Werk,  on  the  Ist  March: — 
"  A  variety  of  distressing  events  have  recently  occurred  in  this  con- 
gregation. On  one  estate,  nearly  all  the  baptized  attended  a  dance 
on  New  Tear's-day.  Even  the  esteemed  helpei^sister  was  induced  to 
take  part  in  this  heathenish  diversion.  The  driver,  who  is  also  a 
helper,  was  obliged  to  keep  order  on  the  occasion,  but  took  no  further 
part  than  his  office  on  the  estate  rendered  necessary, — ^which  is  some 
comfort.  I  have  dealt  very  strictly  with  all  who  were  concerned  in 
this,  and,  as  I  believe,  by  God's  blessing,  not  without  good  effects. 

"  On  another  estate,  the  priestess  had  given  up  her  idols.  But  I 
was  unable  to  baptize  her,  as  she  did  not  appear  siifficiently  convinced 
of  the  truth  of  the  Gospel.  Shortly  afterwards,  she  went  into  the 
town  and  died  there,  unbaptized.  Her  daughter,  who  was  a  candidate 
for  baptism,  brought  back  to  1^  plantation  some  of  the  hair  of  the 
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deceased,  and  the  cloths  which  had  been  used  for  washing  the  coipse. 
These  articles  were  placed  on  a  board,  which  a  negro  then  took  on  his 
head.  Then,  walking  backward  and  forward,  he  asked  the  question, 
*  Who  killed  you  V  and  declared  the  answer  to  be,  *  The  driver.*  The 
latter  was  immediately  seized,  taken  to  the  manager,  and  accused  of 
having  murdered  the  woman.  The  manager  met  this  accusation  with 
the  declaration,  that  he  knew  the  woman  had  died  a  natural  death. 
But  this  availed  nothing,  as  they  reiterated  the  assertion,  that  the 
driver  had  poisoned  the  woman.  When  I  heard  of  this  SifMr,  I 
endeavoured  to  point  out  to  the  people,  in  what  a  superstitious  and 
heathenish  manner  they  had  acted.  They,  however,  denied  that  thej 
had  done  what  was  stated, — and  some  of  them  went  to  the  manager, 
and  said  I  would  not  allow  them  to  come  to  church  any  more,  and 
that  they,  therefore,  wished  to  join  the  Romish  Church.  The  manager 
informed  the  attorney  of  their  wish,  and  the  latter  mentioned  it  to 
me.  I  told  him,  that  I  had  never  thought  of  such  a  thing  as  to  forbid 
the  negroes  to  come  to  church,  and  that,  on  the  contrary,  I  wished 
they  would  attend  more  regularly.  I  am  now  waiting  to  see  how 
this  matter  will  end.  Thus,  there  is  much  that  is  calculated  to  humble 
us,  and  cause  us  to  implore  our  Saviour  to  pour  out  His  Holy  Spirit 
on  us,  and  on  the  poor  benighted  people  among  whom  we  labour." 

Br.  Yan  Oalker,  in  a  letter  dated  AprU  20th,  gives  an  account 
of  a  visit  paid  by  him  at  Liliendal,  He  was  there  on  Easter-Sunday, 
and  states,  that  on  the  morning  of  that  day,  the  congregation  assem- 
bled for  the  early  service  at  ludf-past  five  o'clock,  mosfiy  dressed  in 
white.  When  they  met  in  the  church  to  read  the  Easter-morning 
litany,  it  was  still  dark.  But  while  they  were  pronouncing  this 
solemn  confession  of  faith,  and  hope  of  a  future  resurrection,  the 
bright  morning  sun  rose  majestically,  and  potired  a  flood  of  light 
through  the  open  windows  of  the  building, — a  circumstance  wluch 
harmonized  agreeably  with  the  festive  feelings  of  those  present  On 
Easte]>Monday,  twenty-three  adults  were  baptized;  on  which  occasion 
there  were  more  persons  present  than  the  church  would  hold,  so  that 
many  stood  outside  round  the  windows. 


WE  extract  the  following  from  a  letter  of  Br.  Jansa,  dated  Annaa- 
zorg,  AprU  25th,  1857  : — "  The  building  of  a  bridge  at  this  place  has 
caused  us  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  as  we  found  it  very  difficult  to 
secure  fche  posts  in  the  marshy  soil  It  was  a  great  assistance  to  us 
that  we  had  nine  carpenters  sent  us  from  as  many  neighbouring 
estates.  Br.  Jttrgensen,  who,  with  his  wife,  has  been  here  the  last 
five  weeks,  has  been  actively  engaged  in  the  building.  Sr.  Jurgensen 
was  very  ill,  but  is,  through  mercy,  qtiite  recovered. 

"  During  our  impen£ng  visit  in  Europe,  Br.  and  Sr.Glockler  will 
take  charge  of  our  duties.  We  are  truly  thankful  for  the  assistance 
we  have  lately  received  from  Br.  and  Sr.  Weiss.  We  are  united  to 
them  in  bonds  of  sincere  affection,  and  have  been  enabled  to  live 
and  labour  together  in  harmony.  Br.  Weiss  has  already  begun  to 
hold  meetings  and  to  visit  the  sick;  and  Sr.  Weiss  has  experienced 
but  little  difficulty  in  learning  the  Negro-English  language. 

"  I  have  lately   been  obliged,  to  my  great  sorrow,  to  exclude 
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two  of  our  helpers, — ^the  one  for  a  serious  offence,  committed  two 
years  ago,  but  not  discovered  unt'd  lately, — and  the  other  for  renewing 
a  sinful  connexion,  which  he  originally  formed,  while  in  a  state  of 
heathenism.  These  are  the  first  communicants  of  this  congregation 
whom  we  have  been  obliged  to  subject  to  church-discipline.  Such 
cases  are  very  trying. 

<'  Our  congregation  increased  last  year  by  some  hundreds,  and 
consists,  at  present,  of  2,194  persons.  Since  the  beginning  of  this 
year,  mauy  new  people  have  come  forward.  Thus  our  work  in  this 
oolouy  continually  increases.  It  is  our  earnest  prayer,  that  a  real 
Pentecostal  blessing  may  descend  on  these  multitudes,  for  there  are 
still  many  dry  bones  among  them." 


CENTRAL  ASIA. 
Extract  fT(ym,  the  Diary  of  Br.  H,  Jaschke's  Jwmuyfrom 
Calcutta  to  Kotohur. 
{ponehidtd  from  page  805.) 
^'  IT  maybe  interesting,  if  I  here  mention  some  particulars  respecting 
Missionary  labour  in  those  cities  of  Hindostan  which  came  under  my 
notice.  It  may  be  divided  into  three  parts  : — 1.  The  labour  among 
the  young  by  means  of  schools.  2.  The  formation  and  care  of  separate 
oongregations.  3.  Preaching  in  the  streets  and  public  places.  The 
latter  can  only  be  undertaken  by  the  Missionaries  with  great  caution, 
as,  even  in  the  so-called  cold  season,  as  soon  as  the  sun  is  a  little  high, 
say  from  nine  till  four  o'clock,  Europeans  cannot  expose  themselves 
to  it  long  or  frequently.  This  appears  to  me,  of  itself,  a  very  sufficient 
reason  why  the  Missionaries  should  not  confine  themselves  to  this 
kind  of  labour.  But  besides  this,  street-preaching  is  the  least  encou- 
raging and  successful  part  of  their  labour.  They  meet  less  with 
violent  opposition  or  open  hostility,  than  with  perfect  indifference. 
The  passers-by  scarcely  stand  a  minute  to  listen.  Mahommedans 
will  do  so  sometimes,  but,  almost  invariably,  only  to  disturb  the 
preacher,  to  ridicule  his  discourse,  or  to  dispute  with  him  in  the  most 
uncandid  manner  and  without  listening  to  reasonable  arguments. 
If  a  hearer  becomes  impressed,  it  usually  proves  to  be  a  stranger  from 
the  country.  The  conviction  that  Christianity  will  one  day  prevail, 
is  very  general  among  a  large  portion  of  the  population  of  India;  yet, 
as  individuals,  they  close  their  hearts  against  its  truths. 

'^  The  small  congregations  of  Christians  in  the  city  of  Agra,  and 
in  the  adjacent  viUagcjg,  are  regularly  attended  to,  the  former  by  the 
Missionaries  themselves,  and  the  latter  by  native  catechists,  under 
the  superintendence  of  the  Missionaries.  The  station  at  Secundra, 
between  four  and  five  miles  from  Agra,  made  a  very  pleasing  im- 
pression on  me.  It  has  a  neat  church  and  school,  white-washed 
houses,  and  clean  streets  and  squares. 

''  There  are,  properly  speaking,  three  classes  of  schools ;  first, 
those  for  the  children  of  parents  who  are  members  of  Christian  con- 
gregations ;  secondly,  the  orphan-schools,  in  which,  as  the  children, 
of  course,  enter  at  very  different  ages,  there  are  many  who  are  still 
heathen ;  and  lastly,  the  public  schools,  intended  for  Hindoo  and  Ma- 
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hommedan  pupils.  The  main  object  kept  in  view  by  the  Missiouaries, 
is  instruction  in  the  truths  of  the  Christian  religion ;  but,  in  order  to 
obtain  scholars,  they  are  obliged  to  provide  fiunlities  for  the  acquiring 
of  a  variety  of  secular  knowledge, — ^which  latter  is,  indeed,  what  the 
parents  have  in  view,  taking  the  religious  instruction  into  the 
bargain. 

<<The  bazaar-schools  are  conducted  in  a  very  simple  manner, 
and  are  quite  confined  to  elementary  matters.  But  the  higher  schools, 
or  colleges,  which,  as  regards  the  branches  taught,  nearly  answer  to 
our  gymnasiums,  require  the  expenditure  of  powers,  which  have  to  be 
withdrawn  from  direct  Missionary  service.  Still,  acquaintance  with 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  would  seem  to  justify  efforts  of  this 
character. 

"  I  visited  Secundra  on  the  26th  of  February,  in  company  with 
Mr.  Schneider.  Here,  there  is  an  establishment  worthy  of  mention 
by  me,  as  not  unlikely  to  be  of  importance  for  my  work.  It  is  the 
extensive  printing-office,  known  as  the  Secundra  Orphan  Press. 
Besides  arrangements  for  printing,  bookbinding,  &c.,  there  is  a  type- 
foundry,  in  which  there  are  two  machines.  Tibetan  types  have  been 
cast  and  are  in  stock  here.*  [We  omit  Br.  Jaschke*s  description  of 
the  Taj  Mahal,  and  other  curiosities.]  I  spent  the  latter  part  of  the 
time  I  was  at  Agra,  in  the  house  of  Mr.  French,  in  whom  I  found 
great  learning  and  interest  for  scientific  subjects,  conjoined  with  mudi 
amiability  of  character,  unpretending  humility,  and  believing  devoted- 
ness  to  the  Lord. 

"  In  the  evening  of  the  3rd  of  March,  we  reached  Delhi  Here 
I  should  have  liked  to  make  a  short  halt,  but  my  companion  was 
anxious  to  proceed,  which  we  accordingly  did. 

"  On  the  4th,  when  we  approached  the  30th  d^^ree  of  north 
latitude,  we  perceived  a  decided  change  in  the  character  of  the  vege- 
tation. A  few  stations  beyond  Kurnaul,  a  crowd  of  bearers  made 
their  appearance,  with  two  doolies.  This  is  a  sort  of  light  palanquin, 
constructed  of  rope-matting,  with  cloth  curtains,  and  much  used  in 
mountainous  districts.  We  now  had  to  entrust  a  part  of  our  luggage 
to  a  coolie,  aud  pack  the  rest  in  the  doolies,  creeping  in  after  it  our- 
selves. Towards  evening,  I  walked  for  about  an  hour,  but  the  people 
trotted  along  with  the  doolies  so  rapidly,  that  I  found  I  had  enough 
to  do  to  keep  up  with  them.  At  eleven  o'clock  at  nighty  we  reached 
Umballa,  and  passed  the  night  in  the  dawk  bungalow. 

''  Next  morning,  I  went  with  my  companion  to  an  officer,  to 
whom  he  had  been  recommended.  My  object  in  going  was  only  to 
obtain  some  advice  r^arding  my  further  journey.  But  this  gentleman 
told  me,  that  he  expected  Mr.  Prochnow  the  next  day,  and  would 
advise  me  to  wait  for  him.  He  at  the  same  time  requested  me  to 
remain  for  the  night  with  him,  promising,  as  there  was  no  room  for 
me  in  the  house,  to  set  \ip  a  tent  for  me  to  sleep  in.  I,  of  course, 
accepted  this  kind  offer  with  thankfulness.  In  the  evening,  my  tra- 
velling companion  thus  far,  proceeded  on  his  journey. 

"  As  Mr.  Prochnow  did  not  arrive  at  the  time  expected,  I  had  to 

*  We  regret  io  learn  that  thia  eetablishment  has  been  utterly  destroyed  during 
the  mutiny. — Eos. 
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wait  another  day.  In  the  evening,  I  took  a  walk  with  my  kind 
entertainer,  and  for  the  first  time  saw  the  distant  Himalaya  chain. 
On  the  next  day,  Mr.  Prochnow  arrived.  From  him  I  heard,  that 
my  two  fellow-labourers  had  been  for  some  time  at  Simla,  dwelling  in 
tents,  like  the  Rechabites. 

'^  As  the  buUock-train  was,  at  this  time,  so  oocnpied  with  the  trans- 
port of  goods,  that  no  passengers  could  be  accommodated,  I  was  unable 
to  proceed  by  this  means  of  conveyance,  which  is  the  cheapest.  I 
therefore,  once  more,  placed  myself  in  a  doolie,  in  which  I  arrived, 
early  the  next  morning,  at  Kalka,  which  lies  close  to  the  foot  of  the 
mountains.  Here  I  gave  my  trunk,  carpet-bag,  umbrella,  <fec.  in 
charge  to  two  coolies,  and  began  to  ascend  the  Himalaya,  glad  and 
thankful  to  be  able  to  use  my  legs  again.  Of  course,  I  took  the  old 
road,  which  is  shorter,  cooler,  and  more  beautiful  than  the  new  one.  I 
mounted  higher  with  every  step,  and  enjoyed  the  cool  moimtain-air, 
the  views  of  the  valleys  and  plain,  and  the  trees  and  shrubs,  many  of 
them  flowering,  and  of  kinds  which  naturally  excite  in  one's  mind  the 
idea  of  a  greesiiouse.  The  Hindoos  who  met  me,  and  the  huts,  which 
I  occasionally  saw,  scarcely  seemed  strange  to  me.  The  former  re- 
minded me  of  the  Gorales  in  the  Carpathian  Mountains,  poor,  ragged 
mountaineers,  with  a  strange  language,  of  which  I,  as  yet,  only  had 
practical  knowledge  enough  to  ask  for  water,  when  I  wanted  to  boil 
some  coffee.  It  was  well  I  never  happened  to  enter  a  house.  That 
would  have  been  so  insufferably  polluting,  that,  as  I  afterwards  heard, 
I  should  have  been  turned  out  rather  roughly.  However,  nothing  of 
the  sort  happened,  and  I  literally  went  on  my  way  rejoicing.  And 
surely  I  had  reason  so  to  do  !  The  unpleasant  and  tedious  portions 
of  my  journey,  and,  I  may  add,  those  attended  with  risk  to  health, 
were  passed,  and  that  as  safely,  and  with  as  little  mishap,  as  I  could 
have  wished.  I  was  now  near  the  end  of  my  pilgrimage,  well,  in  good 
spirits,  and  surrounded  by  pleasing  objects.  My  mouth  was  filled 
with  songs  of  praise  and  thanksgiving. 

''At  Kasauli,  a  large  village  and  a  military  station,  a  soldier,  whom 
I  asked  to  direct  me  to  the  dawk  bungalow,  overwhelmed  me  with 
civilities.  However,  I  wished  to  reach  Sanowar  the  same  day,  in  order 
to  deliver  a  letter  from  Mr.  Prochnow  to  Mr.  Parkes  at  that  place. 
At  Sanowar,  is  the  Institution  for  soldiers*  orphans,  and  for  the  educaF<  . 
tion  of  Bengalee  children,  founded  by  Sir  Henry  Lawrence,  (whose 
acquaintance  I  had  made  at  Agra,)  after  whom  it  bears  the  name  "  The 
Lawrence  Asylum."  Of  this  establishment  Mr.  Parkes  is  the  superin- 
tendent. This  gentleman  received  me  very  kindly,  and  insisted  on 
my  remaining  a  day  with  him.  After  dinner  I  had  the  enjoyment  of 
some  music.  There  was  a  Broadwood  pianoforte,  which  I  found  in  far 
better  tune  than  those  I  had  met  with  in  the  plains.  The  next  day 
Mr.  Parkes  conducted  me  over  the  Institution,  which  contains  between 
300  and  400  soldiers'  children,  three-fourths  of  whom  are  orphans. 
As  is  the  case  in  all  similar  institutions  in  this  country,  l^ey  have 
their  own  printing  establishment.  Indeed,  almost  all  articles  that  are 
required,  are  made  in  the  Instituti<»Ei.  When  I  arrived,  preparations 
were  making  for  the  casting  of  a  bdl.  The  church  is  neat,  and  even 
somewhat  richly  ornamented,  all  the  carvings  having  been  executed 
in  the  Institution. 
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"  On  the  following  day,  March  10th,  I  arrived  at  Simla,  when  I 
met  the  Bm.  Pagell  and  Heyde,  to  our  mutual  joy. 
"  On  the  14th,  we  all  arrived  safely  at  Kotghur." 


{BiictWantoni  Intrlltgence. 

1.  General  Synod  op  the  Brethaen's  Unity. — In  the  Pre&ce 
to  the  present  volume  of  this  Journal,  reference  was  made  to  a 
General  Synod  of  the  Brethren's  Church,  as  having  been  convened 
for  the  summer  of  the  year  1857.  This  assembly, — in  many  resi)ects, 
the  most  important  that  has  been  held,  since  those  of  1764  and 
1769,  which  established  the  constitution  of  the  Brethren's  Church 
on  the  existing  basis, — opened  its  sessions  on  the  8th  of  June,  and  con- 
tinued them,  with  but  slight  intermission,  till  the  1st  of  September. 
Of  its  transactions,  an  outline  was  communicated,  week  by  week,  to 
the  congregations  of  the  Brethren  in  every  land,  and  likewise  to  our 
Missionary  fellow-servants,  so  far  as  they  were  accessible.  The  results 
of  its  deliberations,  which  have  been  already  published  in  the  German 
language,  will  shortly  appear  in  an  Englii^  dress.  To  give  any 
report  or  analysis  of  them  does  not  consist  with  the  object  or  plan  of 
this  Journal ;  nor  are  existing  circumstances  favourable  to  the  intro- 
duction into  its  pages,  of  a  notice,  however  slight  or  compressed, 
of  even  that  portion  which  has  reference  to  the  Missiouaiy  work. 
For  the  insertion  of  such  a  notice  in  1836  and  1848,  the  commence- 
ment of  a  new  vohmie  of  the  Periodical  Accounts  before  the  close 
of  the  respective  Synodal  years,  afforded  facilities,  which  the  editors 
regret  to  think  are  now  wanting,  (see  pre&ces  to  Yols.  XIV.  and 
XIX.  Periodical  Accounts.) 

On  the  other  hand,  they  are  glad,  that,  by  the  absence  of  a 
formal  report  of  the  Synod,  space  is  gained  for  the  communication  of 
the  interesting  Outline  of  the  history  and  progress  of  the  Missions, 
since  the  Synod  of  1848,  which  was  presented  by  the  Mission-Board 
to  that  just  concluded,  and  which  formed  the  ground- work  of  its  de- 
liberations. The  insertion  of  this  document  in  the  present  number, 
appears  the  more  desirable,  not  to  say  necessary,  because  there  is 
no  Circular  accompanying  the  Financial  Statement  of  1856,  having 
special  reference  to  the  occurrences  of  that  year. 

Reserving  to  our  next  Number  the  brief  notices  of  the  Synod  of 
1857,  which  should  properly  have  appeared  in  the  present  one,  we 
would  here  observe,  that,  in  the  cour8e4>f  its  proceedings,  many  proo& 
were  afforded,  and  many  experiences  made,  of  the  mercy,  the  favour, 
and  the  faithfulness  of  the  Lord, — in  the  settlement  of  difficult  and 
embarrassing  questions, — the  maintenance  of  brotherly  harmony, 
amidst  considerable  diversity  of  opinion, — and  the  determination, 
unanimously  formed,  to  adhere  firmly  and  heartily  to  the  funda- 
mental principles,  which  the  Unity  of  the  Brethren  has  professed, 
every  where  and  at  all  times.  The  doctrine  of  *'  Jesus  Christ  and  Him 
crucified  "  was  anew  proclaimed  to  be  the  "Shibboleth  of  the  Brethren's 
Church,"  the  motto  on  her  banner,  and  the  theme  of  her  testimony, 
both  in  Christian  and  heathen  lands, — the  Word  of  God,  as  contained 
in  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  to  be  her  only  rule,  and 
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her  treasury  of  Diyine  knowledge, — the  example  of  Christ  to  be  her 
pattern,  His  service  her  pleasure,  and  the  extension  of  his  kingdom  her 
highest  aim  ; — ^and  for  tiiie  right  reception  and  full  enjoyment  of  these 
blessings,  the  due  performance  of  the  Saviour's  commands,  and  that 
genuine  devotedness  which  He  requires  of  His  servants,  the  assembly 
professed  its  sole  dependance  on  His  all-sufficient  grace,  the  free  and 
unmerited  love  of  the  Father,  and  the  teaching,  guidance,  and  sancti- 
fying influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

After  much  and  prayerful  discussion,  various  modifications  of  the 
existing  constitution  were  adopted,  giving.greater  liberty  of  action  to 
the  several  provinces  of  the  Unity, — ^but  leaving  unimpaired  the  bond, 
which  unites  them  as  one  body,  of  which  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Head.  The 
Missionary  work  committed  to  the  Brethren's  Church  was  made  the 
subject  of  careful  and  extended  examination,  and  various  resolutions 
were  passed  in  regard  to  its  future  conduct,  at  the  recommendation  ot 
the  Committee  on  Missions,  specially  appointed, — ^to  some  of  which 
reference  will  be  hereafter  mada  As  members  of  this  committee,  the 
Bm.  Badham,  Buchner,  Elleiner,  and  Bonatz,  who  had  been  called  to 
attend  the  Synod,  as  representatives  respectively  of  the  Missions  in 
the  smaller  British  West  India  Islands,  in  Jamaica,  in  the  Danish 
Islands,  and  in  South  AMca,  rendered  valuable  assistance.  Among  the 
communications  made  to  the  Synod,  were  letters  from  '  The  Brethren's 
Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  (Jospel,'  and  from  the  Committee  of 
'  The  London  Association  in  Aid  of  the  Brethren's  Missions.'  The  an- 
swer to  the  latter  expresses  the  warm  gratitude  of  the  Synod  to  the 
Christian  Brethren  of  other  Churches,  who,  as  members  of  the 
Institution  referred  to,  have  extended  to  our  Missionary  cause  their 
generous  and  disinterested  help,  for  a  period  of  forty  years. 

It  may  still  be  mentioned,  that  the  Synod  consisted  of  sixty-one 
members,  of  whom  twenty  had  seats  by  virtue  of  office,  including  twelve 
bishops  or  members  of  the  Unity's  Elders'  Conference;  eighteen  were 
deputies  frx>m  congregations  on  the  Continent ;  ten  from  British  con- 
gregations, and  seven  from  North  American.  Besides  these,  were  six 
who  were  called  to  attend  by  the  Directing  Board  of  the  Church. 
The  president  of  the  assembly  was  Br.  John  Martin  Nitschman,  Bishop 
of  the  Brethren's  Unity,  and  president  of  the  Unity's  Elders'  Confer- 
ence,— a  descendant  from  the  well-known  family  of  that  name,  which 
furnished  some  of  the  earliest  emigrants  from  Moravia  to  Hermhut. 
His  election  to  this  important  office  was  regarded  with  general  satis- 
fiEkction  by  the  members  of  the  Synod,  who  felt,  that,  in  his  person,  the 
ancient  Unity  of  the  Brethr^  the  establishment  of  which,  four 
centuries  ago,  is  this  year  thankfiilly  commemorated,  and  the  renewed 
Churchy  with  whose  state  and  circumstances,  his  long  and  faithful  ser- 
vice, as  one  of  its  overseers,  has  made  him  intimately  acquainted, — 
were  worthily  represented. 

II.  SOdBTY    FOB     THK    FUBTHERINCB    OP     THE    GosPEL. — The 

half-yearly  general  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  on  the  3rd  of 
November.  The  usual  brief  report  of  proceedings  must,  however,  be 
deferred  to  the  next  number,  owing  to  the  press  of  other  matter. 

III.  EvANQELiOAL  CONFERENCE  AT  BERLIN. — This  great  Confer- 
ence, of  which  an  announcement  was  made  in  our  number  for  June 
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(see  p.  257), — ^was  held  in  the  Prussian  capital,  between  the  9th  and  the 
17th  of  September  last,  and  proved  to  be  the  most  important  of  the 
meetings  convened  by  the  Evangelical  Alliance,  since  the  establishment 
of  that  Institution,  in  August,  1846.  The  number  of  persons  who 
attended  it,  of  all  classes,  countries^  and  religious  denominations, — the 
station  and  ability  of  those  who  took  part  in  its  proceedings,  and  the 
universal  interest  of  the  subjects  brought  under  discussion,  invested  it 
with  a  character  of  no  oixiinary  kind  Nor  was  the  deep  personal 
interest  manifested  in  its  progress  and  successful  issue  by  the  Sove- 
reign,  to  whose  expressed  wishes  and  active  encouragement  its  exist- 
ence was  in  a  great  measure  due,  the  least  remarkable  or  gratifying 
feature  of  an  occurrence  which  has  no  parallel  in  modem  Church-history. 
From  the  official  report,  it  appears  that,  besides  occasional  hearers, 
no  fewer  than  1,254  persons  attended,  with  tickets  of  membership. 
Of  these,  Prussia  sent  876 ;  the  other  Carman  states  103  ;  Great 
Britain  166;  France  12;  Switzerland  11;  Holland  11;  North 
America  23;  Denmark  11;  Russia  12;  Austria  7;  Belgium  4; 
Sweden  2  ;  Italy  2;  Spain  1;  Turkey  2  ;  Greece  2;  Africa  3;  Asia  3; 
Australia  3.  The  sessions,  of  which  there  were  two  every  day, 
were  all  of  a  devotional  character,  being  opened  and  dosed 
with  singing  and  prayer;  and  the  addresses,  which  were  deli- 
vered chiefly  in  the  form  of  carefully  composed  essays,  were  by  men 
of  eminence  in  the  German  or  other  foreign  churches  and  univer- 
sities, and  were  distinguished  by  evangelical  sentiments,  wide  range 
of  thought,  and  great  earnestness.  The  word  of  welcome  from 
Dr.  Krummacher,  of  Potsdam,  the  essays  of  Dr.  Nitsch,  of  Berlin,  on 
'  the  Universal  Priesthood  of  believers' ;  of  Dr.  Krafil,  of  Bonn,  on  the 
question,  *  Why  the  return  of  the  Church  to  orthodoxy  had  been  fol- 
lowed by  so  little  of  spiritual  life  among  its  members ; '  of  Professor 
Schenkel,  of  Heidelberg,  on  *the  duty  of  Protestants  in  r^ard  to  the 
aggressive  policy  of  the  Church  of  Rome ;  *  and  of  Professor  Plitt,  of 
the  same  University,  on  *  Religious  Liberty,*  produced  a  great  impres- 
sion on  the  hearers.  The  discourse  of  the  Rev.  W.  Cairns,  of  Berwick, 
on  *the  probable  influence  of  the  closer  Union  of  the  Christians 
of  Germany  and  Britain  upon  the  Theology  and  religious  Life 
of  the  two  countries,*  was  listened  to  with  great  attention,  and 
with  marked  approval  on  the  part  of  the  German  members  of 
the  Conference,  being  delivered  with  great  fluency  in  their  native 
tongue.  For  free  discussion  of  the  several  subjects  proposed, 
there  was  but  little  time  or  opportunity, — a  defect  which  was  felt 
more  sensibly  by  the  British,  tiian  by  the  foreign  brethren  present 
Owing  to  a  similar  pressure,  '  Missions  to  the  heathen  *  engaged  but  a 
small  portion  of  the  time  of  the  Conference; — ^Missions  to  the  people 
of  Israel,  who  had  several  able  representatives  present,  and  naturally 
claimed  precedence,  somewhat  more.  The  information  communicated 
by  Dr.  Dwight,  from  Constantinople,  and  Dr.  King,  from  Athens, 
both  in  the  service  of  .American  ScKsieties,  proved  very  acceptable,  as 
did  also  the  few  remarks  made  by  other  Missionaries  present,  in 
reference  to  the  fields  in  which  they  were  respectively  labouring.  A 
brotherly  salutation  from  the  Secretaries  of  the  various  Missionary 
Societies  in  London,  assembled  at  their  monthly  meeting,  was  grate- 
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fully  reoeired,  thottgli  it  was  foond  impoesible  to  do  more  than  give 
the  substance  of  the  letter,  which  conveyed  their  sentiments  and 
wishes,  and  which  bad  been  intrusted  to  the  hands  of  the  Kev.  Dr. 
Tidman,  of  the  London  Missionary  Society,  and  the  writer  of  these 
lines.  Similar  salutations  were  delivered  to  the  Conference,  during 
its  earlier  sessions,  by  deputations  from  various  Churches  and  Societies 
both  in  Europe  and  America,  bearing  testimony  to  the  lively  sympathy 
generally  excited  by  this  union  of  Christ's  servants  of  every  name, 
for  the  advancement  of  their  Master's  cause.  Though  no  such  depu- 
tation appeared  from  the  Synod  at  Hermhut,  a  letter  from  its  vene- 
rable president,  in  answer  to  the  invitation  of  the  Berlin  Committee, 
had  already  expressed  the  cordial  and  prayerful  interest  of  that  assem- 
bly in  the  object  of  the  meeting,  and  the  hope,  that  some  of  its  mem- 
bers would  be  able  to  be  present.  This  hope  did  not  remain  unfulfilled, 
several  Brethren  attending  and  taking  part  in  the  proceedings,  among 
whom  were  Br.  Nauhaus,  Missionary  from  South  Africa,  and  Br,  L. 
Wttnsche,  mimster  of  the  Brethren's  congregation  in  Berlin,  and  one 
of  the  Committee  for  the  conduct  of  the  Conference.  It  is  hardly 
necessary  to  add,  that  among  the  British  brethren  present,  were  not  a 
few  members  of  the  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Alliance,  including 
its  respected  president.  Sir  Culling  E.  Eardley,  Bart.,  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Steane,  one  of  its  honorary  secretaries,  whose  zealous  efforts  have 
been  in  no  small  degree  instrumental  in  bringing  about  this  remark- 
able gathering  of  Christ's  followers. 

The  last  Session  of  the  Conference,  at  which  both  the  King  and 
Queen  of  Prussia  were  present, — his  Majesty  having  attended  several 
preceding  ones, — ^was  peculiarly  solemn.  At  the  close  of  it,  a  very 
impressive  valedictory  address  was  delivered  by  Dr.  Krummacher, 
followed  by  a  short  prayer  and  the  benediction.  The  whole  assembly, 
consisting  probably  of  3,000  persons,  having  meanwhile  risen,  united 
in  singing  the  well-known  Carman  hymn,  ''Nun danket  alle  Gott," — 
*'  Now  let  us  praise  the  Lord ;  "*  and  eveiy  one,  from  the  king  to  the 
poorest  of  his  subjects,  appeared  to  join  with  heart  and  voice.  The 
effect  of  this  Doxology,  accompanied  as  it  was  by  the  tones  of  a 
powerful  organ  and  the  clangour  of  a  full  military  band,  will  not 
be  easily  forgotten  by  those  who  had  the  privilege  of  hearing  it. 

The  services  of  the  day  and  the  proceedings  of  the  Conference 
were  terminated  by  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  in  the  chapel 
of  the  United  Brethren.  On  this  occasion,  nearly  200  individuals 
were  assembled,  who,  though  belonging  to  different  churches,  and 
variously  minded  in  regard  to  minor  points,  both  of  doctrine  and 
discipline,  could  nevertheless  acknowledge  each  other  as  Brethren  and 
Sisters  in  Christ  Of  the  six  ministers  who  were  engaged,  two  belonged 
to  Carman,  two  to  French,  and  two  to  English  Churches;  but  all  felt, 
like  those  to  whom  they  administered  the  memorials  of  a  Saviour's 
dying  love,  that  though  many,  "  they  were  one  body,  for  they  were 
all  partakers  of  that  one  bread."  The  close  connection  between  '  the 
Communion  of  Saints'  and  a  *  Unity  of  Brethren,'  must  have  been  felt 
by  all  present,  to  whom  the  latter  name  is  dear.

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It  is  an  interesting  oircnmstanoey  that  this  celebration  of  the 
Lord's  Supper  was  the  last  destined  to  take  place  in  the  House  of 
Prayer,  in  which,  for  above  a  century,  the  Bretiiren's  Oongr^;atioQ  at 
Berlin  had  been  wont  to  assemble.  In  little  more  than  a  week  fitnn 
that  day,  the  new  and  spacious  chapel,  which  had  been  erected  within 
a  short  distance  of  the  older  one,  was  solemnly  opened  and  dedicated 
to  the  service  of  the  Lord  and  the  use  of  his  people,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Sovereign,  who  had  given  so  recent  and  so  striking  an  evidence 
of  his  earnest  desire,  to  maintain  the  truth  and  promote  the  cause  of 
Christ,  and  to  assist  in  bringing  those  who  profess  to  be  His  followers 
into  closer  union  with  each  other.  The  attendance  of  the  King  of 
Prussia  at  this  festive  service,  was  probably  one  of  his  last  public  acts, 
previous  to  his  severe  and  lamented  illness. 

The  Annivebsabt  of  the  British  organisation  of  the  Evangelical 
Alliance,  took  place  on  the  19ih  and  20th  of  November,  at  Free- 
masons' HalL  Though  the  number  of  members  and  friends  in 
attendance  was  smaller  than  usual,  the  proceedings  were  by  no  means 
devoid  of  interest  Several  importout  resolutions  were  passed,  having 
reference  chiefly  to  the  recent  Conference  at  Berlio,  and  the  best  mode 
of  turning  to  useful  account,  the  impression  which  it  appears  to  have 
made  on  all  classes  in  Germany,  and  to  the  duty  incumbent  on  the 
members  of  the  British  Churches,  to  take  early  and  energetic  measures 
for  the  spread  of  the  €k)spel  and  the  promotion  of  Christian  education 
among  the  population  of  India. 

IV.  New  Mission-Board. — Br.  I.  C.  Breutel,  Bishop  of  the  Breth- 
ren's Church,  having  been  compelled,  by  increasing  infirmity,  to  resign 
his  office  as  a  member  of  the  Elders'  Conference  of  the  Unity,  after  a 
fidthful  and  blessed  service  of  twenty-five  years,  of  which,  twenty- 
one  had  been  devoted  to  the  special  oversight  of  the  work  of  Missions^ 
his  place  was  supplied  by  tiie  appointment  of  Br.  Levin  Theod. 
Beichel,  President  of  the  Wachovian  Provincial  Elders'  Conference. 
This  Brother,  in  conjunction  with  its  three  remaining  memb^s,  the 
Bm.  G.  A.  Cunow,  H.  R  Wullschlagel,  (consecrated  Bishops  of  the 
Brethren's  Unity  at  the  dose  of  &e  Synod,)  and  Br.  Ernest  IL 
Reichel,  constitute  the  new  Mission-Board. 

y.  .Treasubership  of  the  Missions  of  the  Brethren  in 
England,  and  of  the  Sooiett  for  the  Furtherance  of  the 
Gospel. — The  departure  of  Br.  Samuel  B.  Beichel,  which  took  place 
during  the  Synod  at  Hermhut,  having  caused  a  vacancy  in  the  Pro- 
vincial Elders'  Conference,  Br.  WilUam  Mallalieu,  who  has  hdd 
the  office  of  Treasurer  of  our  Missions,  and  of  the  Society  for  the 
Furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  since  the  year  1835,  has  been  appointed 
his  successor.  Important  as  is  the  charge  he  is  about  to  undertake, 
his  removal  from  a  sphere  of  usefulness  he  was  so  well  qualified  to 
fill,  cannot  be  contemplated  without  sincere  regret,  by  the  fellow-ser- 
vants who  have  specially  enjoyed  his  kind  and  able  assistance  and  his 
zealous  co-operation.  It  now  only  remains  for  his  Brethren  everywhere 
fervently  to  implore  the  Lord,  that  He  would  vouchsafe  to  His  future 
service  in  the  British  province,  a  blessing  equal  to  that  which  has 
attended  his  faithful  adiministration  of  the  concerns  already  intrusted 
to  him. 
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To  the  two  offices  thu9  vacant,  the  Bm.  Lewis  Henry  Speuce 
and  Rudolph  Linder,  who  for  some  years  have  been  associated  with 
Br.  Mallalieu  in  the  performance  of  his  multi&xious  duties,  have  been 
appointed  by  the  Mi^on-Board  and  the  Committee  of  the  Society  for 
the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel  They  have  accepted  the  appointment 
as  joint-Treasurers  and  Agents,  in  reUance  on  the  help  and  blessing  of 
the  Lord,  and  are  herewith  commended  to  the  confidence  and  inter- 
cession of  our  Brethren  and  Christian  Mends. 

VI.  Benewal  of  the  Australian  Mission. — Our  readers,  we 
are  assured,  will  share  the  pleasure  and  thankfulness  which  we  feel,  in 
being  permitted  to  inform  them,  that  there  is  every  prospect  of  the 
Mission  of  our  Church  to  the  Aborigines  of  AustraUa,  which  was  so 
unhappily  suspended  about  eighteen  months  ago,  being  re-established 
at  no  distant  period.  With  the  Governor  of  Victoria,  Sir  Henry 
Barkly,  the  tnuisactions  which  have  taken  place  on  this  subject,  since 
the  commencement  of  the  present  year,  have  been  of  the  most  friendly 
and  satisfactory  character.  His  Excellency  has  not  only  expressed  his 
sincere  regret  at  the  discontinuance  of  the  labours  of  our  Brethren, 
but  has  also  given  the  strongest  assurance  of  his  readiness  to  facilitate 
their  renewal,  by  eveiy  means  in  his  power.  The  neighbourhood  of  Lake 
Boga,  being  considered  no  longer  suitable,  for  reasons  the  validity  of 
which  cannot  be  questioned,  Sir  Henry  proposes,  with  the  concurrence 
of  his  €k>vemment,  that  the  Mission  should  be  transferred  to  the  banks 
of  the  Wimmera,  considerably  to  the  south-west  of  Lake  Boga,  and 
about  midway  between  that  locality  and  the  mouth  of  the  Glenelg,  the 
south- western  boundary  of  the  colony.  His  Excellency  describes  the 
district,  as  "  lying  to  the  north-east  of  Mount  Zero,  not  inconveniently 
remote  from  the  sea-board,  yet  far  from  any  large  white  population, 
and  appearing  to  be  sufficiently  timbered  and  well-watercKL"  After 
considering  the  whde  subject  attentively,  and  with  fervent  prayer  to 
the  Lord  for  His  gracious  direction,  the  Unity's  Elders'  Conference 
came  to  a  resolution  to  accept  with  thankfulness  the  offer  of  the 
Government  of  Victoria,  and  to  take  immediate  steps  towards  the 
attainment  of  an  object,  which,  for  the  year  past,  has  largely  engaged 
the  sympathy  and  the  intercession  of  many  of  our  Brethren  and 
Christian  Mends,  and  of  which  the  Synod  lately  held  expressed 
its  cordial  approval  For  the  conduct  of  this  important  under- 
taking, Br.  C.  A.  Hagenauer  of  Ebersdorf,  has  been  appointed,  in 
conjunction  with  Br.  Fr.  W.  Spieseke,  who'during  his  previous  service, 
had  acquired  a  considerable  knowledge  both  of  the  language  and  habits 
of  the  aborigines.  The  fervent  prayers  of  all  who  take  an  interest  in 
the  native  population  of  Australia  are  earnestly  solicited,  that  the 
Lord  would  be  pleased  to  endue  these  Brethren  with  the  needful  grace 
and  gifls,  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  to  which  they  are  called, 
and  to  bless  the  measures  which  are  taken  in  His  name,  for  the  re- 
establishment  and  prosecution  of  the  Mission. 

VIL  Central  Asia. — Br.  H.  Jaschke  writes  from  Kjelang,  June 
12th,  that  he  was  about  to  set  out  for  Ladak  or  Leh,  where  he  hoped  to 
have  an  opportunity  to  learn  the  Tibetan  language  perfectly.  In 
Kullu,  the  next  province  to  Lahul,  all  was  quiet,  and  there  were  even 
hopes,  that  the  inhabitants  would,  in  case  of  necessity,  oppose  the 
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rebels.  In  a  letter  from  Kjelang,  dated  Angtist  15th,  the  Brethren 
Pagell  and  Heyde  state  that  Br.  Jaschke  was  at  Stok,  near  Leh,  and 
that,  when  thej  last  heard  from  him,  he  was  in  the  enjoyment  of 
good  health.  On  the  1 1th,  they  had  finished  ooyering  in  their  house, 
and  hoped  to  complete  and  enter  the  ground-floor  in  September. 
They  were  especially  thankful,  that  none  of  the  work-people  had  sus- 
tained any  injury.  The  natives  still  continued  friendly,  and  the  Mis- 
sionaries did  not  feel  alarmed  at  the  distressing  intelligence  from  other 
parts  of  India. 

Just  before  going  to  press,  we  learn,  by  a  letter  frt>m  Br.  JSschket, 
dated  September  22nd,  that  he  had  returned  in  safety  to  Kjelang 
on  the  14th,  having  spent  two  months  at  Stok.  It  is  also  stated,  that 
a  conspiracy  had  been  discovered  in  the  adjacent  province  of  KuUu, 
but  haid  been  nipped  in  the  bud  by  the  energetic  measures  of  Major 
Hay.  This  gentleman  had  kindly  offered  our  Brethren  a  retreat  for 
the  winter,  in  case  they  entertained  any  apprehensions  ;  they  had, 
however,  thankfrilly  dedined  the  offer,  in  the  belief  that  providential 
indications  warranting  their  departure  from  their  post  were  wanting. 

YIII.  Fakine  among  the  ELaffuus. — From  a  letter  from  Br.  0.  K. 
Kolbing  to  the  Mission-Board,  dated  September  9,  we  eztitust  the 
following  : — *'  The  Brethren  Gysin  and  Hartman  have,  I  presume, 
already  written  to  Europe  to  b€g  for  some  assistance  for  the  starv- 
ing KafEirs.  About  20,000  of  &ese  people  have  engaged  themselves 
in  the  colony  as  herdunen,  &c.,  and  still  more  are  coming.  But 
many  perish  with  hunger  on  the  road  to  King  William's  Town, 
and  other  places.  The  same  has  been  the  case  with  many  who  have 
attempted  to  reach  Shiloh  and  Goshen.  Those  who  do  arrive  there^ 
are  usually  in  a  wretched  condition.  Our  people  at  those  settle- 
ments, as  well  as  the  Missionaries,  have  assisted  them  to  the  utmost 
of  their  ability.  Those  who  are  able  to  work  are  employed,  and  paid 
in  provisions.  On  one  occasion,  a  numerous  company  of  Kaffirs  were 
on  their  way  to  Shiloh,  but  were  unable  to  cross  Uie  swollen  Klip- 
plat  river.  How  to  help  them,  the  Brethren  knew  not,  until  John 
Nakin,  the  teacher,  thought  of  throwing  over  to  them  ears  of  Indian 
com.  He  succeeded  in  doing  so,  and  his  example  was  followed  by 
others,  so  that  the  immediate  neoessiiy  of  the  poor  starving  creatures 
was  relieved.  We  have  already  made  collections  for  their  relief  at 
G^nltdendal  and  elsewhere.  But  when  we  remember,  that  it  will  be 
four  months,  before  anything  can  be  obtained  from  the  land,  we  look 
forward  with  the  greatest  anxiety  to  an  increased  amount  of  distress, 
which  it  will  be  quite  out  of  our  power  to  relieve  from  the  means  at 
our  disposal  If  our  people  say  to  the  E^affirs,  that  they  have  nothing 
to  give  them,  they  answer  by  pointing  to  their  little  children,  reduced 
to  skeletons,  or  put  their  hands  on  their  empty  stomachs,  and  show  us 
how  loosely  the  skin  hangs  on  their  emaciated  limbs.  Between 
seventy  and  eighty  persons  have  settled  at  €U)shen,  so  that  the  popu- 
lation now  amounts  to  about  150.  The  new-comers  attend  the  church 
regularly." 

In  reference  to  these  statements,  we  would  only  remark,  that, 
although  this  distress  has  been  brought  upon  the  Kaffirs  by  their 
own  folly,  yet  the  results,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  may  be  bene- 
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fioiaL  Doubtless,  "  the  blessing  of  him  that  is  ready  to  perish*' 
would  rest  on  any  of  our  friends,  who  might  feel  disposed  to  take  a 
part  in  the  labour  of  lore  of  assisting  these  poor  starving  people. 

IX  Northumberland  Inlet.  —  Letters  have  l^n  received 
from  Br.  WarmoWy  reporting  his  safe  arrival  in  the  Inlet  on  the  1st  of 
August  On  the  following  day,  Br.  Warmow  went  on  shore,  and  met 
with  some  natives.  Up  to  the  latest  date,  August  21st,  comparatively 
few  Esquimaux  had  been  seen.  Br.  Warmow  found  himself  able  to 
converse  with  them.  They  listened  with  attention  and  evident 
interest,  to  Br.  WarmoVs  testimony  of  the  Qospel,  as  well  as  to  pas- 
sages which  he  read  to  them  from  the  Greenland  New  Testament  and 
Hymn-book. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  Lcuiy  Frcmklm  in  the  harbour  of  Tdmait, 
several  ships  were  met  with,  and  among  the  rest  a  steamer,  on  board 
of  which  was  Captain  Parker. 

X.  Missionary  Appointiients  and  Removals.  —  1.  On  June 
23rd.  Br.  B.  J.  Bohnisch  arrived  safely  at  Lichtenfels,  in  Greenland. 

2.  Br.  and  Sr.  Lundberg  and  Br.  Grunewald  sailed  from  South- 
ampton for  the  Mosquito  Ckmst  on  the  17th  of  September.  Also  Br. 
Kleiner  for  St.  Thomas. 

3.  Sept.  24th.  Br.  H.  G.  Grasse  was  united  in  holy  matrimony 
to  Sr.  J.  W.  Wagner,  at  Gnadau,  on  the  14th  of  October.  They 
received  instructions  from  the  Unity's  Elders'  Conference  in  reference 
to  their  call  to  Missionary  service  in  South  Africa,  and  Sr.  Grasse 
was  accepted  an  acoluth ;  and  on  the  28th,  this  Brother  and  Sister, 
in  company  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Bonatz,  and  the  Srs.  Dammeyer  and 
Kropf,  sailed  frt>m  Altona,  for  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 

4.  Oct  21st.  Br.  H.  J.  Schwennesen,  of  the  Surinam  Mission, 
was  united  in  holy  matrimony,  at  Christiansfeld,  to  Sr.  M.  Barsoe. 

5.  Br.  C.  B.  Ellis,  of  Gracehill,  in  Antigua,  has  been  called  to 
the  post  of  President  of  the  Mission-Conference  in  Tobago. 

6.  Br.  J.  F.  Kronlein,  of  Ebersdorf,  has  received  a  call  to  the 
service  of  the  Surinam  Mission. 

XL  Obituaby. — 1.  On  the  28th  of  June,  departed,  at  Hermhut, 
in  the  69th  year  of  his  age,  the  married  Br.  Samuel  Rudolph  Eeichel, 
of  Ockbrook,  a  member  of  the  British  Provincial  Board.  Our  late 
Brother  was  descended  from  a  Saxon  family,  which  has  been  dis- 
tinguished in  the  annals  of  the  renewed  Brethren's  Church  for  the 
number  of  gifted  and  £sdthful  servants  which  it  has  produced.  His 
grand&ther^  Pastor  C.  B.  Eeichel,  of  Neukirch,  near  Bautzen, — 
the  founder,  with  Count  Zinzendorf,  of  the  Ministers'  Conference 
held  annually  at  Hermhut, — ^was  one  of  the  most  eminent  evan- 
gelists of  his  day,  and  one  of  the  warmest  friends  of  the  Brethren's 
Unity,  of  which,  indeed,  he  claimed  the  privilege  of  membership. 
His  father  was  a  Bishop  of  that  Church,  and  much  respected 
during  his  long  and  varied  service  in  Germany  and  North  America. 
In  the  latter  country  our  late  Brother  was  bom,  in  the  year 
1787.  On  his  voyage  to  Europe  in  1803,  for  the  prosecution  of 
his  studies,  he  experienced  a  merciful  preservation  o^  his  life, 
the  vessel  in  which  he  had  taken  his  passage  being  completely 
wrecked  off  Flamborough  Head,  the  passengers  and  crew  escaping 
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with  difficulty.  His  education  being  finished,  he  accepted  office  in 
the  British  provinceyto  which  hii  services,  as  school-director,  miniB- 
ter  of  a  congregation,  or  provincial  Elder,  continued  to  be  devoted  for 
the  remaining  thirty-two  years  of  his  life.  The  last-mentioned  office  he 
filled  for  a  period  of  twenty-four  years.  He  was  a  man  of  consider^ 
able  talents,  especially  for  the  management  of  temporal  concerns,  of 
which  he  had  the  chief  direction, — in  the  British  province— of 
clear  understanding,  unwearied  diligence,  and  of  sterling  fidth- 
fulness  in  the  discharge  of  any  duty  which  he  undertook.  Blessed 
with  an  even  temper  and  a  kindly  nature,  he  was  easy  of  access, 
and  amiable  in  personal  intercourse.  To  the  principles  and  con- 
stitution of  the  Brethren's  Church  he  manifested  increasing  attach- 
ment as  life  advanced.  Though  evidently  £deble  in  health,  he 
paid  official  visits  in  several  congregations  in  the  course  of  the 
year  preceding  the  Synod,  and  by  these  his  constitution  appears 
to  have  been  so  seriously  impaired,  that  it  was  unable  to  bear 
the  additional  strain  caused  by  his  journey  to  Hermhut,  towards  the 
end  of  May  last.  His  attend^ce  at  the  Synod  was  limited  to  the  few 
first  days,  after  which  he  sank  rapidly  under  the  pressure  of  a  pulmonary 
complaint  of  long  standing,  and  on  the  28th  of  June  he  breathed  his 
last,  in  the  presence  of  his  affectionate  wife  and  children,  the  latter 
having  been  summoned  to  the  dying  bed  of  their  father,  with  whom 
they  had  hoped  to  share  the  enjoyment  of  a  family  meeting  at  Herm- 
hut. But  for  him,  we  cannot  doubt,  the  Lord  had  prepared  better 
things — even  fulness  of  joy,  in  the  presence  of  the  Saviour  whom  he 
had  loved  and  served — and  the  pleasures  for  evermore  which  are  at 
Gkni's  right  hand.  The  interment  of  the  remains  of  our  late  Brother, 
which  took  place  on  the  1st  of  July,  in  the  solemn  and  beautiful 
burial  ground  on  the  Hutberg,  was  attended  by  a  large  concourse  of 
persons, — ^members  of  the  Synod,  and  of  the  congregation  at  Hermhut. 

2.  August  4th.  At  Shiloh,  in  South  Africa,  the  married  Sister, 
L.  0.  Bauer,  departed  this  life  in  the  32nd  year  of  her  age. 

3.  October  23rd.  At  Hermhut,  in  the  66th  year  of  his  age,  Br. 
Z.  Glitsch,  who  had  served  in  the  Mission  in  Labrador  for  25  years. 


SuBVEY  q/*^  Mission  Wobk  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  during 
the  Period  between  the  Synods  of  1848  and  1857 ; — indvding  a 
Review  of  the  Occvrrences  of  the  Yean'  1856. 

"  ALL  the  ends  of  the  world  shall  remember  and  turn  unto  the  Lord ; 
and  all  the  kindreds  of  the  nations  shall  worship  before  Thee.  For  the 
kingdom  is  the  Lord^s  :  and  He  is  the  governor  among  the  nations." 
(Ps.  xxii.  27,  28.)  It  is  upon  the  firm  foundation  of  this  and 
similar  promises,  that  the  work  rests,  which  our  Church  has  been 
privileged  to  cany  on,  now  for  more  than  a  century.  It  is  the  Lord's 
work.  From  eternity  He  determined  that  "  from  the  rising  of  the 
sun,  even  unto  the  going  down  of  the  same,  His  name  should  be  great 
among  the  (Gentiles ;  and  in  every  place  incense  should  be  offered 
unto  His  name,  and  a  pure  offering."  (MaL  ill).  Although  much 
may  still  be  wanting  to  the  complete  fulfilment  of  this  gracious  pur- 
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pose  of  God,  regarding  a  fallen  raoe, — ^yet  the  kingdom  of  Cbd  and 
Hia  dominion  over  ^e  heathen  is  from  year  to  year  approaching 
nearer  its  extension  over  the  world,  and,  ere  long,  the  joyful  day  will 
arrive,  when  there  shall  be  "great  Toioes  in  Heaven,  saying,  The 
kingdoms  of  this  world  are  become  the  kingdoms  of  oar  Lord,  and  of 
His  Christ ;  and  He  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever."  (Rev.  xL  15,^ 

In  expectation  of  this  glory,  His  servants  sow  the  seed  or  His 
word  in  the  field  of  the  world,  and  wait  "  for  the  predons  fruit  of  the 
earth,  and  have  long  patience  for  it,  until  they  receive  the  early  and 
latter  rain."  (James  v.  7.)  In  this  patience  the  missionary  messen- 
gers of  our  Church  have  strengthened  their  hearts,  waiting  for  the 
coming  of  the  Lord.  That  portion  of  the  vast  field,  which  the  Lord 
has  committed  to  the  ciQtivation  of  our  Church,  has  not  been 
unfruitful,  and  has  increased  in  extent,  in  the  period,  upon  which  we 
now  look  back.  Notwithstanding  our  sloth  of  heart,  nnglrilftilTiftflii 
and  unfaithfiilnesR,  and  in  spite  of  our  misapprehensions,  our  infirmities, 
and  our  many  mistakes.  He,  who  walketh  in  the  midst  of  the  seven 
golden  candlesticks,  has  not  removed  our  candlestick  out  of  his 
place,  as  a  proof  that  we  may  ''account  that  the  longsufiering  of  our 
Ix>rd  is  salvation."  (2  Pet.  iiL  15.) 

Before  the  synod  of  1848,  the  number  of  our  Mission-stations 
"vi^  sixty- twa  At  the  b^inning  of  1856,  this  number  had  increased 
to  seventy.  At  present,  if  we  exclude  Australia,  as  being  temporarily 
suspended,  there  are  sixty-nine  stations,  in  thirteen  Miraion-districts. 
The  niimber  of  Brethren  and  Sisters  engaged  in  the  service  has 
increased  from  2S5  to  300.  Of  the  former  number,  fifty-ei^^t  have 
entered  into  the  joy  of  their  Lord ;  ninety-seven  have  retired  fix)m 
active  service— mostly  on  account  of  age,  or  loss  of  health ;  and  170 
new  labourers  have  entered  the  field. 

Of  the  four  Brethren  who  were  elected  members  of  the  Mission 
department  of  the  Unity's  Elders'  Oonference,  the  Bm.  F.  B.  Gregor 
and  J.  G.  Herman  have  been  called  to  their  rest ;  while  Br.  J.  R. 
Bdmer  was  obliged  to  lay  down  his  office,  in  consequence  of  long- 
continued  illnesa  Their  places  were  supplied  by  the  Bm.  G.  A. 
Cunow,  K  F.  Beichel,  and  H.  R  WullschliigeL  Br.  P.  La  Trobe,  of 
London,  having  expressed  his  earnest  desire  to  have  a  colleague 
associated  with  him,  instead  of  an  assistant,  Br.  T.  L.  Badham  was 
called  to  be  co-secretary  of  the  Missions,  in  Great  Britain. 

In  proceeding  to  a  consideration  of  the  separate  Mission  districts, 
let  us  firat  direct  our  attention  to  the  northern  Missions,  in  GREENLAiiD 
and  Labrador.  This  fi^ld  of  labour  has  not  increased  in  extent. 
The  number  of  stations  has  remained  the  same.  Nor  can  we  report 
any  increase  of  spiritual  life,  especially  as  regards  Greenland.  The 
increasing  poverty  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  country,  which  is  so  oflen 
mentioned  with  regret  in  our  Annual  Beports,  as  a  consequence  of  their 
acquiring  a  taste  for  European  articles  of  luxury, — ^is  connected  with 
a  painful  increase  of  indifference  to  heavenly  blessings,  and  a  want  of 
himger  for  the  bread  of  life.  Hence  our  Missionaries  are  constrained 
to  give  an  accoimt  of  those  xmder  their  care,  with  grief,  rather  than 
with  joy.  In  the  conviction,  that  the  labours  of  faithful  and  qualified 
native  assistants  are  of  the   utmost   importance,  especially  at  the

out-posts,  and  during  the  dispersion  of  the  Greenlanders,  an  institution 
for  the  training  of  native  agents  has  been  commenced  at  New 
Hermhut,  but  has  been  in  existence  too  short  a  time  to  allow  of  any 
decided  judgment  as  to  its  success. 

Of  the  Labrador  Mission,  through  our  Saviour^s  grace,  a  more 
pleasing  report  may  be  given.  Although  periods  of  tempcnral  distress 
have  not  been  wanting,  the  prejudicial  results  of  which  on  spiritual 
life  have  been  abundantly  evident^  a  greater  degree  of  temporal  pros- 
perity,  and  more  spiritual  life,  are  discemible  than  in  Greeidand. 
K'or  are  cheering  proo&  wanting,  that  the  labour  of  our  Brethren  is 
not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

At  Hopedale,  a  new  sphere  of  usefulness  has  been  opened  to  our 
Missionaries  among  the  settlers  of  mixed  races.  These  people  con- 
tinue to  manifest  an  earnest  desire  for  spiritual  instruction.  An 
exploratory  journey,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  what  prospects  there 
are  for  the  establishment  of  a  Mission-station  in  the  territories  of 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  south-west  of  Hopedale,  has  been  for 
some  time  in  contemplation,  but  not  yet  carried  into  execution.^ 

A  peculiar  trial  befel  this  Mission  in  the  year  1853, — the  failure 
of  the  Harmony  to  reach  more  than  one  of  the  stations, — ^being  the  first 
occurrence  of  so  serious  a  &ilure  for  eighty-four  years.f  Never- 
theless, the  Lord  blessed  the  stores  of  provisions  at  the  three  unvisited 
stations  so  richlj,  that  no  want  was  experienced.  This  was  the  case 
to  a  still  greater  extent  in  the  winter  of  1855-56,  when  both 
Esquimaux  and  Missionaries  were  reduced  to  great  distress,  in  con- 
sequence of  a  very  unsuccessful  hunting  and  fishing  season,  and  of  the 
disappearance  of  ptarmigan  and  hares.  It  is  our  earnest  desire,  that 
after  these  earnest  tokens  of  chastisement,  the  Lord  would,  through 
"  the  riches  of  His  goodness  and  forbearance  and  longsuffering,**  lead 
those  who  are  thus  exercised  to  repentance,  until  "the  times  of 
refreshing  shall  come  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.**  (Bom.  il  4 ; 
Acts  iiL  19.) 

Before  leaving  the  North,  we  would  mention  that  the  idea^ 
already  entertained  in  1848,  of  taking  steps  for  the  establishment  of  a 
new  Mission  among  a  tribe  of  Esquimaux  residing  on  Cumberland 
Lilet,  has  not  been  lost  sight  of  After  a  delay  of  several  years,  Br. 
Warmow,  of  Lichtenfels,  in  Greenland,  was  commissioned  to  accom- 
pany Captain  Penny  on  a  visit  to  the  above-mentioned  coast  Accord- 
ing to  aooounts  lately  received,  he  sailed  fix>m  Aberdeen  on  the  29th 
of  June,  with  the  intention  of  returning  to  Europe  with  his  report^  in 
the  autumn  of  next  year.  Perhaps  the  Lord  wiU  be  pleased  to  prepare 
the  way  for  the  glorifying  of  His  name  by  the  estabUshment  of  a 
Mission  in  the  region  refemd  ta 

The  voyage  undertaken  by  Br.  J.  A.  Miertsching,  at  the  request 
of  the  British  Govemm^t,  as  Interpreter  to  the  Expedition  in  search 
of  Sir  John  Franklin,  in  the  period  from  1850  to  1854,  is  still  fresh  in 
our  memories,  and  its  leading  features  too  well  known  to  require  more

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than  a  passing  notice.  The  desire  expressed  by  some  ardent  lovers  of 
their  Saviour,  and  of  their  fellow-sinners,  that  a  Mission  should  be 
commenced  in  the  high  northern  latitudes  reached  by  the  Expedition, 
could  not,  at  least  for  the  present,  be  acceded  to,  on  account  of  the 
evident  impossibility  of  maintaining  the  communication  with  those 
r^ons. 

The  congregations  gathered  from  among  the  DsLiLWABE  and 
Ghebokeb  Indians  in  Norbh  America  still  exist.  But  they  remain 
small,  and  the  labours  of  our  Brethren  are  connected  with  many  trials 
of  faith  and  patience.  Yisitations  by  members  of  the  presiding  Con- 
ferences in  Pennsylvania  and  North  Carolina,  took  place  at  New 
Fairfield  in  1853,  and  among  the  Cherokees  in  1854.  The  latter  was 
imdertaken  by  Br.  J.  G.  Herman,  who,  however,  never  returned, 
having  been  called  to  his  rest,  while  on  his  journey  home. 

In  1853,  the  Delaware  congregation  at  Wettfidd  was  obliged 
to  leave  its  place  of  abode,  and  seek  another.  This  was  attended  with 
many  hardships,  which  were  willingly  shared  by  the  Missionary. 
They  are  now  settled  on  the  Kansas  river,  in  the  Nebraska  territory. 

We  shall  be  inclined  to  join  heartily  in  the  language  made  use 
of  in  a  late  report  of  the  Salem  Society  for  propagating  the  Gospel, — 
''  Let  us  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  graciously  to  visit  this  field,  in 
which  our  Brethren  are  labouring,  so  that  the  Spirit  of  grace  and 
truth  may  be  abundantly  poured  out,  and  may  lead  the  red  man  to 
bow  the  knee  in  faith  before  the  Anointed  of  the  Lord,  and  to  learn 
that  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  made  of  €U)d  to  him,  as  to  every 
believer,  wisdom  and  righteousness,  and  sanctification  and  redemp- 
tion." 

The  Mission  commenced  in  1847,  at  Woodstock  Mills,  in  East 
Florida,  was  unavoidably  given  up  in  1854,  in  consequence  of  the 
difficulties  placed  in  its  way  by  the  prevailing  system  of  slavery. 

The  Mission-work  in  the  British  West  Indies  during  the  period 
under  review,  has  been  blessed  with  prosperity,  although  heavy  trials 
and  painful  dispensations  have  not  been  wanting.  As  regards  tem- 
poral matters,  the  decrease  of  the  means  of  subsistence,  and  increasing 
impoverishment  have  pressed  heavily  on  most  of  the  islands.  One 
result  of  this  state  of  things  is,  that  the  self-support  of  these  congrega- 
tions, generally,  at  which  we  have  long  aimed,  has  been  retarded. 
Yet  in  some  of  the  islands,  as  for  instance,  in  Antigua,  which  on  the 
whole  is  advanced  in  Christian  and  social  development,  much  has  been 
done  in  this  direction.  The  congregational  arrangements  are  good, 
and  there  is  no  want  of  suitable  instruction  for  adults  and  children. 
The  Missionaries  attend  to  the  care  of  individual  souls,  to  the  best  of 
their  ability,  and  the  word  of  God  dwells  richly  among  the  people  at 
all  their  stations. 

An  especial  subject  of  joy  and  thankfulness  is  the  continually 
increasing  assistance  afforded  by  the  congregations  themtelves.  Not 
only  is  there  a  large  number  of  teachers,  but  likewise  ordained  mis- 
sionary assistants  are  employed  in  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  and  the 
administration  of  the  sacraments. 

The  instruction  of  the  young  has  become  more  and  more  an 
object  of  especial  attention  and  activity.     In  addition  to  the  station- 
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schools,  the  zeal  and  liberality  of  the  friends  of  our  Missions  in  Eng- 
land have  enabled  our  Missionaries  to  establish  additional  schools  at  a 
greater  or  less  distance  from  the  stations.  In  Jamaica  there  are 
thirty-four  such  schools, — ^in  Barbadoes  three, — and  in  Tobago  one. 

The  Training  Institutions  both  at  Fairfield,  in  Jamaica,  and  at 
Ceda/r-ffaU  in  Antigua,  have  been  extended,  and  both  haye  supplied 
teachers  for  the  schools  in  those  and  other  islands.  May  the  Lord 
grant  that  the  pleasing  hopes,  to  which  these  Institutions  give  rise, 
may  be  realized  in  time  to  come !  In  addition  to  the  TraLoing-school 
for  male  teachers,  one  was  established  at  St  John\  in  1854,  for 
females,  who  are  likewise  much  required  in  the  numerous  schools. 

During  this  period,  two  Missions,  those  in  Jamaica  and  Antigua, 
celebrated  their  centenary  jubilees, — ^the  former  in  1854,  and  the  latter 
in  1856.     Both  were  marked  by  rich  tokens  of  the  Lord^s  bles^ng. 

Among  the  outward  calamities  by  which  these  islands  have  been 
visited,  we  may  mention,  as  the  principal,  hurricane  and  pestilenoei 
From  the  former,  Antigua,  suffemi  severely  in  1848,  the  Training- 
school  building  being  almost  totally  destroyed ;  while  the  latter  raged 
in  Jamaica,  Barbadoes,  and  St,  Kitta,  aud,  especially  in  the  two  last- 
named  islands,  extended  its  ravages  to  our  congr^ations. 

The  Danish  West  Indies  also  suffered  much  from  cholera  and 
yellow  fever,  the  latter  disease  carrying  off  several  Missionary  Bre- 
thren and  Sisters  in  the  prime  of  life.  On  the  whole,  the  period 
under  review  has  been,  in  eveiy  respect,  an  important  one  for  our 
Missions  in  these  islands. 

In  1848,  the  circumstances  of  the  population  were  materially 
altered  by  the  emancipation  of  the  slaves,  an  event  which  was  not 
without  influence  on  our  congregations ;  for,  although  the  fr'eedom  of 
the  Negroes  was  still  subject  to  numerous  limitations,  it  became  pos* 
sible  to  effect  many  improvements  in  their  spiritual  and  social  state. 

The  existing  places  of  worship  in  this,  the  most  ancient  of  our 
Mission-districts,  having  become  too  small  for  the  congregations  as- 
sembling in  them,  the  erection  of  larger  ones  became  absolutely  neces- 
sary. These  were,  with  the  help  of  the  Lord,  provided  at  Friedenaberg 
i  n  1852,  at  Friedemthai  in  1853,  and  at  Fried&n^eld  in  1854.  At 
the  present  time,  the  enlargement  of  the  churches  at  Nisky,  and  in 
the  town  of  ^i^.  Tliomcu,  is  in  progress. 

Our  Missionaries  continue  to  take  charge  of  the  schools  established 
by  the  Danish  Government  Many  difficulties  have  attended  the  dis- 
charge of  this  portion  of  their  duty,  arising  frt>m  the  lack  of  native 
teachers,  the  shortness  of  the  period  allowed  to  the  children  for  school 
instruction,  and  the  peculiar  relation  of  the  Brother  who  superintends 
these  schools  to  the  Government.  It  must,  however,  be  thankfully 
acknowledged,  that,  especially  of  late  years,  the  Gk>vemor  has  paid 
great  attention  to  the  schools. 

The  spiritual  condition  of  the  congr^ations  is  marked  by  many 
defects,  which  are,  at  least  in  part,  the  results  of  slavery,  and  the  morsd 
debasement  connected  with  it.  Still,  the  work  goes  forward ;  the  in- 
creasing attendance  on  the  means  of  grace  at  most  of  the  stations  is 
encouraging,  and  there  is  no  want  of  proofs  that  the  Lord  is  fulfilling 
His  gracious  purposes  in  the  hearts  of  many. 
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The  extensive  and  yearly  increasing  field  of  labour  among  the 
black  and  coloured  population  in  Surinam,  next  demands  our  atten- 
tion. The  number  of  persons  under  the  spiritual  charge  of  our  Mis- 
sionaries has,  in  the  period  under  review,  nearly  doubled,  having  in- 
creased from  about  12,000  to  23,316.  Slavery  still  exists,  although 
many  efforts  have,  of  late,  been  made  in  Holland  to  effect  its  abolition. 
We  have  been  successful  in  freeing  our  Mission  from  all  participation 
in  the  system  of  slavery ;  all  those,  who  were  formerly  held  in  bond- 
age, having  been  manumitted,  and  the  various  duties  which  were  for- 
merly performed  by  slaves  being  now  fulfilled  by  free  labourers. 

A  large  number  of  labourers  is  required  for  this  extensive  field, 
most  of  whom  reside  in  the  town  of  Paramaribo. 

The  year  1852  was  a  period  of  great  trial  to  our  Missionaries  in 
this  colony.  They  were  visited  by  long-continued  sickness,  and,  in 
the  course  of  ten  months,  fourteen  Brethren  and  Sisters  were  carried 
off,  chiefly  by  yellow  fever.  But  this  affliction  produced  the  peaceable 
friiits  of  righteousness,  awakening  the  survivors  to  renewed  life,  ana 
kindling  their  love  and  zeal  afresh.  Nor  were  new  combatants  want- 
ing to  fill  the  places  of  those  whose  loss  we  deplored,  so  that  the  Mis- 
sion work  experienced  no  interruption,  but  increased  both  in  extent 
and  stability. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  activity  of  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  in 
Surinam  consists  more  of  regular  visitation  of  the  scattered  planta- 
tions, than  of  labours  carried  on  at  fixed  stations.  Yet  we  desire  to 
increase  the  number  of  the  latter,  and  have  been  able,  since  the  last 
Synod,  to  establish  four  of  them,-namely,  CcUharine  Sophia^  Annaazorg, 
LUimdal  and  ffeerendyk.  The  number  of  plantations,  visited  from 
these,  as  centres,  constantly  increases. 

The  imperfect  character  of  the  instruction  imparted  during  the 
occasional  visits  on  the  plantations,  renders  the  introduction  of  r^ular 
school-instruction  for  the  children  all  the  more  important.  This, 
however,  depends  entirely  on  the  good-will  of  the  planters.  That  no 
effort  on  our  part  might  be  wanting,  a  Training-school  for  teachers 
was  established  at  BeeJehuizen  in  1851.  The  lively  interest  in  this 
undertaking,  manifested  in  Holland  by  influential  individuals,  as  well 
as  by  the  Government,  is  very  cheering.  Amid  many  discourage- 
ments, the  Institution  has  thus  far,  under  the  Lord's  blessing,  been 
permitted  to  progress  fevourably  ;  though,  as  yet,  but  few  proprietors 
have  encouraged  the  stationing  of  teachers  on  their  estates. 

In  Paramaribo,  much  is  done  for  the  education  of  the  young ; 
not  only  is  a  large  Sunday-school  held  in  the  church,  but  a  commo- 
dious school-house  has  be^  erected  for  the  numerously-attended  day- 
school. 

As  a  proof  of  the  favourable  feeling  of  the  Colonial  Government, 
we  may  mention  the.  request,  recently  made,  that  our  Missionaries 
would  visit  the  establishment  for  persons  afflicted  with  the  Lazarus 
disease,  at  BcUavia,  on  the  Copenama,  to  preach  the  word  and  admi- 
nister the  sacrament  to  the  Protestant  patients. 

Our  Mission  among  the  Free  Negroes  at  Bamhei/  has  been  much 
tried  during  this  period,  the  unhealthy  character  of  the  place  render- 
ing it  almost  impossible  for  Europeans  to  reside  there^     Br.  and  Sr. 
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Meiasner,  who  went  there  in  1848  for  the  second  time,  were  soon 
obliged  to  return  to  Europe,  in  oonsequence  of  the  illness  of  Br. 
Meiflsner.  They  were  followed,  in  1849,  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Barsoe ;  hut, 
in  the  coarse  of  a  few  weeks,  the  congregation  was  again  depriyed  of 
their  sendees  by  Br.  Barsoe*s  departure.  Br.  and  Sr.  Sand  next  took 
charge  of  this  station,  with  self-sacrificing  lore ;  but,  in  a  short  time, 
Br.  Sand  was  called  to  his  rest  The  duties  of  the  place  were  then, 
for  a  time,  attended  to  from  town.  The  late  Sr.  Hartman  also  took 
up  her  lonely  abode  there  occasionally,  until  she  dosed  her  laborious 
pUgiimage,  in  1853.  After  her  decease,  Br.  and  Sr.  Bauch  made  an 
effort  to  serve  this  much  tried  congregation,  but  speedily  sickened  of 
the  country  fever,  so  that  they  had  to  return.  It  was  next  contem- 
plated to  secure  the  services  of  a  very  gifted  native  helper,  who  is  a 
slave,  at  a  plantation  on  the  frontiers  of  the  colony ;  but  all  the  efforts 
to  obtain  his  manumiasion  for  this  pxurpose  have  fisdled.  Thus  the 
little  congregation  among  the  Budi  Negroes  remains  unsupplied, 
except  in  as  far  as  the  native  helpers*  efforts  and  visits  of  the  Mis- 
sionaries are  concerned. 

Surinam  continues  to  present  an  extensive  field  for  Missionary 
enterprise.  '^  There  remaineth  yet  very  much  land  to  be  possessed." 
Heathenism  is  by  no  means  extirpated,  and  there  are  still  thousands 
who  are  strangers  to  the  salvation  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus.  Under 
these  circumstances,  our  principal  object  is  to  establish  new  fixed 
stations  as  fiur  as  possible.  For  the  defraying  of  the  cost  of  this 
extensive  work,  the  carrying  on  of  the  existing  trades  is  necessary. 
We  cannot  but  feel  thankful  to  the  Lord,  that  He  has  been  pleased  to 
bestow  on  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  the  willingness  to  engage,  even  in 
temporal  employments,  for  His  sake,  and  to  do  whatsoever  they  do  to 
the  glory  of  God. 

For  the  Mission  in  South  Africa,  the  past  period  has  been  one 
of  severe  trial,  but  at  the  same  time  also  of  abundant  realization  of 
the  Lord's  gracious  help.  For  some  years  after  the  last  Synod,  our 
congregations  enjoyed  a  time  of  refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord.  The  complaints  made  by  some  of  the  colonists,  that  our 
Missionary  settlements  were  over-crowded,  supported  by  mis-state- 
ments, led  to  investigation  on  the  part  of  the  Qovemment,  the  result 
of  which,  as  regarded  our  Mission,  was  most  satisfistctory.  At  the 
same  time,  it  was  evidently  desirable  to  establish  preaching-stations 
and  schools  at  some  distance  from  the  larger  settlements.  Of  this 
class  are  Twistwyk  and  Kopjes  Kasteel,  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Oenddendal^  Goedverwacht,  near  Manvre^  in  the  Groenekloof,  and 
Houtkloof,  near  Elim, 

But  besides  these  smaUer  off-shoots,  one  or  two  new  stations  were 
established  during  this  period  of  tranquillity.  At  the  request  of  the 
Government,  that  a  Mif«ionary  party  from  the  older  congregations,  in 
the  western  district  of  the  colony,  should  be  settled  on  the  Beka 
river,  to  the  eastward  from  Ebion,  a  number  of  Hottentots  went 
thither  in  1848,  accompanied  by  two  Missionaries.  They  had  much 
hardship  to  endure  at  the  commencement  of  their  residence.  All 
efforts  for  the  prosperous  continuance  of  the  station  were  vain,  as  the 
neighbouring  heathen  Fingoos  were  not  permitted  to  settle  there. 
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The  case  was  very  different  with  Qotihen,  on  the  Windvogelsberg, 
not  far  south-eastward  from  Shiloh,  where  a  new  station  was  begun 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Tambookies  and  other  Kaffirs,  in  1850.  All 
seemed  favourable  ;  one  Kaffir  hut  after  the  other  was  erected  round 
the  Missionaries*  dwelling,  and  the  barren  wilderness  rapidly  assumed 
the  aspect  of  a  garden  of  the  Lord. 

Shiloh  also  increased  and  prospered,  after  escaping  great  and 
manifold  dangers  during  the  Kaffir  wars  of  1835  and  1846.  Such 
was  the  state  of  things,  when,  in  1851,  a  new  insurrection  broke  out, 
which  soon  became  extensive  and  threatening.  The  Missionaries 
were  constrained  to  leave  Ckwhen — but  did  not  do  so  xmtil  their 
station  was  nearly  surrounded  by  hostile  hordes.  The  Tambookies 
removed  from  Shiloh,  while  the  Hottentot  inhabitants  of  that  station, 
influenced  by  the  example  of  certain  of  their  countrymen  on  the  Kat- 
river,  and  exasperated  by  the  measures  taken  against  them,  joined  the 
rebels.  Our  Missionaries,  in  order  to  avoid  the  appearance  of  any 
participation  in  the  revolt,  left  their  beautiful  abode,  which  was  soon 
seized  by  the  rebels,  and  eventually,  in  part^  consumed  by  fire.  The 
Missionaries  were  also  obliged  to  flee  from  Mamre,  as  the  new  station 
on  the  Beka  was  called.  While  the  unfldthfulness  of  many  of  the 
Shiloh  people  was  manifested  in  so  distressing  a  manner,  it  was  a 
cheering  circumstance,  that  nearly  a  thousand  volunteers  from  the 
three  huge  settlements,  in  the  western  district  of  the  colony,  responded 
to  the  call  of  the  Government,  took  an  active  part  in  the  defence  of 
the  country,  and  received  veiy  favourable  testimonials  for  their  loyalty 
and  good  conduct  Shiloh  was  soon  partially  re-occupied ;  but  the 
accustomed  quietness  and  order  were  first  restored  af^r  the  conclu- 
sion of  peace  in  1853.  The  buildings  destroyed  in  the  war  have, 
since  that  time,  been  mostly  re-erected,  and  the  work  of  the  Lord  now 
]nt>ceed8  under  His  blessing.  €U)shen  has  likewise  been  re-occupied, 
though  some  disturbance  to  its  peaceful  course  has  arisen  from  a 
threatened  renewal  of  an  outbreak  among  the  Kaffirs. 

The  Western  settlements  continue  to  prosper,  though  in  Gen^ 
dendal  some  droumstances  have  arisen  of  a  character  adapted  to 
disturb  the  regulations  proper  in  a  missionary  village.  On  the  whole, 
the  position  of  our  older  settlements  and  Uieir  inhabitants  is  some- 
what critical.  Our  title  to  the  possession  *  of  the  land  has  been 
questioned,  and  attacks  have  been  made  on  our  arrangements  by 
parties  professing  to  maintain  a  presumed  right  of  the  colonists  to  the 
labour  of  the  Hottentots.  The  eventual  result  of  all  this,  we  must 
leave  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord. 

The  Training  School  at  Genklendal  is  in  a  prosperous  state,  and 
has  already  been  the  means  of  much  good.  Though  not  all  the  pupils 
have  repaid  the  pains  taken  with  them,  yet  our  Brethren  have  been 
permitted  to  obtain  a  rich  return  for  the  seed  sown.  Young  men, 
who  had  received  their  training  in  this  Institution,  are  now  employed 
as  teachers  at  nearly  all  our  South  African  stations,  and,  almost 
universally,  have  the  character  of  being  capable  and  faithfuL  It  is  a 
peculiarly  pleasing  circumstance  that  Missionaries  of  other  Societies 
have  intrusted  native  youths  to  our  Brethren  for  education,  and  have 
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taken  into  their  service  those  who  had  been  trained  in  our  Institu- 
tion. 

The  visitation  of  this  Mission,  undertaken  by  Br.  Breutel,  in  the 
years  1853  and  1854,  was  much  blessed.  Br.  Breutel  made  himself 
personally  acquainted  with  the  circumstances  of  all  our  stations ;  and 
in  conference  with  the  Missionaries,  devoted  careful  consideration  to 
all  branches  of  the  work,  ecclesiastical  and  educational. 

There  are,  at  present,  prospects  of  an  extension  of  our  labours  in 
Kaffraria,  for  which  purpose  an  exploratory  journey  from  Shiloh  is  in 
contemplation. 

We  now  come  to  those  extensions  of  our  Mieudon-field  which  have 
taken  place  during  the  period  under  review. 

The  Synod  of  1848,  commissioned  the  Unity*s  Elders'  Conference 
to  take  steps  for  the  commencement  of  two  new  Missions,  namely, 
among  the  Indians  on  the  Mosquito  Ck>A8T,  in  Central  America,  and 
among  the  natives  of  New  Holland. 

Early  in  1849,  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfeiffer,  with  Br.  Lundberg  and 
another  assistant^  arrived  at  Blu^dds,  They  speedily  erected  a 
dwelling-house  and  church,  opened  Sunday  and  day  schools,  and 
collected  a  little  band  of  awakened  souls,  as  the  first  missionary  con- 
gregation in  this  region.  The  young  Indian  king  and  his  three 
sisters  were  not  only  friendly  to  the  Missionaries,  but  also  placed 
themselves  under  their  instruction.  These  encouraging  appearauoee, 
however,  only  had  reference  to  the  nuxed  population  of  Bluefields. 
But  little  intercourse  could  be  had  with  the  Indians,  who  were  the 
especial  objects  of  the  Mission.  Hence,  as  soon  as  the  number  of 
Missionaries  had  been  reinforced  by  the  arrival  of  Br.  and  Sr. 
Jttrgensen  from  Europe,  a  new  station  was  oommenoed  at  a  place 
called  English  Bcmk,  A  dwelling-house  and  church  have  since  been 
erected,  and  the  proclamation  of  the  Gospel  seems  not  to  be  in  vain. 

The  slow  progress  of  this  Mission  and  the  evident  necessity  of 
some  regulation,  induced  the  Unity's  Elders*  Ccmjferenoe,  in  1855,  to 
commission  Br.  H.  R.  Wullschlagel,  who  had  been  called  to  become  a 
member  of  the  Mission  Board,  to  hold  a  visitation  on  the  Mosquito 
Coast,  previously  to  his  removal  to  Europe.  Br.  WuUschl&gel  visited 
Bluefi^ds  and  English  Bank,  conferred  with  the  Brethren  and  Sisters 
on  all  portions  of  their  activity,  and  endeavoured  to  introduce  a 
regular  plan  of  operations.  He  also  recommended  that  strenuous 
efforts  should  be  made  to  gain  an  aoquaintanoe  with  the  language  of 
the  Indiana 

As  Br.  and  Sr.  Pfeiffer,  who  had  superintended  this  Mission 
from  its  commencement,  were  not  able  to  continue  in  this  office,  after 
a  &ithful  service  of  thirty  years  in  the  tropics,  Br.  and  Sr.  Feurig, 
who  had  gained  much  experience  and  shown  much  faithfulness  and 
seal,  during  their  service  in  Jamaica,  took  their  place.  Frequent 
sickness,  the  loss  of  their  youngest  child,  as  well  as  the  departure  of 
Sr.  Lundberg,  rendered  the  commencement  of  their  service  in  this 
part  of  the  vineyard  very  tiying. 

That  more  attention  might  be  devoted  to  the  School  than  was 
possible  previously,  a  teacher  was  called  from  Jamaica,  who  had 
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received  bis  education  in  the  Training-School  at  Fairfield  in  that 
island.  May  the  Lord  cause  His  blessing  to  rest  in  an  abundant 
measure  on  the  labours  of  our  Missionaries  in  this  new  field  !  May 
He  enable  them  to  take  courage  amid  all  difficulties ;  and  let  the 
time  soon  arrive  when  the  sowing  in  tears  shall  be  followed  by  the 
reaping  in  joy  ! 

For  several  years  the  attention  of  the  Unity's  Elders'  Conference 
had  been  called  to  the  subject  of  a  Mission  to  the  natives  of  the 
Australian  continent,  but  it  was  not  until  1848,  that  the  circum- 
stances appeared  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  considered  by  the  Synod 
of  that  year  as  a  favourable  indication  of  the  Lord's  will.  It  was 
therefore  resolved  that  a  commencement  should  be  made,  in  reliance 
on  the  Divine  help  and  blessing.  Agreeably  to  this  resolution,  the 
Bm.  Tager  and  Spieseke  were  cadled  in  1849.  Early  in  the  following 
year  they  reached  Melbourne,  where  they  were  most  kindly  received  by 
the  Lieut.-Gk)vemor,  Br.  C.  J.  LaTrobe,  brother  of  our  Mission  Secre- 
tary in  London,  as  well  as  by  other  friends  of  the  Missionary  work. 

After  an  abode  of  some  months  at  Mount  Franklin,  on  the  river 
Loddon,  a  station  of  Mr.  Parker,  one  of  the  Government  protectors  of 
the  Aborigines,  their  dwelling-place  was  fixed  on  the  shore  of  Lake 
Boga,  near  the  river  Murray,  about  200  miles  from  Melbourne,  in  a 
neighbourhood  where  several  tribes  of  natives  were  located.  The 
€k>vemor  did  all  in  his  power  to  assist  them,  and  assigned  them  a  plot 
of  land,  on  which  they  erected  a  log-hut,  and  laid  out  a  garden.  The 
wretched  circumstances  of  the  poor  natives  laid  great  hindrances  in 
the  way  of  the  Missionaries ;  and  those  of  the  colonists  who  were 
opposed  to  the  Mission  rendered  their  position  yet  more  difficult,  by  the 
slanders  by  which  they  endeavoured  to  prejudice  the  natives  against 
the  Brethren.  Additional  trials  arose,  afler  the  discovery  of  the  gold- 
fields  in  the  colony.  Still  the  Missionaries  persevered.  They  always 
treated  the  natives  with  kindness  and  hospitality,  sought  to  induce 
them  to  settle  near  them,  and  endeavoured  to  obtain  some  acquaintance 
with  their  language.  Nor  were  these  efibrts  quite  unsuccessful,  as 
was  proved  by  the  increasing  confidence  of  the  natives,  their  readiness 
to  prolong  their  stay  at  the  station,  and  their  willingness  to  labour 
for  payment  in  food  or  clothing.  Yet  they  remained  careless  about 
all  beyond  the  sujjply  of  their  bodily  wants,  and  continued  in  their 
blindness  and  hardness  of  heart 

In  1854,  the  two  Brethren  were  joined  by  a  third.  Soon  after- 
wards they  lost  their  kind  friend,  Lieut. -Grovernor  La  Trobe,  who  re- 
signed his  charge  of  the  colony,  which  he  had  held  fourteen  years,  and 
returned  to  England.  For  six  years  they  courageously  and  faithfiilly 
persevered  in  their  labours,  without,  in  a  single  instance,  attaining  the 
object  of  their  efibrts,  to  win  souls  for  Christ.  Yet,  as  has  been 
already  remarked,  there  were  some  indications  that  their  labour  was 
not  in  vain.  Possibly  the  enemy  of  souls  also  perceived  this,  and 
feared  that  he  would  lose  his  power  over  these  poor  people.  He 
therefore  marshalled  his  forces  for  a  decisive  attack.  And,  unhappily^ 
his  assaults  were  but  too  successful,  for  he  was  permitted  to  render 
our  Brethren  faint-hearted  and  confiised,  and  to  mislead  them  to  rash 
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and  inoonsiderate  conduct,  whicli,  as  is  well  known,  resulted  in  the 
temporary  suspension  of  the  Mission. 

The  Mission-Board  has  expressed  to  the  Colonial  Govemment  its 
readiness  to  resume  the  Mission,  under  circumstances  that  should 
afford  hope  of  its  prosperous  continuation. 

Since  1848,  the  Unity's  Elders*  Conference  has  been  induced,  in 
addition  to  the  two  new  Missions  decided  on  by  the  Synod,  to  com- 
mence a  third,  to  the  Mongols.  The  occasion  to  this  was  given  by  a 
-visit  paid  at  Hermhut  in  ISdO,  by  the  well-known  Missionaiy  in 
China,  Mr.  Gutzlaff.  On  this  occasion,  he  laid  before  the  Unity's 
Elders'  Conference  the  desirableness  of  making  known  the  gospel  to  the 
Mongols,  pointed  out  what  was,  in  his  opinion,  the  b^t  mode  of 
reaching  them,  and  promised  to  support  the  effort  as  far  as  lay  in  hia 
power.  This  invitation  was  made  known  to  our  congregations,  with 
the  request,  that  such  Brethren  as  felt  called  to  serve  our  Saviour  in  this 
new,  and,  without  doubt,  difficult  field  of  labour,  should  signify  their 
willingnesa  Out  of  the  number  who  offered  themselves,  the  two 
Brethren  Pagell  and  Heyde  were  chosen.  They  first  proceeded  to 
K6nigsfeld,  to  gain  some  acquaintaace  with  the  Mongol  language, 
under  the  tuition  of  Br.  Zwick,  and  after  some  instruction  in  medicine, 
set  sail  from  London  for  Calcutta  in  the  summer  of  1853, — ^the  route 
by  way  of  India  having  proved  itself  the  only  one  possible.  At 
Kotghur,  a  station  of  the  Church  Missionary  Society,  at  the  foot  of  the 
Himalayas,  they  were  kindly  entertained  by  the  resident  Missicmary, 
Mr.  Frochnow,  and  employed  themselves  in  learning  the  Tibetan 
language,  under  the  tuition  of  a  Lama.  In  1855,  they  visited  Ladak, 
but  found  that  the  Mongols  were  not  in  the  habit  of  frequenting  that 
province.  All  attempts  to  cross  the  Chinese  frontier,  on  their  way  to 
Mongolia,  being  in  vain,  they  were  obliged  to  return  for  the  winter  to 
Kotghur.  They  now  proposed  to  establish  themselves  among  the 
Buddhist  inhabitants  of  Lahill,  as  near  the  frontier  as  possible. 
Having  obtained  the  sanction  of  the  Mission-Board,  and  the  kind 
assistance  of  Major  Lake  and  other  officials  of  the  East  India  Com- 
pany, they  procured  a  plot  of  land  at  Kjelang,  near  the  river  Bhagar, 
about  10,000  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea.  Here  they  set  about 
building  a  house. 

As  it  is  evident  that  this  is  calculated  to  be  a  r^^ular  Mission- 
station,  and  will  be  useful  as  such,  even  in  case  of  the  possibility  of 
penetrating  into  Mongolia,  a  third  labourer  has  been  sent  out,  to  take 
the  superintendence  of  the  Mission,  and  especially  to  effect  the 
translation  of  tbe  Holy  Scriptures  into  the  language  of  Tibet  This 
third  Missionary,  Br.  H.  JUschke,  has  joined  his  Brethren  in  safety. 
May  the  Lord  unite  these  three  Brethren,  in  their  distant  Alpine 
dwelling,  in  sincere  love  and  harmony.  May  He  be  their  refuge  and 
their  fortress  :  their  God,  in  whom  they  trust,  that  they  may  dwell 
in  the  secret  place  of  the  Most  High,  and  abide  under  the  shadow  of 
the  Almighty,  (Ps.  xcL,  1,  2.) 

We  have  now,  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters  and  Friends,  to  lay  the 
year's  statement  before  you.  The  accompanying  tabular  view  ^ows 
that  the  Mission  outlay  during  the  past  year  has  again  been  high,  and 
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exceeded  that  of  the  former  jear.  One  cause  of  this  is  that  the  Mis- 
sions on  the  Mosquito  coast  and  in  Central  Asia  have  begun  to  appear 
in  the  account — this  year,  with  but  small  expenses,  which,  however, 
will  be  higher  hereafter. 

But,  on  the  other  hand,  the  income  is  also  high,  and  exceeds  that 
of  the  previous  year, — a  result,  in  part,  arising  from  considerable 
legacies.  The  small  surplus  on  this  year's  account,  together  with  a 
donation  of  1000/.  expressly  for  this  purpose,  reduces  the  net  defi- 
ciency to  185/.  3^.  Od., — a  result  for  which  we  are  unfeignedly 
thankful.  Praises  and  thanks  be  given  to  God  our  Saviour,  who  has 
so  wonderfully  and  graciously  helped  us  in  this  whole  period,  and 
particularly  in  the  past  year,  to  obtain  the  requisite  means  for  the 
carrying  on  of  our  Mission-work  !  May  He,  according  to  Hb  grace, 
richly  reward  the  generous  donors,  who  kindly  assist  us  with  their 
gifts! 

Thus  then,  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters  and  Friends,  we  again 
commend  our  Mission-work  to  you,  and  beg  for  your  further  inter- 
cession and  assistance,  in  the  name  of  Him  who  said,  "  All  power  is 
given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in  earth.  Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all 
nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  what- 
soever I  have  commanded  you  :  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even 
unto  the  end  of  the  world."  (Mattli.  xxviii.  19,  20.)

A  few  remarks  by  the  Comkitteb  op  the  Society  for  the 
Furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  on  the  financial  portion  of  the  fore- 
going Survey,  may  not  be  altogether  useless  or  out  of  })lace. 

1.  They  would  first  draw  attention  to  the  fact,  that,  by  the  blessing 
of  the  Lord  on  the  administration  of  our  Missionary  finances  during 
the  nine  years  embraced  by  the  Survey,  no  debt  has  been  contracted 
requiring  any  extraordinary  effort  for  its  liquidation.  Notwith- 
standing considerable  variations,  both  of  income  and  expenditure, 
especially  in  certain  years,  the  supplies  providentially  vouchsafed, 
whether  in  the  form  of  ordinary  contributions  or  extraordinary  gifts, 
(including  legacies,)  have  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  necessary  demands 
upon  the  Mission-fund,  for  housekeeping,  biuldings,  and  journeys. 
The  statement  of  accounts  for  the  year  1847,  presented  to  the  Synod 
of  1848,  showed  a  small  deficiency  of  £189  lis,  id,  ;  the  state- 
ment for  1856,  laid  before  the  Synod  of  the  present  year,  closes 
with  a  nearly  corresponding  deficit  of  XI 85  Ss.  Od.  : — in  each  case, 
extraordinary  help  being  provided  for  the  reduction  of  the  actual 
deficiency,  of  considerably  larger  amount. 
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2.  A  second  subjeofc  for  grateful  acknowledgment,  is  the  feet,  that^ 
notwithstanding  the  establishment  of  three  new  and  by  no  means 
inexpensive  Missions,  since  the  Synod  of  1848,  there  has  been  no 
increase  of  the  average  outlay  for  the  whole  Missionary  work,  during 
the  progress  of  the  past  nine  years;  a  sum  of  from  XI 3,000  to 
£14,000  having  sufficed  to  meet  the  demands,  even  of  the  most  costly 
years.  This  could  not  have  been  the  case,  had  not  the  Lord  been 
pleased  to  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  some  of  His  servants,  to  furnish  the 
needful  means  for  the  extension  of  the  work,  independently  of  the 
ordinary  contributions  to  the  Missions .  These  special  funds  being  now, 
however,  nearly  exhausted, — ^those  for  the  Missions  to  the  Mosquito 
Coast  and  Mongolia  (or  Tibet),  appear  to  be  quite  so — a  larger 
expenditure  for  the  whole  work  may  not  unnaturally  be  anticipated 
in  time  to  come. 

3.  But  further,  it  is  pretty  evident,  on  examining  the  accounts  for 
the  past  years,  that  the  very  considerable  income  which  they  show, 
and  which  has  enabled  the  Mission-Board  to  provide  for  all  the 
expenses  of  the  work, — including  the  continually  increasing  charges  for 
pensions  to  retired  labourers,  and  education  of  children  of  Mission- 
aries,— has  been  derived  from  extraordinary  sources,  of  which  legadies 
have  formed  by  no  means  the  smallest  portion.  The  amount  of 
contributions  from  other  sources,  and  especially  from  congregational 
collections  and  individual  subscriptions,  has  rather  declined  than 
advanced;  an  experience  which  our  warm  and  active  Mends,  the 
Committee  of  the  London  Association,  have  made  with  regret,  and  have 
felt  constrained  to  place  on  record,  at  the  close  of  the  fortieth  year  of 
the  existence  of  that  invaluable  institution.  That  there  is  great  need 
of  an  increase  of  personal  and  prayerful  effort — if  the  work  is  to  be 
maintained  in  its  present  extent — will,  therefore,  be  evident  to  all 
the  members  and  friends  of  our  Church. 

4.  The  Committee  would  lastly  bring  under  the  notice  of  all  who 
are  specially  interested  in  the  well-being  of  the  black  and  coloured 
population  of  the  West  Indies,  the  present  state  of  the  two  funds 
established  for  their  benefit.  The  Training  School  fund,  it  will  be 
observed,  has  a  large  and  increasing  deficiency,  owing  to  its  necessarily 
considerable  expenditure ;  and  the  Fund  for  Country  Schools  is 
in  course  of  annual  reduction,  the  contributions  to  it  having  for  some 
years  past  been  exceeded  by  its  outgoings.  To  restore  the  balance 
between  income  and  expenditure,  is  an  object  manifestly  of  great 
importance,  for  the  attainment  of  which  the  kind  co-operation  of  our 
Brethren  and  friends  is  earnestly  solicited.

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MEMOIR 

Of  Br.  George  Kmoch,  Musionary  in  Labrabob,  who  departed  this 
Life  at  Ockbrook,  December  21«/,  1857,  in  the  eighty^ighth  Year  of 
his  Age. 

"  I  WAS  bom  on  the  24tli  of  October,  1770,  at  Kleinforstchen,  near 
Bautzen,  in  Saxonj.  About  this  time,  mj  parents  became  spiritu- 
ally awakened.  They  were  in  connexion  with  the  congregation  of  the 
Brethren  at  Kleinwdke,  and  attended  the  Sunday  services  at  that 
place.  Hence,  I  was  acquainted  with  the  Brethren  s  Church  from  my 
ehildhood. 

**My  early  life,  till  I  had  reached  my  eighth  year,  was  passed  in 
innocence,  and  in  the  blessed  enjoyment  of  our  Saviour's  nearness, 
my  dear  parents  striving  to  shield  me  from  the  world  and  its  seductive 
inj9uences.  They  also  kept  me  employed  as  soon  as  I  was  able  to  do 
anything ;  yet  this  was  effected  in  such  a  manner,  that  employment 
was  rather  a  pleasure,  than  something  to  which  I  was  constrained. 
In  my  fifth  year,  I  had  a  severe  illness,  on  which  occasion,  I  rejoiced 
in  the  hope  that  I  should  go  to  our  Saviour,  and  see  Him ;  but  He 
was  pleased  to  permit  me  to  recover.  Several  children  from  our  village, 
^besides  myself,  were  in  the  habit  of  attending  the  services  at  Elein- 
welke.  On  our  return  home  from  thence,  we  frequently  held  meet- 
ings, in  imitation  of  those  which  we  had  attended  there,  conversing  on 
what  we  had  heard,  with  singing  and  prayer.  These  harmless  assem- 
blies were  often  graciously  owned  and  blessed* by  the  Friend  of 
children. 

"When  I  was  eight  years  old,  a  school  was  opened  in  our 
house,  in  which  a  very  aged  and  venerable  man  taught  reading.  He 
understood  how  to  keep  us  in  order,  and  to  secure  our  love  and 
respect,  without  exercismg  severity, — for  though  he  sometimes  pro- 
duced a  stick,  he  never  used  it.  At  this  time,  I  saw  and  heard  much 
among  my  companions,  which  tended  to  disturb  the  innocence  of  my 
childhood,  and  aroused  my  innate  depravity,  the  result  of  which  was, 
that  I  lost  the  tender  feeling  of  love  to  my  Saviour,  which  I  had 
hitherto  enjoyed.  My  parents  were  the  less  able  to  guard  me  from 
the  snares  of  the  world,  as  they  had  to  employ  me,  in  various  ways, 
on  their  &rm.  My  mind  was  naturally  inclined  to  frivolity,  and  I 
speedily  acquired  a  taste  for  the  amusements  of  giddy  young  people, 
which  I  endeavoured  to  gratify  as  much  as  possible,  turning  a  deaf 
ear  to  the  warning  voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  My  dear  mother,  who 
was  deeply  concerned  for  the  salvation  of  my  soul,  endeavoured  to 
keep  me  in  the  right  way,  by  affectionate  admonitions,  and  when  these 
did  not  produce  the  effect  she  wished,  she  had  recourse  to  the  rod. 
The  former  sometimes  brought  me  to  reflection, — the  latter  only 
benefited  me  so  long  as  I  felt  the  pain  of  the  chastisement. 

"  After  a  time,  I  was  sent  to  the  school  at  Godau,  the  master  of 
which  was  a  very  intelligent  man,  who,  though  strict  in  maintaining 
order,  took  pains  to  make  a  difference  in  regard  to  the  natural  dbpositions 
of  the  chUdren  under  his  care.  I  continued  to  accompany  my  parents 
to  Kleinwelke  on  Sundays  and  festival-days,  and  was  often  deeply 
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impressed,— especially  by  the  sermons  of  Br.  Loskiel.  Bat  these  impres- 
sions were  soon  effaced  by  my  frivolity,  and  love  for  what  was  eviL 
When  I  was  twelve  years  old,  my  parents  had  the  grief  to  see  me  a 
lover  of  this  evil  world,  and  likely  to  perish  with  it.  I  think  of  this 
part  of  my  life  mih  hotror.  Had  not  my  graeious  Saviour  iHX)yi- 
dentiaUy  conducted  me  to  a  flock  of  His,  where  I  was  tended  with 
£Edihful  care,  I  ^ould  have  become  one  of  the  most  wretched  of 
&llen  men. 

^'It  was  in  my  thirteendi  year,  that  I  found  myself  unable  any 
longer  to  resist  the  powerful  warnings  of  the  Holy  Ghost  I  began 
bitterly  to  bewail  my  bad  life,  and  spent  several  days  in  great  distress. 
At  length,  I  retired  to  an  out-house,  where  I  knelt  down  and  prayed  as 
well  as  I  could.  Here  our  gracious  Saviour  revealed  Himself  to  me,  in 
fdl  His  suffering  beauty ;  it  was  as  if  I  saw  Him  with  my  bodfly  eyes, 
and  heard  Him  say  to  me,  '  Thou  art  mine  I  Thy  sins  are  forgiven 
thee!'  O  what  a  happy  moment  was  this!  Never  shall  I  forget  it. 
My  heart  became  light,  and  I  felt  that  I  had  obtained  complete  abso- 
lution. My  parents  were  filled  with  astonishment,  and  when  I  told 
them  what  had  taken  place,  they  thanked  the  Lord  with  me.  This 
was  the  first  time  that  the  Mthful  Friend  of  my  soul  revealed  Himself 
so  clearly  to  me.  For  some  time,  I  went  on  in  a  happy  frame  of  mind, 
and  enjoyed  abundant  peace ;  but  I  did  not  enjoy  the  faithful  care, 
with  which  children  are  fiivoured  in  the  congregations  of  the  Brethren. 
The  deceitfulness  of  sin,  and  my  tendency  to  Bght-mindedness  again 
obtained  the  advantage  over  me,  and  I  gradually  returned  to  my 
former  mode  of  life. 

"In  1784,  I  was  confirmed  in  the  church  at  Grodau.  My  first 
enjoyment  of  the  Holy  Gonmiunion  was  accompanied  by  a  delightful 
feeling  of  the  peace  of  Grod.  But  the  evil  within  soon  e£&u^  these 
impressions,  and  I  thought  but  little  of  what  my  Saviour  had  done  for 
me.  My  indifference  to  my  mother's  admonitions  distressed  her 
greatly,  and  at  length  she  complained  of  me  to  my  eldest  brother, 
who  lived  at  Kleinwelke.  He  took  an  opportunity  to  represent  to  me 
bow  sinM  my  conduct  towards  my  mother  was — ^reminding  me,  that 
she  had  the  welfare  of  my  soul  at  heart.  This  rendered  me  uneasy, 
and  I  resolved  that  I  would  go  to  live  in  some  congregation  of  the 
Brethren,  thiuking  that  all  would  then  be  well  with  me.  I  therefore 
asked  permission  of  my  father  to  do  so.  He  did  not  oppose  my  wish, 
but  said,  *  Consider  well  what  you  are  about  to  do,  for  you  will  carry 
the  same  bad  heart  with  you  to  Hermhut.  If  you  do  not  sincerely 
turn  to  our  Saviour,  and  entreat  Him  to  change  your  heart,  to  deliver 
you  from  iniquity,  and  to  make  you  a  new  creature,  you  will  soon  be 
sent  away  fix)m  the  congregation, — and  this  last  evU  will  be  worse 
than  the  first,  for  such  wanderers  are  most  miserable.'  However,  I 
adhered  to  my  resolution,  and  on  the  2nd  of  February,  1786, 1  left  my 
parents,  with  the  earnest  wish  on  their  part,  that  I  might  prosper  for 
the  Lord,  and  not  bring  shame  on  His  name. 

"  On  the  4th  of  Februair,  I  arrived  at  Hermhut,  accompanied  by 
my  brother.  When  I  saw  the  settlement  at  a  distance,  an^  remem- 
b^d,  that  the  first  congregation  of  the  renewed  Brethren's  Church 
had  been  collected  there,  I  experienced  an  impression  that  I  shall 
never  forget. 
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**  Though  small  for  mj  age,  and  by  no  means  strong,  I  at  onee 
obtained  employment  in  the  tannery  connected  with  the  Single  Breth- 
ren's house.  I  was  much  pleased  with  my  abode  here ;  and  as  I  was 
active  and  attentive  to  my  duties,  I  was  Hked  by  those  with  whom  I 
had  to  do.  However,  it  was  eventually  decided  that  I  should  not 
remain  at  Hermhut.  Since  then,  I  have  become  convinced  that  this 
was  good  for  me,  as  it  led  to  my  learning  a  trade,  which  was  moxe 
useful  in  the  service  for  which  our  Saviour  destined  me,  than  that  of 
a  tanner  would  have  been. 

"  On  the  14th  of  September,  1787, 1  arrived  at  Gnadenfirey,  where 
I  was  apprenticed  to  the  wheelwright's  business.  On  the  13th  of  Janu- 
ary, in  the  following  year,  I  was  received  into  the  congrecation ;  and, 
on  the  13th  of  August,  partook  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  for  the  first 
time,  with  the  congregation,  on  which  occasion,  I  felt  the  peace  of 
Grod  in  my  heart. 

''  At  the  commencement  of  my  residence  at  Gnadenfrey,  I  had  much 
to  suffer.  My  parents  had  always  admonished  me  to  speak  the  truth 
and  confess  any  fault  or  mistake  I  might  have  committed.  At  Herm- 
hut I  did  this,  and  thereby  gained  the  esteem  of  my  master,  who  was 
a  very  amiable  man.  But  my  master  at  Gnadenfrey,  who  was  natu- 
rally surly  and  rude,  did  not  understand  this  conduct,  but  attributed 
it  to  stupidity,  and  treated  me  very  roughly.  So  disheartened  did  I 
become,  that  I  was  on  the  point  of  running  away ;  however,  I  men- 
tioned my  troubles  to  Br.  Gammem,  the  warden,  who  encouraged  me 
to  persevere,  and  soon  afterwards,  I  had  the  pleasure  to  perceive  a 
great  change  in  the  behaviour  of  my  master  towards  me. 

'<  In  1789, 1  had  an  attack  of  fever,  and  became  so  ill,  that  my 
recovery  was  despaired  of.  Now,  although  I  had  gone  with  the  con- 
n'egation  to  the  table  of  the  Lord,  and  was  looked  on  as  a  good 
Chnstian,  I  had  not  the  assurance  of  my  salvation,  and  was  therefore 
overwhelmed  with  the  fear  of  death.  I  mentioned  this  to  one  of  the 
ministers,  who  directed  me  to  Jesus,  with  all  my  sin  and  misery,  and 
endeavoured  to  infuse  into  my  mind  a  feeling  of  confidence  towards 
Him.  Nor  did  the  merciful  and  faithful  High-priest  refuse  to  help 
me,  but  speedily  gave  me  comfort,  and  filled  my  troubled  heart  with 
His  peace,  so  that  the  fear  of  death  disappeared.  After  my  recov^y, 
my  taste  for  the  pleasures  of  youth  revived,  and  my  state  of  comfort 
was  exchanged  for  one  of  levity ;  this  I  have  since  learned  to  look 
upon,  as  my  own  most  dangerous  enemy,  and  as  one  of  the  snares 
with  which  Satan  seeks  to  entrap  and  destroy  the  young.  Some  time 
passed  in  a  state  of  lukewarmness ;  I  took  delight  in  foolish  talking 
and  jesting,  and  became  daily  more  dead,  and  more  indifferent  towards 
our  Saviour. 

"  At  length,  on  a  certain  occasion,  I  was  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
i^ect  on  my  spiritual  state,  and  soon  became  convinced  that  I  was 
in  the  way  leading  to  destruction.  Carnal  reason  strove  to  convince 
me  that  I  was  aiming  at  too  much,  that  there  was  nothing  wrong  in 
the  habits  I  had  formed,  &c.  But  all  this  gave  me  no  comfort,  while 
the  gentle  voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit  called  on  me  continually  to  return 
fix>m  my  evil  way,  to  seek  earnestly  to  become  a  child  of  grace,  and 
to  obtain  assurance  of  my  salvation,  throu^  the  blood  and  wounds  of 
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Jesus.  But  I  had  a  dread  of  bearing  the  reproach  of  Christ;  which 
may  be  experienced,  even  in  a  congregation,  from  persons  such  as 
those  who  had  been  my  associates.  Eventually,  I  related  all  these 
things  to  the  labourer  of  the  Single  Brethren.  H^  advised  me  to 
give  up  all  that  was  in  the  way,  and  to  dedicate  myself  to  my  Saviour, 
— ^body,  soul  and  spirit.  I  earnestly  strove  to  follow  this  advice,  and 
conferred  no  more  with  my  natural  reason,  or  with  flesh  and  blood. 
I  threw  myself  at  the  feet  of  the  gracious  Shepherd,  who  had  so 
unweariedly  followed  me ;  solemnly  surrendered  myself  to  Him,  and 
implored  BSm,  for  His  blood  and  death's  sake,  to  receive  me,  to  for- 
give all  my  transgressions,  and  to  number  me  among  His  sheep.  I 
was  not  suffered  to  wait  long.  Again  did  my  compassionate  Saviour 
reveal  Himself  to  my  soul,  in  His  suffering  form,  and  give  me  the 
assurance  of  forgiveness.  From  that  time  forward,  my  gracious 
Saviour  led  me  onward  in  the  way  of  grace,  step  by  step,  till  I  knew 
Him  as  the  Bridegroom  of  my  soul.  Since  then,  amid  many  vicissi- 
tudes and  a  deep  conviction  of  my  misery  aAd  sinfulness,  I  have  never 
lost  my  confidence  in  Him,  and  He  has  remained  my  guiding  star. 

**  In  the  year  1 793,  I  witnessed  the  conflagration,  by  which  the 
largest  and  best  part  of  the  settlement  of  Gnadenfrey  was  utteriy 
destroyed.  ShorUy  afterwards,  I  received  a  call  to  Gnadenfeld, 
where  I  arrived  shortly  before  the  end  of  the  year.  At  this  place,  I 
was  appointed  to  perform  several  duties,  among  which  was  the  super- 
intendence of  the  youths  who  resided  in  the  Brethren's  house.  I  did 
my  best  to  perform  my  duties  faithfully,  but  oflen  failed  in  the  needful 
abUity,  and  made  great  mistakes.  J  have  since  become  convinced, 
that  the  duty  of  a  superintendent  of  youth  is  as  important  in  its 
nature,  as  that  of  a  Missionary  among  the  heathen ;  since,  by  good 
example,  by  afiectionate  exhortation,  and  especially  by  a  simple  testi- 
mony concerning  the  love  of  God  to  poor  sinners,  one  may  be  an 
instrument  of  much  good  to  these  young  souls,  and  prepare  them  to 
be  useful  servants  of  our  dear  Saviour. 

"In  the  year  1795,  a  strong  impulse,  to  offer  myself  for  the 
Mission-service,  arose  in  my  mind.  I  however  endeavoured  to 
repress  this  feeling,  from  a  conviction  of  my  incapacity.  Still  this 
idea  followed  me,  so  that  I  had  no  rest,  day  or  night,  and  my  health 
began  to  suffer.  At  length,  I  was  advised  to  write  to  the  Unity's 
Elders'  Conference,  stating  these  circumstances.  I  did  so,  and  then 
my  mind  was  at  rest.  But,  not  long  afterwards,  I  had  to  undergo 
some  very  severe  spiritual  discipline ;  the  Holy  Ghost  discovered  to 
me  my  deep  depravity ;  I  found  that  in  me  were  the  germs  of  all  the 
evils  of  which  we  read  in  Matthew  xv.  19,  and  I  feared  that  I  should 
at  last  be  overcome  thereby.  My  pride  was  deeply  wounded.  I 
wept  and  prayed  ;  but  it  seemed  as  if  the  Lord  would  not  hear  me. 
Unbelief  and  doubts,  as  to  the  reality  of  the  experience  I  had  enjoyed, 
that  our  Saviour  had  done  enough  for  me,  had  forgiven  my  sins,  and 
had  taken  me  to  be  His  child, — seemed  on  the  point  of  overpowering 
me.  To  add  to  my  perplexities,  I  became  somewhat  careless  of  my 
business ;  and,  to  my  great  distress,  soon  found  myself  in  debt.  So 
desperate  did  I  become,  that  I  actually  thought  of  selling  all  I  pos- 
sessed, in  order  to  pay  my  debts ;  and  then,  of  leaving  the  congre- 
gation.    However,  my  gracious  Shepherd,  who  had  chosen  me  to  be 
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His  sheep,  bestowed  on  me,  during  this  period  of  trial,  the  bread  and 
water  of  life  so  abundantly,  that  my  strength  did  not  utterly  fail ; 
and  shed  such  powerful  beams  of  light  upon  my  path,  that  I  did  not 
go  astray.  But  I  learned  that  it  was  only  when  depending  daily  and 
hourly  on  Him,  that  I  could  escape  the  snares  of  the  devil.  I  was 
truly  humbled,  and  had  learned  to  feel  kindly  towards  other  poor  sin- 
sick  wanderers. 

*'  Not  long  afterwards,  I  received  a  call  to  serve  in  the  Mission 
among  the  Esquimaux,  on  the  coast  of  Labrador.  R^nembering, 
bow  &ithfully  our  gracious  Saviour  had  led  me  thus  &r,  and  entirely 
confiding  in  Him,  for  His  aid  for  the  future,  I  accepted  the  appoint- 
ment,— ^though  I  wondered  that  He  should  call  such  a  poor,  incapable 
being  into  His  service. 

"  On  the  5th  of  April,  1797, 1  received  instructions  in  reference 
to  my  appointment,  and  was  accepted  acoluth,  together  with  the 
Brethren  Schmit  and  Eeiman.  The  former  of  these  went,  nine  years 
afterwards,  to  South  Africa,  and  is  well-known,  as  having  had  a 
combat  with  a  tiger,  or  leopard ;  the  other  Brother  was  lost,  while 
oat  shooting,  in  Labrador,  and  was  never  afterwards  heard  of. 

<^  After  a  safe  and  pleasant  journey  by  land  and  sea,  we  reached 
Okak,  on  the  27th  of  July,  1797.  Thence,  I  proceeded  to  Nam, 
which  was  my  appointed  residence.  I  was  very  desirous  to  become 
at  once  acquainted  with  the  Esquimaux  language.  But,  at  that  time, 
we  possessed  only  a  very  imperiect  dictionary,  a  not  very  intdlligible 
elementary  grammar,  and  a  hymn-book,  comprising  150  hynms, 
many  of  whidi  consisted  of  only  one  verse.  In  addition  to  the  diffi- 
culties arising  from  these  very  imperfect  means  of  acquiring  a  correct 
knowledge  of  the  language,  my  hardness  of  hearing  was  a  great 
hindrance  to  me.  The  result  was, — especially  as  there  is  much  to  do 
in  the  Labrador  Mission,  for  which  a  knowledge  of  the  language  is 
not  indispensable, — ^that  I,  for  a  long  time,  made  but  little  progress. 
Being,  however,  accustomed  to  labour,  from  my  childhood,  I  was  able 
to  make  myself  useftil  in  a  variety  of  ways,  and  found  the  readiness 
which  I  had  acquired  in  working  in  wood  very  beneficiaL 

'<  In  1810, 1  was  called  upon  to  take  a  share  in  the  holding  of 
meetings  for  the  Esquimaux.  At  first,'  I  declined  doing  so;  and 
experienced  a  confiict,  similar  to  that  which  occurred,  when  I  first 
felt  an  impulse  to  ofier  myself  for  the  Mission-service.  However,  I 
carried  this  trouble,  with  a  heavy  heart  and  much  earnestness,  to  our 
Saviour,  and  was  then  directed  to  the  words  of  Scripture : — '  Not  by 
might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  my  Spirit,  saith  the  Lord  of  horts.' 
(Zecti.  iv.  6.)  I  now  resolved  to  venture,  though  it  was  with  much 
timidity  and  trepidation.  It  was  on  the  second  Sunday  in  Advent, 
that  I  delivered  my  first  sermon  in  Esquimaux,  on  the  text,  *  If  we 
say  that  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not  in 
us.'  (1  John,  i.  8.)  I  speedily  forgot  all  that  I  had  intended  to  say, 
and  could  only  speak  what  occurred  to  me — or  rather,  what  was  given 
to  me  at  the  time.  But  the  word  of  the  Lord  was  fulfilled  to  me. 
The  powerful  infinence  of  the  Spirit  of  God  was  perceptible,  so  that 
the  service  was  blessed  to  myself  and,  I  believe,  to  all  that  were 
present.  Subsequently,  whenever  I  had  a  similar  du^  to  perform, 
^d  felt  myself  jb*y,  empty^  and  incapable,  I  ^Iwaprs  went  with  my 
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^Ustress  to  onr  Saviour,  and  begged  Him,  for  His  name's  sake,  to 
bestow  on  me  all  that  was  needed  for  the  benefit  of  the  Esqaimaux, 
and  He  graciously  heard  and  answered  my  prayers,

LABRADOR. 


<5xtract«  of  ^prtoate  ©onespontrence. 
From  HoPEDALE. 

"AS  regards  ourselves,  I  am  thankful  to  say  that  we  have  been 
fevoured  with  good  health  and  spirits  throughout  the  year,  and  have 
consequently  been  enabled  to  perform  our  appointed  duties  without 
interruption.  Several  things  requisite  for  the  entire  completion  of  our 
new  dwelling-house  have  been  successfully  performed. 

"  On  the  23rd  of  September,  the  foundation-stone  of  onr  new 
church  was  laid,  with  prayer  and  thanksgiving.  We  continued  to 
labour  at  the  construction  of  the  foundation  as  long  as  we  could 
obtain  stones.  It  was  dirty  and  unpleasant  work  in  day  and  water, 
but  we  have  dug  the  foundation  dovm  to  the  solid  rock.  In  the 
course  of  the  spring,  the  Esquimaux  brought  a  quantity  of  stone  over 
the  ice  from  the  other  side  of  the  bay.  There  is,  however,  not  yet 
sufficient ;  consequently,  the  work  will  go  on  but  slowly.  We  have 
neither  steam-engines  nor  railroads,  but  in  the  winter  there  are 
often  days  when  our  people  have  but  little  to  do,  and  are  glad  of 
some  employment,  so  that  what  we  chiefly  need  is  patience* 

"In  autumn,  our  people  did  not  obtain  many  seals,  but  still 
sufficient  for  their  wants,  while  in  spring  a  considerable  number  were 
Secured. 

"  We  had  rather  a  trying  winter.  Neither  hares  nor  ptarmigaH 
were  to  be  obtained,  and,  although  it  occasionally  happened  that  we 
got  a  small  supply  of  reindeer  flesh  from  a  successful  hunter,  the  Sisters 
Were  often  at  a  loss  what  to  provide  for  dinner. 

**  As  regards  our  congregation,  we  perceive  that  many  of  our 
people  increasingly  mind  earthly  things.  It  would  seem,  too,  as  if 
they  became  more  and  more  dissatisfied  with  the  means  of  sustenance 
providentially  assigned  to  them,  and  acquired  a  greater  taste  for 
European  articles  of  diet,  such  as  flour,  pork,  tea,  sugar,  &c.  We 
often  protest  against  this,  but  the  poor  people  think  we  do  so  because 
we  begrudge  them  these  things.  If  they  would  only  make  use  of  such 
artides  with  reasonable  moderation,  it  would  not  be  so  much  matter ; 
but,  unfortunately,  they  use  them  in  such  a  manner  as  to  injure 
themselves  and  their  children. 

^  I  would  further  mention,  that,  in  the  spring,  I  with  the  assistaooe 
of  an  Esquimaux  constructed  a  new  palisade  in  front  of  our  house, 
which  gives  the  place  a  very  neat  appearance.  Fero.  Kbuth." 

^^  AS  the  autumn  was  very  fine,  we  were  able  to  construct  the  founda- 
tion-walls of  the  new  church.    We  dug  away  the  soil  in  some  parts  to 
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the  depth  of  5  feet, — ^untQ  we  reached  the  solid  rock,  and  £lled  it  up 
with  large  stones.  After  Easter,  as  the  other  Brethren  were  otherwise 
employed,  I  obtained  the  assistance  of  ten  or  twelve  Esquimaux  men, 
and  transported  to  the  site  a  quantity  of  stone  in  a  sledge  from  a  spot* 
about  half  a  mile  distant, — we  ourselves  performing  the  duties  of  the 
draught-dogs.  The  latter  were  at  this  time  in  a  pitiable  state  of  star- 
vation, many  of  the  Esquimaux  having  scarcely  sufficient  in  store 
for  themselves  and  their  children, — not  to  mention  the  dogs.  An 
unpleasant  consequence  of  this  state  of  things  was,  that,  in  the  night  o£ 
October  10th,  the  dogs,  impelled  by  hunger,  broke  into  our  garden^ 
and  did  much  damage,  devouring  and  destroying  at  least  half  the 
vegetables.  They  seemed  to  prefer  the  turnips  and  the  cauliflower ; 
vrith  regard  to  the  latter  of  which  their  taste  agreed  with  our  own,  for 
they  devoured  the  bloom,  and  left;  us  nothing  but  the  leaves ;  it  was 
truly  distressing  to  see  the  desolation  in  the  morning.  What  we  had 
effected  by  the  Lord's  blessing,  and  with  great  labour  and  toU,  in  the 
course  of  several  weeks,  was  ruined  in  one  night.  However,  so  good 
was  our  crop,  that,  in  spite  of  all  the  waste,  we  still  had  a  sufficiency 
of  vegetable  food.  We  are  looking  forward  to  a  good  crop  this  year. 
Since  the  10th  of  July,  the  weather  has  been  very  warm ;  to-day, 
the  long  wished-for  rain  has  set  in.  I  assure  you,  that  watering 
the  garden  for  three  hours  a  day  is  no  slight  addition  to  the  other 
duties  of  the  gardener, — an  office  which  I  at  present  have  the  honour 
to  hold. 

'^  On  the  7th  of  March,  I  set  out,  accompanied  by  Br.  Kretsch- 
mer,  to  visit  some  families  belonging  to  our  congregation,  who  reside 
between  this  place  and  Nain.  Our  original  intention  was  to  visit  the 
latter  station  first,  and  call  upon  our  members  on  the  way  back.  Bat 
in  the  night  of  the  8th,  a  tremendous  northerly  storm  arose.  As  it 
blew  right  in  our  faces,  and  was  accompanied  by  severe  and  increasing 
oold  (at  Hopedale)  the  thermometer  indicated  14^  below  zero),  we 
were  obliged  io  abandon  our  intention  of  going  to  Nain,  and  turn  in 
the  direction  of  the  dwelling  of  the  famiHes,  to  visit  whom  was  the 
principal  object  of  our  journey.  Br  nightfall,  we  reached  the  dwell-* 
ing  of  the  settler  J.  M.  We  thanked  the  Lord,  that  we  had  found 
a  place  of  shelter,  and  that  we  were  permitted  to  reach  it,  without 
having  sustained  any  injury.  This  day  was  the  most  trying  I  have 
ever  experienced,  and  I  shall  not  soon  forget  it.  We  were  most 
kindly  entertained,  and  enjoyed  a  good  night's  rest.  On  the  following 
afternoon,  we  reached  the  home  of  A.  Y.  This  good  man  is  in  the 
state  of  first  love  to  his  Saviour,  and,  as  he  is  of  a  reflective  turn  of 
mind,  he  asked  many  questions,  and  requested  the  explanation  of 
various  passages  of  Scripture.  This  visit  was  exceedingly  pleasant  to 
us.  Li  the  case  of  the  brother  alluded  to,  there  is  an  evident  hunger-' 
ing  and  thirsting  after  righteousness.  Other  cases  are  not  of  so 
pleasant  a  character.  Some*  assent  to  all  that  is  said,  but  it  goes  no 
ftirther.  Two  of  the  dwellers  in  this  neighbourhood  were  formerly 
members  of  our  congregation,  but  were  excluded  on  account  of 
adultery,  in  which  they  still  persist. 

'^Last  winter,  I  began  to  give  the  school-children  a  regular 
course  of  catechetical  lessons  on  the  history  of  the  New  Testament.  It 
appeared  to  interest  them  very  much,  and    their  answers   at   the 
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examiDation  showed  that  they  had  been  attentive.  Many  improved 
a  good  deal  in  their  writing.  This  is  less  the  case  as  regards  arith- 
metict — there  being  but  few  who  can  comprehend  that  three  tim,es 
two  are  six,  and  that  twice  three  are  six.  P.  Fa.  Bubsbh.*' 


From  Nain. 

<^  OUR  reports  on  the  present  occasion  are  not  of  so  distressing  a 
character  as  those  of  last  year.  None  of  the  Esquimaux  belonging  to 
this  congregation  have  suffered  want.  But,  it  is  painful  to  observe, 
that  the  great  majority  walk  in  the  way  of  this  world,  and  refuse  to 
follow  the  Good  Shepherd,  whether  He  employs  mercy  or  chastise- 
ment. It  seems  a  peculiarity  of  the  Esquimaux  that  they  so  much 
like  to  hear  of  grace  and  mercy,  that  one  might  be  led  to  imagine 
they  were  but  little  affected  by  self-righteousness.  But  there  is  a 
change  as  soon  as  they  are  called  to  listen  to  exhortation  or  to  submit 
to  rebuke.  There  are  comparatively  few  who  have  learned  to  know 
themselves  in  their  utter  sinMness.  I  believe  their  bad  bringing  up 
when  children  exercises  a  pernicious  influence  on  them  through  life. 
Owing  to  their  phlegmatic  temperament,  they  do  not  become  as  wild 
and  ill-behaved,  as  is  sometimes  the  case  with  spoiled  European 
children, — ^but  their  self-will  is  very  seldom  subdued  ;  hence,  in  after 
life,  they  become  habituated  to  endeavour  to  gratify  all  their  desires. 
Tet,  with  all  their  defects,  it  cannot  be  said,  that  there  are  many  to 
whom  the  word  is  preached  without  effect.  In  times  of  trouble,  Uiey 
know  to  whom  to  look.  But  there  are  those  who  sin  presumptuously. 
Hence,  we  have  known  some,  the  end  of  whose  lifb  was  full  of  horror, 
while  the  sick  and  dying  beds  of  others  were  scenes  affording  comfort 
and  edification.  Auo.  Fbeitao." 

**  WE  this  year  received  our  European  letters  early.  On  the  23rd  of 
last  month,  we  had  the  pleasure  to  hear  that  the  Harmony  had  saMy 
cast  anchor  off  Hopedale  on  the  19th.  Thanks  be  to  our  gracious 
Lord  and  Saviour  for  the  mercy  shown  to  us !  Now,  we  are  enabled 
for  another  year,  without  anxious  cares  respecting  our  bodily  subsist- 
ence, to  continue  our  labours  among  the  Esquimaux,  in  furthering 
that  work  of  grace  which  has  been  begun  among  them. 

''In  temporal  matters,  the  Esquimaux  have  had  a  favourable 
year ;  for  though  there  was  not  a  superabundance  of  provisions,  there 
was  also  not  a  scarcity.  Remembering  the  distress  of  the  previous 
winter,  they  were  so  diligent  in  fishing  during  the  autumn,  that  they 
not  only  had  a  sufficiency  for  the  winter's  use,  but  some  even  took  a 
supply  with  them  in  Apnl,  when  they  left  us  for  their  spring  staticms. 
In  addition  to  this,  our  merdftil  Saviour  permitted  them  to  take  a 
goodly  number  of  seals. 

''  The  schools  were  once  more  held  in  the  usual  way,  from  Octo* 
ber  to  April.  As  we  had,  in  general,  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  their 
progress,  we  distributed  little  presents  among  those  who  had  been 
most  diligent.  We  were  enabled  to  do  this  through  the  kindness  of 
ftiends  in  Britain,  especially  at  Edinburgh,  to  whom  we  beg  to  express 
our  warmest  thanks. 
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^^  Last  winter,  I  had  the  pnvilege  to  impart  to  six  persons  the 
preparatory  instruction  previous  to  their  confirmation.  It  was  a  period 
pf  blessing  to  myself,  the  more  especially  as  those  who  were  under 
instruction  appecured  to  have  theii*  ears  and  hearts  opened  for  the 
reception  of  the  saving  doctrine  of  the  cross. 

^^  I  have  also  frequently  been  much  edified  when  visiting  the  sick. 
This  was  especially  the  case  with  the  married  brother,  David,  who 
departed  to  the  Lord  in  peace,  towards  the  end  of  the  winter.

"  IT  is  one  of  my  duties  to  keep  school  for  the  little  chUdren  every 
forenoon.  This  I  find  very  pleasant,  as,  aldiough  there  are  some 
children  who  require  strictness,  there  are  others  who  behave  very 
well.  It  is  a  pity  that  I  am  not  more  at  home  in  the  language ;  how- 
ever, I  hope  to  be  more  so  by  next  winter.  I  have  begun  to  hold 
meetings  occasionally,  though  it  is  still  in  a  very  imperrcct  manner. 
I  preached  my  first  sermon — ^if  I  may  venture  to  call  it  so — on  the 
15th  of  March.  It  cost  me  much  labour.  I  had  first  to  compose  it  in 
Grerman,  and  then,  with  the  aid  of  my  grammar  and  dictionary,  to 
translate  it  into  Esquimaux.  But,  even  then,  it  would  not  have  been 
understood,  if  Br.  Freitag  had  not  been  kind  enough  to  correct  it 
thoroughly.  Oh  that  one  were  but  able  to  reach  the  hearts  of  these 
poor  people.  They  attend  church  regularly  enough,  and  I  must  say 
that  I  have  seen  more  sleeping  in  some  other  churches  than  we 
observe  here;  yet  many  show  that  what  is  said  does  not  reach  the 
heart.  It  is,  however,  a  great  comfort  to  know  that  there  are  among 
them  souls  who  know  in  whom  they  have  believed,  and  who  live  in 
phildlike  communion  with  their  Saviour.  I  am  sorry  to  say,  that  I  am 
as  yet  unable  to  attend  to  the  speaking  with  individuals,  but  the 
statements  made  by  other  Missionaries  in  our  conferences,  regarding 
what  they  have  observed  at  the  speakings,  are  often  very  edifying  to 
jne.  P.  MoBTEifSEif.'' 

From  Okak. 

"  THE  hope  you  express  that  you  will  receive  better  accounts  from 
Labrador,  this  year,  will  be  fulfilled,  if  the  Harmony  reaches  London 
in  safety.  Tou  will  learn,  that  it  has  pleased  our  merciful  Lord  and 
Saviour  to  bless  us  and  our  flocks,  both  in  spirituals  and  temporals. 
In  autumn,  the  Esquimaux  were  enabled,  by  means  of  nets,  to  secure 
a  sufficient  number  of  seals  for  the  long  winter.  As,  in  the  previous 
year,  all  circumstances  appeared  to  combine  to  render  their  efforts  fruit- 
less; so,  in  the  past  year,  all  conspired  to  render  the  seasons  fiivourable. 
There  were  no  violent  storms  and  no  drift-ice,  while  the  weather  con- 
tinued mild  till  near  Christmas.  The  result  was,  that  all  who  possessed 
nets  secured  abundance  of  seals.  Full  of  thankfulness,  with  faces 
giving  token  of  joy  and  health,  they  returned  to  the  station  towards 
2ie  end  of  the  year,  magnifying  the  goodness  of  the  Lord,  who  had 
heard  their  prayers  and  bestowed  on  them  even  more  than  they  asked. 
It  was  truly  gratifying  to  observe  that  they  did  not  forget  the  Giver, 
in  the  enjoyment  of  His  gifts*    With  one  accord  they  assembled  daily 
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in  the  house  of  the  Lord,  to  praise  and  give  thanks.  All  the  services 
of  the  church,  as  well  on  week-days  as  on  Sundays,  were  well  attended. 
In  many,  a  greater  degree  of  spiritaal  life,  and  a  desire  for  that  bread 
which  endureth  unto  life  everlasting,  were  observable.  Several  ex- 
cluded persons  came  begging  for  re-admission ;  while  others  expressed 
a  wish  to  be  received  into  the  congregation,  and  to  be  admitted  to  the 
enjoyment  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

<<  The  Ist  of  March  was  celebrated  by  ns.  In  the  first  meeting, 
the  signification  and  object  of  the  jubilee  were  explained,  and  after- 
wards an  account  of  the  commencement  of  the  Brethren's  Church  was 
conmiunioated.  C.  J.  Albrecht." 

"THIS  year,  the  arrival  of  the  Harmony  has  really  taken  us  by 
surprise.  Yet  it  has  appeared  to  my  dear  wife  and  mvself,  thai  a  year 
and  a  quarter  was  a  long  time  to  wait  for  some  intelligence  from  our 
two  children.  Those  only  who  have  experienced  it,  can  know  how 
hard  a  trial  it  is  to  be  so  long  without  hearing  anything  from  our 
children. 

"  You  will,  doubtless,  have  heard  that  it  has  pleased  God  to  ^ve 
us  a  prosperous  and  plentiful  year,  so  that  the  Esquimaux  have  reco- 
vered from  the  eflects  of  the  scarcity  of  the  precedmg  year.  But  few 
have  suffered  from  sickness,  which  was  matter  of  th«mkMness  to  us 
all ;  but  to  me,  as  doctor,  particularly  so.  Yet,  beds  of  sickness  afford 
a  favourable  opportunity  for  exhorting  our  people,  and  directing  their 
attention  to  the  salvation  of  their  soids ;  while  they  also  lead,  not  un- 
frequently,  to  declarations  of  a  character  which  encourage  the  convic- 
tion that  our  Saviour  dwells  in  the  hearts  of  some. 

"  I  once  visited  a  communicant  sister,  who  was  dangerously  ill. 
On  my  asking  if  she  felt  that  our  Saviour  had  forgiven  her  sins,  and  if 
she  desired  to  so  home  to  Hiui,  she  replied:  *  I  desire  to  go  to  Him, 
for  He  is  my  All ! '  On  another  occasion,  I  found  her  sitting  on  her 
bed,  not  being  able  to  lie  down.  She  said :  ^  I  feel  somewhat  better, 
and  may  venture  to  hope  I  shall  recover  ;*  '  but,'  added  she,  *  I  do  not 
cease  to  pray  to  Jesus,  that  I  may  find  grace  in  His  sights  and  may 
hereafter  go  to  dwell  with  Him  in  heaven,  where  there  is  joy  that  lasts 
for  ever.'  It  seemed  that  her  illness  and  her  happy  state  of  mind  ha4 
produced  beneficial  effects  on  her  husband  and  other  inmates  of  her 
dwelling.  The  former  has  several  times  expressed  himself  in  a  y^rj 
earnest  and  satisfactory  manner,  both  in  regard  to  himself  and  hb 
children. 

'^I  have  iust  been  engaged  in  speaking  with  the  communicant 
brethren.  It  has  been  a  very  pleasant  and  encouraging  employment. 
All  who  have  been  with  me  have  spoken  humbly  of  themselves  as 
sinners,  deeply  aware  of  their  deficiencies,  and  truly  desirous  that,  in 
the  enjoyment  of  the  ordinance  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  they  might  be 
strengthened  to  walk  in  a  manner  pleasing  to  their  Saviour.  All 
seemed  rejoiced  to  be  once  more  in  this  place,  where  they  have  an  op- 
portunity to  hear  Grod's  word.  Although  wanting  in  intelligence,  and, 
in  many  respects,  resembling  children,  they  really  seem  a  happy  race. 
Those  who  have  embraced  the  Gospel  appear  to  have  a  firm  and 
unshaken  confidence  in  our  Saviour.  Ch.  Barsoe.** 
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**  YOU  liave  general  particulars  of  information  in  the  official  letter ;  I 
shall,  therefore,  merely  mention,  respecting  my  dear  wife  and  myself, 
that  we  are  already  at  home  here;  for,  although  some  trying  circum- 
stances have  not  been  wanting,  our  Saviour  has  graciously  offered  Hisr 
help,  which  renders  all  easy.  My  wife,  especially,  has  speedily  become 
accustomed  to  the  circumstances  in  which  she  is  placed.  The  country 
does  not  seem  to  her  so  frightful  as  it  does  to  many,  and  the  climate 
appears  to  suit  her  heallh.  Samuel  Weitz." 

From  Hebron. 

"  WE  have  now  been  nearly  a  year  at  Hebron,  where  the  climate  is 
probably  more  severe  than  at  any  other  of  our  Mission -stations.  We 
resided  here  formerly  for  two  years,  and,  therefore,  thought  we  were 
accustomed  to  the  storms  of  this  part  of  Labrador.  However,  we 
found  out  our  mistake  last  winter  and  autumn.  The  oldest  Esqui- 
maux have  assured  me  that  they  never  remembered  such  weather,  and 
especially  such  severe  cold.  From  the  middle  of  January  to  the 
middle  of  March,  Fahrenheit's  thermometer  seldom  rose  as  high  as 
\4?  below  zero.  It  mostly  stood  at  fix)m  25®  to  34®  below  zero.  At 
the  same  time,  the  wind  was  so  strong  that  our  house  often  cracked 
and  groaned,  like  a  ship  in  a  rough  sea.  Under  such  circumstances, 
it  was  no  wonder  that  meetings  and  schools  were  occasionally  pre- 
vented from  being  held. 

"  As  you  will  have  heard  from  the  official  letter,  we  have  had 
mudi  to  grieve  and  discourage  us.  Still,  we  are  not  without  causes 
for  hopefulness.  After  Christmas,  when  our  people  had  mostly  re- 
turned hither,  I  began  to  keep  school  for  adults,  for  an  hour  and  a 
half  daily.  From  fifteen  to  twenty-five  attended  pretty  regularly.  I 
caused  them  to  learn  passages  of  Scripture,  which  I  explained,  and 
questioned  them  on.  Upon  such  occasions,  I  have  had  encouraging 
proofs  that  the  Spirit  of  Grod  was  operating  in  their  hearts.  Some, 
who  had  previously  been  careless  and  disorderly,  came  to  us,  weeping 
bitterly  on  account  of  their  past  Hves,  and  saying  that  they  long  for  a 
change  from  their  former  state.  This  was  particularly  the  case  with 
a  man  who  was  baptized  fifteen  years  ago,  but  afterwards  fell  into  sin, 
and  was  excluded. 

**  On  Wednesdays,  and  sometimes  on  Saturdays,  I  kept  geography 
school.  This  was  always  numerously  attended.  Many  did  not  gain 
much  good ;  but  some,  to  their  great  gratification,  obtained  a  tolerably 
correct  knowledge  of  the  countries  of  Europe  and  Asia,  especially 
those  mentioned  in  the  Bible,  which  was  what  I  principally  had  in 
view.  They  oft.en  came  in  the  evening  to  ask  questions  regarding 
what  they  had  heard,  so  that  our  room  was  occupied  by  visitors  some- 
times till  nine  o'clock.  I  may  also  add,  as  a  proof  of  the  interest  taken 
in  these  lessons,  that  they  were  well  attended,  even  when  the  weather 
waa  very  unfiEivourable.  F.  Erdman." 

"  IT  is  the  desire  of  our  hearts  that  the  Esquimaux  flock  may  ex- 
perience anew  the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  that  they  mav  more 
truly  know  ^emselves  as  sinners,  and  may  be  convinced  Uiat  the  lusts 
of  Uie  flesh,  to  which  they  are  peculiariy  subject,  are  sins,  and  hinder 
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them  in  pressing  toward  the  mark  for  the  prize  which  is  set  before 
them.  That  there  is  abundant  room  for  improvement,  is  proved  bjr 
the  fact,  that,  during  the  year,  twenty  persons  have  been  excluded, 
out  of  a  congregation  of  a  little  above  three  hundred.  Still,  we 
will  not  cast  away  our  confidence  and  lose  courage,  for  our  Saviour 
has,  even  here,  a  seed  to  serve  Him.  Of  this,  I  have  often  had  proo& 
at  the  speakings.  C  Schott." 

"  I  THINK  there  is  a  difference  between  the  children  at  this  place, 
and  those  at  the  southern  stations,  in  point  of  learning ;  the  former 
being  inferior  to  the  latter.  This,  probably,  arises  from  the  fact,  that 
many  of  the  parents  here  grew  up  in  heathenism,  and  have  never 
learned  to  read.  Consequently,  they  are  unable  to  assist  their  children 
and  keep  them  to  their  lessons.  Another  cause  of  the  difference  is, 
that  the  houses  of  the  Esquimaux  here,  are  either  unprovided  with 
stoves,  or,  from  scarcity  of  fuel,  are  not  sufficiently  warmed ;  hence, 
the  children  prefer  to  run  about  in  the  open  air,  when  the  weather  will 
at  all  permit  it^  instead  of  learning  their  lessons  at  home. 

«Fr,  Tappi;." 
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THE  few  but  distressing  particulars,  contained  in  our  last  number,  of 
the  famine  which  has  compelled  many  thousands  of  starving  Kaffirs 
to  desert  their  homes,  and  to  take  refuge  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Cape  Colony,  will  doubtless  have  excited  the  sympathy  of  our  readers, 
and  induced  a  desire  to  receive  fiirther  intelligence  of  this  visitation 
and  its  results.  This  we  are  thankful  to  be  able  to  communicate,  and, 
at  the  same  time,  to  draw  attention  to  the  £Etct,  that  the  want  of 
earthly  food,  from  which  these  poor  people  have  been  suffering  to  so 
grievous  an  extent,  has  been  made  a  means  in  the  hand  of  Grod,  of 
bringing  them  within  the  reach  of  spiritual  nourishment,  and  increase 
ing  their  desire  to  profit  by  it.  Tlie  Lord  has  truly  made  the  wrath 
and  the  folly  of  men  to  praise  Him.  The  contrast  between  the  shame- 
less fistlsehoods  and  wicked  denunciations  of  lying  prophets,  and  the 
saving  truths  and  precious  promises  of  His  pure  word, — between  the 
heartless  cruelty  of  heathenism  and  the  compassionate  benevolence  of 
Christianity,  has  been  strikingly  displayed,  and,  it  may  be  hoped,  not 
without  leaving  some  impression  on  the  minds  of  the  sufferers.  One 
immediate  effect  of  the  prevailing  dearth,  has  been  the  flocking  of  the 
Kaffir  refugees  to  the  Mission-settlements,  Both  Shiloh  and  Goshen 
appearto  have  had  a  considerable  accession  to  the  number  of  their 
inhabitants ;  and  the  report  of  the  conduct  of  the  new-comers,  their 
diligence  at  woric,  and  the  readiness  of  some  to  receive  instruction,  is 
very  encouraging.  It  is  generally  believed,  that  the  power  of  the 
chiefe,  and  the  superstitious  reverence  for  the  sorcerers,  are  so  far 
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impaired,  that  a  wide  door  is  likely  to  be  opened  in  Kaflraria  for  the 
entrance  of  the  gospel.  May  the  Lord  raise  up  many  faithfiil  servants 
and  soldiers  to  go  in  and  possess  the  land  for  Him.  , 

The  arrival  of  the  steam^ngine  and  pump  at  JSnan — the  suc- 
cess vouchsafed  to  the  efforts  of  our  Brethren  to  set  them  up  and 
work  them— and  the  wonder  and  delight  of  the  Hottentots  on  observ- 
ing the  marvellous  effects  produced— form  a  pleasant  episode  in  the 
history  of  this  often  and  sorely  tried  settlement.  At  the  same  tune, 
it  is  one  which  affords  an  instructive  illustration  of  the  power  of  simple 
£uth,  combined  with  real  intelligence,  in  turning  present  means  and 
past  experience  to  proper  account.  The  kind  Mends,  to  whom  we  are 
indebted  for  this  gift,  have  indeed  conferred  no  ordinary  benefit  on 
the  congregation  at  Enon,  for  which  may  the  Lord  reward  them. 

The  departure  of  Sr.  D.  Scharf,  eldest  daughter  of  the  late 
Bishop  Hallbeck,  is  a  heavy  loss  to  her  husband,  and  to  the  Mission 
at  Gencidendaly  which  is  further  weakened  by  the  failing  health  of 
Br.  Suhl.  In  the  extracts  from  the  Diaries  of  that  settlement,  and  in 
the  letter  from  Elim^  will  be  found  several  striking  instances  of  the 
power  of  the  gospel,  and  some  edifying  obituaries — among  the  rest, 
of  Zaccheus  Baalie,  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  the  congregation. 
Br.  Wedeman,  of  Eobben- Island,  continues  to  meet  with  acceptance 
and  encouragement  in  his  self-denying  labours — even  Roman  Catholic 
patients  gladly  avail  themselves  of  his  services.  For  the  copies  of 
the  English  Hymn-book,  sent  for  the  use  of  the  poor  people,  he 
expresses  sincere  thankfulness.  The  affectionate  tribute  to  the  cha- 
racter of  Bishop  Breutel,  and  to  the  value  of  his  services  rendered 
to  the  South  African  Mission,  during  an  official  connexion  with  it  of 
twenty-one  years,  will  be  read  with  interest  by  all  who  have  respect 
to  the  exhortation  of  the  Apostle  in  1  Thess.  v.  12,  13. 

^  As  this  sheet  was  going  to  press,  a  letter  arrived  from  Shilohy  giving 
so  appalling  an  account  of  the  continued  sufferings  of  the  poor  Kaffirs, 
from  the  famine  generally  prevailing,  that  we  cannot  refrain  from  in- 
serting an  extract  from  it,  in  the  Miscellaneous  Intelligence,  in  the 
hope  that  some  additional  means  of  relief  may  still  be  provided  by  the 
l^enevolence  of  our  Brethren  and  friends.

*'Deaii  Brother,  «  Genabendal,  Nov.  27ih,  1857. 

"BR.  BREUTEL'S  farewell  letter  to  us,  in  his  official  capacity,  arrived 
October  29th.  He  had  been  our  correspondent  in  the  Mission4}oard 
for  the  last  21  years,  and  discharged  his  duties  most  faithfully.  He 
wad  esteemed  and  beloved  by  us  all,  and  his  labour  has  not  been 
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in  yam  in  the  Lord.  This  was  eq[>eoiall7  the  case,  in  regard  to  his  visita- 
tion in  South  Africa,  the  undertaking  of  which  at  his  advanced  age,  and 
in  his  precarious  state  of  health,  shewed  indeed  great  self-devotion. 

"That  circumstances  prevented  Br.  Bonatz  from  visiting  England, 
I  am  very  sorry.  Many  changes  have  taken  place  in  Kaffiraria,  during 
his  absence.  When  he  left  Shiloh,  and  still  more,  during  ih»  follow- 
ing year,  an  outbreak  of  war  seemed  impending.  Now,  the  Kaffir 
tribes  bordering  on  the  colony  are  starving,  their  nationality  is  broken, 
and  the  prospects  for  their  evangelization  are  more  favourable  than 
ever  before. 

^'  Br.  and  Sr.  Brauer  are  much  pleased,  that  their  eldest  son  is 
called  to  this  part  of  the  Mission-field,  and  that  they  will  see  him  re- 
turn to  Grenadendal,  after  22  years'  absence. 

^'  I  understand  that  Br.  Hartman  has  nearly  finished  the  re-build- 
ing of  the  dwelling-house  at  Goshen,  the  former  house,  which  was 
completed  only  a  few  months  before  the  last  war  broke  out,  having 
been  burned  down.  The  starving  Kaffirs,  who  have  sought  refuge  at 
Goshen,  are  employed,  in  various  ways,  about  the  building.  They,  as 
well  as  their  countrymen  at  Shiloh,  behave  themselves  well,  and  give 
hope,  that  some  of  them  at  least  begin  to  feel  something  of  the  influ- 
ence of  the  gospel. 

"  The  declining  health  of  Sr.  Sch^f  makes  us  very  uneasy.  Br. 
S.  has  taken  her  to  the  sea-side,  in  the  hope  that  she  may  derive 
benefit  fix)m  the  change.  To-day,  however,  we  have  received  a  note 
from  liim,  stating  that  the  weakness  of  the  dear  patient  has  increased 
so  much,  that  they  will  be  obliged  to  return  immediately. 

"  Br.  and  Sr.  Suhl  are  also  at  the  sea-side,  on  account  of  Br. 
Suhl's  foiling  health. 

"  At  present,  Geniidendal  is  nearly  deserted— most  of  the  men, 
and  many  of  the  women  and  children,  having  lefl  home  to  engage  in 
getting  in  the  harvest.  It  is  this  year  a  good  one,  in  many  places 
plentiful,  but,  in  others,  much  damaged  by  the  rust.  The  dwellers  at 
Kopjes-Kasteel  have  lost  most  of  their  wheat,  from  this  visitation.  The 
cause  appears  to  be  a  small  fungus,  which,  when  rain  foils  during  the 
ripening  of  the  wheat,  grows  on  the  stalk  and  ears;  this  prevents 
the  formation  of  the  grain. 

"Dtfc.  26/A,  1857. 
"  I  have  to  communicate  the  mournful  information,  that  our  Sister 
Ch.  Gustava  Scharf  departed  this  life  on  the  16th  of  this  month.  Her 
dissolution  occurred  in  the  same  room  in  which  she  was  born,  on  the 
26th  of  May,  1818.  Her  end  was  peaceful  and  ha(^y.  Our  Saviour 
enabled  her  to  surrender  her  children  into  His  faithful  hands,  and  to 
feel  at  ease  regarding  their  ftiture  circumstances.  Having  sought 
and  foimd  pardon  from  her  Redeemer,  she  rejoiced  in  the  prospect 
of  her  release.  During  the  last  night  of  her  life,  she  was  much 
engaged  in  silent  prayer,  while  we  occasionally  united  in  singing 
hymns,  relating  to  the  departure  of  the  Lord's  people  to  Him.  At 
about  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning,  she  almost  imperceptibly  ceased  to 
breathe.  Our  late  Sister  returned  to  South  Africa  from  Germany,  with 
her  father,  the  late  Br.  Hallbeck,  in  1837.  In  1844,  she  was  married 
to  her  surviving  partner,  Br.  D.  Scharf,  and  proceeded  with  him  to 
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Shiloh,  the  destiaed  scene  of  their  uiited  labours.  Here  she  witnessed 
two  Kb&t  wars,  and  took  part  in  the  flight  of  the  Missionaries 
to  Colesberg,  with  several  little  children.  Since  the  year  1853,  she 
and  her  husband  haye  resided  at  this  settlement.  She  leaves  six 
children,  three  of  whom  are  in  Germany  at  school. 

*'Br.  Suhl  has  returned  from  the  sea-side,  no  better,  I  am  sorry  to 
say,  than  when  he  left  us. 

ExTBACTS  Jrom  the  Diabt  of  Genadekdal,  from  January  Ut  to 

October  ZUty  1857. 
ON  New  Year's  day,  the  evening-meeting  was  held  by  a  neighbour- 
ing minister,  who  was  on  a  visit  to  our  setUement. 

On  the  lOM,  Br.  Marx  left  us  for  Cape-Town,  whence  he  will 
proceed  to  Rohhen  Island^  in  order  to  make  use  of  sea-bathing,  which 
has  been  prescribed  for  him. 

February  Srd, — ^The  Bm.  Kolbing,  and  Miertsching  were  present 
at  the  laying  of  the  foundation-stone  of  a  church,  at  Mr.  Linde's  place, 
about  9  miles  from  here.  Two  ministers  and  as  many  magistrates 
delivered  addresses  on  this  occasion.  Br.  Kolbing  was  requested  to 
offer  the  concluding  prayer,  which  he  did. 

March  let, — ^The  memorial-day  of  400  year^  existence  of  the 
Brethren's  Church,  was  celebrated  by  us  with  public  service,  and  the 
Holy  Communion. 

May  9th, — ^The  Hottentot  brother,  Zaccheus  Baalie,  passed  fi*om 
faith  to  sight.  In  his  unconverted  state,  he  had,  as  he  acknowledged, 
with  deep  contrition,  wallowed  in  sin ;  but,  when  he  had  been  plucked, 
as  a  brand  from  the  fire,  by  the  grace  and  mercy  of  the  Lord,  it  was 
his  earnest  desire  to  live  by  faith,  and  to  maintain  a  good  walk.  He 
had  previously  been  a  drunkard ;  but  after  his  change  had  taken  place,  no 
spirituous  liquor  ever  passed  his  lips.  For  33  years,  he  was  a  commu- 
nicant member  of  the  Church,  and  for  30  years  occupied  the  position 
of  overseer.  In  harmony  with  his  wife — ^who  is  a  true  follower  of 
Jesus,  and  much  attached  to  those  who  testify  of  Him — ^he  strove  to 
bring  up  his  children  for  our  Saviour.  One  of  them  is  engaged  as 
teacher  of  the  school  at  Elim.  During  his  last  illness,  and  when 
already  much  reduced,  he  several  times  called  his  children  around  him, 
exhorted  them  to  follow  Jesus  faithfully,  and  to  be  obedient  to  their 
mother  and  the  Missionaries,  warned  them  against  sin  and  vice,  and 
especially  against  drunkenness,  and  then,  weak  as  he  was,  knelt  down 
beside  his  bed,  and  offered  a  simple  and  child-like  prayer  on  behalf  of 
himself  and  his  wife,  and  children.  He  was  thankful  when  any  of  the 
neighbours  would  come  and  sing  verses  referring  to  our  Saviour,  His 
death  and  His  resurrection.  His  wife  bore  her  loss  with  truly  Christian 
calmness,  although  in  him  she  was  deprived  of  her  main  support. 

July  drd. — ^The  neighbouring  mountains  were  covered  with  snow. 
This,  together  with  pretty  severe  cold,  served  to  remind  us  that  we 
really  have  to  experience  winter  here — a  fiEict  we  do  not  always  re- 
member, as  flowers  are  to  be  met  with  all  the  year  round.  But  the 
natural  severity  of  the  weather  is  less  trying  to  those  who  are  engaged 
in  the  Mission-fleld,  than  coldness  and  iciness  of  heart.  A  distressing 
specimen  of  the  latter  was  exhibited  by  J.  K.,  who  departed  this  life 
on  the  4th.  He  was  an  old  inhabitant  of  Grenadendal,  and  had  been 
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a  communicant ;  but  for  many  years  he  could  not  be  preyiuidd  on  to 
attend  the  service  of  the  church.  When  addressed  in  the  language  <^ 
rebuke  and  exhortation,  his  answer  was,  that  he  worshipped  his  Lord 
in  nature,  in  the  open  fields,  &c.  On  his  death-bed,  he  expressed  his 
regret,  that  he  had  not  followed  the  advice  so  often  given  him. 
Though  we  would  gladly  hope  that  he  truly  repented,  and  sought  and 
found  pardon,  we  yet  have  reason  to  fear  that  he  entered  eternity 
without  having  become  truly  alive  unto  Giod. 

Juljf  I2tk, — ^Died  very  suddenly,  an  unbaptized  man,  who,  as  we 
fear,  was  careless  about  his  soul. 

On  the  same  day  departed  W.  I.,  an  aged  communicant  sister. 
During  her  long  and  painful  Ulness,  she  sought  and  found  comfort  and 
peace  from  Him  in  whom  she  believed.  Her  constant  prayer  was,  that 
the  Lord  would  make  her  well-pleasing  to  Him.  Though  she  mani- 
fested great  patience  under  suffering,  she  looked  forward  to  her  disso- 
lution with  joy,  firmly  believing  that  the  Lord  would  take  her  gra- 
ciously to  Himself. 

At  the  speaking  with  the  communicants  before  the  I3th  of 
Auffust^  C.  W.  stated  that  her  son,  who  had  often  grieved  her  by  his 
disobedience,  had  recently  undergone  a  striking  change,  in  consequence 
of  the  perusal  of  a  portion  of  a  tract,  which  contained  an  exhortation 
to  prayer.  This  piece  of  paper  came  into  his  hands,  apparently  by 
accident.  She  then  said  to  hun,  "  It  is  through  the  Lord's  providence 
that  this  has  fallen  into  your  hands ;  now  continue  instant  in  prayer ; 
and  you  will  receive  further  blessing."  Leefreet  A.  said,  '^  When  tempt- 
ed to  go  astray  from  my  Lord,  my  name  remmds  me  that  I  ought  to 
live  to  Him."  (This  name  like  the  Grerman  Leberecht,  signifies  *lAve 
aright.') 

In  the  night  between  the  14/A  and  I5th  of  Auguity  we  experi- 
enced a  pretty  smart  shock  of  an  earthquake.  At  the  evening-meeting, 
on  the  15^A,  the  native  teacher,  Ezekiel  Pfeiffer,  made  use  of  this 
occurrence,  to  direct  the  attention  of  his  hearers  to  the  necessity  of 
constant  preparedness  to  meet  the  Lord.  At  the  speaking  in  September^ 
an  aged  and  infirm  widow  said,  ^<  I  rejoice  to  think  that  I  shall  soon 
join  the  great  company  of  those  who  are  clad  in  white  robes."  An 
aged  female  negro  from  Mozambique,  who  sufiers  from  frequent  illness, 
stated,  that  her  i.nfirmity  was  the  consequence  of  what  she  had  under- 
gone in  slavery.  Her  first  owners  were  very  humane,  and  treated  the 
slaves  with  great  kindness,  causing  them  to  learn  hymns  and  texts  of 
Scripture ;  but  after  their  death,  a  time  of  afiliction  followed,  for  their 
son,  who  now  became  proprietor  of  the  slaves,  was  a  very  hard  man. 
'  This  Baas,'  she  continued,  ^  often  boasted  that  he  was  a  Christian, 
because  he  was  baptized.  But  ba)>tbm  is  nothing  if  there  is  not  faith, 
which  shews  itself  by  works.  We  must  daily  bow  our  knees  before 
the  Lord,  that  He  would  work  in  us,*  &c.  We  are  happy  to  say, 
that  this  sister  is  a  truly  humble  and  faithful  soul,  in  whom  we  believe 
the  Spirit  of  God  has  His  habitation.  Oh  that  there  were  many  more 
such  sincere  and  truly  awakened  souls  in  our  congregation  ! 

C.  and  E.  are  an  aged  couple.  The  husband  is  a  taciturn  man, 
but  the  wife  in  the  same  proportion  lively.  She  said,  *The  Lord 
knows  my  down-sitting  and  my  up-risinfl:,  and  is  acquainted  with  all 
my  thoughts.    He  therefore  knows  that  in  me  there  is  nothing  but  sin 
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I  surrender  myself  entirely  to  Him  and  His  mercy ;  let  Him  do 
with  me,  as  seemeth  good  in  His  sight." 

A  married  couple,  both  of  whom  suffer  from  constant  ill-health, 
thankfully  acknowledged  the  gracious  help  of  their  faithful  Lord.  The 
wife  said,  **  When  we  want  food,  in  consequence  of  my  husband's  in- 
ability to  work,  and  I  go  to  the  sisters  for  some  aid,  I  always  find 
hearts  and  hands  open  to  help  me.  For  this,  I  have  to  thank  our 
Saviour." 

On  Sept,  30/A,  and  Oct  Isf,  we  held  examinations  of  our 
Infant  and  Juvenile  Schools.  Upon  the  whole,  we  had  reason  to  be 
satisfied  with  the  improvement  of  the  children,  and  especially  with 
their  acquaintance  with  Scripture. 

Oct,  I2tk. — W.  C.  departed  in  peace,  having  waited,  like 
Simeon,  for  his  Lord.  His  sick-bed  tended  to  the  edification  of  all 
who  visited  him,  for  he  lived  in  constant  communion  with  his  Saviour. 
He  had  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  settlement  for  58  years,  and  had  at- 
tended to  the  duties  of  overseer  and  chapel- servant.

"Dear  Brother,  '*Enox,  Oct.  27th,  1857. 

"  YOU  have  perhaps  wondered  that  you  have  not  heard  from  us  for 
80  long  a  time.  ^  This  delay  arose  from  our  desire  not  to  write  until 
we  could  give  you  some  information  as  to  the  erection  of  the  steam- 
engine.  \Ve  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  conmience  this  work  immedi- 
ately on  the  arrival  of  Br.  Klinghardt,  but  were  prevented  by  other 
engagements.  It  was  not  until  the  beginning  of  September,  that  we 
could  begin  to  erect  a  small  building  near  the  well.  When  engaging 
in  this  undertaking,  our  minds  were  agitated  by  various  emotions. 
On  the  one  hand,  we  felt  joy  and  gratitude  for  this  useful  machine ; 
but,  on  the  other,  we  could  not  repress  a  feeling  of  anxiety  as  to  the 
possibility  of  its  successful  erection  by  us.  The  engine  was,  of  coarse, 
taken  to  pieces  for  the  convenience  of  carriage  ;  we  had  no  drawing  or 
plan  for  our  guidance,  and  our  previous  acquaintance  with  the  con- 
struction of  a  steam-engine  was  only  theoretical.  The  result  was, 
that  we  were  driven  to  prayer,  that  the  Lord  would  be  pleased  to 
bestow  on  us  the  needful  wisdom,  to  enable  us  to  bring  into  use  a 
machine  calculated  to  be  of  so  much  benefit.  Nor  did  He  despise  our 
supplication.  Having  finished  the  engine-house,  our  next  task  was  to 
set  the  boiler.  I  had  formerly,  in  Germany,  had  an  opportunity  of 
observing  constructions  of  this  kind ;  so  that,  by  the  Lord's  blessing, 
this  part  of  the  work,  which  is  of  so  much  importance  in  steam- 
engines,  was  successfully  finished,  and  we  have  since  found  that  the 
chimney  draws  admirably.  After  occupying  some  days  in  screwing 
the  various  parts  of  the  engine  together,  and  cleaning  it  thoroughly, 
we  proceeded  to  place  it  in  its  destined  position,  and,  by  the  blessing 
of  the  Lord,  arranged  it,  together  with  the  pipes  and  other  apparatus, 
without  any  mishap.    On  the  25th  of  September,  we  had  got  so  far  as 
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to  make  a  fire  under  the  boiler,  for  the  first  time,  to  see  if  all  was 
really  in  working  order.  With  what  anxious  suspense  did  we  await 
the  result !  However,  our  apprehensions  were  speedily  dissipated,  for 
everything  worked  as  well  as  could  be  desired*  On  the  following  day, 
(the  26th)  we  made  the  first  attempt  at  pumping  water  out  of  the 
well,  and  here  again  our  gracious  Lord  gave  His  blessing.  I  only 
wish  that  you,  and  all  those  brethren  and  Mends  who  joined  you  in 
procuring  for  us  this  most  valuable  gift,  could  have  witnessed  the  uni- 
versal joy  and  wonder.  From  the  time  the  Hottentots  first  got  sight 
of  the  engine  and  its  accompanying  apparatus,  they  had  expressed 
astonishment,  not  unmingled  with  mcredulity.  Opinions  the  most 
various  were  uttered.  Some  said,  'It  is  clearly  an  impossibility, 
that  water  should  rise  perpendicularly  up  an  iron  pipe,  out  of  a  weU.' 
Others  were  perplexed  at  the  odd  part  to  be  taken  in  the  work  by  fire 
and  boiling  water.  It  was  pretty  generally  agreed,  that  the  attempt 
must  jMXJve  a  failure.  But  now,  when  they  saw  ^Aa/,  which  they  had 
held  to  be  impossible,  really  come  to  pass, — a  fine  column  of  water 
rising  perpendicularly  out  of  the  well,  and  flowing  in  a  copious 
stream  into  the  gardens,  there  was  almost  no  end  to  their  expressions 
of  astonishment.  Old  and  young  had  assembled,  not  without  some 
trepidation  at  the  hissing  of  the  steam.  As  soon  as  the  water  began 
to  flow,  all  hastened  to  ascertain  if  it  really  was  cold  water ;  for,  as 
they  saw  fire  imder  the  boiler,  they  could  not  think  otherwise  than 
that  the  water  produced  must  be  warm.  Then  the  feeling  of  wonder 
was  succeeded  by  one  of  joy  at  the  abundant  supply  of  water.  I  sup- 
pose that  no  steam-engine  ever  excited  so  much  gladness  and  asto- 
nishment as  this  one  at  Enon.  Ab  far  as  I  can  describe  the  emotions  of 
my  own  heart,  they  were  those  of  great  joy,  of  thankfulness  to  our 
faithful  Saviour,  and  of  gratitude  to  all  the  kind  donors.  Accept  our 
best  and  warmest  thanks,  and  convey  the  same  to  all  our  generous 
benefactors.  May  the  Lord  reward  them  for  all  they  have  done,  to 
promote  an  object  so  beneficial  to  this  station ! 

"  Permit  me  to  add  a  word  or  two  respecting  the  practical  benefit 
of  the  engine.  We  have  measured  the  quantity  of  water  aflforded  us 
by  the  pump,  and  find  it  to  amount  to  2,625  gallons  per  hour.  This 
is  more  than  I  had  calculated  on,  and  is  quite  sufficient  for  irrigation, 
where  the  situation  of  the  ground  will  admit  of  it.  And  the  mag- 
nitude of  this  benefit  may  be  judged  from  the  fact,  that,  in  this  region, 
under  the  blessing  of  the  Lord,  all  fertility  depends  on  moisture.  It 
was  formerly  the  case,  that,  if  even  sufficient  rain  fell  at  the  seed-time, 
and  we  exerted  ourselves  diligently  at  preparing  and  sowing  the  land, 
even  if  our  crops  came  up  favourably,  a  few  months  of  dry  weather 
destroyed  all  our  hopes,  and  we  reaped  little  or  nothing.  But  now, 
even  when  we  are  afflicted  with  drought,  the  Lord  has  bestowed  on  us 
the  means  of  helping  ourselves.  His  name  be  praised  for  all  His 
mercies ! 

'^  Before  closing,  I  would  still  remark,  that,  at  first,  we  had  some 
doubts  as  to  the  ^tiire  usefulness  of  the  engine,  in  case  brethren 
should  be  stationed  here  who  were  unable  to  manage  it.  This  is, 
however,  performed  with  so  much  ease,  that  we  have  taught  a  Hot- 
tentot how  to  attend  to  it."

"  Dbar  Brother,  "  Enow,  October  9M,  1857. 

**  OUR  residence  in  this  dear  congregation,  with  which  we  feel  our- 
selves very  closely  united  in  love,  wUl  shortly  be  temporarily  inter- 
rupted. On  the  17th  of  this  month,  my  wife  and  myself  are  to  proceed 
to  Shiloh,  where  I  have  been  commissioned  to  undertake  the  erection 
of  a  large  water-mill.  I  have  accepted  the  commission,  as  coming 
from  my  gracious  Saviour,  and  trust  to  Him  to  make  good  my  defi- 
ciencies. I  desire  that  He  may  be  the  architect,  and  I  His  servant, 
and,  if  the  work  is  successfully  performed,  all  the  praise  and  glory 
shall  be  His.  As  the  loss  of  our  late  Sr.  Bauer  is  much  felt  at  Shiloh, 
my  dear  wife  will  deem  it  a  pleasure  to  assist  in  her  room,  as  far  as 
lies  in  her  power.    May  the  Lord  be  with  us  both ! 

**  And  now  I  come  to  the  principal  object  of  my  letter,  which  is  to 
express  to  you,  and  to  all  our  kind  English  friends,  our  most  cordial 
thanks  for  the  truly  valuable  and  useful  present  of  a  steam-engine.  It 
answers  its  purpose  most  effectually,  and  even  surpasses  our  expecta- 
tions. We  shall  value  it  more  than  ever,  in  a  season  of  drought,  such 
as  so  oflen  occurs  at  Enon. 

"  The  Lord  [has  bestowed  upon  us  a  very  fruitful  season.  Our 
fields  are  covered  with  rich  crops  of  corn,  millet|  beans,  &c.  At  pre- 
sent, however,  and  until  the  harvest  fairly  begins,  we  have  to  suffer 
from  the  deamess  of  provisions.  Yet,  even  under  these  circumstances, 
we  have  experienced  the  Lord's  gracious  care — thirty  of  the  male 
inhabitants  of  the  settlement  having  obtained  work  on  the  new  road 
over  the  Zuurberg.  They  are  supplied  with  rations,  and  are  well 
paid.  We  are  also  glad  that  they  are  imder  good  superintendence. 
They  hold  morning  and  evening  devotions  regularly,  and  are  at  peace 
among  themselves." 


Extract  o/*  Me  Diary  of  Ejhos,  from  January  1st  io  JuneSOth^  1857. 

THE  New-year's  services  were  attended  by  large  audiences. 

On  Jan,  4(A,  Br.  Richter  rode  to  one  of  our  preaching-places, 
and  had  a  numerous  auditory,  among  whom  were  some  Kaffirs. 

On  the  6thj  we  celebrated  the  festival  of  the  Epiphany  in  the 
usual  manner,  and  were  enabled  to  rejoice  heartily  b^ore  the 
Lord,  on  account  of  the  blessings  wrought  by  His  saving  word. 

On  the  22nd,  we  had  the  pleasure  to  see  Br.  and  Sr.  Gysin,  from 
Shiloh ;  they  brought  with  them  several  children,  who  were  going 
to  Europe,  and  three  Kaffir  boys,  who  were  proceeding  to  the  Training- 
School,  at  Genadendal. 

The  23rd  and  2^th  were  very  wet  days.  Such  days  are  really 
reasons  of  rejoicing  to  us  at  Enon  ;  man  and  beast  are  alike  delighted ; 
the  fields  and  the  trees  are  clad  with  fresh  verdure.  A  variety  of 
plants  and  flowers  spring  up  on  spots  which  previously  presented  as 
bare  an  appearance  as  a  well-trodden  path.  Enon,  without  rain,  and 
with  no  water  in  the  bed  of  the  river,  presents  no  very  pleasing 
aspect ;  but  when  there  is  sufficient  water,  the  case  is  very  different. 

On  the  29M,  Br.  and  Sr.  Klinghardt,  who  were  commissioned 
to  proceed  to  Genadendal,  ^vith  the  children  from  Shiloh,  to  whom 
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some  fipom  this  place  were  added,  set  out  on  their  journey.  The  tra- 
vellers were  accompanied  by  us,  and  a  large  part  of  the  congregation, 
as  far  as  the  spot  where  Enon  first  stood.  The  brethren  Gjsin  and 
Richter  went  with  the  party  as  far  as  the  Sunday  River,  in  order  to 
see  them  over  the  dangerous  ford.  Here  they  had  the  pleasure  to  meet 
with  the  steam-engine,  which  has  been  sent  out  by  kind  friends  in 
England,  in  order  to  work  a  pump  in  Enon.  The  waggon  containing 
it  could  not  be  drawn  up  the  river-bank  by  the  fourteen  oxen  which 
were  yoked  to  it ;  to  these  were,  therefore,  added  those  belonging  to 
the  travellers,  also  fourteen  in  number.  A  spectacle,  such  as  could 
scarcely  be  met  with  anywhere  but  in  South  Africa,  was  afforded  by 
these  twenty-eight  oxen,  urged  on  by  the  vociferations  of  five  Hotten- 
tot drivers,  who  perspired  almost  more  profusely  than  the  animals  they 
sought  to  impel.  These  efforts  were  attended  with  success;  the 
waggon  with  its  precious  freight  was  drawn  safely  up  the  steep  bank, 
and  the  travellers  afterwards  crossed  the  stream  without  sustaining 
any  injury. 

Feb.  Sth. — ^Br.  Lemmertz  set  off  to  one  of  our  preaching-places, 
but  was  stopped  by  a  stream,  swollen  in  consequence  of  recent  rains, 
to  a  raging  torrent.  Not  liking  to  turn  back,  without  doing 
something,  he  bent  hb  way  towards  the  habitation  of  a  &rmer, 
with  whom  we  have  some  slight  acquaintance,  trusting  that  the 
Lord  would  afford  him  an  opportunity  of  proclaiming  His  life-giving 
word.  To  his  great  joy,  he  was  permitted  to  do  so,  and  addressed  a 
company  of  white  and  coloured  people  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  the 
dwelling-house.  This  was  quite  an  unusual  circumstance,  as  there  are 
not  many  white  people  here — at  all  events,  in  this  neighbourhood — who 
would  like  to  attend  a  religious  service  in  the  same  room  with  Hotten- 
tots and  Kaffirs.  Even  yet,  there  are  not  a  few  who  look  upon  their 
coloured  fellow-men  as  scarcely  human  beings;  however,  there  are 
some  pleasing  exceptions,  and  we  occasionally  see  a  boor's  family  in 
our  church. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  19M,  we  were  awakened  by  the 
joyful  cry,  uttered  by  old  and  young,  "  The  river  is  coming  down  ! " 
and,  on  arising,  we  were  delighted  to  find  that  the  water,  which  brings 
fertility  to  our  fields  and  gardens,  was  indeed  flowing  down  in  copious 
streams. 

On  the  2Srd,  Br,  Richter  went  to  Sambee,  a  locality  about  6  miles 
from  this  station,  where  our  people  have  some  arable  land,  and  where 
many  of  them  were,  at  this  time,  engaged  in  reaping  millet.  During 
harvest-time,  the  inhabitants  of  the  settlement  are  permitted  to  take  up 
their  dwelling  in  the  fields.  They  have  a  strong  inclination  to  make 
the  bush  their  abode,  but  this  is  only  permitted  during  the  time  re- 
ferred to.  On  the  present  occasion,  it  was  found  that  the  wild  swine, 
porcupines,  bush-bocks,  jerboas  and  other  wild  animals  had  done  con- 
siderable damage.  TTie  27M,  this  was  the  day  appointed  for  labour, 
ing  at  works  of  general  utility,  and  was,  as  those  days  always  are,  a 
period  of  much  annoyance  to  us.  It  would  seem,  that  our  Hottentots 
are  little  better  then  the  Esquimaux,  in  regard  to  providing  for  the 
future.  Their  gardens  must  be  supplied  with  water,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose a  canal  has  been  cut  at  considerable  expense ;  they  must  also 
be  protected,  to  some  extent,  from  the  attacks  of  the  wild  animals,  so 
abundant  liere,  and  to  this  end  arc  surrounded  with  fences  composed  oi 
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the  thorny  branches  of  the  mimosa,  which  is  very  common  in  this 
neighbourhood.  Of  course,  both  fences  and  canal  required  to  be  kept 
in  repair ;  but  it  is  very  difficult  to  induce  the  people  to  engage  in 
this  needful  work.  We  even  find  it  difficult  to  prevail  on  them  to  sow 
at  the  proper  season.  The  result  of  this  neglect  is,  not  unfrequently, 
great  suffering. 

Our  meetings  during  the  Passion- Week  and  at  the  Easter  festival 
were  well  attended. 

May  26th. — On  this  day,  we  had  the  pleasure  to  welcome  our 
dear  Br.  and  Sr.  Elinghardt  once  more  among  us,  and  joined  them  in 
thanks  and  praise  to  Him,  who  had  preserved  them  in  safety  during  their 
long  journey.  For  several  days  before  their  arrival,  people  had  gone 
on  foot,  and  on  horseback,  from  the  settlement,  and  ascended  to  points 
in  the  mountains,  which  commanded  a  view  of  the  road  by  which  the 
travellers  were  expected  to  come.  Sharp  as  their  eyes  are,  they  were 
more  than  once  deceived.  At  length,  when  it  was  ascertained  that  the 
^Aggon  was  really  coming,  the  entire  population  of  the  place  hurried 
forth  to  meet  and  welcome  their  beloved  teacher.  This  dear  brother  is 
especially  beloved  by  the  people,  in  consequence  of  the  many  trials 
through  which  he  passed,  and  the  many  proofe  of  the  Lord's  goodness 
he  enjoyed,  together  with  the  congregation,  during  the  distressing 
period  of  the  last  Kaffir  war.  Such  a  reception,  as  he  now  met  with, 
afler  a  short  period  of  absence,  cannot  be  described,  but  must  be 
experienced  in  order  to  be  understood. 

We  celebrated  the  festival  of  Whitsuntide  with  thanks  and  sup- 
plication— ^with  thanks,  that  we  are  permitted  to  see  that  the  Holy 
Ghost  is  carrying  on  His  blessed  work  in  many  hearts — and  supplica- 
ticm,  that  He  would  be  pleased  to  come  yet  more  abundantly,  not  only 
upon  the  souls  under  our  charge,  but  also  on  us.  His  poor,  feeble 
servants. 

June  Sth. — ^We  held  a  prayer-meeting,  in  which  we  especially 
remembered  the  General  Synod  which  was  to  assemble  on  this  day. 
Although  it  is  likely,  that  the  majority  of  our  people  have  not  a  very 
clear  idea  of  the  nature  and  intention  of  this  assembly,  we  are  never- 
theless assured,  that  many  simple  prayers  ascended  to  our  Saviour, 
that  he  would  be  pleased  to  be  with  His  servants,  and  that  these  peti- 
tions were  not  unheeded. 

On  the  13/^,  the  Lord  presented  Br.  and  Sr.  Richter  with  an 
in£uit  daughter,  which,  on  the  21st,  was  presented  to  Him  in  Holy 
Baptism.

From  Br,  J.  J.  Muller. 

"Dear  Brother,  "Elim,  Sep.  21«/,  1857. 

"  THE  recent  departure  of  several  members  of  our  congregation  has 
been  attended  with  circumstances  which  afforded  us  cause  for  rejoicing. 
For  example,  a  communicant  sister  was  lately  called  from  time  into 
eternity.    She  was  at  one  time  full  of  pride,  to  a  dreadful  degree,  be- 
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hared  in  a  refractory  manner  to  the  Missionaries,  even  withdrew,  for  a 
season,  from  the  Holy  Communion,  and  caused  us  much  distress.  But, 
during  her  last  illness,  our  Saviour  took  her  under  His  discipline :  she 
became  acquainted  with  her  own  heart,  as  full  of  deceit,  pride  and 
self-righteousness;  the  Spirit  of  God  revealed  to  her  the  sinftilness 
of  her  past  life  and  her  innate  depravity.  The  result  was,  that  on  our 
frequent  visits,  she  expressed  herself  with  the  utmost  penitence,  giving 
up  all  her  own  fancied  righteousness,  and  placing  her  hopes  in  the 
merits  and  righteousness  of  Christ  alone. 

"  An  aged  communicant  brother  departed  about  the  same  time, 
believing  on  his  Redeemer.  He  had  no  relations  to  care  for  him  in 
his  declining  years,  and  when  much  tried  by  bodily  sickness ;  but  the 
Lord  inclined  the  hearts  of  a  married  couple  to  attend  to  his  wants,  in 
the  kindest  manner,  until  his  happy  dissolution.  They  exhibited  a 
pattern  of  Christian  love,  such  as  is  not  often  met  with  among  us,  and, 
we  believe,  the  Lord  will  not  leave  them  unrewarded. 

''  Although  much  that  is  distressing  and  discouraging  occurs  in 
our  congregation,  yet,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  delightful  to  see,  that  ihe 
Lord,  by  His  Spirit,  prepares  individual  souls  for  His  heavenly  king- 
dom, and  that  the  good  seed  sown  does,  in  many  instances,  bring  forth 
good  fruit.  At  the  last  general  speaking,  the  married  people  were  con- 
versed with  in  couples,  on  which  occasion,  their  speciid  duties,  particu- 
larly in  reference  to  the  education  of  the  children,  were  insisted  on. 
"We  had  the  satisfaction  to  ascertain,  that  they  all,  with  the  exception 
of  one  couple,  were  living  together  in  love  and  harmony.  After  this 
speaking,  47  persons  were  advanced  in  their  various  church  privileges. 
On  Sunday  next,  10  adults  are  to  be  baptized.  Altogether  27  persons 
have  been  admitted  from  heathenism  into  the  visible  Church,  at  this 
place,  during  the  past  year." 


From  Br.  J.  F.  Wedeman. 
"Dear  Brother,  " Robben-Island,  Sep.  21»/,  1857. 

"  THE  Lord  continues  to  bless  the  preaching  of  His  word  to  the 
lepers  and  other  patients.  Most  of  them  manifest  a  hunger  and  thirst 
after  the  word  of  life,  and  an  earnest  desire  for  that  peace,  which 
Jesus  alone  can  give. 

"  On  the  29/A  of  August,  I  was  called  in  the  night  to  an  unbap- 
tized  man  in  the  Leper-hospital.  He  had  always  appeared  careless  re- 
garding the  salvation  of  his  soid,  I  was  therefore  agreeably  surprised 
to  hear,  that  the  reason  of  his  sending  for  me  was,  that  he  was  uneasy 
on  account  of  his  sins,  and  felt  himself  in  a  state  of  condemnation.  I 
told  him,  that  Christ  had  come  into  the  world  to  save  those  who  were 
in  such  a  state,  and  reminded  him  of  the  penitent  thief,  whom  our 
Saviour  took  with  Him  into  paradise.  I  then  prayed,  almost  all  the  in- 
mates in  the  room,  eighteen  in  number,  devoutly  joining  me.  The 
presence  of  the  Lord  was  strikingly  felt  among  us  ;  and  the  peace  of 
God  was  imparted  to  the  troubled  soul,  so  that  this  poor  man  has 
since  been  joyful  in  the  Lord." 
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"  October  6th^  1857. 

"  Having  received  some  hjnnn-books  of  the  old  editions,  of  which 
seven  are,  as  I  find,  frdm  Fairfield,  near  Manchester — ^I  beg  to 
offer  the  kind  donors  our  best  thanks  for  them.  These  books  are  used 
by  the  English-speaking  portion  of  our  congregation,  and  are  much 
valued.  Some  of  the  patients  make  use  of  the  hymn-books  on  their 
beds  of  languishing,  and  often  appear  to  derive  much  comfort  irom 
them. 

"  Among  the  rest,  there  are  here  a  number  of  Koman  Catholics. 
The  priest  who  comes  here  occasionally,  has  strictly  forbidden  them 
to  listen  to  me,  or  to  attend  our  services ;  yet,  I  rejoice  to  say,  that 
some  of  them  have  been,  by  the  blessing  of  the  Lord,  brought  to  the 
true  light  of  the  Grospel.  They  have  gladly  accepted  New  Testaments 
and  tracts,  and  attend  our  meetings  regularly.  I  beg  to  commend  all 
these  dear  souls  to  the  faithful  intercession  of  all  who  take  an  interest 
in  the  conversion  of  sinners,  that  the  Lord  would  grant  them  grace  to 
remain  steadfest,  and  to  be  grounded  more  and  more  on  Christ  the 
Rock." 


WEST  INDIES. 


THE  accounts  from  Jamaica  afford  some  pleasing  information  re- 
specting the  progress  of  the  mission-work  in  that  island,  while  the 
intelligence  of  the  unexpected  departure  of  Br.  Pfeiffer  to  his  rest, 
after  a  lengthened  service  in  the  Lord's  vineyard,  marked  by  many 
trials,  will  have  a  mournful  interest  for  those  to  whom  his  name  has 
long  been  familiar. 

The  information  from  Awtioua,  St.  Kitts,  Barbadoes,  Tobago, 
and  the  Danish  Islands,  contains  several  features  which  are  interest- 
ing, as  exemplifying  the  character  and  results  of  missionary  labour  in 
this  part  of  the  world,  and  the  circumstances  of  those  who  are  the 
objects  of  those  labours.  The  letters  of  Br.  Heath  and  Br.  T.  E. 
Zippel,  give  pleasing  testimony  of  the  Christian  liberality  of  the  con- 
gregations at  New-Carmel  in  Jamaica,  and  Montgomery  in  Tobago. 

The  letter  of  Br.  Grunewald  from  the  Mosquito-Coast,  conveys 
a  lively  id6a  of  the  impressions  produced  on  the  mind  of  a  new-comer 
by  that  region^  and  its  population,  and,  at  the  same  time,  of  the  efforts 
already  made,  or  in  contemplation,  for  the  spread  of  the  knowledge  of 
the  Redeemer. 


JAMAICA. 

From  Br.  G.  Heath. 

"Deab  Brother,  "Beaufort,  Oct,  23rr/.,  1857. 

"  IN  the  past  week,  nearly  all  our  Missionary  Brethren  and  Sisters 

assembled  at  Fairfield,  where  we  also  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Br. 
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"Westerby,  who  had  arrived  from  Antigua  by  the  last  packet,  to  ordain 
the  Bm.  Sonderman  and  Ward. 

"  On  Tuesday,  the  pupils  of  the  Training-school  were  examined  in 
various  branches  of  education,  and,  to  quote  the  words  of  Br.  Westerby 
in  his  concluding  address,  '  did  both  themselves  and  their  teachers 
credit.*  Several  clergymen  and  ministers  of  various  denominations 
were  present.  Two  young  men,  having  concluded  their  studies,  have 
been  appointed  teachers  in  our  station-schools,  at  Bethany  and  Betha- 
bara.  May  the  Holy  Spirit  go  with  them,  preserve  them  from  evil, 
and  further  them  in  God's  holy  ways  ! 

"  On  the  following  day,  took  place  the  ordination  of  the  Bm.  Son- 
derman and  Ward.  A  large  congregation  was  present,  among  whom 
were  several  ministers.  It  was  a  very  solemn  and  profitable  service. 
Shortly  afterwards,  a  missionary  love-feast  was  held,  at  which  Br. 
Westerby  and  several  of  our  other  missionaries,  as  well  as  some  minis- 
ters of  other  denominations,  delivered  suitable  addresses. 

"  On  Thursday  we  held  the  general  missionary  conference,  on 
which  occasion  Br.  Isaac  Prince  was  accepted  an  acoluth." 

''Dec.  22nd.,  1857. 

"  The  enlargement  of  the  church  at  New-Carmel  is  progressing  as 
rapidly  as  Br.  Reinke  can  get  the  carpenters  to  work.  The  liberality 
of  the  congregation  there  is  almost  unprecedented.  They  have  con- 
tributed towards  the  work,  not  only  on  paper,  but  in  cash,  about  £800 

''  In  the  beginning  of  this  month,  my  wife  and  myself  attended  a 
missionary  meeting  at  New-Bethlehem.  On  our  way  up  the  mountains, 
we  called  and  rested  at  Schoolfield,  and  were  glad  to  find  the  school  in 
a  satisfactory  state.  There  were  seventeen  boys  and  as  many  girls 
present ;  but  the  general  attendance,  according  to  the  books,  was 
about  forty-five  of  both  sexes.  This  is  one  of  the  schools  kindly  sap- 
ported  by  the  Ladies'  Negro  Education  Society. 

"  In  the  evening,  we  reached  New-Bethlehem,  and  found  Br.  and  Sr. 
Grcissler  waiting  at  their  garden-gate  to  welcome  us.  On  the  follow- 
ing afternoon,  about  600  people  assembled  in  the  church,  and  a  very 
interesting  meeting  was  held.  Two  of  the  neighbouring  clergymen, 
beside  Br.  Sonderman  and  myself,  delivered  addresses,  while  Br. 
Geissler  superintended  the  music.  After  the  meeting,  the  people 
crowded  to  shake  hands  with  us,  especially  with  Sr.  Heath,  who  had 
not  been  there  since  the  time  of  our  leaving,  in  1853.  I  was  much 
gratified  to  observe  the  improved  appearance  of  the  congregation,  as 
well  as  their  order  and  attention.  The  station-school  also  appears  to 
be  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

"  I  have  just  heard  of  the  happy  departure  of  one  of  our  communi- 
cant sisters,  who  was  a  consistent  Christian,  and  filled  the  office  of  a 
chapel-servant.  Her  last  words  were,  '  My  body  will  go  to  the  dust, 
but  ray  soul  will  go  to  the  Lord  Jesus.'  ^ 

"  In  a  letter  from  Bf.  Pfeiffer  at  Ncw-IIope,  is  the  following  inte- 
resting account  of  meetings  held  there  at  the  beginning  of  the  year : — 
'  Yesterday,  being  the  first  Monday  in  the  month,  your  letters  arrived, 
and  found  me  in  the  midst  of  a  course  of  labour,  for  the  performance  of 
which  I  was  hardly  fit,  as  I  felt  much  fatigued  from  the  work  of  the 
previous  day.  Nevertheless,  I  had  to  be  engaged  from  morning  till 
dinner-time  in  settling  disputes  and  hearing  complaints.     While  I  was 
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at  dinner,  the  people  were  assembling  for  the  missionary  prayer-meet- 
ing. This  was  numerously  attended  and  proved  very  interesting  and 
edifying.  In  addition  to  the  usual  object,  it  was  resolved  at  this 
meeting,  to  revive  the  New-Hope  Missionary  Association,  and  eighty- 
five  subscribers*  names  were  set  down.  Several  brethren  spoke  very 
feelingly  and  much  to  the  purpose.  One,  in  particular,  expressed 
himself  with  such  solemnity  and  emotion  of  heart,  that  tears  were 
shed,  both  by  himself  and  many  who  heard  him.  As  a  further  proof 
of  the  cheerful  spirit  manifested  at  this  meeting,  I  may  add,  that  when, 
on  account  of  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  I  proposed  not  to  detain  the 
people  any  longer,  but  to  postpone  the  receiving  of  subscriptions,  &c., 
till  another  opportunity,  several  rose  and  said,  '  If  minister  is  not  too 
tired,  we  will  wait  for  our  names  to  be  entered.'  May  the  Lord  lay 
His  blessing  on  this  feeble  attempt  to  promote  His  glory! ' 

"  I  may  here  add  a  few  remarks  respecting  our  own  congregation  at 
Beaufort.  We  were  favoured  with  pleasant  Christmas  and  New-Year 
seasons,  aU  the  services  being  well  attended.  On  the  29th  of  Decem- 
ber, we  held  an  examination  of  our  station-school.  The  children 
acquitted  themselves  very  satisfactorily,  some  of  the  elder  ones  shew- 
ing a  much  greater  proficiency  in  mental  arithmetic  and  geography 
than  we  had  expected. 

"  On  the  SOth,  we  rode  over  to  Ashton,  to  examine  the  Birken- 
head School.  The  children  generally  had  improved  in  reading,  and  a 
few  had  made  some  progress  in  arithmetic.  The  locality  is  in  the 
midst  of  the  woods,  and  a  sort  of  rusticity  marks  the  school.  Still, 
there  was  a  heartiness  *  in  the  style  of  the  children's  performances 
which  pleased  me." 

'^January  nth,  1858. 
"  Little  did  I  think,  that  at  the  very  time  I  was  writing  an  account 
of  the  interesting  meetings  held  at  New-Hope,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  by  our  deay  Br.  Pfeiffer,  he  was  suddenly  arrested  in  his  zealous 
and  abundant  labours,  and  that,  in  a  few  days,  he  would  enter  on  his 
rest.  Yet  so  it  was.  Br.  Pfeiffer  was  taken  ill  with  fever,  while 
engaged  in  speaking  with  the  members  of  the  congregation,  on  Wed- 
nesday, the  6th  inst. ;  his  strength  rapidly  failed  him,  and,  having 
dismissed  the  people,  he  retired  to  bed  and  took  some  medicine.  At 
this  time,  Sr.  Pfeiffer,  who  had  been  very  ill  some  weeks  before,  was 
at  one  of  the  mountwn-stations,  for  change  of  air.  On  Friday,  Br. 
Beinke  heard  of  Br.  P.'s  illness,  and  rode  down  from  New-Carmel  to 
see  him.  He  found  him  very  poorly,  and  gave  him  more  medicine. 
On  Saturday  he  appeared  rather  better,  and  on  Sunday  morning  could 
be  conveyed  on  a  stretcher  to  Hopeton,  where  our  good  and  kind 
friends  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Scott  received  him  with  their  usual  hospitcdity, 
and  ministered  to  his  necessities.  Br.  Beinke  then  left  him  to  attend 
to  his  Sunday's  duties,  but  returned  in  the  afternoon,  accompanied  by 
Sr.  Reinke,  and  their  two  little  girls.  At  this  time,  Br.  Pfeiffer 
appeared  cheerful,  though  Br.  Reinke  noticed  an  alteration  in  the 
expression  of  his  face.  Still,  no  one  thought  his  end  was  so  near. 
In  the  course  of  the  night,  he  took  arrow-root  several  times.  On  the 
morning  of  Monday,  the  11th,  he  drank  some  coffee,  and  wrote  a  short 
note  which  he  despatched  to  New-Carmel.  When  the  messenger  re- 
turned and  delivered  his  message  at  the  bedroom  door,  the  person  who 
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was  sitting  at  the  bed-side  noticed  that  Br.  Pfeifier  made  no  replj,  and 
on  turning  to  him,  saw  that  he  was  near  his  end.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Soott 
were  immediately  called,  and  came  just  in  time  to  see  him  breathe  his 
last.  He  had  reclined  his  head  on  the  pillow,  and  without  a  straggle, 
sigh,  or  groan,  fell  sofUj  and  sweetly  asleep  in  Jesus.  It  appears  that 
he  did  not  expect  his  end  to  be  so  near,  as  he  declined  Br.  Reinke's 
offer  to  write  to  Sr.  Peiffer. 

"  It  may  be  truly  said  of  our  late  brother,  that  whatsoerer  his 
hand  found  to  do  in  the  vineyard,  he  did  it  with  all  his  might.  Un- 
tiring activity,  in  season  and  out  of  season,  was  the  great  feature  of  his 
service.  His  Master  had  granted  him  several  excellent  gifls,  and,  by 
divine  grace,  he  used  them  with  all  earnestness.  His  long  service  o^ 
thirty  years  in  the  mission-field,  was  at  times  marked  by  severe  trials.* 
He  now  rests  from  his  labours,  in  the  presence  of  that  adorable  Saviour 
who  alone  was  all  his  hope,  and  in  whose  service  he  delighted  to  be 
engaged.  Sr.  Pfeifier  is  much  supported,  and  bears  her  trial  with 
Christian  fortitude." 


COUNTRY  SCHOOLS  IN  JAMAICA. 

(From  the  Occasional  Paper  of  the  **  Lokdor  Association,**  No,  9.) 

THE"  establishment  of  schools,  bearing  the  designation  of  Country 
schools,  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of  negroes  residing  at  a  distance 
from  the  Moravian  missionary  stations,  has  happily  been  effected  in 
more  than  one  of  the  West  India  Islands.  But  in  Jamaica,  where  the 
population  is  more  widely  scattered  than  in  other  islands,  they  have 
been  more  urgently  required,  and  there  the  largest  number  of  them 
will  be  found.  Since  the  first  were  opened  there  m  the  year  1850,  the 
number  of  children  thus  brought  under  Christian  instruction  has  gra- 
dually increased  until  the  present  year,  when  it  has  fallen  below  that 
of  the  preceding  year,  but  still  exceeds  that  of  the  year  1855.  This 
arises  partly  from  the  closing  of  three  schools,  two  of  them  only  while 
the  school-building  is  under  construction  or  repair,  and  partly  from  the 
prevalent  scarcity  and  deamess  of  provisions,  on  which  occasions,  the 
parents  are  tempted  to  employ  their  children  in  labour,  or  in  searching 
for  food,  instead  of  sending  them  to  school. 

In  1S54,  there  were  30  schools  open,  containing  1478  children  on  the  books.

It  thus  appears  that  the  number  in  September  last  fell  short  of  the 
previous  year  by  181,  but  exceeded  that  of  the  year  1855  by  84,  as 
will  appear  in  the  table  which  follows.  The  current  expense  of  these 
country  schools  in  1856  was  £471  12s.  lOjd.,  and  upon  this  subject  an 
observation  or  two  will  presently  be  made. 

*  The  hostility  and  ill-treatment  to  which  he  was  sulyected,  during  the  insur- 
rection of  the  negroes  in  1S31, — his  trial  hefore  a  oonrt-martdal,  on  a  charge  equally 
unfounded  and  ahsurd, — liis  acquittal  and  long  period  of  subsequent  uscfuln^s,  in 
the  course  of  which  he  received  tokens  of  esteem  from  not  a  few  of  his  former  oppo- 
nents, are  circumstances  familiar  to  the  readers  of  the  Periodical  Accounts. — Eds.

With  regard  to  the  expense  of  the  schools,  an  arrangement  was 
made  at  their  first  opening,  that  a  subscription  of  £10  per  annum,  or 
for  a  larger  school  £20  per  annnm,  would  ensure  that  a  school  should 
be  opened,  which  should  bear  any  name  which  the  subscribers  might 
desire,  and  that  its  progress  should  be  reported  periodically.  These 
sums  were  then  sufiUcient  for  the  purpose,  and  they  are  still  so  in  some 
'  instances,  but  in  course  of  years,  the  demand  for  teachers  has  increased, 
and  a  better  grade  of  education  has  been  introduced  among  the  people, 
and  hence  it  has  occurred,  that,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  the  sums  men- 
tioned are  not  sufficient  alone  for  the  support  of  a  school.  Still  the 
brethren  expect,  with  the  aid  of  these  kind  contributions,  to  keep  open 
the  varioos  schools  for  which  these  sums  are  paid,  and  they  will  en-

deavour  to  find  means,  from  the  general  school-fiind  or  from  other 
sources,  to  meet  any  surplus  charge.  The  committee  of  the  London 
Association  therefore  trust,  that  the  same  scale  of  contribution  will  be 
maintained,  but  if,  under  the  circumstances  stated,  any  addition  can  be 
made  to  the  amount,  it  will  the  better  ensure  the  continuance  of  the 
school  intended  to  be  supported,  and  the  preservation  and  continuance 
of  others.  They  woidd  express  the  further  hope,  that  friends  of  the 
Negro  child,  who  may  not  hitherto  have  contributed  to  these  Country 
schools,  will  kindly  assist,  by  their  liberality,  in  the  maintenance  of 
these  institutions,  which  are  now  carried  on  with  encouraging  results 
in  the  islands  of  Jamaica,  Barbadoes,  and  Tobago. 

Extract  from  the  report  of  the  Country  schools  connected  with 
New  Carmel,  1857 : — "  Our  schools  have  a  mollifying  and  humanizing 
influence,  help  to  raise  the  social  standard  of  the  Creole  population, 
and,  not  unfrequently,  startle  the  carnally-minded  into  a  notice  of 
eternal  things,  and  sometimes  perhaps  are  the  means  of  producing,  by 
the  agency  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  lasting  serious  impressions.  They  help 
to  direct  the  attention  of  the  parents  and  children  to  the  sanctification 
of  the  Sabbath,  and  bring  Scripture  truths  home  to  the  dwellings  of 
the  peasantry  in  a  very  marked  and  blessed  manner/' 

Br.  G.  Heath  writes  thus  from  Beaufort,  21st  September,  1857: — 
"You  will  notice  in  the  school-reports  now  sent,  a  falling-offin  num- 
bers. Our  dear  friends  need  not  however  be  discouraged — the  causes 
are,  I  trust,  temporary.  Many  of  the  people  vsalue  education  very 
much  ;  they  supply  their  children  well  with  school-books,  and  pay 
the  small  fee  we  demand.  It  is,  however,  quite  true,  that  in  many  of 
our  country  schools,  the  people  are  very  backward  to  pay  the  fee  of 
l^d.  a-week  for  each  child.  But  we  must  not  forget  that  the  schools 
were  originally  set  on  foot  by  their  kind  patrons  to  meet  this  evil,  and 
that  the  children  might  not  suffer  through  the  carelessness  or  inability 
of  the  parents,  and  the  grant  of  10/.  or  201,  to  a  school  prevents  our 
turning  away  any,  on  account  of  non-payment  of  fees.  At  the  same 
time,  we  endeavour  to  induce  all  parents  who  are  able,  to  attend  to 
this  duty.  Indeed,  where  they  do  not,  we  find  it  difiicult  to  maintain 
the  school,  especially  where  the  teachers  are  married  men  with  fisunilies, 
and  their  wives  attend  to  the  sewing-school.  In  a  f^w  of  our  schoolsy 
we  have  good  female  teachers  who  are  single,  as  Georgians  Jones  and 
Mrs.  Kerr,  who  may  find  10/.  per  annum  suffice  with  the  scanty  fees 
now  paid ;  but  married  couples  with  two  or  three  children  cannot^  and 
are  apt  to  become  disheartened  when  they  see  the  day-labourers  around 
them  better  supported." 


ANTIGUA. 
From  Br,  C.  B.  Ellis. 

{From  the  Missions-Blatt.) 

BR.  ELLIS  writes  from  Gbacehill,  July  9thy  1858 :  — -"The  quar- 
terly love  feasts  of  the  Missionary  Associations,  lately  held  at  Lebanon 
and  Newfield,  were  very  refreshing  services.  I  feel  assured  that  peace 
and  joy  pervaded  all  hearts,  and  only  wish,  that  some  of  our  kind 
friends  could  have  been  present  on  those  occasions,  and  have  shared 
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the  blessings  whicli  we  experienced.  O  how  full  of  praise  and  thank- 
Mness  was  mj  heart,  when  I  mounted  my  horse,  after  the  meeting  at 
Lebanon,  to  return  home,  late  at  night.  On  my  way,  as  I  beheld  the 
splendid  moonlight,  and  the  chaste  splendour  of  innumerable  stars,  I 
could  not  refrain  from  uttering  aloud,  amid  the  solemn  silence  of  the 
night,  the  words  of  the  Psalmist,  '  The  heavens  declare  the  glory  of 
Crod,  and  the  firmament  sheweth  His  handy-work  *  (Ps.  xix.  1). 

"  We  celebrated  the  festival  of  Easter  with  sacred  joy,  and  under 
the  blessing  of  the  Lord.  At  5  o'clock  in  the  morning,  the  congrega- 
tion assembled,  and  joined  in  songs  of  praise  to  our  risen  Redeemer. 
After  the  meeting,  we  proceeded  in  decorous  order  to  the  burying- 
ground,  where  we  prayed  the  Easter-morning  litany.  We  were  pre- 
served from  all  disturbance,  by  disorderly  or  evil-disposed  persons, 
which  is  said  to  have  taken  place  sometimes,  on  former  occasions.  At 
1 1  o'clock,  I  preached  to  a  large  assembly,  after  which  we  celebrated 
the  Lord's  Supper,  at  which  a  goodly  number  of  our  communicants 
were  present.  After  this,  my  wife  and  myself,  having  taken  a  little 
refi^hment,  proceeded  to  the  town  of  English  Harbour,  about  three 
miles  from  this  station,  to  administer  the  Holy  Communion  to  some 
aged  widows,  most  of  whom  are  blind,  lame,  or  otherwise  infirm.  This 
little  company  partook  of  the  sacred  feast,  with  the  same  enjoyment  of 
our  Saviour's  presence,  in  a  poor  little  hut,  as  had  characterized  the 
celebration  in  our  neat  and  spacious  church.  We  then  visited  some 
sick  persons  in  another  part  of  the  town.  Among  these  was  an  old 
woman,  whom  we  found  on  a  sick-bed.  We  could  not  but  be  pleased 
at  the  attention  with  which  she  listened  to  my  words,  and  the  devout- 
ness  with  which  she  answered  the  questions  I  addressed  to  her.  As 
we  were  going,  she  drew  my  wife  near  her,  and  said  in  a  whisper, 

*  Missis,  the  floor  of  my  house  is  very  damp,  if  you  have  a  pair  of  old 
shoes  of  Massa's,  please  to  give  them  to  me,  for  my  large  foot  would 
not  go  into  one  of  your  little  shoes.'  This  was  willingly  promised ; 
but  this  was  her  last  request,  which  we  had  not  time  to  fidfil.  A  few 
days  after,  she  departed  in  peace,  we  believe,  as  a  pardoned  sinner, 
whose  death  was  a  release  from  much  suffering,  through  poverty  and 
sickness.  After  we  had  returned  home,  I  held  the  evening  service,  at 
which  a  numerous  auditory  was  present. 

"  On  the  Srd  of  May,  besides  the  usiial  services,  we  celebrated  the 
widows'  festival.  About  a  hundred  were  present  at  the  meetings,  of 
whom  many  afterwards  declared,  that  the  day  had  been  one  of  refresh, 
ment  to  them.  An  old  man  also  presented  himself  for  admission ; 
when  I  told  him,  that  the  festival  was  only  for  widows,  he  replied, 

*  Well,  Massa,  me  one  true  widow.'  Seeing  that  he  understood  me  to 
doubt  the  correctness  of  his  way  of  life,  I  attempted  no  further  ex- 
planation, but  said,  *Vcry  good,  but  this  festival  is  only  for  the 
female  widows,  and  you  surely  would  not  like  to  be  present,  as  the 
only  man,  among  a  hundred  women.'  This  he  understood.  '  O  Massa,' 
was  his  answer,  '  me  no  know  dat.  All  right,  all  right.  It  only  for 
de  female  widows.' 

"On  the  17 th  of  May,  I  preached  a  missionary-sermon  at  Green 
Bay,  and  took  part  in  the  love-feast  which  followed.  The  crowded 
assembly,  and  the  beautiful  singing  of  the  choir  and  congregation, 
made  a  pleasing  impression  on  mc.    It  is  certain,  that  Br.  Buckley,

who  IB  the  miaaioiiary  at  this  station,  is  much  bleased.  His  humility, 
and  his  untiring  activity,  render  his  services  very  valuable.  Oh  that 
we  might  soon  have  many  such  native  fellow-labourers !

"  ACCEPT  our  best  thanks  for  the  interest  you  kindly  express  in  re- 
fereifbe  to  the  orphan-children.  We  have  just  received  some  articles 
of  clothing,  which  were  sent  with  our  supplies,  and  are  very  acceptable. 
May  the  Lord  bless  our  kind  friends  of  the  London  Association! 
Gladly  would  I  have  expressed  our  thanks  in  a  few  lines  addressed 
direcdy  to  them ;  but  time  fails  me.  Tou  would  do  us  a  great  favour 
if  you  would  exert  your  influence  on  behalf  of  our  country-schools,  of 
which  we  have  four,  all  well  attended,  and  of  great  use  in  the  districts 
where  they  are  situated.  Some  gentlemen  from  England,  of  the 
Society  of  Friends,  who  were  lately  here  on  a  visit,  kindly  gave  us  a 
donation  for  this,  and  similar  objects." 

From  Br.  C.  W.  Rontgek. 

"Dear  Brotheb,  "  Estribge,  January  28M,  1858, 

*^  I  AM  happy  to  say,  that  my  dear  wife  is  somewhat  better.     Some 

time  ago,  I  felt  much  alarmed  about  her,  but  the  Lord  has  graciously 

helped  her. 

"  This  morning  an  occurrence  took  place  which  has  made  a  deep 
impression  on  my  mind.  I  was  called  to  see  a  young  woman,  who  is 
living  with  her  parents,  and  who  appears  to  be  very  ill.  Some  years 
ago  ^e  belonged  to  our  Church,  but  was  excluded  on  account  of  her 
sinfol  life.  After  this  she  conducted  herself  in  even  a  worse  manner 
than  before.  I  often  admonished  her  to  give  up  her  sinful  course  of 
life,  and  turn  to  the  Lord.  On  such  occasions,  she  always  promised 
fairly,  but  continued  to  yield  to  temptation,  and  to  the  desires  of  her 
sinM  heart.  She  was  taken  ill  last  night,  and  I  was  sent  for  this 
morning  j  I  immediately  went,  and  was  told  that  she  had  been  speech- 
less for  some  hours.  I  however  addressed  her,  when  she  looked  at  me, 
and  cried  out,  *  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  have  mercy  upon  me,  and  save  my 
soul !  Satan  has  kept  me  from  serving  Christ.  Lord,  have  mercy  on 
me!

May  the  Lord  enlighten  her  dark  heart,  and  lead 
her  to  Himself!"

^'  I  HAVE  to  inform  you  that  the  Lord  our  Saviour  has  granted  me 

freedom  to  accept  the  call  to  Jamaica,  which  was  sent  to  me  by  last 
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maiL  I  do  this,  tnuting  that  I  sliall  still  reeeire  the  help,  whioh  I 
have  strikingly  experienced  hiUierto  in  my  Missionary-course. 

^^I  am  thankful  to  say  that  all  the  Missioni^  Brethren  and 
Sisters  are  well. 

"  Our  congregations  and  schools  are  pursuing  their  usual  course. 
The  fi)rmer  are,  I  regret  to  say,  so  cold  and  lifeless,  as  to  induce  the 
piuyer  '  O  that  the  Lcnrd  would  breathe  upon  these  slain,  that  they 
might  live ! '  The  schoob  are  prospering,  and  give  us  mudi  pleasure. 
The  new  house  for  Buxton  SchcK^  is  to  be  finished  by  the  end  of 
the  year." 


From  Br.  J.  Y.  Ebghill. 

"Dear  Brother,  "Bridoetowk,  January  2*1  thy  1858. 

"  WE  have  recently  had  a  visit  from  three  members  of  the  Society  of 
Friends  in  England,  Messrs.  Kemp  (father  and  son)  and  Holmes. 
They  are  estimable  men,  and  have  left  pleasant  recollections  among  us. 
They  delivered  addresses  at  all  our  stations,  visited  the  schools,  and 
expressed  themselves  pleased  and  interested  with  the  evidences  they 
had  of  the  extent  and  results  of  our  work  among  the  young,  at  the 
same  time  handing  us  contributions  towards  it. 

"  We  have  likewise  had  a  visit  from  a  gentleman  who  came  from 
the  United  States,  to  see  and  enquire  into  the  working  of  emancipation 
in  these  Islands.  His  object  is  to  promote  the  emancipation  of  the 
slaves  in  America,  where  he  says,  the  report  is  industriously  circulated, 
that  emancipation  in  the  West  Indies  has  been  a  failure,  and  that  these 
colonies  are  reverting  to  a  state  of  heathenism.  He  has  seen  the  re- 
verse of  all  he  had  heard,  and  has  procured  from  the  authorities  in- 
formation which,  I  trust,  will  prove  highly  important. 

"  I  have  received  with  the  supplies  a  box,  containing  wearing  ap- 
parel for  the  Ragged  Schools.  May  I  beg  you  to  express  our  thaiidks  to 
the  kind  donors,  as  also  to  Sr.  Ellis  of  Ockbrook,  and  Sr.  Reichel  of 
Bristol,  respectively,  for  the  useful  and  acceptable  presents  sent  by 
them." 

TOBAGO. 

From  Br.  T.  Edwin  Zifma.. 

**Dbar  Brother,  "Montoomeht,  January  9ihj  1S68j 

"  YOU  can  hardly  conceive,  how  I  have  had  to  work  here,  especially 
of  late,  in  order  to  keep  everything  going  in  its  proper  time  and 
place. 

•*  The  Sunday-school  and  services  at  Spring-Garden,  are  attended 
to  by  four  Helpers,  two  of  whom  alternate  in  preaching.  They  travel 
thither  regularly,  often  through  rain  and  mud.  I  have  known  them 
go  on  a  wet  day  and  find  only  two  persons  present.  However,  each 
took  one  schohur,  and  thus  a  small  Sunday-school  was  held.  The  day- 
school  at  Spring-Garden  continues  to  prosper.  The  new  teacher  for  it 
has  just  arrived  from  Antigua. 

"  On  New  Year's  Eve,  we  held  a  solemn,  and  I  think  edifying 
meeting,  the  church  being  quite  filled.    The  following  is  an  extract 
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from  the  Memorabilia  read  on  the  occasion :  '  In  looking  back  upon 
the  events,  which  have  aifected  this  congregation  during  the  past  year, 
we  cannot  but  be  filled  with  feelings  of  the  deepest  himiilitj  with  re- 
gard to  the  past,  and  confidence  in  the  Lord  in  reference  to  the 
future.' 

''  It  is  a  matter  of  devout  thankfulness  to  our  gracious  Lord,  that 
we  have  been  enabled  to  preach  the  word  of  the  Cross  every  Lord's- 
day  throughout  the  year,  while  the  other  meetings  and  week-day 
services  have  met  with  veir  little  interruption. 

^'  The  steady,  and  of  late  increasing  attendance  on  the  means  of 
grace,  is  a  roost  cheering  feature  in  the  history  of  the  year.  In  the 
Sunday-schools,  there  has  also  been  considerable  improvement  in  various 
ways,  and  if  no  visible  effects  have  been  produced  on  the  hearts  of 
those  attending  these  schools,  they  have,  at  all  events,  been  a  power- 
ful  means  of  good,  by  giving  our  young  people  a  better  knowledge  of 
the  word  of  God. 

**  In  connection  with  our  day-school,  we  have  been  enabled,  with- 
out much  expense  to  the  Mission-fund,  to  complete  a  building,  to  be  used 
as  a  sewing.school. 

"  We  have  lately  held  two  meetings  of  our  Missionary  Associa- 
tion, and  are  truly  thankful  to  the  Lord,  that  He  has  incluied  the  hearts 
of  our  people  to  subscribe  a  more  liberal  sum  for  the  cause  of  Missions, 
than  in  any  preceding  year,  the  amount  being  £52  15s." 


DANISH  ISLANDS. 

From  Br.  J.  Garbin. 
"Dear Brother,  "Friedenspeld, St. Croix,  Oc/.  12///,  1857- 
"  LAST  year  we  had  in  our  day-schools  494 'children  who  could  read, 
with  considerable  fluency,  any  chapter  of  the  New  Testament  which 
was  pointed  out  to  them.  As  the  whole  number  of  children  in  atten- 
dance is  about  1,500,  the  readers  foi-m  nearly  one-third  of  the  whole. 
This  is,  I  believe,  a  very  satisfectory  proportion,  as  the  children  are 
only  allowed  to  attend  school  up  to  the  age  of  ten  years,  and  not  more 
than  four  hours  a  day.  An  almost  imiversal  change  of  teachers  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  operated  disadvantageously.  Only  one  school 
was  spared  this  trial,  and  in  it  thei-e  were  in  September  65,  out  of  157, 
who  could  read  any  chapter  in  the  New  Testament,  besides  25  who  are 
beginning  to  read  it.  In  the  Saturday -school,  the  same  teacher  has 
41  Testament-readers,  out  of  63  children  on  the  list,  and  45  of  average 
attendance.  The  public  examinations  in  September  gave  general 
satisfaction ;  the  first  and  last  of  them  were  attended  by  the  Governor 
and  his  lady." 

MOSQUITO  COAST. 

From  Br,  Ed.  Grunewald. 

"  Dear  Brother,  "  Bluefields,  Decemher  Bthj  1857. 

"  UNDER  the  gracious  protection  of  our  Almighty  Lord,  we  arrived 

at  this  place  in  safety,  on  the  13th  of  October,  after  a  pleasant  voyage. 
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I  was  sorry  not  to  meet  you  in  London ;  however,  I  saw  much  which 
was  interesting  to  me.  In  company  with  Br.  and  Sr.  Lundberg,  and 
Br.  Kleiner,  I  sailed  from  Southampton  on  the  17th  of  September,  in 
the  steamer  La  Plata^  and  on  the  30th  of  that  month,  we  entered  the 
harbour  of  St.  Thomas.  There  a  new  world  met  my  view, — ^the 
people  black,  the  trees  having  a  strange  appearance,  and  all  different 
from  what  I  had  been  accustomed  to  see  at  home.  Here,  I  also  saw  the 
localities  where  our  early  Brethren  first  began  the  Mission-work, 
with  prayers  and  tears,  venturing  all  to  win  souls  for  the  Lamb.  I 
visited  Nisky  and  New-Herrnhut,  where  the  Brethren  and  Sisters 
received  me  with  much  kindness.  Accompanied  by  their  best  wishes, 
we  sailed  from  St.  Thomas  on  the  4th  of  October,  and  passing  Santa 
Martha,  Carthagena,  and  Greytown,  reached  the  Bluff  of  Bluefields  on 
the  13th,  whence  Br.  Feurig  fetched  us  in  two  boats.  On  landing, 
we  were  welcomed  with  singing ;  the  congregation  and  children  had 
assembled  to  greet  us,  Br.  Feurig  offered  prayer,  and  then  we  sang 
with  much  emotion,  *Now  let  us  praise  the  I^ord,  &c.*  (Hy.  Bk., 
No.  673) ;  I  cannot  describe  the  feelings  of  joy  and  gratitude  which  I 
then  experienced.  I  anew  devoted  myself  to  Uie  Lord,  with  body  and 
soul,  to  serve  Him  among  these  poor,  ignorant  people.  Then  we  pro- 
ceeded to  the  new  Mission-house,  which  is  pleasantly  situated,  opposite 
the  church,  on  a  slight  eminence.  In  the  evening,  we  were  introduced 
to  the  congregation. 

"  The  next  day,  Br.  Feurig  showed  me  the  locality  where  Br. 
Pfeiffer  commenced  the  work  of  the  Lord  in  this  region.  Then  we  went 
to  visit  the  King,  Greorge  Augustus,  for  whom  the  English  Consul, 
Dr.  Green,  has  built  a  handsome  house.  The  King  is  a  very  friendly 
young  man,  and  of  great  assistance  to  me  in  learning  the  Mosquito 
language. 

'^  Bluefields  is  finely  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  lagoon,  which 
ire  here  from  40  to  60  feet  high.  It  has  about  800  inhabitants,  of 
whom  about  400  attend  our  church;  they  consist  of  Creoles  and 
Indians,  all  of  whom  speak  English. 

"  The  school  is  held  in  the  church,  and  is  attended  by  sixty  or 
seventy  children.  The  teacher  is  P.  Blair,  who  has  learned  the  Indian 
language,  in  order  to  be  useful  among  the  natives. 

'^  I  am  at  present  residing  in  the  Mission-house,  mth  Br.  and  Sr. 
Feurig.  I  take  a  share  in  the  holding  of  meetings  and  in  visiting. 
Br.  F.  has  also  given  me  the  charge  of  the  school,  in  which  I  daily 
devote  an  hour  to  religious  instruction,  and  the  same  to  history  and 
arithmetic.  On  the  18th  of  October,  I  preached  for  the  first  time  in 
English,  on  Rev.  iii.  20.  llie  Lord  helped  and  blessed  me.  On  the 
following  Sunday,  I  accompanied  Br.  Feurig  to  Rama  Key,  a  small 
island,  eight  or  nine  miles  distant  from  Bluefields,  where  about  100 
Indians  dwell,  who  are  still  ignorant  heathen.  We  held  a  meeting  in 
oae  of  the  houses,  after  having  visited  them,  and  invited  them  to 
attend.  A  building  is  now  in  course  of  erection  at  Rama  Key,  to 
serve  as  a  place  of  worship  and  for  holding  school.  A  small  room 
y<n}l  be  attached  to  it,  for  the  use  of  the  Missionaries  on  their  visit. 

"  On  the  30th  of  October,  I  visited  Magdala  with  Br.  Feurig.  We 
went  in  a  boat  across  our  lagoon,  up  the  Bluefields  River,  and  then 
tliTough  several  creeks,  bounded  by  primeval  forests,  where  we  saw  mon- 
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keys  and  snakes,  and  a  variety  of  beantifbl  plants,  ferns,  &c.  Then, 
leaving  our  boat,  we  proceeded  about  an  hour  on  foot,  until  we  arrived 
at  the  Pearl-Key  lagoon,  where  another  boat  met  us,  and  conveyed  us 
to  our  destination.  Br.  and  Sr.  Jargensen  have  hitherto  been  engaged  in 
the  work  of  the  Lord  at  Magdala, — ^but  their  place  will  now  be  taken 
by  Br.  and  Sr.  Lundberg.  In  the  evening  we  met  the  congregation 
in  the  little  church.  The  Mission-house  is  connected  with  the  church, 
and  the  whole  is  very  neat.  On  the  following  Sunday,  I  preached 
on  the  subject  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  when  the  church  was  quite 
tilled, — the  auditory  including  many  Indians.  The  King  and  Dr. 
Green  were  also  present,  being  here  to  conduct  the  trial  of  a  murderer, 
which  was  to  tc^e  place  on  the  following  day;  the  criminal  was 
eventually  condemned  to  ten  years'  imprisonment.  We  shall,  therefore, 
still  have  an  opportunity  to  care  for  his  poor  soul,  and  to  direct  him 
to  the  Saviour  of  sinners. 

"  On  the  following  day,  we  visited  Rieta  Pora,  where  we  held  a 
iheeting  under  a  tree.  The  Indians  and  their  wives  and  children, 
only  hsdf-dressed,  sat  around  us,  and  devoutly  listened  to  our  words. 

"  After  Christmas,  the  Training-school  for  Indian  boys  b  to  be 
begun.  Some  of  the  children  are  already  here,  at  the  king's  house.  It 
is  as  yet  undecided  whether  the  institution  shall  be  established  here  or 
at  Magdala.  It  is  intended  that  I  shall  have  five  or  six  boys  entirely 
under  my  care,  that  I  may  train  them  for  future  usefulness,  among  their 
countrymen.  I  look  forward  with  plea^nire  to  the  time  when  I  shall 
be  able  to  impart  instruction  to  them  in  their  own  language. 

"An  extensive  field  lies  before  us;  there  are  from  6,000  to 
8,000  Indians  on  the  rivers  and  the  coast,  who,  as  yet,  know  nothing 
of  the  Saviour  of  sinners. 

"  Br.  Feurig  intends  to  undertake  a  journey  in  April,  accompanied 
by  me,  to  visit  all  the  Indian  settlements,  as  far  as  Gape  Gracias  i  Dios, 
and  to  see  where  we  can  still  fiirther  cast  out  our  net.  I  shall  then 
be  able  to  give  you  further  particulars  of  this  race.  As  far  as  I  at 
present  know  them,  they  are  good-natured  people,  docile,  firank,  and 
tiseful.  They  are,  however,  much  given  to  drunkenness,  and  have 
been  rendereid  suspicious,  through  the  deceptions  practised  on  them 
by  the  Creoles,  by  whom  they  are  despised  and  oppressed.  O  Lord, 
have  mercy  on  this  race,  for  whom  Thy  blood  was  shed!  I  often 
pray  thus,  and  hope  the  hour  will  ere  long  come,  when  these  poor,  and 
so  long  neglected  people  will  enter  the  gates  of  Zion. 

^*  My  principal  duty  at  present  is  to  leam  the  Indian  language, 
in  which  the  king  and  P.  Blaii*  are  of  great  assistance  to  me.  As 
there  is  nothing  printed  in  this  language,  the  meaning  of  each  word 
must  be  asked,  and  written  down  separately.  This  language  is  very 
defective,  and  mixed  with  English  words  ;  it  has,  however,  a  pleasing 
sound:  as  an  example,  take  the  words  'Yon  eissa  lupia,'  'Our 
Fathei's  Son,'  that  is,  our  Saviour. 

"  While  commending  myself  to  the  kind  intercession  of  yourself 
and  other  Christian  brethren  and  fnends  in  London,  which  I  specially 
need  in  the  delight&l,  but  arduous  duties  before  me, — ^I  would  ask  if 
you  could  favour  us  with  some  useful  articles  for  the  Indian  school, 
such  as  a  terrestial  globe,  a  map  of  Palestine,  and  some  Scripture 
prints.  Thus  far,  the  Lord  has  graciously  kept  me  in  good  health 
and  spirits.    May  He  continue  to  be  with  us,  and  bless  our  work  \ " 
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SURINAM. 

(Fnm  the  Mtssiotu-BlaU.) 
BR.  MENZE,  of  Paramaribo,  writes,  October  28th,  1857:— "1  lately 
enjoyed  the  privilege  of  preaching  the  word  of  life  to  the  negroes  on 
the  plantation  Hetyland,  the  only  one  in  this  district  which  nad  not 
been  opened  for  the  proclamation  of  the  GospeL  Having  received 
permission  from  the  attorney,  I  went  to  the  estate,  where  I  arrived  in 
the  evening.  Next  day,  the  manager  summoned  the  entire  body  of 
slaves  to  the  front  of  his  house,  in  order  to  hear  ftt)m  them  whether 
they  wished  that  the  *  Leriman '  (i.  e.  Tecu^her  or  Missionary)  should 
come  and  instruct  them, — they  not  having  expressed  any  such  wish. 
His  question  was  answered  by  an  unanimous  *  Yes  I '  I  therefore  at 
once  made  arrangements  for  divine  service.  At  the  appointed  time, 
the  negroes  assembled,  in  good  order  and  in  clean  clothes,  and,  when 
I  entered,  all  faces  were  turned  toward  me,  with  an  expression  of  the 
most  livdy  expectation.  I  began  with  a  prayer,  in  which  I  thanked 
the  Lord  ror  causing  this  place  to  be  opened  for  the  preaching  of  the 
Qoepel,  and  implored  Him  to  lay  His  blessing  thereon,  in  richest 
met&sure.  I  then  spoke  on  the  woi*ds,  'Come  unto  me  all  ye  that 
labour  and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest'  (Matt.  xi.  28.) 
This  was  the  first  religious  discourse  which  these  negroes  had  ever 
heard,  yet  I  was  glad  to  observe,  not  only  that  they  were  generally 
attentive,  but  that  it  appeared  as  if  the  Lord  opened  the  hearts  of 
some,  so  that  they  received  the  word  with  joy.  Immediately  after 
the  service,  thirty-two  persons  requested  that  dieir  names  might  be 
put  down.  I  do  not  in  general  attach  much  value  to  these  hasty 
resolutions  to  attend  the  church,  and  take  religious  instruction, 
as  experience  too  often  proves  that  there  are  many  who  *hear 
the  word  and  anon  with  joy  receive  it;  yet  have  they  not  root 
in  themselves.'  (Matt  xiii.  20,  21.)  But  on  this  occasion  the  readi- 
ness of  the  poor  people  caused  me  to  rejoice,  while  the  manager  was 
not  a  little  surprised. 

**  On  occasion  of  a  later  visit  at  this  place,  I  ascertained  that 
there  was  an  idol-house  on  the  estates;  I  therefore  stated  to  the 
people,  that  if  they  really  were  desirous  of  becoming  Christians,  it  was 
time  to  put  away  their  old  *  religion,'  for  so  they  call  their  gods  and 
fetishes.  To  my  great  joy,  they  directly  expressed  their  willingness  to 
do  so.  I  then  went  at  once  to  the  place,  accompanied  by  the  driver 
^d  some  of  the  people,  and,  having  broken  the  idolatrous  vessels,  pulled 
the  house  down  to  the  foundation.  May  the  Lord  bref^  the  hearts 
with  the  hammer  of  His  word,  and  prepare  them  for  temples  of  the 
Holy  Ghost!" 

Br.  A.  Ban,  who  has  charge  of  the  Training-School  at  Beekhuizen, 
gives  the  following  account  of  the  opening  of  the  new  church  and 
school  at  that  place : — "  The  22nd  of  November  was  to  us  a  day 
which  the  Lord  had  made,  full  of  pleasing  hope  for  the  foture,  and  one 
which  will  be  remembered  with  gratitude  by  many,  and  especially  by 
the  pupils  of  our  school.  The  buSding  which  we  had  formerly  used  for 
the  purposes  of  church  and  school  was  small,  and  much  out  of  repair,  as 
well  as  very  unsuitedfor  school  use.  Hence  the  need  of  an  alteration,  or, 
if  possible,  a  re-erection  of  the  building,  had  long  been  felt.  But  the 
necessary  means  were  wanting,  and,  indeed,  the  slender  results  of  our 
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labours  did  not  encourage  any  increased  outlay  at  the  present  time. 
Such  was  the  state  of  affairs,  when  it  pleased  the  Lord,  in  whose 
hand  are  the  hearts  of  all  men,  without  any  interference  on  our  part, 
to  provide  the  means  for  the  work,  and  to  make  evident  the  propriety 
of  imdertaking  it, — thus  showing  that  He  has  not  withdrawn  His 
merciful  hand  from  this  institution,  which  was  established  in  His 
name,  and  for  His  sake. 

''  Thus,  then,  it  was  determined  that  a  school-house,  suitable  to  be 
used  likevnse  as  a  church,  should  be  erected.  Site  and  plan  were 
agreed  on,  and  the  needful  preliminary  operations,  mostly  performed 
by  the  boys,  were  so  far  completed,  that  the  foundation-stone  could 
be  laid  on  the  13th  of  July.  The  building  then  proceeded  rapidly, 
the  boys  diligently  lending  their  assistance.  They  especially  mani- 
fested much  perseverance  and  good  humour  while  engaged  in  the 
work  of  carrying  earth  to  fill  up  the  space  between  the  foundation- 
walls,  although  the  weather  was  frequently  wet.  Br.  Jlirgensen 
superintended  the  work,  and  afforded  vsduable  assistance.  On  the  7th 
of  August,  the  roof  was  completely  raised,  this  difficult  part  of  the 
work  having  been  accomplished  without  any  accident,  (for  which 
mercy  we  returned  our  humble  thanks  to  the  Lord  in  the  meeting), 
on  the  evening  of  that  day.  Early  in  November  we  had  the  pleasure 
to  see  the  exterior  of  the  building  quite  completed.  It  is  fifty  feet 
long  and  thirty  wide.  At  the  south-end  is  a  room,  and  a  gallery  with 
a  flight  of  stairs,  leading  to  the  boys'  sleeping  apartment,  which  runs 
the  whole  length  of  the  building.  At  the  north  end  is  the  principal 
door.  The  22nd  of  November,  being  Sunday,  was  the  day  appointed 
for  the  opening.  On  the  previous  evening,  I  held  a  concluding  meet- 
ing in  the  old  building,  and  had  the  pleasure  to  see  a  large  assembly 
of  negroes  fh)m  the  neighbouring  plantations,  so  that  the  place  was 
quite  filled.  We  called  to  mind  the  blessings  we  had  here  enjoyed, 
and  the  exhortations  here  addressed  to  us,  with  the  solemn  questions, 
in  how  far  the  Lord's  gracious  aim  had  been  fulfilled,  and  we  had 
profited  by  His  mercy  and  goodness.  We  had  to  acknowledge  many 
defects,  but  at  the  same  time  were  convinced  that  our  Saviour's  faith- 
fulness does  not  fail,  a  fresh  proof  of  which  was  afforded  by  the  object 
of  the  approaching  solemnity.  Hence  we  found  we  had  abundant 
cause  for  penitence  on  the  one  hand,  and  for  praise  and  thankfulness 
on  the  other.     We  concluded  the  meeting  with  fervent  prayer. 

"  Our  place  began  to  wear  a  lively  appearance,  early  in  llie  morning 
of  the  22nd.  By  six  o'clock,  companies  of  people  were  to  be  seen  in  vari- 
ous directions,  carrying  on  their  heads  the  baskets  which  contained 
their  best  clothes.  The  road  from  town  was  covered  by  an  almost  un- 
interrupted stream  of  people.  We  began  to  regret  having  appointed 
a  Sunday  for  the  opening  day,  fearing  that  such  a  crowd  of  people 
might  easily  afford  opportunity  for  disorder.  However,  it  was  too 
late  to  effect  any  alteration ;  all  we  could  do  was  to  take  care  that  our 
congregation-members,  and  especially  those  from  the  three  nearest 
estates,  should  obtain  places.  In  this  we  succeeded,  but  these  nearly 
filled  the  church.  The  result  was,  that  a  very  large  number  had  to 
remain  outside,  of  whom  the  most  stood  quietly  listening,  while  others 
went  away.  The  church  was  simply,  but  tastefully  decorated,  and  on 
this  occasion  were  heard  for  the  first  time  in  a  public  service  the 
pleasing  tones  of  the  seraphine  which  was  recently  procured.     After 
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ODging  some  verses,  Br.  van  Caiker  addressed  the  assembly,  explain- 
ing the  object  of  the  service,  and  the  destination  of  this  building, 
adding  some  words  of  exhortation  to  the  thirteen  pupils  of  the 
Training-School,  and  concluding  with  prayer.  He  then  preached  on 
Bom.  i.  7,  and  was  heard  by  the  crowded  assembly  with  the  greatest 
silence  and  attention.  We  hope  that  the  testimony  of  Christ,  so 
powerfully  delivered  for  the  first  time  in  this  building,  may  not  be 
without  effect,  but  produce  fruit  to  the  praise  of  God.  There  was  some- 
thing peculiarly  pleasing  about  the  whole  of  this  celebration.  Joy  and 
thankfulness  beamed  in  the  countenances  of  all  who  participated  in  it. 
Nor  must  I  omit  to  mention  that,  while  the  behaviour  of  all  was  very 
pleasing,  the  expressions  of  some  of  our  pupils  were  such  as  peculiarly 
to  rejoice  us.  Oh  that  the  blessed  impressions  of  this  day  may  prove 
abiding.  And  now,  may  the  Lord  bestow  His  blessing  on  our  further 
labours,  and  His  shall  be  the  glory." 


CENTRAL  ASIA. 

From  Br.  R.  A.  Jaschke. 
"  Deab  Brotheb,  "  Kyelang,  September  22nd,  1857. 

"SOME  time  ago  when  the  reports  from  India  were  so  alarming, 
Major  Hay  kindly  offered  us  shelter  and  protection  at  his  castle  at 
Nuggur,  or  at  one  of  his  other  residences  in  Kullu,  in  case  we  were 
afraid  to  remain  here  alone  during  the  winter;  but  neither  of  us 
would  think  of  this.  We  know  that  the  Lord  can  preserve  us  in 
safety  here,  as  well  as  there,  and  we  could  not  resolve  on  such  a  step 
as  to  leave  our  post,  without  much  clearer  indications  than  any  we 
have  had,  that  it  is  His  will  we  should  do  so.  At  present  the  danger 
seems  to  be  over ;  but  it  was  indeed  near  enough.  A  conspiracy  was 
providentially  discovered  in  KuUu,  the  effects  of  which,  had  it  pro- 
ceeded to  an  outbreak,  would  doubtless  have  extended  to  this  province. 
Guards  are  still  placed  on  the  roads,  especiaUy  near  the  mountain- 
passes,  who  seize  every  suspicious  individual  who  endeavours  to  escape 
from  India  to  the  hills*  By  this  means,  a  number  of  fugitive  Sepoys 
have  already  been  secured,  who  were  mostly  disguised  as  fakirs.  In 
the  neighboiurhood  of  Kotghur  many  persons  have  recently  died  of 
cholera;  this  has,  however,  proved  the  means  of  preserving  the 
Missionaries  and  other  Europeans  residing  there  from  imminent 
danger, — some  seditious  bands  which  had  assembled,  and  were  ad- 
vancing against  the  place,  having  been  thereby  induced  to  i*etire. 

'•  Of  aU  these  things,  I  knew  nothing  at  the  time,  being  quietly 
located  at  the  village  of  Stok,  near  Le,  from  the  beginning  of  July  till 
the  beginning  of  September.  I  went  thither,  in  order  to  study  the 
language,  thinking  I  could  do  so  there  with  ^eater  facility  than  at 
Kyelang,  amid  the  disturbance  connected  with  building.  A  man 
named  Sodnomstobkyes,  who  had  been  living  for  more  than  a  year  at 
Kotghur, — ^where  he  had  been  employed  in  translating  some  tracts 
into  Tibetan, — ^wished  to  pay  a  visit  of  some  months  to  his  home. 
He  readily  agreed  to  let  me  accompany  him,  and  to  give  me  board 
and  lodging  in  his  house  at  Stok,  promising  to  afford  me  every  aid  in 
his  power  in  acquiring  the  Tibetan  language,  and  in  procuring  me 
such  books  as  might  be  useful.    My  colleagues^  who  knew  him,  con« 
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sidered  him  a  trustworthy  man, — and  Buch  indeed  he  proved  to  be. 
The  trip  was  by  no  means  expensive,  the  costs  of  my  journey,  and  of 
two  months'  board  and  lodging,  together  with  the  salary  of  my 
Tibetan  Mentor,  only  amounting  to  about  60  rupees,  or  6/. 

"  The  harmonium  has  arrived  quite  safely,  and  was  used  by  us  at 
Kotghur.  We  also  make  use  of  it  here.  The  Tibetans  are  highly 
delighted  at  the  tones  of  what  they  call '  the  sound-making  box.' 

'^  I  was  glad  to  find  my  fellow-labourers  ^U  of  courage  in  respect 
to  our  situation  and  the  duties  incumbent  upon  us.  Mblj  the  Ijxd 
preserve  us  all  so  I  It  would  be  the  height  of  ingratitude  and  fbUy,  if 
we  were  to  be  low-spirited,  for  we  have  reallv  met  with  nothing  bat 
encouragement  from  the  beginning  of  the  Mission. 

^^  As  regards  the  mathematical  instruments,  which  were  provided 
through  Mr.  Piddington's  kindness,  I  fear  there  is  little  hope  of  iheb 
safety.  They  were  sent  from  Calcutta  in  April  last,  since  which 
time  nothing  has  been  heard  of  them.  The  probability  is,  that  they 
have  been  destroyed  at  Allahabad,  or  between  that  place  and  Simla." 

^^  September  30/A,  1857. 

"Letters  vtd  Bombay  have  to  be  forwarded  to  us  by  way  of 
Mooltan  and  Lahore,  and  are  nearly  a  month  on  the  road.  This  has 
arisen  from  the  circumstance  that  the  route  by  Delhi  is  closed. 
However,  as  Major  Hay  informs  us,  that  that  city  has  be^i  taken  by 
the  British  troops,  we  hope  that  the  usual  post  will  soon  be  re* 
established. 

"  Shortly  after  I  left  Kyelang  in  June,  a  letter  was  received  from 
a  kind  friend,  stating,  that  he  had  made  a  collection  among  the  officers 
and  other  British  residents  at  Peshawur,  to  the  amount  of  419  rupees 
(nearly  42/.) 

^*  We  are  now  sending  back  our  Hindoo  workmen  and  servants, 
and  shall  in  future  be  surrounded  entirely  by  Tibetans. 

"  The  dwelling-house  is  ready  to  be  entered, — at  least,  the  lower 
story.  We  could  not  floor  the  upper  story  this  year,  as  some  of  our 
woiHkmen  left  us  at  the  beginning  of  July.  But  we  shall  be  able  to 
reside  below  during  the  winter. 

"  We  have,  as  yet,  had  no  ftost.  The  thermometer  stands  at  42*  to 
46''  in  the  morning,  but  rises  in  the  af^moon  to  70°  or  SO*.  Since  the 
beginning  of  September,  there  has  scarcely  been  one  cloudy  day." 

'' November  20ih,  1857. 

"  On  the  9th  of  October,  a  considerable  fall  of  snow  took  place,  and 
we  began  to  think  it  rather  early  for  the  beginning  of  winter.  But 
this  was  only  a  little  prelude. 

"No  more  snow  has  fallen,  and  that  which  lay  on  the  lower 
lands  soon  thawed.  But  the  surrounding  mountains  remain  covered. 
This  has  had  the  effect  of  graduallv  lowering  the  temperature.  At 
present  the  thermometer  usually  indicates  about  18*"  in  the  morning, 
and  about  50^  in  the  aflemoon.  But  we  have  almost  constantly  a 
clear  sky  and  bright  sunshine. 

"  On  the  1 0th  of  October,  some  stoves  made  of  cast-iron,  cased 
with  copper,  arrived.  They  were  a  kind  present  ftom  Migor  Lake, 
and  came  just  in  time  to  be  useful,  on  account  of  the  cold  weather 
solting  in,  and  of  the  lower  rooms  of  our  new  house  being  so  fhr  com- 
pleted as  to  admit  of  our  inhabiting  them.  We,  therefbre,  entered  on 
our  new  dwelling  on  the  11th,  being  much  comforted  and-encouraged 
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hy  the  precious  texts  appointed  for  that  day, — *  Blessed  shalt  thou  he 
when  thou  comest  in,  and  blessed  shalt  thou  be,  when  thou  goest  out* 
(Deut.  xxviii.  6),  and  *  Hope  maketh  not  ashamed*  (Rom.  v.  5). 
In  reference  to  the  circumstances  of  the  day,  we  held  a  prayer-meeting 
in  the  morning,  and  a  love-feast,  with  music,  in  the  evenin?. 

"  During  the  past  weeks  we  have  been  busily  engaged  m  a  variety 
of  operations  connected  with  our  domestic  arrangements.  Among  the 
rest,  I  have  undertaken  to  attempt  some  improvement  in  the  culinary 
department,  as  the  skill  of  our  Tibetan  cook  is  very  limited.  Our 
only  vegetables  are  rice,  potatoes,  and  a  sort  of  pease  (the  Indian  ddl)^ 
and  our  only  meat  is  mutton.  We  bake  our  own  bread.  Our  flock  of 
sheep  and  goats  furnishes  us  with  mutton  and  milk.  Eggs  are  a 
luxury  quite  beyond  our  reach,  as  I  do  not  think  there  is  a  single  hen 
in  the  whole  province. 

'^  The  auUiorities  here  appear  to  look  upon  the  dreadful  events  of  this 
year  in  an  earnest  and  Christian  manner.  Major  Lake  wrote  to  us  on 
the  8th  of  August,  as  follows : — '  It  has  indeed  been  a  deplorable  time 
for  many  Christians  in  India,  and  the  hundredth  anniversary  of  our  rule 
has  been  celebrated  in  blood.  We  cannot,  however,  have  any  doubt 
of  the  issue;  although  Ood  has  permitted  a  vast  amount  of  indi- 
vidual suffering,  the  end  will  no  doubt  show  that  His  glory  and  the 
triumph  of  Chnstianity  have  been  promoted  by  this  movement.' 

'' December  lltLlS57. 
"  As  some  people  are  about  to  attempt  crossing  the  pass,  1  embrace 
the  opportunity  of  sending  you  a  few  lines.    I  have  not  much  to  add 
to  my  last,  except  to  state,  that  our  regular  duties  for  the  winter  have 
now  begun. 

"  Among  other  letters  lately  received  fix>m  Calcutta,  there  was 
one  of  a  most  kind  and  brotherly  character  from  the  Rev.  Mx.  Milne^ 
a  Missionary  of  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland,  at  Calcutta.  He  was 
just  about  to  leave  India  on  account  of  Mrs.  Milne's  ill-health. 

"  We  have  just  received  a  further  donation  of  45  rupees  through 
the  same  kind  and  indefatigable  friend  who  made  the  collection  for 
us,  before  alluded  to.  The  second  donation  was  sent  from  Holland. 
May  the  Lord  reward  those  who  are  fellow-helpers  in  Hb  great 
work." 


PASTORAL  LETTER 

Of  the  Synod  of  1857  to  the  Mission  Congregations. 
'^  TO  our  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters  from  among  the  Heathen,  and  to 
all  who,  through  the  testimony  of  our  Brethren,  have  returned  to  the 
Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  our  souls,  and  who  love  our  Lord  Jesus 
Chzist  in  sincerity : 

^^  Grace  to  you  and  peaoe  from  God  our  Father,  and  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ ! 

"Dear  Brethren  and  Sisters, 
"  YOU  are  doubtless  aware  that  many  Bishops,  Elders,  and  Deputies, 
of  the  Brethren's  Chiu^h,  to  which,  by  the  Lord's  grace,  you  also  belong , 
have  been  this  year  assembled  at  Hermhut.  They  met  thus  together, 
in  order  to  examine  into  the  state  of  our  congregations  in  all  regions 
of  the  world,  and  prayerfully  to  consider  what  might  be  calculated  to 
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advance  them  in  the  love  and  knowledge  of  our  adorable  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  and  in  a  walk  and  conversation  well-pleasing  to 
Him.  We,  who  are  here  assembled,  have  learned,  with  joy  and  thcmk- 
fulness  to  our  Saviour,  that  you  have  taken  great  interest  in  our  meet- 
ing, and  have  remembered  us  before  the  Lord,  in  prayer.  In  like 
manner,  you  and  the  congregations  to  which  you  belong  have  formed 
the  subjects  of  our  interest  and  intercession,  as  well  as  of  our  de- 
liberations and  discussions.  Those  Missionaries  who  are  present 
with  us,  have  given  us  accounts  of  the  work  of  God  among  you,  of 
your  fidth  toward  Grod,  and  of  the  fruits  which  this  faith  has  produced, 
and  still  produces  in  you.  We  thank  our  Saviour  for  the  grace  He  has 
bestowed  upon  you.  We  thank  Him,  that  *  ye,  who  were  sometimes 
darkness,  are  now  light,  in  tlie  Lord,*  and  that  *ye  are  no  more 
strangers  and  foreigners,  but  fellow- citizens  with  the  saints,  and  of 
the  household  of  God;  and  are  built  upon  the  foundation  of  the 
apostles  and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ  Himselfbeing  the  chief  comer-stone, 
in  whom  all  the  building,  fitly  framed  together,  groweth  unto  an  holy 
temple  in  the  Lord :  in  whom  ye  also  are  builded  together  for  an 
habitation  of  God  through  the  Spirit.'  (Eph.  ii.  22). 

'*  But,  amidst  all  our  thankfulness  for  the  grace  which  the  Lord 
has  manifested  towards  you,  we  could  not  conceal  it  from  ourselves, 
that  many  of  you  are  still  children  in  understanding ;  that  some  have 
left  their  first  love,  and  no  longer  do  the  first  works ;  that  there  are  not 
a  few  among  you,  who  have  a  name  that  they  live,  and  are  dead;  that 
the  Lord's  purpose,  to  present  you  to  Himself,  a  glorious  Church,  not 
having  spot,  or  wrinkle,  or  any  such  thing,  but  that  it  should  be  holy 
and  without  blemish,  has  not  been  accomplished ;  that  your  works  are 
not  perfect  before  God,  and  that  there  is  room  for  Uie  exhortation 
which  the  Apostle  Paul  addressed  to  his  beloved  Ephesians,  '  Put  off 
concerning  fiie  former  conversation,  the  old  man,  which  is  corrupt  ac- 
cording to  the  deceitful  lusts ;  and  be  renewed  in  the  spirit  of  your 
mind;  and  put  on  the  new  man,  which  after  Grod  is  created  in  righteous- 
ness and  true  holiness.*  (Eph.  iv.  22 — 24). 

"  We  love  you  as  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  Christ  our  Saviour, 
and  desire,  with  all  our  hearts,  Hhat  you  may  all  come  in  the  unity  of 
the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect 
man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ.' 
(Eph.  iv.  1 8.)  We  have  therefore  resolved  to  address  you  affectionately, 
and  to  admonish  you  in  the  Lord,  that,  with  us,  you  would  ever  strive 
to  be  found  perfect,  *  that  you  would  present  your  bodies  a  living 
sacrifice,  holy,  acceptable  unto  God,  whicli  is  your  reasonable  service, 
and  be  not  conformed  to  this  world,  but  be  transformed  by  the  renew- 
ing of  your  mind,  that  ye  may  prove  what  is  that  good,  and  acceptable, 
and  perfect  will  of  God,*  (Rom.  xii.  1,  2)  and,  finally,  that  you  'be 
followers  of  God,  as  dear  children,  and  walk  in  love,  as  Christ  also 
hath  loved  us,  and  hath  given  Himself  for  us,  an  offering  and  a  sacri- 
fice to  God,  for  a  sweet  smelling  savour.*  (Eph.  v.  2.) 

"  We  beseech  and  admonish  you  '  to  let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell 
in  you  richly  in  all  wisdom/  (Col.  iii.  16.)  You  have  in  your  hands, 
and  in  a  language  which  you  can  understand,  the  word  of  life,  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  which  are  able  to  make  you  wise  unto  salvation, 
thi'ough  faith,  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus.  (Tim.  iii.  16.)  Read  them 
diligently,  even  more  so  than  hitherto.  Let  the  word  of  the  Lord  be 
a  lamp  unto  your  feet,  and  a  light  unto  your  pat^.  .^.^g^ch  the  Scrip- 
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tures,  for  they  testify  of  Him,  who  is  our  only  hope  in  life  and  in  death, 
so  that  you  may  grow  and  increase  in  the  knowledge  of  oar  Lord 
Jesns  Christ.  May  He  '  enlighten  the  eyes  of  your  understanding, 
that  you  may  know  what  is  the  hope  of  His  calling,  and  what  the  riches 
of  the  glory  of  His  inheritance  in  the  saints,  and  what  is  the  exceed- 
ing greatness  of  His  power  to  us- ward  who  believe,  according  to  the 
working  of  His  might  power.'  (Eph.  i.  19.) 

*'  Further,  dear  Brethren,  remember  the  admonition  of  the  Apostle, 
^  not  to  forsake  the  assembling  of  ourselves  together,  as  the  manner  of 
some  is/  (Heb.  x.  25.)  Not  a  few  among  you,  who  once  manifested 
much  hanger  for  the  word  of  life,  appear  satiated,  and  no  longer  at- 
tend the  house  of  Grod,  in  which  the  way  of  peace  is  shewn  to  you, 
as  regularly  and  diligently  as  usual,  while  others  attend  but  very 
seldom,  or  not  at  all.  This  should  not  be  the  case  among  you,  dear 
Brethren ;  as  you  cannot  leave  your  bodies  without  food,  so  you  ought 
not  to  neglect  the  spiritual  nounshment  for  your  souls,  which  you  can 
obtun  £reely  and  without  labour.  On  the  contrary,  you  should 
willingly  embrace  every  opportunity  to  nourish  the  inner  man  unto 
eternal  life,  lest  you  die  spiritually,  like  so  many  who  have  follen  back 
into  their  former  carnal  condition. 

**In  your  houses,  assemble  your  children  and  other  inmates 
around  you,  and  'build  up  yourselves  on  your  most  holy  fftith;' 
(Jude  20.)  read  the  Scriptures  together,  and  bow  your  knees  before 
our  Father,  of  whom  the  whole  family  in  heaven  and  earth  is  named, 
imd  admonish  '  one  another  in  psalms  and  hymns,  and  spiritual  songs, 
singing  with  grace  in  your  heart  to  the  Lord.'  Begin  and  end  your 
daily  work  wiUi  Him,  and  *  whatsoever  ye  do  in  word  or  deed,  do  idl  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  giving  thanks  to  God  and  the  Father 
by  Him.'  (Col.  iii.  16,  17.)  Let  every  house  be  a  temple  of  God,  in 
which  He  is  glorified  by  word  and  deed ;  a  Bethany,  where  our  Saviour's 
presence  is  continually  felt 

"  Wherever  family-worship  is  regularly  held,  there  the  daily  life 
of  the  &mily  should  bear  testimony,  ^t  *  surely  the  Lord  is  in  that 
place.'  (Gen.  xxviii.  16.)  The  house  of  a  Christian  is  mainly  distin- 
guished irom  that  of  a  heathen,  by  the  Christian  life  of  its  inmates. 
While  among  heathens,  marriage  is  a  very  lax  union,  thoughtlessly 
formed,  and  often  as  thoughtlessly  dissolved,  the  married  life  of 
Christians  should  be  a  figure  of  Christ's  relation  to  the  Church.  It 
should  be  a  hearty,  indissoluble  union,  grounded  on  mutual  love  in  the 
Lord,  in  which  each  bears  the  other^s  burthens,  and  so  fulfils  the  law 
of  Christ.  The  Apostle  says,  *  Wives,  submit  yourselves  to  your  own 
husbands,  as  unto  the  Lord.  For  the  husband  is  the  head  of  the  wife, 
even  as  Christ  is  the  head  of  the  Church,  and  He  is  the  Saviour  of 
the  body.  Therefore,  as  the  Church  is  subject  unto  Christ,  so  let  the 
wives  be  to  their  own  husbands  in  everything.'  (Eph.  v.  22.)  And 
to  the  men  he  gives  this  commandment;  '  Husbands,  love  your  wives, 
even  as  Christ  also  loved  the  Church,  and  gave  Himself  for  it.  So 
ought  men  to  love  their  wives  as  their  own  bodies.  He  that  loveth 
his  wife  loveth  himself.  For  no  man  ever  yet  hated  his  own  fiesh, 
but  nourisheth  and  cherisheth  it,  even  as  the  Lord  the  Church.  For 
we  are  members  of  His  body,  of  His  fiesh  and  of  His  bones.'  ^ph. 
V.  25,  28,  30.)  But  if  you  conduct  yourselves  in  your  married  life  as 
in  the  presence  of  the  Lord^  if  you  walk  according  to  His  will,  and 
agreeably  to  the  directions  given  in  Scripture,  if  you  avoid  all  unclean- 
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ness  aud  seek  to  be  pure  and  chaste  in  word  and  deed, — it  will  be  the 
desire  of  your  hearts  to  bring  up  your  children  in  the  fear  and  admo- 
nition of  the  Lord.  You  will  early  direct  them  to  Him  who  said : 
'  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not,  for 
of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.'  (Matt.  xix.  14.)  You  will  tell 
them  how  the  Ix>rd  loves  His  people,  and  what  He  has  done  and  con- 
tinues to  do  for  them,  out  of  love,  so  that  their  hearts,  while  yet  tender, 
may  be  filled  with  love  to  their  Saviour.  You  will  neither  cause  them 
to  dread  you  by  extreme  severity,  according  to  the  admonition  of 
the  Apostle,  ^  Fathers,  provoke  not  your  chil^n  to  anger,  lest  they 
be  discouraged,'  (Col.  iiL  21);  nor  will  you  spoil  them,  by  indulgence, 
tar  Solomon  says,  '  He  that  spareth  his  rod,  hateth  his  son;  but  he 
that  bveth  him,  chasteneth  lum  betimes.'  (Prov.  xii  24.)  In  shorty 
you  will  strive  to  preserve  them  from  evil  influences  and  bad  examples, 
that  they  may  not  sustain  injury  in  their  aouls ;  and,  above  all,  yoo 
will  avoid  anything  in  your  own  conduct,  which  might  be  a  cause  of 
offence  to  vour  children,  remembering  our  Saviour's  words :  '  Whoeo 
shall  offend,  one  of  these  little  ones,  which  believe  in  me,  it  were 
better  for  him  that  a  mill-stone  were  hanged  about  his  neck,  and  that 
he  were  drowned  in  the  depth  of  the  sea.'  (Matt,  xviii.  6.) 

*'  But  you  ought  not  to  forget,  while  endeavouring  to  bring  up 
your  children  at  home,  for  our  Saviour,  that  domestic  education  alone 
IS  not  sufficient.  In  some  cases,  you  yourselves  grow  up  in  the  igno- 
rance of  heathenism,  and  in  others,  your  daily  employments  prevent 
you  from  having  time  to  instruct  your  childr^.  Hence,  you  should 
send  them  to  school,  that  they  may  learn  that  which  may  be  good  and 
profitable  for  them,  and  which  you  cannot  teach  them.  You  have 
reason  for  hearty  thankfulness  to  the  Lord,  that  your  ministers  not 
only  preach  the  gospel  themselves,  but  have  likewise  established 
achools,  in  which  your  children  mav  be  early  instructed  in  the  word 
of  God,  and  in  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  and  various  branches  of 
osefiil  knowledge.  Do  not  be  annoyed,  or  think  it  unnecessary,  that 
your  children  learn  mcure  than  you  know ;  on  the  contrary,  be  truly 
thankful  for  it,  and  see  to  it,  that  your  children  do  not  miss  going  to 
soho(d,  without  proper  cause.  Admonish  them  to  be  diligent,  and  to 
do  what  their  teachers  tell  them ;  you  will  one  day,  if  not  now, 
perceive  what  a  blessing  for  your  children  these  schoob  are.  View  it 
abo  as  your  duty,  as  foithiul  parents  of  your  children,  and  members 
of  the  Church,  to  support  tlie  schools  by  a  punctual  payment  of  such 
school-fees  as  may  be  required,  according  as  the  Lord  has  enabled 
you.  Becdlect  that  neglect  of  this  duty  not  only  has  the  appearance 
as  if  you  were  careless  about  the  education  of  your  children,  but  also 
deprives  your  Ministers  of  the  means  of  affording  Christian  instruction 
to  poor  heathen  children,  elsewhere,  whose  parents  have  not  yet 
learned  to  value  such  Uessings. 

'*  The  Apostle  Paul  writes  to  the  Thessalonians :  ^  We  beseech 
you,  brethren, — ^that  ye  study  to  be  quiet,  and  to  do  your  own  busi- 
ness, and  to  work  with  your  own  hands,  as  we  commanded  you :  that 
ye  may  walk  honestly  toward  them  that  are  without^  and  that  ye  may 
have  lack  of  nothing.'  (1  These,  iv.  10 — 12.)  And  again:  'We 
hear  that  there  are  some  which  walk  among  you  disorderly,  working 
not  at  all,  but  are  busy  bodies.  Now  them  that  are  such,  we  com- 
mand and  exhort  by  our  Jjard  Jesus  Christ,  that  with  quietness  they 
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work  and  eat  their  own  bread.'  (2  Thass.  iii.  11,  12.)  And  not  only 
does  the  Apostle  admonish  those  who  believed,  to  labour  diligentlj 
and  to  eat  their  own  bread,  but  he  set  them  a  good  example  himself 
in  this  respect.  He  says :  ^  Ye  remember,  brethren,  our  labour  uid 
travail;  for  labouring  night  and  day,  because  we  would  not  be  charge** 
able  unto  any  of  you,  we  preached  unto  you  the  gospel  of  God.'  (1 
Thess.  ii.  9.)  Those  who  have  instructed  you  in  the  gospel,  have  follow* 
ed  the  Apostle's  example.  Where  it  was  possible,  they  have  laboured 
with  their  own  hands,  and  still  do  so,  that  they  may  not  be  too  burdens- 
some  to  the  congregations  at  home,  who  sent  them  out>  and  that  there 
may  be  means  to  send  the  gospel  to  other  heathen.  Indeed,  we  all 
have  in  this  respect  the  example  of  our  Saviour  himself  who,  when 
He  was  on  earth,  worked  as  a  carpenter  at  Nazareth.  Therefore, 
dear  Brethren,  we  admonish  you  to  labour  diligently  and  to  eat  your 
own  bread.  I>o  not  act,  like  the  ignorant  heathen,  who  look  upcm 
labour  as  disgraceful,  and  pass  their  time  in  idleness  and  gossiping, 
when  thay  are  not  obliged  to  work#  Bear  in  mind,  that  the  Lord  heuB 
bestowed  on  you  health  of  body  and  strength  of  limbs,  to  be  turned  to 
aooount,  that  you  may  provide  what  is  needful  for  yourselves  and 
your  families,  and  may  have  to  give  to  him  Uiat  needeth, — according 
to  another  admonitioa  <^  d^e  Apostle,  ^To  do  good  and  to  communicate 
^rget  not(  &r  with  such  sacrifices  Grod  is  well*pleased/  (Heb.  xiii.  16.) 

^<  When  you  and  your  fore&thers  were  heathen,  the  gospel 
was  preached  freely,  for  the  Biesseogers  of  peace,  who  were  sent  out 
by  the  Churches  at  home,  sought  not  yours,  but  you.  And  so  it  is  to 
this  day*  But  as  Christiaa  congregations,  it  is  your  duty  to  contri* 
buta  toward  the  maintenance  of  teachers  among  you.  The  Scripture 
says:  '  Wlio  goeth  a  warfiure  any  time  at  his  own  charges?  who 
planteth  a  vineyard,  and  eateth  not  of  the  fruit  thereof?  or  who  feed- 
eth  a  flock,  and  eateth  not  of  the  milk  of  the  flock  ?  If  we  have  sown 
unto  you  spiritual  things,  is  it  a  great  thing,  if  we  shall  reap  vour 
canial  things? '  (I  Cor.  ii^.  7,  U.)  ^  The  labourer  is  worthy  of  his 
Jure,'  (Luke  z.  7.)  ^  Let  him  that  is  taught  in  the  word  communicate 
unto  lum  that  teadieth  in  all  good  things.'  (Gal  vi.  6.)  By  so  doings 
jrou  will  prove  not  only,  that  you  ^  know  them  which  labour  among 
you,  and  are  over  you  in  the  Ix>rd,  and  admcmisb  you,  and  esteem 
them  very  highly  in  love  for  their  work's  sake'  (1  Thess.  v.  12,  13); 
but  also,  that  it  is  your  earnest  desire  to  relieve  the  home  congre- 
gations of  the  burden  of  maintaining  your  Ministers,  and  thus  to 
enable  them  to  send  fresh  labourers  into  the  fields  which  are  every<- 
wbere  white  to  the  harvest.  We  gladly  and  thankfiiUy  acknowledge 
what  has  been  done  in  many  places;  but  we  de^e  that  more  should 
be  dona,  especially  in  those  fniasion-congregations  in  which  this  duty 
is  aot  yet  properly  reoc^nised. 

^'  It  i^orded  us  much  pleasure  and  encouragement,  to  hear  some 
particulars  respecting  the  associations  which  you  have  formed  in 
many  places,  for  the  purpose  &[  arousing  and  maintaining  a  lively 
interest  in  those  labours  of  love,  from  which  so  much  blessing  has 
flowed  to  yonrselves, — and  to  learn  that  you  contribute  willingly 
towards  the  carrying  on  of  the  Mission-woi^  We^  beg  you,  having 
once  begun  to  do  Uus  in  the  lord's  name,^to  go  on,  and  not  grow 
weary, — ^but '  every  man,  according  as  he  purposeth  in  his  heart,  so 
let  him  give;  not  grudgingly,  or  of  necessity:  for  God  loveth  a  cheer^ 
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fill  giver.  And  God  is  able  to  make  all  grace  abound  toward  you; 
that  ye,  always  haying  all  sufficiency  in  all  things,  may  abound  to 
every  good  work.*  (2  Cor.  ix.  7,  8.)  But  such  of  you  as  do  not  yet 
take  part  in  these  works  of  love,  we  call  upon  and  admonish,  to  follow 
the  example  of  their  brethren,  and  thus  by  their  conduct  to  show  their 
thankfulness  to  the  Lord,  who  has  permitted  His  blessed  gospel  to  bo 
preached  to  you  all,  and  has  called  you  to  His  kingdom  and  ^ory. 

^^  We  have  been  glad  to  hear  that  you  receive  with  gladness  tlio 
preached  word,  and  are  obedient  thereto,  and  that  you  esteem  your 
Ministers  very  highly  in  love  for  their  work's  sake.  This  is  as  it  ougl\t 
to  be,  according  to  the  Scripture:  *•  Obey  them  that  have  the  raid 
over  you,  and  submit  yourselves:  for  they  watch  for  your  souls,  as 
they  that  must  give  account,  that  they  may  do  it  with  joy,  and  not 
wiUi  grief:  for  that  is  unprofitable  for  you.'  (Heb.  xiii.  7.)  They 
seek  your  wel£EU*e,  and  even  where  they  rebuke  you,  they  do  it  out  of 
love,  for  the  love  of  Christ  constraineth  them.  For  your  sakes,  they 
love  not  their  own  lives;  they  have  leit  their  country  and  their  fauni* 
lies  to  come  to  you,  and  they  are  willing  to  be  separated  from  thoso 
who  are  dearest  to  them  on  earth,  even  from  their  diildren,  wh<»n  they 
send  home  to  be  educated,  in  order  that  they  may  devote  themselver} 
more  unreservedly  to  your  service.  Therefore  count  them  wOTthy  of 
double  honour,  obey  them  readily,  and  love  them  heartily,  as  they  doyoo* 

^  We  further  exhort  you,  dear  Brethren,  '  Let  every  soul  be 
subject  unto  the  higher  powers.  For  there  is  no  power,  but  of  Grod : 
the  powers  that  be  are  ordained  of  Grod.  Whosoever,  therefore,  resist- 
eth  the  power,  resisteth  the  ordinance  of  Grod:  and  they  that  resist 
shall  receive  to  themselves  damnation.'  (Rom.  xiii.  1,  2.)  Thank 
Grod  that  He  has  set  Christian  authorities  over  you,  who  have  your 
temporal  and  spiritual  well-being  at  heart.  Obey  the  laws  they  give 
you,  and  submit  to  their  regulations.  ^Be  subject,  not  only  for 
wrath,  but  also  for  conscience  sake.  Render  to  all  their  dues;  tribute 
to  whom  tribute  is  due;  custom  to  whom  custom;  fear  to  wh<Hn  fear; 

And  let  '  supplications, 
prayers,  intercessions,  and  giving  of  thanks  be  made  for  aU  men;  ixxt 
kings,  and  for  all  that  are  in  authority;  that  ye  may  lead  a  quiet  and 
peaceable  life,  in  all  godliness  and  honesty.  For  thin  is  good  and 
acceptable  in  the  sight  of  Grod  our  Saviour.'  (1  Tim.  ii.  1,  8.) 

^'  ^  Finally,  Brethren,  whatsoever  things  are  true,  whatsoever 
things  are  honest,  whatsoever  things  are  just,  whatsoever  thiujes  are 
pure,  whatsoever  things  are  lovely,  whatsoever  things  are  of  good 
report;  if  there  be  any  virtue,  and  if  there  be  any  praise,  think  <m 
these  things.'  (Phil.  iv.  8),  and  may  ^  the  very  God  of  peace  sanctify 
you  wholly;  and  we  pray  Grod  your  whole  spirit  and  soul  and  body 
be  preserved  blameless,  unto  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.'

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iWfscellaneous  Intelligence, 

L  General  Synod  op  the  Brethren's  Church. — The  pre- 
ceding earnest  and  affectionate  address  forms  no  nnsoitable  introduc- 
tion to  the  supplementary  notice  of  the  transactions  of  this  assembk, 
which  we  have  promised  to  give  in  the  present  number,  in  so  far  as 
they  have  reference  to  the  Missions  of  our  Church. 

In  compiling  this  notice,  we  shall  take  for  our  guide,  generally, 
the  published  Results  of  the  Synod,  both  as  to  the  order  of  the  several 
t<^ics,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  are  treated : — 

1.  On  the  all-important  subject  of  the  testimony  to  be  borne  by 
our  Missionaries,  the  Synod  expresses  itself  as  follows : — 

"  If  we  are  asked,  *  By  what  power  are  our  congregations 
gathered  from  among  the  heathen,  and  their  members  brought  from 
death  unto  life  ? '  we  answer  the  inquirer  in  the  words  of  the  Apostle, 
'  Be  it  known  unto  you,  and  to  all  the  people,  that  by  the  name  of 
Jesud  Christ  of  Nazareth,  whom  ye  crucified,  whom  Grod  raised  fr^m 
the  dead,  even  by  Him  do  these  men  stand  before  you  whole.  Nei- 
ther is  there  salvation  in  any  other;  for  there  is  none  other  name 
under  Heaven  given  among  men,  whereby  we  must  be  saved.' — (Acts 
iv.  12.) 

"We  therefore  set  forth,  as  the  first  principle  on  which  our 
testimony  rests,  in  every  portion  of  our  Mission-field,  the  precious 
doctrine  of  *  Jesus  Christ  and  Him  crucified ;  even  of  Him  who  of 
God  is  made  unto  us  wisdom,  and  righteousness,  and  sanctification, 
and  redemption.' — (1  Cor.  i.  30.)  The  word  of  His  patience  is  the 
sum  and  substance  of  our  teaching.  On  this  sure  foundation,  our 
Missionaries  are  required  to  build,  always  remembering,  that  every 
man's  work  shall  be  made  manifest,  for  the  day  shall  declare  it ;  and 
the  fire  shall  try  every  man's  work,  of  what  sort  it  is.' — (1  Cor. 
iiL  12,  13.)  If  they  build  on  this  foundation  gold,  silver,  and  precious 
stones,  the  work  shall  abide  which  they  have  built  thereupon ;  *  and 
they  shall  receive  a  reward.' — (1  Cor.  iii.  14.) 

"  We  will,  therefore,  deliver  this  Divine  message,  *not  with  ex- 
cellency of  speech,  or  of  wisdom,'  but  we  will  determine,  *  everywhere 
and  at  all  times,'  to  know  nothing  among  the  heathen  but  Jesus 
Christ  and  Him  crucified;  and  our  speech  and  our  preaching  shall 
not  be  with  enticing  words  of  man's  wisdom,  but  in  demonstration  of 
the  Spirit  and  of  power,  that  the  faith  of  the  people  committed  to  our 
charge  may  not  stand  in  the  wisdom  of  men,  but  in  the  power  of  God. 
--(1  Cor.  u.  l-5.)» 

"  And,  in  consistency  with  this  solemn  declaration  of  the  Church, 
the  Synod  declares,  in  its  answer  to  the  address  of  the  London  Associa- 
tion, *  We  will  continue  to  proclaim  among  the  heathen  the  message 
of  peace — the  word  of  the  Cross — the  exhortation,  '  Be  ye  reconciled 
unto  God,' — directing  sinners  to  the  Lamb  that  was  slain,  and  hath 
redeemed  us  unto  God  by  His  blood,  out  of  every  kindred  and  tongue, 
and  people  and  nation.' "

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2.  In  reference  to  another  point  of  the  greatest  moment,  'the 
Synod  proceeds  to  observe  : — "  We  adhere  finnly  to  the  principle, 
that  in  our  efforts  for  the  conversion  of  the  heathen,  we  will  manifest 
less  solicitude  to  bring  a  great  number  of  persons  to  the  outward  pro- 
fidssion  of  the  Christian  faith,  than  by  means  of  theGo^Ml^  preached 
with  demonstration  of  the  Spirit  and  of  power,  *  to  turn  souls  from 
darkness  to  light,  and  from  itie  power  of  Satan  unto  QiA  *  *  ({  102). 
For  this  purpose,  the  necessity  of  bestowing  the  utmost  care  upon 
individual  souls,  recognised  by  Uie  Synod  of  1B48,*  was  anew  enforced. 
As  valuable  means  of  furthering  Chnsti#n  life — ^the  dassificadon  of  the 
converts ;  the  periodical  conversationB  with  persons  in  every  staffe  of 
church-fellowship ;  the  due  exercise  of  church  discipline ;  the  holding 
of  meetings  for  scriptural  instruction,  and  for  united  prayer ;  the  com- 
munication of  Missionary  accounts  and  biographies ;  and  the  establish- 
ment of  Missionary-associations,  were  earnestly  reconmiended. 

At  the  same  time,  the  duty  and  privilege  of  contributing  to  the 
support  (^  the  congregation,  to  which  each  individual  is  attached,  as 
Well  as  to  the  whole  Missionary,  cause,  is  to  be  enjoined  upon  all  the 
members  of  our  Mission-flocks ;  and  that  not  only  as  a  religions  act, 
but  also  as  one  means,  and  no  unimportant  one,  of  hastening  the  ap- 
j^roach  of  the  day,  when  our  congregations  gathered  from  the  heathen, 
having  become  self-supporting,  may  also  be  found  capable  of  self- 
government,  and  having  thus  concluded  their  minority,  and  attained 
to  full  age,  they  may  cease  to  require  the  immediate  direction  of  the 
Church  at  home.  Whenever  that  time  may  arrive,  a  omsiderable 
number  of  their  Ministers  may  be  spared  for  service  as  Evangelists, 
in  other  more  destitute  portions  of  the  world*f 

3.  As  a  needful  preliminary  to  such  reduction,  there  must,  how* 
ever,  be  a  large  accession  to  the  number  of  duly  <|ualifled  tuUivt 
pastors  and  teachers ;  and  to  the  attainment  of  this  object,  the  atten* 
tion  of  our  Brethren  labouring  in  every  part  of  our  Mission.iidd,  and 
especially  in  those  districts  which  have  been  long  under  spiritual  col** 
ture,  has  of  late  been  earnestly  directed.  This  was  evident,  from  not 
a  few  memorials  addressed  to  the  Synod  by  the  Mission-conferences 
in  the  West  Indies.  The  reports  which  were  made  of  the  progress 
and  present  state  of  the  Training-Institutions  at  Fairfield  in  Jamaica, 
Cedar-hall  in  Antigua,  and  Grenadendal  in  South  Africa;  and  the 
notices  of  the  efforts  made  more  recently,  and  on  a  much  smi^kr  scale, 
in  Greenland,  Labrador,  and  Surinam,  to  fHrepare  native  youths  finr 
educational  and  ministerial  usefulness,  were  heard  with  thankful  in- 
terest It  was,  however,  generally  admitted,  that  though  the  resuhs 
of  these  endeavours  had  been  hopeful,  and  to  a  certain  extant  satisfac- 
tory, something  farther  was  required  for  the  raising  up  of  a  quali- 
fied native  ministry.  Many  of  the  pupils  trained  in  the  institu- 
tions referred  to,  have  done  or  are  doing  good  service  in  their  respec* 
tive  spheres,  as  school-teachers  or  missionary^^assistants ;  but  what  is 
chiefly  wanted,  are  men  capable  of  acting  as  evangeUsts  and  die* 
pensers  of  the  bread  of  life  to  their  countrymen,  whether  heathen  or 
professing  Christians.    The  Synod  recommended  as  one  meaas  of  m^

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pLymg  the  existing  deficiency — that  onr  Missionaries  should  make 
careful  search  after  promising  candidates  for  useMness,  in  their 
several  congregations,  and  take  such  measures  as  might  be  at  their 
command,  K>r  imparting  to  them  the  needful  instruction,  either  indi- 
Tiduallj  or  in  classes;  due  attention  being  paid  to  the  state  of 
heart  of  each,  and  his  progress  in  scriptural  knowledge  and  in  the 
divine  life.  Such  candidates,  it  was  hoped,  might  be  occasionally 
found  in  the  ranks  of  the  school-teachers  or  the  native  helpers.  The 
munificent  endowment  of  the  Institution  at  Grenadendal,  by  a  private 
benefactor,  and  the  large  annual  grant  made  to  that  at  Fairfield  in 
Jamaica,  during  the  last  few  years,  by  the  Trustees  of  the  late  Wm. 
Taylor^  Esq.,  which  has  enabled  our  Brethren  to  double  the  number 
of  pupUs  admitted,  were  grateAilly  acknowledged.  Female  Training- 
Schools,  on  the  principle  of  the  small  but  very  efficient  one  lately  open^ 
in  St.  John's,  Antigua,  were  also  regarded  as  highly  desirable. 

4.  Education  generally  was  found  to  have  made  considerable 
progress  in  our  several  Mission-fields,  especially  in  the  West  Indian 
and  South  African.  There  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  character 
of  the  instruction  given,  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  the  children 
and  young  people  attending  the  schools.  It  was  recommended,  that 
the  education  provided  should  always  be  useful  and  practical,  and 
suited  to  the  circumstances  of  the  pupils.  The  maintenance  or  intro- 
duction of  the  principle  of  self-support,  which  has  been  satisfactorily 
carried  out  in  many  of  our  West  Indian  stations,  but  has  made  only 
little  progress  in  the  South  African,  was  also  deemed  very  important. 

The  establishment  of  country-schools,  for  the  instruction  of  the 
previously  neglected  children  in  the  out-lying  dbtricts  of  our  Jamaica 
congregations,  took  place  in  the  year  1849,  shortly  after  the  last 
Synod.  In  the  course  of  a  few  years,  above  thirty  of  these  schools 
were  opened  in  that  island,  to  which  have  been  since  added  five  in 
Barbadoes  and  Tobago,  providing  elementary  instruction  for  nearly 
2,500  children.  For  the  means  of  conferring  this  great  benefit,  our 
Missionaries  are  indebted  to  the  liberality  of  British  Mends,  called 
forth  by  the  zeal  of  the  London  Association.  Several  of  our  congre- 
gations have  also  taken  share  in  the  good  work.* 

5.  Another  subject  of  the  utmost  importance,  the  Synod  could 
not  approach  without  interest,  mingled  with  anxiety.  The  duty  of 
sending  forth  Missionaries  to  the  heathen  was  recognised  by  the 
Brethren's  Church,  at  an  early  period  afler  its  renewal.  Our  fathers  had 
fidth  in  the  declaration  of  Grod's  word,  that  "  whosoever  shall  call 
upon  the  name  of  the  Lord  shall  be  saved."  (Bom.  x.  13.)  Nor  did 
they  manifest  indifierence  to  the  Apostolical  inquiries,  ^'How  then 
shall  they  call  on  Him  in  whom  thev  have  not  believed  ?  and  how 
shall  they  believe  in  Him  of  whom  they  have  not  heard  ?  and  how 
shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher  ?  and  how  shall  they  preach  except 
they  be  sent?"  (Rom.  x.  14, 16.)  They,  therefore,  sent  forth  messengers, 
such  as  they  had,  to  carry  the  gospel  to  some  of  the  most  barbarous,  de- 
based, and  enslaved  of  the  human  race,  at  the  same  time  cheerfully

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giving  of  their  penury,  towards  their  support.  During  the  century 
and  a  quarter  which  has  since  elapsed,  the  Word  of  God  has  grown 
mightily  and  prevailed;  the  work  of  our  Missions  has  extended; 
the  labourers  have  multiplied;  and  the  expense  has  increased,  to 
human  appearance,  &r  beyond  the  ability  of  the  Church  to  sustain 
the  burden  thus  voluntarily,  or  rather  providentially  imposed.  The 
lack  of  temporal  means,  our  Christian  Brethren  of  other  Churches 
have  hitherto  generously  supplied ;  should  a  deficiency  of  labourers 
arise,  no  such  resource  would  be  open  to  us.  That  with  a  still 
widening  sphere  of  Missionary  operations, — and  losses,  more  numerous 
in  proportion  than  those  experienced  by  any  other  society, — a  com- 
munity like  ours,  nearly  stationary  in  point  of  numbers,  should 
have  been  enabled  to  Ainiish  the  required  messengers,  is  a  token  of 
the  Divine  &vour,  which  cannot  be  regarded  without  humble  and 
adoring  gratitude.  That  the  supply  should  be  not  only  maintained 
unimpaired,  but  even  augmented,  is  evidently  an  object  of  great 
importance,  and  one,  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Elders  of  the 
Church  and  the  several  congregations  should  be  carefully  directed. 
And  this,  no  where  more  than  in  the  Britbh  and  North  American 
provinces,  which  of  late  years  have  failed  to  furnish  their  due  pro- 
portion of  candidates  for  Mission-service.* 

Though  the  true  Missionary  spirit  cannot  be  imparted  by  educa- 
tion, or  by  any  other  human  instrumentality,  seeing  that  it  is  the  gift 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  Himself,  it  may  be  both  recognised  where  it  exists, 
and  fostered  where  it  is  observable;  and  for  this  purpose,  Christ's 
servants  have  need  to  pray,  that  the  gift  of  discernment  may  be  be- 
stowed upon  them,  together  with  that  of  faithftilness  in  preaching  the 
truth,  and  diligence  in  the  care  of  souls. 

The  quaUfications  for  Missionary-service  vary  of  course  con- 
siderably, according  to  the  character  of  the  field  to  be  cultivated, 
and  the  measure  of  finiitfulness  it  has  already  attained.  What  may 
suit  one  sphere  of  labour, — or  one  particular  period,— may  be  un- 
suitable for  another.  '  The  Synod  could  not  but  perceive,  that  the 
advancing  culture  of  the  members  of  our  Missionary  congregations  ge- 
nerally,— both  as  regards  education  and  Christian  intelligence,  renders 
a  certain  amount  of  knowledge  and  certain  acquirements,  including 
an  acquaintance  with  the  English  language,  more  needful  now  than 
was  formerly  the  case.'t  Therefore,  idthough  the  Synod  cpuld 
not  resolve  on  the  establishment  of  a  special  institution  for 
training  Missionaries, — ^believing  that  our  choir-houses  and  schools, 
and  other  congregational  arrangements,  are  capable  of  ^supplying,  to 
a  considerable  extent,  the  needful  preparation  for  services — it  recom- 
mended strongly,  that  young  Brethren  who  are  accepted  as  candidates 
for  employment,  should  be  assisted  by  their  respective  Ministers,  in 
obtaining  a  correct  and  systematic  knowledge  of  scriptural  truth,  and 
otherwise  qualifying  themselves  efiectually  for  the  work  in  which 
they  are  desirous  of  engaging.  To  assist  in  rendering  our  foreign 
candidates  better  acquainted  with  the  English  language  and  customs,

various  suggestions  were  offered,  which  received  the  approval  of  the 
Synod.  Due  faithfulness  on  the  part  of  those  who  furnish  the  testi- 
monials of  candidates  for  Missionary-service,  was  particularly  enforced. 
During  the  nine  years  intervening  hetween  the  Synods  of  1848 
and  1857, 170  Brethren  and  Sisters  had  heen  called  into  the  missionary 
field  ;  and  the  number  of  labourers  employed  had  increased  from  285 
to  SCk);  of  the  former,  fifty-eight  had  entered  into  the  joy  of  their  Lord, 
and  ninety-seven  had  retired  firom  active  service,  owing  chiefly  to  age, 
infirmity,  or  loss  of  health. 

6.  Of  the  financial  state  of  the  Missions,  during  the  period  under 
review,  the  report  presented  was,  on  the  whole,  a  cheering  one,  though 
marked  by  few  features  of  a  striking  character.  Notwithstanding  the 
new  fields  occupied,  and  the  additional  stations  formed,  the  average 
annued  expense  charged  to  the  general  Mission -fund,  amounting  to 
about  12,750/.,  had  not  varied  materially  from  that  of  the  preceding 
inter-synodal  period;  the  lowest  expenditure  being  10,400/.  in  1850, 
the  highest,  14,160/.,  in  1856.  To  meet  this  outlay,  there  was  an 
average  receipt  of  12.500/.,  leaving  a  current  yearly  deficit  of  about 
250/.,  which  had  been  liquidated  from  extraordinary  sources.  So  that 
at  the  close  of  the  year  1856,  the  deficiency  of  the  general  ftind 
amounted  only  to  185/,,  corresponding  very  nearly  with  that  of  189/. 
reported  at  the  Synod  of  1848. 

For  the  specied  frmds  applicable  to  the  purposes  of  the  West  India 
IVainmg' Schools,  and  the  Country- Schools,  there  had  been  received 
within  the  same  period,  on  the  average,  £994,  and  expended  £1162. 
On  the  Training-school  account,  there  was  a  deficiency  of  811/.  at 
the  close  of  1856;  a  deficiency  which  must  increase,  unless  means 
can  be  found  of  obtaining  a  larger  measure  of  regular  support,  either 
from  friends  at  home,  or  from  the  West  Indian  congregations,  for 
whose  benefit  the  institutions  have  been  established. 

It  will  be  readily  understood  that  the  amounts  above  given,  do 
not  represent  the  whole  of  the  money  or  money's  worth  annually  re- 
ceived and  disbursed,  on  account  of  the  Brethren's  Missions  ;  but 
merely  that  portion,  which  our  Missionaries  have  been  unable  to  pro- 
vide for  themselves,  by  their  own  labours,  or  by  the  contributions  of 
their  several  flocks.  On  this  head,  the  Synod  had  little  to  do,  but  to 
confirm  the  principles  laid  down  by  former  Synods,  with  the  expression 
of  gratitude  to  the  Lord,  for  the  blessing  hitherto  vouchsafed  to  the 
endeavours  of  their  esteemed  fellow-servants  in  the  Mission-field,  to 
avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  being  chargeable  to  the  Church  whose  mes- 
sengers they  are,  or  to  its  generous  Christian  friends.  The  efforts 
made  by  our  congregations  in  the  West  Indies,  to  defray  their  own 
expenses  by  the  proceeds  of  Church-collections,  or  of  Missionary- 
associations,  were  thankfully  acknowledged  by  the  Synod,  as  affording 
good  ground  of  hope,  that  the  whole  of  the  amount  required  for  this 
purpose  will  be  eventually  raised. 

The  very  considerable  outlay  for  superannuations,  and  for  the 
education  of  the  children  of  Missionaries,  will  be  materially  diminished 
in  future,  by  the  help  of  the  fund  established  for  the  purpose  some 
years  ago.  Of  this  outlay,  the  annual  charge  entailed  by  the  board, 
clothing,  and  instruction  of  nearly  100  children  of  both  sexes,  and  of 
various  ages,  pupils  in  the  Mission-schools  at  Klein  welke,  constitutes, 
VOL.  xxn.  G  o  Cr\r\ci\o 
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aff  may  be  supposed,  a  lat^  proportion.  But  those  wlio  are  aware  of 
the  precious  fruit  which  these  institutions  have  already  produced,  in 
the  early  training  of  not  a  few  valued  servants  and  handmaids  of 
the  Church,  for  usefulness  both  in  the  home  and  the  Mission-field, 
will  be  ready  to  admit,  that  the  expenditure  has  been  not  only  just  and 
reasonable,  but,  in  many  instances,  profitable  to  the  cause  itself.* 

7.  With  reference  to  the  efibrts  for  the  support  of  our  Missiona 
generally,  made  by  members  of  the  Brethren's  Unity,  and  by  Christian 
Brethren  of  other  Churches,  the  remarks  and  acknowledgments  of  the 
Synod  of  1848,  were  found  to  retain  their  full  fbrocf  From  the 
reports  made  to  the  late  Synod^  it  was  manifest,  that  the  interest  on 
b^alf  of  this  blessed  cause  had  suffered  no  abatement.  The  Society 
far  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  the  oldest  of  its  various  auxiliaries, 
had  been  enabled,  through  the  Divine  blessing,  not  only  to  provide  for 
the  temporal  necessities  of  the  Mission  in  Labrador,  but  also  in  fulfil- 
ment of  yet  earlier  engagements,  to  afford  valuable  assistance  oi  other 
kinds,  t  The  two  American  societies  at  Bethlehem  and  Salem  had 
meanwhile  continued  to  make  the  Missions  among  the  Delaware  and 
Cherokee  Indians,  the  objects  of  their  especial  attention,  besides  con- 
tributing according  to  their  several  ability  to  our  gen^td  Mission-fund. 
Like  services  had  been  rendered  by  the  society  at  Zeyst  in  Holland^ 
and  by  that  in  Schleswig-Holstein ;  the  Missions  in  Surinam  and  S. 
Africa,  and  in  the  Danish  W.  Indies,  having  been  severally  indebted 
to  them  for  kind  contributions.  In  many  of  our  congregations  on 
the  continent,  in  Great  Britain,  and  in  N.  America,  associations  con* 
tinue  to  exist,  and  to  afford  imp(»tant  aid  to  the  work.  Some  of  these 
consist  of  juvenile  members,  whose  eeal  is  well  worthy  of  imitation.§ 

From  Churches  and  Associations  on  the  continent  of  Europe,  aa 
well  as  from  members  of  the  Diaspora,  generous  help  has  also  been 
received.  But  the  greatest  amount  of  aid  has  continued  to  be  derived 
from  British  fellow  Christians.  The  Auxiliaries  in  Edinburgh  and 
Glasgow,  though,  from  peculiar  circumstances,  less  successful  than 
as  formerly  in  raising  funds,  have  proved  sufficiently  by  their  offerings 
that  their  interest  in  the  work  is  undiminished.  But  it  is  to  the  Lon" 
don  Asaooiation^  that  the  Mission-fund  is  chiefly  indebted  for  the  sup* 
plies  which  have  not  only  saved  it  from  serious  embarrassment,  Imi 
have  also  rendered  it  capable  of  meeting  many  demands,  occasioned 
by  a  gradual  extension  of  the  field  of  labour.  By  what  means  these 
supplies  have  been  procured, — ^what  considerate  zeal  and  unwearied 
diligence  have  been  manifested  in  collecting  them, — ^in  what  a  spirit  of 
disinterested  affection  and  genuine  confidence  they  have  been  cast  inta 
our  treasury, — has  been  more  than  once  exj^ned  in  this  journal,  and 

*  The  same  remark  is  applicable  to  the  proyincial  schools  at  Fnlncck,  in  York- 
shire, where  the  children  of  Missionaries,  called  from  the  British  congregations,  are 
educated.

The  vessel  which  the  Society  is  favoured  to  send  year  by  year  to  the  coast  of 
Labrador,  had  experienced  the  marrelloas  protection  of  the  Lord,  dnrin^  nine 
SQccessiye  voyages,  one  of  them  (in  1853),  marked  by  perils   of  no  oroinaiy 
description. 

§  One  of  these,  in  the  academy  at  Gracehill  in  Irelaod,  has  raised  not  less  than 
50f.  in  the  course  of  the  last  five  years. 
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made  the  subject  of  thankful  acknowledgment.  Nor  did  the  Synod 
find  any  cause  to  appreciate  less  gratefully  the  inveduable  services 
rendered  to  our  Missions  by  this  Institution,  during  the  nine  years 
under  reyiew,  or  to  recognise  less  cordially  and  reverently  the  Divine 
blessing,  which  has  so  manifestly  attended  its  operations,  and  which, 
notwithstanding  the  peculiar  difficulties  of  the  times,  and  a  variety  of 
trpng  and  perplexing  circumstances,  has  produced  such  important 
results.  With  what  feelings  of  Christian  humility,  as  well  as  brotherly 
iove,  these  services  have  been  rendered,  is  sufficiently  i^parent  fix)m  the 
following  passage  of  the  letter  addressed  to  the  Synod  by  the  Committee, 
and  bearing  the  signatures  of  the  respected  officers  of  the  Association  :* 

"  If  our  beloved  Lord  and  Saviour  was  pleased  to  represent  His 
anxious  care  for  the  fruitfulness  of  the  tree  planted  in  His  vineyard  by 
*  three  years'  of  patient  expectation,  we  cannot  but  feel,  dear  Brethren, 
deeply  humbled  as  we  retrace  our  Association  history  for  ^  three  times 
three '  years,  since  we  last  addressed  you,  that  we  have  not  been  ^  in 
labours  more  abundant.'  Nevertheless,  for  the  little  fruit  that  His 
grace  has  enabled  us  to  produce,  we  desire  to  give  thanks  to  His  holy 
name,  and  to  remember,  that  all  that  is  good  in  your  Church  and  in 
our  Society  proceeds  alike  from  Him.  We  widi  to  assure  you,  that 
in  continuing  our  feeble  efforts  to  testify  our  love  for  you,  and  our 
high  esteem  for  your  work  among  the  heathen,  we  feel  as  Christian 
Brethren  a  sacred  pleasure,  and  though  not  formally  and  ecclesiastically, 
we  are  yet  truly  in  spirit  joined  with  you  in  '  the  Brethren's  Unity,  and 
desire  increasingly  to  partake  with  yourselves'  the  £Euth  and  love 
whidi  are  in  Christ  Jesus." 

In  the  answer  returned  by  the  venerable  President^  Bishop  J.  M. 
Nitschman,  in  the  name  of  the  Synod,  occurs  the  following  acknow- 
ledgment of  these  brotherly  sentiments : — 

"  While  we  thank  the  Lord  for  all  His  mercies,  we  are  forcibly 
reminded  of  His  instructive  words,  '  Without  me  ye  can  do  nothing ;' 
and  being  anew  convinced,  that  our  Mission- work  is  and  must  remain 
a  work  of  faith  and  prayer,  we  beseech  you,  dear  Friends  and  Bre- 
thren, to  contanne  to  encourage  us  by  your  example,  to  believe  and 
pray;  and  may  our  Lord's  royal  wordjs,  ^All  power  is  given  unto  me 
in  heaven  and  in  earth,'  strengthen  you  and  us  in  confidence  towards 
Him,  in  hope,  in  patience,  and  in  perseverance. 

"And  now,  dear  Brethren  and  Friends,  one  word  more.  We 
know  that  you  do  not  accept  of  praise,  and  that  what  you  do,  you  do 
unto  the  Lord.  The  assistance  afibrded  to  our  Missionary  work  by 
your  large  contributions  is,  however,  so  great  a  benefit,  that  we  should 
feel  as  if  something  were  wanting  on  our  part,  if  we  were  not  per- 
mitted to  express  to  you  our  warmest  gratitude ;  and  this,  indeed,  I 
am  especially  commissioned  to  do  by  the  Synod.  Accept,  then,  our 
thanks,  as  freely,  as  we  ofier  them  heartily  and  sincerely.  May  the  Lord 
reward  you  abundantly,  and  bestow  on  you  His  choicest  blessings." 

The  thanks,  thus  cordially  tendered,  and  the  wishes,  thus  warmly 
expressed,  were  never  more  seasonably  or  more  gracefully  ofiered

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than  at  the  close  of  the  period  of  forty  years,  during  which  the 
Missions  of  the  Brethren's  Church  have  enjoyed  the  zealous  and 
successful  service  of  these  Christian  benefactors.  Of  the  little  com« 
pany  of  friends  who  met  together  on  the  12  th  of  December,  1817, 
and  "proved  the  sincerity  of  their  love,"  by  founding  the  London 
Association,  but  one, — its  honoured  treasurer,  Mr.  Leach, — is  still 
spared  to  take  an  active  part  in  its  direction,  and  watch  over  its 
prosperity.  That  "  the  Lord  may  recompense  his  work,  and  a  full  re- 
ward may  be  given  to  him  of  the  Lord  God  of  Israel"  (Ruth  ii.l2),  was 
the  fervent  prayer  of  the  assembled  servants  of  the  Brethren's  Unity. 

Li  reviewing  the  past  history  of  the  London  Association,  the 
Synod  could  not  but  recollect  the  encouragement  and  help  which  it 
has  afforded,  whenever  the  establishment  of  new  Missions  was  in 
contemplation.  Of  the  three,  undertaken  since  i  848, — ^the  earliest, — ^to 
the  aborigines  of  Australia, — after  a  painful  and  unlooked-for  suspen- 
sion of  above  a  twelvemonth,  is  now  in  course  of  renewal ;  the  others, 
— ^to  the  Indians  of  the  Mosquito-coast,  and  to  a  Buddist  tribe  of 
Central  Asia,  netu*  the  confines  of  Tibet, — are  making  slow,  but  hopeful 
progress.  The  result  of  Br.  WarmoVs  exploratory  visit  to  Cumber- 
land (or  Northimiberland)  Inlet,  is  meanwhile  prayerMly  awaited. 

To  the  preceding  brief  and  imperfect  outline  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Synod  of  1857,  having  reference  to  the  Brethren's  Mi««iongj  the 
concluding  paragraph  of  the  letter  of  the  London  Association  to  that 
assembly  may  prove  no  uninstructive  sequel,  and  no  unsuitable  close; 
Betting  forth,  as  it  does,  the  present  duties  and  privileges  of  Christ's 
followers  and  servants,  and  the  blessedness  and  glory  of  the  prospect 
which  they  have  before  them  : — 

"We  cannot  but  remember  that  we  are  addressing  to  you  our 
humble  \\ords  of  Christian  love,  at  a  season,  corresponcUng  with  that 
interval  of  time,  when,  afler  the  ascension  of  our  blessed  Lord  and 
iSaviour,  His  disciples  were  awaiting  the  fulfilment  of  His  ]Hromise,  to 
send  down  the  Holy  Ghost  the  Comforter,  to  abide  with  His  Church 
for  ever.  In  this  waiting  spirit,  dear  Brethren,  may  we  all  be  found  ; 
you,  in  your  Synod,  and  we,  in  our  meetings  together  in  His  name» 
when  we  call  to  mind  the  work  in  which  you  are  and  will  be  engaged. 
And  when,  at  length,  the  time  for  Missionary-labour  is  over,  and  the 
conflicts  and  struggles  of  the  world  have  ceased,  may  you  and  we, 
dear  Brethren,  and  all  your  Mission-flocks,  be  found  of  Him,  our 
Saviour,  at  His  coming  again  in  peace,  and  lift  up  our  heads  with  joy, 
saying,  as  He  cometh  in  the  clouds  with  power  and  great  glory,  '  Lo ! 
this  is  our  God;  we  have  waited  for  Him,  and  He  will  save  us.  This  is 
the  Lord;  we  have  waited  for  Him;  we  will  be  glad  and  rejoice  in  His 
salvation.'  (Isaiah  xxv.  9.) 

II.  Society  fob  the  Furtberakce  of  the  Gospel. — Of  the 
half-yearly  general  meeting  of  the  Society,  held  on  the  3rd  of  Novem- 
ber, as  mentioned  in  our  last  number,  we  can  only  very  briefly  report^ 
that  among  the  friends  and  well-wishers  to  the  cause  who  were 
present,  was  our  venerable  friend  and  brother,  the  Rev.  W.  SteinkopfiT, 
whose  appearance  on  such  an  occasion,  after  a  lengthened  absence, 
occasioned  by  his  advanced  age  and  failing  health,  was  hailed  with 
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general  delight.  In  a  short  and  feeling  address,  he  referred  to  his 
long  and  profitable  connection  with  the  Brethren's  Church, — ^which  he 
dated  firom  the  time  when  he  was  a  student  at  the  University  of 
Ttibingen,  sixty  years  ago, — and  to  his  personal  intercourse  with  the 
Society  and  the  Missionaries  in  Labrador  and  elsewhere,  of  whom  he 
had  known  about  150,  during  his  service  of  above  hedf  a  century  in  Lon- 
don. After  the  communication  of  intelligence  firom  Labrador  and  Green- 
land,  and  firom  other  portions  of  the  Mission-field,  prayer  was  offered 
bj  our  venerable  friend,  and  the  meeting  was  closed  with  the  Doxology. 

in.  Continued  Sufferings  of  the  Kaffirs  bt  Famine.— 
Br.  H.  Meyer  writes: — "Shiloh,  Dec.  23,  1857.  I  have  mournful 
tidings  to  communicate,  which,  I  trust,  will  appeal  to  your  sympathy 
and  assistance.  You  have  been  informed,  that  the  Kaffirs  killed  their 
cattle,  and  destroyed  their  com.  They  contemplated  war,  but  God 
ftverted  it.  He  sent  so  terrible  a  famine  into  Kaffituria,  that  the  roads 
were  speedily  strewn  with  the  corpses  of  adults  and  children.  They 
tamed  in  their  distress  to  the  colony.  Numbers  came  to  our  settlement, 
on  some  days,  more  than  a  hundred,  looking  like  skeletons.  Mothers 
carried  their  children  half-dead,  and  with  silent  eloquence  pointed  to 
their  dried-up  breasts.  We  had  an  unusual  quantity  of  pumpkins 
in  our  gardens,  but  these  were  soon  gone;  nor  did  our  supply  of 
Indian  corn  last  long.  What  were  we  to  do  ?  Grain  was  three  times 
as  dear  as  usual,  in  consequence  of  the  scarcity  and  speculation.  But, 
*  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye  have 
done  it  unto  Me^  So  we  bought  a  load  of  com.  It  was  soon  exhausted. 
Then  another  and  another.  *•  I  was  an  hungred,  and  ye  gave  me  no 
meat.'  Could  we  bear  to  think  we  should  once  hear  that  f  No !  we 
saw  the  finger  of  God  in  His  dealings  with  the  Kiafiirs.  If  we  have 
not  the  means.  He  has  still  treasures  in  England  and  in  Germany, 
which  we  believe  He  will  open.  So  we  bought  again.  There  seems  no 
early  prospect  of  an  end  to  the  misery.  Our  people  have  distributed 
all  their  stores,  and  now  all  look  to  us  for  seed — ^but  we  have  none. 

'^  I  lodged  the  sick  and  infirm  in  our  smithy  for  months  together. 
Many  were  saved,  but  fourteen  died,  in  spite  of  our  care,  which  came 
too  late.  A  woman  brought  a  child,  which  had  already  been  laid  in 
its  grave  as  dead ;  we  nursed  it,  and  it  recovered.  Another  mother, 
with  two  children,  was  often  told,  on  her  weary  way,  that  she  had 
better  not  be  burdened  with  them,  but  leave  them  to  die,  for  they  were 
as  good  as  dead  already.  But  she  cried,  ^  O  God,  Thou  seest  these  chil- 
dren !  Only  help  me  to  reach  the  Missionaries!'  And  He  did  help  her." 

"The  voice  of  Grod  has  now  spoken  to  the  Kaffir  race  more 
solemnly  than  ever  before.  We  have  brought  several  out  of  the  desert, 
ministered  to  their  wants,  and  told  them  of  the  love  of  God  in  Christ. 

"  We  have  been  at  all  this  expense  under  the  most  trying  circum- 
stances. Our  dwelling-house  is  still  in  ruins,  our  mill  must  be  re-built, 
and  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  erect  a  school-house.  Besides  this, 
we  are  anxious  to  push  forward  into  Kafiraria.  Will  not  the  friends 
of  the  Kaffir  Mission  affi)rd  us  some  help  in  this  exigency  ?  " 

IV.  Missionary  Appoiktments  and  Removals. 
1.  Br.  and  Sr.  Beichstein,  of  Sharon,  Barbadoes,  have  been  called  to 
Basseterre,  in  St.  Kitt<9,  at  which  place  they  arrived  December  15th,  1857. 
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2.  Br.  Benj.  Romig,  of  Nazareth,  Pennsylyania,  hag  been  caUed 
to  the  servke  of  the  Mission  in  Barbadoes.  Br.  J.  C.  Hilbig,  of 
Nisky,  and  Br.  F.  W.  Schmiedeke,  of  Neuwied,  to  that  (^the  Miasioa 
in  Greenland ;  and  Br.  £m.  Weiss,  of  Konigsfeld,  to  that  in  the 
Danish  West  Indies. 

3.  October  14th,  1857,  the  Bm.  Th.  Sonderman  and  Jas.  Ward, 
were  ordained  Deacons,  bj  Br.  G.  W.  Weeterby,  at  Fairfield, 
Jamaica ;  and  on  the  15th,  Br.  Isaac  Prince  was  accepted  acoluth  in 
the  Miaston-Gonference  at  that  place. 

4.  January  6th,  1858,  the  Bm.  G.  F.  Jansa,  of  Surinam,  and 
F.  A.  Hagenauer  and  F.  W.  Spieseke,  were  ordained ;  the  former  a 
Presbyter,  and  the  two  latter  Deacons  of  the  Brethren's  Church,  by 
Br.  H.  R.  Wullschlagel,  at  Hermhut 

5.  November  16th,  1857,  Br.  J.  F.  Ejronlein  was  united  in  holy 
matrimony  to  Sr.  L.  C.  Herzog,  at  Ebersdorf ;  and,  on  the  28tb,  Br. 
and  Sr.  Kronlein,  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Schwennesen,  sailed  from  Nieu- 
wediep  £or  Surinam. 

6.  Br.  and  Sr.  G^rk  landed  at  Nieuwediep,  on  the  7th  of  January, 
haying  returned  from  Surinam,  on  account  of  failing  health. 

7.  Sr.  A.  Christie,  of  Fairfield,  has  been  called  to  the  service  of 
the  Mission  in  Tobago. 

8.  Br.  A.  Clemens,  President  of  the  Mission-Conference  in  Bar- 
badoes, is  called  to  occupy  a  similar  position  in  Jamaica.  Br.  J.  H. 
Buchner  is  called  to  succeed  Br.  Clemens  in  Barbadoes. 

9.  On  the  29th  of  January,  the  Bm.  Spieseke  and  Hagenauer  ar- 
rived in  London,  whence  they  sailed  for  Melbourne,  on  the  15  th  of 
February. 

V.  Obituaky. — 1 .  On  the  first  day  of  the  year,  it  pleased  the  Lord 
to  call  into  eternal  rest,  in  the  52nd  year  of  hb  age,  the  married  Br. 
Chas.  Wm.  Jahn, — a  Bishop  of  the  Brethren's  Church,  and  a  member 
of  the  Elders'  Conference  of  the  Unity,  in  the  Helpers'  and  Education 
department.  To  this  important  office  he  was  appointed  in  1854,  after 
a  service  of  many  years  in  the  congregaUon  at  Sarepta.  The  spiritual 
gifls  and  varied  attainments  possessed  by  our  late  Brother,  he  turned 
to  faithful  and  profitable  account  as  an  overseer  of  the  Church ;  and 
his  upright  character  and  affectionate  demeanour  procured  for  him  the 
g^ieral  love  and  esteem  of  his  Brethren  and  fellow-servants.  A  severe 
cold,  ocHitracted  during  an  official  visit  to  the  congregations  at  Ebers- 
dorf and  Gnadau,  was  followed  by  fever  and  paralysis,  which  brought 
his  usefiil  life  to  a  rather  sudden  close. 

2.  Dec.  3rd,  1857,  the  widow  Sr.  D.  W.  Beinbrech,  fonnwiy  of 
the  South  Africvn  Mission,  departed  this  life,  aged  75  years. 

3.  Dec.  21st,  1857,  at  Ockbrook,  in  his  88th  year,  the  widower

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Of  Br,  George  Kmoch,  Missionary  in  Labrador,  who  departed  this 
Life  at  OcKBROOK,  December  21«/,  1857,  in  the  eighty-eighth  Year  of 
his  Age. 

{Conclttded  from  page  384.) 

"IN  1811,  I  performed  an  exploratory  journey,  in  company  with 
Br.  Kohlmeister,  into  the  Northern  portion  of  Labrador.  The  part 
of  the  coast  examined  by  us,  is  that  which  extends  past  Cape  Chud- 
leigh, — a  lofty  promontory,  in  N.  lat.  61°,  and  called  by  the  Esqui- 
maux Killinek, — ^into  the  so-called  Ungava*  district,  as  far  as  the 
Koksoak,  or  South  River.  On  the  voyage  to  Cape  Chudleigh,  we 
visited  the  Esquimaux  at  Kangertluksoak  (now  Hebron),  Sseglek, 
and  other  places.  We  were  acquainted  with  many  of  these  people, 
as  they  frequently  came  to  Okak,  for  purposes  of  traffic.  Everywhere, 
we  were  received  with  great  kindness.  From  Cape  Chudleigh,  we 
proceeded  along  the  coast,  past  Eiingertlualuksoak,  or  George  River,  to 
the  South  River.  The  latter  we  found  to  be  an  estuary,  in  some  places 
two  miles  wide,  and  from  ten  to  fifteen  fathoms  deep.  The  water 
was  good  and  sweet.  As  far  as  we  sailed  up  it,  which  was  about 
twenty-four  miles,  we  found  it  to  be  under  the  influence  of  the 
tides.  The  land,  on  both  banks,  was  covered  with  trees,  mostly  pine 
and  laich,  twenty  or  thirty  feet  high.  In  these  woods,  Indians  from  the 
interior  were  frequently  to  be  met  with,  in  summer,  who  subsisted  on 
the  rein- deer,  bears,  and  other  game,  of  which  there  was  no  lack.  We 
fell  in  with  no  Indians,  but  saw  some  of  their  huts.  We  met,  however, 
with  several  families  of  Esquimaux,  who  had  come  from  the  neighbour- 
ing islands,  to  procure  wood  for  their  kayaks,  sledges,  &c.  Several  of 
these  people  had  never  seen  Europeans  before.  But  they  were  all 
rejoiced  to  see  us,  and  manifested  much  friendliness,  and  a  disposition 
to  serve  us  in  any  way  they  could.  They  were  attentive,  when  we 
pretiched  the  gospel  to  them;  and  we  hope  the  precious  seed  may  have 
produced  good  fruit,  in  due  time.  From  their  statements  it  appeared 
that  this  region  was  but  very  thinly  peopled.  There  are  a  few  settle- 
ments, from  90  to  180  miles  apart;  and  even  these  do  not  comprise  a 
population  of  more  than  from  50  to  100  persons  eachf. 

"  During  this  journey,  which  lasted  about  fourteen  weeks,  we 
were  exposed  to  many  perils.  We  were  three  times  in  danger  of  being 
surrounded  by  drift-ice ;  once,  our  boat  struck  on  a  sunken  rock,  and 
was  only  saved  from  destruction  by  the  extraordinary  strength  of  the 
keel,  which  received  the  blow ;  and  off  Cape  Chudleigh,  we  passed  a

t  The  population  of  this  district  has  since  been  subject  to  many  vicissitudes. 
At  one  time,  it  was  reported  to  be  nearly  extinct,  but  of  late  years,  a  considerable 
increase  appears  to  have  taken  place.    See  Per.  Accls.  vol.  xxii.  pp.  316, 325. — Eds. 
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whirlpool,  which,  at  certain  times,  is  so  violent,  that  large  masses  of 
drift-ice  are  sucked  down  by  it,  and  re-appear,  broken  into  small  frag- 
ments. Beyond  Cape  Chudleigh,  in  Ungava-Bay,  the  coast  is  fiat  and 
shelving,  and  the  spring-tides  rise  thirty-six  feet.  This  causes  strong 
currents,  and  renders  any  approach  to  the  land  difficult,  and  in  some 
cases  impracticable  for  vessels,  larger  than  the  light  boats  of  the  Esqui- 
maux. Once,  in  this  dangerous  locality,  wc  encountered  a  violent 
storm,  which  lasted  nearly  a  day  and  a  night.  In  this  perilous 
situation,  our  gracious  Saviour  preserved  my  courage  and  believing 
hope.  We  implored  hitn  to  deal  with  us,  according  to  His  wisdom 
arid  grace;  and  He  heard  our  prayer.  Aflcr  a  while,  the  storm  abated, 
and  we  were  enabled,  with  the  assistance  of  our  Esquimaux  com- 
panions, to  reach  the  land,  where  they  united  with  us,  in  thanking  and 
praising  the  Lord  for  His  goodness.  This  providential  escape  was  the 
means  of  trying  our  faith.  Some  of  the  Esquimaux  wished  to  return. 
Yet  this  we  could  not  agree  to,  without  serious  consideration.  Wc 
had  not  attained  the  object  of  our  journey,  and  were  still  about  90 
miles  fVom  our  destination,  while  the  dangers  of  the  voyage  evidently 
increased.  tJnder  these  circumstances,  we  retired  and  laid  the  matter 
with  fervent  supplication  before  our  Saviour,  imploring  Him  to  counsel 
rts>  and  to  enable  us  to  ascertain  and  execute  His  will.  Nor  did  our 
gracious  Lord  leave  us  alone  in  our  perplexity,  but  filled  our  hearts 
with  His  peace,  and  gave  us  the  conviction,  that  we  ought  to  pursue 
our  voyage.  Upon  this,  all  hesitation  vanished,  and  gave  place  to 
hope  and  confidence.  "WTien  we  told  the  Esquimaux,  they  were  of  the 
same  mind  with  ourselves. 

"On  the  26th  of  August,  we  reached  the  Koksoak,  or  South 
River,  which  was  our  final  destination.  Here  we  found  a  pleasant 
locality,  well  suited  for  a  Mission-settlement.  In  the  sequel,  however, 
insurmountable  obstacles  prevented  the  establishment  of  a  station  there. 
On  the  29th  of  August,  was  my  last  Single  Brethren's  Festival.  On  this 
day,  I  was  busily  engaged  in  collecting  fire-wood  for  our  use  on  the 
voyage  home.  While  thus  employed,  my  thoughts  reverted  to  the 
same  day,  three  years  previously,  which  I  had  spent  in  a  cave  in  the 
rocks,  while  on  a  journey  from  Nain  to  Okak.  However,  I  can  say, 
that,  on  neither  of  these  days,  did  I  lack  a  ffestal  blessing,  for  I  enjoyed 
the  nearness  of  my  gracious  Lord,  experienced  His  blessing,  and 
rene"\ved  my  covenant,  to  abide  His  property,  till  it  should  please  Him 
— all  trials  and  vicissitudes  being  safely  passed— to  transplant  me  into 
His  eternal  kingdom. 

**  On  the  2nd  of  September,  we  set  sail  for  Okak,  and  reached 
that  place  in  safety,  on  the  4th  of  October. 

"  On  my  arrival,  I  found  the  commission  awaiting  me,  to  ac- 
company two  children  of  Missionaries,  who  were  proceeding  to 
Europe  for  education.  We  accordingly  set  sail  on  the  19th  of  October, 
and  reached  London  in  safety,  on  Uie  5th  of  December.  On  account 
of  the  war  between  England  and  France,  we  could  not  proceed  to 
Crermanpr,  but  were  directed  to  remain  at  Fulneck,  in  Yorkshire.  ^  I 
also  visited  several  other  congregations,  and  everywhere  met  with 
much  kindness. 

"On  the  18th  of  May,  1812,  I  was  united  in  holy  matrimony  to 
Sr.  Mary  Waters.    I  accepted  this  Sbter,  as  destined  for  me  by  our 
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gracious  Saviour,  who  had  often  led  me  by  a  way  which  I  knew  not^ 
but  always  a  right  way.  So  it  was  in  this  case,  as  I  found  in  my  dear 
wife  an  affectionate  partner,  most  suitable  for  me  in  all  respects.  On 
the  15  th  of  July,  the  same  year,  we  arrived  safely  in  Labrador,  where 
we  served  together  for  nineteen  years.  My  dear  wife  enjoyed  excellent 
health,  soon  felt  at  home  in  her  new  position,  and  speedily  acquired  a 
knowledge  of  both  the  German  and  Esquimaux  languages. 

"In  1815, 1  was  called  from  Nain  to  Ilopedale.  AVe  set  sail  on 
the  4th  of  October,  1816,  in  hope  of  soon  reaching  our  destination. 
But  storms,  contrary  winds,  and  masses  of  drifl-ice,  frustrated  the 
captain's  endeavours,  and,  at  length,  he  was  obliged  to  shape  his 
course  for  England*  In  the  course  of  this  voyage,  we  experienced  a 
storm,  which  lasted  three  days,  during  which  nothing  could  be  cooked 
on  board.  For  fourteen  hours,  we  were  in  momentary  expectation  of 
going  to  the  bottom.  The  bulwarks  were  washed  away,  and  the  vessel 
trembled  like  an  aspen- leaf,  beneath  the  shocks  of  the  waves.  My 
wife,  who  was  generally  sea-sick,  experienced  nothing  of  that  com- 
plaint, during  this  trying  period,  and  remained  of  good  courage,  and 
confident  in  the  Lord.  On  the  28th  of  October,  we  arrived  safely 
in  London,  where  our  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters  received  us  with 
much  kindness.     We  spent  the  winter  at  Fairfield. 

"  Towai'ds  the  end  of  May,  1817,  we  again  set  sail  from  London* 
We  made  the  Labrador  coast  on  the  8th  of  July.  But  so  completely 
was  the  coast  blockaded  by  vast  masses  of  ice,  that  we  could  not  get 
near  the  land.  In  the  night  of  the  21st,  we  encountered  a  violent 
storm,  duiing  which,  we  were  in  constant  danger  of  being  crushed 
between  the  fields  of  ice.  Our  ship  sprung  a  leak,  which,  however, 
was  temporarily  so  &r  stopped,  that  she  could  be  kept  afloat  by 
pumping.  For  three  weeks,  did  we  remain  entangled  in  the  ice, 
during  which  time,  we  experienced  many  alternations  of  rough  weather, 
fog,  and  pleasant,  warm  days ;  but  were  always  more  or  less  in  danger 
from  the  ice*. 

"  At  length,  on  the  9th  of  August,  we  reached  Hopedale  in  safety. 
Our  feelings,  when  we  were  again  permitted  to  set  our  fbet  on  the 
soil  of  Labrador,  after  passing  through  such  imminent  dangers,  I  can- 
not describe.  They  bore,  perhaps,  some  resemblance  to  those  of  a 
poor  sinner,  when  first  he  finds  grace,  peace,  and  the  pardon  of  his 
sins,  in  the  presence  of  Jesus. 

''  Oui*  service  at  Hopedale  lasted  three  years,  and  was  marked  by 
a  variety  of  experiences.  During  our  residence  at  that  station,  cir- 
cumstances required  that  I  shoiSd  take  a  full  share  in  the  duty  of 
preaching.  But  as  I  had  many  other  duties  to  attend  to,  I  found 
myself  no  longer  able  to  devote  so  much  attention  to  the  composition 
of  my  discourses,  as  I  had  hitherto  been  accustomed  to  do.  My  pre- 
paration consisted  only  in  fixing  on  the  hymns  I  wished  to  have  sung, 
selecting  such  passages  of  Scripture  as  were  elucidatory  of  the  subject 
on  which  I  was  about  to  speak,  and,  above  all,  in  earnest  prayer  to 
ray  gracious  Lord,  that  He  would  put  into  my  mouth  the  words  I 


•  The  interesting  and  striking  details  of  this  pcriloas  voyage  may  be  found  in

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ought  to  speak  to  my  dear  Esquimaux.  And  never  was  my  confidence 
put  to  shame.  The  Lord  heard  my  prayer,  and  blessed  me,  especially 
at  times,  when  I  felt  my  own  weakness  and  insuiiiciency,  in  a  peculiar 
manner. 

"  About  a  year  after  our  arrival  at  Hopedale,  a  fanatical  spirit 
manifested  itself  among  the  Esquimaux.  It  took  its  rise  among  those 
who  were  newly  awakened,  and  who  were  concerned  for  the  salvation 
of  their  souls.  These  were  joined  by  others,  who  were  i*eluctant  to  be 
convinced  they  were  really  poor  sinners,  and  who  desired  to  be  at 
once  freed  from  all  temptations.  They  began  to  meet  in  their  own 
houses,  and  were  accustomed  to  state  to  each  other,  the  transgressions 
they  had  committed, — somewhat  in  the  way  that  this  is  required  to  be 
done  at  the  Romish  confessional.  This  was,  without  doubt,  done  in 
the  belief,  that,  after  this  candid  avowal  of  their  sins,  they  would  be 
freed  from  their  power,  and  would  perhaps  also  find  peace  of  conscience. 
The  result  of  all  this  excitement  was,  that  those  who  were  the  subjects 
of  it  began  to  have  strange  dreams.  These  they  also  communicated 
one  to  another.  At  length,  they  were  led  to  apply  to  themselves  that 
quotation  from  the  prophet  Joel,  which  we  find  in  Acts  ii.  17,  18,  and 
began  to  imagine  signs  and  wonders,  of  a  character,  which  plainly 
evidenced,  that  a  wicked  spirit  of  fanaticism  had  crept  in  among  them, 
in  the  guise  of  an  angel  of  light.  It  was  now  high  time  to  endeavour, 
by  the  exercise  of  kindness  and  firmness,  to  reclaim  the  wanderers 
from  their  dangerous  path.  By  the  gracious  help  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour,  we  were  successful  in  doing  this.  Those  who  had  gone  astray, 
were  led  to  perceive  the  deceitfulness  of  the  Evil  one,  and  were  brought 
back  in  safety  to  the  plain  gospel-way.  To  the  present  hour,  I  cannot 
sufficiently  thank  the  Lord  for  averting  the  danger,  which,  at  this 
period,  impended  over  our  congregation,  and  which  we  did  not  perceive, 
till  it  was  almost  too  late.  For  Satan,  undoubtedly,  intended  nothlug 
less  than  the  ruin  of  the  Hopedale  congregation.  An  abundant  sup- 
ply of  grace  and  patience  is  required  for  the  proper  treatment  of  newly- 
awakened  persons.  They  feel  their  lost  condition,  and,  as  man  will 
rather  help  himself,  than  be  helped, — they  wish  to  become  pious,  to 
do  good  works,  and  to  cease  from  sin.  But  as  they  have  no  power  to 
resist  evil,  they  sometimes  hit  upon  strange  and  foolish  methods  of 
drrving  out  the  devil.  And  to  this  they  are  impelled  by  pride,  which 
is  innate  in  us,  and  is  the  source  of  all  misery.  At  the  time  of  the 
general  awakening,  which  commenced  in  1805,  at  Hopedale,  and  soon 
extended  to  Nain  and  Okak*, — it  not  unfrequently  happened,  that 
some  broke  out  into  loud  weeping  and  liowling,  in  the  meetings.  Such 
persons  really  could  not  restrain  themselves,  and  there  was  no  pretence 
or  hypocrisy  in  their  (»onduct.  Had  the  attempt  been  made  to  i-epress 
such  manifestations,  the  good  might  easily  have  been  injured,  in  root- 
ing out  the  evil.  But  our  Saviour  bestowed  the  needful  grace  and 
wisdom  on  the  Missionaries  at  that  time,  so  that  they  treated  the 
awakened  with  patience,  gentleness,  and  love,  leading  them  to  the 
conviction,  that  the  matter  of  chief  importance  for  us  is,  with  child-

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ike  simplicity  and  in  faith,  to  cast  ourselves,  with  all  our  guilt,  at  the 
feet  of  the  Saviour,  who  was  crucified  for  us,  and  to  obtain  from  Him 
the  assurance  in  our  conscience,  that  He  has  forgiven  our  sins,  for  the 
sake  of  His  blood  and  death.  This  obtained  entrance  into  the  hearts 
of  our  dear  Esquimaux,  and  they  found  grace  and  peace  in  the.  blood 
and  wounds  of  Jesus. 

'*  After  a  three  years*  ser\'ice  at  Hopedale,  we  were  called  to 
Okak.  Here  our  faith  and  confidence  in  our  Saviour  were  put  to  the 
test  in  an  unexpected  manner.  Tlie  enemy  of  souls  often  seeks  to 
ruin  the  servants  of  Jesus  by  means  of  self-love  and  pride,  and  their 
natural  consequences,  disharmony  and  mistrust, — and  thus  it  was  at 
this  time.  However,  the  Lord  graciously  helped  us,  and  the  last 
seven  years  of  our  -Missionary-service  were  spent  by  us  in  peace. 
During  this  period,  I  was  much  engaged  in  work  connected  with 
repairs  and  buildings  on  the  Mission-premises.  In  1829, 1  also  assisted 
in  the  erection  of  the  temporary  buildings  at  Kangertluksoak,  prepara- 
tory to  the  formation  of  the  settlement  now  called  Hebron. 

"By  this  time,  we  began  to  experience  a  decided  failure  of 
strength;  and  this  circumstance,  together  with  repeated  attacks  of 
iHness,  induced  us  to  seek  permission  to  retire  from  service.  In  1831, 
we  consequently  received  a  kind  invitation  to  return  to  Europe,  and 
retire  to  rest  in  one  of  our  congregations.  On  reviewing  our  service 
in  Labrador, — which  in  my  own  case  had  lasted  thirty-four,  and  in 
my  wife's,  nineteen  years, — we  wept  tears  of  contrition  and  gratitude, 
at  the  feet  of  our  gracious  Saviour,  and  implored  Him  to  cover  with 
His  blood  the  many  faults  and  mistakes  we  had  made. 

"After  taking  a  very  cordial  leave  of  our  dear  European  and 
Esquimaux  Brethren  and  Sisters,  we  set  sail  from  Okak  on  the  16th 
of  August,  1831.  As  the  ship  touched  at  Nain  and  Hopedale,  we  had 
tlie  pleasure  of  once  more  seeing  those  among  whom  we  had  served 
at  thos^  places.  On  the  16th  of  October,  we  reached  London  in 
safety,  and,  after  a  short  stay  there,  proceeded  to  Ockbrook,  where  wo 
arrived  on  the  6th  of  November. 

"  On  the  20th  of  March,  1834,  my  dear  wife  departed  this  life — 
trusting  in  the  merits  of  Jesus, — so  gently,  that  I  hope  my  end  may  bo 
like  hei^s.  The  pain  of  parting  was  indescribably  severe,  and  I  wept 
many  tears,  at  being  thus  separated  from  one,  who  had  so  faithfully 
shared  my  joys  and  sorrows  for  twenty-two  years.  I  threw  myself, 
with  my  sorrowing  heart,  at  the  feet  of  my  merciful  Saviour,  and 
imploi*ed  Him  not  to  forsake  me,  but  to  be  my  comforter  and  com- 
panion for  the  rest  of  my  days.  And  He  graciously  hoard  me, — for,  on 
the  day  after  my  wife's  funeral,  I  experienced  the  peace  of  God  in  an 
unspeakable  degree,  comforting  my  sorrowing  spirit,  and  encouraging 
the  hope,  that  my  Saviour,  who  had  led  me  so  tenderly  and  graciously 
thus  far,  would  continue  to  guide  me  with  His  right  hand,  even  unto 
the  end. 

"In  1839,  I  was  so  ill,  that  my  dissolution  was  expected.  M 
this  time,  the  sister  of  my  late  wife  came  to  nurse  me,  and,  after  my 
recovery,  continued  to  attend  upon  me  faithfully,  until  her  happy 
departure  in  1854. 

"  The  many  proofs  of  kindness  and  affection  which  I  have  re- 
ceived from  the  dear  congregation  at  Ockbrook,  as  well  as  from 
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esteemed  friends  clscwlierc  in  England,  abase  me  much.  May  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  bless  you  abundantly,  my  beloved  and  faithful 
friends! 

**If,  through  my  stupidity  and  w^nt  of  consideration,  I  have 
pjiven  offence  to  any  one,  I  herewith  beg  to  be  forgiven,  as  Christ  has 
forgif  en  us. 

**  On  taking  a  retrospect  of  my  course  through  time,  I  perceive 
th&t  pride  is  our  greatest  and  most  dangerous  enemy,  and  that  this 
sin  defiled,  more  or  less,  all  the  transactions  of  my  life,  especially 
during  my  Missionary  service.  Pride  and  folly  are  always  com- 
panions, and,  in  my  case,  they  have  sometimes  had  the  effect,  that  I 
have  not  listened  to  the  voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  have  eaten  of 
the  forbidden  fruit.  Happy  he,  who  has  become  acquainted  with  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  as  tlie  Bridegroom  of  His  soul,  and  who  ddily  finds 
in  His  wounds  pai'don,  comfort,  and  cleansing  from  all  sin! 

"I  wait  for  Thy  salvation,  0  Lord! 

"  Once  more,  ha})py  am  I,  and  happy  is  every  one  who  in  spirit 
hath  seen  our  dear  Savioiu*,  weeping  and  sweating  bloody  sweat  on 
Olivet,  and  who  can  belie vingly  appropriate  to  himself  Ilis  dying  cry 
upon  the  cross,  '  It  is  finished!' 

Thus  far  our  late  Brother's  own  narrative. 


The  Minister  of  the "  congregation  at  Ockbrook  adds  the  follow- 
ing:— 

"The  residence  of  our  late  beloved  Brother  amongst  us  for 
twenty-six  years,  will  be  long  and  affectionately  remembered  by  all 
who  knew  him.  He  was  universally  respected  for  his  sincere  and 
simple  piety,  and  his  undying  interest  in  the  Missionary  cause.  Few 
of  our  Christian  friends  or  members  of  other  congregations  visited 
Ockbrook,  without  calling  upon  him,  and  carrying  away  agreeable 
and  edifying  recollections  of  this  aged  pilgrim. 

"  lie  was  fond  of  reading,  and  was  a  diligent  student  of  the 
word  of  God*. 

"Ho  loved  and  valued  the  Brethren's  Church,  for  the  grace  of 
God,  which  he  saw  in  its  origin  and  history ;  but  he  especially  loved 
its  Missionary  work,  taking  a  lively  interest  in  all  that  related  to  it, 
but  particularly  in  everything  connected  with  the  Mission  in  Labrador, 
with  the  Brethren  employed  in  which  he  kept  up  a  correspondence. 

"  We  all  know  his  manner  of  life  amongst  us — his  faith,  sim- 
plicity, and  zeal  for  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  the  humility  with  which 
he  spoke  of  himself.  His  complaint  of  pride,  as  a  besetting  sin,  was 
often  repeated  in  the  conversations  I  had  with  him,  and  no  doubt  with 
perfect  sincerity;  but  it  was  not  a  failing,  which  even  near  friends 
would  have  readily  suspected. 

"  His  disposition  was  distinguished  bv  almost  unvarying  cheer- 
fldness.  Even  when  he  was  compelled  by  increasing  weakness  to  lay 
by  his  tools,  and  cease  from  all  exercise,  his  spirits  still  flowed  in  the 
same  even  course. 

"  For  the  last  two  years,  the  tokens  of  failing  health  steadily 
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increased,  and  his  attendance  at  chapel,  even  on  sacramental  occa- 
sions, was  very  unfrequent.  The  Holy  Communion  of  November 
15th,  1857,  was  the  last  time  he  was  present  among  us.  He  was 
fully  awai-e,  that  the  Lord  was  calling  him  home,  and  ho  longed  and 
prayed  for  his  releaae,  as  pain  and  weakness  increased.  On  Thursday, 
the  1 7th  of  December,  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  and  of  the  Church 
was  imparted  to  him,  at  his  own  request.  On  the  evening  of  Sunday, 
tlie  20th,  it  required  an  effort  for  him  to  rouse  his  attention  to  what 
was  passing  around  him;  yet,  when  reminded  of  the  Saviour's  words, 
'  Behold,  I  come  quickly,'  he  responded  in  feeble  accents,  '  Welcome, 
welcome!'  Next  morning,  at  two  a.m.,  he  breathed  his  last,  aged 
eighty-seven  years  and  two  months." 


The  following  remarks  are  from  the  pen  of  the  senior  Secretary 
to  the  Missions,  who  had  long  known  our  late  Brotlier,  and  had  stood 
in  close  official  connection  with  him: — 

*'  The  venerable  subject  of  this  memoir  was  no  ordinary  man.  This 
will  be  readily  admitted  by  all  who  enjoyed  opportunities  of  familiar 
intercourse  with  him,  whether  personally  or  by  correspondence,  during 
his  lengthened  Missionary  service,  or  his  almost  equallv  protracted 
earthly  Sabbath — the  foretaste  of  his  heavenly  rest.  His  faults  and 
deficiencies  were  obvious  to  the  many;  his  valuable  qualities  yfere/uil^ 
appreciated  only  by  the  few.  His  exterior  was  plain,  though  by  no 
means  rustic;  his  manners  unpolished,  yet  far  from  repulsive ;  his  address 
blunt,  but  not  uncourteous.  And  though  his  quietude  and  even  taci-^ 
turnity  in  general  society — the  effect  in  part  of  a  deafness-  contracted 
in  early  life — might  be  mistaken  by  some  for  dulness  and  want  of 
interest,  the  attentive  observer  would  discern  in  his  speaking  eye,  his 
beaming  countenance,  and  his  fine  open  forehead,  the  traces  of  deep 
feeling  and  genuine  intelligence.  The  defectiveness  of  his  early  edu- 
cation he  always  regretted,  as  sincerely  as  he  prized  the  acquaintance 
with  the  things  of  common  life,  to  which  he  had  been  introduced  in  bis 
ycai*s  of  childhood  and  of  youth.  The  latter  he  found  to  be  of  essential 
service  to  liim,  in  his  Missionary  calling;  while  the  former,  diffident  as 
it  made  him  as  a  public  speaker,  and  backward  in  communicating  with 
those  in  whom  lie  did  not  feel  perfect  confidence,  can  scarcely  be  said 
to  have  detracted  from  the  pleasure  which  his  friends  derived  from 
intercourse  with  him.  Faulty  as  was  his  orthography,  (for  being  of 
Wendish  or  Vandal  extraction,  he  had  learnt  German,  in  some 
measure,  as  a  foreign  language,)  and  devoid  as  were  his  letters  or 
journals  of  the  graces  of  a  good  and  correct  style, — they  never  failed  to 
repay  the  trouble  of  a  careful  perusal ;  the  vem  of  good  sense,  the  tone 
of  right  feeling,  and  the  evident  earnestness  and  sincerity  by  which 
they  were  characterised,  rendering  them  superior  in  real  merit  to  many 
more  correct  and  polished  compositions.  That  be  had  some  talent  for 
description,  he  proved  on  various  occasions,  and  never  more  strikingly 
than  in  the  narrative  of  his  perilous  voyage  to  the  coast  oi  Labrador, 
in  the  year  1817,  which  is  to  lie  found  in  Per.  Accts.  vol.  vi.  p.  397,  and 
vol.  xxi.  p.  121.  He  was,  indeed,  a  shrewd  observer,  an  original 
thinker,   and  a  diligent  inquirer — interested  alike  in  the  past,  the 
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present,  and  the  future.  This  he  showed  by  his  careful  perusal,  at  the 
age  of  70  years,  of  the  History  of  England,  in  the  pages  of  an  anti- 
quated volume,  which  he  met  with  at  Ockbrook ;  by  his  lively  atten- 
tion to  the  occurrences  continually  taking  place  in  the  Church  and  in  the 
world;  and  by  his  study  of  the  prophetic  Scriptures  and  the  subject  of 
the  millennium,  to  which  he  was  led  at  a  still  later  period,  by  the 
'  Siegs^geschtchte '  of  the  celebrated  Jung  Stilling. 

"  From  the  ingenuous  and  instructive  memoir  of  his  life,  which 
he  has  left  behind  him,  it  is  evident,  that  he  had  a  tender  conscience, 
a  deep  sense  of  his  own  depravity  and  proneness  to  sin,  and  an  earnest 
desire  to  know  and  do  the  will  of  the  Lord,  as  revealed  to  him  by 
the  Holy  Spirit.  He  loved  much,  because  much  had  been  forgiven 
him,  and  served  his  Saviour  gladly,  from  a  principle  of  gratitude  as 
well  as  of  obedience.  This  was  proved  by  the  character  of  his  long 
and  often  trying  Missionary  service,  and  by  his  whole  demeanour, 
after  he  had  been  reluctantly  compelled  to  retire  from  it  by  a  severe 
rheumatic  affection,  which  made  him  apprehensive  of  becoming  a 
burden,  rather  than  a  help  to  his  Brethren.  Nor  did  any  thought 
disturb  the  comfort  of  his  retirement  so  often  or  so  seriously,  as  the 
idea  that  he  had  quitted  his  post  too  soon,  and  that,  having  obtained 
partial  relief,  it  was  his  duty  to  return  to  it.  Tlie  well-being  of  his 
dear  Esquimaux,  and  the  prosperity  of  the  Lord's  work  among 
them,  continued  to  be  the  subject  of  his  daily  remembrance  at  the 
Throne  of  grace ;  and  to  help  forward  the  Mission,  or  assist  the  Society, 
which  has  the  temporal  charge  of  it,  afforded  him  the  sincerest  pleasure. 
This  was,  indeed,  one  object  which  he  had  in  view,  in  the  manu- 
facture of  a  variety  of  articles, — (for  he  was  a  skilful  worker  in  wood), 
which  proved  a  healthful  recreation  to  him,  during  the  closing  stage 
of  his  pilgrimage, 

"His  talents  may  be  said  to  have  fitted  him  rather  for  a  subordi- 
nate, than  for  a  superior  station.  To  lead  or  to  command,  he  was 
not  particularly  qualified;  but  to  give  good  counsel,  and  to  impart 
effectual  help,  he  was  as  able  as  he  was  ready ;  and  his  solid  infor- 
mation and  varied  experience  were  always  valuable.  Though  his 
firmness  was  at  times  not  unmixed  with  the  obstinacy,  generally 
ascribed  to  the  Slavonian  race,  the  integrity,  frankness,  and  decision 
of  his  character,  procured  for  him  universal  respect;  while  his  loving 
spirit,  and  his  cheerful  and  contented  demeanour,  rendered  him  the 
object  of  sincere  affection. 

"The  'aged  pilgrim,'  as  he  was  fond  of  styling  himself,  well 
known  to  many  who  may  hear  or  read  this  imperfect  tribute  to 
his  memory,  has  now  laid  aside  his  staff  and  his  sandals,  and  has 
gained  the  home  and  the  place  of  rest,  for  which  he  ardently  longed, 
in  his  Father^s  house  above.  Thither  may  we  follow  him,  relying 
on  the  same  Saviour,  supported  by  the  same  grace,  and  led  by  the 
same  Spirit,  and  thus  be  permitted  hereafter  to  unite  with  him,  and 
with  the  whole  company  of  the  redeemed,  in  ascribing  '  Salvation 
to  our  God,  which  sittcth  upon  the  throne^  an4  unto  the  Lamb,  foj 
ever  and  ever,* " 
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Br,  Elsner's  Report  of  a  Journey  from  Hopedale  to  North- 
west River,  Esquimaux  Bat,  in  April^  1867. 

"  IT  will  be  remembered,  that,  three  years  ago,  Mr.  Smith,  superin- 
tendent of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  on  the  coast  of  Labrador,  in- 
vited our  Brethren  to  visit  the  Company's  settlement  at  Esquimaux- 
Bay, — called  also  Hamilton  and  Cross- Waters-Bay,  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain the  practicability  of  establishing  a  Mission-station  there. 

"  A  long  sledge-journey  requires  extensive  preparations ;  not  so 
much  in  regard  to  the  articles  likely  to  be  of  use  to  the  traveller, — ^for 
these  must  be  very  few,  that  the  sledge  may  have  as  light  a  load  as 
possible, — but  to  provide  food  for  the  dogs,  for  each  day  the  journey 
is  likely  to  last.  Not  being  aware  of  all  these  circumstances,  I 
should  have  been  very  disadvantagcously  situated,  if  Mr.  Smith  had 
not  requested  Mr.  MacPherson,  a  factor  of  the  Company,  residing  at 
Kippokak,  about  eighty  miles  south  of  Hopedale,  to  supply  me  with 
all  that  might  be  necessary  for  the  journey.  This  Mf.  MacPherson 
did,  at  considerable  personal  inconvenience. 

**  It  may  be  well  here  to  state  by  way  of  explanation,  that  North- 
West  River,  the  residence  of  Mr.  Smith,  is  at  the  head  of  Esquimaux- 
Bay,  which  runs  about  100  miles  W.  S.  W.  inland.  The  places  takes 
its  name  from  a  river,  which  here  enters  the  bay.  From  Cape  Webuck 
(also  called  Cape  Han-ison,)  about  1 25  miles  south  from  Hopedale,  the 
coast  trends  from  north-west  to  south-east.  Hence  it  is  clear,  that  in- 
stead of  following  the  coast  from  Kippokak,  it  is  much  nearer  to  take  a 
direct  inland  route  to  North-West  River. 

"  I  left  Hopedale  at  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  April  13th. 
Our  trombone-players  had,  of  their  own  accord,  assembled  before  our 
house,  and  played  the  well-known  tunes  of  several  benedictory  verses, 
by  way  of  expressing  their  good  wishes. 

"The  first  day's  journey  was  exceedingly  rapid  and  pleasant. 
As  early  as  10  o'clock  in  the  morning,  I  foimd  I  should  have  time  to 
go  some  miles  out  of  my  way  and  visit  the  family  of  a  trader  named 
M'Naile.  Here  I  was  received  with  great  cordiality.  I  endeavoured 
to  direct  the  conversation  to  *  the  one  thing  needful,'  which  was,  at  all 
events,  respectfully  responded  to.  After  a  short  rest  and  a  simple 
dinner,  we  proceeded  on  our  journey.  M*Naile  harnessed  his  go«jd 
team  of  dogs  with  ours,  and  the  result  was  that  we  reached  Kippokak 
shortly  after  five  o'clock,  having  performed  the  journey,  according  to 
Mr.  MacPherson,  in  a  shorter  time  than  was  ever  done  before. 

**  We  set  to  work  at  the  necessary  preparations  for  the  longer  jour- 
ney before  us.  My  luggage,  though  only  consisting  of  a  change  of 
clothes,  a  sleeping-bag,  some  books  and  tracts,  and  a  little  provision 
for  the  journey,  was  declared  to  be  too  bulky.  But  on  my  stating 
that  I  could  not  venture  to  travel  wnth  less,  it  was  decided  to  take  it 
all.  During  my  stay  here,  I  was  very  kindly  entertained  by  Mr, 
MacPherson's  family.  In  the  middle  of  the  night,  between  the  14th 
and  15th  of  April,  a  sledge  was  sent  forward  loaded  with  food  for  the 
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dogs.  The  men  who  drove  it  (a  young  Norwegian  and  an  Esquimaux) 
received  orders  to  cut  down  such  trees  as  might  be  in  the  way,  so  as 
to  render  our  passage  practicable.  This  made  me  not  a  little  uneasy, 
as  from  this  I  could  judge  of  the  nature  of  the  road. 

**  On  the  14th,  at  daybreak,  we  set  out.  I  commended  myself  to 
the  faithful  care  of  my  gracious  Lord  and  guide.  Trusting  to  His  help 
and  protection,  I  was  enabled  to  liope,  that  He  would  conduct  me  to 
my  destination  and  bring  me  back  in  safety.  And  it  was  my  prayer, 
that  this  journey  might  be  a  means  of  blessing,  if  even  only  to  one 
single  soul. 

"  Our  travelling  party  was  now  complete.  It  consisted  of  Mr. 
MacPherson  (who  is  a  half-breed,  brought  up  quite  like  an  European 
trader,  but  as  much  used  to  travelling  on  foot  as  an  Indian),  his  driver, 
Elijah  Collis,  a  settler  on  the  coast,  superior  to  the  Indians  and  Esqui- 
maux in  supporting  bodily  fatigue,  an  Indian  named  Louis,  my  driver 
Christian,  an  Esquimaux  of  the  old-fashioned  sort,  and  myself. 

"  The  first  day  the  snow  was  tolerably  hard,  although  even  then, 
wo  broke  through  it  at  every  step,  and  sunk  to  the  ankles.  The 
laborious  walking  through  the  snow,  or  rather  running  as  fast  as  the 
dogs  could  or  woidd  move,  and  the  exertion  requisite  in  guiding  the 
sledge  among  the  trees,  made  me  but  little  inclined  to  think  of  any- 
thing but  getting  forwards.  •  The  verse  beginning  : — 

*•  We  often  in  our  course  through  tinio, 
Have  nig^'cd  roads  to  travel,  &c."— (No.  876,  1.) 

was  often  in  my  mind. 

**  Travelling  through  the  forest,  with  a  sledge  and  dogs,  requires 
exertions,  which  none  can  understand  but  those  who  have  made  the 
experiment.  In  going  down  hill,  the  fore  part  of  the  sledge  often 
penetrates  the  snow  deeply,  and  must  be  dragged  out  by  main  force,  if 
possible,  before  the  dogs  stop.  Sometimes  the  team  of  dogs  is  divided 
into  two  parts,  by  a  tree  standing  directly  in  their  way*;  and,  in  thia 
case,  one  part  of  the  dogs  must  be  dragged  back,  which  is  always  a 
difficult  matter,  as  a  retrograde  movement  is  quite  contrary  to  the 
nature  of  these  animals.  Sometimes  the  sledge  runs  right  against  a 
tree,  it  being  impossible,  in  the  deep  snow,  to  make  a  sudden  turn,  and  the 
sledge  is  caught  and  wedged  fast  between  the  runners ;  the  dogs  pull 
with  all  their  power,  yet  the  sledge  must  be  dragged  back  and  turned. 
While  engaged  at  this  work,  one  sinks  up  to  the  arms  in  the  snow,  the 
dogs  at  last  get  the  sledge  away,  and  leave  the  traveller  and  driver 
half  buried  in  the  chilly  mass.  The  latter  must  overtake  the  sledge 
as  well  as  they  can,  and  arc  pretty  sure  not  to  do  so,  till  some  new 
obstacle  renders  a  repetition  of  their  former  exertions  necessary. 

"  It  was  about  six  o'clock  in  the  evening,  when  we  at  length 
halted  in  the  middle  of  the  forest,  and  constructed  an  Indian  camp. 
For  tired  and  lonely  wanderers,  such  a  camp  affords  a  pleasant 
lodging  for  the  night.    A  space  of  fourteen  or  sixteen  feet  square  is 


♦  It  will  be  recollected  that  every  dog  has  a  separate  thong — a  team  of  doga 
in  full  speed  having,  consequently,  something  of  a  fan-like  appearance. — Eds. 
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cleared  of  snow.  In  the  sides  of  the  cavity  thus  formed,  fir-branchc3 
are  stuck  in  a  slanting  position,  over  these  others  ai-e  laid,  and  the 
sides  and  floor  are  covered  with  twigs  of  the  same.  An  opening  in 
the  roof  permits  the  escape  of  the  smoke.  In  the  centre  of  the  apart- 
ment a  large  fire  is  kindled,  which  serves  to  warm  it,  as  well  as  for 
the  purpose  of  cooking.  The  sides  of  the  camp  afford  pleasant,  cool 
sleeping-places. 

"  In  travelling  with  a  sledge  through  the  forest,  snow-spectacles, 
which  are  almost  indispensable  in  Labrador,  cannot  be  much  used. 
The  consequence  is,  that  snow-blindness  often  occurs.  This  disease 
consists  in  sevei-e  inflammation  of  the  eyes,  resulting,  when  not  re- 
lieved, in  a  discharge  of  matter ;  and  eventually,  as  the  Esquimaux 
not  unfrequently  experience,  in  total  loss  of  sight.  The  cause  of  this 
seems  to  be,  that  the  rays  of  the  sun,  already  as  powerful  and  as  nearly 
vertical  as  in  the  north  of  Germany,  are  reflected  from  the  dazzlingly- 
whito  snow,  and  strike  with  concentrated  power  on  every  dark  object. 
The  eye  suffers  the  most,  so  that  even  the  dogs  not  unfrequently  are 
affected  with  snow-blindness.  On  the  present  occasion,  my  eyes 
suffered  less  from  the  reflected  light  and  heat,  than  my  whole  face. 
On  the  evening  of  this  day,  I  could  not  endiu'c  to  be  near  the  fire,  as 
the  heat  caused  severe  pain  to  my  inflamed  face ;  I  therefore  chose  a 
spot  as  far  from  the  fire  as  possible.  But  pleasant  and  comfortable  as 
my  couch  of  fir-twigs  was,  I  got  but  little  sleep. 

"  We  arose  from  our  resting-places  at  two  o'clock  on  the  morning 
of  the  15th,  but  the  preparations  for  our  journey  lasted  till  five  o'clock. 
Cutting  wood,  making  a  fire,  melting  snow,  preparing  breakfast, 
loading  the  sledge  (all  our  luggage  having  been  brought  into  the 
camp),  and  getting  the  dogs  harnessed, — all  this  required  a  good  deal 
of  time  in  our  extemporized  hotel.  In  the  evening,  we  do  not  feel 
much  inclined  to  make  preparations  for  the  next  day,  One  is  so  glad 
to  be  able  to  rest  the  weary  limbs,  that  only  the  pressure  of  hunger 
and  thirst  is  able  to  force  one  to  prepare  a  scanty  supper.  I  may  here 
mention,  that  our  evening-meal  consisted  of  tea  or  coffee,  with  such 
bread  and  cold  meat  as  our  stores  would  afford. 

"  The  whole  day  we  travelled  tlirough  more  or  less  dense  forest. 
I  was  struck  with  the  appearance  of  a  lake  situated  on  some  high 
table-land,  from  which  several  streams  flowed,  navigable  for  canoes, 
although  there  was  no  perceptible  means  of  supply.  Thl^,  probably, 
was  afforded  by  abundant  springs, — a  circumstance  not  impossible, 
even  in  the  severe  Labrador  winter,  as  the  lake  is  said  to  be  sixty 
fiithoms  deep. 

"  We  passed  the  lake  soon  after  noon,  and  had  then  performed 
half  our  journey.  A  halt  was  now  made  and  some  coffee  prepared. 
But  I  was  too  much  exhausted  to  care  for  anything  but  rest,  and, 
therefore,  stretched  myself  on  the  sledge  and  attempted  to  sleep.  All 
my  limbs  shook  feverishly— the  very  thought  of  eating  went  against 
me ;  but  I  experienced  burning  thirst,  which  I  in  vain  endeavoured  to 
allay  by  drinking  snow-water. 

"  In  the  afternoon,  we  proceeded  on  our  way — ^but  very  slowly,  on 
account  of  the  soft  snow.  Christian  had  to  walk  in  advance  of  the 
dogs  to  entice  them  forward,  while  the  guidance  of  the  sledge  fell  to 
my  lot,  though  I  was  hardly  able  to  move.     Chnstian  was  the  oldest 
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of  the  party,  and  his  somewhat  awkward  manner  had  exposed  him  to 
the  jokes  of  the  others.  He  now  showed,  however,  that  he  exceeded 
them  all  in  power  of  endurance. 

**  The  snow  became  considerably  softer.  Christian  was  obliged  to 
pnt  on  snow-shoes  and  help  the  dogs  to  draw  the  sledge,  wliile  I 
walked  behind,  guiding  it,  as  well  as  I  could,  with  a  rope. 

"  At  half-past  five,  we  halted.  I  was  unable  to  help  at  the  con- 
struction of  the  camp.  Mr.  MacPherson  cut  some  pine-branches  and 
laid  them  on  the  ground,  and  on  them  I  lay,  quite  exhausted,  till  the 
camp  was  ready.  I  had  not  perceived  much  of  the  fever  during  the 
afternoon,  but  now  it  came  on  with  severity.  I  could  not  make  myself 
warm  in  my  sleeping-bag.  My  inflamed  face  caused  me  intolerable 
pain,  as  I  had  torn  the  left  cheek  against  the  branch  of  a  tree.  I  could 
eat  nothing,  but  drank  quantities  of  snow-water  to  quench  my  burn- 
ing thirst.  I  could  hardly  sleep  at  all,  and  the  thought  occurred 
to  me,  that  my  mortal  tabernacle  might  be  laid  to  rest  at  Esquimaux- 
Bay,  if  I  even  lived  to  emerge  from  the  wild  forest.  I  commended 
myself  and  my  dear  ones  to  the  mercy  of  the  Lord,  whatever  might 
happen. 

"  During  the  night  between  the  15th  and  16th,  it  froze  a  little.  In 
the  morning,  I  slept  somewhat  better,  and  was  able  to  drink  two  cups 
of  coffee  and  eat  a  morsel  of  bread.  My  face  had  begun  to  suppurate. 
As  I  was  quite  unfit  for  exertion,  Louis,  wlio  on  the  previous  day  had 
gone  before  with  his  axe  to  clear  the  way,  was  placed  at  my  dis- 
posal,— Mr.  MacPherson  taking  Louis'  place.  Elijah  had  to  manage 
his  sledge  as  well  as  he  could,  alone ; — it  was,  however,  much  lighter 
than  ours.  By  this  arrangement,  I  was  spared  all  exertion  beyond 
quick  walking,  which  as  it  had  to  be  pcrfonned  in  snow-shoes  was 
difiicult  enough. 

'*  A  snow-shoe  is  a  nearly  oval  frame,  about  two  feet  long,  and 
one  and  a  half  broad.  It  consists  of  a  hoop,  usually  of  birch,  about 
an  inch  broad,  and  half  an  inch  thick,  with  two  slender  cross-pieces. 
Over  this  frame  is  stretched  a  net-work  of  fine  strips  of  reindeer 
leather,  looking  much  like  the  seat  of  a  cane-bottomed  chair.  This 
net-work  is  very  neatly  made,  and  is  frequently  ornamented  with 
various  designs  painted  on  it.  When  the  snow  is  soft,  and  especisJly 
if  it  be  wet,  it  becomes  heaped  on  the  surface  of  the  snow-shoes, 
and  renders  walking  exceedingly  difficult.  We  often  sank  up  to  the 
arms  in  the  snow,  in  spite  of  the  snow-shoes.  Still  the  hope,  that  we 
should  reach  a  house  this  evening  encouraged  us. 

"  At  about  four  o'clock,  it  began  to  rain  heavily,  and  we  were  all 
soon  wet  to  the  skin.  We  sank  deeper  and  deeper  in  the  softened 
snow.  At  length  the  dogs  had  to  be  unharnessed,  and  we  endeavoured 
to  drag  the  sledges  forward  about  a  foot  at  a  time. 

"At  half- past  ^\c,  we  saw  clearly,  that  all  our  efforts  to  reach  a 
house  that  evening  would  be  in  vain.  By  this  time  it  had  left  off 
raining,  but  none  of  us  had  on  a  di*y  thread.  Those  who  had  not  a 
change  of  clothing,  were  obliged  to  dry  their  garments  on  their  bodies 
at  a  large  fire  which  we  kindled, — a  regular  camp  not  being  jjrac- 
ticablc  on  account  of  the  state  of  the  snow.  I  was  fortunate  in  having 
comfortable  clothing,  wliich  I  would  not  have  been  without  this  even- 
ing for  any  money.     My  face  was  less  painful,  having  become  one 
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series  of  inflamed  wounds.  My  fever  had  also  left  me.  I  enjoyed 
my  tea,  though  I  could  not  eat  anything  hard,  on  account  of  my 
swollen  face.  With  heartfelt  thanks  to  our  Saviour,  who  had  so 
graciously  helped  me  hitherto,  I  lay  down  and  slept  soundly.  Not  so 
my  poor  companions.  MacPherson  had  rheumatism — ^Elijah  was  so 
exhausted,  that  he  declared,  *  he  would  rather  have  nothing  to  eat  for 
three  days,  than  pass  through  such  another  day  as  this.'  Louis  had 
constant  cramp  in  his  limbs,  so  that  he  was  groaning  and  complaining 
the  whole  night.  Christian  had  had  his  leg  crushed  between  the 
sledge  and  a  tree,  which  ciiused  him  so  much  pain,  that  he  got  but 
little  sleep.  As  I  was  afterwards  told,  many  an  earnest  look  was  cast 
by  my  poor  fellow-travellers  at  me,  sleeping  in  my  bag  as  comfortably 
as  if  I  had  gone  through  no  fatigue  and  hardships  the  previous  day. 
I  remember  to  have  awakened  once  and  heard  Louis  moaning.  I  cast 
sleepy  look  at  the  clear  starry  sky,  which  seemed  to  betoken  frost, 
and  then,  full  of  hope  for  the  morrow,  covered  my  swollen  face, — which 
was  now  discharging  copiously, — ^with  the  flap  of  my  bag  and  went  off 
to  sleep  again*. 

"  On  the  17th,  we  did  not  start  very  early.  On  the  previous 
evening,  we  had  onlv  done  what  was  absolutely  necessary,  so  that  much 
remained  to  be  performed  in  the  morning. 

"I  this  day  tried  walking,  with  my  much- worn  snow-shoes, 
he/ore  the  sledges,  which  I  found  much  easier.  T  soon  became  fatigued, 
as  the  slightly  frozen  snow  did  not  bear  very  well. 

"At  eleven  o'clock  we  reached  the  frozen   sea. 

"  After  passing  rapidly  over  the  good  sea-ice,  we  arrived  at  the 
dwelling-house  of  a  settler,  named  David  Campbell,  at  twelve  o'clock, 
and  were  entertained  with  fresh  ti'out  and  tea.  The  man  was  gone 
out  hunting.  I  asked  the  woman,  if  she  thought  a  Mission-station, 
such  as  ours,  could  be  established  in  this  neighbourhood.  She  con- 
sidered a  little,  and  then  said,  'O  yes;  but  it  would  be  attended 
with  much  difficulty.*  She  seemed  in  need  of  a  spiritual  guide. 
Though,  as  it  appeared  to  me,  uprightly  seeking  her  soul's  salvation, 
she  attached  much  importance  to  some  visions  or  dreams  she  had  had. 

"  At  half-past  ten  we  reached  Mr,  Smith's  house,  where  I  was 
very  kindly  received.  I  was  obliged  to  keep  my  face  so  tied  up,  that 
nothing  of  it  could  be  seen,  but*  eyes,  nose,  and  mouth.  I  could  only 
speak  and  eat  with  much  difficulty. 

"  I  suppose  I  must  have  looked  very  odd  in  my  seal-skin  clothes, 
as  a  fine  new,  black  cloth  suit  was  brought  to  me,  with  the  request 
that  I  would  wear  it,  as  long  as  I  was  here. 

**0n  the  8th,  I  had  an  opportunity  for  conversation  with  Mr.  Smith. 
I  had  al.so  time  to  look  about  me  at  the  place.  Several  neat  one-storied 
buildings,  painted  red,  stand  on  the  left  bank  of  the  beautiful  North- 
West  River,  and  form  a  station  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  which 
takes  its  name  from  the  river.  The  latter  is  here  navigable  for  lai^e 
vessels.  From  this  place  the  trade  of  an  extensive  district  is  provided 
for  and  directed.     The  climate  is  here  much  milder  than  at  Hopedale. 


*  An  Ksiuiin lux  sleeping-b.ijc  is  made  of  skins,  with  the  fur  turned  imvTirds. 
Into  thi^  the  traveller  neci.«,  and  draws  over  his  face  a  flap,  with  which  the  bag  is 
provided.  -  Eds. 
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While,  near  the  latter  place,  scarcely  a  pine  will  grow,  at  North-West 
River  a  plantation  of  birches  before  the  houses  is  remarkably  flourish- 
ing. The  river  was  already  free  from  ice,  and  the  snow  had  disap- 
peared from  the  gardens  and  the  land  near  the  houses.  Grass  is  said 
to  grow  very  luxuriantljr,  and  the  gardens  produce  potatoes,  turnips, 
cabbages,  beans,  &c.  m  abundance.  Mr.  Smith  has  four  head  of 
cattle,  besides  sheep,  goats,  pigs,  and  fowls,  lie  had  also  a  fine  dry 
cellar,  in  which  there  is  room  to  store  200  barrels  of  vegetables, 
secure  from  the  frost.  Good  water  is  supplied  the  year  roimd,  by  a 
well,  fifteen  feet  deep,  provided  with  a  pump.  This  was  very  inter- 
esting to  me,  as  I  had  never  before  seen  anything  of  the  sort  in 
Labrador.  There  was  milk  in  abundance  ;  and,  for  the  first  time  in 
this  country,  1  tasted  fresh  roast-beef,  mutton,  and  pork. 

'*  It  was  Mr.  Smith's  opinion,  that  a  Missionary  (or  rather  a 
clergyman)  should  reside  at  this  place,  be  considered  to  some  extent  a 
member  of  the  family,  and  take  his  meals  with  them.  This  seems  at 
first  sight  very  feasible.  But  I  did  not  omit  to  express  my  fears,  that 
the  proper  object  of  a  Mission-station  would  not  be  easy  to  be  attained 
here,  as  the  population  is  too  thin.  Not  above  fifteen  persons,  includ- 
ing children,  reside  at  the  settlement;  while  four  settlers'  families 
live  at  such  a  dist^ince,  that  they  could  be  reached  in  one  day.  But 
even  these  pass  the  summer  at  their  fishing-places,  at  a  Still  greater 
distance.  Others  could  not  be  reached  in  a  day.  The  Indians  only 
come  hither  two  or  three  times  during  the  summer  for  a  short  perioa, 
for  the  purpose  of  trading.  They  belong  nominally  to  the  Koman 
Catholic  Church,  but  would  form  the  principal  objects  of  any  mission- 
ary efforts.  They  would  not  be  allowed  to  settle  here ;  nor  indeed 
would  it  be  practicable,  on  account  of  their  hunting.  This  day 
(Saturday)  I  saw  many  of  them,  who  came  to  barter  away  their  seal- 
blubber.  Unfortunately,  I  could  not  converse  with  them;  but  their 
countenances  wore  an  expression  of  good  nature,  and  inspired  confi- 
dence. They  endeavoured  to  make  Christian,  whom  we  had  sent  to 
hunt  seals  for  the  dogs,  understand  that  he  had  nothing  to  fear  £rom 
them.  They  came  to  him,  took  him  among  them,  and  conducted  him 
to  a  good  hunting-place.  Hero  he  succeeded  in  securing  a  large  seal, 
while  the  Indians  got  none  the  wl\ole  day. 

"  The  19th  was  Sunday.  Mr.  Smith  is  in  the  habit  of  reading 
the  Church  Service  and  a  sermon  to  his  household  every  Lord's  day. 
My  want  of  fluency  in  the  English  language  would  certainly  have 
prevented  me  from  speaking ;  but  I  really  could  not  have  done  it  in 
ray  native  tongue.  Though  my  face  was  no  longer  so  painful  as  it 
had  been,  it  was  still  swollen  and  suppurating.  Mr.  Smith  asked  mc 
if  I  would  deliver  a  discourse,  but  at  the  same  time  remarked,  that  he 
could  not  expect  it  under  the  circumstances.  He  also  apologised  for 
me  to  his  auditory.  It  was  very  striking  to  me  to  see  about  thirty 
Indians,  neatly  dressed,  come  from  their  hunting-grounds,  to  attend 
the  services  of  the  Lord's  day,  in  a  language  they  did  not  understand. 
They  remained  till  about  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  in  Mr.  Smith's 
house.  This  gentleman,  who  appears  to  speak  their  language  very 
readily,  was  kind  enough  to  act  as  my  interpreter,  so  that  I  was 
enabled  to  converse  with  them  a  little. 

"  The  dress  of  the  Indians  has  lost  much  that  was  peculiar, 
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through  their  trade  and  interconrse  with  Europeans.  They  are 
however  distinguished  for  their  preference  for  the  scarlet  colour. 
The  men  wear  coats  of  the  European  cut ;  the  chief  being  distin- 
guished hj  epaulettes,  nearly  resembling  those  of  a  Prussian  lieutenant. 
The  women  appeared  in  jackets,  like  those  of  the  Esquimaux,  and 
high  caps  of  scarlet  cloth.  They  are  very  fond  of  rum,  but  get  it  only 
in  small  quantities,  as  presents.  The  sale  of  spirits  to  Indians  is  con- 
trary to  law. 

"  On  Monday,  the  20th,  we  had  resolved  to  set  off;  but  the  weather 
proved  dark  and  stormy,  and  as  Mr.  MacPherson  had  still  several  mat- 
ters to  Settle  with  his  principal,  Mr.  Smith,  the  journey  was  postponed 
till  Tuesday.  I  thus  gained  another  day,  pn  which  all  our  Labrador 
matters,  and  the  kind  of  Mission-station  suitable  to  be  established  on 
Esquimaux  Bay,  were  spoken  of  and  considered  from  many  points  of 
view.  Indeed,  this  day  was,  properly  speaking,  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  fulfilment  of  the  purpose  of  my  visit.  Mr.  Smith  also  resolved 
to  accompany  us  to  Rigolet,  one  of  the  stations  of  the  Company,  about 
90  miles  seaward  from  North-West  River.  His  business  there  might 
have  been  deferred,  but  he  resolved  to  go,  in  order,  as  he  said,  to  ascer- 
tain what  kind  of  an  impression  Rigolet  would  make  on  me. 

"At  7  o'clock  A.M.,  on  the  21st,  I  toojc  leave  of  Mr.  Smith's 
household,  where  I  had  met  with  much  kindness.  We  commenced 
our  journey  on  the  good  ice  of  Esquimaux  Bay,  in  three  sledges.  I 
had  already  resolved  not  to  return  home  overland,  but  along  the  coast ; 
and  Mr.  ]\IacPherson  likewise  preferred  this  plan,  on  account  of  the 
soft  snow  in  the  forests. 

"  Campbell's  house  was  too  near  for  night-quarters;  so,  as  no  other 
settler^s  house  was  within  reach,  we  decided  to  pass  the  night  in  a  for- 
saken fisherman's  hut,  which,  however  is  sufliciently  kept  m  repair  by 
the  Company,  to  afford  shelter  to  travellers  to  and  from  Rigolet. 

"  We  set  off  early  on  the  22nd,  ^Ir.  MacPherson  being  much 
better,  and  all  the  rest  of  us  well.  As  we  proceeded,  the  country 
became  more  rugged,  and  on  the  South-eastern  shore  of  the  bay,  lofty 
and  bare  hills  were  visible. 

"  In  the  forenoon,  our  dogs  caught  a  young  seal,  which  Christian 
killed  by  breaking  its  neck.  He  had  already  been  jocularly  called 
*  doctor '  bv  my  companions,  because  he  was  able  to  bleed  and  draw 
teeth,  and  his  skill  in  breaking  the  seal's  neck  confirmed  the  idea  of 
his  qualifications. 

"  The  next  adventure  was,  that  MacPherson's  sledge  broke 
through.  We,  who  were  close  behind,  nearly  drove  into  the  hole.  I 
escaped,  but  all  my  things  were  more  or  less  spoiled  by  the  water, 
including  some  valuable  books  lent  me  by  Mr.  Smith — such  as  Hum- 
boldt's Kosmos^  «&c.,  which  I  most  of  all  regretted.  Towards  evening, 
we  saw  that  all  the  ice  before  us  was  broken  up  ;  we  therefore  had  to 
drive  along  the  strand,  making  our  way  with  great  difiiculty  between 
rocks,  and  over  stones.  At  about  7  r  m.  we  reached  Mr.  Brownson's  at 
Snug  Cove.    On  the  morning  of  the  23rd  we  proceeded  on  our  journey. 

**  That  part  of  Esquimaux  Bay  extending  from  this  point  to  the 
open  sea  is  known  by  the  name  of  Cross  Waters,  because  the  current 
is  so  strong  that  this  part  of  the  bay  is  not  frozen  over  even  in  the 
severest  wmter.     Ice  only  forms  among  the  rocks  along  the  strand, 
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and  on  it  one  can  travel  with  a  sledge.  This  shore-ice,  called  barri- 
cades, was  almost  entirely  washed  away,  and  we  found  it  exceedingly 
difficult  to  proceed.  We  frequently  had  to  carry  the  sludges  over 
rocks  and  through  the  water.  Our  luggage  was  conveyed  some  dis- 
tance in  boats.  Once,  just  as  the  last  ^edge  had  passed  over  a  mass 
of  ice  which  overhung  a  declivity,  the  ice  suddenly  slipped  and  fell 
into  the  water ;  had  either  of  us  been  upon  it,  he  would  evidently 
have  perished. 

*'  We  reached  Rigolet  at  about  two  o'clock.  It  is  a  neat,  though 
somewhat  rough-looking  place,  taking  its  name,  as  it  is  said,  from  a 
small  river  which  flows  near  it.  A  young  merchant  of  the  name  of 
Bell,  is  the  superintendent,  and  one  Mr.  La  Motte  also  resides  here. 
Both  are  unmarried.  These  two,  and  four  men  who  are  engaged  in 
the  service,  are  at  present  the  only  inhabitants  of  Rigolet.  It  seems 
that  Esquimaux  are  not  allowed  to  settle  there,  and  Europeans  prefer 
more  advantageous  fishing  and  hunting  places.  Yet,  this  would  have 
to  be  ih(y  residence  of  a  Missionary  or  clergyman  for  this  district, 
Mr.  Smith  has  a  neat  house,  which  he  inhabits  during  the  short  time 
he  remains  here  in  summer,  for  purposes  of  business.  This  house 
he  would  place  at  the  disposal  of  a  Missionary,  until  a  dwelling  for 
the  latter  was  ready.  Mr.  S.  is  of  opinion  that  the  Company  would 
provide  a  church  or  chapel,  as  large  as  might  be  required.  He  also 
had  reason  to  believe  that  the  handsome  annual  contribution  of  £100 
would  be  paid  towards  the  support  of  the  Mission,  but  had  not  been 
specially  authorised  by  the  Company  to  promise  it.  Thus,  at  first 
sight,  the  prospect  would  not  seem  unfavourable.  I  feel  it  my  duty, 
however,  to  show  the  dark  side,  as  far  as  I  am  acquainted  with  it. 
The  collecting  of  a  congregation  on  our  principle  is  not  to  be  thought 
of.  On  P^squimaux-Bay,  and  in  its  coves,  in  a  disti'ict  about  loO  miles 
long,  there  arc  to  be  f  )uud  twenty-one  fishermen's  families,  and,  at  the 
outside,  not  more  tliaii  ten  families  of  Esquimaux.  To  visit  these, 
and  serve  them  with  the  word  and  sacraments  would  be  the  principal 
d.ity  of  a  minister.  They  might  be  able  to  spend  Easter  at  Rigolet, 
subject  to  the  hindrances,  to  which  travelling  in  Labrador  is  always 
subject,  from  the  weather,  want  of  food  for  the  dogs,  &c.  But  few 
come  to  Rigolet  for  purposes  of  traffic,  as  many  have  entered  into  con- 
nection with  01  her  merchants.  What  hardships  are  attendant  upon 
sledge  travelling  in  Labrador  will  appear  from  the  description  above 
given. 

"In  the  period  from  1826  to  1828,  two  Wesleyan  Missionaries 
were  here  and  laboured  with  great  earnestness.  But,  after  three  years 
of  toil,  they  were  obliged  to  retire,  in  consequence,  as  I  was  told,  of 
the  opposition  of  the  traders,  and  the  excessive  indulgence  in  spirits 
on  the  part  of  those  who  were  the  objects  of  their  labour.  But  Uiey 
were  the  instruments  of  more  good  than  they  were  probably  aware. 
Several  of  those  whom  they  baptized  afterwards  came  into  our  neigh- 
bourhood, and  were  added  to  our  congregation. 

"It  would  be  requisite  that  a  Missionary  at  this  place  should  be 
perfectly  acquainted  with  English,  which  language  would  be  required 
lor  preaching  and  other  services.  A  knowledge  of  Esquimaux  is  not 
absolutely  necessary,  as  the  few  individuals  of  that  race  who  reside  near 
Cross  Waters  all  speak  more  or  less  English,  and  some  remarkably  well.

"  The  principal  articles  of  diet  are  fish — either  dried,  salted,  or 
fresh — salt  meat,  bread,  and  tea ;  the  supply  of  fresh  meat  would  be 
very  limited.  Gardens  might  be  laid  out,  in  which  a  variety  of  vege- 
tables could  be  raised. 

"  We  wished  to  leave  Rigolet  on  the  24th,  but  were  prevented 
by  the  heavy  rain  and  snow ;  I  therefore  took  the  opportunity  to 
write  a  few  lines  to  the  Mission -Board,  reporting  my  visit. 

"  On  the  25th,  we  set  off  on  our  homeward  journey.  The  ice  was 
so  much  broken  up,  that  it  was  impossible  to  drive  the  sledges  along 
the  strand.  AVe,  therefore,  left  Rigolet  in  boats,  Mr.  Smith  taking  the 
opposite  direction  to  ours.  At  parting,  I  felt  called  upon  to  thank 
this  gentleman,  for  the  kindness  manifested  towards  me  in  many  ways. 
He  once  more  expressed  the  hope,  that  he  Would  ere  long  have  the 
pleasure  to  see  a  Mission-station  of  the  Brethren  established  at  one 
of  their  trading-places. 

"  The  other  two  boats — the  one  manned  by  Elijah,  TiOuis,  and 
Christian,  the  other  by  MacPherson  and  myself — steered  northward. 
During  the  whole  voyage  of  24.  miles  we  had  to  struggle  against  a 
heavy  swell,  the  early  result  of  which  was,  that  the  dogs  became  sea- 
sick. On  arriving  at  the  edge  of  the  ice  we  found  it  very  difficult  to 
disembark,  on  account  of  the  swell.  Then  we  had  to  drag  the  boats 
on  shore,  which,  as  there  were  only  five  of  us,  was  a  very  laborious 
task. 

"  During  the  afternoon,  we  advanced  rapidly  on  good  ice,  calling 
on  our  way  at  a  settler^  s  house,  where  we  found,  as  was  often  the  case, 
no  one  at  home  but  children.  We  obtained  lodging  for  the  night  at 
Isaac  Oliver's. 

"  I  should  have  been  truly  thankful  to  have  rested  on  Sunday,  the 
26th,  but  the  advanced  season,  the  rapid  breaking-up  of  the  ice,  and 
the  want  of  food  for  the  dogs,  rendered  delay  impossible.  I  had  some 
conversation  with  Oliver  on  spiritual  subjects,  and  gave  him  some 
tracts,  for  which  he  was  veiy  thankful.  He  showed  us  much  kindness, 
and  eventually  accompanied  us  nine  miles  through  the  forest,  for 
which  we  were  very  glad. 

I  foimd  it  very  difllcult  this  day,  to  walk  through  the  soft  snow  and 
work  so  hard  with  the  sledge,  as  I  had  a  bad  sore  hand.  Quite  ex- 
hausted, we  at  length  arrived  in  the  evening  at  a  settler's.  The  house 
bore  marks  of  carelessness  and  neglect  within  and  without.  There 
was  no  possibility  of  saying  much  to  this  man,  so  1  was  glad  when 
J.  Broomfield — at  whose  house  we  had  called  in  his  absence — came  in. 
He  appeared  to  be  a  man  of  very  sound  judgment.  He  told  us  a  great 
deal  about  the  Methodist  Missionaries,  referred  to  above,  and  gave  me 
interesting  information  on  several  subjects.  This  was  an  edifying 
evening. 

"  Before  day-break  on  the  27th,  we  set  out  on  our  journey.  The 
tinfi*iendliness  of  our  host  led  us  to  prefer  preparing  and  taking  our 
breakfast  in  the  forest.  We  could  not  get  any  one  to  accompany  us 
on  any  terms,  though  we  much  wished  to  do  so,  as  we  were  not  well 
acquainted  with  the  road.  This  day's  journey  was  very  fatiguing. 
Afler  travelling  for  a  short  distance  on  the  ice  we  had  to  go  over  hills 
and  valleys,  through  woods  and  over  morasses,  on  which  tiie  snow  had 
melted.  We  were  obliged  to  help  in  dragging  the  sledges  ourselves. 
VOL.  xxn.  1 1 
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I  feU  quite  discouraged,  as  the  journey  seemed  useless,  and  my  eourse 
trying.  However,  my  faithfid  Lord  soon  brought  me  hack  into  the 
riflht  track.  To  add  to  my  external  discomforts,  I  broke  in  near  the 
edge  of  a  pond,  and  got  wet  through.  As  we  much  wished  to  reach 
some  house  this  evening,  we  resolved  not  to  lose  time  by  staying  to 
cook  anything  ;  we  theraore,  at  four  o'clock,  ate  a  little  ship  biscuit 
and  dr^k  some  snow-water,  after  which  I  became  very  cold.  At 
Thomas  Oliver^  s,  we  met  with  a  kind  reception  and  every  attention. 

^^  April  28M. — ^Though  now  to  some  degree  accustomed  to  sleep 
on  the  floor,  my  bones  were  veiy  sore  when  I  got  up  this  morning. 
Window-glass  is  a  scarce  article  here,  and  the  people  make  nothing  of 
a  broken  pane,  saying  that  it  only  admits  fresh  air.  In  the  previous 
night,  Mr.  MacPherson  and  1  took  a  severe  cold  from  sleeping  close  to 
1^  ventilator  <^  this  kind.  This  night  we  took  the  precaution  to  stop 
the  holes  with  our  caps,  and  therefore  did  not  suffer  from  the  cdd 
wind.  On  this  day  we  had  good  ice,  and  as  early  as  two  o'clock,  arrived 
at  another  Thomas  Oliver's.  To  distinguish  Uiem  apart,  this  (me  has 
the  nickname  ^  Black  Uncle,'  while  the  other  is  known  as  '  English 
TosdJ  I  here  made  an  attempt  to  shave  for  the  first  time^  since  leaving 
Hopedale ;  it  was  a  difficult  operation  ;  the  new  skin  of  my  scarcdy- 
heajed  &ce  bled  in  several  places.  I  could  get  no  looking-glass,  and 
was  obliged  to  make  use  of  a  piece  of  window-glass  laid  on  a  black 
rag.  The  people  of  the  house  desired  me  to  baptize  a  child,  which  I 
consented  to  do^  making  use  of  our  liturgy,  and  holding  a  short  dis- 
course. 

''  After  the  service,  those  present  expressed  their  satis&ction,  and 
did  all  in  their  power  to  shew  their  gratitude.  The  night  proved  very 
stormy.    I  however  slept  well  in  a  not  uncom&rtable  bed. 

*^  The  mominff  of  Ihe  29th  was  fine,  so  that  we  were  able  to  pro- 
eeed  at  seven  o^ckck.  Oliver  accompanied  us,  and  Viewed  us  the 
graves  of  the  father  and  brother  of  John  Beed,  and  the  nK)t  where  they 
were  murdesed  hy  Pualo^  an  Esquimaux,  who  died  andoenly  last  win- 
tee,  between  Hopedale  and  Nain. 

*'  As  we  proceeded,  the  aspect  of  the  country  became  more  and 
more  winterly,  but  our  load  better.  Towards  evening,  I  was  much 
fleeted  by  the  appearance  of  the  venerable,  hoaiy  tops  of  the  Siorni- 
orvik  mountains,  which,  illuminated  by  the  setting  sun,  gliatened  with 
a  dazzlinff  whiteness,  like  alabaster.  I  viewed  t^m  now  with  quite 
different  feelings  from  those  I  experienced,  when  looking  at  them  about 
six  years  ago,  while  we  were  cruising  about  off  the  coast,  vainly  tryii^ 
to  find  the  entrance  to  Hopedale  harbour. 

(<  This  afternoon,  we  also  passed  the  point  of  land  which,  accord- 
ing toMr»  MacPherson,  is  sapposedto  be  the  one  near  which  Erhaxd 
and  his  five  companions  disappeared,  at  the  period  of  the  fii9t  mis* 
sienary  attempt  in  1752.  The  reokains  of  the  bouse  built  by  those 
Brethren,  and  aft^wards  burnt  by  the  Esqjuim«uCy  are  stiU  to  be  seen, 
at  a  {4ace  somewhat  to  the  north,  and  ftirther  inland.  But  the  die- 
Ittaee  did  not  alh>w  of  my  visiting  this  ^ot. 

"We  bad  resolved  to  pass  the  night  at  the  dwelling  of  Jcha  Lucy, 
an  Esquimaux  in  gpod  circumstances.  We  found  his  Gomfi:Nrtable  log- 
houee  open,  but  ]»o  one  there ;  the  clock  was  stiU  going,  and  the 
Steve  was  wanpi,  but  not  a  creature  was  to  be  aeen^    We  therefore 
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made  ourselves  oomibrtable  for  the  nigliti  and,  on  the  morning  of  the 
80th,  having  put  things  again  in  order,  went  on  our  way*  Our 
course  led  as  over  the  sea-ice,  and  occasionallj  over  points  of  land* 
Here  Mr.  MaoPherson's  sledge  was  broken  at  a  very  steep  dedivitj ; 
onrs  was  preserved  in  eonsequenoe  of  oor  having  made  use  of  the 
drag-rope.  With  a  view  of  getting  this  damage  repaired,  we  went 
more  than  an  hoar's  journey  out  of  our  way,  to  the  house  of  a  young 
American  settler,  but  he  was  from  home,  and  the  house  was  shut  up ; 
we  were  therefore  obliged  to  set  on  as  well  as  we  could  with  the 
broken  sledge.  At  two  o'clock,  we  arrived  at  Ailik,  a  fishing  and 
hunting  station  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  which,  as  Irell  as 
Kippokak,  is  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  MaoPherson.  Here  I  felt  myself 
by  no  means  a  stranger ;  having  experienced  so  much  kindness  from 
this  gentleman  during  the  whole  joomey,  that  where  he  was  at  home, 
I  felt  at  home  too. 

*'  Early  on  May  1st,  I  took  leave  of  Mr.  MaoPherson  with  many 
thanks.  He  informed  me  that  it  was  Mr.  Smith's  wish  that  the 
expense  which  the  Company  had  been  at,  on  account  of  my  joomey, 
fidiould  be  considered  as  a  coHtribution  made  by  them  to  our  Missions. 

^^  The  joyM  thought  of  rtfadiing  my  Mission-lnmie  at  Hopedale, 
and  seeing  my  fiunily  io-day,  drew  me  powerfully  northwards.  But 
the  distance  was  great  (about  sixty  miles),  and  the  wearied  dogs  were 
not  able  to  draw  Christian  and  myself  in  the  sledge.  We  were,  there- 
fore, obliged  to  take  it  by  turns  to  sit  in  the  sledge  and  to  run  by  its 
side.  Wlien  only  a  few  hours'  distance  from  Hopedale,  T  heard  from 
an  Ssquimaux  of  the  sadden  illness  of  one  of  my  children,  and  that 
*the  Brethren  YoUprecht  and  Ribbach  were  on  a  visit  at  Hopedale. 
Anxiety  about  the  child,  and  the  desii*e  to  arrive  before  the  visitors 
left,  increased  our  eagerness  to  get  forward,  and  wo  urged  the  dogs  to 
do  their  utmost  At  length,  before  five  o'clock,  we  reached  Hopedale, 
where  I  to  my  joy  found  my  child  better,  and  had  the  pleasure  to  see 
the  visiting  Brethren. 

*^  Now  to  the  Lord,  who  carried  me  as  on  eagle's  wings  safely 
amid  a  thousand  dangers,  and  who  was  my  comfort,  counsel,  and  help 
in  many  perplexities,  be  thanks  and  praise  for  all  the  proo&  of  His 
mercy,  patience,  and  faithftdness. — ^Ainen.

ExTBACT  from  Br,  M.  Wabmow's  Refobt  of  a  Voyagb  to 

CUMBEBIAND  InUBT. 

5<  <  BEFORE  I  formed  thee  in  the  belly  I  knew  thee ;  and  before  thou 
camest  forth  out  of  the  womb,  I  sanctified  thee.'  (Jer.  i.  6.)  It  was  to 
this  text  that  I  was  dureoted,  when  just  about  to  enter  on  my  voyage. 
On  reading  it,  I  felt  anew  ccmvinced,  that  the  Lcnrd  has  led  me  in  my 
way,  and  that  He  will  continue  in  future  to  direct  my  steps.  Altboogk 
my  way  sometimes  appears  dark,  I  dare  not  say  to  Him,  What  *doest 
Thou  ?  But  my  prayer  is,  that  He  would  bestow  on  me  the  needful 
grace  for  the  duties  to  which  He  has  called  me. 

<'  I  went  on  board  the  ship  Lady  Franklhi,  on  the  29iA  of  Jw%4; 
but  as  all  was  not  yet  in  readiness  for  sailing,  we  did  nol  leave  the 
harbour  till  ^e  following  day.  On  the  voyage  we  had  fir^quently  fine, 
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warm  weather,  but  not  oflen  fiiir  wind.  On  the  whole,  bat  little 
of  interest  occurred.  On  the  23rd  of  July,  we  were  very  near  the 
coast  of  Greenland,  but  could  not  see  it,  on  account  of  the  fog.  About 
this  time,  we  saw  several  whales,  of  which  one  was  floating  on  the 
water,  dead.  About  the  end  of  the  month,  we  fell  in  with  many  ice- 
bergs, but  saw  no  drift-ice. 

"  On  the  morning  o^  July  31$/,  we  saw  land.  My  feelings  at  the 
first  sight  of  the  region  where  I  am,  if  the  Lord  will,  to  reside  for  a 
year,  I  cannot  describe.  The  thought  occurred  to  me  that  I  may 
perluips  find  a  grave  here.  However,  my  spirits  did  not  sink,  for  I 
remembered,  that,  without  the  will  of  the  iiord,  not  a  hair  can  fall  from 
my  head.  The  daily-word  for  this  day  afibrded  me  much  comfort.  It 
was :  *  Ye  shall  go  out  with  joy,  and  be  led  forth  with  peace.'  (Is.  Iv, 
12.)  I  am  firmly  convinced,  that  the  Lord  will  be  true  to  His  promises 
of  grace.  It  is  His  will,  that  His  gospel  should  be  proclaimed  among 
all  nations,  and  I  therefore  believe  that  the  Sun  of  righteousness  will 
arise  on  these  distant  regions. 

"On  the  \8t  of  Angus  fy  we  sailed  slowly  along  the  coast,  and  so 
near,  that  we  could  see  it  plainly.  Nothing,  however,  met  the  eye, 
but  bare,  precipitous  rocks,  of  which  the  highest  points  were  covered 
with  snow.  We  could  also  distinguish  the  opposite  coast,  and  were, 
therefore,  in  the  Inlet. 

"  On  the  2ndy  we  reached  a  haven  called  Nanjartalik,  where  we 
anchored.  At  4  o'clock,  the  captain,  the  doctor,  and  myself  went 
on  shore.  Here  we  met  with  three  Esquimaux  women  and  a  child. 
They  were  dwelling  in  a  miserable  tent,  and  their  condition  was  so 
wretched,  that  it  must  have  excited  pity  even  in  the  most  unfeeling* 
heart  They  were  delighted  to  see  us.  We  took  them  on  board  with 
us,  and  they  received  some  reireshment.  In  the  evening,  a  man  with 
his  wife  and  child  were  brought  on  board.  They  were  also  in  a  most 
miserable  condition.  The  man  was  quite  blind,  and  the  woman  so 
weak  and  ill,  that  she  could  not  walk  without  assistance,  while  the 
poor  in&nt,  about  nine  months  old,  cried  incessantly,  not  being  able 
to  obtain  nourishment  from  the  emaciated  mother.  I  was  engaged  in 
conversation  with  them  till  midnight.  The  man  often  squeezed  my 
hand,  and  there  was  no  end  to  their  kujanermik  (thanks).  As  they 
understood  me,  and  I  them,  very  well,  we  were  able  to  converse  with 
but  little  difficulty.  I  soon  told  them  of  the  intention  of  my  coming, 
and  was  not  a  little  surprised  to  find  how  well  they  understood  it. 

"  Zrd,  We  landed  on  an  island  in  the  Inlet,  where  we  found  great 
numbers  of  dogs  and  many  skeletons  of  whales.  It  appeared  also  that 
several  families  of  Esquimaux  had  spent  the  winter  here.  The  island 
was  very  barren,  and  I  found  but  few  berries. 

^^  August  Aith,  Wo  weighed  anchor,  and  sailed  farther  up  the 
Inlet,  passing  Kimersok,  a  place  where  formerly  there  were  many 
Esquimaux,  but  where  we  found  none. 

**  5th,  We  anchored  at  Nuvujat,  where  a  man,  two  women,  and 
a  boy,  were  brought  on  board.  Here  we  went  ashore  to  choose  a 
site  for  one  of  the  two  houses.  So  rugged  was  the  ground,  that  it 
seemed  hardly  suitable  for  this  purpose;  still,  as  it  is  to  be,  in  the  first 
instance,  for  only  one  winter,  we  did  not  lose  courage.  While  looking 
for  a  suitable  site,  and  visiting  the  two  Esquimaux  tents,  we  were 
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sorround^d  bj  a  pack  of  dogs,  so  numerous,  as  to  remind  me  of  a 
flock  of  sheep.  Of  course,  I  did  not  count  them,  but  should  think 
there  were  not  less  than  20O.  There  were  two  wqmen  in  the  tents, 
who  were  perfectly  astounded  when  I  addressed  them  in  their  own 
language. 

''  6/A.  I  went  on  shore  to  converse  with  the  Esquimaux,  and 
wrote  down  some  words  which  differed  from  the  Greenland  dialect. 
However,  I  was  soon  interrupted,  being  called  to  give  my  opinion 
about  the  position  of  the  house.  The  ship's  crew  were  engaged  the 
whole  day  in  the  difficult  task  of  landing  the  building  materials,  and 
dragging  them  over  the  rocks  to  the  site  we  had  fixed  on.  In  the  after- 
noon, I  went,  accompanied  by  the  doctor,  to  another  island.  It  was 
excessively  rugged,  and  I  had  much  trouble  to  find  a  few  plants  for 
botanical  purposes. 

**  On  the  7M,  I  went  to  the  tents  of  the  Esquimaux,  and  entered 
into  conversation  with  the  inmates.  I  explained  to  them  the  object  of 
my  coming,  and  declared  to  them  the  love  of  God  in  Christ  I  was 
surprised  to  observe,  how  well  they  understood  all  I  said.  This  was 
the  more  remarkable,  as  it  occasionally  happened,  when  speaking 
on  other  subjects,  that  their  answers  showed  they  had  not  correctly 
apprehended  my  meaning.  But  when  I  spoke  to  them  of  Jesus,  and 
of  His  sufierings,  wounds,  and  death  for  us,  they  not  only  listened  with 
evident  interest  and  attention,  but  also  gave  correct  answers.  Indeed, 
they  acted  as  if  the  subject  had  been  one  with  which  they  were  well 
acquainted,  instead  of  being  quite  new  to  them. 

^'  9M.  All  went  ashore,  and  divine  service  was  held  in  the  new 
house,  which  was  now  nearly  completed.  A  psalm  was  sung,  then  I 
prayed  our  Church-litany;  then  followed  the  reading  of  a  <£apter  of 
the  Bible,  with  a  short  exposition,  and  we  concluded  with  another 
psalm.  Two  Esquimaux  women  were  present,  and  behaved  them- 
selves quietly.  On  my  asking  them  afterwards,  if  they  understood 
what  we  had  been  engaged  in,  I  found  they  did  not.  They  had, 
however,  an  idea  of  Sunday,  Uiat  it  was  different  from  other  days, 
probably  from  what  they  had  seen  of  the  practice  of  Europeans  who 
have  visited  the  Inlet.  I  endeavoured  to  explain  to  them  Uie  signifi- 
cation of  the  day,  and  its  duties.  I  also  gave  them  an  account  of  Jesus 
and  His  atoning  death,  which  they  appeared  to  comprehend  far  better 
than  I  ever  thought  they  would  have  done.  One  of  the  women  asked 
me  if  we  had  angekut  (plural  of  angekok^  a  sorcerer,)  in  our  country. 
On  my  replying  that  we  had  not,  she  said,  ^  But  you  must  siu^ly  be 
an  angekok,  as  you  tell  us  so  many  new  things.'  1  explained  to  her, 
that  these  things  are  not  new,  and  that  I  had  told  them  nothing  but 
what  the  Redeemer  of  the  world  had  recorded  in  His  word. 

**  lO^A.  Three  Esquimaux  women  came  on  board.  I  read  to 
them  the  account  of  the  birth  of  Christ,  from  the  Greenland  New 
Testament.  They  listened  with  great  attention,  and  appeared  to  com- 
prehend what  was  read.  I  had,  however,  to  explain  the  meaning  of 
some  of  the  words,  which  they  had  never  heard  before.  I  also  read 
some  hymns  from  the  Greenland  hymn-book,  and  told  them  that  the 
Greenlanders  can  sing  these  verses  very  nicely,  and  love  to  praise  the 
Saviour  who  has  had  mercy  on  them.  I  further  told  them,  that,  if  they 
desired  it,  teachers  would  come  and  instruct  them  in  the  same  way. 
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They  replied,  '  Let  them  come,  and  you  Femaiii  with  us,  aud  teaoh 
us.' 

^<  nth.  I  went  on  shore  again,  and  entered  into  conversation  witb 
the  Esquimaux,  who  were  engaged  in  removing  their  tents  to  a  spot 
nearer  our  house.  On  such  occasions,  I  speak  with  them  on  various 
subjects;  but  my  principal  object  is  to  make  them  as  much  as  possible 
acquainted  with  our  Saviour. 

*'  13/A.  I  went  to  take  leave  of  the  Esquimaux,  as  we  were  shortly 
to  sail  to  the  other  side  of  the  Inlet.  They  expressed  great  regret  at 
parting.  At  their  request,  I  repeated  to  them  the  name  Jestue  Kris- 
iuse,  in  order  that  they  might  not  forget  it,  but  might  be  able  to  say 
to  Him,  '  Have  mercy  npon  usT  Leaving  two  men  to  take  charge  a£ 
the  house,  we  set  sail  in  the  afternoon  for  the  other  side  of  the  Inlet. 

'^  iTih.  Not  having  Mien  in  with  our  consort,  the  Sophia,  we  sailed 
further  up  the  Inlet,  and  eventually  found  her,  and  four  other  whalers, 
in  the  harbour  of  T6mait.  Hence  we  proceeded  ftirther  up  the  Inlet, 
and  met  mth  the  Alibi,  a  ship  belonging  to  the  same  owners  as  ours, 
and  a  small  steamer.     On  board  of  the  mtter  was  Captain  Parker. 

''  19M.  A  boat  came  to  us  out  of  a  fiorde,  with  Esquimaux,  who 
had  ^en  on  the  reindeer-hunt^  but  had  not  been  successful.  The 
party  consisted  of  five  men,  three  women,  and  two  children. 

''  20ih.  I  went,  accompanied  by  an  Esquimaux,  nearly  to  the  end 
of  the  fiorde,  where  our  ship  was  anchored.  I  found  one  pleasant 
spot,  where  Esquimaux  had  formerly  been  settled,  and  which  was 
covered  with  fine  grass.  But,  beside  this,  all  was  barren.  I  ibund 
neither  plants  for  my  botanist's  box,  nor  anything  fiw  my  gun.  It  is 
indeed  a  poor  land,  inhabited  by  poor  people. 

^*2l$t,  1  went  on  board  the  Alibi,  where  several  Esquimaux 
reside.  As  they  understand  a  little  En^ish,  they  had  been  told  that 
a  '  minister'  was  coming  to  instruct  them.  They,  therefore,  called  me 
their  minister.  I  would  have  preferred  to  be  called  by  my  Christian 
name,  Matthew,  or  as  they  pronounce  it,  Matiuse,  according  to  the 
custom  of  our  Greenlanders.  However,  they  appeared  to  have  a 
correct  notion  of  what  is  meant  by  the  term.

SOUTH  AFRICA. 

FBOH  the  following  intelligence,  it  will  be  seen,  that  the  remarkable 
change  in  the  social  and  political  condition  of  the  Kaftr  nation— pro- 
duced by  their  own  act,  under  the  influence  of  heathenish  delusion — 
still  continues  to  be  the  main  topic  of  interest.  Nor  can  this  be  won- 
dered at,  when  we  consider  the  magnitude  of  the  danger  which  the 
odony  has  escaped,  and  the  importance  of  the  results  likely  to  ansne 
to  the  Kaffir  race.  The  danger  to  the  colony,  mereifully  averted  by 
the  providence  of  God,  as  well  as  the  awfhl  I'esults  of  their  delusion  to 
the  poor  people  themselves,  are  set  forth  in  the  particulars  given  by 
Br.  Kolbing, — ^while  the  hopes  expressed  by  Br.  Gysin,  regarding  ih% 
fugitives  who  have  been  received  at  Skiloh^  will  find  an  echo  in  tlio 
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breasts  of  all,  who  d<»6ire  the  welfare  of  the  Eaftr  race,  end  who  would 
be  glad  to  see  them  brought  under  the  iuHuence  of  the  gospeL  The 
safe  return  of  Br,  aud  Sr.  Bonatz  to  South  Africa  was  a  source  of 
much  gratification  to  their  fellow-labourers.  We  hope  to  be  able  to 
announce  in  our  next  number,  that  thej  have  arrived  at  the  scene  of 
their  labours  at  Shiloh. 

The  extracts  from  the  diary  of  Rohhen^hland  will,  it  is  hoped, 
prove  so  interesting  as  to  justify  their  copiousness.  They  give  pleasing 
tokens  of  the  power  of  the  grace  of  God  among  some  of  the  most 
wretched  of  our  race. 

The  letter  of  Br.  Adolph  Kiister,  of  Clarkson^  containing  an  account 
of  the  opening  of  a  chapel-school  at  Snysklip, — a  place  which  has  long 
been  occupied  by  our  Brethren  as  a  preaching-station, — ogives  some 
very  characteristic  detaib.  May  the  Lord's  blessing  be  granted  to  the 
instructions  there  imparted  to  old  and  young ! 

The  &cts  communicated  in  a  short  extract  of  a  letter  ftom  Br. 
Suhl, — the  state  of  whose  health,  we  regret  to  find,  is  still  very  preca- 
rious,— are  very  cheering,  as  proving  that  the  labours  of  our  Brethren 
in  the  Training-school  at  Genddendal  are  not  in  vain,  and  that  some  of 
the  pupils  at  least,  have  acquired  the  wisdom  which  is  fiu*  better  than 
all  earthly  knowledge.

'^  DsAB  Brother,  GenXbendal,  January  26M,  1858. 

^'  BR.  and  Sr.  Bonatz  had  a  quick  and  pleasant  voyage  from  Ham- 
burg. Sr.  Bonatz  tufibred  much  from  sea-sickness.  I  hope  they  may 
be  able  to  remain  in  South  Africa,  though  Sr.  Bonatz's  health  is 
very  little  better  than  it  was  when  she  went  to  Europe  two  years 
ago. 

^'  Br.  Grasse  will  find  his  first  sphere  of  labour  at  Elim,  as  suc- 
cessor to  Br.  StoLs,  who  will  go  either  to  Goedverwacht,  or  Witte- 
water. 

*'  It  appears  from  official  reports,  that  the  number  of  Kaffirs,  on 
this  side  the  Kei  River,  had  decreased  from  104,731  to  68,034,  between 
the  1st  of  January  and  the  1st  of  August^  1857,  during  which  period 
the  famine  was  raging.  Of  these,  about  30,000  had  been  admitted 
into  the  colony.  Of  the  remaining  6,697,  although  probably  some 
have  gone  to  other  tribes  in  the  interior,  not  a  few  have  undoubtedly 
perished  miserably  of  hunger.  At  the  date  first  mentioned,  there 
were  not  less  than  30,000  able-bodied  men,  who  had  in  their  po.«^scs- 
sion  6000  muskets.  What  an  amount  of  mischief  would  have  been 
done,  if,  after  being  joined — as  tliey  would  have  been — ^by  Kreli's 
bands  from  beyond  the  Kei,  they  had  overrun  the  colony.  How 
thankfiii  ought  we  to  be,  that  the  Lord  has  averted  this  calamity, 
through  the  wise  measures  of  our  excellent  Governor ! 

"  Mr.  D6hne,  formerly  in  the  service  of  the  Beilin  Mis6ionanr 
Society,  and  author  of  an  excellent  dictionary  of  the  Zulu-KaMr 
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language,  has  been  appointed  to  act  as  Missionary  among  the  thou- 
sands  of  B^affirs  now  congregated  in  and  near  Cape-Town. 

"  Macomo,  Pato,  and  some  other  chiefs,  are  now  in  prison  on 
account  of  robbery  and  murder  perpetrated  under  their  orders. 

"  The  attendance  at  church  and  school  is,  at  present,  very  encour- 
aging. I  think  we  may  say  that  there  is  a  greater  desire  for  the  word 
of  God,  and  indications  of  an  increase  of  spiritual  life  among  our 
people.  We  have,  this  year,  heard  of  fewer  instances  of  disorderly 
conduct,  during  the  harvest,  than  is  usually  the  case." 

'' March  ISth. 

**  I  am  sorry  that  I  can  give  you  only  a  discouraging  report  of  Br. 
Suhl's  health.  His  strength  continues  to  decline.  He  still  attends  to 
his  school-duties,  and  may  be  able  to  do  so  for  some  time  longer.  But, 
humanly  speaking,  there  is  but  little  hope  of  his  eventual  recovery. 

'^  Applications  are  frequently  made  to  us  for  teachers,  by  the 
Missionaries  of  various  denominations ;  but  we  have  at  present  none 
to  spare. 

**  Br.  and  Sr.  Stolz  are  on  their  way  to  Goedverwacht.  They 
will  remain  at  Mamre  over  the  jubilee  celebraticm  on  March  27, — ^it 
being  50  years  on  that  day,  since  Br.  Kohrhammer  preached  the  first 
sermon  under  the  shade  of  a  poplar-tree,  near  Laweskloof.  I  have  to 
express  our  best  thanks  for  the  valuable  pictures  illustrative  of  Scrip- 
ture subjects  and  natural  history,  lately  received  for  the  schools  at 
G^nadendal  and  other  places."

"  THE  eldest  of  our  pupils  appears  really  to  manifest,  by  his  walk 
and  conversation,  that  he  has  attained  to  the  privileges  of  a  child  of 
God  through  grace.    The  three  next  eldest  earnestly  seek  the  same 
blessing. 

'^  Last  year,  five  of  the  scholars  lefl  us  to  enter  on  situations.  In 
the  previous  year,  three  older  pupils,  who  had  left  the  school  at  an 
earlier  period,  also  obtained  employment.  If  we  deduct  one  who  was 
dismissed  on  account  of  ill-health,  and  four  who  died  while  here,  we 
find  that,  of  45,  only  seven  have,  up  to  this  period,  turned  out  ill. 
Such  a  result,  we  ascribe  to  the  Lord's  mercy  alone.

"  Dear  Brother,  Clarkson,  February  25th^  1858. 

"  YESTERDAY, we  opened  the  chapel-school  at  our  out-post  Snysklip. 
It  was  in  every  respect  a  day  of  pecuHar  blessing.  Already  on  Sunday 
it  had  been  announced  after  the  public-service  here,  that  the  school  at 
Snysklip  would  be  opened.  This  was  done  principieJly  for  the  sake  of 
those  who  were  present  from  that  place,  and  they  were  requested  to 
inform  the  others. 

"We  Missionaries  had  looked  forward  to  this  day  with  great 
pleasure;  and  it  was  resolved  that  we  and  all  the  members  of  our 
families  should  go  to  Snysklip,  with  the  teacher,  and  his  wife  and 
family,  and  the  Hottentot^  architect  who  had  had  the  oversight  of 
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the  new  erection^  together  with  his  famiij.  For  these  invited  guests 
we  undertook  to  provide  a  sufficient  supply  of  bread,  meat,  and  coffee. 
The  moming  of  the  24th  was  cloudy,  and  several  showers  fell.  This 
discouraged  us  a  little,  at  first ;  however,  we  determined  not  to  be 
deterred  from  our  intended  celebration,  knowing  that  the  Lord  could 
cause  the  weather  to  be  favourable,  if  it  pleased  Him.  We  therefore 
got  into  the  waggon,  with  the  children,  and  set  off  in  pouring  rain. 
But  this  inconvenience  did  not  last  long.  The  rain  soon  ceased,  and 
we  had  fine  weather.  The  sky  however  remained  cloudy,  so  that  we 
did  not  suffer  from  the  oppressive  heat,  as  would  probably  have  been 
otherwise  the  case.  We  had  not  proceeded  far  on  our  journey,  when 
we  saw,  to  our  surprise  and  joy,  several  groups  of  people  passing  along 
the  shorter  foot-road  from  Clarkson  to  Snysklip.  We  afterwards 
heard,  that  not  less  than  70  of  the  Clarkson  people  had  thus  manifested 
their  interest.  I  was  peculiarly  encouraged  by  this  circumstance,  as 
it  reminded  me  of  past  days,  soon  after  the  establishment  of  the  station, 
when  the  people  showed  their  love  for  the  gospel  by  walking  a  con- 
siderable distance  to  attend  a  service  held  among  the  heathen.  The 
attendance  of  so  many  from  Clarkson  appeared  also  to  make  a  favour- 
able impression  on  the  Fingoos  of  Snysklip.  Some,  who  had  never 
before  attended  the  meetings,  now  came  to  hear  the  words  of  eternal 
life. 

''  At  the  appointed  hour,  the  new  building,  including  not  only  the 
school-room,  but  likewise  the  ac^oining  Teachers'  dwelling,  was  filled 
with  people,  and  not  a  few  were  obliged  to  be  satisfied  with  standing* 
room  near  the  windows,  outside.  After  the  singing  of  some  verses  from 
the  Kaffir  and  Dutch  hymn-books,  I  offered  up  prayer  in  the  former 
language,  thanking  the  Lord  for  permitting  us  thus  to  assemble  before 
Him,  and  entreating  Him  to  grant,  that  in  this  place,  both  old  and  young 
might  experience  the  power  of  His  gospel,  might  be  led  to  believe  in 
Him,  and  might  be  brought  into  blessed  fellowship  with  Him.  I  then 
delivered  an  address  on  one  of  the  texts  for  the  day,  John  iii.  17.  I 
spoke  Dutch,  as  the  majority  of  those  who  were  present  understood 
that  language.  For  the  sake  of  those  who  only  underst<x>d  Kaffir,  the 
school-teacher  acted  as  interpreter.  We  felt  that  the  Lord  was  in  the 
midst  of  us.  The  greatest  attention  was  manifested,  and  we  would  hope, 
that  the  word  preached  was  blessed  to  the  hearts  of  some  who  were 
present.  Before  we  sepan^,  it  was  announced,  that  the  children  of 
the  school  would  be  examined  in  the  afternoon,  and  their  parents  were 
invited  to  be  present. 

'^  It  was  now  time  to  think  of  some  refreshment  for  our  bodies. 
The  requirements  of  our  party  were  abundantly  provided  for.  But 
among  the  visitors  we  knew  there  were  many  as  hungry  as  ourselves, 
and  who  had  no  provisions.  Where  were  we  to  obtain  bread  for  them 
in  the  wilderness  ?  Happily,  I  had  brought  some  bread  in  addition  to 
that  which  was  destined  for  our  own  use.  Seeing  the  people  seated 
in  litttle  groups  round  the  waggon,  I  divided  this  extra  stock  among 
them,  with  the  prayer  that  the  Lord  would  bless  it  to  their  refreshment. 
This,  with  what  our  guests  could  spare,  and  the  remnant  of  our  coffee, 
provided  every  one  with  a  frugal  yet  cheerful  meal. 

''  The  examination  was  opened  by  Brother  Scharf  with  an  address 
to  the  children.    The  latter  then  reiad  in  classes.    They  were  next 
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examined  by  the  teacher  in  Bible-historj.  Thii  took  place  in  the 
Kaffir  language,  and  excited  very  great  interest  among  the  parents 
who  were  present,  and  whose  curiosity  and  astonishment  were 
raanifbsted  by  their  out-stretched  necks  and  smiling  countenances. 
The  children's  singing  gave  proof  tliat  some,  espedally  the  girls,  had 
good  voices.  At  the  conclusion.  Brother  8ch6rf  commended  the  school 
to  tho  blessing  of  the  Lord  in  earnest  prayer. 

**  It  was  now  past  8  o'clock,  and  those  visitors  who  had  come  on 
foot,  set  out  on  their  journey  home.  The  countenances  of  all 
testified,  that  this  day  had  been  one  of  joy  and  blessing.  Two  women, 
who,  on  fMscount  of  some  disagreement,  had  not  spoken  to  one  another 
for  several  months,  were  so  influenced  by  the  prevailing  feeling,  that 
they  became  reconciled. 

''  Befbre  the  commencement  of  the  building,  the  heads  of  fitmiliefl 
residing  there  had  engaged  to  subscribe  towards  the  expenses  of  the 
work.  I  iiad,  however,  no  very  sanguine  expectation  that  this 
engagement  would  be  generally  fulfilled,  many  of  the  people  being 
still  heathen.  About  a  fortnight  ago,  at  the  close  of  the  service, 
I  reminded  those  present  of  their  promise.  On  the  day  of  opening, 
I  observed,  that,  when  the  examination  had  ended,  many  of  the  men 
remained  at  the  door.  When  I  went  out,  one  after  the  other  came 
with  his  subscription,  either  in  money  or  in  com,  which  their  wives 
had  brought  on  their  heads.  Among  the  rest  there  was  a  man,  who 
lives  about  a  mile  from  Snysklip,  and  who  has  no  children  at  the 
school.  He  had  been  powerfully  convinced  of  his  sin  and  misery  by 
the  Spirit  of  God,  at  the  service  on  last  New  Teal's  Day.  Seeing 
him  standing  by,  and  watching  the  others  as  they  brought  their  gifts, 
J  remarked  that  he  doubtless  loved  the  place  where  Go<f  s  word  was 
to  be  preached,  too  well,  to  be  behind  others  on  this  occasion.  To  my 
surprise  and  gratification,  he  cheerihlly  replied  that  the  com  was 
coming.  Scarcely  had  he  said  it,  when  his  wife  made  her  appearance 
with  a  heavy  burden  on  her  head.  The  subscriptions  amounted  in 
money  and  corn  to  about  £4.

<<  AS  regards  this  congregation,  we  eaa  state,  to  the  praise  of  the 
Lord,  that  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  are  manifest  in  not  a  few  instances, 
while  we  hope  that  there  are  others  which  are  known  to  God,  ^ongh 
perhaps  not  evident  to  men.  At  the  same  time,  it  must  not  be 
ooneealed,  that  the  works  of  the  flesh  are  not  unfi^quently  to  be  met 
Mrith,  and  we  even  fbar  that  these  are  carried  on,  in  some  mstanees,  to 
a  greater  extent  than  we  are  aware,  as  some  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
settlements  are  still  heathen,  while  others  who  have  been  here  for 
a  longer  period,  live  in  a  state  of  carelessness.  Quite  recently,  we  have 
had  the  painfiil  duty  of  excluding  some  Fingoo  candidates  fbr  bap- 
tism, on  account  of  their  having  combined  with  some  heathen  Kaffirs, 
residing  on  a  fetrm  near  us,  to  set  on  foot  a  dance.  The  aifkir  was  dis- 
covered by  the  circumstance  of  the  hut  in  which  the  dance  was  held 
being  burnt  down,  throuffh  the  carelessness  of  some  of  the  party  in 
their  use  of  their  pipes.    We  did  not  feil  to  direct  the  attention  of  our 
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people  to  the  circtiinstance,  that  the  Lord,  who  brings  hidden  things 
to  light,  had,  in  mercy  to  their  souls,  brought  their  misdeed  to  our 
knowledge  by  means  of  fire,  that  they  might  turn  from  their  evil  ways, 
and,  through  His  grace,  be  preserved  from  eternal  fire.  They  appeared 
to  be  convinced  of  the  sinfulness  of  their  conduct. 

"  The  Kaffirs,  who  have  recently  come  hither,  in  consequence  of 
the  famine  which  prevails  in  their  own  country,  behave  themselves  in 
a  quiet  and  orderly  manner.  We  entertain  the  hope,  that  some  of 
them  have  sought  and  found  something  better  among  us  than  merely 
temporal  subsistence. 

"  Several  of  the  chiefs  of  the  Kaffirs  have  recently  been  seized  and 
imprisoned,  on  account  of  various  offences  they  have  committed. 
The  national  independence  of  the  race  may  be  considered  at  an  end ; 
a  circumstance  which  cannot  operate  otherwise  than  favourably,  as  far 
as  the  influences  of  Christianity  and  civilization  are  concerned.  So 
dark  is  the  state  of  these  poor  people,  that  they  scarcely  seem  able  to 
realise  the  mighty  hand  of  God  in  the  judgments  they  have  experienced. 
May  the  Lord  have  mercy  upon  them,  and  cause  the  day  of  their  visita- 
tion to  arrive  speedily !  His  right  hand  will  surely  obtain  Him  the 
victory." 

Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  the  HospiTAii  at  Bobr«:n-I8lamd, 

/or  1857, 
January  2Zrd, — ^THIS  day  an  English  patient  died  of  consumption. 
He  had  not  been  long  here,  yet  I  had  several  times  taken  opportunity 
to  speak  with  him  on  the  state  of  his  soul.  He  suffered  much ;  yet 
whenever  I  reminded  him,  that  the  Liord  doubtless  permitted  this  trial, 
in  order  to  lead  him  to  a  knowledge  of  himself,  and  admonished  him  to 
turn  to  Jesus  as  a  lost  sinner,  he  usually  replied,  in  a  tone  Qf  annoy- 
ance, that  all  he  wanted  was  some  alleviation  of  his  sufferings.  All  I 
oould  do,  was  to  pray  that  the  Lord  would  open  his  eyes.  O,  how 
distressing  it  is,  to  visit  sick  persons,  who  thus  reject  the  Saviour  and 
His  merits !  Such  cases  occur  not  nnfrequenily  in  a  place  like  this, 
where  there  are  so  many  who  have  spent  the  greatest  part  of  their 
lives  in  the  bondage  of  sin  and  Satan.  When  I  saw  tiie  poor  man 
above  referred  to,  for  the  last  time,  I  once  more  urgently  eKkorted 
him  to  employ  the  short  remaining  portion  of  his  lifb  m  seeking  the 
salvation  of  his  soul.  He  replied  faintly,  ^^  I  hope  1 "  Thinking  that 
this  indicated  willingness  to  listen  to  me,  I  addressed  some  further 
words  of  exhortation  to  him,  read  the  51st  Psalm,  and  offered  pn^er, 
in  whioh  I  implored  the  Lord  to  change  his  heart,  and  bestow  panlon 
on  him,  evea  at  the  eleventh  hour. 

On  the  same  day  died  A.  H.,  a  very  aged  man.  He  was  a 
Malabar,  and  having  formerly  lived  in  service  with  a  boor,  had  never 
enjoyed  an  opportunity  of  hearing  Ood's  word.  The  result  was,  that 
lie  was  exceedingly  ignorant,  and,  at  first,  almost  incapable  of  under- 
standing even  the  most  simple  religious  truths.  It  was  partionlarly 
difficult  to  convince  him  that  he  was  a  sinner,  who  had  deserved  Gk>d'8 
wrath  and  eternal  punishment.  His  usual  r^ly  was,  that  he  could  not 
remember  ever  te  have  done  anything  wrong.  The  result  was,  that  he 
could  not  comprehend  why  the  Son  of  Qod  should  have  suffered  and 
4ied  for  him,  saying  %\^%  he  w^  too  stupid  to  understand  it.     Still,  he 
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attended  cbarch  regularly;  and  it  was  evident  tliat  he  was  seeking 
something  of  which  he  himself  had  no  clear  idea.  By  degrees,  the 
Spirit  of  Grod  enlightened  his  dark  heart.  He  leai*ned  lo  see  himself  as 
a  lost  sinner,  and  sought  peace  and  pardon  through  Jesus  Christ.  He 
was  thankful  to  the  Lord  for  affording  him,  in  the  evening  of  life,  the 
opportunity  of  hearing  His  word,  and  thus  becoming  acquainted  with 
Him,  and  remained  in  a  happy  childlike  frame  of  mind  until  bis  de- 
cease. When  I  last  visited  him,  I  asked  if  he  desired  to  depart  and  to 
be  with  Christ  ?  To  which  he  replied  "  Yes,  that  is  the  desire  of  my 
heart."     More  than  this  he  had  not  strength  to  utter. 

Fehruart/  \6(h. — This  day,  an  insane  patient  died.  He  was  an 
Irishman  and  a  Roman  Catholic.  Some  weeks  before  his  dissolution, 
the  priest  from  Cape-ToAvn  imparted  to  him  extreme  unction,  while 
ho  was  in  an  unconscious  state.  Some  days  before  he  died,  his  senses 
returned,  so  that  I  was  able  to  converse  Avith  him  regarding  the  state 
of  his  soul.  This  appeared  to  please  him, — and  when  I  spoke  of  the 
sufferings  and  death  of  Jesus,  and  remarked,  that  He  had  endured 
all  this  out  of  love  to  us,  he  was  much  affected,  and  said,  "  My  trust 
is  in  Him ;  I  have  no  one  else.'*  On  my  last  visit,  I  found  him  very 
weak,  but  quite  conscious.  I  therefore  offered  a  fervent  prayer  at  his 
bedside,  in  which  I  commended  his  departing  spirit  to  the  Saviour  of 
sinners.  He  was  no  longer  able  to  articulate,  but  evidently  under- 
stood and  was  impressed  by  what  I  said. 

On  the  24M,  an  East  Indian,  who  also  was  a  Roman  Catho- 
lic, died.  At  the  commencement  of  his  residence  here,  I  had  con- 
versed with  him  on  the  necessity  of  turning  to  the  Lord,  as  our 
Saviour.  This  he  heard  with  attention,  and  promised  to  foUow 
my  advice.  On  one  occasion,  when  we  had  been  conversing  abont 
prayer,  he  showed  me  his  rosary,  and  said  that  he  pi*ay^  very 
frequently.  I  then  explained  to  him  tbe  nature  of  prayer,  stating, 
that  it  was  the  language  of  the  heart,  and  should  be  directed  to  Grod 
alone,  and  not  to  the  saints ;  and  that,  as  the  number  of  our  petitions 
was  not  a  matter  of  importance,  the  Lord  had  not  commanded  the  use 
of  any  such  means  as  rosaries.  Afler  this,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  per- 
ceiving evidence,  that  the  Holy  Spirit  influenced  his  heart,  and  gave 
him  increasing  light.  He  laid  aside  the  rosary,  and  was  glad  to  have 
the  Scriptures  read  to  him.  This  state  of  things  was,  however.  Soon 
interrupted.  The  priest,  on  one  of  his  visits,  found  out  what  had 
taken  place,  and  sternly  rebuked  the  poor  man  for  listening  to  me,  at 
the  same  time  stating,  that  I  had  no  business  to  interfere  with  any  of 
his  people.  The  result  was,  that  the  man  above  referred  to  refused 
to  hear  anything  I  said.  At  this  I  expressed  my  regret^  and  begged 
him  to  reflect  on  what  he  had  already  heard.  Some  days  afterwards, 
I  had  the  pleasure  to  observe  a  change  in  his  behaviour.  The  gospel- 
truths  he  had  heard  had  evidently  taken  root  in  his  heart  too  deeply,  to 
be  removed  by  the  exertions  of  the  priest  One  day,  supposing  himself 
near  his  end,  he  sent  for  me,  and  a^ed  me  to  pray  with  him.  This  I 
did,  and  then  exhorted  him  to  cast  himself,  just  as  he  was,  into  the 
arms  of  Jesus.  With  many  tears,  he  expressed  his  desire  to  follow  my 
advice.  On  the  day  before  he  died,  I  read  to  him  the  parable  of  the 
prodigal  son.  This  deeply  impressed  him,  and  he  gave  utterance  to  a 
wish,  that  he  was  able  to  come  and  hear  the  word  of  God  in  the 
church.    He  died  soon  aflei*,  having  spent  th^  last  night  of  his  life, 
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according  to  the  testimony  of  the  other  inmates  of  the  ward,  in 
prayerful  communion  with  our  Saviour. 

March  22nd. — I  had  the  privilege  to  baptize  three  adults,  of 
whom  one  was  blind  and  the  two  others  lame.  At  this  station,  we  have 
literally  to  invite  the  poor,  the  maimed,  the  halt,  and  the  blind,  to  the 
gospel-feast.  And  it  is  often  the  case,  that  these  pitiable  objects  are 
not  only  willing  to  obey  the  invitation,  but  manifest  an  earnest  desire 
to  remove  the  obstacles  that  tend  to  hinder  their  hearing  of  the  word 
of  God. '  Those  who  have  lost  their  sight  may  be  seen  groping  their 
way  to  church,  by  means  of  a  stick.  Lazarus-patients,  who  are  de- 
prived of  the  use  of  their  feet,  and  have  lost  all  thek*  fingers,  so  as  to  be 
unable  to  hold  crutches,  may  be  seen  creeping  painfully  along  on  their 
knees  and  the  palms  of  their  hands.  One  man,  who  has  entirely  lost 
the  use  of  his  lower  extremities,  actually  thrusts  himself  along  in  a 
prostrate  posture.  Surely  we  cannot  require  more  powerftil  proofs 
of  the  power  of  the  gospel  than  these. 

"  Afay  1th. — A  youth  died  of  consumption.  He  was  belonging  to 
Genddendal,  near  which  place  he  had  been  guilty  of  sheep-stealing 
abou^  three  years  ago,  for  which  offence  he  was  sentenced  to  hard 
labour.  He  was  brought  here  only  a  few  days  previous  to  his  dissolu- 
tion. I  found  him  truly  penitent,  and  assured  of  pardon  and  peace 
through  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  He  was  very  thankful  to  be  once 
more  favoured  with  evangelical  teaching,  and  his  expressions  to  this 
effect,  uttered  with  great  difficulty,  were  truly  affecting.  He  longed 
to  depart  and  to  be  at  home  with  the  Lord.  When  I  last  saw  him,  he 
i*equested  me  to  transmit  an  affectionate  message  from  him  to  his 
mother,  who  is  still  living  at  Genadendal. 

June  24th, — At  this  time,  we  held  the  individual  speaking  for  all 
the  classes  of  onr  congregation.  It  was  attended  by  68  persons.  On 
this  occasion,  we  were  again  rejoiced  by  perceiving  that  the  T^ord  has 
opened  the  hearts  of  many  of  these  sons  and  daughters  of  affliction,  as 
He  did  that  of  Lydia,  of  old.  When  this  is  the  case,  they  manifest 
great  earnestness,  and  such  a  longing  desire  for  the  consolations  of  the 
gospel,  that  their  bodily  infirmities  do  not  prevent  them  from  a  diligent 
attendance  on  the  means  of  grace.  I  spoke  to  one  such  sufferer,  a  man 
who,  having  lost  the  use  of  his  feet,  drags  himself  on  the  ground  to 
church,  respecting  the  love  of  Jesus  to  us  poor  sinners.  So  deeply 
afiected  was  he,  that,  instead  of  answering  in  words,  he  burst  into  a . 
flood  of  tears.  I  asked  another,  who  is  a  candidate  for  baptism,  how 
he  wag, — to  which  he  replied,  "  My  sins  trouble  me  much ;  but  when  I 
go  with  them  to  my  Saviour,  He  comforts  my  heart."  A  blind  man 
spoke,  with  much  contrition,  of  his  passionate  temper.  Such  declara- 
tions are  very  gratifying  to  us,  as  they  manifest  some  degree  of  self- 
knowledge,  and  a  desire  to  grow  in  grace.  On  the  whole,  this  speak- 
ing was  very  edifying  to  ray  own  heart. 

AugMl  9ih. — I  had  the  privilege  to  baptize  four  adults,  three  of 
whom  were  blind,  and  the  fourth  a  sufferer  from  the  Lazarus-disease. 
They  were  all  advanced  in  years.  The  Lord  had  plucked  them  as 
brands  out  of  the  fire,  having  drawn  them  to  Himself  by  means  of 
bodily  suffering. 

Augxtst  29th. — ^At  8  o'clock  in  the  evening,  a  Lazarus-patient,  who 
has  not  been  baptized,  sent  for  me.  On  my  asking  what  he  wanted, 
he  said  with  tears/^  I  do  not  suffer  pain  of  body,  but  I  am  so  distressed 
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about  my  sUiB,  tliat  I  do  not  know  what  to  do."  I  directed  him  to  the 
Saviour,  who  came  to  seek  and  save  that  which  was  lost,  reminding 
him,  that  it  is  to  such  distressed  souls  that  He  addresses  the  invitation, 
'^  Come  unto  me  all  ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy-laden,  and  I  will 
give  you  reeft." — (Matt.  xi.  28.)  After  thus  speaking  to  him  in  the  lan- 
guage of  comfort,  I  offered  earnest  prayer  on  his  behalf.  Our  gracious 
Saviour  heard  our  supplications,  and  comforted  this  pocHr  dnner,  so 
that  he  is  now  able  believingly  to  appropriate  the  merits  of  Jesus  to 
himself.  Such  occurrences  afford  a  pleasing  proof  that  the  go^>el 
exerts  it^  power  on  the  hearts  of  these  poor  peq[ue. 

September  lOth, — Two  persons  were  confirmed,  of  whom  one  is 
blind,  and  the  other  a  leper.  The  latter  had  been  long  so  infirm^  that 
it  was  doubtful  whether  he  would  be  able  to  be  present  in  the  church, 
fbr  the  celebration  of  this  rite.  However,  as  the  time  approached,  the 
Lord  strengthened  him,  so  that  he  was  able  to  leave  his  bed«  for  which 
he  was  very  thankful.  His  face  is  shockingly  disfigured  by  disease, 
and  his  sufferings  are  ofien  very  severe.  But  he  cleaves  in  faith  to  our 
Saviour,  and  finds  comfort  and  support  in  Him. 

October  9th — ^A  baptized  man  said  at  his  speaking,  '^  It  is  my 
earnest  prayer  to  the  Lord,  that  He  would  give  me  grace  to  devote  the 
small  remaining  portion  of  my  life  wholly  unto  Him."  Another  bap* 
tized  man,  who  is  blind,  said,  ^'  I  spent  my  life^  until  I  had  grown  old, 
without  the  Lord;  but  my  dear  Saviour  has,  by  His  grace,  brought  me 
to  acquaintance  with  Him.  I  think  continually  of  Uie  mercy  He  has 
shown  to  an  old  sinner  like  me,  in  cleansing  me  firom  my  sins  in  His 
precious  blood.  Daily  do  I  meditate  on  His  sufferings  and  death.  I 
feel  I  am  not  worthy  that  He  should  have  loved  me,  even  unto  death." 
Another  said,  '*  When  I  reflect,  how  often  I  grieve  our  Saviour,  I  feel 
ashamed.  But,  at  the  same  time,  I  am  constrained  to  be  thankful  that 
He  continues  to  have  patience  with  me,  and  holds  His  hand  over  me." 

I^ovember  lOM. — ^To  our  great  grie^  we  were  oWged  to  exclude 
an  aged  man,  on  account  of  his  giving  way  to  fleshly  lusts.  Ho  is  (me 
of  the  few  surviving  patients  wIk>  formerly  resided  at  Hemel-en-Aarde« 
This  poor  man  is  old  and  infirm,  and  has  lost  all  his  fingers  by  leprosy ; 
while  his  partner  in  sin  has  her  face  dreadfully  disfigured  by  the  same 
disease.  O  how  deeply  rooted  in  the  heart  must  sin  be,  when  it  thns 
exerts  its  power  on  those  who  may  be  said  to  have  one  foot  in  the 
grave  I  May  the^Lord  in  mercy  deliver  these  poor  sinful  cseatuns 
nrom  the  cruel  bondage  of  iniquity  I 

At  our  last  communion  in  this  year,  an  English  patient  was  pre« 
s«at  and  partook  with  us,  at  his  own  pressing  request.  When  this 
poor  man  came  here,  he  professed  to  live  as  an  infidel,  scoffed  at  divine 
things,  refused  to  listen  to  my  exhofftations,aiid  was  addicted  to  dranken- 
ness.  However,  I  did  not  cease  to  warn  him  of  his  awftdly  dangerous 
condition,  and,  having  at  length  gained  his  attention,  lent  him  suitable 
tracts,  and  urgently  besought  him  to  be  reconciled  to  God,  through 
the  d^Uh  of  Jesus.  Eventually,  he  acluM>wledged  that  he  fidt  his  Imt 
condition,  and  perceived  that  he  had  been  on  &e  brink  of  helL  He, 
however^  declared,  that  he  sought  grace  and  the  pardon  of  his  sins 
through  the  blood  of  Jesus,  and  that  he  felt  the  peace  of  Gk>d. 

The  entire  population  <^  Robben-Island  amounts  to  376  persons, 
of  whom  77  afe  under  our  more  immediate  instrucUon.

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THE  accounts  received  from  this  extensive  and  important  portion  of 
the  Mission-field,  exemplify  in  a  striking  manner  the  varying  aspects 
of  Missionary  experience.  Causes  for  joy  and  for  regret,  subjects  of 
praise  and  of  humiliation,  the  hopeful  aspirations  of  the  youthful 
herald  of  the  cross,  just  entering  on  a  new  and  untried  field  of  labour, 
and  the  account  of  the  peaceful  end  of  the  veteran,  grown  grey  in 
the  service  of  the  Captain  of  our  salvation, — ^rapidly  alternate  with 
each  other.  But  amid  all  changes,  the  Lord's  work  proceeds.  The 
gospel  of  a  crucified  Saviour  still  approves  it^^elf  as  the  power  of  God 
unto  salvation.  And  the  Lord  graciously  permits  His  servants  to 
experience,  that  their  labours  are  not  in  vain  in  Him. 

From  Jamaica,  we  communicate  copious  extracts  from  an  inter- 
esting account  of  the  last  days  of  Br.  Pfeifier,  furnished  by  Br.  Reinke, 
o£  Neuf'CarmfL  Some  statements  illustrative  of  the  Christian  libe- 
Tftlity  of  the  congregation  at  that  place,  and  of  their  value  for  the 
means  of  grace,  will  be  read  with  interest. 

The  letters  from  Antigua  give  some  pleasing  information  re- 
specting the  efforts  made  by  our  Brethren  in  that  island,  for  the 
Christian  instruction  of  the  rising  generation.  They  also  give  some 
particulars  respectiBg  the  late  riots,  with  which,  it  is  BaiisEtustory  to 
fhid,  none  of  the  members  of  the  Mission-congregations  were  eon* 
cemed. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Female  Training-school  cannot  £ul 
to  interest  all  who  desire  the  welfare  of  the  coloured  population  of  the 
West  Indies. 

Br.  AOLder,  of  St.  Kitts,  gives  some  account  of  one  of  those 
useful  and  much-needed  institutions,  the  Country-schools,  the  sup- 
port of  which  will,  there  is  reason  to  hope,  be  undertaken  hj  a 
Jovenile  Missionary  Aisodaiioii  at  Bath«  From  ^e  same  idand,  there 
are  some  encouraging  particulars  of  the  happy  departure  of  a  fidUiful 
native  teacher,  who  had  receiyed  not  only  secular  instruction,  but 
such  a  sound  religious  training,  as  resulted  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  in  the  Training-school,  in  Antigua. 

In  Babbadoss,  while  tibe  Lord's  blessing  evidently  rested  on 
the  efibrts  of  our  Brethren  on  behalf  of  the  rising  generation,  much 
spiritual  deadness  still  prevailed.  As  one  result  of  this  state  of  things, 
an  awful  crime  is  stated  to  have  been  committed  by  two  unworthy 
members  of  the  oongregation  at  Sharon. 

Br.  C.Ellis,  who  has  but  recently  returned  to  the  scene  of  his  former 
labours  in  Tobago,  communicates  some  practical  proofs  of  the  estima- 
tion in  which  the  Ubours  of  our  Missionaries  are  held  in  thi^t  island. 
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In  the  Danish  West  Indies,  though  trials  are  by  no  means 
wanting,  the  Mission-work  appears  to  prosper.  Br.  Gotz  relates  a 
pleasing  instance  of  the  power  of  early  impressions  on  the  heart  of  one 
who  had  gone  lamentably  astray,  but  who  appears  to  have  returned  to 
the  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  souls. 

On  the  Mosquito  Coast,  our  Brethren  are  putting  forth  all  their 
energies  on  behalf  of  the  benighted  population.  The  Training-school 
for  Indian  boys,  respecting  which  Br.  Grunewald  gives  some  particu- 
lars, is  especially  commended  to  the  kind  and  prayerful  remembrance 
of  those  who  desire  the  spread  of  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord. 


JAMAICA. 
From  Br.  Edwin  E.  Reinke. 
**Deab  Brother,  "New-Carmel,  January  25(hj  1858. 

"  IN  the  providence  of  God,  it  fell  to  me  to  have  the  blessed,  though 
mournful  duty,  of  attending  on  our  dear  Br.  Pfeiffer  in  the  last  moments 
of  his  earthly  pilgrimage.  I  therefore  feel  that  it  devolves  on  me  to 
give  a  brief  narrative  of  his  happy  translation  into  the  immediate 
presence  of  our  adorable  Head  and  Saviour. 

"  You  are  doubtless  aware,  that  Pr.  and  Sr.  Pfeiffer  had  intended 
merely  to  revisit  the  scene  of  their  former  labours ;  but  that,  owing  to 
the  circumstances  of  thb  Mission,  they  kindly  consented  to  defer  their 
voyage  to  Europe,  and  to  take  the  temporary  charge  of  the  congrega- 
tion at  New-Hope,  in  this  island.  Accordingly,  they  removed  thither 
in  the  early  part  of  last  year,  and  Br.  Pfeiffer  applied  himself  to  those 
labours,  which  were  his  delight,  with  unabated  zeal,  and  with  all  the 
energy  of  a  young  man. 

*<  They  had  not  been  long  at  New- Hope  before  they  began  to  be 
ailing.  Our  dear  Brother,  however,  felt  such  an  inward  impulse  to 
work  while  it  was  day,  that  his  Brethren  could  not  prevail  on  him 
to  take  the  rest  he  so  much  needed.  It  was  as  though  he  felt  a  pre- 
sentiment that  his  race  was  almost  run.  He  often  expressed  the  wish 
that  he  might  die  at  his  post ;  and  regretted,  on  leaving  Mosquitia,  that 
it  had  not  been  consistent  with  the  wisdom  of  God  to  grant  this  desire. 
In  his  addresses,  he  had  always  insisted  upon  the  new  birth  and  the 
inward  witness  of  the  Spirit ;  but  of  late,  his  sermons  became  more 
searching,  and  his  warnings  more  solemn  and  faithful  than  ever. 
This  great  plainness  of  speech  excited  much  opposition,  and,  on  one 
occasion,  led  to  such  indecorous  conduct  on  the  part  of  some,  that  he 
burst  into  tears  in  the  pulpit,  and  was,  for  some  minutes,  choked  by 
emotion.  He  then  went  on  to  say,  that  he  wished  for  nothing  more, 
than  that  the  Master  would  now  let  him  depart  in  peace.  A  great 
impression  was  made  on  many  by  this  incident.  On  Monday,  January 
4th,  the  Lord  permitted  him  to  see  sunshine  once  m(»e.  A  Missionary 
Prayer-meeting,  held  in  the  evening,  was  well  attended,  the  people 
were  deeply  moved,  and  more  than  eighty  formed  themselves  anew 
into  a  Missionary  Association.  *- 

"  On  the  next  day,  Br.  Pfeiffer  was  actively  engaged  in  speaking ; 
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and  he  began  Wednesday,  the  6th,  in  the  same  way.  However,  he  be- 
came suddenly  ill,  and  was  obliged  to  take  to  his  bed  at  once. 

"We,  at  New-Cannel  (the  nearest  Missionary-station),  heard 
nothing  of  it  till  Friday  morning,  when  I  received  a  note  from  a  mem- 
ber of  the  congregation,  asking  me  to  go  down  as  soon  as  I  could. 
This  I  did,  but  was  unable  to  reach  New-Hope  till  after  night-fall.  I 
found  Br.  Pfeiffer  very  weak,  and  unable  to  speak,  except  in  a  whisper. 
He  expressed  himself  calmly  regarding  his  state,  mentioned  what 
medicine  he  had  taken,  and  observed  that  want  of  sleep  was  his 
heaviest  trial.  It  pleased  the  Lord  to  bless  the  means  used,  so  that, 
by  midnight,  the  violence  of  the  disorder  appeared  to  have  abated. 

"Still  we  thought  it  best  to  convey  him  at  once  to  the  mountains, 
for  change  of  air.  As  some  of  the  brethren,  who  had  already  mani- 
fested the  utmost  faithfulness  in  attending  on  their  suffering  minister, 
were  disappointed  in  their  endeavours  to  procure  a  suitable  four- 
wheeled  vehicle,  we  resolved  to  improvise  a  litter,  and  have  him 
carried  to  Hopeton. 

"By  midnight,  the  litter  was  ready,  and  eight  brethren,  who 
lived  near,  were  at  once  willing  to  carry  it  in  the  morning.  At  3 
o'clock  we  were  astir,  and  found  the  bearers  at  their  post,  with  anxious, 
sorrowful  countenances.  At  half-an-hour  before  daybrecJc  we  set  off, 
carrying  the  precious  burden  as  gently  as  possible.  As  we  advanced, 
fresh  relays  of  carriers  joined  us,  so  that  we  finally  numbered  thirty 
persons.  At  half-past  9  we  reached  Hopeton,  and  left  Br.  Pfeiffer  to  the 
care  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Scott,  pursuant  to  their  kind  invitation.  Having 
my  Sunday's  dirties  to  attend  to,  I  took  my  leave.  In  the  evening,  I 
went  over  again,  accompanied  by  Sr.  Reinke  and  our  two  little  girls. 

"Next  morning,  which  was  Monday,  the  11th,  I  was  about  to 
ride  over  at  9  o'clock,  when  Br.  Pfeiffer's  servant  boy  came  with  a  note, 
written  very  shortly  before,  in  Br.  Pfeiffei's  own  hand.  From  this  we 
inferred  improvement ;  and,  as  I  had  several  urgent  matters  to  attend 
to,  and  knew  he  was  in  good  hands,  I  lingered  another  hour.  But 
how  shall  I  describe  the  shock  I  experienced  when  the  same  boy 
rushed  into  the  house,  breathless,  exclaiming,  *  Massa  Pfeiffer  dead.' 
It  was  even  so. 

"  It  appears  that  he  was  sensible  to  the  last.  There  was  no  sign 
of  pain — no  muscle  quivered,  no  limb  moved,  not  a  groan  was  heard. 
We  went  over,  and  closed  his  eyes,  and  then  sent  messengers  to 
apprise  the  other  Brethren  and  Sisters.  Our  dear  people,  who  (what- 
evei*  their  faults  may  be)  at  such  times  have  sympathizing  hearts,  dug 
the  grave,  made  the  coffin,  and  carried  the  corpse  over  to  the  church  at 
New  Carmel,  where  it  rested  that  night. 

"  The  sad  news  spread  rapidly  ;  and,  early  next  morning,  a  large 
number  of  our  people  assembled  from  Beaufort,  New-Hope,  New-Ful- 
neck,  and  Springfield.  These  stations  are  each  about  10  miles  from 
New-Caimel,  and  among  all  these  congregations  Br.  Pfeiffer  had  la- 
boured. In  the  tropics,  burial  must  take  place  soon  after  death.  We, 
however,  postponed  the  funeral  till  3  o'clock  on  the  12th,  in  hopes  that 
Sr.  Pfeiffer  might  still  arrive  in  time.  She  was  at  Fairfield,  40  miles 
distant.  At  the  time  above  mentioned,  Br.  J.  Renkewitz  commenced 
the  service  by  giving  out  a  hymn, — ^his  feelings  would  not  permit  more. 
Br.  R.  Campbell  offered  prayer.    I  read  2  Cor.  v.,  Br.  Heath  spoke 
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on  Eev.  xiv.  13.    We  concluded  with  a  short  meoMHr  and  sioging.    I 
believe  there  was  not  a  dry  eye  in  the  church ;  many  wept  aloud. 

"  At  length,  Sr.  Pfeiffer  arrived.  The  horses  had  become  ex- 
hausted ;  but  Br.  Kiergaard,  who  had  brought  her  from  Fairfield,  and 
had  himself  come  from  Bethabara,  10  miles  beyond,  was  still  by  her 
side,  in  the  midst  of  a  sorrowfril  assemblage.  The  people  stretched 
quite  around  the  four  sides  of  our  burying-groond.  Br.  A.  Beoke- 
witz  read  our  beautiful  litany,  and  I  had  the  privilege  to  aasbt  in 
lowering  the  precious  seed-corn  into  the  earth.  Near  by  was  a  new 
grave,  and  the  inscription  on  the  tombstone  told  that  our  late  Sr.  Sjer- 
gaard's  earthly  tabernacle  rested  there. 

"  Our  late  Brother's  Missionary-career  was  charactCTized  by  devo- 
tedness.  He  laboured  for  32  years,  and  bore  the  burden  and  heat  o{ 
the  day  in  many  ways,  His  imprisonment  at  Mandeville,  in  1832,  on 
a  fabe  charge  of  having  incited  the  slaves  to  rebellion,  is  a  memoral^ 
event  in  the  annals  of  our  Mission  in  Jamaica. 

*'At  a  Bible-meeting  held  at  this  place,  some  months  ago,  Bf. 
Pfeiffer^  s  address  was  peculiariy  impressive,  and  the  more  so  as  he  did 
on  that  occasion  what  he  probably  had  never  done  before,  namely, 
gave  an  account  of  his  conversion,  remarking  that  he  had  grown  up  in 
the  formalities  of  a  dead  orthodoxy,  in  his  native*  town,  but  that  the 
reading  of  his  Bible  had  taught  him,  through  the  Spirit's  influence, 
that  men  must  be  bom  again. 

"  As  there  is  a  little  space  left,  let  me  fill  it  by  adding  something 
respecting  my  present  sphere  of  labour.  It  oflen  strikes  me  that  a 
visitor  from  home  would  find  things  in  the  Mission-field,  both  spiritual 
and  temporal,  neither  so  bad  nor  so  good  as  he  expected.  Matters  are 
not  yet  with  us  as  we  would  wish,  or  perhaps  even  as  friends  at  home 
would  naturally  expect.  We  cannot  speak  of  a  general  revival ;  yet 
the  attention  in  church  is  marked,  especially  when  the  Bible  is  read, 
and  when  the  congregation  turn  to  Scripttmtl  references,  by  way  of 
proof  or  illustration. 

"  Our  church-enlargement  progresses  favourably.  The  Lord  evi- 
dently lays  His  blessing  on  the  work.  He  has  bestowed  a  willing 
mind.  During  the  year  1857  the  congregation  at  New-Cannel  con- 
tributed upww^s  of  £500  for  sacred  purposes.  They  paid  in  £329 
towards  the  enlargement.  The  other  congregations  in  this  island 
subscribed  £127;  and  friends  in  America  sent  us  £98.  This,  with 
the  grant  allowed  us  fVom  the  Mission-fund,  will  cover  the  expenses. 

"There  can  be  no  doubt  that  there  is  a  good  seed  in  this  congrega- 
tion, which  serves  the  Lord  Christ.  This  I  say  to  the  glory  and  praise 
of  God.  May  the  Master  bless  your  labours  and  ours,  and  establish 
our  hearts  vnih  grace. 

Addhess  of   a  Script ure-Readeh,  at    a  Missionary   Prayeb- 

Meeting  in  Jamaica,  containing  some  Account  of  his  Labours, 
(The  Missionary  at  the  Station,  in  connexion  with  which  this 
Scripture-Reader  is  employed,  writes  respecting  him,  that  he  labours 
with  love,  zeal,  and  evident  success,  not  only  being  converted  to  Grod, 
but  having  the  qualification  referred  to  in  Scripture,  as  "  aptness  to 
teach,"  though  he  has  enjoyed  but  little  instruction,  and  did  not  learn 
to  read  till  he  was  grown  up.) 
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"  Dear  Brethren,  Sisters,  Children,  and  Friends, 
•  *'  I  have  not  addressed  you  for  some  time.    I  have  pleasure  in 
now  giving  you  once  more  some  account  of  my  labours. 

"  I  have  seen  many  persons  and  been  in  many  houses,  since  I 
began  my  little  work.  Slany  of  the  houses  which  I  visit  are  inhabited 
by  those  who  live  without  God  in  the  world.  They  generally  receive 
me  welL—yea,  they  thank  you  much  for  our  Home  Mission. 

"  When  I  have  to  set  out  on  my  journey,  I  often  feel  so  weak  in 
spirit,  that  I  would  leather  not  go ;  but  then  I  remember  our  Saviour' & 
words,  *  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  cr^« 
ture.*  This  gives  me  courage.  Then  I  become  obedient,  and  go  in 
the  name  of  our  Saviour,  and  He  gives  me  success. 

"  I  have  never  yet  been  sent  away  from  any  house.  I  am  re- 
ceived gladly.  Oftentimes  do  I  see  tears  running  down  the  cheeks  of 
the  persons  to  whom  I  speak.  They  are  very  glad  for  my  visits.  They 
even  thank  rae ;  but  I  refuse  their  praises,  and  tell  them  to  give  them 
to  our  Saviour. 

"  In  some  houses  I  visit,  I  find  no  Bibles,  and  in  others,  they  are 
not  read.  I  see  this  by  the  dust  which  lies  on  them.  I  always  look  at 
their  Bibles,  and  tell  them  that  the  Bible  is  the  greatest  treasure  that 
they  have  in  the  house.  I  sec  that  they  listen  to  me,  and  are  sometimes 
greatly  impressed  by  what  I  say.  This  is  a  great  encouragement  to  me. 

**  Now,  I  think  sometimes,  if  a  change  should  take  place  with  me, 
and  I  should  have  to  go,  is  there  no  young  brother  here,  who  could 
continue  my  work  ?  Are  there  no  young  brethren  in  this  congrega- 
tion willing  to  read  for  those  who  never  go  to  any  church,  and  to 
speak  to  them  about  their  souls? 

"  Sometimes  I  go  not  only  to  the  poor,  but  also  to  others.  I  have 
sometimes  gone  to  those  of  the  higher  classes  here  ?  They  are  men  as 
we  are,  and  what  suits  us,  suits  them  likewise.  The  Lord  enables  me 
to  go  and  speak  to  them  too.  I  have  sung  our  hymns  and  tunes  in 
places  where  they  were  never  heard  before.  I  always  read  the  word 
of  God,  and  pray  and  sing  with  them. 

"  Now  read  Heb.  iv.  12.  (Those  present  turned  to  the  passage.) 
This  enables  me  to  do  my  work.  I  read  the  word  to  them,  as  the 
Word  of  God. 

"  Now  read  again  Jer.  xxiii.  29.  Yes,  the  word  of  the  Lord  is 
powerful ;  it  has  power  in  itself.  This  encourages  me  much.  I  read 
as  well  as  I  can,  and  explain  the  word  as  well  as  I  can, — some  are  not 
pleased  to  sec  me,  for  as  we  heard  this  morning  in  the  sermon,  those 
who  love  sin,  do  not  love  God's  word.  Still  they  have  no  power  to 
send  me  away.  They  have  told  me  so.  They  are  quite  silent  when  I 
come,  and  listen  when  I  speak  by  authority  from  the  Most  High. 

"  1  sow  the  word,  and  then  I  leave  it.  The  Lord  must  give  the 
increase.   In  heaven  only  we  shall  know  what  fruit  has  been  produced. 

*'  Now,  I  wish  to  encourage  our  young  brethren,  that  this  good 
work  may  not  cease  when  I  am  gone.  I  wish  that  all  of  you  may 
learn  to  hate  sin.  Sin  is  like  poison.  Do  not  trifle  with  it.  PraV 
against  it.  We  stand  in  need  of  watching  and  prayer,  for  we  are  all 
weak  sinners.  If  you  wish  to  become  useful  like  deacons,  then  read 
1  Tim.  iii.  8.  Let  us  pray  for  ourselves,  for  the  heathen,  and  for  this 
congregation.     Then  we  shall  see  more  life  among  us." 
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ANTIGUA. 
From  Br.  G.  W.  Westerbt. 
"  Dear  Brother,  St.  John's,  ^pril  12M,  1 885. 

**I  "WRITE  a  few  lines,  as  you  may  be  anxious  concerning  the  stale 
of  our  Island,  after  what  you  have  seen  in  the  newspapers,  regarding 
the  recent  riot.  The  history  of  the  whole  matter  is  this :  Ever  since 
the  emancipation,  the  idle  and  vicious  from  all  parts  of  the  Island 
have  been  accumulating  in  the  low  parts  of  the  town.  These  people, 
the  other  day,  got  up  a  riot  among  themselves,  on  account  of  a  quarrel 
between  two  men,  of  whom  one  was  from  Barbuda,  and  the  other  be- 
longing to  Antigua.  After  a  while,  the  rioters  attempted  to  gain  pos- 
session of  the  police-oflfice  and  arsenal.  The  police  then  fired  on  them, 
without  orders,  and  continued  to  do  so  from  time  to  time  until  they 
took  to  fiight.  Had  the  police  not  acted  in  this  prompt  manner,  the 
consequences  might  have  been  fearfiiL  Church-members  have  not 
been  concerned  in  these  riots.  Out  of  180  prisoners  now  awaiting 
their  trial,  there  are  not  six  who  profess  to  belong  to  any  Christian 
body." 


From  Br,  A,  Hamilton. 
"  Dear  Brother,  Newfielb,  April  9M,  1858. 

**  THE  work  of  the  Lord,  in  this  Mission,  still  proceeds,  amidst 
chequered  experiences;  for,  while  the  good  seed  is  being  sown,  the 
enemy  casts  in  tares.  The  lawless  conduct  of  a  portion  of  the  rising 
generation  has,  at  last,  impressed  our  authorities  with  the  conviction, 
that  it  is  a  measure,  not  less  of  sound  policy  than  of  Christian  benevo- 
lence, to  encourage  the  efforts  of  those  who  have  long  been  labouring 
in  the  cause  of  education.  A  board  of  education  has  been  formed, 
and  an  Inspector  of  schools  appointed, — schools  approved  of  by  whom 
are  to  receive  assistance  from  the  Colonial  Treasury.  Our  schools 
come  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  law ;  nevertheless,  we  still  meet 
with  many  difficulties  from  the  poverty  and  the  indifference  of  the 
parents.  Some  either  cannot  or  will  not  provide  even  commonly 
decent  clothing  for  their  children,  of  whom  not  a  few  are,  in  conse- 
quence, unable  to  attend  school.  A  donation  of  the  plainest  articles 
of  clothing,  or  of  materials  to  be  made  up  in  the  school,  would  be  a 
great  boon  to  us,  and  would  enable  some  poor  neglected  children  to 
come  and  learn  about  Jesus,  the  Friend  of  children. 

''  Thanks  be  to  the  Lord,  we  do  not  altogether  labour  in  vain.  Now 
and  then,  we  see,  even  amon^  the  children,  evidence  of  real  serious- 
ness and  simple  cleaving  to  the  Lord.  I  have  been  lately  favoured  to 
hear  two  of  our  scholars,  on  sick-beds,  declare  the  comfort  they  felt  in 
their  hearts  from  the  promises  and  the  love  of  Jesus.  One  has  departed, 
as  I  believe,  to  the  Lord  in  peace ;  the  other  still  suffers  from  illness. 

"  You  will  probably  have  heard  with  regret  that  this  Island  has 
lately  been  the  scene  of  a  dreadful  riot,  resulting  in  loss  of  life.  We 
would  inform  our  friends  at  a  distance,  that  the  disturbance  was 
entirely  confined  to  the  low  and  lawless  portion  of  the  town-popula- 
tion, emboldened  by  the  knowledge  that  there  was  no  organised  mili- 
tary force  in  the  Island.  The  country  districts  have  not  been  in  the 
least  disquiet^.'* 
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From  Br,  Moderau. 
{From  die  MUsions-Blatt.) 
"  BR.  Moderau  writes,  *  Cedarhajl,  October  9th,  1857.  I  have  lately 
been  induced  to  open  two  Infant- schools,  at  Hamilton  and  Crab- 
Hill.  These  places  are  at  snch  a  distance,  that  the  children  residing 
there  could  not  possibly  come  to  school,  and,  as  their  parents  were 
daily  at  work,  they  were  left  entirely  to  themselves, — a  state  of  things, 
the  evil  results  of  which  were  soon  sufficiently  manifest.  I  had,  at 
first,  much  difficulty  in  procuring  teachers,  as  well  as  suitable  loca- 
lities for  the  schools.  But  the  Lord  directed  matters  so  graciously, 
that  at  each  place  a  house  was  offered  gratuitously,  and  we  were 
eventually  successful  in  obtaining  the  services  of  two  good  teachers. 
One  of  these  schools  now  numbers  .30  children,  and  the  other  35.  The 
Lord  be  praised,  who  has  heard  our  prayers,  and  shown  himself  so 
gracious  to  us. 

"  Besides  these  schools,  we  have  opened  Sunday-schools  in  seve- 
ral villages,  for  destitute  children.  We  made  a  beginning  at  a  place 
so  noted  for  the  wickedness  of  its  inhabitants,  that  I  confess  I  was 
almost  afraid  to  venture.  However,  the  school  has  prospered,  and  is 
a  blessing  to  this  benighted  neighbourhood.  The  children  who  were 
formerly  swearing  and  using  obscene  language  all  day,  now  sing 
verses  and  repeat  passages  of  Scripture  which  they  have  learned  at 
the  Sunday-school.  This  has  already  produced  a  favourable  impres- 
sion on  the  parents,  as  is  manifested  by  their  more  orderly  conduct, 
and  their  gratitude  for  what  is  done  for  their  children.  The  number 
of  these  Sunday-schools  has  increased  to  nine.  The  teachers  are,  for 
the  most  part,  those  who  are  engaged  in  the  school  here.  When  our 
Sunday-school  has  closed,  they  proceed  to  their  respective  posts,  and 
I  visit  them,  as  often  as  my  time  allows. 

"  The  Lord  has  been  pleased  of  late  to  operate  on  the  hearts  of 
om*  helpers  and  church- servants,  in  a  very  pleasing  manner.  In  a 
meeting  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  I  endeavoured  to  show  them, 
that  they  were  wanting  in  a  prayerful  spirit.  I  stated,  that  it  was  not 
my  wish  to  force  them  to  do  anything ;  but  that  it  was  my  sincere 
desire,  that  they  might  be  brought  to  feel  and  acknowledge  their  back- 
wardness in  this  respect.  It  would  have  been  easy  at  that  time  to 
establish  an  union  for  prayer  among  them,  in  which  they  would,  With- 
out doubt,  have  all  joined.  But  I  was  resolved  not  to  do  anything 
myself,  but  to  await  what  the  Lord  would  do.  Some  months  had 
p(i83ed  away,  when  one  day  a  deputation  came  in  the  name  of  the  rest, 
to  state  their  wish,  that  they  might  be  permitted  to  have  a  meeting  for 
prayer,  in  the  school-house,  every  month.  Thb  was  willingly  assented 
to  ;  but  eventually  they  resolved  to  meet  every  fortnight,  and  at  last 
every  week.  They  now  assemble  every  Sunday-morning,  and  implore 
the  blessing  of  the  Lord  on  themselves  and  the  whole  congregation. 
These  meetings  have  already  done  much  good.  May  the  Lord  continue 
to  lay  His  blessing  on  them  I " 

Report  of  the  Female  Training-School  at  St.  John's,  1857. 
IN  reviewing  the  past  year,  although  we  have  had  difficulties  and 
perplexities  of  various  kinds  to  contend  with,  we  cannot  but  acknow- 
ledge with  gratitude,  that  hitherto  the  Lord  has  helped  us,  that  He 
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has  laid  His  blessing  upon  our  efforts,  and  that  He  has  crowned  our 
labours  with  a  measure  of  success,  as  the  following  report  will  show. 

Those  pupils  who,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  constituted  our 
first  class,  are  now  entirely  dispersed,  having  left  us  to  enter  on  various 
situations  of  usefulness.  One  of  them  is  married  ;  six  are  engaged  in 
various  schools  in  this  Island, — of  whom  two,  who  are  employed  in 
our  schools  at  this  station,  are,  at  the  same  time,  pursuing  their  studies, 
with  a  view  to  increased  usefulness, — and  one  is  engaged  as  teacher  of 
an  Infant-school  in  another  island. 

The  pupils  now  on  our  list  are  12  in  number.  Those  who 
have  been  longest  with  us,  and  who  are  consequently  the  most  ad- 
vanced, are  three  girls,  from  12  to  13  years  of  age ;  namely — 

C.  G.,  who  has  been  in  the  institution  two  years,  and  who,  being 
endowed  with  excellent  abilities,  has  made  considerable  progress.  Her 
peculiarly  trying  temper  has  occasioned  her  teachers  much  anxiety  and 
trouble,  yet  we  hope  to  see  her  become  an  usefol  and  consistent  character. 

£.  B.,  who  has  been  under  training  nearly  three  years.  She  also 
has  proved  herself  to  be  a  child  of  good  capacity,  and  has  made 
satisfactory  progress  in  general  knowledge. 

M.  J.,  who  has  been  with  us  for  two  years  and  a  half.  Her 
capacity  is  good,  and  her  memory  retentive,  so  that  we  cherish  the 
hope  that  she  will  become  useful  as  a  teacher. 

Last  May,  three  new  pupils  were  admitted  into  the  Iifdtitution, 
one  from  St.  John's,  and  the  others  from  St.  Croix.  The  first  is  a 
steady,  well-disposed  girl,  but,  being  of  inferior  capacity,  makes  slow 
progress  in  learning.  The  other  two  have  good  abilities,  are  already 
much  improved,  and  give  fair  promise  of  future  usefulness. 

Among  the  rest,  we  may  still  mention  L.  J.,  a  white  girl,  fi^^m 
St.  Croix,  13  years  old, — an  amiable  child,  quick  and  intelligent, 
who  has  hitherto  conducted  herself  much  to  our  satisfaction,  and 
is  making  progress ; — and  J.  J.,  a  Portuguese  girl,  about  15  years 
dd ;  she  is  the  adopted  daughter  of  some  Mends  in  town,  with  whom 
she  boards ;  she  is  a  steady,  amiable  girl,  rather  slow  at  learning,  but 
very  diligent  and  attentive. 

The  average  number  of  girls  and  young  women  in  the  Institution 
during  the  year  has  been  12.  The  expenses  of  the  establishment 
hav^  amounted  to  94/.  Ss,  6d.  We  thankfully  acknowledge  the  kind 
interest  taken  in  this  Institution  by  many  Christian  friends,  and  anew 
commend  it  to  their  prayers  and  generous  support.

"Dbar  Brother,  Bassei'erre,  ^prtl  13M,  1858. 

"  FROM  your  last  kind  letter  I  am  pleased  to  see  that  you  have  kindly 
remembered  our  work  of  educating  the  children  in  country-schools. 
I  now  send  some  particulars  regarding  them,  which  I  would  beg  you 
to  communicate  to  Br.  Porter  and  the  esteemed  members  of  the  Juve- 
nile Missionary  Association  at  Bath. 

"The  school  at  Douglas  is  at  about  two  miles'  distance  from  Basse- 
terre. It  was  opened  last  year,  and  has  steadily  increased  ever  since, 
being  now  the  largest  of  our  country-schools.  It  enjoys  the  services 
of  a  very  efficient  teacher.     A  short  time  since,  we  purchased  a  house

for  the  school,  as  the  increased  attendance  rendered  more  aocommoda- 
lion  neoessavy.  This  required  extenriye  repairs  axid  alterations,  which, 
as  well  as  the  purchase,  are  not  yet  paiii  for.  We  undertook  the  work 
in  &ith  and  humble  dependence  on  Uie  gracious  help  of  the  Lord,  as  a 
school  appeared  very  needfol  at  thai  place.  The  school  can  be  well 
looked  after,  as  it  is  so  near  our  town-station.  I  should  add,  that, 
among  the  scholars,  are  several  orphans,  whom  we  educate  gratis,  and 
whom  we  have  been  enabled  to  supply  with  some  articles  of  clothing. 
Kind  aid  for  this  school  will  be  most  beneficiid.  There  are  some  other 
places  where  schools  of  a  similar  character  ought  to  be  opened,  if  we 
could  only  procure  the  means. 

'' April  2B,nSS. 

"  I  am  just  about  to  proceed  to  St.  Thomas  to  fetch  home  my 
dear  wife,  who  has  been  spending  a  short  time  there  for  the  benefit 
of  her  health.  I  hope  this  journey  will  be  beneficial  to  me,  and 
that  I  shall  be  able  to  be  at  my  post  again  by  the  19th  of  May. 

**  It  has  pleased  the  Lord  to  remove  by  death  our  useful  and 
beloved  day-school  teacher,  Daniel  Denbow,  in  his  20th  year.  The 
occasion  of  his  departure  was  a  fever,  which  no  means  could  be  found 
to  subdue.  The  knowledge  he  had  acquired,  during  his  education  of 
10  years  in  the  Training-school  at  Cedar-Hall, — of  which  he  was 
one  of  the  earliest  pupils, — he  turned  to  good  account,  and  he 
manifested  an  earnest,  willing,  and  faithful  spirit,  especially  during 
the  last  year  of  his  service  in  this  congregation.  The  work  of  the 
Spirit  of  God  in  his  heart  was  strikingly  evidenced,  in  the  course  of 
his  illness  of  three  weeks.  Being  asked,  a  few  days  before  his  end, 
if  he  felt  our  Saviour  near  to  him,  he  answered,  '  O  yes  I  and  I  shall 
soon  have  Him  still  nearer.'     More  than  once  he  repeated  the  verse, 

•  Tho  Cross,  the  Cross  !  O  that's  my  gain. 
Because  on  that  the  Lamb  was  slain,*  &c.  (No.  131.  1.) 

"  The  evening  before  his  departure,  he  gave  utterance  to  the 
feelings  of  his  heart,  in  the  language  of  the  well-known  hymn : 

'  Jesos,  Lover  of  my  soul, 
Let  me  to  Thy  bosom  fly,*  &c.  (No.  662.) 

^'  The  interment  of  his  remains  took  place  on  the  Sunday  morning, 
and  on  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  we  addressed  our  Sunday- 
scholars,  who  were  assembled  to  the  number  of  5(X),  in  a  discourse 
suited  to  the  occasion.  Many  seemed  much  impressed  by  the  early 
removal  of  their  beloved  teacher." 


BARBADOES. 
F/am  Br,  A.  Clemens. 
"Deab  Brotubr,  "  Shabon,  April  28M,  1858. 

'^  UNDER  Grod's  blessing,  all  our  schools  are  prospering  this  year. 
In  the  juvenile  school  at  Sharon  there  is  an  attendance  of  180,  at 
Montgomeiy  of  140,  and  at  Buxton  of  100.  The  new  school-house 
for  Buxton-school  was  opened  on  the  2nd  of  February.  It  i^  a  lar^ 
and  very  commodious  building.  Both  Buxton  and  A5ontgomery 
schools  appear  to  be  at  the  very  places  where  they  are  most  needed, 
and  this  is  doubtless  one  reason  why  they  flourish. 

*'  I  wish  I  could  give  as  favourable  accounts  of  the  congregation,  aa 
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of  the  schools.  Bat,  alas,  I  have  to  tell,  not  only  of  the  common  sins  of 
the  flesh,  bat  even  of  crime.  Only  yesteiday,  two  communicant-membaro 
of  our  congregation,  a  mother  and  her  grown-up  daughter,  were  com- 
mitted to  prison,  on  a  charge,  probably  only  too  well-grounded,  of  child- 
murder.  The  young  woman  is  blind.  Both  were  considered  to  belong 
to  the  number  of  our  more  respectable  and  trustworthy  members. 
Such  an  eyent  is  very  distressing  to  us  just  before  we  leave  the  Island* 
I  hope  and  pray  that  our  successors  may  see  brighter  and  better  days 
in  this  congregation.  At  present,  there  is  much  secret  and  open  sin, 
and  with  it  a  spirit  of  self-righteousness,  which  will  not  allow  the  poor 
infatuated  people  to  confess  their  guilt,  but  leads  them  to  hypocrisy^ 
deceit,  and  even  crime.  May  they  learn  to  see  themselves  as  sinners, 
that  they  may  seek  the  Saviour,  of  whom,  at  present,  they  do  not 
feel  their  need." 

TOBAGO. 

From  Br,  0.  B.  Elus. 

"Dear  Brother,  "  Montoomert,  j4prU  7/A,  1858. 

**  YOD  have  no  doubt  heard  of  our  arrival  here.     The  people  showed 

much  pleasure  at  seeing  me  again,  and  were  loud  in  their  expi-essions 

of  good  wishes  for  our  health  and  prosperity. 

"During  the  Passion-week,  and  at  Easter,  the  meetings  were 
crowded.  As  many  strangers  come  to  the  early  service  on  Easter- 
morning,  who  perhaps  seldom  attend  the  house  of  God  at  any  other 
time,  we  thought  it  would  be  well  to  preach  on  that  occasion.  Ac- 
cordingly, after  singing,  and  the  reading  of  tlie  history  of  our 
Saviour's  -glorious  resurrection,  Br.  Zippel  preached  from  the  words 
*  He  is  not  here,  for  he  is  risen '  (Matt,  xxviii.  6).  The  utmost  atten- 
tion was  displayed.  "We  then  proceeded  to  the  burying-ground,  where 
we  read  the  Easter-morning  litany.  There  was  an  immense  assem- 
blage, but  the  most  perfect  good  order  prevailed. 

"  Br.  VouUaire  informs  me  that  the  attendance  at  the  meetings  at 
Moriah,  during  this  season,  has  been  better  than  he  has  ever  known 
it.  Surely,  we  may  regard  this  as  a  token  for  good,  and  be  encouraged 
to  pray,  that,  as  the  Lord  has  inclined  these  multitudes  to  attend,  He 
would  also  be  pleased  to  pour  out  His  Spirit  abundantly  on  tliem  and 
on  us,  that  we  may  be  blest  in  speaking,  and  they  in  hearing. 

"  We  have  lately  had  some  practical  proofs,  that  our  ^orts  here 
are  appreciated,  having  had  three  applications  to  open  schools,  with 
offers  of  assistance.  A  gentleman  has  expressed  a  willingness  to  give 
us  an  acre  of  land  at  a  place  called  Back  Bay,  where  a  settlement 
has  been  formed  within  the  last  few  years,  and  where  there  are  about 
80  families  residing.  They  have  no  means  of  instruction  at  hand, 
and  are  too  far  from  Montgomery  and  Moriah  to  be  able  to  attend  at 
either  place.  Had  we  the  means  to  erect  a  building,  however  mean,  we 
should  not  hesitate  to  do  so.  A  neighbour  of  this  gentleman  has  offered 
us  a  plot  of  land  on  his  estate,  but  it  is  rather  too  near  Montgomery. 

"  Another  very  generous  offer  has  been  made  by  a  near  neighbour 
of  ours,  who  owns  estates  in  various  parts  of  the  Island.  On  one  of 
these,  about  38  miles  to  windward,  he  is  willing  to  give  us  six  acres 
of  land  and  £50  towards  the  erection  of  a  school-house.  We  purpose 
going  to  look  at  the  place,  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  population  in 
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tilt  nedghbonriiood,  as  such  an  offer  is  too  good  to  be  rejected,  without 
sufficient  cause.  A  journey  of  76  miles  on  horseback,  under  a  Tobago 
sun,  and  on  Tobago  roads,  is  no  easy  undertaking.  However,  we 
shall  see  what  we  can  do. 

'^  The  average  daily  attendance  at  the  schools  at  Montgomery  is 
387,  and  at  Spring-Grarden  67.  The  Sunday-services  at  the  latter 
place  are  well  attended,  and  a  very  lively  spirit  prevails." 


DANISH  ISLANDS. 
From  Br.  C.  H.  Gk)TZ. 
"  Dear  Bbotbkr,  "  Fbibdensthat.,  St.  Cboix,  Jpn'l  13, 1858. 
"  I  HAVE  to  inform  you  of  the  departure  of  our  beloved  Br. 
C.  H.  Baum.  After  20  years'  service  in  the  West  Indies,  he  had 
received  permission  to  retire,  on  account  of  his  failing  health  and 
strength.  So  much  had  he  declined  since  the  end  of  last  year,  that 
we  thought  it  best  that  he  should  go  to  Europe  by  the  first  opportu- 
nity that  offered.  We  therefore  secured  a  passage  for  him  by  a  vessel 
which  was  to  sail  on  March  ist.  But,  as  he  rapidly  grew  weaker,  we 
called  a  consultation  of  physicians  to  examine  his  case.  They  decided 
that  he  was  suffering  from  dropsy,  and  that  his  condition  was  hope« 
less.  Towards  the  end  of  February,  he  was  removed  from  Frieden.s- 
*bcrg  to  this  place,  in  hopes  that  he  would  derive  some  benefit  from  its 
healthy  and  pleasant  situation.  I  was  from  home  at  the  time,  on  an 
official  visit  in  St.  Jan ;  but  on  my  return,  I  found  him  much  more 
cheerful  than  had  been  the  case  previously,  and  so  much  stronger, 
that  the  doctor  ventured  to  tap  him.  This  gave  him  much  relief. 
Our  dear  Brother  had  a  strong  desire  to  see  his  friends  and  relations 
in  Germany  once  more,  and  he  long  continued  to  hope  against  hope. 
But  his  strength  sank  rapidly,  and  when  we  entered  the  Passion- 
week,  it  was  evident  to  all  who  saw  him,  that  he  had  not  long  to  live. 
He  himself  now  gave  up  all  idea  of  recovery,  was  quite  resigned  to  his 
Lord's  will,  and  expressed  his  joy,  that  the  concluding  poilion  of  his 
life  would  be  that  period,  when  the  Church  solemnly  remembei-s  the 
last  days  of  our  Lord  on  earth.  He  was  called  upon  to  endure  some 
severe  sufferings,  in  consequence  of  the  oppression  caused  by  the  in- 
crease of  the  water,  and  of  several  painful  sores.  On  the  evening  of 
Saturday,  April  3rd",  I  pronounced  the  blessing  over  him.  He  ex- 
pected to  have  a  trying  night,  but  rested  better  than  had  long  been 
the  case.  At  midnight,  he  began  to  breathe  slowly,  and  continued  to 
do  so  for  about  two  hours.  At  length,  early  in  the  morning  of  Easter- 
Sunday,  he  fell  asleep  in  Jesus.  A  sweet  and  heavenly  expression 
marked  his  pale  countenance.  The  same  day,  we  committed  his 
remains  to  the  grave,  where  they  will  rest  till  the  great  day  of  resur- 
rection. Many  will  hear  of  the  departure  of  our  dear  Brother  with 
sympathy,  for  to  many  he  had  been  a  spiritual  father.  To  us  his 
memory  is  blessed ;  and  by  his  unfeigned  humility  and  child-like  faith 
he  has  left  us  an  example. 

"  Sr.  Baum,  whom  the  Lord  has  greatly  strengthened  under  her 
trial,  will  proceed  to  Europe,  as  soon  as  an  opportunity  offers. 

"  The  other  Brethren  and  Sisters  are  well,  with  the  exception  of 
Br.  Hanna,  who  was  taken  ill  of  typhus  fever  on  the  3rd  of  April. 
The  obstinacy  of  the  attack  caused  us  much  uneasiness,  but  there  is 
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now  some  improvement.     I  fear,  however,  thai  he  will,  for  loiaA  1 
be  unable  to  attend  to  his  duties. 

^'  The  services  during  the  Fassion-week  and  at  Easter,  were  well 
attended.    To  me  this  season  was  rendered  peculiarly  blessed,  hy  my 
being  permitted  to  see  an  illustration  of  the  great  truth,  thai  our  Lord 
receives  sinners  now,  as  He  did  when,  hanging  on  the  cross,  He  be- 
stowed pardon  and  peace  on  the  penitent  thief.    There  was  a  jcumg 
female,  a  real  outcast,  a  vagrant,  a  harlot  and  a  thief.    She  never 
came  to  church  or  speaking,  and  was  unknown  to  us.  ,At  length,  she 
was  imprisoned,  for  some  offence  of  which  she  had  been  convicted,  fell 
ill  of  consumption,  and  was  taken,  in  a  hopeless  state,  to  the  bospitaL 
When  it  was  evident,  that  her  life  was  hastening  to  a  dose,  she  sent 
for  me.    I  went,  and  found  her  in  a  distressing  state  of  weakness  and 
sufibring.     She  had  no  one  who  took  any  interest  in  her,  no  parents, 
relations,  or  even  master  or  mistress,  as  she  had  misbehaved  every- 
where.   I  knew  nothing  of  her  course  of  life ;  but  she  penitently  and 
unreservedly  confessed  her  sins.    I  was  pleased  and  surprised  at  the 
eagerness  with  which  she  listened  to  the  exhortations  I  addressed  to 
her,  in  the  view  of  her  speedy  dissolution.    On  a  subsequent  visit,  I 
ascertained  that  she  had,  many  years  ago,  attended  our  Sunday-schcoL 
The  humble,  but  faithful  instruction  then  received,  was  now  anew 
brought  to  her  mind,  under  the  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit.     She  ex-« 
pressed  her  hope  in  Christ,  in  such  good  language  and  with  such  * 
fervency,  as  I  have  never  before  heard  from  any  one  of  her  class.    To 
all  who  visited  her,  it  was  evident  that  she  had  received  grace  and 
pardon  from  the  LoihI,  and  that,  like  the  penitent  thief,  she  was  about 
to  enter  into  paradise.    Such  instances  are  rare,  yet  they  are  encourag- 
ing, as  showing  that  the  gospel  is  not  preached  in  vain,  either  in  the 
church  or  in  the  school.** 


MOSQUITO  COAST. 
From  Br.  E.  Gbunbwald. 
•*  Deab  Bbothbb,  Bluefields,  April  Sik,  1858. 

"  ALLOW  me  to  answer  some  of  your  queries  regarding  the  Indian 
Training-school.  It  is  to  be  established  at  Bluefields,  according  to  a 
decision  of  the  Mission-board.  I  am  very  glad  of  this,  as  I  shall  be 
able  to  obtain  more  efficient  assistance  here  than  at  Magdala.  As  yet, 
we  can  hardly  say  that  the  school  has  been  begun.  An  Indian  boy, 
who  was  placed  under  oiu:  care  in  December  last,  has  run  away,  and 
was,  1  fear,  already  so  vicious,  as  to  afibrd  little  prospect  of  usefulness. 
There  are,  however,  three  boys  who  reside  with  the  king,  and  to  whom 
I  give  daily  instruction  in  reading  and  writing.  I  also  explain  to  them 
the  subjects  of  our  Scripture  pictures,  in  Indian,  as  they  do  not  under- 
stand English.  I  then  ask  them  what  various  objects  are  called  in 
their  language,  and  thus  iucrease  my  stock  of  words.  I  must  recall 
the  opinion  I  formerly  expressed,  that  I  knew  nearly  all  the  nouns  and 
verbs.  This  was  grounded  on  the  statement  made  to  me  by  some  one, 
that  the  language  only  contained  about  r.OO  word^ ;  whereas,  I  have 
already  collected  more  than  800.  The  three  boys  I  have  referred  to 
attend  our  day-school,  in  order  to  learn  English.  I  give  the  Scripture 
lesson  from  9  to  10.  Then  I  take  the  tliree  boys  into  my  room  for 
instruction  in  reading  and  writing,  and  for  Indian  ecNavepsatioii. 
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When  we  return  fixuu  the  exploratory  joomej  to  Cape  Oracias  a  Dios, 
which  we  have  in  view,  we  hope  to  bring  some  boys  with  us,  who  wiU 
be  entirely  under  our  care.  Near  the  Mission-house,  there  is  a  small 
building,  which  was  there  when  we  obtained  the  land,  and  which  Br. 
Feurig  intends  to  put  in  order  for  use  as  a  dwelling  and  sleeping-place. 
We  must  hope  that  the  parents  will  be  willing  to  give  up  their  chil- 
dren. This  is  altogether  a  work  of  faith.  Gladly  would  I  devote  all  my 
powers  to  efforts  for  training  up  native  agents.  I  would  further  ob- 
serve, that  the  branches  taught  wiU  be,  Scripture  history,  reading, 
writing,  arithmetic,  singing,  &c.,  and  eventuaUy,  geography  and  his* 
tory.  The  Mosquito-language  would  be  the  principsJ  vehicle  of  in- 
struction ;  but  the  pupils  must  learn  English,  as  there  are  no  books  in 
the  native  tongue. 

**  I  have,  with  the  assistance  of  others,  translated  several  chapters 
of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  into  the  Mosquito-language. 

*' Every  fortnight,  we  hold  a  Mosquito-meeting  in  which  Br. 
Blair  and  I  speak.  It  is  always  wdl  attended.  There  have  lately 
been  many  Indians  here,  some  to  bring  their  tribute  to  the  king,  and 
others  to  pursue  the  turtle-hunt.  I  have  of^n  conversed  with  them, 
and  found  we  could  understand  each  other  very  well.  On  my 
explaining  the  object  of  our  residence  here,  they  sometimes  answer, 
*  Very  good  I  now  we  are  ready  to  learn.'  The  Woolvas,  Ramas, 
and  Cookras,  understand  Mosquito,  though  they  have  languages  of 
their  own,  which  are  quite  different. 

^*  At  Easter,  several  Indian  families  were  here.  One  man  was 
deeply  affected  by  what  he  heard  of  the  sufferings  and  death  of  Jesus 
for  sinners.  He  said  that  his  friends  at  home  must  come  and  hear 
this  wonderful  history,  and  was  rejoiced  to  learn  that  we  would  soon 
visit  them.     He  also  promised  to  send  his  son  to  us  for  instruction. 

*'You  wish  me  patience; — I  need  it.  And  may  our  Saviour 
bestow  on  me  wisdom,  and  a  heart  full  of  love  to  this  deeply  debased 
race,  and  open  the  understandings  of  the  Indians,  that  our  testimony 
of  Him  may  find  entrance  among  them  I  " 


NORTH  AMERICAN  INDIANS. 

(From  the  mssions-Bla't.) 
1.  Among  the  Cherokees  at  Spbing-Place,  in  Atikansas.  » 
"  BR.  Bischof  writes,  in  October,  1857,  '  We  may  easily  be  mistaken 
in  our  convictions  concerning  those  who  are  under  our  care.  We  must 
therefore  strive  to  speak  the  truth  in  love,  and  at  the  same  time  avoid 
harshly  judging  those  who  are  endeavouring  to  live  to  the  Lord  Jesus. 
If  some  make  but  slow  progress  in  the  Christian  life,  and  others  appear 
weak  and  unstable,  there  are  also  those  whose  walk  and  conversation 
afford  pleasing  proofs  that  they  are  children  of  God.  We  must,  how- 
ever, acknowledge,  that  we  are  much  in  need  of  a  new  outpouring  of 
the  Spirit  from  above. 

"*  During  the  year,  12  persons  have  been  admitted  into  our  fellow- 
ship. The  preaching  of  the  gospel  of  Christ  has  been  uninterrupted, 
and  as  numerously  attended  as  we  could  possibly  expect. 

"  *  We  have  14  children  in  the  day-school,  who  make  evident, 
though  slow  progress.  A  Sunday-school  is  also  regularly  held.  Our 
congregation  numbers  83  persons,  of  whom  28  are  communicants. 
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"*  Towards  the  end  of  1856,  our  Brother  Samuel,  the  oldest  mem- 
ber of  the  Cherokee  congregation,  departed  this  life,  after  a  severe  Al- 
ness of  several  months.  He  had  witnessed  a  good  confession  of  Christ 
before  men,  especially  in  the  latter  years  of  his  life.  On  his  death- 
bed, be  took  a  solemn  leave  of  his  children,  exhorting  them  ix>  seek 
most  earnestly  for  salvation.  He  assured  me  repeatedly,  that  he  was 
about  to  depart,  firmly  trusting  in  Christ. 

*'*0n  the  17  th  of  January,  1857,  Br.  Bischof,  accompanied  by  the 
Indian  interpreter,  Archie,  visited  the  communicant  sister  Ruth,  who 
was  dangerously  ill.  She  was  resigned  to  the  Lord's  will,  and,  througii 
feith  in  her  Saviour,  had  a  comforting  hope  of  everlasting  life.  Sbe 
departed  happily  not  long  afterwards. 

"  '  March  Hth.  Br,  Bischof  had  a  pleasing^conversation  with  the 
daughter  of  the  above-named  sister  Ruth,  in  Uie  course  of  which  she 
expressed  an  earnest  desire  to  live  to  the  Lord,  as  her  mother  had 
done,  and  her  Avish  to  renew  her  baptismal  covenant,  and  make  pro- 
fession of  her  faith,  by  receiving  the  rite  of  confirmation. 

"  *  On  Easter- Sunday,  we  commenced  the  services  of  the  day,  by 
going  in  procession  to  the  burying-ground,  and  praying  the  Easter- 
morning  litany.  This  was  followed  by  a  sermon  on  1  Cor.  xv.  3 ;  after 
which  followed  the  baptism  of  an  adult,  and  the  confirmation  of  two 
young  sisters.  The  Holy  Communion  formed  the  conclusion  of  the 
services  of  this  day,  which  was  truly  a  day  of  blessing. 

** '  Shortly  after  Easter,  Br.  Bischof  visited  the  sick  sister  Sunday, 
who  had  been  for  some  time  suffering  ft'om  dropsy.  Though  labour- 
ing under  fi-equent  and  painful  oppression  of  the  chest,  she  was  re- 
signed to  the  Lord's  will.  An  old  Indian  was  desirous  to  attempt  her 
cure,  in  heathen  fashion,  by  blowing  tobacco-smoke  on  her;  but  she 
would  not  consent  to  this.  Br.  Bischof  spoke  earnestly  to  this  man, 
inviting  him  to  come  to  church  and  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  ex- 
horting him  to  seek  the  salvation  of  his  soul,  before  it  was  too  late. 
The  man  acknowledged  the  truth  of  what  was  said,  but  it  evidently 
made  no  impression  on  him.  He  boasted  that  he  had  slain  three 
enemies  in  the  war  with  the  Creeks.  He  is  a  Cherokee  warrior  of 
the  olden  time,  and  still  wears  the  national  dress,  suited  to  that  cha- 
racter. On  his  next  visit,  the  Missionary  found  the  sick  sister  very 
weak  in  body,  but  in  a  pleasing  state  of  mind.  Not  long  after  this 
vjsit,  she  departed  in  the  Lord,  and  was  buried  at  Spring-Place. 

"  *  August  \8t.  We  were  infoi-med  that  brother  Sanders,  the  oldest 
member  of  our  congregation,  was  ill.  Medicine  was  immediately 
sent  for  him,  but  he  died  before  the  messenger  arrived.  On  the  fol- 
lowing day,  being  Sunday,  the  body  was  brought  hither  and  interred 
in  our  burying-ground  after  a  discourse  on  Ps.  xvi.  9.  This  aged 
brother  was  one  of  the  few  still  remaining,  who  formerly  belonged  to 
the  congregation  at  Spring-Place,  in  Georgia.  He  had,  for  a  con- 
siderable period,  waited  with  longing  for  his  call  to  rest,  and  often 
declared  to  his  children,  that  he  desired  to  depart  and  to  be  at  home 
with  the  Lord.  He  was  universally  respected,  on  account  of  his  Christ- 
ian walk,  and  we  esteemed  him  as  a  humble  follower  of  Christ.'  " 

2.  Canaan  and  Mount  Zion. 

"  BR.  Mack  writes : — *  In  the  course  of  last  year  we  were  called  to 
pass  through  great  tribulation.    My  dear  wife  was  several  times  so  ill. 
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that  her  recovery  was  doubtful.  Though  I  have  at  times  preached 
the  gospel  in  great  weakness,  I  have  yet  been  enabled  to  attend  to  my 
duties  here,  at  Canaan, — as  well  as  at  Mount  Zion, — on  the  river,  and 
at  our  outposts.  I  am  thankful  to  be  able  to  say,  that  a  general 
awakening  appears  to  be  taking  place  in  this  neighbourhood,  which 
manifests  itself  in  the  numerous  attendance  at  church,  and  in  increased 
attention  at  the  services.  The  number  of  persons  under  our  charge  is 
102,  of  whom  50  are  communicants. 

"'On  the  4/A  of  January  I  held  service  at  Canaan.  At  our  mom- 
ing  family  devotions,  the  text  Is.  Iv.  6.  had  so  deeply  impressed  me, 
that  I  gave  up  a  text  I  had  already  chosen,  and  resolved  to  preach  on 
this.  In  the  sermon,  I  particularly  directed  the  attention  of  my  audi- 
tory to  what  the  Lord  requires  of  us  sinners.  During  the  singing  of  the 
first  hymn,  a  person  entered,  who  lives  about  40  miles  from  this  place, 
and  whom  I  once  visited  on  his  sick-bed.  At  the  close  of  the  service, 
he  came  to  me,  and,  with  evident  emotion,  stated  his  desire  to  be 
received  into  fellowship  with  the  church.  He  declared,  that  the  Spirit 
of  Grod  had  long  operated  on  his  heart,  and  that  when  I  visited  him, 
five  years  previously,  and  directed  him  to  our  Saviour,  as  the  Lamb  of 
God,  which  taketh  away  the  sins  of  the  world,  the  arrow  of  conviction 
had  pierced  his  heart,  and  he  had  never  since  been  able  to  get  entirely 
rid  of  the  feelings  he  had  then  experienced.  In  vain  had  he  endea- 
voured to  resist  the  Spirit  of  Grod,  and  he  now  shuddered  at  the 
thought,  that  the  Lord  might  have  called  him  away  in  his  hardened 
state,  and  have  banished  him  eternally  from  His  presence.  He  added, 
that  it  was  now  his  fixed  determination  to  live  unto  God  and  to  serve 
Him.  He  is  a  well-educated  young  man,  and  may,  it  is  hoped,  become 
useful  in  the  cause  of  God. 

'*'  May  \Oth,  After  the  public-service,  we  partook  of  the  Holy 
Communion,  at  which  Mr.  J.  Vann,  referred  to  above  (January  4th) 
was  present  as  a  partaker  for  the  first  time. 

"  *  May  2Sth.  The  services  of  the  day  commenced  with  a  prayer- 
meeting  held  by  the  brethren  Cochran  and  Redbird  Tiger.  Next 
followed  the  funeral  sermon  of  the  brother-in-law  of  brother  M'Crarey. 
The  latter  had,  at  his  own  expense,  erected  a  shed  of  boards  outside 
the  church,  together  with  a  bower  of  branches.  Yet  there  was  not 
suflficient  room  for  the  crowd  of  attentive  hearers.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  service,  I  called  on  all  those,  who  wished  to  join  the  church,  to 
give  in  their  names.  A  stranger  then  came  forward,  and,  with  a  voice 
faltering  with  emotion,  said  that  he  was  a  Roman  Catholic,  but  wished 
to  remain  no  longer  in  connection  with  his  Church, — ^that  his  real 
spiritual  condition  was  now  made  clear  to  him,  and  that  he  desired 
with  all  his  heart  to  know  what  he  must  do  to  be  saved,  and  earnestly 
wished  for  further  instruction.  I  directed  him  with  simplicity  to  the 
crucified  Saviour,  who  is  the  Way  and  the  Truth  and  the  Life,  and  on 
whose  atoning  death  alone  rest  our  hopes  of  eternal  life.  He  then 
asked  if  so  sinful  and  unworthy  a  being  as  he  felt  himself  to  be,  could 
possibly  obtain  mercy.  When  I  had  answered  him  from  Scripture,  he 
solemnly  declared,  that  he  would  seek  salvation  not  through  the  inter- 
cession of  Mary,  but  through  the  blood  of  Jesus. 

" '  Afler  this,  an  adult  was  baptized.  We  then  partook  of  the 
Holy  Communion,  and  at  the  conclusion,  the  above-mentioned  Catho- 
lic was  publicly  admitted  to  the  class  of  candidates.' " 
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iWCsceHaneous  XntelMgente. 

I.  Society  fob  the  Fuethera.nce  of  the  Gospel. — The 
half-yearly  general  meeting  of  the  Society,  held  on  the  let  of  June, 
was  attended  by  a  number  of  its  old  and  attached  friends,  and  by 
some  also,  who  were  pi^esent  for  the  first  time  at  one  of  these  periodical 
gatherings.  Among  the  latter  was  the  Rev.  S.  Minton,  the  esteemed 
Slinister  of  Percy-Chapel,  who,  after  the  reading  of  the  circular 
to  the  Mission-Conferences  in  Labrador,  delivered  an  earnest  and 
impressive  address,  in  which  he  referred  to  the  infinite  importance 
of  the  Missionary  object, — expressed  the  interest  he  had  been  led 
to  take  in  the  labours  of  the  Brethren's  Church  in  heathen  lands, — 
and  answered  certain  objections,  which  had  occasionally  arisen  in  his 
own  mind,  and  which  he  had  heard  at  times  from  the  lips  of 
others,  grounded  on  the  remoteness,  barbarism,  and  scanty  popula- 
tion of  some  of  the  regions  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Brethren 
had  been  directed.  In  further  explanation  of  this  subject,  the  Secre- 
tary observed,  that  many  of  the  labourers,  whom  the  Brethren's 
Church  had  at  her  disposal,  seemed  to  be  better  fitted  for  the 
rugged  fields  assigned  to  them,  than  for  other  and  more  populous 
and  attractive  spheres  of  usefulness.  Br.  J.  A.  Eberle,  the  newly- 
appointed  minister  of  the  Brethren's  congregation  in  London,  and  the 
coairman  of  the  Society,  followed,  with  some  interesting  remarks  on 
the  peculiar  character  of  the  Mission  in  Greenland, — the  country  in 
which  he  was  bom,  and  in  which  his  venerable  parents,  grandparents, 
and  great  grandparents  had  laboured*  ;  referring  to  some  of  the  recol- 
lections of  his  childhood,  as  to  the  blessed  effects  of  the  word  of  truUi 
on  the  hearts  of  the  Greenlanders.  Br.  Bennet  Harvey,  formerly 
superintendent  of  the  Mission  in  Antigua,  made  some  character- 
istic observations  on  the  great  and  blessed  change,  both  spiritual  and 
temporal,  which  has  taken  place  in  the  population  of  that  Island.  To 
this  he  considered,  that  even  the  riots  which  had  recentlv  afilicted  and 
disgraced  the  town  of  St.  John's,  but  in  which  no  professmg  member  of 
any  Christian  Church  had  participated,  had  borne  testimony.  The 
impunity  enjoyed  for  a  season  by  the  riotei*s,  had  been  occasioned,  in 
a  great  measure,  by  the  absence  of  soldiers,  and  the  neglect  of  the 
Muitia  Law,  during  the  twenty-four  years  which  had  elapsed  since 
the  emancipation  of  the  negroes;  a  proof  of  the  confidence  generally 
entertained  as  to  the  security  of  life  and  property.  Br.  Badham  hav- 
ing communicated  some  interesting  extracts  from  Br.  Warmow's 
journal,  relative  to  his  intercourse  with  the  Esquimaux  of  Cumberland 
Inlet,  and  the  readiness  with  which  they  received  his  simple  but  earnest 
message  of  salvation  through  the  blood  of  Christ,  Mr.  White,  of  the 
British  Museum,  was  led  to  express  his  conviction,  that  the  various 
Arctic  expeditions  sent  out  by  this  country  during  the  last  thirteen 
years,  ostensibly  for  the  purpose  of  science  or  simple  humanity,  were 
destined,  in  the  providence  of  God,  to  be  instrumental  in  bringing  the 
Gospel  to  tribes,  who  would  ever  have  remained  ignorant  of  them,  and 
gathering  out  of  them  a  people  for  the  Lord.  The  Secretary  then 
alluded  briefly  to  the  present  state  of  the  older  Missions,  and  of  those 

*  Br.  John  Beck,  the  great  grandfather  of  Br.  Kberle,  was,  as  is  well  known, 
the  honoiired  instrument  of  the  conversion  of  the  first  Greenlander,  Samae^ 
Kayamak. 
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more  recently  established  on  the  Mosquito  Coast,  and  in  Lahoul,  also  to 
the  renewal  of  the  Mission  to  the  aborigines  of  Australia;  commend- 
ing specially  to  the  prayers  of  the  assembly  the  two  young  Bretbreh 
Eman.  Weiss  and  Adolph  Brauer,  who  were  ]nresent,  and  who  expect 
shortly  to  proceed  to  their  appointed  spheres  of  labour  in  the  Danish 
West  Indies  and  in  South  Africa.  A  letter  of  affectionate  salutatioii, 
from  our  venerable  friend  Dr.  Steinkopff,  written  in  his  sick-chamber, 
having  been  read^  the  meeting  was  closed  with  prayer,  by  Br.  Harvey, 
and  the  singing  of  the  Doxology. 

II.  Letteb  fbom  the  Mission  ABIES  to  Austbalia, — ^A  letter 
has  been  received  from  Br.  Spieseke,  by  a  vessel  which  was  spoken  in 
N.  Lat.  31%  W.  Long.  24%  in  which  he  writes,  under  date  of  March 
14th :  "  Through  our  Saviour's  protecting  care,  Br.  Hagenauer  and 
myself  are  well,  and  in  good  spirits.  As  regards  wind  and  weather, 
our  voyage  has  been  very  pleasant.  We  ran  down  the  Channel  very 
quickly,  and  suffered  but  little  from  sea-sickness.  Our  minds  are  con- 
stantly occupied  with  thoughts  of  our  destination.'' 

III.  MissioKABY  Appointwents  AND  REMOVALS. — 1.  On  the 
i6th  of  January,  Br.  and  Sr.  Bonatz,  Br.  S.  Grasse,  and  the  Sisters 
Dammeyer  and  BIropf,  arrived  safely  at  Cape-Town;  and  on  the 
24th  of  February,  Br.  B.  Marx  was  united  in  holy  matrimony  to 
Sr.  Dammeyer. 

2.  Br.  and  Sr.  Malone  were  accepted  acoluths  in  the  Mission- 
Conference,  at  St.  John's,  Antigua,  March  17th. 

3.  Br.  J.  C.  Hilbig  and  Br.  W.  Schmiedeke  were  accepted  aco- 
luths, the  former  on  the  10th  o£  April,  in  the  Unity's  Elders*  Con- 
ference, at  Berthelsdorf, — the  latter,  on  the  12th  of  April,  in  the  Elders* 
Conference  at  Berlin.  They  sailed  from  Copenhagen  for  Greenland 
on  the  2nd  of  May. 

4.  Sr.  Ann  Christie  was  accepted  acoluth  in  the  Elders'  Con- 
ference, at  London,  on  the  1 2th  of  April. 

6.  Br.  and  Sr.  Kronlein  and  Br.  and  Sr.  Schwennesen  arrived  at 
Paramaribo,  January  10th. 

6.  Br.  and  Sr.  Buchner  and  Sr.  A.  Christie  sailed  from  South- 
ampton for  Barbadoes,  on  the  Hth  of  April. 

7.  On  the  same  <^y,  Br.  and  Sr.  Hennig  arrived  in  London  from 
Jamaica,  having  been  obliged  to  return  on  account  of  Sr.  Hennig's 
foiling  health. 

8.  Br.  Samuel  Warner,  of  the  Indian  Mission  at  Spring-Place  has 
been  called  to  the  service  of  the  Mission  in  the  Danish  West  Indies. 

9.  Br.  and  Sr.  Dehm,  of  St.  Croix,  have  been  called  to  the  service 
of  the  Antigua  Mission. 

10.  Sr.  F.  A.  Stein,  of  Nisky,  has  accepted  a  call  to  Mission- 
service  in  South  Africa. 

11.  Br.  Emanuel  Weiss,  of  Konigsfeld,  called  to  the  service  of  the 
Mission  in  the  Danish  Islands,  was  accepted  acoluth  in  the  Unity's 
Elders'  Conference,  on  the  27th  of  March,  and  sailed  from  Southamp- 
ton on  the  2nd  of  June. 

Id.  On  the  17th  of  December,  1857,  Br.  C.  B.  Ellis  was  ordained 
a  presbyter  of  the  Brethren's  Church,  at  St.  John's,  Antigua,  by  Br. 
G.  W.  Westerby.  Br.  and  Sr.  Ellis  arrived  at  Montgomery,  in  To- 
bago, on  the  llth  of  January,  1868. 
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IV. — Obituary.— 1.  On  the  9th  of  April,  departed  suddeoly^at  his 
residence,  Alderley  Edge,  near  Manchester,  in  the  63rd  year  of  his  age, 
Br.  John  Frederic  Foster,  Advocate  of  the  Brethren's  Unity  in  England. 
The  deceased,  who  was  of  Moravian  parentage, — his  grandfather  having 
been  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Mission  in  Jamaica*,  and  his  honoured 
father,  a  Bishop  of  the  Brethren's  Church, — ^was  admitted  to  its  fellow- 
ship at  an  early  age,  and  continued  through  life  sincerely  attached  to 
its  doctrines,  principles,  and  constitution.  His  studies  at  Cambridge 
being  completed,  he  chose  the  law  as  a  profession,  and  was  called  to 
the  bar,  in  1821,  by  the  benchers  of  the  Middle  Temple.  In  1825,  he 
was  appointed,  by  the  late  Lord  Bexley  Chancellor  of  the  Duchy  of 
Lancaster,  to  the  laborious  and  responsible  office  of  police  magistrate, 
at  Manchester,  which  he  exchanged,  after  13  years  of  arduous  service, 
during  which  his  pnidence,  temper,  and  decision  of  character  were 
strikingly  displayed,  in  not  a  few  seasons  of  intestine  commotion,  for 
tlie  honourable  office  of  Chairman  of  the  Quarter  Sessions,  conferred 
on  him,  in  1838,  by  the  unanimous  suffrages  of  the  magistrates  of  the 
Hundred  of  Salford.  In  the  discharge  of  his  judicial  functions,  he 
manifested  ability  of  no  common  order ;  his  sound  and  discriminating 
judgment ;  his  kindness  of  heart ;  his  courtesy  of  manner ;  and,  above 
all,  his  integrity  and  conscientiousness  —  testifying  that  he  never 
forgot  in  whose  name  he  was  called  to  act,  and  to  whom  he  must 
himself  one  day  give  account — ^procuring  for  him  general  regard  and 
confidence.  Beloved  and  esteemed  in  all  the  relations  of  life — as 
son,  as  husband,  as  father,  as  relation,  and  as  friend,  his  sudden  re- 
moval has  made  a  void  in  an  extensive  circle,  that  must  remain  unsup- 
plied.  In  the  midst  of  his  numerous  and  important  public  and  domestic 
concerns,  he  was  always  ready  to  give  advice  and  assistance  in  any 
matter  of  difficulty — as  the  Church,  one  of  whose  offices  he  filled,  and 
the  congregation  at  Fairfield,  of  w"hich  he  was  a  member,  and  with 
which  he  was  also  officially  connected,  had  abundant  reason  to  ac- 
knowledge. When  unable  to  attend  divine  service  at  that  settle- 
ment, from  which  his  residence  was  nearly  20  miles  distant,  he  gladly 
participated  in  the  worship  of  the  Church  of  England, — ^believing  it  to 
be  grounded,  as  to  doctrine,  on  Christ  Jesus  and  Him  crucifi^,  the 
foundation  on  which  all  his  hopes  were  built.  In  the  Mission-work  he 
felt  a  lively  interest,  and  it  was  while  preparing,  in  the  absence  of  the 
organist,  to  assist  with  his  musical  talent,  at  a  sermon  to  be  preached 
on  behalf  of  the  Brethren's  Missions,  by  the  Rev,  H.  Hutton,  one  of 
the  Honorary  Secretaries  of  the  London  Association,  that  he  received 
the  summons  to  come  up  higher,  and  to  exchange,  as  we  humbly  trust, 
the  communion  and  the  sti*ains  of  saints  on  earth, .  for  the  fellowship 
and  the  everlasting  songs  of  the  redeemed  in  heaven. 

2.  At  Hermhut,  in  her  80Ui  year,  the  widow  Sr.  E.  Haven,  who 
had  been  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Mission  in  the  Danish  West 
Indies. 

C.  H.  Baum, 
aged  57.

Of  Br.  John  Lundberg,  Miasionari/  in  Labrador,  who  departed 
this  Life  at  Herrnhut,  May  Sth,  1856,  in  the  seventy -fint  Tear 
of  his  Age. 

^^I  CAN  place  on  record  nothing  that  is  good  respecting  myself; 
while  that  which  is  bad  is  not  likely  to  tend  to  edification.  How- 
ever, the  desire  to  show  forth  the  infinite  mercy  of  my  Saviour,  though 
even  in  an  imperfect  manner,  has  caused  me  to  determine  on  writing 
the  following  brief  sketch  of  my  course  through  time. 

"  I  was  bom  on  the  3rd  of  May,  1786,  at  New  Hermhut,  in  the 
island  of  St.  Thomas,  at  which  station  my  parents  were  engaged  in  the 
Mission-service.  In  my  fifth  year,  I  was  sent,  in  charge  of  some 
returning  Missionaries,  to  Europe,  in  order  to  be  educated  ;  I  remained 
at  school  until  I  was  thirteen.  Although  the  system  of  education  at 
that  time  was  rather  severe,  yet  the  years  of  my  childhood  passed,  on 
the  whole,  pleasantly.  Our  Saviour  was  oflen  engaged  in  drawing  my 
heart  to  Himself;  and  when  my  companions  and  myself  artlessly 
united  in  singing  hymns,  I  not  unfirequently  experienced  profit. 

'*  In  the  year  1799, 1  was  admitted  into  the  choir  of  elder  boys. 
On  this  occasion,  I  devoted  myself^  soul  and  body,  to  our  Saviour,  and 
implored  Him  to  help  me,  which  He  has  faithfully  done. 

'^  The  master,  with  whom  I  learned  the  carpenter^ s  trade,  treated 
me  very  kindly,  as  I  was  weakly  and  little  for  my  age,  and  thereby 
rendered  my  emplojrment^easier  for  me. 

^^  At  that  time,  it  was  the  custom,  that  those  who  had  not  been 
received  into  the  congregation,  did  not  attend  the  liturgy  on  Sunday 
afternoons :  I  much  wished  to  be  able  to  be  present  at  this  meeting, 
and,  on  one  occasion,  when  I  was  alone  in  the  boys'  room,  at  the  time 
of  service,  I  prayed  to  our  Saviour,  that  I  might  be  received  into  the 
congregation.  This  petition  was  fulfilled,  the  very  next  Sunday. 
Hence  I  was  convinced  that  our  Saviour  heard  my  prayers,  and  was 
encouraged  to  commit  all  my  wants  to  His  faithful  heart. 

"  On  the  17th  of  March,  1800, 1  had  the  privilege  to  become  a 
partaker  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

"For  some  time  after  this,  I  experienced  little  of  the  desires 
of  the  flesh  and  of  the  mind.  But,  at  length,  my  innate  depravity  was 
aroused  by  my  intercourse  with  one  of  my  fellow-apprentices,  who  was 
a  stranger.  Being  by  nature  very  timid,  and  disliking  rebuke,  I  took 
pains  to  conduct  myself  so  as  to  give  satisfiiction  to  those  with  whom 
I  had  to  do.  But,  alas,  living  faith,  and  love  to  our  Saviour,  had 
no  place  in  my  heart.  Yet  the  Spirit  of  God  did  not  cease  to  strive  to 
cause  me  to  devote  myself  wholly  to  my  Redeemer. 

"  On  my  entering  the  choir  of  the  single  Brethren  in  1803,  I 
again  formed  the  resolution  to  live  to  our  Saviour.  However,  I  was 
wanting  in  sincerity,  and  therefore  yielded  to  the  seductions  of 
my  evil  heart;  and,  had  not  my  imspeakably  faithful  Saviour  in- 
terfered, I  should  soon  have  been  lost.  Through  His  gracious  leading, 
I  was,  in  1804,  commissioned  to  serve  as  overseer  of  the  boys,  a 
position  which  was  all  the  more  trying  for  me,  as  I  had  so  recently 
entered  the  number  of  single  Brethren.     In  the  conviction  of  my 
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xmsuitabilitj  I  at  first  declined  to  accede  to  the  proposal;  but  on  being 
reminded  by  the  choir-laboortf  that  our  Saviour  probably  had  thoughts 
of  peace  concerning  me,  I  was  induced  to  accept  it.  Being  now 
doubly  in  need  of  the  gracious  help  of  the  Lord,  I  was  driven  to 
earnest  prayer,  that  He  would  have  mercy  on  me,  and  would  give  life 
to  my  dead  heart,  so  that  I  might  first  myself  experience  that  He  was 
my  Badeemer,  and  then  deal  with  those  entrusted  to  my  care  in  li 
manner  well  {^easing  to  Him. 

^^  In  1805, 1  was  called  to  enter  the  boarding-school,  to  take  part 
in  the  care  of  the  youngest  children.  Hy  natural  shyness  caused  me 
much  trouble ;  and  when  I  had  been  helped  through  diffloulties,  I  too 
soon,  in  spite  of  the  faithful  admonitions  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  forgot 
Him  who  had  assisted  me.  I  began  to  read  a  good  deal,  in  order  to 
acquire  useful  information;  but  got  hold  of  such  books,  as  would  have  led 
me  in  the  way  to  oortain  destructicm.  These  were  romances  of  vaiious 
descripdons,  the  pdson  of  which  I  greedily  imbibed.  But  thanks, 
etemid  thanks  be  given  to  my  Saviour !  Even  at  this  period,  when  I 
had  strayed  from  Him,  He  held  His  gracious  hand  over  me,  and  made 
pae  of  suitable  means  for  my  benefit.  A  book  fell  into  my  hands,  in 
which  the  character  of  such  works  as  I  liked,  and  the  results  sure  to 
&II0W  from  the  reading  of  them,  were  plainly  and  impressively  set  forUi. 
I  was  alarmed,  and  now  the  voice  of  the  Holy  Spint  made  itself  heard 
in  my  troubled  heart.  I  saw  before  me  the  abyss  of  destruction,  and 
oried  to  our  Saviour  to  rescue  me;  and  He  was  pleased  to  bestow 
comfort,  and  to  assure  me,  that  I  should  be  and  abide  His  property,  if 
i  submitted  to  be  led  by  Him  and  His  Spirit.  The  Holy  Ghost  took 
me  under  His  discipline,  and  I  became  better  and  better  acquainted 
with  my  thoroughly  depraved  heart,  but  at  the  same  time  was  taught 
that  the  Saviour's  sufferings  are  the  r^nedy  fi>r  all  sin.  I  was  enabled 
to  make  complaint  to  Him  of  all  that  would  have  estranged  me  firom 
Him,  and  to  obtain  strength  from  His  bleeding  wounds.  Ttkt  meetings 
of  the  congregation  were  a  real  refireshment  to  mv  heart,  and  in  thom 
I  obtained  a  renewed  impression  oi  the  love  of  Jesus  to  me,  poor 
worm.  It  was  my  soul's  desire,  to  be  firmly  grounded  in  Him,  and  to 
be  assured  of  my  salvation.  But  He,  the  true  Shepherd  of  souls,  who 
knows  what  is  best  for  every  man,  said  to  me,  when  I  was  imploring 
Him  to  bestow  on  me  in  a  very  sensible  manner  the  foi^veness  of  my 
■ins,  ^  My  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee,  for  my  strength  is  made  perfect 
in  weakness  1 '  Had  our  Saviour  granted  my  petition  ibr  a  distin- 
guished period  of  pardon,  I  might  perhaps  have  been  satisfied  with 
this,  and  then  the  continual  longing  for  His  grace  might  have  been 
lost.  But  as  it  was,  I  had  to  cry  daily  for  renewed  mercy  and 
assistance, 

"My  period  of  service  in  the  school,  and  especially  the  last  two 
years  and  a  half  of  it,  wa«  a  very  pleasant  and  ^ppy  time.  I  loved 
the  children  under  my  care,  and  was  beloved  by  most  of  them,  as, 
although  I  insisted  on  order,  I  allowed  them  as  much  liberfy  aa  I  oob- 
eisten^  could. 

<«  On  the  aistof  Oetober,  1810, 1  received  a  call  to  ike  owvioe  e/ 
the  Mission  in  Labradcnr,  and  at  the  same  time  the  wish  was  ezpraned, 
that  in  case  our  Saviour  bestowed  on  me  willingness  to  accept  the  €aB« 
X  should  learn  the  oooper^s  trade  bef(»e  setting  out.    I  ftlt  MRiMa 
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that  I  owed  myself  to  our  Saviour^  and  ought  to  go  whertver  He 
might  think  fit  to  send  me,  although  the  conviction  of  my  natural 
unworthiness  made  me  timid. 

^'  I  lefl  Eleinwelke,  much  affbcted  at  parting  with  so  many  whom 
I  loved,  and  proceeded  in  the  first  instance  to  Gnadau,  and  employed 
the  winter  there  in  making  myself  acquainted  with  the  cooper's  trade, 
and  in  learning  English.  On  the  4th  of  April  I  set  out  fcft  Altona, 
leaving  behind  me  all  my  effects,  except  one  small  ti*unk  Containing 
the  most  necessary  articles.  On  arrivmg  at  Altona,  I  found  that  no 
vessel  was  aUowed  to  leave  the  harbour,  and  was  directed  to  endeavour 
to  reach  Sweden  by  way  of  Stralsund,  and  to  proceed  thence  to 
England.  At  Stralsund  I  was  informed  I  could  not  go  on  to  Tstadt 
in  Sweden,  as  I  had  intended,  without  a  Swedish  passport ;  and  not 
being  able  to  obtain  the  latter,  after  waiting  eleven  days,  I  was  advised 
to  proceed  through  Denmark.  This  I  £d,  and  arrived  by  way  of 
Oopenhagen  at  Helsingborg  in  Sweden.  Thence  I  was  ordered  by 
the  police  to  go  to  Lund,  and  await  my  passport.  I  did  not  under- 
stand Swedish  ;  but  our  Saviour  ordered  it,  that  I  was  able  to  travel 
in  company  of  a  French  family,  one  of  the  members  of  which  oould 
speak  both  German  and  Swedish,  and  kindly  assisted  me  till  we 
arrived  at  Lund.  As  soon  as  I  had  obtained  my  passport,  I  went  to 
Gothenburg,  where  I  was  kindly  received  by  the  Brethren  and  Sisters, 
and  had  every  assistance  afibrded  which  was  required  for  the  prosecu- 
tion of  my  voyage  to  EngUnd.  At  Harwich,  I  was  obliged  to  wait 
several  days  for  permission  from  the  Alien  Office  to  proceed  to 
London.  At  length,  on  the  30th  of  May,  I  reached  that  city,  and 
fbund  there  was  time  to  procure  the  most  needful  supplies,  as  I  had 
little  more  with  me  than  what  I  had  on.  As  the  Labrador  vessel  and 
three  ships  bound  to  Hudson's  Bay,  were  to  sail  under  convoy  of  a 
ship  of  war,  we  did  not  reach  Gravesend  till  June  Idth,  and  arrived 
at  Yarmouth  on  the  25th.  Here  we  remained  till  July  5th,  on  which 
day  we  sailed  in  company  of  about  300  vessels.  On  the  2nd  of 
August  the  ship  of  war  and  the  Hudson's  Bay  vessels  left  us,  and  we 
sailed  on  alone,  commending  ourselves  to  the  protection  of  God.  The 
wind  was  contrary,  and,  on  the  13th,  increased  to  a  violent  storm,  so 
that  all  our  sails  had  to  be  taken  in,  while  the  helm  was  securely 
lashed.  The  waves  washed  over  the  ship  in  a  frightful  manner,  espe- 
cially on  the  14  th,  on  which  day  the  bulwarks  <^  the  ship  and  several 
spars  were  carried  away.  The  Lord  heard  our  prayers  fbr  the  safety 
of  the  ship  and  the  preservation  of  our  lives,  so  that  on  the  16th  the 
storm  abated.  But  what  a  spectacle  our  ship  presented !  It  was  like 
a  wreck,  and  we  had  been  driven  back  150  miles.  We  had  fog  and 
rain  almost  every  day,  so  that  the  sailors  were  constantly  wet  through. 
At  length,  by  continual  tacking,  and  with  the  gracious  help  of  the  Lord, 
we  were  able  to  see  land  on  the  2nd  of  September.  Sailing  backward 
and  fbrward  among  the  icebergs,  we  at  last  reached  Hopedale.  On 
the  evening  of  the  drd,  we  landed  with  fedings  of  hearty  gratitude  to 
God,  and  were  welcomed  by  the  Missionaries  all  the  more  warmly, 
because  they  had  given  up  all  hope  of  seeing  the  vessel  this  year. 
On  the  17th,  I  proceeded  with  the  ship  to  Nain,  the  place  of  my  desti- 
nation, and  was  most  kindly  received  by  my  future  fellow-labourers* 
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"  The  winter  set  in  so  early,  that  we  were  obliged  to  get  in  a  part  of 
our  crop  of  vegetables,  when  the  ground  was  already  covered  with 
snow.  It  was  peculiarly  trying  to  fell  a  quantity  of  wood  under 
such  circumstances,  as  we  were  obliged  to  do.  However,  our  Saviour 
made  all  toU  easy  to  me,  insufficient  for  His  service  as  I  felt  myself 
to  be.  He  also  enabled  me  to  devote  my  only  leisure  time  in  the 
mornings  and  evenings  to  the  learning  of  the  Esquimaux  language, 
means  for  the  acquisition  of  which  were  at  that  time  very  slender. 
I  was  also  enabled  to  love  the  Esquimaux  heartily,  and  to  pray  for 
their  eternal  weliare.  Of  154  inhabitants  of  the  settlement  scarcely 
half  were  baptized.  On  the  19th  of  February,  1812, 1  was  present, 
for  the  first  time,  at  the  administration  of  the  sacrament  of  baptism. 
On  this  occasion  the  presence  of  God  was  so  sensibly  felt,  that  a 
savage  heathen,  who  was  in  the  church,  was  affected  by  prevailing 
grace  and  truly  converted. 

"  In  1816, 1  was  called  to  serve  at  Okak,  whither  I  proceeded 
on  the  1st  of  October,  in  a  large  Esquimaux  boat,  accompanied  by  the 
Brethren  Kohlmeister  and  Stock.  This  voyage  was  rendered  difficult 
and  even  dangerous  by  storms,  attended  with  frost  and  snow.  On  the 
second  day  our  boat  narrowly  escaped  being  shattered  on  a  rock. 
Contrary  winds  hindered  our  progress,  our  provisions  were  consumed, 
and,  after  strenuous  efforts,  we  found  ourselves  imable  to  round  the 
promontory  of  Kiglapeit.  At  length,  violent  contrary  winds  obliged 
us  to  cast  anchor  in  a  small  bay  near  the  cape.  Hardly  had  we  done 
so,  when  the  storm  increased  in  violence,  and  the  sea  dashed  over  our 
boat,  though  we  were  not  more  than  50  paces  from  the  land.  In  the 
night  of  the  13th,  the  storm  was  so  severe,  that  we  were  compelled  to 
cut  away  the  masts  of  the  boat,  as  the  latter  was  in  danger  of  going 
to  pieces.  But  the  Preserver  of  men  held  His  band  over  us,  heard 
our  united  prayers,  and  stilled  the  tempest.  On  the  1 4th,  we  were 
able  to  erect  temporary  masts,  and  to  leave  our  anchorage.  The  wind 
blew  gently  from  the  south,  and  was  therefore  favourable  for  the 
prosecution  of  our  voyage.  But  it  was  accompanied  by  such  heavy 
snow,  that  we  quite  lost  sight  of  the  land.  However,  our  steersman 
succeeded  in  bringing  us  into  a  small  harbour.  Here  we  suffered  from 
want  of  water,  all  the  streams  being  frozen  and  buried  in  snow. 
However,  we  at  last  obtained  sufficient  to  make  a  little  coffee,  and  to 
refresh  our  Esquimaux  companions  who  were  parched  with  thirst.  In 
the  evening  of  October  I7th,  we  reached  the  bay  of  Okak.  It  was 
frozen  over,  and  we  were  obliged  to  break  open  a  passage  for  the  boat. 
The  stormy  weather  which  had  protracted  our  voyage,  also  prevented 
the  ship  from  reaching  Hopedale  that  year. 

'^  I  soon  felt  quite  at  home  at  Okak,  and  had  the  privilege  to  devote 
my  services  to  the  elder  boys  and  single  Brethren,  besides  taking  part 
in  the  public  duties  of  the  church.  Under  the  teaching  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  I  became  continually  better  acquainted  with  myself  as  a  sinner 
worthy  of  damnation,  and  with  Jesns  as  my  Saviour. 

"In  1819,  I  was  called  to  Nain,  where  I  was  united  in  holy 
.  matrimony  to  my  dear  and  faithful  partner,  Sr.  H.  A.  Gorke.     We 
covenanted  together  to  love  our  Saviour  and  to  serve  Him  with  all  the 
powers  bestowed  on  us  by  Him. 
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**  In  1820,  onr  eldest  child  John  Eugene  was  born.  Two  other 
infants  were  taken  hence  when  less  than  a  year  old. 

"In  1827,  we  visited  Europe,  placed  our  son  in  the  boarding-school 
at  Kleinwelke,  and  spent  the  winter  pleasantly  with  my  wife's  parents 
at  Hermhut. 

"  In  the  following  year,  we  set  out  on  our  return  to  Labrador. 
During  our  short  stay  in  London,  we  received  much  kindness  from 
our  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  that  city ;  and  our  voyage  was  very 
pleasant,  until  we  arrived  oflf  the  coast  of  Labrador.  For  some  time, 
a  dense  mass  of  drift  ice  rendered  it  impossible  for  us  to  approach  the 
coast.  We  exerted  ourselves  to  penetrate  it,  but  at  length  were  so 
completely  blocked  up,  that  no  water  was  to  be  seen.  After  spending 
some  time  in  this  dangerous  situation,  the  Lord  heard  our  cry,  and  as 
the  ice  separated,  we  were  enabled  to  proceed.  At  length  we  came  to  a 
complete  barricade  of  ice,  extending  from  one  island  to  another.  A 
way  was  opened  through  this  by  the  violence  with  which  the  ship,  in  full 
sail,  struck  against  it,  happily  without  injury  to  the  vessel.  A  second 
barrier  was  passed  in  a  similar  manner.  How  true  is  it,  that  *they  that 
go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships,  that  do  business  in  great  waters ;  these  see 
the  works  of  the  Lord,  and  His  wonders  in  the  deep ! '  (Ps.  cvii.  23, 
24).  Next  morning  some  Esquimaux  from  Okak  came  to  us.  O 
what  joy  there  was  on  both  sides !  We  were  not  yet  able  to  reach 
the  harbour  on  account  of  the  drift  ice.  When  at  last  we  endeavoured 
to  go  forward,  the  wind  died  away,  and  the  sailors  were  obliged  to 
tow  the  vessel  by  means  of  the  boats.  At  length,  after  strenuous 
exertions,  we  reached  the  usual  anchorage.  Our  fiwther  voyage  to 
Hopedale  was  very  agreeable. 

"  At  Hopedale,  I  experienced  many  blessings.  The  Lord  enabled, 
us  to  gain  the  confidence  of  the  Esqimaux,  and  helped  us  in  all 
difficulties.  We  had  especially  much  encouragement  with  the  young 
people.  But  our  residence  at  Hopedale  was  not  a  long  one.  In 
1 829, 1  was  called  to  Nain,  to  take  the  general  superintendence  of  the 
Mission.  Knowing  the  difficulties  connected  with  this  office,  I  would 
gladly  have  declined  it.  But  believing  it  to  be  the  Lord's  will,  who 
had  hitherto  had  patience  with  me  and  helped  me  amid  all  triab,  and 
who  had  caused  me  to  enjoy  the  love  and  confidence  of  my  fellow- 
labourers,  I  anew  submitted  to  His  direction,  entreating  Him  to  stand 
by  me,  to  preserve  me  from  following  my  own  will,  to  guide  me  by 
His  Spirit,  and  to  affi)rd  me  grace  to  love  all  my  fellow-labourers,  and 
to  bear  malice  against  no  one  who  might  give  me  offence,  whether 
with  or  without  cause,  but  to  be  ever  ready  to  forgive,  even  as  I 
needed  daily  forgiveness  and  cleansing.  This  prayer,  I  believe,  He 
graciously  heard  and  answered. 

''The  establishment  of  a  fourth  Mission-station  at  Hebron 
rendered  it  necessary  that  I  should  go  to  Nain  and  Okak,  in  order  to 
confer  with  the  Missionaries  at  both  places.  These  journeys  were 
performed  in  sledges,  with  great  rapidity,  and  freedom  from  injury. 

*'  I  could  relate  many  instances  of  the  gracious  protection  aiforded 
by  my  faithful  Saviour,  during  various  official  journeys  performed  in 
winter,  on  which  I  had  to  pass  the  nights  in  snow-houses,  or  even 
without  shelter  on  the  frozen  sea.  I  will  only  menaon  one  of  these 
occurrences.    In  the  year  1838,  as  I  was  on  my  return  from  Hebron 
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to  Gkakj  we  were  joit  croseing  Napartok-Bay,  when  a  heavy  snow- 
storm came  on,  and  caused  us  to  lose  sight  of  the  land.  Having 
readied  a  small  island,  the  Esquimaux  were  led  to  believe  that  we 
had  gone  too  far  seawards,  and  therefore  directed  our  course  in  an 
opposite  direction,  until  we  entered  a  narrow  inlet,  with  only  one 
entrance.  As  it  was  already  late,  the  Esquimaux  built  a  snow- house. 
In  it  we  retired  to  rest,  but  in  the  night  heard  the  howling  of  the 
stomn,  and  in  the  morning  found  the  house  half  buried  in  snow.  We 
could  not  think  of  continuing  our  joiuney  in  such  stormy  weather, 
and  when  the  thermometer  stood  at  22''  below  Fahrenheit's  zero. 
We  therefore  had  to  pass  another  night  in  our  snow-house.  Next 
morning  the  weather  had  cleared  considerably,  and  there  was  very 
little  wind.  When  we  reached  the  snow-house  where  we  should 
probably  have  spent  the  night,  if  we  had  not  lost  our  way,  and  been 
led  to  the  other  more  sheltcored  spot,  my  sledge-driver  remarked, 
*  How  graeionsly  the  Lord  led  us,  so  that  we  did  not  come  hither. 
Only  see  how  the  storm  has  shattered  the  house.  Here  we  should 
have  been  quite  exposed  to  the  wind  and  cold,  for  in  such  weather 
repairs  are  not  to  be  thought  of.' 

'^  I  arrived  at  Nain  in  time  to  assist  in  the  erection  of  a  new 
dwelling-house,  as  well  as  at  the  enlargement  of  the  church.  During 
the  peiformance  of  the  latter  work,  I  experienced  a  merciAil  pre- 
servtition  of  mv  life,  a  heavy  hammer  falling  from  a  considei*able 
height,  and  striking  me  on  the  head.  In  1847, 1  slightly  injured  one 
of  my  feet,  idiich  resulted  in  much  swelling  and  lameness.  Other 
symptoms  of  a  decay  of  strength  supervened,  and  prevented  me  from 
attending  to  needful  duties.  This  obliged  me  to  seek  permission  to 
retire  from  active  service;  and  my  wish  was  acceded  to  in  I860. 

^On  reviewing  my  service  of  39  years  in  Labrador,  I  cannot 
snffieiently  thank  our  Saviour  for  the  numberless  tokens  of  His  aiding 
grace  affootled  to  me.  Ashamed  and  deeply  abashed,  I  can  only  offer 
the  petition  ^  O  Lord,  enter  not  into  judgment  with  thy  unprofitable 
servant!  Cover  all  my  mistakes,  my  offences,  and  m;^  frequent 
inattention  to  the  voice  of  thy  Holy  Spirit,  with  Thy  atoning  mood, 
and  ronain  my  gracious  Grod  and  Saviour  till  the  end  of  my  days.' 

^  On  the  17th  of  August  we  left  Nain,  and  sailed  in  the  Harmony 
to  Okak  and  Hebron.  At  the  latter  place,  I  held  my  last  Esquimaux 
meeting.  We  arrived  at  Hermhut  on  the  25th  of  October.  At  this 
plaoe  we  had  the  pleasure  to  have  our  youngest  daughter,  Emma, 
redding  with  us  until  her  marriage.  Our  eldest  son,  whom  we  had 
not  seen  for  twenty-two  years,  was  already  engaged  in  the  service  of 
the  Mission  on  the  Mosquito -Coast. 

"During  the  earlier  years  of  our  residence  at  Hermhut,  we 
oeeafionally  experienced  difficulties  in  regard  to  temporal  matters. 
This  often  depressed  my  spirits,  and  I  was  led  to  pray  that  my 
oonfldence  in  God's  fatherly  care  might  be  strengthened. 

*^In  December,  1854,  I  experienced  a  distressing  oppression 
in  the  chest,  which,  although  it  was  subdued  by  the  use  of  proper 
means,  left  such  a  weakness  of  the  lungs,  as  daily  reminds  me  of  my 
latter  end. 

**  May  I  be  enabled  to  make  a  good  use  of  the  time  of  prepaitation 
fi)P  eterni^  which  is  afibrded  me,  and  to  be  always  ready  for  my 
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disQUflial  from  tliii  life  1  Th^,  in  a  blisftfbl  eUnuty,  I  will  praiae 
Thee,  my  &ithfulSayiour}  for  aU  that  T1k>u  hast  done  for  me!  Amen." 

The  widow  of  onr  late  Brother  add^  the  following  parttcnlars : 
"  After  the  attack  referred  to  above,  my  lAte  hnsbafid^a  weakness 
gradually  increased,  and  he  could  only  leave  the  house  in  very  fine 
weather.  It  was  a  source  of  great  distress  to  him,  that  he  could  not 
attend  the  various  meetings  of  the  congregation.  It  occasionally 
happened  at  such  times,  that  t  wished  to  stay  at  home  with  him,  as  I 
apprehended  he  might  be  suddenly  attacked  in  my  aibsenoe.  Bui  he 
was  accustomed  to  answer, '  Do  not  stav  on  my  account.  Profit  by 
the  opportunity  of  obtaining  spiritual  edification  with  the  congregation, 
as  long  as  it  is  afforded  you.' 

^'  At  length,  dropsy  in  the  chest  manifested  itself^  and  increased 
the  suffering  of  the  dear  patient  to  such  a  degree,  that  he  longed  for 
his  dissolution.  The  wished-for  moment,  when  he  was  permitted  to 
leave  a  world  of  sin  and  suffering,  arrived  on  the  8th  of  May,  1856,  a 
few  days  after  he  had  completed  nis  70th  year." 


SOUTH  AFRICA. 
W£  have  &ace  more  to  ooonmunicate  the  intellige&oe  d  the  removal 
to  his  heavenly  vest  of  $in  active^  falihibl,  and  soooessfol  laboorer  in 
this  portion  of  the  Mission-field.  We  allade  to  Br.  Suhl,  the  abl« 
superintendent  of  the  Training-school  at  Genddendat^  and  well-known 
to  the  readers  of  the  Periodical  Accounts  by  his  interesting  and 
graphic  descriptfons  illustrative  of  the  various  p^aoos  of  Missioiiary 
labour.  It  would  appear  to  be  a  mysterioos  cHspensatlon  by  whieh  a 
labourer  Is  thus  out  off  in  the  prime  of  life,  and  while  employed,  with 
such  evident  proofs  of  the  Lord's  blessing  on  his  faithful  efforts,  in  so 
important  a  iE^>here  of  duty.  But  we  dare  not  repine.  It  is  the  Lovdj 
who  doeth  M  things  weU. 

That  the  legal  doettment^  securing  the  possession  of  the  land,  on 
which  Genadendal  is  situated,  for  Missionary  ptirposes,  has  at  length 
been  obtained,  is  matter  of  thankfulness  to  the  Lord,  and  of  gratitude 
to  the  Ghyvenier  aftd  other  authorities^  who  have  been  His  instm- 

We  regret  that  no  detailed  account  of  the  jubilee  celebratfon  at 
Mamrey  referred  to  by  Br.  Roser,  has  come  to  hand.  We  hope  to  be 
(tble  to  give  it  in  our  next  numbw. 

Br.  J.  W.  Btohae,  who  has  becB  appoisted  to  reside  si  Go4dv$r* 
wachty — ^wbieh  has  long  been  an  outpost  eonneeted  with  Mainre,«^ 
gives  some  interesting  particulars  of  his  journey  to  that  place,  and  ot 
his  entry  on  his  duties  as  resident  Missionary  there. 

From  the  Diaries  of  En^n^  Clarhso%,  and  Shihh  we  give  copious 
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extracts,  which  we  hope  will  be  perused  with  interest,  afibrding,  ss 
they  do,  abtindant  proofs  that  much  remains  to  be  done,  as  well  as 
that  former  faithful  effort  has,  under  the  blessing  of  the  lord  of  the 
harvest,  not  been  in  vab. 


From  Br.  C.  R.  KoiiBiNG. 
"  Dear  Brotheb,  "  Genademdal,  May  15M,  1858. 

"  IT  has  pleased  the  Lord  to  take  our  dear  Br.  Suhl  to  his  heavenly 
rest  by  a  sudden  but  peaceful  decease.  Our  dear  Brother  departed 
this  life  on  the  30th  of  April,  in  the  46th  year  of  his  age.  We  had  with 
regret  seen  his  health,  which  was  never  very  strong,  gradually  declin- 
ing, during  the  last  two  yecu^ ;  while  since  January  his  strength  de- 
creased so  rapidly  as  to  leave  but  little  hope  of  his  restoration.  Yet 
we  did  not  apprehend  that  his  dissolution  was  so  near.  Some  of  the 
symptoms,  as,  oppression  of  the  chest,  and  swelling  of  the  lower  ex- 
tremities, decreased,  and  his  cough  was  not  so  severe,  though  he  be- 
came continually  weaker.  With  his  wonted  faithfulness  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties,  he  would  only  consent  to  give  up  his  various 
engagements  very  gradually.  He  taught  classes  for  16  hours  during 
the  last  week  of  his  life,  two  of  which  were  on  the  very  day  of  his 
death.  At  4  o'clock  he  experienced  a  severe  attack  of  oppression  on 
the  chest  He  then  inquired  of  his  medical  attendant,  Br.  Rdser, 
whether  there  was  not  reason  to  apprehend  a  paralytic  stroke,  adding, 
that  he  would  prefer  to  be  thus  released,  if  it  was  the  Lord's  wilL  He 
then  observed  to  his  wife,  that  his  departure  was  probably  at  hand, 
adding,  'Tea,  dear  Saviour,  come  soon!'  and  repeating  the  verse, 
•Lord,  at  my  dissolution,'  &c  (No.  102,  v.  8.)  About  7  o'clo<*, 
it  became  evident,  that  he  was  near  his  end.  We  therefore  as- 
sembled round  his  bed,  and  pronounced  the  blessing  over  him,  com- 
mending his  departing  spirit  to  the  Lord  in  some  benedictory  verses, 
with  prayer.  Before  we  had  concluded,  he  had  ceased  to  breathe.  On 
Monday,  May  3rd,  the  funeral  was  held.  It  was  attended  by  all  our 
members  who  were  at  home,  and  by  many  of  oiir  neighbours.  Our 
late  Brother  had  been  a  faithM  labourer  here  since  1846,  his  prin- 
cipal duty  being  in  the  Training-school,  the  direction  of  which  he  un- 
dertook in  1852.  During  this  period,  he  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing 
many  of  his  pupils  usefully  employed  in  the  schools  attached  to  our  own 
Mission-stations,  as  well  as  in  those  connected  with  other  Missionary 
Societies.  Wi^  these  he  maintained  a  regular  correspondence,  being 
deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of  those  who  had  leh  the  school,  as 
well  as  in  that  of  those  still  under  his  care.  Besides  i^thfully  attend- 
ing to  this,  his  more  immediate  calling,  he  took  a  share  in  the  other 
duties  of  the  Mission,  and  gladly  employed  his  leisure  hours  in  visit- 
ing the  members  of  our  large  congregation.  On  the  12th  of  April,  he, 
for  the  last  time,  held  a  catachetical  meeting,  when  he  stated  to  those 
present,  that  he  would  probably  never  address*  them  again,  and  com- 
mended them  to  the  Lord  in  fervent  praver.  Many  have  since  referred 
to  the  impression  made  upon  them  on  this  occasion.  We  have  lost  in 
him  a  fidthful  and  successful  fellow-labourer, — ^yet  we  rejoice  Kt  his 
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happy  lot,  to  be  at  home  with  the  Lord.  Sri  Sahl  hopes  to  he  able  to 
retom  to  Europe  next  year,  with  their  only  sarviving  child,  six  haying 
preceded  their  father  into  eternity. 

^*  Br.  and  Sr.  Grasse  are  well,  and  are  quite  at  home  at  Elim. 
Br.  and  Sr.  Bonatz  and  Sr.  Kropf  left  ns  on  the  21st  of  April  for 
Clarkson,  on  their  way  to  Shiloh.  I  think  I  wrote  to  you  from  Mamre 
that  we  had  received  the  formal  grant  of  the  land  on  which  Greniden- 
dal  is  situated.  The  Governor  said  respecting  it,  '  You  cannot  be 
more  happy  to  have  it,  than  I  am  to  give  it  you.' 

"  Br.  and  Sr.  Stoltz  have  left  M^re  for  Goedverwacht,  and  are 
probably  by  this  time  at  the  latter  place. 

''June  7th,  1858. 

"  There  is  a  branch  of  the  Evangelical  Alliance  at  Cape-Town, 
and  we  have  been  invited  to  join  it.  We  answered,  that  we  should  be 
most  happy  to  do  so,  and  the  more  so  as  these  principles  are  those  of 
our  Church,  which  were  carried  out  by  Count  Zinzendorf  and  other 
leading  men  among  us,  and  were  even,  held  and  acted  upon  by  the 
ancient  Brethren's  Church.  We  have  recently  had  many  visitors 
here, — among  the  rest,  the  Dean  of  Cape^Town,  the  Bev.  Mr. 
Douglas." 

From  Br.  B.  Boseb. 
''  Dear  Brotheb,  ''  Genadendai^,  Jpril  17M,  1858. 

'*  SINCE  mj  last  letter  to  you,  nothing  of  importance  has  occurred, 
except  I  consider  our  sending  our  little  son  to  Europe  to  be  so.  This 
is  certainly  no  small  privation  in  the  Missionary's  calling,  and  can 
only  be  borne  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord.  But  He,  who  spared  not 
his  own  Son,  but  freely  delivered  him  up  for  us  all,  surely  deserves 
such  a  sacrifice,  for  His  and  the  gospel's  sake.  Not  that  any  great 
service  is  hereby  done  to  Him,  for  He  has  no  need  of  us.  But  it  is  a 
privilege  to  be  permitted  to  do  it,  out  of  love  to  Him.  Our  Saviour 
is  a  more  faithftil  Parent,  and  has  a  heart  more  ftiU  of  love  than  we. 

''  The  delightful  season  of  Easter  is  just  passed,  and  we  have 
again  rejoiced  to  be  reminded,  that  He  who  is  the  resurrection  and  the 
life,  has  obtained  eternal  life  for  His  people,  so  that  whosoever  liveih 
and  believeth  in  Him  shall  never  die.  May  we  be  enabled  to  look 
forward  to  our  dissolution  with  as  much  confidence  as  did  our  aged 
Br.  A.  A.,  who  passed  from  time  into  eternity  on  the  23rd  of  last 
month!  The  sure  and  certain  hope  of  a  better  and  happier  life  gave 
poor  old  A.  A.,  amid  the  want  of  all  comfort,  and  much  bodily  aSiic- 
tion,  patience  under  sufiering,  contentment  in  life,  and  joy  in  death. 
When  a  Brother  asked  him, — not  long  before  his  death,  and  when  he 
was  in  a  state  of  much  sufiering, — if  he  did  not  long  to  be  released  ? 
he  answered  calmly,  but  decidedly,  *  May  the  Lord's  will  alone  be 
done  as  regards  me!'  Not  long  afterwards,  he  fell  gently  asleep  in 
Jesus.  Though  but  little  accounted  of  in  this  world,  he  was  valued 
by  Him,  who,  although  He  dwells  on  high,  yet  has  respect  unto  the 
lowly. 

''  After  the  last  general  speaking,  which  was  attended  to  by  Br. 
and  Sr.  KOhn  and  my  wife  and  myself,  102  persons  were  advanced  in 
Chun^privileges.     In  not  a  few,  there  were  unmistakeable  proofs  of 
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a  lUe  renewed  by  Htm  who  rose  fiom  the  dead,  while  others  migU 
joiily  be  oharacterifled  as  '  slow  of  heart  to  believe'  the  fureaohed  w<»d, 

"  During  the  Easter- week,  the  Bm,  Kolbing  and  Kiihn,  who  were 
at  Oape-Town  on  buainess,  met  with  Mr.  Mo&tt^  who,  although  he 
has  been  engaged  in  Missi(»iary  labours  fcxr  43  years,  is  about  to  set 
ont^  with  courage  and  «eal,  for  Moselikatdsi's  country,  to  prea<^  the 
gospel  there.  This  tyiannieal  chief  has  hitherto  refosed  permission  to 
Missionaries  to  enter  his  territories. 

^^  Our  esteemed  Governor  has  done  his  part  ibr  the  furtheranAe 
of  the  gospel,  by  granting  1^^  titles  for  the  Mission-settlements. 
Thus,  while  the  world  would  destroy,  God  builds  up  and  strengthens. 

*^  At  £aster,  we  were  without  our  usual  church-music,  as  Br. 
Marx  and  the  pupiU  of  the  Training-sohool  were  at  Mamre,  where 
they  enlivened  the  jubilee-celebration  by  their  peribrmanoe  on  the 
trombones,  &e.  Still  we  were  rk^y  blessed,  and  all  was  conducted 
in  an  orderly  and  devotional  manner. 

From  Br.  J.  W.  Stoltz. 
"Dear  Brotheb,  "  Goedverwacht,  June  11 /A,  1858. 

'*  SUPPOSING  you  would  like  to  hear  some  particulars  respecting 
the  newly-settled  congregation  at  this  place,  I  feel  it  my  pleasing  duty 
to  communicate  to  you  some  information  on  the  subject.  You  are 
aware  that  the  dwellers  at  OoedvoWacht  have  repeatedly  petitioned 
that  Missionaries  might  be  settled  among  them.  In  October,  last 
year,  a  caU  hither  was  given  to  my  dear  wife  and  myself,  which  we 
accepted  with  the  humble  yet  confident  h<^>e,  that  the  Xord  would 
gradoDsly  assist  and  strengthen  ns.  We  took  leave  of  our  lellow- 
k^boorers  and  the  congregation  at  EHm,  wh^^  we  had  been  ptivi- 
leged  to  labour  for  six  years,  on  the  19th  of  last  March.  We  first  par^ 
ei^ed  to  Geiukdendal,  where  we  were  detained  ibr  some  days^  by  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  any  means  of  conveyance.  Thence  we  went  to 
Mamre,  where  an  enfbrced  det^ation  of  considerable  dtimtioD,  from 
the  same  cause,  enabled  ns  to  ei\)oy  the  privilege  of  taking  part  in  the 
edebration  of  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  estabHshment  of  that  sta- 
tion. On  the  11th  of  April,  the  Bm.  Kolbing  and  Kiihn  came  fron 
Grenidendal  to  Mamre,  in  order  to  make  an  exj^ratory  jevraey  to 
Wittwater,  fbr  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  its  suitability  for  a  Mismn- 
station,  aikt  at  the  same  time  to  visit  Goedverwacht^  the  plaee  of  oiv 
destination.  We  had  been  prevented  froiu  {Hrocee^ting  tuther  by  the 
impessibility  of  procimng  oxen  for  the  heavy  waggon  required  fiur 
ounces  and  our  laggage,-^the  owners  of  cattle  b^g  afraid  to  ex- 
pose them  to  the  privations  of  a  jonmey  through  the  ZwarUand, 
where  watmr  is  always  scarce,  but  waa  at  that  time  peenUarly  so,  im 
conseqnence  of  the  long  drought.  The  above-mettlioiied  BjrethreA, 
however,  contemplated  travelling  in  a  Hght  horse-wviggOA,  having  n^ 
Ivggage.  I  therefore  embraced  the  opportnnity  of  aeeompanykig 
them,  together  with  Br.  Christensen,  of  Mamre.  We  reacted  GK)ed- 
verwacht  on  the  evening  of  the  second  day,  as  the  Bergrevier,  which 
usually  can  only  he  crossed  by  the  aid  of  a  besft,  was  so  low,  as  to  be 
easify  forded.  The  congregation  at  Gk>edverwaeht  received  us  wilh 
great  joy.    On  the  Mfowing  day,  we  wcBt  to  Wittwaler,  anft  were 
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tmanimoRisly  of  opinion  that  it  would  not  suit  our  purpose.  After  our 
return  in  the  evening,  Br.  Kolbing  introduced  me  to  the  assembled 
congregation,  as  their  future  minister,  commending  me  and  mj  dear 
wife  to  the  Lord  in  fervent  prayer. 

"  It  was  not  till  the  12th  of  May,  that  we  were  at  last  able  to  set 
out  for  our  destination,  accompanied  by  Sr.  Christensen.  The  usually 
desolate  wilderness  had  been  refreshed  by  abundant  rain,  and  we  found 
a  sufficiency  of  fodder  for  the  oxen.  On  the  forenoon  of  the  third  day 
we  reached  the  Bergrevier,  which,  however,  was  no  longer  to  be 
forded.  Here  we  met,  to  our  mutual  joy,  an  overseer  of  the  congrega- 
tion at  Goedverwacht,  who  gave  us  a  hearty  welcome,  and  assisted  us 
in  crossing  the  river.  This  was  effected  by  taking  all  the  luggage  out 
of  the  waggon,  upon  which  an  empty  cask  was  fixed ;  a  long  rope  was 
then  secured  to  the  first  yoke,  and  drawn  by  several  men  on  the  oppo- 
site bank,  so  as  to  prevent  the  oxen  from  swimming  down  the  stream. 
When  the  waggon  was  safe  across,  the  passengers  and  goods  were 
ferried  over  in  the  boat.  So  deep  was  the  water  that  the  covering  of 
the  waggon  was  only  visible  about  a  foot  above  the  surface.  It  took 
three  hours  before  we  and  our  baggage  were  safe  over,  and  we  were 
truly  thankful  when  this  was  the  case.  My  next  business  was  to  seek 
for  some  fresh  oxen, — during  my  absence  for  which  purpose,  my  wife 
experienced  a  merciful  preservation  of  life,  having  fallen  on  a  very 
slippery  and  dangerous  part  of  the  bank,  and  narrowly  escaped  being 
carried  away  by  the  stream,  while  endeavouring  to  obtain  some  water 
for  the  purpose  of  cooking  our  noon-day  meal.  It  was  already  dark 
when  we  reached  our  journey's  end,  full  of  thankfulness  to  the  Lord 
for  His  gracious  protection. 

''  Most  of  the  people  were  absent,  being  engaged  at  work  on  the 
£Eurms  in  the  neighbourhood.  Those  who  were  at  home,  including  the 
teacher,  Joshua  Hardenberg,  who  has  been  labouring  here  faithfully  for 
twelve  years,  gave  us  a  cordial  welcome.  On  the  following  Sunday, 
we  had  the  pleasure  to  see  the  greater  part  of  our  people  assembled, 
having  returned  from  their  respective  places  of  labour,  many  of  which 
were  at  a  distance  of  10  or  12  miles.  The  church  was  well  filled,  and 
the  greatest  order  and  attention  prevailed.  May  we  be  permitted  to 
see  spiritual  fruit  produced,  which  shall  prove  this  place  to  be  a  garden 
of  the  Lord,  of  which  the  secluded  valley  itself,  famed  as  it  is  for  its 
fertility,  maybe  a  lively  representation!  We  trust,  that  when  the 
ploughing-season  is  over,  we  shall  become  better  acquainted  with  the 
people  committed  to  our  charge. 

'^  I  may  mention  that  a  bdil,  presented  to  this  c<H)gregation  by  Br. 
Breutel,  agreeably  to  a  promise  he  gave  when  here  on  his  visitation, 
pleases  the  people  very  much.  Unfortunately,  however,  its  sound  is 
too  weak  to  be  heard  at  a  distance  from  the  church.  The  result  is, 
that  as  clocks  are  unknown,  those  of  our  people  who  live  beyond  the 
sound  of  the  bell,  come  to  church  just  when  they  think  the  proper  hour 
has  arrived.  Hence  some  lose  a  considerable  time,  waiting  outside 
the  church,  while  others  enter  afler  the  service  has  commenced.  It 
would  be  a  great  boon,  if  some  of  our  kind  Christian  friends  would 
help  us  to  a  larger  bell.  We  can  hardly  expect  the  people  here  to  do 
it.  They  have  done  much  already.  The  building,  which  serves  as 
church  and  school-house,  was  erected,  and  afterwards  enlarged  and 
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repaired  by  them.  They  also  built  a  house  for  the  teacher,  and  intend 
to  do  the  same  for  the  resident  Missionary,  as  the  present  dwelling  is 
only  a  temporary  one.  "We  earnestly  commend  this  dear  flock,  as  well 
as  ourselves,  to  your  kind  remembrance  at  the  throne  of  grace.** 


From  Br.  C.  A.  Lemhertz,  o/*Enon. 
"  LAST  Easter-Sunday,  at  Enon,  a  woman,  about  80  years  of  age, 
went,  after  the  morning-service,  into  the  bush,  for  the  purpose,  as  she 
states,  of  communing  with  her  Saviour,  on  what  she  had  heard  in 
church,  according  to  her  frequent  custom.  The  family,  who  were 
aware  of  this  habit,  thought  nothing  of  her  absence,  until  it  began  to 
grow  dark,  and  yet  old  Bridget  had  not  returned.  They  then  went 
to  seek  her,  but  could  find  no  trace  of  her.  On  the  next  and  follow- 
ing days  the  search  was  resumed  by  a  larger  number  of  persons,  but 
still  no  trace  appeared ;  and  as  it  had  rained  two  nights  and  one  day 
during  her  absence,  there  remained  little  doubt  that  she  must  have 
perished.  A  week  passed  away,  and  on  the  Sunday  following  that  on 
which  the  old  woman  disappeared,  her  niece,  full  of  trouble  about  the 
loss  of  her  aunt,  went  out  once  more  with  a  faint  hope  of  finding  her 
remains.  Less  than  a  mile  distant  from  the  settlement,  she  found  the 
old  woman's  apron  and  some  kan^  (the  edible  pith  of  a  certain  plant), 
and  ran  back  to  Enon  with  the  news  of  this  discovery.  Immediately 
a  number  of  persons  hastened  out,  and  after  some  searching,  found 
poor  old  Bridget  sitting  on  the  groimd,  half  naked,  her  clothes  being 
torn  and  her  knees  lacerated  by  the  thorns.  It  is  really  a  wonder  how 
she  existed  for  a  whole  week  without  food  or  water.  It  seems,  that,  on 
Easter- day,  she  took  a  direction  with  which  she  was  acquainted,  and 
after  sitting  for  a  while  in  meditation,  went  to  a  bees'  nest  to  get  a 
little  honey  to  eat.  On  returning,  she  missed  her  way,  and  got  so 
completely  into  the  thicket^  that,  for  half  a  day  at  a  time,  she  was 
obliged  to  creep  on  her  hands  and  feet  through  the  '  hold-fost'  thorn- 
bushes.  When  evening  came  on,  she  selected  the  shelter  of  a  thick 
bush  to  sleep  under.  She  had  nothing  to  eat  but  karri  and  certain 
juicy  roots.  One  night  she  all  at  once  saw  two  lights  near  her  (pro- 
bably the  eyes  of  a  '  tiger.')  She  relates  that  she  then  said  to  our 
Saviour,  *  Gracious  Saviour !  do  look  at  that  ugly  thing  1 '  and  then 
addressed  the  lights,  '  You  ugly  things,  go  away !  I  will  have  nothing 
to  do  with  you  I'  She  then  lay  down  and  slept,  and  when  she  awoke 
the  lights  were  gone.  For  a  day  or  two  after  her  return,  she  was 
much  exhausted,  but  soon  recovered  strength.  She  often  relates,  how 
lekker  (sweet)  it  was  to  her  heart  when  she  communed  with  her 
Saviour  in  her  solitude." 


Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Enon,  Jtdy  to  December y  1857. 

July  5th, — ^A  NUMBER  of  the  male  inhabitants  of  our  settlement 
set  out  to  work  at  the  road  which  is  in  course  of  constrction  across  the 
Zuurberg.  We  advised  them  to  meet  for  social  prayer,  morning  and 
evening,  promising  that  we  who  remained  at  home,  would  remember 
them  especially  in  our  petitions  at  the  same  times.  This  appeared  to 
impress  them  deeply. 
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August  5th, — ^Brother  Klinghardt  went  to  Stroebels,  where  a 
number  of  our  people  are  engaged  on  the  new  road,  to  convey  to  them 
a  kind  salutation  in  the  name  of  us  alL  He  was  glad  to  find  that 
peace  and  harmony  prevailed  among  them,  and  that  they  were  fol- 
lowing our  advice. 

August  ISth. — We  were  engaged  in  speaking  with  the  commu- 
nicant members  of  our  congregation.  We  had  at  this  time  a  singular 
dispute  to  settle.  A  mother  had  beaten  her  daughter,  who  is  herself 
a  grandmother,  on  account  of  the  disobedience  of  the  latter.  We  had 
no  great  difficulty  in  making  peace  between  these  two  aged  persons, 
and  were  glad  to  think  that  respect  for  parents  has  not  yet  ceased  to 
exist  among  us. 

August  2Ath — ^C.  B.,  a  sufferer  from  the  Lazarus  disease,  departed 
this  life.  He  was  bom  and  brought  up  here ;  but,  though  he  had 
enjoyed  many  privileges,  his  course  was  very  variable,  and  he  ofien 
gave  the  Missionaries  much  trouble,  by  his  wild  and  unbridled  conduct. 
Even  in  his  last  illness,  and  when  the  disease  firom  which  he  suffered 
had  begun  to  prey  upon  his  vitals,  complaints  were  made  to  us 
respecting  him  by  his  own  sister.  Yet  our  Saviour  had  mercy  on  this 
sold  so  dearly  purchased  with  His  blood.  He  was  confined  to  his  bed 
and  suffered  intense  pain.  Then  he  became  penitent,  and  willing  to 
listen  to  us ;  we  could  perceive  the  results  of  the  Spiritf  s  influences  on 
him,  and  were  constrained  to  glorify  that  love  and  grace  which  over- 
came so  hard  a  heart,  and  rendered  this  ungodly  man  a  child  of  God. 
In  prayer  to  His  Saviour  he  sought  and  found  peace. 

September  2Sth ^We  held  the  examination  of  our  school.    On 

this  occasion  w^  found  that  our  expectations  as  to  the  results  of  the 
exertions  so  faithfully  made  by  the  esteemed  teacher,  Charles  Jonas, 
were  not  doomed  to  be  disappointed.  Not  only  had  the  children  made 
encouraging  progress,  but,  what  we  were  most  thankful  to  observe, 
the  teacher  had  evidently  been  guided  by  the  conviction,  that  to  love 
Christ  is  of  more  importance  than  all  knowledge. 

November  9th, — ^Died  our  shepherd,  D.  K.,  at  a  very  advanced 
age.  For  many  years  he  had  been  a  communicant-member,  and 
manifested  by  word  and  deed  that  he  was  a  sinner  saved  by  grace. 
We  are  unable  to  state  his  exact  age,  as  he  was  born  at  a  time  when 
the  Hottentots  were  still  treated  by  the  boors  like  cattle.  He  was  one 
of  the  few  individuab  of  pure  Hottentot  extraction.  At  a  later  period 
of  his  life,  he  became  a  soldier,  and  lost  one  of  his  arms.  He  after- 
wards came,  apparently  by  accident,  to  Enon,  where  he  was  so  much 
pleased  with  what  he  saw  and  heard,  that  he  resolved  on  remaining. 
He  ofien  stated,  that,  when  alone  with  his  flock,  he  was  accustomed  to 
kneel  down  amon^  the  bushes,  and  pray,  and  on  such  occasions 
experienced  our  Saviour's  presence  as  sensibly  as  if  He  had  stood 
beside  him.  It  was  the  constant  desire  of  his  heart,  that  our  Lord  would 
speedily  take  him  to  Himself,  where  he  mieht  for  ever  thank  Him 
for  all  His  mercy.  We  left  the  death-bed  of  this  poor  old  man,  with 
the  firm  confidence  that  we  shall  once  meet  him  again  before  the 
throne.  On  the  lOM,  we  committed  the  mortal  remains  of  our  aged 
Brother  to  their  resting-place.  It  was  pleasing  to  see  his  body, 
wrapped  in  a  white  sheets  reposing  in  the  grave,  lined  with  green 
branches,  there  to  await  the  day  of  a  glorious  resurrection. 
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On  the  12M,  two  females  departed  this  life— the  first  had  long 
been  ^nployed  in  the  Mission-family  as  ayah,  and  was  known  to  us 
as  a  person  who  required  much  grace  to  render  her  fit  fbr  the  inhe- 
ritance with  the  saints  in  light.  And  this  needfol  work  our  Saviour 
performed  in  her,  bj  His  Spirit,  during  her  long  and  painful  illness 
ofoonsumption.  Then  she  was  taught  to  trust  alone  in  Him  and 
His  atoning  sacrifice;  and  that  which  had  often  been  commended  to  her 
notice,  and  which  she  had  been  well  acquainted  with,  as  a  matter  of 
head-knowledge,  became  the  conviction  of  her  heart.  It  was  some 
time  before  she  obtained  true  peace.  But,  at  length,  our  Savioui's 
grace  proved  victorious,  and  she  knew  herself  redeemed.  Then  she 
desired  speedily  to  be  admitted  to  His  presence. 

Shortly  afterwards,  A.  K.  died,  also  of  consumption,  which  had 
been  brought  on  by  her  disorderly  life.  She  was  bom  and  educated 
here,  but  early  entered*  into  the  service  of  sin,  left  us,  and  caref\illy 
avoided  all  intercourse  with  us.  At  length  she  returned,  ill  and 
wretched,  to  her  parents'  house.  We  often  visited  her ;  but  she  was 
always  sullen,  and  it  was  evident  that  our  exhortations  were  dis- 
pleasing to  her.  As  far  as  we  can  judge,  she  remained  in  this  state 
to  the  last ;  for  though  we  had  some  reason  to  hope,  that,  shortly 
before  her  dissolution,  her  mind  was  seriously  impressed,  her  weakness 
was  too  great  to  allow  of  her  giving  any  decided  and  satis&ctory 
testimony. 

November  lltL^^We  spoke  with  the  married  people  of  our  con- 
gregation in  couples.  On  this  occasion  we  particularly  insisted  on  the 
great  importance  of  fiimily  prayer,  and  that  each  domestic  circle  ought 
to  form  a  miniature  congregation  of  Jesus.  Some  who  acknowledged 
their  negligence  in  this  respect,  promised  to  make  a  commencement 
with  the  performance  of  this  duty,  the  same  evening.  However,  we 
know  that  much  patience  and  frequent  exhortation  are  required  on  our 
part,  before  a  man  will  consent  to  ofier  prayer  in  the  presence  of  his 
wife  and  children.  So  slowly  are  the  habits  of  heathenism  rooted  out, 
that  we  believe  there  are  even  now  few  houses  in  our  settlement,  where 
the  husband  and  wife  take  their  meals  together,  and  even  when  this  is 
the  case,  the  wife  sits  on  the  ground. 

December  9th — On  this  day,  a  child,  about  nine  years  of  age,  who 
was  employed  in  tending  sheep  at  some  distance  from  our  setuemont^ 
experienced  a  remarkable  preservation  of  life.  The  day  being  very 
hot,  she  had  fallen  soundly  asleep  on  the  ground,  when  an  exceedingly 
poisonous  serpent  crept  upon  her  body,  and  lay  there  coiled  up  and 
basking  in  the  sun.  A  woman,  who  was  bringing  the  girl's  dinner, 
saw  her  dangerous  situation  from  a  distance,  and  was  afhtid  to 
approach  or  to  call  to  the  child,  lest  the  snake  should  be  alarmed. 
In  this  perplexity  the  Lord  put  it  into  her  heart  to  shout  the  girTs 
name  and  the  word  "serpent!"  as  loud  as  she  could.  This  plan 
proved  successful.  The  startled  child  sprang  to  her  feet  with  a  sinrie 
impulse,  rolled  the  reptile  to  some  distance  fh)m  her,  and  catching  sight 
of  it  at  the  same  moment,  fied  from  the  spot  at  her  utmost  speed. 
Had  she  been  bitten,  the  consequences  would  inevitably  have  been  fatal. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  our  congregation  consisted  of  888  persons.

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ExtrMotfrom  the  Diary  of  ChAMEaos,  from  January  to  Decrndter^  1857, 

WE  entered  the  new  year  with  the  earnest  prayer  that  the  Lord 
would  continne  to  be  with  us,  and  laj  His  blessing  on  what  we  are 
privileged  to  do  in  His  name.  We  were  thankful  that  the  meetings 
on  this  occasion  were  remarkably  well  attended. 

On  the  14M  of  January  we  paid  our  first  visit,  this  year,  to  the 
Fingoos  residing  at  Snysklip,  in  order  to  preach  the  word  of  life.  A 
large  number  of  persons  attended  the  services.  May  the  Lord  blest 
His  word,  so  that  those  who  already  know  Him  as  their  Saviour  may 
be  led  to  cleave  to  Him  more  closely,  and  that  those  who  as-  yet  are 
strangers,  may  be  brought  to  a  saving  acquaintance  with  Him. 

This  month  is  generally  marked  by  great  heat  and  dry  weather ; 
but,  this  year,  it  has  been  distinguished  by  frequent  showers,  which 
exercised  a  beneficial  efiect  on  the  gardens. 

On  the  4th  of  February^  we  had  the  pleasure  to  welcome  Br.  and 
Sr.  Klinghardt  from  Enon,  with  a  company  of  children,  who  are  pro» 
coeding  to  Europe  for  education.  On  the  lOM,  the  travellers  left  us, 
accompanied  by  our  beet  wishes.  Their  number  was  increased  by  the 
daughter  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Scharf,  of  this  place,  and  the  Fingoo  youth, 
Manasseh,  who  is  going  to  the  Training-school  at  Gen&dendal. 

One  Sunday  evening,  about  this  time,  as  the  congregation  was 
assembled  in  the  church  for  a  singing  meeting,  they  were  suddenly 
disturbed  by  a  snake,  which  had  made  its  way  in  unperceived.  As 
soon  as  the  presence  of  this  intruder  was  known,  most  of  the  people 
jumped  on  the  benches,  though  without  making  a  noise.  At  length, 
the  snake  was  killed,  and  then  all  took  their  seats  again,  and  we  con- 
tinued our  ascriptions  of  praise  to  the  Lord  our  preserver. 

On  the  19M,  we  held  speaking  with  the  communicants.  It  was 
encouraging  to  hear  the  wish  generally  expressed  by  them  to  live  to 
the  Lord  during  this  new  year. 

A  widow  sister,  whose  husband  had  performed  the  duties  of  an 
overseer  and  chapel  servant,  said,  "  When  our  Saviour  rejoiced  us 
by  the  birth  of  a  son,  my  husband  was  from  home.  When  the 
news  of  this  event  reached  him,  his  first  words  were,  *  This  son  of 
mine  shall  be  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Lord,  if  He  be  pleased 
to  spare  him  in  life.'  When  my  husband  came  home,  I  remon- 
strated with  him,  reminding  him  that  this  was  his  only  son,  who 
would  have  to  help  and  cherish  him  in  his  old  age.  His  reply  was, 
^  Has  not  our  Saviour  assisted  us  thus  far,  so  that  we  have  no 
reason  to  complain?  Therefore,  He  will  continue  to  care  for  us 
when  our  son  has  left  us.'  Thus  did  he  rebuke  my  want  of  faith. 
For  I  could  see  how  gladly  he  would  give  up  all  for  the  sake  of 
Him  who  had  done  so  much  for  his  som." 

On  the  27th  was  the  funeral  of  the  communicant  sister,  A.  J. 
We  can  give  her  the  testimony,  that,  in  her  days  of  health,  she  was 
very  regular  in  her  attendance  on  the  means  of  grace,  never  being 
absent  from  her  place,  unless  constrained  by  causes  beyond  her  con- , 
trol.  She  had  also  become  convinced  that  she  was  a  lost  sinner,  who 
could  alone  be  saved  through  a  Saviour's  grace.  But,  although  she 
had  received  much  fr^m  the  Lord,  she  had  a  bad  habit  of  not  restrain- 
ing her  tongue.    Hence  arose  often  a  breach  of  peace  and  charity. 
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Bat  as  soon  as  she  perceived  the  sinfulness  of  this  conduct,  she  felt 
deep  sorrow,  which  drove  her  to  the  Lord  for  pardon.  While  she  lay 
on  the  bed  of  sickness,  the  Spirit  of  God  was  engaged  in  preparing 
her  for  the  heavenly  kingdom.  She  sought  and  found  pardon  from 
her  crucified  Saviour. 

On  the  27M,  Br.  Kuster  visited  the  Fingoos,  who  reside  at  a  place 
about  twelve  miles  from  this  station.  .About  sixty  persons  assembled, 
and  heard  the  word  with  great  quietness  and  attention.  The  circular 
habitations  of  these  people  are  placed  in  two  rows,  forming  a  street. 
Behind  the  houses  there  are  beautiful  gardens.  Some  of  the  people 
possess  a  large  number  of  sheep  and  cattle. 

On  the  9ih  and  lOih  of  March  we  were  engaged  in  the  general 
speakinff  with  our  congregation.  A  baptized  Fingoo  expressed  him- 
self as  follows : — '*I  feel  that  I  am  growing  older,  and  that  my  end 
draws  near.  I  cannot  sufficiently  thsmk  the  Lord  for  revealing  Him- 
self to  my  poor  soul,  and  making  me  acquainted  with  Him  as  my 
Bedeemer.  It  is  my  prayer  that  He  would  more  and  more  prepare 
me  for  His  heavenly  kingdom,  so  that,  when  He  shall  appear,  I  may 
obtain  that  happiness  which  He  gained  for  me  on  the  cross's  tree.*' 

On  the  26/A  we  had  a  pleasant  visit  from  Dr.  Philip  and  hb 
brother,  who  are  Missionaries  in  connexion  with  the  Ix)ndon  Mission- 
ary Society.  In  the  evening-meeting  Dr.  Philip  addressed  the  con- 
gregation. 

During  this  month,  many  of  our  people  were  absent,  being 
engaged  at  work^with  the  neighbouring  farmers.  We  were,  however, 
glad  to  see  that  they  nearly  all  returned  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Passion-week. 

At  the  speaking  with  the  communicants,  previous  to  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  Lord's  Supper  on  Maundy  Thursday,  a  brother  expressed 
himself  thus  : — "  What  a  great  privilege  do  we  possess,  to  hear  of 
what  our  Saviour  did  out  of  love  to  us.  Our  forefathers  did  not 
possess  this  privilege ;  and  I  well  recollect  the  time  when  I  did  not. 
But  now  the  Lord  has  bestowed  it  on  us.  O  that  we  may  all  be 
thankM  for  this  blessing,  and  always  bear  in  mind  His  love  on  the 
cross,  so  that  we  may  live  to  Him." 

A  sister  said : — "  When  I  thus  behold  my  Saviour  on  the  cross 
it  makes  me  weep,  to  think  it  is  possible  that  He  could  so  love  me, 
poor  sinner,  as  to  die  for  mo.  But  it  makes  me  weep  still  more  to 
think  that  I  do  not  love  Him  more." 

In  Jufy,  we  had  the  giief  to  see  several  &milies  leave  our  settle- 
ment, in  spite  of  our  warnings  and  remonstrances,  ostensibly  because 
they  have  not  sufficient  pasturage  for  their  cattle.  They  hoped  to  be 
permitted  to  reside  at  Goshen;  but  as  we  know,  and  stated  to  them, 
the  land  connected  with  that  settlement  is  scarcely  sufficient  for  the 
present  inhabitants;  we,  therefore,  fear  that  their  head-strong  conduct 
will  lead  them  into  mudi  temporal  and  spiritual  distress. 

On  the  28/A  of  Augtist  was  the  Mineral  of  the  married  woman 
H.  A.  She  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  residing  here  from  her  childhood; 
and  as  her  parents  caused  her  to  attend  the  school  regularly,  she  be- 
came early  impressed  by  the  truth.  Subsequently,  as  she  gave  token 
of  a  sincere  desire  to  live  to  Him  who  had  redeemed  her,  she  was 
baptized  and  admitted  to  the  Lord's  supper.  Shortly  after  the  birth  ot 
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her  first  child,  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  call  her  to  Himself.  Jast  before 
she  died  she  sent  for  us,  and  said,  '^  Our  Saviour  is  about  to  call  me. 
I  trust  alone  in  His  grace,  that  He  will  save  me  through  His  death  and 
blood."     We  then  offered  prayer,  during  which  she  gentlj  fell  asleep. 

December  6lh. — ^We  held  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  our  !Mis- 
sionary  Association,  at  which  much  interest  was  manifested. 

At  this  time  we  made  a  collection  in  our  congregation  for  the 
benefit  of  the  starving  Kaffirs,  which  amounted  to  £3  :  14  :  6.

ExTRACTs/rom  tJie  Diary  qfSniLOMy/or  1857. 
January  Sih, — ^BR.  MEYER,  having  occasion  to  go  to  Queenstown, 
found  Uie  inhabitants  in  a  state  of  great  excitement,  it  being  reported 
that  the  E!affirs  had  assembled  in  great  numbers,  near  the  mouth  of 
the  Kei  river.  However,  it  soon  appeared  that  they  had  assembled 
there,  not  with  hostile  designs,  but  to  await  the  resurrection  of  their 
deceased  ancestors,  which  had  been  foretold  by  their  prophet,  Umhla- 
kaza.  He  had  fimher  decreed  that  they  should  abstain  from  flesh, 
and  eat  only  rice  and  sugar.  This  was  the  source  of  great  profit  to 
the  traders,  who  bartered  these  articles  for  the  hides  of  the  slaughtei^ 
cattle.  An  idea  of  the  number  of  cattle  killed  may  be  formed  from 
the  fact,  that  one  dealer  obtained  in  a  single  day,  from  a  district  of 
limited  extent,  1012  hides.  Another  command  of  the  prophet's,  to 
destroy  the  fire-arms  and  ammunition,  was  obeyed  by  many;  but  the 
last,  that  all  the  aged  people  should  be  put  to  death,  was  happily  not 
attended  to. 

26ih, — ^To-day  a  singular  and  pain^  event  occurred,  a  Fingoo 
man  having  struck  his  own  mother  and  wounded  her  severely  on 
the  head  with  a  knotted  stick.  This  man,  while  in  the  service  of  a 
farmer,  became  a  cripple, — as  he  firmly  believed,  in  consequence  of 
witchcraft.  Subsequently,  he  accompanied  his  ^ther  hither,  and  be- 
came an  inhabitant  of  our  settlement.  For  a  long  time,  he  lived  in  a 
state  of  ignorance  and  carelessness;  and  it  was  not  till  he  had  be- 
come the  subject  of  special  instruction,  accompanied  by  earnest  inter- 
cession on  his  behalf,  that  he  could  be  induced  to  come  to  church.  At 
length  it  was  evident  that  a  divine  work  had  commenced  in  his  heart. 
He  became  less  sullen,  began  to  learn  to  read,  and  even  his  bodily 
state  appeared  to  improve.  But  suddenly  a  change  took  place  of  a 
character  that  really  seemed  to  indicate  that  Satan  still  is  sometimes 
permitted  to  assume  dominion  over  the  bodies  of  those  whom  he  would 
gladly  detain  in  the  pollution  of  sin,  and  to  endow  them  with  super- 
natural powers.  Shortly  after  this  poor  man  had  become  a  candidate 
for  baptism,  he  experienced  nightly  attacks  of  a  sort  of  madness,  dur- 
ing  which  he  ran  about  the  village,  not  creeping  on  the  ground  as  he 
usuaUy  was  obliged  to  do,  but  quite  upright,  and  so  rapidly  that  it  was 
difficult  to  secpe  him.  On  one  occasion,  he  sprang  at  his  father,  and 
bit  him  sava^ly.  .  During  the  day  he  was  quiet,  and  appeared  ex- 
hausted, llie  expression  of  peace  and  good-nature  left  his  counte- 
nance and  was  replaced  by  one  of  sullen  shyness.  It  was  remarkable 
that  an  aged,  truly-converted  Fingoo  at  once  designated  this  man's 
condition  as  a  work  of  the  devil,  declaring  that  he  had  repeatedly  wit*

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iiMsed  eomethisg  of  the  sort  in  those  who  earnestly  sought  to  escape 
from  the  pollution  of  sin,  and  to  turn  to  the  Lord,  adding,  that  it  was 
vopy  difficult  to  bring  soub  thus  affected  to  a  complete  surrender  of 
themselves  to  our  Saviour,  and  that  this  could  be  effected  only  bj 
earnest  prajer.  We  tried  this  means,  and  the  poor  man  was  merci- 
fully relieved.  Still  he  experienced  a  sort  of  disquiet  at  night,  of 
which  he  however  declared,  that  it  was  rather  in  mind  than  in  body. 
His  mother,  whose  soul  was  still  involved  in  heathen  darkness,  viewed 
her  son's  state  as  a  result  of  witchcraft,  and  signified  her  intention  of 
employing  the  services  of  a  Kaffir  witch-doctor.  The  son  protested 
against  this,  declaring  that  he,  as  a  candidate  for  holy  baptism,  would 
have  nothing  to  do  with  conjurers.  We  also  strictly  forbade  any  such 
practices.  At  first,  the  old  woman  was  very  angry,  and  abused  her 
aan  and  us  in  a  shameful  manner.  After  a  while,  Jio we ver,  she  pro- 
fessed to  be  convinced  by  our  representations,  but  only  in  order  to  de- 
oeive  us.  In  the  absence  of  her  husband,  she  actually  secured  the 
services  of  a  sorcerer)  who,  in  spite  of  the  sturdy  opposition  of  the 
cripple,  blew  some  stupifying  vapour  into  his  nostrils,  cut  his  head 
in  several  places,  and  speedily  made  his  escape.  The  old  woman  then 
oontinued  the  treatment  by  holding  hot  coals  near  her  son's  face,  call- 
ing  out  all  the  time  *^  You  are  a  fool  1 "  At  last  the  poor  man,  unable 
to  endure  the  torment  any  longer,  snatched  up  a  heavy  bludgeon,  and 
struck  his  mother  such  a  blow  on  the  head,  that  the  blood  flowed  in 
streams.  When  the  alarm  was  given,  Br.  Meyer,  who  hastened  to  the 
spot,  found  the  man,  not  as  he  had  expected  raving  but  sitting 
quietly  in  the  house,  saying  that  he  desired  to  be  a  child  of  God. 
After  conferring  with  the  other  Missionaries,  Br.  Meyer  resolved  to 
take  the  poor  man  under  his  own  care,  and  he  has  since  lodged  in  the 
smithy. 

Fshruaty  22nd, — Mr.  Arbousset,  a  Missionary  of  the  French 
Somety,  who  has  been  for  some  time  labouring  in  the  Sootoo  country, 
eame  to  Sliiloh  on  his  way  to  Cape-Town,  accompanied  by  a  number 
of  his  people.  They  rem^ed  with  us  several  days,  during  which 
they  narrated  many  interesting  particulars  of  the  effects  of  the  gospel 
among  the  Sootoos.  A  special  meeting  was  held,  in  which  Mr. 
Arbousset  and  three  of  his  companions  delivered  addresses  in  the 
Kaffir,  Sootoo,  and  Dutch  languages.  The  Sootoos  begged  that  some 
of  us  would  go  into  their  country.  Among  them  was  a  person,  who 
was  formerly  one  of  the  wives  of  the  king  Moschesch,  but  who  now 
serves  as  nurse  in  the  Mission-family,  preferring  this  menial  service 
as  a  follower  of  Jesus,  to  a  life  of  idleness  and  honour  in  the  ways  of 
sin. 

March  14/A. — ^To-day  we  were  visited  by  Udhlincuka,  a  Kaffir 
chief,  who  came  to  seek  teachers  for  his  tribe.  He  first  said  that  he 
was  going  to  Goshen  with  150  persons;  but  hearing  that  so  many 
could  not  be  received  there,  he  begged  that  a  teacher,  ^<  one  of  their 
oum  teachers  "  might  be  sent  to  them. 

^pril  Tth, — ^We  are  called  on  to  experience  circumstances  of  a 
very  trying  and  discouraging  character.  A  man  came  to-day  to  tell 
us  he  was  about  to  leave  Shiloh,  because  his  son  had  been  bewitched 
here.  In  answer  to  our  remonstrances,  he  only  said,  that,  in  matters 
of  sorcery,  the  Missionaries  were  like  children^  and  knew  nothing 
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at  all  about  it.  Another,  who  was  a  candidate  for  baptiflm  and  had 
given  tokens  of  being  impressed  by  the  truth,  came  to  take  leave  of 
us,  as  he  was  going  away  to  take  another  wife,  the  first  having  no 
children.  Another  family  and  a  baptized  widow  have  also  left  ns. 
And  all  of  these  will,  alas,  relapse  into  heathenism  I 

20Ch. — ^The  Tambookis  do  not  cease  to  beg  for  teachers.  WiAin 
the  last  three  years,  several  deputations  have  come  to  us  with 
this  petition.  To-day  Ganama  and  Gingi,  formerly  infamous  for  their 
savage  and  treacherous  conduct,  came  to  us  and  expressed  them* 
selves  in  a  pleasing  manner.  The  former  said,  it  was  true  that  he  had 
once  had  the  word  of  God  near  him,  and  had  refused  to  hear  it ;  but 
now  he  perceived  he  ought  to  submit  to  it,  and  could  not  do  without 
it.  He  did  not  attempt  to  deny  having  formerly  taken  part  in  the 
destruction  of  some  of  our  stations,  but  declared  that  the  remembrance 
of  it  distressed  him. 

Mat/  \4ih ^The  Bm.  Gysin,  W.  Bauer,  and  Hartman  returned 

fipom  an  exploratory  journey  into  the  Tambooki  country.  They 
had  met  with  a  fHendly  reception,  and  the  people  manifested  great 
eagerness  for  Missionaries.  The  Brethren  also  saw  a  spot  which 
appeared  well  suited  for  the  establishment  of  a  Mission-station. 

June  14M. — ^Br.  Meyer  rode  to  Yilizwa's  Kraal  to  preach,  accom- 
panied by  the  helper-brother  Joshua  Hermanns.  The  following  is  the 
report  of  their  visit :  "  After  crossing  the  Kei  River,  we  found 
the  Kaffirs  in  a  state  of  great  excitement.  Armed  men  met  us, 
and  women  with  clubs  and  assagais  were  standing  among  the  bushes 
near  the  road.  The  cause  was,  an  inroad  of  the  Galekas  on  the 
previous  evening  for  the  purpose  of  cattle-stealing.  They  had  been 
partially  successral,  though  several  of  their  number  had  been  killed. 
Ought  we,  under  such  circumstances,  to  turn  back  ?  No !  we  were 
journeying  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  ;  so  we  proceeded.  At  sunset,  we 
reached  Gratya,  and  were  joyfully  welcomed.  A  crowd  of  people 
followed  us  from  the  first  kraals  to  that  of  the  chief,  in  order  to  look  at 
us,  and  to  shake  hands.  Yilizwa  also  came  to  greet  us,  saying  ^I  am 
glad  you  have  arrived,  for  I  remember  that  to-morrow  will  be  Sunday*' 
Then  she  asked  the  frequently-recurring  question,'  *  When  will  you 
come  and  remain  with  us  ?'  and  ordered  mats  to  be  spread  for  us  in  a 
house  which  was  assigned  for  our  lodging.  It  belonged  to  the  widow 
of  Mapasa's  brother  Kusi,  who  burnt  the  Mission-house  at  Goshen, 
and,  under  the  pretext  of  escorting  the  Missionaries  in  their  flight 
with  the  Fingoos,  robbed  them  of  a  loaded  waggon  and  14  oxen. 
Yilizwa,  some  of  her  counsellors,  and  other  distinguished  personages 
gat  witb  us  round  the  fire,  at  which  we  were  preparing  our  coffee. 
We  spoke  of  the  letter,  which  was  now  on  the  ocean  on  its  way  to 
our  *  great  teachers,*  to  ask  whether  and  when  we  might  come  to 
Hve  here  j  of  the  word  of  God,  which  sometimes  cuts  sharply  and 
wounds  the  heart;  and  of  ourselves,  who  are  only  poor  Missionaries, 
unable  to  make  them  presents  of  blankets  and  the  like,  but  willing  to 
teach  them,  and  to  show  them  how  to  work,  &c.  Among  those  pre- 
sent was  one  of  the  baptized  persons,  who  since  the  last  war  have 
lived  scattered  in  the  Tambooki  country,  and  are  not  allowed  to 
return  to  their  *  schools.'  He  said  that  his  heart  bled,  and  he  did 
not  like  to  spe^  of  his  sad  condition  "without  the  word  of  Gk)d ;  and 
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that  he  earnestly  wished  a  teacher  would  come  to  reside  with  them. 
During  this  conversation,  we  took  our  supper,  which  we  shared  with 
the  Kaf&rs.  The  coffee,  though  they  were  unaccustomed  to  it,  evi- 
dently pleased  their  palates.  This  they  expressed,  when  the  saucer 
was  passed  by  Yilizwa  to  the  others,  by  smacking  their  lips.  After 
the  evening  devotions,  Yilizwa  held  a  council  meeting,  and  we  retired 
to  rest.  It  was  strange  to  have  a  rush  mat  covered  with  the  saddle- 
cloth for  a  bed,  and  the  saddle  itself  for  a  pillow.  Still  we  should 
doubtless  have  slept  soundly  enough,  had  we  not  been  disturbed  by 
the  pleasant  excitement  induced  by  the  circumstances,  combined  with 
the  uneasiness  of  the  horses  tied  at  the  door, — which  several  times  led 
us  to  think  the  Galekas  were  at  hand.  However,  the  night  passed 
quietly,  and  Sunday  morning  dawned.  It  had  been  made  known  in  all 
the  kiaals  that  there  would  be  preaching  at  10  o'clock,  and  by  that 
time  about  80  persons  had  assembled.  Our  place  of  meeting  was  an 
open  space  between  the  shattered  crags  on  Uie  declivity  of  a  moun- 
tain ;  and  for  a  pulpit  we  made  use  of  a  mass  of  rock,  pleasantly  shaded 
by  a  verdant  Guani-tree.  The  greatest  attention  was  manifested, 
and  some  attempted  to  take  part  in  the  singing.  Yilizwa  sat  in  front 
of  her  people,  and  attended  to  the  maintenance  of  order  and  decorum. 
She  commanded  some  men,  who  came  after  service  had  begun,  and  sat 
on  their  heels  holding  their  assagais,  to  lay  the  latter  aside,  and  once 
or  twice  rebuked  those  who  were  inclined  to  be  restless  with  *  Tutum' 
(Be  still!)  After  service,  we  shared  the  remainder  of  our  provisions 
with  the  by-standers,  and  Hermanns  went  round  and  addressed  to 
them  words  of  exhortation.  While  thus  engaged,  his  eye  fell  upon  a 
man,  who,  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  war,  had  attacked  his  kraal, 
and  had  already  put  a  strap  round  his  neck  to  strangle  him,  when  one 
of  the  petty  chie^  came  up  and  rescued  him.  Ashamed,  speechless, 
and  with  downcast  eyes,  this  man  now  received  a  piece  of  bread  from 
Joshua, — a  practical  exemplification  of  Christian  forgiveness.  We 
took  leave  of  our  entertainers  with  hearty  shaking  of  hands.  Yilizwa 
once  again  commissioned  us  to  say  that  she  desired  that  a  Missionary 
should  come  to  them,  adding,  that  they  would  not  be  human  beings 
till  this  w^  done." 

24M.— A  Kaflir  boy,  about  10  years  old,  was  found  dead  not 
far  from  the  settlement.  On  inquiry,  a  strange  girl  was  also 
found,  who  had  come  on  the  previous  evening,  and  who,  from  her 
features,  appeared  to  be  his.  sister.  For  three  days  they  had  tasted 
nothing.  On  arriving  near  the  village,  the  boy  had  sunk  from  ex- 
haustion, and  a  woman,  who  was  with  them,  went  on  with  the  girl, 
and  early  in  the  morning  took  her  departure,  without  saying  anytUng 
about  the  boy.  We  collected  as  many  of  the  Elaffir  refugees  as  pos- 
sible around  the  grave,  which  they  approached  with  their  accustomed 
reluctance.  Here  they  were  addressed  on  the  subject  of  death  as  the 
wages  of  sin,  and  were  directed  to  the  Saviour  of  sinners.

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WEST  INDIES. 
WE  are  enabled  to  announce  the  safe  amTal  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Aug. 
Clemens,  accompanied  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Malone  from  Antigua,  at  the 
scene  of  their  future  labours  in  Jamaica,  and  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Buchner 
at  their  destination  in  Barbadoes. 

Br.  G.  Heath,  of  the  former  island,  gives  some  valuable  state- 
ments as  to  the  decrease  in  the  numbers  of  our  congregations  in 
Jamaica, — ^a  decrease  which,  though  greater  in  appearance  than  in 
reality,  calls  for  continued  watchfulness,  and  faithAil  and  prayerful 
exertion.  The  tabular  statement  which  Br.  Heath's  remarks  were 
designed  to  accompany,  will  appear  in  the  General  Statistical  Survey 
at  the  commencement  of  our  next  volume. 

Br.  Plessing,  of  New  Eden,  refers  in  grateful  terms  to  the  kind 
and  liberal  aid  bestowed  on  the  Mission-caute  at  that  station,  by  the 
late  J.  F.  Foster,  Esq.,  now  gone  to  his  reward. 

Br.  J.  Ward  gives  the  particulars  of  a  narrow  escape  from  immi- 
nent danger  experienced  by  him ;  in  his  feelings  of  thankfulness  for 
which  we  heartily  participate. 

From  St.  Kitt's,  Br,  W.  Mumford  communicates  some  inter- 
esting circumstances  connected  with  the  repair  of  the  church  at 
Betheida, 

Br.  J.  H.  Buchnei's  lively  sketch  of  his  first  impressions  of 
Babbadoes,  his  new  sphere  of  labour,  will  be  found  interesting. 

On  the  MosQUiTO-CoAST,  it  would  appear  that  the  Lord  is  open- 
ing a  great  and  an  efiectual  door  for  the  preacliing  of  the  gospel.  May 
otu*  Brethren  be  enabled  to  enter  it,  whUe  the  evident  desire  for  in- 
struction continues  to  exist!  The  voyage  undertaken  by  the  Bm. 
Feurig  and  Grunewald, — although  their  intention  of  reaching  Gape- 
Gracias  i  Dios  was  frustrated, — ^was  important,  as  extending  their 
acquaintance  with  the  country  and  the  races  inhabiting  it,  as  well  %a 
with  their  requirements.  The  account  given  of  it,  affords  some  par- 
ticulars of  much  interest. 


JAMAICA. 
F^om  Br.  Aug.  Ci«emens. 
"  Dear  Brotheb,  "  Fairfield,  June  24M,  1858. 

"WE  arrived  here  on  Thursday,  the  10th  inst,  after  a  pleasant 
voyage,  in  the  course  of  which  we  were  favoured  to  enjoy  the  Christian 
intercourse  and  experience  the  kind  hospitality  of  our  dear  Mission- 
ary Brethren  and  Sisters  in  Antigua,  St.  Kittf  s,  and  St.  Thomas.  In  the 
first-mentioned  island  we  spent  twelve  days  and  visited  all  the  stations. 
We  were  very  much  pleased  with  what  we  saw  of  the  Female  Train- 
ing-school under  the  care  of  Br.  and  Sr.  Westerby,  whose  indefttigable 
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efforts  are  evidenilj  attended  by  the  Divine  blessing.  I  believe,  a 
similar  institution  is  needed  here.  In  St.  Kitf  s  we  spent  four  happy 
days  with  the  Missionaries,  and  the  people  formerly  under  our  care. 
We  were  also  able  to  remain  a  few  days  in  St.  Thomas  and  to  visit  the 
two  country-stations.  The  church  and  Mission-premises  in  the  town 
are  very  much  improved.  On  our  arrival  at  Kingston,  we  were  met 
by  the  Bm.  Cook  and  Morrish,  and  arrived  speedily  and  safely  at  the 
pla^  of  our  destination.  We  have  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  several 
of  the  Missionaries,  and  of  visiting  Bethabara,  which  is  the  nearest 
station  to  Fairfield. 

^'  I  have  been  much  gratified  with  what  I  have  seen  of  the  Train- 
ing-school. But  I  tun  sorry  to  say  that  Br.  Sonderman*s  state  d 
health  hisis  been  of  late  far  from  good.  Br.  and  Sr.  Malone,  who  oame 
firom  Antigua  with  as,  are  quite  well."

^'  Dear  Brother,  ^<  Beaufort,  March  Sth^  1858. 

**  LAST  Saturday,  we  received  a  box  containing  a  valuable  grant 
of  tracts  and  books  from  our  esteemed  friends  of  the  Beligious 
Tract  Society,  and  a  box  of  school-materials,  the  half  of  which  was 
kindly  granted  by  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society.  In  one  of 
these  packages  we  also  found  a  parcel  containing  14  maps  and  6 
pocket-knives,  presented  to  our  school  by  Miss  Newcome,  through 
yourself  and  sister.  We  would  express  to  all  these  kind  friends  our 
sincere  thanks  for  their  valued  aid.  Could  they  have  witnessed  the 
examination  oi  our  school  at  Christmas,  they  would  have  been  en- 
couraged at  the  evident  progress  of  education  here. 

**  Since  my  last  letter  to  you,  we  have  been  grieved  by  the  falling 
into  gross  sin,  of  two  more  of  our  teaohers,— -one  of  them  for  tlie 
second  time,  and  not  very  long  after  he  had  been  readmitted,  upoa  his 
earnest  desire  and  professed  penitence.  These  sad  and  distressing 
falls  of  those  who  have  enjoyed  more  than  ordinary  advantage  deeply 
humble,  as  well  as  greatly  perplex  us.  They  tend  to  dlsanrange  our 
school-work  very  much. 

•  ^^  I  am  now  busy  with  speaking,  and  when  this  is  ovm*,  shall 
have  to  go  to  I7ew*Hope,  and  attend  to  the  speakinff  and  next  Sun- 
da/s  services  there.  That  congregation  is  temporary  under  tie  care 
of  Br.  Reinke  and  myself,  until  we  obtain  further  help.

"  You  will  notice  a  decrease  in  the  numbers  given  in  the  Tabular 
Statement  of  our  congregations  this  year.  There  are  several  reasons 
fi[)r  this. 

<*  Some  of  the  Brethren  have  thought  that  the  number  of  bap- 
tised children  had  been  too  high  in  former  years.  It  is  very  difficult 
to  ascertain  the  number  of  children  under  12  years  of  age :  and  this  is 
owing  not  to  any  defect  in  our  Registers  of  Baptism,  but  to  the  un- 
settled state  of  many  of  the  fiunHies.  Not  a  few  of  the  children  live 
with  rdatives  connected  with  other  churches  and  residing  in  more  or 
lass  distant  districts,-^and  the  information  we  obtain  respecting  th^n 
from  tlw  paxMts  is  of^  eontradictoiy  and  unintelHgible.     After 
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patient  and  particular  investigation,  followed  by  the  cheering  thought 
that  each  family  is  now  in  order  in  the  lists, — it  suddenly  turns  out 
that  George  died  some  time  ago,  Sarah  Jane  stands  for  one  child,  not 
for  two  as  was  stipposed,  while  Cuffy  or  William  lives  with  his  god- 
parents, who  have  likewise  given  in  his  name  as  their  child. 

'^  During  the  last  1 1  vears,  we  have  been  obliged  to  exclude  1997 
persons.  Of  these,  842  have  been  readmitted,  and  others  are  taking 
speaking  as  candidates  for  readmission.     But  the  rest  are  lost  to  us. 

<'  Daring  the  above-named  period,  the  departures  have  exceeded 
the  receptions  by  251. 

^'  We  have  to  mourn  the  loss  of  many  born  and  baptized  amone 
us.  Many  parents  foolishly  think  that  those  who  oan  '  read  book^ 
must  know  better  than  themselves  what  is  right  and  wrong,  and, 
therefore,  let  the  children  have  their  own  way.  Such  young  people 
soon  disdain  all  control,  and  become  dissolute,  or  wander  away  from 
home  to  the  sugar-estates  or  the  towns. 

''  If  we  could  think,  that,  while  less  numerous  than  formerly,  our 
congregations  were  more  spiritual  and  more  select,  it  might  be  some 
oonSbrt.  But  we  scarcely  venture  to  say  this.  Undoubtedly,  the 
pietjr  of  the  present  day  is  more  intelligent  than  that  of  past  times. 
But  it  has  to  battle  with  a  host  of  cares  and  temptations,  which  had  no 
existence  during  slavery,  and  in  this  contest  the  churches  have  suf- 
fered and  still  suffer  great  loss.  Let  us  hope  and  pray  that  grace  may 
prevail  more  extensively."

{Frtm  the  Missions-BlaU,) 
"  BR.  WARD,  of  Fairfield^  describes  a  remarkable  preservation  of  his 
life  as  follows : — On  the  2nd  of  February,  I  set  off  on  horse-back  to 
attend  the  Mission- Conference  at  New  Fulneck.  My  way  led  me 
down  the  steep  declivity,  well  known  as  Grentle  Hill,  where  the  road 
is  really  only  a  narrow  track,  always  very  bad,  but  now  worse  than 
ever,  as  it  has  not  been  repaired  for  many  years.  At  one  place,  the 
path  is  exceedingly  narrow,  and  is  bounded  on  the  one  side  by  a  wall 
of  rock  crowned  with  trees  and  bushes,  while  on  the  other  there  is  a 
perpendicular  precipice.  Before  reaching  this  spot,  I  alighted,  and  it 
was  well  that  I  did  so,  for,  just  at  the  most  dangerous  point,  my 
horse  slipped  on  the  loose  soil,  and,  afler  a  vain  attempt  to  regain  his 
footing,  rolled  into  the  abyss.  I  could  not  think  otherwise  than  that 
he  was  dashed  to  pieces.  I  proceeded  on  foot  till  I  reached  Pepper, 
where  one  of  our  people  who  reside  there  lent  me  a  horse,  while  others 
engaged  io  see  what  had  become  of  mine.  I  had  arranged  to  meet 
Br  Seiler  at  a  certain  place  on  the  road  to  Fulneck,  but  was  two 
hours  behind  my  time.  I  related  to  him  what  had  occurred,  and,  though 
distressed  at  what  we  conceived  to  be  the  certain  fate  of  the  horse,  we 
were  truly  thankful  that  I  had  not  shared  it.  After  a  long  and 
fatiguing  drive  over  the  hot  plains  in  Br,  Seilei's  gig,  we  reached 
Fulneck  in  safety  at  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Somewhat  later  in 
the  evening,  Br.  Sonderman  also  arrived,  and  stated,  to  my  surprise 
and  joy,  that  my  horse  had  been  extricated  alive  from  the  abyss  into 
which  he  had  ullen,  and  that,  although  he  was  a  good  deal  bruised 
and  the  saddle  torn  to  pieces,  no  limbs  were  broken.  I  could  only 
attribute  even  this  to  the  mercy  of  God ;  and  had  He  not  given  His 
angels  charge  over  me,  I  could  not  have  escaped  a  frightful  death. 
On  the  following  Sunday,  I  spoke,  from  the  fulnessof  my  heart,  on  the 
protecting  care  of  God,  from  Ps.  cxxi.  5-8." 


ST.  KITTS. 
From  Br.  W,  Mvmford. 
<<  Dear  Bbotheb,  Bethesda,  March  12M,  1868. 

**  SINCE  I  last  wrote  to  you,  we  have  been  favoured  with  a  visit 
from  three  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends.  They  held  meetings 
in  all  our  churches,  which  were  well  attended.  We  felt  that  they 
were  Christian  brethren  and  fellow-labourers,  and  can  truly  say,  thai 
their  visit  was  a  season  of  refreshing,  and  one  which  we  shall  here- 
after remember  with  feelings  of  heartfelt  pleasure.  We  believe  they 
carried  hence  the  impression,  that  our  labours  are  not  in  vain  in  the 
Lord. 

^'  As  regards  thb  congregation,  we  meet  with  circumstances  cal- 
culated to  cheer  and  to  discourage  us.  Our  poor  people  show  us 
many  tokens  of  their  affection,  and  not  a  few  manifest  an  interest  in 
the  Lord's  cause  to  which  they  were  formerly  strangers.  Besides  the 
contributions  of  the  Missionary  Association,  amounting  last  year  to 
£55  :  13  :  3,  they  have  subscribed  for  the  painting  of  the  church. 
This  is  now  nearly  completed,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  we  shall  be 
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able  to  defray  the  expense,  without  drawing  upon  the  Mission-fund. 
This  is  a  great  deal,  when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  we  have  no  rich 
members,  and  that  not  a  single  wealthy  person  has  contributed,  with 
the  exception  of  two  merchants,  of  whom  one  gave  me  a  dollar,  and 
the  other  a  keg  of  white  lead. 

*'  During  the  painting  of  the  church,  we  held  service  in  the  yard. 
You  would  have  smiled  to  see  us.  Some  of  the  people  sat  under  the 
bread-fruit  trees,  some  in  the  gallery  at  the  front  of  our  house,  and 
others  in  the  hall  and  speaking-rooms.  I  stood  in  the  gallery,  with  a 
pile  of  old  packing-boxes  tied  to  the  balustrade,  as  a  substitute  for 
a  pulpit  Ail  was  as  solemn  and  quiet,  as  if  it  had  been  in  the  church. 
The  people  took  their  seats  with  the  greatest  decorum,  the  choir  rose 
and  sang,  and  during  the  whole  service  the  deepest  attention  pre- 
vailed. We  truly  enjoyed  these  services.  They  reminded  us  of  early 
times,  when  Missionaries  commenced  the  work  in  a  strange  land.  We 
could,  to  some  extent,  realise  the  feelings  of  Cennick  in  Ireland, 
and  of  Whitfield  and  Wesley  in  England,  when  preaching  in  the  open 
fields  to  assembled  multitudes.  They  had  the  advantage  of  not  hav- 
ing a  tropical  sun  over  their  heads.  Yet  I  doubt  not  either  of  those 
men  of  G^  would  gladly  have  endured  even  greater  inconveniences 
than  this,  for  the  pleasure  of  seeing  such  a  congregation  of  the  sable 
sons  of  Africa,  collected  by  Missionary  efibrt. 

"  Br.  George's  health  is  much  better,  but  whether  this  improve- 
ment will  be  permanent  or  not,  time  will  show." 


BABBADOES. 
From  Br.  J.  H.  Buchner. 

"  Dear  Brother,  "  Sharon,  May  17M,  1858. 

"  ALLOW  me  to  give  you  some  particulars  respecting  our  arrival  in 
Barbadoes  and  our  first  impressions.  The  Mission  of  the  Brethren  in 
this  Island  is  of  old  standing,  and  so  many  accounts  of  it  have  been 
sent  home,  that  no  one  can  be  expected  to  say  much  that  is  new  or 
striking.  Yet  this  very  fact  may  be  the  cause  that  too  little  is  said 
and  written. 

"  On  Thursday  morning.  May  7th,  the  steamer  brought  us  in 
sight  of  Barbadoes.  The  day  before,  we  had  coasted  along  the 
Islands  of  Dominica  and  Martinique,  presenting  most  picturesque 
scenery  of  mountains,  deep  gorges,  and  cultivated  fields.  Barbadoes 
does  not,  at  first  sight,  appear  to  such  advantage,  as  it  rises  gradually 
to  only  a  moderate  height  above  the  level  of  the  sea.  But  then  it 
delights  the  eye  by  its  rich  cultivation.  The  island  is  spread  out  like 
a  garden,  with  its  cane  fields,  its  windmills,  its  extensive  town  and 
numerous  scattered  houses.  When  we  arrived,  the  harbour  was  very 
lively,  many  vessels  were  taking  in  their  cargoes,  and  boats  were 
passing  in  all  directions. 

"  We  were  soon  welcomed  by  the  Bm.  and  Srs.  Zippel  and  Edghill, 
and  were  truly  glad  and  thankful  to  have  reached  the  termination  of 
our  voyage,     mien  we  landed  on  the  wharf,  the  crowd  at  work  there, 
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and  the  large  nomber  of  ragar^hogsheads  waiting  to  be  shipped,  at 
once  gave  us  the  idea,  that  we  had  oome  to  a  stirring  and  prosperoiis 
place. 

•*  We  first  drove  to  our  town-station  in  Roebuck-street.  It  is  near 
the  outskirts  of  the  town,  and  is  surrounded  by  small  houses.  The 
chapel,  which  was  under  repair,  is  a  very  decent-looking  building, 
capable  of  seating  near  1000  persons.  We  next  visited  the  Dajr«> 
school,  attended  by  a  crowd  of  children, — then  the  lufBuit-schod,  like^ 
wise  well  filled,— «n4  then  the  Bagged-school,  or  Donnitorj,  as  it  is 
called,  {>eing  ii -j^otise  of  refuge  for  neglected  and  orphan  children. 
Looking  at  all  the^e  institutions,  the  impression  made  on  my  mind 
was,  that  there  is  some  work  to  be  done  here,  and  that  it  is  done. 
Ailer  seeing  all  the  Missionary  Brethren,  who  came  to  welcome  os, 
and  spending  some  hours  with  them  very  agreeably,  we  arrived  at 
Sharon,  accompanied  by  Br.  and  Sr.  Clemens.  After  a  drought  of 
several  months,  we  found  the  vegetation  scorched,  the  roads  very  due^, 
and  everything  looking  to  the  least  advuitage.  Still  we,  who  are 
accustomed  to  see  this,  and  know  what  a  change  a  few  showers  will 
make,  were  not  discouraged «  We  passed  numbers  of  gentlemen's 
houses,  many  of  them  with  prettily  laid-out  gardens,  and  presenting 
an  aspect  of  comfort  and  wealth.  The  road  was  very  lively*  The 
number  of  carriages  and  vehicles  of  everv  description,  as  well  as  of 
pedestrians,  wouU  have  reminded  us  of  some  populous  district  in 
England,  had  not  the  dark  complexion  of  the  passers-by,  and  the 
appearance  of  the  houses,  and  of  many  natural  objects  convinced  us 
that  we  were  in  the  West  Indies.  Sharon  is  very  prominent,  with  its 
large  church,  school-house,  Mission-house,  and  double  row  of  lofty 
cabbage  palm-trees.  We  entered  the  station  with  thanksgiving  to 
the  Lord  who  had  brought  us  thus  far,  and  with  the  prayer  that  His 
blessing  might  accompany  our  labours  here.  I  was  much  pleased  with 
the  new  church,  which  will  seat  more  than  1000  persons,  and  is  cool 
and  easy  to^  speak  in.  The  school-house  is  the  largest  I  have  ever 
seen,  and  is  attended  by  a  greater  number  of  scholars  than  I  evw 
before  saw  assembled  in  one  place.  This  is  especially  the  ease  at  the 
Sunday-school.  Everything  looks  neat  and  orderly,  and  the  whole 
place  made  a  pleasing  impression  on  us.  Yet,  outward  advantages,  and 
a  well-arranged  convenient  station  are  not  the  principal  things  to 
make  a  Missionary  feel  happy.  The  prosperity,  the  spiritual  life,  and 
the  love  and  confidence  of  the  congregation  are  of  far  greater  influence 
on  the  heart  and  mind. 

"  Of  course,  I  can  as  yet  say  nothing  of  the  congregation  from 
personal  knowledge.  On  the  last  two  Sundays  I  have  p^ormed  all 
the  duties.  There  are  two  public  services,  besides  other  meetinss 
and  the  Sunday-school.  The  church  is  well  attended.  The  people 
also  avail  themselves  of  the  means  of  education  for  their  children ; 
but  otherwise  there  does  not  appear  in  the  mass  any  desire  for 
spiritual  instruction.

'^  Br.  and  Sr.  Romig  arrived  here  <m  the  6th  instant.    I  believe 
they  will  prove  useful  labourers.     They  were  accompanied  by  Br.  and 
Sr.  Warner,  who  will  proceed  next  week  to   the  Danish  Islands,

TOBAGO. 

From  Br.  C.  B.  Ellis. 
"  Deab  Brother,  Montgomery,  May  24^A,  1858. 

"YESTERDAY  we  had  a  truly  happy,  though  very  busy  Sabbath. 
At  9  o'clock,  we  attended  in  the  Sunday-school,  and,  besides  teaehiag, 
I  had  to  call  over  the  list  of  more  than  200  names.  At  11  o'clo<3: 
was  the  public  service.  During  the  praying  of  the  Litany,  the 
responses  are  sounded  forth  by  the  crowded  congregation  with  great 
energy.  I  wish  you  could  behold  the  sea  of  faces  upturned  towards 
the  minister.  I  preached  on  Rom.  viii.  16,  and  felt  the  Lord's 
assistance,  and  the  assurance  that  the  Spirit^ s  witness  was  not  wtoting. 
This  service  was  followed,  after  a  short  pause,  by  the  congregation- 
meeting,  in  which  1  delivered  a  discourse  on  the  texts  for  the  day, 
concluding  with  prayer.  At  3  o'clock,  was  the  afternoon  Sunday- 
school,  attended  by  nearly  400  pupils,  in  which  duties  similar  to  those 
of  the  morning-school  had  to  be  performed.  At  7  o'clock,  was  a 
second  public  service.  Surely  the  Lord  has  bestowed  the  means  of 
grace  abundantly.  May  those  who  are  thus  favoured  grow  in  grace, 
and  may  we,  while  watering  others,  be  watered  ourselves. 

'^  You  may  believe  that  I  need  repose  aft«r  such  a  day^s  work. 
Yet  on  a  Sunday  night,  I  ftequenily  toss  for  hours,  unable  to  sleep. 

**  With  regard  to  the  School  at  Spring  Garden,  I  am  sorry  to 
say,  that,  from  the  frequent  but  unavoidable  change  of  teachers,  it  is 
not  as  flourishing  in  point  of  numbers,  as  I  had  hoped  and  expected 
would  be  the  case.  This  is,  without  doubts  partly  owing  to  the  want 
of  a  dwelling  for  the  teacher  on  the  spot. 

"  My  dear  wife  continues  very  weak  in  body,  though  willing  and 
anxious  to  do  what  she  can.* 

DANISH  ISLANDS.

<*  Dear  Brother,    "  Fribdensthal,  St.  Croix,  May  14,  1858, 
"  I    AM  glad  to  say  that  all  our  Missionary  Brethren  and   Sist^« 
are  well.    Br.  Hanna  has  ciHnpletely  recovered  from  his  severe  attack 
of  typhuB*fever,  and  has  again  entered  on  his  duties.     He  looks  much 
better  now  than  he  did  before  his  illness. 

<<  Br.  and  Sr.  Dehm  are  preparing  to  leave  for  Antigua,  in  the 
beginning  of  June.  Br.  Suter  from  Emmaus  in  St.  Jans,  will  take 
Br.  Dehm's  place  here. 

'^  It  has  long  been  my  desire  to  do  something  by  the  distribution 
of  tracts  in  our  town,  in  which  the  want  of  godliness  shews  itself 
day  by  day  in  the  most  glaring  sins.  I  could  easily  get  some  twenty 
persons  to  distribute  and  read  tracts  to  the  people.  May  I  therefore 
beg  that  you  would  ask  the  Religious  Tract  Society  to  be  kind  enough 
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to  make  me  a  grant  of  tracts  for  this  purpose.  The  subjects  treated  of 
should  be,  outward,  formal,  and  dead  religion ;  sins  against  the  seventh 
commandment ;  the  sabbath ;  drunkenness ;  gambling ;  and,  on  the 
whole,  tracts  of  an  awakening  character.  There  might  also  be  some 
narratives.  But  I  would  beg  ^at  they  might  all  be  plain  and  simple*."

NiSKT,  St.  Thomas,  ^pril  ISih,  1858. 
"  THE  building  of  our  church,  the  foundation-stone  of  which  was 
laid  on  the  25th  of  February,  is  making  rapid  progress.  The  roof 
was  raised  on  the  8th  inst.,  and  this  week  it  will  be  covered  in.  It 
is  a  matter  of  special  thankfulness,  that,  in  the  erection  of  such  a  lofly 
building,  and  the  raising  of  such  heavy  timbers,  not  the  slightest  acci- 
dent hf^  occurred.  The  readiness  of  our  congregation-members  to 
help  as  far  as  lies  in  their  power,  is  a  great  encouragement  to  us,  and 
tends  to  remove  many  difficulties.  In  the  Passion-wed^,  and  at  Easter, 
we  held  services  in  the  old  church,  which  was  provided  with  a  tem- 
porary covering  of  the  boards  which  were  intended  for  the  flooring  of 
the  new  building.  We  were  not  disturbed  by  rain ;  but  there  was  not 
nearly  sufficient  room  for  the  crowds  who  had  assembled,  so  that  we 
had  a  renewed  proof  of  the  absolute  necessity  of  a  larger  place  of 
worship.  Last  Simday,  we  were  unable  to  use  the  old  building  on 
account  of  heavy  rain.  My  time  is  much  occupied.  However,  it  is  a 
mercy  that  I  remain  in  good  health.  Br.  Bgen  is  of  great  assistance 
to  me,  while  the  prospect  of  speedily  having  a  more  roomy  and  airy 
church  encourages  me  in  my  labours." 

MOSQUITO  COAST. 
JFVom  Br.  G.  Feubio. 
'<  Deab  Brothsb,  Blusfiblbs,  April  26/A,  1858. 

'^  THE  Lord  has  hitherto  been  our  strength,  and  His  grace  has  been 
sufficient  for  us  in  our  many  trials.  When  despondency  has  seized  us, 
it  has  been  our  own  fault,  and  has  resulted  from  the  &ilure  of  our 
faith.  Yet,  even  at  such  times,  our  blessed  and  ever  merciful  Saviour 
has  had  compassion  on  us,  and  often  comforted  us  inexpressibly,  thus 
proving  that  He  is  a  High-Priest  who  is  touched  with  a  feeling  of  our 
infirmities. 

*<  We  have  read  with  great  interest  the  account  of  the  Evangelical 
Conference  at  Berlin.  In  Grermany,  and  especially  in  Prussia,  there 
are  many  faithful  witnesses  of  the  truth,  who,  in  common  with  aU 
believers,  are  engaged  in  building  up  Christ's  Church. 

'^  Our  work  here  is  progressing  but  slowly.  Yet  we  are  not 
without  tokens  that  the  Lord  is  with  us,  and  that,  in  spite  of  Satan's 
malice,  crafl,  and  power.  He  will  here  gather  a  people  to  serve  Him. 
Br.  Grunewald  is  zealously  engaged  in  learning  the  Indian  language, 
and  has  made  considerable  progress.    The  same  is  the  case  with  Br. 

•  A  graot  hu  been  kindly  made  by  the  Committee  of  the  Beligioas  Tract 
Society.— Eds. 
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P.  Blair.  In  February,  we  held  the  first  Indian  meeting  in  this  place. 
A  number  of  Indians  were  present,  and  listened  to  the  discourse  with 
great  attention.  Some  had  no  other  clothing  than  a  cloth  round  theii* 
bodies.  But,  as  we  are  accustomed  to  this,  it  does  not  offend  the 
eye,  and  we  should  be  glad  to  see  the  church  filled  with  persons  so 
clothed.  We  have  since  held  similar  meetings,  on  alternate  Sundays, 
at  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  On  these  occasions  many  Creoles  at- 
tend, as  most  of  them  understand  Mosquito.  I  am  also  trying  to  learn 
something  of  that  language ;  but  I  find  it  much  more  difficult  than 
English  was,  sixteen  years  ago.  My  memory  is  much  weakened,  in 
consequence  of  the  severe  illnesses  I  have  undergone.  Indeed,  my 
strength  has  much  declined,  and  there  seems  but  little  prospect  of 
my  regaining  it. 

'^  The  Passion- week  was,  on  the  whole,  a  time  of  blessing,  and 
we  were  privileged  to  perceive  that  the  hearts  of  many  were  deeply 
impressed.  The  same  was  the  case  at  Magdala  and  Bama^Key.  So 
well  are  the  meetings  attended  at  the  latter  place,  that  the  church  is 
already  too  small. '  There  are  six  persons  under  instruction  for  bap- 
tism. The  school  is  attended  by  thirty-two  children,  who  are  so  dili- 
gent in  learning,  behave  so  well,  and  seem  so  happy,  that  Br.  Jurgen- 
sen  is  much  encouraged.  £ven  some  of  the  old  people  are  trying  to 
learn  to  read.  The  population  of  the  little  island  amounts  to  about 
150  persons,  all  of  whom  are  genuine  Indians.  They  understand 
English,  but,  among  themselves,  speak  their  own  language,  which  is 
quite  different  from  that  of  the  Mosquito  Indians. 

''  We  had  intended  ^setting  out  on  our  long-contemplated  explo- 
ratory journey  last  week.  But  as  the  wind  was  contrary,  and  the  sea 
rough  for  a  voyage  in  an  open  boat,  we  were  obliged  to  wait  a  little. 
May  our  gracious  Saviour  accompany  us  and  prosper  our  work  I 

'^  Between  Bluefields  and  the  northern  boundary  of  the  Mosquito 
territory,  there  are  at  intervals  along  the  coast  sixty  Indian  settlements. 
Some  of  these  are  doubtless  very  small,  but  others  are  more  extensive 
and  populous.  We  may  estimate  the  inhabitants  of  these  coast-settle- 
ments to  number  about  6000  (at  least  this  is  the  king's  opinion^,  while 
the  Woolvahs  and  other  tribes,  dwelling  on  the  rivers  in  the  mterior, 
are^  probably  as  numerous.  Thus  there  is  a  large  field  of  labour  before 
us,  and  we  have  cause  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send  forth 
labourers  into  His  harvest. 

June  lOM,  1858. 

'^We  are  now  fully  convinced  that  the  Lord  has  opened  a 
great  and  effectual  door  for  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  among 
the  Indians.  We  hope  in  September,  by  which  time  our  new 
schooner  will  be  ready,  to  be  able  to  reach  Cape  Gracias  ^  Dios, 
and,  on  our  return,  to  visit  i^  the  interesting  Indian  settlements 
along  the  coast.  I  trust  this  glorious  work  will  be  carried  on 
effectually.  The  silver  and  the  gold  are  the  Lord's,  and  He  can, 
and,  I  firmly  believe.  He  will,  devise  ways  and  means  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  work. 

'^  As  Br.  Grunewald  has  given  you  a  fiill  and  correct  narrative  of 
our  voyage  and  proceedings,  there  is  the  less  need  for  me  to  enter  into 
particulars.  I  am  the  more  glad  of  this,  as  I  am  far  from  well,  and 
the  weak  state  of  my  nerves  scarcely  admits  of  my  writing  at  all." 
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From  Br.  E.  Gbunewau), 
"  Djsak  Brotheb,  "  BLUJtFiELDf,  June  lOM,  1858. 

"  BEFORE  entering  on  the  communication  of  information,  let  me 
express  our  warmest  thanks  to  those  kind  Christian  friends,  who  have 
so  generously  contributed  towards  the  expense  of  establishing  the 
school  for  Indian  boys.  We  trust  that  they  will  also  remember  us 
and  the  great  work  committed  to  us,  in  their  petitions  at  the  throne  of 
grace. 

«  Since  I  last  wrote  to  you,  much  has  passed  that  was  new  to 
me,  and  would,  I  think,  be  interesting  to  you.  I  will  now  proceed  to 
give  you  some  details,  first,  however,  mentioning  with  thankfulness, 
that  the  Lord  has  thus  far  kept  me  in  health  and  spirits. 

'<  On  the  19th  of  January,  the  anniversary  of  the  commencement 
of  the  Greenland  Mission,  —  the  new  church  at  Rama-Key  was 
solemnly  opened.  It  was  a  day  of  blessing  to  us  all.  The  Kamas 
appeared  in  their  best  clothes,  and  the  new  building  was  tastefully 
decorated.  The  service  commenced  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn, 
'  Now  let  us  praise  the  Lord,*  Ac.  Br.  Jdrgensen  then  read  the  84th 
Psalm,  and  I  followed  with  a  discourse,  for  the  subject  of  which  I 
took  the  text  for  the  day,  and  in  which  I  embodied  an  account  of  the 
beginning  of  the  Mission  in  Greenland,  There  were  about  160  per- 
sons present.  Br.  and  Sr.  JUrgensen  are  now  labouring  with  much 
fitithfolness.  They  have  a  school  attended  by  28  children,  and  25  per- 
sons are  under  instruction  as  candidates  for  baptism.  Tlie  meetmgs 
are  well  attended.  So  encouraging  and  hopetul  is  the  state  of  the 
wtnrk  commenced  among  the  Indians  at  this  place! 

"  In  February  last,  I  spent  some  time  at  Magdala,  in  order  to 
assist  Br.  Lundberg  in  the  school  and  other  duties,  but  chiefiy  that  I 
might  have  an  opportunity  for  practice  in  the  Mosauito  language.  I 
ft«quently  visited  the  out-posts  belonging  to  Magdala.  At  Rita  Poora 
I  held  the  first  meeting  in  Mosquito,  m  well  as  at  Elukumlaya.  Both 
these  places  are  Indian  villages. 

'*  On  the  22nd  of  February,  I  made  a  beginning  with  the  Indian 
school,  in  the  Lord's  name.  The  pupils  learn  English,  while  I  seek  to 
improve  in  my  acquaintance  with  their  language.  Since  the  same 
date,  we  have  held  a  service  in  the  Mosquito  language,  every  fcnri- 
night.  It  is  well  attended,  and  I  believe  will  prove  a  blessmg  to 
some. 

*'  At  the  present  time,  the  repairs  of  the  house  intended  for  the 
Indian  school  are  in  progress.  When  they  are  completed,  we  shall  be 
able  to  arrange  our  efforts  better.  We  have  as  yet  only  one  boy  living 
entirely  with  us. 

"  On  the  14th  of  April,  we  received  the  harmoniums  obtained  for 
us  by  the  subscriptions  of  friends  at  home.  I  play  the  one  which  has 
been  retained  for  use  here.  It  adds  much  to  the  solemnity  of  our 
services. 

"  In  the  beginning  of  May,  we  made  preparations  for  our  long 
talked-of  exploratory  journey.  Our  plan  was  to  go  as  far  as  Cape- 
Gracias  k  Dios,  visiting  the  various  Indian  settlements,  and  ascertain- 
ing where  there  might  be  openings  for  the  preaching  of  the  gospeL 
This  tlMM,  however,  it  was  not  the  Lord^iB  will  that  we  should  get  so 
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far,  otherwise  it  would  have  been  easy  for  Him,  whom  winds  and  seas 
obey,  to  say,  *  Peace,  be  still!'  However,  we  ought  to  be  more  than 
satisfied,  for  He  conducted  us  in  safety  over  the  deep,  and  led  us  to 
places  where  the  glory  of  His  name  shall  be  proclaimed. 

"  On  the  3rd  of  May,  our  preparatfons  were  complete,  and  our 
large  boat  loaded  with  the  needful  articles.  In  the  prayer-meeting  in 
the  evening  of  that  day  we  implored  the  blessing  and  protection  of  the 
Lord,  and  commended  ourselves  to  the  prayerful  remembrance  of  the 
congregation,  and  at  1  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  4th,  we  left  Blue- 
fields.  As  the  wind  was  contrary,  the  sun  had  risen  before  we  had 
sailed  out  of  the  lagoon.  The  wind  afterwards  died  away,  so  that  our 
progress  was  very  slow,  and  it  was  late  in  the  evening  before  we 
reached  Pearl-Key  Lagoon.  It  was  J 1  o'clock  when  we  arrived  at 
the  Mission-house  at  Magdala.  Br.  and  Sr.  Lundberg  had  retired  to 
rest,  so  we  awakened  them  by  singing  a  verse.  The  next  day  was  spent 
at  Magdala,  and  in  the  evening  the  new  harmonium  was  used  for  the 
first  time.  At  sunrise  on  the  6th,  we  proceeded  on  our  voyage.  On 
reaching  the  open  sea,  we  found  the  wind  contrary,  so  that  we  had  to 
tack  about  for  some  time  before  we  could  round  Pearl -Key  Point,  The 
sea-breeze  was  exceedingly  refreshing,  and  gave  us  a  good  appetite 
for  the  food  which  we  prepared  in  the  boat.  After  sunset,  we  held  our 
evening  devotions,  commending  ourselves  to  Him  who  watches  over 
His  messengers  by  land  and  sea,  and  hides  them  under  the  shadow  of 
His  wings.  Thus  we  sailed  on  during  the  night,  the  stars  shining 
brightly,  so  that  we  could  steer  by  them.  Towards  morning,  the  boat 
suddenly  struck  upon  a  rock.  However,  the  sails  were  speedily  taken 
down,  and  we  were  enabled  to  get  away  from  this  dangerous  place 
without  serious  damage.  The  I^rd  evidently  protected  us,  for  our 
boat  might  easily  have  been  knocked  to  pieces,  and  we  have  been  lost. 
Soon  afterwards,  the  sun  rose  gloriously  fVom  the  ocean ;  and  as  a 
fkvourable  wind  sprang  up,  we  sailed  rapidly  forward.  On  the  left, 
we  had  a  good  view  of  the  coast,  entirely  without  mountains,  but 
covered  with  forests  of  valuable  trees,  such  as  mahogany  and  cedar. 
Towards  evening,  the  wind  became  boisterous,  the  sea  rose,  and  as 
we  had  already  shipped  a  good  deal  of  water,  we  sought  to  reach  a 
secure  harbour  before  night.  This  we  found  in  the  mouth  of  Prince 
Apulka  River,  into  which  we  sailed.  On  the  shore  we  saw  a  number  of 
Indian  women  standing,  who,  with  their  children,  contemplated  us 
with  astonishment.  We  called  to  them ;  but  instead  of  coming  to  us, 
they  ran  to  give  notice  to  the  men.  The  latter  soon  made  their  ap- 
pearance, asking  what  we  came  to  them  for.  We  replied,  that  we  were 
desirous  to  instinct  them  and  their  children,  and  to  teach  them  some- 
thing good,  at  which  they  expressed  their  joy.  We  had  hoped  to  be 
able  to  proceed  the  next  day,  but  the  violent  wind  raised  such  a  sea 
on  the  bar,  that  this  was  impossible.  As  the  heavy  weather  continued, 
we  were  detained  prisoners  for  twelve  days.  During  this  enforced  stay, 
we  had  abundant  opportunity  for  becoming  acquainted  with  the  cha- 
racter, customs,  and  mode  of  life  of  the  Indians.  On  the  day  afller 
our  arrival,  the  *  quarter-master,*  or  head-man,  who  is  appointed  by 
the  king, — paid  us  a  visit,  and  brought  us  a  present  of  plantains  and 
pine-apples,  in  return  for  which  we  gave  hun  some  useftd  articles. 
After  tMs,  people  came  to  see  us  daily,  bringing  fish,  coooa,  h<Hiey, 
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and  other  things,  in  compensation  for  which  they  begged  for  knives, 
fish-hooks,  and  clothing-materials.  This  intercourse  aSbrded  us  a  &- 
yourable  opportunity  for  conversing  with  them  respecting  their  im- 
mortal souls,  and  directing  them  to  the  Saviour  of  sinners.  Whenever 
my  knowledge  of  their  language  was  at  fault,  one  of  our  boatmen,  who 
is  a  member  of  the  congregation  at  Bluefields,  and  who  is  perfectly 
conversant  with  the  Mosquito  tongue,  came  to  my  assistance.  On  the 
forenoon  of  Sunday  the  9Ui,  we  hdd  divine  service  in  English^  on  the 
beach,  and  in  the  afternoon,  I  delivered  a  discourse  in  Mosquito,  in 
the  house  of  the  quarter- master.  On  both  these  occasions,  the  Indians 
sat  round  us,  listening  with  great  attention,  occasionally  ejaculating, 
in  their  own  language,  '  It  is  so.'  Some  of  the  men  expressed  a  desire 
to  hear  more  of  Grod's  word.  Others  said,  we  had  better  remain  with 
them,  and,  if  we  would  do  so,  they  would  aU  help  to  build  a  house  for 
us  in  a  few  days.  On  the  following  days  several  disputes  were  brought 
to  Br.  Feurig  as  *  Adviser  of  the  king/  for  settlement.  On  tbese 
occasions,  our  boatman  Charles  acted  as  interpreter. 

^'  It  appears  that  the  Indians  erect  small  huts  of  bamboos,  covered 
with  leaves,  on  the  sea-shore  for  their  abode  during  the  dry  season. 
But  when  the  rains  set  in,  they  retire  to  somewhat  more  substantial 
dwellings,  further  up  the  river.  In  the  morning,  the  men  go  to  fish, 
or  fetch  plantains  from  their  provision-grounds,  while  the  rest  of  the 
day  is  spent  idly  in  their  hammocks.  All  remaining  work  is  per- 
formed by  the  women.  Their  clothes  do  not  cost  them  much  labour. 
The  men  only  wear,  in  addition  to  a  sort  of  scarf,  shirts,  which  they 
jprocure  from  Europeans.  The  women's  dress  is  a  petticoat  reach- 
ing from  the  hips  to  the  knees,  the  material  for  which  they  prepare 
themselves.  They  also  wear  strings  of  beads  as  ornaments.  Their 
household  furniture  consists  of  a  few  calabashes,  an  iron  pot,  one  or 
two  knives,  and  a  bow  and  arrows.  They  are  exceedingly  indolent, 
and  addicted  to  indulgence  in  strong  drink,  but  arc,  at  the  same  time, 
good-natured,  hospitable,  and  willing  to  serve.    . 

*'  Almost  every  evening  during  our  stay  with  them,  we  held  ser- 
vice in  Mosquito  on  the  beach.  All  who  were  at  home  attended 
regularly,  and  listened  with  interest  to  what  was  told  them  respecting 
the  Son  of  God,  the  Friend  of  sinners. 

'*  As  long  as  we  had  dry  weather,  we  were  comfortable  enough  in 
the  boat ;  but  on  the  the  16th  it  began  to  rain,  and  our  situation 
became  very  unpleasant.  Everything  was  speedily  wet  through, 
including  our  bedding.  We  were  therefore  obliged  to  take  refuge  in 
one  of  Uie  huts,  where  we  were  most  kindly  received  and  had  an* 
opportunity  to  dry  our  wet  clothes. 

'^  One  morning,  we  felt  much  discouraged  at  our  long  detention, 
and  at  the  very  slender  prospect  of  soon  being  able  to  proceed.  Just 
at  this  time,  three  men  came  to  see  us  from  Quamwatla,  a  settlement 
about  twelve  miles  distant.  Hearing  of  our  arrival  here,  they  now 
begged  us  to  be  sure  to  visit  them  also.  We  explained  to  them  the 
object  of  our  journey,  and  the  cause  of  our  detention;  upon  which  they 
promised  to  come  again  on  the  following  morning,  and  bring  men 
sufficient  to  take  our  boat  up  the  river  to  their  settlement.  They  kept 
their  word,  for  on  the  next  morning  fi^en  men  made  their  appearance. 
The  voyage  up  the  river  was  exceedingly  interesting,  though  it  was 
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intensely  hot,  the  sun  being  vertical,  and  not  a  breath  of  air  being  per- 
ceptible. After  six  hours'  paddling  we  arrived  at  Quamwatla,  a 
prettily  situated  place  on  a  small  lagoon.  The  people  manifested  great 
joy  at  our  arrival,  placed  the  best  house  in  the  village  at  our  disposal, 
and  brought  us  a  number  of  presents.  Their  behaviour  reminded  me 
of  that  of  Cornelius,  who,  as  we  find  it  narrated  in  Acts  x.,  was  desirous 
to  hear  the  word  of  God  from  Peter,  and  assembled  his  friends  to  share 
the  blessing  with  him.  Thus  it  was  on  this  occasion ;  after  we  had 
taken  some  refreshment,  all  the  inhabitants  of  tlie  village  assembled  in 
the  house  referred  to,  and  I  declared  to  them,  that,  in  every  nation,  he 
that  feareth  Grod,  and  worketh  righteousness,  is  accepted  with  Him  ; 
and  that  God  had  sent  us  to  convey  to  them  the  blessed  news  that  a 
Saviour  had  been  bom  for  them,  to  redeem  them  from  the  bondage 
of  Satan,  and  to  bring  them  out  of  darkness  into  His  marvellous 
light.  All,  both  old  and  young,  listened  devoutly  to  this  testimony, 
and  I  would  hope  that  some  impression  was  produced  on  their  hearts 
by  the  Holy  Spirit.  In  the  evening,  they  again  gathered  confidingly 
around  us,  and  begged  us  to  prolong  our  stay.  But  this  we  were 
unable  to  do.  Early  on  the  following  morning,  we  set  off  down  the 
river,  taking  with  us  a  boy,  eight  years  old,  as  a  pupil  for  the  Training- 
School.  At  Prince  Apulka  village,  we  had  already  made  application 
for  two,  but  their  parents  were  not  willing  to  let  them  go.  After  four 
Jiours'  paddling,  we  arrived  at  Haulover,  where  we  found  five  families 
residing,  who  were  engaged  in  making  salt  from  the  sea- water. 

''  Oa  the  fi[>llowing  morning,  giving  up  the  idea  of  reaching:  Cape 
Gracias  k  Dlos,  after  so  much  loss  of  time,  we  bent  our  course  home- 
wards, and  succeeded  in  crossing  the  bar.  A  favourable  wind  bore  us 
rapidly  along  the  coast,  and,  on  the  24th,  we  reached  Bluefields  in 
safety.  The  name  of  the  Lord  be  praised  for  all  His  mercies  bestowed 
upon  us  I 

**  We  have  seen  that  there  is  an  extensive  field  of  labour  open  to 
us.  On  the  Prince  Apulka  river  alone,  there  are  four  tribes  of 
Indians  residing,  the  Mosquitos,  the  Woolvahs,  the  Toacas,  and  the 
Toonglas.  Of  the  last  tribe  about  800  are  said  to  be  dispersed 
through  this  district,  some  of  their  settlements  being  six  days'  journey 
up  the  river.  How  delightful  would  it  be,  if  we  could  succeed  in 
assembling  them,  and  forming  them  into  a  congregation  of  the  Lord, 
which  should  worship  Him  in  spirit  and  in  truth !  The  fields  are  white 
unto  the  harvest.  O  that  the  time  may  soon  arrive,  when  the  Sun  of 
righteousness  shall  rise  on  the  Mosquito-Coast,  and  its  inhabitants 
shall  be  full  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Ix)rd  I  And  may  He  graciously 
endow  us,  His  poor  feeble  servants,  with  strength  and  wisdom  from 
above ! 

*'  It  is  my  earnest  endeavour  to  obtain  a  complete  acquaintance 
with  the  Mosquito  language.  I  have  alreadv  begun  to  translate  the 
Grospel  of  St.  Mark,  ana  have  compiled  a  dictionary,  as  well  as  made  a 
sketch  of  the  grammar. 

''We  trust  our  kind  friends  will  not  forget  this  Mission,  and 
especially  the  Indian  Training-school,  which  is  likely,  under  the 
blessing  of  the  Lord,  to  produce  such  important  results.** 
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From  Br.  Eug.  Luubbero. 

<'  Dear  Bsotheb,        Maodala,  English  Bawk,  May  29, 1858. 

"  AFTER  my  return  from  Europe  with  my  dear  wife,  we  spent  about 
a  month  at  Bluefields,  arriving  here  on  the  evening  of  November  14Ui. 

"  There  is  a  desire  for  the  word  of  life ;  but  it  is  difficult  for 
souls  fast  bound  in  chains  of  darkness,  to  come  to  the  light,  A  woman 
died  here  lately,  but  it  was  declared  that  her  spirit  would  not  leave  the 
house  where  she  had  lived.  At  last  a  sukia,  or  sorcerer,  came,  and 
carried  a  large  cloUi  to  the  grave.  In  this  the  spirit  was  supposed 
to  be  wrapped,  and  the  sorcerer  groaned  and  pufiTed,  as  if  the  burden 
was  very  heavy.  Such  things  always  afford  an  opportunity  for  drink- 
ing. Near  one  of  our  outposts,  a  death-dance  was  lately  held.  At  sudi 
times  a  fight  commonly  takes  place.  This  was  the  case  on  the  occasion 
referred  to,  and  one  man  soon  afterwards  died  in  consequence  of  the 
injuries  he  had  received. 

"There  are  four  outposts  which  I  visit  as  frequently  as  possible, 
namely,  Ritapoora  and  Canon  Bank,  each  about  two  miles  distant  from 
Magdala,  in  different  directions ;  Klukumlaya,  about  seven  miles  dis- 
tant ;  and  Brown's  Bank,  which  can  be  reached  in  a  sailing-boat,  with 
a  favourable  wind,  in  about  two  hours  and  a  half.  At  Ritapoora,  aboitt 
forty-five  Indians  come  regularly  to  the  services. 

"  The  Passion-week  meetings  were  well  attended,  and  on  GkK>d 
Friday  the  little  church  was  crowded, 

"  My  health  has  been  very  good  ever  since  I  have  been  here,  "ilfy 
wife  has  several  times  suffered  from  inflamed  eyes.  I  trust  she  wiU 
soon  be  quite  acclimatized." 


SURINAM. 

{From  the  Miasuma-BlatL') 

BROTHER  Th.  van  Calker,  of  Paramaribo  writes  as  Mows :~ 

'^  April  20iA,lS5S. 

^*  Jeremiah,  the  native  helper  from  Gansee  (or  Bambey)^  has  bem 
for  some  months  with  us,  in  town,  for  the  purpose  of  recetving  tmdh 
instruction  as  may  enable  him  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  ofi^ce 
efficiently,  more  especially  in  the  absence  of  a  European  Missionaiy. 
He  has  returned  home,  as  his  presence  was  required  there,  on  account 
of  the  reaping  of  his  crops.  He  will,  however,  come  back  to  us  in 
two  or  three  months'  time,  and  will  do  his  best  to  obtain  a  pupil  for  the 
Training-School  at  Beekhuizen. 

'*  We  learn  that  the  small  congregation  of  free  negroes  at  Gansee 
continues  in  a  quiet  course,  althou^  £scouraging  occurrences  are  not 
wanting. 

"  The  day  before  yesterday  we  heard  that  John  Arabi,  the 
grandson  of  the  well-known  chief  Arabini,  the  first-fruit  of  Missionary 
enterprise  among  the  free  negroes,  had  recently  departed  ^s  life. 
He  was  old,  and  had  long  been  feeble.  We  have  the  firm  conviction 
that  he  has  entered  into  the  joy  of  his  Lord.  There  is  no  doubt  tiiat 
this  is  a  great  loss  for  our  congregation  in  the  country  of  the  firee 
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negroes ;  for  althougli  John  has  long  ceased  to  be  yery  active,  in  conse- 
quence of  his  advanced  age,  it  was  important  to  have  such  a  man 
occupying  the  post  of  captain  or  chief  of  Gransee  and  the  surrounding 
district.  Under  his  rule,  the  converted  natives  could  lead  a  quiet  and 
peaceable  life,  and  edify  one  another.  I  do  not  know  who  is  likely  to 
be  his  successor  in  authority.  But  humanly  speaking,  a  heathen  chief 
•would  have  it  in  his  power  to  do  much  harm.  However,  we  trust  the 
Ix)rd  of  the  harvest  will  protect  this  little  isolated  congregation," 


NORTH  AMERICAN  INDIANS. 

(From  the  MUsums-Blatt,) 

The  Mission  among  the  Delaware  Indians,  at  New  Fairfield  tin 

Canada,  and  Westfield  in  Kansas  Territory. 
THE  following  extracts  from  the  last  Report  of  the  Bethlehem  Society 
for  Propagating  the  Gospel  among  the  Heathen,  will  show  with  what 
difficulties  the  Missionaries  have  had  to  contend  in  the  execution  of 
their  work. 

We  have  on  this  occasion,  as  has  been  the  case  for  several  years, 
little  to  communicate  that  is  of  an  encouraging  character.  Temporal 
complications,  especially  relating  to  the  lands  occupied  by  the  Indians, 
unavoidably  claim  the  attention  of  the  Missionaries  and  their  flocks  ; 
and  it  cannot  be  denied  that  these  occurrences  act  as  hindrances  to  the 
Mission -work.  At  the  same  time,  these  circumstances  are  not  to  be 
attributed  either  to  negligence  or  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  Mis- 
sionaries, or  of  the  constituted  authorities.  The  latter  evidently  view 
our  apparently  insignificant  Missionary  efforts  with  a  favourable  eye, 
and  seek  to  support  and  forward  them.  This  will  appear  from  the 
following  brief  statement  of  the  events  of  the  past  year. 

1.  New  Fairfield,  in  Canada. 
"IT  may  be  remembered,  that  an  unpleasant  disturbance  occurred  in 
this  congregation,  in  consequence  of  the  permission  to  fell  the  timber 
on  the  tract  allotted  to  the  Indians.  The  result  was,  that  Grovemment 
revoked  the  permission.  This  caused  much  distress  to  some  of  the 
Indians,  who  had  depended  on  this  source  of  emolument  for  their  sub- 
sistence. Their  sufferings  were  materially  increased  by  the  high  price 
of  provisions.  Government  once  more  assisted  them  by  a  distribution 
of  flour  and  money.  But  it  Was  understood,  that  this  would  be  the 
last  aid  of  that  kind. 

"  It  has  already  been  mentioned,  that,  in  consequence  of  an  im- 
portant line  of  railway  passing  near  our  station,  the  attention  of  many 
Was  drawn  to  the  land  «5lotted  to  the  Indians.  Hence  the  independent 
existence  of  the  latter  was  likely  to  be  endangered  by  the  intrusion  of 
a  white  population.  But  the  Government  did  not  lose  sight  of  the 
welfare  of  the  Indians,  and  therefore  resolved  to  survey  the  land  occu- 
pied by  our  coilgregation,  securing  to  every  adult  male  a  lot  of  87-Jr 
acres,  to  be  hedd  under  a  trust-deed,  so  as  to  prevent  its  being  alienated ; 
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while  the  remainder,  which  would  be  30,000  acres,  was  to  be  sold  by 
auction,  and  the  intei-est  of  the  proceeds  to  be  devoted  to  the  benefit 
of  the  Indians.  One  lot  is  to  be  assigned  for  the  Mission-family,  and 
the  land  already  occupied  by  us  is  to  form  part  of  it.  This  proposal 
was  laid  before  the  Indians  by  three  Commissioners  who  came  hither 
for  the  pui'pose.  Some  opposition  was  made ;  but  the  chiefs,  Timothy 
and  John  Peter,  signed  the  agreement,  and  their  example  was  followed 
by  the  rest. 

'^  One  result  of  this  measure  will  undoubtedly  be,  that  all  hope 
of  any  considerable  numerical  increase  of  the  congregation  is  at  an 
end.  Still  it  must  be  remembered,  that  from  other  causes  there  has 
long  been  but  little  prospect  of  increase.  We  trust  the  more  pleasing 
consequences  will  not  be  wanting,  namely,  that  the  minds  of  the 
Indians  will  be  less  disturbed ;  that  the  Miissionaries  will  be  enabled 
to  follow  their  vocation  with  greater  cheerfulness ;  and  that,  by  the 
Lord's  blessing  on  their  labours,  the  power  of  the  word  of  the  cross, 
and  the  grace  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus,  may  be  more  gloriously  mani- 
fested. 

''Amid  all  the  disturbing  influences  of  the  past  year,  Br.  Yoglcr 
had  the  pleasure  to  observe,  that  the  services  of  Uie  church  were 
better  attended  than  had  been  the  case  for  a  long  time ;  and  that  the 
good  seed  of  the  Word  had  not  been  sown  in  vain,  was  more  than  once 
manifested  on  the  bed  of  sickness  and  of  death." 

(From  the  Moravian,) 

Br.  J.  Vogler,  of  New  Fairfield,  writes  to  the  editors  of  the 
'Moravian,'  under  date  February  16th,  185S,  as  follows:  *'0n  the 
evening  of  December  24th,  groups  of  men,  women,  and  children  might 
be  seen  moving  towards  the  church.  Several  families  arrived  on 
ox-sledges,  not  the  most  elegant  or  expeditious  mode  of  travelling. 
Shortly  after  dusk  the  bell  rang,  to  inform  all  that  the  helpers  were 
ready  to  receive  the  cakes,  which  were  to  be  distributed  during  the 
love-feast.  In  about  half  an  hour,  each  family  had  deposited  the 
requisite  number,  and  in  the  meantime  a  large  kettle  of  tea  was 
prepared,  well  sweetened  with  maple-sugar.  The  senior  helper 
informed  me  that  '  all  things  were  now  ready,'  and  at  the  ringing  of 
the  bell  the  Indians  entered  the  church  and  took  their  seats  with  great 
decorum.  An  Indian  hymn  and  one  in  English  were  sung,  a  small 
melodeon  supplying  the  place  of  an  organ.  .Ailer  a  discourse,  relative 
to  the  proper  manner  of  keeping  the  festivals  of  the  Church,  the  narra- 
tive of  our  Saviour's  birth,  as  contained  in  the  translated  Harmony  of 
the  Gospels,  was  read.  Then  followed  the  love-feast.  The  buns  were 
somewhat  more  substantial  than  those  which  are  made  use  of  in  our 
home-congregations.  They  were  about  seven  inches  in  diameter  and 
two  thick,  made  of  Indian  com-meal,  ground  in  an  aboriginal  mill, 
such  as  that  which  is  exhibited  in  the  Museum  at  Bethlehem.  Tin 
cups  were  used  for  the  tea.  There  were  no  strangers  present ;  but 
some,  who  had  forsaken  us  several  years  ago,  again  made  jtheir 
appearance.  All  listened  with  marked  attention  to  the  history  of  the 
Saviour's  birth,  and  to  the  discourse.  After  uniting  in  prayer,  and 
singing  the  doxology,  the  congregation  was  dismissed. 

'*  On  Christmas-day  there  was  preaching  in  the  forenoon ;  and  in 
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the  attemoon,  the  children  met  to  recite  the  hymns  which  Uicy  had 
committed  to  memory.  With  few  exceptions  they  had  learned  both 
English  and  Indian  hymns.  I  regard  the  hymns  taught  the  children 
as  seed  sown  in  a  ground  not  yet  overrun  ^^'ith  weeds,  and  which,  by 
the  blessing  of  God,  will  take  root.  As  an  instance,  I  may  mention, 
that  during  my  abode  with  the  Delaware  nation,  twenty  years  ago,  I 
met  with  a  very  aged  woman,  whose  parents  had  once  resided  at  one 
of  our  stations  and  afterwards  returned  to  their  heathen  friends.  She 
could  still  repeat  portions  of  the  hymns  which  she  had  learned  in  her 
childhood.  Amid  all  the  gloom  of  paganism  ai*ound  her,  she  still  saw 
a  faint  light  of  the  gospel. 

"The  remainder  of  the  day  was  spent  by  the  children  going  in 
from  house  to  house,  and  expressing  their  good  wishes  for  the  inmates ; 
in  return  for  which,  they  received  presents  of  apples,  cakes,  &c. 
In  order  that  all  may  take  part  in  this  interchange  of  salutations 
and  gifts,  such  families  as  live  at  a  distance  come  into  the  village 
and  stop  with  friends.  The  weather  was  remarkably  fine  and  favour- 
able for  the  occasion. 

"  The  congregation,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  consisted  of  28 
communicants,  and  101  non-communicants. 

"  Epiphany  still  continues  to  be  observed  on  the  6th  of  January. 
Having  so  lately  come  out  of  paganism,  it  is  a  day  of  much  interest 
to  this  congregation.  Aft^r  reading  the  account  which  the  Evangelist 
gives  of  the  visit  and  oblations  of  the  wise  men,  I  preached  a  sermon, 
to  show  what  sacrifice  is  our  reasonable  service,  on  Rom.  xii.  1.  In 
the  evening  we  met  with  the  communicanis  to  commemorate  the  dying 
love  of  our  once  crucified  Redeemer.  Amid  all  our  weakness  and 
many  imperfections,  we  felt  that  He  was  present  with  us. 

'*  There  is  much  sameness  in  the  reports  from  our  Indian  Mis* 
sions.  Like  the  hour-hand  of  a  clock,  we  move  so  slowly,  that  our 
progress  is  not  perceived,  till  after  the  lapse  of  a  considerable  time. 
Still,  I  cannot  help  contrasting  the  outward  appearance  of  the  Indians, 
when  seated  in  church,  with  what  it  was  twenty- four  years  ago.  Then, 
every  one,  old  and  young,  sat  wrapped  in  a  blanket,  and  not  a  few  had 
knives  in  their  belts,  and  the  soft  mocassins  to  protect  their  feet.  The 
feelings  produced  by  the  first  sight  of  such  an  assembly  of  Christian 
worshippers  are  indescribable.  At  present,  there  is  not  a  male,  old  or 
young,  that  weai's  a  blanket  in  church.  The  females,  or,  as  most 
people  say,  *  the  squaws,'  a  term  which  we  never  can  hear  without 
disgust,  ai'e  more  tenacious  of  their  old  mode  of  dress.  Thase  who 
can  afford  to  get  fine  broadcloth,  use  it  instead  of  a  blanket.  Of  late, 
shawls  are  becoming  fashionable.  But  all  these  things  are  mere 
externals,  and  do  not  affect  the  spiritual  state  of  the  congregation. 
A  most  pleasing  change  has  been  wrought  in  respect  to  superstitions. 
We  no  more  hear  of  witchcraft,  conjurers,  and  such  things  and 
persons.  These  'children  of  the  devil'  (Acts  xiii.  10)  always  with- 
stood the  Missionaries,  until  the  power  of  the  gospel  either  changed 
them  or  destroyed  their  influence.  While  we  rejoice  at  this,  it  is  a 
cause  of  deep  regret,  that,  after  so  many  years  of  labour,  there  is  so 
small  a  number  of  that  people,  who,  less  tlian  two  centuries  ago,  wei-e 
loi-ds  of  the  soil  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  in  the  enjoyment  of 
the  blessings  of  the  gospel.     The  prospect  of  finding  an  extcnc-ivc, 
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unoccupied  field  of  labour  among  the  North  American  Indians  is  not 
bright. 

^'  On  the  island  of  Great  Manitoulin,  the  Boman  Catholics  have 
two  stations,  in  a  very  flourishing  condition,  a  proof  of  the  great 
advantage  of  perfect  isolation.  The  priest  is  *  monarch  of  all  he 
surveys.*  There  was  a  white  trader  located  among  them,  who  was 
not  allowed  to  keep  spirituous  liquor,  except  for  his  o\vn  use.  But 
sometimes  the  Indians  got  a  taste  of  it.  To  prevent  such  an  evil,  the 
trader  was  at  last  forbidden  to  keep  any  spirits. 

**  The  only  field  which  is  not  wholly  occupied,  appe^s  to  be  in 
the  Hudson's  Bay  territory.  A  Mission  in  those  high  latitudes,  would, 
in  all  probability,  be  nearly  of  the  same  nature  as  that  in  Labrador. 
Since,  therefore,  there  are  no  prospects  of  accomplishing  great  things, 
let  us  *  not  despise  the  day  of  smiall  things.'  If  we  intend  to  go 
forward  with  our  Indian  Missions,  we  must  look  to  the  north-west. 
It  is  true,  civilization  is  moving  in  that  direction  with  rapid  strides, 
and  the  Indians  will  ultimately  have  to  give  way  before  it ;  but, 
discouraging  as  this  thought  is,  it  is,  nevertheless,  our  duty  to  cast 
the  net  wherever  and  whenever  the  Lord  commands,  even  if  *  we  have 
toiled  all  night  and  taken  nothing.'  Let  our  constant  prayer  be,  that 
He  may  open  new  ways  to  bring  the  gospel  to  the  poor  benighted 
aborigines  of  America. 

2.  Westfield  in  KA.NSAS  Tebbitoby. 

^^  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  trial  to  this  Mission,  on 
account  of  the  land  ceded  by  Government  for  the  Christian  Indians. 
As  WjM  already  mentioned  in  last  yearns  report,  the  possession  of  this 
land  was  rendered  insecure  by  the  intrusion  of  white  settlers ;  and  it 
seemed  that  there  was  little  prospect  of  the  eventual  undisturbed 
occupation  of  it  by  our  people,  as  it  was  surrounded  \y^  the  settlements 
of  emigrants,  and  the  value  of  the  land  was  much  ucreased  by  the 
neighbourhood  of  two  thriving  towns.  So  threatening  did  these 
circumstances  appear,  that  there  was  serious  reason  to  believe  that 
it  would  be  necessary  to  remove  the  congregation  to  some  other 
locality,  or  even  to  suspend  the  Mission  altogether.  At  the  period 
of  our  last  anniversary,  it  had  been  resolved  to  send  a  Brother  on  a 
visitation  to  Westfield ;  and  this  commission  was  entrusted  to  Br.  G. 
Oehler,  as  being  thorouglily  acquainted  with  the  character  of  the 
Indians,  as  well  as  the  position  of  affairs,  in  consequence  of  his  fi)rmer 
eight  years*  service  there.  From  his  report,  and  from  a  memorial 
from  the  Indians  accompanying  it,  it  was  evidently  the  wish  of  the 
latter  to  remain  at  their  present  place  of  abode,  and  to  continue  under 
the  spiritual  care  of  the  Brethren.  As  it  also  appeared,  on  a  visit 
paid  by  Br.  Oehler  at  Washington,  that  the  authorities  were  inclined 
to  secure  the  Indians  in  their  possession  of  the  land,  and  as  the  con- 
gregation had  expressed  a  wish  that  Br.  Oehler  should  take  charge  of 
them,  the  appointment  was  given  to  this  Brother.  On  his  arrival  he 
brought  with  him  a  document  from  the  Commissioner  of  Indian 
Affairs  at  Washington,  by  which  the  Indians  agreed  to  dispose  of  120 
acres  of  their  four  sections  of  land  to  the  Brethren  for  Mission- 
purposes  at  a  low  price.  This  agreement,  however,  required  the  signa- 
tures of  the  three  chiefs  of  our  Indians.    Unfavourable  circumstances, 
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of  which  more  will  be  hereafter  stated,  have  hitherto  prevented  this 
firom  taking  place.  But  the  latest  accounts  lead  us  to  hope  for  a 
£Eivourable  issue. 

*'This  proposal  caused  renewed  crafty  attempts  to  persuade 
the  Indians  to  part  with  their  fertile  lands.  A  certain  Colonel  J.,  a 
lawyer,  who  was  most  likely  the  agent  of  some  land- company,  made 
himself  particularly  busy,  pretendii^  that  the  Indians  could  sell  their 
land  for  a  large  sum  of  money,  and  that  he,  being  acquainted  with 
the  laws,  would  be  able  to  negotiate  with  the  Government  at  Wash- 
ington. To  the  surprise  and  grief  of  the  Missionaries,  the  principal 
chief,  Frederick,  an  universally  respected  helper-brother,  and  hitherto 
honourably  distinguished  as  having  supported  the  Missionaries,  and 
acted  for  the  good  of  the  congregation,  was  among  those  who  were 
deluded.  There  is  little  doubt  that  bribery,  as  well  as  the  arts  of  per- 
suasion, had  been  made  use  of  to  blind  this  man.  He  and  two  others 
allowed  themselves  to  be  induced  to  go  to  Washington  to  effect  a  sale 
of  the  whole  land.  Only  a  small  portion  of  the  congregation  openly 
sided  with  them,  and  it  appeared  not  likely  that  a  treaty  legally  con- 
cluded with  the  Indians  by  the  President  and  Congress,  could  be  set 
aside  by  any  individual  whatsoever.  Still,  a  degree  of  suspense  as  to 
the  result,  was  painfiilly  felt  by  the  Missionary  cmd  the  well-disposed 
members  of  the  congregation,  especiallv  as  a  new  Commissioner  of 
Indian  Affairs  had  taken  the  place  of  the  former  officer,  who  had 
manifested  a  very  kind  interest  on  behalf  of  the  Mission.  It  was, 
however,  pleasing  to  observe  that  the  services  of  the  church  continued 
to  be  well  attended,  as  was  also  the  school. 

^'  Ailer  an  absence  of  several  weeks,  Frederick  and  his  party 
returned  from  Washington.  They  reported  that  they  had  signed  an 
agreement  to  sell  t^r  lands  to  Colonel  J.  for  the  sum  of  40,000 
dollars,  that  the  moXy  was  deposited  in  a  bank  at  St.  Louis,  and  that 
the  deed  of  sale  was  drawn  up.  As  this  information  was  corroborated 
by  persons  who  were  not  connected  with  the  other  party,  we  knew  not 
what  to  think.  At  length,  Br.  Oehler  felt  called  upon  to  communicate 
the  real  state  of  the  case  to  the  new  Commissioner,  in  reply  to  which 
he  was  informed  that  no  such  transactions  as  those  referred  to  had 
taken  place,  and  thai  the  relations,  idtherto  existing,  still  remained  in 
force. 

'*  Not  long  before  this,  the  Commissioner  had  informed  the  Super- 
intendent of  &dian  affiurs  at  St.  Louis,  that  our  Indians  were  au- 
thorized, under  their  patent,  to  eject  intruders  from  their  land ;  and 
that  in  case  the  authorities  in  the  territory  did  not  afford  them  the 
proper  protection,  they  could  appeal  to  the  supreme  Government. 

^'  The  result  of  all  this  was,  that  some  respectable  persons  who 
had  settled  on  the  land  before  it  was  allotted  to  the  Indians,  now  came 
forward  with  the  offer  to  purchase  the  plots  they  held.  Our  people 
had  previously  agreed,  with  the  consent  of  the  Grovemment-agent,  to 
make  such  a  division  of  the  lands  among  themselves,  as  to  give  each 
man  40  acres.  This  would  leave  120  acres  for  the  Mission,  and  640 
for  sale.  The  above-mentioned  settlers  sought  to  have  such  a  division 
effected,  as  would  leave  the  plots  occupied  by  them  in  the  portion  to 
be  sold.  A  council  was  held  by  the  Indians,  and  the  division  and  sale 
in  the  manner  above  stated,  agreed  on.    But,  in  spite  of  Br.  Oehler's 
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objections,  the  Indians  were  satisfied  to  receive  20,000  dollars  for  what 
they  sold,  while  the  land  was  worth  60,000.  The  execntion  of  this 
agreement,  however,  requires  the  sanction  of  the  authorities  at  Wash- 
ington, who  may  possibly  object  to  the  low  price.  It  is  also  possible, 
that  Frederick  and  his  party,  who  still  persist  in  their  opposition,  may 
view  this  as  an  opportunity  for  renewed  agitation.  However,  the  pur- 
chasers will,  without  doubt,  strenuously  endeavour  to  bring  about  the 
fulfilment  of  the  arrangement  proposed,  which  will,  at  all  events,  have 
the  good  result  of  securing  the  120  acres  to  the  Mission.  This  state 
of  things  encourages  the  hope  of  a  beneficial  issue,  and  that  the  Lord 
will  be  pleased  not  to  remove  the  candlestick  out  of  its  place,  but 
rather  cause  the  light  to  shine  anew  on  the  whole  district. 

*'  The  council,  above  spoken  of,  was  held  beside  the  sick-bed  of 
Br.  Oehler,  as  he  was  suffering  from  painful  injuries  received  on  occa- 
sion of  a  conflagration.  At  about  2  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  August 
2nd,  the  Mission-family  was  suddenly  aroused  from  sleep.  An  out- 
house, only  12  feet  from  the  dwelling-house,  was  in  flames.  As  water 
could  not  be  obtained  in  any  quantity,  in  consequence  of  the  wood- 
work over  the  well  being  on  fire,  the  efforts  made  were  confined  to  the 
preservation  of  the  dwelling-house.  While  the  other  inmates  were 
engaged  in  carrying  the  children  and  furniture  into  the  open  air,  Br. 
Oehler  spread  wetted  carpets  on  the  roof,  in  doing  which  he  was  so 
severely  burned,  as  to  be  obliged  to  retire.  By  this  itime,  however, 
the  In^ans  came  to  help,  and  fetched  water  from  a  spring  at  a  little 
distance  By  God's  blessing  on  their  exertions,  the  house  was  saved. 
Br.  Oehler  was  obliged  to  keep  his  bed  for  several  weeks.  According 
to  the  last  accounts,  the  bums  were  healing,  bu^  he  was  still  unable  to 
walk.  The  damage,  including  the  valuable  hives  of  bees  which  were 
destroyed,  is  estimated  at  500  dollars.  On  the  following  day,  a  worthy 
man,  who  was  engaged  as  labourer,  lost  his  life  in  the  endeavour  to 
dear  the  ehoked-up  well,  being  suflbcated  by  the  foul  air. 

"  The  crops  wore  so  promising,  as  to  encourage  the  hope,  that  all 
the  expenses  of  the  station,  exclusively  of  some  connected  with  the 
school,  would,  with  good  management,  be  defrayed,  without  burden- 
ing the  Mission-fund. 

'*  Thus  then  a  year  has  passed,  full  of  severe  trials  for{theBCssion- 
aries, — trials  so  oppressive  for  soul  and  body,  that  they  were  only 
supported  by  the  conviction  that  all  was  thus  ordered  by  the  good 
pleasure  of  the  Lord,  who  had  determined  the  bounds  of  their  habita- 
tion, and  whom  they  and  those  who  were  committed  to  their  charge 
strove  feithfuUy  to  serve.  He  heard  their  prayers  and  graciously 
comforted  them  in  their  deep  affliction.  At  their  distant  and  solitary 
out-post,  they  commend  themselves  to  the  remembrance  and  interces* 
sion  of  all  their  Brethren  and  Sisters,  and  Friends." 


AUSTRALIA. 

OUR  readers  will  be  interested  to  learn,  from  the  following  letters, 
that  the  Bm.  Spieseke  and  Hagenauer  have  arrived  safely  at  Mel- 
bourne.    Their  voyage  appears  to  have  been  marked  by  no  occurrence 
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of  peculiar  iaterest  or  importance,  while  they  were  pi-eserved  by  the 
Lord's  protecting  care  from  such  disasters  and  trials  as  are  not  un- 
common on  the  mighty  deep.  Their  needless  detention  on  board  the 
ship,  for  some  days  after  they  had  reached  the  harbour,  must-  have 
been  exceedingly  tantalizing,  after  so  long  a  voyage.  It  was,  however, 
attended  with  no  further  unpleasant  consequences  than  a  severe  trial 
of  patience. 

The  kindness  with  which  our  Brethren  were  received  by  the 
Governor,  the  Bishop,  and  other  influential  persons, — ^the  satisfaction  at 
their  arrival  expressed  by  old  and  tried  friends,  who  were  not  ignorant 
of  former  efibrts  and  of  former  failures, — and  the  hearty  desire  mani- 
fested on  all  hands  to  co-operate  with  and  assist  them, — afford  ground 
for  much  thankfulness. 

It  will  be  seen,  that  the  Missionaries,  by  the  advice  of  several  of 
the  best-informed  of  the  friends  of  the  cause,  were  about  to  undertake 
a  journey  to  the  Wimmera  district,  in  order  to  make  a  survey  of  the 
locality^  and  to  select  one  of  the  three  sites  which  liad  been  fixed  on, 
as  eligible  for  the  contemplated  station.  Long  ere  now,  this  important 
matter  is  decided.  May  the  choice  made  turn  out,  under  the  Lord's 
blessing,  to  be  a  judicious  one ! 

By  the  kind  offices  of  the  Bishop,  it  appears  that  our  Brothi*en 
are  sure  to  meet  with  a  cordial  welcome  and  every  assistance  from  a 
gentleman  resident  in  the  district,  and  likely  to  be  acquainted  with 
all  circumstances  of  importance,  to  whom  his  Lordship  gave  them  a 
letter  of  introduction. 

In  the  hope  and  prayer  that  the  Lord  would  prosper  the  efforts 
made  to  bring  at  least  some  of  the  poor  debased  natives  of  Australia 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth ;  and  to  this  end,  that  He  would  direct 
and  bless  the  initiatory  steps  taken  towards  this  blessed  work,  we  are 
assured,  that  all  who  love  Him,  and  desire  the  coming  of  His  kingdom 
will  heartily  join. 


From  Br.  J.  H.  Spieseke. 
"  Dear  Brother,  "  Melbourne,  May  15M,  1858. 

"  WITH  thankfulness  to  our  gracious  Lord  and  Saviour,  I  am  able  to 
announce  to  you  that  we  landed  here  yesterday.  May  14th,  in  health  and 
safety  after  a  pleasant  and  expeditious  voyage.  We  should  have  land- 
ed a  week  earlier,  had  we  not  been  detained  in  quarantine,  in  conse- 
quence of  a  false  report  handed  in  by  an  individual  who  had  sailed  with 
us  in  the  capacity  of  surgeon,  to  the  effect  that  the  small-pox  was 
on  board. 

"  We  have  already  seen  some  of  our  former  kind  friends.  Among 
these  I  would  mention  the  Rev.  Mr.  Chase,  who  received  lis  with 
much  kindness  and  cordiality.  He  expressed  himself  surprised,  but 
at  the  same  time  glad  to  see  us. 
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'^  The  BUhop  is  from  home,  but  as  he  is  expected  to  return  in  the 
course  of  a  few  days,  we  hope  to  see  him  shortly. 

*^  We  shall  make  arrangements  for  waiting  on  the  Governor  early 
next  week. 

June  lOM,  1858. 

^^  Since  I  last  wrote,  we  have  seen  the  Grovemor  and  the  Bishop. 
Mr.  N.  Campbell  had  been  good  enough  to  announce  to  His  Excel- 
lency our  arrival,  and  our  desire  to  obtain  an  audience,  and  accom- 
panied us  to  Grovemment-house  on  the  18th  of  May.  We  met  with 
an  encouragingly  kind  and  friendly  reception.  After  we  had  delivered 
our  letters  ^introduction,  His  Excellency  inquired  about  our  voyage, 
expressed  his  gratification  at  our  safe  arrival,  and  promised  us 
a  letter  of  introduction  to  the  Chief  Secretary,  Mr.  O'Shanassy,  at  the 
same  time  declaring  that  it  was  lus  desire  to  forward  our  work  by  any 
means  in  his  power. 

'*0n  the  20th,  we  waited  on  the  Bishop.  His  Lordship  ex- 
pressed his  joy  at  our  arrival,  wished  us  success,  and  commended  us 
and  our  undertaking  in  prayer  to  Him  whose  work  we  are  engaged 
in.  His  Lordship  and  Mrs.  Perry  had  recently  been  in  the  district 
where  it  has  been  proposed  that  we  should  settle,  and  expressed  their 
belief  that  we  shall  have  good  neighbours. 

^*  On  the  22nd,  we  were  able  to  meet  with  the  Chief  Secretary, 
who  read  to  us  the  very  kind  and  encouraging  letter  the  Gk>vemorliad 
written  in  our  behalf,  made  some  inquiries  as  to  our  means,  and  pro- 
mised to  peruse  the  documents  relating  to  our  case. 

*^  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  Mr.  Chase  accompanied  us 
to  Mr.  Grice,  of  the  firm  of  Grice,  Sumner,  Ss  Co.,  who  was  recom- 
mended as  agent  for  our  Mission,  and  to  whom  we  had  a  letter  of  in- 
troduction. We  found  both  these  gentlemen  much  interested  on  be- 
half of  our  work,  and  Mr.  Grice  was  willing  to  undertake  the  agency. 

"  It  was  the  advice  of  the  Bishop  and  several  other  friends,  that 
we  should  ask  the  Govemor^s  permission  to  go  and  examine  the  place 
proposed  for  our  friture  station,— leaving  ail  negotiations  to  be  trans- 
acted afterwards.  His  Excellency  approved  of  this  plan,  and  sent  us 
by  Captain  Timms  a  letter  to  Mr.  Wright,  Commissioner  of  Crown 
Lauds  for  the  Wimmera  district.  It  appears  that  three  localities  are 
proposed,  which  we  are  to  examine  and  select  from.  May  the 
Loi^  graciously  direct  us  in  our  choice ! 

'*  We  hope  to  set  out  on  the  15th  inst.  We  shall  proceed  to 
Geelong,  where  we  shall  visit  Br.  Lees,  and  thence  by  Ballarat  to 
Lexton,  the  residence  of  Mr.  Wright.  Our  frirther  progress  must  be 
determined  by  circumstances." 


From  Br.  P.  A.  Haoenauer. 
^'  Dear  Brotheb,  *'  Melbourke,  June  9M,  1858. 

"  ON  the  day  after  our  arrival,  we  visited  Mr.  N.  Campbell  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Chase,  both  of  whom  received  us  very  kindly.  On  Sunday, 
the  16th  of  May,  we  partook  of  the  Holy  Communion  with  Mr.  Chase's 
congregation. 

*'  On  the  18th,  we  called  on  Mr.  J.  M»  Smith,  the  former  agent 
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of  the  Mission,  and  I  was  pleased  to  find  him  such  a  cordial  and  sym- 
pathizing friend.  Mr.  Campbell  afterwards  accompanied  us  to  the 
Grovemor.  His  Excellency  is  favourable  to  our  cause,  and  received 
us  with  much  kindness,  saying,  that  it  was  his  intention  to  co-operate 
with  the  Bishop  on  our  behalf. 

**  On  the  20th,  we  were  introduced  to  the  Under-Secretary,  Mr. 
Moore.  This  gentleman  appeared  to  be  best  acquainted  with  our 
matter,  and  at  once  promised  to  assist  us  by  his  advice  and  co- 
operation, which  will  be  very  valuable. 

"  We  did  not  see  Mr.  O'Shanassy  till  the  22nd.  He  read  to  us 
the  letter  he  had  received  from  the  Governor,  and  stated  that  what 
the  former  Government  had  engaged  to  do,  should  be  carried  out  b^ 
the  present  one. 

"  The  Bishop  was  exceedingly  kind,  and,  although  much  occupied 
with  official  duties,  promised  to  assist  us  to  the  utmost  of  his  power. 
His  Lordship  and  Mrs.  Perry  had  been  recently  in  the  district  where  it 
is  proposed  to  establish  the  Mission-station.  They  kindly  undertook 
to  furnish  us  with  an  introduction  to  a  respectable  settler  residing 
there.  We  had  also  the  three  localities  pointed  out  to  us  on  the  map, 
one  of  which  is  to  be  selected  for  the  station.  The  first,  and,  accord- 
ing to  the  accounts  we  hear,  probably  the  best  of  these,  is  about  four 
miles  N.£.  from  Mount  Zero ;  the  second  lies  exactly  under  the  142nd 
degree  of  east  longitude,  some  miles  north  of  Horsham;  the  third  lies 
between  Antwerp  and  the  estate  of  Mr.  Eilerman.  This  gentleman  la 
a  friend  of  the!^shop's,  and  we  are  sure  of  a  kind  reception  from  him. 
It  was  from  Mr.  EUerman's  estate  that  the  native  boy  came,  who  was 
brought  to  London  by  Mr.  Chase,  and  a  memoir  of  whom  you  once 
lent  me  to  read. 

*^  We  feel  truly  thankfrd,  that  our  cause  here  is  evidently  making 
progress, — slowly  certainly,  yet,  we  would  hope,  surely.  It  is  also  a 
matter  of  rejoicing  that  we  have  met  with  so  many  influential  friends 
who  are  &vourable  to  our' work ;  but  we  are  still  deeply  convinced, 
that  prosperity  and  blessing  come  from  the  Lord  alone ;  and  that  the 
best  earthly  benefactors  cannot  give  us  child-like  fidth,  sincerity  of 
heart,  and  brotherly  love;  but  that  all  these  benefits  must  be  obtained 
from  Him  who  is  the  soiurce  of  all  blessing,  even  the  Lord  Jesus  Chrbt. 

'^  I  do  not  think  I  could  write  much  respecting  the  country  which 
would  interest  you,  as  you  probably  know  much  more  than  I  have 
been  able  to  ascertain  in  these  few  days.  I  will  only  add  that  we  are 
both  quite  welL" 


CENTRAL  ASIA. 

Letter  from  Br,  H.  A.  Jaschke. 
"  Dear  Brother,  '       "  Kybjlang,  May  ZQth^  1858. 

**  THE  most  important  fact  in  relation  to  our  work  is,  that  a  short 
time  ago  we  arrived  at  a  quite  new  conclusion  in  reference  to  transla- 
tion. It  is  this — that  I  may  at  once  proceed  to  make  use  for  trans- 
lation of  the  stock  of  words  and  phrases  which  I  have  acquired  during 
the  winter,  principally  from  the  attentive  perusal  of  the  Tibetan  book 
Janglun.    Of  course,  this  does  not  refer  to  any  extensive  translation 
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for  the  press,  but  rather  to  a  selection  of  Scripture-passages  likely  to 
be  useful  in  the  promulgation  of  the  gospel.  When  I  began  to  cany 
out  this  new  idea,  I  found  the  work  easier,  and  mj  efforts  more  sue* 
cessful  than  I  had  anticipated.  I  had  acquired  a  number  of  words 
and  phrases,  of  the  proper  signification  of  which  I  could  judge  with 
sufficient  certainty.  And  besides  this,  if  any  passage  presented  insur- 
mountable difficidties,  I  could,  without  inconvenience,  lay  it  aside,  till 
I  had  obtained  better  information,  and,  meanwhile,  go  on  with  anodicr. 
We  feel  assured  that  this  plan,  however  imperfect,  will  prepare  the 
way  for  preaching  the  gospel  sooner,  and  be  in  all  respects  better, 
than  to  make  use  of  the  services  of  a  heathen  translator,  while  we 
still  have  too  imperfect  a  knowledge  of  the  language  to  be  able  to 
judge  of  his  work. 

'^  We  have  just  been  informed  that  two  Roman  Catholic  Mission- 
aries have  arrived  at  Chini  in  Kunawur.  lliey  are  destined  for  Tibet, 
are  spoken  of  by  the  natives  as  good  people,  and  live  in  a  very  simple 
manner." 

ExTBACT   of  the  DiABT  of  the  M18SIONABIS8  at  Ktslako,  from 

Septemhery  1857,  to  March,  1858. 
September  16M,  1857. — ^TELE  son  of  the  aged  chief  Lama  of  E!ardaDg, 
who  is  well  versed  in  all  the  sciences  with  which  the  Tibetans  are 
acquainted,  came  to  us  and  explained  his  calculations  of  the  impend- 
ing eclipse  of  the  sun.  He  seemed  to  have  a  very  simple  mode  of 
doing  this,  though  I  was  of  course  unable  to  form  a  very  correct  idea 
of  it.  They  appear  to  be  able  to  determine  the  time  and  extent  of 
the  obscuration.  But  the  annular  appearance  and  its  cause  seemed  to 
be  something  quite  incomprehensible  to  them.  The  young  man 
referred  to,  stated  that  the  eclipse  would  be  total ;  but  he  and  all  the 
other  natives  were  perplexed  at  its  annularity.  They  all  cling  to  the 
idea  that  a  dragon  endeavours  to  devour  the  eclipsed  luminary.  But, 
on  this  occasion,  the  ring- like  appearance  could  not  be  made  to  tally 
with  this  notion.  Nevertheless,  an  outrageous  noise  was  made  in  aU 
the  villages,  with  drumming  and  firing  guns,  to  frighten  the  dragon 
away.  '1  ho  Tibetans  are  far  more  afraid  of  an  eclipse  of  the  sun 
than  of  an  earthquake. 

October  2nd, —  We  discharged  our  Hindoo  work-people.  We 
were  glad  to  be  able  to  do  this,  as  they  exerted  an  unfavourable 
influenee  on  the  Tibetans,  and,  even  after  they  had  left  us,  acted 
oppressively  to  some  of  the  poor  people.  Yet  a  few  of  them  wept  at 
parting.  And  Parbutee,  the  most  serious  and  trustworthy  of  the 
number,  punctually  delivered  the  letters  we  sent  by  him,  and  wrote 
to  us  to  offer  his  services  ai^ain,  regretting  he  had  ever  left  sudi  kind 
masters.  We,  however,  liad  come  to  the  resolution  to  have  no 
Hindoos  about  U9,  both  on  account  of  the  advantages  of  being  confined 
to  the  Tibetan  language,  and  of  the  evil  influence  exerted  by  the 
Hindoos  on  our  people. 

Their  places  were  taken  by  the  following  Tibetans:  Tsultrim, 
a  Lama  from  Zangskar,  well  versed  in  Tibetan  literature,  and  in 
the  various  dialects  of  the  language,  willing  to  give  explanations, 
and  well-conducted;  Lobzang  Tschospel,  with  his  wife,  Dschor- 
som  Pantsog8,  and  their  son.      Lobzang  has  not  muoh  to  do,  and 
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therefore  gets  but  small  wages.  He  will,  however,  be  useful  next 
summer,  when  we  shall  have  to  finish  our  dwelling.  His  wife  is  our 
cook.  Besides  these,  there  is  Mipam,  who  officiates  as  a  servant  of 
all  work.  There  is  a  great  difference  between  these  people  and  the 
Hindoos,  the  former  being  kinder,  less  distrustful,  more  honest,  and 
more  willing  to  work  than  the  latter.  The  Lama,  when  his  services 
as  a  teacher  ai*e  not  required,  willingly  assists  in  gathering  wood, 
digging,  &c. 

October  18M.  —  Having  entered  our  dwelling-house,  we  agreed 
upon  a  regular  plan  for  divine  worship  for  Sundays  and  week-days. 

October  I9th — Br.  Heyde  was  sent  for  to  Upper  Kyelang,  to 
assist  in  settling  a  dispute  which  had  arisen  between  a  father  and  his 
sons  on  account  of  money  matters.  The  parties  had  already  resorted 
to  violence,  and  the  Chief  Gopa,  Tara  Tschand,  was  at  a  loss  what  to 
do.    The  afiair  was,  however,  brought  to  a  peaceful  termination. 

In  November  our  neighbours  in  the  village  frequently  made  a 
great  noise  with  shouting  and  firing  guns,  sometimes  even  at  night. 
We  ascertained  that  this  was  in  connexion  with  a  festival  in  honour  of 
the  dead,  and  with  the  expulsion  of  demons. 

We  closed  the  year  in  a  solemn  manner,  and  entered  on 
1858  with  the  singing  of  the  usual  hymn,  ^Now  let  us  praise  the 
Lord,'*  &c.  (No.  673  )  We  then  in  earnest  prayer  commended  to  the 
Lord  the  work  in  which  we  are  engaged, — ^poor  unhappy  India,T— the 
Government,  our  kind  Mends  and  bene&ctors  here,  and  our  congrega- 
tions all  over  the  world.  On  New  Year's-day,  and  the  following  night, 
there  was  a  great  uproar  in  the  village. 

We  at  this  time  commenced  translating  into  Tibetan  the  texts 
for  the  day,  often,  of  coivrse,  in  a  very  imperfect  manner. 

Li  February  we  observed  that  our  Lama  Tsultrim  did  not  seem 
so  much  at  ease,  in  his  intercourse  with  us,  as  usual.  It  appears  that 
he  had  supposed  that  our  study  of  the  Tibetan  language,  and  espe- 
cially Br.  Heyde's  firequent  reading  of  religions  books  with  him,  arose 
from  a  desire  to  be  acquainted  with  their  religion,  for  its  own  sake.  A 
short  time  ago  Br.  Heyde  undeceived  him,  assuring  him  that  we 
undertook  these  labours  purely  for  the  sake  of  acquiring  the  language, 
and  had  not  the  remotest  conviction  of  the  truth  of  the  Buddhist 
doctrines.  Afler  this,  he  took  great  pains  to  improve  the  other  Ti- 
betan inmates  of  our  house  in  reading,  evidently  to  make  them  better 
acquainted  with  their  own  religious  books,  and  thus  to  fortify  them 
against  any  assaults  that  might  be  directed  against  their  faith.  How- 
ever, he  has  not  gone  so  far  as  to  refuse  to  assist  us  in  learning  the 
language.  O  that  we  may  soon  be  able  publicly  to  declare  to  these 
poor  people  what  our  commission  is  I 

March  2l8t. — Dowi  Tschand,  a  neighbouring  nobleman,  visited 
us.  Br.  Heyde  had  a  long  conversation  with  him,  on  religious  sub- 
jects.  But  on  all  such  occasions  we  are  made  aware  that  we  are  not 
yet  able  to  express  ourselves  with  the  clearness  and  certainty  requisite 
for  such  topics. 

About  this  time,  a  rather  suspicious  occurrence  took  place  with

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the  son  of  oar  servant  Lobzang.  This  boy  had  already  ran  away 
from  his  parents  several  times,  and  had  been  absent  for  several  days  at 
a  time.  He  did  the  same  on  this  'occasion,  but  was  now  ftnther 
accused  of  having  stolen  three  rupees  belonging  to  another  of  the 
people  in  the  house.  On  investigation  nothing  could  be  proved  against 
the  boy,  and  there  appeared  reason  to  suspect  that  the  accusation  was 
only  a  scheme,  on  the  part  of  our  Lama,  to  induce  us  to  send  Lobzang 
and  his  family  out  of  our  service.
